For when as the Scripture commonly takes not.ee only of the 
wholeintireyears.notregardingthedayes and months °fenk&»* 
to the making up compleat years , or fupernumerary to the mnre, 
there might a doutt arile of theaccunteneffe of that fan which ftall 
arife from fuch years added together. But yet.g.antmgth.sonethmg, 
(and thatmoftionfonanttoreafon) That Holy Wmer^ooCgmngthe 
Lars of the World, in their feveral places, with fach d.hgence, had th.s 
L def.gne, That theferies of the Years of the World, wh.cheould no 
oZwaybelearned^mightbedifcoveteduntous, Tms (I fay)be og 
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granted, we affirm that the Holy Ghoft harfi,a$ much as was neccflary, 
provided againft this doubt : when as he hath to the feveral termina- 
tions and turnings of the feveral Periods, (on which the ferics of time 
depends) adjoyned the very moneth and day. As for example, when 
the /fraelites are faid to go out of Egypt,the ( / ) fifteenth day of the firft 
moneth : and Solomon to begin to build the Temple, in the 4*3 year 
after their (*») departure, on the fecotid day of the ( » ) fecend month, 
the moneths and dayes which bound each termination of that ^Period, 
(hew, that 11 moneths and ,4 dayes are- to be taken away, and not 
that the whole 480, but only 479 years, and fixteen dayes 'are to be 
taken for the fpace of that Period. 

Tempus 4ftroncmcttm t hprimo creations pm&o ad prhcipium jneCbri- 
ftiantexaftum, qtafe dare nobis pop promittunt Ja\ 'or 'e mibi digni vfden- 
tur magis quam laude y quia ma jus quid'tngenio humano moUuntur. fbofe ir bo 
ptomife to give us an exaft Agronomical Table of Time, from the firlh point 
of the Creation untoCbrift f feem to me more worthy if encouragement than 
praife 9 in that they attempt a thing above human capacity, iaies David 
Paraeus, who, among the lateft of our Writcrs,took upon him to num- 
ber the years, even to Chrifts time, out of the Holy Scriptures. Thcre= 
fore he faies, leaving the Aftronomical , he betook himfelf to the 
Politick time of the Hebrews, Egyptians, and Perfian^ as to a 
ji»now irKw} or, another Courfe. 

But if I have any infight in this builnefle, it is of no great concern 
ment, what rule wc make ufc of in meafuring the courfe of time, fo it 
be known and terminated with a certain number of dayes. And if 
any one could with D. Paraeus, by fome equal meafureof y<ars s define 
the diftance between the foundation of the World, and Chrilts time- 
it wercalfo mofteafic, without the help of any Aftronomical Tabled 
to fet down how many y£quinodiaIs in number happened, during 
that Interval, And the noted revolution of time in any Political year, 
fromaiii£quinoclialto the fame point again, what is it but a year na- 
tural and rruly Aftronomical ? 

But if any one, well feen in the knowledge, not oncly of Sacred and 
exotick Hiftory, but of Aftronomical Calculation,and the old Hebrew 
Kalcnder, (kali [apply himfelf to thefc ftudies, J judge it indeed difficult 
but not impoflibie for fuch a one to attain, not oncly thenumber of 
years, but even, of dayes from the Creation of the World. That 
without doubt, by retrograde fupputation, Bafii, the great, teaches us 
we may attain to the .fir ft day of the World. (o)V s w s»,^ B7B jrf

Thou mayft indeed learn in what Very time the foundation of the Worldvas 
laidyif returning from this time to former ages, thou endeavour ftudioujly to

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time hadits firft motion. But in regard, in divers Ages and Nations, 
divers Epochs of time were ufed, and feveral forms of years : Hercit's 
ncceffary that fome common and known account fhould be obferved, 
to which thediverfityof the reft may moft appofitely be reduced. 
And to us there is no meafureof time more known, and more ac- 
commodations to the common collation of times than the form of 
the Julian Years and Months, deduced from the middle of the 
night beginning the Kalends of January, of the firft year of the 
common accounc from Chrift; with thofe three Cicles, by which 
being joyncd, every year is diftinguithed from all other years whatfo- 
cver. For example, the Roman ind^&ion i % years, the Cicle of the 
Moon, or Golden Number 1 9 , and the Ocle of the Sun (the Index of 
Sunday, or our Lords Day) containing the Period of twenty eight 
years. Nor is there any thing more or better known than That at this 
day, the year (I do not fay of the true Nativity of Chrift, which is 
controverted amongft the Learned, but ) of the common Chriftian 
<xra MDCL is noted with the Caraclers of 3 in the Roman indi&ion, 
17 in the Lunar Cicle, and 7. in that of the Sun. 

But for as much as our Chriftian Epoch falls many Ages after the 
beginning of the World, and the number of years before that back- 
ward, is net onely more troublefome; but (unleffe greater care be 
rakenjmore lyable to errour, Alfoithath pleafed our Modern Chro- 
nologersjto addc to that generally received Hypcthc{is,(which afterted 
the Julian Years, with their three Cycles by a certain Mathematical 
prolepfiSj to have run down to the very beginning of the World; an 
artificial Epoch, framed out of three Cycles multiplied in themfe'lves. 
for the Solar Cicle being multiplycd by the Lunar, or the number of 
1 8 5 by i9,produces the great Pafchal Cycle of 552. ycars.and that again 
multiplyed by fifteen , the number of the indi&jon, there arifes the 
Period of 7980 years, which was firft (if Imiftakenot) obferved by 
Robert Lof&ar/Vg, Bifhop of Hereford, in our Ifland of Brittain, and 
' 500 years after by Jofepb Scaliger, fitted for Chronological ufes, and 
I called by the name of the J ulian Period, becaufe it contained a Cycle of 
! fomany Julian years. Now if the Series of the three minor Cicles 
j be from this prfent year, extended backward unto precedent Times, 
the 4715 years before the beginning of our Chriftian Account, will be 
found to be that year into which the firft year of the Indi&ion, the 
firft of the Lunar Cicle, and the firft of the Solar wii! fall. Having 
placed therefore the heads of this Period in the Kalends of January, 
\ in that proleptick year, the firft of our Chriftian vulgar account, muft 
! be reckoned the 4714 of the Julian Period, which, being divided by 
i 15, io< 2.8. will prefent us with the 4 Roman irdiclion, the 2 
Lunar Cycle, and the 10 Solar, which are the principal Characters of 
j that year. 

We find moreover that the year of our fore-fathers, and the 
I years 



j years ofchc ancient Egyptians, and Hebrews were of the fame quan- 
l ury with the Juli wiyconfifling of twelve equal monerhs, every of them 
\ c^ntemmg *oday«,ffor u cannot be proved that the Hebrews did 
j a-fc Luwary Moneths, before the Babylonian Captivity) adjovnincr 
I ru the end of the twelfth moneth, the addition of five dayes° 
,.nd rvey fourth year fix. And I have obferved by the continued 
iuccifonof rhefc years, as they are delivered in holy writ, That the 
end of ihe great Nebucbadnezars, and the beginning of tviimeros 
dachs (his Ions) reign, fell out in the ?4 4 i ycarof the World, but by 
colkaon of Chaldean Hiftory, and the Agronomical Cannon, it fell 
out in the 8 > ycarof Nabonafar, and,a> by certain connexion, it muft 
follow 111 the 5 5* year before the Chriftian account, and of the Julian 
Period, the 415*. and from thence / gathered the Creation of the 
World did fall out upon the 710 year of the Julian Peiiod,by placing 
its beginning in Autumn; but for as much as the firft day of the World 
began with the evening of the firft day of the week, /have obferved 
that the Sunday, which in the year 710 aforefaid, came nearcft the Au- 
tumnal ^quinox,b 7 Aftronomical Tables, (p ) notwithstanding the 
ftayof the Sun, m che dayes ofJA*, and the going back of it in the 
dayes ok'E^hiah) happened upon the 13 day of the Julian October; 
from thence concluded, that from the evening preceding, that firft 
day of the Julian year, both the firft day of the Creation, and the firft 
motion of time are to be deduced. 

The difficulties of Chtonologcrs h perplexed by that w.»xi*, or 
love of contention, fo termed by Bafil, b.ing atlaft over-pa/Ted, j 
I encline to this opinion, that from the evening ufhering in the I 
firft day of the World , to that midnight which began the firft i 
day of the Chriftian arra, there was 400 j years, feventy dayes I 
and fix tcmpoiarie howers ; and that the true Nativity of ourSa- J 
viour was full four years before the beginning of the vulgar Chriftian ' 
*ra,as is demonftrable by the time of Herods death. For & according to 
our account, the building ol Solomons Temple was nnifhed in the * 000 
year of the World, and in the 4000 ycarof the VVoild rhe dayes 
being (q) fulfilled, in which the BleiTed Virgin, Mother ofGod, was 
to bring forth Chrift himfelf, (ofwhom the Temple wasa(r) Type) 
was manifeft intheflefh,and made his firft appearance unto man: from 
whence four years being added to the Chriftian a:ra, and as many ta. 
ken away from the years before it,inftead of the Common and Vulgar, 
wemallobrcinatrue and natural Epochaof the Nativity of Chrift.' 
But thefe things, (which I do onely point at for the prefent) God 
willing, (hah be more fully hereafter confirmed in our Sacred Chro- 
nology, which /intend to put forch, together withaTreatifeof the 
Primitive Years, and the Kalender of the ancient Hebrews : In the 
mean time I thought good to pubhfti the Annals of the Old Tefta- j 
ment, built upon the Foundation there laid, with a Chronicle of all

and ^ri4»walfo,toclcerthelightofthofecimes,which were by others

Latine Authours, they would in order difpofe the feyeral 
Monarchies, that fotbeT'imes of the World,an<hhe Series 
of the mosl con fider able mutations might be kpown. There ^ma the 
were then noboofy extant in the German tongue, concerning 
ancient Empires, ^(or had the Latines any thing of that 
nature* /aye Juftins confufed Epitome, which alfo wan ted the 
diflinclion of Times . Thofe learned men were then at leafure 
and delighted with the work^ They therefore recite in order 
out of the Hebrew, (freely and Latine Monuments , the 
fiyeral Monarchies, andinfert all the mofl memorable tranp 
aUions in their due place and order y with the diftinBions of

J^atibns, and Times, Thu Ingenious prince read thefe 
Worlds moft earneftly, and declared his delight in them > and 
That tbeSeries ofTtmes,and the memory of the mofi remark- 
able Affairs were preferved by pivine providence. For 
they fhtwed him, how that thejiifkw of the World was con. 
tinned fo, that Htrodatm begins his Narrations, a little be^ 
fore the end of the ^Prophetic Hiftory. For even before the 
end of the Terfian Monarchy , concerning which we have 
moft clear Serrations in Daniel, Efdras^ and Nehemia, 
fome names of the Kjngs of Affyria and Egypt, are the 
fame in the Prophets WHerodotus. Jercmjas foretells 
de/truBion to Aprks, which Herodotus defcribes. $ After 
Apryes ^////Jerernie, and then Amafis Br angles the proud 
Kjngafter he had taken him. The Palatine Prince faid he 
dtd acknowledge a Teftimony of Divine prefence,m the con* 
ftitut'ton of Empire s, for that they could neither be attained nor 
retained by meer Humane power, and that they were therefore 
conflicted, that they might be the Upholders of Human So* 
ciety , c on joy n many Stations, ^eftore LaWf, fuflice, 
Teace,yea, they might teach men concerning (jod. And 
therefore did often repeat thofe words of Daniel, G od chan - 
»es,and confirms Empires. He fatdli{ewife, That by 
the mutations and punijhments of Tyrants, the juft judgement 
of the Almightywas moft con fphuous] and that all Man- kind 
was, by thefe llluftrious Examples, premenifhed to acknowledg 
God,and were given to under fland that hewills and ordains jw 
ftice, and is truely of ended with thofe who tranfgrejfe this his 
ordination, Such were the Speeches cftbatTrmce, confidering 
the 1{ifes and Vfuines of Empires,

And laft of all, man was 
made and createdafter the image ot God, which confifted principally in the divine know- 
ledge of themindc, rColof 3. verf, 10.J and in the naturall and proper lanttity ot his 
will>[£pJ*/.4,wr/.24.] And he forth-with, when aU living creatures, by the Divine 
Power, were brought before him, as a Lord appointed over them, gave them their 
names, by which they fhould be called. Among all which, when he found none to help 
himliketohimfelf,lefthe(houldbe dettitutc of a fie companion, God taking a rib 01 toi 
hisfide,whilesheflcpt,falhionedit into a woman, and gave her to him for a wite, clta- 
blilhin g ,withall,alaw of marriage between them ; then blefling them , he bade them 
wex and multiply, and gave them dominion over all living creatures , and for them all he 
provided a large proportion ot food and fuftcnancc to live upon. To conclude, fin being 
not yet entered upon the World, God beheld all that he had made, and,behold t t v>as txcttdng 
goad.

Abraham being careful to get a wife for his fon Ifaacfent his chief fetvant, £//'*/> of #*- 2%$$. 
mafctts, gen, i J. v.t. (taking fir ft an oath of him) to look out one for him ; who going by 
the guidance of God into Mefopotamia, there obtained for him Rebek* the daughter of Be- 
thue\ filter to Laban the Syrian, whom Ifaac receiving for his wife, brought inro the tent 
of his mother Sarah ; and by the folace and content which he took in her, put off the dolor 
and grief which be conceived upon the death of his mother, who was departed this life 
three year^ before, ^w.24. v. 1 . 67. and he was forty years old when he married his wife 
Rebc^a, Cjtn.2^.v.2o 

About this time began the reign of the Argivi in Vetopomfus, \ 080 years before the firft 
Olympiade, asSufebius in his Chronicle rcporteth, out ol Castor. 

The firft that there reigned was Inachtts, who reigned 50 years; of whom Erafmus, in 
the proverb,^/*? rt»*/<j#w,fpcaketh; u.to which alio I refer that of the moft learned Var- 
ro 7 in hi J 1 7 bool^ of Humane Affaires, (cited by A. Ctlliits m his firft book, Nottinm ^Attic, 
c. 1 6, and oiAfacrobitts-Jib.t Saturml.)whcrc he faitb,Ti the beginning of Romulus are rec- 
koned more than 1 1 ooj ears: For trom the beginning ot Inachsts his reign, according to the 
accompt of Caflor, the re mentioned, unto the Palilia, Or folemne Fcftivals of Pales (the com- 
try GodAtfs among the Romans) mentioned by Varro, are reckoned Hoi years. 
Sem the fon oifitoah died 500 years after the birth of Arpbaxad, Gen, n.v.

When the twins ftrove in the womb, Rebeka asked counfell of God; by whom it wasan- 
fwered, that the hands of two differing and dif agreeing Nations fhould proceed out of her in that 
birth^ vf which the one fbottldbeflrongtr than the other, andthat the eld.r fbmU ferve the younger. 
But at the time of her travel, the firft that came forth was ruddy all over, and like to a Aug 
parmenr, and his name was called Efau ; then came forth the other, holding the former 
by the heele, whereupon he was called by the name of Jacob ; and Ifaac their father, at the 
time of their birth,was fixty year- old, Gw.25.^.22. Hofea,ii.v.3. 

Uanetho writes, chat 'lhethmof,s King of Thebais, orthcuper Egypr,befieged the Hickfos 
or Shephcards, (hut up in a place called Auan'm (containing too 00 acres of ground) with 
an army of fourc hundred and forrefcorc tiioufand men •• but thai finding no poflbility of 
taking them, took this end with them, that they fhould leave Egypt* and go freely whither 
they would* and that they, with all their fnbftancc and goods* being in number no leffe 
than four hundred and forty thoufand, patting through Egypt, went by the way of the 
wildcrncfic into Syria, and that for dread they had of the Afiyrians, who then poflefled 
all Afia, they built thcmfelves a City in the land of J rdxa, as it is now called, bigg enough 
to receive fo vaft a multitude of inhabitants, and called it Hierofolyma, \. c. femfakm .• fo 
laics Manetho in Jofephtts lib. 1. contra Appionem Grammaticum, which (Appion in his 4.000^ of\ 
Egyptian affaires) calls this king, Amofis, and proves outottbc Annals of Ptokm&usMen- 
Aefms an Egyptian Pricft,that he was contemporary to lnachus afore-mentioned, King of 
the Argivi ,as Tatian the Adrian (in his Oration againfi the greeks. )Ju(k'm Martyr,('« hts Pa- 
rs.nn\on or Exhortatorj to the Greeks. )ClcmenS Alexandriniis in his firft bool^ of his Stromata, 
and others do report; all which following lofephus and luFtus T,berienfts underftand as 
meant of the Ifraelites, becaufe they traded much in fheep,<7<w.46.<i>..

At the end of this year, when their money and flock of cattel was all gone, the Egyp- 
tians then fold both their lands andl ibertics unto Jofeph ; who thereupon liippiied them 
with corne to feed them, and alfo with feed, to low their ground withall,in this feven th 
and laft year of the famine, to receive it again the year following, when the barrennclle 
of the earth was over; and to the end, that Pharaoh might have a full title and poiietfion 
of the lands fo bought, Jofeph removed and tranfplaccd them, every man from one 
fideof the country to the other, and there afligned unto every man land to till and to ma- 
nure, referving nevertheleffe out of the profics, a fifth part to Pharaohs own ule, yearly, 
by a fundamental law of that kingdom : onely the chief Governours, and the Prielrs 
lands, came not into Pharaohs hands, becaufe thefe living of the kings allowance, had no 
need to fell their lands for food as others had.

1. and (o is it generally believed by all the H-brcws.The- 
fum whereof is delivered by Servhtsfulpicius, inthefiritbookofhisH//?on<jp6/-..'.-chus, 
In this tract of time lived Job .- a man embracing the law of nature, and the knowledge of the true 
God, and all righteoufneffe, rich wfubftance,ar.d the more noted,for that neither the thjjyment of 
thofe riches corrupt ed^nor the lofs of them depraved bim hi his way. Tor when as^.rft being fpoy led of 
his goods by Satan,he was alfo bereft of his children; and at laft tormented with grievous baches and 
fores in his body, he could yet never be drawn ,t borough impatience, to fin in any fort : whereof having 
firft received a teftimonie from Gods own mouth; he was afterward reftored to his former health, 
and had caft into his bo fame double, of what ever he poffeffed before.

But when as ,by the over diligent inquiry made by the kings fearchers,and their bad 
neighbours the Egyptians, he was at length found out, they put him in a basket of bull- 
rt.fhes, daubed over with flime and brimftonc, and layed it in the flags, by the brim ot 
the rivcr,his filter, Miriam,or M.iry, [Numb. 26. 5 9, 1 Chron t 6.3.1 Handing a loot ot trom 
the place, to fee what would become of him. But Pharaohs daughter (whom Jofepbw 2. 
Amiqc 5*1 9 calleth Thermutin, and fo doth Epiphanius, in Panario, and others) finding 
him there, put him forth to be nurfed, as it fell out, to his own mother J ocebed^ and at • 
terward adopted him for her fon, and teaufed him to be brought up, and lnftructedhim 
in all manner ot fcience and learning of the Egyptians, [Exod.t.S.io.with Acls 7. a i,»a. 1 
Cccrops, an Egyptian, tranfporting a colonieof the Sans into AttJca,as we learn out ot 
ViodorutSiculusJib. 1. fet up there the kingdom of the Athenians, 780 years before the 1. 
Olympiad, as Eufcbiw in Chron, reporteth out of Caftor, trom this Cccrops his time, the

bondage, which continued upon them, even after Ramefles was dead, by thefpaxeof ij> 
years and a half, under his ton Amenophis,who fuccecdcd him; i or fo long and no longer 
atimeofhisreiguisaflignedby^/^if^rout of whole whole narration, though {tufted 
with a multitude of old wives rales, all which are abundantly refuted by Jolephus, in his 1 
bookjigainfi Apiomyct there are 2 hiftorical verities clearly appearing in him: 1. that under 
this AmenophiSj the father of Scthofis, al. Ramcffes (the 1 K. of the following Dynaftie, or 
fucceffive principality) which Manctbo makes the i?,and not under the other Amcnophis 
which was the 3 of that Dynaftiefas Jofephus vainly furmifes)the Ifraelites,under the con- 
duct ot Mofes, according to Manethoes relation, departed out of Egy pc. a. That he whom 
the Egyptians call Amcnophis the father of Scthofis and Armais, him the Greeks callBs- 
luy, the father of Egyptus, and Danaus.Fot the time of this Belus, by Thallus the Chrono- 
grapher (as he is alleaged by Thfophilus Antiochenus and Laitantius) falls in jump with 
the age of this Amemphis; though the fable writers confounding this Belus of Egypt, 
with Belus the Aflyrian,thc father of Ninus,tcll u-, that certain Colonies were tranfpoxted 
by this Beius (who was drowned m the Red-fea,) into the country of Babylon. 
3513. God appeared to Mofes, whiles he was keeping his father in law Jethroes fheep in the 
mountain of Horeb, in a bramble- bu(h,b'. rning, but never confumed with fire^and called 
him to deliver his people Ifrael,out of their flavery and bondage in Egypt. And he though 
he fought by divers excufes to avoid this imploimenr,yet at length,partly by mirades;part- 
ly by affurancc given him ot the aiTiftancc of God,and his brother Aaron given hira tor an 
afliftant, heundertook the work, [Alls 7 .36, 3 5. Exod.i. & 4. 1 , 1 8. J 

Mofes taking leave of Jethcr or Jethrohis Father in law, with his family; took his jour- 
ney for Egypt : but in the way, for neglecting to circumcilc his fon Eliezer? he was ftopt 
by God, and not fevered to paffe, till he had circumcifcd his fon, and from thence fending 
back his wife Zippoi«h, and histwofons, Gcrfhom and Elitzer, to her father Jethro,and 
freed from all encombrancc, he returned ro mount Horeb,where meeting with his brother 
Aaron, he went on and performed his embaflie, confirmed by miracles, in the open fight 
of the children of Jfrael, [£.iW. 4 »i 8, ? 1 . & 1 8. 1 , <$.] s 

Mofes and Aaron,having declared to Pharaoh,therttcflige in which they were Cent un- 
to him from God,arc charged by him as heads of a mutiny,and fent away with many bad 
words, and more grievous labours were forthwith laid upon the Ifraelites, than their daily 
task formerly came unto : and when their overfecrs were beaten, becaufe all was not done 
that was commanded, and they complained thereof (though all in vain) to Pharaoh, they 
expoftulated the matter with Motes and Aaron, and Mofes with Cod : who gracioufly 
heard h im, and confirmed him to go on in the work he had begun,[£*. 5.] 

Mofes returned to the Ifraelites, with further inffruct ions from God-; but their opprefllon 
frill cncreafing,could do no good with them: and thereupon being commanded by God to 
go again to Pharaoh, he excufed himfclf, [Exod. 6.3 

Mofes being now 80, and Aaron 83 years of age, urged thereunto bv God, returned a- 
gain to Pharaoh, where the Magicians by their lorccry, imitating the miracles of Aarons 
rod, turned into a ferpenr, made Pharaoh more obftinatc than he was before.[£A-.7.i , 1 3 .] 
The chief of thefc magicians which oppofed -*/?/e/,were Jannes and Jambres, al, Mam- 
brcs, named by the Apoftlc£2 iiw.?.8.] vvhofc names are celebrated, not only by the 
Jewes in their TalmudicalTnaty of rvnjij (u.) ofoblatwnsycp.whcic they are called by the 
names ot 'Jnv and N1CC1 (,>.) Jochannc, and ^/amre,and in the Chaldee Paraphrafe,at- 
tributcd to Jonathan upon, [Ex. 1.1 5. $c 7.n«] but alfo among fome heathen writers, for 
fo Numenius Aparrwusj a Pythagorean Philofopher, in his 3 book, mtji « *>8» t cited bv 
Yx\{':b,l.9.Pr£pAr.Evang. cX relates this hiftory • James and Jambres, faith he, interpreters 
of the myfieries of Egypt, were in great reputcy what time the Jewes were fern out ofEgypt,being ih 
the opinion of a\lmen,tnferiour to none in the Art of Magi ck,. For by thtgeneral voice of the Egypti- 
ans, they two were chofen to oppofe Mofes, ring-leader of the lewes, whofe praiers were tf all others, 
moft prevalent with God, and they only were able to undoc, andfrufirate all thofe moft grievous ca* 
lamitiesy which Mofes brought uponthe Egyptians, in the open view and fight of mil the Egyptians : 
whereto alio that of Pl'myJ.z o.c.i. is to be referred, where he faith, There is alfo Mother feS 
of Magicians, depending Upon Mofes y and Iannes and Jotape lewes. Wherein nevcrthelefle he talis 
into a double error, 1 . In reckoning Mofes among the magicians. And ». in making Jan- 
nes and Jotape to be Jewes, But when Pharaoh's magicians, could do no more , God bv 
the hand of Mofes laicd his ten plagues upon the Egyptians, all which are recounted [Pfal. 
78. ££ 105.] The which plagues, took up, as the Jewes faw, a whole yearsfpace.at teveral 
intervals ot time ; whereas indeed they were all lent within one month in this order. .

When all me Tabernacle was now fully let up, and anointed all over, together with 
the uten(il>,and things thereunto belongings and the Altar which had been 7 dayes in 
conlecratingjwasnow dedicated by Aaron his firft oblation of faciifices made upon it; 
(tor the (even former dayes were tor expiation, or cleanfmg, and ordained tor the hal- 
lowing of it, Exod. 29. 36,37.) 

Then came the Heads ot the Tribes which were numbred, and they brought fix wag. 
gons covered over, and twelve oxen, and joyndy offered them before the Tabernacle:

Upon tlvs calamity, and the continual dropping aWay ot the Itraehtes , in the VViJ- 
dcrnclle, Mofes compofed the 9oPialm, [ Lord t hot* hafi been our refuge, &c,\ in which 
he a itolhc weih that the ordinary age of men, was reduced ro 70 or 80 years at the ut- 
mjft : therefore, .

The Itraelitcs continued in Kadefh many dayes, [Deut. 1.46.] for whether it were for 
a day or two, or a moneth, or a year,fo long as the cloud continued over the Tabernacle, 
the Camp all that while contnued in the fame place, and removed not, [Numb. 9. 2 j.J 
But that in fome places the Camp continued many years, appeareth, tor that in the ipacc 
of ? 7 years, there are but 17 encampuigs mentioned; for leaving Kadefh, they returned 
mo the W ilderncfle, as I faid be orc,toward the Red Sca,and encamped about the Hill-

Now to chat long dcmouiageot theirs in Kaddh, or the encampings next entumg up- Uji^, 
on their removes from thence, all chat feems to refcrre * which we finde delivered 
in the fifteenth, and tour next enfuing chapters, of Numbers-, as well that of the la we* 
there mentioned to have been made , as the Hiftoncall part thereof. As how he that 
gathered flicks on the Sabbath ; ( for though the lacrifices were omitted in the Wdder- 
nefle, yet was (till the ule of the Sabbath entirely oblerved ) was, by the Oracle from 
God, ftoned to death, by all the people, c. 15. and how Koran, Dathan, and Abiram, 
railing a mutiny againft Mofes and Aaron,were fwallowed alive into the earth, and *5o. 
of their affociates, whiles they offered incenfe perifhed by fire, fetit upon them from 
God. And how God commanded their cenfors to be taken and ufed, for the over-lay- 
ing of the Altars, for a memorial of them to the children oi Ifrael. And how thepco- 
pk murmuring againft Moles and Aaron for the calamitie which had befallen their 
brethren, were ftricken by God and perifhed , to the number of 14700. men, c.16. 
And how twelve rods being brought by the twelve Princes, and laid in the Sanftuary : 
Aar-ons rod,onely budded, and brought forth almons ; and was laid up before the Ark, 
for a iign to thofe who (hould afterward be given to rebellion, [m/m 7. ] All which things 
are thought to have been done in the later half of the fecond year, after their departure 
oir of the land of Egypt. Moles committing to writing nothing, but what fell out in the 
two firft years, and the laft of their travel in the Wildcrnefle; and parting by what elfe 
happened in thofe 3 7 years intervening, faving oncly the matter of the 1 7 flagcs or en- 
campings formerly mentioned. See Abulcnfis, upon Numb, cap. 1 gyufr, 3. 

The Scripture alfo flievvcth that the time, which the Ifraelues fpent m travelling from 
Kadcih Barnea, till they patted the vale, or brook Zerad, which was half a year after 
they removed from their 3 J encamping; and another half year before they palled the 
River Iordan, took up the full time of 3 8 years. In which {pace of time, all that gene- 
ration of rebels aganift God was wholly fpent , dead and buried, ^Deut, a. 14, 

Now for the 9 firft years, which the Ifraeiitcs fpent in the Wilderncffc, Armais gover- 
ned in Egypt, and Scthofis invaded the Eaft : both which were brothers andfonncsto 
AmcnophK,( which was he that was drowned in the red Sea ) as we have formerly no- 
ted, to the year of the world, 1494. Of whom ^Manetho in his Egyptian, mentioned by 
)ofepbfts in his firft book.againft Apion, W'riteth thus. Scthofis being furnifhed with cavalry 
andjhipping,made his brother Armaisruler, indeed.over tUEgypt , and let him ufe all other Re- 
gall power and Authority there : onely he forbad him to wear a Crown ; and charged him in no 
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irreat fucceffe near home* he went on with the greater confidence to ravage and fpoile all the 
Kingdoms and Countries of the Eaft. But fame few years after hi was gone , tArmais whom 
heleftinEerpt caftingoff aWfearof (inne, did all things contrary to what he was comman- 
ded by the King : For firft, he mifufed the Queen, and lay continually with the Kings cor. 
ctibines- and at length, following the advice of his friends, ufed a Crown alfo, and plainly rebel- 
led apalnft his brother. Thus Manetho the Egyptian, adding withal, that Armais, was 
Danaus; and Sethofiswas called both Egyptus, and thac from him, the whole land was 
called Egypt : and alfo Ramifies, alter his Grandfathers name. From which fimjli- 
tude of names and things, it is manifeft, that both Tacitus comes to call him Ramies, 
and Herodotus, Seloftris; for fo Tacitus fayes, That a King called Rhamfes having 
conquered all Lybia,and Ethiopia, and the UMedes and Verftans , and BaOria; and Scyth.a 
and all the lands which the Syrians and Armenians, and their borderers the Cappadocians held, 
together with Byth'yiia, and Lycia,tyiugupen the (JMediterranian Sea-, and fo far Tacitus or 
him, under the name of Rhamfes. And for Scfoflns, Herodotus in his (econd book, 
writes in this manner. The* TricftsMxh he, {peaking of the Egyptians, report ; That 
he was the firft, who with a Fleet of long Ships, going out of the Arabian gulf , brought all the 
nations, bordering upon the Red^ea, into his fubjetJion. Which done, he came bac^ the fame 
way : and having gathered a mighty Army, marched into the Continent (of A fa) and there 
fddued all the nations which flood in his way. Then paging out of Afia, crofed into Europe ; 
there conquered the Scythians, and Thracians : whither, and no further, laith he, it ftemeth to 
me, that Egyptian Army came, becaufe here, and no further off, are to be feene yet extant, 
the Mxrkes and Monuments of his name and Victories. Qc wfrch Monuments fo 
eieftcd by Sefoftiis, he avcrrcth, that bimfelfe had feen fame remaining ;» Paleftitic 
of Syria: as alfo two others in Ionia , one at Ephefus, at ye go into Phocea, the other, on the 

way leading from SardU to Smyrna. The like report makes Diodorus Siculrs, of Scfoofis 
lib. *. but makes him far anciejiter,than thefe times : and indeed the age attributed to his 
brother Danaus proves , that he was contemporarie with Moles , as alto Manetho 

makes

Egypt^hich was formerly called Aeria)w as fo called from Egyp !ue who was there made K ~ 
upon the txpulfton of his brother t Danau4 : wherein our accouiic varies two years only from 
thatofEu.ebius.for ^ ' y u 

Egyptus,who was alio called, Rameffes, and Sefoftris, and Scfoofis, after the term" of 
<> years Ipcnr in fevcralvoiages and wars in forraign parts, (asbndor Sic. in his firft book 
tefrfieth,) returned to Peiulium. Whereby Armai;, who is alfo called Danaus, when he 
had ruled over Egypt 9 years fled for fear of his brother Rameffes, or Egyptus ; and falling 
from the ^»gdom which he had fo gotten in Egypt, came into greece, as Georgia Syncdlus hath 
it, in die Greek Eufcbius,pubiiflied by Scaiiger,/^ 26.27. having firft attempted to pov- 
fon his brother Egyptus, at a banquet provided lor him : but miffed of his purpofc, as both 
Herodotus lib, a cap 1 c 7 . and alfo Diodorus Siculus Lb. 1 . p*g. 5 3. (in the Greek and Latin 
cdifon of him) tcftifi.'s. 

Danaus commg into greece, there made htmfelf Mafter of Argosy and made it abound with 
waters: Danaus by his 5odaughters,Deftroyedthe^o font of his brother Egyptus .- fine omly his 
fan Lynceus, which reigned after him,to wit at Argos. 

Buftris the fon of Neptunus,a»d Libra the daughter of Epaphm, exercifeda tyranny** the parts 
pyning upon the river Nile, barbaroufty murdering all ftrang.rs, which fifing that way fill into 
his hands; whence is that of Ovid. lib. 3. de Trifti.more cruel thou, than was Bufiris art, 
and that oi VirgiU 3. Gcorg. who of Eutyfth- us hard heart, hath not heard? And altars, 
by the unworthy B fir reard? unworthy indeed to be defended; but much more unworthy 
was he to have been commended by any man, which yet was his nap to be, by Socrates 
the Orator, in his, Buftridis Encomium , and therein , ( as alter him , alfo Eufcbius 
did) he fayes, that he was the fon of Libya, the daughter of Epaphus aod Neptunus. 
Where obfcrvc,that this Rameffes, furnamed Myamuo, (of whom I fpake, in the year 
of the world 2427) is by Muthological wr cer>,furnamcd Neptunus,and was the man who 
commanded the new born infants or tnc Hebr ws to be drowned ; and that left behind 
him two fons, Amenopnis,(;.f ,)Bclus or Egypt (the father oi Egyptus an^ DanauOthat op- 
puguer of the Almighty God, and which with his holt, was overwhelmed in the Red- 
lea; and left Bulins his fon, lo infamous, tor butchering of ftrangers, (a fitting oft-fpting 
of fuch a father) ro fucaed him, whereuoto you may add", it you plea If, out of A. 
GcUitu,i:b. 1 5. cap.ll.thattheToetswerewonttocallmetii'barbarouSfCraelyanddevoideofha'' 
mamtie, thefonsof Neptune: as born of that mercilelk element, the fca. 

In thefe time*, Tactile fon of Hermes Tnlmegiftrs, lived, faith Eufebms, with which 
agreeth that which the Egyptians deliver, thac Selbitris, learned his wifJom,from this 
Hermes, as we find in Elian, lib. 1 2. Var. Hiftor. cap. 4. 

Cadmus and Phenix, going from Thebais in Egypt into Syria, erected a kingdom in 
Tyre and Sidon . Eufeb. fhron. 

Now after the UraeJites had compaffed the hill-country of Seir and Edom, by the 
fpace of 37 years, from Kadcfh- barnea, to Ezion-gaber , in* Edom; going from the 
North to the South , even to the flioare of the Red-l'ca, God then commanded them 
to turne Northward, and march ftrait forward to the land of prom.fex and becaufe die 
land of Edom lay in their way thitherward , he charged them, thac they fliouid not, 
in any wife, draw a fwordupon them, as being their brethren : telling them how 
great a providenceandcarehe had uled, in preferving themfelves by the fpace of 40 
years in the wildcracfTc, \D:nt. 2.1, 7.] putting fuch an impcriedt number of 40. for an 
imperfedt, of 39. 

In the firft moneth of the 40 year, after their departure out of Egypt; the Ifraelites 
coming into the wilderncfleof Tziu.they there encamped.

Jofuah commanded the people, befides their manna, which as yet ceafed nor, to take o- 
ther provant and victuals along with them, as being three dayes after to paffe over Jordan,

Upon the 1 o day of the hrft month, April 3 o. btlng on a Frtdaj, to wit, the lame day 
that the Pafchal lamb was to be Chofcn out of the Hock, the Ifraelites, by the leading of 
Jo{ua,atypeofJcfusChrift, wentupout of the river Jordan, intothepromifedlandof 
Carman, a type of that heavenly country: they paffed through the river on dry foot, the 
waters being for that prelent divided j and that at a feaion, when they ufually over-flowed 
the banks, for a memorial of which miraculous paffage, Jofua Get up twelve ftones in the 
very channel of Jordan; and taking twelve other ftones trom out ofthermddeft thereof 
fee them up in the place where they next encamped, at Gilgal,[J»/.3» and 4.1 

The day folloWing(as it feemes) Jofuah renewed the ufe of Circunicihon inoilgal,Which 
had been omitted 40 years, and there she people refted them and abode, untill they were J 
wholeagain,[j9/.5.*>p.] I

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Upon the fourteenth day cfthe firft monch(the fourth of May, beingour luefdaj) in the 
^•mng, the Ilraeliccs celebrated their firft Paflovcr in the land ot Canaan , [lofm 5.

Next day after the Pafleover {May 5. bemgmdcnfday) they ate of the fruit of the Land 
oi Canaan, unleavened bread, and parched corne ; and manna ceafed, the very day after 
they began to live of the fruits of the land ; and the children ot Ifrael after that, faw man- 
na no more, but lived that ycar,of thefruitsof the land of Canaan, [lof. 5.11,12.], 

Our Lord Jefus, Captain ot his Fachers Hoft, appearing to Jolua,the typical Jefir, be- 
fore Jcrico, with a drawn fword in his hand, piomifcd thereto defend his people, [/0/.5. 

Jerico,the Ark of God having been carried rouni about it, wastaken the feventh day, 
the walls thereof failing flat down, at the found ot the Pilfb trumpets : and was utterly 
deftroyed, and all put to the fword , faving only Rahab, and her family ,[/c/.<J,] who mar- 
rying afterward to Salmon, of the fritoof Judah,bare of" h''m Boaz, [Mat. 1.5.] 

Tbt Ifraelites at their liege of Ay, being abandoned by God, for tne facriledge , com- 
mitted by Achan, are f mitten by their enemies: Achansfin being difcoyered by the ca- 
tling of lotts, and he found guiltie, was ftoned to death , and together with his children 
and catc4, burnt with fire,!/*/. 7.] and God being hereby pacified, Ay was taken by an 
ambufluiunc; and utterly deftroyed,and twelve thouland men flain 111 the taking of it, [ /<>/.. 
8. i,c 9 .] 

In mount Ebal, according to the law made, there was an Altar ere£ted,for facrificei to 
be made thereon, and the ten Commandments* engraved on it, the blelfingsand curlings 
were repeated inmount Ebal, and mount Gcnzim, and the book oi the Law read in the 
ears of all die people, [/«•/. 3. 30, 3 5.] 

The kings ot Canaan, moved witu this great tuccefleof the Ifraelkes,bandy thcmlelves 
together againft thcm,tavc only the Gibeonites, who craftily found a way tofav; their own 
live , by making a league with them : but were, ncvertheleife , afterward depned to the 
lervile offices of the houfe of God : [lof. $>,] 

Adoni-zcdec, King ofJcti:falero, with the Kings of Hebron, Jarmuth, Lachifh, and 
Dcbir, hearing that Gibeon was fallen off from them, joyncd their forces together, and 
be fiegal it ; But Jolua having raited the fiege, purlued thole five Kings,and had the killing 
cf them, as tar as Azecab, and Mackcda, at which time, the fun flood Ifill over Gibeon, 
and the moon over the valicy ot Ajalon, by the fpace almoft of one whole day, and until! 
the Ifraelites were fully avenged of their enemies, [lof. 10, 1,14.] Whe/eupon Laurentiu> 
Coelomaunu 5 obferves two things : 1. That whereas Aialon y was dift ant from Glbeon,fcant- 
ly one German mile toward, the weft, it is very likely that the moon was then pa ft the full and will on 
tnthe warn, j. That feeing both thofe great lights began andended their ft anding ftii both toge- 
ther, the Aflronomkal account is no wales confounded by this ft ay , even as ( faith he) in muftil^, 
th-; harmony is not in any fort bra\n, nor thevoicesjar, if they all reft at the fame time, and then 
begin again, every man in his party unto the end of the leffon. 

Jofuahjfollowing the chafe, thole five Kings hid ihemfelves in a cave at Mackeda > 
winch cave, Jofuah commanded to be rammed rp with ftoncs, and a guard to be fct up- 
on it> till the enemy being wholy routcd,had betaken thcmlelves to their fenced Cities :and 
when all the aimie was lafelv returned to Jolua in Mackeda,then Were the ftoncs removed* 
and thole five Kings taken out of the cave, and the captaines of the Hoft, bid to put every 
man his foot upon their necks; and them to be hung up upon five gibbets, untill the fun 
went down, and then to be throwne into the fame cavcagain,and the mouth thereof Hop- 
ped up with Hones as before : [lof. 1 0.1 6 y \ 7.] 

And thus ended thatmoft bufieyear of the wold, 25 5?. in the firft fix monthi, wherc- 
otMofedimleitook in and poflefied all that landover Jordan, toward the call, and in 
the later,Jcfluiah conquered the rood part of all, that lay to t"c well of it : and m the nv'd- 
deft oi the year, manna ceafing,the people of Ifrael began tofuefift and live upon the pro- 
fits of the land oi Canaan. 

From the Autumne of this year, wherein, after the failing of manna, they began to till 
the ground and fow it, is to be reckoned the firft year,-w<>«*e>te»(v«) o r their tillage,and 
the rife of the (abbatical years hence to be taken, _Ex ,2 3.

The five kings thus deftroyed, all the reft of the kings, combined together againft the 
Ifraelites-, and with them Jofuah had a long war* [lof. 11. 1,18.3 which failed full fix 
ye.irs:as we fhall fee anon. 

Jofuah, now grown old, was commanded by God,todivideallthelandon the weft ot 
J 01 dan, among the nine trbes remaining, and the other halt tribe of Manaffes,[/o/j3. 
1, 7/i whereupon he firft divided the land of Gilgal, (where the Tabernacle of God 
then' w.i' ,ind the Army then lay)among the Tribes of Judah,and Ephraim, and the half 
tiib'JofManaiIcs,Lyo/.i4.6 # /o/.i5.i6,i7.]atwhichtimeCalcbthe fon of Jcphunna,45 
years after the lime that he was lent to fpie out the land by Mofes,defircd to have Hebron 
with the mountain countries of Judca, to be afTigncd to him for hi; part : undertaking to 
cxpuilethe Anakims from thence, [lof. 14.^,1 0,1 3. 2 
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Yet would not Jofhua permit ( as Tremellius hath here very well obferved ) that Ca- 
leb with his own company fhould aflault Hebron- but ivmtelf went with the whole 
> Army to take it" in; and having taken it* then gave ic unto Caleb , to wit, the land'* and 
villages thereunto ad joyning : referving the city it felf, and fuburbs thereof for a city of 
refuge* and for the Pricftsufe, [Iofh. ax. n, 12, 13. 1 £hron. 55. 56, 57.] For, thar,nei- 
ther Hebron, nor Debir, though both lying within the land, and inheritance afftgned to 
Caleb, were yet taken by the ifraelites, nor the Anakims rooted out from thence, ap- 
pearcth out of the [ 1 4 and 1 5 chap, of Iofhua ] fo that all which is contained in the book of 
Iofhua, from [ verfe a 8. cap. 10. ] to the end of chap. 1 1 . and in the firft chapter of the hook. °f 
judges, from the ninth ,to the fifteenth verfe t feems wholy to be referred to this place,becaufe 
: of the contiguity and coherence of the matter handled in each of them. 

For when as the children of Juda and Jofeph, bping eftablifhed in their poflelfions, ac- 
cording to their Tribes ; a great part of the land of Canaan remained ftill in the hands 
of the Gewtiles ; Jofhua before he proceeded to any further apportioning of lands*going 
with the Hoft of Ifrael from Gilgal* took Makkeda at the firft aifault : and fo did he Lib- 
na in. like manner j utterly deftroying the Kingsi and people of cither Kingdom, [Iofh. 1 o. 
28,29,30.] 

From thence he marched with his Army'to Lachifh : took it the fecond day after he 
came before it, and put all there, likewife to the fword. And when Horam King of Gezer 
came to relieve ic, Jofhua met him, and deftroyed him and his people, to chat he left not 
a man of them alive : and then marching to JEglon, took it the very day he came before 
it, and put all to the fword, [ lop. 10.31,35.] 

Afterward Jofhua with ail Ifrael, going up from Eglon to Hebron ; took it, and put to 
the fword the new king thereof; ( for the old one was hanged fix years before .) with all 
the cities belonging, [Iofh, iOi 36,37.] whence Caleb alio caft thofe three Gyants, the 
fonnes of Anak, fo much renowned and talked of 45 years before, £ Numb. 13.22,233 
to wit, Shefhai, t/thiman, and Tfilmai, [ loftt. 1 $. 1 4/ 1 

Then Jofhua with the Army, marching o«tpf the fouth of Canaan, came before Dc- 
bir, [ Iofh. 1 0. 3 8. ] which formerly was called,Rariath-Sepptr } where, when Caleb had 
proclaimed, that whoever took ir, fhouidjiayejhjs daughter to wife : ic tell out that Ocho- 
niel,coufingermaintoCalcb,andthe,fonlof Kenaztookit : and thereupon married his 
daughter Acfah, and had with her in dowry, a pie>ce of land with fprings of water in it, 
I Iofh,i5. i<i, 19 w^f.i. 11,15.] and having taken the city, he put their new King alio 
(tor the other he had caufed to be hanged with the reft, fix years before ) with all his ci- 
ties to the edge of the fword, [Iofh. 10. 39. ]. 

To conclude* Jofhua d-'ftroyed all the Hill-Country, and all the South parts, plaine 
and valley, and all their Kings, even from Kadelh-Barnea, as far as unto Gaza ; and all 
the country of Golhcn,( which was in the lot of the Tribe of Judah) as far as Gibeon. 
And all thele Kings,and all their lands took Jofhua at one time ( »'. ) in one expedition or 
journey ; for God himlelt all that while foughc for Ifrael : and having chus done, then 
he with all the Hoft of Ifrael, came backto Gilgal, [ Iofh. 10.40,43.] 

The reft of the Kings, with whom Jofhua had warred a long time, hearing what 
Jofhua had done, refolved to fee upon him with all their forces united in one : but Jolhua 
coming fuddenly upon them, and unawares, flew them and pofl'efled all their land, [ Lib. 
n.1,16.] from the mountain, which goeth up to Seir , which is the frontier of Edom, 
unto Baal-Gaddcm,in the valley of Lebanon , which lyeth under the Hill of Hermon,

Then went Jofhua and rooted out thofe Gyants, the Anakims with their cities ; out 
of the Hill -Countries, out of Hebron : ( this was done by the hands of the Tribes ot Ju- 
dah, [Jttdg.i. io.^out ot Debir, out of Anab, and generally out of all the mountains 
of Juda, and all llraeh And fo having gotten the whole land into his hands, he divi- 
ded it among the children of Ifrael forapoflefllon, by lhares or portions (as we fhall tee 
in the year following ) accord ing to their Tribes : and fo the land refted from war, [ Iofh. 
11.a3.70jfc.14.x5.] 

The feventh year, reckoned from the firft year wherein they began to till the ground 
in Canaan,wzs withal the firft Sabbatical year wmch wask:pc among them. When by 
this typical Jefus they were brought into this place of reft, which was a true typ- and 
figure ot that Sabbath and /cV/?*which the true Jefus was to acquire,and bring the people 
of God into* [ Heb. 4. 9. ] And from hence aifo,the years of Jubile, or of every fifty years 
fpace,is to be reckoned, [ Levu. 25. 8, 13.] 

Upon the 1 5 day of the feventh moneth, ( our November the fifth, falling upon aSatu:- 
day) the Ifraelites kept the Fcaft of Tabernacles in booths made of boughs of trees, ac- 
cording to the law, [Levit. 23. 29,40.] and much more folemnly than was afterward 
ufed in the rmes ol the Judges or Kings, [ Neb. 8. 1 7. ] 

When God was now about to give the Ifraelites reft from all their enemies round a- 

bout thcm,fo that they might d wd there fecurcly ; ic was rcquifice that a place alfb fhouid 

be appointed , which himfclf fhould chute , to place ins name there, [Vent. 12 10,1 1.] 

Wherefore coming together ac Shilo, they there fixed the Tabernacle ot the Congrega- 
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ion ■ after tb: whole land was fnbdued unto them.

But when in their return homeward, they were come unto Gilead at the paflageof 
Jordan, in the borders of the land of Canaan, they had there built a great Altar : the o- 
ther Tribe? fuppofmg thereby that they intended a reparation, and to revolt trom them, 
they refolvcd to make war upon them; yet fending Phincas, the Ion of bleazar, the 
High Pricft, with ten other Princes of the people, to know the rcafon of their lodoing ; 
and undemanding, that the Altar- was not built to offer facrifice thereon, but onc- 
lv teftific the communion and fellowfhip which they had with the reft of the 
Tribes of Ifrael, they changed ' their purpjfes , and laid down their armes ,

?i ~\ of the Tribe ot Juda, being ftirred up bv God, as a Judge and avenger ot his peo- 
ple, defeated Cufaau, and delivered the Ifraelites out of their bondage; And the 
land had reft 40 years, after the firft reft, which Jofhua procured for them,! Mg. 3-9,

After the deceafe of Othoniel,the Ifraelites,falling again to fin againft God,wcrc again 
by him given over into the hands of Eglon, King of Moab ; who joyning with the Am-

oppreiiion of theirs continued, for the (pace of eighteen years, ijndg.% ,\ 1,1 3,14.] 

Then Ehud\ the fon of Gera, of the tribe of Benjamin (which was but a lictle before, 
'almoft whoIfydeftroyed)wasraifedupbyGod for an avenger ot his people : for feigning 
;a meffage to Eglon, he ranhihi into rhcbeliy with his dagger, and left him dead in hn 
own dineingroom,and then getting cunningly away, he gathered all Ifrael into a body, 
inMciint Ephraimi and flew ten thoufand of the moft valiant men of Moab, and the land 
.hadreftqojearr-, after the former reft, ^nd deliverance gotten them by Othoniel, \Judg 
3.»5,3o.] 

Alter him alfo Shamgar, the fon of Anath , flew 600 Philiftines with an Ox-goadc; 
jand he alfo avenged If rael^&tr.Wr. 

Bdus the Affyrian reigned in Babylon, after the Arabians 55 years, faith Ul. Afri- 

canus. .''-'■ 

The Ifraelites, afrer the death of Ehud , returning to their old finne, were given 
up by God into the hand of Jabinkof Canaan: who reigned in Hazor , and had 
poo chariots of Iron : and this third thraldom of theirs continued 20 years, \Jttd* 4. 

1,2,3.] • -'•''■■

Dcbora,the wife of Lapiddthy'a propheteffe, who at that time"" judged Ifrael, in Mount 
Ephraimjand'B'irackbfthecribeof Nepthaile, the fon of Abinoam, being made Cap- 
tain ot the hoft of K rael,in afi'g,ht! at M?giddo,row:ed Sifera,Captain of Jab'ins armie,and 
he being af.cr ward killed by Jiyeijthe wife of Heber the Kenite, in her own Tent, with a 
naile ftn ck into the teinplesorhis head , Deborah made a fong thereof, for a memorial of 
that viclory, and the land reftidep jearsy after the former rep, or peace, refiored by Ehud, \Jndg 
4. md 5.31.] 

Ninus the fon of Belus founded the Empire of the Affyrians ; which continued in Afia 
by the lpace of 5 3 o years, as Herod, iri his firft book, 'eaf. 95. affirmeth : whom Appian. 
Alcxandr.in the beginning of his work followeth. ButDionyhus Halicarnaflu^, a moft 
diligent fearchcr into all luch matters, in his firft book of Antiqirtics, faith, that they had 
a very fmall part of Alia, under their command; yet Diodoius Siculus in his BMltthe ca, 
reports that Ninu', confedrrating with Arieu? King of Arabia, poll ellcd all Alia, having 
India and Baftria, by the f pace of leventcen years, and that at length, he took in the 
Bactriansallo with th; ir king Zaroaftres: of whom Juftin alfo ; outot Trogus Pompeius, 
thus Wl'iteth , lib. I . Ninus, having conquered his next neighbours, \ojned their frees to his orvn, 
and thereby went on flill the firon£er to the conqueft of the next, and evtry hjt viElory was a fiev 
to another, and by this means, he fubdued all the people, of tkt eaft. His lajl war was with Zo 
roajloes King ofBattr'ta y who is f*id to have been the fir ft that found out the art magic^and to h.tve 
moft diligently tooled into the nature of the world, and motion of the (tars: him IV~nms flew • 
and preftntly after died hlmfelf. Julius Africanus and Eufcbius fay, chat he reigned 52 
years. 

The Ifraelites fmning again,arc delivered into the hands of the Midianites,which fourth 
thraldom of theirs, lafted 7 years, {Jtdgfi.i.2 

VVas the 4 Jubile. 

The Ifraelites falling into this fourth thraldom, cryed unto God for help, and were re- 
proved by a prophet. Then was Gideon ot Manafles, Ion of Joafhthc Abiczrite ftirred 
up by an Angel fent from God, to deliver them. And firft by command from God, he 
overturned the Altar ot Baal, and burnt his grove : whereupon, when ftnfe arofe be- 
tween him and the people, he was called Iemb-baaU and Ierub-be[heth,[2 Sam.i 1 .2 a .] He 
out of 3 2 thoufand men, which came unto him, chole onely ( God fo commanding) 300. 
but with them, and their trumpets, pitchers and torches in them, he fo affrighted the Mi- 
dianites, that he put to flight all their hoft; whom the Ephramitcs afterwards purfuing, 
flew their Princes, Oreb and Zecb. Gcdeon then, having firft pacified the Ephramites, 
who complained that they were not called to the battle at firft, pafled the river Jordan, 
and defeated the remainder of the MidianitKh armie : he chaftifed alio the men of Suc- 
coth and Penuel, who had refuted him visual in his journey, and flew two Kings of the 
Moabites, Zeba and Z;ilm»nna. After which great victories attained, when the Ifrae- 
lites uffered to fettle the kingdom upon him, and his pofterity, he refuted it : but receiving 
their golden earings, he made thereof, an Ephod, whereof they took afterward an occa - 
fiontofall into Jdolatry,and fotheMidanitcs being vanquifhed,r/tf landhadreft 4© years, 
after the former reft reflated to them by D bora and Barak ~\Iadg* 4.8 .28.] 

Sofoonas Gcdeon was dead, the Ifraelites tailing back to Idolatrie, worfhipped Baal- 
Bcrith for their god, ( ludg. 58. 3 3.] and Abimelcch the fon of Gcdeon, (begotten upon a 
woman of Sichem, his Concubine) purpofingto get to himfclf the kingdom, which his 
lather had refuted, flew leventie of his Brothers, all upon one ftonc, [Indg. 9. ij, 18, 
24.5^0 

When 
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When Abimelech, by the help of the Sichemites had got to be made king, Jotham 
the youngeft ton or Gedeon,who onely efcaped Abimeiech's clutches,, from the top ot the 
mount Gerizim,expo(tulated wich them in the. wrong they had done to his fathers houfe : 
and by way of a parable, foretold ihem of their ruine^that would ehiue thereon: which 
done, he forth wich fled, and dwelt quietly in Beeriih, [Judg* 9.Q .' } 

\V hen Abimelech had now reigned over the Ilraclitcs three years;, Gaal, a man of 2>i- 
chem,madeaconfpiracyagaitift him; which being dilebvered to him by Zebui,,the cicy 
of Sichem was utterly deftroyediand fowed with (alt, the inhabitants all put to the fword, 
and the temple of their god Beerith burnt wich fire. And from thence Abimelech, going 
to beliege Thebez, he was there knockt on the head, with a piece of a rnilftone,cait upon 
him by a woman , and then kildout right, by his own Armour-bearer, 1^*9.

But returning from the battle, vowed his' 
j daughter unawares to be ottered in facrifice to God, and pu:tothe fword 42000 Ephra- 
mites, who had behaved themfelveslomewiiatinfolently againfthim, and fudged Krael 
fix years^ [Judg.

Her fon and lucccftor in the kingdom, Ninu; or Ninyas, rcfting content with the Em- 
pire, which his parents had gotten, laid afide all cares of military affairs, and, as if he had 
changed tcxes w ith his mother, feldom came in compandor light of men ; (pent hi< age 
in the company ot women and Eunuchs, Inftinjib. 1. cap. 2. out »f Trogus , Diodor. Sic.lfb. 
2. and Atheneus I'b, 1 2. out of Cxeftas, lib, 3. Perficorum. 

Elon being dead, and bunedat Ajalon in the tribe of Zabulon, Abdon the Ephramite, 5 549. 
the fon of Hillel the Pirathonite fucceded him» and judged Ifrael eight years, \Jndg, 
x 2 5 i3,i4. 

Abdon deccafed, and was buried at Pirathon in mount Ephraim, [Judg. 1 2 . 1 J.] and 3 5 57. 
after him came Eli, the High Prieft (in whom the ttgh Pn'efthood, was tranflate 1 from 
the flock of Eleazer jo Ithamar) and he judged Ifrad 40. years, [1 Sam. 4. 1 8.] But If- 
rael falling to fin again, were delivered up by God into the Philiftins hands: which Jaft- 
cd likewife 40 years; [Judg. 13. 1.] which terme of their fixth thraldom, as wemake to |355 8 - 
end feven moneths after the death of Eli, when the Ark was brought back again, fo in 
like manner, we make it to have begun feven moneths after he began to judge IfVael,to 
wit> about the beginning of the third moncth, which was, afterward called Shan. 

The Angel appearing to the wife of Manoa.of the trine of Dan, at Zora, told her, 
that the hitcrto barren, Ihould yet conceive and bear a fon, who fhould be a perpetual Na- 
zarite: and fhould begin to deliver Ifrael out of the hands ot the Philiftins, [Judg.

5.] and likewife, that he avenged the Ifraelites twen- 
ty years, in the time of the Philiftins, as is pofTinvcly (aiJ, [Judg. 1 5. 20.I it is manifeft, that 
the time of his bnth, cannot be put off to auy further day» unlefle we will imagine, that he 
began to be an avenger of Ifrael, before he was 18 years old. " ,562

Meane while, Samuel, being 
now grown old, and delirous to take his eafe, took lor his Afliftants, his two ions; that 
they might judge the people at Bcer/heba, who yet walked not in their fathers wayes ; 
but for rewards and bribes perverted judgement, [ 1 Sam. 8. 1 , 2, 3 . ] But, that he put not 
off the whole office of Judicature to his fons, is manifeft out of , [ chap. 7. 1 5, 1 6, 1 7. ] 
tor there it appears, that he continued his cuftom of judging the people by himfelf to the 
very laft. 

Now after that, when not onely his fons, but King Saul himfelf, alfo came to the go- 
vernment of things, the Israelites began to make light of the good old man } which 
troubled him, and offended God, [ 1 Sam. 8. 6, 8 . ] grounding their diflike, upon the ill 
carriage and behaviour of his fons; who at their very firft enterance into the govern- 
ment, ( at what time Rulers, which are none of the belt, yet ufe commonly to (he w a lit- 
tle moderation) brake out into all exceffe, which the people greedily laid hold on, and 
defircda new form of government, and to have a King, as other Nations had [chap. 8. 
4, S.] of which Innovation, there was yetano:her, and in truth, a more urgent caufe: 
which was, that whereas the Philiftines kept ftill fome footing, and garrifons in their 
laud : the fame alfo went, that Naafh, King of the Ammorites made great levies of men, 
and preparations for war againft them ; which fear unking deep into them, they refolved 
to relie no longer, neither upon Samuels wildom,nor yet upon the power or providence of 
God, who yet had hicherto been their King and Avenger, of which they had folate an 
experiment, in lending the Philiftines packing out of their coafts : but caft off both, and 
dcfiied to haveaKing,[ I &«»,ra. 11,17,19.] whereupon God gave them a King in 
his wrath, [Hi*/; 13. 10, n.] to wit, Saul, the ion of Kifh, ofthe Tribe of Benjamin, by 
the i'pace of fourcy years, [ tAtU 1 3. 21.] of which age, when his fon Ifhbolheth who 
fucceeded him in the Kingdom, is faid to have been, [2 Sam. 2«n.] it is manifeft, 
that he was then alfo born into the World. Saul therefore was firft anointed privately* 
and afterward publickly, and before all the people, made and proclaimed King at Mifpa, 
by Samuel, who from the death of Eli, to this t'm:, had judged Ifrael one and 
twenty years, 1 Saw*. 10. 1,24, 15 ~\ And not long afcer, as appeared, [ chap; 12. 
12. I 6 .] to wit, about one moncth, (astheSeptnagint, and Iofcphu*, Ub.b.sAntiamt. 
expreffciy have it) JabcfhGilead was befieged by Naafh King of the Ammonites; 
and the u'ege was raifed by Saul, who there put the Ammonites to fight : where- 
upon all the whole Congregation of Jfrael coming together at Gilgal , Saul was there 
again made and proclaimed King,£ chap. 1 o. 1 4, 1 5. 3 Samuel meane while protefting 
ot his Unccrity in the execution ot his place and function , and complaining of the 
wrong that had been done him, and terrifying the people on the one fide with the raine 
and thunder which fell upon them in the time of wheac-harveft, and recomiorting them 
on the other, with the promifes of Gods mercies, [ chap. 1 2. v . 1 7. ] f ro m whence it ap- 
peared, that all this fell out, about our Whitfontide , or tcaft ot Pentecoft, and be- 
ginning of the third moneth; one and twenty years afcer the bringing again ofthe 
Ark out of the country ofthe Philiftines, at the very felf fame feafon of the year, 
1 1 Sam, 6*1%.'} from all which, as we gather, that full twenty years palled between 
1 he bringing back of the Ark, and the lubdueing of the Philiftines out ofthe, [fivaith 
chap.v. i % 1 3.] to that there palled one whole year,between the riddingof the Philiftines 
out of the land of Ilrael, and the declaring of Saul to be King, we gather out of thole 
words of the thirteenech chapter, firft verle; Mint <t»»> erat Saul y cnmregnaret ipfe, & 
dut>butannisregnavlt[nptrI[r*tUm(\.)SaHlrtasthe fon of one year when he reigned; and 
reigned two years over Ifrael. Of which word , there can be no fitter fenle rendered, than 
this ; that after the Philiftines were fubdued by Samuel, there had palled one year,when 
Saul began to rcigne : and that then he reigned two year free from the fubjc&ion of the 
Philiftines, , ni .„. 

Forfhortly after, Saul was put from the Kingdom again by the Philiftines, and 
the Ifraelices again grievoufly enthraled by them: Which yoke being again fhaken 
off, Saul is faid to have gotten the Kingdom: that is, to have recovered it again, 
out of the Philiftines hands, [1 Srfw.14.47.] Now that this thraldom cotinuedmany 
years upon them, appcareth by this : that whereas it begau eight years before Da- 
vid was borne, yet before it ended, Samuel prophefied and foretold of his fucceeding 
after Saul in the Kingdom. The Lord bath fought him 4 man according to his own heart, 
and god hath commanded him to be %#leroar his people, [ 1 Sam. 1 5. 14. ] For the Philiftines, 
to put them out of all poflibiiity ot any more rebelling againft them, for want ot armes, 
had taken from them all kind or imithes : fo that when afterward, notwithstanding 
they did rife and came to fight ; none of the people, but onely Saul and Jonathan his fon, 
had either fvvord or fpeare to bring imo the field againft them, L » Sam.

The Hofi ot iirael being w!iolv routed, tlie three fins of Saul, Jonathan , Aminidab, 
and Milch lhu.., were mere alio flain ; Saul, an 1 the Squire of his body tell upon their 
owniwords The day following, the Piii;iftine< having taken oft the head ol Saul, 
hu ^ up hi> armour 11 the temple ot their hio Alhtaroth ; and the bodies of him, and 
his three fons, upon the walls of Bethfbemifti : But the men of Jabelh Gilcad, remem- 
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bring the favour which Saul at the entrance ot his rcignc had done unto them, ftole 
awav their bodies from thence and burnt them; and buried their bones under an 
oak 'at Jabefli, and kept a faft for them feven dayeslong, [ 1 SmhcI 31. verle 1. 

Mephibolieth, the fonoi Jonathan, who was now flaine, when his nur(e,upon the 
tydings thereof, fled away with him, in a great fright and hafte, fell out ot her armes, and 
became lame of his feet ever after, [_ % Sam % 4.

David returning from the daughter of the Amalekites , three dayes after heard 
of the defeat of the Army of the Ifraelitcs, by a boy of the Amalekites , who was 
in the fight: and brought Sauls Crown, and the Bracelet of his arme (both which 
he had taken off from Sauls body,) unto him, [a Saw, 1. 1.] From which to late ty- 
dings, though brought with all fpeed, coming unto David, it is gathered, that the 
defeat in Gilboa, happened fome number of dayes after Davids leaving the Army of 
thePhiliftines. Nor may any man marvel, that the battel wasfo long after delayed, 
when we read, that the Syrians alfo long after that, encamping againft the Ifraelites at 
the fame place of Aphek, fate there feven dayes, and upon the feventh, joyned battel 
With them, [ 1 Keg. to. 2<5, 29.] 

David having put to death the Amalekite who profefled that he had flain Saul, 
lamented the death ofSaul and Jonathan, and of the people of God in a funeral Song, 
[ a Sam. 1.] And when the companies of the Ifraelites Army came daily flocking to him, 
[i^ro*. i2.23.]askingcounfelfirftofGod, hewent up to Hebron with thofe which 
were about him and their families •* where being anointed King by the men of his own 
Tribe, when he was now thirty years of age; he reigned over Judah by thefpaceof 
(even years and fix moneths,[ a San*. a 4 1 , 3, 4, 1 1 . W chap, 5 . 4,5 , ] 

Abner, who wasformcrly the chief of Sauls gendarmery, carrying Ithbofheth Sauls 
{ontoMabanaem, there made him King over the reft of Ifracl; who being then 
fourty years old, is faidto have reigned two years over Jfrael, [*Sam. 2.8, 9,10.] 
to wit, quietly, and without any quarrel with the houfc ot David .• as alfo his fathers 
two years rcigne is meant of his reigne free and uncumbred by the Philiftines ; as was 
faid before, [ x Sm. 13. 1.] . 

David fentmeflengers to the menof Jabcfii Gilead, thanking them for the kind netle 
which they had (hewed to their Lord and Mafter ^aul ; and to let them know, that the 
kingdom of Juda was fettled upon him, £tSam. 2. 5,*, 7. ] wherein the better to 
ftrengthen himfelf, he contracted affinity with Tolmaie, King of Gefhur, and married 
his daughter Maacah : which bare unto him, Abfalom and Thamar, [ 2 Sam. 3, 3. 
and 1 3.1.1 

After the two years quiet reigne of Ifhboftieth over Krael, there grew a long war 
between his partakers, and the partakers of David ; Joab the fon of Zervia, Davids 
Afters fon, bearing up the one fide, and Abner the other: and fundry battels 
and skirmifhes palled between them; yet fo, as that Davids party waxed every day 
ftrongcr and ftronger,and the other weaker and weaker,!] 2 Sam. t. i6.a»dchap.^. 1.]

Abner being ufed with (ome difgracc by Ithbofheth , revolted from him , and fell 
over to David : and dealt with the chief Men and Heads of Jfrael , to transfer the whole 
kingdom unto David, and this, in the hearing of the Benjammites,[ 1 Sam 25 .44. t Sam. 

Micbai Davids wife, whom her father Saul after David was fled, had given in mar- 
riage unto Phaltrel ; upon Davids demand , was fent back to him by Ithbofheth, 
[ 1 Sam. 2$. 44. * Sam. 3. 1 4, 1 J. ] 

Abner coming with a traine of twenty men unto David, was by him received and 
fealled; and returning from him in peace, was upon the way treacheroufly flaine by 
Joab ; and with great mourning and lamentation made over him oy David, was buried 
at Hebron, [tSam. 2.] 

When all Ifrael was troubled at the death of Abner, Bahana and Recab, of the Tribe 
of Benjamin,murdered their Lord and Mafter Ifhboiheth,as he lay retting himfelf on his 
bed in the heat of the day : and bringing his head to David, were for their pains by him 
put to death,[ 2 Sam. 4. 1 

The Captains and Elders of all the Tribes coming to Hebron, made David now a 
third time, an anointed King over alUfrael, [ 1 Chron.n. from verfe 23* w the end of 
that chapter, wittuJwp. W.lyX^.amdi Sam. 5.1,2,3.] 

David with all Ifrael marched to Jerufalem againft the Jebufites ; and there took the 
Fort of Sion,by thefpecial ferviceot Joab ; and from thence, that was called the C n J °f 
Vavid\ no lefle than Bethlehem, where he was borne* And making Jerufalem the feac 
of his kingdom, reigned thete over all Krael, the terme of 33. years, {_%Sam.

The Philiflius hearing that David was,by the general confent of the tribes,made King 
p 2 over 
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overall ifracl, led their army twice again ft him co che valley of the Rapbarans: and were 
twice beaten by him, [a Sam.'S.i Chron.i+\ wiiere when David,in the time of harveft, de- 
filed a draught of water, out of the well at Bethlehem ; and three moft valiant Captains of 
hisarmu •, '.o pleafurc him, brake through the hoft of theenemy to fetch it, and brought it 
tohim,heWouldnotdruikit,[25<!w.a3.i3. i^bro». 11.15.] 

David built the City of Sioa round about, as well the fortification, as the houfes within, 
and Joab repaired the reft of the City, \_2 Sam.5.9. 1 Chron. u.3.] 

Hiram lent meffengers to David, and cedar wood, and Carpenters and Mafons, who 
buk Irm his houle,[2 Sam. 5. 1 1. 1 firon. 14. 1.] 

The Arke of the Covenant, which in the hrft Sabbatical year, was brought from Gil- i 
galtoSiloh,was this year, being alb a (abbatical year, brought from Kinath-jcarim 
(whither it was removed from Shiloh 70 years before)out of the houfe of Abinadab,thirty 
thoufand choice men out of all Ifrael, attending on it, and tinging the 68 Pfalm, as may 
probably be colle£ted out of the firft verle thereof ,becaufc taken out of that forme of praicr 
which was appointed by Mofes, to be ufed and {ung at every removal of the Arke, [Numb. 
1 0.3 f .] and was carried firft to the houfe Obed- Edom ; and after three months, removed 
into the City of David, or the fort of Sion, , David himfclf rejoycing before it, and fin.-iing 
tharot [_P[alm, 132.8.] which Solomon his fon in the year of Jubilienextfollowing,when 
he brought the Arke into the SanQmm Sanilorpim of the Temple, repeated, vix,. <tArife O 
Lord mo thyreftingflace^thott and the Arke of 'thy ftrength : with the reft there bund, con- 
cerning the fame Ark, [v.6o.\ Beholdwe ( i.e. the men of Bethlem dwelling thereby) have 
beard of it at Epbrata(ouv OWn Country) and found it m the fields of]air t or the- wood-, i. e.

F. >i the Tabernacle of the Congregation built by Mofes, with the brazen altar, whereon 
was offered the daily facrifice, remained at Gibcon (which was likewife in the Tribe of 
J udah, and hayed no longer in Shilo, which was in the tribe of Epbraim; until! the Tem- 
ple of Solomon was built,! 1 £>w.6.3*,4 8 .49. « Cto™,i<J«39»4°. and 21.2 9, i*. * Chron. 
1 . 3, 5, 6. 1 %fg. 3. 2, 4,j 

And fo the Arke, being removed out ofthe Tube of Jot'eph, of which Ephra'm was a 
parr, into the Tribe of J idah, Shilo from thence forth lay neglected , [Pfal.7%.6 3,64. ler. 
7. 12,14. and fer. 26. 6,] 

David now dwelling in his houfe of cedar, which he had built, and living in a full and 
period- peace, imparted unto Nathan the Prophet, the purpofe he had of building a houfe 
tor God : but was anfwered from God, that thi- was a work which fhould be done, not by 
him, becarfc he was a man of blood, and trained up wholy in warlike affaires, but by his 
fon Solomon a man of peace, which fhould be borne unto him, , 2 Sam.7.1 ,2,1 1,13. 1 Chr. 
17. and c. 22. 8, 9f.o. and e. 24. 3, 6. and 2 Chron .6. 8,9. 1 %eg. 8. 18, 19. 1 Now the 
time which palled from henceforward, till the birth of Solomon, was all taken up, and 
{pent in wars; wherein David fubdued the Philift incs, the Edomites, the Amalckites,thc 
Moabitcs, the Ammonites, and the Syrians, [2 Sam. 8.3. 1 Chron. 18. ] and the bounds of 
Ifracl ftrctched not only from Shicor in Egypt to Hamatb,[i Chron. 1 3 5 J but even from 
ihencc to the river Euphrates, and even to the borders of Syria Z ;>bca,[a Sam. 9 .3/Jwlvch 
was the utmoft bound of all that land, which had been formerly promifed to the feed of 
Abraham,CG*».iJ.i8.wnhDrw.ii.24.and/«/'.i.^4.D and never pofiefted by any 
of them, live only by David, and his fon Solomon, C 1 '&£&• 4- aI » a 4» a C hron - 
9.28] 

At this t ; mc Hadad-czcr,«/.Hadar-ezer(for 1 and "> are with the Hebrew* eafily taken 
one for the ether) the fon of Rehob, was King of Syiia Zobea , and to him was joyned 
Rezonthe fon ofEliod with his forces out of Syria of Damafcus when he was ready to 
fight againft David, not far from the river Euphrates. But David having firft routed 
Hadad-czersarmy, flew afterward,tWo and twenty thoufand of the Syrians of Daimlers, 
and put garrifons r.ppon all that conntrcy: But when Rezon law that David prevailed, 
he fell off from Hadad-czer, and commanded, himfclf in chief, over fuch forces as he 
had ucwlv railed; and marching wich them to Damafcus, fee up there a kingdome ior 
himfclf, and his own pofteritv, who, we find, afterward proved very bitter enemies to 
Solomon, and the reft of the Kings of Ilrael, L a Sam.%. 5, 6. itf^.11.23, 24,25.] of 
tlvs battel fought by David near unto the river Euphrates, Nicolaus Damafccnus, 111 Jo- 
fepl-us, (Hb.7. Antiq. c 6. al. 5.) makcth mention, where he calleth this Rezon Adad ; 
and addcth, that he left this name to dclccnd to his fucceffors to the tenth generation, as 
I'coL-mv did.ro his in Egypt. 

After Naaih Kingof the Ammonites, fucceeded Hanun his fon : who towly abulcd luch 
mdlenga:, as David o--t of kindneflc had Cent to comfort him over the death of his 
Father. . „ 

Againft 
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Againft him therefore Joab, lent by David, went and overthrew a huge army of the 
Ammonites, and Syrians, whom the Ammonites had in pay: and fo returned with vi- 
ctory to Jerulalem, [2 Sam, 10. \Chron, 19 ] 

David parting over Jordan with his army, made a vaft daughter of the Syrians, led by 
Shobach, General oftne army of Hadad-czcr, King of Syria Zobca : whereupon followed 
a peace between David and the petty Kiugsoi Syria ; fo that they durft no more fend aide 
to the Ammonites .• but ferved him, [* Sam, 1 o. 1 Chron. 19.] 

At the end of this year, what time kings ute to go forth to battle, Joab, going with the 
army againft the Ammonites, befieged Rabba, the h.-ad City of Amm jn : whiles David 
rookhiseafeat Jeiufalem, [rSw.n.i.x Chron, 20.1.] and there defiled,by adultery, 
Bathiheba the wife of Uriah the Hittite, who was then in the army, and in confequencc 
thereof* procured the husband co be flain by the hand of the Ammonites, [2 Sam. t i .] 

When thechildfo gotten m adultery, was born, David being convinced by Nathan 
the Prophet of his fault, repented him of his fin, and compofed the 5 1 Pfalm* for a memo- 
rial of it: yet the newborn babe was taken away by death,[2 Sam.it.] 

Bat hfheba, being now his wife, bare ZJavii a (on , unto whom, as to one who fhould 
prove a man of peace, God gave tne name oi Solomon, [ 1 foron. 22.9.] and as to one belo- 
ved of God, the name of Jeddia^zSam.n. 25,! 

Ammon, Davids cldeit fon, d^tiowred his Utter Thamar.[2 Sam. 13.] 

Ammon,tWo years after that inceftious rape of his^ was flain by the fetting on of his 
brother Abfolom at thetimeofflieep-uiearing.b ^/».i3.2 3.]towir, at the end of the 
fpring,at the fecond math of grafle, which was wont to be mowed before come harveft,- 
a little after the middeft ofthe firft month : as Codomanus upon this place noteth, outot 
[Amos 7. 1. compared wi.h Jof. 3. 15. and Jof, 4. 9. undjof. 5. 10, 1 1, ij.j 

But Abfalom having done the deed, fled away to Gefhur in Syria ; where he continued 

3 y ars with king Tolmay his grandfather by the mothers fide , [ 2 Sam. 13.37)38. and 
r5. 8-j 

Abfalom, after three years exil:, returned to Jerufalero •• his father being then pacified 
towards h im by the fpeech of the woman of Tekoa, let on work by Joab, [2 Sam. 13.38. 
and 14. 1, 2 ;./£."] 

Ablalono,having fee Joabs barly on fire, a little before harveft this year (for the year fol- 
lowing was afabbatical year, wherein there was no harveft in Judea) was by his means 
admitted to his fathers prefence, whom he had not feen in two years after his return from 
exilc,[2 Sam.14. 28, 30, 33.] 

This fabatticalycar came between the burning of Joabs corn field, and the rebellion of 
Abfalom againft his iather.- in which this rebellion, having gotten chauots, andliorfcs, 
and a guard of ruffians about him, infinuatedhimfeit into the lavoir of the p*ople, and 
ftolc away their hearts from his father David, [2 Sam. 13. i.T 

4 Fourty years after the anointing ol David by SamncJ , Abfalom,following the advife of his 
chief counfclor Architophel, gothim.elf into pofleflion of his lathers kingdome, between 
Eafter and VVhitlbntidc ; as Codomanus gathers out of Bat z : llaie his ftunifhing oi David 
(when he fled) with new fruits, and parched come, ' 2 Sam. 1 7, 2 8 1 

Againft the praftifes of Abfalom, and Architophel, David compofed the 3, and 5 5 
Pp/»«ei : Shimci alfo, of the Tribe of Benjamin, railed upon David, as Jic fl:d. \?Sam % 

Aiid Architophel feeing his couhfel not followed byAbfalom»went and banged himfclf, 
[z Am. 1 7. 3 

Abfalom, having loft twenty thoufand men, fled, and a bough of a thick oakc, catching 
hold of his long haire, he there hung between heaven and earth, and was thruft through 
and flain by Joab,[2 Sam. 18.] 

After the victory thus gotten, David, by the men of Judah, and one half of the people 
of Ifracl, was brought home again ; and tiie Ilracl'tes mutiirng, becaufc they had not hati 
a chief hand in that work, a new rebellion grew thereon : which yet was toon over, by 
throwing the head of Shcba the fon of Bicri, over the wails to Joab, by the inhabitants 
of Abel, [2 Sam,\ 9. 20.] 

The harv* ft of this year failing , there began a famine, which alfliftcd the land three 
year <,for the bloud ol the Gibioniccs, filed by Saul and hhfamily,[2 Sam. 21.1 ,2.] 

The famine ftill continuing, the G beonites, in the beginning of barley harveft, hung 
up two fon, and five grand-children of Sauls: whole bodies, Rifpa, Sauls concubinr, 
watched, and kept horn being devoured by ravenous birds or beafts, till water dropped 
uponrhim firm heaven, [*Sam. 21.8,9,10.] 

David caufed the bone of Saul and Jonatnan his fon to be removed out of Jabefli Gile- 
ad, together with the bones of the (even that were hanged, and to be buried at Zela,in the 
fepuichre of Kilh the father of Saul, [a Sam 21. 12,1 3,1 4.] 

Many battels were fought with the Philiftims and their Giants ; in one whereof* D-ivid 
being now old , and tainting in the fight , was like to have been flaine by IQm'- 
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benod a Gvant, and hardlieefcaped : and this was the laft fight that ever David was in, in 
perlon, £*'.**«. 11. »f/>™.ao. J 

David, what by the teftation of Satan, what through his own ambition, would needs 
have the number of his people to be takenjand thereby kindled the wrath or God againft 
the lfraebtes : The number therefore throughout all the tribes, (except che tribes of Levi, 
and B»njamin,L» Chron. ai. 6. with chap. 27. 24.] of all the men upwards of twenty years 
old, I 1 Chron. 27, 23.] was taken. Which nurobring, being fimfhed in n ne moneths and 
twenty dayes, [2 Sam. 24. 8.] the choice, of famine, lword or Peltilence, was put unto him 
by Gad the prophet, [» Sa/w.2.48.] which famine was to be or three years con- 
tinuance, to wit, one after another then immedmly following , as [1 Chro*.n. ■«.] 
or of feven years , as £ a s * m - M. »3» ] w Wlt > counting the three years or 
famine preceding, and this prefent fabbancal year, (which having no towing, cannot 
repair the lories of the former years) for a fourth, as ir it had been faid. Three years of 
famine, for the daughter of the Gibeonites, are allready paft : after which there was a 
harveftindeedibut for want of feed, a very poor one, and no > waves able to fupply the 
want of the two years following, which the intervening of the fabbatical year muft 
needs draw with it; fo that the famine muft needs continue ftill upon the land, efpeci- 
ally upon the poorer fort therein, and now to thefe by-paft yearsof famine, God propofcth 
unto thee three years more of famine, to chufe, if thou wilt. And the way or reafon 
of reconciling thefe two differing places, hath efpecially moved me in this paflage, to 
refer this hiftory of Davids numbering the people, unto this Sabbathical year. 

Now of the three,David chofe the plague; whereof there dyed in one day feventy thou- 
fand men : and when the Angel was about to deftroy Jerufalem, God of his mercy bade 
him hold his handj and withall, commanded David to offer whole burnt offerings, and 
peace-offerings in the thrcfliing-floor of Araunah or Oman the Jebuute, [iSam^. 

' C Dm& for -feeing, that the houfe of God fhould be built in that threfhing-floore 
of Araunah, [ 1 Chron. n.u mth 2 Chron. 3. i/| began prefently to prepare materials 
ntceflary' tor lo great a work, exhorting his Sonne Solomon , and all the Heads ot 
Ifrael, to fall in hand with all their might, and to go thorough with it, [.1 C*rw,2a.i, 

2 ' r4e 7 al!o taking the number of the Lcvirc, firft from thirty, then from twenty years old 
and 1 tnvards, divided them into many raa;s, and appointed 10 every of them their leve- 
ral offices and eftablifhed a fet forme, both of cccleiiaftical, and alto of civil government, 
m the fortieth year of his reign, [iCfcr«.2 ? . 2,27.^24,25 ,26, 3 i.]to wit, in the begin- 
ning thereof, (i.e.) one year and an half before hs death. 
Rchoboam was born unto Solomon by Naaman^nAmmonitifh woman; as being 40

J.7. jw* Davd his father laid, he was a chdd \j «w and 
tendetAx Ckro*i*,*.*»d*9' 1. yet in another place, he termeth him a man ot wrtdom, 
1 1 Rev a eland this, before that great mealure of knowledge and undemanding was 
caff upon him over and above by God : which three things; tender years, a ton born,and 
perfeft Wildom, no man may wonder to find attributed to Solomon, at eighteen years of 
age, when he fees the very fame to be ipoken afterward of King Joiiah , at his age of lix- 
teen, I" a Chron. 34. l,», ^withchap. i 6.^.'] . 

David being now feventy years of age, and broken with continual cares and wars, 
wasarownfoweak and feeble, that applying of warmcloaths, would hardly keep any 
heat in him : And therefore was there fought out Abifhag, a young maiden, a Shunamite, 
to keep him warm: and Adonias, feeing hisfather thus declining, by the counlaile and 
advice of loab, and Abiathar, the High Prieft made fumfelf King . : whereof, when Da- 
vid was advertized by Bathfheba, and Nathan, he prefently caulcd his ton Solomon to 
be anointed King by Zadock the Prkft, and Nathan the Prophet, and Bcnajah, the ton 
of TehoS?in Gihon; which fo foon as Adon.as heard, he prefently fled, and took fan- 
ftuary; and laying there hold on the horns of the altar, was pardoned by the grate and 
favour of Solomon, and fet at liberty, [1^.1. J M „„ h „ 

Dividaffembling all the Governours, Captains and Commanders of Ifrael, together 
with his tons and fctvants, exhorted them all to the fear and worfhip of. God, and in f pe- 
chl Solomon his ton to go in hand with the building of the temple : giving him in wn- 
tin-, the platform, or model, according to which it was to be contrived and builr, and 
co&grmo his hands gold and filver, by weight, for the making every vcflcl and 
fop S 'ntfor theufeofthe & Tcm P le [1 Chron.. «8.] after which, what by his example 
S by his exhortation , he prevailed fo far, that every man, caftin gold a^ U«r, and 
He andiron,andfto.KS,alli.igrcat abundance towards the building of Gods houfe. 
An rheShanks firft rendred unto God,the next day aftcr,tbey offered a thoufand young 
b^ locks a thoufand ram v and * thouland Iambi, with the meat-offerings thereunto be- 
K£ ':a dioraconcluf.on,made Solomon King .he fecond time anointing him for 
hrSovcreignKing,andZadock,fortheHighPneft,LiCW. 3? .i,2 ? .] 
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David having given inftruStions to his fon Solomon; depaaech this life,[i fi*f.a.i,io.] 
after he had reigned in Hebron fevenycars fix mjneth?, and 33 years in Jerufalem, over 
all Hrael, [>£<»«. 5. 5.] of which the lourty years, which the Scriptures attribute to his 
reign, wc muft take for the terme which he reigned, before he made Solomon king in 
Ivsroome; and that he furvived fix moneths alter .-fo that the years of Solomons reign, 
mentioned in the fcripture>are to be reckoned from the firft moneth, a full half ycar,berore 
the deceafe of David. 

Adonias,by the means, and interccflion of Bathfheba, fueth to Solomon; to give him 
AbiihagtheShunanrtc to wife, and was therefore as one afpiringto the kingdom, put 
to death. Abiathcr of the race of Eli, was put from the High Priefthood; and Zadock put 
in his room, who was defcended from Phineas : as it was foretold by God, fhould come to 
paff:,[ 1 Sam. 2. 35,3 s.] and fo the High Priefthood reverted from the family of Ithamar 
to the family of Eleazir,and there continued; Joan for fear fled to the Tabernacle,where, 
having hold on the homes of the taltar, he was flain by Bcnajah the ton of Jehojada, who 
was forthwith made captain of the hoft, in his room by the king. But Shimei, who had 
heretofore railed upon David, wa; confined onely to his houfe, yet with this condition, 
that if at any time, he palled over the brook Kedron , he mould die the death, [1 Reg . 2.] 

Hadadthe Edomite, hearing that Jo.ib wasdead, returned out of Egypt into his own 
country. Him God afterward , when Solomon began to follow after vanities, railed up an 
enemy unto him, [1 .£<£.". H^i-j 

Pharaoh King ot Egypt, gave his daughter in marriage to Solomon, and gave her Ge- 
zcr, a city lbmetimc belonging to the tribe of Ephraim, [Jof. 21.21,] but which he had 
taken from the Cananites, putting all the inhabitants to tne lword, [1^^.9.1^.] and 
Solomon brought her into Sion, the palace of D^vid, [ 2 Reg, 3. 1, 2. 2 Chron, 
*. n] 

Salomon offered a thoufand whole burnt-offcringS at Gibcon, where the Tabernacle 
then was, where, when God appearing to him in his il,-ep, aud bad him chofe and ask 
what he would, and i: fhould be given nim; he chofe, and asked wifdomto be given him .• 
God therefore gave him wifdom from above; calling in ail other gilts over and above: 
And of his wifdom, thefit ft experiment wa^ mad .-, in deciding the controveriie between 
the two women about the ch : ld,and that firft gave him an opinion and reverence with the 
people, [1 R(g. J.] 

Solomon being vifitcd by meffengers lent from Hyram, King of Tyre, dcfncd further 
of him, to help him with timber, toward the building ol the femplc: which Hyram,up- 
011 certain condition, aud conhderation of paying tor it, promifed to doe, and did ir, 
Solomon finding the work-men, over Whom he had let pay-mafters, and other officers to 
put on the work. 
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IN the year 480, from the coming of the children of Ifrael out of Egypt, in the fourth 
year of the reign otKing Solomoi,on the fecond day of che fecond moneth, which 
was th.-n called Ziu (of our M'fij 2 1, being mmday) the leundation of the temple was 
laid, [ 1 Reg, 6. 1 , 3 7. 2 C hro »* 3- 2 •] 

Slum i, three years after he was commanded to keep him at Jerufalem, and not 
to go over the brook Kidron ; returning ftom Gath , horn whence he had letch t 
back two run-away fervants of his, was put to death by Solomons command, [ 1 Reg. 
2.39.] 

In the eleventh year of Solomons reign, in the eighth moneth, which was called Bui. 
the building ot the temple was finilhed with all things belonging thereunto : having been 
feven years and an half in working, [1 Reg. 6. 3 8.] but the dedication of it was put off till 
the next year by fcalon ol the Jubile. 

This was the ninth Jiuilc, opening the fourth Millenary of the world, wherein Solo- 
mon w.th great magnifitcnc-.-,c(lebratedthe dedication of the templc.For all Ifrael being 
aftembicd together in the 7* monrh,called Ethanim,theArk wis brought out of Sion,into 
the Santtum SanElorum^ and the Tabernacle and holy vefI'eis,from G'beon, into the rrea- 
(111 y of the Tc mpic ; where when God had given a vilible and wonderful token ol his pre - 
fence, Solomon being upon afcaffold made of bralTc, and kneelingupon his knees, utter- 
ed a fet prayer unto God, and afterward bicflii ig the people, he offered twenty two thou- 
fand oxen, and i20thoiifand Ihecp; and to having celebrated the feaft of the dedication 
of the Altai feven dayes, (and the feaft or Tabernacles other feven dayes, and the celeori- 
ty of the eighth day of Tabernacles bring finilhed, at laft, upon the three and twenty d.iy 
of the fevench month, the people were difmiifed every man to his home, i. 1 Reg. 8. 1, 2,

ved at it : which Prophefie he then 
and there confirmed, by figns and 
prodigies ihewed upon that Altar 
then ftanding, and upon the King 
himfelf, [i*«x. *3.»i *'£. 2 3- l6 > 
17.] From which beginning of this 
Idolatrous worfhip, and publick 
manifeftation of Gods judgement 
thereupon ; wc are to reckon the 
390. years of the iniquity of Ifrael, 
fpoken of in [Ezjk. 4. 5. ] 

This Prophet being deceived by 
another Prophet of Bethel, who 
abuled the name of God unto him : 
did contrary 1 1 the expreffe com- 
mandment of God to himfelf deli- 
vered, eat meat at Bethel ; arid was 
therefore in his return homeward 
met with and flaine by a Lion:

14, 1 5. andchap.1^.9.'} 
whereupon the Pnefts and Levites, 
leaving their poffcffiOHS which they 
formerly had in thofe parts ; retired 
into Jury, and were followed thi- 
ther, by all fuch out of every Tribe, 
as let their minds upon the true 
worship of God ; and came to Je- 
rufalem,theretodo worfhip and to 
facrifice to the God of their tore-fa- 
thers, [ 2 Chron. 1 1. 1 3, 14, 1 6. 
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lak,Kingot Egypt/nvJced perhaps j 
by Tcroloam, (who hid formerly 
lived with him, as I noted before 
upon the year ot die World, 3026.) I 
led an Army of "o.

In the beginning of Afa his 
reign, Zcrachthe Ethiopian, with 
an innumerable army of his own 
Culhites ( who as ic fecmeth came 
out of Arabia Petraca, and the de- 
fart) and ten hundred thoufand of 
the Lubeans, bcHdes thofe which 
fought aloft from the Chariots; 
invaded the land of Juda. Thcfc 
Alamer, with three hundred thou- 
fand men out of Juda, and two 
hundred and fourefcore thoufand 
out ot the Tribe of Benjamin, and 
calling on the name of the Lord, 
routed and flew that vaft army, 
and took the fpoile of them: After 
which, being encouraged by Aza-

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In the third year of the fiege of 
Ninive. the river overflowing With 
continual raines,came up into a part 
of th ecity, and foundering the wall 
thereof ao furlongs in length, bare 
it down; which Sardanapalus percei- 
ving, caufed a huge pile of wood 
to be made in his place court, let it 
on fire, and therein conlumed him- 
felf with his concubins and eunuchs, 
and all his riches, and the palace it 
felftoalhes. 

The confpfrators entering, by 
the breach which the water had 
madc,took the city,and proclaimed 
Arbaces for their king, Dud. l.b. ^. 
Mi Athene fib. i*. out of Ctefias. And 
fo the kingdom of the Affynans 
came todctrruftion, when from che 
beginning of Ninus his reign, they 
had held all the upper Afia 520 
years, a$ Herod, in his firft bookjw. 
affkmeth 
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Mclcs in Lydia reigned 1 2 years, 
[ Euftb. Chron, ] of whom more is to 
be fcen in Herod, lib. 1. cap. 84. 



Achaz fucceeding his father Jo- 
tham in the very end of the 17 year 
of Peka, the fon of Remalia, reign- 
ed 16. years inleruialem* {iReg. 
\6. * , 2. 2 Chron, 28; 1, ] 

When, towards the end of the 
reign of lotham, God began rc> ftir 
up Refin the King of Syria, and Pe- 
ka the fon of Remalia againft Iu- 
da, [a Reg, 15. 37. ] The houle of 
David, at the report of his ap- 
proaching, with all the people of Iu- 
da, Were forcly affrighted ; as ap- 
prehending a ludden and final de- 
ftru&ion from them. But unto Ac- 
\ haz in his fear, God, by Efay the 
Prophet 



affirmcth. This kingdom there- 
fore now falling to be divided ; At- 
baces, whom Strabo calleth Orba- 
cu? ; but Velleius Paterculus na- 
methPharnaces, having freed his 
country-men the Medes, from the 
Aflyrian yoke, enabled them to live 
in after-times , according to their 
own laws ; At Herodotus,iu the book 
afore-mentioned, affirmeth. Belc- 
iis, who in holy writ, [ Efaj 39. 1. 
a Reg. %o. 1a. it called BalacU* : and 
by AgathiasJib,% m H,fto. out of Bi- 
on and Alex. Polyhift. Be/efas, or 
Beleufttsy and by Nicol. Damafcenm^ 
in his Eclogs, fet forth by Hen. Vale- 
Jim t Naninybrus ; but by Hipparchm, 
Ptolom&tts^ and Ccnfortntu it called 
Nabonajfartii , held the kingdom of 
Babylon 14 years. 

Now from twelve a clock, of the 
firft day of the Egyptian moneth 
Thoth, to wit, from the twenty Jtxth 
day of Feb* being with us fTedenfday, 
evening, in the year 747. before our 
vulgar chriftian account, all Aftro- 
nomers with one confent, deduce 
the Calender of NabonalTar. 

Ninus the younger,held the king- 
dom of the Aflyrians (reduced now 
to the old bounds, and the Empire 
thereof quite extinguifhed in Sarda- 
napalus ) 1 9. years : as Eufebfus in 
his Greek Chron. out of Caftor the 
Rhodian, who in many lar^e Vo- 
lumes explained, tw ^jowsta aiyioii(itt- 
t«, ( /'. ) errours in Chronologic 
This Ninus, for better lucks fake, 
fecmeth to have aflumed the name 
of the firft founder of the Aflyrian 
kingdom. His own, and original 
name being (isE/iamJib.i 2. Hfior. 
Annd. telleth us ) Tkilgamm : and 
in the Scriptures, Thilgath-Vllneefer^ 
[ 1 Chron, 28.20.] and Tig!ath-Pi- 
lefer,[ * Reg, x 5. *9. *»d chaf, 1 6. 
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Prophet lent a graciou* mcffagc, 
with a promifc of deliverance to 
hirruand dcltruftion to his enowes : 
And tor a tign of his deliverance 
( when the incredulous King, being 
bidden to ask what fign he would, 
would ask none ) God made him a 
promifc of a Virgin,that ihould bear 
Ivmamel; who both in regard of 
hispcrfon,fhouldbc 9«*>8^9-,God 
and man- Ged with us, or dwelling 
in our flefh ; and alfo in regard of 
his omce,whereby ,as the onely Mc- 
diatour of God and man, [ x J m { 1 - 
5 T he fhould bring to paffe,that 
God mould he with tu, [ Efrj 8. i o. ] 
gracious and propitious to us, and a 
veryprcfent help in trouble, [ W 
46 1,2,7. w!t ^ * om ' 8 * 3 1 ' 3**J 
which advertiiement was moft be- 
fitting the bufineffe then in hand, 
, both hi regard that ail prormfes of 
God in Chntr, are Tea and Amen, 
[aC*n».i.3o.]tobefulfikd gene- 
rally in him, and for him : and be- 
tides, for that, the land of Judca,by 
a Ipec al privilcdge , was to be the 
land of this Immanuel,[ £f*r ». ». J 
wherein, as pertaining to the flelh, 
he was to be born, not onely of the 
Jews, but alfo of the very houfe ot 
David; andthar, according to the 
foretell ng of Jacob, t Gen 49. 10 J 
before the Scepter ihould depart 
from Juda, 00 before Judcafhould 
wholly leave off to be a Common- 
wealth, ruled by a Kingly govern- 
ment; and therefore at that time, 
the deftrucYion or abolifcment ot 
the houfe of David, or nation of the 
|ew , was not to be feared ; which 
mifciy fixty five years after, bended 
the nation ot the Ephraimites, as 
had been foretold thcm,by the Vto- 
phet£/*;,C<H.7.M ... 

As for the utter and final deftru- 
dion ot thofe Kings who had then 
banded thcmtelves againft him, the 
Prophet was commanded to tore- 
Jhcw it, by bringing forth Shear 
lafhub his Con : and to tell him (af- 
ter he had declared that great My- 
fteryor Oracle of a Godfearing 
V rpin,by the motion of his finger, 
or feme other gefiurc) that butter 
and honey he fhould eat , and be 
nourished thereby, until he came to 
fuchanagc, as to know the good 
froroiheevil; fa- that before that 
time , both thofe Kings thou d be 
deihoyed each out of his own land, 
r£/-;7.3 ? »5> l6 -3 And whereas 
it tell out at the fame time, that 
Efaj his wife, a Prophetetfe, bare 
him another fon : by Gods appoint- 
ment, his name was called M*btr- 
(haM-hafh.b*^ importing, that the 
1 • Jlffynan 
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Ajffritn (hottld m*\e hafie,and take a ■ 
way the fpoile: and fhould plunder 
both Syrians and Israelites, before 
the child fhould be able plainly to 
pronounce, Afr//»for,or Mvnmber, 
And fo the tons of the Prophets 
were made to ferve for figns and 
documents from God to the Ifrael- 
kes, L €f*y 8. 3, 4, 1 8. ] After thefe 
prophclies-urteredjR.ezin and Peka, 
joyntlycameup to befiege Jcrufa- 
lem, wherein Achaz then Was : but 
could not take it,as was told before- 
hand that they fhould not, [£jty 7. 
1,7. 2 Reg. 16. 5.] But this wicked 
Achaz, was no fooner delivered 
out of this imminent danger , but 
heforfookGod his Deliverer: For 
he forthwith walked in the wayes of 
the Kings of Ifrael, and fet up the 
Idolatrous worfhipof Baal j offered 
incenfe in the valley of Ben-Hinnon^ 
and made his own ton to paffe tho • 
rough the fire, and offered lacrifice 
in the High places, and upon the 
Hills, and under every green tree, 

1 2 Chron. 28. 2, 3, 4. a Reg. \6. 
3,4«] 

So when Achaz forfook God, 
God alfo forfook him: wherefore 
Rczin and Peka, dividing rheir for- 
ce*, overcame him, which both 
joyned together, they could not do. 
For God gave him over both into 
the hands of ihe Syrians, who, ha- 
ving fmittcn him, carried away a 
great multitude ot his people cap- 
tive to Damafcu~, and alfo into the 
hands of the King of Ifrael, who 
made a great (laughter of his peo- 
ple^ 2 Chron, 2*6. 5.] 

Ac the lame lime, Rezin fubdued 
Elath, which King Azarias, or Uz- 
zias had recovered to Juda , and 
bu k it ancw,and placed his Syrians 
thcr-jin to dwell, £ * Reg. 14. 22. 

2 Chron. 26. 2. 2 'Kfg. 16,2.] 
Moreover the Edomites invaded 

Juda, and carried from thence ma- 
ny C apt'ves. 

The Phihftines alfo whom King 
llzzia, whiles he trufled in God, 
hadlubducd, [a £W. 26. 6,7.] 
now brake in upon the cities of Ju- 
da, in the low countries and fouth 
parti thereof, and dwelt therein ; for 
God gave them over to the fpoile, 
for Achaz his fin : and becaufe he 
had drawn away Ji?da, toforfake 
the Lord, £ * C hron ' a8 « *7> 
*8, 19.1 

But Achaz took all the gold and 
filvcr, that was found in the Lords 
houfe, and in the Trealury of the 
Kings houfe,and fent it for a prefent 
to Tiglath-Pilefcr King of Aflyria, 
defiling him to come and deliver 
hiin 
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Peka flewof the men of Juda,i2o. 
thoufand in one day,all valiant men 
of war; Zichi alfo a mighty man 
oftheTribcofEphraim flew Ma- 
afeia the Kings fon, and Azrikam, 
the Steward of the Kings houfe, 
and Elkana who was next the King 
in authority. The Ifrael ites alfo 
carried away captive out of Juda 
and Jerufalsm, two hundred thou- 
sand women, boyes , and maides, 
and made a vaft fpoile ot their 
goods, and carried away all to Sa- 
maria : bur,upon the counfel of O- 
deda Prophet of God, they rclea- 
fed all that multitude of prifoners, 
and reftored them their goods in the 
pretence of their Princes and whole 
congregation of Samaria, who en- 
treated them kindly»S£ caufed them 
to be conveyed fate to their bre- 
thren at Jerico, [ a Chron. 18. ] 



When Achaz implored the 
aide of the kings of Affyria, (for 
fo it istaid, £ 1 Chron. 28. 16.] 
in the plurall nnmber , by a 
ufual enalagc , or change of the 
number* Vfil. ioj. 30. Jer. 19,3. 
and 
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him from the kings of Syria ,& Kra- 
cls hands:8c he thereupon came and 
cook Damaicus, and carr-yed away 
all the inhabitants thereof toKire,Sd 
put to death Rezin,the king or Sy- 
ria,[i *eg*6/j&9.TWM there- 
in the prophefie as wcllot llaiah, [c, 
-]*i6.&c.t.4.&e.9ja^&oi Amos; 
w'lo'long before had lore-told the 
mine or the kingdom ot Damafcw , 
in ihcfc words. I»Mfe*d* finm* 
thi honfeof ffa*ael r which jkall con- 
fume the faUces-of Be/thadady and 1 
mllbreakj* pieces the bars of Damaf- 
CHSjAxdrootouttks inhabitants of the 
valley ofAvetijnd him thai beareth tht 
fecpter out of the houfe ofEdtn, and the 
people of Syria flail be carrjed array 
into Ajfyria r faitk the Lord y \_Amos I, 
4, 5.] And fo the kingdom otDa- 
mafais,and with iwhat of Hamath,

Tiglath-pilcazer at Damafeus,and. 
to congratulate him, for- his great 
viftoiy ihcre obtained, hetherefaw 
the great altar; *c taihion whereof 
he (orthwith took, and lent to Una* 
the puctt, chat he might make the 
like of ir, in Jerufalem, on which,, 
upon his return thither, he both of- 
fered himlclf, and alio canted the 
people to cfter their (acrificesjtemo- 
vinc the brazen altar, a far oft from 
the forepart of the houfe, that it 
might not ftand between his altar,

WhenAchaz had now made rwn 
1 elf a fcrvant to the K. of Affyna, he 
then found , that he had received 
more hurt than help from him,[a

chy, for the fpace of 9 years.

Achaz,inthc laft year of his reign, 
joyned his fon Ezekia within, in the 
kingdom,who from that time,being 
the later end of the third year of 
Hofea king of IfracU reigned 29 
years in Jerufalem , [ % Reg, 18, 
1, a.] 

Jugius or Iluteus, reigned over 
the Babylonians 5 years, Ttol. Reg. 
Canon, 

And in this year died Achaz: and 
the Prophet Hay foretold the Phi- 
liftines (who ac that time, unjuftly 
detained a part of Judea , as was 
fhewed before, in the 3 264. year of 
the world ) of their dcilruc1:ion,[£/. 
14 from the 28 verfe to the end 
thereof] • 
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Hofea having computed all diffe- 
rences at home, began now quietly 
to reign in the later end of the 12 
year or Achaz king of Juda. 

Tiglath-pilezer , or Ninus the 
younger, when he had reigned 19 
years, as hath been noted out of Ca- 
ftor,dyed-, and after him fucceded 
Salmanafier, called Evemailar, in 
the Greek copie of Tobias, and this 
feemeth to be thatShalman, who in 
the prophefie of Hofea 10. 1 4, is faid 
to have laid waft the houfe of Ar- 
bel, (famous afterward for the over- 
throw of Darius the Perfian) in the 
day of battaile, to wit, the counrrey 
of Arbela, in the land of Aflyria,be- 
ncath Arpad; alfo againft this Ho- 
fea,kifig of Ifiael, Salmanafar came 
up; and made him to f erve him, and 
to pay him tribute, [2 Reg,i 7,3.] 

Sabacon an Ethiopian, having ta- 
ken Boccoris king of Egypt alive, 
burnt him in the fire, and reigned in 
his place 8 years : [Afftica,] 
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thereof: aslikcwifc he forewarned I 
thcMoabttcs ota grearcalan uy to 
befal them wichiu three years aha, 
T Efay I 5. 1, and 1 6.14. j" ot thc tu ; 

hllifg of which prophciies, look 
what wc (hall hcrcattcr fay .upon 
the years 3280. and 3284. 

Achaz dving, was buried in the 
city of David, ^Rega6. ml but 
not among the Kings, L * C hron < 
28. 27.] , . 

Ezechias,(his father being dead, 
and .he now at his own difpofing ) 
toward the later end of the hrlt 
year of his reign, in the firft month. 
Abijb, opened the doores of the 
Lords houfe, which his father had 
caufedtobcflratup,[a (*"*.**• 
14.I and commanded the Priefts 
and Levits to fan^ne thcmfelves, 
and then to cleanfe the Temple, 
f aCfow».*9.3»4-] 

And they taking courage here- 
upon, upon the firft day of the firit 
moncm,( Apr. %\.*W 'the Sabbath- 
day ) fandiftcd thcmlclvcs. And 
ther, according to the Kings com- 
mand, came to cleanfe the houfe of 
the Lord ; and upon the eighth day 
of thc fame moneth, ( 28 ^pr be 
Ing alfo tfo* the Sabbath-day ) en- 
tering into the porch of theTempe, 
they falsified thc hoile or the 
Lord eight dayes ; fo that upon the 
fixtcenth day of the firft moneth 
( c of oar <JM*y, be-ng Snnday ) they 
finilhcd that work, L * chron * 2 9* 

The next morning, King Eze- 
chia, early in thc morning, ( May 6 
bei*<r iMnndaj ) called together all 
the Rulers of the City, and went up 
into the houfe of the Lord ; where- 
in, together with the people, by the 
rniniffery of the Priefts and Levites, 
he offered many facriHces upon thc 
Altar of the Lord, With great joy 
andgladncfle,L 2 cbron - z 9- v. 

2 °But becaulc the Paffeover could 
not be kept at the fame time when 
that meeting and the cieanflug of 
the Temple was appointed, becaulc 
the number of the Priefts then fan- 
aified was not fufficient, and the 
people was not gathered together 
from all parts to Jcrufalem, accor- 
d'-nstothelawA^^.^i ' 11 -] 
therefore was the Pali'covei : appoin- 
ted to be kept, in thc lecond month, 
whereof nocicc 'oeing given to the 
people Horn Beerfhebaeven toDan;

days, off-'ring their iacrificcs of 
thankfgiving,and finging praifes to 
the God of their tore-fathers : to 
which in further tcftimony of their 
thanklulncfle unto God, theyadde 
feven dayes more ; all which they 
kept and celebrated with great 
glee and joy of heart, [ 2 £fcr<?». 
30.2?.] 

Audivhen they had finilhcd all 
thngs, then all the Ifraelites, which 
Were there prelenr, about the end of 
the faid lecond moneth, went forth 
throughout all the cities of Juda, 
and brake down the Image?, He cut 
down the groves,and dcitioved the 
High places and Altars, through- 
out thc whole land of Juda and 
Benjamin, and even throughout 
Ephraim and Manalles, until they 
had finiihed the work they went a- 
bout: which done, the Ifraelites 
returned every man to his own 
home, in their fevcral countries 
[_2Chron.il. 1. ] 

But Ezechia went further, and 
brake in pieces the very brazen Ser- 
penr, which Mofes had fet uy,[Nnm. 
2 1 . 9. ] becaule unto thole dayes the 
children of Ifrael had burnt incenfe 
to it ; and in contempt thereof, by 
a diminutive terme, called it Ne- 
cnfhta» y (i. ) a little piece ofbrafle. 
And in like manner > taking order 
that thc Priefts and Levites fhould 
(ervc every of them,in his office>and 
by turn ; -he alfo provided them of 
victuals and maintenance,by letting 
on foot again the law of firiMruits 
and tithes, [ 2 Chron. 31.] 

Whereupon,iu the third month, 
every rdan brought in, who ihould 
bring tafteft, their firft fruits and 
tithes , and delivered them to the 
Priefts, [ 2 Chron, 31.5 ,6,7. ] 

In the feventh moneth, wherein 
thc gathering of the fruits of thc 
whole year was finiihed, lExod. 23. 
16.] the bringing in of the firft 
fruits and tithes, was fully compleat 
and ended, [1 Chron. 31.7. ] and 
officers were appointed by Ezechia 
for the juft diftcibution of them,

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Mardocempadus began to reign 
io Babylon, after the beginning of 
Nabonaffers reign there 26 years: 
from the end thereof 12 years, as 
we find in Ptolomies, Reg. fanon, By 
the Prophet Ifaiah, Merodac Bala- 
dan, is called the fon oi Baladan :

lacho, Chabor, and Nehar-gofan : 
whether Tiglath-pileiar., had for- 
merly tranlported the inhabitants of 
Perea, or the two Tribes and a halt 
inhabiting on the other fide Jor- 
dam[.iChron.<cr-6.]&nd'Mihe Ci- 
ties ot Media, £a Reg.

For albe- 
it, that there was a miraculous alteration in the parts of the civil day> yet that by the di- 
vine providence, things were therein fo ordered, that no hurt or hinderance did there by 
accrue to the conltant and ever felf-like motion and harmony of the heavenly bodies, is 
evident by thofe three lunary Edipfis, of which I (pake before, out of Ptolomic : : the ac- 
count whereof being caft up from thefe our times backward, yeild the fame ret ult of the 
times, as was formerly obferved by the Chaldeans,and in the fame manner, as if no fuch 
retrogradation or going back of the Sun had ever been. 

Nowin the beginning ofthe 15 year of Ezcchia's reign, renewed, as it were, together 
with his life, Merodach, or Berodach Baladan, the fon B-iladan, the King of Babylon, 
Cent meflcngers with Pretcntsto him, to inform themf elves of that prodigious and mira- 
culous retrogradation of the Sun, which wasnude in the World.

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Inthcfirftchap.ofthebojkofTobia, there are thefe things found which belong to 
this (lory ; That Sennacharib, when he came fleeing out of Judea, for the very hatred 
which he bare to the Israelites, {lew many of the Jewes, and that Tobit, or Tobia the 
elder, (role away the dead bndte, and beftowed burial on them ; and that being thereof 
accufed to the King of Nif jive, he was fainc to get him gone from thence, and to hide his 
head clfewheretor a certain time : and that he wasplundrcd and fpoiled of all his goods, 
having naught left him to truft unto, fave onely Anne hi* wife, and Tobias his fon. That 
after 4 J dayes, or as the Greek copy hath it , before 5 5 dayes, Sennacharib was murder- 
ed by his fons ; and that they fleeing away into the mountains oi Ararat, Efarchaddon 
his fon reigned in his ftead, being wrong named in fundry copies ; in fome Achirdon, in 
fomeSarchedon; and that the new King fet Achiacarus, the fon of Hananeel Tobits 
brother, over all his fathers accounts and his own : infomuch, rhat he was not onely his 
Steward and keeper of his accounts; but was alfo cup-bearer, and privy feal unto him, 
and was the fecond man after the King. 

EzekiashadhisfonManalles, by Hephziba, after the prolonging of his life 3 years, 
and 1 2 before his death. 

When the Medes had hitherto now lived without a K ; ng, and Dejoces would not at- 
tend the judging of their caufesand concroveriles any longer, and thereupon enfued no- 
thing but f poiiings and robberies in all places ; the people finding the inconveniences of 
an Anarchie, or want ofa King, whereof the leaft was nor, that the Aflyrian taking 
hold of this occafion, had potfetled himlelf of many cicies and places in Media ; as I no- 
red before upon the year of the World, 3285. they fubmitted all with one accord to 
Dejoces, 150. years before Cyrus began his reign: as Herodotus in his firft book aver- 
ted! ;whom,giving off Ctefias in this point, both D onyfius, Hahcarnalleus* and Appia- 
nus Alexandrinus, in the beginning of his Roman Httorics, do follow. Though Dio- 
dorusSiculus,mhis^co»^^oo^: whether thorough failler ot memory, or falfe copying, 
hath here put Cyaxaris for Dejoces ; who is fa ; d ro have been elefted King over the 
Medes, about thefceondyearoftbe 17 olympiads, according to Herodotus 1 For fubdltSUng 
1 So. years from the beginning of Cyrus his reign, which a; he fuppjfes, falls in with the 
beginning of the 5 5 olympiadc, and confequcntly with the midft of the year* 4i54«of 
the Julian Period : it followcs that the 1 year of Dejoces the firft King of the Medes 
muft be placed upon the 3 year of the 17 olympiade, and the middle of the 4004. year 
of the Julian Period; allowing the later end of the fecond year ot the fame olympiade, 
to have been taken up and fpent in the tranfattion of the bufineffe it felf, and election 
made of the new King ; which firft Epochaor point of the beginning of this new king- 
dom of the Medes to have been moft rightly afligned and fet down by Herodotus the 
precile times of every Kings reign, compared wich the Ed pfe of the Sun, which betel in 
the reign of Cyaxarcs, here underneath, in the year oi the W orld, 3 403. to be fpoken of, 

The fifteenth Jubilie', which was the middle-moft of all the reft, and the moft joyfully 
kept, next to that of Solomons at the dedication of the Temple; both for thefrcfh me- 
mory of fo great a deliverace, and alfo for the great profper ity of the place cnfuiiig there- 
upon : So that many brought offerings and gifts to the Lord at Jeruialem ; and rich 
prefents to the King himfeltj for he was magnified after this among all nations, and pro- 
fpercdinwhatcverheandcrtook,L2C/w».33.a3,»7»3o.] . 

And God himfcif did fo rule, and govern the people it felt of J uda, after f ucn their de- 
livery, that ( according to his own promifc made ) they too{ root downward, and brought 
fruit >4pward,[2Ckron.}i. 22. Efai.tf: 51,32.3 Moreover the confiderarion of the Ju- 
bilie is neceffary for the underirandmg of that lign of Gods mercy given the year before 
unto Ezekia : To*jhalleat,h\thGod,tbisyear,that which growth of it felf, and the fecond 
year, that which fprtngeth of the fame ; and in the thirdy*ar,fowye, and reapeye, and plant vine- 
yards, and eat #f the fruit thereof, \_Efai. 37. 30. z%jg. 19**9.'] for becaufe the laft years 
harvclt was either gathered by the enemy which roved all the country over, (according 
toGodsthreatning,Xf^. 27.16.^^.28.33. >r«».5.i7-) or by them fpoiled and 
troden underfoot ; neceffary it was for the people to live that year upon that which grew 
of it felf: and this year by reafon of the J ubilie, it was not lawful either ro fow or reapc, 
which otherwife, no fabbatical year intci vening,might well have been done : teeing the 
Affyrian Army being deftroyed by the Angel, there was nothing to hinder them.

I3 Inthea3 01impiade,HeroftratusNaucratitcs a merchant of Egypt, coming to Pa- 
phosin the IflandofCyprusis faid to havebought there a litle image of Venus of the 
bijj neffe of the palm of a mans hand, and of very ancient workmanlhip, and that by the 
power thereof, being miraculoufly delivered out of a main danger at fea,by virtue or that 
image, he confecrated the fame at Naucratis in the Temple of Venus, with great idem- 
nitv ; as we find in Atheneus, who was hirofelf a town-bom child of the tame place, 111 his 
«UftW# But if we will rather believe Srabo, lib. 1 7, there was no fuch town 
as Naucratis then built in Egypt : nor till afterward that it was built by the Milefians, in 
thetimeofCyaxeris king of Medes andofPfamyncui king of Egypt, who lived at the 
fame time with him. . rn , > „.

to run tnto thefeajo that their river fhall be dryed up, and turning away their waters, they Jhall 
empty and dry up their chattels fenced with banks : which out of Herodotus, Tremellius thus 
expounds, ihefe 1 2 petty kings, by the labour of this miferable people, fhall firive to over-rule the 
very works of 'nature, and fhall turne away the waters of Ndus ; even to lay the channels thereoj 
driJthat they mifbt finifh,their pond or lough of Marios with their T yt amides and Labyrtntb,only 
for their luft and pleafures fake. But Scaliger in his Canon. If agog, understands lutbat there 
fhould be there lb great a drouth, that their river Nile, in the lummer fealon, mould not 
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tife nor flow, nor water Egypt as it ufed to do ; and refers this prophefie to the former 
cimes of Soii or S abb aeon. 

The race of the babylonifh Kings failing after thofe 8 years vacancy, Efarchaddon 
the King of Affyria, reduced them under their former voke of his obedience, and held 
that kingdomi 3 years : as WelearnoutofPtolomeis, £*». Reg. For that this Afl'aradi- 
nus is the fame with our Efarchaddon, appears* not onely by the vicinity and likenefle of 
the name, but alfo by the content of holy Scripture, which intimates to us, that he was 
King both of Aflyria and Babylon at the fame time ; as we lhall fee anon, in the year of 
the World 3327. 

Ardys the fon of Gyges, reigned in Lydiathefpaceof49years: he took Pryene by 
force, and invaded Miletus, [ Herod, lib. 1 . cap, 15.] 

In Sicily, the City Gela was built, and Phafelis in Pamphilia by two brothers, Anti- 
phemus and Lacius, \Eufeb. Chron,] who confulting the Oracle at Delphos concerning a 
place to plant in ; were anfwered, that the one fhould faile weftward, and the other eaft- 
ward, as Stephann>Byzantinus in the word </*/<*, reports, out of Ariftenetus his firft 
Commentary of Phafelis. And Heropythus in his book of the Borders of the Colopho- 
nians,treatingofthc building of Phafelis, faith that Lacius, who tranfported a colony 
thither, gave unto one Cylabra, a (hepherd,whom he met driving his flock to feed, the 
price of the ground whereon he built his city, in certain p^udred provifions, which he re- 
quired. But Philoftephanu? in his book entitled, Of the Cities of tsifi*, delivereth more 
fully, that Lacius,a man of Argos, one of them which went with Mopfus (the founder of 
the city Colophos ) and whom fome call Lindiu?, brother to Antiphemus the builder of 
Gela (which Lindius,is alfo faid to have been of Rhodes by Herodotui lib.-j.znd by Thua- 
dideslib. 6,) and that being lent by Mopfus with certain other men, by the Oracle and 
bidding of Mantus, Mopfus his mother,for that the poopes of his Ships were in a tempeft 
fplit about the Chelidonian Ifles, he could not arrive till late at night : and that there he 
bought the plat of ground whereon he built his city, as Mantus had foretold, giving cer- 
tain fait meats for itunto Cylabra the owner of it,luch as out of all their fhip-proviuons 
hemoftdeiired. [vithenq Veipnofoph.lib .7. ] 

This year alfo was fulfilled the prophefie f poken by the mou:h of the Prophet Efaiah, 
[ chap, 7. 8. ] in the beginning of the reign of Achaz, withm fixty and five years Ephraim 
fhall he broken m pieces, fe that itfhall be no more a people. For although the greateft part of 
them were carried away by Salmanafar 44 years before, and the kingdom utterly abo- 
lilhcd, yet among them which Were left, there was fome (hew of a government. But 
now they left off to be anymore *people,by reafon of the great multitudeof torreigncis which 
came to dwell there j in comparison of whom, the fmall remainder of the Ephrafmites 
were counted as nothing; for, that they were not utterly cxtinft in their own country 
appears, out of the ftory of Jolias, [ 2 Chron. 34. 6, 7, 3 3. and chap. 35. 1 8. with 2 ^.23. 
I9, 2 °.] But there were ever now and anon, new colonies or companies tenz out of Ba- 
bel, Curh,Hava, and Sepharuaim ; which poflefling Samaria byway of inheritance, 
dwelt in all the cities thereunto belonging, [ a Reg. 1 7.14.] And that this was fo done 
by Efarchaddon King of Aflyria ( who was alfo called, Afnapper the Great, and magnifi. 
cent) is eafie to be underftood by the confeflion of the Cuthites, mentioned, \ Ez.ro. 

At which time alfo, as it fhould feem,and in the fame expedition,whereby thefe things 
were done in the land of Ifrael ; fome of the chief Commanders of the Affyrian Army, 
made an inrode into Judca, and there took Manafles the King, as he lay hid in a thicker, 
and binding him with chains of brafle,carried him away captive into Babylon, [2 C hro *. 
* 1 . 1 1 . ] which calamicy fb falling upon Judea, fome think to have been foretold, by the 
Prophet Ifaiah, Where he faith, within fixty five years Ephraim fhaSbefo broken in pieces, 
that rt (hall be no more a people. And the head of Ephraim is Samaria, und the head of Samaria, 
is the Jon ofRemaliah : And if you will not believe, you fh-tll not be efiablifhedt [ chap. 7. 9 .] 
(i. ) as Jacobus Capelltts hath noted in his Chron. you your felves alfo fhall be broken in 
pieces. Where he addeth further, that the Tews alfo in Seder Olam Rabba, and the Tal- 
mudifts, cited by Rabbi Kimchi, upon, Q chap.^. S*t)&l ] do deliver, That Manafles 22 
of his reign, Was carried away captive into Babylon j and that he repented him of his 
fin 3 3 years before his death : after which the Scripture witnefleth, that God again re- 
ftoredhim to his liberty and kingdom, \_* Chron, 33. 12,13. J F° r tnat his captivity 
laftcd not long ; may be gathered by this, that taking no notice thereof, it is recorded 
that he reigned 5$ years injerufalera, [ 2 Reg. %\. 1. 1 Chron. 33. 1.] 

The new inhabitants of Samaria,when as,at their firft coming thither, they ferved not 
the God of Ifrael, were troubled with Lions : whereof when the King of Aflyria was 
enformed, he took order that one of the Pricfts, which were brought from thence in the 
captivity thould be remanded thither ; and he coming thither, made his refidence at 
Bethel, and there taught them how to worlhip God indeed : but all after the manner of 
Jeroboams appointment. But when together with the Calf which they found there, 
they worlhipped alfo their old idols, they are faid to have feared God, and not to have

of Ecbatan,and that having taken Arphaxad in the hill countries of Ragan,he thruft him 
through with his own darts, and at length, having done all his bulineilc, as his heart 
could wifh, he returned to Ninive, and therewith all his army kept a feaft,and banqueted 
himfelfandthem,bythefpaceofi2o dayes ; where it is to be noted, that Dejoces his 
death, according to Herodotus, fell in with the is year ot Saolduchinu^rwhich is a great 
argument, that Saofduchinus and Dcjoces, are none other, than they who in the book of 
Judith are called by the names of Nabuchadonofor and Arphaxact For the opinion of 
Fr. Junius hath no ground at all for ir, whiles, feeking to reconcile the fucceflion of the 
kings of Media, which is nothing but a meere device and forgeiie of Cccfias a very fabler, 
and of afuppofed Metafthenes, with Herodotus, who is entitled the father ofbifienes^ he 
will needs divide Media into two parts, giving one of them to Dejoccs,who is here called 
Arioch, as is noted in [Judith, i,<5. and in J*r.4SM4.] and afligning the other to Artecar- 
mmi (whom Ctefias calleth Articam, and who is here called Arphaxad) who, as he 
faith, eftablifhed the feat of his kingdom at Ecbatan, to the end, that having fo ftronga 
place to croft to, he might the better withftand both Dcjoces, and all other enemies that 
fliould aflault him : whereas, if any fuch divifion had been made of Media ( as never a- 
ny was) both the name of Arphaxad and die kingdom of Ecbatan, fh )uld have been gi- 
ven, not to Arioch, nor to Articarmes, but to Dejoces : for that Arphaxad was the foun- 
der of Ecbatan, the book of Judith hath it ; and that Dcjoces was Herodotus and others 
affirmc, but that Arioch or Artecarmes built it, no man ever wrote. 

After Dejoces, Phraortes his ton fucceeded ; and reigned tt years: HerocUttts^b. i.e.

Ifthcmus and Borylthenes were this year built in the Country of Pontus , fo was Lam- 
pfacusm Hellef pout, and Abdera in Thrace, Ettfeb.Chron. to wit, Boryfthcnes by the 
Milefians of Ionia, Lampfacus by the Phoceans, Abdera by the Citizens of Ciazomcne : 
Solwttsc. 1 o.rellsus that Abdera was firft built by Diomedcs his lifter: and that after- 
ward laliing'to decay it was new built and enlarged by the Clazomenians, in the 51 O- 
lvmpiade, which ended the laft year before this. The conductor oi which Colony, was 
timefms a Citezen of Clazomene, as we have it in Herodotus, lib.

1 2 year ohne war between the Lydians and the Milefians, when the Lydiati 
armv had burnt the harveft of the Milefians « commonly every year they did,it hap- 
pened, that tiie flame, driven by force of the wmde,caught in the Temple of Minerva in 
Aileius,and burnt it to the ground, and when at the return of the Army, Halyattes, was 
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fallen fick, and lay long of it, at length, he tent to confulc the Oracle at Delphbs,and had 
anfwer made him by the prophetefle there, that untill he had repaired the Temple, 
which his men had burnt, he ihould ge t no anfwer there. Thrafibulus , underftanding 
What anfwer Was made at the Oracle,by Periander the fon of Cyphelus,tyrant atCor inth,

that Gtrchemiih,in the time of Sennachrib did belong to,and was poffeired by, the Afly- 
rians,appearsin [ Efay 9.] but that kingdom being ruined ; it returned into the handtfof 
the Babylonians: And as the king of Perfia , having overcome Babylon and Affyria, 
[ Ezra 6,»a.] was called king of the Aflyrians ; fo here the king of Babylonia, having now 
gotten Affyria,was likewife called king of Affyria : befides that,Heathcn authors alfo tell 
usthat Babylon was in former times part of AfTyria,and rhc holy Scriptures teach us,that 
the kingdom of Chaldea was founded by the king of Affyria, [ Efy 2 3. 1 3. Set Num. 24, 
2a.

The good King being thus tak en out ot the world, whofc life onely kept off the Baby- 
lonifli captivity from that nation, [ 1 &£.a2.ao.]a world of miteries growing on upon it, 
the laft years Jubilie,was turned this year into lamentions : f o that it grew almoft into a 
common proverb, The lamentation of Hadadrimmon in the valley of Megiddo, [ Zachaj. a . 1 1 .] 

For not onely the whole people which was then living wonderfully bewailed the death or 
Jofias | but even in aftcr-time,a publick mourning for him was voluntarily kept, as if it 
had been ordained by a law : the Prophet Jeremy alfo,in rememberance thereof, wrote 
his mourning Song of Jhrenes, or lamentations, [a Chron.3 5 .14.2 5.] wherein bewailing the 
calamities which were thortly to befall that people, as if he had then prcfently beheld 
them^n amoft paflionatc manncr,and pointing,as it were, with his finger, at the death of 
jofias ; asatthefourceand original of all enluing miteries, he ufeth thefe words: lh« 
breath of our no finis, the anointed of the Lord, it taken in their fits : of whom wef4id, under the 
fhadowof bis wings we fhall live among the heathen, Q Lament. 4. 20.3 So that we may very 
juftly queftion the firft verfe, or proeme of that book ; which we find in the Greek and 
vulgar Latinc tranflation '• but contrary to Jeromes minde, prefixed before the Threnes

In the 4 year of Jehojakim, Bamc the fon or Nena wrote in a book from the mouth 
of the Prophet Jeremy, all the words ol the Lord which he had fpoken to hm concern- 
ing Ifrael and 1 uda, from the time of Jofia until that day : and he read them in the houfe 
of the Lord,in the audience of the men of Jerufalem *nd of all the Jews which were there 
aflembled out of all their cities,in the day of the fait, [ Icr. 3 <S. 1 ,8. J to wit,of that folemn 
faft which was yearly kept upon the iodayofthe 7 monetU Ltv*.\6.z 9 . & 03.27. # 
Nam 29.7. ] five dayes before the feaft of Tabernacles ; wherein all the males out of all 
the cities'ofjudea, were toappear at Jerufalem; as 1 have fhewed before in the year of 
the World 3395. AsfovBaruchimfelf, who was extreamly amazed and affliited in his 
foul,with the horror of thefe direful judgements which he had written,the Prophet com- 
forted him, by the word of the Lord a over this calamity which was to be brought upon 
all flefh by the Babylonians, andaffured him of hisownlife, in the middeft ot allthele 
troubles, J /w.45. 1, 5.D whereunto alfo perhaps all thofe conlolatory fpecches con- 
tained in jo and 31 chapters of the fame Prophet, and promiles made concerning the 
rcftauration of the Church, may be referred. 

ThcRechabites,ofthepofterityof Jonadab, the fon of Rechabj [ 1^.10.15. J 
when Nebuchadnefar King ot Babylon approached now unto Judea,tor fear of the holt 
of the Chaldeans and Syrians, leaving their tents ( wherein, by the rule of their lore- 
father Jonadab, they were wont to remain and dwell ) came into Jerusalem [Urtm. 3 5. 
11 ] whence (teeing they fpeakofthepicfent time; five do now remain m JervfaUm) 
we gather, that the matter of this chapter which concerns the Recbahtes refufing to drink. 
wW, was in agitation, at what time the city wasbefiegcd round, by Ncbucnaduclai* 

God therefore gave up Jehojakim the King of Juda , into the hands of Nebuchadne- 
far King ot Babylon, with pan of the furniture ot the Houfe of the Lord, [ Dan. 1. , *.] 
to wit, in the 9 moncth called Ciflcu : as may be collected out of the anniverfary faft, 
whichinrememberance,asitfeemeth, of this calamity, by a received cuftom of the 
lcws,!ZadW.7.3,5.a»^p.8.i9.1 was kept in this moncth, Q J er. 36.9. 3 

Nebuchadnefar put Jehojakim at firft inchaines, to carry him away to riabylon, 
\zChron \6.6A but after wards,upon fubmiflion, and his promifes of fubjeShon, he left 
him in his own houfe : where he lived his fervant 3 years. From which entering 
ot the King and people of the Jewes into the fubjeaion and fervice ot Nebuchadnefar, 
are the 70 years of the captivity ot Babylon to be reckoned, which were foretold by the 
Prophet Jeremv,[/«\ 25. ii.*>«* c . 2 9. *o.l 

Nebuchadneiar gave order to Aihpenalh the over-fecr of the eunuches, or pages, that 
he fhould carry trom thence of the children of Ifrael, both ot the blood-royal, (as was 
exoreffelv foretold by Elay the Prophet to Ezechia it fhoutd come to pafle, Ejay 39.70 
asalfoofthe nobleit families, the choiceft boyes, both .for beauty and wit, that he could 
find : which being by his care educated 3 years in the language and fciences ot the ^nal- 
deans, mishc be thought afterward fit to ftand before the king, and ft;rve in his, Palace: 
among whom of the tribe of Jada,were Daniel.who was B=lttW ,Hananuh,who was 
Shadrach, MifhaeLwho was Mefoach; and Anania,who was Abendego : every or them 
having his name changed at the difcretion of the oveifcer , or mailer of the Eunuchs, 

tD NowaVte 7 rtLfe Scythians of whom I fpake before, had taken their pleafure in 
Afia»8 years, CyaxaresandtheMcdesfeaftingthem, and making them aUarunk up- 
on a certain day, cut all or the greateft pan oftheir throats, [ Herod. U.i.ca. 106.] 
Befides which, cenain other Scythians of the Nomades or Shepherds , being driven 
out of their own country by a contrary faftion, had been entertained by Cyaxares,and 
bvhimimployed, partly in hunting, partly in the educating of children: who being 
roughly and bafelyufed by him, and alfo, as it fesms, repining at the general mallacre 
Sthci/othercounny-men, kiUedoneof the boyes which theyhad taken to ^educate 
andinftrud; and drefling the flefh of b,m for vemfon, fet it beforeCyaxare and h.s 
gucftstoeat: which done, they fled away fpcedily to Halyatces the KingatSardes, 
and put themfclves under his protcftion ; whom when Cyaxarcs demanded to be given 
upunto him, and Halyatces refilled to deliver them 1 there grew thereof a war between 
, theMedcsandLydians, which lafted five years, {Herod. Mi. c*. 73. 74.1 Asforthe 
Cimmerians of whom I fpake before in the year of the World^S^.

170. ( i. ) Among 
the Gracious, the firft that found it out, ( to wit, the reafon of the Echples ) waelhaUs the 
Milefian. who foretold the Eclipfe of the Sun, in the 4, year of the 48 olympiade, which was in the 
rchnofAlyattes, ( for fo the old copy reads it, not of Aftyages, as the vulgar edition hath 

icfl7o years after the building of Rome. OcmcnsAtexan.Ub. l.ftrom, placeth this fight 
of Cvaxares,and Eclipfe of the Sutuabout the 5 o olympiade ; wherein he is far wide : ot the 
opinion oi Endemus whom he cites for it ; for both the time affigned, as well by htm as 
bv Piinv Juites not with Cyaxarcs, but with Aftyages his reign ; and alio out ot Ptolo- 
mics Sun and Moon- rabies, which arc the fame with thofe ot Hipparchus, itappearcth 
plainly that rhe Sun was eclipfed in the 4 years of the 44 olympiade, to wit, 111 the 147. of 
Naboiiafar, on the 4 day of the Egyptian moncth Pacon,( or iodaj of September, accor- 
ding to the Julian Calender ,o» a Sm day,) 3 hov.rs 25 minutes before noon: And thisi:- 
diple was of 9 digits, and continued almoft two hours, 
Pfcmnis the fon of Neco reigned in Egypt 6 years. {Herod, lib.z.cap.i 6 1 .] 

ThePhoccnfes,fettingfaileoucof Ionia, built Marfeillcs, upon the coa ft of Liguria 
in Italy 1 »o. years before the fea-fight at S ilamis : as Marcianos in his Penegchs reports 
outotTimcus* towit,inthefirftyearofthe4?olympiade,as both Eufeb us delivers in 
his Chronicle : and Solinus in Polyhiftor, though this latter confounds this firft planta- 
tion of the PhocenCes made in the dayes of Tarquinius Pnfcus, with their latter under 
ScrviusTullus j whereofmore hereafter in the year 3461. But the ftoty of .the wedding 
which gave occaiion of the building of this City, is more at large fet out by Athene^, 
U.* outofAriftotle,wherehefpeaksofthe common-wealth ottheMatfc.lians,a.idby 
Juftininhis43bookoutof Tro.

In the 7 year of Jeconia fw captivityyo day of the 5 month(a7 ofonr A*g*ftJ>eingfuH~ 
day) Ezech'iel reproved the Elders, which came and requefted him to askecouufel of God, 
tor their grofle hypoorifie : and then foretells them of the calamities that were to corns 
upon all flith; pronounces Gods judgements upon the Idolaters^nd gives Cwset comforts 
to the god ly, \Ex*k* a 0.1.3 to which the three chapters following,feem alio to appenain. 

After Battus the founder of the kingdom of Cyrcne, fucceeded his fon Arccf ilaus, and 
reigned 1 6 years, [Bsrod. lib. 4. c. 159.] 

This tell out to be a fabbatical year ; wherein the men of Jerufalem, hearing that Ne- 
buchadncfar approached with his army, proclaimed liberty to their (ervants, \Jer, 54. 8, 
9,1 o.] according to the hw^Exod. a 1,2, Dent, 1$. 1, a,i ».] For Nebuchadnefar mar- 
ching with his army againft Sedechia, and hav ing wafted all the country, and taken their 
ftrong hold> came now before the very wdbof jeiufalem>[7<»^.^»r^./.io.ff. io.]For 
he had tiken all the Cities of Juda, laving only Lachifh, Azeka,and Jerufalem: all which, 
he bcueged with all the forces which he could make out of all the lands of his dominions, 
[/cr.34. 1,7.] 

But the ficge of Htoufalem began not till the middeft of winter, for in the 9 year of the 
reign of Sedechia upon the 1 o day of the 1 o month, (attfwering to our 30 of Ianuary Jailing 
upon a thiirfday y ) Nebuchadnefar with all his army came before Jerulalcm • raiting forts 
round abou: it,[* tof.2$.i./fr.39.itf.s*.4.]For amemoriai whereof,nor only during the 
captivity, [Zach. 8. 1 9.] but even unto this tiay there is a yearly faft kept among the J cws. 

Upon the very felf-fame day, was the fiege of Jerufalem, revealed by God to Ezechiel, 
being then in Uiaidea ; and the utter deftruftion thereof, reprefented to him by the type 
a fecthing pot ; and his wife died that day in the even ing ; for whofe death he was char- 
ged not to mourne : thereby.fignifying the grievous calamity of the Jewes,which was to 
furpaflb all cxpreflionsof grief by mourning, [£*.«*» 24. 1, 2. 8ic] 

Jeremiah the Prophet was commanded by God to loretellthe utter deftru£tion and 
burning of J erul'alem by the k.ot Babylon,to Sedechia : and that he (hould be carried a- 
way prifoner to Babylon ; and that there he fliould end his daies, and yet be honourably 
enterred,t7fr.34.i,7.] 

The Prophet for fo laying, was by Sedechia clapr up, in the court of the pritbn of the 
kings houfe, where in the tenth year of Scdcchiaand beginning of the i8year of Nebu- 
chadnefar,having a promife of his delivery, made him by God, he recovered the land of 
Hanamecl, his uncles fon, by right of redempjion,[/*r.ja.i ,i 4 6.Jand all things then came 
to pafle which he foretold, and are conteincd in the 3 2 and 3 3 chapters of Wis Propheeie, 

Pharaoh Hophra, al. Vaphr is, coming with his army out of Egypt,to relieve Sedechia, 
the Chaldeans raited the fiege from before Jerufalem ; and Sedechia fent meflengers to 
Jeremiah (who upon the railing of the ficgewasfetat liberty, and not yet caft into the 
dungeon, as afterwards he was,) to pray him to make interceffion to God for the delive- 
rance of the people ; but the Prophet returned him anfwer, that thofe fuccours out of E- 
gypr, thould into Egypt returue again, and that the Chaldeans thould returne to Jerufa- 
lem, and take the City, and deftroy ft by fire [ler. 37. 3, x o.] 

They of Jerufalem feeing the fiege railed, and themfelves quit of that fear, prefently 
took back their Hebrew fervants again,whom they had formerly fetat liberty according 
to the law ; and made them ferve as before, contrary to their covenmt j for which, as for 
a moft impious and barbarous ad, Jeremy reproved themjand to cry quittance with them 
tor ir, proclaimed a liberty to the iword and peftilence and famine, againft them, telling 
themwithall, that the Chaldeans, thould come again to the liege, and fliould take their 
City, and deftroy, it with fire,[/«r.34. 1 1, a*.] 

But while iheChaldeans were away to encounter theEgyptian army Jeremiah purpofed 
to fave himfelf by flight; but was prevented by the Princcs,and taken and fcourged,& caft 
into the Dungeon, which was in Ionathans houle,8c there lay a long time,[/*r«37.i 1,1 6.] 
Nebuchadnefar, at his going againft the Egyptians in the 1 8 year othis reign, took 83 a 
men which had fled out of |erufalem to him, for fafegard, and lent them all away prifo- 
ners to Babylon, [/w.j 2 .*$.\ 

Pittacus ofMityleue,oue ot the 7 wife men,was fent agai nft Phrynon,tirnamed thcTan-

8.] and having fpent two dayes in making provifion,upon the 1 o day ofthe faid month, 
(our Jug. 2 7, falling uponthe Sabbath ) to which time perhaps he hadpurpofely put off 
the execution of that his charge; hefetfircon the Temple, and on the Kings Palace, 
and upon all the Noblc-mcnshoufes, with all the reft of thehoufes in Jernfalem, and 
burnt all down to the ground, LJ"-. 52. i^.rvithchap.^.^.] though our Country-man 
Tho. Lydute, thinks that fire was fee on it, upon the 7 day ; but not burnt down till the 
10. In rememberanceoi which calamity, the fait of the 5 moneth Was ordained to be 
kcpt,[2T^. 7.3, %.andchap, 8. 19. ] which is obferved by the Jewes unto this day : 
though kept by them, upon the 9 day, and not the 10 ofthe moneth^. But the 
Temple was defixoyed in the ip year of Nebuchadneiars reign, [ fer. 52. 12. 2 %S£- * 5. 
8. ] in the latter end chereof, in the beginning of the firft year ofthe 48 olympiade, in the 
1 6c year, running of Nabonafars account, 4M year-?, 3monethsand 8 dayes, from the 
time that Solomon laid the firft ftone thereof. 

.11 ponthe fame 5 moneth, [/«■. 1.3.] all the walls of Jcrufalcm being razed to the 
ground,all that were left in the City, and all that had formerly fled over to Nebuchad- 
nefar, and all the common people of the City, with all the treafure ofthe Kiiig, and of 
his Nobles,and furniture of the Temple, did Nabnzaradan carry away unto Babylon, 
[j er 93. 8,9. m. 52. 1^,23. 2^.25.10, 17* iChron. 36. 18, 19, 20. ] And thus was 
Juda carried away out of her own land, [/w. ^2.27.

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Whiles Nebuchanezar lay before Tyre, which borders upon the land of Ifracl, [Iof. 
19.29.] /»^23o//>»rc/|w,Nebuziiadan,capcainoi his guard, carryed away all the 
remainder of the Jews and KVaehtes together unto Babylon; to the number of 745 per- 
hnSj [Ierefn.52.30.] In which extreme depopulation, which left the very ground, 
umiilchc 390 years of the iniquity of Ifrael % diftinft from Juda ; and the 40 years oi 
the iniquitjof Inda by it [elf , foretold by LE*ffcf/4. 5 i^Jwere accomplished; and ful- 
ly ended. 

When Cyrus was now almoft 1 6 years of age,Evil-merodach, the king of Affyria hi- 
fon , being about to marry a wife, called Nicotris, made an inroad, with a great army oi 
horfc and foot, upon the borders of Media, there to take his pleafure, in hunting and 
harrowing of the countrey : againft whom Aftyages, and Cyaxares his fon, and Cyrus 
his grandchild; who then firft began to bear armes, marched out, met with him, and in 
a battaU of horfe, overthrew him, and drave him out of his borders, [Xenophonjib. 1 .of the 
itsfiituthn of Cyrus.] 

Cyrus afterward, was called home, by his father Cambyfesj when as yet he had one 
year to fpend at Schoole, as Xenophon in the fame book tells u<,to which alio that hath 
reference, which Athenaeu«, in his 14 beok^pipnofopK reports out of Dion; that Cyrus, 
when he had ferved Aftyages, firft, as one of his halbardiers, and thenas one of his ar- 
mour bearers returned into Perfia, and that at the fame time Angares a mufician, when 
Aftyages feaftrd his friends, fang them a fong, wherein he faid, That a fierce wilde beaft, 
more fierce than any bour ; was let go y atidfent into a fenny countrey, and that he fiottld reign 
over dhhofe province s 9 and fhould with a handful of men, maintain war againft great armies, 8cc. 
and that thereupon, Aftyages would lain have called back Cyrus again,but could not get 
him. 

Cyrus, when he had fpent 1 7 years among boyes, fpent ten years more among the 
yomhs,[Xenoj>hon lib. i.of the Jnpt. of Cyrus.] , 

In the 5 o Otympiadc, wherein Epitelides, the Lacedemoaian, wan the race in running, 
certain men out of Cnidos, not Rhodes, and brooking the rough carriage, of the kings 
of Afia, agreed together, to make a plantation of tbemfclves, fome where elfe: and 
making one Pentathlus a Cnidian, (who deduced his pedegree from H'ipporas, the fon 
ot Hercules,) they went for Sicily, at the time, when they of Egefta, and Selinunte, 
were in war each againft the other : where Pentathlus taking part with the Selinunti- 
ans , was flain -, and the reft, making Gorgus, and Thcftor, and Epithirfis $ all men 
of Pentathlus his linage and kindred, their captains, let laile agaih,and feated themlelves 
in the Ifle of Lipara, [D'odor. Sic. lib. 5 . ] • 

Arccfilavs, when he had reigned 1 6 years, in Cyrenaica, left to fucceed him his fon 
Battus,lurnamcd Eudamon;umo whom a huge multitude of Grecians, advifed thereto 
by the Oracle at Dclphos, repaired ; wafted firft tb? lands of the bordering Lybians,and 
then parted it among themfclves: whereas beforvthe plantation made in Cyrcne con- 
fiftcd oncly of thofe, which came from the Illc ot Thera, with their firft founder Battus, 
[Herod, lib. 4,cap.i19.~] 

In the 2 5 year of the captivity of Jeconia, in the beginng of that year, (/. e.) in the firft 
moneth thereof (as Jonathan the Chaldee Paraphraft expoundeth it) upon the 10 day 
of the moneth (»«r t/fpril 30. upon a Tuefdaj) 14 years after the deftruaion of Jerufa-' 
lem, Ez.;kicl had a vifion, of the reltitution of the Temple, City, and Kingdom 
of the Ifraelitcs; portending the rcftauration of the Church by Chrift, with the 
greatneffe, honour, and excellence thereof, [E*tkiel 40. 1. to the end of the chap- 
ter.^ 

The Lybians , being put out of their lands and countrey, by the inhabitants 0/ Cy 
renaica,put themlelves Under the proteftion of Aprycs king of Epypt : and he gathering 
a great army together, (cnt them againft the Cyrenians, and the Cyrenians, pitching 
at a place called Irafa, near the fountain. called Theltis, lo routed the army of the 
Egyptians, that few of them were left to return again into Egypt, whereupon the E- 
gyptians grew angry with Apryes, and revolted from him ; (uppofing that he purpofery 
lent them to that break-neck fetvicc. to be rid oi thera, that fo he might, the more eaflly, 
domineer over the reft that were left, [Hetod,Jib, 4, cap.if^iib. 2, 161. Diodor. Sic. 
lib.i] 

Amafis, (being that Saits, fo much fpoken of by Plato in his TimscusJ was lent by his 
father to appcaf e this mutiny of the people; but they took and made him king, in his fa- 
thers ftead. And Apryes, having lent a noble perfon, named Paterbanes to call back 
Amahs, ac his retum,cut off his nofe and ears, becaufe he brought him not with him. 
Upon which unworthy ad of hls> all fell off from him to Amafis his fide, [Herod, lb. 1. 
cap. 162.] 

Tyre at laft was given np to Nebuchadnciar , for that it was not taken by force,

After King Baal, the King of Babylon governed Tyrus by Judges : the firft of which 
wasEcnibalthefon ot Baflach, whom Scaliger calleth ( rnsopTJja mp ) and he 
ruled there ^ moneths: then Chelbes, the fon of Abdeus, whom he alfo calleth 
( n3N p roa'in ) and he ruled there 10 moneths ; as Jofephus reports out of the Phoeni- 
cian Annal-, in [ his t.book. cont. Apionj] 

Abbaru* (*U3N) the HtVh Prieft juds»ed the Tyrians 3 moneths : and after him,Micy- 
gotiusand Gereftratus (CP^nap^nnimttV^ 1 r N1_n1c ) governed themfi years,[^.] 
To Crcefus living at Sardes reforted all the wife and learned men of Greece ; and among 
them, Solon the law-maker : who had with him that fo much renowned conference of the 
inccrtainty of mans life, and of all humane felicity therein, [Herod. l,b. 2. from the 
28 chapter to the 33. | There is extant a fhort Epiftle ol Solons to Crcefus, in 
the end of Solons life , in Laertius ; wherein he fayes, that he was fent for by 
Crrefus, what timz Piliftratus governed in Athens. JEfope a Phrygian borne, 
that famous compofer of Fables, was at the fams time fent for by Crcefus, to 
come to him at Sardes ; and was held in great efteem by him : And be condoling with 
Solon in a ktter,for that he wasuncivily turned away by Croefus,oiiely for the freedom of 
fpcech, which he had ufed to him ; and telling him withal, that Kings muft have, dtSm- 
stt,rt»'«n^'s»(i. ) either very few, or very pleahng words ufed unto them; wrote back 
in anfwer thereto, That Kings muft have, »<»'*«*<«•*,»»« *V* : (/.) cither very few,or 
very honett things fpoken to them. [ Plutarch in the life of Solon. ] 

jEfope going from Sardes, to Delphos, was there molt unjuftly fentenced to die ; and 
accordingly was thrown down the rock there, called Piuedrias, about the 54 olympiade, 
as Strabo ; to wit, towavd the end of the 4 year of that olympiade, if the precedent times 
be rightly calculated- The revenge of which foule murder, fo often threatned by the 
Oracle there, was takeu afterward by Judmon, grandchild to that Judmon of the Ille of 
Samos ; whole llave,to'gether with Khodope of Thracia, that famous ftrumpet, ^Efope 
fomeumehadbccn,[Hfr^.//*.a.frf.i3 4 .] 

Solon,leaving Croelus,went into Cilicia,and there built a city,and Irom bis own name, 
called it Solos : wherein he planted certain Athenians, who in proceffe of time, having 
corrupted the native language, were fa'd £»A<»«£«r : ( i. ) to commit loloecifmes in their 
fpeech; as Laertius in h Mile repoiteth: which yet is more properly faid of the SelJiia 
Cyprus, than of the Solenfes in Cilicta ; as Solon in his elegies written to Philonyprus the 
King, recorded by Plutarch, in the life of Solon, ihewes: where Plutarch alfo tells us, 
that this petty king of Cyprus, who made ufe of Solons wit and counfel, in fome affairs of 
his own ; removed a little town formerly called Epea, into a lower* ground more fit and 
ufeful for habitation, and in honour of Solon, called it Solos. 

After Solons departure, Cioefus, who deemed himfelf the happyeft man alive j found 
bv fad experience, that all Solon had told him, of the in (lability ot mans life, and felicity 
thereof, to be too true : tor prefently after he had a dreamc,wherein he faw his fon Atys 
thruft thorough with a Spear : a true token of a violent death, which was eftfoones to 
befall him j which whiles hefought by all care and diligence to prevent, and was now 
buficabouta marmgefor him, one Adraltusa Phrygian borne,and of the Kings blood 
there, who having flaine his own brother againft his will, was by his father Midas, the 
fon of Gordius,( not that old Midas, the Ion of Gordiai King of Phrygia, whofe Epi- 
taph madeby Homer and fct upon his tombe,Herodotus in the life of Homer recounteth) 
bannilhed, and came to Sardes, there to receive his expiation from Crcefus bis hand: 
Crcefus having expiated or cleanfed him, committed to him over and above, the care 
and charge ot bis Ion Atys; who at that time, was fent unto by the Myfians, and re- 
queued to come and help to kill a boar of a vail bignef$,which wafted the corn and other 
country commodities growing about the hill Olympus, not Without the deftru£tion,m j- 
ny times, of the husbandmen themfclves. W here Adraftus aiming at the boar with the 
point of his Spear, goared Arys, and fo againft his will flew him. But when Croefus had 
pardoned him the fa£t as done unawares, he flew himfelf upon the tombe ofthedifea- 
fed. Croebs having thus loft hi-; fon; paffed two whole years in continual dueil, and 
mourning fur him s from which yet he was forced in the end to roufe himfelf, for fear 
oi Cyrus, hi* growing then into power ; and by whom indeed, he was afterward de- 
fpoiledof all, [Herod.lib, 1. from the 34. chapter to the 46,] whereof alio you may fee,

1 Baiatonis ("iw'tya) reigned in Tyre, among other JuJgcs One year, [Thcemu 

"Sobrias (whole onciyfoivhatnewkingof Babylon, in his fatherslife time, had in 
a hunting match, vilanoufly flam,) with his friends, revolted to Cyrus, [Xen.l.^ 

And now came Cyrus to invade the counrrcy of Babylon it felf,and appeared bciorc the 
walls ofthe city,and there challenged the new king,to a duell,or (ingle combafcGadat.is, 
a noble man,and one,whom this new king had gek,upon a jealoufie he had ofhim with hi. 
wife, fell over to Cyrus, and Cyrus, when the Babylonians in revenge thereof; falhed out 
and fpoyled his lands, fet upon them, and routed them; But the Cadufji, whom Cyrus 
had appointed to bring up the rere ot his army,makingan on-fet unawares of Cyriw, up- 
on a coumrey lying near the city, were cut oft by the king of Babylon; who ilTued out up- 
on them: and Cyrus having fittt revenged the death of thefe his men; came to agreement 
With the king, to hold truce with the Paifants or Plowmen on both fides, and the war to 
go on between the Soldiers oncly. And thcn,palTmg beyond the city, took in three forts of 
theirs, then returned to the confines of Aflyria and Media, from whence he fet forth 
upon this journey. Andthither,upoiihisinvitation,camehisUncleCyaxares unto him; 
and was there by him honorably received and entertained in the pavilion of the king of 
Aflyria that was, to wit Nengloflorus, and the winter approaching, they there entered 
into a contultation, for th ings neceffary to maintain the fiegc, if need Ihould be, [Xenophon 
lib. 5 & 6. in the beginning thereof ',] 

After Laborofoarchadu;, Nebuchadnezars grandchilde by his daughter, who was 
made away by his fubjefts, for that exceffe of vilany, which appeared m his anions, fuc- 
cecded the grandchild or the fame Nebuchadnezar, by his fon Evil-merodach , called 
by Berolus (w , l""»33) Nabonidus, but by Herodotus, Labynirus («M U7) by Abydcnus 
Mabannidocbus, and by the prophet Daniel^ BeMhalar^kBaltazar, who reigned 17 
years, asBeroftts tn hi* third bookj>i : hhChaldee Hift*ry,<tnd c PtolomtitnCan. %eg. tells u?. 

In the firft year of this kings reign, Daniel bad the vifion flicwen him of the 4 beafts, 
fignifying the 4 monarchies of the world, and of God, delivering over all power and 
(o'vcrcignicytothcfonof man, [©*». 7. 1-3 ' 

Balatorus,the petty king of Tyre deceafing; oneMerbolus ("JJ» TO)was lent for from 
Babvlon, and reigned there 4 years, [Phan^.^nnaQ 

In the 3 year of Belfliafer; the vifion of the Ram and Goar, forefliewing the deftTU&i- 
on of the Perfian Monarchy by Alexander, and the great mifay which Antiochns 
(honld bring upon the people of God, was (hewed to Daniel, living then at Sufa, in the 
province of Elam,upon the bank ot theriver Ulai;Clfc».8. i,V] which river Envi- 
rons thcCaftle ot Sufa, and parts the piovinces of Sula and Elimais, (i.e.) the Shuihan- 
chxans from the Elamites, as the inhabitants ot thofe two provinces arc diftinguifhed by 
[Efra 4 9.] and as Plinic lib 6. c. ^^ . teacheth us,f rom whence we learn,that at this time 
u/c province of Sula, was not in the hands ofthe Mcdcs or Perfians, but ofthe Babyloni- 
ans , under whem Daniel then lived , as I noted before in the year of the world, 

Now BeroiUS tells US, [in his thrd book^of his fhaldee Hiftorj^ quoted bj }o(ephus> lib* 1 . ] 
emu Apion.] that thole walls about the river of the city of Babylon, (which were buc be- 
gun by Nebuchadnezar) were fully finilhcd with brick,laid with a kind ot (lime, or liquid 
brimltone. For his motner Nicotris, a witty woman, forefecing aftorm ready to fall up- 
on Babylon from the Mcde?, to hinder them in their parting the river by boats into Ba- 
bylon, turn'd the river Euphrates, which of it felf ran ftraight along, with a fwiftcourfo 
and drawing it through many winding channels, which ftiehadcutforthatpurpole, 
made ; t withal to tun more ilowly than formerly it did; and then raited a huge damme 
upon each fide of theriver» and up the river from thecity ward, digged a vaft pond, into 
which ihe turned the river, fo that the left the old channel of the river drie, which done, 
the then fell to work, and fenced the banks ofthe city within, with her brick walls, and 
the water-gates thereof,anfwerable in every point to the walls, which were made on the 
farther tide of the channel, round about the city, (he built alfo a bridge of ftone in the 
midft of the city, and having all done, then lhc turn'd the river out of the pond, into his 
right channel again, [Herod, lib. t .cap.

which, upon the 14 day of the 1 moneth, that vifionofthe Kings of Pei ^fia,of Alexander 
the great, and his fucceirors, and their kingdoms was fcewed and revealed unto Daniel, 
as he flood upon the bank of Hiddikel, or the River Tigris : all which is, contained 10 
the 3 laft Chaptersof Daniel : which as may be colleaed out of the dole thereof, was 
the laft vifion that ever he ha4,and that but a little before his death. ....... 

Amafis, as it feemeth, fell oft from Cyrus ; and the people of Egyptcamed away for- 
merly by Nebuchadnefar, after 40 years compleated there, were now Tent back again, 
by Cyrus into their own country : and fo wer? they rt ftored to their old kingdom, in the 
later end of Amafis hisdayes : a kingdom old and ancient indeed, but the meancft of 
all others, and of no long continuance in one ftay,L f «^ »9. 1 U 1 6. Jer. 46. 2 6 ] For 
thatCyrushad Egypt in his poileflion appears, both by Xepophon, I 8./^. Ar.] [as 
alloin the Prologue to his whole work: and that it was afterward fubdued by his ion 
Cambyfes,all Authors agree j from whence we gather, that in the intermediate time, 
they enjoyed their own liberty. . 

But by this occahon of Amafis his revolt from Cyrus, perchance aim it came to paile, 
that when Hirom had ftood King of Tyrus full twenty years, ( who Wa- the laft King 
mentioned by Jofephus, in his Catalogue of them ) he was put out , and in ftcad of men 
of their own country, fuch as hitherto they had been governed by, as the Egyptians had 
been by Amafis ( tor the very Punic names of thofc Kings, the w thera all to have been of 
the fame country ) they had Governours tct over them of other nations. . 

Cvrusbeingnow 70 years of age dyes, having lived from the time that he wasfirft 4x89. 
made General of the Median and Perlian armies full } o. years : and after the taking of 
Babvlon, 9 years, and after his full Monarchic 7 years, and one or two rnoneths over 
Of the manner of his death, Authors much dirfcr, Herod. [ hi,, \.c*.i 14.] Juftin out of 
Troeus [lib. i. c.81 and Valer. Max. [lib. 9. c. 1 o. ] fay that he was flam in a fighr, a- 
gaintt the Maflagetx or Scythians : and that his head was fevered from his fhoulders by 
Tomvris their Queen, and by her thrown into a tub lull of blood, and he bid there to fa- 
tiate himfelf with blood, which he had fomuch thirfted after in his life time.

8. ] reports that he died his own death quietly, in 
his own country of Perfia ; adding among many other things, that he gave order to his 
fons,that they fhould wrap his body neither in gold nor diver, but in plain moulds, and 
burvhimoutoftheway: yet that they fhould call all his friends, Perfuns and others 
tohisMonumcnti and having there pretented I them with iwhat ever was fit to be given 
them at the Funeral of a fortunate man, fhould f o difmiffe them : but that his tombe was 
made him at Pafarges, is delivered by thofe who wrote the noble A$s of Alexander the 
great, as Curtius, Plutarch, Arrianus, and by Ariftobulu«, whom Alexander Cent ex- 
preflely to fee it cited tothis very purpofe by Strabo [lib.

( which wasone of the concubine*, or harlots of the King ) whether it were indeedCy- 
U his fon that was King: meantwered,that fhe hcrfeli knew not, nor could poflibly 
tellhowtolcarnitoucofanyofher fcUows, becaufe they were ailkcpt apart in feveral 
lodgings onefrom the other. Then he advifed her when her mrncametohe with him, 
tofeelhishead,ashelayafleep; forCamby es, or (as Herodonis hathit) Cymshad 
caufed the Magm his eares to be cut off. And being afterward aflured by his daughter, 
that the King had no ears, he made the Princes of Perfia acquainted therewith : and 
having drawn them into a confpiracy againft the mock-king, bound thern all with an 
oath unto it. There were feven of them onely in this conjuration : who luftantly, lcatt 
by delay repentance might befal any, and fo the thing come to be difcloted; carrying 
everv man a dagger under his coat, wcntdireftly to the place where the Kmgwas,and 
killing fuch as ftood in their way, at laft came where the Magi were aflembled ; nor were 
they wanting to their own defence ; for they flew down right two of the confpirators, 
( or rathtr wounded them onely, as Herodotus hath it ) but they were all laid hold on by 
the more in number : among which, Gobryas having one of them about the middle, 
when his fellows could hot come ar the Magus to kill him, for fear of hurting Gobryas 
himfelf ; he bade them kill the Magus thorough his body. But yec as good hick would, 
they killed the Magus,anddid him no hurt, [J»fti» lib. 1. ca. 9.) > 

The names of thefe 7 Pcrfians (whom Jerome upon Daniel n. verfi 2. would needs 
call the Magi) were thefe.

Hydarves, Megabyx.su, Gobryas ■, sAfoatkinesJntaphernesy and Darim : Which UariUS 
was then newly arrived there from Sufa, where his father H^ftatpes was Governour. 
But both Ctefias and Herodotus tell us,that the Perfians ever after kept a yearly f-eitival 
upon the day wherein the Magi were thus deftroyed. 

S ; xdayes after the Magi were made away, thofe 7 Perfians met in countel, and advi- 
fed together, what form of government they (hould now fe up m perfia. Otanes advifed 
toran Ariftocracy; Megabyzus, for an Oligarch*; butDarw,perfwaded by alt means 
for a Monarchic ; and when this laft opinion,for the fupteam power to be fetded in one 
pcrfon, had carried it by the ma jor part of voices h Otancjrefigned &h*tigato&eo- 
fheifix,upon condition that neither himlelf,nor any of hisftouldever bejqb^toany 
of themor theirs : whence it wasthat hi^ family onery amone the Perils were left 
free, and not fubject to the Kingscommand further than thanfch'eslifted: provided 

hat ^they brake no law of the Pccfiam : and becaufe he was the firft thacto chjs 1 wheele 
a going? and drew the reft into the aaion j therefore thev thought fit,to heap all kinds of 
maScenceandhonottruponhimandhispoftenty.

The dedication whereof, the K- 
uelites which returned out of the captivity, celebrated with great joy, and abundance 
of facrifices, the Priefts and Levites, every one in his place and office attending in the mi- 
niftery of the Temple, [£^4 6. 15,18.] 

And they alfoupon the 14 day otthe firft moneth, celebrated the firft Pafleover in the 
fecond Temple-, keeping alio the feaft of Iwcet-bread feven dayes,wtthgrearjoy, for that 
God had turned the heart of the king of Affyria toward theni, \E*r* 6.19k aa.] to wit ot 
Darivi?, who having recovered Babylon, after 20 monethshege,by the means of Zopy- 
rus,wasin full right,ftilcd now king of the ArTyriansno lefletiian of the Perfians,[//W. 
/^.3.;'B^.]andJuftininchcendofhisfirftbook. ^ '"' 

When Efthers turn came to be brought to the king Afluetus, foe was attended on, 
from the Scraigliai to the kings chamber, by Hegaius the Eunuch, [25 fiber 2.12, 15.] 
*Ey «« TfoTiti w Ji'-ywAtMt writei n1tni»Tfiri,faith Herod. lib. 3. c *f. 69. (i. e.) the women in 
Perfia^come ronnd'tn their turns, to their hufiands beds. 

Buc in the 7 year of AfTuerus his reign, in the 10 moneth, called Tebeth ; when Either 
came unto the king, foe found grace and favour in his eyes, above all the other damfels; 
infomuch, that he put the crown of the kingdom upon her head, and made her Queen 
in theftead of VaThty,[£/#. 2. i<5, 17.] whence I gathcr,that as Vaftuy was Atofl'a, fo 
Efthcr was foe, whom Herodotus, calls the Virgin Artyftona,and Whom he fayes,that 
Darius loved above all his wives,and whole ftatue,he caufed to be made of folid gold, 
[lib. 2. cap.S2.with cap. 69. lib. 7.] though I am not ignorant, that Hadaffa, which was 
another name given to Either, comes a great deal nearer to Atofla, and that Herodotus 
makes Arnftona,to have been Cyrus his daugher,and Acoflae^iftcr, whether we fliould 
lay, that Herodotus was not fo wel skilled in the Perfian genealogies,or that the Pcrfians 
thcmfelves, for very envy, concealed the name of Efther. 

AlTuerus in honour of his new fpoufals, made a moft iumptuous feaft for all his Princes 
and fcrvants, and called it Efthers feaft, wherein he eafed- the provinces of many taxes 
and tallages, and gave gifts aniwcrable to the ftate and magnificence of fo great a king, 
[£y?/w.2.i3.]

Hippia c ,the Tyrant of Athens, in the fourth year before his banifoment from thence, 
fearing what might tall, began to look about foe fome forreinfupport,and to that end, 
gave hisdaughter Archedice to jEantides the fon ot HippoclesthcTyrant.ot Lampfa- 
cus,the rather for that he perceived, that they were both gracious and m great eftcem 
with Darius, [Thueid. lib. <5.] 

Haman, the fon of Amadecha, an Aggagite^ of the race of the Amalekitef , malicing 
Mordecaie a Jew, becaule he would not fall down and adore him as others did, retol- 
ved for his fake to be revenged of all his nation (whfch was ever indeed adverfe to his, 
rDeut. 1 5. 1 0.) and to root it out, for the executing of which purpofe,that he might find

Upon the 1 ? day of the firft monech, the kings cdid was publifocd in Sufa, and copies 
thereof were difpatcht away by carryers into all the provinces of the kings dominions, 
that all Jews, without refpeft totexorage; upon the 13 day of the 12 moneth Adar, 
fhould dye the death, [Efth. 3. 12, 1 5. 1 Hereupon Mordecai, Efther, and all the Jews, 
humbled themfelvcs before the Lord, byifafting and prayer, l$b. chap. 4.] and in memo- 
ric thereof, their poller ity to this day obferve a folemn faft, upon the 1 3 day of the 
moneth Adar, which they terme, £/?&«•//*/?.

Hippias the fon of Piiiftratus being tent for from Sigeum upon a vain hope given him 
ofbeingreftoredtohis Principality in Athens, by the Lacedwnonians, returned from 
thence i"to Aha, and accufing the -Athenians of many things to Artaphcnics, did what 
in lSm lay to bring Athens under the (iibjeftion of Darius, £H erodes, chy. 9 i. 9 6.\ 

The Athenians undcrftanding that Hippias had defamed them to Artaphcrnes, lent 
their meffengers to Sardes, to perfwade the Perfians there, not to give credit, nor to lend 
anv car, to thole out-laws of the Athenians : But Artaphernes advifed them, it they 
loved themfelves, and their own fafety, to call home, and receive Hippias again j But 
whilesthey ftood out, and refufed to hearken to any fuch conditions, it tell out that An- 
ftasoras the Milefian returning from Sparta, where he gat nothing but a denial* came to 
Athens and there obtained of them aofaile of Ships to aid the Iomans in their war a- 
eainftthe Perfians: whereof they made Melantho an eminent man in Athens Com- 
ma der. [ Herod, lib. 3 . cm. 96. 97. ] Which Fleet; as [ Herod, c*. 98. *. hath WeU no- 
ted , was the beginning ot all mifcheif,both to the Grecians and Pcrhans : for this was the 
beginning of ail the wars which grew between the Grecians and the Perfians^and which 
ended in the ruine of the Perfian Empire . ....;. >,^. 

Aiiftagoras, returning to Miletus, perfwaded the Paeones,whom Megabaais the Go- 
vernour or Thracia, had carried away from their own habitation upon the banks ot the 
River Strymon into Phrygia, and by the command of Darius planted them there, to re- 
turn into their own country } wherefore they taking with them their wives and children, 
gat away to the lea fide, where fome for feari abode ftill : the reft putting over to Chios, 
from thence gat (hipping, and came to Lesbos, and from thence to Donfcus a andtrom 
thence again, by land went away into their own country , [ Herod tb 5. ca 9 S > 

The Athenian Fleet arrived at Miletus,and with them came allohve tall ihips otthe 
Eretrians, for the Athenians fake. There Ariftagoras ftaied. himfelf, but fent his own 
brother Charopinus Commander over the Milcfians, and Helmophantus Commander 
over the reft ot the Ionians,againft Sardes. The Ionians, in company with the Atheni- 
ans and Eretrians, coming with their Fleet to Ephefus, lett their Ships at GoceGis a Pott 
of the Ephcfians, and marched themfelves in a body over-land to Sardes : and took and 
burnt it alUfave the Caftle which Artaphernes himfelf kept, not (paring the very temple 
of Cvbele But when the Lydians and Perfians joyntng together, made good the Mar- 
ker-olace 'thorouphthemiddeit whereof ran the River Paftolus, and there defended 
themfelves againft them » the Ionians for very fear left the place, and retired to the Hdl 
Trnolus thereto adjoyning, and from thence by night fled away to their ftups t where- 

rhem, and overtaking them about Ephefus: fought with them, and routed them; kil- 
ling many , and among them Enalcidas Captain ofthe Eretrians ; a man who had borne 
away thegarland in many of their games, and highly commended by Simonides the 
Poet in hif verfes. They which efcaped out of the battel.ditpcrfed themfelves into their 
fcvcral cities : and.the Athenians abandoning from thenceforth the Joman caufe,though 
carneftly entreated thereto by Ariftagoras, would no more appear in it, L Herod, from cs. 

99 Oncaius, 3 turningouthisownelder brother Gorgus, King of the Salaminian^and 
forcing him to flee over to the Medes for fuccour, prevaded with the whole Ifle of Cyprus 
to fall oft from them ; fave onely thofe of Amathula : But while hi was beficging that 
citv. tvdinss came ofthe firing of Sardes by the Athenians, to Darius : who thereupon 
crowfU wrath with the Athenians, gave order ro one of his attendants, that as ohen as 
ever he fate at meat, he fhould three times remember him of it, and fay, S$r y %<member 
thetAthtnimt: and then, very improvidently font away Hiftwis, the brother of that 
Ariftagoras, from Sufa to MUetus as if of purpofe to be afterward the ring-leader of the 
Ionian llebelsagainft himfelf, [Herod. lib. 5. «. 104.105, 106.] _ 

The Ionianslntring into the Hellefpont, took Byzantium, and other cities, in thofe

their back, they Ihould noc be able to get away. At laft therefore, the Carians and Perfi- 
ans came to a battail, near the river Marfyas, which was a very fharp one, and lafted 
long .and in which the Perfians loft two thoufand men, and the Carians ten thoufand. 
But when the Carians fled at laft to a place called Labranda totheTemple,of Jupiter the 
warlike, and were there in confultation what to do> whether to fubmit to the Perfian, or 
to abandon Afia,the Milefians with their partakers, came to aide them : whereupon they 
took frefli courage, and fought again with the Perfians which invaded them, and after a 
fkht longer than the former, they fled again ; in which they loft very many men, efpe- 
ciallyof the Milefians: after which great lofles ; yet the Carians, upon a new fupplie, 
fought with them a third time; for hearing that the Perfians, went about now to lack 
and ranfack their cities, they lay in ambufti for them upon their way, as they were 
marching to MylafTa, following there in the advice, of Heraclides Inabolius,a man of 
Mylaffa, into which ambulhmenr, the Perfians falling by night, were all cue off, with 
their commanders, Daurifces, and Amorges, and Sifinaces, and with the reft Myr- 
fes alfo the fon of Gyges,was there flain, lHerodotu»^:b.$.from cdp.itZ.to in.] 

ttymees the Perfian which led his army into the countrey of Hellefponr, took in all 
the jEoles, which inhabited near the coft of old Troy, and the Gergithes, the remain- 
der of thole ancient Teucrians,and having done all,deccafed himfelf,of aficknefleat 
Troas, [lb .cap .12*.] 

Hiftixus the Milefian, when he could not prevaile with the men of Chios, to let him 
have away their dipping, put over to Mitilene; where the Lcfbyans by hiSperfwakcm, 
let him have eight tall men of war, well and fully lurnifhed, in which they failed with 
him to Byzantium, and flaying there, they intercepted certain (hips of loading, of the 
Ionians, which cameout of Pontus, all, except luch as profefled themfelves willing and 
ready to ferve Hifuxus, \Herod. lib. 6. cap. 5. and 26.] 

Ariltagoras, Hiftisus his brother, lying with his army at the fiege of Mircinus, a city 
of the Edones, was there flain with all his men by the Thracians, after they had taken 
his word, for their ownfafe paflage, and leaving of the placets Herodottts, in the very end 
of his fifth hok. delivers . But Thucidides, [lib, 4.] reckons from hence, 6i years, to the 
carrying of a colony of the Athenians, by Agnon the fon of Nicias, and planting it in 
Amphipolis, which Died, Sic. in his 12 *«£., iaies,was done in the 85 01ympiade, to 
which period of times, we have here conformed our relation of the fix ycais (ending 
the year following) of the rebellion of the Ionians agaiuft the Perfians, 

There was now a huge preparation making againft the city of Miletus, by land and 
fea, for the Perfian Commanders, of all thofe parts, uniting their forccs,fet up their reft, 
to carry that place, what ever became of the reft. Among the Seamen their Phenicians, 
we* the foiwardeft of all others, and with them were joyned the Cypriots, lately fub- 
duedbythe Perfians, and the Glicians-, and Egyptians, [Hered. lib. 6. cap. 6,] of which 
danger thus hanging over their heads, mention feems to be made in thole letters> which 
are attributed to Anaximinesthe Milefian, written to Pytha£oras living then in Crotona > 
by Diogenes Lacrtius in his life : whcrc,when he had fpent 20 year, he went to Metapon. 
f*«,and there ended his dayes, as Juftin reports out of Trogus,[/'£.2Q.Mp.4/) to wit in 
the fourth year of the 78 01ympiade,[« Eufeb. hath it in his Chron.] which takes up pare 
of this* and part of the year following. 

The Ionian fleet confifted of 363 lhip«; the Perfian of doo. .fiaces the fon of Solylon, 
the Tyrant ol Samos and other Tyrants of Ionia, which having been thruft out by Ari- 
ftagoras, were now in the Perfian army, laboured what they could to draw over every 
man hi* cotintrey-men, and acquaintance from the Ionian to the Perfian fide. In a fea 
fight at Lada, which is a little Ifland lying over agamft Miletus; between the Phxmci- 
ans » and the Ionians, of 6 o fhips that came from the Ifle of Samos, and fifty flunk out of 
the fight, and returned home, fo did 70 more of the Lcfbian Ihips ; and fundry other of 
the Ionians in like manner,*, onely there were 100 faile of the Ifle of Chios, which 
fought it out very manfully, till at length having taken many of the enenres Ihips, 
and loft many of their own with what they had left, they returned home» fome 
of which yet being hardly purfued by the enemie , ran themfelves on ground, at 
thepromontoty of Mycale, and there gar to land, and travelling all night on foot, came 
fafe to Ephefus, whiles the women there were celebrating their fcaft and facrifices called 
Jhefmofhoria, to wir,,in honour of their goddeffe Ceres : whereupon the men of the city, 
fuppofing the Chians to have been theevs, come to fpoil them at that time, fell fuddenly 
upon them, and flew them. But Dionyfius, captaine oi three fhips of the Phoczans, ha- 
ving taken three fhips ot the enemies, carried them, not into Phocaca, which he knew 
well enough was ere this feized on, and poflefled by the enemies, with the reft of the Io- 
nian territories, but furnilbed as he was, (ailed direaiy into Phznicia; where lighting up- 
on fomc Ihips ot loading, and having taken out of them a great booty of monies, and 
! other things, he fet fail, and came away for Sicilie,r_fl>re<^*«/«£.6. fromcap.j.to 17."]

But king Affuerusmade all thcearth,and all the Wands ofttefea tributary; hath not re- 
ference to this very time. For as Thucid.des, [lib. 1 J tells us,(and Plato in his Menexenus 
confitmesas much) chat Darius,by the rocanes o his Phoenician fleet, fubdued all the 
mandfrlvingintbeEgeanfea,fodothDiodorusSiculus, [V'*\i*.D teach us, that they 
were all loft again by his fon Xerxes, immediately upon hisoverthrow in Greece; and be- 
fore the 1 * year of his reign, after which it was,that the Scripture tells us , that Affuerus 
impofed this Tribute upon the Iiles* For that in Xerxes his war againit Greece, all the 
Iflands which lay between cheCyanean Hies, and the two fore-lands, that of Tnopmm in 
Cnidia, and that other of Suraium in Atcica,did fend him iwA^Ping ; the fame Diodo- 
rusSicul»sinhisfaidi2book,ceftifieth; And that his fucceflors,heWl none of them all* 
lave Clazomene, (which was at that time, but a poore htle Iile , as Tb»ad<d,des,y l,b S.] 
teacheth us) and Cyprus, is manifeft by the tenor of Autalcldas hispeace^ recorded by Xeno- 
vkonMib. <. Hellenic.] Which tome feemeth a great arguoient.that Ailuerus mentioned 
in Either, can be none other than thi-5 Darius, whom for this, and other luch like impo- 
fitions laid upon the people, the Perfians ufed to call **W (i e.) a crafty Merchant or 
Huckfter,asHetodotu;obfcrvethofhim : Becaufe that under Cyrus and Cambyfcs, his 
two Predeceflors there was no talk of any tribute charged upon the fubjeft: only they 
broughtthekingpr C fents,LH^.//M.^ 

in the 1 5 bookof the Epitome of Strabo : Tbefirfi, faith lie, that ever brought up paymg of 
tribute^* Darius Longmanus-. (iniftaking the iir name of Artaxerxes the grandchild,and 
giving ittothcgrandtacher)/ir^«^,»r«^W^y kings, out of that nUb every 
country yetlded^fcorne^horfes^C. ^ndPolyenus,JtratagmM.^Dartus^XXh he. «Jft the 
£rfith4tevcrimpCedatr)buteufonthefeo^-neverthelefle y to inake it the better to dgefi with 
them ; he Put his officers to rate it : wh,cb when they badlaidon very hetvdy he toc( off one half 
thereof; which they willingly paied, andfok.it for * great favour too t at the kings hand, which 
ftory is roucht upon alfo, by Plutarch in his Apothegmes of kings and Empe- 

r0t In the beginning of this fpring* the king taking off all other commanders, lent Mardo- 
nius, the (on of Gobryas, a young gentleman, and newly married to the kings daughter 
ArVozottra: who coming to the fea fide, in Cihcia, with a vaft army, and provifionac - 
cordingly, both by fea and land, fent away the reft or his forces, over land to Hdlcipon:, 
but he with the navie, came into the parts of Ionia ; and putting down the Tyrants, in the 
feveral Gties,Rftored to them every where their .popular governments : Hefoortly after 
fubdued the Thafy by his fleet, and the Macedonians, by his and army. His navie (ail- 
ing from Thaf us to Acanthus, and looiing from thence, whiles they fought to double the 
cape ofthe mount Athos, was affiled by a mighty tempeft ; wherein he loft 300 of his 
foiS, and upward of aoooo men : But whiles Maidonius with his land army kept m Ma- 
cedonia, th^ ^Thracians, called the Brygi, fell upon his camp by mgbt;in whi^h on-fet^hey 
flew many of his men,and withal wounded Mardonius himfclf 1 but having fubdued 
Macedonia, he left it, and returned into Afia. _ 

In the year following, Darius commanded the inhabitants of Thafus who had been 
accufed to him, tor intending a rebellion againft him, to dcmohlh the walls of their Cty, 
and tofend away all their (hipping to Abdera : and then, to try whether the Grecians, 
would indeed ftand it out, or come in and fubmit to him, he lent Embafladors into 
Greece, with order to demand Earth andmur of them, giving order nevcrthclefle to his 
tributary towns upon the fea coft, to prepare and furnilh out fighting fhips, and others, to 
tranfporthorfesir^manytherefore, as well of the comment of Greece, as of the Ifles 
thereunto adjayning, gave him Earth undfVater, and among them the inhabitants ot the 
IftandofEgba,andtnatwiththefirft,C^^.^^.4*.46»49J 

The Eginet* there(ore,as Tray tors to oreece,were prefently fet upon, by Cleomenes 
kin? ofthe Spartans ; between whom and Demaratus his collegue in the kingdom,a ftnfc

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Ncxchiracame Xerxes, the 4 king of Perfia after Cyrus: who crafting in his riches, 
fas chev were indeed exceeding great) ftirred up his own tubjefts, together with all his 
allies and friends, to make war upon the Grecian kingdom; according to the prophecy 
of Wrfn a.lchoughnot moved hereunto at the firft fo much by any deure of h:s 
nwn as feton\ by the perfwafions and inftigations of Mardomus, his Cpufin Germain, ot 
the J#W«e , the kings of Theffaly, of the kindred ot Pif iftratus, and of one On*m*crhus, 
aborcererof Athens, [H"^^./^. 7. ^.5; 6.] _, . . 

Xerxes in the very beginning of the fecond year, after the death of Darius* took a 
iourney againft his rebel Egyptian* 5 whom when he had lubducd, and brought into a 
SSSftL of bondage, than they had ever felt under his predeceffors , he fa his 
brother Achsmenes, the ton of Darius to be ruler over them, [.HevdotHt Ub. 7. 

"'This vcar was Herodotus the Hiftor ian, the fon of Lyxus, and Etyone born at Hali- 
tcarnaflus, in the province of Caria : for that he was 53 year old, when the Peloponeiian 
:warbcMn.rASW/«tf /»,I5.^.*J0 affirmeth out of Pamphyla. Now at that very 
time, Artemdia, the daughter of Lygdamisof HalycarnalTus,uponthedeceafeof her 
hufband,obcained, (during the pupillage of her young fon,whofe name was Pfmdelis, 
as may be gathered out of fuiqas, in the word Wto* «(».*) Herodotus) the Tyranny 
which her hufband held, and ruled over the Hahcarnafluns, the C01 , the Nihrians, 
and Calydonians: and (he, a while after, came into Greece with five good hgh ting 
(hips, to the aid of Xerxes in his war there, \JIerodlib.

Xerxes when he had gathered together out of all his dominions, tgypr, ghaemcia, 
Cyprus, Cilicia, Pamphylia, Pifidia, Lycia, Caria, Myfia,Troas, Hellelpont, Bythinia, 
and Pontusjto the number of izoo fhips, making his Rendezvous at ^uma,andPhoca:a 
in Ionia, himtelf with all thefoot and horfe, that he could make put of all his provinces, 
fct out at length from Sufa, in the beginning of the 4 year of the 74 Chympiade, though 
r£W,5<V in the beginning of his x 1 £<w^,] hudhng together the gefts of a years into one, 
relates this as done, in the firft year of the Qlympiade fojlowtog.Hiwato«,L/*.7.'4P.

10.3 and Oroiius following him, do unadviledly attri- 
bute five veax-sbuc moft abfurdly doth Julianusin his firft Oration of the praifcs of Con- 
ftantim,(av,that he was ten years in making this preparation. _But more ingenuous 
then all thefc,(thougb he not over exquifitein his account neither) is Labianus, » *fi B*- 
o-imkJ, where he laith,that between Darius and Xerxes.there was ten years time (pent 
in makingthispreparationagainft Greece; face we have formerly the wed out ot Plato, 
that from the fight at Marathon, to the fight at Salamis, which was fought in the firft 
year of the 75 Olympiade, (almoft a full year after Xerxes his fetting out from Sufa,) 
there were onely ten years ran out. . 

At Critalis in Cappadocia, aU Xerxes his forces came into one body ; and from thence 
he pificd the river Halys, and came to Celstna,. a city in Phrygia : where Pythius,a Ly- 
dian born, (whom yet Ptmf \.to.

him caft up, doth not very clearly appear out ot the V erics themlelves. Ctchas Iccrns to 
favour the former opinion, and to doth Tully in the firft of his Orations againft Vcrres 
Ifcocratcs in his Panegyric, and Panathenaic Orations, agrecth with the later ; and 
Lvfiusin bis Epitaph, fets them down in a round fumme, 1 ^oo. (hips : addmg,that there 
wcrcoverandabovethem,3ooo, (hips ot burden : For to fav with -Juftio, that there 
were ten hundred thoufand inlps of them, no doubt, cannot be right. ■ 

That in thofc 1 107. (hips which came out ot Aiia, there were 241400. men flowed, 
Herodotus collcacth, by placing 100. men in every bottom: betides 30 paflengers in 
every one of them, of Pcrlians, Medesand Sacarans, which make in all 36210. men.

Xerxes finding his bridge broken down with the rage of Winter-ftormes j for very 
fear, put over in a poor fifher-boat : tAndtrulj n was a thing worth the fight, *nd a rare ex- 
ample of humane frailty and change of things in this world, to fee kirn He skulking in a little wher- 
ry , whom a little before, the whole Sea feemed too little to contain j and htm diftitnte of a page to 
waits upon him under whoft army, the very earth earfirthiles, feemed v .to grtane for the burden of it, 
[Juftiiilib.*.cap.ij.] 

The land Forcesalfb, which fallowed him under the coriduft of Hydarves, coming 
thither, and finding the bridge broken down, pafled over inboats toAbydus : and there 
finding more plenty of vi&uals chari they had Upon their way, what with gorging them- 
lelves with meati what with change of water, they dyed by heaps; the reft accompanied 
Xerxes to Sardes, [Htnd. //*.8.ff.i i 7,] 

Xerxes, whiles he was upon the way to Sardes, fent Megabyzus to fpoile the Temple 
of Delphos, but when he defired to be excufedjMattacus an Eunuch undertook it, and ha- 
ving done the errand he was fent in, returned to him ; \Ctefias.~] 

News being brought to Sufa,by the Courrieis which were fent, that Xerxes had taken 
Athens, put the Perfians into fuch a fit of mirth, that they ftrewed all the ftreets with 
mirtle boughs, and burnt frankincenfe in them : and fet themfelves wholy tofacrificing, 
and feafting : But when the fecond tidings came of his overthrow at Salami's ; that put 
them into fuch a confternation of mind, that every man rent'Im garments, and filled all 
places with howlingsand lamentations, [Herod, I. -8. e, 99.] which mourning of theirs, 
Efchylus hath defcribed, and fet out to the lifev»* Perfis. 

The fleet which remained, and the tea-men which were therein lefr, having wafted o- 
ver the land forces, out of Cherfonefus to Abydus, wintered at Cuma in Eolia, [Herod, lib, 
S.f.ijo.] 

Aitabazusthefonof Pharnabazus, having accompanied Xerxes with 60 thoufand 
f ould iers to Hcllefpont, feeing him fafely landed in Af ia fide j took his journey back again 
and ftaid about Pallene : feeing that Mardonius himfelf had taken up hte Winter quarter 
in Macedonia and Theffalia, and looked not after the reft of the army : andduring hisa- 
bode there, finding that the City of Potidea, with Pallene, had already revolted from 
the P^rdan, and Olynthus in termes to do the like, he clapt down before Potidea and O- 
lynthus>andbeficgcd them both at once, and having taken Olynthus , and put all the 
Buttiean inhabitants thereof to the fword, he committed the place to the keeping of Cri- 
tobulusof Torona,aChalcedonian born,[/4./tf.8.c. 126,127.] 

When the Perfians had now lain 3 months before Potidea, a huge tide of the fea,brake 
in upon them, in their trenches, which made them raife their fiege ; yet many of thempe- 
liihed with that inundation ; and when others fought tofave themfelves by fwimming, 
the Potideans went in boats, and knockt them in the head ; thofe that efcaped, Artaba- 
zus took, and carried with him into Theflalie to Mardonius, [tb.c,\ 29.] 

In the firft of the fpring,the remainder of the Perfian fleet,which had wintered at Cu- 
ma, putover to the Jfleot Samos, where fome other of their fclloweshad taken up their 
winter quarter. The greateft part in this Navie, were Perfian and Median fouldiers : 
and to them came fhortly after ccnain Commanders, as,Mardoutes Fitz Bargeus, and 
Artanites Fitz Artacheus, who flaying there, kept all Ionia from revolting,having a fleet 
of 300 fail, (reckoning in the Ioniani that were with them) at their command,[/^.c.i 30.] 
But Diodorus faith, that they were no lefTe than 400 fail, which lay then at Samos, wait- 
ing the motion of the Ionians : in this 2 year of the 7 5 Olympiade. 

The Grecian fleet confifting of,one hundred and ten ftips, under two Commander*, 
Leotychides king ofthe Spartans, and Xanthippus an Athenian, went toEgina, where 
certain meffengers came to them out of Ion'a ; to befeeeh them, ail delay fee apart, to 
come and relieve them in Ionia ; and with much adoe,drcw them as far as to Delos, thi- 
therward, [Herod Jib, t.c.i 3 1. 1 32J and yet Diodorus tells us, that having ftaid fome cer- 
tain dayes at Egina, they then, of themfelves, failed to Debs, with 250 tall ftups of 
war. 

Xerxes is faid to have built both a Palace, and a Caftlc at Celene in Phrygia, Xen. in his 
Expedition of CyrusC^. 1.] 

Mardonius with his army came to Athen»,not yet reinhabited, ten months after it was 
firft taken by Xerxes : and there ruined and burnt down, what ever Xerxes had left 
ftanding,and thence marched into the countrey of Megare, which was the fartheft place 
that the Perfians were at Wcftward, in all Greece , [Herodotus, lib. 9. cap. 3. 
13. 14.3 

Whiles the Grecian fleet ky at Delos, meffengers came to them from Samos, praying 
them to fuccour both themfelves, and the reft ofthe Greek nation, which dwelt in Afia, 
againft the Perfians. Leotychides the king of Sparta, at a Council of war* refolvcd to 
let alhhe Greek Cities at liberty ftom the Perfians* and they entering a league with the 
Samians, came with their whole fleet to Samos, and lay dole under the Temple of Juno,

mion, which was the 3 moneth in Summer ; and that cither upon the 3 day thereof, as 
I in the life of Camillnt, and in his difcoftrfe of the glory of the ^Athenians, ] or upon the fourth, 
as in [the/ifeofArifiidesi] and lb this fight" at Micale, was in the fecond year after 
Xerxes his firft paflage over into Greece,! Herod, lib. 7. ca. 80, ] 

Hereupon all Ionia revoked from the Perfian, [ Herod, lib. 9. ca. 103. ] together with 
the Eolians and Iflands bordering upon both, [ D od. Sic. lib. \ 1 . ] 

The Greeks having let fire upon, and confumed the Perfian fhips and camps ; return- 
ed to the Ulc of Samos>and there entered into a confultation how to trariplant all the 
Ionian nation ( yea and the Eolian too, as 2><W. hach it ) out of Afia, ( where they feem- 
ed to be [00 openly expoled to the danger ot the Perfian cruelty ) inco Greece : But rhe 
Athenians fearing lead the Ionians, which were now a Colony of their own, would by 
this means become common to the reft of Greece ; oppofed it, and told them,that them- 
fclve-, as tied to them in blood, would never be wanting to their defence? and therefore 
defiied thac they might continu,e ftill where they were in Afia, [ Herod, ib. ca. 1 05 . Diod. 
ib. in 2 year of 75 Olympiade. ] 

They of the continent of Greece, entered into a firm affociation and league with them 
of Samos>Chios,Lesbos,and other IilandersjWho had joynsd in this War againft the Per- 
fian ; and having plighted their faith each to other with a folemn oath, to continue firm 
in this affociation, and never to break the bond now made between them : failed in a 
body towards Hellefpont, and intheir way thitherward, came to an anchor firft at a 
Foreland called Le&ium ; being there taken ihort by a contrary winde : but the winde 
coming faire again, they palled on, and came to Abydus; and when they found the 
bridgesthere already broken down,which was the principal caufe of their going thkher> 
Lcotychides with his men of Peloponefus returned hom: ; but the Athenians with their 
Captain X.inthippus, and ( as Thucididcs faith, ) with their aflbciates out of Ionia and 
Hellefpont, which had revolted from the Perfians, pafl'cd over from Abydus into Cher- 
foncfus,md there befieged Seftos : now Arcaydtcs, a Perfian bom, and a wicked man, 
was Governour of that province, appointed by Xerxes : and becaufe that Town Was 
fenced with a very ftrong Wall, therefore as well others of the neighbouring place* ; as 
Oebafus himfelf, a Perfian born, who had laied up all the Flags and Stremers, and other 
furniture of the bridges at Cardya,left that place,and put himfelf into Seftos alfo, [Herod, 
tf/71.105. 113, 114,115.] 

Artabazus the fon of Pharnaces, who with 40000 men fled out of the battel at Plataea, 
haftencd away thorough the countries of Phocis, Thcffalie, and Macedonia, into Thra- 
cia; and cutting the ncareft way over-land, came unto Byzantium.- having' left many 
of his men behind him in his march ; which were either knockt in head by the Thra- 
cians, or died with hunger,and travel on the way : and from Byzantium he got Hupping, 
and palled over into Alia, L A*. &. ca. 65. 6 9i 7 6 y 88. ] . . . 

But thofe few which had faved themlclves in the top- of the rocks, in the Foreland or 
Promontory of Micale, repaired to Sardes, from whence Xerxes was not yet gone, In 
that journey> when Malyftcs, one of the fons ol Darius Hyftafpes, had charged Artayh- 
tcspne of the chief Commanders of the Fleet at Mycale,among other reproachful Wotds^ 
that he had carried himfelf bafely in thatfervice, and more like a woman than a man-, 
and was therefore aff aultcd by Artayntcs with his naked fword :. Xenagoras of Halicar- 
naffu^ftept in, bare off the blow, and faved Mafyftes from that prefent -danger : and 
Xerxes for lb faving his brothers life, made him Governour *#■ all Cihcia, [$.

But whiles Xerxes fpent his time at Sardes, he there fell defperately in love with his 
brother Mafyftes wife ; whom when he had often follicited to adultery,, and could no: 
prevaile that way, he thereupon married Artaynta , hers and his brother Mafyftes his 
daughter, to his own fon : Darius hoping to get his will of her the more eafily by this oc- 
cafion, Whi^hdone, anddie weddingended, he remrticd toward Sdfay[ lb. cap. 1 07.] 
leaving part of his army at Sardcs,to continue the War againft the Grecians, ■['©forf.5<V; f ' 
an.2

Xerxes in his flight biirnt the Oracle of- Apollo Didymcus in BrarJehi'J, a» he did all 
the other Temples in Afia,£ave char at Ephefus ; thole of Branchis having, Withomre- 
fiftancc, delivered up the treafnry of their god,wcnt altogether along- With him, fearing- 
lca{t,ittheyftayed behind, they (hould have been puniihe'd foir facrilege and trea<Ofl : 
both. [Strafajib. 14. ivith\Solintts cap. 40. ] Herodotus faith that Xerxes, 1 going -from 
Sardeswentto Suta : Diodoius, that he wenrto Ecbatane ; Ctcfias writeth, that he Went 
from Babylon toPerfia •' Arrianus in his book of Alexanders A£ts,;afl.rrneth that com- 
ingto Babylon, he there demolimed the Temple of Belus, and all other confecratcd 
placcsj and with them, the Sepulchre of Belus ; AsS(rah,[lib:i6.'] faith, who alfo 
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he defited his daughter in marriage -. and in Lieu thereof he undertook and prom.fed, to 

g w r o re back unto him by AraStzus thefon of Pharnaces, whom for this pupate 
heSchedaway tothefeaiide , chatac a thorter diftance he might the moreeatily 
commuScate his counfels with Paufanias : and therefore gave him the Government of 
£S£co£Da(cyli»> calling home Magabaces, who was Governour there before. 
And when Paufaniasupon thefl hopes grew more inlolent than before, and began to 
liveafter the Pcrfian garbe, and caisyed himfelf more ruggedly and imperioufly towards 

hofcwhowereinleague with that State, the greater part ot them, and elpec.ally die 
Ion ntand others who had been lately freed from their ilayery under the Pcrfian , tell 
all to the Athenians, and defired rather to (erve under them, \Thwd.Ub. 1. ] 

Paufanias being hereof accufed by the friends and aflociatesof the Spartans, was pre- 
fenrlvfentfoworeturnhomefromByzantium; where beingtpundguity and condem- 
SXfomcprivatemildemsanors; yet was wholly acquitted from all lufprnpaofc trea- 
5S3 the State : Neverthelefle he was put from the Government of Hsllefpom ; 
v^thitherhewentagainwithoutleaveasking,in a:flup of his own providing ; to the 
end that andcr colon? of piofccuting the war on the behalf of the Grecians in thofe parts, 
hfmiehcthcbertcrnegotiateanddriveonhisown dehgnes with Xerxes: and there- 
Khen the Athenians would not fuffer him to nettle in Byzantium, he returned non 
SnSbutftaiedatColonxin Troas : whereupon he was agamaccufed « Sparta, 

hathehdd intelligence with thePerfiaus and that it was for no good, that he flayed 
hoverSbngin thofe parts.

went intoGrecce, committed the Government of his kingdom?. For if he mean the 
firft, then Themiftodcs his coming to Artaxerxes, muft reeds be within the firft teven 
months after his coming to the crown', according to Eufeb. his account: but it any o- 
ther, than his coming to the king, might alfohave fallen upon any other month ct the 
fame firft year, which will very well alfo fait with that place of Thucid ides above menti- 
onediWheie he faid,thatk was brought to Artaxerxes r,whenhe was newly come to the crorvn. 
Now that it was the office of the Colonel,or n»//4rc6,bcing thelecond officer in the king- 
dom, to brin* fuch as were to be admitted to the prefence of the king, appeareth plainly 
by EmiliusProbus, in the L,fe of Conor, ; and by Ehan, L#.i.] V«""' Hfior. 

[C \Vher 1 Themiftocles, was thus gracioufly received, and welcomed by the king, a new 
danger grew upon him by the means of Mandane a daughter of Darius Hyftalpes: tor 
(he having bit all her children in the fea-fight before Salamis, and not being able to pre- 
vail with the king, tried and follicited all her fviendsand great men about the Conrt,and 
at laft ftirred up the common people it felf, to be revenged pi this Themiftocles , tor the 
hurt he had done them in that battle. And when they all in a hurry came flocking into 
the Court, Artaxerxes told them fairely, that he would refer the whofe matter to the 
iudgrnentof his Lords: and fo, by appointing a long time,for the preparing and hearing, 
and determining of this great caufe, he found the means to deliver Themiftocles , out ot 
the peoples hands, for the prcfenr,[2>««..S»V.//£. «.] . 

In the fecond battel,bctween the Periians and the Baanans,by reafon of a ftrong tern- 4M*. 4 
peftuous wind, fitting in their faces, Artaxerxes got the viftory ot them, and reduced

Themiftocles, when he had lpent a whole year in learning, a* well as poffibly he could 
the Perfian tongue, and Withal, was grown perfeft in the lawes and cuftomes ot the 
country,and then coming to his trial, did not only quit himfclf from all [objections made 
againft him, but grew moreover into fuch favour with the Km gv as no Grecian was ever 
in before : for he not only ufed to carry him abroad with him a hunting, but alio to call 
him to his private delights and recreations at home, infomach, that he was admitted to 
the prefence of Ameftris the kings mother, and converted' ' familiarly with her. He be- 
ftowed on him alfo, a Perfian wife, of noble parentage, excellent for beauty, and gqod- 
nefleofdiipofition; befideslcrvanw to attend upon him, cupboards of plate of a I lores, 
and all other things, not only for his neceffary ufe, but even for dehght and pleafore, 
[IbucMJes , lib. 1. Diodorus Siccus , lib. H. Plkiarcb in the Life of Thtmi* 

^ When Demaratus the Lacedemonian, who returned out of Greece with Xerxes, was

Megabaius a Perfian, to Sparta , with a made of money , to ^upjhe

tiv Athenian; out of Egvpr, But the Lacedemonians would none of his money, nor 
yeild toanyof his demands: which the King perceiving, he called Megabazu-lvune 
again with the monks which were left ; and commanded Megabyzus the fon of Z~>p- 
pyrus to provide himfclf lor a journey into Egypt. [Id. ib. ] to wir,that Megaby fus, who 
was formerly General in Xerxes his army ; as [ Herod, tib. 7. cap. 82. ] and married 
Xerxes his daughter, Amytis : as Cte/tas, the foil of that Zopyrus who recovered Ba- 
bylon to Darius the fon of Hyftalpes: as Herod, in the very end of his third book 

Artabazus and Megabyzus dcfigned Commanders for the war in Egypt, carryed 
with them out of their own country,horie and foot 300. thoufand men, [Diod.] but Cte- 
Li faith oncly 203. thoufand. . 

When they were come into the part of Chcia and Phoenicia , the Commanders 
thought fit there to reft a while, and to refrefh the army after fo long a march : meane 
while they command the Cilicians, Cyprians, and Phoenicians to rig up and provide 
the Navy: and they in a trice provided 300. fail of tall Ihips, wlvch were forthwith 
turnifticd with fea-men and fouldiers, with (tore of ammunition, and all things fit and 
nxeffary for a fea-fight. Diod. Admiral of which Fleet was appointed Onfcus ,

In making of which preparations, and in twining and cxercifiog their men in arms, 
and making them apt and lerviceablc for the war, they fpent almoft a whole year; 
mean while the Athenians prefle theiiege of the Fort of White-wall 111 Memphis : Bun 
when the Perfians within manfully defended ir, and the Athenians fa W no poflibility 
of taking it by allaulc ; yet they lay before it all thi< year, [ Diod. ] 

The Perfian Commanders in Aha having all things fitted, march from thence tho- 
rough Syria, and Phce.iicia, with their land Army ; their Navy of 3 00. bile coafting 
them ftill as they went s Until at laft,thcy came to Memphis, r L PW.] where tot'iofe two 
hundred thoufand which they brought with them, there joyned three hundred thou- 
fand more of thofc which Achacmcnidcs had left in Egypt. Between thele and the 
Egyptians there was a ft out battel fought,and many fell on either fide ; but moft of the 
Egyptians. At length Megabyzus with his own hand wounded Inaros in the thigh: 
whereupon he fl ed , and put himfclf into a moft ftrong hold, called Byblns, in the Ifte of 
Profopitisinthc river of Nile; and with him the Grecians which were left, and not 
ilain with Charamites their General; and all Egypt befides favc oncly that Fort of 
Byblus, followed the part of Megabyfus. C Ctefw. 1 ' 

Mcgabyfus having driven all, both Egyptians and Grecians out of the held, and out 
of Memphis, and fliut them up all in the little Ifls of Profopitis ; continued the nege of 
them there, one vcare and fix moncths.

Megabyzus, leaving SartaraahGovernour of Egypt, returned to Artaxerxes with 
Inarus, and certain ot the Grecians in his company ; having given them his word,that 
they fhould have no hurt done unto them ; wnich Artaxerxes himfelf carefully obfec- 
ved and performed toward them, though grievoufly incenfed againft Inaros tor having 
ilain his Brother Achaemenides. Infomuch, that when his mother Ameftris ( inftead of 
which, the name of Amy tit is here: crept incoCteftas) deiired vengeance to be taken 
of Ina'ros, and the Grecians, and even of Megabyzus himfelt ; her Lbn in law the King, 
denyedherrequcft,CCrtJ&w.l . . 

The Athenians L-nd Cimon their General with a Fleet of 200. fail of their own,anct 
their confederates into Cyprus: of which (ixtv wzneaway into Egypt to Amyrtazus, 
who continued (till in the fenny countrv of Egypt: the rellbefieged Citiuma City in 
Cy^m^{Thucid.l:b. i«] At this time Artabazus and Megabyzus commanded the 
Pedian Army? the fii-ft of which Artabazus lay with the Fleet confi(tingof3oo.lail, 
aboir Cyprus : the other with his land Forces, which amounted to the number of 300. 
thoutand men, remained in Cilicia, [ D»d. Sic. lib. 1 z. in the 3 year of 81 Olympiade ] 

Cimon tent certain meflengersto the Temple of Ammon,to confult the Oracle there, 
about form lecret matter, [Plutarch '» the life of Cimon.] 

In the liege of Citium in Cyprus, ( as Thucid ides faith ) Cimon died ; either of a na- 
tural difeaie) ( as EmiL 'Probus hath it ) or, as others, of a wound which he received 
in a right againft the enemy. Bang ready to deparc this life, he advifed thole that were 
about him to conccale his death, and to gct them gone with all the tpeed they could. 
And icfellout,that neither friends nor fo:s knowing any thing of his death, all the 
Greek army returned home fafe, under the conduct, ( as Phancdcmus fpeaketh) of 
Cimon when he had been a whole monech dead ; But they who were lent to confult 
the Oracle, having received no other anfw:r, but that Cimon was already nfith him : re- 
turned to their fellows in Egypc, and underftood oy them that Cimon died, at that ve- 
ry time, when that anfwer was made u;ito them, [ ?!&. >* the life of Cimon. ] 

When the Grecian army returned out of Egypt, they which lay betore Citiumin 
Cyprus, beiugforelyprelled with famine, raifed their fiege from thence, and failed to 
Salamis in the fame Hie : where they fought with the Pnce.iicians, Cyprians, and O- 
licians, both by fea and land. In the tea-fight, they funk many (hips of the enemies 
Navy, and took a hundred bottomes, with all the fouldier; and M.trrincrs in them : 
and the rclt they pint ucd as far as unto Phoenicia ic felf : Bnc the Perfians with iuch of 
the (hps as were lc i r, fled into Cilicia, where Megabyzus with the army lay. And the 
Athenians making thitherward with all poflible fpeed, landed their men upon the open 
(hoar, and fct upon the enemy. In which fighr, Anaxicratcs who commandedthe 
Fleet, behaving himfelf in m oft manful wife,died a mod noble and heroick death . The 
rclt having gotten theviaory, and made a great flaughter of their foes, returned co 
their (hips ; and came home all in company with thofe, which Were upon their way re- 
tumingoutof ^gw^Diod.Sic.inthe^and^ year of the 8 2 Olympiade,] as heftands 
corrc&edoutot Thucididcs. Bat Elian writeth,that the Athenians loft in Egypt 
200. tall men of War, and in Cyprus 1 5 o. with all their tackle, ammunition, and tux- 
niture, in them, £ Elian.

Artaxerxcs,hcaring of the lols of his men in Cyprus, advUcd With hisCouncilconccrn- 
ing this war ; and in the end it wasrefolved,that it wasfor.the good of that kingdom, 
that pesce (hould be made with the Grecians. Therefore the King wrote his letters to the 
Captains and Commanders in Cyprus that they (hould at any hand, and upon any 
terms come to a treaty,and conclude a peace with the Grecians. Hereupon Artabazus 
and Megabyzus dilpatched away meffengers to Athens, there to treat ot a peace • and 
when the Athenians had confented to the conditions by therapropoted, they alto

In the firft year of the 84 Olyropiade,when Praxiteles was Praetor or L.ChanceIor of 
Athens, 12 years before the Peloponefian war began : the Athenians Tent a Plantation 
or Colony of theirs into Greac Greece, to rebuild a certain decayed City there, called 
Thurii: which Colony was carried thither by Lyuas, a youth, atthat time, of 15 years 
of age, and noi more, [ Plutarch and Dionyfins Hrficarnafjktts in the life of Lyfias the Ora- 
tor 1 And Hefodotus beingthen 41 years old,who though he were born at Halicamaf- 
fus in Caria; yet obtained he the furnamc of 'Ihnritu afterward &i**>*oitmi&rwrlt 
rif ©bf itt( ctV«<Ki'<*r, (*»*. ) becaxfehe rtat one who bad his fart in carrying that Colony or Plan- 
tation to Thurii .- as firah faith ik bis 1 4 boohj • ;Now this 84 Olyropiade feH in with the 
310, year of the nativity of Rome, according to Varroej5ia<5coflnt.

^But orefentlv after, Pericles was returned from Samos , there arofe among them a 
terrible fedidon: iomefttiviag to maintain the new ettaWifht popdai- Government, 
and odicrsholdingthac theold Ariftocratical was the better. They therefore who 
difliked the Democraticai, confpiring with the chief men of the city, lent into Aha>to 
Pilluthnesthefonof HyftafpesGovernour of Sardes • and having made a confede- 
racy with him, obtained of him a company of 700. Couldiers ; with which putting over 
in the ftill ofthe nigfatintothe Ille of Samos « they there joyncd with other of their con- 
forts, who attended thcircomiug,andbaltogctherfurprized and took the Town , and 
profeffing themfelves openeacmics to the Athenians,took the whole Gamton ot them 
I That there was, with the Captain and Officers,and fentthemall for aprefent to 1 iflu- 
thnes : which done, they forthwith march againft Mdetus, having drawn the inhabi- 
tantsofByzantiumalfomto their confederacy againft the Athenians.

Lyficles, as he went irom place to place to ga- 
ther moneys, at laft going from Myus, thorough Cana, the Catians, and Anaita role 
luddenly upon him put ot an Ambufcado, and flew both him, and the greatcft pan ot 
his atmyillhucid. fib. z,~\ ' . , . . , r .. 

Alcides commander of the Lacedemonian fleer, coming to the foreland of Myonc- 
fus,m the countrey of the Tcii,put to death there the greatcft pare of the Greeks, 
whom he had taken prisoners out of Afia : but when he was come to Ephcfus, tome 
meflcngers fent unto him, bv the Samians, which were ot the An»t* , told him that 
he took a wrong way to deliver the Greek nation out of tervitude and thraldom, it he 
purpoled to deihoy luch, as neither ever bare arms agamft him, nor were his enemies ; 
but onely were forced to pay contribution, to the Athenians : whereupon he fparcd the 
reft, and let them go. ,., , , • . L r fxu 

A new broile riling between the old citizens, which dwelt in the bafe town or No- 
tium,and thofe which had newlvfled thither, thcCeconfidemg in the power ot luch Ar- 
cadians, and other barbarians' as Piffuthnes, the Governor ot Lydia had lent them, 
drew a wall round about the upper town, for a fortification againft the bale town, ana 
confederating with thole Colophoniaiv, who dwelling in the upper town, took part 
with the Medes, made one Common- wealth with them. But the other fide fent tor 
Pachetes.a captain of the Athenians to come and help them i ; who when he came, 
dchiedHippias 5 whomPifluthncs,had made captain of theArcadians in thetornocom: 
forth to a parlec, covenanting with him, that it they could not agree, he mould return 
(at.- and found into the rort again, whereupon he came forth : but fo loon as he came, 
Pachetes took, and committed him to fafe cuftoiy, yet without manacles or fetters; 
and letting prelently upon the fort took it,and put all whom they found therein to the 
fword, as well Arcadians as Barbarians; and laft of all,to keep his word with Hippias he 
let him come fafe and found into the fort; but fo foon as he was comclaid hold on him 
again, and foot him to death with arrows, lo he reftored Not.um to the Colophonians, 
fave to thofe, who had taken part with the Medes. Afterward the Athenians lent a 
plantation thither of their own, and governed the place, according to their own la ws, 
gathering together as many of the Colophonians out of all parts, as they could hnd to 
inhabit it, [ThHcUJib. 3. Poly*. Strang Jib. rt . 

Artaxerxes fent Artaphcmes, a Periian Ambaflador, with a letter written in the 
AfTyriau language, to Lacedemon: wherein, among other things ngnined to them, 
that he knew not what they would have, nor what their meaning or intention was; 
for that they had fent unto him a multitude of Ambaffadors:butnoonc ot them a- 
grced with another; werclore ft they would have him to underftand their minds, they 
fhould fend fome men of their own unto him, with the bearer thereof, I Thucid 

' Artaxerxcs, in the interim died, and his (on Xerxes fucceeded him, onclyforonc 
year, [Viod.Sic.the 4 year of the 8 8 Olympiake.} whofe mother Damafpia, died the fame 
day/that Xerxe*,orrathci,that her hulband Artaxerxes (as the fequele focweth) 
did; and Bagoiazus the Eunuch carried the corps, both of father and mother into Per- 

13 in^hTwinterofthe feventh year of the Pcloponefian water, Ariftidcs, the fon of

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fourth year of the 88 Olympiade, in the forenoon, the Sun was nfore than half over 
eclipied, the Prutenian account flieweth. • ; 

The Banditoesof Mitylene, after their city was taken by theAthcnians^joymng 
with the Banditoc* of Lesbo%and hiring fome others outof Pcbp3nefus,went in a great 
body and took R.hxtium ; arid having received of them a round furameof money, 
fpared the City •• and from thence went to Antandrus and took that by. intelligence 
within .: for their purpofe from the beginning was to fet at liberty, as fuadry other Ci- 
ties of the country called Aft* *, (which formerly was held by the Mityleniansjbut was 
thenpollelfed by the Athenians) lo cfpecially Antandrus ; to the end that having 
fortified it» they might there build them thipping enough, as having the hill Ida, and 
ftore of timber trom thence at hand : and hoped with that and other provifibn, to get 
Lesbos, and other Cities of Eolia , in .tine Continent , into their poflbflion, [Thucid. 
lib.b.4.~\ '■.viwaV .'-.■''■ 

At the lame timcj Ariftidesand Demodocus, whom Diodoruscalleth Symmachus, 
Captains of the Athenian Navy, lay in Hellefpont, gathering of their tribute 1 whiles 
Lamachus,. their third Captain, was gone, with ren Ihips into Pontus, They therefore 
heating that the Mitylenians purpofed to fortifie Antandrus; gathered an army of 
their coiiiederatcs, and fet fail thitherward ; and when the enemyfallied out from 
thence, toiled them in the field , and gat the Town again. But Lamachus who was 
gone into Pon'tus, coming into the mouth of the river Caleces, (Which Diodorus calls 
Cachetes) in Heracleotis, leaving their flaps at an anchor, there weut and fpoiled all 
the country about Hcradea, which in favour of the Perfian, bad refufed to pay contri- 
bution tothe Athenians. But when upon the falling of a great raine the river fwol, and 
ran with a mighty current, and drave their fhips upon the rocky lhoar, he there wholy 
loft his Fleer* and a great part ot his army betides. Wherefore when by tea he could 
not, having loft his flaps* and by land durft not with fo fmall a company return home, 
thorough fo many fierce & warlick Nationsas lay in his way ; they of Heraclea, taking 
this occafion to gratifie them rather than to be revenged of them, and thinking the 
fpoil of their country well bellowed, if they might thereby purchafe them for friends, 
which were before their foes, fent them away fairly, with all manner pfprovifion for 
their journey homeward. So Lamachu ; , with the company which he had left, went 
over land thorough the country of the Thracians, which dwelt in Afia fide, and came 
lately to Chalcedon, [ Thucid. libi 4. Diodor. lib. 1 a. Jmfiin lib. 1 6. cap. 3 . ] 

When Xerxes, upon a Feftival day had drunk himtelf ftark drunk, and was laid a- 
lleep in his chamber, his brother Secundianus t begotten upon Aloguna', a Babylonilh 
woman , and Pharnacyas an Euuuch « came in upon him > and murdered him. 

Secundianus, who had a long time born a grudge to Bagoras the Eunuch, picking a 
quarrel with him for burying his fathers body without his advifc taken therein, com- 
manded him to be ftoned to death : which aft of his the army took rery ill j and al- 
though he bellowed large monies among them, yet what for this, what tor the murder 
of his brother, they ever hated him. £ ft tcfias.

Ochus, whom his father Artaxerxes had made Governour of Hyrcania, being fent 
for by hisjkother Secundianus to come unto him, fent word he would, but cams not ; 
and this he often did : but at length, gathered a mighty army , and intended for the 
kingdom. Arbarius who was General of the Horle to Secundianus, tell over unto 
Ochus : and Arxancs the Governour of Egypt did the like. Artoxares alfo , out of 
Armenia came unto him in pcrfon, and whether he would or no, fet the Cidaris, ( »'. ) 
the Crown upon his head. [ Cteftas, ] 

Thus Ochus was made King, and called himfelf from thence forward Darius : and 
by the advice of Paryfatis, his wife and fifter,tried firft what he could do with his bro- 
ther Secundianus by fair words and oaths- But Menolthanes, who was the greateft 
man with him among all his Eunuchs, was carneft with him not to believe his oaths, 
nor have any treaty with faithlcile meu : yet Secundianus, came to a.treaty, and was 
there laid hold on ; and being thrown into a heap ot allies, there died, lC te P as ] ot 
which kind of punifliment, fee more before, in the year of the World, 548 5. b. andin a 
MaccAbees, [cap, 13.5,6.) 

When Scundianus,*/. Sogdianus, was now dead, then reigned Ochus alone, known 
by the name of 'Daritu Nothus toward the later end ot the firft year of 89 Olimpiade ; 
as appears by [ Tburididei, lib. 8. and Diodor. ijear e/89 Ol/mpisde. ] 

W hen the men of Delos were driven out o\ their country by the Athenians, Phar- 
naccs gave them Adramyttium in Afia for a dwelling place, [Thucid. lib. ^.'Diod. 3 
year 89 Olympiade. ] 

The Athenians, by command of the Oracle at Dclphos, reftored thofe of Delos to 
their Uland again, (jhHtid.lib. 5.]

Governments , which the Athenians had of late forbidden them to pay unt° 
the King, dealt with them under hand, to fall off from the Athenians .• andwitha 1 
iolliciting the Peloponcfians in general to make a frelh war upon the Athenians, mo- 
ved the Lacedemonians in fpecial to confederate and joyn in armes with the king 
againft them: when the Athenians power was thus Wcaknqdin Afiaj upon whom 
Piffuthnes had founded all his hopes, TilTaphernes fought by all means how to get A- 
morgesy a baftard fon ot Piirurhnes, who had taken up arms in Caria, into his hands ; 
and,ashe was commanded, to fend him alive or dead to the king. But finding at this 
orelenr, that the Citizens of Chios and Erytbra*, were ready to revolt from the Athe- 
nians, he fent his meffenger with theirs to Lacedemoiij there to negotiate the matter; 
by the joynt advice of both, [ ihucid. lib. 9. ] 

Ac the fame time Calligetus and Timagoras the one of Megara, the other of Cyzi- 
cum,each baniflied out of his Own countrcy, came to Lacedemonifcnt indeed by Phir- 
nabazus, who had enterteined them, during the time of their exilement, but in the 
naroeof' the inhabiuntsof Cyzicum»to get Oiipping of them, tocarry into Hellespont. 
Andwhenthemeflagersof Pharnabazus and Tiflaphernes, made each of them his 
fuic a part from the other, the Lacedemonians were thereupon extremely divided a- 
mong themfelves:fon>cadvifir« thft Ionia and Chios fliould firft be holpcn; dthcr that 
Hcllefpontrbut in the end, the Petition of TilTaphernes and the Chii carried it; and 
rhe rather> by the help of Alcibiades,who ftanding at that time a condemned man at 
Athcns,Uved at Sparta,in houte iwthEndius,one f the Ephori,his fathers old acquaint- 
ance, wherefore having made a confederacy with the Chii and Erythrreans, they pre- 
fcntly ordered 40 failc of fhips to be fent away to their fuccor. But Calligetus and Ti- 
magoras, who were there in the behalf of Pharnabazus, and the men of Cyzicum, 
would contribute nothing toward the letting out of this fleet to Chios; nor would lay 
out the 15 talents which they had brought with them to hire ihips for themfelves 
that way ; becaufe they had a purpolc fhortly to prepare a fleet of their oma£UJb.'] 
In the ao tommcrorthc Peloponeiian war, Akibiades an Athenian, and Chalci- 
dcus a Lacedemonian, were fent by Endius, and the reft of the Ephori, with five (hips 
into Ionia, to draw the Greek cities there off from the Athenian party : and coming 
fpeedily toCorycnm,by fuch perfwafionsas they ufed^they prevailed firft with theChii^ 
then with the Erythveans openly to revolt from the Athenians t and then goirig with 
three (hips to Clazomenae, draw them alfo over from the Athenian party : and thofe 
of Clazomenar, putting over prefemly into the continent adjoyning,there bu ; lc a ftrong 
fort, that if need were, they might there have a place to retire unto out of their poor 
Ifland : and in like manner all that revolted fionuhe Athenians, fell in hand prefcntly, 
with fortifications, and other preparatives for the mr^Thucid. lib. %\ 

Stiombichides,a Commander of the Athenians, coming with 8 thips to Samos,and 
takingwithhimonemorefromthencc,failedto Tcu>, and perfwaded them,not to 
enter into any practifc againft the Athenians. Chalcideus alfo came thither with *| 
faile of fhips ; and had with him fome foot companies of the Clazomenians and Ery- 
thtean< The Teians, though at firft retufed to receive thofe foot, yet when they law 
the Athenians fled and gone, took them in: who hiving a while expeaed the return 
of Chalcideus from the chafe of the Athenians , and he not returning they of 
their own heads, threw down the wall which the Athenians had made to 
the land-ward , with the affiftancc of certain others which came to help 
them, under the command of Tages TilTaphernes his Livetcnanr. Chalcideus and 
Alcibiades, having purfued Strombichides, as far as to Samos, taking with them 10 
(hip* more from Chio?, failed to Miletus, and by the means of Alabiade?, who 
had srear acquaintance with the chief men there, perfwaded them alfo to fall oft 
horn the Athenians^nd when the Athenians followed them thither,but were kept out 
bv the Milefians,they retreated to an Ifland callcdLada,lying over againftMiletus.l/*.] 
After this revolt of the Milefians, the firft aflbciation of the Lacedemonians and 
the Perfians was concluded and made, by Tiflaphernes and Chalcideus. upon this con- 
dition, that what ever cities the Perfians did thenbold^ or heretofore hadheld^odi contm* 
ftilti»theirpo»er.[Ibtd.] 

The Chii therefore prelently to know how the fquares went at Miletus , and 
with aU to induce other cities to the like revolt, from the Athenians, bent thejr 
courfewith ten (hips to Anaea, a city in Caria : but being called back by Chal- 
cideus s becaufe Amorges Piffuthnes hi* fonne, was drawing down thither- 
ward, with his land forces, they came to a place. called P/w-tor**,afmalltown, 
in Ionia; where;eipying a fleet of 1 6 faile of the Athenians, fent from thence under the 
command of biomedon to joyn with Thraficles, they difperfed themfelves, and one 
lhip otthem came to Ephefus, the reft to Teus,but four of them fell into the Atheni- 
ans hands 1 yet nothing but the bare hulls, tor the men were got to land, the reft ot the 
ihipscamefafetoTeus-Afterthis when the Athenians were gone to Samo',the ^hn

dty, feated as it was, in a peninfula or neck of land ; but when news was brought that 
a Fleet out of Sicily and Peloponcfus was upon thefea thitherward, by the advice of 
Phrvnicus, they drew off,and returned to Samps, £ lh4."\ ■ 

ThfcRectwhenitcame, with the Ihips of Chios which had formerly been beaten 
wirh Stalcideui oy the enemy, at the entreaty of Tiffaphernes, fct upon Jafos : where 
AmorgcsthebafcfonofPfluthne', (who had revolted from the King) then kept 
himfei The Pelpponefians under the command of Aftyochus the Ammiral,to whom 
Theiamcnes a Lac&emonian had brought that Fleer, and the Syracufans (who made 
principal proof of their valour in thisfcrvice under their .General Hermocraxes ) fee- 
ing fuddenly upon the J afians, whothoughtthey had been friends, furprifedthem, 
an! took the cir>. The' PeloponeGam having therein taken Amorges alive, delivered 
himuptoTiffaJhernes,tofendhimto Darius, ithe plcafcd. The city Jalos itfelf, 
whichflqng peace had made to abound 1 with all plenty, they (acked, and made avaft 
bootyofit: Thccompanies which Amorges had there in pay, they faved, and be- 
caufe rooft of them were Peloponefians borne, they lifted them among themfelvcs: but 
the Town itfelf they gave over to Tiffaphernes, With all the perfons thereof, bound 
and free taking for every head of them half a crown i and returning from thence to 
Miletus, they convoyed Psdaritus, who was fent by the Lacedemonians asGovernour 
to Chios, overland, with thecompanies belongingto Amorges, as far as Erythcc, and 
left Philippus,Governour of Miletus, £/^.] «.#•■** 

The Winter following Tiffaphernes, having put a Garriton into Jaflos, came to Mi- 
letus, and there according to promife made at Lacedemon; paid them and cheir fel- 
lows the monies which were due, which was a drachma of Athens, upon every head ; 
and agreed with them for a (landing pay, in time to come, L#.] . 

Aftyochusthe Ammiralof the Lacedemonian Fleet with ten (hips of Lacedemon, 
and as many of Chios, having in vain for a whUebefieged the city Pteleura, put over 
to Clizomena:, and there commanded inch as favoured the Athenian party to leave the 
place, and go and dwell in Daphnus ? which was the command alfo upon them Jaid by 
Tam^s Lieutenant of Ionia -, which when they retufed to do, he let upon the I own ; 
being but an open burgade : yet not being able to carry it by affaulc,hc left it and went 
his way : But meeting with a ftrong wind atfea, he himlelf came fate to Phocaea and

ers that were there in garrifon,took it into their own hands « which was very well li- 
ked of by the reft, fave only by Lychas the Lacedemonian, who faid that the Medians, 
and the reft under the kings dominion ought in duty to obey * iffaphernes folonc as he 
governed fo moderately as he did ; and untill the war fhould receive a happvend L/M.J 
Whiles they were bufie in this alteration, Pindarus arrived,fent from Lacedemon* 
to fuccced Aftvochus in the Ammiralty or command of the Navie:and he took it upon 
WiPonthefurrenderofAftyocl^^ 

to Lacedemon,TilIaphernes fent a meffenger of his own along with him^ne Gaulctes, 
a Carian born,buc one that could both the Greek and Perfun tongue; who was both to 
charce the Milefians tor furpnhng his citadel, and withall to clear him from thofe I alic 
atperfions, which the Milefians, and Hermocrates the Syraci^iah had caft upon him, 
for he well knew,that they would along too, and accufe himfor confpinng With Alci- 
biades againft the Lacedemonian .ftate; and for fickleneffe of minde toward 

1 TMaphemesfeeingthePcloponefians bent againft him,(among other things,for fuffe- 
rino Alcibiadesto return to hisown again)as one who now openly favored the Athenian 
parry againft them,wcnt to Afpendus, where the Phenician fleer, condfting of H7 Uil 
of (hipsfwas now airived to purge himfelf, as he thought : and took Lichas the Lacede- 
monian along with him, IcavinghisAgent Tamos with them, to fee the fhpend duly 
oaid to che Pdoponefun Navy, which yet was but fo fo performed by him '- moreover 
the Peloponetiansat Tiflaphernes his requeft, i^iit PhilipptB a Lacedemonian, with 
two tall fhipsto Afpendus, there to take a view of the Phenician fleet. And Alcibia- 
dcs,undcrftanding that Tiflaphernes was at Afpendus came with « fail to Caunus 
firft, and then ro Phafelis, promiflng every where 10 his ; friend* huge tupplies and aides 
in all kinds, and when he was returned to Samos, he informed them there, that he had 
wrought matters fo> as that the Phenician fleet ftiould not affift the Peloponefiam, and 
that Hiftaphernes was now become, more friead to the Athenian than ever ; for true it 
was, that Tiffaphernes met with the Phenicians at Afpendusybut Would not let a lailt 
of them ffotoche Peloponefians ; putting themoff with this idleexcufe,that there were 
not fo many (hips come to him, as the k. had commanded : whereas indeed his purpote 
was, to hold both parties of the Greeks in fdpehce;and by tiding with neuheiyo make

The Junto or Government of 400 at Athens was diflolved, and 5000 put m their pla-

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Thymocharesicoming to Athens with a fmall company of (hips, prcfendy the Lace- 
demonians and. Athenians had another fea-fighr, wherein, the Lacedemo:iians,undcr 
the conduftof Hegefandridus,gatthe victory, [* Xen, in the beginning of his Hiftc-ry of 

*Not long after Dorieus of the Ifleof Rhodes, Ammiral of the Thgrian Fleet, out of 
Icaly, in the beginning of Winter, letting outirom Rhodes with 14 fail of Oiips, went 
to the Hellefpont^ there to joyn with Mindariis : who lying at Abydus, did there at- 
tend the conrng of all the friends aud confederates of the pelaponefian nams and na- 
tion. And now was this Dorieus come as far as Sigeum, a Port in Troas, when the A- 
thenians lying at Seftos, having knowledge of his being there, and whither he was go- 
ing, went toward him with lolhjp: but Dorieus hearing of their coming, fled from 
thence, and drew up bis Ihjps upon, the Rhasaan (hoar; and having there landed 
his men,with the help of the men of Pardaiiia,they defended both therrilelves and their 
(hip; coo, in fpight ot the Athenians : who feeing at laft> they could do no good upon 
them, came back to Midytus, to the reft of their army. Mindarus feeing this fight, 
who at that tim: happened to b 2 at old Troy,(acrificing to M uierva,went fpcedily wich 
84 (hips to the Foreland ot Dardania, to rcueve Dorieus, and to fave his (hips ; where 
he found alio the land Forces of Pharnabazus ready to afllft the Lacedcmonuu Navy 
asainft their enemies. Againft whom the Athenian Fleet coiififtuig of 74 (hips cam: 
forth, clofe to the fhoar of Abydus and there began the figbr; Mindarus having under 
his command 97 (hips in allof his own, befides thole of Djrieuf, he placed the Syracu- 
fians in the left wing ; himfelf took charge of the right : oh the other fide, Thrafybu- 
lus had the right wing,Thrafyllus the left". The fight continued doubtiul tomiqoc- 
ning to the evening : when upon the fudden Alcibiades came ftemmmg in with 1 8 
frefti (hips which came fromSamos towards Hellefpont : upon fight whereof the La- 
cedemonians fled towards Abydus. And the Achenia'is,following them clofe, took ten 
of theirfhips; andthenagreatftormofwindearofe, lo that the Athenians could not 
do as they would have done in the chafe, and fo the Peloponelians efcapM all fate to 
(hoar,and fled to Pharnabazus his land army that was thereby : and Pharnabazus him- 
felf during the fight, rid his horfe into the very fea, up to his faddle-skirti,and there 
fought, and commanded his men both Horfe and Foot to do the like. The I'clopone- 
Hans alfo themfclves, locking the!r (hips dole together, and making one bulke ot them» 
fought againft their enemies from the decks clofe to the (hoar:but the night drawing on, 
the Athenians wich 30 empty (hips which they had taken of their enemies, and taking 
with them fuch of their own as had been hurt,and either battered or bilged in the fight, 
returned to Seftos : and the next morning fo toon as it was light,gathering whatfpoiles 
thev could gee together of their enemies wreck, they defted a Trophic : and then 
leaving 40 fail to guard the Hellefpont, they difpolcd ol the reft,fome here. Com: there, 
to ^atherup their tribute monies •. yet one of their chi:f Captains, Thrafyl us, fated 
back to Athens, there to'let them know what a victory they had gotten, and withal to 
defireafupply both ofmen and (hipping for the carrying on of the war 111 thofe parts.

Mi'iidarus^boutthefirft watch of the night, came back to the lea tide, and gave

Meane while came Tiffaphernes in Hellefpont, and Alcibiades thinking to magni- 
fie himfelf after fo great and glorions a viftory ateheived againft the Lacedemonians, 
came a land unto him with rich prefents, and a princely traine. But T.flaphernes,who 
was already ilUpokenofatLaccderaon, and tearing lead fome information would be 
madcagainft him to Danus,laid hold on him, and put h.rn in irons at Sardes ; preten- 
ding, that fuch was the Kings command, to (hew, that he reckoned the Athenians for 
his open enemies. But within a moneth after, he with one Mamthcuy Canan borne, 
andafellow prifonerof his,gathorfes, and by night dole away to CU^nicns ; and 
gave our, that it was with Tiffaphernes his privity and confenc, {Xc».ticlknM.\i.

Mindarus with 6 9 fail of (hips, in the later end of Winter, went to Cyzicum,and 
joyning with Pharnabus his Und army, took the place by force ; and againft him with 
86 (hips went Alcibiades, Thrafybulus, and Theramenes : and routed him firft at lea, 
and then in a fecond fight at land ; in which Mindarus himfelf, bravely ftghtnig, died. 
The Svracufians, (eeing no means left to elcap?, fee their own (hips on (ire. i he relt 
of thetlect came all entirely into the Athenians hands, who carried them al away to 
Prceconncfus. This fight i^ more amply delcrioed [ by Xcnophon Helen, Ub.i .by D.edor.

In the 93 Olympiade, wherein Eubotasthe Cyrenian wan the prize in running, 
when Archippu? was Ephorus,at Lacedemon,and Eu£tenlon,was Pr;ctor,or L. Chan- 
celor at Athens, there was a new game fet up, of a race to be run, by a brace of Mules* 
m a Coach, called Simleu, or <yur»«s, zsXenofhon (hem[Hellen. 1 °] of which be fides D ted. 
Sic Uib.i3»\artd Pattfan. [lib.*.'] StUc.fttlltis Africantis atfo inCatalog. Stadionicarum 
mahth mention^ adding moreover, that in the fame Olympiade, Polydamantes the Sco- 
tuflian, wan the prize at wraftling, being the fame man, whom DanuS Nothus, by ex- 
preffe mcllengers, with large gifts and promifes drew to him at Sufa, where he flew 
three of the kings guard, which is called the Immortal Guard, ot which you may fee 
more in Herod, [lib* 7 . caf. 1 3 ♦] which all at once ran in upon him, as Paujan. w his later 
bookEliacoryiheweth) who alfo in the fame bookfpeaketh of Eubocas, furnamed Stadi- 
omcHi. who when the Oracle of Ammon had foretold, that he (hould win the prize at 
running, he caufed his own ftatue to be made before-hand ; aud coming afterward in- 
deed to win the prize, was proclaimed to have won it, and dedicated his ftatue in tefti- 
mony thereof, all in one day. 

In this year alfo, the Medes which had fallen off from Darius the king of Perfians, 
fubmitted themfclves again to him, as Xenophon teftifieth, £#«?///«*. 1.] Herodotus al- 
fo, in the firft of his Hiftory,{<:<*p. 130.] relate?, how the Medes revolted from Darius, 
and that upon an overthrow received, they returned to his lubjeftion : who becaute he 
makes mention both of the war at Decelxa, [lib. p. caf. 7 1 .] which was waged the fifth 
year before, and of Amyrcanis his fon reigning after him, [6*. 3.*?. 15.] (of whom I 
fliall fpeak more in the year following) hence I gather, that he either Wro:e,or at lcaft 
revifed his Hiftory, in the very later end of the Peloponefian war. 

In the beginning of the Summer, Thrafyllus at Athens, taking command of the 
fliips committed to his char ge,with five thouland feamen,all armed in fafhion ot rarga- 
teers, which he was to joyn With thofe other targateers,which were there before, came 
10 Samos, where having ftaid three dayes, he put over to the coaft of Pygega,in Ionia, 
and having firft wafted thecbuntrey thereabout, he came at laft with his army before 
the wall ot the town it felf»arid when fomefuccours came from Miletiis, and fell upon 
the Athenians, who were;but flightly armed, and bufie in gathering the fpoile of the 
countrey,thereftof the Athenians coming to relieve their fellows, put all the Milefi- 
ans (ieweicaping)tothefword,and having got together, 200 of the bucklers, of 
them that were flain, erefted -a- trophy of them, and the nexeday failed to Notitm y and 
there providing themfelve^of rieceflarie?, went to Colopliaj, which preleutly yielded 
to thf-m. The next night th?y entered into Lydia, when their corn was almoft ripe

all parts, to command meh to erjmc in and defend Diaua of the Ephefians. 1 hrafyllus, 
when he had fpent 17 dayts in Lydia, fct fiile tor Ephefus; landed his corfelets at Co- 
reffus,but his horfe, his Targateers, and other Soldiers all, he fee on ftioar near to a 
boe on the other fideofthetown,andfofoonasitwas light, drew up to the town in 
two companies: again!*- whom, they of the town, with iuch aids as Turaphernes had 
lent them ; fet firft upon thecorfelcts which were at Corcflus : whom when they had 
routed, and purfued to the tea fide, and killed fomc ten of them mcy Ipccdily returned, 
and fet upon them which were placed near the bog : where having put the Athenians 
to flight, and^ain joo'of them upon the place, they there ereded one" Trophy, and 
another at CorefTus. But^fiheir aids, they highly rewarded the companies of the 
SyraciifiansiandSelinwmadsjbecaufe they had carried themfelves ot all others molt va- 
liantly in that fetvice j pi'dmifing fuchof them, as would be denifed in their city, 
freedom from tax and tallage for ever, [Id.ib.] Plutarch alfo in the life of Alcibiades, 
xnakethmentiShof aTrdphyofbtafsthere tetup,infcornof the Athenian nation. 

The 'Athenians, having upon a truce received the bodies of their flam , and 
buried them at Notium v failed away to Lefbos and Hdlefpont. And when lying at 
MethymnaV a-tity of Lesbos, they there efpicd twenty five faile of the Syra- 
cufians,with whom they had' had to do at Ephefus, paffingby, they fet upon them, 
andtook4fhms, with all the men in them, and routing the reft , purlucd them 
as far as Epheius. Thrafyllds fent all the prifoncrs Which he had taken to Athens, 
favirig ohcly one Alcibiades an Athenian, and coufih germain to Alcibiades,

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Wtv>,$ «Ma wit. vex wia-vr* ^ei^©", &CC. (i.e.) That the Expedition of Cyrus, which 
commonly pots with Xenophons Hiftory •/ the (jrtctans, and fome other Pieces concerning his 
own country % were all of Xenophons own writing : For indeed, chefc books of the Expedition 
offirus, went heretofore with the reft or his Grecian Hiftories. In the end whereoi, 
he plainly layes, chat the writer thereof, was prelcnr in all that Action : and therefore 
the work it lelt, which is full every where of Xenophons worthy ads therein, is attri- 
buted to him ; not onely by Plutarch, but long before him by Cicero, Dionyfins, Ha- 
licaroaflaais, Hcrmogenes, Laertius, Athenarus,and (not to fpeak of our Divines, Eule- 
bius,and Jerom) by ArianusofNicomedia; who alfo had the furnameotiv>w Xeno- 
phon put upon him, as we read in Photius and Suidas : both becaufc he comprifed the 
dilcourfisof his mailer Epittetus in 4 books,as Xenophon had done thofe of his ma- 
tter Sow ates,in the like number ; and alfo, tor that as Xenophon had wriueu,that Ex- 
pedition of Cyrus in 7 books, fo he had written the Expedition ot Alexander in as ma- 
ny.- though he in his Anabafis, or Expedition of Alexander did noc altogether imi- 
tate that torm.r Anabafisor Expidition of <-yrus, becaufe that hath a brief Proemc to 
every book, but none to the book in general, as Laertius hath oblerved ; whereas this 
in every book, tave the fixth,maketh a tradition, by way of an epilogue or fummary 
of the precedent books, which becaufe Xenophon ufeth not in his, with tome other oc- 
currcnts in thole books which relith not altogether ot Xcuophon; therefore I rather 
encl'mc to th ink,that thefe books were of Themiftogcnes his writmgjand not of Xeno- 
phons. However, following the authority of thofeancient Worthies, I haveallatong 
cited him by the name of Xenophon> as they have done before me. 

Now ot thofe five heads, mentioned by Xenophon in his fold 3 took. Hellenic, and fa id 
to have been written by Themiftogenes, the four firft are wholy comprifed in the firtt 
book of this Anabafis, or Expedition of Cyrus. 1. The gathering of his army. ». Their 
marching into the Upper Afia, and coming to the place where they fought. 3. 1 he 
manner a.id ifllieof the fight it felf : and 4. The fall ot Cyrus in that battel. 

For Cyrus moving from Sardcs,( where Xenophon met him being tent tor trom 
Athens by Proxenus the Bceotian, and there lifted himfelf for the action, as wc find in 
the 3 book ) came to Cclaisc in Phrygia, and there ftayed 3 o dayes : in which time 
Clearchus, and other Greek Commanders came from divers parts, and by fundry ways 
u.Jto turn : and thereupon a general mufter,were found enrolled, eleven thouland C or- 
jlctes, and a bout two thouland Targateers. 

From Cdxnx Cyrus came with this army to the bank of Cayfter, where he received 
moiuytromEpiaxa: Syenefis, the King otCilicia his wife, ( with whom Cyrus was 
tlioughc formerly to have been too familiar) and therewith paid his army( with whom 
he was then 3 moneths behind, at which they much repined ) tour full moncths wages. 
Epiaxa came five daves before Cyrus to Tar'Ais in Cilicia ; and by her perfwafion, her 
husband Sycncfias coming thither alfo to him ; gave him a vaft fummc of money to- 
ward the relief and maintenance of his army : And both Ctefias and Diodoru addc, 
that Svcnetis, like a wife man, [applied Cyrus and Artaxerxes too, with nccefta! les for 
the war For having two tons, he lent one of them to Cyrus with a competent num- 
ber ot men for his Ccrvice, but had tent away the other privily beforehand to Artax- 
erxes, to let him know, that having fiich an army come upon him, he durftnotbut 
keep fair with Cyrus, and openly joyn with him,neverthelefte that he continued a true 
icivant in heart to Anaxerxcs, and would fall over to him fo foon as he could ipie out 
h is opportunity. Cyrus ftayed ao dayes at Tarfus, where the Grecian companies told 
him plainly, tncy would march no turther. But Clearchus by his wifdom took them off 
fromthatmood; and fo they came to Iffus , which was the uttmoft city of Cilicia, 
where Cyrus his Fleet met him* bringing him 700. Diodorus faith 800. Corfeleteers : 
which the Laccdemoirans had fent him under the command of Chirofophusj and 
there alto 400. Corfeleteers which had formerly fcrved Artaxerxes under their Cap- 
tain Abrocomus, came into his Camp : but Abrocomus himfelf, leaving Phxnicia with 
200. thouland men, marched away to Anaxerxcs, though hecame not to himtili hve 
dayes before the fight : fo that by his abandoning the place, Cyrus palled the gates, or 
ffreights of Syria, and fo came without flop or binderance to the place where the hght 
Ihortly after was; having made in all from Ephcfus to that place, 93 ftages or dayes 
iourneys,and in them marched 5 3 5 Parafanges,which make 16050 furlongs.

Artaxerxes, for his good fervice in this war* bellowed upon Tiffaphernes all the Go- 
vernments which bis brother Cyrus held, befides what he had before, \_Xenoph. HdUn. 
lib x Dbd.year 4. Oljmpade % 94/] and having heaped many other large gifts and fa- 
vours upon him ; gave him above all ,his own daughter to Wife ; and ufed him ever af- 
ter as his moft confident friend and lervaut^D/W.^.] 

TheCarian, who wounded Cyrus in the thigh, fothat thereof he died , Paryfatis, 
the kings mother cauled, aftet ten dayes torment, his eyes pulled out^and boyling lead 
powred in at his ear- holes, to be done to death. Mithridates, who gave Cyrus his firft 
wound, and in his cups afterward, bragg'd that he had killed him, was put between 
two boats, and there lay 1 7 dayes* and untill he was eaten out with wormes : as for Ba- 
gabau ; , Artaxerxes his Eunuch, whoathiscommand, had cut off Cyrus his head, and 
right hand, Paryfateswan him of the king at Dice, and having gotten him; caufed 
him to be Head alive ? and then his body to be laid athwart three croffes , and his Head 
skin to be hung up by it ; and then Parylatis , at the humble fuit of the king 
her Ion, left of mourning for Cyrus , [Ctefias 9 and Pint arch in the life of uir- 

Paryfatis, caufed the Queen Statyra, hir daughter in law, to be poifoned in this 
manner, Stat yra had a maid fervant about her, which was all in all with hrr, called 
Gineis or Gigis - whom Dtnan faies to have been a voluntary infttument in her death : 
Ctefias. that her hand indeed was ufed in it, but againft her will : him which gave the 
poyfon, Ctefias calls Bellitara , but Dinon, Melantas : There is a little bird mPerfia, 
called Rhintaces, or Rhindaces ; which hath no excrements at all j but all her guts are 
fully ftuit with fat : one of thefebirds, Parylatis, as the fate at table with Statyra , took 
and cu: in two with a knife, which was poifoned on the one fide, gave the oaehalfe, 
which was toward the poyfoned fide, to her, and the other (he cook and ate her felf : as 
Ctefias thinks j Buc Dinon faith,thatnot Parylatis her lelf, but Melanta her maid,carved 
to her with a poifoned knife ; but when the Queen died in cxtreara torments after n> 
the king fufpe&ed his mother for it,asonc who knew well the cruelty and implacable 
difpofition of her nature j and cauled her icrvants and carvers to be quefhoned, and 
had to the rackabouc it. Bat Paryfatis kept Gingis a long time in Her own chamber ; 
and though the king required her» yet would fhe not give her up to juftice, till at lalt, 
Ginges her felt deiiring (he might fteale to her own lodging by night, Artaxerxes took 
her>andpunifoedher,asapoifoncr. As for his mother, he neither did, nor faid any 
hurt to her : but when foe a$ked leave to retire her felf to Babylon, he gave it her; 
buc told her withal, that while foe lived , he would not come there, [Plu- 

^Arifto, with fome others, fur prifed the city of Cyrene : and in the tumult, flew 5©o 
of the principal men of the inhabitants, of the reft, the better fort elcaped by flight. 
Thcf- allocating to them, fome 3 coo of the Meffenians, whom the Lacedemonians 
at thi? very time, had turned our of meir country, came into the open field, againft 
thofe who had potleffed themfelves of their City. In the fightthere was a great ilaugh- 
ter made of the Cvrcmans on both fides, as for the Meffenians, there were fcarce any 
of them left* yet when the fight was ended, the Cyrenians came to an agreement be- 
tween themfelves ; and taking an oath each to other, never after to remember by-paft 
injuries, lived in good correlpondcncie each with other, in the Government of their 
Commonwealth,[D»W.;wr 4. Olymp, 94.] 

Tiffaphernes (for whom Pharnabazi's is by error crept into Diodorus) being lent 
by Artaxerxes, to take charge of all the governments in the leiTcr Alia, would have 
drawne into his hands all the cities of Ionia alio, Xenopb. Hellen. I. ].Dhd, jja r 1. O- 

Now when,upon hiscoming,allthe petty Governors and Cities, who had anyways 
adhered to Cyrus, grew afraid what would become of them, they all, by their particu- 
lar meffengers, lued to Tiffaphernes for his favour ; but he that was the chiefclt of all, 
Tamos the Egyptian, of whom I fpake a litle before, Governor of Jonia, putting him- 
felf with all his trealurc, and fons, allfaveGaus, (who became afterward the kings 
General) afhip-board,went wth his fleet into Egypt, to Pfamrnyticus the king there, 
bearing himfelf bold, upon the many good offices, which he had formerly done 
unto him ; But Plammyticus, calling offall refpe£ts of gratitude,forcourtcfies received, 
and pity towards a poore fuppliant at that time , butchered him and ail his chil- 
dren, onely to poflefle himlelf of the (hips and treafure , which he had" brought; 
[piodortts,Ibid.] 
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The Grecians (of whom I fpake before) departing from Trapezus, which w\is the 
fir ft city or Grecians>which they came unio,and is fituated upon the coaft of the buxme 
fea in the countrey of Colchos, after three days march, came to another Greek city, 
J in the fame countrey of Colchos,andafcatoWn,as the other was,called Ceraluina, 
««S rherethey flayed ten daycs,and muftercd their men.whom they found to be 86 00. 
X were remaining of the 1 0000, which they carried 011c; the reft were loft either 
hv the enemy in the battlc,or by the fnow,or other fickneffe in their returnjrom thence 
rhev went thorough the countries of the Mofyn*cori,the Chalybes, and Tyburyiuans 
«iH cam- to a Greek town called Catyora, a colony of the Synopians, eight, or rather, 
« the order of the hiftory implyeth, five months after the fight in the country of Baby- 
lon, having made from thence to this place, xa» ttages, or dayes journey, »jd march- 
ed 6aopaca(angei> iS6qo furlongs and here they ftaied 45 day^Exfed. Cy n 

^'Di'rins their abode here* they made their provifion, partly out of the market of 
rnlvora and partly by luch booties, as they got out of the countries adjoynmg otl a- 
Sonia; and on the other hand, the Paphlagonians, if they found any of them 
Sing from the camp, did as much by them ; untill at length Cotylas, who was go- 
«mo"i of the Paphlagonians,tet all things ftraight between them, Afterward thefe 
r recians setting (hipping from tholeof Heracka, and Synope, .came to Harmonc a 
nnrttownof Synope, where they ftaied five dayes; and from thence to Heraclea, a 
fiationof thecityof Megara, made in the country of the Myrjandeni, and came 
mTpeninlula,orneckof land there, called Acherufia: here they divided themfelves 
nro three companies.

^Ttowas a quarrel grown between Artaxerxes, and Euagoras the king of Sala- 
misinthelfleor Cyprus, who had turned out from thence, him that was the _Lord 1 of 
the place, and one whom Artaxerxes wifoed very wel unto,called Abdemon T hyrhus, 
or, as Theopompus iu the Excerpta Photii^u.^6. calls him, Abdymon Cityces. This 
quarrel therefore was now compoiedbetweeathemtwo,by the mediation of Conon 
the Athenian, who had fometime lived with Euagoras, and of Ctefias the Cmdian, 
who had long lived in the Court in Perfia, upon condition, that Euagoras fhould pay a 
certain tribute to Artaxerxes , and a prelcnt alfo was fent to Satibarzanes ; Ctefias al- 
fo lent letters to Euagoras, to make an attoncment with Anaxagoras a king of the 
Cvprians ; which with orhers of like kind, written by Euagoras and Conon, Ctefias

Dercylidas having gone thus far in thefe parts, lent to Pharnabazus, to know whe- 
ther he would have war or peace, and Pharnabazus, being afraid what might betide 
untoPhrygia, wherf himfelf did cpnftantly dwell , and which bordered upon 
Eolia, Which was now all in Dercylidas his hand ; defired a truce , [ Xenofhw Hel^ 

^This truce concluded, Dcrcylidas marched away into that part of Bithynia, which 
the Thracians held, and there wintered j which Pharnabazus liked well enough of, 
becauLe the Thraciansof of that conntrey made often inrodesupon Phrygia and Der- 
cylidas plundering that part of Bithynia, at his pleafure, wanted no provifion for his 

W ^S^t^nYMtk to the number of 200, and 300 targatecrs, being fent from 
Scnthcs King of Thracia,to aide Dercylidas,upon their firft coming, went a forraging 
into Bithynia, and were there almoft all cutoff. But afterward keeping themle Ives

Conmi the Athenian wrote his letters from Cyprus to Artaxerx«,concerning his own 
affairs,which he defired to be prefented tohim,either byZenoa of Crete* dancer,or by 
Polycritusof Mendes a Phyfitian,or in their abfence, by Ctefias, who was hkewife a 
Phvfitian. Itisfaid, that this letter ,coming to Ctefias his hand, he added thereto 
of his own, that he prayed the king, to fend Ctefias unto him,asaman ivery neceffary 
for the kings iervice, in thofe parts, ef pecially in matters belonging to the lea. But Cte- 
fias himfelf writes,that the king of his own accord, fent and imployed himfelf in that 
(ervlce '[Plutarch h jirtaxerxesy] which letters of Conon to the King, and to himlelt, 
as alfo the fpeech which hefuled to the King ament that matter, he hath inferred 
into his own Hiftory; where he relates alfo, how, when at the fame ume the Lacede- 
monians had lent Ambafladors to the King, he committed them to cufrody ; and kept 
them there. Pharnabazus 
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Pharnabazus having made truce with Dercylidas, took a journey to the king •• and 
there charged TiTaphcrnes before him, tor that when the Lacedemonians had fent an 
armvinto Afia, he had not only not oppofed them, but had moreover maintained 
them there at the Kings charge ; telling him that it was ;a fhamei d«4etamt 
mould not be purfued to an end* but bought out ; and that his enemies mould be bribed 
with money, and not beaten out with armes : and pcrfwaded the King to tuinilh out a 
fleet, and mike Conon the Athenian^ Ammiral otit. By whole perfwafion , together 
Withtheadviceof Euagoras the King of Cyprus, the King prefently commanded 500 
talents to be configned into Pharnabazus his hand ; and commanded him 10 commie 
the charge of the Phenician fleet unto Conon, and to make him commander in chief, o- 
ver all hit maritime affaires, [piod.year %ofthe 9 \ Olymp.ade, with Iterates >»*»■;{»- 
ageras: and in his Oration ad Philip, and Pattfartias, in tAttms , and JHpntts ,/«».

After this, Conon gat together to the number of 80 Chips, and with 
than failed toward Cherfonefus. And at the fame time the Rhodians keeping out the 
PeloponefianBeet,revolted from the Lacedemonian State t and received Conon with 
allhfsFleet,intotheirPortandCity. And it feUour,that the Egyptian Fleet, know- 
ing naugh of the alteration there made, came boldly to an anchor under thelftand 
wfthall their loading of wheat, fent to the Lacedemonians: where Conon with the 
Rnodians fetting up^n them, took and brought them all, with their men and loading, 
intothePort, and ftored the place with corn, \Btodor.rar lOhmgmi, 96. ] buc .the 
fouUiery mutined againft Conon,becaufe the Kings Officers defrauded them of their 
pTyVXthereforf asked their pay the more boldly, becaufe they were impoyed 
fnfo great a fervice, under fo great a Commander as Conon Was, tfufimUb.6. 

^Agehlaus,knowingwelhhactherewasno dealing with the enemy in a Champion 
Count y without fuficient horfe, fet himtelf to raifc Troups on all hands ; and there- 
to gave order thoroughout all the confederate cities, that fuch of them as were rich 
and had no mind to lerve ihemtelv«,(hould fend him in everv man a horfe,wich a rider 
o himinhisftead. And the Spring coming on, commanded all his army to come 
SUtS a Ephefus : and there trained all fort., bothot horteand foot,with great care 
anddiligencetomakethemfitandreadyforthewar. And during fuch preparation, 
made he City ot Ephefus fecro more illuftnous than ordinary, as being the veryfliop, 
S,a ; twere,thewoik-houfeoffogrcatawar,[to P fe. HelUn. 3. andinhtsAgefi- 
, at( s -and Plutarch and Emil. Pro. w the fame vans fe.-] 

Andnowawholeyear was fpent ftnee Agefilaus came from Sparta, and the 3 o 
CommiSersaUotted for his Council returned to Sparta , of which Lyfander, as I 
faSo To was the prime man.and 30 otliers werefent in their rooms, of which He- 
rbidas was chief. Of thete Agefilaus chofc Xcnodc*, and one more, to command the 
K,and Scythes to command theFoototthe new made Otizens of Sparta, which 
were a I ^orfelets : and Heripidas to lead them who had ferved under Cyrus ; and 
Eon;them which were fent in by the Cities of Ma. And gave it outthat he would

And when he had marched ? dayes and 
KSSSaSar, he gathered there a huge ftock of all kind of provihons tor his 
armv OnThe4daythe enemies Horfe came in fighr, and findingthe Grecians fcat- 
?eS;broad,andbu y Geabouttheplunder ot thecountry; fell upon them, and flew a 
icat parfof them. To whofe refcue when Agefilaus came, and confidered with h.m- 
llf ffle enemies Foot was not yetcome up,and that himfelf was ready at all points 
£fct upon the enemy near the River Paftolus, and there gat a great victory of them = 
ai'd Sup himfelf of their Camp, and having all now, both tnends and enemi.s

TiflSnes lay all this while at Sardes: and was therefore blamed and accufedby 
the Pcrhans. as a defertor, and a plain betrayer ot them. . 

' s£E ^ ButDiodorus,faye S ,thatTiaaphernes was prefent in the fight with 
.othoulandHorfe,and 50 thoufand Foot: and that Agefilaus, coming down f ion 
hehilUountryofSipalus,andover-runningal 
, all,anddeftroycdamongothersthingsagoodly Park or Garden of ( ™apbcr. its his 
, own,endofed and fet with all forts ot trees and other things forpleahae, infinttdy 
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lumptuous, and of raoft exquifite workmanfhip and beauty. And that turning from 
thence, he lent Xenodts with i4thoufandmen, to lye in ambufh midway, between 
Sardcs and Tybarnx, to intercept certain Pcrfians, which were to pafle that way:and 
that fighting a fecond time with the Perfians heovercame them again, and flew up- 
ward & fix tbouland ot them; and took a great mu titudc priloneis and feized on 
theircamp,floredwithinaniteriches:andthatafter all this done, TuTaphernes fled 
to Sardcs, and Agefilaus returned to the fea fide with his army. Paufanias alio /» hts 
Laconic* writetb, that Agefilaus fought with Tiflaphcrnes m the champion country 
of Hermus ; and there overthrew not onely the horfe, but alio the foot armyot the 
Perfians, which was the greateft number that ever they had m one body, next that ot 
Xerxes with which he paffed into Greece, and that other of Darius, which he car- 
ried into Scythia. But tisbeft relying upon Xenophons credit 111 this point : who was 
not ondy Reader to Agefilaus, (as ;C,cero j de Omar, affirmeth, ,« ^ftfk.wasve- 
ry intimate and familiar with him, (as Emd. Pro fact ,« the L,fe*f ^f 1 ^^. ' 
(enes Laertiut> in the Ufe of Xemphon reporteth) but was alfo with him m all this lervic 
in Afia ; and the next year returned with him into Greece. 

I Conon, Ammiraiof the Petfian fleet, having often folhcitated the king, by his let- 
tersfor pay torthe Navy,and doing nogood that way,at the length made a journey 
to him himfelf ; Pharnabazus alio putting him foreward to accufe Tillaphern of trea- 
fon tothe King ; wherefore committing the charge of the Navy to Hieronimus and 
Nicodemus(blth of Athens)* his abfence; he laded into Gliaa,and ^^«°*£ 
in^toThaplacumin Syria, he put himfelf into a barge, and lo came down the rivet 
Euphrates Snto Babylon: There addreffiughimfelf as the manner was to Tithuuftes 
the P Chiliatch or chief Coronel,who hold; .as .1 Taid ibefoce^be ^t^^^^l 
he (hewed him what he was,andthathe ddued to fpeak with the King. But when 
1c ould not be admitted totheprefenceorfpeech ^^l^wth^a^m.1, 
(i.e.) proftrationnrft ufed to him, hewas fa»ntodohisbufineffewichhim,byenter- 
com fe of letters and rocflengcrs : whereby yet he fo far prevailed, that the king decla- 
STiSicrStobcaTrStwwfiiini and bad Conon to take charge of the war 
againft the Lacedemonians and to make paimafter of the Navy, whom ever he plcal- 
ed to nominate to that office. And io being highly rewarded tor his fervice, was dif-

away oOTaphcrnes.Thofc Tithrauftes delivered to h.rn fo foon as he came to Colofl* 
inPhrvgia and Ana-us having read them, fentprefently to Tiflaphcrnes, praying h.rn 
ocometoColoff^theietoconfultaboutthe Kings affairs, efpecally concern ng the 
war againft the Grecians : whereupon he fearing no hurt, left his armjat Sarde , and 
cameiithanfpeedtoColoff*,withatroopof 300 Arcadians, and Mfcfiw i in his 
company , and took up hislodging in Ariarus his houfe ; and there going into a Bath , 
lavTafide hislword : there At%u? with his fervants feized on him, and clapping him 
XclofcCoacl^fent him away prifoner »T«h^ , ^ ^Jgta « fa 
astoCekna^hcrecutoffhishead, andient itto Artaxerxes: and Artaxerxes bad 
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carry it in his mother : who was exceeding glad at the fight'thereof ; and no lefle were 
all the Grecian women, whole husbands had followed Cyrus in his war, and were 
afterward bv his treachery cut off, when they heard thereof \_Diod, lb. Pdy&nm fir at a. 
gem. lib. 7 . Xenoph He lien, 3. Andm his bookjf t/igtfilans. and Pint, in the lives of Art ax. 
and sAgefilaus.\ 

TichtauitesfentmclTengers to Agefilaus, to let him know that the Author of this 
late war, Tifiaphernes, had luffered his due pumihment for it ; and that the King now 
thought >t great realon, that lie fhould withdraw himfelf with his army, out of Afia : 
and to leave the cities there, to the ufe oftheir own laws, paying the King their former 
tribute: And [ when^gcfilawanfwered him that he could not fo do, without the 
content an J order of his country, which had imployed him; at length they came to 
this agreemcnr,that he with hisarmy> fliould withdraw into Pharnabazus his Govern- 
ment; receiving for the entertainment of them, 30 calenrs, untill he could receive an 
anfwer from Sparta, what he was to do : fo faitn Xertophon [ fi*. 3- Helle*.'] Diodorus 
only writes, that rithrauftes,having drawn Agefilaus to a parly, made a truce with 
him onely lor 6 months : and Xenophon in his book,wtitten of the praifes of Agefilaus, 
addeiih further, that when Tithraullcs offered him a great fummc of mony, if he would 
withdraw out of the kings territories, Agefilaus anfwered him in this wife, Tithraufies, 
fa id he, we hold it mth hs, more honour for a General^ to enrich his army , rather than himfelf \ 
and to takefpoilcs from his enemies^ rather than rewards. 

Whiles Agefilaus was upon his march towards Phtygia, which was of Pharnabazus 
his command j hereceivedaScytala,oraktter,fromtheMagiltrates of Sparta, that 
he (hould take charge of the Navy, as well as of the land army, and to make Ammiral 
thereof, whom he thought fit, whereupon, he in a fhort time, what by the publique 
contribution of" the cities, what by the beneficence of private men, who were dchrous 
togratihehiminhisownperfonjmadeupaNavy of 120 fade: and gave the com- 
mand of them to Pifander, his wives brother, a man deiii-ous indeed of praife and ho- 
nour, and of courage enough, but not much skilled that way,[Xw./. ^He/len. <P/ut.w his 
Agefilaus, Paufin.w his Laconica.~\ 

Pifander being difpatched away to the Navy, and himfelf holding on his way into 
Phrygia. Tithrauftes perceiving that Agefilaus had no meaning to leave Afia> but ra- 
ther conceived great hopes of vanquilhing the King there right, lent Tinrucrates of 
Rhodes (for fo Plutarch allocalls him in his Laconical Apophthegmcs, however the 
I nameofHermocratesbe crept in, in his life of Artaxerxes) into Greece; with gold, a- 
I mounting to the quantity of 50 talents off ilvcr: whereby it came to pafle, that the 
chief Cities, being bribed, confpired together, and railed a. common war on the behalf 
of the Athenians, againft the Lacedemonian party* [Xehoph.ibid. Plm. inhisArtax. 
Pattfaniasinhis LaconicaatidUWijfenica,~\ 

Agefilaus therefore entering into Phrygia, which was of Pharnabazus Ins Govern- 
ment, abouuhe beginning of Autumne, burnt and fpoiled all that country ; taking in 
all the cities thereof, either by force or volu ;tary furrender, and then by the perfwafion 
of Spithridatcs,marchcd into Paphlagonia, to move them to a revolt from the Pcrfian : 
And Cotys the King thereof, who was formerly fent for by Artaxerxes, but Would not 
go, now confederated with Agefilaus, and he by Spithridateshisperfwafion, left there 
athouland horfe, and two thouland toot to affift him ; and he,to recompence Spithri- 
dates in tome fort, for his fervice, before he went thence, procured Cotys to take his 
daughter to Wile, [XtMfh, lib. 4. Helton, and in his Agefilatu : and Plutarch liltewife in his.] 
For Agefilaus was ever very defirous to requite his friends as appears by that Epiftle

was ; and round about him many townes, large and full of all provifions, and there 
wintered-, and partly from thence, partly from other parts adjoynmg,maintained his ar- 
my, [Xcn.ib.'] . ,- . ., , 

Where, when his foldicrs went a forrageing, andfometimes not fo warily as they 
fliould have done, contemning their enemy, becaufe hitherto they had never been di- 
Itrclled by them, Pharnabazus by chance fell upon them with two hooked chariots, 
and fome four hundred m-n,as they were out of order, following their pillage But 
the Grecians cfpying him, rallied themtelves in a body, to the number of 700. Phar- 
nabazus prefently putting his hooked chariots in the tront , followed them with his 
horfe, and bad them drive in upon the middeft of them ; and when the chariots had bro- 
ken in upon, and difordered them, his horfe tell on, and flew to the number of one hun- 
dred ot them : the reft lied back to Agefilaus, who was not far off, with his Corlelets, 
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Three or four dayes after* Spithtidatcs found that Pharnabazus lay with his arm 
in a fpacious bourgade called Caij^abouc 1 60 furlongs from thence, and advertiled 
Hcripidas, chief A che Councel of war, thereof. He prcfeotl) r prayed Agefilaus to give 
himtwothoufandCorfelets, and as many Taigatceis; and fo many horfeaswould 
voluntarily go wich him,though there went not with him indeed a moitie of any kind. 
But helming" our,with thofe which he had, fo foou as "grew dark, came upon Phar- 
nabazus in die very dawning of the day* and flew the Myhans, who happened that 
tim- to be upon the guard * then the whole army took a ir ight,and fled, and he entred 
thnt camp, andtheregot a rich booty, together with Pnarnabazus his own pavilion, 
and all his rich furniture and wealth therein; tor he for far of the Grecians, like the 
Scythian Nomads removed his camp hither and thither* never fraying long in any 
one place this chief care being, that the enemy might not know whereto find him 
And here Hcripedas, making too too rigorous an enquiry and fearch alter the lpoiie 
which was taken,fec commanders with their fouldiers on worlc,aud ftript Spuhradates 
and his Paphlagoniausof all that ever they had gotten in the pillage ot the camp: upon 
which abufe, they all the next night, took what was left, and got tliem away to Sardes, 
unto Ara;u>,who had himfelf formerly revolted from the Ku>g,and ferved againft mm; 
nor was there anything in all this journey into Alia, that more : toubiei Agehlaus 
than this departure of Spithridates, and Megabates his (oii.whom Agehlaus exceeding- 
ly loved, and of thefc Paphlagonun forces, IDkdJiAid. and HUtarch m h» Age- 

"Afterward Agefilaus and Pnarnabazus, coming to a parly, by the means of one 
Apollophanes of Cyzicum,who was a common friend to rxxh,they fell to treat of an 
agreement. Pharnabazus (as Xenophon hath ic in bis oration concerning Age- 
liTauO openly profefied, that unletfe the king would make him abfolute and ide Com- 
nunderot the army, he would re volt from him: but if he might command all, then 
hew -uld maintain the war againft Agehlaus, as long as he could: and Agehlaus told 
him, that he would depart out of his tei titory, wich all che fpeed that might be, and to 
lon^r as he could find a work elfc where, would not trouble him : and fo toon as Pharna- 
bazus was gone, hisibn begotten upon Pharapyta came running to Agehlaus, and en- 
tered into a league ot ft lendfhip with him, and in aflurance thereof,they gave gifts each 
to other, as pledges of love between them, L^. A} . , , . . _. , , 

And now the fpring came on, and Agehlaus came into the plames of Thebes, and 
pitcheJ near the Temple of Diana Attyrina, and there gathered exceeding (tore of 
wealth on all hands; and provided himtcif to march into the upper countries j nothing 
doubting but that all the regions which he left behind him, would tall of from the 
Perlian rX^ophon.lib.^.Hellen^tvi now the fame of him grew mervelous great 
in Perfiaj having Ipent two full years in that war, £ PI"""™, m his ^gefi- 

"^he Lacedemonians having now gotten certain knowledge,that the Pcrfian moneys 
flew about in Greece, and that the principal cities there, confederated toi a common 
war againft them, dif'patch't away Epicidas to Agehlaus, to call him home to the de- 
fence of hi; own country. Hereupon Ageulau , though much troubled that he was 
thus taken off from (o great a defign, as he had then m hand, yet thought ht to obey 
their command,L^.]and wrote back to the Ephori this Epilt ie,which Plutarch inlert- 
ed among his Apophthegmcs. 

s/tqefiUu* to the Ephori, greeting : xvehavefubdtttd a great fart of Afia t and routed the 
irbarians, and provided great ftore of armes in Ionia. Em becaufe joh have fet me a cer. 
uiin day, within which to return unto joh, I wJlobeyjotir command, and peradv ntnrt be 
bxeb^beftre that day -.for I am King not for my f e lf y bntforjo*, andour confederates -.for a 
kn? is thin a trtt: King, when he is commanded by the laws,and Ephori, and the other ma- 
gfirtitesofthecitj. 

It is faid alfo that he told his friends merrily,that the king had driven him out of Afia 
thirty thoufand Archers; mining, that Timocrares his Agent, had bettowed lo 
many thoufand golden Darics, which were ftamped with Archers upon them, among 
the leaders o' the people in every city, to raife a common war againft the Spartans, 
[Plutarch in his Laconical *Apophtbegmes % and in bis Artaxerxes.] 

Agehlaus returning, left Enxemus behind him to command in chief ; and with him 
4000 fouldiemoaffift the loniansif need mould be. And to the end he might carry 
back with him a fure and tufficient army ; he made promife of great reward* and ho- 
nour": to thofe cities and commanders, who ihould fend mm in the belt horle and toot, 
and beft f urnifhed ; and thereby put them into an emulation each with other, who 
(hould do belt : n that kind, [Xemph. tiellen 4.] 

Xenophon, 1 
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Xenophon, when he was to return with Agefilaus into Boeotia to make war againft 
the Thebans, left half the gold which he had gocten in his voyage with Cyrus at Ephe- 
fus, in the hands of one Megabyziis,treaturet -of the Temple of Diana there; for he fore- 
fa w that going now with Ageiilaus'Tie ihould undoubtedly hazard himfelf in a battel -■ 
which accordingly fell out afterward at Coronaa. Wherefore he left order with him, 
that in cafe he elcaped alive out of that battel, then he fhould reftore him the money 
depofited in that Temple j but if he mifcarried, then he charged him to contecrateit 
all to the goddefle Diana :. and of the other half,he fent offerings to Apollo at Delphi, 
[Expedit.fi. lib. 5.4ndDiog.LaertiHsi»Xe*opbonte.~\ But Agefilaus himfelf contecra- 
ted a tenth of all that he had gotten in his two years wars in Afia, to Apollo acDel- 
phos ; which came to upward of ioou\av.s,{Xenoph,and f Pluurch y tHthetTfeveralltves 

° J Agefilaus'having patted the fea at Hcllefpont,received news of the victory which the 
Lacedemonians had gotten near Corinth: and thereupon fent back Dercylidas into 
Alia to inform the Ionians of it; thereby to hearten them the more, in continuing 
firm to the Lacedemonian par. ty, E Xenoph. Hellen, 4. and Pint, m his AgefiUm. ] : 

About this time it was that that famous fea-fighc was made at Cnidus, .( and under 
the hill called Dorius, as Paufan as, [in the tbookj>f his EUaca] rcpoacth, WhcnEubu- 
lus,or Eubuli* was L. Chancelor at Athens, who began his office there, in the very en- 
trance of 3 year of 96 Olympiade, as Lyfias, a very good Author in his Oiation concer- 
ning the afoot Ariftopbanesaffirmeth. > 

Tnc Commanders of the Perfian Fleet lay near to Doryma, in Cherfonefur, with 
more than 90 fail of (hips $ Pharnabazus commanded the Phoenicians, and Conon the 
Athenian, the Grecian fquadron of them. But PUander, (for whom Periarchus is 
(allely pur, by Diodorus ) the Lacedemonian Ammital,fetting fail from Cnidus with 
«olhips,came to a place called Phyfcu* inCherfonefus: and going from thence,light- 
ed upona part of the Kings Fleet, and at the firft encounter had the better of it : but 
when the reft of the Kings Fleet came in to their refcue,and the friends of the Lacede- 
monians fhifced for themfelve?, and fV-d to land, Pifander with his lhip fell in upon the 
thickeft of the enemy; flew many of them, but died himfelf manfully in the fight. 
Then did Conon with his men purfue the Lacedemonians hotly to land, and took no 
leffe than fifty of their (hips : the reft fled and returned fafe to Cnidus, [ Xeno. Helltn. 4. 
Dtodortuyear 2 of the 96 Otjmpiade. fnfim lib. 6, cap, 3. Emil. Probsts in the life of 
Conon. 1 

When Agefilaus was now ready to invade Boeotia, news was brought him of this 
sreat overthrow of the Lacedemonian Fleer, and therein of the death of Pifander his 
wives brother : and at the very inftant,the Sun was eclipfed,and lookt like a half-moon, 
r Xenoph. HeHen. 4. and Plut. in his Agefilaus ] which tell upon the 1 4. of our Auguft, 
i-s appearcth by the Attronomical accouuti, in the year 594 before the birth of 

After th is great vi&ory at Cnidus, Pharnabazus and Conon went about, aid caft 
the Lacedemonian Governours and Garrifons out of all the Iflandsand fea Towns; 
making them believe, that they would never put any Citadels upon thern: but that 
they (hould thence foith live according to their own laws, [ Xenoph, lib. 4. HefcnA and 
hereupon, firft the Coi, then the Nifasans, then the Teians, and thofe of Chios fell off 
from the Lacedemonians. Then they of Mitylene,of Ephefus, and Erythr.x,did the 
like: andinaninftant,allthercftof the cities tell a madding againft the Lacedemo- 
nian Government ; whereof fomecaftmg out the Lacedemonian Garnfons, fee up for 
tbemfelvcs, and maintained their own State. Others gave thcmfclves up into Conons 
hands: and from that time forward, the Lacedemonians loft the fovereignty oi the 
lC2S,iDiodor.year2.0lympiade96.] 

Deaylidas,anold enemy ot Pharnabazu-,bcingatthis time at Abidu^, would not 
out thence, as others did out of their commands ; but having made a grave and pithy 
Oration to the inhabitants, held them firm and conftant to the Lacedemonian party : 
and when other Commanders which were caft out of their feveral places, repaired thi- 
ther, they entertained them lovingly there ; and fuch as came not of thcmfclves, they 
invitedtocome. And when a multitude of them were come together, Dercylidas put 
overtobeftusonthe other fide , and there enterta-ned all fuch as were driven out of 
their commands on the Europ*an fiie ; and put the like courage into their hearts, as he 
had done to the rtft in Afia fide .• telling them that in Afia it felf, which from the be- 
ginning belonged to the King, fundry places, as Temneus, no great Town, andbgx 
111 Eoli»,and otner places held ftill their own, and would not ftooj? to die Kings obali- 
ence, [ Xen. Helle n. 4. ]

After a while, Struthas, with a great company of horfe, fivethoutand Corfelets, 
and upward of twelve thoufand targatecrs ; encamped not far from the Lacedemonian 
armv ; and perceiving that Thimbron kept no goodorder in drawing out his men up- 
on anvfer vice, he font out fome horfe into the plain coun;rcy, willing them to make 
fpoile of what ever came to their hand : and when he law Thimbron to fend out for- 
ces by handftills, and in no military order, to relieve them that were diftrefled, then he 
himfelf,with the main body of his horfe, all in good array ,drew out and tell upon them 
Thimbron himfclf, and his dear Bend Therlander,fell in the very firft encounter : which 
Therlander was a lingular minftrel, and a very good fouldier withal: Hereupon, the 
reft of the Grecians fled, and the Peifians following the chalc, flew fome of them,and 
others they took alive, few efcaped; they which' did, came late to Cnidus, and other 
cities of the Grecians, \li.tbid^ .,.«,• c 

Ecdicu who was lent by the Lacedemonians, with 8 lhips»to help the Banditoes ot 
Rhodes, came to Cnidus S where finding that the Rhodians were grown very ftrorrg, 
by lea and land, and had a fleet twice as bigg as his, he kept himtelf quiet at Cnidus, 
[XeHsph.Hellcti.4*Dtodje«r*Ol;mtiade97.'] . . 

In the fame fleet alio, they fcnt Diphridas, with charge to land in Alia, and to man 
all thofe cities which had ad here a 10 Thimbron : and that, gathering together the re- 
mainder that was left of his great oveithroWj and luch other as he could get, he Ihould 
begin the war a frefhupon Struthas, which he did ; and among other his good haps 
it was ivs fortune to light uponTigranes^trathus his Ion in law,upon the way as he was 
going with his wife to Sardes : buc let him goe, having wrung a great lumme of money 
from him, which came very oportunely to pay his army, [Xenoph.ibid.] 

Euasoras the K. oi Salamis in Cyprus* by the endeavors ol his Ion Protagoras,got 
almoft the whole Ifland into hw fubjeOion, [ //« rates in his Ewords.] and the rtlt he 
got into his hand, partly by force, partly by perfwafive words : But they of Amathula, 
and of Solos,and the men of Citiumjfcnt to pray in aide from Artaxerxes;hymg iurther 
to his charge that he was the caufe of the killing of Argyns, who was, whiles he lived, 
a confederate of the Perfians : and undertook to alTUt the king m getting the whole I- 
lland into his hands. Artaxerxes therefore partly to clip Euagoras his wings partly 
out of a defire he had to make Cyprus his own, for the Hupping that there was, to de- 
f-nd Alia with, gave order to lend aide againft Euagoras ; and lending away the fcm- 
balladors, commanded all his fea cowne* in Afia tofall a building what (hips poffibly 
thev could, with tackle and furniture thereunto belonging ; and he himfelf, going 
thiougluhe cities of upper Afia, raifed great ftorc :of mcn^Df.ycar^Olj^ad^-j] 
of all which army, he made Antophradates, the Governor olLydja, General by land ;

When the Lacedemonians law that Ecdicus had not power enough to pleafure their 
friends, they called home Telenras from the bay of Corinth, and lent him to fucceed 
Ecdicus in that charge, with xa (hips : and to fuppoit.all he could, ihc Rhoduns who 
favoured the Lacedemonian party, and to reprefie their enemies. Telcntias therefore 
coming to Samos, got fome more (hipping there : and from thence faded to Cnidus : 
and there difmirting Ecdicus, fitted himfclf with a Navy, confiding in all ot a 7 flups 
well furnifhed, and with them tailed to Rhodes L *"«*.

The Athenians perceiving the Lacedemnmans to grow ftrong again at lea, lent out 
Thrafybuluswitha Flectof 40 fail againft them j and he firft failing into loma, ga- 
thered monies there from their confederates: and becaule he found all the cities in 
Alia kind unto him, by reafon of that corrcfp jndency which was between the King and

TiiihaJtus returned from the king and Antalcidas with him ; having made a firrhe 
league and aftociationolarmes, in cafe the Athenians and their confederates, would 
not partake in that peace, which he had propounded. Pharnabazus being lent for; 
went 00 the king> being then in the upper Afia, and there he married the kings daugh- 
ter, [Xertoph, Hellen. 5.] 

Anralcidas,prefentfy upon his return, hearing that Iphicratcs and Diotimusbefiegcd 
Nicolochus in Abidus ; with all his fleer, went thither by land, and putting to fea by 
night, gave it our,that he was fent lor to Chalccdon,but falling into the port of Percope, 
he there lay clofe : four Captains there were of the Athenian party, who hearing that 
Antalcidas was gone to Chalcedon,purpofed to follow him upon the trade-way to Pro- 
econefus. But Antalcidas fo foon as they were pafled by, came back to Abydus ; and 
byaftratagem, laying 1 1 principal fwift fliip', in an Ambulhmenr, intercepted 8 lliips, 
which Thrafybulns the Athenian brought out of Thrace, and thought to have joyned 
with the main body of the Attic fleet : \ld.\bid. Poly anus , lib, 2. Stratag, in An- 
tdcidaf\ 

Antalcidcs having received 10 faileof (hips from Syracufa: and the parts ot Italy, 
which were brought him by Polyxenus,and others, as well out of Jonia, from Pharna- 
bazus> as out of chofc parts which belonged to Ariobarzanes, his old friend , had made 
up a fleet of 80 faile, and was abfolute mailer of the fea : and thereby forced thofe (hips 
which coming out of Pontus, were bound lor Athcns,to turne their courfe to fome port 
or other, of the Lacedemonian party^ and there to diicharge, [Xenoph. ib.~] 

YV hen Tiribazus had fummoned all to come in» that would lubferibe to the forme 
of a peace propounded by Artaxerxcsj all the Grecian Cities , by their EmbalTadors? 
readily came in: unto whom he Ihewing the kings feals affixed to the inftrumenr, he 
cauled it to be read as followetb. . 

The King v4rtaxerxes thinks it rettfon, that the cities which are in Afia, as alfo the IJlands 
of0cz.omcn& and Cjrprtis foould be his, and under bis command : ssindall other Cities of Gre- 
cians, as veil (mall as great, (hwld be free, and live every of them according to their own lawes, 
except Lcmnus, and Imbrtts, andScirus, which as heretofore, fo now alfo, the Athenians (hall 
hold andpoffeffe. ^Andasfor them which (hall not receive this peace; them mil J, together with 
thofe whofbdl embrace ti,purfuc with an open war, by land and by fta,w'ith fhips and with mo- 
neys. Which when the Embafladow attheir returne had reported every of them to 
his own people, although it grieved them to fee the Grecian cities ot Afia, for which 
Agetilans had lo bravely fought, thus fowlybetraied into the Kings hand, yetbecaufe 
needs they niuft, they lubmitted thereunto, and accepted of the peace,' [Xen. lb. itera- 
tes in T-xnathen, D'wd.year 2. Olyntp, 98. Plutarch in Agefil. and nArtaxerx. and m his La- 
conical Apophtheg. Ariftides in bis Leutric. 1 , and 2.] Which peace Was publi(hed,as [Pohb, 
lib. 1 ."] liath oblerved, 1 9 years alter the fea fight at Egospotamos,and fixtcen yeaii be- 
fore the battel at Lcuctra in Boeotia. 

W hen t his peace was thus made, Ageulaus, as Xcnophon fayes, was an earueft man 
tofec it obferved, and the Lacedemonians made themfelves very fevere guardians, and 
defenders of it in Greece. And Anaxcrxes wrate a particular letter to -flcibiades, which 
he fent by aPeifiaii in company oi oncCallias a Lacedemonian,whcrein he offered him 
both hofpitality and friendfhip . But -^Icibiades accepted neither, but bad the Kings mef- 
fenger, tell his matter, that he needed not trouble himfeifto write letters to him \for if be conti- 
nued agoodfriendto the Lacedemonians, he would not faile to continue the lilej to him ; but if be 
endeavoured any illtothem,he fjbottld not thinly that any letters of ' his,fhoHldworkJ}'tm over to his 
friend/b'p. QPlut. in his Laconical ^pophthegmes.] 

In thole articles of Antalcidas his peace, formerly related out of Xenophon, who 
could not be ignorant of the particulars thereof, we find that not all the Jflands border- 
ing upon Alh, but two of them only, were given up to the King, ( though Plutarch in 
the life of ^(.taxerxes, feems to have been ol another mind,) and thofe were Clazome- 
na?( which as 1 fhewed before, in the year of the World 3504,5 505. was then an Ifland) 
and Cyprus: the tenor of this peace, now drew Chabrias Irom thence j when he had 
indeed already fubducd it wholy,and reduced it to the obedience olEuagoras>as I fhew- 
ed before, in requital whereof, Euagoras armed almoft every man in the Ifle» and 
muttered a huge army againft ^rtaxcrxes • and now Artaxerxcs having made a final 
peace with the Grecians, commanded all hh forces to provide themfelves for the con- 
qucft of Cypvus, \_Dtod. a year, Olympittde 9$.] 

A\ -taxerxes now drew forth three hundred thoufand foote ; and furnilhed withal 3 00 
iaile of (hips, againft buagoras King of Cyprus : General of his foot be made his Ion in 
lawOronteS; /fmmiral of hi^ fleet, was Tiribazus? who taking each his charge at 
Phoccaand Cuma, failed firft to Cilicia, and from thence, went and landed in Cyprus,

Gaiis, Vice-Amirfralof the Navy, and fon inlaw to lmbazns, fearing leaft, as a 
man privy to Tiribazus his defiguesjhe might perchance be made away for company, 
bethought himlelfof falling off* and revolting from the King. And having wealth 
and louldiers enough, and the chief Captains of the Navy Wnolly at his devotion,con- 
federat.d forthwith with Acoriskingof Egypt, and the Lacedemonians, to rmtea 
war upon >4rtaxerxes, \Diod. ib.~\ 

Artaxerxes following herein the example of Cambyfes, [Hertd, lib. 5. cap . 2 5. Valer, 
Max. lib. 6. cap. 5.] caufed certain of his J udges to be Head alive, and their skins to be 
tiung upover ;he Judgement feats, that they which fare therein, knowing what hung 
over their heads, might be the more carefull to do juftice unto his people, [Diodoru 
ibid.'] 

^rtaxerxes leading with him an army of 300 thoufand men againft the Cadufu* a 
people lying between the Euxine and the Cafpian feas, 1Dhdor.Olymp.92.year 4. Pint, 
in ^rtaxerxes.] In this war there fell many a Great man on either fide, but among 
other* oi'thatol the kings party, one Camilla; e?, a Carian born, a ftoutand a valiant 
man, whom the King had made Commander of that part of Cilicia, which lies next 
to Cappadocia, inhabited by the Leucofyrians, and in honour of him, the king made 
his fon Datamesgovernourinhis room, who alio did the king fingular fervicein this 
War, \Em\l. Prob. in the Life of Datames,] 

Arcaxerxes with his army in this war, was brought to fuck extremity, that hardly 
could a man buy an Aifcs head for 60 Drachmes : and was relieved by Teribazus,who 
lived then a poor neglected and contemptible gentleman in the army , in this manner. 
There were at that time two Kings ol the Cadufians> and they held their camps apart, 
He therefore making the King firrt acquainted with it, went himfelf to one of them, 
and fent his fon privily to the other ; and each of them deceived his man : perf wading 
him, that the other had underhand Cent to Artaxerxes, to make a peace with him for 
himicll, and to leave the other out. Hereupon,:'ach fent his Ambaff adors, the one with 
Teribazus, the other with his fon to the King,and he made peace with both,and fo the 
War Was ended, [Plat. *» Artaxerxes.] 

Upon this, the King referred the cognifance of Teribazus his caufe to three ho- 
norable perfons, before whom he made his innocencyfo to appear, and withall his 
fervices to the King, to have been fo great, that they all affoil'd him, and xhe King 
ev«r after held him in very high efteem, and heaped great honours on him •• as for O- 
rontes, he was condemned for a talfe accufcr, thruft out of the kings favour, and held 
for an ignominious perfon ever after, ' L Diod t year. 4. Olympiade^^,} 

Whiles Gau* was in Cyprus, the Grecian? which ihere ferved under him, wrote let- 
ters againft him into Ionia ; and to find out who they were, and what they wrote, 
took this comic: he provided a fhip, and fitted her with Mariner^ and rhe mafter gave 
it our, that he was going for Ionia ; and lingred out the tim~, to get as many letters 
aboard, as polfibly he could, and at laftfet out : but turning fhort, came back inco a 
creek, not far from the place whence he Went : thither Orontes went on foot ; and 
cauling all the letters aboard to be delivered into his hands,red them ; and finding 
who they were that had written againft him, he put them all to death with tor- 
ments, f PolyAH, Strtttag, lib. 7. in Ga$u^ infteed whereof , «• is mifmitten, &4los and 
Glos.] . . 

Gaus, when he had ftirred upboth the Egyptians and Lacedemonians to engage in 
a war againft the Pcrfian, was kil'd,I know not how, nor by whom* and fo went not 
on,with what he had intended. But after his death, Tachos,going on upon his grounds, 
got an army, and built him a town upon a high hill, joyning upon thefea,called Leuca, 
where alio he built a Chappel for Apollo: but he coming alfo to die (hortly after, 
theClazomenians,andtheyof Cuma, fell to ftnfe about the pofleflion of it, and the 
ClazoiTK nians made the more haft, and got it ; and fo all rebellions in Alii were laid 
aflccp: the Lacedemonians alfo,Gaus and Tachos, both being now dead ^ call off 
all care of Aha, and Would have no more to do with it, \JXodortuyetr.2.

Now, fo foon as they Were returned into Afia, Pharnabazus tell out with Iphicrates : 
and he fearing leaft hereupon he might be thrown in prifon as Conon Was, got aboard 
prefently in the dark, and came for Athens. And Pnarnabazus fent tbicher after him, 
and there laid to his charge, that he was the caufe,why Egypt was not recovered. To 
whom the Athenians made this anfwer ; that they thcmfelves would fee him punifhed, 
iftheyfawhedefervedit j yet prefently after they made him Ammiral of all their 
Fleer, [H /A] 

Nicocles an Eunuch in Cyprus, murdered Euagoras, and made himfelf King of Sa- 
lami's in his room : as Diodorus in this years relation hath it. And indeed that he was 
murdered by an Eunuch, [ Ariftotle 5. of his Politicly, cap. jo.] tells us: but that his 
name that did it was Thrafyda:us,we learn out of Theopompusdn {_BMfotb< PhotU. m. 
176.] where he (hews that Euagoras, by this Eunuchs means, got to lie with the 
daughter of Nicocreon ( that tyrant of Cypius,who, as Plutarch in his life reports, in- 
vited Ifocrates to fupper, ) and that that was the caufe of his death. For that Nicocles 
was Euagoras his own fon, and fucceeded him in his kingdom at Salamis, and had 
children of his own, appears out of Ifocrates ; who had of him »o talents for an Ora- 
tion of his written and lent unto him ; as [ Plutarch in the life of Ifocrates reporteth ] which 
Oration of his, entitled to Nicocles, of 'a ki»gdom y or kingly fmllion, we have yet extant : 
and another entitled Nicocles : wherein, in the perfon of Nicocles, is fet down the du- 
ty of the fubje£t to his Prince ; as alfo a third called his Euagoras ; which is nothing buc 
a funeral Oration made upon him ; for whereas Nicocles in this very year folemnifed 
his fathers Funeral, not ouely in a coftly and magnificently pompous manner ; but alfo 
with all manner of Games, of Mufick,'and Dancing, and Wreftling,and fights of Ships 
bySea,andHorfesbyland» Ifocrates therefore wrote this Oration to him, inpraife 
and commendation of his father, conceiving that this would fcrve both Nicocles him- 
felf, and his fons and children after them,for an example and exhortation of well-doing 
inthatkind. «>*?■»& £ ^r^C.fuppofiHg^ithhc^thatthisyp^fervelfothyoitaadyour 
children, and other the defendants of Euagoras, for amdfi fair encouragement to your well- 
doing,[ Ifocrates'm his Euagorat.] Whence wemay amend that error in Diodor. and 
fay ; as the truth is, that Euagoras was murdered by Thrafid«us an Eunuch, and that 
his own fon "Nicocles fucceeded him in his kingdom of Salamis. 

When Alcifthenes was Lord Chancelor at Athens* Artaxerxes, feeing Greece fal- 
len into new broiles among thcmfelves, fent Abaffadors again to exhort them to live 
in peace each with other, according to the late eftablilhment : and thereupon the ci- 
ties of Greece fell to accord again,and bound themfdves by an oath to the observance 
of it, all fave the Thebans. And now there being a full peace made auid fworn between 
the Athenians* Lacedemonians, and the King, Iphicrates was called home again with 
his Fleet, [ Diod.yeari.Olymp. 1 o». with Xenoph, Hellen^ Ub m 6, and Diony. Halicarnaf, 
inthelifeof Lyftas.] 

Plutarch in the life of Agefilaus, fheWech that this peace was concluded and made 
among the Grecians at Lacedemon upon the 14 of the moneth Scirrophorion with 
the Athenians, and in the laft moneth of Arcifthenes his Chancelorfhip thereupon the 
16 day of our July. 

The Lacedemonians having received that great overthrow given them at Leu&ra 
by Epaminondas, fent forthwith Agdilauf into Egypt, and Antalcidas to Artaxerxes, 
to get monies. But Antalcidas his fuit was by Artaxerxes rejected with fo much lcorn 
and indignation, that at his return, for very fpight, he had been fo ufed by the enemy, 
and fear of what might betide him from the Ephori, he forbare his meat, and flarved 
himfelf to death, [ Plut. in Artax. ] 

Philitcusof Abidus, fent by Artabaizanes,one of Artaxerxes his Lords into Greece, 
to compote matters between the Thebaus and their confederates, and the Lacedemo- 
nians; fumpidned them all to pelphos, where when the Thebans flood upon it, that 
Meffene fhould not be for the Lacedemonian jurifdi£tion» he grew fo offended at it, 
that leaving a thoufand of his moft choice men to afliltthe Lacedemonians againft 
them»he returned into ACia,^ Xenoph. HeSen. 7. 'Diod.yeat ^.Olymf. 102.]

with the King, who was formerly difplealcd with him, [Dkdorus ye*r 3 Oljmpade 

IO Tachos, having now fitted himfelf with all things neceffaty for the war, gave the 
command of the 10 thoufand men, which he had hired out ot Greece to Agefakur ; 
but his fleet confifting of 200 laile, to Chabrias (which with what care and cunning he 
turn died with rowers, [Polythb.T.Stratag.-] (heweth) and his foot army conhftmg ot 
80 thoufand Egyptians, coN:c."tanabus,hisor rather, his brother or fitters fon, tor 
the word *'**X>& in the Greek fignfieth either; butrelerved to himlelf the oyerfight 
and general-lhipof all. And althoi gh Agefilair^ perfwaded him,tocarry on this war 
byhisLevtenants,andto ftay himlelf in Egypt j yethevvouldnot,LI?-^.3>ievei:- 
thelcflc-, Agefibus, beneath himfelt,and contrary to his own humour ,attended him by 
fea into Phzmchj [Plutarch in hit AgeftlAH*. 2 

Whiles the Egyptian fleer, lay in Phenkia * Neftanabus was fentto take in fome 
principal cities of Syria ; where having compafted with him whom Tachos had left 
for Governor of Eevpt in his abfence, he proclaimed himfelf King ot Egypc ; and drew 
the commanders otthe army by large gifes, and the fouldiers by no lefle large promi- 
(estofiic it with him againft his father, Lf>^ ; « f i«-j ri 

Tachos being now urterly deterred, both by his own fubjefts, and alfo by Agefilaus, 
whom he had formerly oftended by that bafe jeft put upon him,fearing the worft, fled 
Thence to Sidon in Phemcia,and from thence, tothe King of Perfia, as befides Xeno- 
phon and Plutarch.Theopompus and Lylias of Naucrat.s,in his affaires of Egypt, both 
cited by Athene Q« b,s i^book, 4 chapter q report. Diodorus and Elian fay further, 
that he was very gracioufly entertained by Artaxerxes, though I cannot believe Dio- 
doai^ in this, tharArtaxcrxexs prefently made him general of al the forces whtch he 
had then raffed to make a war upon Egypt, and that with them he returned into E- 
2 y P t, and was there reinthroncd by Agefilaus, neither yet, [Ehan^b.S. Var H.Jlorc 
fl where he tellcth us, that having formerly ufed to live fruga ly at home, he now di- 
d wl h overgorging h.mfelt with exceffe ot d iet, after the Pert lan manner, feeing that

But when Neftanebus grew impatient ot being thus ftiut up ; and 
waild needs hazard himldf upon a battle, Agefilaus left him, and ftayed behind in the 
caftle,tillthewholeCaftlewasquite furrounded With works,and the ^enemy abou 
them allfavealictlefpace, where there wasyet apaflage left: then falhed he out at 
that mrrow paflage, and made his way through with a great flaughter -of the enemv 
having their works at his back, fo that they could not enclole him ™ u » d >L™- " *;

And 
agaiujif it had been lo,that Alexander had been born in che io5 Oiymp.and upon th- 6 
day of Hecatombs jn,yet had it been a great wonder, thac he lhould noc have h:ard a 
great deal toonsc of the birth of his fon,than he could poflibly have done of his winning 
thc race of Olympus : for that that race was ever wont to be run on thc day of the full 
moon,and judgement given thereuporj,on the 1 6 day of the lame month ,we are taught 
by thcoldScoliaftof Pindarus, upon his 5 Ode or Hymne of hisOlympics, yet Jnftin 
out of Trogu ; tells us more clearly,[W . 1 Kcap.t 6.] The fame dajjfaitb he t on which <fAbx- 
ander wm born, news cams to him of two fever at villorks by himgsttten, the one up»n a battle in 
lUyri$tm t the other in a race at Olymptu ; whither hefent his coach with four horfes to rum : Out 
of which reportyiot hanging all of the belt togetherjthough I grant that it may be noc 
improbably gathered, that x\lexanders birth was in the (ommcr feafon, of thac year, 
wherein the Olympic games were kepe at Olympus in Elis, yet the ceftimony of Ari- 
ftobulusj to whom Alexander himfelf iiiperfbti was fo well known, is [o firm and ftrong 
an argument to me of the day wheron he was born, that I conceive no doubt to be 
made, but that Pnilip the father, was certified of thc race won by him at Olympus, be- 
fote his fon was born ; 

The fame day that Alexander was born, was thc temple of Diana at Ephefus burnt, 
whencecame that poor jeltj .whether of Timius, as Cicero hath it, or of Hegefias the 
Magnefian, as Plutarch faith, That Diana being from home that night y at the travile of 
Olympias^cotildnct tend to fave her ownlemple y [_Cic,lib,i.de Natura dsornm y and lib. 1. de 
DVtna, and Pint, in his Alexander. 2 He that put the fire to it, being taken and had to 
the rack, conlellcd that he did it of purpofe, that having dcllroyedfo farruu-; and ex- 
cellent a work, his name might for it becarried over all the world a-, whereupon by the 
common-council of all Alia, it Was decreed. that no man lhould ever after name him, 
1 Valer. Adax.lib.d.eap.i^. Aftli.Gell.lib.z^cap. 6\\ which yet Tbeopompus in his 
Hiftory did ; whether it were Eroftratus, as we read it [ in Straboj lib. 14. and Sol/nus 
cap . 4. ] or Lygdamis, as Htfychius, in the word Lygdam; 

The Pricfts, who were at that time in Ephehr* apprehending chat the burning of 
this Temple was but the fore- runner of fome greater, mifchief to enfue; rau up and 
down as if they had been mad, and cut their face* v faying', that fome great calamity 
was that day hatched againft all Alia, [ Pint. '» Alexan. ], .■ , , ,i. 

Artabazus, having entered into a rebellion againit Ochus, joyning his forces with 
thofe of Chares thc Athenian, overthrew an army of the Perlians, confining of 70 
thoulandmcn : and thereupon gave Chares fuch a; mails of money j thac it enabled 
him to pay all his army. The King expoftulated this matter with che Athenians ; and 
they, hearing a rumor,that the King was about to fend 300 fail to che relief oi cheir 
enemies, againft whom Chares at thac time was in armesi clapt up a peace out of 
hand y and came to an agreement with thcm,- andlo that war between them and 
their confederates ^called BeUnm focialefndcdJiDiod.year l.and 4,0/ the 1 o6,Qlyt»p.]

Cleaichus the cyrant of Heraclea in Pontus, when he went to the cdebration of the 
Fealtof their god Bacchus, wasrrwrdercd in the 1 2 year, of his reign, L /'..'*.] Chief 
author of which murder was oue Chion of Heraclea,the fon of one Matns, a fcholar of 
Platoes, and a kinlman oi Clcarchus b who allocated to him JLeonides and Amkheus, 
fcholarsalfoinPhilofophy,astheocher was^and oneEuxenoDj and fome fifty others, 
of their allies and kindred, whom iheydifpofed privily in places, fitting for that pur- ; 
pofe. Having chfcreforc fpyed their time when the tyrant w»s bulle and intentive up.

whereof, when he had laiengreavoufly tormented with pains, and haunted with the 
apparitions and ghofts of cliofewhom he had molt barbaroufly murdered : the next 
day he died.

The petty kings of the 9 cities of Cyprus, which were fubjeft to thc king of Tenia, 
following the example of the Phoenicians, tell off from him rooj by a generall content 
among themfelves •- and fitting every man himfelf with provilions tor a war, made 
themfelves abfolutc fovereignes, each in his own city. Againft thefe, by the command 
of ArtaxerxesOchus, Idricus, newly made king of Caria, and by a tradition received 
from his Anceftors a true tervant of the kings of Per(ia,and a follower of them, in 
their wars, lent 4ofaileof (hips, and in them 8 thoufand mercenary fouldiers, under 
the command of Phocion the Athenian, and ot Euagoras,who formerly had been a 
king there, into Cyprus. Thefe began with the bed firft,and befieged the city Saiamis- 
whereupon there retorted to them, out of the parts of Syria and Cilicia , lying 
Over againft Cyprus, in hope of a prey, a very great multitude of men; to that 1 no- 
cyon and Euagoras his army grew twice as big as it was at their coming thither, 

Ai'taxerxesOchus, having muftered an army of 300 thoufand foot, and 30 thou- 
(and node* with 300 fighting lhips, and 500 (hips of burden, to carry his provifions in, 
(et out from Babvlon, toward Phxnkia, and the fea-fide. But Mentor, whom the Si- 
domans had made Commander over the Mercenary Greeks, taking a tright at his ap- 
proach, tent a man called Theflalion to hum offering him firft to betray all the Sido- 
iva.iS into his hands, and afterward todo him rightgood and trufty fervicc in the con- 
quer mgoi Egypt. Theflalion j having delivered his me(Tage,and received the kings 
promife, and kifTed his hand upon it, returned to Mentor, and allured him from the 
king,undifcovcredbytheSidonians,[/£.] . 

Mean while, Ochns tent his Ambafladors into Greece for fome aides tiom triem, 
againft the Egyptians. Whereupon the Athenians and Lacedemonians returned him 
anfwer, that they would keep the peace made with him, with all their hearts but fend 
him any aide at this time thev could not. But the Thebans readily tent him a thouland 
Corlelcts, under the command of Lachetes. They of ArgosaUbfent him three thou- 
tand men,but appointed no Commander over them of their oWn, becaufe the king had 
fpeciaily delited to have N ; co;tratus to command them; a man of a high (pint, and 
who in imitation of Hercules uled in fight, alwaycs to wear a Lyons tkin about him, 
and bare- a club in his hand. Thc Grecian>alfo dwelling upon thcfea-coalt ot Aha, 
fent him in fix thoufand men; to that the Grecians in his army were in all, ten thou- 
fand men. But before their coming to him; the king was advanced, paft Syria, and 
as tar as Phacnicia, and had pitcht his camp not far from Sidon, [#«tt ... ■ 

Tennes the king of Sidon, combining with Mentor in his treafoni afltgned him to 
the guard ofa certain quarter in thc town, and left him to manage thetrealon oh that 
tide ; himfelf with 500 men, went out of thc city, preteuding that he would go to the 
common meeting or council ot Phfcnicia,- Now he had in his company loo ol the 
principal men of the city, as councellors about him : all which he gave up to be butch- 
wed by Artaxerxes; as the authors of that defeft on from him y and Ihortly after Ar- 
taxcrxes.when < 00 more of the chief of the Sidonians came to him to crave his mercy 
in (uppliant wite, w^th Olive branches in their hand?, he caufed thcrti cvenrman to be 
ftruck thorough with darts, as he had done the former, having underftood formerly by 
Tennes the king, that thc cty lhould be abfolutely delivered up Urtto him, and without 
conditions; and then dealt with the Grecians which he had in pay to open the gates, 
and to receive the king, and him into the city, and fo betrayed it to Artaxerxes : who 
being once in,and feeing that Tennes could do him no further fcrvice,caufed his throat 

The Sidonians^ who before the Kings coming had fet fire on all their Qiips/o the end 
no roan mould have left any poffibility of faving himfelf by flight that waydhut them- 
telves every man up in his own houfe, with his wife and children , and then let their 
houtes on fire, and confumed all to cindrcs, The number of them which penlhed m 
this fite, (ervants and all, amounted by report, to 40 thoufand fouls. The cindtes otthe 
place, with the molten (liver and gold among, the King fold for many a Talent.

Mentor who commanded the third brigade , when he (aw that all the cities were 
manned with two forts of people, Grecians and Egpcians, he caufeda bruite to becaft 
abroad, that Artaxerxes his purpofe and refolucion was to deal moft gracioufly and 
well with thofe, who willingly lubmitted to him ; as for the reft, they mult look to tare 
no better than Sidon had done. Whereupon the Grecians and Egyptian; every where 
ftrove who fhould be firft and forewardeft to give up their Towns and places to the 
Pcrfians. And firft Bubaftus, then all the reft of the cities, upon iuch terms as they 
could get, came all in, and fubmitted to the Per fian. 

Mean while Neaanebus being ac Memphis, and hearing how all the cities fell off, 
one after another to thePerfian, dcipairing of better fortune, gathered together what 
treafure he could, and fled with it to Ethiopia, thus [ Diod.year 3 . Olymp. 107. ] Others 
report, that (having his head,and in a dilguifed habit, he got him to Pelutium, and 
from thence as a paflenger, went to Philip king ofMccedoti, at Pella. [fee the Excerpt*, 
Barbaro-Latinayfttblijhed by Scaliger^ag. 5 8. the Chronicle of Alexandria, al. Fafli SichIi, 
fHbiiJbedbyRadertts^.%91.C eirentls '" the Bajtlc Edition, p. i2^.andGljcAS,p. 195. out of 
Pfendo-CaUifiheveshlifabuloushifiory of the Gefis of Alexander.'] 

Artaxerxes Ochus, having thus pollelTed himfclf of all Egypt; difmantled all the 
principal cities in itiand fpoiling their temples, got from thence an infinite maffe of 
treafure : he took away moreover all their records and writings out of their moft anci- 
ent temples, yet thefe the Pricfts bought again, and recovered by a great fum of mo- 
ney given to Bagoas the Eunuch for them, [Dfrd. ut f»pra.~] Ochus alfo is faid to have 
derided their ceremonies, and their god, Aph.[Stverm Snlfieitttuin his f acred Hifiory, 
[lib. a.] And becaufe the Egyptians, for his dull behaviour and fpirir, called him an 
arte; heviolently took their god Apis, andfacrificcdhim to an afle, [£//*». K*r/<*. 
Hlfior. lib. 4. cap. 8.] and not that onely, but he gave order to his Cooks to cut him in 
pieces, and drefle him for dinner to be eaten, Suidas in Ochus. # 

After this, Ochus rewarding his Grecians by whom he had brought this great work 
to pafle, with wealth and honour, every man according to hiideferr, he fent them all 
awav to go every man for his own countty,and leaving Pherendates for his viccory and 
governour of Egypt, he himfelf,being full of glory and (poiles, after fo great a conqueft 
made, returned to Babylon with his army, [Diodor.year 3 Olympiade 1 07.] wbithei he 
carried alfo prifoners a great many of the Jews, fending moft of them into Huxama, 
bordering upon the Cafpian fea; For fo Georgius Svncclliv, out of Julius Afri- 
cans rcporcs in this wife : «*« *' '<*f »&,£« ™Jj, &c. (i.e.) Ochus thefon of ^Artaxerxes, 
mahntr a journj into Egypt, ltd away certain Jews captives : whereof be placed fome m 
Hircama near the Cafpian fea, and the refi in Babylon it ftlf, where they contlne unto this 
day* as many Greckjvritcrs report, 

Hccatxus Abdcria alfo,in his firft book,^/«^/V,cited byJofephus,in his 1 bookcontra 
ApionemsM* of many a ten thoufand of Jews,carricd away to BabyIon,bu: of their car- 
rying from thence intoHircania,P*«/*«<><>/?** writcth in this wife, /.ji .c.7.CM/«,laith 
hc.wbo is alfo called Artaxerxes, after his great and long war in Egypt was endedfarricd many 
of the Jem jmd commanded thcmtoinhabiteinHircamaptartheCafpian fea; where they con. 
time to this day, in a wonderful increafeof their fiocb^and linage,a»d, as is thought, will one 
daybreak out from thence into fome other quarter of the world. Which opinion yet, as it 

fcemeth, had no other ground but that Apocryphal of Efdras Lb. 4. cap. 1$, 40. 46. 

concerning the ten tribes carried away by oalroanafler, and that of the Jews, concern- 
ing certain Hebrews fliut up I know not where, and of a river Sabbation. As for that 
which Pctrus Trecenfis in his Scholaftical hiftory, C 1 Efih. c. 5 .] and out of him V m- 
centius Bellovacenfis in h\$Specul. Hifior. \l,b. ^o.cap. 89.] reports, of thofe ten tribe*, 
(hut up afterward more clofe than before within the Calpian mountains, thelc things 
agree nothing at all with Jofcphus, whom he alleadgeth for his author , but rather 
with the writings, of that falfe or fuppofitious Gorion, and Methodius, and even 
with thofe fictitious relations of the Mahometan Arcoranit (elf, concerning Alex- 

Ochus having rewarded Mentor of Rhode*, with 100 talents in mony, and very 
rich furniture for a houfe, made him over and above, Prxfea, of all the Aliatic fhoare, 
with full and abfolute power to fupprefle all rebellions which Qiould happen to ante 
in thofe parts- which great grace and favour he fo well ufed, that whereas Artabazus 
and Memnon'who had lately made war upon Ochus (of which fee before in the year of 
the world. »6 4 8 165 1.) and being new driven out of Afia, were fled to Philip king ot 
Macedon,and lived with himj he got both their pardons ot the king, and fent for 
them both tocomeuuto him, with all their families: for indeed Artabazus .had by

Ochus, and had many ftrong Cities and Caftics under him, to a parley, upon promife 
made him that he would procure him the Kings pardon, but having once gotten him 
toto his fingers he laid hold on him, and having gotten his feal ring, difpatched away 
aters prciemlv in his name, teqairing the Captainsand Garnfons every where of h is 
dominion, to lirrcnder and give up their fcveral places, to the bearers thereof : which 
waVforthwith domaccordingly,LU Aid. and Polyps Straw. l,b.6.] And in like man- 
ner did he with all the other itebells of the King ; partly byforce, and partly by tricks 
and oolicies, he brought them all into the Kings fubjcftion again;fending the King ever 
now 'and then, hired iouldiers out of Greece, and ordering all matters ^omm.tted to 
his diarge, With great judgement, valour and fidelity to the King, \D>od. year 3. and 4.

When Spartacus the King of Bofphorus Cimmerius was dead, h.s Brother Paryfa-

Idrieus, Prince of Caria (whofe wealth is fo much celebrated by liberates in his 
Oration to Philip of Macedon) died: unto whom his,bdrh wile aud filter, Ada Suc- 
ceeded, andheld that Principality 4 years, [ Strabo, lib, t^.Dudor,year 1. Olymp. ] For 
in Afia it was grown an ufual thing after the time of Semitamis , for wives to lucceed 
their husbands in their kingdoms [ Aria in Exped m Alex Jib a. p^.24. ] 

Pcxodarus the youngeftion of Hecatomrius* turning lus filter Ada out, held that 
Principality 5 years, [D:o dor. year 4. Olymp. 109. ] Leaving her but one oncJy town 
to live upon, called Alinda. , 

But Pexodarus fent for Orohtobatesa Perfian Lord to make h m his Contort in the 
Dynafty or Principality of Caria ; and gave him his daughter Ada to wife, [ Aria. lib.

from thence conclude, that Alexander began his rcign,about the 8 mon»th before that

**H\om thence returning iuto Macedon, in the very firft of the next fpring, he made 
an inrode through Thrace, upon the lllyrians, and the Thribulli,[ Atria. Hb.i .] where 
in a pitcht field upon the bankeofthe Danow, he overthrew Syrmus, the King of the 
Tiiballi, r Pint, in AUx.2 mean whiles, tidings came to him, that the Athenians, Lace- 
demonians and Thebans, were all fallen over to the King of Perfia's fide t and thac the 
Author thereof was Demofthenes the Orator, having been bribed thereto; by a va.t 
lumme of money from the Petfian* and that he, in an' Oration made,had affurcd them 
that Alexander with all his forces, was quite broken and overthrowen by the King ot 
rhtTvibti\\,[}»fti>'.l>b*M.c*p:*.with Efchines in his Oration cont. Ctefohontem.^ And 
the Athenians further, by certain Legates of theirs , and Demofthenes his hpiltle by 
them lent unto him, follicitedAttalus, one of the 3 Captains, Cent by Philip into Alu, 
to revolt from Alexander, as the Greeks had done, and made a new Decree, to yacat 
that former order of theirs, whereby he was made general of Greece, [Dad. year ». Oljm 
I n. with Vemojlh. his Oration for CtefipboM.3 

Mcmnon the Rhodian Commander, being Tent into Pmygia with 5 thoufand loui- 
diers, pafling the hill Ida, fet fuddenly upon the cuy of Cyzycum: but milling of his 
purpole, waited their tcrritoric all over; and returned loaden with a vaft Ipoile from

Sofoonashetoucheduponthe Continent, Alexander the firft of allotheMuew a 
Spear on moar,therebytotakepoffeinon,asit were,ofall Afia ; and lege on ^ca- 
pering and tripping, all armed as he was : and offering laenfice, he befought the gods, 
that tlofe lands might willingly receive him for their King : and then Went and facrificed to 
the ghoft of Achillctfrom whom he was def cended by the mothers fide ; and of Ajax,. 

Ar- 
rianus-.^ commending the great good fortune ot Achilles in two refpefts. hrft tor 
having to true a friend about him as Patroclus; andfucha Trumpet of msprajfe, as 
Homer wzsJPlut.m Alex. pew. ArchiaPoeta.& Arriajtb.x.] _ ■ 

When hecame into Iiium, he facrificed to Pallas r of Troy 5 and hang.ng uph.s 
own armes in her Temple, took from thence in lieu of them, tome other armes out of 
the chancel there, which had remained from the time of the Troian war>T *>«*»;. 
ArriaA and when among other reliques they mewed him Alexanders or Paris his 
Lutc,or Harp, he laid, he would have thanked them, if they could have fte Wed Jum 
thatot Achiileshis; whereuntohehadfungthe praifesof famous men, \yim.mJiiex, 
El*.Variar.Hift.lib.9 t cap.tf,~] . 

From Ilium he went to Arisbe, where his whole army,having paffed the fea,was en- 
camped. And the next day,pafling by,fiiit Percota, then Lampfacus, he encamped at 
a River called, ProfaEitum, \_Arna. lib.i.] He had once a purpofc utterly tohave de- 
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ftroyed Lampfacus with the inhabitants thereof ; for that they had already revolted, 
or were ihrewdly fufpe&ed of a purpofe to revolt to the Periians: And when he law 
Anaximines the Hiftorian, a man very well known to him and to his father before 
him, coming to him, and fuppofing what his errand was '•> he fware firlt and faid, what 
ev trhedejiredofhim y thathetvottldnotdo: Then quoth Anaximines, Sir, I befeechyou 
to deftroy Lampfacus. And Alexander being to caught in his own net by the wic ot 
the man, though much againft his will, yet fpared the place, and went his way, 
[Valer. Max, lib, 7. cap. 3. Pattfan. in his Eliaca. lib.i.Suidas, intheword, Anaxt- 

^Alexander, having with much difficulty and danger palled the River Granion in 
Phrygia, fought a pitcht field with the Perfians in the plaineof Adraftia. Juftinus 
and Orotius lay, that there were at that time in the Perfian army, 600000 Foot, and 
20000 Horfe ; Arrianus fomewhat improbably addes, that there were over and above 
of hired fouldiers, little lette than 20000 Foot: ButDiodor. is more cautious than fo, 
and faye«,that his Horfe was above 10. and his Foot under 100 thoulandmen : ol 
thefe there fell in that battel 20000 Foot, and 1500 Horfe; as Plutarch fayes ; but 
Diodor. reports, that they loft 1 oo3o Foot, and no lefle than 2000 Horfe, and above 
20000 taken prifoners. Arrianus his account is, that there were flain of the Perfian 
Horfe in the chafe, 1000. but that their forreign and hired fouldiers were almoftall 
cut oft ; and *ooo taken prifoners. Not to fpeak of Orofiu', who out ot all reafon fayes, 
that there were upon the point of 400000 flain,r_ l>b,A.cap.i .] -cut 

In this fight Alexander who wore that armor which he had taken out of the Tem- 
ple of Palas at Ilium, had his head-piece cut quite in pieces to his very hair : and of his 
men were miffing, as <P,u'.archoutol Ariftobulus, who Was in it reports, 25 Horfej and 
9 Foot. But juftin and Orofius deliver, that betides thole 9 Foot, there were Haiti 1 20 
Horfe* But according to Arrianus, there fell of Alexanders own Troup,at the firft en- 
counter about 2 5 . all Macedons whofe Statues were all ca ft in braue by Lyfippus, and 
of the ochcrs, 60 Horfe, and of the Foot, about fomc 30. all which Alexander the day 
following caufed to be enterred in their arme ", with all Funeral rights and obfequies 
This great and memorable victory , and which opened him the way to the Empire ot 
all Afia, was gotten in the moneth Datfius with the Macedonians,upon the & of Tharge- 
lion with the Athenians ; that is, upon the 20 of our May, [;«r 2. Olymp.x 1 1 .yet run- 
ning : ] as we have already delivered in our difcourfe of the Macedonian and ^AJtattc Solar

Alexander, having a little refrciht his army, marcht forward thorough Lydia, and 

came to Sardes ; which Was voluntarily furrendrcd to him, by Mithrinnes, or Mithre- 

nes, the Governour , with all the provifions and treafures therein, t Viodorttt 

Then going to Ephefus, he there abolithe^ the Oligarchic which he found there, 
and inftituted a Democratic among them-- and affigncd all the tributes which were 
formcrlv paid to Darius, unto Diana. The Ephefuns cryed out for juftice againft thofe 
Who had robbed the Temple of Diana, and dcmolifhedthe Statue oi Philip, which was 
there fct-up : and drew Syrphaces, and Pelagon his fon,and the children of Syrphaces 
his brother, and ftoned them to death,[ Arria. l,b. i,] Moreover they enlarged and 
beau ified the Temple it felf which was burnt down by Eroftratus upon the night in 
which Alexander was born : appointing Dimocratcs the Archiced to overfce the 
work ; whom Alexander afterward appointed to order the build ng of Alexandria in 
fceVPtj as Julius Solinus, [ cap. 40. ] writcth : whereof Artcmidorus tpeaketh in \Strabo 
Lb .ill faying that Alexander promifed to make the Ephefuns allowance for the coft 
they had already been at about it, and to adde more thereto if they would iufter him- 
feli* to be reputed the author and builder of the work : butthey refuted. 

Whiles Alexander ftayed at Ephefus,Ambaffadors came to him from Magnefia and 
Tralles, and furrendred their cities to him. And he fent Parmenion,with a 500 Foot of 
torreigncrs,andasmanyothisMacedons, and 200 Horfe of his auxiharies.to receive 
them He fent alfo Alcimalus the fon of Agathocles, to the cities oi Eolia and Ionia, 
which were hitherto held by the Perfians , with no lefle numbers, than he had done 
with Parmenion ; he every where aboltfhed Oligarchical, and fet up Democratical 
Governments in their cities: and gave leave to every ot them to live after their own 
laws, and took off the tributes, which the Perfian had impotedon them, [Ama, 

' Himfelf remaining at Ephetus, facrificed to Diana, and with his whole army all in 
battel array went in proceflbn to her ; and the day after, with the reft of his Foot, and 
his Archers and Agrians, and Horfe of Thrace, and aides of his confederates, and 
his own Troup , with three other, he went to Miletus, [ Id. ibid, ] tor thitnet 
the Perfians, which efcaped out of the fight at Granicum, were fled with their 
Generall Memnon.

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This done, in the midltof winter he went to Mylias, in Phrygiathe greater; there 
he made a league, with the Amballador, which came to him From Phafelis, and the 
lower Lycia, giving up all their cities into his hands: and (north/ after, he in perfon 
went to Phaielis ; and there rated a certain ftrong fort, which the Pilidians had built, 
to annoy thofe of Phafelis with, (/«*.-M] t , . * ., , A1 

Whiles he was in the parts about Phatehs, he received advertiiemcnt,that Alexan- 
der Aeropus, whom he had made Commander of the Theflalian horfe, intended his 
deftruftion, having entrufted him with that charge: notwithstanding he had beenfuf- 
peScd, together with histwo brothers Heromenes and Arrobsus, to have had a hand 
in his fathers death* For Darius having received letters from this Alexander by Amyn- 
ras, who fled over to him, fent Ahfines a Perfian to the fea fide, under colour of a mef- 
fenger to Atyfies,governour of Phrygia : but indeed, to allure this Alexander, that it 
he killed Alexander, the kingdom of Macedon fhoud behis,and he would give him a 
thoufand talents of money betides. But Afilines being lighted on by Pharmenion, 
andpiittotherackjconfeffedall, and thereupon, was fent away with afure guard to 
Alexander. The king looking well into the bufineffc, fent Amphoterus to Pharme- 
nion, with private inftru&ions to him,to leize upon Aeropus, and to imprifon him,[V^. 
tiidXToxhisit was, that Alexander had retpett, when in his lettet to Darius, recited 
by 4>. CnrttHSy [lib. 4. cap. 1 .] he thus faith : When having arms of jour own, you yet go to 
cheapen your enemies heads ; as you of late, being king of fo great an army y would hire a man 
to take away my life,with a thoufand talents^ fee fufiin lib. 1 1 . cap. 7.] 

Alexander going from Phafelis, led his army along by the fea tide to Pergje,and 
from thence came to Afpendus, and betieged it, being fcatcdupon a high and cragged 
mountain ; and had it furrendred to him : then going into Piiidia, and having tried 
to take in the city Telmiflus; but miffing of his purpofe, and making a league with 
the Selgians, who were enemies to the Telmiflians, he took Salagafla by force, having 
flain about 5 00 of the P ifidians, and loft a Captain of his own, called Clcander, wuh 
about »o ot his men, from thence he went to take in other cities of Pifidia, and forne of 
their ftrong places, hetook in by force, others upon conditions. After this he came into 
Phrygia, to the Marfh-lands of Afcania,- and at his fifth remove, he arrived at Ce- 
[cnz,\_jirri*. lib. 1 .] . 

The Caftle ot Celen*; which a Perfian Commander held with a garriton of a tho- 
fand Carians, and one hundred hired Grecians,atter 60 dayes truce, (within which he 
expected relief from Darius) was given up into his hands, SJd.ibid.andCnrt'ms, lib. 3. 

Alexander left a garriton of i5ooinCelenae,andhaving ftaid there 10 dayes, he 
made Antigonus the fon of Philippus, governour ot Phrygia, and made Balacrus the 
fon of Amyntas, Commander ot the auxiliaries in his ftead : he himtclf marched to 
Gordium, writing to Parmcnion,that he ihould not faile to mecc him there, [Arrianus, 

Parmenion with his army, and the Macedons which had leave to go kiffe their new 
wives, came to Gordium accordingly, and with the army newly raifed, which Ptolo- 
mzus, and C«nu$»and Meleager commanded. That army confuted of one thoufand 
Macedons foot, and 300 horfc;of 200 Thcffalian horfe, and 1 5© horfe of Ehs led by 
yakias,of the fame country, [MM] A *- in ^ e 

Memnon, whom Dar'iis had made -rfmmiral ot his fleet, and chief Commander ot 
all the tea-toaft, purpofing to carry the war out of >4fia into Macedon and Greece, and 
having rigg'd up, and manned a navy of 300 faile,took the Ifle ot Chios by intelligence, 
and the ret! of the cities and places in Lelbos, all lave Mitylene, [pwdor.year 4. Olymp. 
Hi. with Arrian. lib. ». in frtm.'y 

The Elders of J erufalem, being offended thatManaffes Jaddus,the high Pneft his 
brother, had, contrary to their law,married a wite of a ftrange nation, required ac laft, 
that either he (hould put away his wife,or not come any more at the altar, ^fnd when- 
as hereupon Jaddus was fcrccd to forbid him the altar, he going to Sanballet his father 
in law, told mm, that he loved his daughter very well, but was loth to lofe his pricft- 
hood for her fake, which was an iionour belonging to him by his birth-right, and was 
very highly cfteemed by his country men the Jews, ^nd Sanaballet anfwered him, 
that he would undertake, in cafe he would keep his wife, and do: part wuh her, not on- 
ly to maintain him in hi< pnefthOod ; but alfo to make him a high pneft, and Prince 
of all his own province, and build him a Temple on the hill hanging over Samana, as 
good as that at Jerufalem, and that he would do all this by the authority ot Darius the 
king:Manaffe< harmed up with thete promifes,continued with his father in law,! -oping 
to get «hc priefthood it felt, by the gift and poWer of Darius. Hereupon all the priefts 
and other Ifraelites, who had married ftrange wives retorted to him : Sanballet f urmin- 
ing them with mony, and lands to till, and fating forward the ambition of his fon in

W Memnon dying at thefiegcof Mitylene, Autophradates, and Pharnabazus the fori 
of Artabazus, (unto whom Memnon in hi< death bed, had committed that charge.till 
Darius fhould otherwile difpofe thereof,) took the charge upon them, upon certain a- 
sreements made between themfelves : lo then Autophradates, continued with the body 
ofthe Navy, and Pharnabazus with fomc certainfhips, failedinto Lycia, carrying with 
him feme mercenafyfouldiers,t^rrM,/.2.] 

Darius, after the death of Memnon,fent ouc tickets for the levying of fouldiers, conv 
mandngthemfromaUparts,toreforttohim at Babylon, [IW .par ^Oljmp. hi.] 
aThavingS up his ftandard there,he pitched his camp, and muftered his army, ca- 
fting up a huge trench round about it,capable of ten hundred thouland armed men : & 
hen, Xerxes like, he went to count the number of them ; There were found then upon 
he account, toothoufandPerfuns, of which 30 thoufand were horfe; ofthe : Med - 
ans there were 10 thoufand horfe, and 50 thouland oote ; ofthe ^arcaf, (which were 
a people bordering upon Hircania, as Stephanas tells us) there were 2 .chouland horfe, 
and ,oooofoote,from Armenia there came 40000 f ot,and 7000 horfejHircaniafeia 
6000 to ferve on horfeback,the Derbies i«rni(ht him With 40000 foot, and aojo hale 
from the Caipian lea, there attended him 8 tiioufand foot, and 2 hundred horfe ; with 
hek herewereothers,ofpetty,r g noble Nations, which «f^^J"^^ 
foote and twice as many horfe : unto all which were added 3 o thoufand Greeks,which 
^ to™ ifoUcw^taiBf up this army, [^.4.]i*f»™ 
butto3H2oomcn. But Diodorusfayes they were 400 thoufand foot, and loothou- 
fand horfe: which number, the new editions,ot Juftin,correa C d out of the tnanu tapes 
alforetaine : though the former old editions, together with Oroiius, who followes 
him in every pointrhave only 3 00 thoufand ioote, and 1 00 thouland horfe , and both

Oiontobates the Perfian, which held out the Cattle at Halicarnaflus, and Myndus, 
and CaUDUS, and Thcra, and Callipohs, againfl: Alexander, was overthrown in a fight 
by Pcolomei and Afander ; wherein he loft about 700 Foot, and 50 Horfe upon the 
place; and had no leflc than a thoufand of his men taken: and thereupon the Myn- 
diansand Caunians, and raoft ofthe place's thereabouts gave up to Alexander, [Arr>a e 
lib. 2. Curtius Lb. 3. cap. 1 1 . ]

Alexander fent Parmenion topoffefle himfelf of another ftrait or palfage , like that 
former of Cilicia ; and which divides Cilicia from Aftyria, (or Syria) and he following 
after him from Tarfus, came the firft day to Anchialos, I Arria. Lb. 2. J Thence he 
marched to Soli; putaGarrifon of his own into the Fort there , and levyed 200000 
talents offilver upon the Inhabitants; for that they had (hewed themfelves more in- 
clinable, and well willing to Darius than to him, L Id. ibid.

It fell our,that ac the fame time, there came certain felect men from Carthage, to per- 
form a yearly facrifice there unto Hercules } for the Tyrians were the foundersof Car- 
thage; and the Carthaginians ever honoured them as the fathers that begat them. 
They therefore exhorted them to ftand it out, and to endure the fiege like men, alluring 
them further of fpcedy fupplies,and aide from Carthage i for at that time, the Car- 
thaginians were very ftrong ac fea, {CuwHtlib.

cap. 1 o.] 

Thus being refolved for a war, they endured a fiege of (even maneths long,[-DW.

And at the fame time, chc 
Macedonian fleet,coming out of Greece, fee upon Anftomenes, which was lone by Da- 
rius to recover the Hellcfpont, and either funk or took all his Meet, [Diod.year.

Whiles Alexander lay at the ficgeof Tyrus,he fent to Jaddus the high pneft at 
Hicrulalem* demanding of him, fupplies and other provisions; and withal, fuch tribute, 
as was formerly paid to Darius But when Jaddus anfwered that he was tied by a for- 
mer oath of allegeance to Darius, and that lie could not be freefrom that oath, fo long 
as Darius lived.

their own country, and that every feventh year, (wherein they were to have no har- 
veft) they might be exempt kum paying any tribute, he granted all. And when they 
Iked furtherfthac he would fcffcr the Jews, which dwelt m the countries of Babylon 
LdMedia.toUveaccordin^totheirownritesandlaws^heanCwered, that he wonld 
Se thei defives in that pLint allo,fo foon asi^e fopuid have gotten thofe countries 
in to his power. And when he told them, that if any of them would follow him in his 
wars, they Ihoulduc their own/ites w.here ever tVy came, many lifted themlelve; 
to fcrvc him. And having difpatched, and fetled all matters ui Jerufalem; he departed 
and went to the reft of the cities of that country, and was joyfully received everywhere. 

L/ iot Alexanders captains, Callas went and took in Papbagonia, (which fell off from 
Alexander alter the battle at lilus) Antigonus Lyconia, Balacrus, the city of Miletus, 
having firft overthrown Idarnes, Darius his Captain, in the open ficld,|C*w/u./<*.4. 

^Alexander had given the charge of Cilicia to Socrates, willing Philotas the fori of 
Parmenion , to look to the country about Tyre. Coclo-Syria was committed to_ Andro- 
gens by Parmemon,himlelf having a delire to follow Alexander 111 the war.Thc king 
commanding Hephaftion, with the fieet,to fcoure the coaft of Pha-nica. himfelf with 
his whole army, went to Gaza,[tf. ihuL] and in the fiege thereof, held by a garrifon 
of Perfians,hefpenttWomoneths, [Dwd.year 1. Olympiade.x^.jofephm hb.u. cap. 

U Captain of the Garrifon there was, as Jofepb* faics, oncBabcmefcs, or, as Curtius 
and Arrianus call him, Batis an Eunuch, and one very trufty to his king .• who ha- 
ving hired certain Arabians, and made good provifion of corn, andother tnings, 
maintained the walls, which were hugely ftrcng, with a fmall company of men 

Alexander received two wounds at thisfige: whereupon Batis falling alive into his 
hands, had cords or thongs drawn thorough his ankles, and was therewith tied to a 
Chariot, and drawn at the taile thereof with horfes, round about the city : there were 
flaininthatfiegc,of Perfiansand Arabians together, about lothoufand, nor did the 
Macedons {cape fcot-free neither, V Curt. lib. 4. <*;.io.] Alexander, felling away for 
flaves all the women and children there, ftored the place with inhabitants out of the

Alexander, leaving a Garrifon mPelufium, and giving order forhislhipstogoup 
the River to Memphis, himfelf marched by land to Heliopolis having the Nile all the 
watonhisrighthandj and all cities, where ever he came, opening their gates unto 
him, he pafled the Detect of Egypt, and came at laft to Heliopdlis^nd there parting the 
River, he marcht toward Memphis, [Arri*.M.$.] Nor durft the Perfians there a- 
bide his coming, feeing the general defection of the Egyptians from them. Aiid now 
he was not far from thence, when Aftraces, who commanded the Garrifon thereun- 
der Darius met him, and delivered into hishand 80© talentg,and all his rrfctfters Ward- 
robe ; as we read in f CurtimLb.

Alexander made Carranus of Berrhza trcafuror of Phenicia,for the gathering ot his 
tibute there : and in Aha Philoxcnus, to do the like, in the regionsbeyond the moun- 
tain Taurus: and put Harpalus in their rooms .to take ^ charge of the moneys, which 
were in hisown hampers : into Lydia, he fent Mcnandcr oneof his confederates, to be 
Governor there ; putting Clearchus in Menandcrs (tead,to overfeetheforreigners:and 
in theroomcof Arimnthcfet A{clepiodorus,thefonolEunicus,tobc Govcnour of 

Sy Tnetefhings 'thus ice in order, Alexander offered at Hercules his fhrine a great 
vetlcl of gold, with thirty dithes in it : and his fingers now itching after Danus,he com- 
manded to let forward toward the Euphrates, [Or*. 4. c. a t. ] 

Whentidings came to Darius, thatwhitherfoever he went, Alexander would , fol- 
low him, he gave order for all Nations, though never fo far off, to repaire to himat 
Babylon : And when his army was now growen half as bigg again as it was, at Iffos 
in Cilicia,many of them wanted armes ; which were out of hand provided for them, 
\Cmt 4 c 33 lwheiethewholenumbcrofhishorlcisfaidtohavebeen45thoufand; 
and his foot,* 00 thoufand men: whereas it is maniteft, that at .Iffus, his forces in cither 
kind, were far exceeding thefe in number : nor is there any doubt, but the number 
found in Juftin,C^.ii5.x^.andinOr^,^.3.|;. 170 comes farfcort of what in 
« hitwas^oiiorwthoufandfoot.andioo thoufand horfe, mmmAmAhx* 
akh they we?e xomillions ; and in his Apophthegms, 1 co millions, (but no doubt falfe 
printed) that is, 1000 thoufand, with whom Diodorus in fome fort agrees, where he- 
fa hthiv were So times ten thoufand, and no leffcthan so turns ten thoufand horfe ; 
now Arrianus allowes to the foot only, as much as Plutarch doth to the whole, both ot 
horfe and foot, that is a thoufand thoufand , adding 40 thoufand horfe over and a- 
bove ; though (one inftcad of 4° thoufand, put thereto thoufand, to the end , both 
that the number of horfe, might be fomewhat more proportionable to the foote, as al- 
fo that the number of horfe might not here feeme fo far jhort of what « was at Iflos : 
whereas Cunus,[/. 4. ^.»*.] fayes it wasfo far beyond it, befides 200 iron Chariots, 
and i> Elephants, which the Indians brought h.m : whereas all Alexanders 
army, had not above feven thoufand horfc> and forty thoufand foote in it , 1 Arm*. 

' Darius moving with this vaft army from Babylon, came to Ninive, haying the ri- 
ver Tigris on hisleft hand, and Euphrateson his right: his army filled aUthat huge 
plain of Meiopotaraia, [Vkdmu t fMr*. OljmpMcUz. C*ri«r,4. Wl f^ h ™« 
pafled the river Tigris, when he fac^d that the enemy was not far oft , he lent 5atro- 
paces, General of his hoi fe, with - thoufand choice men, to hinder the paflage d the e- 
nemy; and gave him order withal, toburne andwafte all the coafts through which 
Alexander was to palTc : for he thought want might : happily undc j»»>»vmgitti^c 
clfebutthefpoile of the country to fupply him : hehimfelf marched to Arabela j and 
leaving there his bag & baggagc,went forward as far as the riverLycus,where he made 
a bridge, and there pafled over his army in 5 days f pace, and from thcncc,marching »o 
furlongs he came to the river Bumelus. \£mt. tf .1 Arrianus feith that he pitched his 
camp at Gaugamcla, by the river Bumelus, for foiie callcth the place, [/. *» h » Ji.jnot 
as in U.3. c . 57.1 Bumadus ; in a plain and open field : for if there were any hilly or un- 
even ground there, Darius commanded it tobe made alllevel,that it might be made 
the more travcrfeable for his horfe, and might lie every way more open to his view, 
[^ris.Cm.] Akxandcr 
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Alexander came torward to Thaptacu;, a great City in Syria, in the moncth Heca- 
tombeon , when Ariftophanes was L. Guncetor at Ac hens : co wit, [year a. Olympiads 
11 a 1 in the very entrance of that year; here the river Euphrares had a foord, where 
Alexander found * bridges ready made j .but not thoroughly finslhed , nor reaching 
full out to the other bank. Mazatus, whom Damis had fent to make good tha: palligc, 
fo foon as he heard that Alexander was coming ; took him to his hccles, with all h s 
ar mv And when he was gone, Alexander quickly made out the bridges to the other 
fide and pafled his army over in a trice, and then marched on toward Baby Ion, leave- 
ins the Euphrates and the mountain 1 ; ot Armenia on his left hand ; but not the ftra t 
wav thither: becaufe the other was, though tomewhat further about, yetthemorc 
commodius for provifions of all kinds for his army , nor the heat there fo violent, for 
them to travel in. On the way, certain Scouts ot Darius were intercepted; who in- 
formed him, that Darius with all his army, was upon the bank ot the river Tigris, to 
(top him from paffi'ig there: and that his forces were far more numerous now, thai 
when he fought with him inCilicia: But Alexander hereupon going thither, found 
neither Darius, nor any man elfc chere, [ 4m*. l.k. 3 . ] • 

Alexander therefore pafledxhe river Tigris, and though there was uo man to hin- 
der him. yet not without much difficulty andexrremedanger, by realon otthe violent 
fwiftnefieof the river ; yet gat he over late and found , and, loft nothing, fave onely a 
(mail quantity of his fluff audbaggagc,[MW. Died* year 2. Ohm?. 1 1 2. A«. 4- «. 
2 3 1 Now from the patiage over the Euphrates, at Tha phacus,to this his paiiage over 
the Tigris, Erato(thcnes,reckons the way to be, 14004/. moo furlongs, [ Strah, lib, 2. 

^Alexander removing his camp, from the bank of Tigris, led his army thorough the 
ccuntrvof Aflyria: having on his left hand the mountain* of Sogdiana, and Tigris 
on the t'ght. The 4day after his paflage over the Tigris,Mazacus fent 01 1 a thoufand 
Hode againfi him j Alexander fent to encounter him Arirto, who commanded the 
Horfe otPoeonia j who(ingl ; ngout Satropaces the Commander of that Troup, ran 
him with his Spear, full in the tin oat; and when he with that wound fled away, he 
outfued him thorough the middeft of the enemies, and nnhorft him ; and do he What

° U ^cxander!ro hearten up his fovldiers mindes,which appeared much to bedejeaed 
at this fight, confulted With the Egyptian Southfaycrs there prcfent : and their aniwer 
was, That !hc Sun was the Grecians, ot was the Predominant m Greecr, and the 
Moon in Pcrfia ; and that therefore as often as fhe Echpted, it portended nine and de-

Alexander commanded his Mercenary fouldicrs of Ptfonia to march in front: he 
drew his Phalanx, or fquadron of Macedons into two wings,borh flanked with Horlc, 
r Id ibid, l the Camps were diftanc onefrom the other, about 60 furlongs, e/*nd now 
the 'army of Alexander was come to certain hillocks j from, whence they might difcerii 
the enemy e When he advifed with his Captains whether his mam battel fliould pre- 
fently from thence fall on,or make a ftand there right* until he had better viewed the 
ground whereon they were to fight :. moft were ot opinion for the former ; P^rm^ni- 
ou was for the latter, which Alexander himfelt approved of, [ Ay<*. lib. 3. J Rclolved 
therefore to encamp upon one of thofc hillocks ; he gave order forthwith to put lpade 
in ground and to entrench there, for the prefent 1 which beingquickly done, he went 
intohis own pavilion, and from thence took a view of the army of the enemy ranged

Mean while the hoife-boycs,and other tag rag, that followed the Camp, tell in iport 
to skirmifh among themlelves ; Captain of the one fide they called Alexander , and 
Captain oljhc other, Darius.

1Ir 
Alexanders friends came now unto him, and complained or the lbuldieis,that taiK- 
ing amonir tfcemfelves in their rents* they were relolved to take all the fpoile to thern- 
felves, and'to bring nothing into his Treasury : Whereat Alexander frniled, and laid, 
Very goodnews,my maftersjiiisthatyebringme; for I lee by this they mean to 
fight, and not to flee. Many of the common fouldiers alio in a humor, came uito him, 
and bad him be of good cheer, and not be afraid of the multitude ot his cncmi.-s: tor 
that theylhould not be ablcto endure the very firft noife or fhout of them ; tor that in 
this place doth >?**r<r©- fignifie, not the imellof them, or of their arme-pus, as Xyian-

The eleventh night after the Eclipfe of the Moon, and When the two armies lay in 
fiahc each of other, Darius kept his men in their arms all night,and took a view of them 
all bv torch-light: lo that all the plain lying between the mountain Niphat and the 
Gortli*an» hills flione with torches.

When Parroenion and other his friends advifed him to fet upon Danus in the dead 
of the night, thereby to conceale from hisfouldiers fight, the terrour of the fight in lo 
great a dilproponion of numbers in the two armies; his anfwer was, that he was not 
come thither, tofieale a vt'Etory, [Pint. Cnrt. Arria. ] And Darius on the contrary, tear- 
ing leaftfotwfucb attempt fhould be made upon him, and knowing that his Camp 
was no better rampiered than it ihould be ; kept his men rp all night in armes : which 
for want of deep the next day when they came to fight, was the chief caule ot their

Alexaoler in all this fight loft,at moft, but one hundred men, but of his horfes, what 
of them that were kill'd, What of them that were {pent with over-riding, he loft one 
thouland; of, which one half were of his confederates: but on the other fide,there 
are laid to have been flain, 3e6 thoufand men j and a far grearer number taken priso- 
ners: moreover all the Elephants, and as many of his Chariots, as were not broken in 
the fighr, came into his hands; fo faith Arrianu?.

But of the 
totall of them that wer:: flain in the three battels* this, and that at Iflus,and at Grani- 
cum,Orofius,[^.3.Mp. 1 7.] calling up the number of thofe that had been loft on that 
fide, in the 3 years paft, with 3 or 4 moneths* and fome odd dayes over* fctteth it down 
inthiswifc. In ifucb a multitude of Wrfwitfw, faith he, * « * thing incredible j that m three 
battles, fought within three years famce, there fhould befltin $ o hundred thtufaud men, hsrfe 
and foot; and thut out of a ki»gd*rt*, and thofe nations, out of which, in but a few years before, 
there had been, ufon account, flain, 90 hundred thoufand men : though bejides thofe 3 fights in 
thafe three years, a multitude of cities in tAfla had been dtftrojed with their inhabitants, and all 
Syria wafted ; Tyrus ruined, all CUicia emptied; fopfadocia fubdned, and Sgjpt jold away :

Alexander,having a little refted his Hotfc that were about him, fet out at midnight 
toward Arbela, becaufe hc underftood that Darius had laid up there all his moneys and 
royall provifions, which hc purpofed there to fupprifc : and the next day came to Ar- 
bela where he found not Darius himfelf, but all his trcafure he did ; and his Target; 
and his Bow, \yirrianut lib. 3 .] Diodorus faith, that hc foiirid there three thoufand ta- 
lents„Cuttiusfour, all the wealth of the whole army, having been carried and laid up 
in that place {lib. 5."?.*.] 

With this battle the Empire of Perfia teemed to )have been ended. And now was 
Alexander proclaimed King of Afia, and thereupon offered magnificent facrificcs to 
his gods, and diftributed among his Nobles, houfes, territories, and provinces at his

Now becaufe he knew it could not be but that the aire thereabout, muft be mteaed 
with the ftench of the carcatesofall forts there lying flain, he therefore made haft to 
remove from Arbela, [Died, in the beginning of his fecond part, lib. 1 7. Curt, lib.%. cap. 2.] 
and the fourth day after came to a city called Mennis; where there is a fountain, ltluing 
forth fulphar or liquid brimftone, [ f ««. ,M] ,„,,.. r. clJ 

And as he came towards Babylon, Mazeiw, who had fled thither out of the held,met 
him,with his children,that were of age,in all humble manner,and yeilded up both him- 
felf and them,and the city of Babylon, and all, into his handsrand he received him and 
his children very gracioufly; and Bagophancs,who had the keeping of the Caftle there, 
with the Kings treafure in it,that he might not feem to be out-done by Mazaus, ftrow- 
ed all the way where he was to paffe with flowers and garlands : erecting on each hand 
of the way,filver altan, burnig on them not onely franckincenfe, but a foall other forts 
of fweet odors. Alexander guarded with armed men, commanded all the men of Ba- 
bylon that came forth to meet him, to come behind the very rear of all bis foot. He 
in his Chariot made his entrance into the city, and fo went up to the : Kings palace i and 
the next day tooka view ^f the kings treafure, Lfo Curt. Ub .^c^.Jufltnl.iuci^MvXh 
that havingrcfreiht and rewarded his fbuldiers, he fpent 34 days in this work;tor fo the 
better fort ot copies have it, and Orofius agreeth thereto, and C.uttius alfo,[/'*.

The King enterteined the young man with much grace and favour s and tiling him 
for his guide, cam'j to the river idafpes;*/.Choafpes, which rims with a delicate, but 
violent frtcam. Here Abuiites himfelf met hi m, with a princely prefent, among which 
werecertain Dromedaries, or running Camels, of an incredible fwifthdle, and 12 Lle- 
phants,whicli Darius had fent forout of India. [Cftrtittsibid.] 

Upon the day, after he left Babylon, he came to Sufa, and having there made his en- 
try* he received 50 thoufand talents of iiivcr, with all other the kings wardrobe, and 
otherfurniture,[^mX^.3.]and as much more filver in fows,faitbCurtius ; but Dio- 
dorus reckons upward of 400 thoufand calents of filver and gold in fowesand wedges, 
and 9 thoufand talents coined into Darics,f/w<?/s*»i, Plutarch mentions 40 thouland 
talents in ready coine,and five thoufand talents worth of Hennionic fcarler, which 
had been laid up there ipo years before, and yet lookc as frelb, as ic did tlie hritday it 
Was laid up. 

There again did Alexander offer facrifice,, according to the Macedonian manner, 
by torch-light,and exhibited gymnick pallimes and exercifes, [ Atrianm.l Then fate he 
him down in the royal throne of Perfia, far higher than for the proportion of his body 
to fit on ; and therefore, when his feet would not reach to the ftcp by which he mount- 
ed it, one of the pages took the table, whereat Darius ufed to eat his meat, and puc it 
under, for a footltool unto him : which Philotasperceivingiperfwadcd him to take it 
for a figne of good luck unto him, [Diodat. and Curt. lib. 5 . cap. 7.] 

As tor robes, and other purple fluff which was fent him outofMacedon, with thole 
which wrought them, he fent it all to Darius his mother Syligambes, whom hctefpcft- 
ed in all points, and honoured as a foa fhould do his mother : adding withal in his mef- 
(age to her, that if the liked thofe works, lhe fhould do well to let her young nieces to 
learn to work them ; whereat when he underftood that (he was not a little troubled in 
her minde, he went himlelf, and excufed the matter to her, by , his ignorance of the 
Pcrlian manners of doing in that kind, and comforted her again, {Curt . ib. cap. 8.] and 
folcft her, and Darius his two young daughters, and his little Ion Ochus at Sufa, and 
departed; leaving (bme to inftra£t both her and them in the Macedonians language, 

Audio himCelf went forcward toward the utmoft bounds of Perfia, leaving Arche- 
lauswith a garrifon of three thoufand fouldiers tokeepthecity,andXenophilusto 
manne the Caftlc,and Calibrates to gather up his tributes. But for the civil government 
of the province of Sufa, he commuted ic to Abuiites, who had given up ail unto him,

Alexander,in four dayes march, came to the river called Pafitigris : and having pal- 
led it, with 9 thouland foot, and J or 4 thoufand horfc ; went into the country of the 
llxians, bordering upon the province of Sula i and tunning out into the principal part 
of Perfia, between which and that,therc is a narrow paflage : Madatcs was governour 
of this country, who had married Syfigambes her fillers daughter. 

Alexander gave Tauron 1 500 mercenaries, and upon the point 1 oco Agriaiy, and 
bad him with them to let forward as foon as ic grew dark, and following his guides, to 
go, by fuch by- wayes and fecret pafiages as they ihould Ihew him, and ad vancc as tar 
asto the city, which himfelf purpofed to befiegc. He then taking with him the {quires 
of his body and his Targatccrs,aud fome 8 thoufand other fouldters,lct foreward at the 
third watch at the fame night, and by break of day, came to thofe ihcights, which o- 
pened into the Uxianscountty, and having paflcd them, came and fate down before 
the city. The Uxians feeing themfelves hem'd in on all parts with a fiege, lent out 
oftheCaftlcthere3omeninfuppliantwife,tocrave his pardon; but that would not 
doc : yet atlength having received letters of rcquelt from Syfigambes, he did not onely 
pardon Madatei her kinfman, but reftored all as well priloners, as thofe who had volun- 
tarily lubmitted to him, to their priffine libertv, and left the city untoucht, and then- 
land all over tribute hce y [C»rtitislil>. S.cap.9.]¥ot Arrianus reports out of Ptolomaeus 
Lftgi, that at Syfigambes her entreaty, he left them indeed their lands to till, buc put 
a yearly tribute upon them, of 100 horlcs , and Soobeafts for carriage, and 5 oco 
Iheepj for this whole relation , is diverfcly made by Diodore , Curtius and Arri- 
anus.

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This done, Satibarzancs and Barzaentes, with 600 horie,fled away as faft as poflbly 
chev could, [JrriA».ta & ,6<>.] And that they might not bepurfued upon one and the 
fame track! Nabarzanesfled into Hiicania, Bellas into Ba^ria : The reft , having loft 
their Captains > difperfed themfelves, (ome here, fome there : onely rive hundred 
of the horfe , kept in a bodie , uncertain what to doe, tight or flee, {Chmhs, nt 

Aiexander,feeing in what confulion the enemy was,fent Nicanor to bid them ftay : 
himfelf followed alter; and having ilain about 3 thoufand ot them that wou.d not 
veUd.drovethe reft before him like fo mauycartle, without hurting them, and gave 
the word, to kai no more; and hafted forward fo fpeedUy,that fcantly 3 tholitand horfe 
followedhim. But all the companies ot the enemy that fled, fell incotheir hands, that 
came after him j fo that the aomber of prisoners, wai greater than of thole that took 
them : and to far had tear bereft them of their fenfes,thas they never perceived or coti- 
fidered, either how many themfelves, or how few their enemies were, \IA. 

1 Mean while the horfes which drew Darius hiscart,having none to drive them, ftrai- 
cd out ot the rode way .• and having gone fome 4 furlongs, ftood ftill in a certain val- 
lcvJainting, what with the heat of the w«her,what with the hurts they had received ; 
There was Tnocfar off a fountain of water ;. which one Polyftratus a Macedonian born, 
having learnt out by the country people, all tired out with heat and wounds as he was* 
went to quench his thirft ar. And as he was taking up water in his head-peecc, he Ipi- 
ed the dans which ftuck in the bodies of thehorfes, that were in the cart, \JA.Und. Jand 
coming uearer, he fawDirius lying in the cart ; gricvoufly wounded, ^but not quite 
dead : And Darius calling to him for a litle water, and haumg drunk it oft, dedred him 
to carry his thanks to Alaxander tor thefavour which hehadlhewed, to his mother ; 
and to his wife and children ; craving of him, nothing but an honeft burial tor himlelt ; 
and as for revenge, it concerned not him, fo much as it did Alexander himtelt, and the 
common right of Kings ; , which to negle&v might prove, not onely diQionourable, but 
alio dangerous unto bun ; the one concerning him in point ot juftice^the other, otpro- 
Bt and fafcty to his peifon: in token whereof, he gave him, he faid, his right hand, to 
carry to Alexander ; anjl fo giving his hand to Polyftratu^, he gave up the gholr,L;*/r. 
l.\i.c.\%,mthTlttt.inAlex^ T ,-. 

And thusended Darius his dayes, in the year when iAtifio^htntm^ was L. Lnance- 
lor in Athens, in the moneth Hecatombaron : when he had lived about5o years, [Am. 
hb a pdg Upland had reigned 6 years, in the year from the death of Cyrus, who let 
up the Pcrfian Empire, aoo. in the very beginning of the 5 year ot the 1 1* Oiympiadc: 
From whence alfo Calippus (a man renowned by Ariftotle > who was at that time 
srown famous in his tchoole at Athens, lib, 1 x. cfbu Mtaplxjicks,) began Ins Penodus, 
or account of 76 jtars : as we find by divers Aftronomical obfervations ot Ptofomei, 
bhi'grcatSyntaxi-sthcreuntoapplied ; for though Strabo,[/^ «5 J faith, that Dams 
loft hi? Empire at the battle ot Gaugamela, fought nine years beforehand Juftin, in his 
eleventh book, affirmes, that then Alexander rook the Empire of Aha out ot his hand, 
vcttinceitappcarcth.that^^^^m^r^/^^^^,^ **> l 'f< f d ^' 
imtlUtonZUs Juftin in the endofhisiobooktpeaketh; we can no longer doubt but 
that Calippus'inmemorulof Alexanders Umpire, or Monarchy ot Afia, made this 
the termcor Epocha ot his Periodus,or calculation of years. . . 

Now to this Monarchic of Alexander, Ifldore and B.-daoutof Eufebius his Chroni- 
cle allow but five years onely; Jul Africa. Gx, and the Chionologcr,which wrote rinthc 
ScofAkxanl P- *«>0 ^ bo 

n theend of his 1 5 book,ten or eleven. Nicephoruj ConftantinopoHtanm in his Chro- 
S,twelve, and Clemens Alexandrinus[/*. i.*m.^.]turchcftof aU others from 
the mark, eighteen : finceitismoftmanifcft,thatfrom the moneth Hecatombacon, 
wherein Dariusdied, when Ariftophontes was L.Chancelor .at Athcns.tothe moneth 
Thargehon, wherein Alexander departed this life, as we (hall ftiew anon , and when 
Heeeuas was L. Chanclor there,there parted only hx yeais,and ten moneths, in which 
f mall fpace of time, he did fuch.fomany, and fo great feats of arrne* 111 the eaft,that he 
may well be faid to haveflowen, rather than to have marched over alt thole regions ; 
Whence it is, that in IW [c. 8. v. 1.3 he il defcribed mder the type and figure of a Goate 
coming from the wtfi , over the ftce >f the nhole earth , and never fo mnch as touch- 
ing thegronnLwbU. l.v. 6.-\toar»ingedPard y a beajl, as Hierome upon that place no 



with vtforie : now what he did after the death of Darius, is all^delivered by Owdorus^ 
thefecoudpartofhi, t 7 book: bj Jaflin, \lA m 12.] by Curtitu t m the five Ufi books of bis Hi- 
fiory.by P 'lut arch in his life: and by vJrrMts m his $ book., andthefoure following: out or 
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all which I have thought good here to infert the order oi his gifts * as fol- 

OV Darius was no fooncr dead,but Alexander taking his horfe with him, came to the 
place where he la y, and feeing the dead body of him, wept to fee 16 unworthy a death 
befallen fohiph a pstlou ; andtookhisown coar, and call it oyer him, andtorenwun 
fenc him to his mother, to be buried in a royal manner, with the kings of Periia: he 
took alio his brother Oxathres into the number of his friends and .nobles ; tiling him 
with all honour belonging to his high place and parentage j and prefently fet himldt 
topuffuc Beirus: but for as much as he was gotten an infinire way before himmto 
Battria, feeing he could not for the prefent reach him, he caftne back again. 

Whiles he remained at Hecatompulis which was a City in Parthienc,built rn former 
axes bv the Grecians, and had there gotten good ftorc of provisions together j there 
erew a noife which went thorough all the army, as they lay idle in their quarretr, that 
They (hould all forthwith return into Greece. Alexander, when he had allayed this 
rumor, and they all bad him lead them whither he would,'and they would follow him; 
alter 3 dayes march thorough the country of Parthiene, came into the borders ot Hir- 
cania, which Nabarzanes had feized on: and there leaving Craterus with fuchashe 
commandcd,and,outof Amyntas his Brigade, fix-hundred Horfe, andasmany Ar- 
chers, to keep Parthiene fate from the incurlion of the bordering Nations. He com- 
manded Erigyius to look to the carriages,and to follow turn thorough the champion 
country with a confiderablc company to guard them. Himfelf, taking with him his 
T^rgateer.sandthebeft of the Macedonian fquadrou , and fomc archers, and-, ha- 
ving with them marched one hundred furlongs, encamped ina plain near to a. tmall 

nV Hehadnowrefrc(hcd his army -there four dayes, when letters' came to him from 
Nabarzanes, who,together with Beffus,had murdered Darius j by which he rendred 
himfclf unto him: from hence Alexander removed 20 furlongs onward, thorough an 
almoft impaflable way ; yet having no enemy » OPPofe him, he gat thorough : and 
having proceeded fome 30 furlongs further, Phradapharnes Governour of Hercama, 
andParthiaboth,mcthim,andfurrendrcdtohim, himfelf, and all thotc, whoafcer 
Darius his death, had Red unto him ; all whom he gracioufly recetafyand then came 
to a Town called Arva*. Here Craterus cams unto him, who had taken mall the 
countries which he had paffed thorough by fair meaitt or foul Erigyius alfo with the 
carriages, came to him at the fame place. He brought with him to his prelencel hra- 
dates, al. Au:ophradates,Governour of the country of the Tapunns ; and him Alex- 
ander rcft'orcd, and lent him back to his Government again. 

When Alexander was now come to the firft borders of Hircanja, Artabazus me 
Perfian, who was an old guelt of Philips, what tunc he was banned by Ochus, and 
had ever continued moftloyal to Dariu5,and was now 9 5 years of age, came unto him 
wThSohenes, and eight other fons of his borne .all of the fame mochcr, being the 
SSofCandMUoa; and Alexander received them all moft gracioully ; 
Ariobarzanes alfo and Arfames,Governours formerly of Darius his appointment ,came 

in andfubmitted to him. ,,»,,. . , ■ «• 

Alexander invaded now the country of the Mardians, bordering upon Hircama ; 
which poflcffingthemfelvesofthepailagesin the mountains, met him there with an 
army of 8000 men. Thefe fct upon, and ilcw many of them: took more of them 
pnfoners, and made the reft fl-e into the craggy mountains. Whereupon, at length 
thevfent him home his horfe Bucephalus, which they had taken, and craved his par- 
don, by 50 AmbafTadors which they fent unto him. And Alexander, taking ho- 
ftages of them, made Autophrodates Governour over them, as he had oyer the 

From thence he returned in five dayes to the place from whence he fet forth againft 
the Mardians, and thither came to him Andronicus the (on of Agerrus,and Artaba- 
zus, and by his command, brought with them, U 00 Greeks who had been in pay 
withDariusinhislifetime, and 90 Ambafladors which had from <^™**» 
been fent unto Darius. Alexander commuted the tour Lacedemonian Ambafladors, 
and Dropis the Athenian to prifon : As for Cemocrates the other Athenian j Ambaffa- 
dor, becaufe he had ever oppofed the Macedonian faSton, and therefore defpaired of 
all pardon from Alexander, he ilew himfelf The AmbafTadors from Sinopr, and He- 
craclides,who were fent from Cartbage,and other AmbafTadors out ot Greece, he let 
all at liberty : he gave the command of fuch Grecian! as ftayed in his fervice unto A.i- 
dronicus : But Artabazus,baving heaped double the honours upon him,of whatever he 
held under Pariu?, he tent away to his own home. .«,„«•, 

Having thus ordered thefe things, he marched againft the greateft City ot all Hir- 
cania, called Zeudracarta,*/.Zadracarta, and the^ 1 5 dayes. Here Nabar- 
zanes came unto him, bringing with him infinite prefents; among which , one was 
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Bagoas,an Eunuch of a rate beauty ; wad Was afterward in great efteem, and could 
do ail in all with Alexander himfelf. ' ' ■' ' ', , 

Here Thalcftris,<»/.Minithaa, Queen of th<$Amazohs, lying between the two ri- 
vers, Phaus and.Tnerrqodoon ,is laid to have come unto him, with 3 hundred Ladies, 
leaving the reft of her arrriyupon the borders of Hircania, of purpofe to be with child 
by him ; anduponthat errand, ftayed with him 1 3 dayes. Curtius in this place con- 
trary totlieftream of all Geographers, Would needs place thefe Amazons , up jn the 
borders of Hircarria,£ lib.6jraf.i 0.3 whereas Juftin fayes,thcy bordered upon the Al- 
bania, [ Kb. 42* c*h 5-1 CKtarchus iaith,that rhalcftris came from the Cafpian Gates, 
and the river Thermodoon to Alexander : and that (lie came 2 5 . *U 3 J . dayes journey 
to him, thorough 1 kaow not how many feveral nations,^. 12. c*/>. 3.] which way 
could not'tbeioflleile than 4 thoufand torlbngs,[ttr^Wi£.ii.]This coming of hers 
to Alexander is rdportcdbyiPolycrates.Oneficritiis, Antigenes, Hifter, and fundry 
others. But-iAriftobulus Chares 6 w'<«»«m«<, (i.e.) the Reporter, Ptoldmeus Lagi, 
Auticlides, Pbik> Thcbanus; Philippus, * m<w»«a««,( i.e.) the Reporter, Hecateus Ere- 
trienfis,Ehilipbus:Ghalcidenfis,and Duris Samiusday all,that r it is naUght'clfe but a mser 
fable : to which Alexander himfclf feems to Agree, whd in his Commentaries, writing 
therein all thing* exacTly tojAntigonus,faith indeed,that a certain Scythian c ffered him 
his daughter to wife j but of an Amazon not a word. It i* reported alio, that Oucfi- 
fieritus, many years after reading his fourth book, to Lyfimachus then reigning, menti- 
oned, lomething of aa Amazon, that came to Alexander, whereat he fmiled ; and 
/pr*/%fatf he,*fcw»wi^ 

Aiexandericturning:iflt6 Parthiene, gave over himfclf there, to all kind of Perfian 
pride and luxury, he commanded alfo his nobles to take and wear the long 1 eriian 
robe, of doth of gold and fcarlet, and if any of the common (ouldiers had a mind to a 
Perfian wench, hefuffered him to marry her. . 

Befius, wearing now his turbant upright and pointed, arid other regal attire, took 
upon him the titlcof Artaxerxcs,and king of Afia ; and gathered into a body all thofe 
Perfians which were fled into Baaria,and theBaftrians thcmfelves,and his confederates 
the Scythians, and others inhabiting as far as the bank of the river Tauais, purpofing 
with them to make a war upon Alexander. 

Alexander, on the other fade, made Amminapes a Parthian born, Governonrot 
Parthia and Hircania under him, forthat he with Mazeus, <?/.Mezaces, iiad delivered 
up Egypt formerly into his hands, yet joyned with him, in that charge. Tlepolemus, 
oneot hisNobles,I^mV»»./^. j.p^>9,]thdugh Curtius(aies,thathe made UKcuatts 
(for lo he ihortly calls ^4waitin^es) governour of Hircania, who, being heretofore ban- 
ifhed by Ochus, had fled for- refuge to his father Philip, \_Uh. 6.c* f . 8. j Juftin fayes,that, 
having lubdued Parthia, he made a certain Noble man of Pedia, called Andr^gora-, 
Governour thereof: from whom the kings of Parthia, that afterward were, lineally 
came, feeing that his name, who was afterward put down by Arfacesthe tetter up, 
and founder ot the Patthiau kingdom, was alfo called Andragoras, \Jh/H». lib. 41. 

^Alexander^fterthis^ametoSufiajacityof the Arians, and thither camera him 
Satibarzanes, governour of the Arians, and'tb him he teftored his government to hold 
it under him; but joyned Anaxippus, one of his own Nobles to hold it With him, giving 
him 40 iaveliners on horfe-back to attend him,todifpofeofin places where he thought 
fit to keep the Arians from being plundered oi- otherwife wronged by the army, as ic 
paffed by r 

Alexanderj being now ready to march againft Beffus, when he faw that his army, 
loaden with the fpoile, and furniture ot luxury which they had gotten, was fcantly 
able to ftir under it, be commanded firft his own, then the fluff and carriages, 
faving onely what was meetly neceffary for their prefent ufe, to be fee on 

r Nicanor,the fon of Parmenion, Captain of the Argyrafpides,^.) of thefilver 
fhields, or Targateers, died luddenlv, and was much lamented by all, efpccially by the 
King himfelf, who would fain have'ftaied to be prefent at his funeral : but want of pro- 
vilions in that place would not fufter him ; wherefore leavmg there his brother 
Philotas with 4600 men to perform his obfequies, he went on his journey, in purfute of 
Bcflus, , A . 

Satibarzanes, to whom Alexander had reftored his government over the Arians, 
as was laid before, having murdered Anaxippus, with his 40 javelincrs on horfe-back, 
gathered all the power he could to thechiet city of the Arians, called Chortacana, d 
Artacoana, and from thence hearing that Alexander came on, he purpofed to go and 
joyn hiffilct with Befius, as in a common war againft the Maccdons. 
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Alexander hearing hereof, brake off hisjourney into Baftra, and having marched 
the p aces of that country,made Arfaces the r Govemour, and fodepf ed

m Clcander, Sitalces an J Menidas, commanders in the army under him , to make him 
awav • being then Governor of Media, and of grcateft repute and authority , next the 
kins In the army. Aid by them was Parmenion, being now 70 ve«s of age, Whiles 
having read Alexanders letter* he was reading a lecond; letter, written to him in the 
nameofhisfon Philotas, ftabbed and done to death; Cleander lent his head to the 
king, and would hardly fuffer the reft of his body to be buried. Strabo tells us, that 
this teat was gone about and finilhed in eleven dayes fpace ; which ordinarily taketh 
uoaoor 40 dayes journey, in the very going,[A*. 15. ^7*4-] . , , ,, .„ , 

Alexander fearing lealtthe glory and luftre of allhis^ionf, might be blemilhed 
and obfcuicd with a fpot of cruelty in luch proceedings, did, as Gaos formerly!^*.*™. 
5620, tit (up.) did, («. e.) he gave it forth, that he was to fend fome friepdsof his into 
Macedonia ; and advifed all men that would, to write to their friends in thole parts; 
asnocliketo have thelike opportunity in hafte again, feeing tbey were going lurther 
eaftward: every man therefore wrote j and he took order to have all the pacquets 
brought to him : whereby finding what every mans opinion of him and his doings was 
he calf all thole, whom he found either weary of the war, or miQiking of his actions, 
into one company, which he termed, *t«k™> «*««, {i.e.) the unruly company ; to be 
led by LeoTiidas, formerly an intimate friend of Parmeniom, and then dividing nisrcl- 
lovv Cavaleers into two Regiments, he aifigned the one part to be commanded by ric- 
phxftion, and the other by Clitus. . 

Having fettled matters among the Drangians, he marched toward them, Which 
were called of old, Agriafpe,*/. Arimafpi, but of later times by Cyrus, tor a benefit by 
himrcceivedfiomthem,furnamedEuergecac,(*,f.)Benelaaors.j and was there lo- 
vingly recieved and entertained by them. 

After five davesftay, made in that country, tidings came to him that iatibarzanes 
with twothoufand horfe, lent him by Bcflus, had made a frefh inrode upon the Arians, 
and had drawen them away from his allegeance. Againft him therefore, he dilpatch- 
cd away fix chouf and Grecian foore, and fix hundred horf e, under the command ot h- 
n>yiusandCaranus,orasDiodbruslaycs, Stafanors command, together with Arta- 
bazus the Perfian , and Andronicas, and Phrataphernes , the Govcrnour of lar- 

1 ^He himfelf remained among the Eucrgeta:,and there facrificed to Apollo,and com- 
mitted Demetrius one of the Squires of his body, whom he lufpeaed for a confpiracor 
with Philotas, and put Ptolemei the fon of Lagus 4 into his place. Upon thefe huer- 
eet e he beftowed a large fumme of money, and luch lands as they defired to be laid

wounds, were grown unferviceable for fight, and of thofe Teflalians ivhich followed 
him as volunteers, he chole fome 9 hundred, to every of which, it a horfeman, he gave 
two talents, if a footman, three thouland Denarios, or Drachmae*, and willing them 
to go home and get children, he there difmiflcd them} thanking the reft, tor that they 
oromifed to go on with him in the war. 

Healfofent Stafanor one of his nobles, to the Anans>tofeizeon Arfaces their go- 
vcrnour.becaufehefeemed to intend no good,and appointed Staianor himlelf to be 
sovernourinhisroom. , ■ . , _ . 

Andbecaufethe place afforded no timber to make boats of, therefore growing im- 
oatientof delay, he cauled the hides which covered the fouldiers tents, to be taken 
down, and lethren bags to be fluffed with ftraw, and to be lowed or tyed together, 
and to, in five dayes, ferried over his army in thefc lethren boats. f 

Spitamenes, whom Beflus moft refpefted and honoured of all the friends he had, fo 
foon as he heard that Alexander was paft the river Oxus, having communicated the 
matter to Dataphernes, and Catenes, whom Beffus principally confided m, laid hold 
onB.lTus;takingoff his regal diademe from his head, and rending the robe, which 
he ware, taken of from the body of Darius, in pieces. . r ,/t.,c 

Alexander having pafled thc river Oxus, marched prefently to the place, where B-Jius 
was Upon the way a meffage was brought him from Spitamenes and Dataphcrnes, 
that if he would be pleated to fend any Captain of his with a fufficient guard, they 
would deliver Beflus intohishands : he therefore difpatcht away Ptolomei i thefonot 
Lasus ; attended with three companies pi horle, and of the toor, that which was 1 m- 
lotas his regiment, and a thouland of the filver Targateers, and all thc fquadron ot the 
Asrians, and one halt ofthe Archers : with rhefe Ptolomci, having marched ten otdi- 
nary ftages or dayes journies in four dayeslpace, came to the place, where Spitamenes 
with his army, bad campt the day before. 

Mean while, Alexander came to a little Townof thc Brancluda: thefevverc herc- 
r ,fnre takenbv Xerxes from Mileium, and planted therein tecoropence of their pains

S«- AmMun. 35*6. This town, asa receptacle of traitors, was wholly plundered ftrft, 
and then totally deftroyed; and the inhabitants, men, women, and child, put all to 
thefword : which execution had it been done upon the traitors themfelves, might 
have feemed an ad of juftice and not of cruelty; but now the children (rftered for their 
forefathers fault, fuch 1 fay, as nevcrfawMiletum.much leffe could betray it unto Xer-

As Alexander was upon his march, Beflus was brought unto himj not oncly haltred, 
but ftark naked , a fight well pleafwg to all forts of men, both creeks and Barbarians. 
All that brought him were rewarded for their pains;and the priforter himfelf was com- 
mitted to the kcepingof Oxetras,Dariu S his brother, whom Alexander had made one 
of thefquiresof hisbody, that he might caufe him to be crucified, having his cars and 
nofecu?off| and then fhot thorough and thorough With arrows 1 and that hisbody 
fcould be watcht,that no bird might come to touch it. Then fcourging it with whips, 
he remanded him into Baftra, but deferred his death, to have it executed in the place, 
where he had murdered Darius. . . 

Alexander,havingrc-enforced his army, for he had loft many, what in his paffage 
over mount Caucaful, what in his journy to the river Oxus,and his march from t hence, 
went to the rivcrTanais^ot rhat which dividing Europe from ^fia,falls into the Lough 
of M*otis,andthcEuxincfea.but a^her Tana»s,called alfojaxaae^wmch^ 
[lib.6.cap!i6.-\ is by the Scythians termed Sylis, and by the inhabitants thereabouts

Here certainof the Macedons went a forraging,not fo advifedly as they might have 
done, and were fet upon by certain Natives, which fell upon them out of the moun- 
tains, and flew many of them, but took more. Thete were to the number of 3 o, or as 
Curtiusfayesio thoufandmen. Againft whom Alexander fpeed.W drew out, with 
fuch companies as he had readieftat hand. In this fight, he was fhot with an arrow 
in thethigh; and when thefhaftwaspuUedout,the head ftuckbehind : yet^rianus 
i tellsus,thatthehillwastaken,andof 30 thouland o thtm, there cfcaped not aooye 8 
thouland.

Pl TneKbgofthe'Scythians,whofe Realm lay beyond the Tanais, conceiving that 
Citv tohSen buikof purpofetolieasa yoak upon his neck, fent his brother C«- 
c^bvnfmeVtotakcanddemolilhit, and to put oft thofe Macedonsf torn then vcr 
fide Thefc rode up and down in Alexanders fight,and let fly both their arrows, and

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their rude manner, Alexander was not yet well recovered of his hurt j his voice failed 
him, nor could he ftand alone, nor fit on horf eback,nor in any fort give order for what 
he would have dpnc^ 

Spitamencs,taking with him, befideshis owne men, fome fix hundred Dan*, and 
wild Scythian horfe, fell upon a part of the army that was fent by Alexander, to relieve 
them, who weic beiieged in the caftle at Maracanda, and flew them. Anftobulus 
fayes, that when the Macedons were in fight, there fuddenly ar °^ e ouc °* tnc g ar dcns 
adjovning, fuch a number of Scythians, that they flew the Macedons down rignt, fo 
that there elcaped of them fcantly.40 horfe, and aoo toote. Curtius mentions only 1000 
tootc to h;ive been loft in that defeatc , yet that Alexauder, to cover the greatnetle of 
that lofTc, charged thofe who returned into his camp, upon pain of death, not to fpeak 

Alexander putting his corfeleteers, intofuch boats as he could make,and caufingthe 
reft to fwim over upon lcthrenbaggs fluffed with ftraw, as well as they could, palled 
the river Tanais, with an incredible courage, do the Scythians on the other fide what 
they could to the contrary.- and having put them to flight, Weak though he was, yet 
followed he the chafe of them 80 furlongs. In this fight there fell of the Macedon horfe, 
to the number of fixty •• of the foot , almoft one hundred , and a thoufand 

Not long afar, there came embaffadors to him from the Scythians, to excufe what 
they had done. That this war was not made upon him by the general conlent of the 
Nacioni but by fuch onely, as among them uled to live by robbery and fpoile , but that 
the morecivil fort ot them, would be at his difpofe. Tothelc he made a faire anfwer ; 
and rclcafcd all fucb as he had taken prifoners, ranfomc free ; that they being a war- 
like nation, might fee that his contention with them, was out of a defire ot honour, not 

° TheSacsc feeing this, fent their fcmbafladors to him, with like tender of their la- 
vice • and he as gracioufly dealt with them, and caufed Excipinus, a young gentleman, 
whom he loved very dearly, and was to him, as it were another Hephasftion, to keepe 
them company, and co entertain them. 

Alexander taking the one half of his fellow Cavaleers, all his Targatecrs, Archers, 
and Agrians,andthereadieftofall the Macedonian Squadron; marched to Mara- 
canda whither he was informed that Spitamenes was returned , to befiege them a- 
frcfh> which kept the caftle there; having therefore marcht 1500 furlongs in three 
daves fpace, he came early the next day to the City. Spitamenes, hearing of his ap- 
proach, railed his fiege and fled, and Alexander putfued him with all the fpeed he 
could and in his way came to the place, where the Scythians had flainhis Macedons : 
whof' bones he caufed to be gathered together and buried; with obiequies, done ac- 
cording to their country manner: and then followed the enemy till he cameinco the 

6 And by this time Craterns, marching by eafie journeys, as he was bidden , came up

him: nor proved they worte than their words; for returning home, they kept every 
man hispeoplc indue iubjeftion to him, toureoi them he took .to be Squires ot the bo- 
dy to himlelte, nor could any Macedon prove more faithful to him, than they 

We Leavinc Pencolaus there with a Garrifon of 3 thoufand foote(for there needed no 
more) he cameinto Baaria ; where calling together all that ever were, he comman- 
ded Beflus to be brought forth : and there reproaching him With his vile peindioufnefle 
toDarius,caufedhisnofe,andcropsofhiscarstobecutott ; andlo fent him to beba- 
tane, that he might there be put to death in the fight of the Mcdes and Periians. Pui- 
tarchfayes,that by Alexanders command, his fourc quarters were tied to two trees, 
bowed downe, and fo they being let go again,tare him in pieces, as they returned to 
their natural pofture : and Diodorus wtiteth, that the brother of Darius, and other his 
kinsfolks, having fpent all manner of railing and reproachful Ipeechcs on hun, cut bis 
whole body into gobbits, and then put them into flings, and fcactered themabioad.

fled unto; and (ucii as yeelded without fighting* he removed and planted in thofe 
townes which he tubdu'ed by force, and caufed their lands to be divided among thefe 
new inhabitants. 

Whiles thefe things palled, Spitamenes, and the Banditoes of Ba&ria, with a com- 
pany of Sogdians, who were fled from thence into Scythia, and fome 6 or 8 hundred 
Maftagetan Horfe which came unto him, went to a certain Cattle which was built 
and manned againft the Ba&rians ; and there tailing fuddenly upon the Garrifon, flew 
them every manjand committed the Governour to prtfon ; and growing proud of what 
they had done', (hortly after went with a purpote to take the City of Zariafpes , 
but failing thereof* brought away yet a great booty out of the country there- 
about. 

To fupprefle this rabble,^ttinas Governour of the counrry,led out fome 300 Horfe, 
Hide thinking of the ambufhment that lay for him. ^nd with them went alfo certain 
Horfe of the Rings Troup; which having formerly been left fick at Zariafpes, were 
recovered, and well able totravel again : and Pitho, the (on of SoficleS who comman- 
ded them, and ^riftonicas, a Muutian; for thefe having gotten together fome 80 
mercenary Horfe of thofe who were left in garrifon at Zariafpes, and fome of the 
i» ings fellow Cavaleers, would needs for company, go with ^ttinas into the country of 
the Maffagetae : But Spitamenes and his company,rifing out of the thickcts,and woods, 
fell fuddenly upon them : Of the Kings fellow Cavaleers Troup, he flew feven, of ci- 
ther Mercenaries , to the number oi 6o y and^riftonicusthe Mufician, who in that 
fight behaved himfelf more like a ibuldicr than a fidler. But to be fhort, in this en- 
counter, he flew -rfttinas with his whole Troup ; Pithon was wounded, and had quar- 
ter given him : newsot all which came quickly to Craterus, who falling on prefently 
will all his Horfe, put the MaiTagetae to flight, and purfucd them till they came to the 
Wildeinefle of that country, where they fought : and after a fharpdifpute, the Mace- 
dons had the better of it, and the Maffaget*, feeing 1 50 of their Horfe flain , fled and 
eafily faved themfelves, in that wild country ; but there tell of the Dan*, no leffe than 
a thoufand men, which thoroughly quieted the rebellion in thofe parts. 

Alexander,having now a fecond time quieted all Sodiana, returned to Maracanda;8c 
there came to him an Ambaffador from the King of Scythians,dwelling in the Euro- 
pxan fide, above Bofphorus, and brought him a pretent, and offered him his daughter 
in marriage ; whereof Alexander himfelf in hisletter to Antipater maketh mention, 
as I faid before : But, it he fcorned the offer for himfelf, his fecond motion was, that he 
would differ his Nobles of Maccdon, to match with the principal Houfesot the Scy- 
thians : offering, if he pleafed,to come himfelf in pcrfon,and to receive his commands 

At the fame time alfo, Phrataphernes, al. Pharcemeiics , who commanded the 
Choraf mians, bordering upon the countries of the Maffagctx and Dahx> fent h is Mef- 
fengers to let them know, he was ready to receive his commands: And he having 
gracioufly heard both their errands, flayed there right in expe&ance ofHephsftioro, 
and Craterus, their return unto him. 

So foon therefore as they were come, he with his army fell into the country ot Ba- 
zaria,*/.Baziftis,wherewasa Foreft which had not felt theftrokeof a hatchet, in 
four whole ages before. In this Foreft, when a Lyon of avaft bigneffefetupon the 
King by chance, Lyfiraachus, who was afterward King of Thracia, offered to mter- 
pofe with his hunting Spear ; but the King put him by, and bad him be gone : and 
when the Lyon came on, he not onely ttood him, but flew him out-right, at one blow ; 
and after that, having flain fome 4 thoufand wild beafts, he with all his army fell a 
fcaftinginthewood. . . 

Then came he back to Maracanda, and quitting Artabazus ot his government ot 
Ba£tria,byrca(onof his age, be gave the command thereof to an old fouldier ot his 
fathers.calledClitus.thefonof Dropidas of Macedon, the brother of Hellanica,*/. 
Lanica,^lexandersNurfc; a woman whom he ever refpectcd and loved as his own 
mother that bate him. But in a dream, he happened to fee him all in mourning, and 
fittingamongParmenionsfonSjWho were then dead. . 

The third day after this dream, fell out to be a holiday to Bacchus, wherein Alex- 
ander was wont yearly to offer a facrifice to him. Now fome or other had at that 
time brought him certain apples a« far as from out of Greece; and he wondering at 
the frefh colour and fair neffe of them, fent for Clitui, to (hew him them, and to beftow 
fome of them upon him. Clitus left the facrifice which he was about, and as he was 
going in all hafte to the King, was followed by three toeep which were ready prepared 
tobeoffered, having meale and (alt upon their heads.

{iies yet bendmg his Rams of battery againrt the works which they had mvde,qmck- 
Ivmlde a breach, and with his archers and flingers, eafily drave them off Which de- 
fended the breach when it Was made ; and having gotten within thole ouc-works, he 
wefendy nude his approach co the Flock ic felf s but at the foot of it there was a valt 
bos, caufed by the rain which fell from the Rock, and had no paflage ouc ; and how 
to fill it up, upon the fudden he knew not. Meane while, he caufed ftore of beech, 
w'lich grew in great plenty thereabouts,to be felled ,and of them made long laddcrs,by 
which his army might at leaft go downinto the bog : And all the day long himfelf 
was prefent, and fet forward the work; butPcrdiccasand Leonatus, and Pcolomzus 
La^i, principal Squires of his body,dtviding the reft of the army into 3 parts, took care 
of the work by night; nor could they go on more then to cubits in a day, andfome- 
what leffe by night,though all the army inceffantly wrought at it : io craggy was the 
rock, fo difficult was the work. 

There was at that time with Alexander, one Oxyartes a great man of that country, 
and a Prince of himfelf, and the father of Roxane, who bemg demanded by Alexan- 
der, what fpirit arid coinage Sifimithres was of, told him, that he was the moft cow- 
ardly man that breathed : thenreplyed Alexander; Surely youbuve fatd enough to teach 
mt that the body of this rocl^is fojfible to betaken , fmceyon tell me that the head of ,t u fo 

We And prefently he fent the fame Oxyartes to him, to command him forthwith to give 
up himfelf, his mother, and children, and all that was dear unto him, into his hands : 
W'lich Sifimithres forthwith did, and then Alexander himfelf taking With him 5 hun- 
dred of his filvered Targateers,went up intothe rock to view the fituation and ttrcngen 
thereof: and having offered Sacrifices to Minerva and Victoria* lert Mirnuhres Go- 
vernourofthat Fort, and Country thereabouts, as he found him: giving him nopeol 
a neater Dominion, if he carried himfelf well and faithfully in this; and upon the fa- 
thers requeft, took along With him his two h is to terve him in the wars 

Then leaving h is Macedonian fquadron, to take in other places which had revolted 
from him ; himfelf went forward with his Horfes : a fteep and a rocky way it was that 
he went j nor had he gone far, but hii Horfe all grew foundred and tired with he

^Hermolaus, a gallant youth* and one of the Kings company of Pages, and inftrLiSt- 
ed in the rudiments of Philofophy,byCalifthcne$,beingupona time a hunting witn 
the King, flew a Boarc, which the King himfelf had aimed at ; whereupon the King 
commanded him to be had away and wipt ; which he taking to heart, fell into a con- 
fpiracy, firft with Sopatcr, the Ion of Amynta?,a youth like mmfelf,and of his own rank 
and quality, and then with Antipater, the fon ot Afclepiodotus,Governour of Syria, 
and others ofthefame company of Pages, to kill Alexander : which confpiracy corn- 
ins to light by the difcoveryof one Epimencs, one of the confpirators, they were all 
orefently put to death. Alexander in his letters to Craterus, Alcetas, and ^italu j , writ- 
ten at that inftant, fignified, that they had contefled that the confpiracy grewof them- 
felvesalone ; without the fetting on,or privity of any other. But in another letter, 
written afterward to Califthenes, he charges him as the author of it : yea, and he 
slanceth, that -4riftotle himfelf, whole Couhn Germane was mother to Califthenes, 
in this manner, *» A' ^^ tec. (1. e.) ikejonths indeed, faith he, wgnflowd to death fa the 
CMacedons: but that Sophifter I n»j '{elf willpuw(h t a»dthof e »bxb fent hi'm,aadfttcb alj« as 
received them that confptre again ft me, mto their towns. 

W hen he had feized on Califthenes his perfon, he kept him in irons leven moncths 
to have him judged and condemned in a Court of Juftice,when ^riftotle himfelf fhould 
be prefent Now Chares the Mitilcnian tells us,that at what time, Alexander was m 
the country of the Mallians and Oxydracans in India, and lay there of a wound 
received in a fight,Cbetween which time, and the confpiracy of the Pages,thcre had 
paffed upward of 17 moneths) Califthenes being a fat man,fell there fick of the Ichi- 
nahs,orlowficdifeafc,anddiedof it. But^iiftobulus and Ptolomci, fay and affirm, 
that the Pages contefled upon the rack, that Califthenes had put them upon it, by his 
peifwafions : and again, the fame Ptolomei fayes that he was firft racked, and after- 
ward hanged, but AriftobuUu, that he was carried about with the army in chains, and 
fo dyed : and fo we fee that thefe great Authors, and who were thcmlelves prefent in 
the army, and attending upon Alexander at the very time when thefe things Were 
a£led,yetcannotagree about a matter, whereof there could be no doubt at all, at the

AmyntasbeingleftinBaanawith3 5oohoife, and 1 o thoufand foot, Alexander,

{uch Macedons, as were grown unferviceable for his wars. But himfelf went on , to the 
place whither he heard the natives were fled, and coming to the foot 01 a mountain,

Mean while Ptolomei,whowasfentaforragiiigiWentfuttheroft,wvthalraaU Troup, 

to difcover, and fenc back word to Alexunder, that there feemed to be more hres,in the 
enemie * Camp, than there were in all his : whereupon Alexander leaving a part of his 
irmy in the Camp,went with the reft to take a view of thofe fires h imtelr : and having 
'coniidered well of them, he caft the company which he brought with him, into three 
parts • one he gave to Leonatus, one of the Squires of his body, giving bim the brigade 
of Attalus and Balacrus to attend him, the fecond he commanded Ptotomei to take 
charge of ; and to him afligned a third part, of his own Argy rat pides* or filver Targa- 
teers- and the brigade of Philip and Philoras, with two thoufand archers, and I all the 
Brians, and one half of the whole Cavalrie ; The third part he took to himfelf, and 
led them to a place, where he faw the greateft throng of the enemy to be. ^nd they on 
the orheriide,connding in their multitude, 8c fuppoling the Macedonsto be but tew in 
number, left the mountain, and came down into the plain, where after a bloody held 
iousbt,the Macedons gat the viftory : Ptolomei,who led one of the three Brigadaes 01 
Macedons,reporteth,that there were taken in that fight,upwardof 40 tnoufand prilon- 
ers • and of cattle, above a 30 thoufand head,out of which,^lexander was purpoled,to 
have culled out the principall of ail kinds, becaufe they were exceeding fair , and 
to have fent them into Macedon, to make a breed there, for the tillage oi the 

Sl °FVom thence Alexander went into the country of the Affacenians, whpwerefaid 
to have muftred a thoufand Horfe, 3 thoufand Foot, and 30 Elephants, to encounter 
him It was faid alio, that Affacenus, ( which as it feems , was the common name 
which all their Kings went by) being lately dead, his mother Cleophis, commanded

Alexander prefently drew up h« maine 
bawl o Macedons before the gates thereof, and took a Dart into his thigh from off 
th wa°h iand whenit pained him, he cryed out, that they tokl him, he waUovesfon, 
butS whenhe was wounded,he felt the pain of it like another ^n : adding wuh- 
al C as Plutarch in his book of Alexanders fortune wnteth ) when he faW the blood

Bynme dayes end the befieged, feeing hi* works, the inceflant labour ^^vdof 
the befiegers, what vaft valleys they filled up, what towers ^they built, ^and h«J 1 hey 
rrudethLmnuponwheeles,theybegan^ 

fhotthorough withaDart coming out ofan engine of battery,from the Works with 
out, their couragefailed 9 anddefpairing of any longer holding out, retired «n»«gj 
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Caftle, and from thence fent Meflcngers to crave pardon, and fubmitted. Cleophis al- 
to the Queen with a great multitude of noble Ladies, all pouring wine into golden ba- 
fins, carrle forth unto him : and the Queen laying her young fon at his feet* obtained 
ot onely his P ardon,but alfo tobe reftored to her fathers ettate, and priftin fortune of 
his Houfe ; for which yet it was thought (he was more beholding to her own beauty, 
than to his bounty; for men commonly laid, that all that was but the fee of anights 
fodging • and that (he got her kingdom again, by her allurements,which (hecould not 
do with all the ftrength the had : whence it was, that among the Indians, (he went 
tb^S^ihciawcdltbeK^swbm. In all which (lege yet Alexander loft not 

3 ThcIndSs which were thcrohired out of the inner parts of Indie, and in the 
fiege,had annoyed Alexander morethanall the refti being according ,to ctearacte 
(ufferedtodepart withthcir armes, encamped themtelves about 8 hundred furlongs oft 
from thencefwhereof Alexander being advertifed, ,grew into an implacable ragea-

Taxilcsbeingdead,hisfon Omphis or Mophi ? , who had perfwaded heather to 
fubmitio^lexander,fentuntohimtoknowhisplcafure, whether he fhould ukethe 
kingdom prefently upon him, or live aprivateman till his corning : and ^though word 
waf returned himthVthelhouldreigne, yet he forbare for the prefent : mean while, 
when Hephzftionand I'erdiccas being fent to make a bridge over the river Indus, 
amethlW^ 

gratis ; but went not out to meet them upon the way, lcaft hefhould feem todepend on 
any man for favour, but Alexander himfelf* 

Alexander coming to Embolyma,acitynotfardi(tantfrom the Rock Nonius, left 
Craterus with a part of the army there, and gave him order ^keprovifion of corne 
and other neceflaries, for a long time, if occafion fhould bete >ftay at the fiege ^ol Aor 
mis, and in cafe he fhould not be able to take it at the firft. Himfelf, taking with h m 
his Agrians and Archers, and Cxnus his brigade , and out of the Macedonian Squa- 
dron, fuchaswereof the nimbleft fort, and with aUbeftarmcd, and woof h.sCava- 
leers, and archers on horfeback 100, marched to the Rock. . 

The fame went that Hercules heretofore, when he wasm thofe parts, tried to take 
thatplace,butcouldnor,andthathewas put off thence by an CM / h ^ c »£x/ 
Alexander the more on fire to take it, that therein he might be fcen to out-do Hercules. 
The compaile ot the Rock, was an hundred furlongs, and the heigth thereof fixteene ;, 
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i^wc b-lieve Diodor. for Arrianus fayes, that the compafle of it was 2 hundred fur- 
1 vU •" and the heighth thereof,wherc it was lowcft,elevcn ; at thefoot ot ic toward the 
s/nuh' ran the River Indus, not far from the head where it rifeth, as [ Sir do, l;b. 1 5. 1 
relic h us, the reft is taken up with vaft bogs, and inacceflible crags : in one of wmch 

here dwelt a poor old man, with his two tons,in a cave wherein there were three beds, 
:,' f C h e Rock. Alexander promifed him 80 talencs,if he would (hew him a way 
no into the Rock : whereupon he told him there was but one way ; and (hewed- lrm 
where it was. Alexander finding there was noway but that, manned that place (o 
ftrougly,that they could not poffibly receive any the leaft relief, from without. And 

hen letting his army to work, he caftupa mount of earth, and rubbage fo high, that 
now hecould come at leaft to fight with them at a frm'ldiftance, and toaflaultthem, 
which affault lafted nine whole dayes and nights together, without ceffation. Alex- 
ander having loft many of his men, what in fighting, what in climbing the rocks(a- 
mong which were Chares, and one Alexander ) though he had no hope to take ir,yet 
he made (hew, as it he would not off from the fiege, leaving yet the pallage which led 

ntothe Rock open, forthemtoHec out there that would : which they perceiving,and 
being ada wed at his conftancy and refolucion, took the advantage of a darke night, 
and fled every man of them, by that way out of the rock 

The King, feeing no ftirring there the next day, fent Balacrus to fee what the mat- 
tec was; and [he brought word, that thwnemy was all gone. Then he taking with 
him certain Squires ot the body , and 700 of his filver Targatcers, went himfelf firftup 
into the rock, and then the reft of the Macedon^,lending one another a hand,to climbe 
up, as well as they could; and then giving the word, to purfue the enemy, they did, 
and flew many ot them in the chafe : many of them alfo, flying over the Rock, fell 
and bu. ft themtelves in pieces. Alexander having conquered the p aces rather than the 
men that dwelt therein : offered yet many iacr.hces, and butk Altarsto Muierva and 
Viftoiia, in that Rock: and leaving a Garrifon there , made one Sidcopcus, */. Silo- 
coftu', Governour of that place, and country thereabouts : which S.focoftus, came (or- 
merly out of India to Befius in Badria, and when Alexander had fubdued it, he came 
in with his men unto him,and ever after ferved him faithfully. 

Alexander removed from Aornus, and went into the country of the Aflacem ; for 
he Wis told that the brother of AlTxcanus, the laft King, with a number of Elephants, 
and no fmall company of the Inhabitants, and bordering Nations, were fled to the 
mouatainsintholepalts: and when he came to the City D>r$*, he found no creature 
there, nor in the country thereabouts. 

The next day he tent out Ncarchus and Antiochus, each ok them commanding a 
thoufandiilvcr Targatcers: and to Nearchus he afligned certain light armed Aga- 
aS to the other, betides the thoufand filver Targateets which he commanded, he ad- 
dcd2thoufandmoreofthefam:fort. Thefe he fent out to lcout aoout, and to fee if 
they could light upon any of the natives, of whom they might enquire among other 
things, especially concerning the Elephants. „.,,.,. , c 

Hirnfeltmaicht forward to the bank of the River Indus, fending an army before 
h im to mend the wayes, without which it had been importable for him to have got tho- 
rough them.

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Alexander fent back Cacnus to the river Indus, with charge, to cake in pieces, the 
(hips that were there made, and to bring them over land in Carts unto him, lothe 
Idler fore of them,were divided into two parts, and the greater into three, and all to be 
bronchi co the river Hydatpes. 

There putting them together again, and lanchwg them, he with his army returned 
to Taxila, and there having gotten five thouland Indians* which Taxiles and others 
had brought him, he returned to the bank of Hydafpcs. And upon the way, Barzaen- 
te-Jometimes Govcrnour of the Drangians, and procurer of the revolt of the : Aracno- 
fians. being taken prifoner, together With 30 Elephants of his. was delivered into his 
hands T his prife ieil pat, for his war againft the Indians, who trufted more in their 
beafts, for the molt part, than in their men. Gamaxus alio, a petty King in thole parts, 
and a confederate of Batzaentes, was taken,and brought bound untohim. Both were 
committed, and the Elephants taken into his fervice, and delivered to Taxiks, al. Um- 
obis, and then he went forward, and came to Hydaipes, where he cauled Barzaentes , 
for his old treafon againft his mailer Darius, to be put to death,as we find by Arrtanut 

1 ' itofav encamped on the other fide of the river Hydafpe>,toftop Alexanders paf- 
lascamariof a huge ftatue,and a mind aniwerable thereunto, font is laid, that he 
was five cubids high, and vantage.- though Plutarch fay, that hewasbutfourcuoits 
high : and a hand breadth : but fo thick in the bulk, that his coat ot armour 
was twice as big as any other mans. He rode upon an Elephant, higher than all the 
reft, on which he late, like an ordinary manon Horlc-back. Curcius layes, that in the 
forefront ot his battle, he placed 80 huge Elephants: whereas Diodore laves, he : had 
1 3 And Arrianus, that he had upwards of a 00.

The river Hydaipes 
ran between the two armies, and Poruswith his Elephant?, appearing alwayes in the 
head of his army, lay readv to hinder the pafiage of Alexander, and Alexander caul- 
ed noilesdayly to be made in his army, to make the like nodes horn the Barbarians 
more ufual, and therefore leffc terrible to his men,and after awhile, in a tcmpeltuous 
dark nHit! he put over certain of his Foot; and choiceft Horleja ^reat way up the ri- 
ver, into a (mall I Hand, whence in the midftot a tempeltot rain, and thunder, and 
lightning, and whirl-winds; though, he faw lundry of his men ftrook dead in the place, 
and others lore hurt there with, yet over he would, and land he hid on the other fide. 
The river, fwollen with the rain, touudred, and brake down the banks in many place*, 
I with the Iwiftncffc of his couile, and the water withall brake in between. Alexan- 
der -ot on land, where he, could hardly ftand, for the flabbineffcof the ground, 
ind suits, occafioncd by the breaking in of the river, between which theMacedons 
1 ncrceivinfi.theyalfoforcedthemfelvestoland, being up to the very arme pits in water. 
Havinl palled the water,he with the Ho.icgatdome 20 furlongs before the Foot, 
andthereput to flight a thoufand of the enemies Horlc, and 60 Chariots, which he 
SXedon: The Chariots he took every one, with 400 of their Horfe.

There he canted the hoftages which he received to be prefented before the walls 
which when they within knew, (as being neighbours children, they could not but 
know them ) they defired to fpeak with them •, and the hoftages telling them what a 
merciful man Alexander was, and how dreadful withal to his enemic ,eauly pcrfwa- 
ded them to veild unto him: and now the report that was caft abroad of Alexander, 
that he went about, more like a robber, than a Conqueror, was altered j and the rett 
of the cities, i^ave up themlelves, without holding up either tword or buckler againit 
him, [ C»rt. lib. 9. cap. i. Pofy*. Stratag. lib. 4. in *AUx*n. frQ. 30 ] 

From hence he went into thc kingdom of Sopithes, who was of a goodly ftature, a- 
bove all the men of thofe parts; tor he was more than 4 cubits high: and coming out 
of bis chief City, with his two fon*, both of full age, he delivered up into Alexanders 
hand, his golden rod, all fee with Brills : and rcfigned to him, himfelt, his chddrcn,and 
all his kingdom. And having received his kingdom again trom his hand, a few days 
after he feafted Alexander arid all his army in a t'umpcuous manner, And having pre- 
fented Alex in Jerhimfelf with many great and cuftly gifts? he gave him alfo 150 In- 
dian dogs, which were, as was taid, ol a mixt kind, between dogs and tigers, and ot a 
wonderful ft length and courage : for proof whereof, there were tour of them prclcnt- 
iyfcr upon an exceeding great Lion, [Strabo, lib.

th \Vhe r n thefe things feemed incredible to Alexander, he had further fpeech with Po- 
ms ; about u : Porus told him, that the force and power orthat King and kingdom was 
ndecd very gr car, and no leilc than was tpoken ot 1 But that the King that now there 
wasVwas a ba S fc-born thing,and no better than a poor barbers ton,hated and fcorncd by 
h£ lubjcas. Undone ^irdrocottus,whovvasthen but a yoi:th,and had not onely feen 
JSnde , but alfo tor a certa.n fancy prank played with him , yyas commanded to 
bV P naodcath,andhaddiedtorit, had he not took hurileltto nis hcclc*,asTultin, 
f ,1 s cL 4 ] tell, us, was wont afterward to fay. That Alexander milled but a 
little of gcaingall that country into his hands,tor that the King there at that time, was 
to wicked, lb I sale, fo hated, and fo much (corned oi his people. 

Hen Sexandei- began to conGder with himlelt, that his fould.ers vvere all tired out 
and fpentwldi the length of the war; and that now every man began to jook for 
an end of thefe danger, with a reward and fruit of all their labours , tor they had 
nowbeene ght whole y'ears(for folong it was tince became tirft to be King) in. .con- 
tinual petite and laborious war. And it then tell out w.tbal, that for 70 dayes oge- 
thcr, there poured down from heaven, nothing but teattul ftorms ot rain, wi h hght- 
nings and thunders upon them; as wc read in Diodorus: whereupon, as .the fame 
DiSorus faith, to padfie the touldiers mindes, he gave them leave to plunder a moft 
rich and plentiful country of the enemies, and to take all to thcmle ves. And whiles 
they were bufic at this work, he called together their Wives and children, and made 
there an ordinance, that thc wives fhould receive their monethly allowance in corn, 
and their children thc fame wages, thaL their fathers did. When 
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When the fouldicrs were returned home laden with wealth and riches, the King cal- 
cd them all together, unto whom he made almoft a fee tpeech.to le queft them to ac- 
company him cheerfully to the conqucft of the Gangarida:, unto whom Cms » the fon 
of Polcmocraies, made an anferr in the name of the whole army, and concluded, that 
thev all defired an end of the war. And when the Macedons would in no Wife liOen to 
his defircs, vet as Ptolomei reports, he went on, andoffered faenfice for a pallage over: 
and when the entrailes portended all direfull things, it he proceeded,he then called to- 
other his friends, and fuch as were the ancientcft, and of greateft familiarity with him, 
fnd told them firft, and afrerwarward declared to all, the army that fince all things 
fecmc-d to be adverfe to his proceeding any farther, he was now content and refolved

^t the'fame time died Coenus,one of his belt, and bofom friends, whole death he 
rtnich lamented, arid caufed him tobcenterred with all honour and lumptuouliieflc, 
which chat time and place afforded, yet not forgetting the fpeach which he made 111 
thcarmies behalf, lor a return, gave him this biting taunt, That had he known how 
(hort a time he had to live, he would never have made fo long an oration to that puc- 

^Then came to him new fupplies out of Greece, as well auxiliaries, as mercenary foul- 
diers,under their feveral Commanders, towif, 30 thoufand Foot, and fix thou and 
Horie : bringing with them befides, rich arms, for * 5 thoufand Foot, and 1 00 talents 
in Apothecary fluff for medecines, as D*dorns noteth: aiid Cnrtlus [lib. 9 cap. 5.]Mem- 
non alfo brought him out of Thracia , fix thoufand horfe, befides thofe which came 
from Harpalus, and feven thoufand Foot, and a 5 thoufand arms,in-Iaid with filver and 
gold,which he caufed to be diftribnted in the army, and the old ones to be burnt. 

Nowthat Harpalus, which Curcius tells us, fent a fupply unto him, was none other, 
but he, whom Alexander had trufted with the keeping of his tributes, and treafure in 
the city and province of Babylon, and whome he had left, «T//xt\»7»r, (,. f ,) his overleer, 
and Procurator, or L. Steward of all that country, as Plutarch in t^lexand. wntcth, 
vet left he the rule and government of ittoMazeus,who had delivered it up wto his 
band- and when he died,Ditamenesfucceeded him in that charge. Though Diodorus I 
calls this Harpalus, thePrefidentof that province, m hisHiftoryof [jearz.m Oijm- 
p«'^l upon which now we arc where he further tells us, that he, hoping that Alex- 
ander would never return alive out of India, gave himfelf over to all kind of intempe- 
rance and luxury, fparing for no coft. And erft, faith he,he fell to commuting of all 
manner of whordomand luxurywith the women kind of that country, and then lay- 
ing it on, upon all other forts of Unfeemly and unleat onablc delights and plealures : he 
made havockof the Kings monies, committed to his charge ; and took order for fun- 
dry fort of fifo to be brought unto him, from as far oft as the red lea, and was lolavilh 
in his feafting,and ulual diet, that every man cried (hame of him, for it, and lent for 
anotcdftnimpet,Pytbonicebyname,from as tar as Athens, and when (he died, for 
another from the fame place, called Glyccra: whereof Theopompus complained ma 
letter of histo Alexander,telling him, he fpent above 200 talents, m making two tombs 
for Polvniccwherifhe died, one at Athens, and another at Babylon it Cell, and that 
he dedicated a Grove, and an Alter, and a Temple to Py thonice Jby the name and title

Alexander, preparing for his voyage into the Ocean, and feeing old grudges kind- 
ling aftelh between Porus and TaxUcs, made them friends again, and linked them.to- 
getherby bonds of affinity, which he procured to be made between them before he 
went, and then fent them away each to his own kingdom. And for Porus, he not oncly 
made him king of all the countries lying between Hydafpes and Acefines, as before, 
but alfo, of all the tree Hates, which he had fubdued between the rivers of Acefines, 
and Hypanis, which were feveral nations, and in them, cities above two thouland, as 
in Arri4.Uib.

AieXAnde .ebing on in this order,came on the third day to the place where he ap- 
pvnu-QCiaicfusandH«-.ph«rtibn to attend him: there he flayed two dayes, that 
Philip might there overtake him,with the reft of the army ; for he had fent him to the 
River AccW, commanding himto march down by the bank thereof: and lent a- 
way Crate us and Hcph*fhon again with directions, what courfe to hold in their 

^ He? holding on hiscouife upon the River Hydafpes,which wasevery where 20 fur- 
long over at the leaft, landed his fouldiers and went to Sibarus, or country of theSo- 
bians. Thefc,theyfay,WTeof the poftcricy of them, who with Hercules heretofore 
belicerd the Rock of Aorni* ; and when they could not take it, were left here by him 
when rhey were not able to march with him any further : their cloths were nothing 
bi t sk ns ot wild bealts, and their weapons nothing but clubs : and although the Gre- 
cian manners and tafhions were worn out, yet miglit a man cafily perceive fome traces 
and mai te of their original am-ng them j But when Alexander pitcht his Camp near 
unto the chiefeft City ot thrtr country, the principal men of them came forth unto him, 
and being admitted to his pretence, they put him in mind of their firft origin, and what 
re erence they had to the nation of the Greeks, and offered him their feryice,m what 
ever his pleaiurc was, as became men oi the fame blood with him and his Grecians, to 
ftiiying as much, by the no ordinary prefents which they gave unto him. Alexander 
received them very gracioufly, and made them a free State, to live according to their 
ownlaws. FroB1 
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From'hence he made a rode further into the country fome a So furlongs, and having 
wafted all the field, came and belieged the chief City ot that country. 

The Asalafluns oppofed him, wich 4dooFoor, and 3000 Horfe, upon the bank ot 
a River : but he parting the River, quickly difheftcd and routed them , and having 
flain the moftpart,made the reft run into the towns* which having taken, he flew 
them that were of age, and fold the reft for flaves. 

Other inhabitants there were which would needs take up arms too, and were ga- 
thered together into one city,, to the number of ao thoufand: Into this city alio, he 
Brake bv pure force- but when they barricadocd their ftreets, and fought upon them 
from the battlements of their houfes, he was forced to get out again, and left many of 
his Macedons dead behind him* wherefore ^naragehe fet fire on the houfes, and burnt 
both it,andmoftofthepe0plethereun with fire* Three thoutand there were which 
got into the caftle j they fued for pardon and had it

** A^ander ftaved there one day, to give his fouldiers breath, and the next

left their cities, and fled to the woods and mountains : there alio he fpenc one 

da? rhe next day he fent Puhon,and Demetrius, Captain of a Regiment of Borfe, 
back to the river fide, to whom he joyned alio, certain other , Groups, a« id Com- 
panies, requifite for tbe fervice he imp oyed them ,n, Willing tnem,rf ty the ™£ 
mey cWed to light upon any of thofe , who were fled to the woods, rf they 
fubmitced not, to kill them; whereupon they flew a very great many, as they 
P a & d - Himlelf 
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Himfelfmarcliragainft the Capital! City of the Mallians, to which, as he under- 
flood, many others had retired themfelves. But even this great city alto, hearing of 
his coming,abandoned che place,and fled, 8c flying over the river Hydraotcs, there put 
themievcsin battle array ,upon the hign elites of that river, as if they would there flop 
his paflage. Alexander followed them inftantly with his Horfe,commanditig his Foot 
to come after; but when he was in the midftof the river, the Indians forfook the 
place, and though in good array, yet ran away : whereas yet they were not fewer 
in number than 5 o thoufand, and Alexander feeing them in a ftrong compared body, 
yet having no Foot come up to him, offered here and there, and every where 
to charge upon them ; but thought it no discretion to engage in a fight againft 

Butfofoon as the Agrians, and other well-ordered Squadrons j and the Archers 
came, and the main battel of the Foot, were now in fight, the Indians took them to 
their heeles, and ran away all to the next fenced City. Them Alexander purfued,and 
flew a many of them ; and when they were there, Alexander prefently fur rounded the 
City with his Horfe betore the Foot came up. 

Demophoon a Southfayer, having fpeech with Alexander, told him, by certain 
figns and prodigies by him obfcrved,\hat there was foroe great danger towards hirm 
and withal defired him to forbear, at lead to defer the fiege thereof. The King revil- 
ing him with fhrewed words, for diiheartning the fouldiers whiles they were in a&ion ••, 
and dividing his army in two parts, took one co himfelf, and gave the other to Perd c- 
cas, and both together went to fcale the wall : which brunt the Indians not enduring, 
left their ftations onthe wall, and fled all to the Caftle. Alexander with thole about 
him, brake open the firft gate himfelf, and got into the City, and began to Let ladders 
againft the Caftle wall s And when he faw his Macedons not come on (o roundly , as 
he wilhed, he took a ladder himfelf and fet againft the wall, and gat upon the top of it. 
Penceftes, bearing the target , which he borrowed out of the Temple of Minerva in 
Troy, and which in all encounters he ever caufed to be born before him, followed, and 
after him Leonatus, one of the Squires of his body, upon the fame ladder, and Abreas 
( one of che A*?*'* '4P or Duplarians : ( i>) of that order of Knights or Efquiers, who 
had double pay or allowance ) upon an other. And then the filver Targateer?, hear- 
ing of thedangerthe King was in, ftrovetofetupthe ladders fo thick, that they brake, 
and fo all came tumbling to the ground, and thereby both loft themfelves, and hin- 
dered others from getting up that would, [SecvipfiariHt toward the e»d, lib. *, Bell, 

Alexander, who was fhot at on every hand , from the towres, adjoyning, ( for no 
man durft come to handy-blows with him upon the wall ) leapt oft the Wall down in- 
to the Caftle yard, and fetting his back to a wall there, flew fundry that came to af- 
lault him, with hisown hand } and among the reft, the Captain himfelf of the Indians, 
which came boldly on upon him : fo that afterward nbrfc other durft come near him ; 
but all fet themfelves to (hoot him a far oft. " 

Mean while Penceftes, Leonatus, and Abreas, leapt down the Wall into the yard af- 
ter him,and came to his ctfeue i of which Abreas,fhot thorough the face into the head, 
died upon the place. And Alexander himfelf ( as Ptolomei reporteth ) received fo 
great a wound in the breaft, that his very breath came forth at it together with his 
blood Penceftes, Who intcrpofed, with Minerva"s buckler in his hand, artd Leonatus, 
whotookin his own body the blows which Were meant to him, were likcwifcfore 
wounded: and little wanted it, but that Alexander himfelf, had there poured forth 
his (oul, together with his blood. And all agree, that Penceftes defended himwith 
his Palladian buckler : whence Vlmy callshit*, [ A*. 34. "P. *• 3 thifrcferver ofAUxm- 
der the Great. Concerning Leonatus, and Abreas , the Duplanan* all do not agree: 
but that Pcolomei the fon of Lagus, was at the refcue of him, Chtatchus and Timoge- 
nes, and Paufanias in his Attica,do affirm : Which yet himfelf denie?, arid fayes, he 
was not; and that all that while he was in fight with the enemy afewherfe: Sogfeat 
faith Cmms, W4s the carelefrtjfe of thofe old HtforiAtts i* writing, or which is asbad, eaii- 

" e The MacS's atlaft breaking into tlie Gal tie, put cverv man therein to the f word, 
not fparing man or woman, old or young, and brought the King out upon their tar- 
gets, living or dead, they kndw hot well whether. The cure of his wounds was more 
grevious, than the wounds therflfeves •• bde ejrtdurihfe the paine, he cam: at laft to have 
hope of lite again : which yen the army coukl hardly be brought to believe, it having 
been once bruited abroad that ht W*s dead oi his Wounds. Wherefore fo fooh as pof- 
fibly he couH, he caufed himfelf to be eatried to the RiVer fide, from thence to tall 
down in a Bar^e to the place whet* hisarMy ky f which was at the confluence ot the 
Hydraotis with the Acefines» whtte Hephiftion was, commanding the army, and 
Ncarchus the Navy ; lo foon as he camd od land,he admitted the f o uidier y to kiile his 

hand, 
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hand, and tefufing his liaier, gat upon his Horfe, to be feen of all, and then alighted 
and went a foot to his pavilion. . 

The Kins having his wounds cured in feven dayesfpace, though not yet healed, 
hearing that the I nouns were perfwaded of his death, cauCed two Barges to be joyned 
together, and upon them his Tent Royal to be fprrad ; open on every fade, to be feen 
of aUthereby,toftaythereport,thatwentamongnisenemies,thathewa« dead ; and 
from thence went down the river , giving order, that none fhould come near the 
barge he was in, for fear of fhogging his weak body, with the beating of the Oarcs .• 
and fo on the tourth day, came to a country, deferred indeed, by the inhabitant, 
but plentifully ftored, with all manner of provifions, both corn and catle, wherefore 
that place pleated him well, to ftay at, andrcfelh both himfelf and his army in. 

NearchSs the Ammiral, reporteth, that his Nobles blamed him, for doing the 
office of a fouldier, rather than a King or Captain in the army, and when he gjwan- 
srv thereat, and Oiewed his diftike by his looks; a certain old Bzotian pleated hima- 
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a dUm e daMevoJ m ;filf,<»t<>?{otio Curtius brings him in fpeaking, whereas yet i ri 
true point of Chronology, this was the tenth year of his reign (which agreetn well 
enough with this fay tug) though the 3 oof his age. m ,...._ r .. 

Whiles the King flayed here many dayes; all which he font in the full curing of his 
wounds, and in encreafing the number of his fhrps; the Grecian touldiers wfcuch he 
had planted in certain Cities of Baftria, and Sogdiana, which himfelf had therw built, 
tothe number or about 3000 men, partly becaufe they grew weary of living among 
thole Barbarous people, and partly, becaufe they took courage, upon 'he news of A- 
lexanders death,fell oft from the Macedon government ; and haying killed foment 
the chief of their own country men, began to take arms : and Sizing on the : Cattle of 
the City Baara, which was not fo carefully kept, as it fhould have been, drew the in- 
habitants to joyn with them m this revolt; chief in this confpiracy, was one Athenodo- 
rus,whoallbaflumedtohimfelt the Title of a King,not fo much out of adefirc of any 
(ovcraint y, as out of a purpofe he had, to draw men thereby to follow him in his return 
to Greece. But there was one BitonorBicon,a Grecian likewife, who out of a grudge 
and envy, which he bare him hereupon, invited him to a banquet, and there, by the 
hando&oxus,flewhim. The next day this Buoo ^ ^pajwjaher, 
and there perfwaded fome, that Athcnodorus would have kdled him: others there 
were, whe Tthought it was nought elfe but a meer roguery of Bitons, and they quickly 
drew others to their belief : whereupon they all took up arms, ready to hayc : lain h,m, 
!f they could ; but the chief among them perfwaded the reft, and fo all grew quiet 

^Bitoi^havinggotoutof thefe btyqrs, fell to . praaife the deftroaior 1 of thofc who 
hadfavcdhislifcl which they perceiving, laid hold on him,an I Boxus both But 
Boxustheyputinftantly to death : Biton they purpofed to havefirft to theRack; and 
now they werereadytofall to work with him: when upon thefadden, the Grecians, 
like men out of their wits, rofe all in arms, no man 1 knew why; whereupon ^they ^forbare 
Biton,forfearof arefcue by the multitude; and he all naked as he was,fledtothe 
Grecians : and they feeing what cafe he was in, and ready to be rackt,changed their 
minds, and refcued him from the danger he was in. •> 

Mean while, the Mallians, that were left, fern their meflengers to Alexander, to 
yield up all the nation to bis mercy 1 and in like manner from the Oxydracans, 
came the Captaines thcmlelves, and chief men of every City;, and with them, 
one hundred and fifty of the principaU of the whole nation, giving up the whole 
Country into his hands. Alexander willed them to fend Urn onethoufandof then 
principall men. Curtius faith, 2 500 horfe, which he might keep by him, either as 
hoftages, or as fouldiers to ferve him, till he had ended his war with the In- 

1 Then invited he allthe principall men, and petty Kingsot thefe nations, to a feaft, 
where he caufed one hundred golden Beds to be fet,at ateafonable diftance each from 
other : every of thofe beds Was enclofed with Curtains wrought of fcarlet and 
gold : in which feaft was fet out to be feen , what ever the old luxury of the 
Perhans, or new fanglenes of the Maccdons, both jumbled together, could afford.

And here, upon the 
bank of the River Indus, he built another Alexandria,: and chofc out a thoufand men 
to people it, and made havens for Merchants, and docks for fhipping ; and there he cu- 
redfuch of his flups as had any wayes been bruited : And made Oxyartes, his father 
inlaw,andPithon,Governours oi all the country from the confluence of chcAeeunes 
and Indus to the fea : adding thereto alio, all the. lea coaft. But himfelf fallingftill 
down the River, came'fo Ipeedily into the country of King Muficanus, that he was 
there, before Muficanus ever heard that he was coming: wherefore not knowing 
what elfe to do, he forthwith went outto meet him, prelenting him with the choiceft 
gifts that India did afford* and in fpecial, with allhis Elephants y and gave up himfelf 
andallhiswholekingdomintohishands,cravingpardon for that he had done it no 
looner. Alexander pardoned him that offence ; and wondring both at the country it 
felf, and the city there : of which we may lee more |_ i» Strtbo, hi x* Mf. *?£** Mf .

aS HeSe heard the complaints brought agaioftXirioke,^. Tiryefte, whom he had 
made Governour over the Parapamilad*, with his accu ers face to face : and finding 
him guilty of many aOs of cruelty and avarice committed by him, he put him there to 
death* and gave that Government to his father in law, Oxyartes. ■ . . .

Which was dilpatcht before he went from thence, becaufe he (aw that plat fit to ferve 
for a bridle in the mouths of the neighbouring nations, to. keep them in order 

Wl Woro thence, with his Archers and Agrians, and all the Hoife , which he had a 
{hip-board, he came to another Nation of the Indians", called praeftans, and marched 
againft then King Porticanus, al. Oxycanus, becaufe he neither came himfelf , nor font 
AmbaiTadors unto him: and took two. ot the greateft Giues that he had m his Do- 
minions: Porticanus himfelf was in one ot them, which 'Alexander took the third day 
ot his fiege thereof. Buc Porticanus flying into the Caftle,fent Ambafladors to treate 
ofconditions: but ere ever they came to his pretence, twogreatpanes of the wallfell 
fiat down to the ground j by the breaches whereof the Macedons flew into the Cattle, 
and whenPorticlnu<,withthofe few whichwerc with him ftoodftill upon theirguard, 
they were all prelently put to the I word : The Cattle was pulled down ; aU in the town 
were fold away for flaves : thcfpoUe thereof given to the foiildier, onely the Elephants 
Alexander took, and carried away for himielf. 

Diodorus f ayes, that Alexander firft gave thofe Cities to be fpoiled by his fouldiers, 
and then let fire on tliem , and alter that went and took in all the reft of his Cities and 
Towns and deftroyed them: and thereby ftruck a terror into all the neighbouring 
Nations j and that the reft of the countries hearing of his approach onely , patently 
fenc, and yeilded therofelves unto him, without the leaft refiftance, as Arrunus 

Wr After this, he entered the country of the Brachmanes, where Sambus, */. Sabui, or 
Samus, as Curtius, al. Sabbas, as Plutarch, al Ambigerus, as Juftin, al. Ambiras, as 
Oiofius calleth him, was King : of whom Alexander had been told that he was tied a- 
way : but when he came near his chief City, called Sindomana, al. Sindonalia, he 
found the gates fet wide open to him, and Sambo his fcrvants came forth to meet him 
with money and Elephants to pretent unto him> telling him withal, that Sambus vvas 
fled indeed j not out of hoftihty to him, but for tear ot Muficanus, whom Alexander 
had let go and pardoned, and for that there was mortal enmity between them 

W Alexander having taken in, this and many other places, went and by force took an- 
other City which had fallen off and revolted from him ; and put to death many ot 
the Brachmanes who had been the occafion and authors of it. For by theinnft.ga- 
tion it was that Sambus, who had but lately fubmitted to him. and the ? Cities ot his 
fubjeaion, had revolted from him. Curtius (ayes, that Alexander took the City, by 
undermining the wall; and that the natives flood amazed to fee men rife out of the 
ground in the middeft of their City. f __. , 

Ciitarchus, cited by Curtius, faith, that there were eight, or rather C as Diodorus 
with others have it ) 80000 men flain in that country : and a multitude ot others told 
away for flaves. Thefe plagues therefore the Brachmanes fuffered : the reft, which 
fimply fubmitted to him, and craved his pardon, had noharme : And King Sambus, 
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ccttinaaway as farrcoff as hecould.with thirty Elephants, Owed himfelf. 
S Alexander got into his hand,to the number often, of thofe which were : called Gym- 
noloS, who had princplly per f waded Sambus to flee away s anc I bad caufoi 
much trouble to him and his Macedons ; to thefe he propounded certain bard and ob- 
SS qSons, threatning to hang them every man, * they did not refolve^rn ; thofe 
aueftions of his, with their anlwers upon them, Plutarch fets down in the life o A lex- 
Scr, where he alfoteUs us, that having heard them, heditmiffcd them, with many 
honours heaped upon them for their pains, . 

Muficanusin this interim revolted, and P ithonwithan army,was fent againft him 
whofe cinguponthecitiesof his lubjeaion, deftroyed tome, others he put Garnfons 
r a ndbuTucitadelsorCaftles,forayoake upon them. And having taken Mufica- 
nis andbrouThthim * cruc ' fied ln 

hToinKSIoffl, Sdai many of the Biachmanes as had put him on to that re-

the fea was gone out again, and the land left dry* as it was before* then their fhips> as it 
fell out, fome fell forward upon their notes, others fidelong,from the fide ot a bank, 
where they ftuck:and when the next tide came in,thofc fhips which flood upright upon 
cheir keels, in the muJ, floated prefently, with the r ifmg of the water, and had no hurt; 
but fuch as lighting on hard ground, when the lea Was gone out, were fallen all along : 
thofe, upon the returne of the tide, were there right driven one againft the other, or 
beaten and broken all together upon the Oiore. 

All which being repaired, as the time and place would permit, Alexander fent away 
two Barques down the river to view the Ifland, which the guides had told him, he 
muft touch ar, it he would faile out into the Ocean.That Iflandthe natives called Q 1 ' 
luta 9 Alexander himfelf, Scilluftin,and others Philtucin. And When they brought him 
back word, that the Ifland was large, aud had in it, very commodious ports, and ftore 
of freth water, he commanded the whole navy, to make for that Ifland; himlelf with 
tome choice veflels, went further* todilcover whether at the mouth ot the river, there 
were no bar, but a fafepaflage out into the open Ocean j and having now gone fome 
two hundred furlongs, he efpied yet another Ifland, lying further out in the open 
Ocean. . 

Then returned he to the former Ifland lying in the mouth of the River, and coming 
on fhoare, at a certain foreland thereof, he there offered facr ihee, to certain gods, fuch 
as> faid he, Jupiter Amnion commanded me to iacrificc unto. And the next day he 
tailed to another Ifland, lying out in the fame Ocean, and there offered other facrinces, 
and toother gods, and in another form and fatflion, than formerly he had done; laying 
ftill, that what he did, was by the direction and command ot Jupiter Ammon, and to , 
failed quite and quite out of the mouth of the river Indus, into the yaft Ocean, and 
there having facrificed certain Oxen, on thipboard to Neptune, threw them over 
board into the fea : whereunto he addethal(o,a drink offering, and having powred 
that firft into the fea, he threw a golden vial, and fundry golden goblets after it, with 
thankigiving, into the Ocean ; and praying that, whereas he had a purpote to fend 
Nearchus into the gulf of Perfia,he might fafely there arrive, [ virrlMns lib. 6.pag. 
136.] 

Jafiitt [lib. 1 1. cap. 1 o.] reporrs,that having returned with a faire fide, to the mouth 
of the River Indus, he there, in memory thereof,built a new City called Barce; and 
erefted certain Altars upon the place, and C^m [ M> 9> ca fr l6 «] faith, that at mid- 
night, he put forth with a f mall company ot thips, with the firft ot the Eb, and went 
quite out of the mouth ot the River Indus, four hundred furlongs into the open Ocean; 
and,fo having done there what he intended,and facrificed to the gods of thofe feas, and 
land adjoyning,returned to the reft of his Navy : and Diodorus Siculus,that he *'ent 
with fome of his familiar friend*, out into the main Ocean ; and lighting up ui two 
little Ilcts, offered there a magnificent lacrifice to the gods : and that withall, he caft a 
multitude of golden cups, and of a great price, With drink offerings lntothefea : and 
in the end, having there erected certain altars, in honour of Tethys, and Oceanus, fup- 
pofing that now he had finimed his intended voyage into the Eaft, returned with his 
navy up the River, and that in his returne, he came to a goodly and famous City, cal- 
led Hyala, whole government was much alike to, or rather,all one, with that of Lace-, 

For there were in ir, two Kings of two feveral families, f uccced ing alwayes in a line 
and had the adminiftration of the wars, but the chief ordering of civil affairs, was in 
thefenate,and fupreme council ot ftate. 

Alexander returning to the Patala againft the ftream, found there the Caltle,or Ci- 
tadel, icadybuilr, according to his direftions given ; and Pithon returned with his 
army, having done all.thathe went about : and whereas he purpofed to leave a part 
ot his navy, at Patala ,( which city retaines the fame name, among the Indians of Cam- 
bais , to this very day) where the River Indus fevers it felt into two channels, 
he gave Hephsftion, the charge of making there the ports, and docks fie tore- 
Mean while be made another journey to the Ocean, by the channel on the left hand 
ot the tame River, to try which of the two channels, was the beft, andeaiielt to paile 
intothe Ocean by, and to return again : and when he was now allmoft come to the 
very outlet of this fecond channel, he found acerrain lough in it, which is made either 
by this River diflufing it felf , into a larger tpace, or by waters which tall in there, trom 
other parts, and make the River more fpacious there, than in other parts; and to 00k 
like an arme of the fea: there he left Leonatus with moftof his army, and with all his 
leffer fort of thips-, and himfelf went forward, with hisfhipsof 3ooaresapiece,andot 
two tire of oares : and having gotten quite out of the River on that fide alio, tailed a- 
cain out into the vaft Ocean, and found by experience,that that Was the more comrno-

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Then dividing his company into three brigades, he gave one to Ptolomei, to lead 
along by the coaft; the fecond to Leonacus, to paffc through the midft of the coun- 
trey, and champain part thereof ; and the third he took to himfelf; and with it march- 
ed into the hill country of that region, and mountanous parts thereof , with the places 
adjoyning, and Ipoiled and wafted all that came in his way, whence the fouldiers en- 
riched themlelves, and flew many a ten thoufand of men withall. 

But when Hephaeftion* who had the greater part of the whole army under hii com- 
mand,was come up unto him ; Alexander went forward to Rambacia, which was the 
principal divilion of all that countrey, where, when he found a place by the fea fide? 
late from all wind and weather, he prefently gave order to Hephxftion, to build a city 
there, which being finifhed, and called by the name of Alexandria, he made there a 
plantation of the Arachofians, to dwell therein. 

And then again, taking with him one half of his fdver Targateers and Agrians, 
and a fquadron of horfe, and Archers on horfeback, marched away to the borders ot 
the Oritans and Gediofians, where he was told there was a narrow paffage, which 
parted the two countreys : and that both nations with their feveral armies were encam- 
ped there, to keep that paflage againft him .• But no boner came the newes unto them 
of his approach, but the molt part of them abondoned the place and fled : whereupon 
the chief ofthe Oritans, went unto him, and fubmitted thcmfelves and their whole 
country to him : and the onely charge which he laid upon them was,to call home their 
countrey men, every one to his own place, alluring them, thatiu to doing, all lhould 
be well with them j and they receive no harme. 

Then made he Apollophanes Governor of the Oritans, joyning Leonatus, a Squire 
ofthe body with him : with whom he left all his Agrians,and fome of his Archers,and 
Horfe, and other companies of his foot, and mercinaries out of Greece, in the country 
of the Oriransjgiving them in charge to attend the coming ofthe fleet into thofe parts- 
and in the mean time to go in hand with the building of a new city, and to order all 
matters t here for the bemfit of the people. 

Then fet he forward with a great part of his army (for now Was Hephaeftion again 
come up unto him) and marchtinto the countrey of the Gedrofians, which was for the 
moft part abondoned by the Inhabitants* In which defert , as Anftobulus faies, 
thePhxnicians which followed the army, to buy what was there to be fold, loaded 
their camels with mirrh, and fpikenard* tor of fuch fpicery and Apothecary ware, 
there was infinite ftore growing in thofe parts : fo as the whole army ufed it for cove- 
rings, and beds ro lie upon : and of the fpikenard which they trode under their feet, a 
moftfweetfmelldiffuled it Ceil far off, \_Arrtm. lA.6<f*g. 138. and Str*fa> M.iJ. 

Hi lent Cratcrus before him with a part of the army, into the mid-land countreys, 
bothtolubdue Arimania(under which name, all the Regions to the weftofIndia,pto- 
perly fo called, even as far as Carmania, go) andfoto go from thence forward into 
thole places, which himlelfpnrpofed to come unto } But Cratcrus marching through 
the countreys ofthe AracoLti, and the Drangae, tubdued by force the countrey of Cho- 
arina, which rclufed to lubmitthemfelves, [Strabo,nt f^ra y fag. 711. 725.3 And 
whereas Ozines (whom Arianus calls Ordones) and Tarialpcs two noble men of Per- 
fia, endeavoured a revolt in Pcifia, he lubducd them by force, and laid them in irons, 

EC*r*./.p.<;.i8.] 

Himfelf with another part of thearmy, going through the country of Gedrofia,lome 
5 00 furlongs diftant from the fea, and yet lometimes quartering near to the fea it felf, 
marched through a barren , craggy, dry,and defolate countrey: for his defire was to vi- 
fit the fea coaft, all along, that he might difcover, what places there were in thole parts 
fit to make ports of; and there to make provifion for his fleet* which was to come that 
way by h's appointment, and for that purpofe, to caufe wells to be digged, and mar- 
kets to be kept, and ports to be made, fit to receive them when they came, [ Strafo, «t 
f». P. 7 *!• and %Aw*Jfij. 139.] 

To this purpofe, he fent before him one Thoantes, with a competent company of 
Horfe, to (coin about the fea coaft ; and to fee wether there were any fit place for lan- 
ding there, or frefh water near the Ihore ; or other ficting provifions for them : who re- 
turning brought him word, that he found there certain poor filhermen t and that they 
had to dwell in, a kind of little cottages,built up and covered over with (hells of fifties, 
and the back-bones of them fervingfor rafters j and that the men ufed litle water, and 
that it felf, fuch as they digged out of the fand ; and that not very fweet nei- 
ther. 

A lexander,coming at length into a countrey of the Gedrofians, where was ftore of 
cornc, he feiled it all into his own hand, and fealing up the lacks, wherein it was, with 
his own figner, and laying it upon carriages, lent it all away to the fea fide. But whiles 
he went to the next ports, the fouldiers, for all the feals, brake up the facks, and took 
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out the corn, and fpent it, for very hunger ; in which action, they were the formoft, 
who were principally trufted with the keeping of it: and Alexander, Underftanding 
that what was done* was for pure hunger, winked at it. And fent about all the coun- 
try over to take up more corn, and fent that away by one Cretheus, to thelealide,to 
relieve the Fleer, with the army in it, which at that very time came to land in thofe 
parts : commanding alfo the natives,to go farther up into the country, 8c from thence to 
bring as much corn ready ground, and dates, and cattel, as poffibly they could, and 
carry it to be fold at the fea fide, to the army; and withal, difpatcht away Telephus 
one of his Noblcf,to make further provifion of come ready ground j whereof he found 
fome quantity, though not much; and carried it to another Port j according to di- 

Meaii while fome of the Oritans, dwelling in the mountains fet upon Leonatus his 
Brigade, and flew a great number of them, and then retired into their iaftnelk again : 
as Dioderus faith : and then the whole nation of the Oritant, joyning w«n other 
neighbouring countries, made a body of fome 8000 Foor, and 400 Horle, and made a 
general revolt. But Leonatus meeting with them, cut off <? thoufand of their.Foot, 
and all their Leader*: and loft of his own men, but 15 Horfe* and fome few Foot; 
but withal, there died in that fight, Apollophanes, Governour, as was faid before, 
appointed by Alexander, of that whole country, [fort. lib. 9* ?*¥• i8..-4rri*.//*.7.

Nearchus»coming a fhoar at this place with his Fleet, took in provifion ot corn, pro- 
vided by Alexander, to ferve his army aboard for ten dayes: repaired his (hips, that 
Were any wayes leaky, and leftfuch of his Marinas as he found not fit for lea* with Le- 
onatus to ferve at land, and took others in their room, out of his companies, [ Arris, m 

hisIttdictfpajr.iSl,] 

Philippus, whom Alexander had made Governour over the Oxydracans and Mai- 
lians, was fet upon by his own mercenary companies,and by them murdt red 1 and the 
murderers prefently were fet upon by the Macedons which were of his guard; 
and cither thenprcfent, or immediately after, taken and hewed in pieces tor their 

It is faid, that Alexander endured many a hard brunt, and luffered more loffcs,in 
the country of the Gedrofians, than in all Afia befides ; (o that of allthat army, which 
he carried with him into India, he brought fcantly a fourth part out of Gedrofia ; what 
wfthgreivousdifeafcs, ill diet, burning heats, deep fands, want of water, and famine, 
which he fuftered in thofe parts. But Nearchuslayes,that Alexander, though he Wfre 
not ignorant of the incommodities of this way, yet out of a felfwill'd ambition, which 
reigned, or rather raged in him, he would need force his way thorough it forlooth ; 
becaulelome had told him that Semiramis, and Cyrus both, had gone that way into 
India; and therefore he would needs return the lame way out of its though it was 
told him withal, that (he was fain rofave her felf by flight from thence, withaomen 
onely in her company j and Cyrus with feven, thinking it would prove a great : glory 
for him, if, when they fuftered fo much there, he lhould be abje to cpmij off with his 1 ar- 
my lafe and found: wherefore partly out of this ambition, partly to favoured relieve 
his Navy, which he had appointed to meet him in thofe parts, it wa*» ihar^earchus 
laves, he would needs return homeward thorough that cpuptry. When, his guidPV 
miffingtheir way thorough thofe vaftfaods,byreafon the wind had cpnfpundedand 
covered allthe tracks, winch lead thorough them ; Alexander giicffingpuc pf his own 
mother wit,thac the way muft needs lie on the left hand,, tppk. a fmall company ot 
Horfe with him, and went to fee whether he could recover the fa fljoarornp: but 
their horfes being all focnt to five, with, the length and towidnefle ot the way, lay be- 
hind, and he with thofc five onely ip his c;ompany,camc at length to the lea (ide,where 
digging a while, and finding fretti water to drink, he prefently fent back for his whole 
army to come thither to hi m : and when they were come, jie marched forward feven 
dayes journey, along the fea coaft, and found plenty of fiefo water all the way ; and 
then his guide* having found the way agafolcd him up wtp the nudland cpuqtries, as 
hedefired,[5^^fep/»xV7^.^.P^.'4*.] ■. ■ C us\' r 

At two moneths end rlicrefore,after he parted from the ^country of the Oritansatore- 
faid, he came to thechiet city of the Gedrofians, called Pura, and there hereftedhis 
army ; and refrelhed them With fcaftings,as was very fittingvand high time for him 

Fromthence fie dispatched away the fwitteft courtiers that ppffible he could finde, 
toPhrataphernes, whom he Had left Governour ot Parthia,a n d to the two Prehdcnts 
of the Provinces of Drangia apd Aria, lying at the foot ot the mount Taurus, with 
commands to tbenuthat they lhould forthwith get together as many Carpels, Drome- 
daries,and others, with aUfortsofboafts of draught or carriage, aspoflibly they could, 
and load themaU with visuals, of aU forts, and fend theminaUhaftetomecthunat 

his 
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his firft entry into the countrcy of Carmania ; Thefe letters fpcediiy earned, and duly 
executed on all hands, caufed, that when hecame into Carmania,he lound there all 
kind of provilions neceffary, ready to receive him and his army, at the place ap- 

P °Menon, the Governor of the Arachofians, being lately dead, Alexander made one 
Sibyrtius, Governor of Arachofia and Gedrofia, both. 

As Alexander was upon his march towards Carmania,news was brought him ot the 
death ofPbilippus, Governour of the Oxydracans and Mallians : whereupon he pre- 
fently wrate away to Eudemus and Taxilas, and by his letters, commended the charge 
and care olthofe two Provinces udto them, untill he lhould lend a Governor to fuc- 
cced in Philips roome. . : . .. 

So foon as he fet foot in Carmania, >4ftafpes the Satrape of that province, met him, 
ofwhomtherewaiafulpition that he would have revolted from him, whiles he was 
in India./toxander concealing the grudge which thereupon he bare him,feceived him 
very gracioufly, and ufed him according to his ranke and quality, whiles in the mean 
time, he fought by all means poflible to find out whether the lufpition chat was railed or 
him were true or falle. _ , 

Here Craterus came unto him, with the reft of the army, and the Elephants, and 
bringing with him Ordones, al m Ozines, and Zuriafpes, whom he had taken into cufto- 
dy, lor having endeavoured a revolt in Perlia. ^ nd thither came alio Stafanor, go- 
vernor of the Provinces of Parthia and Hircaniai and with them, the Captains and 
Comrmndersof all thofe forces which he had formerly left with Parmenion, in the 
Province of Media, to wit, Cleander and Sitalce?, and Heracon and ^gecho, which 
brought him 5 thoufand foot, with a thoufand horfe. .... 

Now the teveral Governors and Prefidents in the parts of India, lent him in here,an 
infinice number of horfes and other beafts of draught and carriage, fome tor pack- lad- 
dies, and fome for panniards, out ot every countrey of his dominions in India, fome, 
Stafanor alfo, and Phrataphernes, brought him a huge number of drought Horles,and 
Camels And Alexander prefeatly diftributed them all among thofe that wanted 
them tocarry their goods upon, fome he bellowed upon particular Captains, the reft 
he diftributed among the foldiers, by troups and companies, as he law caule ; He alio 
new armed his foldiers with as roach bra veiy as ever: for why? they now drew near 
unto Perua, a country full, notonely of peace, but alio of all manner of plenty and 

Here Alexander (as Arrianus reports out of Ariftobulus)offered afacrificeof thankl- 
Kiving to his gods for his viftory over the Indians, and for the fafe coming of his army 
out otGedrolia : and withal, entertained his armies with fports of mufick and wreit- 
lings, and luch like: and moreover took Penceftcs, who covered him with his target 
in the countrcy of the Mallians, to be the chief Squire of his body, an honour, which at 
that time,teven only men had borne; Lconatw, Hephaeftion, Lyfimachus, Anftonus 
(all born in Pella) Perdiccas of the countrey of Macedonia ; Ptolomei the fon of Lagu<, 
and Pithon, and rhe 8 was Pcnceftes, for his brave behaviour in faving the King from 
the Mallians; Others, and among them, Diodore, and Curtius, and Plutarch, lay, 
that Alexander, whether in imitation or emulation of Bacchus, but in a drunken man- 



babll, bccaule that neither Ptolomeus, ^riftobulus, nor any other credible Author in 
this kind, make any mention pfit. jtj-mu-'V^ 

^fpaftesthe Governour of Carmania, was put to death, and Tlepokmus made Go- 
vernor in his ioom,[CHrP,M>.9.c*f.» l *. Arria,M*6.f 4g.l4*. and again in his hdtca, 
VflV\ I93»~l ....„■■ 

Cleander and Sitalces, who flew Parmenion, by Alexanders command, Were accu- 
fed to him for many vilanies (which I mentioned before) by them committed bothbj^ 
the Provincials, and alfo by the army it felf : nor could that flaughter by them ' com- 
mitted, how acceptable foever it was to the King, expiate 111 his mind luch a multitude 
of vilanies and grofle mifbehaviours, as were laid to their charge : wherefore he put 
them forthwith in chains, to be done to death when he thought fit : but [even hundred 
private foldiers, whom they had uled as executioners of their vilanies, he cauled there 
prefently to be executed,and at the fame time alfo was execution done upon Ozines and 
Zariaf p:s, whom Cratetus had brought prifoners, for endeavouring a rebellon in Per fia 
as was fa id before. ... , ,_ . , 

Mean while Nearchus, havingfailed along the coaft of the 4rabu, the Uritans, the 
Gedrofians, and the Icthyophagians (f o called becaufe they lived onely upon fift; arri- 
ved in the Gulf or Perfia, and came to Harmozia, al. Armufia ( which is now called 
Ormus,or Ormufa) and there drew up his (hips, and went over land with a lmall re- 
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tinuc to Alexander, who as he heard by a Grecian, which came from the army, was 
not above five dayes journey off, and found him in a certain fea Town, called Sal- 
muntes , bufie in making ftage-plaies there , . and fitting himlelf on the open 
theatre. ■ 

Alexander alfo offered f acrifice there, to Jupiter, , by the name of a deliverer, and to 
Hercules and Apollo, by rhe name of Apollo, aa»^*«*@-, (;.#,) the deliverer from 
evil, and Neptune for bringing his army fafe out of the Ocean, fie alfo made fports 
and games of Mufick, and other Gymnick exercifes ; and made a pageant, which was 
led in by Nearchus, all the army fettingthemfelvesbnwork,tb gee flowers and gar- 
lands to ftrow upon him. 

Alexander, having fully heard the relation which he made of his whole voyage, lent 
him back to the fleet, with afmal army to convoy him, becaufe the whole country, 
which he was to pafle, was, as he thought, friend, arid willed him to faiie, up as far as 
the very mouths of the Euphrates,and to be in a rcadineffe from thence to row up to Ba- 
bylon,whcn order ihould be given. ^ , 

Tlepolemus wasfcantly warm in his Satraple or Government of Carmania, when 
thcnativesaUrofe,andpoffeffedthemfclvesof the principal and ftrongeft places, of 
that country : thefe alfo let upon Nearchusin his return, in fundry placet, fo that he was 
often put to it, and forced to fight t wice or thrice in a day : yet with much ado, he came 
at length late to the fca fide, where hefacrificed to J tipiier hi* deliverer, and made 
games of dancing, running , wreftlmg, and the like : died loofing tromOrmule,he 
kepc along by the Ihoare ot the Parfian gull; and by luch ftages,as Arnanusin his 
Indica,out of Nearchus h:mfelf,deliverech, came to the. mouth of the River Eu- 
phrates. 

Alexandcr,underftanding by letters from Potus and Taxiks*hat Abilarus was dead, 
gave his kingdom to his fon. He fent away alfo Eudemon, al. Sudemtuy who was com* 
manderof the Thracians, to lucceed Philip, flain, as a forefaid, iii the goverment of 
the Oxydracans and Mallians. 

He lent Hephaeftion with the greater part of the army, and with the carriages and 
Elephants, to go ouc of Carmania into Perfia by fea for that the Pcrfian fea in the 
winter fcafon it alwayes calm, and there was great ftore of provilion in thofe 
parts* ' 

Stalanor being fent back to his Government, Alexander himtelf, with the choiceft 
of his Foot, and with the Horfe of hisconfederates,and a part of his Archers, march- 
ed to Paiargadas in Perfia, where he gave money among the women, as the fafhion of 
the Perfian Kings was , when ever they came, into Pertia, to give unto every woman 
there, a piece of gold. ,.',,. i , ■ 

, At his very entrance into Perfia Orfine*,4/.Orxincs met him: He it was,who after the 
death of Phrafaortcs the Governour there, ( Alexander, being then a far off in India) 
\ by his authority kept the Pcrfians in their due fubjettion and; allegaucq to him, till he 
; gave order for another Governour to fucceed in the deceafeds room* He wasdeicended 
fromoneoi thefeven Princes of Pcifia,and deduced his pedigree from Cyrus himlelt, 
and nowcame^and met Alexander,and prefented not him alone, but all his nobles alfo, 
iwithricligiits', J Ohelyhegave nothing to Bagoas the Eunuch , and the Kings bardaf- 
chy ; which proved afterward jthe caufe of his deftruttion, .£ tyriuulit. 4. c*{. »7. 
snd lib. to.cai.i, *Arriari»sty.6.'\ 

Whiles he was at Pafargadas there came unto him Atropates,theGovernor or Media, 
bringing with Him prifoherBaryaxes a Median, who had Worn his Turbant upright, 
and called himfelf king of Medesand Perfiansj him therefore he brought priloner 
to the King; and all thofe^who had been partakers with him in that a£hon. All which 
: Alexander caufed forthwith to be put to death. . ; ... -.....; 

But he was rrioftofall ofTended at that vilany commuted upon Cyrtis,his mpnument, 
which he found all broken down and fpoiled, a;id the prcti9us,things which>c had for- 
merly feeri therein fevea Micr-and a golden urn,wherein h^ bo<iy was put^rloined, 
and that alfo was broken, and the covering of the urne taken off, and his.very body 
tumbled out of it by thofe facrilegioustheeves, and they hadalfp gone about to hew 
in pieces, and batter the urne or coffin it lelf, the better to carry icaway,bypieces, if it 
might have been j which becaufe they could not, therefore they kit ic behind them. 
But Alexander preCently gave order to Ariltobulus,to rebuild his iepulchre in luch 
form as it was 'befart, and for thole parts of his body which were lett,to put them 
into the urne again, and to makea new coverfor it ; and to reform what was defaced , 
and to embelhlh it in all points, as formerly it was :and moreover, to mure up the 
dore, which led into the Chappel, where the body lay, with lime and itone, and to 
out the impreflion of the Kings feal upon it. All this Strabo ufwts^Ht of ^nfitMMs 
himfilfi\lft,t.f*£,li},] ji»dArriaM f 4ttheendefbis6l>9ok, 
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After this, Alexander commanded the Magi or Priefts, which had the keeping of 
the Sepulchre, to be taken and had to the rack, to make them confeiTe the authors o\ 
this facrilege , who yet could never be drawn to confeile any thing, either againft 
themfelves, or any other pcrfon, and thereupon were difcharged : yet Plutarch fayes, 
that Polymachus,thoughnoraeanperfon,andaPelia:an borne, was put to death by 
Alexander, ondy for opening and looking into the Sepulchre. 

From Pafargada, Alexander marchr to Perfepohs, the Royal Seat of the Rings of 
ftrfia, which he himielf had lee on fire, and burnt to the very ground ; but now at his 
return thicher, he blamed himfelfbrfo doing. Here were many foul matters laid to 
Orx nes his charge : as, That he had fpoiled and robbed the Kings houlcs, and lepul- 
rhres of the dead,and done many of the Nobility of Perfia to death. But in particular, 
Bicoas the Eunuch put it into the Kings head, that perhaps it was he, that bad robbed 
the fepulchre oi Cyrustoo : wherein,faid he, I have heard Darius fay,t here : Were 3000 
talents layed up; and wrought fo tar with the King , that he forthwith cauled the 
Nobleft per fon of all the Perfian Nation, and to him a moft afMhonate lervanr, to be 

CIU At die fame time alfo, Phradates , who had formerly been Governour of the Hir- 
canamsandMardians, and Tapyrians, being now drawn into iulpition of making 
himfeltaKing,wasputtodeath,Lt»^/^.8.M F .8 tndlib. .lo.^M-J 

Alexander now made Penceftes,( of whole worth in all kinds he had had lo good 
proof, efpecially in that danger of his among the Mallians ) Govcrnonr ot P« ha. And 
he pi e{ently,and onely of all the Macedons, put himielf into the Median attire, and 
fell a learning ot the Perfian tongue ; and began withal to order matters all after the 
P'-rfiaogarb; for which Alexander much commended him, and the Perhans were 
gladathearr,tofcchuiiufechePerfian,rathcrtharttheMacedonatciie. 

And now a toy took Alexander again in the head; and he would I needs fajl. down 
rheEuphrates,andTigris,andgofeeihePer(ianfea, and how thofe Rivers tell into 
the Ocean there,as formerly he had done,at the River Indus, and the lea which that 
falls into Alfo, he bad a purpofe to fail round the coaft of Arabia firft, and then ot all 
Africa • and lb to return into the Mediterran Sca,and to Macedon by the way ofHer- 
cule:, his' pillars, VArriaJibfl- 3 And being in this mood, he gave order to the Go- 
vernors of Metopotamia, to fell timber inlebanon, and to carry it to Thap acus a 
Citv in Syria, and to make keeles for huge Oups to be built thereon ; not all feven 
tire hieh,asCurtius hath it; but fomeot one fize, (ome of another, as we (hall fee a- 
non outif Ariftobulus, and all tobebrought overland to Babylon : and order wa* 
giventotheKingsofCyprusco provide, brafte, and towe, and fades* for this Fleet, 

L ^archu^'and aificritus, coming with the Fleet to the mouth of the Eujihratc^ 
anchored at ^iridotis which is the chief Mart Town ol .'the whole Province ot Biby- 
fon; 5 Where the Merchants** Arabia, With the.arantancenfe and fpicery, ule to 
dilchatce- And there hearing that Alexander would go to Sula, they fell back, and 
wenttlthemouthof the River Pafmgri; -and rowing up that River, theyxame.toa 
country well inhabited, a id plentifully ftorecl with all provifions ; and having rowed 
1 soluflongsrbey there cametoan anchor again; attending thcxeturn of them whom 
N^archus had fern to on ig him word where the King was.;' Mean while Neychus 
there aLai » iacrificed to the gods his deliverers, and made Games ; fo that, the whole 
Sea-army, gave themfelves wholy to paftimc and merriment, [ Am*, mhu l*-

went riaked ihthbfc parts,' having now attained the 73 year of hi* age,, and had never 
in all that lime felt ach in his bones, or other hcknefle or diftemper inhis body ; i.hap-

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Now Ncarchus tells us, that lb foon as the fire was put to die pile of Wood, the trum- 
pets founded) tor lo Alexander had appointed ; and the whole army there prelentjgave 
alhout,asiftheyhad beenreadytojoynina battle- the Elephants alfo at the lame 
time made a noife, fuch as they ufe when they enter a fight in the field ; as if all had 
confpired to honour the funeral of Calanus. ^Arrianta,] 

fhares rftMitjleney addeth further, that Alexander, to honour his funeral, caufed a 
prize of Muficians and WreftJers to be proclaimed.* and that,deurous herein togran- 
fie the Indian Nation,he made one match of drinking, a thingufual among them;and 
that he appointed a talent for him that could drink molr,and 30 pounds for thelecond, 
and ten fot the third : and when he had called many of his Nibles and Captains ; to that 
fcaft, he that drank moft, was one Prt>machus, who drank off tower gallons and one 
pottle, and having received his talent for his prize, lived three days after, and thendi- 
ed;of the reft, 3 5 finding a ftarke chillinefle coming on them by thefurfeit which they 
took inftantly, and fix others of them, ihortly after, were found dead in their tents, 
[Jthexttuy lb, 10. cap, 12. Plutarch in Alexander, El'iatt. Varia, H>fier, lib, 1. 

Ncarchus, and One ficrkus , with their Navale army; continuing their courfe up 
the river Pafitigris came to a bridge newly made, over which Alexander with his army 
was to p.ifle, to come to Sufa ; and there they anchored, [z/lrria. in his Indica, pag,\^-j, 
Vl-»J%\l»b. 6,cap.'l , }.']faitb)thej found him at Sufa y keeping holiday fevea months after 
he left thtntatTatala^and in the ^moneth after tbeyfetfaile from thence: or rather in the 
fixth month) feeing we have already made it appear that they fet out from Pa- 
talene, the very next moncth after he parted from them at the City Pa- 
tala. 

Now when both armies both of land and fea> were come together, Alexander of- 
fered facrifice yet again, tor his Navy and Army both, foprekrved, and made playe* 
and games for it : and wherecver Ncarchus went through the fpaces of the camp, eve- 
ry man itrowed flowers, and call garlands on him, [ Arria, ntfi*p.~\ 

Alexander, having fent away Atropates to his Government, marcht to fufa : where 
when Abnlite-f 1 who had made noprovihon at all tor hisentertainmenr, onely prefen- 
ted him with 3 thoufand talents of filver, he bade him lay it before his horfes,and when 
they would none of it j tor what purpofe then»faid he, is this inony : Plutarch faith that 
Alexander laid Abulitcs in irons, and ftruck his fon Oxathres al, Oxyartes through 
with a javelin : Arrianus faith, that he put both the father and fon to death, for their ill 
behaviour, in their government at Sufa. 

Many of the Nations, which he had conquered, came in and complained of their 
Governors who little dreaming of Alexanders ever returning out ol India, committed 
many and monftiousoutrages^jboth upon the temples of their gods, and upon the fe- 
pulchresofthe dead, and alfo upon the perfons and fortunes of the fubjedJ all which 
Alexander commanded to be executed in the view ot chofe who came to complain a- 
gaiuft them, without all refped of nobility, favour orlcrvicc, which othcrwile they 
might have done ; and now alio Cleander and Sitalces, whom he had condemned 
whiles he was yet in Carmania, he cauled to be executed for company, as guilty of the 
like difordcrs. Hcracon alfo, who hitherto had icaprrd fcot free, but was now accu. 
fed by the men of Sula, for roboing and ranlacking their temple, and thereof convi&ed, 
luftered accordingto his delcrts* And now Alexander grew ready to hearken to eve- 
ry flight accufation, upon trivial matter?, and to puniih with death and torment, every 
fmall offence, conceiving with himielf, that they who aftcd fmall matter-, intended 
greater in their minds. 

And when the fame of fuch his feverity againft his officers in their fevcral places 
flew abroad, many,confidering what themfelves had done, began to fear what might 
come thereof: lome of which packing up what moneys they had gotten, fled away in- 
to unknown parts, others who commanded over mcrcinary companies openly revolted 
from him : whereupon letters were prefently ditpatcht away to all the Governors and 
Pielidentsof countreys throughout all Alia, todisband and fend away all mercenary 
companies, [Diodor»yer2.0ljm, 1 1 3.] 

Nofooner then, was this order put in execution ; but forthwith many ftrangers,fin- 
ding the mfelvescafhiercd) went ftraggling over all Alia, and for want of pay, lived 
upon the fpoile of the couutrey, till atlength they all came into one body, at Tcnarus in 
Laconia : and fo likewife all the Commanders and Governors of the Perfiaus which 
were, left, gathering together what men and moneys they could make) came all to Te- 
nants, and there joyned theirforces together, [Id.yetr 3. Oljmp. 113. andjeaf 2,Oljmp. 

Alexander now rook to wife,Statira» the eldcft daughter of Darius, and befides her 
another, as Ar iftobulus tells us> called Paryfati?, the youngeft daughter of Ochus ; and 
gave Drypatesthe youngeft daughter of Darius, and his own wives filler in marriage 
1 N n % to 
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to Hephsftion. To Craterus,he gave Ameftns,the daughter ot Oxyarta,*/. Oxa- 
thra, a daughter of Oxathres the brother of Darius. Perdiccas married the daughter 
of Atropates t he govcrnour of Media,. Neaichus had given him to wife the daughter 
of Spkameneschc Baftriarnto Ptoleraeus the fon of Lagus,the fquireof his body, 
and to Eumenes,.were given the two daughtersof Aitabazus, and fitters unto Barfina, 
by whom, though not inlawfull wedlock t Alexander himfelf had a fon, called Her- 
cules. Ptolomei his wife, was called Arracama, al. Apama ;. but (he whom Eumenes 
married, Artonis : where werauft note by the way, that the nameot Barfine in Arri- 
anus, [M-J.fag. 148.] is put forStattra ■. But in Plutarch, in the beginning of the 
Life of Eumenes, where he namcth his wife* it is, I know not how, crept in for Artonis. 

Upon all the reft of his Nobles likewile , Alexander "beftowed wives, of the rnoft 
illuftrious iamiliesthat were of theMcdesand Peifians, in all to the number of 80, as 
Arrianusy or $o,as Elian, $>» as Chares, 1 00 as Plutarch, in hit difcour fe of the Fortune 
of Alexander afnrmeth* Now thefe marriages of Alexander and his Nobles were all 
made and lolemnifed,atone and the fell fame time^he King beftowing a dowry with 
every one of them; and for five dayes together, celebrated thefe marriages, with 
that pomp and magnificence of feafting, and Mafcarades, as is fet down by ££*»,[/;*. 
8. cap. 7: Vat. Hi ft. and by i/Ltheneusy Deipnofiph. lib. 1 ^. cap. 18. out of Chares of Mjtj- 
lentyllb, 10. of hit Hiftory of Alexander.'] To every one of the guefts, who amounted 
in all to the number of nine thoufand j it is faid,that he gave a golden vial to iacrifice 
a drink offering withall, To the reft of the Macedons,, who had formerly married 
wives out of Afia, which amounted to above ten thoufand men, he gave them every 
man wedding gifts. 

Moreover ,he thought it fitting at this time,to pay every one of the fouidiers debts out 
of hisownftorc: and when he had given order that every one fhould give in a ticket 
of what he owed, that thereupon they might receive every man his money,at thefirft 
very few gave in their tickets, fearing that this was but a devif e of the Kings to find 
out who they were, that could not live of theirpay,byreafonof their riotous cxpenfes. 
But among thofe, who did give in their name>>there was one Antigenes, with one eye, 
and who bad loft the other under Philip, at thefiege ot Per inthus,. with the hurt ot a 
dart from the wall. He feigning himfelf to be more in debt then indeed he was,brought 
one to the pay-matter; who affirmed to him,that he had lent the did Antigenes fo 
much money: whereupon Antigenes received it.But the King being afterward inform- 
ed of this abufe of his, grew wroth thereat, and forbad himever after to come within 
his court,and took from him an office, which he bad ; which brand of ignominy, he 
took fo to heart, that be thought thereupon to kill himfelf ; which Alexander percei- 
ving, remitted his difpleafure, and fuffered him to enjoy his money. 

But when he heard that many, who were truely in debt, would not yet give in their 
names, but would keep their own counfel, and would not be know what they oughr, 
he then openly blamed them for being (o diftruftiulof him, faying, that a King (hould 
be no other than true to his (ubjetts, nor the fubje&s have other opinion of their King, 
but that he would be in all things true unto them* And then he canted tables to be let 
outinfundry places of the Camp, with monies on them ; and whoever brought in 
his ticket of what he owed, received prefently his money, without being afked fo much 
as what hsname was,andtnen they began to believe that Alexander was Alexander* 
and a man of his word, indeed. 

That largefie of his among his fouldiers,arflounted,as Juftin and Arrianu^ report, 
to upward ot 20 thoufand talents,whereas Diodorus more probably faith, that it came 
to litEle leile than ten thoufand, for Curtiui and Plutarch fay, that of 1 o thoufand ta- 
lents brought forth, there were, 1 30 lettall paid, with this lennoy over and above of 
CuitinSjS* that, faith he, that army^conqtterorof fomanj nations. , brought jet more hontttr 
avdghrjy then fpoil and riches out of Afia. 

Sundry other gifts did Alexander at that time beftow upon fcveral men in the army, 
either according to degree and quality, or in regard of tome memorable fcr vices which 
they had done,and upon thofe which excelled in this kindle beftowed over and above 
Crowns of gold to wear: at firft, upon Penceftes, who covered him with his Target 
againft the Mallians, and next him upon Lconatus, who at the lame time alio fought 
rnoft manfully in his defence, and had upon f undry occafions behaved himfelf bravely 
in the country of the Oritans,and thirdly upon Neaichus, who had brought his Navy 
and army therein life out of Indie thorough the Ocean into thofe pans :' and in the 
fourth pls&Oneficritus, the Pikxe of the Kings feips and then Hephatftion, and other 
{quires of Bis body, 

Mean while, there came unto him the Governors of fundry Cities, which he had 
builr, and divers Provinces, by him fubdued, bringing with them to Sufa 3 o thoufand 
fouidiers out of Perfia and other Nations (of which I fpake formerly in the year of the 
V/orld3<*7<5.) all young men, and of an age, goodly perfonsall,tolookon, and of 
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great performance. Thefe beirigthus (elected by the Kings command* and trained 
and marlhalled after the Macedonian manner and difcipline inteates of armes, and 
all glorioufly armed, encamped before the walls of Sula ; where when they had given 
a proof of their read inefle and good add reile in Marihal Difcipline before the King, 
the King highly rewarded them every man, and gave them the name of Epigoni ; that 
is, of an after brood, growing up in their room, who in feates ot Chivalry, and Con- 
quering the World, had gone before them. 

Alexander, having delivered over the greater part of his land army to Hephxftion, 
to be led to the coaft of the Perfian Gulf, and given order tor his Navy to come to the 
country of Sufa; took fhipping there with his lilver Targatecrs and his Phalanx or 
Main Squadron, and part of his fellow Cavallecrs, and fell down by the River Ulay, 
into the Gulf of Perfia. But before he came at it, lefc many of his (hips, which were 
any wayes bilged and leaky, and wirh the reft went forward and came about from the 
mouth of that River by fea, to the River Tigris: the reft he lent up the channel or 
cut, by which the Tigris is drawn into the U lay, and fo they alfo came into the River 
it felf of Tigris- 
Alexander, compafling about all the fhoar of the Perfian Gulf, which lieth between 
the two mouths, that ot the River Ulay, and that ocher of Tigris, came to his Camp ; 
where Htphacftion with the army attended his coming. Then returned he again to 
Opis, a City feated upon the bank of the Tigris; and as he went on , caufed all the 
dams, locks, and (luces, which the Perfians had rmde upon that River, to hinder the 
accede of any enemy by fea to Babylon, to be taken away; faying, That they were 
buefhiftsanddevifesot thofe, who were of little worth 111 themfelves, [ sArria. lib. 7. 
with Strabojib. *6.p*g. 74°. ] 

But fo foon as he came to Opis,he called all his army together,and declared to them 
that his purpofe was, to difcharge all fuch, as thorough age, or otherwile, found them- 
felves grown unferviceable for the war, and ro^give them free leave to return every 
man to his own home : but for fuch as were able and would ftay, he promi'fcd to make 
their condition fuch,and to beftow fuch largefle upon them,asfliould make their eyes 
akc, chat lay idleing at home . and fhould encourage the reft of the Mace Jons to come 
and (hare with them in their fortunes* 

This he did with a purpofe to gratifie the Macedons : But they took it, as if thereby 
he went about to difgrace them, and held them for no better than a company of ufe- 
iefie men for his wars h and champing upon this bit, called to mind all other grievan- 
ces, and occasions of difcontent by him formerly given them in any kind : as that he 
went attired in a Median Robe ; and that all thole goodly marriages that he made, 
were all lolemnized forfooth, after the Perfian fafhion : that Pcnccftcs his Govern- 
out of Perfia, was turned altogether Perfian, both in attire and language, and that 
Alexander himfelf delighted, but too much, in thefe new tangles, and outlandifli fafhi- 
ons. That the Bactrians, Sogdians, Arachohans* Zarangians, Arians, Parth?ans,and 
thofe Perfian Horfc, which were called Enact, were mixed w ; th,and reckoned among 
his fellow Cavaleers. That now there was a fifth BrigadeofHoitefctup; notaltoge- 
ther indeed confiding of forregn nations; but yet that encreafing the number of his 
Horfe, there were taken into them,Cophcs the fon of Artabazos, Hydarve , and Ar- 
tiboles,thetwofonsof Mazxus,Itauesthefonot Oxyanes, and brother to Roxane, 
Alexanders wife, Agobarc:, and his brother Mithrobatus ; and that he had made 
HydalpesaBa&rian by birth,Commander over that Regiment: and that infteadof 
the Macedonian Spear,they uled a Javelin,after the manner of forreign nations. That 
he had erected a new company of young forreigners, calling them Epigoni, and armed 
them after the Macedonian manner. And laftly, that in all things he defpifed and 
fcorncd the Macedonian Difcipline and Cuftoms, and the Macedons themlclvcs : 
wherefore one and all cryed out,anddefiredtobedifcharged, and to ferve no longer 
in the wars : bidding him and his fathet Hammon , go fight hereafter if they would, 
teeing he grew weary ot, and cared no more for his own fouidiers, who had hitherto 
fought for him. 

In this combuftion, Alexander enraged as he was, leapt off the place, where he 
flood tpcakingto them, and with fuch Captains as were about him,and flew in among 
them, and took thirteen of the principal mutineer!, and which ftirred up this (edition 
among the reft ; and delivered them to the Serjeants, to be bound band and foot and 
thrown into the Tigris : lo great was either the dread of the King upon them in ma- 
king them take their death fo patiently as they did, or the refolmion ot the King him- 
felf, in doing them to death,according to Marihal Difcipline : and then attended oncly 
w ; th his Nobles and Squires of Ws body, he went to his lodging; and there neither 
eat nor flepr, nor fuffered any man to have accefle to his prcfence all that day, no nor 
yet the next. 

Upon the third day, he caHed his forreign fouidiers together, commanding the 
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Macedons. no: to bugde out of their Tents ;ani when they carm,hc (pake tothem by 
an interpreter, and commanded their perpecual loulty to himlelf, and to their former 
Kings, and withal reckoned upwind put them in mmd of the many favours and honours, 
which he had conferredupon them»how he had never uled them as conquered perlons, 
but as fellow foul diets and partakers, of alLhis conquefts»>and had mingled the conque- 
red with the conqu:rors,by mutual affinities & cntermarryings,theone with the ocner : 
Wherefore, faith he, reckon not jour [clvcs,asmadejm b 9 rn 7 my fotddiers: The kingdoms of 
Aft* and. Ettrof tare become all enc-, vhat wss novelty before, is no» growen natural by 
lont tife and. c*ftom t and joh are no Ufft my country men , then yon are my fiddlers. 
And orctently hechoteout of them a thoufand tall young men , and appointed 
them f ->r a, guard of his perfon , the chief commands- of the army y he bellowed 
among the Perfians, and called the feverali Troups and Companies , by Mace- 
donian names,.andthefc he alb called hisCoufms and Nobles, and gave them onely 
the pr.ivikdge„to beadmittedto kiffe bis hand, [fee Polyams Stratag.4. m vtiexande* 

^VVIkii me Macedons faw the King come abroad guarded onely with Fcrfians,and 
that out of them,, all Serjeants, and other attendants were taken, and they promoted 
to-all place* of dignity and honour, about his petton,a:id tbcmlclves calf oft* with Icorn 
and infamie ; their courage abated ,and conferring a while among themielves,_ can all 
together to the Kings lodging,.and calling .oft alltheic cloths to clieir very wait-coats, 
threw down their armes at the Court gates; and (landing themlclves wu hour, lite up a 
pitifull cry, and defired to be admittcd,oflering to give up every author of. that mutiny* 
and delired the King to faiiate himlelf with their deaths, sather than their dilgraces. 
: But he,ihough his chokr were down, yet would not admit them : acid thev on the oon- 
traiy would not away, but continued theic crving and howling, two whole dayes and 
nignV, and calling upon him r by the name of their Lord and mafter, protcftmg neveir 
to leave his gatr, untill he had mercv on them : wherefore upon the third day he came 
forth unto them, and feeing their humiliation^and dejeftion beiore him, with their un- 
feigned Corrow,and hiring their pittiful complaint andlamemation which they made,, 
wa* moved to companion of them ; and wept, a long time over them: and when he 
ftood a good while,as if he would fpeak unco them, but could not; and they continued 
all that time upon their knees before him. • 

Then one Callinc: by nam^a man venerable for h>s age, and of no mean citecm in 
the regiment of his fellow Cavaleers > fpakc thus unto hiitKlhit U that, faith he, OK>*g y 
rvbcborleves thy O^hcedons, that no» than, haft made fome of the Perfia*s r thy Qufins, 
andthefethou.haftrcceivedtok.ffe thy hand, and haft depnvedthy Macedons of thu honour y 
and when he would have proceeded, Alexander interrupted him, and laid, / now ***kf 
joh Mm) Covfins, and from henceforward, will callyou oj that **»«.ThlSlaid,C.aIlinCS ttcpt 
orr and wen and kiffed his tund,and lo did a? many clfe r as had a mind to it,and then 
taking every man up his arms agam r thcy allreturncd with joy and triumph into the 

Vhen went the King and facrificedtothegods,as he was wont to do, and made a 
rcneral feaft for aU the army ; fitting down himlelf, fuft with his Macedons, and then 
the Perfians, and after them, the reft, according to their (everal ranksand qualities in 
the Army Then took Alexander a bol:, and drank, and fo it went round among the 
Macedons! The Grecian Prophets, and Perfian Priefts ; powring forth their prayers, 
and among all other proipcnties, and favours from their gods, defned of them, to 
grair a concord and unity of Empire between the Macedons and Perfians,and 1 both 
kingdoms. It is faid, that there were nine thoufand sueuS which fate at this feaft, and 
that they all pledged this health, and fang the fame Parana, or Song of joy and glad- 
ncfie unto Apollo, as they uled to do, when they returned from a victory into their 

Alexander,pafling over the Tigris, encamped in a country, called Cares and then 
having palled the region called Sitacene in four dayes march, he came to Sambana ; 
where he camped fevendayeJ r and then after three dayes journy, he arrived at Celo- 
va;, where Xerxes heretofore had made a plantation^ thofe, which he brought out oi 
B.xotia,-andthenturningalittleoutof the right way, leading to Babylon, he went to 
fee Bagifthcncs, a country, abounding with fruit,and all other commodities, bclong- 
ii g either to the plcafure or profit of mans lite. 

Mean while, Harpalus a Macedon born, chief Baron and Trefurer,of all the Kings 
monies in Babylon, and revenuesof that whole province, beingpnvy tohimfclt of hs 
waftfulnciTc,and other ill behaviour there, and knowing what Alexander had done, 
to many other Govcrnours, upon complaints made of them, by the provincial, got 
to-cthcrfive thoufand talents of filver,and fix thailandhiredlbuUiers,and fled quite 
out of all Alia, and coming with them to Tacnarus in Laconia, left them there , (whi- 
thcuothers aUo, which could not well ftay in Afia,had already retired themlelves, as I 
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(aid before) and came himlelf to Athens, in fuppii ant wife: But when Antipatcr and 
avmpias demanded him out of their hands, he fo dealt with the people oi Athens, by 
feeing Demofthenes,and other Orators there, that he efcaped, and returned fate to 
hiscompanyatTenarus, SfDiodor.year t.Olymp. u^.Taufamasinhis Attica, Plntarch 
in the lives of Demofthenes and Phocyonf\\n Arrianus there is a blank left,[ lib.f. pag.i 55.] 
in which place this flight of Harpalus from Babylon, thoiild have been joyned to that 
iourneycf Alexanders thitherward, [as appears by Photms in his BM>oth,cap.9i.] and 
that there was anaftion brought againft this Harpalus,»ne« /*?*»-, (».*.) of bribes recei- 
ved by him, Dionyfius Halicarnaflxus, in the end of his Epiftle to Ammarus concern- 
in gDemofthen*, when Antides was L. Chancellor at Athens, which was, as I laid 
before, in this 4 year of the 113 Olympiade, according to his account, plainly 

A contention falling between Hephsftion «nd Eumenes, concerning a certain gift, 
whatever it was, and wherein many foul words palled between them, Alexander com- 
pofed the difference and made them friends, much againft Hepha-ftions will, and not 
withoutfome threatning fpeeches ufed by Alexander to him ; but much to the content 
of Eumcncs, [Tltet. in Eumenes. ^rriaJ.y .;.i j 5.] 

Alexander from hence came into a country , where greac heards of the kings of 
Perfias horfes fed, for in this place, called the N«**» Countrey, there were wont to be 
kept i^oor 160 thoufand horfes oi the kings, though Alexander at his coming thither 
found not, as Arrianus lakh, above fifty thoufand, or at jnoft hxcy, as Diodorus 

' Wnen Alexander had encamped here 30 dayes, he fet f6rward again, and upon the 
7 day after, came to Ecbatane, the chief city of all Media : the circumference whereof 
was faid to be-s 50 furlongs, where, as his manner was, after any good fucceflc, he of- 
fered facrifices, and made games of mufick, and gymnic (pons, and cxercifesin ho- 
nour of his gods; and fcaftcd himfelf with hi* nobles; and then having Ordered all mat- 
ters in that kind, he returned again tofee his ftage-plaiers, and Anticks aft their parts, 
and moreover; iriftituted certain fct feafts and clubbings, becaufe there were newly 
come unto him out of Greecef 3 thoufand Cook-, and other minifters, and artificers or 

Apollodorus of Amphipofe,a noble man about Alexander, and Whom he had made 
General of that army, which he had left withMazxus, when he made him Governour 
of the City and province of Babylon, hearing what com (e he took with fuch Gover- 
nors or chief officers as he bad fet over the levera! regions of his dominion/, took a 
frmht, as his fellow HarpaloS had done beforChim, arid hav.ng abrother called Pytha- 
goras who was a kind of aioothfayer, cohfulted him by his letters, to know what was 
liketo become of him s- And Pythagorasby his letters back again ^to him, ddired ro 
kow tor fear of whom it was that he would have his fortune told ? and he anfwered, it 
w^^fearofAlexanderaml Hepha.ft.on : wherein hefirft leaked potheen- 
trailesbf a beaft for Hepha:ftion,and when he found that thehyer pt ithad no fiiets,he 
wrate back again tohis brother from Babylon to Ecbaton, and bade hihi never tear 
KSw^thatheO^ldu^tlyde^thisl^him^ 
lus reports, was written the very day beforeHepha:ftion died!, >«"'". ?■ 1-*™ V*V

For Heohxftionbeingoverrouch given to wine, fell thereby into a fever and being

? ' l^gave hisbody to Perafecss,to be carried toBabylon ; fotthat there he intenddto 
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beftowon him amoft magnificent funeral, and had ofccn (peach with the principall 
architects about him, of making a m6ft fumptuous monument for him^ efpecially, 
with Static rates, who made profeffionof new and rare invention?, in deviling and 
erecting vaft and exceflive buildings. 

Now Eumenes,fearing left Alexander might conceive that he was glad of Hephs- 
ftions death , put him on the more upon this projeft, and fuggefted to him new dc- 
vifes, as perteining much to the honour or Hephxftion , devoting both himfelfe 
and his armes to Hephasftion, and tundry other of the Nobles* following Eume- 
ncs his example, did the like. \fflmarch m the Lfe of Eumenes, and tArrianus 

And moreover, whereas Hephaftion was Colonel of the Regiment of the Kings 
fellow Cavaleers, he put none to fucceed him in that place, left happily the name of 
Hephxftion mould be forgotten among them»bu;caufed that Regiment to go by the 
name of Hephsftions Regiment. And the Cornet which he gave to be born ftill before 
them, when ever they went to fight. 

At laft,to put himfelf out of this melancholly fit,he would needs go and make a need- 
lefle war, and parting his army with Ptolomci, went a hunting of men, and to drive 
the country as he would drive a foreft for wild beafts ; and fell upon the Coflsans, a 
people bordering upon the Uxians, and inhabiting the mountainous parts of Me- 
dia: which all the Perlian Monarchic could never bring under their fubjecVion;, nor 
were in all thefe wars ever daunted in courage, or thought the Macedons iuch bug- 
bears, as to be afraid of them. But he firft took the paffages leading thorough the 
mountains into their country, and wafted their borders : and going further on, routed 
them infuudry conflict, and deftroved them wherever he came without mercy, and 
called that, Hephatfions funeral feaft. Now as well Nearchus* as Arrianus, tells us, 
that he thus fet upon thefcCoffeans in the depth of Winter, when they little dreamt 
of anv enemy to come upon them, [Strabo, lib. n. fag. 524. 4rria.lib^.pag.i^ 7 . 
and;»hisl»dica,pag.i96. See alfo Poly ttntu 9 Strdt*gJib.4.mAle*an.nu, 31.] 

The Coffaans, feeing they had ever the worft of ir, and gripved to fee what multi- 
tudes of them were taken prifoners, were fain at length to redeem their fellows lives, 
with their own flavery ; and giving themfelves up wholy to Alexanders will and pica- 
lure, had peace granted them, upon thefe terms, That they fkxdd be obedient in all 
things, to the King, and do whatever he commanded. So Alexander havingfubducd 
all that nation within 40 dayesfpace, and built lundry Cities upon the molt difficult 
paffages of the country, returned with his army. 

Alexander fent one Heraclides, with certain Shipwrights iuto Hircapia, to fell tim- 
ber there, for the building of flu'ps, all men of War, fome with decteforne without, af- 
ter the Grecian manner; for he had a great delire to be acquainted; alfo with the 
Cafpian fea, and to know to whom it belonged. " 

When he had palled with his army over the Tigri$,thcn marched he ftrait forward 
to Babylon ; yet lo as he made divers encampings by the way, and rcfted his ar- 
my in (undry places to rcfrelh them; and when he removed at any time, made eafie 
marches. And now he was come within 300 furlongs of Babylon, when the Chal- 
dean Pricfts, and Prophets, lent unto him, 6y one oftheir own company, called Bcl- 
lcphantes, advifing him by no means to come to Babylon ; for that if he did, it would 
prove fatal to him. .].,.,.,.. 

Alexander,whenhe had underftood by Nearchus, (for hirnfe]£du*ft nqt have fpeech 
with Bellephantes ) what chef c Chaldeans errand was, he lent many, of bis Noblci thi- 
ther ; but himfelf turned afide from it, and would not go into it, but encamped fome 
a 00 furlongs off from ir, at a place called Burfia,which perhaps if the fame .which Pro- 
lomei calls Berfita, a City long fincc deftroyed and there ftayed. 

There was he perfwaded by Anaxarchu?,and other Grecians, and their philofophi- 
cal reafons, not to regard thole predictions of the Priefts and Magicians* L but rather to 
rejeft and defpife them, as vain and feifc. Whereupon he brake out with thajlam- 
bick Verfe of Euripides,

Who beft can guejfe,b* the bejt Prophet is. 

Then the Chaldaojk.defired him, that if he would needs enter that City, yet, , at leaft 
he would not ente*»«wth hii face toward the Weft : but take the pains to go about, 
and come into it,lcfcfrng toward the Eaft. Aad Ariftobulus tells us, that be was con- 
tent to hearken to them in that point j and therefore the firft day he marched as far as 
to the River Euphrates: but the next day, having the River on his right hand, he 
marched along the bank thereof, as defirous to paffe by that part of the City which 
looked toward the Weft* that fo he might come in looking toward the Eaft: but 

when 
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when he found that way flabby, and full of Howes and feu?, and cumberfome for his 
army to pafle, he neglected that very point of their counfel alfo, and entered it, with 
his face toward the Weir, [See Appiau. toward the end of his fecondbook^, Ve Bella fivi. 
andSenecaySuafor.^."] 

When he came to the walls of the City,he lookt and beheld a flock of Crows, flgrit- 
ing and killing one another ; whereof iomefell down dead hard by him. And when 
Apollodorus told hini» that he had a brother in that Citiy called Pythagoras, who was 
verfed in the skill of foothfaying, by looking into the bowels of beafts offered in faeri- 
fice, and that he had already confulted the gods that way concerning him, he forth- 
with Cent for him, and asked him what he found concerning him : Sir, faid he, I found 
the liver of the beaft without firings or filets: without firings? (quoth Alexander) 
what means that ? The meaning, Sir, is, quoth Pythagoru:, that fome great milchief 
hangs over your head: or as Appian, that j^uftiallftiortly die; for which fo fat was 
it off, that Alexander, grew offended with him, that from thence forward, he made 
the more of him ; becaufe of his free and clear dealing with him in the way of his pro- 
feflion : And thus much Aiiftoljulus relates, that he learnt from Pythagoras him- 
felf. 

When the Babylonians had entcrteined his army in all courteous manner , as 
at his former being there, they did, all betook themfelves to eafe and luxury, for 
that there was no want of any thing that the heart of man could wifh in that place, 

[Diodor.'] 

While Alexander refided at Babylon,there came in Ambaffadors to him from all the 
parts and nations of the world ; for befides thole that came out of Afia, from Cities, 
and Princes and Countries there, there came alfo lundry others, out of Europe and 
Affric: out of Affric, from the Ethiopians dwelling about the Temple of Hammon, 
and from the Catthaginians, and other Punick nations, bordering all along the fea 
coaft, as far as Hercules his pillars, and the weftern Tea, out of Europe, from the f everal 
Cities of Greece, and out of Macedon itfelf; as alfo from the Thraciants, Illyrians, 
Scythian?, and out of Italy, from the Brutians, Lucanians, and Hetrurians, with the 
Iilands of Sicily, and Sardinia,and from Spain and France,whofe very names and ha- 
bits,thc Macedons never knew nor had heard of before. 

Alexander,calling f or a lift of them, appointed, which of them (hould have audi- 
ence firft, and fo forward, till he (hould have heard them all ; and he refolved to . give 
audience firft of all to luch as came about any matter concerning religion : and in the 
fecondplace,tofuchas came to him with pre(ents,in the third, to them, who came 
about differences, or wars, which they had with their neighbouring nations. In the 
fourth, to them which came about their particular and private interefts. And in the 
laft place, thofe, who came to fhew caufe, why they did not rcftore any Grecians, 
whom they had banifhed out of their cities or countries, to their homes and eftates 
again ; tor the hearing of all which, he caufed a throne of gold to be fet up in the gar- 
den therej and feats for his nobles; all born up with feet or frames of filver; whereon 
taking his place with his Nobles, he purpofed to give them audience, as Athenaus \t:b, 
12. cap. 18.] reports out of one Ephippiu> Olynthius : wherein his chief purpofo 
and care was, upon hearing of the caufe, to give fuch anfwers, as might giv6 all 
content, and lend every man away fatisfied and well pleafed therewith. 

The firft which he gave audience to, were they,which came front the City Eli-,thcn 
to thofe, which came from the Temple and City of Ammon, from Delphos, from 
Corinth , Epidaurus and others » hearing of every of them in order, according to 
the dignity and fame of the Temples, rather than of the cities from whence they. 
came. 

When he had heard the Ambaffadors from Epidaurus, and granted their (uit, he 
fent moreover a prefent and oblation by them to their God Efculapiu* ; but with thefe 
words added, That Efcnlapius had dealt but untowardly ruth him y m taking lately away from 
him, a friend, whom he loved arh'ts oven life : and then look what Statues foever of illuftri-i 
ous perfons,or Images of the gods, or any other confecrated thing Xerxes had here- 
tofore taken and brought out of Greece , and fet them up, or otherwife beftowed 
them in Babylon, Suf a, Pafargada, or elfewhere in all Afia, thofe he gave order to the 
Ambaffadors of Greece, to take and carry them home again with them, and among 
the reft, he now caufed the brazen ftatues of Harmodius and Ariftogeiton,to be return- 
ed to Athens, with the Image of Diana Cercza. 

But as concerning the reftttution of thebanditoesof Greece, he lent this fhort Epi- 
ftle,by Nicanor, a native of the city Stagyra, to be read and proclaimed, at the next 
Olympian games to be held, in this wife. b*«a«S« AAt§*r«fj ©■ *»&,&c;(/.)King Alexan- 
der^ theBanditoes of Gteece,fendeth greeting.*?* mre not in fault tkatjen were banifhed^ 
bmwewilltakt care^to feeyottrefloredto your former efiates, all favt fttchas arebanifked for 
outragioits crimes, of which things roe have written to Antipater t requiring him to proceed bj 
O O way 
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wayofforityagainfla&fHchasptalloppofejoHr refiittttion^ [Diod.lib. 17. year 2, Olymp. 
113. and lib. 1 8. year *. Olymp* 114.] 

Having difpatched this matter of Embaffics, he fet himfelf to take care of Hcphx- 
ftions funeral, commanding the Cities thereabouts to contribute what they poifibly 
could, to the adornment thereof. And moreover fenc an expreffe command to all 
the Cities and nations of Afia to put out the fire, whichamong the Perfians, is called 
HelyfircytiM the exequies ofthis Funeral were fully fiuifhed, as was wont to be done, 
in the Funerals oftheKingi of Perfia: which was taken for an ill bode to the king 
himfelf, and as a portender of his death . 

Whereupon all his chief Commanders and Noble', fee themfelves, for the Kings 
pleafure, to make Medailes, or Portraiaures of H:ph*ltion,graven in Ivory, or call in 
gold, or other coftlymettah Himfelf called together the moft exquitite workmen, 
that were to be had, and a great number oitherr^and brake down the wall of Baby- 
lon, ten furlongs long ; andtook the brick of it,and firft levelling the place,built there- 
on a four fquare pile, each fquare taking upa furlong in length, and I jo cubits high, 
whereon the body was to be burnt. This work of his Diodorus dclcribeth at large, 
fumming up the particulars, of the coft of this fumpcuous Funeral ; becaufe the Mourn- 
ers, the Souldiers, Ambafladors, and Natives of the Country, ftrove a vie, who fhould 
give moft toward the charge thereof, amounting in all to above 1 a thoufand talents: 
which very fumme, Juftinalfo hatb, [lib.i2.cap. 1*.] Though Plutarch and Arri- 
anus, have but 1 o thoufand. 

Alcxander,throwing his arrnes firft into the fire, threw in alfo gold and filver to be 
burned with him j with a Robe, of a great value and efteem among the Perfians, 
[Elia. Far. Hifior.hb.'j.cuf. 8. ] and befides he made Gymnick Games, and of mufick, 
far beyond all that ever he had made before-, both for number of the Prizcrs, and 
value of the Prizes themfelves, to thofe, which wan them; for it is faid, that there 
were no leflc than three thoufand, which put in for the Prizes in all kinds, [Arria, 
lib. 7.} 

And then alfo it fo fell our, that Philip, one of the Kings Nobles, returned to him 
from the Temple of Hammon, whither he had been fent, and brought word from the 
Oracle there, that Hephasftion might well be facrificed to, as to a demy god : whereat 
Alexander was infinitely glad ; and firft of all offered to him upon that ftile : and-then 
faccificingto the number of 1 o thoufand beafts of all kind*, he made a Magnificent 
Fcaft to all the multitude, £ Diod.iear 1 . Olymp. 1 1 4. compared with Arria. lib. 7. fag, 
U7.i^4, 2 He gave in charge alfo to Ckomenes the Governour of Egypt (as we 
have noted formerly in the year of the World 1671.*.)* lewd man, toereaTcm- 
pls to his name ; and generally no contrattin writing to be good or valid, if Hcphae 
ftionsnamewerenotfubfcribedtoit: adding this alfo in the letter which he wrote 
unto him about this matter : h w wmhdfi* %y n «/>*, sec. ( ». e , ) For if I /ball find f bat 
thou (halt have dnly eretted temples to Heph&ftion in Egypt as to* demy god; I will not onely 
pardon thee all thy pafi offences which in thy government thou haft, committed^ but whatever 
thou /hah hereafter commit in any fad, (hall never be laid to thy charge by me . Whereupon 

many Ones prefently fell in hand with building of Temples and Chappels* to Hephar- 
ftion.ere&iog altars, offering facrifices, and enjoyning Holidayes, to be kept in his 
name •• and the moft religious oath that a man could make, was if he f ware by Hephx- 
ftion, it is true or talfe : And death it was for any man to faulter or faile in his devo- 
tion unto him: many dreames were faid to ha?e been of him, and that his ghoft ap- 
peared to many; and of words which his ghoft fhould utter, and anfwercs which it 
made. To conclude, facrifices were offered to him, as to a tutelar god, and a Reven- 
ger of all evil. Wherefore Alexander at the very firft was wonderfully picafed with 
fuch phancies in other men ; but after a while, he began to believe them himfelf ; and 
[pared not to brag and boaft, that he was not oncly himfelf Jove* fon, but alfo that he 
could make gods of other men. At which time aUb, one Agathocles a Samian borne* 
and one of Alexander* prime Captains, was in extreme danger of his life, for being ao» 
cufed,that palling by Hepha-ftions Tombe, he was feen to weep j and had undoubted- 
ly died for it,hadnot Pcrdiccas holpen him out by a lye of his own making, & fwore it 
too,by Hephasftion himfelf, that Hephaeftion appeared to bim as he was a hunting, and 
told him,that Agathocles, did weep for him indeed> but not as for one that was dead, 
and now vainly called upon^nd worfbip ped as a god;but wept onely in a due remem? 
branceofthe former intimacy and familiarity that was between them two: but for 
which tale, Agathocles a great Souldier, and ever well deferring of the King, had 
without peradventure loft his life* for being ( o kind to bis deceafed friend, L Lncian. in

Whileshe was at Babylon, he received, as Anitobulusrtpjricch, his rkece, wnicn 
partly went out of the Euphrates, into the Peifian fea, under the command of Ncar- 
chu and partlv had been buik-iu Phae.iicia and Cyprus : of the Phoenician fhips, there 
were two, each of chem ol five tire oi Oares, and three, of four tire, of three tit e h lgh, 
twelve : and 30 vellels, of 30 Oares a peece y all which had been taken in pieces, and 
carried overland to the city Tnaptacu , and there put together again, and came by 
the Euphrates unto Babylon, Alexander caufed certain other flips alfo to be built at 
Babylon, of thofe Cyprcfle trees which he found in their gardens thcre,for as for other 
timber fit for (hipping, there was none to be found in thofc parts. And moreover 
there was brought unto him, lying at Babylon, all other provilions lor (hipping, out of 
Phoenicia, and either citie?,l\ing along the tea coafts in Afu, and wrights, and man- 
ners of all forts, IStrabo, lib. 16. pag. 741. Arrian. lib. 7, pag. i6 t . cm of Artfto- 

" Moreover Alexander caufed a Port to be made among the Babilonians, big enough 
torccievc a thoufand faile of fhJp; of war, adding galleries and docks thereto, and lent 
Mxcalus a Clazomcnian born,with 5 00 talents into Pbac.ucia and Syria, to pertwade 
or hire as many teamen as poilibly he couid ,to come and ferve him ; tor he had a pur- 
pole to make fcvcral plantations upon the Peifian gulf, ailurmg them that thole, 
would be as rich to dwellings any places in Pheuicia were, \%Amimm^iM 
All which preparation by lea, was to fee upon the Arabians, under this colour , that 
among all other nat : on?,they onely had never fenc any Emoaffauors unto him; nor 
fhewedany duty or rclpea unto him : whereas indeed, it was out of an immoderate 
defire he had to be foveraign over all alike, and whereas he had heard that they wor- 
fhipped t wo gods onelv, Jove or Heaven, and Bacchus, he thought himfelf not u wor- 
thy to be woilhipped as a third God among them; it he could overcome them, and 
rcftore to them, as he had done to the Ind ia vs , their priftineliberty,^™** and A r,a. 

Ut And whereas he had heard fav that Arabia,lying upon the fea coaft, was of as large 
an extent as all India, and had many Wands lying upon their coaft , he Cent Archias,

766 axdTheopbrafius, l:b.t.of Plants^ cap. 7. maketh mention) and Hieron of Solos,Wlth

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And now he began to laugh and feoff at the Chaldeans, and their predictions, for 
that he had both encred Babylon , and was come fafe out of it , with his fleet j 
and therefore tailed the more bodily thorough thofe loughs ot Arabia , having 
Babylon (till on his left hand , \_ Id. ibid. s4pp(t». toward the end, lib, a. D: Bell, 
Civil.] 

And when at laff,a part of his army wandred up and down in thofe parts,they knew 
not whither, for want of a Pilot, he lent them one, which brought them into the 
right channel 'again : then there arofe a mighty wind , which fevered the Ihip 
wherein himfelf was, from the reft of the fleer, and hurled the Kings hood or bonnet 
off irom his head into the water ; but his Turbant or Diadcme, which was faftned to 
it, was rent from it, and driven by the wind upon a great reed, which grew up clofe to 
a lepulchre, of one ol [the Kings, which there lay buried, as I faid before} which one 
ot the nurriners efpying,lwam unto it»and todk it up, and in his return for tear of 
wetting it, clapt it upon his own head, Ariftobulus faith that the maniner which did 
it, wasa Phenician born, and that he was well fcourged for presuming to put the Kings 
Diademeor Turbant upon his head : yet Alexander upon this accident, confulted a 
wizard about it, and was by him advifed to offer a magnificent facrifice to thegods,and 
to be very diligent and devout therein, [D'W*r./« Appian y in his Syriaca,pag< 124. in 
the Greek and Latin edition. J 

When it was told Alexander, that the Athenians and Etolians would not obey his 
edia,concerning the reltoring of their banditoes, he pretently gave order for a thou- 
fand tall men ot war to be buiit, with which he purpofed to make a war in the we(t,and 
to begin it with the deftruaion ot Athens it felf, which yet never took effed, \Jufiin lib. 
1 3 . cap. 5. fee Qurtltu lib. 1 o. cap. 4.] 

Alexander returning to Babylon, there gave himfelf over to eafe and company 
keeping ; fo addifted to gluttony and drunkennefle, that in the Diaries kept by Eumc- 
nesCardianus,andDiodorusErythraeus,it is often toand,fucb and fuch a day or night, 
Alexander was carried drm\to bed, Athene, lib. 10. cap. u. with PhillintuinTltttJib, 1. 
b jmf of. cap. 6.] one example whereof, Elian. [lib. 3. Var.Hifior.lib^^ reciteth out ot 
tiie laid Eumenes, which I thought good here to infert, to the end it may appear, 
that fome ufe may be made of my treatife of the Macedonian year, comparing there- 
with, the dayesot our Julian Calendar, mendingfirft that place in Elian, where it is 
written A«, without alt fenfe,and making it mcnfi s £\Unomine,(i.e % ) of the moncth 
called Dios , as thus:0» t he fifth of the moncth Dios { our Scptemb. * 8.) he drankjrmk, at 
Eumaus hie howfe \ nor did any thing all that day Jut rtfe and give ordtr to his Captains, whi- 
ther thejfhould march to morrow, andtelling,he would be going very early. And upon the fe- 
venth day (our Septemb. 30.) he dined with Terdiccas,and there he fell to drinking again', 
and on the eighth, (our O-tob. l.)fo jkpt all day, and upon the 15 of the fame moncth (our 
Ocrob. 8.) he fella drinking again, and the day following (our Octob.9.) hefleft it out all day 
according to hut wonted f a fiion.Vpon the 24. (our O&ob.i 7.) hefupped at Bagoas hit lodging, 
which was 1 o. fur longs off from the Kings palace, and then upon the third (or rather the fifth) 
he fief ttt out again. 

Alexander ,lceing Babylon to excell, both in greatneffe, and all other things, purpo- 
fed to enbcllilh it all that might be, and to make it the place of his residence, for ever 
ahev,[Stra.Ub. 1 i.pag. 73 1.] and refolved to rebuild the Temple of Belus, and raifc it 
out ot its old dull ; and,a s iome fay, to make it more magnificent than ever it was be- 
fore: and when in his abfeuce the Babylonians went on more flowly in the work 
than he would have had thcm,he intended to (et himfelf and all his army to work about 
it. But becaufe the work, would take up a great deal of labour and much time, there- 
fore he was not able to go thorough with it, as he dcfired,for he was taken fliortby 
death , f Id. lib. » 6,pag. 738. with Arrianus lib. 6. pag. 159.] 

Alexander dreampt, that Caffander killed him, whereas he had never feen the 
man in all his life, and fhortly after, when he happened to fee him ; he called to mind 
his dream, with a great deal of horror at the fitft • but then again underftanding that 
he was a fon of Antipater , he caft off* all fuch fear of any hurt from him, efpecially of 
poyfon, which yet was at that time ready prepared for him, merrily uttering certain 
Greek verfe, purporting, that fo many dreams, fo many lies, or to that effett. 

When Caflander faw the outlandilh people proftrating thcmfelves, when they came 
unto him,, having never feen the like done before, he fell a whickering ; whereat 
Alexander grew into fuch a cholor, that wrapping both his hands in his long hair, he 
beat his head againft the wall, [Plttt. in Alexand.^ 

As there went a report that Antipater had fentapofon by Callander to deliver it 
to his brother loila Cup-bearer to the King, and by him infufed into the laft draught 
that he ever took, fo was it faid alfo,that at the fame time , Alexander had fent Cra- 
terus with a company of old fouldiers to make away Antipater, £ Cmt, lib. 1 o. cap jilt, ] 
Concerning the poifon, of which Alexander is faid to have died,fee Andrawts Schottus, 

and 
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and Ivs collections thereupon made out of fundry authors, in the Comparifon which 
he makes, ot the lives of Ariftotlc and Dcmoftheucs, [ to the firfi year »fthe \ 1 4 Olymp^ 
and CHathtpu Raderut,upon Curitm,ltb. \o, cap. 7. ] As tor Craterus and hu old toul- 
JierstentaWay with him into Macedon, though Juftin, and A.rian. and Plucarch, re- 
port this paflage,as of a thing done before the death of Hepiiaetion ; yet that it ought 
10 be refer red to this time, and not to that, appears, as by many other arguments, fo 
efpecially by this ; for that at the time of Alexanders death, Craterus with his. old 
maimed fouldiers was notcomeinto Macedonia, but was ftill in Cilicia. 

Thofe that would of the Macedons, which found themlclve* difabled thorough age 
orotherimpotencyof body to follow the war any longer, were difmifled by Alexan- 
der, to return into their own countty : and the number of them at this time, came 
( as Diodtr. lib. 1 J. year a. Oljmp, 1 1 3 , fajes ) to 1 o thoufand ; or as [ Jafti'n, lib. 1 2. cap. 
it.] to 1 1 thoufand : to every of which , he notoncly gave theit full pay for the dm: 
paft, but alto money in their purfes> to carry them home withal : And if any of them 
had children, begonterrof wives which they had married out of Afia, he willed them 
co be left with him, tearing leaft that mungrell kind might happily in time ftir up fomc 
rebellion in Macedon , in contending with the wives and children which were left 
there : and promited that when they were grown up, and trained in Maiihal Dilci- 
pljnc after the Macedonian manner ,they fhould have them again tent home unto them. 
Juftin faith, that fuch as returned, had their full pay continued to them, as before, du- 
rmgiite. Plutarch, that the children of the deceated, fuccccdcd in their fathers pay : 
adding further, that Alexander wrote to Aniipater,thai: they which fo returned ,(houid 
have the prme places affigned them in the Theaters, and ihould there fie with Gar- 
lands upon their heads j and that at their parting, they all wepr, and fo did the King 
,himfeii. 

Together with thefe, were difmiffed alio, fundry of the Nobility, upon the Came oc- 
cafions,asUytus,Gorgias,Polydatms, Adamas, Antigenes, and the principal of all, 
Craterus who was affigned as a Captain to conduct them, as a man of all others moft 
loyal, and moft dear unto the King, and next unto him Polyfperchon ; lead it Craterus 
(hould happen to die by the way,as he was at that time but weak and fickly,chey (hould 
want a noble Commander to conduft them. Then commanded he Craterus to take 
charge of Macedon, Thrace, Theffaly, and of the liberty ot Greece, in AntipaterS 
room, fending for Antipater to repair to him; and to bring with him an army of 
young kitty Macedons, in lieu of thefe old ones which he had fent home unto 

Craterus, when he was fent to carry fome certain old decayed fouldiers into Cilicia, 
he received tome iifftru&ions and commands from Alexander in writing, the chief 
heads whereof, Diodorus Siculus, out of the Kings own Commentaries reJatcth to be 
thefe, That he Ihould caufe a thoufand tall (hips tomewhat bigger than the ordinary 
fort, of 3 tire of oarcs, to be built in Phcenicia, Syria, Cilicia, and Cyprus for his wars 
againft the Carrhaginians, and others bordering upon thefcacoafts of Africkand 
Spain, and Iilands adjoyning as far as Sicily : To take order, that his way along the 
fcacoaftot Africa, as far as Hercules his Pillars, might be ready for him; to layout 
1 5co talents, upon fix Magnificent Temples to be built: And' that he ihould make 
Pons in teveral places fie to receive fo great a Fleet. That he fhould tranfplant men 
out of Europe into Afia, and likewife out of Afia into Europe, to inhabit fuch new Ci- 
ties as he fliould build in either oi them, to the end that by cnter-marriges,and mutual 
afiin ties, he might eftablifti a peace and concord between the two main Continents of 
the World. Thefe were his then defigns,of which Lucan fpeaks,in this manner,[/tf.ie,] 

. Occam claffes inferre paraiat .'(i.e.) 

His pi'rpofc was rh' Atlantic Sea to fail ; 
Nor fire, nor water, nor the Lybian tand, . 
Nor AmmonsSyrts could bound his vail defires. 
He would into the Wefterne Qimetoavegone, 
Where trie Sun ftoops to fall int' Tethis lap ; 
And to have marcht quite round about the Poles, 
And drunk Niles water, where it firft doth rife, 
Had not death ma him, and his journey itayed. 
Nothing but nature could a period bring, 
To the vaft projects of this mad-cap King. 

A little before his death, came Ambaffadors to him out of Greece, to acknowledge 
him tor a god, and they wearing Crowns themfelves,fet all Crownsof gold upon his 
head. 

And Penceftes, returning out of Perfia, with about 20 thoufand Perfians, brought 

alto 
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alfo a <u-cat company oi Cbfteans, and Tapuriaos along wkh them to babylon for his 
{crvicc,bccaufethcle nations bordering upon P.riia, were reckoned the moft warlike 
of any other. To him alio came Philoxcnus, bringing an army out of Cana,and Mc- 
nand'r with'anothcr out of Lydia, and Mcnidas with an army of Horfc : Alexander 
commmended the torwardncfle ot the Perfian nation, and efpecially Pencelles tor his 
juft dilcrcet government among them,, and ranked both them, and alio thole which 
came trom the tea hde with Philoxemus and Menander, with his Macedon fquadrons. 
Alfo he cauled his navy to be often exercifed ; and whereas there were often lea fights 
made in the river of Euphrates, between the Triremes, and the Quadnremes, (i.e.). 
octween thefhipsof three,and thofe 4of tire of oaies, upon the River Luphrate, and 
aswclltheMarrinGtSj.as the Commanders in them laboured hard to outdoe their ad - 
verlc party,, he ever beftowed Crowns , and honoured them that did belt 

\Vhcnuponatime,as he was beftowing thofe companies which came with Phi- 
loxenus and Menander, amoiur bis Macedon Squadrons, he happened w be a thirties 
Arrianus report* out of Ariftobulus, and went alittle afide , from the throne whereon, 
he fate, and tome alio of his Nobles which faccon either hand ot his throne, ldttheir 
feats alio and attended him, it fell our, that a certain mean party, ( tome : fay o«c that 
wascommittedtocuftody,butwuhoucironsuponhim) came throughthe middeltot 
al'l the brd-chamber-men, and other Officers, which ltood thick about the throne,and 
f-uchimfell down upon the kings feat: and when the Bed-chamber-men, durft not 
pull him out 3 becaulc there was a Perlian law to tfce contrary, they rent every man ins 
cloaths, and beat their faces,and thumpt their brealts, as at a thing exceeding ominous 
to the Kin" • which wiien Alexander heard, he cauledvthe fellow robe had prdenily 
to the rackfto know whether ne had done ic upon any defigne or compad with others 
or no, and lor what purpolc : But when he anfwered that what he had dene was only 
out of a light humor, and toy which came in his heao, the wifards told him that it 
was by fo much the worfe lignc ; and Diodorus faith , that by their advice, the poor 
fellow was prefently killed lor his labour ; to the end , that if there were any ill luck in it, 
ic miaht all tail upon his own head : The fame alfo, faith Plutarch, admng, that up- 
on the rackybeing asked wno he was, anfwered that his name wasDionyuus,.a Mel- 
kniauborn,with tome other anlwers which he made them. 

Somcf wdayes after, when the King had faenhedto his gods, in thankfgmg tor 
his gc oJ fucccfles ; and had added thereto fomcthingmor.c than ordinary by thead- 
vifcofihePrieftsorWiiards,hefellafeaftingwich his Nobles; andlatcupat it, tin 
1 rtc in the niclu : he alto diftributed beaks tor f acrificcs among the fouldiers, and gave 
wine •mons them to be drunk And when he was now breaking up, and»gomg away 
one Mcdius a Thcffalian, had prepared a banquet, and invited him and all his compa- 
ny to it • at the banquet there fate twenty guefts ; to every of which, Alexander drank 
a 'lcva-al health, and they the like to him again ,, as Athene reports out of 
certain memorials, commonly attnbured to Nicobulus,.|>*. to. cap.n.&.lib. i%.

On of the faid Diaries, what things fell out m the time of his ficfeiclft^rrianus and 
Plutarch do very particularly declare, but who was the true author of thole D arics, or 
aaily remembrances of what he did or (aid, neither ot them tells us j whether Eume- 
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n"5Cardianus>orbi6dorusErythreusor€lfeStrattis01ynthius:for he alfo wrate a 
Diaryofhisattionsinfoure books, and one particular book ot his death, as Suidas 
teachcthus : But whofefoever Diaries they were, forafmuch as we can have nothing 
more plainly or more afluredly delivered, than what we find in chem, therefore have! 
thought it good here to let down what I find in Plutarch, delivered out ot them, com- 
paring all along, the dayes of the Macedonian Da.*fius and our month of May, together, 
out ot my own dif courfc of the Macedonian year. . 

'Oyfbn hit find™ ZW»» f*»r©-, fyc (i. e.) the eigteemh day of the month D tfius (May,l 2.) 
be (left in a bath for his fever. The next day (May 13.) having wafted, he went to his cham- 
ber, andfpent that day there at dice wth Mcdius, then wafting again, toward the evening , and 
having been At his devotions, he ate hit fapptr fomewhat greedily, and the night following had 
a fore fit of a fever. Upon the 20 day (May 1 4-) having wafted, he offered Sacrifice very 
hUmnly agai»,and lying along in a bathfte heard Nearchus while he related to him fitch things 
as had happened in his voyage ; and what wonders he hadfeen in the Ocean, (t» J^th tfnwnt) 
(i.e.) (our May 1 S.) when he did the like, his fever increafed up0n him. The day after 
(May 16,) his fever grew very fharp upon hint, and he was carried to lie in a Chamber near the 
great pool, or fwimming place, where he h&dfpeach with bis Commanders, of putting approved 
m n in places of office, when they happened to fall void,' i-CJi^ (<-8i»<»T©-)(i.e.) upon the 14. 
(May 1 8.) finding his ftcknef to encreafe upon himyht offered facrtfice, to which he was car- 
r>d,and commanded the cb.tf Commanders and Captains which were then i* Court, to flay 
with him; but the Centurions and Corporals, to attend without and watch. Being carried into 
the innermost lodgings of the fourf, (r. i*£ fJirwr®-) Vponthe a 5 day (May 19.) he had 
a little eafe, but his fever left him not. But when the Captains came to him, he fp*i<e not at all 
mtothtm fjio-o,( iMimn.my.v,andr>kevi>ifeuponthe 26, (May *o.) whereuponthe Macedons, 
thinking 'bat he had been dead fame flocking with a great noifeto the Chamber door, and threat- 
ntd the Nobles which were there, if they would not let themtn. the doors hereupon being fet 
open,evm common jould'er paffed byhts bed fide. The fame day,Tithonand Seleucns,who 
were fent'toSerapis his temple,toinow whether Alexander (h'uld be removed thither or me, 
brought anfwer back, from the Oracle,that he ftould Stay where he wot, w/« «ri"i (fSfow®-) 
nfifWw *Vi9*r«r, (;.e. ) Vpon the twenty eighth day, (May ^^*) in the evening he 
died* 

Now whereas I faid, that the Macedons all paffed by the Kings bed fide, it is to be 
underdood, that they came in at one dore, and went out at another, ^Lucianin <Pfeu- 
dom.] And allbeit he was grown weak ana faint with the violence or his h'ekneffe, yet 
he raifedhimfelfupon his elbow, and gave every one of them his hand to kifTc as he 
pafled by, {Valer. Max. ttb. l.cap. 1.] and which is more, and may feem incredible in 
it felt, look in what pofture he put himfelf, at their firft coming in, in the tame -he con- 
tinued, till every man to the very laft, of all that army, had killed his hand, [Curt. lib. 

When the fouldiers were gone,he then turned him to his Noblcs»and demanded of 
them,whet her they thought they ftould find them a King like to himfelf or no e and when no 
man anfwered him tothatqueftion, then again he faid,that as he could not tell that himfelf, 
ft that one thing he forefaw, and could foretell, how much Macedon blood would be Jbed, before 
this controvert would receive an end, and with what vaft fiaughters, and tfufton of blood, they 
would (oimnife his funeral, andfacrkce to hisgbofi, when be was gone ; and f o gave order 
for his bodv to be carried to theTempleof Ammon,andthercburied,[7«/f/»/.ia.f.

Nor is there any lefle difference among Authors, concerning the years ,of his lite, 
than there is of his reign. Whereof Cicero in his fifth Philippic fpcaking,faith,^' 
jhalllfptakjf Alexander the Macedo»,when he fet himfelf upon great achivements from b:s 
very youth, was he not taken >ff by death in the 3 }jear of bis age, which is leffe by ten years, 
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then with its a man can by law,be made aConful. Juftin [w thelafi chap, of his i tfookjfsith 
that he died ac the age pf 3 3 years and one month : yet [PbihfiratHs, Lb. 2. de ftt.So- 
phifia : in Herodes. Ettfb. in Chron. and in htsfirfi book., de Vita Confianti. and Jerome, upon 
e. 8 andc.ii. upon Daniel,] zndiundty other Writers following Eutebius, [in Chron,] al- 
lowhim to have lived no more than 32 years : All which are neverthelefle to be redu- 
ced to that rule delivered by Arrianus,!//*. T.pag.i67.]'Wi»f»'<>^s'™™™&<- (i.e.) 
He lived ^years,andtock_up 2 months of the ^ year: as Ariftobultis faith; But he reigned 
twelve years-, andthofe%months over. 

Immediately upon Alexanders deceafe, there arolctuch a difference and difpnte be- 
tween the Hotte and Foot Companies ol the army, for the fettling of the prefent State 
of things, that they were ready to tall all in pieces, and to take up armes about iw Yet 
by the auvice of the Nobles and Commanders, it Was at length accorded, that the Su- 
preme authority, or rather a bare name and lhadow thereof, fliould be committed to 
Andxus, brother to Alexander, and fon to his father Philip, begotten upon one PIu- 
linna ot Lanfia, a common dancer ; as [ Athene, /<£. 1 3 . "*/>. * 3 • ] reports out of one 
Pcolomanis,fonofAgcf»rchus, lnhisHdtory of Philoparer , and a whore to boote, 
I as juftin. lib. 1 3. cap. a. and flat arch in the end of his Alexan. ] fay. And having by 
common content proclaimed him King, they called him by the name of Philip } to 
whom alfo was joyned, the fon that Roxane then went withal, and was eight moueths 
gone with child, begotten by Alexander, as Juftin in the place aforefaid hath ir,or fix, 
^ Cmt\u$,[lib. 10. cap.io, fay es.] As for his fon Hercules, who then lived at Pei- 
gamus, becaute he was gotten upon Barfine, who was never married to Alexander j 
therefore was there no regard had of him in this fettlement of the kingdom. And be- 
cause Aridzuihimfelf wasbuta weakfpirited man, not thoroughany natural infirmity 
of his own, as Plutarch noteth in the end of the life of Alexander ; but by iuch {lib- 
ber- lauces, and drugs as Oiympias had procured to be given him, therefore was Pcr- 
diccas, to whom Alexander delivered his Signet at the hour of his death, made Rcgm 
ivnjiiKnh : (/, e. ) Lord Prote&or,or Steward, and in efte£t abfolute King it felt. 1 he 
charge of the armv, and of all affairs, was committed to Meleagcr, thefon of Neopto- 
lcrnus, with or under Perdiccas. The command of the Hoi :le, which was the molt 
Honourable charge in all the army,and which alter Hephaeftions death was given to 
Perdiccas, was no w afligned to Seleucus the fon of Antiochus, yet with,or under Per- 
diccas, as the other was. The overfight alfo of the kingdom,and treafure thercot,was 
commended to Craterus his rruft, [ Died, in the beginning of his 1 8 boo^ M'»-J>b. 1 3.

For the Egyptian Aftronomers apply- 
ing this computation ol times lor more eafie reckoning fake, to their own account, 
maketheheadthereottobethefirftdayofThoth, in the beginning of the 41 5. year 
orNabonafar; to wit, upon the 12 of November, according to the Julian accou.it, 
43 90. in the feventh moneth before the true time ot Alexanders death. And from the 
begin ling ot that monethThoth it is, t hat Ptolomei in his Manual Canons of Aftro- 
nomv ( nor yet publiihed ) deduceth the Epochs or rifings of all the Stars, of which he 
inhisPretacc AdSyruf.hkh, 2»»w*'8ii(r« *i *™x*l > &.c.

In the lefler Aha, aU Cappadocia and Paphlagoma, and all the Regions lying upon 
theEuxinSca,asfarasTrapezond,aColonyottheSinopenCes,whichAlexwder,be- 
ing taken up with the more weighty war againft Dariusdiad fide leiiure to fubdueas he 
went, were affigned to Eumenes Cardianus * with acharge tomakc war upon Aria- 
rathes,whooillyeverftoodoutagainftAlexander As for Ant,go^,hewa S made 
Governour of Pamphylia, Lycia, Lycaoma,and Phrygia the Great. The leffcr Phry- 
gia, which lies upon the Hellefponr, was committed to Leonatus The government of 
Lydia, nor onely of the inland country, but alfo along the feacoaft,taking in Eoha and 
Ionia, was given to Mznandcr ; who had it formerly by grant f rom Alexander him- 
icUast^%ia»^i;b.3.pag^6.f a ith t -] for wbom,thename of Meleager,ism.f-put 
byDiddoru*. Cariawas given to Caffander thefonof Antipater, ani.Cihcia, and 

^Yn the upland greater Afta, all Syria, and Phccnica, was committed to Laome- 
donVa Mitylen.an borne. The pety kings of the Me o Cyprus, tor a while held eve- 
ry man his State, as the y had it granted to them refpeaively by Alexander Neopto- 
lemus was fet ovJr Armenia, Arcehlaus over Mesopotamia, Archon over the Province 
of Babylonia ; Atropates^athcr in law to Perdiccas, was left Governour of Media by 
Alexanderbimtelf. In this parcage making, [ J»ft>» Mi v*p A ^ndOro[uu\Ub^c*p. 
2 * 1 lav that Atropates was made Governour of Media the greater, and Perdiccas his 
father in law, of the leffer ; not rcmembring that A tropates, and Perdiccas his father in 
law were all one man. But having afterward better confidered of the matter, in a le- 
cond diftribution made by Abater in Triparadifo, he acknowledged that Media was 
affigned to Pithon, [ lib . I $.fag. 66a] Nor is ,t likely, that the (on in law would any 
way diminifh the authority of his father, The Rule and Government of the hither 
Badria and Sogdiana, was put into the hands of Philippus s : yet fo, as that Oropius 
was joyned with him in the Satrapie of Sogdiana, who yet,as Dexippus faith, when he 
had received that kingdom of Alexanders bounty, was put from it again for trcafon : 



thet^ofRoxane, Alexanders wife, in Aria and Drangiana, bordering upon Taurus, 
Scafanor of Solos,in the Province of Sufa, Scynus, in Arachofia and Gedrofia, Sbyr- 
tiu«, as they were there placed by Alexander, fo were they now tuffered to continue in 
them. All the coaftof India from Paropamifus, and from the place where the Recli- 
nes and Indus meet, down to the very Ocean, was committed to the charge ol 1 ithon 
the fon of Agenor, as that of the Oxydracans and Malhans to Euderaus, ^Eudcmon, 
Commander of the Thracian companies: and the reft of India, to Ring 1 oius, 
and Taxiles, and to the {on of Abifarus, who, as appears by what hath been 
faid before, were all placed in thofe charges, by Alexander bimfelfe in his life 
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When, upon this divihonfo made, everyman had his fhare,as it Were allotted him 
from heaven, they hence took occafion to encreafe their power, at their pleafurefor 
the moft part: for not long after, as if they had not had governments, but kingdoms 
given them, fo they bare themfelves not as Deputies, but as abfolute and loverign Kings 
and did net onely acquire great matters to themfelves, but alfo left the fame to their 
pofterities after them, [Jujiiu.ltb. 13. cap.4.] and fo that vaft Empire and name of the 
Macedons, immediately upon the death of Alexander, came to be rent and torn into 
feveral kingdom 5 , [Liviuslib. 45.] yet no man took upon him the title of a King,fo 
long as any of his children, furvived, fo reipettive were they of him, that though they 
had every of them the power of a King in his hand, yet they willingly refrained the 
title, fo long as he had a lawfull heir of his body living, to fucceed him, {Jmft'iu. 
lib. 15. caf. 2,] All which was long before foretold by the Holy Ghoft, [Daniel 
n. 4.] 

Concerning the inftru£tions given by Alexander to Craterus, Perdiccas referred the 
confideration of them, to the generall affembly of the Macedons; which though 
they could not miflike, yet becaufe they were exceeding high, and difficult beyond 
meafure, to be brought to pafle, therefore they ordered by a general content , 
that none of them Ihould be gone in hand withall, [Diodorns je*r 2. Olymf'mde 
114.] 

The old Greek fouldier?, which Alexander had left and planted in garrifons and 
colonies in the upper Afia, and feveral provinces thereof, being toucht with adefire of 
returning home; and feeing their native Country the rather for that they faw them- 
felves, as it were ejected and caft out into a far remote corner of the World, joyned in 
an aflociation , and revolted from the Macedonian ftate; chufing for a head or this con- 
fpiracy,onc Philo an Enian born: and now they were gotten to the number of 20 thou- 
fand Foot, and three thouland Hoife together, all old tried and expert fouldiers. A- 
gainffc thefe, Perdiccas difpatcht away Pithon, who had been one of the fquires of the 
body to Alexander, and a man of a high fpirit, and long verfed in the my fterie of war, 
with three thoufand Macedon Foot, and eight hundred Horfe, drawn out by lot, with 
letters and inftru&ions to the governours in all thofe parts, to furnifh him> with 1 o thou- 
fand Foot, and eight thouland Horfe more. Now Pithon purpofedtp win unto him 
by all fair means poffible, thofe old Grecians, that f o joyning them with fuch other for- 
ces as lie had of his own, he might be the better able to fet up for himfelf, and reduce 
all thofe upper provinces, under his own fubje&ion •• which Perdiccas perceiving, to 
croffe his purpofe therein, gave bJm expreffe order j that having overcome thofe Re- 
bels, he fhould put them every man to the fword, and divide the fpoil of them among 
hislouldiers. But Pithon, haying by intelligence, with one Lipodorus, who command- 
ed a brigade of three thoufand men among the Rebels, gotten the vi&ory of them, 
went no further, but upon capitulation, licenfed them to repair every man to his own 
home •■ which notwithftanding the reft of the Macedons, rcmembring the order given 
them by Perdiccas, fell upon them, and flew every man of them, and fnared what they 
bad among themfelves. So Pithon, failing of his ends, returned with his Macedons to 
Perdiccas, iD'iod.ibid.Pnlog.Trogi^b. 1 3.] ^ 

As for Ptolomei, he> having quietly goiten into the pofleffion of Egypt, demeaned 
himfelf fairely in allthings toward thepeople ol the land ; and poffelTmg himfelf there 
of eight thouland talents, got an army together, of fuch as would ferve tor pay,fundry 
others alfo, for pure love, feeing his fair and impartial diftribution of juftice in hs 
place, came into him. And being duly enformed that Perdiccas had a purpofe, to 
wreft Egypt out of his hand,he leagued himfelf firmly with Antipater,[I>;^. Ht.fitp.] 
and by good turns and gratifications, obliged the 4 neighbouring Kings and Princes 
to his devotion, [JHftinllb^ u.cap. i<5.]and finding that Cleomenes, whom Perdiccas 
had put to him for a Lieutenant, was no better than a f pie upon him, cut his throat,and 
placed ftrong garrifons of hisown, over all the land of Egypt, [TVw/Jm, w Attic. pag. .5/ 

in the Greek^tnd Latin editioH.\ 

Leonatus and Antigonus,were commanded to put Ermenes by ftrong hand into the 
pcfleflion of Cappadocia and Paphlagonia. But Antigonus,out of the haughtineffe 
of his fpiiit, and pteluming of bimfell, refuted toobey Perdiccas his command herein. 
But Leonatus, coming with his army down out of the upper provinces, promifedEu- 
menes to undertake the fetvice tor mm. Nevertheleffo, when Hecaiaeus, Tyrant of the 
Cardiaw, coming to Leonatus, advifed him rather for the prefent to go and aide Ami- 
pater, and relieve the Macedons, which were befiegedin Lamia; he relolvcd forth- 
with tocrofle the tea?, and to put over into Macedonia j and moved Eumencs himfelr, 
to go along with him, and to make an end with Hecatacus. But when Eumenes would 
nor, and allcadged withall, that be flood in fome fear of Antipater» Leonatus believed 
him, and kept nothing from him,ot all that wa* in his heart : yet finding that he could 
notdraw him over to his party, went about privilytamurderhim,and had done it, 
P p 2 had 
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had not Eumcncs, perceiving his purpo(e,got him privilieoutof his quarters, for he 
ftole away by night, with his carriages, having onely jooHorfein his company, and 
aoo of his guard j and five thoufand talents- in gold, afterthe rate of filver. And fo 
coming to Perdiccas, difcloled all Leonatus his counieis to him ; whereupon Perdic- 
cas took him in for a bolome friend* and (wore him of the -Council, [ Pint. and Emil. 
Pro. m Enmene.] . 

Leonacu5,coming to help Antipater, was there flain m a fight by the Grecians, 
[Diodornsjear a. Olymp.114. Jnflm, Mr.-i3.cdp. 5. Plutarch in Pbocion y Arriamts in 
Photitu.] 

Thimbro, having caught Harpalus in Crete by a flight ( which Harpalus had j as I 
(hewed before, fled thither out of Afia,and carried all the Kings mony with h im :) flew 
him, and got into his own hands all that trealure* and with his army and fleet* left 
Cydonia, a city in Crete, and with 6, or (as Diodorus hath it) 7 thouland men, failed 
to the countreyoiCyrcne, being invited thither by the bandiioes of the Cy- 
renians,and the Barcenfes, {piodorm & Arfianus, m fitpra, Sirahy lib. 17. cap. 
837.] 

There, in a fight againft the Cyrenians, Thimbro made a great flaughter of them, 
and took many prifpners; then feizingoi their Port, and ready to take the City it felf j 
he drewthemto acbmpofition,upon thcfe tearms,Tnat they fhould pay him down five 
thoufand talents ready money, and deliver into his hand , halt their chariots ready fur- 
niihed for a fervice : He fent Embafladorsalfo to other neighbouring cities to joyne 
with him, pretending that he would make war upon Lybia, and iubdue it : and more- 
over he. laid hold on all the Merchants goods* that were in the Port , and gave them 
tothefouldicrs,tofcramblefor, thereby to make them the forwarder in his fervice, 

[Diodor.] 

Mnaficles, a man of Crete, one of Thimbrons Captaint,butofa turbulent difpofition, 
fell off from him to the Cyrenians, and by declaiming againft Thimbrons cruelty and 
perfid ioufncffe, perfwaded them to break covenant with him,and to ftand for their for- 
mer libertiesand freedom; whereupon, when they had payed only fix hundred of the 
five thouland talents, they would pay no more. And Thimbron, to cry quittance with 
them, Icizedon 800 of their men,whom he found in the Port: and coming.with his own 
men and the Barcenfes, and Hefperitans, all which joyned with him before the walls of 
the Cicie, did what he could to take it j but felling of his purpofe , retired to the Port. 

The Cyreniam, leaving a (ufficient guard to keep the town, drew out the reft, and 
went a torraging into the neighbouring parts, and when thefc fent to Thimbro for 
help,he pi efently went with all the ftrength that he could maketo relieve them againft 
the Cyrenians : Mnaficieselpying this oportunity, and that there- were few or nolbul- 
dierslettinthe Poit, moved thofe who were left in the City, to tally our, and fet upon 
the Port: and they being quickly perfwaded, followed him, and fell upon it; and by 



fiiouldVaurn- This went ill on Thimbrons fide, for that heTiad not onely loft the 
place but with it, all his Provisions that were in it ; yet upon the taki ng of another town 
called Taricha, he renewed his hopes again, r/d.] ,,•„"' , 

Thimbrons Mariners and tea Souldiers, being turned out of the Port, knew not 
what to do for visuals, but were fain to go a free-booting into the country for it •• and 
this When they were daily forced to do, at laft the Boors of the Country, knowing 
their haunts, laid wait for, and flew a great number of them, and took as many priso- 
ners as they had flain : They that were left, got afliipboard, and failed away toward 
other confederate places. But being on their way, there tell a violent tempeft, which 
funk many of them in the fea ; thole that efcaped, feme were driven a fltoare in Egypt, 
and fome in the Ifle of Cyprus: All which put fuch heart into the Cyf enians beilyc?, 
that they ftuck not now to encounter Thimbron in the open field j which they did,and 
in a battle flew many of his men, [M] ... ',. 4 ... 

Craterus departing from Cihcia,with fix thouland of thofe old SouldicrS,which came 
at firft with Alexander into Afia, and four thoufandmore, of fuch as came to him up- 
on the way, befides 1 000 Perfian Archer* and Slingers, and 1 500 hOrfe, hafted alt he 
could to the luccour of Antipater, and came into Theflaly ; where yeilding the prece- 
dent in all things to Antipater, they both fate down in camp together, upon the bant 
of the river Peneus. And in the month of Munichion (our April) next, fought a bat- 
tle with the Grecians, and overthrew them, \Id. with Arrid, and Pint, in the lives of Pbo^ 
cioa and Demo fibenes.] 

After Jaddus his Ion Onias fucceeded in the Priefthood at Jerufalem, \j fit*- ™*'"1. 
lib. 11. in fl.] and there fate one and twenty yzaxs,\Scalig,inGrtc*E»[el>iHstfag.<>o.}

Thimbro, having hired new fouldiers from Tarnarus in Lacoma, where they wan- 
dred up *nddown,out of pay,begana f reft to make war upon the Cyremans, and 
they on the contrary, praying in aide from -the Africans and Carthaginians, 
m aaeupa.iarmy,withitheirownmen,tothenumberof 30 thoufand. and put all up- 
on the hazard of abattle : wherein after a long and bfoudy fight, they loft a many ot 
their men, and Thimbro bad the better of the day. Then the Cyrenians, having loft 
alUheirown Commanders, made Mnahelestheir General, Thimbro growing proud 
of this viftory, fet upon the port of Cyrene, and took it, and made every day an aflau.t 
uoon the City it felf, to take it. But the liege continuing, and provmons failing, the 
Cvreriians began to mutiuy among themfelves; the end whereof was, that the com- 
mon people, who barethe (way for matter of power, thruit the ncher fort out of the 
Cuy,and they, being fothruft out, repaired,fome to Thimoro, and others into Egypt, 

^ThevWlio fledinto'Egypt , dealt with Ptolomei, to reftore them into their Coun- 
try • and by his means, returned with forces both by land ahd founder the command 
of one Ophelias a Macedon, which coming to the ears of thofe which were gone to 
Thimbro, they prepared to fly over, and to joyn with Ophelias, but their intention be- 
ing difclofcd under hand tofnimbro, he put every mothers fon of them to death. 
Thentheleaders of the Commons of Cyrene, taking a fright at the return of their 
banditoes,made their peace with Thimbro,joyned with him, and in a mam battle,were 
all utterly vanguiiht, by Ophelias. [Id.] .»,-•/- ,u rnn ir 

Thiinbro,in his flight, was lighted onby fome certain African Carters, who took 
and carried him to one Epkides, who held a Town,ca led Teuchira,m thofe parts, 
under Ophelias : and the men of that place, with Ophelias his leave, fitft fcourged 
him with whips, and then fent him to be crucified at the port of Cyrene. Biit tor as 
nuch as the Cyrenians continued U\ in combuftions among themfelves, therefore 
Ptolomei himfelf made a journy thither by fea ; and having by his pretence let- 
led all matters the*, came back again by fea as he went, L tArnanus, in "Phot. 

*'periiecas,havhig King Philip,and the Royal Army all at his command, made a 
journey againft Arif rath«, the petty King of Cappadocia, for that he had not receded 
Eumenesior Governor chere, as he was commanded. Ariarathcs at that time, had 
gotten together a great army, 30 thoufand Foot, and 1 5 chouLnd Horfc : In two le- 
verall fiehk Perdiccas flew four thoufand of his men, and took fix thoufand pnloners; 
and amongthem Ariarathcs himielt : andboth him and allthac were allied to him, he 
firft toKurfd,andthen crucified. Thereft he pardoned, and having fctled all matters 
in Cappadocia, committed the Government of it to Eumehes, according ; to 'the firft 
el4h ) Snefit l [l!>«*r. mth Arri*. andPlm. in Enmene, **diApp>*» »h» Mtbndwca, 

^Eume'L committedthe feveral eitiesof his Government, to his moft ttufty friends . 
and appointed them Garrifons, with Judges, and gatherers of his tributes, luch as 
deafed him beft, without any intcrpofing of Perdiccas: which done,he returned 
with ftrdiccas,both in refpeft to himyK alio, that he might not be a ftranger at Court,

Perdiccas fem away Eumenes outofCilicia, under a colour of looking to his own 
government in Cappadocia, but indeed, that he might have a care of Armenia, tokeep 
it in due order ; becaufe Neoptolemus fought to make tome innovations there : But £u« 
menes by fair words, prevailed fo far with him, though a man of a high, .and an intem- 
perate tpirit, as to keep him quiet, [P/#r. *»£«;»*».] 

Eumenes,finding that the Macedonian Squadrongrew infolentand fierce, railed an 
army of horfe out of the Provincials in thofe parts, remitting to them all paimeut of 
tribute, and granting them other immunities. He furaifoed alfo them whom he moft 
trufted, withhorfes at his own charge ; kindling their affections towards himfelt with, 
hislargefle and bounteous favours beftowed among them, and keeping them in breath 
and exercife, by continual labours and journies, which he put them upon : fo chaciua.- 
fhort time he had gotten together fix thoufand three hundred and fixty Horfe, \Jd. 
Mid.] ,.•'■"' 

Antipatcr and Craterus together in Greece, made war upon the uEtohansj whom 
when Craterus his old tourers, compelled by continual alarmes , to lye abroad in the 
fnow,in the winter feafon, they were ready to perifh for want of victuals, [ Diodorw, 

Eumenes carried Perdiccas his prefents to Cleopatra lying at Sardes ; tor that Per- 
diccas was now refolved to rid his hands of Nicaea, Antipaters daughter, and to take 
Cleopatra to be his wife, and fo much Menander, the Governor of Eydia, hgnified to 
Antigonus, who was an intimate friend to Antipatcr. [**rria»us t ] And when 1 erdic- 
cas, laying every day falfe crimes to Antigonus his charge, fought unjuftlyto P" c - hlro 
to death, he made (hew, as if he defircd to come to a hearing j but under haud , h tid- 
ing a fhip of Athens in the rode, got privily into her, with his fon Demetrius, and fome 
other of his friends, and fled away into Europe, there to joyn with Antipater, [Die- 

"when Ariftander, a Southfaier of Telmefla, had given it out, that it was revealed 
to him by the gods, that the land where Alexanders body mould reft, ihould prove the 
moft happy of all others, and forever free from all forreign invafions and lncurhonsot 
the enemies ; much emulation grew among the Nobles, of Macedon, who ihould get 
the body of him into his hands : but principally between Perdiccas and Ptolomci the 
fon of Lagus, \EUan.l;. 2^64.] Perdiccas dealt with his friends to have it carried to E- 
gOS, \Tapffan. mhuAttic* y p. 5.] 

But Aridaeus, who had the body in his keeping, contrary.ro Perdiccas his- Will , went 
and carried it to Ptolomei : taking his journey,from Babylon, by Damafcus , into E- 
gypt. And although he met with many rubs caft in his way by Polemon> a ialt triend 
ot Perdiccas? yet he went through with it, and carried it into Egypt,as bis putpofe was, 
\Arriah, in Phot.] , , ' r r rr 

For having fpent two full vears in preparations for this funeral , the fumptuoulnelle, 
and magnificence whereof is at large tct down by Diodorip ; at length he removed the 
body out of Babylon,with an infinite company ot woikmen,to open and levell the waies 
where need Ihould be, and others to attend the funeral following him.- ,B u t Ptolome* 
with his whole army, went as far as into Syria to meet bmi\pi*d,ji*r 3. Oljmp. 1 14.] 
and there receiving the Corps, buried it firft at Memphis, with all rites and ceremonies, 
after the Macedonian manner [Panfm. in his Attica, pag. $.}_ and fome few years after* 
removed it to Alexandria, [Curt, l.i o. e. *lt.~\ wh ich removal of it, yet, was made by his 
fon Prolomaais Philadelphus, and not by the father, Las Paufdnias wtimattsin his Attica,

Perdiccas, calling a Council of Captains and friends.in Cappadocja, propounded 
to them, whether he fhouid march with his army firftinto Macedonu againft Anupa- 
ter, or into Egypt againft Ptolomei : fome were of opinion to paffe over jfitljt into Ma-, 
cedonia, but it was refolved, that it was the beft way to begin with Ptolomei in Egypt, 
lcaft when he had put over into Europe, and was engaged there, Ptolomci Ihould come 
andpoflefle himfelf of Afia. Hereupon, Perdiccas gave unto Eumenes, belides what 
he had already, the provinces of Car ia, Lycia, and Phrygia, and thcgoyerjiment of all 
that part of Afia which lyeth betweeen themountain of , Taurus, aoifane Hellespont, 
commanding him moreover to take charge of all the gendarmery in Cappadocia and 
Armenia in chief, and with them to attend the motions of Antipatej .and Craterus, 
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and to fortifie all places upon the Hellefpont, and to flop their landing, in cale they 
ihould offer to paffe the tea in thofe parts. Moreover Perdiccas gave order to his bro- 
ther Alcetes, and Neoptolemus, that 'they ihould in all things attend the commands 
and orders of Eumenes; but Eumenes he willed to do things, as he mould think fitteit 
for the prefent fervice, in his own dilcretion* Ciiicia was taken t'rom Phiiotas,and com- 
mitted to Philoxenus : And Perdiccas himfelt moving from Damalcns , to the end he 
might feem to have the better colour for what he went about to do, took Aridxus,and 
Alexander the (on of Alexander the great by Roxane, along with him j audio let 
forward towards Egypt, to fight with Ptolemei, [Diodorjufim. ib,ii,cap,6. Arr.-a. 
pluU Emil. Probus, m £ume»e 7 Paufan. in his Attica, cap. 5 . ] . 

When Antipater and Craterus had heard by Antigonus, that Perdiccas having 
manied Cleopatra, purpofed to come for Macedon, and there as abfolutc King to re- 
move ihem from their Governments ; they prefently ftruck up a peace with the Eoli- 
ans, and leaving Polyfperchon, to manage all matters in Greece and Macedon, halted 
into Hellefpont in Afia fide, amufing and abufing thofe who Were appointed to keep 
that paff age, by fending daily Embaflies unto them. They tenc alio Amballadors to 
Ptolemei, who was otherwayes a deadly enemy to Perdiccas, and a friend to them, 
and iii like danger of Perdiccas.as they themlelves were, and deiired him to joyn with 
them. As alfo to Eumenes and Neoptolemus ; both which, were at that time at Per- 
diccas his devotion •• and with Neoptolemus they prevailed to fall over unco them; 
but with Eumenes they could not, [ Dwdorus, Jufiin, at ftp. and Arrianm. ] 

Alcetes, Perdiccas his own brother, flatly refuted to bear amnagauift Antipater 
and Crarerus ! and Neoptolemus envying the power of Eumenesdid not onely under- 
hand joyn in fociety with them, but laid a trains to have blown up Eumenes, and to 
have taken his lite, and to have betrayed all his army into their hands • which when 
Eumenes had difcovered, he was forced to fight it out with the traitor in a pircht held : 
wherein he made a great flaughter ot Neoptolemus his men, topk all his baggage, and 
drew the relidue toferve him, and grew ftrong by the accelle of fo rainy good Mace- 
don fouldiers to his former army. Neoptolemus getttngaway with 3 00 Horfe onely, 
fled to Antipater and Craterus, and they again fent ArnbalUd are to Eumenes 3 to draw 
him over to their Party, promifing that he ihould not onely hold what he had, but alio 
have more Provinces added to him. But when he anfwered,that he would rather lole 
his life than break his word to Perdiccas, they divided their army in two; with one 
A itipater marched into Ciiicia, that going from thence into Egypt, he might there 
jovn with Ptolemei, againft Petdiccas; and the other ftayedbshiud with Craterus to 
try it out with Eumenes. ^ ,«./-,,• , 

Eumenes feeing the enemy coming on, and fearing kafth»s(ou:diers,knowi:iga- 
gaiult whom he was to go, would not onely not go with him ; but disband and flee 
trom him,lcd them about by unknown wayes, where they might not eatily hear how 
the fquares went : and the rather tor that there was a buzzing already among chem, 
that Neoptolemus was recruted , and came on together with Pigtis , with an army ot 
Capoadocian and Paphlagonian Hq|fe : and withal he fo wrought it, by chuhug hi j 
ground every where as he went, that he could force the enemy to come to a battle of 
Hotfc, wherein he knew he ovcrtopt his enemy, and not of Foot, where in he knew he 
was the weaker His Foot was 10 thoufand ftrong,fome ot one nation, fome of ano- 
ther, and 5 thoufand Horfe ; upon whofc valour he principally relied for rhc viftory. 
Craterus had but little above a thoufand Horfe, and as many Foot as Eumenes : but 
they were all Macedons, old fouldicrs all, and of approved valour, and tuch as he well 
durft put the day upon. * 

Thelemetin Cappadocia; Craterus had the right wing, Neoptolemus the left. 
Eumenes put none of hi* Macedons to fight againft Cracerus.buc o.iely two Regiments 
of forreign Horfe, led by Pnarnabazus , die fon of Artabazu>, and by Tcncdiuiot 
Phoenicia ; willing them, without any (houring, or word fpeaking, to tall on roundly 
upon him : and himfeif with a company of 300 Horfe , flew in like lightening upon 
Neoptolemus And Craterus truly for his parr, kd on very bravely, and in his own 
petfon valiantly behaved himfelf, but his Horfe floundering, a certain Thraoan, or 
rather as Arrianus, a Paphlagonian ran him into thefide with his Lance, and bare 
him to the ground : In the fall, one of Eumenes bis Captains knew him, and did what 
he might to have faved him, all wounded as he was,and giving up the ghoft. Mean 
while, Eumenes and Neoptolemus met, and graphng each with other, teU both oft 
their horfes to the ground j that a man might eatily fee with how deadly a hatred 
they encountered each other, and that their fpirits were more hoitile than their bodies 
could be : being down , Eumenes wounded Neoptolemus in one of hi* hams, and his 
hamftrings being cut, he tell along ; yet his courage bearing him up, heiaifed him- 
felf upon his knees, and fighting on, gave Eumenes three wounds ; one iu his armc,t he 
other two in his thigh : but none of them being any way mortal , at the fecond blow, 
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Eumenes made a hill blow at him, and ftrook off his head ; which was about ten dayes, 
after the former viftory which he gat of him, £/<*.] - 

Eumenes,feeing Crateru5 brought half dead out of the field , did what poflibly might 
be done, to have faved his life : but when it would not be, he wept bkterly over him, 
and witn ouc-fpread arms lamented hi* cafe; and in regard both of his high place,and 
alio, of the former love that had been between them, bucied him honorably, and fern 
his bones home into Macedon to his wife and children, [Pint, andEmil.Pro.in En- 

Both the Leaders being flain, and many others, cfpecially of the better fort, taken 
prifoners ; the reft of the Horfe fled back to the main fquadron of the Foot, as to a fore 
defence: and Eumenes contenting himfelf with what he had'done, founded a rctreit, 
and fet up a trophy upon the place,ind buried dis dead . But the Foot army, wh ich was 
brought as it were, into a noole, whence they could not efcape, without Eumenes his 
leave* defired quarter : and taking their oaths for their loyalty towards him, had leave 
to buy viftual, in the places adjoyning. But having gotten viftual,and recovered their 
ftrength,contiary to their oath, they went away, and returned tcrAntipatcr,['ZW.w"fc 
Arrian.aHdEmil.TrobHS.] 

Perdiccas, with the two Kings, Aridzus,and Alexander a young child, coming with 
his army into Egypt, encamped not far from Peiufium •• where,whiles he bufied himfelf 
in fcowring an old dkch,an extraordinary inundation of Nilus,fpoiledall his work-. 
And although Ptolomei cleared himfelf, to the wcrldof all thole crimes which Per- 
diccas la ; d to bis charge ,yet contrary to the good liking and will of his Army, 
Perdiccas would needs proceed and make a war upon him, [ Viodorm and tArri- 

W hen Perdiccas at laft faw that many of his friends forfook him,and fled over toPto- 
lomei, he alTembled all his Commanders and Captains, and what with gifts, what with 
large promifes,what with fairwords,and his fweet behaviour towards them,made them 
all lure to himfelf again. And then removing his Camp without any noifc,in thegrafp 
of the even ing,encamped upon the bank of theRiverNilc;not far from a certain- Caftic, 
called Mucus Camelorum, (i.e.) a wall of famels. And- at day break, crofted" the River 
with his Army and Elephants, and fet upon the Caftle, but was valiantly repulled by 
Pcolomei,and glad to retreit to his Camp again. And the night lollowing,he removed, 
and with all ifilence poflible, came to a place over againft Memphis, where the River 
parting, made an Ifland, fit to encamp in, but in paffing the River,tocomc atit, 
he loft above two thoufandof his men, of which no lefle than one thoufand being 
long toft up and down in the water, were devoured by Crocodiles, and other monfters 
of the River. But Ptolomei took lucb bodies as were caft a fhoar on his fide the River, 
and beftowed all lolemn Rites and Ceremoniesof funeral upon them, and fent their 
bones to their friends and kinfmen in the Army. Whereupon ,the minds of the fouldi- 
ers, grew much more enraged againft Perdiccas,andenclined to Petolomei than be- 

° Thenarofe there a mutiny and fedition in the Camp,ivherein the chief Comman- 
ders, to the number a hundred,fel off from Perdiccas,and among them,Pithon himfelf; 
than whom there was not a braver man, for virtue and valour, and higheftcem, a- 
monpall Alexanders Nobles. But fomeof the Horfe, confpinng Together, made 
no more adoe, but went to his pavilion where he lay, and there flew him ; when he 
had now held that principality three full years, at leaft,the third year running. \_Id. 
with Arrtanm and I*ftin.lib,\i. cap* 8. Paufan. i» Attic, fag. S. andEmil. Vrob. in 

"The next day, when the whole army was called together, Ptolomei crofted the Ri- 
ver, and came to the two Kings ; and patenting both them, and other of the Nobles 

with honourable gifts, and behaved himfelf in all fair and humble manner] to 
them all. And when he had excufed himfelf for what he had done, finding that the 
armv was diftitute of provifion, he fupplied them with plenty of corn, and all other ne- 
ceflaries for their ufe. And he made it openly to appear, that he was hardly forry, and 
bemoaned rhe prelent ftate and condition of Perdiccas his friends : and as he faw any 
Macedon in any diftrefle or danger, he did, what poflibly he could, to relieve him.and 
help him out. Now albeit, being lo gracious with all there, as he was, he might eaf lly 
have gotten to be L.Proteaorot the two Kings, as Perdiccas was, yet hefo far pre- 
vailed by his counfel with them, that when they met about that matter, all with one 
accord, caft the Proteaorfhipotthe two Kings, Arida:us,and Alexander the young 
child, upon Pithon, who was the man that had formerly quieted the commotions of 
the Greeks in the upper Afia,and Aridaeus,which had formerly the charge of convoy- 
ing the body of Alexander from Babylon,with fovcreign power over all (he armies; in 
fuch manner and form, as Perdiccas had , acco rding to the firft eftabhuiraent, \D10dor. 
andArrian.-} 
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Two dales after the death of Perdkca?) there came news of Eumenes his vi&oryi 
gotten in Cappadocia, and Of the death of Neoptolemus and Craterus, which had it 
come but two dayes fooner, had, no doubt, faved Perdiccas his life, for whoi upon that 
fucceffcjdurfthavc ftirrcd againft him ? But the Macedons, enraged for the death ot 
Craterus, declared Eumenes for an open enemy, with 50 other Noble perfons that were 
near about him; among which, was Pitho Illynus,(tor f o I read them joyntly,in Juftin, 
asalfoin Arrianus his /»<fovi , ipag.t%$.] n«'8»r Kgm* 'AAx»j««uf : (/.<.) Pithon, the 
ton of Crateus,of Alcomenc ; Which InStephamutdeUrbibm, is a City in Illyria) and 
Alcetas the brother of -Perdiccas : Generals, againft them, were Antigonus and ^nti- 
patet ; and to this purpofe was Antigonus tent for out of Cyprus^ and corhmanded,toge* 
ther with -Aitipater,to come to the two Kings pretence in all ba&£Dbdjmd Arria.witb 
Jiii7j.i$.c.B,*xdPfttt m titEtme#e.l ■ 

In Egypt alfo were put to death, all that had any reference to Perdiccas, and bis fifter 
>*calanta, whom -dttalus the -Amrrarof P erdicoas, lying then with the fleet before Pe- 
iufium had married : He hearing of the death of hit wife, and of "Perdiccas, weighed 
anchor, and came to Tyrus, where Achelaus a Macedon, and Governor of the place, 
entertained him with all refpe& and love,and gave up the City,with 80c talents,which 
Perdiccas had depofited and left in truft with hhn, into his hands. 

AttaluSjftayingatTvius, rccieved and relieved all fuch of Perdiccas his friends, 
as could efcape and get away from the Camp* lying before Memphi, \ph- 
dom.] 

Euridice, the wife of King Aridacus, would not that the two Protectors fhould do 
any thing of moment without her .■ and they at firft faid no Nay thereto. Yet after- 
ward, they cold her plainly, that (he had nothing to do with matters of State ; only 
they faid> they would have a care of her, till Antigonus and Antipater came. 
[vfrria.] 

Pitho and Aridaeus, the two Protestors, removing from Niluswith the two kings, 
and the army, came to Triparadifus in the upper Syria : where, when Euridice would 
needs be over-bulie and medling' in matters ot ftate, and would many times crolfe the 
Protectors in their waies, Pithon, offended therewith, and the rather, for that he faw 
the Macedons enclincd to obey her commands, called the Macedons together, and 
before them all , refigned his Pioteaorlhip » Thereupon they chofe Antipater to 
bee Protector in his place, with all fovcreign power belonging thereunto* [Di- 
cdorM."] 

The army now demanded of Antipater, performance of all thofe rewards for their 
long labour in the wars, which Alexander had made them. Antipater , when he 
hadnothing to give them for the prelent, told them that their demands were Jutland 
reafonable, and that he would thortly look into the Kings Treafure, and find out what- 
ever he had laid up : which fpeech ot his gave the army little fatistaaion : whereupon 
when Euridice alfo helped to lay load upon him, the minds of the common fouldiers 
were ftiued up to a mutiny and fedition againft him. At the fame time Euridice made 
an open declamation againft him, which was pronounced in the peoples hearing, by 
Atclepiodorus her Secretary. And Attalu; feconded her, with another of his own ; fo 
that Antipater had much ado to efcape alive out of their hands : But Antigonus and 
Selcucus ftood up in his defence, and therein ran a hazard of their own lives al- 
foe. 

Wherefore Antipater, having thus got clear of them, got him prefently away to his 
own army, and then the chief Commanders of the Cavaleerie coming together, with 
much adoe, pacified the multitude, and fo Antipater was fent for again, and 
willed to relume the fovereign power, and ufe it, as formerly he had done. 

md.-] 

After this, Antipater made a new diftribution of the Governments of the Provinces 
in Triparadifus : wherein he partly ratified what had formerly been done in that kind, 
and made tome alterations,^ the theprcfent ftate of things required : And tor Ptolo- 
mei, he was bid to hold what he had, for it was hard to remove him to any other Go- 
vernment, feeing he had in a manner gotten Egypt by way of conqueft to himfelf. But 
Mefopotamia, and the Country of Arbela, were afllgned to Ampbimachus the Kings 
brother , Babylon toSeleucus, Tarthia to Philippus, ^ria and Drangiana to Stalander 
of Cyprus, Baaria and Sogdiana to Stafanor of Solos in die fame Ifland, Media, as tar 
asto the Cafpian Gates, Perdiccas his ton in law being now dead, was taken from 
^tropatcs,and given to Pithon the fon of Cratea*, or Cratenas, whereupon A tropates, 
calling the leffer Media from his own name >4tropctia, turned it quite away from the 
Macedonian Government^nd made himfelf abfolute King of it : and in fucceffion from 
him, itcontinueddown to^rr^histime, as himfelf teftifieth>[«fr.n.p*g. 5»?.] An- 
tigenes, (for whom Antigonus is talfely written in Diodorus) Captain of the Wvei 
Tareateers,becaute he wastbe firft that fet upon Perdiccas, had the Province of Sula 
Q_q given 
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civen him for his pains; and three choufand of the moft turbulent Macedons in the 
late fedicion to carry with him : The reft of the Provinces of the upper Aha, were left 
in the han is of luch as had them before, lave that Patala,the greateftCity of all India, 
was upon this fettlement, affigned to King Porus : as Arnanus faith; which we can 
hardly believe. , , . ■ • _ 

InrheleffcrAfia,Cappadocia,andwKhit Paphlagoma, were taken from Eume- 
nes, and given to Nicanor. Lydia, ( not Lycia as it is read in Diodorus)toClyuiv; 
Phrygia the letter, as far as to Helle(pont,:o Aridsus. Caria to Caflander, with Phry- 
ria the greater, Lycaonia, Pamphylia, and Lycia, to hold them as he d id before. In 
Diodore,is here read Glicia, inftead of Lycia: which himfelf a little before faid was 
given to Philoxenus ; or rather as Arrianus hath it,was confirmed to him : for I (hew- 
ed a little before out of [ Iufiin, lib. ii.cap.6.} that Perdiccas had taken that Pro 
vince from Philotas, and given it to Philoxenus. 

This Antigonus ( who becaufe he wanted oneeye,wa?mck-namcd, the Cyclops, 
r Elian lib.iz.Far.B'fi.caf.n.] was by Antipater made General of the Kings ar- 
my, and Commander of thofe Forces in particular, which Perdiccas had. He com- 
mitted to him alto the care of the two Kings, and lent him to make war upon fcume- 
ncs, being of himfelf very dehrous of that imployment : whereupon it is that L 4pp/'*- 
nut in his Syriaca^par. i»i. 1 fayes, that Antipater made him, , E*wk»»».*Ja« a««- 
(i.O Overfeerofall AGa: and fz>w4M.i8.p*j.6»6.] calls him «««>» •'*- 
KsJTt& th? a««s: ( 1. *.')" abfolute Commander of all Afia : but joyned with him his own 
fon Callander ( the Governour of Caria) as his Mafter or General ofthe Horfc-, to 
the end, that if Antigonus fhould go about to fet up for himfelf, he might have an eye 
iwonhlmS&edor. and Arrianus. 1 „ , , , r f A , , A ' 

At the fame time Antipater made Autolychus the fon of Agathocles, Arnyntas, the 
fon of Alexander, and brother to Pencefta, Ptolemei the fon of Ptolomei, and Alexan- 
der the ("on of Polylpercon, Squires ofthe body tothe two Kings, [ Arria, ] and having 
gotten a preat applaufe among all forts of men for his well ordering, and due admini- 
ftration of things in his Proreaor(bip,he fet onward of his journey With the two Kings, 
toward Macedonia, [Id.&'Diodor] .',*,, j u a 

Eumenes, hearing that he was declared an enemy by the Macedons, and that An- 
iconus was fent againft him, declared the matter oi his own accord ro the army ; leaft

occaCon aipon the general carriage of them thereupon : yet he cold them plainly,that if 
an man* heart tailed him upon this news, he (hould have free leave to deparr,andgo 
whither he would • with which word, he to wan and faftned all mens ncarcs unro hun, 
that they all bad him be of good chcer,faying, That they would cut that Decree of the 
Macedons in pieces with their fwords, L /«/?«. A* 14.^.1.] 

Moreover when news of that Decree came to Alcetas the brother of Perdiccas, he 
prclentlv fled, and ingratiated himfelf with the Pifidians ; for whiles he Was among 
them when ever he got a booty from the enemy , he gave one half thereof to them,and 
was ever affable and courteous to them in his fpeech , often inviting the principal oi 
them to Feaft s,and honouring them with gifts and prefents,wheteby he wan the hearts 
of all unto him, [P/War.p^ 623.J . 

Attalus alfo, who was chief Ammiral of the Navy, and who was wichthehrftot 
them that fell off from Antipater, fled and banded himfelfe with the reft of the now 
Banditoes : and gat together an army of 10 thoufand Foot, and 800 Horfe ; and with 
thefe going topofleflehimfelfofCnidus,Caunus,and Rhodes, was by Demaratus the 
Ammiral of Rhodes? valiantly put off, ItArrlanmA 

Eumenes took as many hories, as he wanted out of the Kings breed,which was'in the 
mount Ida : And when he fent an account for them in writing to the Kings Officers 
ofthe Revenue, Antipater laught at it, and faid, that he wondered to fee Eumenes fo 
cautious, as to think, that either he himfelf would ever be accountable to them of the 
Kings goods, or look for an acconut of them from others. 

From hence he marcht with his army, not into Etolia, as it is 111 the printed Copies 
of Tuftin ; but as a Manufcript Copv hath it, into Etulia, or Etulane, which is a part 
of Armenia the leflc in Cappadocia (as Ifaacus Voffius,a moft learned young man,and 
ray V eiy good friend, obferved ouc of Ptolemei ) and there levyed monies of the Cities 
in thofe parts: and if any refuted to pay contribution, he plundred them as fomany 
enemies. And from thence again, he went to Sardes, and to Cleopatra, fifter to Alex- 
ander the great, hoping that her pretence would confirm his Centurions and other Of- 
ficers of his armv in their obedience unto him, as fuppofmg that the right of Royal 
Majefty was on that fide, on which the fifter of Alexander flood, [ jttftmM. 1 4.<*M .J 
And when it fo fell out , that Antipater took alfo Sardes in his way to Macedon, 
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Eumenes would fain have put the matter upon a battle, in the fields of Lydia, both oe- 
faute he was the ftronger in Horfe v and becaufe alio he was dehrous to let Cleopatra 
fee otwhatmettal he was made. But Clopatra, fearing left Antipater and the Mace- 
dons might hereupon charge her to have been the author and abettor of this war a- 
eainftthem,peif waded Eumenes to leave Sardes* Ptetrch andAmana. Neverthelcts 
Antipater when he came,forbare not to reproach her, with many fowl words, tor ha- 
ving held correfpondence with Eumenes and Perdiccas. But (he, beyond what could 
have been expefted from a woman, anfwered him again very ftoutly.juftity.ing her 
own aaions, and laying the fault upon Antipater : yctfo, as at laft they parted iair, and 

U ^ n uro?nes\"™etorele r ft the Country oi Lydia, and marcht away into the upper Phry- 
2 ia, and there took up his winter quarcers in Celxne, {.Pint.} and di patchc away mei- 
fensers to Alcetas, and his aflbciatesj advifing them to draw their forces into a body, 
and to make head againft a common enemy. But when they coud not agree among 
them'elves; nothing was done, Z^irnan .] for Alcetas, and Polemo, and Docirnqs, 
rould not agree, who fhould be chief: Whereupon Eumenes cryed out andiaid,This 
It according to the old (ayiiig*&w*» nulU habemr ram, (i.e.) There is no fence againft 
deftru&ion, \Plurarcb.] ■ ' . n .. 

Eumenes promifing to pay his army within three dayes,fet all the Towns and Ones 
of that Country, which was full ftored with men and Cattle, to fale. Whereupon the 
Captains and Commanders took them off his hands, and receiving Engins of battery 
from him, went and entered by force upon them, and making fale or all, paid every 
man his company to the full, [Id.] m 

Antipater, not daring as yet to fight With Eumenes himfelf, fent Caflander, to try 
the fortune of a battle wich Alcetas and Attalus; and fight they did, and parted 
uponiqoal termes,yet fo as Caflander had the wprte of it, lArria.} 
Xaflander, falling ouc with Antigonus , upon his father Antipaters pert walion,grew 
friends again with him; yet meeting with his father in Phrygia, he advifed him, not to 
keep himfelf far oft from the King*,nor co rely too much upon Antigonus. But Anti- 
gonus by his temperate and difcteet carriage,aud obfcquious behaviour upon all occa- 
fioiw, did what he could.to make Antipater have a good belief of his fmcerity to him, 
and loyalty to the caufe. Whereupon Antipater, putting of all dilpleatore towards 
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acauift 11 EumSs'ffo Antigonus took upon him tfie management of that bu- 
finefle ; and Antipater with the Kings, took his journey to retuine to Macedon, 

^Buc then his whole army cryed out for gelt, and he promifed them pay, when he 
came to Abydus; and told them,that perhaps he Would there beftow on them the 
whole donative, which Alexander had promifed ; it nor, yet at laft the greater part 
mereof, feeding them therefore with this hope; hedrewthem on .quietly to Aoydus: 
but when he came thither, he with the two Kings in his company,ftale away by n.ghr, 
ana put over the Hellefpont, and went to Lylimachus. And the morrow after they 
followed him, withoutanyfurther calling for their pay, So faith ^«[,»«» 
?E«f.9Mand here Arrianus ends his ten books, which he wrate ofthe gefts of 

Konus drew all his forces out of their winter quarters, to march againft Eume- 
nes,aX>fubdue him, who at that time lay in Cappodicia,LP'^r.] Now there were, 
billets caft about every where in Eumenes his Camp, promifing 1 00 talents, and good 
conditions and offices befides: to him that would bring in Eumenes head to Antigonus 
\Wh lib. 1 4. cap. 1 . Pint, in Eumcne.} Which when Eumenes perceived, he forthwith 
called all the iouldierie togethcr,ind firft thanked them all,for that info great a mul- 
titude, there was none found, that would talfifie his oath taken to hun, in hope of io 
ploudyareward, and yet wichall cunningly inumated to them, that thefe billets were 
ot his own divifing, to found thereby their aft jftions toward hun. to the end, chat if the 
enemy (hould do the like hereafter, the army might imagine,rhat it was ft.lt but a device 
of his to try them ; Whereupon they all cryed our, and vowed their fcrvicc, in the de- 
fenceorhIsperfon,and P ref«vation^fhis^ 

among iheiSclvc*, that there (hould out of the principal of the army, be chofena 
thouflnd men, tor his dayly guard^nd that they (hould watch every night by turns a- 
bout him, and they which were fo chofen, were glad of the .mployment, and wihngly 
received irom his hands, fuch gifts, as the Macedon Kings uled to beftow upon their 
Nobles: for Eumenes now took upon him fcarlet Hats, and robes upon them,wh.ci 
among the Macedons was ever efteemed for a principal favour from their King , 
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yet one of his chief Commanders,called Perdiccas,with 3 thoufand foot, and 5 hundred 
horfe feU from him, and was gotten 3 days journey on his way: and Eumenes difpatchc 
away Tenemus a Phenician, with 4 thoufand choice foot, and a thoufand hotfe too- 
vertake them : which he did, and falling on them unawares, in the night time, whiles 
they were all afleep jtook Perdiccas prifoner,and brought back all his fouldiers to Eu- 
menes, who pickt out the chief Authors of that defection, and put them to death, and 
diftributed the reft by fmall parcels, among hisother companies,fpeaking them faire,8c 
uftng them courreoufly, and thereby wan their affections to himfelf again, [Bio. 
dorm,] 

After this Antigonus dealt, by a piivie meffenger, with Apollonides » one of the 
commanders of the Horfe, under Eumenes, and by large proraifes, drew him to play 
the traitor with EumeuVs, and in the midft of the fight, to tbrtake, and turne againft 
h im. Eumenes at rhistime encamped in the country of Orcynia, in Cappadocia, a 
place fit for horfe to fight in ; and thither came Antigonus with his army, and took up 
all the upper ground, near the foot of the mountains, his army confifting of 10 thou- 
fand foot, moft part whereof were Macedons, and men of admirable force and cou- 
rage, and two thoufand horfe, and 30 Elephants : And Eumenes in his army had no 
lefle than 20 thoufand foot, and 5 thoufand horfe. The battle began very fiercely 
on Eumenes his fides but Appolonides with his regiment of horfe, tailing fuddcnlyoft 
to the enemy, gave the viftory to Antigonus; in that fight Eumenes loll 8000 men, 
and all hi* Carriages, [Id.~\ 

Yet Eumenes fullered not the traitor to efcapc, but whiles he was in a&ing of that 
vilany, took him, and hung him up : Himfelf fled by a contrary way to that which 
they that purfued him took, and turning bak lhorr, palled by the enemy, and came to 
the place where the battle was fought, and there encamped, and gathered together 
the bodies of his ilain, and for want of other fewel in the place, took the doors and 
gates oi the towns and villages thereabouts, off their hingei, and cleft them, and made 
piles of them to burn his dead withal, the Captains by themlelves» and the common 
fouldiers by theirs. In fo much that Antigonus coming to the place afterward , flood 
amazed at this bold attempt of his, and undauntedneffeof his high courage, [Pine.] 

After falling by chance upon Antigonus his carriages, though he might there have 
taken many a prifoner, many flaves, with much ftofte, yec fearing left his men, having 
gotten to much wealth, Ihotdd grow lefle forward to fight, and if need were, lefle able 
to fly, by reafon of their luggage, gave order that every man fhould fee his horfe well 
fed , and refrcfli himfelf, and then be ready to fet upon the enemy : mean while he 
privily fent to Menander, who was fet to keep the enemies luggage , to remove imme- 
diately out of the plain, to the toot of the mountain, for fear of being (uddenly furroun- 
ded by theenemies Horfe, which when he, feeing the danger, fpeedily did, the ene- 
my faid that they were very much beholding to Eumenes, for faving their children 
from flavery, andtheir wives from ravifhment •• But Antigonus told them that Eume- 
nes did it not for their fakcs,but to the end he might not fhakle & hinder himfelf there- 
by in his flighr,[/</.] 

Eumenes went from thence, fculk'tng here and there, and perf waded a great many 
of his men to leave him for the pretenr, and to get them gone : whether out of an ho- 
neftcare which he had of them ; or becaufe they were now grown too few to oppofc 
the enemy,and yet were too many toconceale him in his flight. But when he was 
come to Nora, which was a ftrong caftle, and which Str«bo,[l.\2,2 faith in his time, 
wentbythenameofNeroaflus,) a place teatcd upon the confines ot Cappadocia and 
Lycaonia, with 500 horfe, and* 00 foot (though Diodoru* faith that there were not 
above 500 in all there,) 1 as many of his friends as defired his leave to be gone, becaufe 
they could not brook, either the defolateneffe of the place, or the fcarcity of victuals, 
that they there found, he gave it them freely, and embracing every one of them, in all 
faire and courteous manner fent them away = For the place itfelf was not above two 
furlongs in bignefle, and there was in it provifion enough of corn, and fait, and water, 
butthcrewasnoftoreoffrelh Catestobehad, [Id* with Diodorsu t andjuftin 9 lib, 14. 
c ap. *.] 

Antigonus,coming to the place, before he began any fiege, fent to Eumenes to come 
to a parley, and when he required Hoftages, Antigonus refuted, but bad him come out 
as to his Superior : But Eumenes fent him word again, that at long as beware a [word by 
bis fide, he would acknowledge no Superiour, Whereupon, when Antigonus fent him his 
own bothers fon, called Ptolomei, as was required , Eumenes came forth : and they 
embraced each other very lovingly, and in all familiar manner. And having difputcd 
Antigonus law that he never mentioned any thing of his own 
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fecurity or pardon, but ftill demanded hisformer Governments to be confirmed , and 
recompence for his lofles to be made unto him, the ftanders by flood amazed at it, and 
wondiedat the conftancie of his courage and magnanimity that was in him. And 
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Antigonus told him, that concerning thefe articles, he would advife with Antipater: 
And fo with much ado, returned hirri again into his Caftle, fafc from the violence 
of the multitude : And having built, a double wall, with rrenches round about 
the Caftle , and left men enough to maintain the (lege , removed his Camp, 

After a while Eumenes fent meiTengers (among which, one was Hieronymus the Hi- 
ftorian, a town-born child ot Cardia, as himfelf was ) to Antipater , for a pacification, 
[Diodoru*, and Juftin, lib, 1 4. cap . *.] and in the mean time, he provided victuals for his 
company, and though his tare was fliort, yet he made good chear with what he had, 
admitting them all in their turncs to bistable, where he entertained them with plea- 
fant difcourfc, and familiar fpeeche$,inftead of better meat,[DW. and Pktt.] and then 
as often as he had a mind to it, out he would (ally, and either burn or overthrow Anti- 
gonus his Woiks, [EmiLProb.) 

But fearing leaft by lying al wayes in one place, he tfcould dry founder and lofc ill his 
horfes, for want of breathing them, he gave order every dayonce to trufle up his horfes 
with their fore feet above ground , and made them fund upon their hinder ; that fo 
with driving and much ftruglbg, they might gather heat and fall a fweating; and 
gave them boiled barly to eat, that they might the fooner difpatch it, and the better di* 
gelt it : whereby it came to pafle, that when at iaft he came out of the Caftle every 
naanwondredtofeehishoifefotatandfteek, as ifthey had been all the While kept in 
the beft pafture of the country, [ Diodor, Jul, Fro»ti,ftratag,lib,^, cap. J, tluu and Em!l. 
Prob.inEttmene,'] 

Pcolemei the ton of Lagus, perceiving that Phoenicia, and Ccelolyria, would be ve- 
ry commodious to him, both for the keeping of Egypr,and alfo for the acquiring of Cy- 
pms bet his brains about ir, how he might compafle them» Wherefore he tried, whe- 
ther he could draw Laomedon, who was made Govcrnour of thofe two Provinces,firft 
by Perdiccas, and afterward by Antipater, to deliver them into his hand : offering 
him a vaft fumme of money for ir. But aot able to compafle it that way, he raifed a 
greater army, made his trully friend Nicanor General of it, and fent him to wreft it by 
pure force out of his hand < and he marching into Syr i«,took Laomedon prifoner j but 
he by bribing his keepers got away, and fled toAlcetuswherehewasinCaria: and 
Nicanor having in amort time fubdued all Phccnicia and Syria, and put Garrifonsin 
them, he returned into Egypt, [ Diodor. with eAlppla. m Syriac,pa. m. and Pan/an. in bit 
Attica, pag.i,] 

Ptolemei,fetting upon the parts of Phoenicia arid Syria, and having gotten Hierufa- 
lem by a flight, carried thence to the number of 100 thoufand men into Egypt: out of 
which, he fcle&ed 30 thoufand of the ablcft of them, whom he armed, and took into 
his army upon greater than ordinary pay, and committed his Garrifon Towns and 
Caftles in Egypt, etpecially to their trufb The reft he gave away for flaves among 
his fouldiers, not fo much oi his own accord, as upon their importunity, who defired to 
have them rather than any other, tor their neceffary ules, and attendance in things be- 
longing to the Wars, [ tArlfieos,m lib. At 70. interpret, with "Ptol. Phlladcl. httepiftle, tod. 
lib, 1ofepb t Antlq,lib. I2.cap. 1. Euftb.i.mChron.'} 

Of his taking of HicrufaJcm, Agatharchides Cnidus, writeth in this manner, in his 
book ofthtjuccejfort of Alexander thegreat, in Jofepbue [lib.i.Cont.Apion,pag.io5o.with 
lib. 12, Antig,cap. 1. ] They which are called /«r*, faith he, dwell in a moft fortified City, 
which the natives call Icrufalem-jhefc \kjep every fiventh day Holiday .-and meddle withnoarmts 
upon that day, nor with any part of husbandry, or any other manner of work, whatfoever : §ntly 
holding np their hands in halewfd places jhey there ftay prayUfg till the evening with out fir etched 
hands. And when Vtolcmcttbe fon of Lagus enteredtbeir City with bis army,aU men obferved 
the folly of them that were fet to kjep tt,and fo the country came enfiaved under a bitter mafter, 
and their law was found, to be naught elfe, but afoolijh cmflom, Appian addes, that Ptolemei 
demolished the walls of the City : and that leaving Garrifons in Syria,'* returned into 
Egypt by tea, [inSyriac.pag.i 19,"*.]. . 

Of thiscarryingaway the Jewcs captive into Egypt, Jofephus fpeakethm th s wife, 
[lib.\%.Anf,qmt.caf.i.1 Ptolemei>[m\i he, carried away many captivtt out of the hill" 
country ofjudaa, andplaees bordering upon jerMfalemytndfrom Samaria, and the mount Geri- 
zJm, tnto Egypt,andmadethem to dwell there. And finding that tbey ofHierufalem were mofi 
firiHobJerversofanyoatb which they badtaken,by the anjwer which they made to Alexan- 
ders tMtf[engers,after thelafi overthrow of'Daritu, he tbtught fit toplace many of them now 
i» hie qarr'ifpns, and caftles : andwhen he had planted many of them in Alexandria,there to 
live e»\»ytng tkf*n*e privileges which the Macedons had • he bound them all with an oath to be 
true Lege men to hie f* ferity, that had be flowed fo great favours on them. And again in his 
[ 2 beok^emt. Apio.pag. 1063.] Ptobmaut Lagus, faith he, committed all bis cafilts and 
places offirengtb to his Alexandrian jeves* conceiving tbey would be kept mofifafe in their 
hands y m regnrdof the* fidelity andmanhood: andtothe end he might reign moft fecurely im

That he refuted to do, and prefently difpoied guards about the 
S aVd walk, and other placesof the City, wherein himtelf was ; and then difpacht 
away apartof his army,withaCommanderoverthem t oi oynWithEumenes,and to 
S thenegefrom before Nora Caftle, and having rid him out of that danger todraw 
hinnntoaleasueandafTociationof armsagainft Antigonus,i:M] 

EmilProbvs tells uvhat Eumenes toward the beginning ot the Spring, under co- 
lour of fubmitting himfelf to Antigonus, and treating ofconditions from dayito day,at 
hft put a trick upon him, and got both him felf and all his people fafe out ob the Ca- 
K&^jBut Juftin,L^. 4 .^. a .] fayes, that Antigonus, when he found 
ha Antipater had fentreliel to Euroenes, raited h.s uege. And Diodorus, and Pki- 
ardrdeliver , that Eumenes by the Mediation of Hieronymus Cardianus, his 
covSriman and true friend, was tuffered to come out upon his word, and thus it 

W Antieonus catting with himfelf how to get ail into his own hands font for Hierony- 
mus hfHiftorian,lo come unto him, and imployed him mameffageto EAimenes,to

And wten th feemed to be the more reafonable of the two ; and Eumenes took his 
oath To that thev pVefently railed their fiege, and fent to Antigonus, praying him that 
Ewo^ tSdSSclf inthefameformot oath to Eumenes Mean whiles, Eumenes, 
wh^rhoftageshehadof homeaga.n. And An- 

SSSS^aSbsSkalhaip and a taunting letter to thofe Macedons, for prelum. ng to 
aS oVal a -any thing in the form of the oath,which he hadprelcnbed for Eumenes 
Se,andS^^ 

^Eume^ha-ling after a years clofc fiege, got out at laft beyond expeaatfon > toyed 
a whue in Cappadlcia : and there gathered together, tuchof his old friends and lonl- 
aS as ^wVrcnov^ ?lcattered aboufrhe Codntry,^^;. And tobegio the wor d a- 
new,thefriendsot thofe hoftages w1i : ch h<*had reftored, lent him Hot ^ 
ages and Tents: and in a fhort time, there eame into him, of his oW Regimen^ 
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which hitherto lay fculking up and downthe Country, to the number 01 iooo horfe 
[Plttt.] For in regard that he was of himfclfa molt active and induftrious manj and 
fundry others there were, who were in like manner affected to the ftate, as he himfelf 
was: hence it came, that gteat multitudes of fouldiers came flocking to him. To be 
fhorr, within a few dayes, befides thole five hundred friends, which were with him in 
the Caftle,he had gotten together twothoufand men, all ready bent to ierve him, 
[Diodor.] 

Antigonus,having (ent fome of his forcesto befiege Aridaeus,the Governour of the 
le(TerPhrygia,marcht himfelf with a mighty army intoLydia,to turn Clitus out of 
his Government rhere, but Clitus having gotten notice aforehand of his coming, pre- 
sently fluffed every Town of his, and plate of defence, with a ftrong garr ilon ,and went 
himfelf into Macedon, there to acquaint the Kings, and Polyfperchon theL. Pro- 
te£tor,with Antigonus his doings^ind how his purpofe was to revolt ,and fall off from 
the Macedonian Government , and thereupon prayed, aide againft him,ClW*r.] 
Then did Antigonus take in Ephefus at his firft coming,having lome within the city, 
which help to bring'him io.But a while after,when Eicylus of Rhodes came thither,and 
in four Qiips brought with him fix hundred men out of Cilicia, and 400 talents,which 
from thence were fent to the Kings in Macedon ; Antigonus feii:d on it alitor hisown 
ufe : faying that he bad need of it,toraife and pay forreign fouldiers w»thall:by which 
a& of his, he plainly difcovcred hisintention to be , wholly to let up tor himfelf, and to 
rebell agai .ft the Kings. This done, he then proceeded to take in the reft of the Cities, 
fome by force, others by fair words, lid.] And from this revolt it is, that Dexippus, 
Porphyric, and Eufcbius, reckon the x 8 years of his principality in Scatters Grtca Eh- 
febian* [fag, 48. 1 64, 126.] 

Cafiander,croflingthe Hellefponr.went to Antigonus,in Afia,defirmg his afliftance, 
and afluring him of Ptolomeis concurrence therein. Antigonus was glad of his com- 
ing, and prcfently offered to aflift him by land and fca. This he did under a colour, as 
it he would help him for his father Antipaters fake ; but hisroain drift was, to imbroile 
himinasmanywarsandtroubles,aspoffibly he could in Europe- to the end, that he 
might the more freely go on,andcompaffe his own ends in Alia, and makehimfelt 
King there, [DiWm*.] 

Polyfpercon, Proteaor of the Kings, and 4«h* ■»*', ('. *.) Curate of the Macedoni- 
an Empire, wrate away a letter to Eumenes, in the two Kings names, requiring him 
thereby to (land firm to the Kings, and to make a party againft Antigonus, a* hither- 
to he had done s and therein to takehis choice, whether he would come over into Ma- 
cedon, and there joy n with him in maintenance of the two Kings f atety, or would ftay 
in Afia, and have (upplies fent him thither of men and mony, and munition, to oppole 
Antigonus, who had now openly declared himfelf a rebel againft the Kings, And that it 
he flood in need of greater torles, himfelf would be ready with the Kings, and all the 
power that the kingdom of Macedon could make, to crolle the feas, and to come into 
Afia, to joyn with him. The like letters were fent to the Trefurers in Cilicia, requiring 
them, out of thofe monies, which were at ggndi (where the Kings exchequer for Aha 
was kept, as Strabo lib. 1 4.^ . 7 2. teftiftetb) forthwith to furnifh him with 500 talents to- 
ward the reparation oi hisiofles lately fufteined^nd out of the reft of the Kings monies, 
as much as he fhould call for, to hire and pay iorreign fouldiers withall. He alfo wrate 
his letters to Antigencs and Tentamus, who between them, commanded three thou- 
fand filverTargatcers under Antigonus,that they thould put them over to Eumenes,and 
be afliftant to him all that pofltbly they mightjas the man,that was made abfolutecom- 
roanderand Governour of all Alia, under the Kings. And Olympias the mother of 
Alexander the Great, failed not on his parr, to write the like letters, requiring all men 
to come and aide both herfelf, and the Kings, \_Diodor, with Pint .and EmiLProb. in 
EumeneZ\ 

Eumenes hereupon removed out of Cappadocia, having Soo Horfe, and two thou- 
fand Foot onely in his company; for he had not the leilure to attend their coming, 
who had promiied to lift themiclvcs under him, but were not then come • becaule Me- 
nander was comingon with a great army, which would not fuffer him to neftle in Cap- 
padocia, having profeffedhimlelt an open enemy to Antigonus* But thofe who were 
left behind, following Eumenes three dayes journey, when they faw they could not 
poflibly overtake him, returned into Cappadocia , [*Z)/o<tor.] 

Eumenes^naking long ftages,pafled the mount Tauru^and came into Cilicia. Then 
came to him Antigencs, and Tentamus, Captains of the filvcr Targatcers, with their 
friends, in obedience to the command of the Kings, and having congratulated his 
happy elcape out of fo many and imminent danger?, they offered him their fervice,and 
promifed to ftand by him in his uimoft dangers* and then came the Regiment of the 
filver Targatecrs,all Macedons, to the number «t about three thoufand, to preient 
themfelves, with ptomife of all duty and fervice to him,[M]

Antigonus, hearing of the loffe oi his Navy at fea,fent for certain Barques from By-; 
zantiiim,andput into them archers and Gingers, aud targatecrs, and fiicn light armed 
men, as many as he thought fit, and landed them in Europe fide 1 and thefefctemg , up- 
on Clitus his men who were gone alhoar, and buhe in making their Campj put them 
intoafright,and thereupon they halted to their flups again : but were fore troubled, 
whattor loffe of their ba g gagc,whatforthe mifle of their fellows,many of which were 
taken : pliloher . And in the mean time he provided other flups : of war; whereintohe 
put rriany of hi? principal beft louldiers, and few them to the fame place, with a ftn£t 
charjsctofct valiantly upon their enemies; tor that in fo doing, they ihould no doubt 
overcome them. Thcle thercfore,coming thither by mght,under the command of Ni- 
canor their Captain, tec upon their enemies at the break olday; put them to fight at 
the very fitft affanlt, and bilging tome ot them with their beakes, took others with the 
men in them, which called for quarter : and at laft , took all the reft of the ihips and 
mer,laveonely the Ammiral. Clitus himfelf lett his Ihip, and fled to land, thinking to 
get into Macedonia ; but in the Way tell among Lyfimachus his fouldiers,who flew him, 

Li Antigonu^, having given the enemy this great blow, bare himfelf for mafierofthe 
Sea: and hafted now to make himfelf abtolutc Monarch of all Afia : Whcrcfore,ta- 
king with him 20 thoufand foot, and 4 thoufand Horfe, the beft of both forts, that he 
coifdWoutolallhis army, he marcht away towards Cilicia, to dilperle thofe 
companies of Eumencs which there were, betore his whole army canvj together,

Eumencs, knowing Antigonus his defign, endevoured to reduce Phoenicia where he 
then was, to the obedience of the Kings; becaufe at that time it was injuitly poflefied 
by Ptolemei '. but failling thereof, he removed thence, and went thorough Cnclotyr w, 
purpofing to get into thofe parts, which are called the Upper Provinces, [Dtoior.Lb. 
18. ] and having the filver Targateers with him, with their Captain ^ntigenes ,winter- 
cd'in a country ol Babylonia, which is called Cares, Q Id. Ub, \ 9, ] 

Eumenes, being there,fencto Seleucus the Governourof BaDykwa, and to Pichon 
the governourof Media,tocome,and, together with himfeif,to aflift the Kings,agamft 
Antigonus who rebelled aga'inft them. Seleucus fent him word that he would do 
what lervice he could for the Kings : but commanded by Eumenes,who ftood long I ince 
a condemned perton by the CounciloftheMacedons, he would not: and withal fent 
under-hand to Jntigenes and the filver Tar gateers,todepofc Eumenes j butrhcy would 

"° Eumenc's,'commending the loyalty of his fouldicrs, went forward to the bank of Ti- 
gris, and there encamped, 300 furlongs oft from Babylon: and there loft tome ot his 
men, by the rifing of the Natives upon him. From thence he purpofed to go forward 
to Sufa, both that he might there recoUeft his touldiersout of the upper Provmccs,and 
alfo take and make ufe ot the Kings monies, which lay there, for his urgent and nccet- 
lary occafions. But SeLucus coming upon him near the Euphrates, he was put in dan- 
ger of loling his whole army by a hidden inundation, which Seleucus brought upon 
him, by opening the head of an old dam or {luce, and letting in the water upon his 
Camp, which was ready to drown all. Wherefore he and his men were Jain to flic 
from thence to a piece of upper ground, and there they fpent that day ; calling in their 
minds,howto remedy this inconveniency. And the next day they got 3 o flat-bottom d 
boats, whereiiuheycranfoorted the chief part of the army, without impeachment of 
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the enemy •• For Seleucus had nothing but horfe with him, and them alfo far interior 
to Eumenes in number: And now the night came on, when Eumenes, taking care of 
his carriages which were left behind, went back with his Macedons again over the n- 
ver,and there by the means of the Nativcs,foun J a place, where to let out the water a- 
nother way, and fo to make all that country dry and paffable again: which Selucus per- 
ceiving, and withal, defirons to rid his counttey of fuch gueftsj as- foon as poflfoly he 
could, lent meffengers to offer them a truce, and fo fuffered them to march a way with- 
out interruption. And fo Eumene?,having efcaped out of Seleucus his hands, beyond 
expectation, came with his army into Perfia; or rather into the country of Sufa, having 
then with him 16000 Foor,and 1 300 Horfe, and then, having retrertied his army after 
their hard and miferable march, he fent to the Commanders ot the upper Provinccs,to 
fend him in, forthwith, both men and mony, tor the fervice of the Kings. [Id J. 1 8. and

Attalus Polemo, Antipaterand Phfiotas, all Captains , taken iu the overthrow of 
of Alcetes, and committed to prifon in an exceeding ftrong Caftle, hearing that Anti- 
gonus was marched up into the upper Provinces, (Diodorus faith, that at that time he 
was in Mesopotamia) and having gotten every man a fword, and being but eight in 
numbcr,at midnight, Let upon 4 hundred men, then in the Girrifon ; and leizing fitft 
upon Xenopitbes, the Captain of it, threw him down the rock of the Caftle, which was 
one turlong high, 8c having killed fome, 8c forced the reft, fee fire on the houfes within 
the forr, whereupon they which were without, attending the iflue of their attempt, 
came, and were received into the Caftle, to the number of fifty men ; But being in, 
and not agreeing among themfelves, whether they Ihould make good the place, atten- 
ding fupplv from Eumenes, or leave i: y and fhift every man for himtelt, the fouldiers of 
other Garrilons, not far oft, to the number of 500 foot, and 400 horfe, and upwards, 
and the Natives thereabouts, to the number of 3 thouland came in, and making a 
Captain one of themfelves, beficged the place round ; Docimus, who advited to leave 
the place, efpying a way down the hill, without a guard to keep it , treated by a mcf- 
fenger with Statomice the wite of Antigonus, who lay not far off, and with one only 
in his company, gate out, and went to her: but (he, not keeping her word with him, 
laid him fail again; But he that went with him, made himtelt a leader and guide to the 
enemy,and led them up the caftle,and with them,being a confiderablc ni'mber,poffeff- 
edhimlelfofaftrongplaceinit. Neverthelefie Attalus, with the reft, which were of 
opinion to maintain the fort, kept on fighting from day to day, in manful wife. £ld,

Pitho,whowas Governor of Media, having ilainPhilotas, who was Governor ot 
the upper provinces, put his own brother Eudramus in h« room : Whereupon the o- 
ther Governors combined together,' fearing leaft they might alfo be ferved with the 
fame Lauce,becaufePitho was a man of a turbulent humor ,and ulcd to put himtelf upon 
great maticrs,and having overthrown him and flain a great partof his men, they drave 
him quite out of all Parthia: whereupon he came into Media, hoping to have relief 
there, but finding none, he retiredro Babylon, and there defued fuccour from Seleucus 
his hand, lA'. 1 9.] ,j - ■ , . .. , .. ., ,. . , . 

Eumenes, continuing in the Country of Sufa, for want of viftuals, divided his whole 
army into three brigades, and yet fo marching through the countrey, found great fear- 
city of corne every where ; but was tain to give them mftead thereof, rice, and a kind 
of Indian wheat,and the fruit of palm tree,whereof there was great abundance 111 thofe 
parts. Now although he had atbre-hand fent the Kings letters to them of the upper 
Provinces, to be aiding to h im ; yet he again fent other letters to them of his own, to 
requeft them to come unto him with all their power into the country of Sufa. 
But his Agents found them all in a body , met together againft P:cho, 

The chief among them all, and the man on whom allyes were moft fixed, was 
Penceftes,whom Alexander had heretofore made the chief Squier ot hts body, and 
Governor of Perfia; he had about him Perfian Archers, and Shngers, to the number 
ot ten thouland, and of other Nations, taken into the rank ofMacedons, 3 thoufand, 
with 6 hundred horfe, of Greeks and Thracians together, and of Perfian horfe, 4 hun- 
dred; PolcmonaMacedon,GovernourotCarmania had 1 500 foot, and 700 horfe ; 
Sibyrtius the Governor of Arachofia had one thoufand foot, and 61 o horle. Andro- 
bazuswastherc,withi2oofoot,and4°°norfe>icnt from Qxyarta, the Governor of 
Paraparoyfus ; Stafanor the Governor of Aria, and Drangia, with lome Baarians, 
made 1 5 00 foot, and one thoufand horfe. Out of India came to them , Eudamu; 
(whom Arrianus calleth Eudemus, and Curtius Eudemon,) Governor of the Oxydra- 
cans and Mallians, with 30ohorfe,and 3 thowtandtoot, and 120 Elephants, which 
hegot,whenhetrecherouilyflewPorusthe King of Indians : fo that they amounted 
inall, to 18700 foot ("though the particulars make 21 000.) and 4603 Horfe,t^.]

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The(e*when thev were all come to Eumenes, in the Country of Sufiana, called a 
publick co«ncil,.where aroCe a hot difpute, especially between Penceftes and Anrigencs 
Camainof the Giver Targateers, about the choiceof a General. Bur Eumenes had 
long before ukc»aw»y aU occafion of that dW, by «e£hng a pavdhoa tor Alex- 
ander , and ereaing his throne therein, wherein aU meetings were to confult of publick

fo much as the Kinis tcrvice then neceilarily required Jtor the Kings letters to the keep- 
ers of their treafuic there, had required, that they Ihould .flue to Eumenes alone, to 
much money, without ftinr.as he required. Wheretorehegave the Macedonslix 
mSth. pay before-hand,.and to Eudamus, which brought thoic Elephants out of In- 
Sa he save two hundred talents,under colour ot defraying the charge of thole beads, 
b t'indeed Oblige the man himlelf tohis devotion : tor he faw well, that if any co,- 
troverfi"fhouldariCeamongthem,thatparty was moft like to carrv ir,towhichhe 
wrhhtbeaKuld apply himfelf.

Anrigonus^being ad vertifed I hereof,8c finding himfelf too weak lor the enemy, whiles 
he was in any good array,refolved to let tipon them,in this difordcr as chey were : and 
therefore cafting it abroad, that he would march with hisarmy out of Media into Ar- 
menia,upon the fudden,& in the depth of winter, nf? »f <« «<r« Vif } xt*fi^H «*<*'» ^^^faith 
Diodorus, ( '. e. ) ado/a the fiafon of the Winter iropic ; leaving the ordinary way* mar- 
ched thorough the Defert, making fires in the day time,3nd putting them out ac night, 
leaft that any perhaps feeing them a far off* might difcover his approach to theenemy. 
But when they had {pent five dayes in this tedious journey, the fouldieis for very cold 
fell to making of fires by night as well as by day : which fome of the dwellers in the Dc- 
(ertefpied, and prelently getting upon Dromedaries which commonly run 1 5 00 fur- 
longs in a day ; gave notice thereof to Eumenes and Penceftes, £Diodfr.Plut,and Emit. 
Prob.) 

Penceftes flood like a ftock at the hearing of this news, and feeing the reftnolelTe 
amazed thereat than ^himfelf, began to think of running away ; but then came Eume- 
nes, and difperled this cloud, bidding themixx fear, and alluring them, that he would 
take order, that the enemy fhould not come into thofe parts; thefe three dayes, no nor 
four: or as Emilius hath it, not in five ; wherefore he fent meifengcrs abouc into all 
parts, to require them to repaire to their head-quarter : and then he went about him- 
felf with certain nimble officers, and caufed fires every where upon the hill Countries 
to be made, fo as Antigonus might fee, and take notice of them: and all within the 
compalleot lome 70 firlongs, that from thence Antigonus a far off might gather, 
that all his army was there come together. Antigonus efping thofe fires, began pre- 
lently ro imagine that he was betrayed.and his counfels difcovercd by tome of his own 
people, and that Eumenes wascoming roiall upon him with His whole army : and fear- 
ing to hazard his tired army, againft Eumenes hisirelh and lufty fouldicrs, turned a j 
fide out of the plain, into a more winding way,and there flayed one whole day, toreft 
his men, and 10 refivfh his beafts, that all might be in the better cafe to fight, if need 
fhould be, [ Idem, and Toly &nus, ftratagjib , 4. ] 

Mean while Eumenes his army, for the molt parr, was come to their Rendezvous : 
and ins fouldiers feeing his furpafling dexterity and wildom in ordering things, defired 
him ro order all matters him elt : whereupon Antigenes hirnfclf,who had ever hither- 
to flood firm unto him, and Theudamus, the two Commanders of the iilvcr Targa- 
teers, moved with envy, praftifed with other Captains of the army to kill him ; which 
when Eudamus,who commanded the Regiment of the hlephams,and one Phxdimus, 
(being t wo ofthofejWho had lent him monies,and were in fear oflofing it,if hem'fear- 
ried ) underftood, they forth wididifclofed the practice to Eumenes: and he, faying, 
that he had to do with a company of bruit beafts ; went prelently and made his will, 
and then burnt his Cabinet of papers, lcalt after his death, they fhould tell talcs, and 
prove dangerous to thofe that had written them, [ Plutarch. ] 

And now the day came, that Ihould try the matter between Antigonus and Eume- 
nes, which Diodorus at large defcribeth. Antigonm had with him " thoufand Foot, 
andjthoufand Hoife,w'tb65 Elephants. Eumenes hisarmy confiftcd of 3 6. thou- 
fand, and 700 Foor, and 6 thoufand and 5oHovle, and 114 Elephant. The field 
where they fought was very fpacious,landy, and waftc; whereupon inch a duft pre- 
sently arofc, upon the hrft ftitriug of the Horfe, that li a man were never fo little off, 
he could not poflibly difcerne what wasdone : which Antigonus obferv'-ng, fent forth- 
with away fomc Median Horfe, and certain Tarentines out of Italy, to let upon the 
baggage of the enemy, which were left, about five furlongs oft, from the place , where 
the fight was. And Penceftes the Governour of Perfia, being frighted by Antigonus, 
got out of the duft with his horfe, and drew with him iome 1 500 more. But the filver 
Targateers which were on Eumenes his fide, making a ftrong imprcflion "po« Anti- 
gonus his main battle, flew upward of $ thouland ol them upon the place, and routed 
all the reft, not lofinglo much as one man of their company. • And lo Eumenes had 
the better of the day, having not loft in all that battle above 300 of his men, [ Dtodor. 
Pint, PolyAn.ftratag* ltb.j\.\ 

When the Macedons,attcr the fight was done,faw their carriages all taken,and their 
wives and children, and whatever clfe was dear unto chem, taken prifoners, and car- 
ried away by the enemy, great forrow and lamentation there was among them the 
Camp all over: whole dolorous complaints Eumenes fecking topacifie and aft wage, 
put them in mind that they had flain 5 thouland of the enemies, and if they would but 
bear up a while, they fhould force them to fuc for peace, and then all would be well a- 
gain. That the lode they f o much lamented , was but onely fome a thouland women, 
and a few children and {ervants,'which they might better regain oypurfuing the vi- 
ctory, then by letting it go now they had it in their hand?. But the Macedons plainly 

told 
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told him, thac they would neither flee now they had loft their wives and children, nor 
bear armes againft them> and withal fell a railing at him. Then Teucamir , of his own 
nead,tent a meflenger to Antigonus to defire him to lend back their goods again which 
he had taken ; and fo the bargain was driven between them, that giving up Eumcnes 
into his hand?, they fhonld receive every man his own again : And fo the Macedons, 
and ten thoufand Perfians which came with Penceftes, and the other Governors of 
places, and fouldiers for the moft part, left Eumencs, and, went to Antigonus in his 
CattWyildtm.w.thJufiinlib.i+cap.cap.i.] , , . r 

The filvcrTargateers therefore, before they went, broke in upon fcumenes, and 
Wrcftcd his fword out of hi* band* and bound his hands behind h'tn with a garter, and 
upon the fourth day after the fight,delivered him bound to Nicanor, who was fent by 
Antigonus to receive him ; Eumencs defired nothing of Nicahor, but that he would 
lead him through the midft of the Macedon=, and give him leave tofpeak his laft unto 
them : which done, he went before his keepers into Antigonus his Camp,then follow- 
ed the army which had betrayed their own Commander, and who were now them- 
felves no better than to many captive Have* ; and went in triumph of themfelves, into 
their Conquerors Camp; and to make it a complcat ti mmph of themfelves, the Ele- 
phants alto, and the auxiliaries out of India, brought up the : rere But Antigonui, 
for very fhame and reverence of the old familiarity and tncndfhip that had been be- 
tween them two, would not fufter him to be brought unto his fight, but affigned 
him certain fouldiers to keep him , [ Tlntarcb in £*mn* : M in > ''*• 14* 

Among thofe that wete Wounded, was brought alio Hieronimus of Cardia , the Hi- 
ftoriographer, who hav'mgbeen ever in great eftetmc with Eumencs during his life, 
found after his death, great favour alfo at Antigonus h's hand, ,[DioJor. Lb 19. year 1. 
Oijnp 116 1 This Hieronimus wrate a book,*' <ft*J v ox"" : asDiodoru*,[/« , .i8.;>.62.] 
and fofephus, M*. 1. cant, t^pioncm , fag. 1050.] terme it , or iwyip«, ( as Dionyiius 
Halicarnaflxusin the proem of Roman Antiquities calls it) both importing as much, 
zsOfthcSuccejforsof Alexander the Great, with the general Hiftory of his own 

Antigonus, having now gotten both Eumenes and all his army into his hands, laid 
firft hold of Antigenes, the Commander of the iilver Targateers, and putting him a- 
live into a coffin, there burnt him to allies : and then put fcudamu<, who brought Eu- 
menes his Elephants out or India, and Celbanus, and tome others whom he al waves 
had found his oppofites, to death, [podor.\ , . . . . . ,. 

When Onomarchus the Captain of the watch asked Antigonus, how he would 
have Eumencs to be kept ? his anfwer was, as you would keep (taid he) a raging Ly- 
on or an unruly Elephant: yet afterward, relenting a little toward him,hc commanded 
his'heavy chains to be taken off horn him, and a boy of hi< own tobe luffucd to attend 
him, and to help to anoint him, and gave leave to his friends, that would,to vifit him, 
and to fupply him with neceflaries. And now,although h is own ton Dfmetrius, and 
Nearchus the Cretian, were defirous, and laboured to lave his lite, yet almoft all the 
re ft that were about him, prefled h ; m by all means to rid mm ouc ot the way : yet tor 
all this, Antigonus took levendayes time to think upon it ; and then , fearing leaft his 
ArmV might happen to grow into a mutiny about it, he gave order that no man fhould 
befrflcrcdtocome at him, and command his daily diet to be withdrawn from him: 
for he laid, that tute his hand fhould never be upon him, wno ha.l formerly been his 
friend ; and when he had neither eaten nor drank in 8 dayes (pace, and the camp wa* 
fuddenly to r; move, one was lent in to him,unknown to Amigoru- , and cut histhroat. 
Antigonus , in re(pe£t to his former familiarity with him, commanded his corps to be 
delivered to his ncarcft friends, to be buried asthey thought hi-- and they buried it in 
an honourable, but a military way, all the army following the bier, and but nc it, and 
cathcredhsbonesintoafilverUrne,andtookcare toconvcy them to his wife and 
Children in Cappadocia,^'^^^^!. Ofymp,ii6. Wmanhand Eml. Prol>.,»£u- 

"Tnticonus.rcturning into Media with his whole army, fpent the reft of the winter in 
atownenotfarfromEcbatanc,anddiftriburedhis army here and there over all that 
Province, and efpecially in the country of Rages, fo called frcm 1 ^ becaule there 
had been above * thoufand cities and towncs deftroyed by earth-quakes in thofe parts, 
asSirabofaicsr^.ii.W.5i4.1 out oi Pcflidomus ; where, when he dif covered that 
Pitho, the Governor ot Media, fought to oblige many of tht fouldiers by large gus, 
and larger ptomifes, to his own devotion, and to pert wade them to a revolt from him, 
he diflembled the matter very handfomely, and gave it out, that he puipoled to make 
Pitho Governor of the upper Provinces, andtoleave a fnflficient army with him, to 
maintain them : He wrate alfo his letters to Pitho, and therein earneftly entreated

X5 TheEmbaaadorsreturniog with this anfwer, Ptolomei, Caflander, -and Lynma- 
chus, buckled themfeivesinftantiy to a war againft him, by lea and land, [Ml And 
Antigonus,perceivingwhataftormwasready to tall upon him, lought the ailunce 
and cSnfcderacie of other Cities and Nations,and Princes, for his affiftance in this war: 
and to trw purpofc.he difpatcht away Agefdaus to the KingofCypme, Idooicueus and 
Molchion to Rhodes,and one Ptolomei, his own brothers fon, into Cappadocia, with 
an army, AriftodemiisintoLaconia,witha thoufand talents, to hire fouldiers rrom 
thence, and difpofed Becons and Curriers throughout all Ma , which was who- 
ly at hkcommand, thereby to.givc and get knowledge of all things that paffed, ma 

Havingiaken this order, and being upon his march into Phenicia, there to provide 
him of a fleet* and encamping near to Tyrus, in Phsnicia, he fent for the petty Kings 
and Governors of thofe parts.to come unco him; and when they came,dcalt with them 
to joyne withhim, infurnifhing out afleet,andin buildingof more mips, becaulc all the 
fhips that belonged to Phaiiiicia, were at that time with Ptolomei in Egypt. He gave 
them orderlikewife,.tobrir«himin,4SWC)Gobiilhels^wheat(forto Co much, came 
the yearly expence of his army) and then let men on work, cp fell timber, and to build 
fhips, and todraw the materials for them, from mount Lebanon i to the feaiidq,imploy^ 
ing therein 8ooamentoworl^aridioo©bea{ts lor carriage^ yd.} While* 
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Whiles Antigonus wasthusimploycd,and had his Camp by the fcaude,. came Se- 
leucus with an hundred Ihips royally furnifhed, and in a fcornful manner, ikirred along 
under the noles of them ; which when it teemed not a little to.trouble the minds of his 
new affociatcs, Antigonus bad them be or good cheer, laying, that ere the end or that 
Summer* they fhould fee him put to lea with a fleet of 50c faile, as good as thofe. Mean 
while returned Agefilaus with his Embaflk out of Cyprus* and brought word that Ni- 
cocreon,andthe moft potent Kings of that I Hand had allready confederated with 
Ptolomei, ncverthelefle, that Cittieus and Lapidiusj and Marriuj and Circny tes, would 
joyn with him : whereupon he left three thoufand men under the command of Andro- 
nicus, to maintain the liege againft Tyrus, and with the reft of the army marched 
againft Gaza and Joppe, which flood out againft him, and took them by force, and 
(uch of Ptolomcis men as he found there, he took and difti ibuted them among his own 
companies, to ferve him in his wars, and placed Garrifons in both places to keep them 
in obedience .• which done* he returned to his ftanding Camp before Tyre, and prepa- 
red all neceftaries for a fiege againft it. [Id.] • 

At the fame time Arifto, who was encrutted to carry Craterus his bones, delivered 
them to Phila, the daughter of Antipater, who was married hilt to Craterus,and after- 
ward to Demetrius; whofe father Antigonus had pcrf waded him to many her, and 
when he (hewed himfelf avcrfe from the match* by reafon of the inequality of years 
between them, the being by fo much the elder ot the two, he would alwayes round him 
in the ear with that faying out of Eurypedes,

AriftodemuSjbeing fent with other Captains into Lacoma, and having there gotten 
leave of the Spanancs, to raife fouldiers there, got together eight thoufand men out of 
Peloponefus,and upon conference with Polytpetchon, and his fon Alexander, joyned 
them both in a firm league of amity with Antigonuvind made Polyfpercon their Ge- 
neral, and Polyfpercon he there piefcntly made Commander over thr forces which he 
hadraifedin Peloponefus^but prevailed with Alexander to pafle over into Afia, to

Ptolomei, another of his Captains, going with an army into Cappadocia, and there 
finding the City Amifus bcfieged by Afdepiodotus,a Captain of Caflander s,rai fed the 
ficge, and lecured the place: and lo having fent Afclepiodorm packing, upon certain 
conditions, recovered that whole province to Antigonas, and marching from thence 
thorough Bithynia,came upon the backof Ziby tes, King oi Bithyma, whiles he was 
buhe in the liege ol two cities at once, that ot the A(Tacenians,andthe other ot the 
Chalcedonians, and forced him to raile his Gcge from both,and then falling to capitu- 
lations both with him and with the citie « that were bcfieged , and having received ho- 
ftagesof them, removed thence toward Ionia and Lydia, br that Antigonus had writ- 
ten to him, to fecure that coaft, with all poflible fpeed, ha ving intelligence that Seleucus 
was poing into thofe parts with his fleer, and thither indeed Seleucus was come, and 
befieged the City Erythrae: but hearing ot the approach of Ptolomei, the nephew ot 
Antigonus,leftit,andwenthis way as hecame,[^.] 

Meanwhile Alexander the fon of Polylpercon came unto Antigonus; where,callmg 
together the whole army, with the ftrangers that were in tt,he opened to tnem what 
Callander had done, protcfting before them,that he would revengethc murder by him 
committed upon 01ympias,and deliver Alexander his Kings Ion, with his mother 
Roxane,outof prifon,in Amphipolis, and break off that yoke, which Caflander had 
laid upon all the Cities of Greece, by his putting his garrifons into them, and then tent 
back Alexander, Polylpercons fon, with five hundred talents mote, into Pcloponeuus, 
[Id.withjttftittlib.iS.cap.t.'] ' 

Then, having gotten a fleet from Rhodes, with other new built fhips of his own, 
he fet faile for Tyre ; and having all the fea at his command, kept tc fo, as no lupply 
of victual, or other neceflaries, could come thither, whereby that city fell prcfendy into 
great diftreffe,[>W,] t . a . . , . m . , , , 

Ptolomei of Egypt, hearing what a declaration Antigonus with theMacedom had 
made concerning the dclivcrie of all Greeks from the thraldom of Cai&nder.made the 
like declaration tor himfelf, as defirous that all t he world Ihould take notice,that he wa s 

S f a no 
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nolcfle zealous for the liberty of all Grecians, than Antigonus was, and then joynedto 
his party, Caffander the Governour of Caria, who was a man ot a great power, and 
had many great Cities under his command. And although he had formerly lent three 
thoufand fouldiers to ihe Kings of Cyprus, yet he now lent them lo tbouland more 
under the command of Myrmidon an Athenian born, and an hundred lailc of ihips, 
commanded by Polyclitus : but General! over all, he made his brother Menclaus, 

Thefe coming into Cyprus,joyned there with Seleucus and his Fleer, and in a Coun- 
cil of War, adviled together what courfe was fit to take. The tefult of all which de- 
liberation was, That Polyclitus with fifty fail fhould pafle into Peloponefus, and there 
make war upon Ariftodemus,and Polyfpercon,and Alexander his Ion.: That Myrmi- 
don with an army of forreign nations, fhould go into Cana, there to help Caflander 
the Governour ot that Province, againft Ptolemci, a Captain ot Antigomw, which lay 
heavy upon Caflander j and that Seleucus, and Menelaus, flaying m Cyprus, fhould 
bearupNicocreonthe King, and the reft of their confederates againft their enemies, 
which warred upon them. Having therefore thus divided their forces* Seleucuswent 
and took Cerynia and Lapithus ; and having drawn over Stafixcus King of the Ma- 
lenfes to his party, he forced the Prince ot the Amathufians togive him hoftagestor his 
tealtyintimetocome: as t or the City Citiura, feeing it would come to no agreement 
with him, he fell to befiege it with his whole army, l Id M 3 

About the fame time, came 40 tail ot ihips, out ot Hellelpont and Rhodes, under 
the command of one Themifon their Ammiral, to Antigonus : and after them, came 
Diofcorides,with 80 fail more; though Antigonus had already a Navy of his own, 
new built in Phoenicia, to the number of 1 aothips, reckoning in thole which he left at 
Tyre : (o that he had in the whole, 440 A"ps or war, of which there were 90 of four tire 
oioares : 10 of five, 3 of nine, loof ten, and 130 open gallies. Then dividing this 
Navy, into parr, he fent so of them into Peloponefus, and the reft hacornmitted to. 
Diolcor ides, his own brothers (on ; with this charge, that he fhould keep the Seas,and 
help his friends as their occafions required ; and that he fhould gain unto his party f uch 
of the Iflands, as hitherto flood out againft him, [Md,] , . 

Polyclitus,Sdeucushis Lieutenant, failingftom Cyprus, came to Cenchrca, which 
was a Port of Corinth $ where when he found that Alexander , Poly Ipercons Ion, had 
fallen off from Antigonus, to Caffander, fo that he now found no enemy there to en- 
counter, as he expected, he changed his coutfe, and fet fail for Pamphylia j and from 
thence, failed to Aphrodifiades in Cilicia, and there undcrftood , that Theodotus, a 
Captain of Antigonus h is Navy,pafied by from Patara, a, Port of Lycia,with the Rho- 
dian Fleet, furnifhed with Mariners out of Caria, and that Penlaus with a. land army, 
coafted along by the fhoar, for the defence of the Fleet, if need ihoflld be. In this cafe 
he ufed his wits, to f avc himfelf out of this brake j for he landed hu men, and laid them 
clofe In a fitting place where the land army muft needs pafle : and himfelf with the 
Fleet went and lay behind a Foreland, near to the place, waiting for the coming of the 
enemy '• and f o it fell out, that Peiilaus coming along, fell into the ambufhment that 
was laid for him : where himfelf was taken prifoner, and of his men, tome were flam, 
and the reft fell alive into their enemies hands. The Fleet at tea, feeing the land army 
engaged, hafted to their relief •• butthen Polyclitus, coming upon them in this confu- 
fion, with his Ships in good arrav, put them eafily to flight : fo it came to pafle that 
Polyclitus took all their lliips, and the moft pare of the men in them: and among the 
reft, Theodotus himfelf their Ammiral, forely martyred with wounds, of which he 

fhortly after died, I.JM.] „, ,,.,,.,,.,. r - , c 

Polyclitus, having fpedfo well on all hands, failed back firft to Cyprus, and after 
that to Pelufium in Egypt: where Ptolemei richly rewarded him for Co great a (er- 
vice : and withal, promoted him to a far higher dignity and place of honour than he 
was in before; as the author ot fo great a viaory : but releafed Penlaus and tome 
orher of the prfoners, which Antigonus defired by a meffenger fent to him or that 
purpofe. And then himfelf going to a place called Ecregma , came to a parlie with 
Antigonus ; but Antigonus ref ufing to grant him what he demmanded,ne left h«n,and 
returned, [ Ibid. ] m # . • . 

Caffander put over an army out of Macedonia into Cana, both to help the Cities 
there which had confederated with Ptolemei, and Seleucus, and alfo to find Antigo- 
nus work there, that he might have no leifure to come into Europe •■ and the Com- 
manders of this army,Caflander the Governour of Cana, and Prepelaus, hearing that 
Ptolomei, Antigonus his General in thofe parts, had laid up his army in 1 their winter 
quarters, and that himlelf was now bufie in the burying of his father, lately deceated, 
fent away Eupolemus, with 8oooFoot,andaocoHorfe, to a place called Caprima 
in Caria, to lie in ambuQiment tor him there : but Ptolemei,getting notice thereof by 
fome that fled over to him, got together out of the next quarters 8300 Foot, and fomc 
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(JjoHorfc, and with them falling unlookt tor into the enemies trenches, and finding 
ihcm there all taft afleep, cook Eupolemus prifoner, and forced allthe reft to iubmit to 
hisdifcretion, { D<odor.ye*r 3 Oiytnp. 1 16. ] 

Antigonus, feeing that Caflander put in for the Sovereignity of Afia; left hisfon 
Demetrius in Syria, with inftru&ions, to intercept Ptolcmcis men, which he fufpc&ed 
were then coming with an army further up into Syria ; and to that purpofe, left with 
him to thoufand Foot of other nations,and two thoufand Macedons, 500 ouc of Lycia 
and Pamphylia; Perfian archers and {lingers 400, and moreover five thoufand Horfe, 
and upward of 40 Elephants,and fburmto tor his count cHors, Nearchon, Pitho, Who 
came lately from Babylon, Andromicus, and Philippus ;. all men of matuie age, and 
judgement, and fuch as had attended Upon Alexander m all his wars : for Demetrius 
himfelf was but a young t»«n, not paftmg the age of 2* years* {Id. ibid.] 

Upon Antigonus himfetf, whiles with the reft of thearrdy, he went to paife the Tau- 
nis,ther€fdlamig^ryfrKiw,whereinheloftamilUittide6t his men : whereupon he 
returned back into Cilicia,where he advifed himfelf of a better Way to pafle &at moun- 
tain, and with lelle damage to bis army ; and fo coming to Cetens in Phrygia, he there 
beftowed his army into their winter quarters,[/<*. Wd. ] 

Tyre, when it had ftood out the fiegeone whole year and three rnorreths, at laft fur- 
rendred to Antigonus upon articles, by which Ptolom i the Kingof Egypts men, Went 
away with their bag and baggage : and Andronicus Was left to hold tne place With a 
Garrilon, \Id,ye*r z. Olymp. 116. and Oljmp. 1 1 y*jear 1 .] 

Medius, being fent for by Antigonus to come to him with his fleet, which he had 
in Phawicia , upon his way met with the fleet of the Citv Pydna , and brought 
both it, and all the men in it, under hi* fubjeaion, £ Id. jear. 5. Olympiads. 
\i6.~) 

Caffander, the Governour of Caria, being over-laid by the enemy, came to this 
agreement with Antigonus, that he fhould give up all his army to Antigonus, and 
fuller all the Greek Cities thereto live after their own la ws,and fhould hold the govern- 
ment which he there had, as by grant from Antigonus* aYid fhould carry himfelf as 
a fit m friend to Antigonus in time to come, and for performance hereof, gave his own 
brother Agathoh in pledge ; yetinortly after, repenting him of his bargain, got his 
brother again out of their clutches, thac had him in keeping, and fent his 'agents to Pco- 
lomei and Seleucus, to eoaiefpeedily and help him ; whicn Antigonus took in'fuch ill 
part, that he forthwith fent both by fea and land his forces, to fet the Greek Cities at 
liberty ; and to that purpofe made Medius hisGeneral by land, and Doctmus hss high 
Ammiral by fea. Thefe coming to Miletum, dealt wjth the inhabitants to ftand tor 
their liberty, fet upon the Caftk and took it, with the Garrilon that Was therein, and 
reftored the City to her priftin liberty, [V<4 year 4. OljthplAdt 1 1 <$.] 

Mean while Antigonns took Tralles, and going betorc the walls of the Ci ty Caunus, 
and fending fot his fleet, took that likewife, all fave the Caftle : and having caft a trench 
round about that alfo, he made continual affaults upon k y where there was any hope of 
entry. He had fent Ptolomei to the City Jafius, but he Was fain to come back and joyn 
again with Antigonus, and foall thefe Cites came at that time into his fubjdftion. 
[Id. Ibid, j 

The Cyrenians,falling off from Ptolomei, beficged the Caftle there, fo fiercely, as it 
they would prefenrly have taken it :and when metrcngerscame frorri Alexandria, p. r- 
fwadingthemtodefift,thcyftruckof their heads, and fell to Work againft the Caftle 
harder than ever. Ptolomci^xceedingly moved herewith ; fent thither one Agis, a 
Captain of his, with an army; and wkhall, a navie to affift him by fea, uiider the 
command of Epaenetus. Agis purfuing the war againft thefe rebels vigorously, took 
the City ot Cyreneby ftronghand, and committed the atithoursof this fedition co 
ptifon, and then fent them bound to Alexandria, and difarmed the reft: and fo having 
fet things in order there, as he faw caufe, returned inro Egypt, [ Id. year. 1 . Olytofiade 

l n.) 

Ptolomei, having had this good fucceffe at Cyrene, took Shipping, and with hi% fleet 
pafled over into the Ifle of Cyprus,againft thofe who rebelled there againft their King?, 
and having gotten Pygmalion, Who traded with Antigonus, into his hands, put him 
to death •- .then took he Praxippus King of the Lapithi, and Prince of Cerynnia, who 
was fufpe&ed of a revolt, and laid them faft: he took likewife Stafia:cu?,a petty King 
of the Malians, and deftroying their City, removed the inhabitants from thence to 
Paphos : which done, he made Nicocreon Commander over all Cyprus ; and gave 
him the Cities, together with the revenues of all the Kings which he had caft' out of 
thcit dominions,and then Went With his army into the upper Syria, and fackt the Ci- 
ties of Poflideum and Potamos in Caria ; and that done, he \*ent with a flying army, 
and took Mallus in Cilicia, and touldaway all the inhabitants thereof tor flaves, and 
wafted all the region thereabout* » and having ftotecl all his army With wealth, failed 
back again to Cyprus, [Id. /£.] Mea n 
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Mean while, Demetrius, the fon of Antigonus kept in Cnelofyria, expecting tile 
coming ot the Egyptians : but heating what work Ptolomei had made of fo many 
Cities in Syria, he lctc Pithon tocommand in thofe parts, leaving his Corfeleteers and 
Elephants with him* and he with h ; s Horfe, and companiesof light armed fouldiers, 
highed h ; m away in all {peed toward Cilicia, to aide them which for want of help 
were diftrelfed there : but coming too late,and finding the enemies all gone, he return- 
ed fpeedily to his Camp again, Ipoiling many of his Horfe by the way; for in fixdayes 
{pace, he marched from Mallus,a4 dayes journies by their ordinary ftages,fo that 
thorough immoderate travel,none ot the Lcrvantsor Horl'e-boyes were able to keep 
them company, [Id. lb.] ,,,.,, r 

Prolomcus,fceing all go every where as he would have ir, for that prelenr, returned 
into Egypt ; biit nor long after, being put on by Seleucus, tor the hatred he bare to An- 
tigonus, he relolved to march into Coelofyria, and there to try it out with Demetrius ; 
wherefore gathering all his army together, he marched from Alexandria to Pdufium, 
having with him 18000 foot, and 4000 horte, whereof (ome were Macedons, and fome 
hired fouldiers : the Egyptians, fome ferved tocarrytheir dartsand weapons and o- 
rher luggage of the army, and (ome lor fouldiers, and having paffed the defert from 
Pelufium, he encamped near the old city of Gaza in Syria, not tarr off from the ene- 
my. And Demetrius on the other fide, called all his army out of their winter quarters 
and appointed them their rendevouz at Gazi; there to attend the comingof the enemy, 
[Itid.l 

In the 1 1 7 Olympiade, Ptolomei overthrew m a main battle near Gaza , Demetri- 
us the fon of Amigonus, fumamed afterward, Poliorcetes, (/.*♦) the City-taker ; as 
Caftor,the Historiographer reporteth, cited by Jotephw, [I b. i.co*t.Apio*.p.ioi r %.'] 
the particulars of which fight are related by Diodorus Siculus, in his hiftory ot that O- 
lympiadejWhcre he faith that. there were taken pi ifoners of Demetrius his men, to the 
number of 8 000 and upward of 5oo flain ; but that is to be amended, and made $000 
out of Plutarch. But among the Nobles that were there flain, one was Pithon, who 
was at that time joyned ia comroiflion with Demetrius, and Boeotus, a man who had 
long lived with Antigonus the father,and was ever privie to all his defignes, and parta- 
ker of all his courifels. . 

Ptolomei and Seleucus took Gaza, but Demetrius, by the help of a good pair of fpurs 
came to Azotus: about midnight following, having road 270 furlongs,and from 
thence fent to begthe bodies of his dead for burial : which Ptolomei and Seleucus not 
onely at firft word granted, but alfo lent him back his own pavillion, with all the fur- 
niture thereunto belonging, free, and without ranfom, adding thereunto a generous 
meflage, that they fought not for pr8y , but for honour, and to fee who mould 
Wear the Garland, [Diodortts, Vt. Snp. Flmarcb. in Dememo, and Ji*jlin. Lb. 15. 

Demetriusibeing no longer able to hold our, in the cafe he was in.difpachtaway a 
meffenger with his letters to his fathcr,.who lay then in Phrygia, to pray in aide of 
him, and to come away fpeedily to his helpj and he himfclf coming to Tripoli 
in Pnxnicia, fent for the fouldiers thar were m Cilicia, and elfe where in Garnfons 
remore, and far diftant from the enemies quarters, to come unto him, \Vio- 
dorus,] .11 r 

But Antigonus, when he heard the news, faid that Pcolomei had now gotten the 
viaory,of a company of beardleffe boyes; but that hefhould fight next time with 
men : yet that he might not quell the courage of his Ion, and becaufe he fo del ired, he 
gave him leave to fight again with him himfelf, it he fa wcaufe, [T/*fcirrfc.»»0 **r- 

tr> Ptolomei fent the prifoners which he had taken into Egypt, there to be diftriburH , 
among the feveral regiments of his fieet : and when he had honourably entericd his 
own that were flain, he went forward, and let upon the Cities and foung places 01 
Phoenicia, befiegingfonie, and perfwading othersof them to yield unto him, and ha- 
ving taken Sidon,he went and encamped before Tyre,and lent to Andromcus, Captain 
ot the Garnfon, there to render up the City to him, tendnng him large promiles both 
of wealth and honour : but he not onely anfwered, that he would never betray the 
truft which Antigonus and his fon Demetrius had put him m, but alfo ufed many revi- 
ling fpeeches againft Ptolomei, but yet a little after, when furpriled by a mutiny of his 
own fouldiers, he fell into his hands, Ptolomei forgetting that by-pail railing ot his, 
highly rewarded him, and took him into the number of his friends, and honourably 
prefered him, [D!od^\ . , , . . 

Seleucus, taking with him 1 000 Foot of Ptolomeismcn, (as Appianus hath it : tor 
Diodonsfayesbut 800.) and 200 Horfe, went with ib (mall a tram to recover his 
Government ot the Province of Babylon ; and coming with them into Melopotanva, 
he there dealt with fuch Macedons as he found dwelling in Carran, and lome or them 
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by pcrfwafions, fome by plain force, he drew to go along with in this joumyof his. 
Now no foonerhadhe let foot within the territory ot Babylon, but the inhabitants 
came flocking to himiand offered him their (crvice mthe recovering of his right. Po* 
lyarchus alfo, who bare fome kind of office among them* came unto him to receive 
his commands, with a full thOufand of men compleatly armed. But they who flood 
tor Antigonus, when they perceived the gcmeral, and irrefiftiblc inclination of the 
multitude toward him, fled all to tbc Cattle* which was commanded by Diphilus, and 
Selcucus»fellprefeutlytobefiegeit; and having taken it by force, he there delivered 
fuch children and friends of his, as Antigonus, when Seleucus tot fear fled away into 
Egypr, had there committed to prifon* This done, he then fell to railing of fouldiers in 
the Country, and having bought Horfcs, distributed them, among thofe who were fit 
to ride them, £nd withal, carrying himiclt fairly and amiable unto all forts* made 
them all ready to run any hazard with him, and fo in a trice recovered all his govern- 
ment of Babylon again, [Dud. *** *Aw*n. in hk Sjriaca, fag. tz x.] 

But then Nicanor,whom Antigonus had made Governour of the province of Media, 
maicht againft him with lothoutandFoor, and (even thoufand Horfe, and Seleucus 
nude no tarrying, but went out to meet him, having with him in all little above, three 
chouland Fooband four hundred Horfe, and palling the River Tigris when he heard 
that the enemy was not far off, lie hid his men in the fennes thereby, purpofing to fet 
uponNicanor at unawares, and Nicanor, when he came to the bank of the Tigris, 
and found no enemy there ; went and encamped near to a poft-houfe ot tbc Kings ; 
little thinking the enemy had been fo near. But the night following, when contemning 
bis enemy, he cared not to k;ep a due watch, after a military manner, SeleUcus fell up- 
on him, and raifed a great tumult in his army, tor when thePerfiansputthcmfelves 
forward to fight, Euager their General, with iundry others of rheir Commanders,hap- 
penedtobc flain: after which btoile, the greater part of Nwanots army, what for 
the prefenc danger they were in, what for the mill ike they had of Antigonus his go- 
vernment, left him, and came to the fervice of Seleucus. Whereupon Nicanor, fear- 
ing left at the next bout ) his fouldiers would deliver him up to Seleucus, fairly ftale a- 
way with fome few of his friends, and fled thorough the defert home into Media again, 
[Diodor.-] ,.,,_. 

Selucus, having by this means gotten a potent army about him, and continued his 
fair carriage to all men as before, cafily procured the provinces of Media and Sufa,and 
other countries bordering thereupon, to come under his (ubjefltion, and then fent Pto- 
lomei word, how he had fped, having now gotten a full royal power and raajefty into 
his hand, as [Diodjear i.Oljmf.x 1 7,]dcclareth.l : rom whence it is,that from this year, 
Eufebius deduceth Selucus his principality ot reign: aud with all notcs,that the Edeffeni 
begin their Epoch,and the ftoty of the Maccabees their account of the Grecian reign,. 
And out of doubt from the Autumne of this very year, that isdrom Septctob. or O&ob. 
of the year 440a, according to the Julian Calendar, it is, that the compofer of the 1c- 
cond book of Maccabees reckons his Grecian years^c thejews there, tram ContrMitm % 
(i.c.) their account of Contracts, and thofc of Edcfla, and other Syrians, their Epoch 
of the Seleucian race, and the Arabians the years of Alexander Dehilkarnainy as they 
termthem, and yet the writer of the firft book of Maccabees begins his account of 
the Grecian year, from the fpring precedent to this auiumue, and Ptolomei of Alex- 
andria, in his great Syhtaxis begins his Chaldean account, from the Spring fol- 

° Pralome; of Egypt,ftaying (till in Ccelofyria, fent oneof his Nobles about him,cal- 
led Giles, a Macedon born, with a great army againft Demetrius who lay encamped 
in the upper Syria, willing him to fight with him, and to turn him quite out ot all, that 
is called Syria, or to coup him up, and tread him to dirt, where he lay, Demetrius un- 
demanding by his fpialls,that Giles with his army lay at Myuscareleflely, without 
keeping watchor ward ,leaving his carriages behind him, marcht away with a com- 
pany ot light-footed lads, which travelled all night ; and a little before day fell in upon 
Giles his Camp, put all in a coniufion,took it, and Cilles himfelf ptifouer, and with 
bimfeventhoufand fouldiers, and a great booty befides: yet becaufe he thought Pto- 
lomei himfclf was coming after .with all his army, he therefore pitchthisCampina 
place where be had a bog oh the one hand, and a great Lough on the other to fecure 
him.{Diodor.jear. 1 . Oljmp. 1 1 7. And Pint, in Demetrio.] 

Demetrius fent news of this his goodluccetleto his father Amigonus, where he lay 
at Celenx in Phrygia, folliciting him by his letters, cither tofend an army fpcedily,or to 
come himfelf in perfon into Syria. Antigonus, having read the letter, was wonderfull 
joyfull at the news, both becaufe the vi&ory was gotten by his fons own conduct and 
ordering of matters inthe fight,andalto for that he had fhewed himfelf a man worthy 
hereafter, to wear a Crown upon his bead. [Diodor.] But Demetrius, with his fathers 
leave, fent back Giles and all his friends to Ptolomei again, thereby, not to lie any 
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longer in his debt, and to cry quittance wich him for his former kindncffc inthat 

lt Amisonus with his armv removed out of Phrygia, and having in few dayes paffed. 
the Taun s.came co his.foii Demetrius. And Pcolemei, by the advice ot hv Counci], 
thought fi to leave Syria ; but before he went, he laid wafteand destroyed the princi- 
pal Cities which he had there at that time in his poffcflion ; as Aeon in Syiophcenicia, 
and loppa, an J Samaria, and Gaza of Syria: and then takingalong w=th himouc ot 
the country, whatever he could drive or cany, loaden with wealth he returned into 
EgyPt,f Diodor.yean.Olymp.iiJ^ r . ,. .,.//..'•',, c 

A multitude of men there was, who feeing his good dilpofiuon, and clemency ot na- 
tu-e, would needs along with him into Egypt ; among whom there was one Ezechus 
a/v.«ph?s: (/ O a high Prieft (perhaps a lecondary one; tor the chief HigftPneft at 
that time was Onias thefirft ) of the Jsws s a man of about66 years ot age, and much 
retpefted among his people, very eloquent* and ot much experience in the aftaus ot the 
world. This and much more of this lochias is related by Hecaraus the Hiftorian ( who 
convafed with him in Pcolemeis army) in a peculiar Treantc which he wrote, of the 
Jtm : where he alio maketh a large narration ot another Jew,which he grew acquaint- 
ed with, called Mofollamo. 2I Mejbttllamo : as tolloweth. 

When I went, faith he, toward the red Sea, there was one among the refafa Troup ofHorfe 
of the Jem, which went to convoy us, called iMofollamvs, a high-fpmted mat, and the be ft ar- 
cher of all the company, who efpied a certain wiz,ardin the company which pod ft ill;and defired 
all the company to do the like, whiles he observed a certain bird thatfiew, to divine thereby : and 
asked him the reafin why he ft ay ed : and when the wizard {hewed him the bird which he had in 
his eye, and fold withal, that if it were expedient for the company to ftay there, that bird would

Many rhinw befides there arc, which [ Jofephm m his boo^ wtra. Jpion. ] recites, 
out of the famebook concerning the Jews. A* namely, that ac that time, there were 
to the number of 1 >oe Priefts, which received tithes, and governed all things belong- 
ing to the common wealth : and Demetrius Phalareus,m his Epiltle to PtolqmxusPni- 
ladelphus>i found in Ariftcas his book ot the 70 Iiitetpietei^and in the lame Joleplius, 



Mir^^^yi^h'imlaac'vo be taken into, or uttered by unhallowed 

m0 Anrigonus, when he had wi:hout aroke ftriking recovered all Syria, and Phoenicia, 
into his hands ; took a journey into the country of the Arabians, called theNabatha> 
ans •• for, conceiving that they never much favoured his proceedings, he appointed one 
of his Nobles called Athenauis, with 4 thoufand Foot, and <5oo hght-Horfe, to fall in 
upon them, and to bring away what fpoile he could gee out of then- Country. And 
now the time grew near when all bordering Nations uted to come thither as to a com- 
mon Mart, to fell off to them dieir commodities, and to buy from them the merchan- 
dife of their Country. To this Mart therefore the Nabathxans now went according as 
they were wont, leaving their wealth, and old men with their Wives and children,up- 
on the top of a rock ; Athenarnsjwatching this opportunity, marched Ipeedily to this 
rock, and having marched out of the Province of Edom, the length of 2200 furlongs, 
in three dayes and three nights fpace,late in the night, the Arabians knowing nothing 
ofhiscoming,poffeacdhimfeitofit. The fouldiers which he there found, he partly 
put to the fword, and partly made ptifoners of them, and fach as were wounded, he 
there left behind him; and carried trom thence thegreatelt pan of their mirrh and 
frankincenfe, with 500 talents oi iilver, and ftaying there not paft three hours, for tear 
of the countries coming in upon him, returned prelently again : and now, he with hn 
fouldiers having gone 200 furlongs, could go 110 further for very wcarincfle,and there- 
fore rcfted them there, keeping neither watch nor ward ; as prefurning that the country 
people could not reach thither in two or three dayes after, [ Diodorus, year 1. Olym. 

ft *Thl Arabians, being acertained of what had fallen our,by thole which had feen the 
army ot the enemy : left the Maf t, where they were met, and returned to the rock,and 
being there more fully informed by the wounded peribns which were left, what way 
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thev were gone, incontinently followed after them: and becaute Athenxus his men 
kept no watch, and after their long putney lay weary and fall afleep,fome of their 
orifonew ftole away from them : trom whom when their country men, whom they 
met, had learnt ho w the enemies.Camp lay, they halted to the place k and coming up- 
on them at three of the clock in the mowing, tell into their trenches, to the number of 
8 thouland of them, and cut the throats of fomefnorting 111 their cabins; others that 
made reftftance,they flew : to make fliorr, they utterly deftroyed all their booty onely 
50 of their Horle got away, and they wounded too, for the molt part ; and to the Na- 
bathxans, having recovered their goods again, returned to the Rock : and by a letrcr 
of theirs written to Antigonus in Syriac charaftetSj complained of Athcnxus, and his 
wrong doing, and exculed themfcives ; to whom Antigonus wrote back again cun- 
ningly, telling them, that Atheuxus was well enough ferved by them: blaming him 
for ding what he had done, and alluring them, that he had gWen him no fuch order, 

But Antigonus, having for atime made fair weather with thefe poor Nabatlmn', 
Ihonly after, chole out ot ail his army,4 thoufand Foot, light-armed, and the Iwiiccft 
of foot that he could find, and to them added 4 thoufand Horfe, willing them to take 
ui their knapfacks, as many dayes viauals as they could well carry, and fuch as needed 
no cooking ; and affignmg Deroetrius,hi* ton,to command them : he fent them away 
in the firft of the night, wich thi< charge, that he fhould by all means be revenged of 
them He therefore travelled 3 dayes journey thorough the Defert, halting to tall up- 
on them at unawares : but their fcouts perceiving the tirtt approach of the cuemy to- 
ward their borders, made fires, and by them gave notice ot their coming to the Coun- 
try : whereupon thty prefently gat them to their Rock»to the top whereof there was 
but one way up, and that made by hand too; and there leaving their baggage, lelc 
withal, a iv fficicnt guard to keep it ; and the reft went and drave away their cattle, 
fometooneplace,lbmeto another in the Defert. Demetrius, when he came to the 
Rock, and faw all the cattle driven away, prefently went tp beiiege the Rock j bu: 
when they that were in it manfully defended it, and by the advantage of the place, had 
all the day long the better of it, Demetrius at laft was fain to draw off: and feeing he 
could do no good upon them, made a peace with them, upon hoftages given him, and 
fuch sifts as were agreed upon between them, and to removing with his army 3 00 fur- 
longs eff, encamped near to the Lake Afphaltis, or Dead Sea, [MM] but Plutarch 
(ayes, that he went thence, with a huge booty, and 7 hundred Camels. 

Antigonus at his return to him, having heard the relation of his voyage* blamed 
himfor his makingapeace with the Nabathaeans ; faying^hat thofe barbarous people, 
having loefcaped, would thereupon grow more inlolent than before : yet commended 
himtordifcoveringthe Lake Atphalt-s, feeing that from thence he might raiiefome 
yearly revenue to himfelf : and made Hieronymus Cardianus the Hiftorian, his Trea- 
(iirer tor that revenue 1 whom [ Jofephus.lib. Leant. Apion.] noteth to have been made 
Prcfident of Syria by Antigonus : and very defervedly blameth him,tor that in his Hi- 
ftory he maketh no mention ot the Jews, confidermg that he lived near unto, and al- 
moit among them ; this Hieronymus was commanded to build fhips, and to gather 
together in one place all the bitumen, or liquid bnmftone that could be gotten out of 
that Lake : But the Arabians coming together to the number of 6 thoufand men, let 
upon them as they were in their mips gathering this brimftone, and toot them alroolt 
all to death with their arrows \ whereby Antigonusloit all hope of making any ttand- 

ing revenue that way,[I>w^.] _ , 

Antigonus,nndeiftauding byletters from Nicanot the GoveinourofMcdia, and o- 

thcrs, how Seleucus profpered in thofe puts, lent his fon Demetrius with 5 thoufand 
Macedon Foot, and 1 o thoufand mercenaries, and 4 thoufand Horfe; with charge, 
that he Ihould march to the very walls of Babylon ; and having recovered that I ro- 
vincc, Qiould from thence march down to the Sea : and he, parting from Damafcus in 
Syria, went vigoroufly on to fulfil his fathers commands. But Patrocles, whom Seleu- 
cushad left Prefidentof Babylon, fo (oon as heheardthat : Demetrius was falling into 
Mefopotamia, not daring to ftay his coming, becanfe he had but a fmall power about 
him ; commanded the reft to leave the City,and that palling the Euphrates^hey Ihould 
flee, fome into the Def err, others over the Tigris, into the Province of Sufa, and to the 
Petfian tea .• and himfelf with a company which he had about him,uufting in the bars 
of the Rivers, and dikes of the Country thereabouts, infteadof fo many Fortreflcs and 
Bulwarke«for his defence, kept himtelfftill within the bounds of his own government, 
andcaftabout, how to entrap his enemy; fending, ever and anon tidings to Seleucus 
in Media howthings went with him,and dcfitingaid tobefpecdily fent unto himJ.".J 
Demetrius,when he came to Babylon, and found theCtty it feltvoid of inhab,tants, 
IA\ prefently to befiege the Forts and Caftlcs that were therein : and having taken one 
ot them, gave the fpoile thereof to the louldier; and turning out Seleucus his men, put 
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therein a Garrifon of his oWn,coniiftingaf feventhoifand fouldicrs; but not being 
able to take the other, in haft, alter tome few dayes fiege,dcparted, leaving Archelaus, 
one ofhistrulty friends, tomaiotainthe ficge about it* with i five thoufand Foot, and 
i ooo Horfe : and hirnlelf feting the time run out, which his father had appointed him, 
tofinith his work in, bad his fouldiers rap and rend what ever they could light on in all 
that province, and take it to ihemtelvest and then took bis journy back into Alia; 
whereby, he left Seleucu> more grouodedi and bettet fctled in his government than 
before. Forwhy,faid roen,fhould Dcmetreus waft audfpoil the Country, if he took 
ittoriiis own? [Id. mihflm.'m Dtmeirio.^ W hereupon i the Chaldeans reckon the 
Epocha, or beginning of the Sclcucian ieign m Babylon, fcom this timei rather than 

Dcmetreus returning into Afia, quickly raifed the ficge* which Ptolom:i had laid to 
Hahcarnaflus.LF/^.w^wrtr.v.J ■■■■■ .. . . 

And now Caflander^colomeus and Lyfimachus,made peace with Antigonus, upon 
fuch articles, as follow, to wit, That Callander Ihouldcommand all in Europe, untill 
Alexander the fon of Roxane,came toage. That Lyfirnachus fhould hold Thrace j 
and Ptolomei Egypt, with the bordering Countries of Lybiaand Arabia : And An- 
tigonus fliould have the command of all Afia to hunfelf : but this campat~t between 
them held not long, for every one cook one occafion or other, to encroach upon more 
thanhis part came to, j^W.^r.a.O/jwp. 117.] 

Caffander, feeing Alexander the Ion of Roxane to grow up, and hearing a bruit 
caft abroad amotig the Macedons,that it was high time, thai .the young KingfliouU 
now be freed from hisprifon,and take the rule of the kingdom into his own hands, 
took a fright hcreat,and gave order to Glaucia the keeper, to murder Roxane,and the 
King her Ion; and burying their car cafes, in feme (ectct place,ihould by all means pol- 
hblecoiKcahheir deaths. !«..#.] . , . . '..... x 

Paryfad** the King of Bofphorus Cimeriusdywg,after that he had reigned j8 year?, 
left his kingdom to hU eldcft fon Satyrus, which he&dd mnc year* onely, [Id.jetr. 3. 

In PclopQiiefi s,Piolomei,a Captainof A*irigonus,fallingofffromhimtoCauanders 
lide,fent fouldiers to a mofttrufty friend of his, called Ph*mx, and one to whom he 
had committed the managing of the government of Hellespont j advifing him With- 
all to man hii Forts and Cities,and to ftand upon his guard} and 110 longer to be at An- 
tigonus his command, [Dud. year 3. Olymf. 117.] < 

On theoiher fide, Ptolomei of Egypt cried out upon Antigonus, lor that he, con- 
trary to agreement, had put Garntons of his own, into fundry Cities of theGreektm 
Afia fide : and thereupon fent Leonidcs, a Captain of his own, into/*'''*'* Jfftra, and 
theve poflcfl'ed himfeli of certain Cities and places beloaging to Antigonus ; and more- 
over lent his agent to tome Cities appertaining toCaffandcr and Lyfirnachus, that they 
would follow his advifc,and not fufter Antigonus, to grow too lift in power. [Id. 

Antigonus fent his younger fon Phihppuvo make war upon Phoenix, and others 
who had revolted from him in Hcllefponr, but his (on Demetrius, he lent iffio Cilicia 
againft Ptolomei of Egypt, who going in hand with the errand he was lent in, routed 
the Capuinsof Ptolomei, that there were, and recovered the Cities which he had ta- 

Polyf percon inPeloponcfus cryed out in like manner upon Caflander»and affe&ing the 
government of Macedonian for Hercules, a fon of Alexander the Grear, begotten 
uponBarfinr,andnowof the age of 17 years; and lent abouttothofe, who were ene- 
mies to Caflander, to help to let this young man in his fathers kingdom, [/».] 

Ptolcmeiof Egypr, having all Cyprus under his command, and finding that Nico- 
clestheKingof Paphos, negotiated under haud with Antigonus, fent two confidents 
ol his own, Argaus and Calibrates, with inftru£rions^o make away Nkocles ; where- 
fore patting into Cyprus, and taking with them a certain number of fouldiers from 
Menalaus, who commanded the army there: they befct thehoufeof Nieocles,and 
then tcllinghim, what Ptolemeis pleaUire was>advifed him, to difpofe of himfelf for 
arother world. Aral he at firft went to clear himfelf of what was laid to his charge, 
but when he faw that no man hearkened to whit hefaid,drewhisfwordand flew 
himfelf. Axiothea his wife, hearing of net husbands death, took her daughters, who 
were all young,and virgins, and flew mermand was earneft with the wives of Nice- 
cles his brothers, to accompany hecin her own death. Whereas yet Ptolomei had gi- 
ven no order concerning any of them,fave onely topttferve them. The brothers alfo 
of Nicoclesjjhut every man his own doors upon him, and fet fire thereon, and flew 
thcmlclves, and to the whole race of the Kings of Phaphos,came to a tragick and la- 
mentable end. [Ditd. ib. *»d Polju StrMagM. 8.]

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AeathQtles King of Sicilia, laiung about this time into A.ric, there to nuke war 
noon the 'Carthaginians, there fell fo great an Edips of the Sun, that the ftars appear- 
ed every where in the firmament, and the day was turned into n.ghc,llW. ;*«•$. 
JJlLiiy, fyJfU.M.*i.c*p.6,] which dreadlull EcLpsof the Sun, the r Aitro- 
iiomicajl tables lhevvtohavefaflep upon the 15 diy of our Anguft, 11 this year. 

Epicuru$,being now ja years of age, read pubhckly both mMttyleneand Lamplicvs 
five VeSrs together, £1%. £*<** «*>t m ito Lfiof EpicarusA 

In&lphorusCimmeriiis,Eumclus,younger brother to Satyrus, compacting with 
fomeoTthe natives adjoyningi lai^'claihjjto the kingdom againft his elder brother, 
whertofSatyrusbcibginldrmed, went againft him with a great armv, and pafting the 
river Thapfus, when he came near his quarters, fortified Ins Camp, wuh hi> Carts and 
Wagons, wherein he fiad brought aq infinite quantity of provisions; and ranging 
afterward his armfrih the field. #imTelf, as the manner of the Scythian iCIngs 
was led the main batt^ his Arhiy, he had not above two thoufand Greeks, 
2 one thoufand, artf as many Thraciahs, all the reft were Scythians , which 
came to aflilt him, to the number of. ao thoufand, and no Idle than ten thoufand 
Horfe. Eumelus wasDornc up, by Anopharnes Kingpf Thracia, wuh *ooco Horfe, 
and a2oooFoot,Satyius encountted fitft with Axiopharnes, in a skirmilh of Horle, 
and routed him ; and then overthrew his brother Eumelus with hisFoot,and forced all 
toretf eat into the Kings palace, which was enviromed with a nver,and iteep rocks,and 
thick woods about, [i/W.] . l_ ..; . c u-m 

Satvrus at firft went and waited the encmiesCountry, and let fire on their ■yilagcs, 
and drew trom thence a huge ipoil, and then making away thorough their fen 
co«ntry,camc to their wooden Caftlcs, and took them, and croffing ariver,feleda 
vaft Wood, thorough which he mutt needs palTe, that would come to the Kings palace, 
in which work thelvhole army, fpent three dayes, and fo came to the walls of the Ca- 
ttle, There Menilcus, wo led the mercenary companies, having gotten in at a paflage, 
though he fought very maniullv, was npyerthelcfle, being overlaid with the multitude 
wirhm.forcedToretrcat : and Satvrus coming,to his relief, was wounded in the arme 
witha fpear ; which was fo fore, that it forced him to retire to his Camp, and the next 
nichudicd thereof. AndMcnilcus breaking up the ficge,drew oft thearmy,to a City cal- 
led Gargaza,and from thence carried the Kings body down the river, to a City called 
Panticapzumto his brother Prytanis : who having magnificently buried^ and laid 
up the rcliques, in the Kings fcpulchre,wcnt prefently to Gargaza, and there took into 
his hands the army, and the kingdom withall.[/MJ . t 

Then came the Agents of Eumelus to him, to treat concerning a partageof the 
kingdom between them two j which he would not hearken to : wherefore feavnga 
flrongGarrifon at Gargaza, he returned to Pantacapxum, thereto fettle the affairs 
of hifkiogdom. But a Vhileafter, Eumelus, by the helpoffome Barbarians, pof- 
leflShimfelf of Gargaxa, and of findry other Towns and Caftlcs s »da&erri>», 
overthrew Pryranis in a battle, and having (hut him up in a neck of land,nearthe 
louchof Mscotis,forcedhimtorcndcr himfclf upon condition ;, which werc„to give 
upallhisarmv,and to depart the kingdom. Neverthe elle, wher, Pryums returned 

opJLWum, Which istheplace where the Kings of Boiphorus keep their ftand- 

ng Courtrhc there endeavoured again to have recovered his kingdom, but 
btTng'foild there again, he fled to a place there called the G ^ e «; »**» 
there flain, and his brother Eumelus reigned in his ftead, five years and five moneths, 

^Eumelus, to cftablilh hi> kingdom, put to death all the friends and wives and chil- 
dren,oi ^ both his brothers, Satyrus and Pntanis, onely .^/^ ^ Sa ;y r S^ f0 h n e , ^; 
ingbutavery vouih,efcap^d his hands : for,bythe benefit of a Iwilt Horle,hegot 
awayto AgaVusKingoi Sc Scythians. But when Eumelus law that the people re- 
S at th? loffe of their friends which he had murdered, he called them all together, 
andthereexcufcdhimfefeir,andreftoredto them their ancient form of govanment; 
and reftored moreover to die Citizens of Pantacupxum, their former immunities and 
pmmieUto Sargethem ot all kind of tributes, fparing for no fair words which 
might reconcile the heartsof thepeopleto him: whereby ^BW^J^SSo 
will again, heheldajuft and moderatehand over thcm,and grew afterward into no 
fmall admiration for all kind of vertuc among them, 1/^-1 . , , . 

Ptolemeiof Egypt,hcaringthathehadloftallagatninCilicia, put over with his 
fleet to Phafelis, and took that City by force ; and from thence parting into Lycu, took 
Xanthus by aflault, and the Garr ifon of Antigonus that was therein ; then failing to 
Caunus,tookthc City upon lurrender^nd then fet upon the citadels and forts that were 
i.! ir, and took them by affault, as tor Heracleum, he utterly deftroyed it, and the Ci y 
Pcilicumcameintohishandsbythefurrcnderof the fouldiers that were there put to 
keep it, \picd.jt*r 4. 0/7^.117.] Tc 2 then 
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Then tailing to Coos* he fern for Captain Ptdfbrrtei to edme 1 rmro him : chltfdijie 
was Ant jgonus his brothers [oft, a* was iatid before ; arid had^rt rzitcif committed to 
h ira by Aritigonus : but now,forfaking his Mtitit, he clave CO Ptoterhef.to all his ways.

matters* and to have higher pldjefts in his braine* i ind whiles he Wat carting f heft 
magbations in his mind, one Ottho of Syraarf*,carfle to him irra rrieffage from Aga 1 - 
thocle^rdllicitingliimcopyhinatfneswtth him againft the CarmagUans ; telling 
him withal, that if he tubduei themjhe would make 1 bird Soverdgrtdf&lt Attic.

vided of all necefTmes for fuch a voVage ? dreW out hbarmy* cohuftittg^of i thOufihd 
Footjidd fix or feven hundred Horfc,and one hundred Chariots,with ibdVc 3 60 rrieh- 
drivcrs^andfouldieistbmanigethcm: befides extraordiharies and fdlbwetf 6fthe 
Camp, to the number of 10 thoufand more; many of which, drew their wives and 
children with their (tuff add baggage along with them : fo that they looked more like 
a Colo.iy going to be planted, than an army marching agairift an chetiiy.

AgathoclcSjhearirtg df hisapproach,wentto meet him,arid advifed hurt by all means 
to have a care of his army after fo tedious and hard a journey, and td lee them Well 
refrcfhed,andhavingoften fupped togcrher, at lift Ophelias adopted Agathodes for 
his Ion: blithe, when upon a time the greater parrot Ophellais hh army Wa« gone a 
forraging into the Country, fuddenly called an affcmbly of his OWn atmy, and before 
them accuted Ophelias, for that being tilled for an ifliftaht in mis tyar.he went about

Antigonus,gathering together his lhips which came, though laic, to him \ went to 
a placecalled Pfeudoftomon, thinking there to have landed tome of his men : but found; 
Strong Garrifon of the enemy there, and was beaten off from thence with bows and 
flings, and other Engins of war ; and therefore the night drawing on, he went his 
way, giving order to the matters of every Ihip to follow the lanthota of the Ammiral, 
and lo come to ihe mouth of the river Nile, which it called Phagneticum, but the next 
morning, finding that a many of his lhips had loft their way, andwerc gone he knew 
not whither, he was fain to come to anchor there right, and to lend away the fwifteft 
(hips he had, all the lea over, to look our, and bring in the reft unto him. Mean while, 
time ran on, and Ptolemei,bcing advertifed of the approach of the enemy, went forth- 
with to the relief of his men, and ranged his army all along the fhoar, in the enemies 
fight. ThenDsmetrius,findingnopoffibilityof landing here neither j and being in- 
formed, that if hefliouldlamSyet the Country adjoyning was naturally fenced and 
fen ified with fens, and moor ilh grounds, fet fail, and returned, [/4m.] 

But,as he was going, the wind ftruck up to the North, and with a mighty temped, 
drave three of his ihip, of four tire of oares,andfomc others of his men of war, upon 
the flioar, all which came into Ptolemeis hand ; the reft, with much adoe, recovered 
Antigonus his Camp. Now Ptolomei had placed ftrong Garnfons, at every one of 
themouthesof the river Nile, and had an infinite number of river boats every where 
ready, and ftored with darts and flings, and men which knew right well how to ufe 
them- which troubled Antigonus very forely, for themouth of the river at Pelufium, 
being ftrongly guarded by Ptolemei, hecould make no ufe of his fhips at all: and for 
his land force-, the river Niie, which beginneth ^rfwayes at the coming of the fun into 
Cancer to iwell, but at his entring into Leo ,overfiowerh all his banks, was now grown 
to that height, that they could do little, and, which was worfe,with his long lying 
both food tor men, and rodder for cattle, began to fail, [/*.] ■ 

WhercfcueAntigonus,leeinghisaimy to hang the head, called them all together, 
and before them all, propounded it to the Captains, whether of thctwo were beft, to 
ftay and fighc it out now, or to return into Syria for the prefent j and to return again 
better provided the next year, and when the waters fliould be lower. And when every 
mans voice was to be gone ; he bad his louldiers tmfs up their trinkets, and his Navy 
keeping (till along the ihoar by them, he returned into Syria, {lbidi\ Which fruitlcfie 
ifluc of this journy, Medius one of his Nobles, is faid to have foreseen in a dream : for 
it itemed to him, chat he faw Antigonus with all his army to contend in a race at 
Olympus, called D>*hIw, ( i.e.) a double courie, wherein ar the firft fetting out, they 
leemed to tun exceeding well, but after a while, to grow fome what wcarifli .• and when 
they came to the race-pou\and were to turn about it, and return to the barriers whence 
they let our,(for that was the manner of this double courfc) they grew fo out of breath, 
that they could go no further, iP**>£* wW '3 , rf , , . 

Ptoiemcijgrowing glad at hearr, that the enemy was thus gone, offered faenhec to 
his gods, for ihis great benefit beftowed upon him ; and made withall, a magnificent 
feafffor his Nobles : and wrote away letters to Seleucus, Lyfimachus and Callander, 
of hisprofperousfucceflc; not forgitting to tell them what a company of Antigonus 
his men, had fid over to him. And now having refcued, as it were, Egypt, a fccond 
time, and gotten it by his fword j he thought he might lawfully reckon it hisown, and 
returned in triumph to Alexandria. [D.odor.] Whence it is that CL Ptolenwus. in his 
Reg. Cauo. counts the beginning of his reign ovctEgypt, from this time, reckoning 
from the death of Alexander the Great to this time, full 19 years: for the 19 year 
from the death of Alexander the Great ends juft, according to his account, with the 
fixth dayot this prefent November, which we are nowupon,of the year 44op,accord- 
ing to the Julian account, 



years: of whole incredible fatnefle, bcfidesMcmnon,Nymphis,Heracieotes,in his 
book of the City Hcrac lea, cited by Athena:us in the place atorelaid, maketh mention : 
and (odoth Etia.[vkr. Hlftor. lib. 9. cap. 13.] Tohimwcreborn two Ions by Amaftns 
*l. Amefttis, the daughter of Oxethras, brother to Darius the iaft of Perfia, which was 
at firft given in marriage to Craterus, by Alexander : the eldeft of thefe Ions was cal- 
led Clcarchus, the younger Oxathras; and by Diodor.ZathrassDionyfius, therefore 
by his laft will, left the government of his kingdom, and charge of his two children, 
who were yet very young, to his wife, joyning fome other in commiflion With her.

V Menedemus going from Patara in Lycia, Commander of three lhips, each of them 
?7oo. between two and three tire of oates apiece, took a fhip of four tircof oarcs,commgout 
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of Cilicia, wherein were found letters from Phila, together with rich and royal apparel, 
and other furniture moft curioufly and coftly wrought, fenr to Demetrius Pohor- 
cetes : all which Menedemus fent to Ptolemei in Egypt. Thi* affront envenomed 
Demetrius againft the Rhodians, as he then lay in liege before their City to take it t 
vet after a years timefpent about it, by the mediation of the Athenians, they cam: to 
this agreement, ThatcheRhodiausQiouldaflift Antigonus and Demetrius, in their 
wars againft any, faveonely Ptolemei: andio the liege brake up, [Dhd.Oijnttp.119. 
uat 1* and Pint, in Demetr .] 

The Rhodians,fo foon asthe war wasended,(ent fome of their Prieftstoconfultthe 
Oracle of Ammon, whether they Ihould worlhip Ptolemei as a god or no ; and being 
anlwered, yea s , they prefently confecrated to him a touri'quare Grove in their Ci- 
ty; building on every fide chereo f , a gallery of a furlong in length, and called kPto- 
lomcum,or Pcolemeis gallery : and then was alfo the furname or title of s*»™f : ( *. <\ ) 
Saviour, firft given him by them: to wit, for that he bad ixvzd rhem from the force 
and violence of Antigonus and Demetrius, and not by the foaldiers, fo^ his favingof 
Alexander in the City of the Oxydracans, ( ot which before ) as fome have imaginrd, 
[ tArria, lib, 6.p*g. 1 3 1 . and Staph, in the wordOxydra?. Vodorus, ntfnpra. ~] 

Eumelus,the King of Bofphorus Cimmerius,having now reigned there 6 year*>came 
tohisendbyamifchance: tor, making hafte homeward out of Scythiatoaccrtam 
folemnefacrificethatwasthentobeoftcred, and was in a Coach running upon tour 
wheeles, and drawn with four horfes, and covered over with a Canopie, coming to his 
Palace,the horfes took a fright,and ran away with him :and when the coach-man co.ild 
not hold them, Eurhelus for fear leaft they would run down fome precipice or other, 
leapt out of rhc Coach ; but his fword hanging in the wheele, he was whirled away 
with it, and fo killed ; after whom,lucceedcd Spartacus bis fon,who reigucd * o years, 
[Id.yeArl.Oljrmp.1i7.tt1dyeari.Oljmp.l19.] 

Seleucusjcrofling the River Indus, made war upon Sandrocottus, at. Androcottus; 
for that he, at the lame time when Seleucus laid the foundation of his greatneffe in the 
Eaft, had murdred all the Governors, which Alexander had fet there, and took all 
India into his own poffdfion, C 7"#'»> ''*. * *• **h 4« •<*??'>*.'» h " Sjnac*. page 

Now as he was going to make this war, a wild Elephant of a vaft bignefle came to 
him upon the way, and as if he had been tame , and brought up to ir, fuffered him to 
get up, arid proved a prime and lingular Elephant for the war. lJftfii»,ibid,] Where- 
upon, craverfing all India over, with 6oothoufand men, brought it entirely into his 
own fubjection, [Pln.in AUxan,~\ and then making himfelf King over them, freed 
them from a yoak of ftrangers, to bring them under another of his own, [>#«, 

Mcgafthcnes,in his Indica, writes, that he oftentimes repaired to him, whiles he re- 
mained with Sibyrtius Governour ot the Arachohans ; as [ Arria. lib. 5 . cites him ] and 
withal fayes, that he had feen in his army 4 co thoufand fouldiers, \_Strabo, lib. 16. 
tage "J 09. ] . 

Caflander,King of Macedon, fending his Ambafladors to Antigonus, defired him to 
make a peace with him. But when he would not , unlefl'c Callander would abfolutely 
(land to his mercy : then,upon conference with Lyfimachus King of Tbrace,thcy both 
agreed to fend their Ambafladors to Ptolemei, King of Egypt, and to Seleucus, King 
otthc upper Provinces of Alia, crying out upon the pride and furquedry ot Antigonus, 
exprelfed in his anlwers, and rcmonftrating to them, how far this war concerned them 
both, [Diodor.year 3,Olymp.ti9.] Wherefore perceiving that Antigonus his purpofe 
was to take them to task one after another, whiles they never cared ro make it a com- 
mon caufej they heartened each other by their nrffives firft, and then appointed a 
place where al I were to meet; and refolved to contribute their ieveral flocks to the 
maintenance of this war : but becaufe Caffander himfelf could not be there, by realon 
he had an enemy fo nigh at hand, therefore he fent Lyfimachus, with all the power 
which he was able to make, and infinite provilions for them, [ Ittfim f lib. 15. 

Seleucus, having made affinity with Sandrocottus, King of India, gave him all thole 
Regions lying upon the bank of Indus, ^ which Alexander had taken from the Anans, 
and made them Colonics of his own, letting Governors over them, and received of 
him for aprefent 500 Elephants, [SWtt.15.p-f.7i4. H**.'*» **<*•«* ?Z l ? i *'! n 
Sjri*.pag. hi.) And fo having made all peace in theEaft, prepared himleltforthe 
war againft Antigonus, with his contorts> according to agreement in the Weft,C>- 
ftw,lib.\'i.ciip.q,~\ 

Lyfimachus, putting over into Alia fide with his own army, came before Lamplacus 
and Paros,and,becaufe they (ubroitted readily tohim,hereftoredthem to their anci- 
ent liberty : but having taken Sigatum by force, he put into it a ftrong Garrifon ot his 
V u own 
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own, and then committing fix thoufand Foor,and 1000 Horfc,to the charge of Prepc* 
lain, Cent himtotake in the Cities of Ionia and Eolia,and hirofeli wembetorc Abydus, 
carrying all manner of Engins of battery, and other neceffanes with him. Nevcrthe- 
lefle, when an army fent fromOemetrius for the defence of that place arrived, he gave 
off thaUiege;and having taken inHellelpont and Phrygia,he went on and beiieged the 
City Synada, where the king Antigonus his Magazin lay, and the fame time drave 
over Docimus, a Commander of Antigonus his party, to ftand for the common caule , 
and by his help, took both Synada and other Forts and place* belonging to 
Antigonus; and where his trealures were laid up. [Diodortts, jttr 3. Oljmpisde 

Mean while, Prepelaus, who was fent to make war upon Ionia and Eolia, by the 
way, took Adramittium,andbefieged Ephcfus, and fo terrified the inhabitants* that 
they lubmitted to him> and finding there the hoftages which the RJiodiaus had given, 
he Cent them all home again to their friends : nor did he any hurt at all to the Ephe- 
fians themfelves in their pei fons ; onely ice on fire all the fhips which he found in their 
harbour ; becaufe the enemy commanded* as yet, all at fea - and tor that, the iftue of 
the war was hitherto uncertain : after this he joyned to him, and the: caramon caufe, 
the Teiaus, and Colophonians ; but as for Erythise, and Ciazomenx, they had f uceor 
fent imo them by lea ; and therefore he could not take them : but having wafted their 
territories, he departed, and went for Sarcks,and there he drew over by fair words, 
two of Antigonus his Captains, Phxmxand Docimus; and took the City it Clf,all fave 
the Caftle, into his protection ; as tor the Caftle , Philippus, a friend of Anti- 
gonus, kept it, aud would not betray the trult which he had repofed in him. [/i. 
ibid.] 

Antigonus was at that time, who]y taken up in making fports and feafts, at his new 
City of Antigonia ; and had proclaimed great prizes for fuch as would put in for 
them, and huge wages to all cunmng artificers, that could be gotten. But when he 
heard how Lvfimachus was come into Alia, and by what multitudes his fouldicrs re- 
volted to him', he brake oft bis I pores, and yet dilburfed among the wreftlers, and arti- 
ficers that were allready thither come, 10 the turn ot aootalents; and then taking his 
armv with him, he marched away, and by long jouruies, haftenedxo meet the enemy; 
and to foon as he cameto Tarfus in Glicia, he there outof the monies, which he took 
with him out of the City Qninoi, hegavehisarmy three moneths pay before hand :and 
betides this, brought three thoufand talents along with him from Antigonia,tothcend 
he might not be to leek for money, it need fhouki be ; then paffing the Taurus, he haft- 
ed into Cappadocia, and reduced fuch as in the upper Phrygia and LycAonia,had re- 
volted from him,to (erve him in the wars, as they did before. [Mid.] 

Then Lyfimachus,hearing of the enemies approach, tell to confult with his council, 
in this imminent danger, what were fittcftto be done: and their advife was, by no 
meanuo hazard a battle, till Seleucus came down out of the upper provinces; but to 
pofleffehimfelf of the fureft places, and to intrench himlelf,in the ftrongeft manner 
that p. fiibly he could, with ramparrs, and palifladoesand ftakes : and thcreexpea the 
comingof the cnemie. Lyfimachns having heard this adv ce> put it ierioufly in exe- 
cution, and Antigonus on the other fide, (o toon as he came in fight of his Camp,drew 
out in batalion, and provoked Lyfimachus to a fight, bur teeing he would not, he went 
and kept all the paflages,by which any victual might come unto the Camp,whcreupon 
Lyfimachus,feaiingleaft,food failing, he might happily lad alive into Antigonus his 
hand, removed by night, and having marched 400 furlongs, came to Dorylarum, and 
there encamped : for that in ihofe pans, there was ftore ot corn, and other provisions 
in abundance, having a river at the back of him : wherefore,having there raifed a work, 
and encloted it with an exceeding deep trench, and three tows of (lakes upon the top ot 
i^ he made all as fure as art could make it. Buc Antigonus, finding the enemy gone, 
purfuetl after him with all fpced, and coming near the place where he lay entrenched, 
and feeing no difpofition in him to fight, he patently fell to work, and drew another 
trench round about hisCamp to befiegehim thcre,and to that purpofe caufed all kind of 
infttumentsot a n"ege,as darts,arrows and Catapults thither to be brought, and though 
many skirnvfhes were made about the trenchcs,becaule Lyfimachus his men fought 
from their works , to hinder the enemy in making theirs , yet it fo fell out , that 
Antigonus his party had frill the better of it, [Ibid.] 

But in procefle of time, Antigonus his works came to be almoft fintbed round abou r, 
and Lyfimachus h <s provifion began to fail ; wherefore Lyfiraachus,taking the advan- 
tage of a tempeftuous night, gat him away with his army , and thorough mountainous 
countries, came to his winter gnarters. -But when Antigonus the next morning faw 
that the enemy was gone, he alfo marched after him thorough the champion country. 
But by reafon there fell jgreat ftore ot rain, and the waves were foul,and fall of floughs, 
he loft many of his carriages, and fome of his men alfo in that journey : and the whole 
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^ wasdiftteffcd therewith: wherefore, both tofparehisarmy, and becaufe the 
W^qua«ercameon,h^ 
hi for me fitted places to winter in, diftributed his army into them, L /*.] 

AndLifimachus, in like manner, lent his army to be quartered in tne country of 
Wmonia havingmadelarge provifion for them out of Hcraclea: for that he had

Lyfimachus the King of Thrace took to wife Arfmoe, the daughter of Ptolomei,not 
Pcolcmei Philadelphia, as in Memnon, [cap. 5.] but of Ptolomei the fir ft, the (on of La- 
guc, furnamed the deliverer, as we learn out ot Plutarch in Demetr. and Juftin, Jib. 1 7. 
cap, z. and lib. 24. cap. 2.] andevenout of Memnon himfelf, in Excerpu\cap. <?.]ot Ptolemei 
the firft, I fay, and Euridicc, as we find in Paufan his Attic. [pag, 8,] whereat his former 
wife Amcftri?, the reh£t of Dionytius, the King perforce, or tyrant,oraufurperof 
Heraclea, grew fo offended, that he left him, and returned to Heraclea, and there 
built a City near the Euxian lea,wbich he called after his own name Amaftris, and fent 
for men out of Sefamus, Cytorus, Ctomnus and Teios, and other places to inhabit it. 
[Memnon. Excerpt. cap.S.mih Strabo Ub.i 2. f«f .544.] 

SelcucuSjfollowing the example of Lyfimachus, fent his Ambaffadors, and by them 
denied to have Stratonice, the daughter of Demetrius, furnamed Poliorcetes, and 
Piula, for his wife. Whereupon, Demetrius, taking his daughter along with hira,took 
(hipping, and with his whole fleet which attended him at Athens, fee fade for Syria. 
But by the way touched in Cilicia, which Pliftarchus, the brother ot Callander, then 
held,as allotted to him by a general confent ot the Kings,after the battle wherein Anti- 
gonus, his Grandfather was llain. This Pliftarchus conceiving himfelf wronged by 
Demetrius his fctiing foot upon his land, went and complained thereof to Seleucus, and 
expoflulated the matter with him; for that without the confent of the other Kings, 
Ptolemei and Lyfimachus, he had entered into a league and affinitie with Demetrius, 
a common enemy to them all. Hereupon Demetrius in a rage went "from thence to 
Quinda, where when he found yet remaingot the old treafureof Alexanders, 1 200 
talents, he took them all away with bm, and weighed anchor, and tofea,asfaft as he 
could high him, iPlut.hD/met.] „.^ /r j 

Seleucus came to meet Demetrius, and hi* wife Phila, at a place called Oroflu?,and 
firft invited them to dine with him at his pavilion in his Camp: after which Demetrius 
invited him aboard his (hip of 1 3 tire of oares high, after which they fpent whole dayes 
in familiar difcourfe together, whhoucarmsor guard about them, till at length Seleu- 
cus married Stratonice, and with her returned in great pomp and magnificence to An- 

Dcmetriiis,having poficficd himfelf of Cilicia, difpatcht away his wife Phila to her 
brother Caffandcr, (o excufc fuel) matters as Pliftarchus, might happily have laid unco 
his charge, and whiles fhe was away, his other wife Deidamia came to him to Athem, 
where after a Ihort while, (he died. £/*«/.] . 

Seleucus defired Demetrius to let him have Cilicia for a certain fum of moncy,which 
when he would not grant, Seleucus in a cholerick way> demanded to have Sidon and 
Tyre cut of his hands, and this feemed an injurious aft of his, that haviDg made him- 
felf Lord, and poflc fling all from India,to the Syrian fea,yet he was of fo poor a fpirit, 
as to trouble hi? father in law, being otherwise under a cloud of ad verle fortune, for 
two fuch poor Cities, as Tyre and Sidon were. Wherefore Demetrius ftoutly anlwer- 
ed , that if he were a thouland times overcome, yet he would never buy a ion in law at 
to 'dear a rate; and thereupon tell prefently a fortifying of thofe two Cities, which 
were fuch fores in Seleucus his eyes,|>. ; <] 

Caffander,having had the rule and government of things in Macedonia 19 yean, 
dyed, leaving three tons, Philip, Antipater,and Alexander, begotten on the body of 
Theflalonice, the fitter of Alexander the Great, all which reigned after their father 
three years and fix moncths onely, \Dexippus andTorphjrluijn Scaligtrs GreekEuftbtans, 
j><*g. 48.4*8.]

Pyrrhus, by the help of Antigone his wife, having obtained both a Fleet of lhips,and 
ftore of money withal, from Ptolemei ; fct fail for his old kingdom Epirus ; and there 
came to a eompofition with Neoptolemus, who had ufurpedhis kingdom,upon termes, 
toholditjoyutlyw«hhiro,[/^.'^.l , 

Eupolcrruw, the Hiftorian, deduceth his Chronologue from Adam, and the coming 
of the children of Ifrael out of Egypt, down to the fifth year of this Demetrius,reckon- 
ed from the death of his father Arttigonus, and to the 1 * year ot Ptolemei , reckoned 
from the utter extinction of Alexander the Great, his Race, of which Kpake toward 
theend of the year of the World, 3 69 5, in his book of the Kings of Juda ; as we find 
inthe[ i^o^t*/ Strtm. of Clemen, Akxan.] 

Demetrius, Poliorcetes, {i.e.) the City fieger, wafted the City of Samaria, which. 
Perdiccas had formerly newrebmlr,[ Eufeb, Chron, ] . . 

Velleius Paterculus, iu the firft bookof his Hiftory, tells u«, that Pyrrhus began his 
reign, when Fabius Max. and Q^Decius Mus, were each of them, the fifth time Cou T 
tul of Rome ; to wit, when Neoprolemus being flab, Pyrrhus took the I'ole pofleffioa 
of Epirus into his hands : and then,remembring how much he had heen beholding to 
Berenice and Ptolemei, by whole favour it was, that he had thus recovered his king- 
dom; he called his fbn, which Antigone now bare unto him, by the name of Pto- 
lemei; and having bu ; lt a new City in a neck of land in Epirus, he called, it after the 
name of his wives mother, Berenice, [ tint in Pjrrho. ] 

In the 36 year of the Periode or account of Calippus, the 2 5 day or tHemoneth Pof- 
fideon, in the year 454. of NabonafUr,che *d day of Paophusi 3 hours after midnight, 
the 11 day of our Decetnb. Timocharcs obferved at Alexandria in Egypt, that rhe 
Moon riung to her utmoft heigth northward , touched upon the mou; northerly 
Star ot thofe which arc in the head of Scorpio, [ Ptot. in his great Sjntax. lib. 7, 

in the fame year alfo,upon the 1 5 day of Elaphebolion, the 5 of Tybus,iour hours 
before midnight upon the 9 of our May, the fame Timochares obferved the conjuncti-

Theflalonice the Queen, and relict of Caflander, the Daughter ofPhilip,fatherof 
Alexander the Great, begotten upon the Daughter of Nicafipolus, was murdered by 
Antipatcr her own fon ; yea, though file begged life ot him by thofe paps which gave 
him tuck : the reaton was, for that in the partage of the kingdom, made between fiim 
and his brother, the feemed a lictle inclined to her youngeft fon Alexander. And Alex- 
ander, to revenge this murder of his mother* prayed in aid of all the friends he could 
make; of Pyrrhus, King of Epirus, of Demetrius Poliorcetes, in Peloponeius, L Juftiu, 
U. 1 6. cap. 1 . Ptut. m Pjrrho. & Dytetr. Paufan. in'Botot. pag. 287. ] 

Lyfimachus the King of Thrace,for the dread he had ot Demetrius his coming, per- 
fwaded with his fon in law ^fntipater, rather to agree with his brother, than by tailing 
out with him,to draw upon himfelf an old hereditary enemy of his fathers, [luftinjtid.] 
And knowing well, that Pyrrhus would do any thing for Pcolcmeis fake ; he tent cer- 
tain forged letters to him, as tent from Ptolemei, wherein he advifed him, to receive a 
gratuity ot 300 talents from Antipatcr, andtogiveoffhis journey into Macedonfor 
thefupport of Alexander againft againft his Brother. But Pyrrhus perceived this 
trick ot his ; for opening the letter, he found not there the ufiul falucation from Pto- 
lemei to him •■ which was, Pater filio, ( '. e. ) Ihc father to his fon : Jnftcad whereof, it 
was here written, King Ptolemei to King Pyrrhus, fendeth greeting: and withal Deme- 
trius his fudden falling in upon Macedonia, brake off all thefedevifes of lyfimachus,

But when Agathocles the ton of Lyumachus came to- 
wards him with an army, he marched up into Phrygia,purpofing to invade Armenia, 
X x 
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and thereby to makeacombuftioninMediait felUud orafcqucntly to fid tbepulfe, 
of tbeuppetprovincesof Alia, and how ifaqftoodafttelio him; tor that therebe 
raighthappilvfindmanyalurkingholcif need ihould be: as for Agathocles, who 
followed himi he ofcen worfted him in fmall encounters, buc never came toa mam bat- 

tle Never h t h?le[ret1ailing many times of food for himfdf, and fodder for his Horfe, he 
fou id himfdf forely diftrefled,efpecially by an error committed in parting the Lycus,he 
loft many of his {ouldicrs,which that fierce river iwept away. And at laftby a peftUence 
following chetamin in his army, he loft eight thoufand of his company, and wasfain 
with the reft tocome back to Tarlus in Cilicia,whcrehispurpofe was to refrain aUktnd 
of injury and opp.effton of the people, as appertciningto Sdeucus,whom he would not 
off -nd in any kind. But that could not be ; confidering the extreme necelfcy hts army 
was'u H an;l Agathocles kept all the paffagesof the Tautus, wherefore he wrote his 
letters to Scieucusj wherem compiling of his own hard fortune, he humbly befought 
mmto companionate hi>cafe,asa poor kinlmanof his^and onethatdeiiredtobepiLicd, 

e Telaicns^t2g into confidcration the diftreff ed eftace of his father in law, wrote 
to his Commanders and officers in thofe pares to fupply him Wich all ncceffarics ina 
kingly manner, and not to luff er his army to want in any kind But there was one 1 10- 
clesTan intimate friend and familiar of Seleucus* who wrought la tar with him,byfof- 
pitions which he pucimo his head againft Demetrius that he prefently led an , army 
againfthim into CiHcia. Demetrius, wondring at this ludden alteration m Seleucus, 
drew off prelently into the craggy mountains of puros^nd from thence fent his agents 
tohim,todefire;thatbyhisgoodkave,hcmightfa»upoB iomc tree ftate or other, 
among the Barbarians? and tlKrefpend the reimin^r or his hte,wthout ranging the 
world over any longer: but if not, yec that he wouldfufbr him to winter quietly whne 
hewasandnottoexpofehim,intheexcremity he now was in,- to the force and fury 
of his enraged enemy. Seleucus made an.nl caafa&an of -att thcfcmotions>and 
therefore granted him onely, mat, giving up into bis hands the principal of bis inends 
which hef ad about him tor hoftage* and pledges of his good abearance, he fliould 
fpeiidrwomonethsof his winter quarters b Cataoma, which was a country bordering 
upon Oppadocia, and wkhall,ftopcupallpaflages which led from tbcnccinto Syria.

cles'the fen of Lyfiftuchoson the one hand, and Sekucu&on the other, to watch him; 
turned himlelf to try what he could do by force, and wafted lome of the provinces be- 
longing to Seleucus, and in every encounter, had the berter of him ; and when Seleucus 
let Eis&n Chariots flie upon him, Demetrius fundry tunes routed them alio, and put his 
enemieJcoftight; andtookthepaftagesof the mountains, cafting out the Garnfons 
which Seleucus had there placed for the keeping of them. And growing now con- 
fident of his owu ftrcngth , refolved to throw at all, in a puch battle with Selcucus,whcn 
upon the Hidden, a grievous fieknefle fell upon him, whkh utterly ^overthrew the ftate , 
both of his body, and alfoof his affairs , and hopes in the world; tor that daring his fiek- 
nefle his fouk&rs all abandoned him, feme falling away to his enemies,and others dif- 
banded, and went where they pleafed.C/^«(.] . . 

While* Demetrius thus lay under thelafh of SekreusinSym,Lyumachusfet upon 
Pyrihiis,inMacedohiajandinfivcyearsanduxmonethsfpace,waoit all from mm, 

C ^^us'a7tfiecnd of 4°dayes, being recovered of his ficknclTe,ttkmgtofoul- 
diers with him as were left, removed his Camp, making asif he would march rotoU- 
licia ; and the night folfowing, without found of trumpet, turned foort another way : 
and having paffed the hill Amanus, ravaged and phmdred aU that .Country as far as 
Cvnheftica.aregionin Syria. And when Seleucus came thuherwith .his army > arid 
encamped not far from him. Demetrius with hisraeneawe upon himty night, whiles 
he fiepuyet negating notice ©firs coming by iomctbat fled over to him, ftart out of 
his rWcCandcommandedanabrmtobelQuadcd; and whiles be was. putting aihs 
flioocs,cryedoutmhisfriends,thathe had to do woha fierce wddbeaft: and Demc- 
triu<ifindbg,by the noife which he heard in the enemies Camp, that hi* comng was 
difcdvered, retired prefentlv,and wentbis way. [WW. m t J)«met.\ m 

, So loon as it was day, Seleucus followed and overtook him ; and Demetrius giving 
! one wing to be led bv a captain of his, led the exher himfdf, and routed the wing of 
1 the enemy, on his fide ; then Seleucusleapt off bis Horfe, and took off his hdmet,and 
i with a target in h^ hand, fhewedhimfelfc bare faced to the mercenaries of Demetrius 
hisatmy,andexhortedthcmtolcawDem«riiii,aadfaUovtftohim,andtooe once 
lo wife,astoumterftand,that t was more infavour of them, than of Demetrius,, that 
he had refrained thus long from falling on them: whereupon they all eryed out,God 

lave 
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fave Seleucus, and calling him their King , abandoned Demetrius * arid fcrved 
him, [/'«.] 

Demeirius>fuppofing this to be the laft reverfe of fortune, and worft that could be- 
fal htni,retired to the ftreits of the mount Amanus,and there fpent that night in a thick 
wood, with thoTe few friends which he had about him* piupofing from thence to go 
to the City Caunus, and hoping there to get ihipping for fomc other country to flee un- 
to. But when he (aw that he had not fo much as one dayes provifion for them neither ; 
it fell out lo luckily with him, that an old friend of his, Sofigines, came and brought 
him 40° CroWns. This fupply he hoped would carry him and his to the fca fide ; and 
therefore went by night, to paflc the top of the mountain: yet becaufe hefawbythe 
fires every where made, that the enemy lay in his way, in great ddpair he was fain to 
return to. the place whence he fet out. And there, wh en one of rhe company told him, 
he ihould do well to puc himlelf into Seleucus his hands, he drew his f word, and would 
have there prefent fallen upon it j but being perf waded by his friends about him to for- 
bear,hefent to Seleucus, and fuhmitted both himfdf and all that he had to his will and 
pleafure,[/^.] 

Seleucus,having heard the mcffige, gave order prefently to his fervants to fit up a 
Royal Pavilion in molt princely manner to receive Demetrius in ; 'and difpatcht away 
one Apollonide?, who had formerly been an intimate friend of Dcmetriu, to comfort 
him, and to tell him, that there was no caufe of fear, feeing he was locome to an old 
friend and Ion in law of his: when this came to the earesotSdeucu? his fcrvanf, firft 
by one and one, and anon after, they all flocked in great mukicudes to Demetrius: 
which a& of theirs, inftead of compafli jn, caufed envy towards him, and made his foes 
to alienate Seleucus his good intentions, from him ; telling him, that no fooner Ihould 
Demetrius be leen in the Camp, but he ihould find ftra.ige alterations^and innovations 
inir, [/^.] 

Hereupon, Paufanias was Cent with a trainc of about a thoufand men, Horfe and 
Foot together; who piit all others from him, and inftead of bringing him to Seleucus 
his pretence, carried him away to a certain Foreland lying out into the Sea, in Syria. 
In that place was he kept ever after, with a {hong guard upoi him ; buc fufficient al- 
lowance made him, wanting for no monies, no walkes, no gardens, nor places of nun* 
ting, or other recreations, that his hearc could wiih : and his friends that had followed 
him, had, free leave to have acceffe unto, and converle with him : nor palled there a 
day, wherein fome or other came not unto him, to fee him from Seleucu •, wich friend- 
ly meffages from him, and to bid hi m be of good comfort , and to put him in hope of 
his further liberty upon reafonable conditions : fo loon as Antiochus ( which was Seleu- 
cus hisfoo ) and bis wife Stratonice were come to Cour r, [ Iln d. ] yet [ Dlodor$u y lib. % 1.] 
tells us, that he was all this while kept prifoner at Pclla , [.Hen, V*U[. in Excerpt, 
fdg. 161. ] 

Demetrius, being fallen into this condition,wrote to his fon, and other Captains, and 
friends of hisat Athens, and Corinth, and other places, that they ihould givenocre- 
dence to any letters that might happen to come to them as fent from him, orfealed 
with his feale : butfhould look to, and order all, for the behoof of his fon Antigonus, 
as if himfelf were aftiially dead, [Pfot.m Dmetr.] from whence it is that Porphyrie 
deduceth Antigonus bis reign over Greece from this time ; to wit, from the tenth year 
before he added the kingdom of Macedontohis other Dominions : which Porphyrie 
telleth vs funher,thar this Antigonusdrom a place called Goni in ThcfTajia,where he 
was bred and brought up, was lurnamed <7<w4Ks, [ScAlig. in Gtac. Ettfetis. pag,it6.) 
Now AntigontiSjhearing the news of his fathers captivity, took it very heavily, and put 
himlelf into mourning weeds and wrote away his letters, as to fundry other Kings, fo 
to Seleucus himleif,in all humble manner and fuppliant-wife,offering himfelf,and what- 
ever he could call his, in pledge unto him for his father; the like letters and meflages 
came to Seleucus from fundry Cities and Potcntates^>n his behalf,[ Pint, in Demetr. ] 

OntlyLyfimachusbyhis letters ad vifed Seleucus to take heed how hclet a man go, 
of lo ambitious and turbulent a fpir it, fo ambitious of Sovereignty, and fo encroaching 
upon the rights of all other Kings and offering him z thouland talents gratuity, it he 
would fend him packing.ouc of the World: but Seleucus, who had never any good 
opinion of the man, upon this letter of his, grew into utter deteftation of him, as of a 
barbarous and execrable perfon, and fpared not to let fall foul words to his Arobafla- 
dours, for that they went about to perfwade him, not onely to break the word and pro- 
mile which he had given, but alfo to commit fo prodigious a murder upon a perfon, fo 
many wayes and fo nearly allied unto himt neverthekffe he wrote away his letters 
forthwith to his fon Antiochus, who was then in Media, for his advife, what he Ihould 
do with Demetrius now fie had him : for that,of jhimfelf, he was pur pofed to let him go 
at libcrty,and to reftore him in all points to hi » former ftate and glory of a King;which 
he therefore thought fit to communicate to him , becaufe he had married his daughter 
X x .2 Stratonice, 
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Stratonicc, and had children by her,[M lb% and JXod. in Excerpt. pnbli(hed by Hen. Valef. 

•Pemetrius, being hitherto confined to thac Cherfonefe or neck of land>ac firft,for- 
bare not to exercife him.elf in hunting, and other f ports •• but by little and litde grew 
idle and rechlcffe, and fell topotting and dicing, and fpenc his time for themoft pare 
chat way. Pint, in Demet.] 

Pcolemei of Egypt, furnamed Sotcr, having ch ildrcn firft by Euridicc, the daughter 
of Antipater, and then by Berenice, whom Antipater lent as a companion onely with 
his daughter, into Egypt, drawing now near to his end, left Ptolemeus, furnamed Phi- 
ladelphus, one of his Ions, which he had by Bernke, to lucceed him in the kingdom, as 
Paufan. »"» Attic, affirmab. {Jttftin lib. 1 6. cap, a.]telleth us, thac before ever he grew in. 
to any infirmity of body, he put over his kingdom to his fa id fon, and thac he gave his 
reafons for his lo doing to the people. Bat Lucianus in M'crobiis, and Perphyne in the 
Greck^Eufcblan fragments , [>*£.aa5.] tell us, thac when he had reigned 38 years 
alone* he then joyned his fon with him in the kingdom, and fo held it joyndy with 
him two years. But I conceive, thac ic was in che 3 9 y-ar, oegmning atcer the death 
of Alexander, that he cook his Ion Philadelphus into the confonlhip of the kingdom, 
with him, and that in remembrance thereof ic was, that Dionyfius the Aftronmer, 
framed a new Era or Calendar,to be reckoned irom the fummmer of this year, 3719, as 
flan. Ptolomeusfnewcth in his Great Syntaxis, out of the (aid Diouyfius his cariefcial obser- 
vations* which Dionyfius is the fame man, and none other which this Ptolemeus Phi- 
ladelphus lent into India, a* Plinie [Lb. 6. cap. 1 7* reportttb.] 
Heimippusfaio,thatDemetrius PnalereusadvifedPtoiemei,the father,by all means to 
joyn with him in hiskingdom,onc 01 hisfons begotten of Euridice,and ubt of Ber.nicei 
and Heraclides, (reported by Diog. Laenius in Demetr. Phalcr. in his Epitome of the 
fucccftlonsof Souon,)faith,that when chefaid Pcolemei would needs give the Diaderrie 
to his fon Philadelphus, Demetrius laid to him, Sir,takj beedwbat ytdee ; ;/ you giveit 
once away^jett will never have tt again ; yet did the father for all this, not onely give him 
the Ciown in the openfight of all the people, but alfoattcnded on him as one of his 
ordinary guard or Penhoners, laying, That it far furpaffed the having of a kingdom,

In the 124 Olyrapiade, as we find in Cy>il of Alexandria, Jib. 1. cents] Hl'a.]the 
image of Serapis was brought from Siuope, upon the Euxinefea to Alexandria, in the 
reign of Ptolemeus PhUaddphu", as fome think, or rather under Ptol. mei the firft, his 
fathert (for in the beginning of this Olympiade it wa sthat they reigned joV:idy,as was 
(aid betore)for,that Ambafladors were fent from him concerning this very thing to Scy- 
drothenis,who was at that time King of Sinopc in Pontus,Cornelius Tacitus fluweth at 
Urge In the fourth book of his Hiftory, toward the end thereof. 

In the fame Olympiade, as we find inEufeb. ££r#». Softratus of Cnidus built the 
Pharus, or watch -tower, in Alexandria, of which Piuiie^tib. 3 6. eap.it.] fpeaketh in 
this WikyMagnificatttr tnrris a rege fafta, &c. (i.e.) Muib-jrenowned, iaith he, it the 
lower built by a King in the J fie of Pharus, which makes the pert ef Alexandria, which Pha- 
ruscofi %oo talents the building; wherein (to emit nothing great woe the mind ef Ttolmei 
the King,in that he fnffered Sofiratus^the ArchhiSt ef that great werk^te fet his name upon 
it. The ufe of which Tower was, to bear a light in it , for the help ef tbofe who travelled by Jef 
\n the night feafon : and by day, tofitew them the way into the port, and how to avoid the (helves 
that lay before tt.[StrAbolib.i-}.pag. 791.] calls this Softratus, f l*» wf<w*U>», & c# 
(». *.) the friend ef Kings ; meaning»of the two Piolcmeit. father and fon, who, as I 
unwed before, at this time held that kingdom in conforcuSip together: and withall» 
relates the infeription which Softratus there made of himfelf; as thus,*^re?«*KM©- 
^«f4c»f,8«4f Safflpo-Wwif t*> irtoufrpirmr. So fir at u* a Cnidim born, the fenef Dexiphanes, 
to thegeds the deliver erers, for the benefit ofthe pea-men, and Lucian in the end of his book, 
ef the right writing of a Hi fiery, hath the lam?,faving, that he faith; Softratcs inferred 
ic (omewhere cunningly, and of himielf,and not, as Plinie, by the fufferanceand good 
likeingof the two Kings. For when he built the Towcr^ he graved this infeription 
fome Where in the infideof itj and then plaiftered it over, and upon that plaifter, let the 
name ofthe Ptolemei, whoever it were, that then reigned, conceiving that it would 
& roe so paffe in fome fhort timet (as indeed it did) that the upper infeription, together 
with thepiaifter,would fall off, and then his own name, that was graven under in good 
ftone, would appear. But 
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But to the end that there might be a Cafe arrival made for fhipping to this Pharur, 
which lay 7 farlonsdiftant from the main, land, there was made a huge caulei, which 
iovned the Ifland to the Continent* and made it now to be no longer a dift inc* Ifiand ;

Demetrius Poliorcctes,' who had now laien three whole years confined 111 a Pro- 
montory or Foreland of Syria, partly with laiineffe, pattly with potting andgorman- 
dilinc, fell intoafickneffe, and died, [?/#,«P«««r.] 17 years af«r the deceate of 
hisfatnet Antigonus: as lVexipput,Porphrie and Eufebius fay .-] Seleucus was illfpo- 
ken of abtoad in che world about his death * and indeed, he repented Jurr* otten, and 
blamed himfelf for beingfo jealous and fufpitious of him.

Seleucus, having now gotten all that which Demetrius pofldfed in Syria, and Afia, 
properlylbcalled,madcof both tbofe kingdoms one cptirc Empire, £E»fet*£hre».] 
at whichtimethejewspaid him 300 talents yearly for th<?ur tribute : yettbeyhadno 
forreign Ruler fet over them,but weregoverned by their High Pneft^and according 
tothefalhfonci"trieircQuntry,CW.^/K^r.#^/^^^ .. .

Whereuponthey which elcaped hishands,and the Captains of his armies 
in all parts, fled away to Seleucus,l>y?"« *WJ' and when upon thefe murders of his 
Nobles, all the people fell to have him in abomination, now not fingle perfons 
onely, but whole Cities fell off from him, and revolted to Seleucus. \_tJtmnon 

Lyfandra.tHe daughter of PtolemeosSoter,andfiftcr to Arfinoe, with her chil- 
dren begonen on her by Agathocles , and her brothers with her, fled away all to 
Seleucus; and with them Alexander alfo, another (on of Lyfimachu?, but 
by the venter' of Odryffias another wite of bis, fled alio for company to 
him; all which coming to Babylon, pyned in petion to him, to make war upon 
LyCitaichasi^MfaH.ibid.vfhhJpp'ta»up.^riac;f4£,iio.] 

At the fame time alfo, one Phiktarrus a Paphlagoman born, and an Eunuch made, 
but one who had had good education in h is youth , and whom Lyfimachus had made 
keeperof all his treafure laid up in Pergamus, repining at the murder afted upon Aga- 
thocles,and therefore laid at by Atfinoe,whodayly accufcd him to Lyfimachus, feized 
himlelt of the city Pergamu*, which ftands upon the river Caicus, and then fent to Se- 
leucus, offering himfeh> and all the treafnre which he there had under his charge, be- 
longing to Lyfimachus, tohis difpofmg,and fo holding in ftill with the ftrongeft, and 
him that was next at hand, and bearing themio hand, with fair proraifes, and good 
offices, as occasion was offered, kept the Caftle there, and principality of the place, 
20 years long. \Ta*fan. in Attic. pag, 7. and 9. Strabo lib. 1 3. pag. 61$. And Afpknu* in 
5/rw.p*g.i*9.] calls him,*' n*tv£& h'**"*™* (».'.) the Prince or Potentate of 
Pergamus, but certain old|choines|in/frfcr. gUtfi* TheCauro. have him, Regem t (\.c.) 
King : For indeed this was the man that was the founder of that new princi- 
palis in Pergamus ; being 60 yean of age, as Lucian. in Mmobnt affiimcih of

AntiochusfurnamedSoter, (on of Seleucus Nicator, falling in love with Strato- 
nice,hisStepdamc,andoneby whom his father had a fon born, being confcious to 
hlmfcUjot the teditic of his own defire, neither attempted any thing upon her, nor 
difclofed ought of that whjch troubled him, but lay gnawing his meets, and in that 
melancholy, would fain have died. But Leptine», a Mathematician, or.as others fay, 
one Erafiftratus, a Phyfician, Ariftoc!<s grandchild by a daughter of his, and aditciple 
of Chryfippus as "PUnie hath it r [U. 19. c*p. !•] » W«,' of Cbryfippt* a Crnduij 1 born, 
and by profeflion,a PhyfidanlikcWife^as Laertius in the life of Chryfippus fauh^hough 
(ome others fay he was a fcolar under Thcophraftus, as the fame Lacmus, in the Lifeof 
Theophraftus toward the end thereof noteth, againft whofc followers, going by the 
; name 
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name or fed of Erafiftratzans. Galen afterward wrote a book of Phlebotomy or open- 
ing ot a vein, yet excanc ; this Erafiftratus therefore, fitting upon a time by Antiochu*, 
obferved, that at the coming in oi Stratonice his colour ever rofe, and his pulfe beat 
high, and when "»e went; away, he grew pale and wan again, and fetchc his 
breath' fliorr, and panted, found thereby what ailed him; and opened the matter to 
Seleucus:. who thereupon was content to part with her, though mo$ dearly beloved, 
to hh foil-, and calling his army together, before them all, married her to his fon. And 
tvhereps he had at that time 72 Provinces under him, he gave up the greater part of 
them,^ 1 *'«• « 8 1' ('.'.) the upper provinces,which were all to the eaft ward of Euphrates, 
to his fon, reserving to himfelf onely fuch countries as lay from the Euphrates weft ward, 
totheMediterranlea, [Afpian. in Syriac.vntb VaUt. Max. Hb. 5. cap. 7. Pint, in Demet. 
L»i;ta».VeSjriADe* t GaUn,*ei'H9io)itim«t i (i.e.) of foreknowing, and Jukain Mfo- 
pogotte,'] , . 

Lyumachusjpariing over into Afia, made war upon Seleucus. And this was the laft 
battiejougjn between the Survivors of Alexander the Great : of which there were now 
already 34 extinft and dead,thefe two onely futvived: This battle was fought in Pnry- 
gia, lying upon the Hellefpont, •»*' K«f» vtKtr: as we read, [inlPorphjrie 9 mCnc. 
Eufeb. Sc*l<ger % paga28.] wherein Lyfimachusifighting very valiantly in his own per- 
lon, and having bit mapy of his men, was ftruck thorougb with a great Spear, by one 
of Heradea, whofe name wasMalacon : andfo haying feen the death of fifteen of bis 
children,b?tore bim, remained as it were che laft (lone of his houfe,to be pullc J down, 
T Panfatijn ^ittic.fAg^ 9. ^Mtmnm^ Excerpt, cap. 9. <%Appi*»> in Sjriac. pag. 128.131. 
juft;»ilit.l'].cAp. i.&t t Orof.rib.^cap,nlt. ] Appianuith, that he had then lived 
7^ years, Juitin-and Orofius,74. but Hieronymus Cardianus, the Hiftorian, who 
then lived in great efteern,faith that he Was at that time 80 years of age, as [Lxcian, in 
3/4cr«^»j,}repoiteth outof him. 

When Lyfimachus was fallen, a dog of his kept by the body, and beat off all birds 
andbeaftsfromit: till at length one Thorax, ofthe country of Pharlaha, having 
long (ought for Mound it our, when it was almoft putrified, and knew it principally 
by hisidog that lay by « j » and Alexander his fon by Odryfias, with much adoe, and 
after many entteatie**gat it of Lyfandra, and carried it into the Cherfonefe of Thrace, 
and there buried it : hisoones were afterward rranflated to the Temple in Lyfimacia, 
by the CUizcns of die place, and there laid up in an Urne •• which Temple, went after- 
ward by the name of jUyfinoachiura, [ Pattfan. and Appi*. ] : .■ 

When, he was dead, hi; kingdom accrued to Seleucus, as an addition to his former 
Monadic, CJ/«ww«, 3 with which, fo great a viftory he much pleated himfelf: 
and thejfa^her, for that he now (aw himfelf the laft alive of all that company, which 
wentby^henameof Alexaiiders/elip^si or companions in armes; and a Conqueror 
of Cdnouerors, which to (aid, W«a gift not of man, but ot god himfclfc,

Thenipnof HeracleaiJi Pontusthflaoog that Lyfimachtts was deadend that he was 
(lain by;* country maq of theirs , ii> jtbn 84 year after that Clearchus had firft ufurped 
the SovcKignty over thcioj fell, inflo. a qjefke of recovering their native liberty, which 
after their town-born tyrants were extinft, Lyfimachus had again taken from them'i 
and id the recovery thereof, they fhewe4 themfelves right valiant men for ^Lyfimachus, 
though upon thedeatholtlietwoBcoch^rs, Clearchus the fecond^ndOxathres, he re- 
ftoredtheir liberty totheCitixcnsfbr a whiles yet afterward, thorough tbcimportu- 
nity ot hiswife Arfinoe, he. made war abrefhupon them* which [ Infin , Lb» 1 7. cap. 3. ] 
mentibo* i and having tal^en their Qty ,he made one Herackus Cim*us,a man who' 
ly at Arfinoes devotion, Governour over them. Afar Lyfimachus hi* death therefore, 
the men' ofHeraclea dealt with this HcracUtus, offering him not onely allfecurityfor 
hisownpecfon,butal(©aliangefummc.of money to bear b«s charges on, the way; pro- 
vided Oijely, that he would be gone, and leave them in their pnftin and native liberty. 
And he thereupon, grew into a rage, and commanded Come of them away presently to 
be put todeatn : which theCkiacns pci;ceiviog,and having formerly underhand agreed 
with the chief officersotthe Garrifo^ujidet him.to make them free of their City, and 
to pay ^ themalltheiratrer.es which bad been dettincdfronn them, taircly tookHera- 
clkushimfelf,andputhiminprifon: where they kept him for a while ; Butfceing 
themfelves anon after free from alldariget, they dcmolifhed the Citadel, which Lyfi- 
machus had built upon them j and fendingao Embaffisto Selcucus,to fatisfie him con- 
cerning what they had done, made onePoocritus, Superiatendaat or Curator of thcu:

Zioiius, a petty King of Bithynia, grow wg angry with the men of Heraclea, firft 
tor Lyfimachus, and now tor Seleucus his fake ( for he was enemy to them both ) made 
inrodes upon their la«4,aridfpared not for any mifcbielihat he could do them ; where- 
in nevettheleffe his menlcaped not fcoi-frcc: but received oft-umes, as much damage 

them- 
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themfelves as they did hurt to them, [Ibid. cap. u. ] .'■; ' ! ^ . 

Mean while* Seleucus fent one Aphrodifius to the Cities of Phrygia, and places ad- 1 
joyning, to look to hi' profits and affairs there ; who having difpltait- the butinefle he 
was lent abour, at his return, gave large commendations of other Cities, but laid made 
things to the Heraclians charge; efpecially, that they flood iil-affectodtoSekucus hifn- 
iclf : whereupon the King growing into choler, (corned the Emb'affiefeht by thernuh*'' 
ro him •, and ufed many rough and minatory Ipeeches to the*m'V but there was oriepf 
them> called Gimaclcon, who, nothing daunted therewith' , fpake'to Seleucus i\uhii' 
wife, Sir, Hercules, Canon, ( now Canon in the Dorian Diale£t or language,(ignines, 
him that is the ftrongeft ) which word, whenSeleucus underftood not., pel filling in htf 
former choler againft them, turned away from them . Whereupon th> Meffengers t'h at 
were lenr, conceived that it was no boote for them , either to flay there, or to return 
home again; which tidings coming to Heraclea, they notonely fortified their City, 
thebeft they could of themlelves, but alio fell to procuring of torrai^a'idesiand ferit 
their AmbaffadorstoMithridates King of Pontus, and to the States orByzantiiim,arid 
Chaicedon, to pray in aide of them, |#"*-<^. ia .] '■' t 

But thofe who were bannifhed and lived in exile trom the ftate of Heraclea, met to- 
gether, and came to an agreement among themfelves, which W3S this* There wa» one? 
Nymphidiu% who perfwaded them to labour for a fcftitution to their country; and 
told them it would be no hard matter to effeel: ir,if they would defirc reftitution of what 
their anceflors had loft* in a fair, and not in a turbulent way : whercunto they'were'.all 
eafily perlwaded ; and when thereupon all things fell but happily,and Succeeded 'ac- 
cording to their defircs, it was hard to fay, whether they that thus Returned to their 
Country, or their Country which thus received therojiome again, were the gladder of 
it, for both they whojeturnc d, ufed the Citizens, who had expulied them, Very loving- 
ly ; and the Citilens ft ffered none of them to want for any ncceffatiefahd convenient 
means to live withall , and by this n^ans they grew all into a body again, and re- 
turned into their. priftine ftate of nobility and government ; as they were before.lTfcJ 

Seleucus, purpoiing to end his dayes in his old and hative Cbuntryof Macedonia^; 
palled over the Hellefponr, and goijigirom thence to Lyfimachiajefpkd by chariceya 
certain altar (landing in a conspicuous place, and asked what the name of that altar 
was; it, was told him, that ic was called Argos. Now it is faid, that rte-'had been fore- 1 
warned by an cxadsyto beware of Argos .But he further asked,why it Was called Argos,' 
Whether from the Argonaut*, which patted that way4n elder time^when they went 
with Jafon to Colchos* or from the Argivi, who went to the fiege of Troyy or for/ that 
the great Argos> wherein Jafon went,was there caft away in their return, or for that 
it was the Country of the Atridaj, Agamemnon, ahd< 7 Merie)aus; and as he was thus' 
gueftioning about the name of that altar, Ptolcmeus Cer&nus,thefdh6f Ptolemei the 
firft, by his wife Euriditf, and brother to Arlinoc the Relitfc of Lyfimachus, ftandidg 
behind him, ran him thorough with his fword,and flew him;, having been his great 
benefa&or, and who had ever borne him up, and maintained Him, and who would 
never Jet him be from him. And foSelcucus withMcyen moneths after the death oh 
Lyfimachus, loll both the kingdome otMacedon, whkh'he Bad takeh-from him , .rid

Aitianus tells us, that Seleucus was the grcateft man that was, after Alexander i he 
Grcatjand the moft nobly fpirited of all the reft, and the extent of whofe dominioi s, 
exceeded &Woihers,[lib.deReb.Alexand.] He died in the 4 3 year after the deceale 
of Alexander,the 32 vear of the Grecian, or Selcucian Calendar, having fpent in his 
life, as Appian (ayes,V$ years, but as- Juftin ; intimates 7 8. His body was buried by' 
Philetarrus the Potentate of Pergamus, which he redeemed out of Ceraunus his hand, 
with a great fum of mony ; and having buried itinaUlolemnwife,fenthisawesto 
his fonAntiochuSjWho receiving it,burned it inSeleuciajWhich (lands upon the fea coaft; 
adding a confecrated Clupel to his tomb* which,from his furname, was called, Nica- 
toriumj [Appian, wSytiac.pag. 129.] Juftin tells iw, that both he, and hisfons, and 
grand-chiidren after him, were all born with the figne of an anchor in -one of their 
thighs as a naturall badge and token of that race, £/<*.' >5. cap. 4.] And Aulonius in 
his book de Claris Vrl>Mt,(i.c,) of famous Cities, (peaking of Antiochia,(aith,[/.a.] 

—i-ItlaSek*ctm;8CC. 
S he for her fonnde'r did Seleucus praife 9 
Who ware a. native anchor in bis thigh; 
A true imprest 'of his nativity, 
• And C0gnifance on all his progew'e. 

But Pilybius, [lib. zpag. 128.] notes, that Ptolemei the firft, and Lyfimachus, and 
Sckucu ; , and Ptolemaeus Ceraunus, all died about the 1*4 Olymp. and chat Ptolemei 
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the firft, died in the firft year of it, and Lyfimachus and Seleucus in the lad : But Ce- 
raunus died not till the later end of/the firft year of the Olympiade following : and 
whom therefore Polybius, mentioning again the concurrence of their deaths in the 
r fantebookjpag. 15 5.] feemethof fetpurppfe to have omitted. 

Ceraunus, having thus murdered Seleucus, by the help of a fwift horfe, gat hi m to 
Lyfimachia ; where putting a Crown upon his head, and taking a fair guard about 
him, he went uoco the army, where of pure neceflicy the army received him,and cryed , 
Got fave the King ; who had but a little before, lwjrn fealty to Seleucus, Q Memnon, 

Aut'igonus/furnamed Gonatas,thefonofD:metrius Poliorcetes, hearing how Se- 
leucus Was murdered, made a journey into Macedonia, purpofing to prevent Ceraunus 
in thofeparr, both by hi?, land and tea Forces. But Ceraunus, having all Lyfimachus 
his Fleet in a readineffe, drew out, and met him in right good array at fea : in which 
among other forts, there were from Heraclea in Pontus lent him fundry veffels, foms 
of fix, fomeof five tire of oares, and fuch as were called AphraQ* ; and above all one 
oteiffittireofoares, called the Leontifera, which for her great bulke, andexquifite 
building, was much admired by all that beheld her ; for in her were ah hundred oares, 
fothaconeach fide there were 800 rowers, which made «<5oo in all: and upon the 
upper deck or hatches,therc were 1 200 fighting men ; under two fpecial Commanders : 
infomuch, as when they came to graple, Ceraunus had by far the better of it j and An- 
tigonus was fain to flee, with all his Navy, In this fight the fhips from Heraclea, did 
bed; and among them the Leontifera beft of all. Antigonus therefore being thus 
routed, fled into Boeotia, and Pcolcrrmis Ceraunus went into Macedonia, where he re- 
mained quiet by the fpace of two years, [IM. cy. 14, * 5.] to wit, o n e full year and 
five moneths, as Dcxippui and Porphyrie, do more precif ely relate this matter. 

Ceraunus,growing now graciousin the eyes ofthe multitude, both in regard of his 
father Pcolemci the firft of Egypt, and alto tor the revenge which he took of Lyfima- 
chus his death, endeavoured firft, to take in, and make faire with Lyfimachus his font: 
and defired to marry Atfinoe their mother, and his own fifter, bearing them in hand, 
that he would adopt them for his children; thatfolucceeding in their fathers room, 
they might, either in reverence of their own mother, or in regard that they were now 
to call him father, forebea* attempting any thing againft him. He alfo by his letters 
fought the love and triendfhip of his brother Ptolemaus Philadelphm King of Egypt, 
profeffing that he utterly forgat his loffe of his fathers kingdom, and that he would ne- 
ver feck to get that from his brother, which he had already more tairely attained to,by 
getting it from an encmy.L Min,lib. 17. cap, a. ] He made alfo a peace with Antio- 
chus theionof Scleucu?, whom he had murdered, [ Id lib. 24. cap. 1. ] 

Neither did he omit to follicite Pyrrhus the King of Epirus to the fame effect : tup- 
poling it would infinitely (way the fcalss, to which fidefoeyer he leaned. For as much 
as he alfo then lay at catch, to get any man« eftate that lay in his way ; and offered 
himielfioany roan that would make ufe of him. In which humor, being to aid the 
Tarentipcs in Italy againft theRomans,hefent to borrow (hips of Antigonus Gonatas, 
to tranfport his army into Italy, to Antiochu? the fon of Seleucus deccafcd,to borrow 
money, becaufe he feemed to be better ftored of money, than of men ; and to Ptole- 
meaus Ceraunus, tofurnith him with fome companies of fouldiers out of Macedonia : 
and Ceraunus prefentlyfentbim 5 thouland Foot, and 4thou(and Hotje, and^fty 
Elephants ,* yet to f erve him two years, and no longer. In requital of which tavour,ne 
took his daughter to wife, and left him Guardian and Protector, of his kingdom of Epi- 
rus during his abfence ; for fear, lead while he was away,with the flower of his youth 
in ltaly,(ome or o:her,might take advantage,and make a f po'le thereof in his abfence, 

WhctXref'leavinghisfonPtoleme^whomhe had by Antigone the daughter of 
Berenice, being but 1 5 years old, Governour of his kingdom, yet as it were under the 
tuition of the faid Ptolemei Ceraunus King of Macedon, he took bis journey, and with 
hisarmy.landedinthe Port of Tarentum,ndwOtranto in Italy; taking with him his 
two younger fons, Alexander and Helenus, being very little ones, for bisfolacein lore- 
mote a war,[/<U<*. 18. cap.i.] and never flaying for the Spring, put over thither in 
the middeft of Winter, as Zonarasrcporteth, out of Dionydus Halicarnafl«is in the 
134 Olympiade, as £ Poly bins faith, lib. *. f*g. 1 1 9. ] to wit, in the fourth and laft year

AntiochusSoter,afterhisfatherSeleucusbis death, held the kingdom of Syria 19 
yearf . [ tm hirie. Sufebiiu^nd Serv Jtlpifwx'] who when.with much adoe^nd With 
many a battle fought, he had hardly recovered aU his fathers Dominions : in the end, 
he fent ariarmy under the commaod of Patrocles,to pals the mountain Taurus ; and he 
chofe hima Lieuteoant^neHermones,borne at Afpendus. Now Patroclei hispurpofe 
was,to(et upon Heraclea, in the country of Pontus: but receiving iatisfaftipn by an 
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Embaffic which they font unto him, he forbear procccdii^aoy farther againft them, 
and making a firme league with them, turned his coirfe, and paffing thorough the 
country of !>hrygia,came into Bithynia. But the Bimynumbyanambuttiroent which 
they laid for him, cut off him, and his whole army^nd utterly deftroyed them; where-

In the end of the fiftieth year ot the firft Periode of Calippus, being the 44 from the 
death of Alexander the Gtear, Ariftarchus of Same*, took an obfervation of the Sum- 
mer Solftice , and after that Meton did the like for 1 5* or 9 decades of years : as CL 
Pcolemsus in his book D* amt ,W4g»iM<ttw,rcporteth out of Hipparchus, C bb. 3. S } ». 

'*X < Snoe>ihe Relitr of Lyfimachus, being married to her own brother , Ptolemxus 
Ccraunus, received him into her City of Caftandrca : and he prcfcntly, ferang upon 
the Caftle there, took her two Cons, which (he had by Lyfimachus,tbc one called Lyfi- 
machusoftheageof 16 years, the other, Philippus, being but 3 years old, and flew 
them both in their mothers armes j and foe her fclf rending her clothes and tearing her 
hair, was haled out of the gates of the City with two fcrvants onely, and lent into ban- 
nifhmcDttotheIfleofSamothracia,C^M^. 2 4. *?• 2. & 3. Memtm^ Excerpt, 

In ihe beginning of the fecond year after Pyrrhus his arrival in Italy, the Galls in- 
vaded Greece, [/»«)* A i.Mff.<5.] for they, dividing their whole army lntothrce 
pans, and allotting to every part, theif Work to do ; one fell in upon the Thraciant and 
Triballi, under the conduct of Ceretbriu* • the fecond upon Pannonias, under Brennus 
and Acichorius ; the third upon Maccdoo and Illyrium, under Belgius, {fcrfoluftm, 
hb. t^.cap. 5. mdlb. 2 5.cap. i.caMshm] notBolgius, asPaufanias names him, {Pa»- 
faniasJn Phocieis."] , _n.ni 

Fcoleroarus Ceraunu?, with a fmall company, and they not all of the belt marfnalled 
neither, (as it wars were as eafily waged,as murders arecoramittedMriven on with the 
furies of his wicked minde, went out againft Belgius $ and when the King of the Dar- 
dans offered to aid him againft thelc new-come Galli, with *o thoufand men , he 
would none of them : and when the Galls lent Meilengers to him, ottering him peace 
ior money, hefent them back word, that he would not give them peace, unlcfle they 
delivered their armes, and the principal of their army, for hoftagea ot their good a- 
bearing unto him. So to it they went, and the Macedons not able to endure the un- 
preffion of the Galls, tied before them : Ptolemei himfclf being forely wounded, aud 
the Elephant on which he rode, being alio wounded, and thereupon grown unruly, 
was caftoffhis back, and taken by the Galls, and by them torne in pieces; hishcad 
cut off, and being taken upon the point of a Spear, was carried aboutfor a terrour to the 
enemy. Few of the Macedons efcaped; the reft were either flain or taken prifoncrs, 
I J»fti» % Hb.

After Ptolemei, in the kingdom of Macedon, fucccedcd his brother Mcleagcr* and 
him the Macedons, after two moneths (pace, ejected, as a man unworthy of the place ; 
and put in Antipater, the ton of Pfulip, who was brother to Caffiurinri of whom, 
\jJtinA\b. 12.^.14.3 miketh mention : and whom they nicknamed the Eteuan, 
becauie he continued in the place but 4 5 dayes, for thereabouts it is, that the Etcfian 
winds ufed upon that coaft to blow every year, and no more, [Parpby. in Gr*c. E*ftb. 

Brennus, ( who,fome fay, wai by birth a Praufian ,as we read in [Str*b* y lib. 4.^. 
187. ] hearing of this great victory gotten by Belgius, fretting in himfclf, to fee that 
he had letten flip out of his hands fofaire an opportunity, of getting Co great a Proie, as 
the whole riches ot the Eaft : gathered together 1 Soihoufand Foot, and 15 thoufar.d 
Horfe of his Galls,and marched in all hafte into Macedonia, JaftinJib. 24. cap. 6. 1 but 
coming into the country of the Dardans, a people in Illyrura, was forced to ftay there, 
byrealonofamuiiny which rofe in his army ; for to the number of 20 thouiandof 
his men, ( which number Suidas alio, in the word Galatz hath ) With Lcononus and 
Lutar ius their Captains, fell from him, and went away into Thracia j and what with 
fighting, what with felling peace to thofe that Would buy it of them, came at length to 
Byzantium : and having for a while wafted the country of Propontfc, and making it 
tributary tothem,pofleffed themfelvesat laft, of all the Cities in thofe parts, [Liv. 

Softhenes,achiefman in Macedonia, gathering together the youth and lufty gal- 
lants of the country, made head againft thofe Galls that there were, and quelled them 
in many encounters, and defended the country from their further plundrings. For 
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which great f crvice, when many of the, Nobles there ftcove for the kingdom, he being 
a man of obfeure place and parentage, and ot no Royal blood, was yet petferred be- 
fore them all; and when they would have made him fting, he refuted it* and made 
them take their oath to bim, as to their MptainorComrriander onely, [ 7«/ft»/£.a4. 
cap. 5 A and in that capacity, he governed that country fwoyeaw^/V/jbjwW

When Brennus cams into Macedonia, and there fell to, fpoiling and ravaging of 
the Country, SoftheHesrnejthim with his army ; but fo few as they were agaioftfo ; 
many, and heartlclle againft men grown haughty upon fotnany victories, the Mace- 
dons were quickly qyerthrbwn,andfled to their Cities ; where whileft they .kept themr 
fclves, not daringtp peep put, ^rennus with, his army, overran and pluudred all the 
Country, [jMfti* t lib. a^.^.^j v. -1 -v»v. 

Leonorius arid Lutarius, getting by a trick, into Lyfimachia, and poffcfliug them- 
felvcsfcntirelyof the Cherfonefe there, came down from thence into Hellespont* and 
there finding how little a cut it was over into Alia* had a great mind to paffe over into 
it j and fenttheir Agents to Antipater.the Governour ot Hellelpont, totreate with 
him about their paffage,[L#v./^.?8.] ;■■.:,<.>-: 

Zipaeces." having now reigned in Bithynia, full 48, and lived 76 yearsj died, leaving 
four Ions : the eldcft of which, wascalled Nicomedes, who fucceeded his father in the' 
kingdom, and proved to his brothers, not a brother, but a butcher, [ Menmou^Excerpt: 
cap. 2 i . ) but the younger who was called Zipxtes, and whom f Liv. lib, 3 8.1 caUcth 
Zibxas,he.ld the feacoaft of Bithynia, which went by the name of Thracia, Thyniaca,- 
al. Aliatica, [ /^. cap. 18.] ./. ; ,' 

Now^ when after Zipaetes his death, Antiochus Sotcr prepared to ra»ke war upon 
Bithynia; Nicomedes fenc and prayed in aid of the City of Hcraclea<i promiftng to 
do the like for them,if they ever happened to ftandin need ot him ; whpreupon they 
Cent him aid at that prefent ; and by this occafion they afterward, though wkh great 
expenceof monie;, recovered Cierus and Tius, and the land of Thinis ; But when they 
went about to recover the City and Territory of Ameftris, (which had alfo been 
taken from them ) and {pared neither for war nor money to recover it,: Eumenes 
who held ir, as Governour onely, chpfp for very fpight to give it up to Ariebarzanes 
the Ion o(Mithridates, then King of PontuSjgrativatber than to render it torthc State 
ofHeraclea,uponanytermes,C/^.M/>. 17.] .'„.• t ) . 

Rennus, and Acichbrius, withthe Illyrians (as Apfiantuin lUjticis tellcth us) whom 
they call Autarians,and Celts, whom they call Cimbrians, left Macedcjnia, and went 
into Greece, with an army of 1 52000 Foot, and ao4oo Horfe, every of wbjqh Horfe 1 
had two footmen attendingon him, they onhotfeback likewite, to help theif Matters, 
if occafion were , and to fupply his place, if he happened to be flain : but, when 
they went to plunder the Temple at Delphos, they were terribly beaten off 
with Thunder and Lightening, with Earthquakes, and. with the linking of the 
ground under them in the Mount Olympus, and with bitter Froft and Snow, be- 
ing then the Winter Seafon, andmifcrably diftrcfled in all kinds: and they which 
were Haiti by the I word of the Phocenles themtelves , were little lcffe than fix thou- 
fandmen. There fell upon them likewife, apanick fears and by a Froft filing in 
a nighr, they loft upward often thoufand more, and as many more perilhedof 
very hunger in the place. Brennus their Leader, vexed with the wounds which he 
had received in his body, and for very (hame of fuch bis overthrow, having firft 
fwili'd hirhfelf with drink, fell upon his own fword and died : and Acichorius, fee- 
inghow the heads ot this war were puniihed, gat him baftily, with a company of 10 
thoufand poor maimed fouldiers out of Greece > but the continual ftormes of rain and 
fnow» with bitter frofts and famine, and which was worft of all, perpetual waking, ut- 
terly conlumed the reliques of this unlucky army ; and all nations thorough which they 
palled in their return, fell upon them as they went, here and there fcattered, and made 
a proy of them, [ Pattfan. in Phoc. & Attic* jufiin y lib.%4. cap. 6, 7, 8. Eclog. Diodor. lib. 
22. Sec , 1 3. Appian. Hljr.pag.y^ 8. "J which calamity Polybius, [lU'.'ifag.ioS,] notes to 
have befallen them, year 2. ofthc 1 25 piympiade, and when Anaxicrates was Lord 
Chancclor of Athens, [Paufan in. 'Phac.pag.^o. ] * 

As for thofe of Illyrium, called Autar ians, wh ich efcaped this misfortune,when they 
came home iuto their own countty, they found themtelves there peftered with fuch a 
multitude of frogs, Cent upon them, that they, corrupted the very Rivers with their 
purrefattion ; and then a vapour riung out of the earth after them, bred a pe- 
ftilence thoroughout all the Country, till they were fain to flee from their na- 
tive foile j but carrying the plague along with them, no Country would receive 
them, and To were they tain to go on 23 dates journey, till they came into the countrey 
ofthc Bafturniair, and there they built them cit.es todweuin, moreover it is faid that 
thelandof the Celts, wasplagued with Earthquake?, and in them whole Cities fwal-

1 7, 
Vtifa^l . whkhis morcMly delivered by Vitruvius, in his pre&cc to his book of Ar- 
chitccmic^ where hclhcwetbythat having finiihed his great library at Alexandria % he 
infticutedccruiji gaoacaialiooourof Apolloand the Mutes : whereuntohe inyited,all 
writer? in the common, arts and fcienccs, (as others were wont to do, wreftlers and the 
like) to put in tor the. prime ; and appointed great rcwardttothem Who wete fqand 
to cxjpcll, and furpaflfe the reft in them, arid Chewed how he entertained Zoiluj, 
furnai)^./f«wr««M/fyj:, (i.c.) the fcourge of Hrner, when he came unto

For this cpUc&ion.of books, Ariftotle laewed him the way, for he at his death, left 
hislbrarytoTheophrafrus, and Theophraftusbyhiakft will and teftamenr, which 
We findin £^«X. l*ertipsj[ left it te Nitems Sceffim^Str^bo.ltb. 1 3. fag. 4 08. Plat in SjltaJ] 
and from him Ptoleroei bought them, beiides others whicn (ie bought at Athens 
and Rhodes, and brought them all to Alexandria, as Atbe»**s 7 \lib. t.cap.i.] 
teacheth us,, though Srrabo and Plutarch in the places above m:ncioneJ; and Athe- 
ncushimlelfcUcwhccCiitowit* [A*.5.ci»f.«s.]fay,thatTheophraftushis books, and 
with them all Ariftotleslibrary,camc tothc hands of Nelcus his heirs,and were by his 
fucceffodrsj and long' after inched Aye* of Sylla, fold for a great fum of rnoay,toone

Keeper of this great library after Demetrius Phalerus, (who was notonely a great 
Gram.marian^forwhkh only Tcrtulfian commend* him, but alfo a lingular Philofo- 
pher, and one who had been formerly a great Statesman, and an excellent Governour 
in Athens) was one Zeoodorus of Ephelus,(thefirft Corre^orof Homers books) as 
5uida$laye*, and after him Ariftophane5,wh.o with great deligencc and induftcy, read 
overall the books of that great uorary, in order as they flood j as Vitruvius in his 
foremfptioned Prefect to his book of ArchkeOure affirmeth. But this was afterward : 
and therefore to reunn to the time wcace now upon, Ariftxas in his Treat ife ofthe 7 o 
interpreters, and aha him f'fifb*S)£b,ii.A*tif.c*p t t. **d E»feb,lib.%. deFrqar. 
Evtmgel.ffgal^y] asfolloweth. 

Demetrius Pbalcreus, being upon a time asked by King Ptolemei, how many Myri- 
ads or ten thoufands of books he had gotten togecher^uifwercd^bout 20 Myriades,but 
hoped ere long, to make them 5 o Myriades, which number of 300000 books, ftnee we 
find, tot onely in Ariftzas, which we now have, but alfo in thole Copies which Jole- 
phus and Eufebius heretofore ufed, that that leflcr fum of 54800, found in Epiphanitf, 
who Wrote long after them, ii in no wife to be admitted. 

Demetrius Phalereus advifed the king^ts I (aki before, ro a{k thofe facred writings 
of the Jews; but Ariftaeas, whowasanactendant about him, at that rimcyidvifed him, 
for the purchafing of them,to fdr all the Jews,who were then flaves in Egyp at libeny, 
and (end ttemhorW) and it k laid that the number of them came to 10 Myriades, (1.) 
onehuadredmoufandfoulessandinourcopyof Ariftxas, it is (aid: that every one of 
them coft the Kina »odrachmaei,oriao,af itis in Jofephus:now izo drachmaes, 
makc3olidcs,orftatCTes,ortetradrachraacsin filver, which was the full price of a 
ftxvcia[£Kmf.£. ai. 3 a.]at which rate our Saviour alio, what time, for our fakes, he 
took the form of a ilxveupon him in the fldh, was fold by Judas the traitor, now thofe 
^o drachmaes which we find in our Arifteas,bcwg mukiplted by to Myriades (i.) 1 00 
tnouland amount to aoooooo drachmae!), which again being divided by 6000 which 
make juftan Attkktalcnt, make 333} Atrick talents; now the price which Ptolemei 
payed to redeem the Jews from their matters, came to above 400 talents, both by 
Jolephus his and alio by ow Arifraeashis account: becaufe it is faid that there Were 
above 1© Myriades paied,b whkh redemption of the Jewilh flaves from their matters 
the like price waspated foe every fucking chRd of them, together with the mothers 
which they fuckr on over and above^whenoe it h that Jofephus faiesthat Ptolemei paid 
in this kind, upward 014*0 talents,tnftead of wnfch our vulgar editions of Ariltxas 
have H60 talents. . , 

Of thefe lews Pcokmeitook the younger fort and abkft of them into his army, and 

of the rqfryUich a* he iboaghtfir, he empwred in hrs private affaires, as in his letters to 

Eleaf^«riKHighPreift^i»rofeU affirmetbj for wmch one tme letter of the Kings,

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Epiphaniusgiveth us two forged ones, far different both in ftile, and meaning, from 
that which we find in -rfriftajas, and Jolephus, the latter, of which beginneth thus, 
fljiww'ji M*f«f*/xin«. 8cc."(»« c.) «/<i trcafnrc that ts hiddemand of a fountains fealtd up, what 
profit 14 therei whereas in the greek one attributed to the king, who doth not perceive a 
roanifeft Hebraifme, and that taken out olEcchfiaft. [<r. 20. 3 o.] mftdom.e if it l>e bidden, 
and a treasure unfeen, what profit is there of either of them} 

But together with that fcpiftle, he fent alfo rich prefents to the ufe of the Temple at 
Jerutalem,by Andrxas,and Anft*ashistwofervanr,tobc delivered to EleaUr the 
High Preift, as namely ,a golden table of two cubits long, ( and an half, as Jolephus 
addeth) and no lefle than half a cubit thick, all of folid gold, and nOL covered over 
oncly with plates of gold*, with ao goblets of like gold, and $oof filver,for the making 
otall which,he allowed ewer and above, 50 talents weight of gold, and 70 of filver, 
and precious Hones to the number of 5 thoufand, fo that (tide nones amounted in the 
value of them, to five times as much as the gold which he, lent, came unto, and the 
woikmantoip thet»eunt6 belonging, befides all which he fent *oo talents for lacrihces 
and other ufes of the Temple. -.: 

Eleafar the Prieft,receivingrhefe prefents, out of eyeryjtribe,,(for. that after the cap- 
tivity there remained fome of 10 tribes of the twelve, I (hewed before in thoyear of 
the World 3468.*:.) he chofe fix principall men, molt eminent above all others, for 
ripenede of age, for nobility, for learning and experience; which fhouldtranflatcGods 
Law, out of Hebrew into Greek ; the particular names of, the which 7* elders arc ex- 
preffely delivered by Ax ifta-as ; the laft of which called Eaekiel, I conceive to be none 
other but ,him, whom Eufebiusin the ninth book^dt Prapart, Evangel, reporreth to have 
written a Tragedic of the bringing forth, or deliverance of the childrenof Ifracloutof 
Egypt ; for the very name of Ex-ekietihcweth, that he was of the Jewtfb race, and not 
a Greek, as Clemens Alexahdrinus, and Eufebius, thought he was. 

Eleafar alfo wrote back a letter to the King, the beginning whereof, as we find in 
Ar ifta-as, was this, 'Aun* n if ?*«, (ue.) Godfave jom> or as Eufebius, more rightly, & 
etinifftiisavm, See. (i. e.) // yur felf are jreil t a»d the Qmen Arfime jeitr fifter^dlis -well, 
and ai we defneitfhoHld be : for Philadelphia after the death of Arnnoc, the daughter oi 
LyfimachusKingof Thrace and Macedon, by whom he bad PtolemeusEuerger.es, 
a nd Berenice (of whom more in their proper places) married a fecond Arfinoe,his own 
fifter,which alter the death of Lyfimachus her firft hufband was married to Ptolemeus 
Ceraunus her own brother , but lhe dyed, before fhc bare ant child to Philadelphia on 
whom he fo doted, that he called a province in Egypt,. Arfinoiti', after her name, 
[Pan fan. in Attic, fag. 7.] and made her a ftatuc of Topaz ftone, four cubits high, and 
confecrated her in a Temple, which was called the golden Temple, [PHnielib. 17.C.8.] 
and by his appointment, Dinocrates the ArchitccT,tet him to make an archroof over 
her, all of load"-ftone,tothcend,that an image of her made of Iron, might cleave 
thereto, and fcem there to hang in the air, \ld.bk, 14. cap. 14.] of which Dinocrates, 
Auionius in his 9 Idyllion, (peaking,faith ;

By Ptolomeis command did make to hang, 
Arfinoe in the air of an Egyptian kirk^ 

Thefe 7 2 interpreters entering into Alexandria, prefented the King with Inch things 
as Eleafar had fent unco him, together with f undry parchments, wherein the law was 
written, with golden letters, in the language of the Jews, all curioufly written,and 
the parchments fo joyned together, that the (earning of them could not be difceroed by 
the eye of man. and it fell out, that they came thither at a. time, when news came to 
him of a great vi&oiy gotten by him at fca againft Antigonus, of which fea fight, 
for want of writers in that time, I find no mention made in any other place but this, 
for 1 Cfin no wayes approve their judgement, who refer it to that time, when Antigonus 
Gonatas making war upon the Athenians, beficged their Cities by fea and land,which 
we firtd by /«/?/»,[/#.» 6. and by Vanfan.in Laconic. ~\ was not till after the death of 
Pyrrhus, and before the death of Aretas, or Areus the firft King of Lacedemon, 
which was between the years 4442, and 4450, according to the Julian account :for 
alibeit thai Areus with his land forces, and Patrocles with Ptolemeis fleer, came 
at that time, to the fuccour of the Athenians, yet feeing that Areus returned 
home without any battle fought, Paufanias fhewes, that Patrocles did. no- 
thing neither for their relief. [ /• lA'ttic, pag, 7. and in Laonic. 87.] 

Butconcerning our 7 2 interpreters Ttolemei to entertain them»feaftedthemfeven 
dayes, or as Jof ephus hath it, 1 a dayes, in a moft f umptuous and magnificent manner, 
and afterward appointed one DorOtheus to take care of them, and to fupply them 
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with all ncceffaries, not letting them want for any thing, for their table or other Wife. 
And the King himteJf would now and men put them queftion*, fome concerning af- 
fairs of Sure, fome of morality ; whercunto they extempory made him very prudent 
and well advifed anfwerc 1 as we find in AttUas, who took all that he wrote out of the 
Kings Diaries, or Day-books jthencaufed he three talents to be given to each of them 
and the boy that carried them. „■,,,, 

Three dayes afrcr,ooe Demetrius walking along the caulway, called the H.-pta- 
fbdiumjthatisamUejWantingonclurlong^ith the Interpreters, led them over the 
bridge into the Itle ofPharos* and there placed rhem 111 a goodly houfe,up>nche 
northflioar of the Ifiand* and far oft from anynoife or tumult i and they there fct 
themlelves every man to his work of the Tranftation, moft exactly fitting it to the 
meaning of the Original: which done, Demetrius caufed it to be faireiy exferibed : 
every day they fate at it till three of the clock in the afternoon ; and then went and took 
their repaft : having all things abundantly provided for them, and elpccialy their diet, 
ofthe fame kind chat was provided for the Kings own table, did Dorothcus fee them' 
furnifhed withal, by the Kings appoiutment. Moreover, every morning very early, 
they came to Court, and there having bid the King good-morrow, returned to taeir 
place ; and there having wafht their, hand*, as their manner was, and (aid their pray- 
ers.thcy let themfelvcs to read, and to ioterprecfrom point ropoint} But Epiphanius, 
varying herein from Arifteas and Jofephus, writes that they were put into 3 6 cells ; to 
wit, two toother in every one of them 1 and there continued from break of day,to the 
very evening 5 and that then they were put into 3 6 boats, (*.*.) two into a boat, and 
fo brought back to the Kings Palace, and there eate of the Kings diet •* in the former 
part of which Narration, he followeth I know not Whom; but in the latter, itfeems, 
is led by their Fables, which dteam't thai the caufway of 7 furlongs was not made, at 
leaft not flnifhed, till Clcopatraes time. ,.■«....• 

And it fo fell out, that this work of the 7a Interpreters was finifhed in 7* dayes, as if 
ithadbeenfocaftby them of fee purpofc; which done, Demetrius calling all the 
Jews together in the place where it was done, read it all over in the prefence of the In- 
terpreters themlelves s and they as the authors and finifhers of (o great a good, were 
highly commended and magnified by all the Jews thereprefcnt ; Demetrius alio him- 
felf wanted not hs (hare of praifcs among them: and they befought him, that he 
would deliver acopypf the law, fo tranflated to their Rulers. And when it had been 
all read over to them, then the Priefb and Elders of the Interpreters, andtheMagi- 
ftrates and Officers of the Jews, ftoodup and faid, Forafmuchas this Interpretation 
isreligioufly, audio every point accurately performed, it isrcquifiteandrWhatit 
(hould ftand asit is,and that no alteration be made in it. And when all approved that 
faying oftheirs, with a gtcat acclamation, then Demetrius required to lay a great 
curie ( as the manner was ) upon any man that fhould offer to alter ir, by adding any 
thing thereto,or taking any thing therefrom. . m , 

And when all had been in hke manner read over to the £mg, he infinitely admired 
thewifdomoftheLcgiflatorj and commanded all poflblccaretobetakenofthofe 
Booki, and that they fhould be teligioully laid up and kept. He alfo defired the In- 
terpreters themfelves, that after their return home, they would not fade to come often 
tohira again; andgave to every of them, three faireGownes, two Talents ofGold,a 
Cupofooe whole Taleur,andthcfullfurnitureof a Chamber. 

And moreover, to Eleazar the High Pricft, he fent by them, ten beds with Silver 
fecuandrichftirniturethereuntobelonguig: a Cupof 30 Talcnts,ten Raimencs.with 
Scarlet* and a Crown richly wrought, and about one hundred pieces of Linnen, as fine 
as Silkc t artd wkhaW Viols, and Mazeta add twogolden Goblets, to (acrifice withal ; 
and by hi* letters defired him, that if any. of thefe men had at any time a defire to come 
and vifit him, he would uot hinder them; for that he infinitely defired to converfe 
with fuch kind of mw,andchofctofpend his money upon them rather than any o- 

Thc Galls, which were left by Brcnhus> when he went into Gteecc.to keep Macedon, 
lcaft they fhould feem cofit idle, whtles-iheir fcUows were at work, fitted out 1 5 thou- 
fand Fool, and 3 thoufand Hot fe,aod fist upon the Getcs, and the TribaUi, and routed

Antiaomis Gonatas* having loft a battle at fea, as wasfaid before, by Ptolcmei Phi- 
ladclphathismeihWadcapcaccwfth Antiochus Soter^s Juftin > <hcwes>[^*5.^.i.]

The'Galls,havingovcrcometheGc?csandthe TribaUi, fent their Ambaltadors to | 
I Antigonus \ 
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Antigonus the King of Macedon, to offer him peace for his monetf s but withal to fpie 
dis army, and die manner of his Camp : Thele Antigonus entertained and feafted in 
(umpaious manner: but the Galls feeing the infinite ftoreof^verwid Gold fct forth 
for the fcart, for greedineffe thereof, returned more his enemfe tfan they came. And 
thereupon refolvcd with one accord to let upon him : but he haying got an incling of 
die ir coming, gave order that every man fhould take with him; what he could, and lie 
clofe in a wood ad/oyning : the Galls came on, and taking what they there found, 
turned away to the lea fide ; where, whiles they were bufic.iri, rifling the lhips,the 
Maniners, and apart of the army which was thither tf&wish their wives 
and chldren to favethemCelves, fet upon them unawares, and flew thern, and 
made fuch havock of them,that the reputation thereof fecured Antigonas from thence 
forward, not only from the Galls,but alfotrom all the nations rounaabput him.IJ*^«» 
U.25.cap.t*&2.] .. r -.; .,r-' 

Now as touching thofe Galls, who under their 17 Commanders, the chief whereof 
were LeonoriusondLutarius afore named, paffed over it feveral times into Afia, they 
allcamc^gain into one body, and offered their afliftancetoNicomedes againft Zibxas, 
al. Zibetus- the younger, who held the coaftof Bithynia lying upon the fea; by thefe, 
and others which came from Heraclea in Pontus, Was poor Zibetus crufht to pieces; 
andfo Bithynia came all into the hands of Nicomedcs. But the Galls having wafted 
that Country all over, fharcd the fpoile thereof among themfelvcsj and then divid- 
ing the kingdom between them and Nicomedcs, called their portion thereof, by 
the name ot Gallogracitt. [Livie lib. 38. Jnftin. W. '*S. ca P> *. Memmn Excerpt, 
cap* 20,] 

Of 20 thoiifand men that they werei there were not above 10 thouf and armed; yet 
they ftruck (itch a terror into all the Nations and Countries on this fide theTaurusjtnat 
as well the places which they went not to, as thofe they did go to, fat and near, all 
(ubmittc J to them. And whereas they confuted of three nations ot theitown, to wit, 
the Toliftobogians «/. the Toliftoboians, (coming, as was thought, from the Galls, 
which were called the Boii) the Trocmi, and the Te&ofagi, they divided all Afia be? 
tweenthem, according to the feverall patts thereof, where they planted themfelves : 
to the Trocmies lor, fell Hellefpont, and all that coaft: Eolia ana Ionia, fell to the To- 
liftobogii,aud the Tc&oiagi poffeffed the inland or middle pan of Afia ;buc they made 
their chief feat upon the bank of the river Halys,I.Z<iv./#.a8, andSmdat in the word 
galattc] 

Of this parting of theGallsoucof Europe into Afia, Demetrius Byzantius wrote 13 
books, zslLaert.Mthe Life of Demetritu tbtkrhu] fayes, which one Phaennis, who 
lived a whole age before this fell out, is faid by way of oracle to have foretold, in thefe 
words.

Lithe ia*01ymp'ade,EratofthenesCyrenxus,thcfon of Aglai,or, as others, of 
Ambrofius, was born* Hewasafcolarof AriftoChius.th£Philofopher> and of JLy- 
lanias of Cyrene the Grammarian, and of Callimachus of Cyrcnea Port, [Suidasjn 
the word Eratoftheites.'] 

Curius Dcntatw, this year fought with Pyrrhus in Italy : and having flain 23 
thoufandof his men, and taken his Camp, made him retreat to Tarentum. \Entrn. 
M.a.] • 

When the Ambafladors, which Pyrrhus had lent to the Kings of Afia, and to An- 
tigonus Goharas, to help him with men and money, and they returned without either, 
to him; he called the Princes of the Epirotes and Tarcmincs together, and, fuppre fling 
the letters, told them, that fupplies would come very fpeedily. But when the fame 
hereof came among the Romans in {heir Camp, and .that there weregrcat fupplies 
coming to him out of Macedon and Ada both, that report held them <quiet from atr 
tempting any thing more upon him, [Panfan. in Attic, tag, ii.] But Pyrrhus, never 
telling why, made as if he would remove with his army from Tarentum.' Mean while, 
willed hit confederates to provide for war, and committed the keeping of the Caftle at 
Tarentum to his fon Helenus, and to oneof his Noblcsy whofe name was Milo. [In/tin 
lib. 25. cap. 3 .] and when be had fpent fix whole years hi the war in Ibtly and SicUie, 
and loft many of his men, and had no hope left, of doing any good, hc ! returned into 
Epirus,with thofe eight thouf and Foot, and five hundred Horfe, which he had left.

Curius 
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Curius in his Confiilfliip triumphed of Pyrrhus ; and was the firft that brought Ek- 
phants ( four in number ) to befeen in Rome, [ Entrap, lib, a. J nor did the people be- 
hold any thing in that triumph more willingly , than thofe bcafts with turrets on< the 
backsof them, and which they were fo much at raid ot: which very bcafts fcerried to 
have a fenfe of their, captive condition, bjuholding down their heads, as they followed 
the vi&orious horfe in the triumph, [ Florns, Rer.Rom. lib. 1 . c ap. 1 8. ] which triumph, 
was made in the moneth of Jan. or Febr. as is gathered out of the Marble fragments of 
the Records of their Triumphs; 

Pyrrhus, getting fome of theGallsto joyn with him, made fome inroads upon Ma- 
cedonia, where Antigonus Gonacas then reigned. And having gotten many Cities* 
and two thoufandof Antigonus his fouldiers revolting to him, and his hopes ftillen- 
creafing,he marched directly againft Antigonus himlelf to bid him battle ; and put him 
with all his Forces, Macedonsand Galls,to flight, 'Of which Galls who brought up the 
rearc,and fought that day very manfully,many were cut in piecesand died in the placej 
and the Captains of the Elephants, befog diftrcfled by the enemy* ydlded themfelves 
and Elephants unto him. The Macedon Foot (landing amazed at this cverthrow,and 
hearing Pyrrhus calling upon them all in general, and upon their Captains, and chief 
Officers by name,toyeild unto him, left Antigonus, and fell to him ; and when Anti- 
gonusfaved himlelf by flight, Pyrrhus purfu:dhim tothe fea fide, [ Pint, in Pjnho.Pan- 
fan. in tAttic. pag. 1 1 , 1 ». ] 

After this victory to gotten, Pyrrhus took the richeft and faireft fpoiles of the Galls^ 
and hung them up in the Temple of Pallas of Itonia,which is between Phera,&: Lariff a : 
and brought all the upper Macedonia and Theflalie into his fubjeaion,[/J.«M] and as 
if this had made him amends for Italy and Sicily, which he reckoned he had loft, tent 
for bis fon Helenus from the Caftle of Tarentum where he had left him, IJnfiin^lib, 
iS.cap.h] 

. When Pyrrhus had fpoiled the City Egeas, which was the Royal Seat of the late 
Kings of Macedon, and where they lay buried, he left there the Galls who had follow- 
ed him in this war, to keep it, who when they had heard by fome, that inthe Tombs 
of the Kings which there lay, there was great ftore of trcafure hid, according to the fa- 
fhion of old t i mes, they brake down the Tombs themfelvcs, and took away fuch wealth 
as wal in them ; threw their bones about the ftreets, and bafely trampled them under 
their feet, But Pyrrhus, though finding that by that acr of theirs, he himfclf was ill 
fpoken of among the Macedons, yet blamed he not them therefore openly, knowing 
what need he had of them in his wars, [ Pint. ib. Diodou lib. 2a. in the Excerpt, by Va- 
lef.pag.266.] 

Antigonus, with fome few Horfe that followed him, came to Theflalonica, there to 
attend the event of things, and what would becomeof Macedonia, now he had loft it,: 
purpofing to put for it again,by the help of fuch mercenary Galls as he had taken into 
his pay. But being a fecond time utterly defeated by young Pcolemei, Pyrrhus his fon, 
with f even onely in his company,hc skulkt up and down, fceking no longer now to re- 
cover his kingdom, but to I ave his own skull, [ Jnftm, lib. 25. cap. 3.3 And Pyrrhus re- 
proached him, calling him an impudent fellow, for that, notwithftanding thecondi- 
rion he was in, yet he would not get him a cloak to wear, as other Grecians did, but 
contiucd ftill in his Scarlet Robe, [ Pint. mfnp. ] 

In the year when Caius Fabius Licinius,and Caiu? Claudius Caninas, wereConfuls 
of Rome, Ptolomxus Philadelphus, hearing of the great overthrow of Pyrrhus by the 
Romans, and how they began togrow in the world, Tent his Ambafladors, with pre- 
fects from Alexandria to Rome, and made a league and covenant with them, [ Entrap, 
lib. i.Jjivtlib. 1 4.' X7/9. in Excerpt. Legatio. pnblifhed at Rome by Fnhio Vr(ino,and Jo.Zo- 
nar. Chron.ltb. a. 1 and the Romans being glad to fee that fo great a King as he was, 
thus fought theirnriendmip ; fent likewife their Ambafladors to him t to wit, Q*. Fa- 
bius Gurges, Cn. Fabius Piclor^nd Qnin. Ogulniu?. Thefe, having received rich pre- 
fents from the King, as foon as they came home, and before they went to yeild an ac- 
count of their Embaflic tothe Senate, went and gave up all that ever they had received 
from him into the Trcafury; rightly conceiving, that out of apnblick ferviceforthe 
Common- wealth, they ought not to rcape any benefit of their well-doing, f ave onely 
pra : fe and honour ; but all was reftored to them again, not onely by a Decree of the 
Senate, but alto by the general vote of the people j and the Queftors were commanded, 
w go and deliver to every of them his own again. So that in this one thing, the bounty 
and magnificcnccofPtolcmci,thefincerityof the Ambafladors, the equity of the Se- 
nate, and whole people of Rome, had every of them/ the praife due and belonging to 
tljem, [Diod. nt. fnp. Valer. Max. lib. 4.c 4jp. 3. 1

While Pyrrhuslay before Sparta, a company of woemen^ whofe Captaineffe was 
Archidamia, defended it againft him till the return of Arcus out of Cceet,a»d Acro- 
tatusthcfonoi' Areus, valiantly repulfedPtolemie the lonof Pytrhut, when he made 
an allaulr,and would have broken into it, wittitwothoufand Gaits, and certain choice 
companies out of Chaonia : whereupon Pyrrhus , despairing of any good to be 
done there, drew off, and took the fpoiie of the Country , purposing there to

Now whiles the war thus lafted in Laconia, Antigonus, tuVing recovered the Cities 
of Macedonia,marched down with his army into Peloponefe, there to encounter again 
with Pyrrhus, knowing that if he fped well there, he would prefently return into Mace- 
donia, to purlue the point of jhe war there, l?M**. in vifi*c.p*g. ia»] and when Pyr- 
rhus was upon his way to Ajgps, Arcus the King fdl upori {be rear of hint; and ever

In the very night that.Pyrrhus entered into Argos, it is laid, that a fcricn-owle came

day iollowing, he was kil'd, with a brick-bat, which a poor old woman threw down 
upon his head i and his head was prefendy cut oft by one Zbphyros, a fauldfer of An- 
tigonus, and carryed to Alcyoneus, Antjgptn»hisfon,whotookit,anddalht it on 
the grpund at Antigonus his foot, where he fate, with his Nobles about him } and An- 
tigonus rebuked him veiy (harply forlplayifljly intuiting over the fall of fo great a per- 
fon ; not confidering the casualty of human condition : and taking the head, put his

In the 7 5 year, accordig to the Chaldeans, in the 14 day of the moneth Dio% and 
the 5 1 » year of Nabonaflar, the ninth of the moneth Thoth, (the 2 9 of our July,) the 
planet of Mercune,m the morning,was feen,near to the beam ftar in the figne of Libra 

Onias 2. Ion of S^mon the Juft, after that Eleafarus had firft executed the office of 
the High Pneft at Jerufalem, (becaute Onias himfeif .was then but a little one) and af- 
ter him Manaffes, becaufe the fame Onias, when he came to age, proved Cr«%w n * **'- 
»«*',as Jofephusfpeaketh, (*.*.) but a bird-witted man, came at laft, and in his old 
age, to be Prince and High Pneft among the Jews, in which office, he carried himfeif 
very unworthily, and bafely, fetting his mind to nothing but mony. Vlofahus 
<A»t><l. lib. ia. cap. 3, in grac. Enfcb. pag. 50,] It is iaid> that he fate Pricft 14 
years. - T 

In hlsdayes,the Samaritans grievoufly vexed the Jews, fpoiling the Country, and 
carrying away the people captives : and when Onias,tor very covetoufneffe retailed to 
pay the 20 talents of filver, impoi'ed by che Kings upon the land, which fum, his prede- 
ceflors had ever uledto pay out of their own ftore,for the eafeof the people, Ptol 
Euergetes in a rage, lent a meffenger to Jerufalem, and threatned Onias,that if he did 
not tpcedily lend him in his arrecrs of tnbute,he would forthwith give away all the land 
among hisfouldiers,and plant new colonies of his own there. But there was at that 
time one Jofephus,the fon of Tobias, though a young man, yet of lingular repute 
among all men, for his prudence, juftice, and other virtues appearing in him. He living 
in the Country at a place called Phicola, where he was born; was advertifed by his 
mother, who was the daughter of Simon the Juft, and lifter to this Onias the piiefr, 
of the coming oi thele meitengersor Ambafladorsto Jerufalem: whereupon he came 
to Jen falcm, and undertook to go along in an Embaflie to Euergetes, about this mat- 
ter ; and being there, he fo far infmuated himfeif, into the good liking and favour of 
the King, and Cleopatra the Queen ; that he not onely blew over this ftorm, which fo 
ihreatned to fall upon his Country,but alfo obtained a company of two thoufand foul- 
diers to levie the tributes and other due profits to the King out of Ccelofyria, Phoenicia, 
Samaria and.Judsa,in which office he continued by thefpaceof 22 years ; andin that 
time doubled the Kings revenues ; and brought tbemfrom 8000, which they were be- 
fore, to 1 :6 thoufand talents by the year, and brought into the kings exchequer, alhhe 
goods of felons, and other confifcations which formerly the exchequer men f wallowed 
up, andfhared among themfelves,[>/<r;/>«j \6. cap.%. & 4.] 

In Macedonia the King Demetrius, died, leaving his fon Philip, a very little one, and 
one Antigonus was made his Proteaor, or Guardian, but he,(who from iv's great and 
extraordinary promifes which he nrile to all fort of men, was called Dofon, (/ e.) one 
that wasever full ot promifes,and of no performance) marrying the mother of his ward, 
took the kingdom it ielf, into his own pofleffion,[/*//Wtf. 28.^.3.] and reigned xa 
ycars.[Dexiypns,Porph}.a»dEitfeb.] 

LyconoJ Troas dyed: when he had fare Redor of thefchooleof the Peripateticks 
4 2 years, after the death of Straw Lapfacenus, who fate next before him, and lived in 
all 74 year. 

Ju the year 8 according to the Chaldean accounr,the fifth day of the moneth Xan- 
thicus,year 5 1 9 of Nabonaflar,the 1 4 day of the moneth Tybi,(the firft of our March) 
in the eyening,Satura was obferved to be two fingers breadth under the fouthern ftioul- 
der of Virgo.

yet even then he wouid iun about the ftreers, with the maurice dancers, and belisging- 
ling About himi[fW« Cleom.] andfo as Polybius obferveth of him, he fpent the 
whole time of his reign, in revellings and paftimes , giving himfelf over to all fenfuall 
and filthy lulls of thcflefh,andtodaylyquaffi.)gandcarouling,[P«/;^/^. 5./>*£. 380, 
3 81 .land Strabo adds, [M. 1 7.pag> 796.] that both he, and all the Ptolcmeis chat fol- 
lowed, grew luxuriou^and never ordered that ftate well afterward. Now this Philo- 
pator reignedafter his father 17 years,[C/./W. m Reg. C amfie > C lem > Alexm.Porphy. 

Philopator, fearing Magas his brother, who by the means of his mother Berenice, 
was grown gracious in the army, took counfel with one Sofibius, (who was oi chief 
credit with him) and others how to rid them both out of the way. But this imployment 
troubled thefe men not a little, for fear left, the high courage of Berenice confidered, 
all this enterprife would come to naught, and therefore they were fain to flatter ail the 
Court, giving them aflurance of great matters? in cafe the bulinefs went on,and iucceed 
as they would have it. But Sofibius went farther j and finding Cleomenes the Kmgof 
Sparta, who at that time flood in great need of the King* help, to be a lingular wife 
and politick man, and of great experience in matters of the world, brake the matter to 
him. But Cleomenes diffwaded him from it; faying, that the King had more need 
to beget him, if it were poflible, more brothers, tor the fecuruy and prefervation of his 
kingdom, than to deftroy thole which he had. But when Sohbius had told him further, 
that the King could never be lure of the mercenarie fouldkrs,fo long as Magas was 
alive. Cleomenes then bad him, never fear that, for.faith he, among his mercenaries, 
he hath three thoufand Greeks out of Pelopon.fus, and one thoufand out of Creer, 
who at one beck ot h is, would be ready to do what ever h: would have them. Where- 
upon Sofibius took courage, and went on, and murdered Berenice and her fori Magas, 
and all that belonged to them. £Pol?6. lib. 5./>.*. 3 80, 3 8». «mJ lib. 1 J,/'» Bxterpt.j). 6 j. 
artdPhUinCUom^} 

Philopator, having firft murdered his father, then his mother, and now with her his 
brother, as if all had been well with him, gave himfelf over to his luxury more than 
ever ; and in that way all the court followed him, and not onely his Nobles in Court, 
and his chief Commanders in the army ; but the whole body of the army, from the 
higheftro theloweft, threw away all care of martialdifciphne,and lay hitting in Ta- 
verns and bawdy-houfes at their plealure, [Jufim lib. 1 3. fag. 1 .1 

But to return to Antiochus, when he advtied withhiscounlel,bowtoreprcfle that 
rebellion ot the two brothers, Molon and Alexander in Media and Perfia, Epigencs 
(who was the man that reduced thofe forces to Antiochus, which were gathered to- 
gether for Seleucus, and was of prime credit, and reputation in the army) advifed,rhat 
Antiochus himfelf with his army, fhould prefcntly march againft them : but Hermias, 
on the contrary, advifed the King to go himfelf into Ccelofyria, and recover that, and 
fend Xenon and Theodorus Hemiolius, to fubdue the two brothers, [Poljb. lib. 5. pag. 

"87."] 

W hiles this was in agitation, and the King lay at Zeugma in Seleucia, there came 
tohimD'ognetushis Ammiral,oucof Cappadocia, conducting Laodicethe daughter 
of MithndatesKingof Pontusto the King; who,fo foon as ever (he came, married 
her: and coming out of the upper regions unto Amioch, there caufed her to be pro- 
claimed Queen ; and that done, prepared himfelf wholly for the war, [ Ihd. f*g. 

At the fame time Molo, having a fure card of his brother Alexander to help him at 
all aflaics, marched with a great army againft Xenon and Theodotus, the Kings Com- 
manders, {cm into thole parts, which put them Lito fo great a fnght,that they durft not 
keep the field, but put themfclves into walled Cities for their defence; and in this cafe 
Molo, having the Country of Apolloniaat his back, wanted for no ftore and plenty ot 
provifion, [/&<*.] . 

Mean while, Philip thefon of Demetrius, in Macedonia, upon the death ot Antigo- 
nus,bis Guardian,and father in law, being then 14 years old, took the kingdom into 
hisownhands,|>ft»/^.i8.f^.«/r.(^/^.29.^.i.D and reigned there 42 year*. 
{Dexif.Porfhy.Eujeb.H7tA Poljbmslib. 2. /><*£• 1 5 5. 3 obiierveth, that thefe three, Philip 
of Macedon, Pto). Philopator of Egypt, and Antiochus Magnus of Syria, came to 
their Crowns all within the compafie of the fame Olympiads 139. for as Antiochus, 
came to the Crown in the firft year ot it, fo Philapator i uccceded his father in the third 
thereof, and Philip of Macedon in the fourth, and the fame Polybius, [A*. 4./>"£- a 7«.] 

oblervecn 
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obferveth further, that about that time, alraoft all the kingdoms of the World, came 
to have a new fucccflion of Kings in them : the like doth, L Jftjiin^b^9.cap. 1 . ] where 
they both ftiew further, that Anaraches, about the lam: time, came hkcwife to be 
KingofCappadocia. . 

Now when, upon the death of Ant igonus, the Ecohans joynmg with the Lacede- 
monians, made a common war upon the Achaeans and Macedons ; Cleomenes be- 
fought Philopator of Egypr, that he would furniui him with certain neceflaries, and 
fomefouldiers, and difmufe him to return into his own country; but when he percei- 
ved, that Philopator lent but a deafeare to that motion of his, he then began to bean 
often and earne ft tutor to him, to fuffcr him with his own (malltraine,tobe gone. 
And the Kingjlktle caring which end went forward in any bulineffe of moment, and 
never forecatting what was to come, according to his wonted folly, never regarded 
what Cleomenes faid unto him : but Sofibius , who, as I (hewed faetore, was the chief 
man pfall the reft about him in matters of the kingdom, adviiing with the reft of the 
Council, thought,* no policy, to let Cleomenes go, [ Poljb.lib. %.pag. 381.] 

Molo, of whom I fpake before, aflaied to pafle the River Tigris, and to befiege Se- 
leucia ; but being prevented by Zeuxis, who had gotten all the boates of the River in- 
to his hands, he turned his courte, and went to Ctefiphon, and there made his provi- 
fion,for his winter quarter, [ib.pag. 3*9.] . , , . 

Antiochus, being advertifed that Molo came on, and that his men ftill gave ground , 
refolved,to leave going againft Ptolemei in Ccelofyria, and to march in perfon againft 
Molo. But Hermias, who would not oft fron> what he once propounded, fentXonav 
tas an Achaan born,againft Molo, with an army very well appointed, and with lull 
and abfolute power to do with it as he (aw caufe, without controule ; and brought the 
young King back again to Apam*a,and there gathered, an army about him, £ Ibid.- 
pag. 390.] v 

Xenaetas, coming with his army to Seleucia, fent for Diogenes, the Kings Govern- 
or of the province of Sufa,and for Pythiades the Ammiral of the Red fca \ and with 
them drew into the field, and. having the benefit of the River Tigris at his back, fate 
him down with his army in the very face of the enemy : and the next day, lazing up- 
on Molo his Camp, which ,he that night had left, there fell to drinking and rioting 
with hisaririy, till Molo,efpyinghis opportunity," came back the night following, and 
in the deep of the night, let upon them, when they little thought of him ; recovered his 
own Camp, took theirs, and Xonxtas himfelf fighting in. the dark, was there alio ca- 
rnally flain, and Molo prefehtly with his army camebefore Seleucia, and took it at the 
firft aflault; becaufe Zeuxis was fled out of it, and with him Diomedoruhe Govern- 
our of the place itfelf- Tfierifubdueing the whole province of Babylonia, with that 
which layupbhthc Red-fea;, tie took the City, of Sufa, and leaving therefome to be-

Cleomenes, after that confutation held by Sohbius, was committed to cuftody : but 
watching his time, when Philopator with his traine was gone to Canopus, he gave it 
out among Iris keepers, that the , King , would prelently let him at liberty : and while 
they hereupon greV c'aselef/fe of.hini, and lay faft ailecp by their over drinking, lie with 
his friends, brake o,ut of prupn/at, noon-day ; and would taine have ftirred up the peo- 
ple to a fedit!6ri?biit could" no'c :",and therefore having no hope ot eftaping left them, 
he and his followers, llcw themfclves, [ Ibid.^g. 385. ] three years after his overthow 
in Laconia, UdM^.f'g^P^ ] . whereof when Philopator heard, he commanded 
ClcomeneS his body to be ftead, and to be hung uponae.roffe, and both his mother 
Crateficlea,a'h(iliis{ons,and all the women that attended on her, to be put to death, 
[ Plftti in Clcome, ] ' . 

Aritiochus, fetcing out with his whole army from Laodicsa, and having palled the 
Defert,came to the Dale of Marfyas, which lies between the Lebanus and Antilebanus. 
Spending therefore many dayes in marching thorough this Dale, and having taken in 
(uch places as lay hi cir,qeajr,w» v way,.he came to Gerra andBrochos, which are two 
Caftle^builtiujjo^tfernp^prparrow paltage which leadeth into this Dale ; and 
thofe hefounclkepi'by Jbeodbtus, an Etoliao born , bur at this time^ Govemour of 
Ccelofyria fpi Philopator ^ ^}iicb r when,he'faw» he firft refolved tofetiifeon them : but 
perceiving the haturarfitUa'tionofthe, plaee.labe.yery ftrong,and Theodotus his corh 



much adoe'there to efcapcwit^ his life for it, {.Ibid^g. 385.-*»^^.4°5.] 
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Antiochus, hearing of the utter deftrufron and (laughter made of his men with 
their General Xencecas, and of Molo his viftory, whereby all the upper Provinces were 
rtterly loft, and fallen unco Molo, brake off his intended journey, and call in hit minde 
how to fettle and fecure the main of his eftate, [ VoljbM. 5.jp*£. 39°. ] About which 
as he was in councel,and Hermias could not ftand alone againft the general vote of all 
the reft which perf waded the King to go \ yet to have his will in fome thing, he forged 
certain letters, as written from Molo to Epigene?, and coming in a packet wich other 
letters to him ; and by that means, gat him to be put to death, as one that kept intel- 
ligence with Molo. And now the King marching againlt Molo, when he came to the 
River Euphrates, took into his army the remainder of his Forces that there were, and 
cametoAntiochia, which is in Mygdonia, *V i**«« x«pfa»«s ' ('•'•) about the 
beginning of Winter, and there flayed till the next Spring, lMd.p*ge 393>394> 
395.] 

Then removing from thence, upon the fourtieth day after hecametoLyba, and 
there following the advice of Zeuxis,and not of Hermias, he put over the Tigris with 
all his army; and then marching toward Dura, at chefirft approach railed the fiege, 
which was laid unto it by a Captain oi Moloes: and going again from thence, and 
never camping two dayes in one place* ac 8dayesend, they palled Oricum and came 

toApoUonia,L/M.J"£.$95»39' J .] ,.,,„,. ., , .. , 

Mob, though he grew now much afraid, leaft-hfl army would leave him, yet he 
drew our againlt the King; and having two wings, he committed the charge of the 
left ro his brother Neolaus, and led the other himfclf. But when the battel joyned,the 
right wing, wherein himlelf was> flood firm to him, and fought very Hourly againft 
the Kingsmen,but the lett,fell over to the King : which when Molo perceived,and faw 
withal, that he was ready to be wholy furrounded by the enemy, he fell upon his own 
fword. The reft alfo of his friends, arid which had beenpertakers with him in this con- 
fpiracy againft the King, gat themtelves every man away to his own home, and there 
afted the like tragedy upon himfclf. His brother Neolaus alfo, when the wing which 
he led yeilded to the King, gat him away into Pcrfia, to Alexander Moloes brother ; 
and there having flain Moloes mother, and his children, flew himfclf alfo over them : 
having firft adviled Alexander to do the like. The King commanded Moloes body 
to be hanged on a crofle in a high place, and having reproached his Rebel-army with 
bitter words, for their foul and difloyal carriage tqwards hinu yrt atlaftgaydthem 
his hand, and received them to his favour and fer vice again: and appointed tome to 
convoy them back into Media from whence they came, and to fettle that Province a- 
gain. Mean while, himfelf went down from thole upper parts to Scleucia, where the 
laid Hermias ufing the inhabitants very hardly in other points, wrung out of them 
over and above a thoufand talents, for a fine ; which yet the King mitigated and re- 
duced to 1 5o. and then left Diogenes to govern Media, and ApollodorusrobePrefi- 
dent of the Province of Sufiana ; but fenc Tychon, Mailer of the Scribes, and Gene- 
ral of the army, into the Regions lying upon the Red Sea» to govern them, [Mid, from 
tbepageT,56.tothepage399,~] 

Now at what time Antiochus made this war upon Molo, Theodotus the Etolian, 
Governour under Philopator of Ccclolyria, returning from Alexandria, and calling 
in his mind,that Patropator was no better than a loll mankind delpairing of any good 
from the Princes about him, with fuch company as he had with him, feized upon Pto- 
lemaisby himlclf, and upon Tyrus, by one Pa<«tolus, and Solved to come to fome 
agreement with Antiochus, and to put all Cnelofyria intdhis hands: which the per- 
formed in a very Ihort time attec,0- P<£-$ 8 $."*^Mf; 4° J-X_ |... , ■ 

Unto Aualus King of Pergarau* was born by Apollipis ot Cyxicum a ion called 
Attalus Ph iladelphus, who lived 8a years, as Liician in his Matrrb 1 is tepottcih; and 
about the fame time, Anciochus like wife had a fon born to him* called Seleuciis, and 
furnamed ( asit feeraeth ) Philopator.

4 * Antiochu? was marched as far as Marathos,when Ambaffadors came to him from 
the 1 tie of Aradus,todelirehisfriend(hip,andhe not onely took them into his alloci- 
ation.but alfo took up the difference that was between them and their neighbours, 
which dwelc upon the continent, and made them live good friends ever after : and 
then cutting by the way of Theu-profopon,into Phcenicia, came to Bsrytu!,and in 
his way fet upon Botrys, and took it, but burnt Treces and Calamus to the ground. 

But when he came at laft to a main battle, he divided his army into three parts, 
rhe one he gave to Theodotus, the other to IVlenedemu*, and the third he relcrved for

140. from 
whence we reckon the beginning of the fecond Carthaginian war, al. the war ot Han- 
nibal, defctibed at large by Polybius, Livie, Siliu^ Italicu : ,tn verfe,an J Appianus Alex- 
andrinus, in his Hannibalica : by which war, the name and fame both ot the Cartha- 
genians and Romans fpreid fo far in the world, that in Greece firft, and then in Aha, 
properly fo called, and the Iflands thereunto adjoyning, all men, upon their feveral 
occafions, caft their eyes upon,a n d lookt after them, and not upon Philip, Antiochus,

InthefameSummerthatHannibalcameinto Italy, Antiochus alfo brake into Pa- 
teftina ; and having given order to Diognetus his Ammiral to approach with his Feet 
to Tyrus, he with his army marched to Philoteria , a City feated upon the Lake ot 
Tib/rias, into which the River Jordan talleth: and from thence, runneth thorough 
the Country adjoyning upon the City of Scythopolis: which Jolephus caUeth Beth- 
tan, in the Tribeof Mauafles. And having taken them both, and put Garnfons 111 
them, he paffed the mountains,ind came to Atabynum ; that is Thabor, a City leated 
upon a hill, the top whereof is reckoned to be 1 5 turlongs compatfc ; where Antiochus

In the lame Summer alfo, in Pamphylta, the PedrKliffcnfcs, being befieged by the 
Selgenfes > and in danger to be taken by them, lent and prayed in aid ot Achats ; who 
forthwith fent them 6 thoufand Foot, and 500 Horfe, under the command ot Gat- 
iieres; who purpofing to enter the Town, by the way ot Mylias, found that paflage 
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b'-ockt up by the Selgenles : whereupon, he made as if he would be gone, and the Scl- 
-enfes teeing h im gone his way, brake up, and went their way too : tome to the Camp, 
and others to their hat veil, which was then ready for the hook ; which Gafieres per- 
ceiving turned back (horr, and pailed the ftreight of Mylias, near unto Climax, with- 
out impeachment ; and left a ftrong guard upon 10 and thencomnvtted the whole 
management of that war,and defence of Pednelifla, to Phaylus : who,gomg prefent-

Whiles Achaus was bufie in making war againft the men o» Selga, Attalus late not 
idle 'lut.having the Galls,called theTectolagi(whom for the reputation of their valour, 
Ivhad font for out otEurope,to fervc him againft Aclmis) of Europe, with him, he 
marched thorough the Cities of Eolia, and others thereunto ad joymng, which for pure 
Kir had fubmitted thcmfelves to Achaus: Cuma, Smyrna and Pnocsa, all voluntarily 
ioyncd with him : thofe of Egea,and Lemnos, yielded to him or fear, at his firft 
approach: Ambafladors alfo came to him from the Teians and Colophonians; whom, 
upon hoftages given, he took in upon fuch conditions, and covenants, as before : and 
then coins on (till, and parting the river Lycus, he came into the Country, inhabited 
by the Mvfians : and having gone thorough that, he came to the borders oi thcCar :

following : and the day of the maffacre was defigned to have been tor 3 dayes fpace ; 
to wir, from the fifth of Epiphus inclufively, co the feventh of the fame. 

Upon the time appointed, the Jews of Alexandria wore all brought, ( as we would 
{ay)intoSmithfield,theretobenrft reviled and fet at naughr, by all that palled by : 
then the King called for Hermon, Maftec of the Elephants, and gave him order agamft 
the next day to make his Elephants, to the number of 5 00, to drink and fill themfelves 
with wine mingled with myrrh,or frankincente ; that growing more fierce and ftarke 
mad therewith, they might fo be letgo,and driven upon the Jews ; and cither teare or 
tread them all to pieces. But the next day, the King tell into a dead fleep, and awaked 
not till dinner time ; and by that time all the people that came thither to fee, feeing no 
thing done, were gone home again. And upon the third day, when the Elephants 
were all prepared, and ready to fall upon them; there appeared two Angels, very 
terrible to look on, coming down from heaven, which fo amazed all the company 
there prefenr, that they flood amazed, and ftirred not : The King alfo himlelf fell in- 
to a trance,and his fury towards thofe poor pnfoners,t elented ; but above all, the Ele- 
phants, inftead of falling upon them, turned (hort, and fiercely ran upon the fouldiers, 
that,accordmg to the cuftom, came in the reare of them, and erode them undcr-lbot, 
all fave fuch as could fhift for themfelves by fleeing. 

Then the King commended the Jews for their conftancy, and caufed their fetters 
to be knockt off, and acknowledged, that their God it was, that had fo delivered them; 
and for 7 dayes long* co wir, from the 7 of Epiphus, till the 14 of the fame, ( i.e. ) from 
the fecond of our July, to the ninth of the fame, fcafted them : after which, the Jewes 
thus Caved, obtained leave of the King, that they might do to death (uch of their own 
Nation, as had apoftatized from their Religion ; faying, that thofe who,for their bel- 
lies fake, had forfaken the Lawesand Commandm-nts of their God, would never 
prove faithful to their King. Of this fort therefore they flew 300 in thewayasthey 
went ; and came at laft to Ptolemaiis.feated upon the River Nile, in ^rfinoite Nbmot 
which from the abundance of Rotes there growing, is turnamed Rhodophorus,where 
their Fleet attended them 7 dayes. There they altogether made a feaft of chankf- 
giving; the King himfelf making every man a large allowance for his charge upon 
the way homeward : Whereupon they returned joyfully home, feme by land, form: by 
fea, tome by the River, every man as his way lay. All which is more at large fet forth 
and delcribed in the ? book of the Macchabecs,which Phloftorgius in the beginning of 
his Ecclefiaftical Hiftory, calleth LifrHmfmentofrm, ( i.e. ) *4 book^of miracles ; and 
letting forth nothing like unto the firft. 

The Egyptiansgrowemnfolent, and proud with their fuccefle at the battle of Ra- 
phia againft Antiochus, never cared for Philopator afterward; but fought them a 
Head and Captain of their own, as having power enqugh in themfelves to quell the 
like of him: which at laft, and that noc very long after, they did, ["Poljb.lib.i. 

cap 44-4* 1 

Philopator therefore was now forced to make a war upon his rebelling fubje&s, [Id. 
ibid. \ wherein, there is no doubt, buc the Jewes upon this obligation fo lately by him 
laid'upon them, ftood firm unto him. Ac leaft, this appears out of Eufebius, and Jor- 
nandes his Chron. that about this time, there were no lefie than 60 choufand of them 
flain in a battle ; which fo great a (laughter ot them, caufed perhaps Demetrius, wno 
wrote a book of the Kings of the Jewes, to think it reafon, to reckon the years, which 
ran from the captivity of Babylon, or the carrying away of the Jews into Aflyria, 
downward to the reign of this Philopator : as we read in Clemens Alexandrinus, 
[ lib. 1. Stromat. ] Whence alfo we gather,thac this Demetrius the Kiftorian.wroce after 
the dayes of Ph ilopator ; and yet before that valt defolation broughc upon the Jews by 
Antiochus Epipbanes: to which efpecially, if ichad ever come to hi* knowledge, I 
could eafily, and upon very good grounds imagine, thac he would have applied the 
termes of thofe former calamines, which befel that Nation. 

The City of Sardes, all fave the Cattle, Was thorough the lnduftry of Lagoras 
the Crctian, taken by Antiochus, in the tecond year after he began to lay fiege unto it. 
Polyb.I>b.j i a i p*g,5c6,topag.<)to.'3 

Sofibius, who managed all matters in Egypr, under Philopator 5 dealt with one Bo- 

lis, a Cretian, how to deliver Admi', who lay befieged in the Cattle at Sardes, out of 

this danger. But he, treating with Cambylus, the Captain of the Cretians, which

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ferved under Antiochus, got Actuals out of the Caftle,fndeed by a train, but delivered 
him alive into Antiochus his hand : and Antiochus, having gotten him,caufcd hi* 
hands and his fee: firft to be cut oft ; then his head to be chopt oft, and to be fowed up 
manaflesbeliy,andhisbodytobehungupona croft. The reft in the Cattle, fome 
holding with Ariobazus theGovernour of Sardes, others with Laoiictyhc now Relic* 
oi Aharus, and daughter of Mithridaces King of Pontus, and both at variance 
among themfelves quickly refolvedto put themfelves Cattle and all,tnto the power 
of Antiochus, and fo iubmitted all to him, \Po!jb. lib. 8. pag. 5*2. **d pag. 



Antiochus now fetupon Media and Parthia and other provinces, which had revolted 
from his progenitors,[^H.'«^""c.'»«-^'» -] whole expedition againft Places, 
who was the chief and principal founder of the Parthian Empire, is at large fetout

When P Sulpitius and Cu. Fulvius,were Confulsof Rome,La:vius being then Praor, 
made a league with the Erolians in Greece and ^ccalus King of Pergamusin \Ati*. 
\Uv lib 27 Jufilnjib. 29. cap. 4. Eatrop.Hb. 3.] which league, Attalus kept molt con- 
ftamiywiththeRomanstohislivesend,[/'^.p^.82o.] 

M Attalus, any Manius Jcilius were fent ^mbaffadors from Rome to Ptolemei 
and Cleopatra, Kings of Egypt,in Alexandria, to put him in mind of, and to renue 
their form r league, and they prefented themjboth him With a gown, and a robe of (car- 
ter with a chair of State, all madeotivory; and her with a gown embroidered, and a 
{iir-coatoffcarler,[M'»^.30/^-.V^4.1 

Ptolemei Philopator had by his witc, and the fame his fitter, Euuid ice, a fon called 
Ptolcmcus Epiphanes, who at the age of five years, fucceeded htm in the kingdom of 
hovm^Slinlib ao.*«.i,*G whofe birth day was firft folemnly celebrated by all 
theereat men and others of Syria, and the Country thereabouts of his dominion, at 
home, and then they made every man a journey to Alexandria, there to bid him joy 
of his young fon. Among the reft, Jofephnsthe Jew, the fon of Tobias, and of the 
daughter of Simon, furnamedthejutt,the High Pneft, co leftor of his tributes tho- 
roulhout Syria, Phoenicia, and Paleftina,fent his youngeft fon Hytcanus, begotten of 
the daughter ot Solymiu$, hn elder brother, to kifle the Kings hand; with letters 
to his agent Arion, who had the managing of all his monies at Alcxandria,amounting 
tonolefie than three thoufand talents, to turnifo him with monies, to buy the molt 
rich and prctiouspreCent for the King, that that place could afford. And whereas the 
others, that went higheft, prefented the King not with above »o talents; Hyrcanus 
brought with him an hundred beautifull boys, and as many maiden?, and put in each 
of their hands x thoufand talents, to offer themjthe boys to the King, the maids to Cle- 
opatra the Queen, for a prefent ■■ which fo great and unexpected a preient,the King 
much admired, and not onely entertained the young man with all princely honour, 
ind roval cHts.buc alfo by him wrote his royal letters, commendatory on his behalf 
to his'tather, and brethren, and to all his Commanders, and chief Officers in thofc 
parts, and fo difmilied him, with allkind of honour that he could do him. But his bre- 
thren, (who were feven in number, yet all begotten of another Venter) feeing what 
oreat honour the King had done him,agrced among themfclvts to meet him as he was 
upon his journey homeward, and to murder him, not without the privity of the father 
himlcli, who, being angry with him tor the profufe cxpenle which he made of hismo- 
nies in his prefents to the King, cared not now what became of him; but when his 
brothers fet upon him, he flew two oi them, andfundry others of their company. 
And when he came to Jerufalem,and faw that no man there would look upon him,he, 
for fear of the worft, withdrew himielf to the parts beyond Jordan, and there kept

Philippus,King ofMacedon,foughttwofeveral battles againft the Etolians, borne 
up though they were with fuccoursfrom Rome,and from Attalus the Kmg,and in both 
battles overthrew them : and received fhipping from Pruftus, King of Bithyma : and 
both Attalus, and P. Sulpitius , the Pro-conful in thofe parti , wintered that year 
in the Ifle oi Egina, [ Liv. ». *7- ] See alfo [ Toljb. lib. lo.pag. 612, 613, and 

5 In ihc beginning of the Spring, Sulpitius, and Attalus, joyning together, failed to 
Leronos, and from thence coming into Euba:a, took Oieum and Opus. And then

The Romans made a peace with Philippus King of Macedon ; and into this league 
were taken by Philippus, Prufias the King ot Bythima, and by the Romans, the ftate 
of Ilium, and Attalus the King of Pcrgam.[/^'M 

Philopator died at Alexandria, leaving for his fucceffor Ptolemeus, furnamed Epi- 
phanes,^.*.) the Noble or Uluftrious, whom Appianus m his Syriac. furnamech alio 
Philopator,atter his fathers fur-name. He fucceeded his father at the age of tout yars, 
as Hieronym. upon the n of Daniel fayes, or of five, as Juftin, and he reigned 24 
years: as [Cl. Ttolem, in Reg. C*». Clemens tAlexandr. Porfhys. Eufeb. and Jerom] 

U Philopators death wai concealed a long time, whiles Agathoclia and Oenanthe her 
mother, rifled the Kings cofers, and got all his monies into their hands, and lo put the 
ftate and kingdom into the power ot their own lewd contorts, \J*p» l. 4<>. c \] 1 HI 
at length Agathocles, calling together the principal ot the Macedons came torch un- 
to them ,and bringing with him his fitter Agathoclia, and the young King, tells them ; 
That the Km?, when he lay a dying, delivered the child into his fillers bofom, and 
commended him to hers and his care; and withall produced the teftimony of one Cri- 
tolaus, who teftified that Tlepolemus was about to invade the kingdom, and to let the 
Crown of Egyptupon his own head. And when he (hil continued to utter the tame 
words in all places where he came; every man (corned him. And he, to mate his 
difagreement with Tlepolemus yec more apparent to the world, took Danae, 1 Icpolc- 
mus^his mother in law, out of the Temple of Ceres, and dragged her thorough the 
open ftreets, and bare faced to prifon; and then took Moeragenes one ot the guard, 
becaule he gave information of all thingstoTlepolemus,andtavpuredhispartie,(a8 
he could do no lelTe, in regard of that intimacy that was .between him and >Ad*us, the 
Governour of Bubaftis) and delivered him into the hands of his Secretary Ntcoftratus, 
to be tortured : but when he ftrangly efcaped the rack, and got out ot their hands itark 
naked, as he was, he fled to the Macedons, and ftirredchem up againft Tlepolemus. 

[F And'now whf ^the'people^Ull forts came flocking to the ^Court, in a tu^kuous 
manner, Agathocles, taking the King with him, went and hid himlelt, in a £lac c called 
Syringe', which was a gallery or walk, which had every way three ^ and gates ° 
patIe,betoreone could come unto it. But the Macedons forced him to deliver up the 
King intotheit hands ; and they, having gotten him , brought him out to the people, 
and there (et him in a Royol Throne: to the great joy and comfort ot all that law 
him.

For this is 
that he would, at leafthe (hould, fay, that Antiochus after a long war with Philopator 
and Epiphanes,concerning the Dominion ot the land of Jniea,got itac laft trom Eph 
phanes ; and Epiphanes by his General Scopas,rccovered ic from him agaw, and anon 
alter, loll it a fcco;id time unco him : which Eufebius not perceiving, in the 1 o year 
ofPhilopater, faith, that Antiochus having overcome Philopator, \ojned fudea to the reft of 
his D minions. And an. 1 . of Epiphanes, in hi? Chron. faith, that Ptolmeiu Lfphmes, 
by his General Soopas, took. Jud*a. V/ hercas Antiochus, after his overthrow at Raphia, | 
is no whetc read to have made war upon Philopotor any more: and that the league, 
which was alter that battle made between them, was firft broken by Antiochus in the 
very firttyeaioi Epiphanes, ( when Scopas was not yet imployed in the management 
of that war,as hereafter (hall appear ) is (hewed by Jerom upon [11.

There wa? a. Tea fight between Philippus King of Macedon, and the Rhodians,-icar 
tothelOeofL^daj wiiercin hetpokcwooftheirftiipsoffivetireofoaresapiece. The 
reft of their Fleei,fl?eing into the open fea, wete lighted on by a foul tempeft, and dri- 
ven artioar.,fi4'uppiTMyndiaj and the next day upon Coos: But the enemy, trailing 
the ihipj which they had (o caken,at cficir poupe-s went into Lada, which lieth oyer a- 
gainllMiletus,.andrefrcfl;cdthcmfelv«s ia the enemies Camp which they had left: 
which the Mikflans perceiving, they prefented not PhilippU- onely, but even Heracli- 
des him(elf,wit'h Crowns, at their eiKCiing into M letus, [ Urn, in Excerpt .Valef fag. 
70, and 73.] out of Zcno and Antitihenes, two Rhodian Hifto\»ai«. 

Philippus, wanting corn, ceafed not to wafte all Attains hi* country, even to the ve- 
ry walls ot Pergamus : but when he could newher take any one Qty of b», bccanfe they 
were fo well fenced, nor gee corn or other fpoiloutot the Country, by die exqmhtc 
order which Attalus had taken to prevent bim : then he fell upon the Temple and Al- 
tar*, and tpoiled thern, breaking the very ftohes ot them in pieces, that they nrght ne- 
ver be out together again. And haviog utterly deftroyed the NicepboriAn Grove, 
planted near the Gty Petgamus,and laid ma»y a Church arid Chappel thereabouts le- 
vel with the ground: he went from thence fiifft towards Thyatira, but then turned 
back again, anji wont to a fisld called Thebes, hoping to get (ome great booty there ; 
but failing there alto, and coming to a place called Hiera-Come, he tent meilengers to 
Zeuxis,(jovernodrofLydia under Antiochus, defiring him tofupplyhimwithprovi- 
lion» for his army, according to the article* of peace, between his Matter and him : 
but 2euxis made at firft as it, by all means, he would do according to thofc articles : 
whatelfe? but indeed retolved to do nothing whereby any good might come to

This Pnilippus had another fea fight againft Attalus and the Rhodians, near the 
Iflc of Chios ; in waich there were flain of the Rhodians 60. of Attalus his men, to the 
number of 70 men, but of Philippus his part, were flain of his Macedons 1 200, and of 
iiis aides and alTociates, to the number of 6000. There were alfo taken prifoners of 
the Macedon narion, with their fellows, 2000, and 700 Egyptians. Neverthclefle, 
Philippus, though he had every way the worftof it, yet chalenged the honour of the 
day to himfelf in two refpetts : one was,for that Attalus being forced to fly to Erythrac, 
be had feized on his Ammiral, and trailed her at on? of his Chips tails into his port ; 
The other was, for that himtelt coming on fhoar at Argcnaum, a fore-land in lonia,he 
there took up his {landing, to recover what might be faved out of the naverage, [Polyb.

When Philippus befieged Prinafla,a City of Caria, and could do nothing upon it 
by plain force ; yet at length he got it byaftratageme,(\#. /^.p"f.73o>73»0 and 
put Garrifons into Iaflus, Bargyllis, and the City of the EuromenteK,[7*.p<*g.73i.c$- 
lib* 1 7 . Wg* 744*3 

P. Cornelius Scipio utterly overthrew Hannibal, in Afric. and this was the laft bat- 
tle of thisfecond Carthaginian war ; we read in Zonaras, that the Carthaginians were 
amazed at a toral eclipfe of the fon which fell at this time : but that this was no fuch 

freat eclipfe, we find by Livie y [lib, 3 o.l who faies, that indeed the body of the ton at 
\mx teemed to be fomewhat leflened : and the Agronomical Tables fhew as much, 
and tell us of a very fmall ecliple of the fun, this year, upon the 19 of our Oftob.* Some 
there are, who fay that Hannibal flying out of the battle, came to the lea fide, where 
he lound a fhiplaid for him ; and therein failed direftly into Alia, to Kmg Antiochus: 
and that when Scipio demanded of the Carthaginians, firft, and above all things, to 
deliver Hannibal into his hand, anfwer was made him, that Hannibal not m Afric. 
\hiv. Ibid*! But others more truly, that Scipio neither demanded him at all of 
them,' nor any wayes infulted upon his overthrow. [Plutarch in T, g,. Flamt- 

W hen Phyilippus came toward Abydus, they (hut their gates againft him, not ad- 
mitting fo much a* his meflengers, which he fent unto them: he lay long in fiege 
before that place ; and they might have efcaped his hands, had Attalusand the Rho- 
dians made any fpeed to their refcue. But Attalus fent them in onely 3 00 men for a 
fupply; and the Rhodians, who with their whole fleet lay at Tenedus thereby, fent 
them one onely thip of four tire of oares to help them. The men hi Abydus, at far it, 
having good ftoreof Engines all about their walls, kept him off very manfully, not 
oiu-ly trom making his approaches by land, but alfo, from coming into their port T>y 
fea. But afterward, when a breach was made upon the main Wall, and they had 
caff up another within it, and the Macedons went to undermine that alio, then were 
they lain ro fend to Philip, to treat of conditions tor a furrender, one of which was, 
That the Rhodian fliip,with the fouldiers and mariners in her»might depart in fafcty ; 
the like for Attalus his men that were in the Town : and the laft* That they therntelves 
might depart with one fuit of cloathes onely upon their backs. But when they could 
get no anfwer from him, unlefle they rend ted therntelves wholly and abtohitely to his 
mercy; they, what with indignation, what with delpair, grew into fuch a rage, that 
they made fifty of their principall memo fwear openly,That if they law the inner 
wall once taken by the enemy, they would prefently go and kill every man his own 
wife and children, and throw his filvcr, gold, and jewels, into the fea : and that done, 
the fouldiers bound thcmfelvcs in common, each to other, that either they would 
vanquifh their enemies, or die every man of them fword in hand, and fighting tor 
hisCountry.C^'v.^.3i.Fo/;^/»*.i<5.p^.736,7?7,738.] , 

About the lame time came Ambafladors to Rome from Attalus and the Rhodi- 
dians, both, complaining of the wrongs done them by Philippus and his Mace- 
dons, to whom anfwer was made, that the Senate, would take the aftairs ot 
e/tffia into their confutation and care. C Livie -> tib > 3 2 - wUb 1*$*" Ub ' 3 °* 

Three Ambafladors were fent from Rome to Ptolemei and Antiochus, to put an 
end to all differences between them- The Ambafladors were, C.Clau. Nero. Mar, 
Emil. Lepidus,and P.SemproniusTuditanus; who coming to Rhodes, and there 
hearing of the liege of Abydus, and defirous to have fomefpeech with Philippus, as 
they had in their inthuttionstodo,put of their journey to Ptolemei and Antiochus, 
for the prefenr, and fent Emilius theyoungeft of the three,umoPhurppus; and ne 
meeting with him at Abydus, gave him tounderftand,thatthe fenate ojt Rome had 
aputpofe,to defire him to forbear making war upon any City of theGrecians,nor 
lay hands or touch any thing belonging to Ptolemei King of Egypt. This it hediu, 
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he mig ht live in peace ; it he did nor, he fhould kuow,that the Romans were refolve d , 
and ready to make war upon him t to whom Philippus returned this anfwer, 7 by age, 
i'aitllhe, and comliwefs of thy perfon y and above alt \ths name of a Rom. in y m. ik.es thsefpeakjehns 
h'ifh: but 1 would aAvfe you y to remember the league and covenant m.tdt y and to keep pe ice 
with ntr.if not y l am alfo refohedto do my endeavour y andto makjyou know andfeel y that the pow- 
er and name of a Macedon is no way inferiour to y or leffe noble than that of a Reman is. [ Idjb'd. 
with /*£*iMffi 73 8 >739> 7 8 7> J g 8»] 

Ju(tiii,[ /'*. 30. ^p.30.3 tells us, that this M. Emil. Lepidus,wa> fent alfo by the 
Ronwns into Egypt,to govern the Kingdom of Egypt, on the behalf of th's youig 
Ptolemeu 1 ! Epiphanes. Whether moved thereto by an Embaflage fent to them from 
Alexandria,that they would vouchtafe to take upon them the patronage and ttnele-lhip 
of the Minor,and defend the kingdom of Egy pr, which Ant iochiis and Ph il ippus were 
Caid already to have fhared between them,[ Ibid. cap. 3. ] or Whether, the Minor him- 
felf was by the father in his death-bed committed to their care an J truftj as heelfc- 
where intimates, [lib. 31. cap.x.'] wheKoi£ Paler. Max. lib. 6. cap. 6,] fpeaking, 
uleth thtfe Words: When King Ptolemei had left the people of Rome guardian to his fon in 
his minority, the Senate fent M. £ml. Ltpidus y High Tontif. and one that had been then twice 
tfrnfulfo Alexandria/here to take care of the Wards efiate y <tnd was content to want the holinefs 
of a moft honour able^and withal y ofa mofi upright man y andfo long verfed in their own affair s y to 
imploy jt in the exercife of a forreign charge y rather than fuffer the faith andtrufi of our City 
to have been implored in vain. For he conceived that th is man had executed the office of 
a Guardian or Tutor in Egypr, whiles he was High Pontif. and when he had been al- 
ready twice Conful in Rome; when as yet Epiphanes was dead before that time, the 
reafon of which error in him was; becaufe it (hould feem, he had feen fofnecobe, 
wherein, together with thofe tides of h is honour and dignity, he found this o ffke of 
his.Guardian-fliipin Egypt, joyned j for tothisday, there are extant to be teeny fome 
filver coines, with this infeription ; on the one fide thu •, t^lexandrea ; and on the other 
thus, S.C.M. Lepidus Pont. Max.tutor%eg t who alfo, in the Image fide, isftamp- 
ed, putting a Crown upon a young mans head,ftanding on his right hand,with a Scep- 
ter in his hand. 

And now the Athenians, feeing their territory wafted all over by this Philip, fent 
and prayed in aide from all parts ; from the Romans, from the Rhodians, from At- 
talus, and from Ptolemei, [ Liv. lib. 3 1 . 1 

Whereupon the Ambafladors of the Romans and Rhodians,meeting with Attalu> 
at Athens, by a common confent, agreed to aide them : for which the Athenians pa- 
tently decreed exceffive honours, firft to Attlu?, then to the Rhodians; nay, they 
went to far , as to call one of their own Tribes, alter his nam?, and made it fupcr num> 
rary to their ten, that were before, [ Id. lb. Polyb, Legat. 3.^. 785,787 ] 

Whiles the Romans were bufie in preparing war againft Philippus, there came 
Ambafladors from Ptolemei, or rather from his Curators, to Rome, who informed, 
that the Athenians had craved aide of the King, againft Philippus; But though they 
were confederates, both of the Kings, and the Romans, yet would he do noihing that 
way, nor fend lhipping» or army thither, or any whither elfe, for defence or offence of 
any, without the leave and authority of the people of Rome. That if the Romans 
would be pleated to undertake their quarrel, the King would be Well content, to fit 
quiet at home : or if itpleafed the Romans to fit quiet, He of himfelf mould eafily be 
able to furnifli the Athenians with power enough to reprcifc the force and violence of 
Philippus. The Senate dccreed,That the King fliould be thanked for his kind neire,and 
to tell him, that the Romans were purpofed to defend and maintain their own friends 
and confederates thcmfelves: If they wanted anything ncceffary to this war, they 
would acquaint the King therewith ; and that they knew well enough) that the Kings 
Forces and Means, as they were very great, io they were alfo very neceflary for the 
defence of his own State. Then they ordered prefents to be tent to the kings Ambaf- 
fadors, to every of them 5 thoutand pieces of brafle money, [ Liv, ib. ] 

In the year 5 4. for fo it is in the Greek Manulcripc at Lambeth, not 52, as in the 
vulgar edition of the fecond Periode of Calippus, 547- of Nabonaifar, the 16 day of 
the monethMefor, the "of our September, 7 hours after high-noon, there was an 
Eclipfe of the Sun obferved at Alexandria, [ Cl. Ptol. lib. 4. cap. 1 1 . ] 

Toward the later end of Autumne, P. Sulpitius Galba, Conful, palled over with an 
army into Macedonia, againft Philippu* ; and thither came to him Ambafladors from 
Athens, defiring him to deliver them from the fiege, which was then laid unto them i 
whereupon was difpatcht away C. Claudius Cento, with a certain number of (hips, 
fraught with fouldiers, to the relief of Athens ; for Philippus himfelf lay not before it ; 
but was then bufier thenever, at the fiege of Abydus, [ Liv. Lb.$\.] 

They of Abydus, remembring the oath they had made, fought it out fo ftifly, that 
when the night fhould have parted the fray between them; the king amazed at their 
I C c c courage 
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courage, or rather at cheir rage in fighting, was fain to give off firft, and to found a re- 
create : : But then Glaucides, and Theognecus, conferring With Come ot the Ancients ot 
the Town ; who had the hardeft part in this tragedy to play, if it came to afting, 
when they faw that after the fight, there were but few of the* men left, and they {pent 
with wounds, and blood which they had loft, Co Coon as it was day* Cent their Priefts, 
in their prieftly attire, to give up the Town to Philippus; which when the multitude 
perccivcd,they forthwith grew into fodefperate a rage,that they ran to kill every man 
his own wife and children ; and that done, flew every man himfelt in fuch manner as 
liked him heft; tome one way,fome another. The King amazed at this ftrangc ury of 
theirs, commanded his iouldiers to forbear,faying,That he would give the Abydemans 
three dayes time to die in: in which (pace they afted more barbarous afts of cruelty 
upon themfelvcs,than they could have expefted from an enraged enemy,nor came any 
one of them alive into his enemies hand, that was out of bands, and at liberty to kill 
himlelf. The King,having feized on their wealtb,which they had^rought all into one 
place, with a purpofe to deltroy it, left a Garrifon in the place, and departed, {L,v. lb. 
Poljb.l;b.\6.vav.']i\'jl9^ , . . r , n 

Coming to Bargyllii, he tnere grew much troubled in his mind,to lee the Komans, 
8cRhodians,and Attalus,and all confederated and preparing tor a war againlthim: SC 
when hisarmy wasaUmoftaffamifaed,Zcuxis chegovernour of Lydia,and theCnes of 
Mylafla, Alabanda,andMilcfia,fent him in fomeCmallprovifions to relive them i : and 
he, when they brought him in any thing, contrary to his nature j uled all fair and flat- 
tering fpeeches to them .- and when they forbarc lending, was preCently ready to mif- 
chieilhem: and in the end, when by the policie of Thilocles.a train waslaid tohave 
blown up them of Mylafla, it mifcarr ied through his own folly, and then went he and 
wafted the territorie of the Alabandi, his good benefactors, as it they had been his 
open enemies, giving onely for a reafon,that his fonldiers muft not want meat, [Polyb. 
lib. \6.i» Excerpt. Vale f.pag.%6,%9.~\ , _ ,. . . _ CM ' 

In the 55 year of the fecond Periodc of Cahppus, in the 548 year of Nabo- 
naflar, on the ninth of the month Machir,about midnight,m the beginning ot the ao 
of our March,there wasa total eclipfe ot the Moon at Alexandria, [Cl. ™»M.J.ii»] 
In the Summet following, the Romans, with the help ot Attains, and the Rho- 
dians.made war upon PhUippus, and his aflociares m Macedonia, ^UoteM.n^ 
Scopas, the prime man ofall Etoha ,(ent from Alexandria by Ptolemei,With a great 
made of mony, took up fix thoufand Foot,befides Horfe,and fh.pt them away for 
Bavpr : Nor would he have left a man there, able to bear arms, had not one Da- 
mocritus put them in mind, fometime of the war, which they were ready to engage jn, 
andfometime,otthe lolitude and nakednefle, which the Country would be left in,

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In the fame year, between the two Iflands of Theramenc («/. Thera) andThera- 
fia, and in che middeft of the tea, lying between them, there was an Earthquake, by 
which there (tart up a new Ifland, with hot Springs,or Fountains of hot waters. And 
in Ada, upon thelame day, an Earthquake (hook Rhodes, and many other Cities,and 
overturned fundry houfes in them, and fome other Cities it (wallowed up whole; 
whereupon their Priefts and Soothfayers foretold,that the then rifing Roman Empire, 
would (wallow up and devour the kingdoms, both of Macedon, and Afia, {ji* fin, lib 
30.M/J.4.] 

In the beginning of the Spring, Flaminius, fending for Attalus to come to him to 
Elatia, went with him in company to Thebes, there to draw the Boeotians into a fo- 
ciety and league with the Romans : where when Attalus made an Oration to them, 
to that eftcft, with more vehemency and ftretching of his voice than his age would 
bear, being now grown old, whether by a vertigo taking him in his head, or by a 
rlume falling upon his throat, he grew fuddenly fpeechlen*e,and fell all along, and then 
being taken wirh a dead palfie in all one fide of his body, lay fick thereof at Thebes. 
And Quintius, when he (aw that there was no fear of prelent death, but oncly a weak- 
neflc ot body, which required time for his recovery, left him there, and returned to 
Elatia, from whence he came, {Liv. in the beginning offtboo^, printed at Rome y out of 
the Mannfcnpt of Bamberg, and at Paris an. 1616. with Plutarch in the life of £>mnc. 
Flamin.'] 

At the fame time al(o, Antiochus fending his two fons, Ardues and Mithridates, 
before him by land, and willing them to (lay for him at Sardes, fet fail with an hundred 
tall fighting (hips, and other (mailer veffels, purpofing by the way,to try what he could 
do, with the Cities ot Caria and Cilicia, which were of Ptolemeis pofleflion, and with- 
al, to aflift PhUippws by fea and land, what he might: and having taken in firft Zephy- 
rium, and Soli, and Aphrodifias,and ( then doubling the Cape of Anemurium, a Fore- 
land of Cilicia, )Selinus, and other Towns, Cities, and Caftles, all alongthatCoaft; 
which either for fear or favour, xendredthemfelves, without refiflance, at lad came to 
Coracefium , which contrary to all expectation,' (hut gates againft him , [ Lvvie, 

M. 13. ] 

Whiles Antiochus lay at the fiege of Coracefium, Arobafladors came to himfrom 
the Rhodians, to tell him, that if he kept not himfelf on the other fide of Ncphelis, a 
Foreland of Cilicia,they would oppofe him •, not for any grudgethey bare unto his per- 
fon, but to keep him from joyning with Philippus, and that he might not impeach the 
Romans, who had now undertaken to procure and maintain the liberty of Greece ; 
which when he heard, he tempered his choler, and told them oncly, that he Would 
fend his Ambaffadors to Rhodes, to treate about that matter, and with inftru&ions to 
renew the leagues formerly made between them and himi and his forefather*, aod to 
bid them not to fear his coming to them, for that it mould bring no damage to them 
or any of their friends : for that he was refolved not toinfringhia amity with the Ro- 
mans in any fort, appeared well enough, both by his late Embaffiefent unto them, and 
their honourable decrees and anfwers made thereupon to him, f_ Idjbid. ] 

The Rhodians challenged to themfelvcs Pewra,which is a Region lyingin the Con- 
tinent of Afia, over againft their Ifle of Rhodes, and had been alwayes in theufe and 
poflcflbn of their anceftors,but was now invaded and pofleffed by Philippus ; and were 
at this time upon the recovery of it out of his hand. Paufiftratus was their General, 
and he had routed the Macedons which kept it, with Dinocrates their Captain : And 
had they then marched (freight forward to Sttatonicea, they might have gotten that 
alfo, for the asking : but forafmuch as they returned after the battle to their Camp, 
Dinocrates with thofe which remained of his army, gat into it, and fo fortified it, that 
the Rhodians coming afterward to befiege it? could do no good there ; which ftory is 
more at large defcribed and fet forth by L Livie, lib, 3 3 . ] 

Attalus was carried fick from Thebes to his City Pcrgamus by fea, and there died, 
[ id. ibid. Polyb. fag . 8ao. Pint, in Quit*, Flamin. ] He lived 7 * years, and was King 44. 
\hiv. ibid. Polyb. m Excerpt. Vale f pag. 1 02. and in Su'tdas, in the word Attalm : ] though 
Strab'o (ays, he reigned onely 4? years, [ tib % 1 i.yag* 6z$. ] He left behind him, a wife 
and four children,£ Liv. ibid. ] His wives name was ApoUonisjrof the CityCyzicum : 
his children by her, were Eumenes, Attalus, Philetaeres, and Athenxus ; of which, 
Eumenes^heeldeftof the four, fucceeded him in the kingdom, [Strabo,Mt.frp.and 
Pint, m his £w^«e<>A*/e;i.?i*s : ( i. e. ) ofbmhirly love, ] where he telleth us, that the 
two younger brothers, thougballl of brave and lufty fpirits, yet lived \a that awful re- 
fpeft of him, that they were as fo many penfioners and watch men about him* for the 
prefervation of hisCrown and Dignity, [Pofyb.inExcerpt.Valef.fag. \69. andSuidas, 
in the word Attalus.] Whereupon it was, that their mother would often fay, that flie 
was a happy woman, not in regard of her wealth, 'nor for that fhc was a Queen ; but 
becaufe (he (aw her 5 younger fons, to be as fo many watchmen and keepers, about the 
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eldeft : and that whereas they ever went with their fwords about them, yet he lived in 
the midft of them, without the leaft dread or fear of them, [.?/»'♦ »t. /«/>:] and of 
ApolloniSjor Apollouias, their mother ; and che filial duty and refpect which they a i 
bare unto her: you may read more in Polybius,[»» Excerpt, Valefpag.x 13," 4.] and in 
S nidus, in the word Apollonias. 

Philippus,being ovcrthrown^Horfe and Footjin the battle fought at Cynofcephalas, 
in the Country of Theflalia, of which vicloiy we find mention made, [ 1 Maccjb.c.%.] 
Flaminius gave him yet peace, upon conditions j much the rather for that he undcr- 
ftood that Antiochus was allready marched out or Syria with an army, to come tor 
Europe ; and thereupon he made atrucewidi him tor four moneths, that in them 
he might fend to Rome , and fubmic all to the will and pleafure of the Senate 
there. \Polyb. in Legat. 6, pag, 792. Livieylib. ft.editio, Roman. & Par if] 

The Rhodians, hearing of the defeat of Philippus, caft not oft the care they had of 
defending the liberty of fuch Citie* as were confederate with Ptolemei, and which 
were in prefent danger of being invaded by Antiochus : buttofomeot them they fent 
aide,to others ad vertifement,and advice,& were the means of (afety from his attempts, 
to the Caunians,Myndians,Halicarnaffians,and Samians,[£'v.#£.33.]and yet all would 
not ferve ; but Antiochuy n fpight of them,(urpri(ed Coracefium, Coricos, Andriace, 
Limyra,Patara,Xanthus, which belonged to Ptolemei, and laft of all, the City or 
Ephefus it (elf, [ferom upon 'Daniel, cap. 1 1.] 

AntiochuSjfpendingnU winter at Ephcfus, endeavoured to reduce all Afia into the 
ancient and uniform frame and body of an Empire. And he faw well, that the reft of 
the Cities, would eafily be brought unto it: but finding that Smytna in Eolia,and 
Lamptacus in Hellefpont,purpofed to (land out, he both advited them to do like the 
reft j and aifo ufed fome threats too,in cafe they would not,fearing lead: the reft (hould 
follow their example, in oppofing his defigne. And when it would no better bc,hel'ent 
fome companies irom Ephefus to befiege Symrna, and others from Abydm to do the 
like to Lampfacus.[£w./»^.33.] Whereupon they both, and fuch other Cities, as 
thought fit to joyn with them, fent their Commiflioners to Flaminius, to crave his fa- 
vour and aide againft him, \Appta, in Sjriuc.fag, 87,] 

\VhenCl.Marcellu5 was Conful, immediately upon his entering into his office, 
came Ambafladors to Rome, to treat of a league to be made with Philip ; and there- 
upon was pafled a decree of the Senate to this efteft. That the grecians every where, as 
well in Europe as m tAfi*fide$ould be freehand live after their own larvs\Thatfmch of them as 
were under Philippns his dominion, or had »nj Qarrifons of his in them,jhould before the celebra- 
tion of the next Ifthmian game sjkdiver them «p ivto the hands of the Romany. That from fuch as 
were m ^fia, as Euronius^Pedaf^Bargjlia^Uffm^bjdw^afnSytJiijrrinA^Per'mthiis^he 
ffaulddraw away his Gamfonsy and leave them fret, that he jhonld not renew his war with 
Eumenes<,(t<x Valerius Antiasobferveth,that afpecial heed was taken of him) eXttalm 
hit fon, the new King. And as concerning the enfranchijing of the Cl**** ^at Ti. Quin. 
Flaminhns jfonldwritc hts letters to Prufiat, that the will and pleafure of the Senate was, 
&c. And to fee thefe things duly put in execution; the Senate fent ten choice Com- 
miflioners into Greece. \_Polyb. Legat. 7, pag. 793. &Legat. 9. pag. 792. L'vie, 

When the Ifthmian games were ended, at which the general liberty ot Greece 
was proclaimed, by the publick Crier ; then did Ti. Flaminius, and the ten Com- 
miflioners which came from Rome, give audience to Hegefianadesand Lvfias, which 
came Ambaftadors from Antiochus to Flaminius : and they were bid tell' Antiochus, 
that he muftnot meddle with any free Citie in Afia, much kife make war upon them j 
and that he muft prcfcntly set him out*of fuch places ashe now held, which were for- 
merly belonging cither to Ptolemei,or Philippus,and to command him from thcm,not 
to fet foot in Europe hmfclf, nor to fend arty of his forces chithcr : and added, that 
fome of themfelves wouldlhortly make a journey to Antiochus. IPolyb. Legat. y.pag. 
79%>799. LsvJft.Sh] 

When the affemhly was diCmiited^hc ten Commiflioners parted the work,they came 
about, among them ; and every man went to fee his proper quarter to be fet at liberty, 
according (o the jdecrec ; and of them P. Lentulus went by fea to Bargylia in Alia, 
and willed that City to be from. whence forward free, (». *.) to live according to their 
own laws. L,S'teaidhB,atHcphiHTiaand Thafus, and the Cities of Thracia,.and 
where ever he came, did the like. P.Vi41ius,andLu.Terentius, undertooktlie journy 
to Antiochu$i,aridCn, Cornelius, to King Philppus. \Poljb. Legat, 9. pag.j99. Liv. lib.

At the firft of the fpring ? Antiochus went by fea from Ephefus, and came to Hellef- 
pont; andpafling over his land army from ^bydus,and joyning them with his lea 
torces,landed in QierfbneVe,snd there took in fuch Cities as tor fear gave up unto him: 
from thence he went to Lyfimachia, which being utterly deftroyed, a little before, by 
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the Thracians, he began to rebuild and to make ic the feat of his fon Seleucus his king- 
dom in thole parts, [ l>\v. lib. 3 3 . a/*/ 1 /"'*. *» Syria. pag. 86,87.] 

And when all went on roundly with him,and as heart could wifh, L. Cornelius,who 
was fenc by the Senate of Rome to make an attonement between him and Ptolemei, 
cametoS:lymbria, P\ Lentulus from Bargylia, and L. Terentius, and P. Villon from 
Thafus, being three of the Commiffioners, and from thence went to Lyfimachia ; and 
th ither alfo P. Cornelius came from Selymbria, and a few dayes after Antiochus came 
thither likewife out of Thracia, and there they met ; Hegefianax alfo and LyuV,who 
had formerly been lent Ambaffadors from him to Flamininiu^happened to be thereat 
the fame time- Where in the conference, P, Cornel us (aid, that he thought it reafon, 
that Antiochus lhould reftorc unto Pcolemei, all fuch Cities and places of Pcolemeis 
Dominions, as he had lately taken from him ; and fhould further, draw off his Garri- 
fons from all fuch places as were belonging to Philippus, becaufe the Romans had now 
overcome him: and warned him withal, not to meddle with any free State; where- 
unto the King anfwered, that he wondred firft, by what right the Romans quarrelled 
with him, about the Cities in Afia any m jre, then he queftioned them of what was by 
them done in Italy: and then, that he was content the Cities in Alia, fhould enjoy 
their liberty,but fhould thank him, and not the Romans for it. And as for Ptolemei, 
they two were good friends already, and that he was further, at this inftanr, about to 
joyninaffiivty with him, [Poljb.pag. 800. 769.^770. Liv.M.3* Appia.mSjriac, 
page 87,88.] 

And when P. Cornelius went on, and told him, that reafon would, that the Am- 
balladoisofLampfactraiid Smyrna fhould be called, and fuffered to fpeakforthem- 
felves • called they were. Then appeared Parmenion and Pythodorus, for the City 
of Lamplacus,and one Coeramusior Smyrna : who (peaking boldly and freely in their 
own caufe, Antiochus ftoimed, to fee, that he was there called to yeild an account of 
what he had done in Afia,befoie the Romans,as if they were his Judgesrand bad Par- 
menion, hold his peace, faying, that the controverhes by him then moved, were to be 
debated before the Rhodian Judges, and not the Roman: and fo that conference 
brake up, nothing done, {Polyb.lib. 17. fag. 770. 3 

Polycrates,whowasGovernour of Cyprus, and had Withal, the gathering ot the 
Kings revenue there, having given up his charge to his fucceffor, Ptokmxus of Me- 
galopolis, returned to Alexandria, and delivered up to the King Epiphancs, a great 
made of monies : for which he was very welcome thither, and much applauded by all 
there, [Id.pag. 77 3.] . . ' . 

Prclcntly after, the Etohans began to mutiny, under their Captain 1 Scopas : who 
having a numer jus company of (ouldiers under him, and had opportunity enough, the 
King being but a child, to aft what he would,while he ftood da wdling,was taken fhort 
in his undertakings ; for when Ariftomenes perceived,that his friends repaired to him 
inhisownhoufe,andthereufedtofitin council together; he tent a company of the 
Guard, and called him before the Kings Council : But Scopas, upon this furprifal, 
grew fo wild, and void of (enfe, that he neither went on with what he intended, as he 
mght have done, nor yet would obey the (ummons of the King, as he fhould have 
done : Ariflomenes therefore finding what cale he was in,(ent a company of fouldiers, 
and befet the houfe roimd } and caufed him to be brought before them, by Ptolemei the 

{onoioncEumcncs,[/*.frfjf.77iO ,, , * r n. *. 1. v u u. 

Being brought before the Council, and there charged, firft by the King, then by 
Polycrates and Ariftomenes, he was eft-foones found guilty ,and condemned, not onely 
by the Kings Council , but alfo, by all the Ambaffadors of torfeign Nations, which 
were there prcfenr. For Ariftomenes,intending to accufe him,had purpofedly brought 
thither, not onely fundry other Noble peonages of the Greeks, but even the very 
Etolian AmbaiTadors themlelvs,who were at that time^ent thither to entreat a peace, 
between the King and them: among whom, was one Dorymachus, thelonofNico- 
ftratus. Upon the hearing therefore, Scopas with his conforts, were all call uvpruon : 
and the night following, Ariftomenes caufed both him, and all that were of his kin- 
dred, to be poifoned : but as for Dicararchus, which was a moft impious wretch, he 
caufed him to be rackc to death. For this was that Dicaurchus,who when he was Am- 
miratofPhilippushisNavy,inhara{Ttngthe Cycladian Ifles, erefted two altars in a 
certain Port there ; the one to /*/>»>'/» the other to Iniquity y and facrificed to them 
both, as unto two gods. For the reft of the Etolians, as many of them as had a minde 
to return, the King gave them free leave to be gone, and to take with them, whatever 
theirs was, [Ibid.pag,yjt.'] ? 

When this bufinetle ot the Etolians was tettled,and all guict,then the whoie Court, 
fell to their folemn Revels, which they ufed to have when anyone is firft faluted King, 
which they call, Anadateria : not that the King was then ripe for Government ; but 
becaufe'they thought, that if it were once blown abroad that the King was come 
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nowtoruleiohisownperfqn, things would go better, and grow more quiet in the 
kingdom than earft they had done ; and therefore made all provifioa they could to 
ocrfoiro this folemnity for the honour ot the kingdom. [ lb. pag. 773 . ] 

Whilesthat debate held at Lyfimachia, between Antiochus and the Commifljoners 
from Rome, there grew a report, *aifed,as it leemeth, from what had betided Scopas 
at Alexandria, but without any, certain author, that Ptolemei was dead; and fothat 
conference cameco no t'fliie ; for neither party would be known to have had any 
tidings of U : and L.Cornelius,whofeproper,errand was to treate withboth the kings, 
defired fome time to have fpeech with Ptolemei : his drift being to come at all hands 
into Egypt, before anything could thetc be refolved on, for the newfettling of things 
there,atcer the kings fuppofed death. And Antiochus made no doubt, but that it the 
king were indeed dead, Egyjlt would be His: wherefore, having fent away the Com- 
mifiioners, and leaving his ion Seleucus With Iris land Forces, to go on with the new 
building ot Lyfimachia, he with his whole Fleet failed to Ephefus, and from thence 
dilpatching away Atnbafladors to Flaminius to defire him to perfift in the league and 
amity made between them, took flapping again, and, keeping along bythecoattof 
Afia, came into Lycia, and at Patara, undcrftood for certain, that Ptolemei was li- 
ving: and thereupon gave offhis journey intended for Egypt, \_LivM.i%.iAppi*. 
jH Syria. f a g> .88. 3 

Antiochus, hafting away toward Cyprus, which he hoped certainly to get, when 
hehad doubled the Cape of the Chelidonian Foreland, upon a mutiny railed among 
his Mariners, Was tain to ftay a while in Pamphylia, at the mouth of the River Eury- 
medon : and from thence failing to a place called the Heads of the river Sarm,* foul tem- 
ped befel him, which was like to have drowned him and all. his Fleets many of his 
Sipswere driven on thoar, many fwallowed up. in the tea, 'fothat no foul elcaped of 
them A multitude of men perifhed in that tempeft, not onely of the Mariners, and 
commonfauldiers,butalf:oofhisNobles,aadjPriacipaltnen belonging to him : yet 
having faved what could be gotten oiitof the Wreck, feeing he was in no cafe to go on 
for Cyprus, he failed to Seleucia in Syria, and thrre fell to rig up his Navy again; and 
prepared for the marriages of his children, Antiochus, and ' Laodicc, whom he had 
joyned in Matrimony : and then, putting tofea again, becaufe now the Winter grew 
on,hefailcdtoAntioch,[i^'^.] i- -. 

The Decemviri, or ten Commiflioners, returning to Rome, informed the Senate 
there concerning Antiochus and his .return into^yria, £.£»«/. 3 3.3 Hannibals ene- 
mies at Carthage, informed.the Senate of Rome,thathe lent meflages, and letters to 
Antiochus, and daily received the like from him again ; which,though f alfe, yet was ta- 
ken for true, by thole who ever lived in fear of him. Whereupon they fent Ambaffa- 
dors to the Council at Carthage, complaining to them, that Hannibal held correfpon- 
dency with Antiochu?, and adviiing them by one means or another, to nd him out ot 
the way, [ Id. ib t Jnft>», lib. 3 1. cap. 1, a. } ; ' 

Flaminius his anfwer to Antiochus his AmbafIadors,when they moved for a league, 
was, That he could do nothing now the tenCommiflidnecs were gone ; and that they 
fhould do well to go after them, and make their addreffes to the Senate at Rome, 

Hannibal hereupon, dealing away from Carthage, came fate to Tyrus,andwas 
there received by the founders ot Carthage, as in a fecorid country of his own; and 
having reftedhimfelf there a few dayes,. failed to Antioch : but finding,that Antio- 
chus was removed from thence, lie there fpake with his fon, who was cclebratinga 
(olemnFeftival in Daphne: and having been courteoufly entertained and carefled a 
while by him, took fhip again, and followed Antiochus, and overtook him atEphelus, 
beating his brains, whether he fhould,or fhould not, engage himfelf in a waragainfl 
the Roman*. ButHannibals coming to him, fet him a gog, and now on he would : 
nor thought he now forouchofihe war itlelf, as of what great matters he fhould ac- 
quire, by conquering the Romans, [ hw.inthtendofbu 33 *«*• 1»fr*% M.li.'*?. 1,

And here it was, that when one Phormio, a Philofopher ofthe Peripatetic text, had 
difputed a long time in his fchool, concerning the duty and office of a Commander, or 
General of aoarroy, and of the Art Military, and ordering ofa battle, and all very 
wifely in his pretence : Hannibal could not hold,but cryed out, and faid, That he had 
heard many a doting fool in his dayes, but a verier dotard than this Phormio was, he 
never heard, \Cicer.deOratore f lib.*.~\ ,,,,,. c 1 r 

T. Quinftius Flaminius, joyniog with Eumenes and the Rhodians, fought very luc- 
ccflefully againfl Nabis the Tyrant ot Lacedemon, [ hiv. hb t 34. ] 

WheiiM.Porcius(Cato) was Conful, the City of Smyrna began, and built a 
TempletotheCityof Rome, {tacit. AnnaUib^A andby their example,! the Ala- 
bandenfes, not onely built another Temple to her, but alfo mftituted certain 
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anniverlary plaies and games, in honour of her, as of a proper Goddeffo [Livie. 

' Eraiofthenes of Cyreue, the fon of Aglaus, whom a roan may well call, not onely 
aGrammarian,thoughthatwere hischiefprofeflion,butalfoa Poet, and a Philoso- 
pher, and a Geometrician, tor he excelled in all alike, this year died, [L*ci*. m Ma. 
crob.isA after whom, in the keeping of the library at Alexandria, fucceeded Apollomus 
Alexai>drinus,a fcholar of Callimachus, and he which wrote the Argonautica, who 
becaufe he lived many years at Rhodes, was therefore furnamed Rhodius, [Swtdas m 

Antiochus perceiving the great affeaion which the Jews bare unto him, conferred 
great favours on them again, and by his letters highly commended them therefore. 
\Enfeb,nronA Thele letters ot his are extant in Joiephus,L**.'»4. -««'*. W P.JJ"» 
one of which, written to Ptolemanis his Governour there, are mentioned many dona* 
tionsof his,and immunities granted both tothe City, and alio the : Temple at Jerula- 
lem, and in another to Zeuxis; lie commanded two thoutandof the families ot the 
Tews, which lived in the provinces of Babylonia,and Mefopotamia* to be transplanted 
into the parts of Phrygia and Lydia, to keep them in order there, who were orherwifc 
difpofed to innovation. . , , . . 

Antiochus, preparing now to make a war in Greece, and there to begin his war 
againft the Romans, imparted his purpofe unto Hannibal ^10 told him, there was 
no conquering of the Romans, but in Italy itlelf : andto effeath.s, he defired onely 
tohave looof his fighting mips, with 16 thoufand F°*» * nd J?^™^ 
be put into his hand : that with his fieerhe would firft fade into Afrtc,that he doubted 
nor, but to ftir up the Carthaginians themfelves,to afreQi rebellion againft thenv; but 
if that failed, yet he would land them in fome part or. other of Italy, and there begin 
the war a new againft them. And when he hadjperfwaded the King to hearken toth.s 
motion, he went not prefently in perfomnto Afric, (as Emil,Probus,in the life of Han- 
nibal imaginech) but having lighted upon one Anfto, a Tynan born, at Ephetus,fent 
himinfaffiionoi amarchautto tradeat Carthage, and there to prepare their minds, 
for a revolt from the Romans. Upon this Arifto Hannibals enemies at Carthage 
laid hold- and whiles they fpent many dayes in confutation what to do with him, 
and whether to (end him to Rome, in juftification of their own innocency, he got a 
Ihipboard, and came back to Hannibal again. Whereupon they prefent y difpacht 
away Ambaffadors ro the Conluls and Senate at Rome, to let them know what 
had paffed. IL'vie, ' M. 34. M'«, l *. ?'• «f< h 4. *AW*. * Sjnm.w 89, 

9 °Mean while Antiochus fent Lyfias, Hegefianaaes and Memppushis Ambaffadors 
to Rome, to leel the pulfe of the Senate there, for though their pretence was to follicite 
for a league and friendfhip between himand them : yet were they willed to intimate to 
the Senate, that the King wondred, why they fhould bid him to get him out of the Ci- 
ties of Eolia, and Ionia, and to releafe bis tnbutesdue unto him from other places, and 
not to meddle with matters in Afia> and Countries©! his ancient inheritance in Thra- 
cia • for that thcie were not commands to be laid upon friends of theirs, as he was, but 
enemies , when they were conquered. But they were told, that they fhould go and at- 
tend Flaminius, and the ten Commiflioners, formerly fent into Greece, for an anfwer; 
And when they came, the Commiflioners prefled, that Anurcus fhould aether tor- 
bear Europe, or iuftcr the Romans, to maintain what they had allreadyin Asia, and 
acquire more there if they could. But the Ambaffadors told them plainly again, that 
they neither could nor would make any bargaines, whereby the Kings rights and do- 
minions might any wayes be impaired, fo that matter brake off, and the Ambaffadors 
fent away, [Lw.ilr. Appia.inSjriac.pag. 89.] 

Scanny were the Ambaffadors gone, when news came from Carthage, that Anti- 
ochus was bufie in his preparations for a war againft the Romans, and that Han- 
nibal was defigned for his General therein •■ which put them into a tear withall, 
leaft a fiefh war fhould be raifed again from Carthage, ILiy.lW . . 

Antiochus,havirig given his daughter in marriage to P/olemei at Rhapia, in 1 ne- 
nicia,or rather in Paleftina, returned to Antioch,lL'W<* , ,35.] for, being now refolved 
to make war againft the Romans.he thought fit to legue him elf by marnagesand affi- 
n ties, with as many Kings and Princes thereabouts, as poffibly he could; and there- 
fore he fent his daughter Cleopatra, furnamed Syra, into Egypt to Ptolemei : giving 
him,for a dowrie with her,all Caelofyria,which he had formerly wreft from him,thcre- 
by to pacify the young man, and to keep him from joymng with the Romans in this 
war, [Amia.inSjriac.paf.ti.] Jerom upon Daniel, [cap.u.] faith, that Antiochus, 
puipofing to get Egypt it felf into his dominion, efpoufed his daughter Cleopatra, 111 
che feventh year of the young mans reign,by one Eucles of Rhodes, and that in the 1 3 
ycarofthcfame,accordingtoEufcbiusChronicle,whichhefollows,or according to 
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our computation , in the 12 thereof, fent her ro him ; and gave him tor a Dowry 
all Coelolyria and Judxa, and yet could not get Egypt neither ; becaufe Ptolemei and 
his Council perceived hisdrift,and ftond the mare cautioufly on their guard, and Cleo- 
oatra her felf the Queen, ftood more arretted to her husbands parr, than to her fathers. 
And Id'ephus, f 12 lAntiq.cap. 3. ] writeth that Anrochus, giving his daughter Cieo- 
oater to Wife unto Ptolemei, gave him alfo for her Dowry Coelofyrin, all Phoenicia, 
Tudjea, and Samaria to boore ; and that equally dividing the tribute due out of them 
all, between them, the chief men in every of the faid countries gathered it for rh-jm, 
and paid it in unto chem. . 

Another daughter ot his, called Antiochi>, he proffered in miniagciinro Anara- 
thes,the King ot Cappadocia,and fent her to him : and a third mto Eumenes > the 
King of Pergamus. But Eumenes,(eeing him fet upon a war againft the Romans,and 
that he was the caule of fceking his affinty, refuted the off;r. And when his two bro- 
thers, AttaluiantfPhiletxcus, wondered that he fhould refufe luch an offer made him 
by to great a neighbouring King as Antiochus was, he told them what, and how great 
a war was now at hand : wherein, faid he, if the Rormns gee the better, a<? he verily 
believed they would, he was then fure to hold his own by them : or if A ntiochus hap- 
pened to overcome them, then his fortune would be, either to be turned out of all by an 
over-powerful neighbouring Prince, or be but forced to live under him: concerning 
which> we may fee Eumenes his own Oration, [ in Toljb. Ugau 25. **dLiv. 

W'iochus, having paffed the Taurus, marched thorough Cilicia, and in the very 
end of Winter came to Ephefus, [L^.//£. $5.] L , , . . . . . - c , 

AaA from thence, in the firft of the Spring, fending back his fon A .itiqchus into Sy- 
ria, to look to matters there, and in the remote parts of his Dominions halt ward, 
Whiles he was bufied in the Weft, he with all his land Forces, went to invade the Piii- 
dians, which inhabite about the parts of Selga,[-/<U*«U . 

At that time there came to Elaea, Ambaffadors lent from Rome to Aitiocnus,who, 
under colour of an Embaflie, were rolpie our, and inform themlelves, of what prepa- 
rations he had made, and by often converfmg with Hannibal, might either abacehis 
rancor toward them, or if not that, yet by their familiarity with him, might perhaps 
make Antiochus jealous ot him : theie Ambaifadors were, P. Sulpitius, and P. Villur, 
who among others, had met with Antiochus at Lyfimachia, {Liv,lib.^.and v.lu- 
&,n Lb 31 cM.4 m FroHti.Str*ta£.lA.i.cap.2,tAppta.niSjri*c.p*ge9o,9i m ] 

The Arnbafladors went up from Elaea to Pergamus where Eumenes his Palace was j 
becaufe their inftruaions were, Firft to confer with Eumenes, before they went to An- 
tiochus: and Eumenes did what poflibly he could, by adv.ee or perfuifion, to far 
them up to a war againft Antiochus: Sulpittus ftaid behind at Pergamus (ick; but, 
P Villius, hearing that Antiochus was bufie in war againft Pifidia, went to Ephefus ; 
andduringthofefewdayesof abode which he there made, was careful to conycrfe 
with Hannibal as frequently as he might,both tc .found what was in him, and withal 
to mitigate his rancor toward the Romans, by alluring him, that they intended him

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And now the Roman Embafladors being Cent for to come to Ephefus, had their 
conference with Minio, a principal Counfellqr and Favourite of the Kings ; Minio in 
his difcouife blamed the Romans, that under a pretence of fetting Greece' at liberty 
they intended an open war againlt^ntiochus, whereas themfelves held fo many Na- 
tions and famous Countries in their fubjs&ion, and made them tributary to Rom?, 
which formerly lived free, and according to their own Uwes : and when Sulpitius, (for 
he was now recovered of his ficknefle ) aufwered;for the Romans, and called the -4m- 
bafladors of other States there prefentto witnefle ( as they had been before prompted, 
and lefloned by Eumenes) on the Romans behalf, things between them, fell from ' 
conference to a plain bra wle, [ Id. ibid. ] 

■//ntiochns, having heard the Embaffie of the Rhodians, toI4 them all, chat as well 
they> as they of Byzatium and Cyzicum, and other Grecians dwelling in Alh, if he and 
the Romans came to an agreement, and joyned in a leagye together, fhould be free j 
but as for the Eolians and lonians, it fhould not be fo with them; for that they had 
ever lived under the fubjeftion of the Kings of <#ja: therefore the Roman ^mbafia- 
dors, when they could get no reafon from the King ( for indeed Ehac was the leaft part 
of the errand they came in, but onely to be as fp many fpies of his anions ) returned 
to Rome, [ Appia. m Syriac. pag. 92. ] 

After this, cam" the Etolian Embafladors to the King, who offered to make him 
Commander of all the Forces which they could make,and -perfwaded him by all means 
ro put oyer into Greece, which faid they, is ready to receive you ; and noc to flay till 
his armies came down to h>m out of the remote and inner parts of Afia : which put 
Antiochus upjnfuch a pin, that he refolvedefc-foones to be going into Greece, [Id. 
ibid. pag. 92, 93. with Poljb, lib. 3. pag. 179. apd pftin^lib. 30. cap. 4. & lib.^i. 
cap. I.] 

But before he took (hipping, he went up to Ilium, and there facrificed to Minerva ; 
and then returning to his Fleer, he fet forward with 40 fail of fighting fhips, anc i <5 
open boats, and * op Ihjps of burden, fall f lighted, with all kind of provisions, followed 
inthereareofrherrt, His whole army cpnfi/ted of i ; o thoufand Foor, and SooHorfe, 
with fix Elephants, fcanply enough to have pofleffed Greece, if none bad been there, 
to have held up a Buckler againft him, much lefTe to endure the brunt and burden of a 
war againft the Roman Nation, £ Liv, //'£» 35.] 

Eumencs prefently lent his brother Actalus away to Rome, to Jet them know that 
Antiochus had put over the Hellefpont with his army: and that the Etoliam were 
ready \o rife in armes, immediately upon his landing; Thanks were given by the Se- 
nate, both to Eumcnes then abfenr, and alfo to Attains there prefent; and he had 
lodgings provided for him at the publick charge, and pi efents fent unto him, [ Id. 

About the middeft of W inter, Antiochus,f ailing into confutation at Dcmetrias,how 
to cany on the war ; Hannibal gave right good and found advice, if it had been fol- 
lowed i, as it was not* fave onely in this, that Polyxenidas Was fent to bring away the 
reft of the fleet and army out of Alia., iL.v.Hb. ^.Jnfihi^tb.^ucap, 5, 6.J^pp, a .pag. 

Antiochus, falling in love with a young Darafel of Chalcis, the daughter of Cleo- 
ptolcmui, where he hotted , being himfelf upward ot fifty, laid afideall care of the 
war, which he had then in hand ; and fet his mind wholy upon Wedding the wench • 
and called hcrby the name of Eubaea : and fpent all tfic Winter after, in banqueting 
and revels; and as he did, fo did all his army likewife, and fpent all that feafon, in 
luxury and plcafure, [ Polyb./ib. 20. in Atht»ani, lib. 10. cap. it. Diodor. Sk.a/tdDio. 
in Sxcerpt.V'aief.pjg, 296. and 609. L.v. lib, 36. Appia. pag,g6 t 98,] 

M. AcilinsGlabno, being Conful, upon the 5 day before the Nones, (*.<?.) upon the 
third day of May ( which that year, as we may gather out of the Eclipfe which was in 
the year following, fell upon our January) went in his rich coat-armor, out of Rome 
againft Antiochu , [ Liv. lib. 5 6„ J 

About the fame time, came Ambadadors to Rome from two Kings, Philippusof 
Macedon, and Ptolcmci of Egypt; both offering their aid againil: Antiochus, with 
money and corn: and from Ptolemei were brought in ready money, a thoufand 
pounds in gold, and 20 thoufand pounds in filver: but nothing was received, thanks 
onely wasgiven them, for their good will, axtfhd when both of them offered to come 
in perfon with their armies into Etolia : the Senate anfwered, That thy would noc 
trouble Ptolemei ; as for Philippus,that the Senate and people of Rome, would take it 
kindly at his hands,ifhe would affile M.^cilius their Conful, in what he might, [Id. 

'bid m ~\ 

-rf ntipchus, having had the worfe of it as Thermopyla, in a battle againft M. Ecilius 
the ( onful, and Cato a Colonel in that army ( which battle is defcribed by Livie, lib. 
3 6. by Pint, m Cato, OMajor, by Appia .in Sjriac. andfron.lib. z.Stratag. ) and forced to 
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flic back into Afia, came to Ephefus, with hi? new wifcO'*. 1»fti»,*4??'*i*»A Poljb. 
in *AtbenMS lib. lo.cap. 12.] InTullies book ( J>eS ene lt. Cato is brought in, (peaking 
of himfelf, and laying, That he fought at Thcrmopyla, under M. Acilw* Glabno, m 
the fourth year after h.mfelt had been Conful ; and both Pluurcb in hi* Life, and Lwt 
m 3 6.1 affirm, that he was fent by the Conful Acilius to Rome, with the news of 
cbat'viaory. Now what Antifthencs the Hiftorian reports to have followed, and been 
afted by Buplagus the Syrian, and Publius a Roman Captain, after tins fight at Ther- 
mopylae, is to be learned out ol Phlegon of Tralb, in his book DiUM.r*bJ,b»s, 

Antiochus,being at Ephefus,lay there carelefle and void of all fear from the Romans, 
as one fuppofing that fure they would never offer to put over into Afia.But whenHau- 
nibal had roufed him up from that vain and idle imagination, he prefently fent tor his 
forccsouc of the in-land Countries, to come down in all haft to the tea fide, and ng'd 
up his navy , making Polyxenidas, a bandito of Rhodes, his Ammiral thereof, and pre- 
fently put over again into Cherfonefus, and fortified chat; putting Garnfons into Seltus 
and Abydus,where he fuppofed the Romans,vvould endeavour to paile over into Alia. 
[liv, lib. \6, And Appia. pag.^."] 

C. Livius Salinator,who was fent to fucceed Attains in the charge of the navie, 
and Eumenes, failing into Afia, met with Polyxenidas Antiochus hu Ammiral by the 
way, and put him to flight, funk ten of his fhips, took 30 more, and loft but one of 
theirs; and that Was of Carthage too : but they purfucd Polyxenidas as tar as Ephe- 
fus : and then fent back the Rliodian fleet, confifting ot * 5 fhips,and which came alter 
the fight was done, and Eumenes likewite with his fhips, and came to Cana?, a Town 
ot Lycia,and there, becaufc the winter came on, drew their Hups on land; and forti- 
fied the place where they lay, with works for their defenfe, [ £"*. lib. 63. *W*» t a & 
09,100,] 

When this batdc at fea was fought atCoricus,(for there it was fought) Antiochus was 
gone to Magnefia,near the mountain of Sipylus, to gather his land forces together: 
and there hearing of his overthrow at fea, fee himfelf to prepare a new navy, that 
he might not feem to be beaten out of the fea : and therefore he dilpachc away Han- 
nibal into Syria, there to get fhips from the Phoenicians, and commanded Polyxenidas 
with all fpecd to rigg up his fhips that were bruifed in the fight,and to build new ones, 
to make up his fleec again, and himfelf the mean whiles took up his winter quarter, 
in the parts of Phrygia,and fent for aides from all parts, even out of Gallograrcia 
it felf, \pivjib. -$6. & 37* Appia, fag. 100.3 for whac with fear, what with moiiy, he 
had drawn them alfo to joyniu arms with him, and the rather for thac he thought 
thegreatnefsof theirftatureandcorfagc,wouldbeaterrourto the Romans, [Appia. 

^"ArobafTador* now came to Rome, from Ptolemei and Cleopatra, to congratulate 
them for their expulfion of Antiochus out of Europe; and perfwading them topafle 
into Afia : forfaid they, the fear of the Roman name isallready fal en, not onely upon 
all Afia, but even upon Syria alfo; and fhewing, that they were ready to do, what ever 
the Romans would command them. Thanks were returned to the King and Queen 
for their good wills, and prefents to the Ambaffador?, to every ot them tour thoufand 
pieces of brafle mony, [£ W*. 37J . . ~ .. , , , « „ , 

Antiochus left his Con Sekucus with the army in Eoha, to keep the tea coaft all along 
in order, for the Romans on the one fide and Eumenes on the other were tamper- 
ing with them every where, and Selcucus fpent all that winter, partly in tuccouruig 
his friends, partly in plundering ihofe, whom he could not draw to his bent, lid. 

About the deapth of winter, Eumenes, with a company of two thoufand Foor, and 
100 Horfe,camcco Canas,where the Roman fleet wintered: there he told them,that if 
they would, they might get a great fpoil out of the Country lying about Thyatira,and 
never left till he had perfwaded Livius the Ammiral, to let him have five thouland 
men ; with which he went, and in a lhort time brought them back again »oaden with 
an exceflive great bootv,[U.Ibid.'] , 

In this interim, a fedition was raifed in Pbocxa, for there were fome which fought to 
draw the common people to fide it with Antiochus, for that the wintering of the Ro- 
man navy thereby very heavy upon them ; in regard they were charged to furniul 
them with % 00 lea gowns^nd as many coats; corn alfo grew very fcant among them, 
intomuch, thac both the fhips and Garrifon were fain to remove from chence^nd quar- 
ter elfewbere. Then was the faaion, which flood for Antiochus, quit of mallear: 
buc the Aldermen, and chief of the City Rood firm for the Romans; as the chief 
of the fa£tion for Antiochus, were more prevalent with the commons, lid. 
[JM.1 
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The magiftrates therefore of Phocaca, fearing the inclination of the multitude, 
wifely fent their Agents to Seleucus, to pray him not to approach near their City, for 
that they were retol ved to lit ftill,and to fee what the iflue ot that whole war would be. 
But he being informed that the multitude was wholly for his father ; and that they 
were in want of corn, made them no anfwer, but marched ftrait toward them with his 
army, [Pelyb. Legat. 1 8.] 

At Rome,when both the new Confuls, Lu.Scipio, and Ca. Lselius Nepos, were am- 
bitious, ro go into Greece, P. Scipio, ituhe behalf of his brother Luh'us,faid,Thar if 
their pleafuie were to fend his brother thither, he himlelfwouldgoas his Lieutenant, 
with him.Thatwordofhit carried it,for who fofir,f aid thcy,to go againft Hannibal, 
as Africanus, who had already vanquuht him? [Ctc. Philip. 1 x . Liv. lib. 3 7. Vakr.Max, 
Lb. 5 . cap, 5 , ]ufiin lib, 3 1 . cap. 7.] 

In thofe dayes, when Lu. Scipio was upon his way 'againft Antiochus, and whileft 
the anniverfary games, in honour of Apollo, were celebrating, upon the fifth of the 
Ides, (». e .) upon the ninth day of June, in a very dear day, it grew fuddenly dark, by 
the coming of the body of the Moon under the fun, [Liv.tib. 57.] And verily, that 
not long after, to wit, upon the 14 of March, after the Julian -Calendar, there fell a 
horrible ecliple of the fun at Rome, appears by the Aftronomical account : to which if 
9 5. Idas giiiHtites, (i.e.) the ninth of our July did then anfwer, it will then follow,that 
the Calends, or fiift of January, the year tallowing, muft needs fall in with the^o day 
of our Auguft, fo great a confufion was there of the Roman Calendar, in thofe 
dayes. 

About the vernal equinox, Paufiftratus with j^Qiips of Rhodians, Livius with 30 
of the Roman', and Eumenes with feven of his own, went to Hellefpont ; Livius firft 
flood in, for the port which was csAkdyPorttts % /fck&orum > ax\& from thence went up to 
Ilium, and having there Sacrificed to Minerva, and then gave a favourable audience 
to the Arnbafladors, of certain neighbouring Cities,as Elcus,Dardanus and Rbetttus, 
all which came and voluntarily rendred themfdves unto him; and then again Reaving 
1 o (hips in the rod e,over againft Abydu?, went With the reft to the other fide, and 
there beiieged Seftos , and having taken that in upon furrender , he provided 
himfelf to return to Alia fide, there to befiege Abydus,Z L i v » *'*> 37.v*fff la >?*g> 
»oi.] 

Whiles thefc things thus pafled at Hellefpont, Polyxenidas, the Ammiral of King 
Antiochus, bare Paufiftratus the Ammiralof Rhods in hand, char he would betray 
all,orthegreatelt part of, Antiochus his fleet into his band,andhe, giving too eafie 
credence to the others words, thereupon went to Samos, where,not keeping foduea 
watch as he fhouid have done, he loft his life, and with it 29 faile of lhips, which he 
had under his command; for there efcaped of all that fleet of his, five onclyflups of 
Rhodes, and twoot the Ifle of Coos, [Id. lb.] 

At the Came time alfo Seleucus recovered Phocw, having a gate of the City fet 
open to him,by which he got in with his army. While thefe things were acting in Eolia, 
Abydusjhaving endured the fiege fome few dayes> by the valour of thcKings Garrifon 
that kept it,at length all grew weary of the bufinefle, and the chief magiftrates of the 
City, with the good leave of the Captain of the Garrifon, fent to Livius to treat of con- 
ditions forthefurrendcr of the place unto him. But when in that very nick of time 
news came of thelcflcof the Rhodian navy, Livius would no longer ftay to take in 
Abydus,and to keep Hellefpont, but prefently with all his fleet, (ct faile for Phocca ; 
butfindingthattobeheld by a ftrong Garrifon of the Kings, and that Seleucus was 
noc far oft with his army, he fell a waiting the lea coaft, and having taken what fpoile 
he could light upon thereaboucs,efpecially of men,and flaying Onely till Eumenes could 
overtake him with his fleer, he purpofed to go for Samos ; and thither at laft,fbrely 
weather-beaten , he came , and there joyned his fleet with the Rhodians , con- 
futing now ol twenty faile, under the command of Endamus their Ammiral. 

[Livie.] 

Livius, having encreafed his fleet by this acceflion of the Rhodians, tailed forthwith 
to Ephefu*, and there ranged his (hips in order of battle before the very mouth of the 
port. But when none came forth againft him : he divided -his fleet in two pjtrts, 
whereof one lay at anchor in the very haven of the enemy, and the other landed their 
men ; and when they had ranged there far and near, and gotten an exceed ing great 
fpoilj and were returning with it to their fhip, Andronieos a Macedon, ( Appianus 
calls him Nicander) Captain of the Garrifon in Ephcfus, (allied out Upon them, and 
forced them to their Daip»,leaving a great part of their booty behind them, and return- 
ed forthwith to Samos, and thither came alfo L.Emilius Regillus the P«etor,who 
was fent tofucceed Livius in the charge of the navy ; and as he was coming thither 
from the Ifle of Chios, Livius fent two fair lhips of Rhodes, of four tire of oarcs a piece, 

and 
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and Eumenes himfelf in perfon, with two more of five tire of oares a piece, came to 
meet him, [/^. ^>*/W*£. ■<>?.] ., L j . .. _ r 

Having fate at Samosa while in Council, concerning the ordering ot bulines at lea, 
Emilius,ro terrifie the enemy at hisfirft coming, went with all his fleet to the very 
mouth of the portofEphefir,and Livius went to Patara in Lycia,Emilius was driven 
off from Eph efus, byaftorm thatrofe upon him ; and fo, noching done, returned to 
Samos, The Cities which Livius pafled by, Miletus, Myndus, Halicarnaflus, Cnidu«, 
and Cous, (hewed themfelves moftready to receive all his command.-; : but coming into 
Lycia, he was ill wellcomed there, both by a tempeit at fca, and by the enemy at la nd, 
and therefore returned into Greece .again, that having there fpoken firft with the two 
Scipios, who were then at that time i n the parts of Theflaly, he might then take his jour- 
ny for Italy, [Liv.] . 

At Samos there came letters to Emilius the Praetor, and Eumenes, from the Sct- 
piocs, by which they underftood, both dfthe Truce that was taken with the Etoliaiv, 
and of their own marching by land towards Hdlefponr, and the Etolians hgnifiedas 
much to Antiochus, and to his Ion Seleucus, [ Pelyb. Legat. 1 9. ] 

Eumenes,fent his Agents into ^chaia to make an aflbciation with them; which 
the commons in a general aflembly ratified; and fent him a company ot tall young 
men to aflTtft him, { Id. Legitt. 20.] 

L.Emilius, with all his fleet, palling by Miletus,and the other Cities of that coaft, 
landed in the Bay of Bargillia, and went to Iaflus, that City was held by a Garrifon of 
Antiochus his men,and then,(ending to the Magiftrates and other chief men ol the place, 
to pcrf wade them; and being anfwercd, that they would do nothing; he drew up to 
the walls,to befiege it : but the baudicoesof Tafias, which Were among the Rhodians, 
prevailed fofar with them, and the rather by Eumenes his mediation, that they drew 
off, and left the fiege. [Liv.] 

Thofe of Heraclea in Poncus, fent Arnbafladors to Emeliu*, and from mm received 
a very kind and favourable anfwer m writing, purporting, that the Senate of Rome 
would be their good friend ; and that neither their counfel nor care mould be 
wanting, when ever they fliould have occafion to ule them. \_<Memnon Excerpt, 
cap, 28J 

Whiles Eumenes was away,bufie in making war with the Romans and Rhodi- 
ans, againft the tea Towns of Lycia, Seleucus with his army, brake in nponhis lands 
at home ; and firft came in hoftile manner to Elata ; and,being able to do no good up- 
on the City, wafted all the Country about ic : and from thence marched 1 With all his 
powertoPergarnusit feW,the Capital City of this kingdom. Attalus, Eumenes his 
brother, drew out, and pitcht his Camp before the City walls, and often skir- 
milhed with the enemy; but finding himfelf too weak that way, drew in a- 
gain , and kept himfelfe dufe Within -the walls ; and fo the fiege began. 
[ Idem.] 

About the fame time, Antiochus himfelf going from Apamea, encamped firlt at 
Sardes,and then not tar off from his fon Seleucus,«ear the head of the River Caicus, 
drawing with him a huge army, made up of fundry nations. In which the greateft fear 
was of a fquadron of Gallogrecians, confifting of 4000 fouldiers; and thele, with fome 
few others wkh thera,he feritto ravage and waft all the Country about Pcrgamus,irom 
oneendtot'toher.[/*«] . . 

Which when Eumenes at Samosheard of, being called away to look to his affairs 
at home, he took (hip, and with allhis meneamctoElsajand from thence coming 
to Pcrgamus, before the enemy heard of his arrival, he there failed out often, and 
made feme fmall skirmiflies with the enemy; but within fome few dayes after, both 
the Roman, and the Rhodian fleet came from Samos to Elaea, to help him. 

[ Idem.] 

When Antiochus heard that there were to many fleets come together into the lame 
port, and withall> that the Conful with his army was all ready in Macedonia, and pro- 
vifion making at Hellefpont tor his trantportation into Afia, he thought fit to try tor a 
peace with the Romans, Eumenes,and the Rhodians all at once ; wherefore he remo- 
ved his Camp, and came to El*a,and there, having taken a little hill over againft the 
Cicy,hc there left all his foot, and with htshotfe (which were upward of fix thouland) 
went down into a plain field dofe'to the walls of the City,an.l then fent fome Comrmfli- 
oners into it, to tteat of a peace j whereupon L. Emilius fent for Enmenes from Pcrga- 
mus to come thither to him; and advifed with bim,asalfo with Eudamus and Pamphi- 
lidas the Commanders of the Rnodiantleet,what wasbeft to be done, And the Rhodi- 
ans were not againft a peace; but Eunttnes faid,that ic was not for their honour to treat 
of a peace r and however they could not put an end to it at that time; and to that pur- 
pofe Emelius lent Antiochus iwrd, to wit, that before tliecoming ot the Conful, there 
could no peace be made ; upon which anfwer he prefently fell a' wafting of the Coun- 
try 
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try all about Etea : and thendeaving Seleucus to continue the fiege before Pergamus, 
he marched away lull of fury with the reft of his army, and never ftaied, till he came 
into that rich Country, which was called Thebes campns, (»•.) the plain of Thebes, and 
there he made all manner or havock, and thoroughly enriched all his army tor the pre-

At the fame time, Dioplunes ofMegalopolis,carnc to Elea, fim ficom the Acheans 
to Eumejcs.wlth a tupply of 1000 toor,and ioohotk t tL,v. lb. w.tbPoiyb.Legat. 
^o 1 all old beaten fouldiers, and their Captain,one that was trained up under Philo- 
pcen, the moft renowned Commander of ail the Grecian, living in his time. [Lw. 
Ibid. t^ppia.pag. i° 2 . vhb Potjb. Legal. *o. f*g. «lo. and \» Excerpt. Valtf. pag, 

11 So foon as they were landed, Attalus lent fome to fhew them the way, and 
bi -ought them to Pergamus.Thcfe Achaans, upon their firft arrival, made continual 
Sall.es cut upon Seleucus, todraw off, and be gone out of all that Country, TLw.lb. 
and Appia. pig. 1 02,1 03 .J yet he hovered ftill about that coaft,and annoyed his foe.<,and

Wh'les Antiochus maiched in hoftle manner to Adramyteum, Emihus and tume- 
iks came about by fea ; to the refcue of it. Whereupon he torbare to fct upon the town, 
but tell a fpoiling of the Country about it, and cook Persa, a colonie ot the : Mity cnians, 
fodidheCottos,andCorylcnusand Aphrodyfias, and Crene, at the firft afiaulr, and 
then returned by Thyatira to Sardes, [Liv.2 , 

The Roman fleer, with the Rhodians and Eumenes went firft to Mitylene, and from 
thence returned to Ela, whence they came : and from thence fa^ng to Phocasa, they 
came to an anchor at Bacchius an Illand, joyning hardupon the City oi Phocara, and 
then fooling their temples,and monument which they had /pared before, came to the 
City itfelf: butwnena company of three thoufand Foot, fent from Antiochus, had 
gotten in before their coming,they forbear the fiege of it, and returned again to the 
Ifle, where they were before, having onely firft ravaged the Country thereabout, and 
iroimhence the Romanfleec returned co Elsa,a«d Eumcncs,and the RhodianstoSa- 

m Abou; midfummcr, the Rhodian fleet,confiftingof 3* Oupqf four tire ofjarajnd 
of four others, of three tire, fought with Antiochus his navy,which was fought ou of 
Syria, by Hannibal, wherein were 37 &ips, of an extraordinary frze, at a g"*adtad 
Sida, a promontory of Pamphylia; in which the Rhodians put Hannibal to flight, 
but could not follow the chafe upon him,by reafon their mariners were weak and licK- 
ly, for the moft puts neverthclefle, co hinder him from joyning with ^oldfl.et, 
they fent Chariclitus with twenty mips to Patara, and the port Megiftus, whither 
alfJ 1 a littie after they fent Pamphylidas , with four &,ps more, Uf.} and Han- 
nibal was blockt up in Pamphylia.

^Anilxhus coming to Sardes, fent Ambafladors withietters befidcs,to Prufias ; King 
ot Bythinia.furnamedCynegusO.O the Hunter: whereby he dealt earneftly with 
him to ,oyn with himfelt againft the Romans. This daggered Prufias tonhep^ent; 
but then came other letters to him from thetwo brothers, U .and Pub. Scipio ; the e 
put him out of fear of any great harm from .the Romans. Especially, when prefently 
alter there followed an Embaff.c fent unto h.m from Rome,the fore- man whereof was 
nomeaneraperfon,thenC.Livius.whowasla^ 

having once ipoken with them, he put on a full refolution for the Roman party, and to 
break off wholy with Anciocfaus,[/*fr*. Legator. Mf .8ii,8iM*.li*.37.-'W'. 

^AMiochui, feeing no further hope of Prufias, prefently removed from Sardes to 
Ephefus, there to take a view of his fleet, which had been K>ng time in providing : tor 
feeing no other way left him to hinder the Romans 1 from parting their land army 
into Afia, but by making himfelf abfolute mafteratfea, he refolved to try what 
he ctuld do that way, and to hazard a fight there. [ Potjb. and Ltvu, 

Wherefore he went forthwith to fee whether he could take Notium, which was 
aTownof the Colcphooians, not far from Ephefus, where he then lay, that whiles 
the Romans came to relive a confederate town of theirs, by land, he might give his 
Ammiral Polyxcnidas, an oportunity to work fomefeacacfea Pol X xe . nid g s .^ a ^ 
that time under his command 8oor 90 good fhips, which Emilius and the 1 Moduus 
met with, at a place called Myonefus. Emilius had 58 mips, and the Rodians aa, faith 
Livie; orasAppianusaj. In which Poly xenidas was worfted, and having a .good 
wind in poup, fled fpecdily back to Ephefur, having loft 4*.ot his (hip* (no ^9 ^onely, 
as Appianus hath it) of which 1 3 came quick into the enemies hand, with all the men 
jnchern: of the Romans there were two only bUged, and fome few other bruifedi but 
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f ,hr Rhodians, Polyxenidas cook one, and carryed that away with him to Ephehis :

About the tame time Lyfimachia, which was full fraught and furn.Qied withall 
mannSprovifions, as if it had been to bid che Romans welcome, opened their gates 
o^he two Sipioes : and from thence they fee forward ag*m,and thorough the ^hcr- 
onde came to Hellelpont,where they found aUthings ready prepared by Eumenes for 
S^aXrtation. So they paflcd over, as into a friends Country, fome here, tome 
Sere, San appealing to hinder their landing, and without any trouble at all,

whombehadcafually intercepted, to his father, ranfonvfree: winch wa not onely 
an cale to his troubled mind, buceven part of a cure to hisdifcafcdbody,LS«^'*.

The Senate, and people of Heraclea in Pontus, Cent an Embaffieto the Scipioes, de- 
filing that they would ratifb and confirm that league, which Emiiius had formerly 
made with them; which was granted. They alfo prayed that Aritiochus might be 
taken into the favour and fiiendfhip of the people of Rome ; and drawing up a gene- 
ral decree of the people at Heraclea,ient ic to Antiochus, advifing him thereby to give 
o1 all further thoughts of war againit the Romans, [ CMemnan, Excerpt, cap* 28. ] 

¥\otus,[Hifror.Roma>i.lib.z.cap.%.] tells us, That Antiochta fortified bu army whb 
Elephants of a huge bignejfe, all clad and glittering with gotd,and fdver r and fjparUt , and ivory 
eftheir own kind. And m [1 Macchab. cap. 8.V.6.] we read*, that he had 1 20 Ele- 
phant ', and indeed, that he had 102 when he foug'u with Prolemei, and 150 after- 
wards, wc have (hewed before [in An.Mun.i 78 7 .and 3799.01K of Polyb.] but w: have 
Livicforourauthor,That inrhisfight,hehadonely 54 Elephants: where he alfo tells 
us, That he had there 70 thoufand Foot, and upward of 1 2 thoi fand Horfe ; though 
i Appianus tells us of 7 o thoufand that he had in all. But Florus, moft hyperbolically, 
I Jfc/W,( faith he) 3 00 thoufand Foot, and as many Horfe andiron Char tots wtht field that 
day, But Appianus afrlrmeth, that the Romans had onely 30 thoufand Foot •, of 
which number it felf, there were left, two thoufand Macedons,Thracians, and others 
in the Camp for the defence thereof, as Livie faith. 

This battle was fought near to Magnefia, featedat the foot of the Hill Sipylus. 
Hannibal was not in ir, being lockt up in Pamphylia with his'Fleet which he brought 
or* of Svria : nor P. Scipio Africanus, who at that rime lay fick, ir/the City of Etea. 
The day wherein the fight was, was mifty; which caufed that Antiochus, info great 
an aimy,could not fee both wings of his army at once, and the wet thereof marred the 
'firings ol the bowes and thongs which they threw their Darts withal. Neverthclefle 
thev forced thcright wing ofthe Roman army torun,and flee they did to the Camp r 
but'when Emiiius, who was left to keep ir,taw themcoming, he: fent out his men ro 
meet them, and they with their naked fwords threatened to kill them there-right* un- 
lcflc they returned into the fight : Whereupon, they finding themfelves thus hemmed 
in, with their fellows before, and the enemies behind, Emiiius alfo offering himfelf and 
two thoufand of his men to go wich them, faced about ; and running defperately into 
the throng ofthe enemy, made there a vaft flaughter of them, and were the beginning 
ofthe vidory that cufu-d ; of Antiochus his part, 'tis laid, there fell that day, 50 thou- 
fand Roc, and 4 thoufand Hoite, £ Lfa. Emrop. 3 Livie fayes, there were taken of 
them, > 400. Jufiin, 1 1 thorfand. Of the Elephants, fome few werekilled, 1 5 taken 
with their matters. Some few of the Romans were wounded ; but there were not flain 
above 3 00 Foot, and 24 Horfe, and of Eumenes his company, 25. 

Amiochus, getting away with fome few in his company, encreafed his number as he 
went, with others who fdl in to him, and fo with a reafonable fhe w of an army, came 
to Saides about nvdnight following; and hearing that hisfon Seleucus, and fundry 
of his Nobles were fled lrom thence to Cclauce, near which there was a new City built, 
called Apamca. He before day took horfe again, with his wife and daughter, and 
came thirhcr to him ; leaving'the keeping of Sardes to Zeno, and the government of 
the province oi Lvdia,toTimon. And the next day again, went from thence (lea- 
ving fome of his Cap:a ins there, to gather up fuch pieces of the wreck as they could 
light ipon ) and came into Syria , [ Liv. lib. 37. %4ffi* p*g> "°. and Zonara Sy out 
of ,D'c*.] 

Polyxcnidas, Antiochus his Ammiral, hearing of this fucceffe at land, left Ephefus, 
and coming as tar as Patara in Lycia, therc,for lear of the Rhodian Fleet, which lay 
not far off at Mcgittc, went on fhoar, and with fome few in his company, patted by land 
into Syria* \_Liv,ib'.d,~\ . . 

After thi^viftory, came Ambafladors hudling in from all parts to Scipio ; from 
Thyati a,and Mcgncfia : firft, then from Sardes, Tralles,Magncfu upon the Maunder, 
and Ephefus, all rcndi ing themfelves into his hands : after which.all the Cities of Aha 
did the like ; fubmitting themfelves wholy to his mercy, and f ovcreignty ofthe people 
oiKomc,[ Id. ibid,} 

The Conful then went to Sardes, and thither came to him his brother P.Scipio 
from Elaa, fo foon as he was able to travel. About the fame time alfo Mufa-us, fent as 
a Herald horn Antiochus by the mediation of P.Scipio, made fuite, and obtained 
leave tor him tofend Ambailadorsto the Conful, to treat of a total peace. Andfhort- 
ly after, came from him AmbafTadors, Zcuxis the Governour of Lydia,and Antipater 
his brothers Ion : who having firft treated with Eumenes, who by reafon of former 
quarrels between them, they thought would be moft averfe from a peace with their 
Mafter,and finding him more pliable, than cither they or their Matter thought they 
mould have done, they then made their adrcfle to P. Scipio, and by him were 
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brought to the pretence of the Conful himfelf ; and he at their fuic calling together a 
full Council, gave them audience, and upon a hearing, offered the King the fame con- 
ditions, which he lent him from Hellefpont» before the fight at Magnefia. P. Scipio 
openly profefting,that the Romans fafhion was,Neither to be quailed,in cafe they were 
overcome in a battle, nor to grow infolent upon a victory gotten; the conclufion there* 
fore was, That Antiochus muft leave Europe, and part with all Afia,on this fide the 
Taurus ; and that for the charges and cofl of the war,he muft pay 1 5 thoufand talent^ 
of Eiba*i;$oopre(ent,and 2 500, when the Senate and people of Rome, had ratified 
and confirmed the peace then made, and 1 000 talents more to be flailed, and paied in 
twelve years after, by equal portions, befides 400 talents to Eumenes for his damages, 
andthefurplufageof corn whtch was owing to his father :alfo that he muft give up 
into the Confuls hand, Hannibal the Carthaginian, and Thoas the Etolian, and fome 
others, who had been the firft incendiaries ot this war : and laftly, 20 hoftages for per- 
formance of thefe conditions. And when Antipater and Z.uxis, had accepted of thefe 
conditions ; ic was agreed on all hands, to fend away pre.ently AmbafTadot s to Rome 
for a confirmation of all, and fo they brake up,rjV;£. Legat. 24.Diod.Stc Ltgat. 9, 
Liv.tib.^7.]ttfim,ltb.ii.cap,B.jippiA.pag,iii y iiiJ] 

After thi?, the Conful brake up his army, and fenc them away to their winter 
quarters, to Magnefia, and to Tralles, and Ephelus. £Polyb. & Liv. Ibid.} 

The Conful himfelf went to Ephefus, and fhortly after thither came to him a part of 
the 500 talent from Antiochus, which he was ordered to pay down preienr, and the 
hoftages which he was to give,[/^./£<^.] among which, one was Antiochus, the 
Kings youngeft ton, as Appia. [pag. 112,113,] fayes, though Zonaras out of Dion tells 
us, that Manlius Vulfo, who f ucceeded Scipio, was the firft that demanded him in par- 
ticular for a hoftage. 

M. Aurelius Cotta was fent by the Conful to Rome, with the Kings Ambaila- 
dorsto was Eumenes likewife ; and with them went the Ambafladors ot Rhodes, of 
Smyrna, and allmoft of all the Cities and States, on this fide the Taurus. ^ld. 
Ibid. 1 ] 

Manius Aciliiis Glabrio, made his entry into Rome, in triumph over Antiochus and 

theEolians,[£'t/.a.37.] - r , „ . , , . 

Cn. Manlius Vulfo, went Conful into Afia,and was appointed to take the army 
which L. Scipio had * with four thoufand Foot more, and 200 Horfe out of Rome.and 
of the Latins eight thoufand Foot, and four hundred Horfe: and atone and the fame 
time allmoft, Manlius the Conful landed in Afia* and Q^FabiusLabfo, came as Prar- 
tor to his charge of the fleet, [Ltv. lib. 37.] Now the new Conful arrived at Ephefus, 
in the beginning of the Spring, and received the army given up to him by L. Scipio ; 
and having taken a view of it, he made an Harang unto them,inciting them thereby 
to prepare themfelves for a war againft the Galls, or Gal logicians, [Liv, lib. 37.] But 
Fabius with the fleet, fetfaile for Creer, to fet at liberty fuch Romans, and others of 
the Italian Nation* as were there detained in flavery. And returning thence to Epbe- 
fu5,ferit three (hips irom thence into Thracia, and commanded Antiochus his garrri- 
fonstobe withdrawn from Enus and Maronea, and then to be reftored to their pri- 
fiine liberty, [Id.lfb.^.injn . 

About the beginning of Summer it was,that Eumenes with the Amballadovs came 
to Rome, of which Cotta . made a relation, firft in the Senate houfe,and afterward 
to the people in General, of what had been done in Afia: and then Eumenes being 
bid to tpeak, by the Senate, opened to them, both what he had done in their feryice, 
and what his fuic unto them was; but all very fparingly, and with great moderation : 
yettheRhodiansoppofedhiro,as well on chcir own behalt, as for the liberty of the 
Grecian Cities and Srates there. But both parties heard, the Senate decreed, That all 
the Regions, on this fide the Taurus, which belonged to Antiochus, fhould be aftigned 
and given to Eumenes ; excepting onely Lycia and Caria,asfar as to the River of Me- 
ander, which they ordered fhould thenceforward be allotted to the Rhodians: and the 
reft of the Cities in Afia, which had been Stipcndarie to Attalus, fhould hereafter be 
made tributary likewife to Eumenes; but fuch as had been tributary ro Antiochus.fhould 
be free, and pay no tribute at all. [Pelyb. Legat. i^.&^. Diod. Sic. Legat. 1 o. Liv. lib. 
37. & 38. s/ippia. in Syriac. pag. 1 1 <5.J 

Antipater add Zeuxis, the Ambafladors of Antiochus, having had audience in the 
Senate, obtained a confirmation ot peace for Antiochus upon fuch conditions as Scipio 
had given him in Afia, and when a while after,the people alfo had ratified the fame, 
then was there a folemn league, with facrifice, made with Antipater, chief of the Em- 
baflie for Antiochus in the Capitole, in further confirmation of that agreement, [Polyb. 
Legat. z 5. Liv. lib. 37.] and this league was cut in brafle, and folemnly hung up, and 
dedicated in the Capitol, as other leagues were wont to be, and a Copy thereof fent 
to Manlius Vulfo, the Conful > who fucceeded, Scipo in Afia. t,tAppi*. p*£.«i3 ; ]

We read moreover [1 Mdccab. 8. 7.] chat among other things, in this treaty , it was 
agteed,ThataswelAntiochushimfclf,ashis{uccefiours,fliouldpay a great tribute to 
the Romans, and give hoftages for (ecurity thereof, and a part of his kingdom, as was 
(aid before, and whereas,by this agreement, Antiochus was to pay (as I alto mentioned 
before) 12 thoufand talents, in 12 years,by equalporaons,thatisftiltoDeunderftoodof 
Euboic talents, not of Attic, (as Livic feems to have mifunderftood Polybius) yet of the 
pureft? Attic filver ; every ot which was to weigh 80 pounds Roman: and 540 thoufand 
bufhels of corn,and 20 hoftagc*,at before ; with this,That they (hould be changed every 
3 years But in the rent which was made of his great kingdom,he had yet left entire unto 
him,notonly Comagena,Syria and Judea,as in[ExccrptM"»no».]bm alfo all the upper 
provinces beyond Euphrates, as Babylonia, Aflyria,Sufiana, and the reft, and in the 
lower Afia, Glicia, though he was forbidden to come with his (hipping into the ftreit 
of Glicia, to the weft ward of the river Calycadnus, and the foreland of Sarpedon, 
to make any warthere. [Pohb.Legat.aj^andtf.LhJibtn.dndiK Appta.pug, *i 2 » 

The Senate, having heard the Ambaffadors of Smyrna, add other States of Afia, 
according to the ancient manner, fent ten Commiflioners to fettle all matters in Alia, 
and to compofe all differences between ftate and ftate there. [Toljb. Leg*. 2 S. D>odor. 
Sic,LegM.\o.Ltv,llb.n*~\ .... 

Now at what time the peace between the Romans and Antiochus was in agitation 
at Rome, Cn. Manlius in -rffia,did what he could to put all into a new combuftion and 
confufion there, and to have gotten Antiochus into his clutches, if he had come in his 
way : but he perceiving the Coniuls drift, though often follicited to come to a parlee 
with him, kept himfelt a ioof, and would not come in his fight : and the Conful deh- 
rous to get him,came with his army to the parting of the waters, upon the top allmoft 
ofthe Taurus. But notable topick any quarrel againfthun, or his, he tell upon the 
Gallograrcians^inder a pretence, That they had formerly affifted Antiochus in his war, 
and that they were of luch a haggard kind, and fo fierce of conditions,that it was to no 
putpofe to have lent Antiochus going beyond the Taurus, unleffe their backs were bro- 
ken, as well as his* -rfnd becaufe Eumene* was then out of the Country at Rome, 
therefore he fent for Attalus his brother from Pergamus,to come unto him^eing now 
removed from Ephefus to Magnefia, and upon this fummons, Attalus came to him, 
attended with a thoufand Foot , and tome 200 Horfe, and they both proceeding on to 
the river Harpahr. Atheneus, another brother of fcumeneSjand Attalus, came to 
him, accompanied with Lcufus of Crect,and Corragus, a Macedonian born, who be- 
tween them, brought him a thoufand more, of (everal nations, and 300 Horle. \L1v1e 

' Hither came to him Ambaffadors fromthe ftate of Alabanda,at whofe fuit, a cer- 
tain Caftle, which had lately revolted from them, and was again forcibly recovered by 
them, was reftored and confirmed to them. And the Conful, going (HI right forward, 
came to Anticchia, upon the Meander, and thither came alfo Jwleucus the (on or An- 
tiochus, (as he might lawfully do by the articles with Scipio)to furnifh himfelf with 
com for his army, and there the inhabitants of Taba,a City of Glicia, bordering upon 
PifiJia, having idcly fallen up the army of the Romans, and paid for their pains » 5 
talents, and ten thoufand bufhels of wheat, were by him taken to mercy; and the 
third day alter they came to the back of the river Chaus, and removing from thence, 
came before the City Eriza, and took it at the firft affauluL^v.**"*.] 

Moagetes the Tyrant, who had under him three Cities, Cybara,byleura, and A- 
lymnc, *!. Alnida,a cruel man, and fubtlc witball, could hardly be brought to purchafe 
his peace, at the price o( 130 talents, and 10 thoufand bu(hcls of wheat ^Ib.tb.'Poljb. 

Tv hen the Conful had palled the Ri v^r Colobatus, Ambaffadors came to him from 
Ifinda, praying him to come and help them 1 for that the men of Termeffa, a City 
in Pifidia, joyning with the inhabitants of Philomelia,had wafted their Coumry.pliin- 
dred their City, and now befieged their Caftle and all, whither all their Citizens, with 
their wives and children were fled to lave themfeves. He taking this occafion by the 
hair, marched towards Pamphylia,raifed the fiegc from beforellinda, and pardoned 
tbetn ot Termeffa, upon the paiment of So talents of filver; fo did he them ot 
Afpcudus, and of the other Cities of Paraphilia. [ 'Polyb. Lega*. 32. hivie nt 

Then, returning from Pamphvlia, to his war intended Jagainft Gallogrecia, or 
Galatia ; he took the City Cormafa, and therein a great booty,and (o left it : and as 
he proceeded on his way by thefenns of that Country, Ambaffadors came ro him 
from the City of Lyfinoe, and (ubmitted to him : and having received them to mercy, 
he came into the plain of Salagcffa, in Pifidia ; out of which he drave away a rich 
proy of cattle : but when Ambaffadors came to him,and prefented him with a Crown 
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of pold ot 50 talents weight, with 20 thoufand bufliels of badee,*nd as many of whear, 
he made peace wth them for thc.time to come, [ Ptljb. Lcg*t. 32. L\v. mfa. ] 

And going again from thence to the heads of the River Obryma,he encaraprdat 
a olace called the Apofis-to»» : and thither came to him the next day Selcuius, trom 
Apamsa; and the Conful having fent away his louldiers that were lienor other wile 
unserviceable to Apamea, and being furnifhed with guides, of the way by Sdcucus, 
came that day into a Country called the Metropolitan Countty,and the next day toDy- 
nias in Phrygia, and from tbencc again to Synnada ; and by the way found che <~uics 
every where abandoned by the inhabitants tor fear of his coming : and h is army grew 
fo loaden with thefpoile which they had taken, thar they were unneath able tomirdi 
above five mile a day, and,afterthat rate, came to Bcndos, theold, and chethirdday 
after into the Country of Galatia, [/•/?.] . . • a u rr 

Here he kept a (landing Camp for certain dayes, and in that tuns fent hi; Amtaila- 
dorsco Epoffognatus, who alone of all the Kings of that Nation, had both kept in ft ill 
with EumenesVand would never be brought to tend any aid to Ancioqhus agamft the 
Romans: and Epoffognatus thereupon went to the reft ofthe Kuigsot that Nacioi 
and dealt what he could With them to (ubmit to the Romans, upon fair and realoii- 
i bkwwsSId,c U mPolyb.Lega.^'] Now ; there ;were at that tim?, three Kings of 
the(e Galls, called ftill bv their old naroes,x>f Toliftpbogians, Teaotagians, and Tro- 
chmians; and their names were, Ortiagon, Combolomarus, and GaulotusL^.J 
Of which three Ortiagon, a man of great repute for his bounty, prudence, and martial 
Valour, was thought at that timeito be ambitious of engrofling the whole lovere gnty 
of that Nation into his own hands, [Poljb. m Excerpt. VaUf. pag. 114, and Sudxsin 

Meanwhile, Ambaffadors came to the Conful as he lay encamped in a certain vil- 
lage called Tyfcon, fromOroanda,definng his friendihip, which at length they bougnc 
at the rate of 200 talents, ready money, [,X-*f.] 

While the Romans lay before a Caftle ofthe Galatians, called Cuballu?, the ene- 
mies Horfe came in fight, and in a tumultuous, manner, fell upon fome ot the Roman 
ai my and (lew them: but the Conlul having put them off, and flam (omeot them in 
their flight, came on with bis army, Without (laying any where by the Way, to the Ri- 
ver Sangarius, or Sagaris, which is a RiveWn Galatia, running thorough Phrygia in- 
to the Pontic Sea, [L/v.] 

And there, making a bridge, becaufe it was no where foordable, and having palled 
the River, certain Galli, or Eunuchs, of Cybelc the mother of the gods, fent by Attis 
andBattacu5,herPriefts,frdmPeffinunte, met him with their ornam:nts and other 
tiinkets about them, and prophecying in a fanatic way, told him, Tnat the mother of 
the gods fent them, to offer the Romans the victory and fo;/ei:eignty of that Country. 
And when the Conful had anfwered,That he accepted of the offer, he prcfen.ly piccht 
hisCampinthefame place, [Li^^T*/^ 

The next day he came to Gordium, a Town forfaken by the inhabitants but left 
full of all manner of provifions ; and whiles he was there, news wis brought him from 
Epoffognatus. that he hadfpoken with the Kingsof the'Galls, but could bring them ro 
noreafon; and that they wich their wives and children, and their chief wealth, were 
all drawing to the Mount Olympus, purpofing there to defend themfelves, tiuftmg 
in their armes, and fituation ofthe place, [ Liv.nd Foljb. L,gat. 33 A But they ot 
Oroanda,eame (hortly after with more particular intelligence: that the 1 oliftobogians 
had already taken the Mount of Olympus: That the TeSofagiaiis, had taken 1 ano- 
ther Hill, called Magana ; and that the Trochro'-ans, leaving their wives and children 
with the Teaofag ; ans, were gone to joyn their Forces with the Toliftobogians, 

The Camp of thefc Galls, that were in the Mount o: 0'.ympus,was forced and taken 
by the 0>n(ul and Attahr. Claudius Quadngarius faith, that they fought twice in 
the Mount of Olympus, and that there were there llain, to the number of 40 thoufan.l 
men But Valerius Antias, who uteth commonly to ovcr-lalh in thiskmd, yet here 
ipeaketh onely of 10 thoufand (lain ; nor is there any doubt but the number of them, 
which were taken, made up the full number of 40 thoufand loftdeeing they had drawn 
with them to that place, all forts of people, young and old, of either fex, more like a 
Colony to inhabite by themfelve*, than an army to fight with an enemy. The Conful, 
having burnt all their arms in une fire, caufed all the fpoile of them to be brought into 
him ; and either fold all that was to be fold, or equally divided it in tpecie among his 
fouldiers,C*"'*\] . 

Yet remained there ftill an entire war with the Tcaofagians : The Conful there- 
fore marching towards them, came to a place called Ancyra, a great City in thole 
parts: from whence, not above 10 miles, the enemy was encamped, There Chto- 
maris, Ortyagons wife, was taken prifoner ; and when a certain Centurion had ravilht 
1 E c e 2 her, 
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her, ihe found her opportunity, and-cur off his head, and lent it to herhufband,(who 
had gotten home from Olympus) for a token, [Lh.-FknuM. 9. cap. " . *»yM° r - f ' 
Vir.llfoftr.caf,<>>).'\ This itoryis more fully related by Polybius, who faith, that he 
fpake with Chioroaris her (elf atSardes ; adding, That hewondred acthc wifdom 
of the woman, [Pluttreh, Ve Qn-tMulkr^ Q. e. ) -of famousw/omen. 

At Ancy ra , while he lay there in Camp, there came to the Conf ul, certain Ambal- 
fadors from the T e aofagians,defiring him to remove his camp further oft tromthence, 
before their Kings came to a treatie with him about a peace: but indeed they ,under 
pretence of a parlee,laid an ambufhment to have furprited a party of the Romans, and 
being far the more in number, flew many of them, and had done more, had not tome, 
who were abroad a forraging, hearing the cry, come in to their rctcue, \P»ijb. Ug*x. 
^^Livie.Iib.^S.] 

The Roman*,enraged herewith, the next day marched, and with the whole body 
of their army, came where they were, and having fpent two dayes, in vie^ingand 
confidering the Caution of the hill, where they lay, upon the ttari,theContnl drew 
out his army,divided into three brigadaes. The main ftrengch of the enemy lay in 
the Teftolagians, andTrochmians, who made between them, 50 thoufand Foot, and 
the hoi fe-men, becaufe they could make no ufe of their horfes, in that craggie ground, 
joyned on Foot with the reft, to the number of iothouiand,andtheCappadocians 
Cent from Ariarathcs, and others from Morzes, in the left wing, made four thoufand 
more. But when the battle was joyned, the Galls went to ground, andafteravatt 
(laughter made of them, the reft fled,and (hifted every man 1 for himfelr,wherc hexouW j 
yet in the chace,the Romans (lew eight thoufand more of them, the reitetcaped oyer 
the river Halys. 

On the morrow; thcconfull took a view, as wellpf-the ptifoners,as of the fpoile 
that was taken ; where he might fee the men gnawing the chajns they were tyed 10, 
with their teeth, and offering themfelvcs to be thiptled each by othc?. And the orpy 
fo great,as a moft greedy and rapacious nation,which had had the fpoile of all Alia on 
this fide the Taurus for i o many years,, could be imagined to have raked together, Af- 
terward the Galls that efcaped, coming together.riaked and woUnded,and bavjngloft 
all they had ; agreed among themtelves.to fqnd,and M to the Romans for a peace. 
The Conful willed them to follow him to Ephefus j for (mid-autumnebemg now pain 
he was defirousto get him gone out of that cold air, occaGoned principally by the 
vicinity of that fnowie mountain Taurus, and to draw hear the 4eaudc,ancl there to 
quarter his army for that winter, [Ltv.ihid. vith %ppi*n.m Sjriac, pdg.i 1 5. & Fhr & U. 
7.cap.iu) ' ..-,•;■ 

Ac Rome,thefirftof February, (which as the year there then went, was the 37 pf 
our Septemb.) L. Emilius Regillus triumphed over Antiochus/or the victory which he 
got of him by tea, [£*/./'&. ?7.] ' # . . 

About thetime when the ten Commiffioners,apipointcd to go for -Aha, in company 
of thole Arobafladors, and others which came ouc of Alia, let out from Rome upon 
their journey, and came to Brundufium. L. and P. Scipio happened, coming out of 
Alia, to land in Italy : and a few dayes after entered Rome triumphantly. \tdjb. Ltr 
eat 25 ] L. Scipio rode in triumph over, Antiochus, upon thclaftof Febriiary, ; being 
f hen Leap year, about the 1 6 of our November, allmoft a year after his Confulfhip^as 
expired, and that he might not come behind hisbrothcr Atricanusinany pomt, wasby 
allmenfurnaroed Aflaticus,[L/V./}^.37.] . # 

C.ManllusVullo, after the timeot his Confulfbip was out, continued in -rfha,as 
Pro-conful there, a year longer. [/^.iV-'M 8 .] 

In the fourth year of the 1 47 Olympiade, came ^mbafladors to Manlius, then ITo- 
conful, wintering at Ephefus,from all Cities, States and Countries,dwelling thorough- 
out ^ha, on this fide the Taurus,to congratulate his victory over the Galls j and prc- 
fenting him wkh Crowns of gold : all which he entertained with fo much rclpett 
and favour,that he fent them away,morc glad and joyf ull than they carae.Therc came 
to him all the ^mbafladors of the Galls,as he had appointed them, to know upon what 
conditions they might have their peace; to whom he anfwcred,Thathc would hear 
them about that matter, when Eumencs came, and notbefore. ^mbaffador allorame 
from ^riarathes King of Capadocia, to beg his pardon, and to redeem his offence 
with money, b-that he had affifted ^ntiochus, his father in law, in his war: He was 
fined at 600 talents of filver, though Livic and >4ppianus fay but 200. Mularns alfo 
came to him fent from Antiochus ; to whom Manlius anfwered, That he Would 
give him a meeting upon the borders of Pamphilia,and there receive the 2 5 00 talents, 
and the wheat, which he was to pa v, according to the agreement by him made With 
L. Scipio, \Poljb. Legat. 3 5. Liv. m 38.]

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At the firft of the fpring, having taken a view of hi> army, and ^ctalus along 
with him, he fet out from Ephefus, and upon the eighth day after, came to Apamea; 
where iiaving (fayed three days,in three days more,he came wirh his army into Pam- 
phylia,to cfjic place which hf had appoii«edf<?r fu's meeting with Antiochus : where 
heftayed3 4ayes,andthe?e diftributecj among his army the wheat, which Antio- 
chus (erjc in : and the monies, £c consigned cpone of the Colonels, to be conveyed to 
Apamea : from thence he wait to Perga 5 which was the pnely place in all that Coun- 
t[ y, which was kept with a Garrifon* And when he drew near untp ir,the Captaiu of 
the Gartifon came out to meet him, defiring his patience for 40 dayes, lave one, to a'i- 
vectife Antiochus,andp receive his anfwer, what to do, anent the furrenderofthe 
place unto him: which was grained, and upon the day, the Garrifon left the place, 
rid.ibH] ....•■ 

About the fame time, which wa» inthebegining of Summer feafon,i;hetenCom- 
miflioners wjth Eiimenes arrived at Bphefos j wfeere flaying two dayes onely, to fettle 
their ftoroachscomii^.^he.fqajthey fet forward and came to Apamea: XfaVw 
conuil hearing of their comings fent his brother L. Manlius witb,4 thoufand fouldiers to 
Otoanda, to demand the money, in arrere, of them : and hknielf, willing the Arobaf- 
fadots of Antiochus to tQllow him>r^iirned with his army to Apamea,and finding Jiu- 
menes there with the ten Conimiflioners, fell prefently into conCultation of what was to 
be done. Firftofajlthere/preit was agreed pnall hands, to ratifie and confirm the 
peace and leaguciormerlyt^adewUh Antiochus: for obferyanee whscepf, accor- 
dingasitwasdrawnupandprercribed by the Senate ( the forme whereof we find 
pun&uajly delivered by Polybius^and Livic.-) Manlius the Prqcpnfol in the pretence of 
the Kings Ambaflladprs tppka; fplpmn oath, there ; and that done, he .dtfpMf&c away 
prefently Q^MinuciusThermus a Colonel, and his own brother, L. Manlius, (who 
was then by chance returned frpm,Oroanda,wjth the monies wh|ch he wasfenc for ) 
to take the like oath of AntipchHs,, and fo ratifie all the conditions thereof, [ td» if>id. 
with. t/lPpia.fag. 11?,] 

The ProconTulithpn wrote his letters, to Q^Fabiu? Labeo, who commanded the 
Navy to come away fprthwithPP^atara,an4 there Cet fire 011 all the Kingsfh'ps that 
there were, or other wife deftroy^liem,t Polyb^d Liv. fttfaj) 

Labeo, fetting put from Ephefus, came toPatara, and thcjrc.fct firepn, or other- 
wife deftroyed 5 o (hips of the Kings, as he was commanded : and in , the fame journey 
of his, recovered ^fjejmeffus, wficte all were at their wits ends, upon the fudden com- 
ing of the Roman Fleet. And then, fetting fail out of Lycia j and fending word to 
Ephefus, for fuch as wwe left thereto follow him, came thorough ihemiddeftofxhe 
Iflands lying in his way, into Greece : and ftayiug fome few dayes at Athens, till his 
(hips came to him from Ephefus, failed thence with hJs whole Fleet into Italy, 

[Livie.] 

The Proconful, having among other things, which he was, by the Articles, tp have 
from Antiochus, received the Elephants( which were at Apamea, as Polybiusfaith ) 
and beftowed them all upon Euraenes; And then fet himielf to hear the differences 
(asinthatconfufionofthingsitcouldnotbe, but manymuft arife; between thefe- 
veral Cities and State! . And Ariarathes King of Cappadocia, for Eumenes his fake, 
to whom he had then newly betrothed his daughter, had half his fine ftriken off, 
[Id.] 

At Apamea alfo,rbe Proconful, and the ten Commiflioners, having given audience 
to all that came, appointed certaip indifferent places, by content of all parties, where 
the differences Jbet ween City and City, concerning either their bounds, or money-mat- 
ters, or the like, fhould be heard, and ended. The Colophonians which dwelt in Nc- 
tium, the inhabitants of Cyma, and Mylaffa, were for ever acquitted from payment of 
any tribute, by the Proconful and Commiflioners : and to them of Clazpmenae, over 
apd above their ^exemption from payment pf tribute, they gave alfo a certain lfland 
called prymuffa, which lay over againft their City. And to the Milefian*, they re- 
ftored a place called $acer +4gtr -. (i.e.) The holy Country, which for fear of ene- 
mies, they had reljriquifhed. As for thdP of Chios, Smyrna, and Erythrar, in regard 
of theirextraordinary zeal and fprwardnefle in their fervice,they both gave unto them, 
allfuchlands and regions, as they particularly defired to have, and had them alfo in 
Angular recpmmeridaiion aboveihe reff. They ol Phocara had their laws and liberties 
reftcred them to the full, with all the territory which they pofleffed before the war be- 
gan, J Vefyb. LffAt. 3,6, Liv. lib. 3 8. ] m

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When they returned to Rome, and the Ambafladors on either fide, pleaded there 
nothing but what they had already taid before the Commiflioners at Theflalonica : 
the Senate decreed a fecond commiffion, whereof the chief man was Ap. Claudiusj 
with inftru&ions, to put out all Garrifons irom Enus and Maronaea,and to afloile all 
the fea coaft of Tin aria from the power and jurifdi&ion of Philippus and his Macedons, 
[ Polyb. Legat, 42, ^.and Liv. Hb.49. ] 

At the lame time alfo, Areu? and Alcibiades,the two Prime men of Sparta, came to 
Rome, and in the Senate made a heavy complaint againft the Ach*ans ; whereupon 
the Senate thought fit to refer that caule alfo to the lame Commiflioners, [ Tofyb, Le- 
gat. 42 . Pan fan . in Achate, pag. 2 1 4. ] 

Lycortas of Megalopolis, Polybius his father, the Praetor of Achaia , called an af- 
fembly of the Nation : wherein Areus and Alcibiades, who went co complain of them 
at Rome, were condemned to die for it, [ Liv. lib. 3 9.Paufa». ut.fup. ] 

A while after, the Roman Ambafladors came into Achaia,and the common Coun- 
cil or Aflembly of Achaia met before them, at Clitore in Arcadia,: .[ Liv . ibid. Poljb. 
Legat, 4$.] but their coming in no fort pleafed the Achxans, when they law Areus 
and Alcibiades (whom they in a late aflembly had condemned to death) in their com- 
pany ; Lycorras, like a Magiftrate, pleaded and maintained the caule of the Achaeans 
very boldly : But the Commi(uoneis,not regarding much what he faid, declared 
openly and with joynt confenr, that Areus and Alcibiades were honcft men, and had 
done the Achaeans no wrong at all, and prevailed fo far , as to have the fentence given 
againft them to be revetftd, Q Liv. and Pattft. ut.fup. ] 

When Hannibal had lived a long time very quietly at Gortyna in Creet, and fell 
there into the envy of many by reafon of his great wealth, he filled certain great chefts 
with lead, and depofited them in the Temple of Diana there, as a treafure for a dead 
lift: and thereupon the people, having fuch a pledge as that of him, looked the kfie 
after him : but he in the mean time ftole away to Prufias,. furnamed, as I faid before, 
the Hunter, King of Bythinia, having firft molten his gold and infufed it into certain 
hollow Statues of brafle, which he carried away with him, [ ?«/?'», hhii.cap.+.axd 
Em'il. Probus^in HnKttibale. ] 

There fell a little after a war in hand, between Prufias and Eumenes, King of Per- 
gamus : which Prufias began, breaking the league that was between them, meerly in 
confidence of Hannibal, whom he had there to manage his war for him, [ /«/?'», ibid,] 
The war therefore grew hot between them, both by Jand and fea x but Eumenes by 
the affiftanceofthe Romans, over-powered him in both : and whereas Prufias was 
but poor, and weake of himfelf, Hannibal procured him the afliftance of fome other 
Kings and States, and thofe of very warlike Nation, [ Emit. Proh ] and among them, 
the aid of Philippus King of Macedon, who fent him Philocleshis General, with a 
confiderable army to help him, [ Poljb. Legat. 46. ] 

In the 1 49 Olymp. when M. Claudius Marcellus, and Q^ Fabius Labeo, nrftenter- 
ed into their Conful-fhip, came to Rome an Embaflie from Eumene*, carried by A- 
thenm his youngelf brother, whobrought with him a Crown of Gold of 1 5000 talents 
price, to complain of Philippus ; both tor that he had not withdrawn his Garrifons out 
of Thracia, as alfo for that he fent aid to Prufias, King of Bithynia, who had willfully 
broken his league, and made war upon his bother Eumenes, [ Polyb. Legat. $6.Livie % 
lib. 3 9. ] and among other Ambafladors, from Lacedemon,came Areus and Alcibia-

When Prufias had received an overthrow from Eumenes by land, and ieeking to 
try his fortune by fea, was too weak for Eumenes : there alfo Hannibal advifed him to 
to rry whether he could do by policy and fraud, what by plain force he was not able to 
effeft. He put therefore amultkudc of all forts of ferpents into earthen veffek, and in 
the middeft of the fight, to be hurled aboard the enemies (hips ; giving order to the 
fonldiersandfea-men,tofetalluponthefhip wherein Eumenes himfelf was, and de- 
fcud thcmfelvcs from the reft as well as they could ; by this device of the ferpents, and 
that they might ihc more certainly know, in what fhip Eumenes himfelf was, he fent 
before- hand a letter to him by a Hcrald,purporting nothing but a meer flout to Eume- 
nes, and full of abufes to his perfon. When as therefore Prufias his men, came to it, 
they fought neither againft great nor fmali,but onely againft the fhip which Eumenes 
was in: whereupon he was fain to feek his fafety by flight ; but had perifhed therein, 
had he not thruft in upon the next (hoar, where he had placed before-hand, for a relief 
ripon all occafions, a company of his own. As for Eumenes his other (hips, when they 
prcfled hard upon the enemy, they let flie their earthen pitchers full of Snakes, which 
falling on the decks, brake, and«nut flew the Serpents among them; and this at firft 
fecmed a ridiculous thing unto them: but when they could ftir no where in the fhip for 
Serpents, and found thcmfelvcs no lefle annoyed with their flings than with the arrows 
of their enemy, they gave off the fight , and fled to their fea-camp which was

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Thus Hanmbal,by this «isk,got the better of Eumenes, in that fight; nor then 
nneiv, but alio in fundry other encounters and by one ftrarageme or another, he ever

from the Rhodians, complaining of the wrong done to them or oynope, by Pharna- 
ces. Whoreupon Marms and otheri in commiflion with him, were fent Ambaffadors 
to take knowledge of the cafe of Synope; and tocompofeall differences between the 
iwoKwgsAPohy.Letut.Sirfi.atidLwctib.toA 

Hyrcamis(thefonotjofephu>,and nephew to Tobias [Was fent to Selcua»,to gather 
up his tribuce>,on the other fide of the nver Jordan Eaitward: where he built a fair 
and moft fortified Caftlc, all of white marble, which he called by the nameof Tyros, 
towit,imhecodfineso£ Arabia.and J udea on the other fide Jordan, not far from the 
land of Heftibon, and was governour of all that Region, during the laft feven years of 
Seleucushisreign; living all that time in war with the Arabuns,and making great 
{laughters of them, befides many prifoners taken, and made Haves by him. \J»fab. l,b. 

'^Marctus and his fellow Commiflioners, who were fent to fee how the fquares went 
between Eumenes and Pharnaces, returned ; and made their report in the Senate, of 
what they found ; fctting out Eumenes hisiair dealmg,and temperace carnage 111 all 
things, blazoning the avariccand high fierce carnage of Pharnaces to the full, [•//*, 
Ltjul 53.] for indeed he was the moft violent and invinous King that ever was before 
him,[ Id. i» Excerpt. VaI rf.psg. 1 30.] . . . . - , n , 

When Ariarathes King of Cappadooa.joyning m with Eumenes of Pergamus^fiade 
war upon Pharnaccs King of Pontus all three at once, fent their Ambafladors to 
Rome, and the Senate having heard them all, anfwered,That they would fend Com- 
111 flbners once more into thofc parts, with power to hear and determine allmat-

Pharnaces, fcorning thus to dance attendance upon the Romans, burft out again, 
and fent Leocritus in the middeft of winter, with an army of ten thouland men, to ha- 
raft and ravage all the Country of Galatia. \Pol)b< Legat 5 5.1 1 

Andhimfelfinpcrfon,thclpringfollowing,muftcredallhis forces, as if he would 
have fallen upon Cappadocia. [Id. ib.] 

Eumenes fretting to fee him thus tranf greffe all bounds of law and honefty as he did, 
together with his brother Attalus, newly then returned from Rome, marched into Ga- 
latia, asainft Leocritus, but him they found not there: and when Carfignatus(or ra- 
ther Epoffognatus as hilvius Urfinus thinks it fhould be) and Gazotonus fent their 
Ambafladors to defire them to forbear doing them any harm, tor that they were ready 
ro do what ever they were commanded, but were rojefted by him, as men who had 
formerly falfified and broken their faith and word untohim,and to they went on aga/nlt 

Aube end of 'five dayesmarchi Eumenes with his brother came from Calpito,^. 
Cabia, a City of Bythinia, to the river Halysj and the fixth day after to AmiUis^a city 
in Cappadocia : where when Ariarathes the King of that Country, had joyncd his 
army with ther?,thcy all came inrothc plaine of Amifus, where they had fcantlypitcht 
Camp; when newscamc, that Commiflioners were come from Rome, tomake a peace 
between them : whereupon Eumenes prcfently fent away his brother Aetata* to well- 
come them into thofe parts,and he in the mean time doubled his army,and put them all 
into the beft equ page he could, [Ibid.] # ■ 

The Commiffionersat their firft arrival, exhorted both parties to a peace, humenes 
and Ariarathes,anfwcred , With all their hearts ; and what ever elfc they fhould be 
plcafcd to command, and when the Commiflioncrs praycd,Thac during the treaty, 
they would draw oue their forces from the enemies Country, Eumenes readily ailented 
thereto, and the next morning gave order to fend back his forces into Galatia, [/^.j 

The Commiflioncrs then treating with Pharnaces, could by no means pre vail with 
him, to come to any coferencc where Eumenes fhould be prcfenr, and much ji do they 
had at laft to perfwade him to lend his Ambaffadors tofome place by the lea hde, 
with full power there to rrear, and to ftand to luch order as they tnould think he to let 
down between them 5 and when his Ambaffadors came to the place appointed, and 
the conference was now began, Eumenes was ready to yield to any conditions : but the 
Ambaffadors of Pharnaces fhewed themfelves in fuch a falhion as the Commifltoners 
eafily perceived, that Pharnaces himfelf had no mind to come many agreement, 

So the conference brake off, and no peace concluded between them, and when the 
Comm flioncrs were gone from Pergamus,and Pharnaces his Ambaffadors fent away, 
the war went on as before, between them two : and Eumenes fell to prepare all things 

neceflary 
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neceflary for it on his part ; ncverthcfcffe, at the earueft inftancc of the Rhodians* 
who dehred his aid againft the Lycians, he let Pharnaces alone for that time, and 
went to help them, [ Ibid. ] 

Leocritus the General of Pharnaces his Forces, having laid hard fiege to Pius (or 
rather Teios ) a Town in Pontus, forced the Garrifon which was there, confiding all 
of mercenary fbuldiers,to deliver up the Twon to hur^upon condition.that they them- 
felves, fhould be conveyed to what place they fhould name for rhemlel ves,iu fafety : but 
having afterward received an expreffe from Pharnaces to put them all to the I word, 
becaufe they had formerly offended him, he purfued them upon the way, anJfl-W 
them every man, £ Dhdor. Sie. in Excerpt. Vulef.pag, 301.] 

Selcucus, having gotten together a reafonable army, and going to the aid of Phar- 
naces was ready to paffe the Taurus : nevcrthclefle, calling to mind that in to doing, 
he ihould break the articles accorded between his father and the Romans, upon better 
advice, he brake off that journey, and returned home again, [ Id. ibid. \ 

Yet afterward Pharnaces fell to an agreement with Attains, and the reft, an J rhcy 
entered into a folcmn league between them. Eumenes at that time had laienfickac 
Pergamus, but was now recovered: and having ratified all that Attalus had done 
therein, upon his return, fent both him and the reft of his brothers all to Rome, where 
every man,who knew what fervice they had done in the wars m Afia,bad chem hearti- 
ly welcome; but the Senate, in fp:cial,caufed lodgings to be provided for them, and 
large allowance to be made them at the pubjick charge. And Attalus coming into the 
Senate-houfe, complained of the wrong that Pharnaces had done them ; and defiied 
them to chaftife him according to the meafure of his offence : to whom they made a 
gracious anfwer, promising to fend Commiflioners, who fhould make, a final accord 
between them, [ Volyb, Legat, $6. Diodor. Zagat, 1 4. ] 

Pcolcmaeus Epiphanes, defirous to make a raoreftrict aflociation with the Acharan*, 
fent his Ambaffadors to them, promifing them ten (hips, each of 50 oares a piece ready 
furnifhed to the full. The Acha:ans> confidering that the offer was too good to be re- 
futed, as amounting to the value of aim aft iotalents» accepted thereof very willingly 1 
And fent him their Ambaffadors, Lycortas with his fon Polybius, ( to wir.» the Hifto- 
rian ) though younger at that time,than by their law and Arnbaflador fhould be : and 
with them, Atatus, the (on of Aratus the Sicyonian,with inftruStions both to thank the 
King for the armes and monies, which he had form :rlyfchcrhem by Lycortas; and 
alfo to receive from lv m,-theten (hips now promtfed, an j to bring them, into Pdopo- 
nefe. But this Embaflh never went further then Acha,ia it felf, by rcafon, that newes 
came of the death of Ptolemei, [Id. Legat. 57.] 

For when Ptolemei laid a trap to take Seleucus in, and grithal tec on foot an army 
to go aganft him, and one of his Captains^ asked him* where he would get money to 
go thorough with what he took in hand, his anfwer was, 77w hit friends wetehu treafur: 
which faying of his, flying .abroad, and coming to his Friends and Captain * eares, and 
they conceiving that his meaning was, to JurhiQi himfelf by (tripping them of their 
means, agreed among themfelves and poifoned him, [ Jerom upon J)*mtl y chap n.] 
This Ptolemei Epiphanes, in Prifcian the Grammarian, is faid by Cato, to have been 
a moft excellent and bountiful King j , and the truth is, that for a long time,he carryed 
himfelf very nobly and well j but afterward when by the perlwafion of 'forne claw- 
backs of the Cpurr,hehaci,caufed Ariftorhcnes, whom he had. formerly honoured as a 
father, to take a drench of hemlocks, whereof he died, he grew to a further heighth of 
blood and cruelty, and rulcd.hu people more like a Tyrant than a King ; .whereby he 
fell into (uch hatred and cleceftation among them,thac they were ready to depofe him, ,

At his death, he left twp tons, both underage : the cldcft was called, Philomctor, 
the younger, Phyfcon, [Jfjtpbiu, lib. ii.c*p.\ m ~[ Ptolemipus Philometor ( whom 
Epiphanins milcallcth Philopator ) reigncdafter his father 3 5 years : as £ Ch*. Pto- 
Unmts i mCAH.% l eg, Clemen's i AlexMdri»*s i Eu{cl>iut y \ and others tell us : ol which we, 
to make the tirnes even, abate 3 rhonethsoriely. . , - ■ _. ; 

Pharnaces, finding himfelf bver-laid by this unexpected and violent carping on o( 
the enemy, (eut his Ambaffadors to Eumenes and Ariarathes, . and tued fcj? peace : fo 
rhis wir between Eumenes arid ^friatathes on the one fide,aod Pharnaces and Mirhri- 
dates, Lord of ^rmenia,pn the other,wasraken up, and ended upon thele conditions ; 
to wit, That Pharnaces (houid no more fet foot in Galatia; andlhou^breakoffall 
former agreements and leases made with the Galatians. That he fhould like wile get 
himg^ingoutbfallPaphlagbhia: and fuch of me Inhabitants thereof as he had car- 
ryed from thence, he (hould f p*i' fiome again,with their ar,raes. That he (hould reftore 
to^riarathe',alltheplaceswhibhhehad taken from hiro» with fuchhoftagesashe 
had received of hirru That fie, (hould reftore all the ^rifoners which he had taken, 
ranfom-frcc ; arid deliver up thofe which had left their King, and fled over to him.

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That he fhould rcftorc to Morzias and Aiarathes the 900 talents^ which he had taken 
t torn them and 300 more to Eumenes, for his charges in the war : and thatMithri- 
dates the Lord oi Armenia, fhould pay 3 00 talents, for making war upon ^narathes, 
contrary to the league which he had made with Eumenes. In this league, were com- 
priled,of the great men of A fa, Ataxias, apetty king of the greater part of all Ar- 
menia, and one ^cufilochus : and of thofe in Europe fide, Gatalus of Sarmatia, andof 
free States, thofe of rleraclea, Mefembrya, Chcrfonetu*, and Cvzicum : for perform- 
ance whereof, to foon as the hoftages fent by Pharnaces were come, the armies 
brake up, and difpeifed themfclves, every man to his own home, [ 7>*1;H Lc- 

ga Tefusv a Town in Pontus, which Prufias by the Articles was to reftore to Eumenes, 
Eumenes freely gave back to him again, and had many thanks given him by 1 rulias 

° After the death of Philippus,Kingof Macedon,hisfon Perfcs,or Perfeus, fucceed- 
ed him, in the year when Q^ Eulvius, and L.Manliu>-, were ConfulsatRome : and 
he reigned 1 1 years, [Liv. Lb. 45.] or rather 10 years, 1 1 moneths, as Porphyne 
more exaftly counteth ir, [ Sc*l. in Gr&c. Eufeb.?ag< « 9. ] 

Here begins the third Periode, cf Calippus. 

The Lytians lent their AmbafTadors to Rome, to complain of the cmeltyot the 
Rhodians'to whom they were afligned, and made fubject by L. Cornelius Scipio, 
favine. that the flavery which they endured under Ahtiochus, in companion of this, 
wasanexcellentkindof liberty and freedom j and that there was no difference now 
left between them, and the very flavcs they bought in the Marketfor their money. 
The Senate moved with this piteous complaint, gave them their letters to carry to the 
Rhodians; whereby they put the. Rhodians in mmd, that they indeed put the Ly- 
cians imotheirfubjekon,andproteaion withal; yet fo, as ^theyceafednottobeiree 
States ft ill, and of the Sovereignty of the peopk of Rome, j. Uv.ltb. 41 .J 

Prufias married the filler of Perlev*, and Pcrfeu* the daughter of Seleucus, called 
Laodice - and the Rhodians with their Fleet, received and conveyed her into Mace- 
don to her husband, [Liv. lib. V.Volyb. Leg*. #6. tAW>« Leg*. 2 5] .

Hen Antiochus, foa of Antiochus the Great, re- 
turning from Rome (where he was hoftage)came 
unto Athens ; his brother Seieucus, by the trea- 
chery of Heliodorus was taken out of the wny. 
Howbeit,Eumenc*and Attalus expelled H Iio- 
dorus, who aimed at the kingdom of Syria, pla- 
cing Antiochus in the poffeflton thereof, that by 
this good turn,they might oblicge him to be their 
friend •■ for now by reafon of tome petty in jury, 
even they began to grow jealous of the Romans. 
[Apptan, in Syriac, pag* 1 1 6, 1 1 7.] 

Demetrius,fon 01 Se leucus, to whom the king- 
dom did of right belong, having then entered in- 
to the tenth year ol hi* age, remained at thar time 
hoftage at Rome. But Apollonius, who was 
brought up with him, upontlw death of Seieucus, whole great favourite he was, de- 
parted from Court to Miletum,[/yr£. £<•#*'. 1 14. ] But the Syrians (tiled their new 
King Antiochus, Epiphanes, or Illuftrious, becaule upon ftrangers ufurpation of the 
kingdom, he appeared bravely to his people,in vind ication of his anceftours tit\e,[Appia. 
m SyriMi.fag. 1 77.] who notwitb {landing, by reaion of his mad convcrfation, Polybius 
thought might more jv:ftly be called Epimanes y or the Frantic!^, [apud Athtneum lib , 
a. cap . a. lib. f.cap.^.tf lib. 1 o. cap. 1 2.] 

For having obtained the kingdom ot Syria,he entered into a new,and,to other Kings, 
umifual courfe of lite : firft going out of his Royall Palace privately, his fervants know- 
ing noth-ngof ir, he unadviledlywandred about the City, taking buc one or two affo- 
ciates with him. Moreover he accounted it an honour to converte and drink with the 
common people, and with aliants and ftrangers of the meaneft condition. And ii per- 
chance, he heard of any young men that had a merry meeting, he prefently with his 
pot and mufick,came to the revels : InUimncb, That mod of the company being ftarc- 
lcdat the ftrangeneffe of the thing, upon his coming thither, betook themfelves to 
their heels, or elfe out of fear fat (till andfpake not a word. Laftly, laying afide hb 
royall garment,and being clad with a coat,fuch as hefaw ufed by the Candidates at 
Rome, he falutedand took hold of every ordinary fellow that he met with, and fome- 
times fued tor a place of the Edilis \ fomecimes lor the Tribune-fhip of the people. At 
laft having, by the fuffrages of the people, obtained the place of a magiltrate, 
fixing, according to the Roman cuflom,his ivory chair, he gave judgemenr,and took 
cognilance of the law luits , and controversies of the Citizens with that indu-

Neither thorough his whole life did he do or fpeak any thing that might have a ihew 
ofdiftaftc: but entreated him with the fame friendftiip ^J^^'^'^; k 
T>:odor.

' Eumenes, the late wickednefle of Perfeus, befides the ancient hatred, inviting him 
thereunto, prepared a war with his uttermoft ftrength. Ambafladors came to him 
from Rome , gratulating unto him his elcape from fo great a danger , L L$v. 

' Alkr char, Ariarathes KingoftheCappadocians hadbornunto him ot his wife An- 
tiochis, daughter to Antiochus the Great, twodaughters, and one Ion (nrit named 
Mithridatcs, and then Ariarathes ) ofthetwofons which his wife (fuppofingthatfhe 
fhould have been barren ) had before fuborned unto him, he fent Ariarathes the elder 
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with a competent eftate to Rome,the younjrr called 01ophctne?,or Oropkernes into 
|, )n ia- lealt they fhould contend with his jenuine fon about the kingdom, [D;odor; 
Sienl h 31. '» Fhotii.BMothec . coA. 244.] This year therefore he lent Ariarathes 
his fon to be educated at Rome, that irom a child he might be accuftomed to the 
manners and men of Rome : requefting, that they would permit him to be, not 
under the cuftodyot hofts, after the manner ot private perions, but under the charge 
of tiublick care and tuition. That Embalueohhe Kings was very acceptable unto the 
Senate; and they decreed that Cicins Sicinius th.eM.ijor, Ihouid appoint a funfflhsd 
houi'e where the Kings fon and his Retinue might inhabit, [Liv.M. 4a.] ^ 

The Romans fent Ambaffadors to their confederate Kings, humenes, Antiochus, 
Ariarathes, Mafaniffa, and Ptolemei, King of Egypt-, and others alfo into Greece, 
Thelfcl : c,Epirus,Acarnama,andcheI£lands: that they would unite themleives in 
war acainft Perfeus, UApf^n.Legat^.] T. Claudius Nero, and M. Decimius,wcrc 
feat to make trial of Afia, and the lllands,and commanded alio to go into Greet and 
Rhodes, to renew amity alfo, and likewife to difcover whether the minds ot their con- 
tederatcs had been courted by King Peifcus,C Liv. Lb. 42. J m 

The Legates that had been fent unto the confederate Kings, returning out 01 Alia, 
declared how that they had conferred with Eumenes in Aha , Antiochus 111 Syria, 
Piolerociih Alexandria, That all ot them had been folhcitcd by the humifies ot 
Petfeus ; but had eminently continued conftant in their fidelity, and had prom: cd to 
perform whatever the people of Rome fhould command them, That they had alto 
been wich the conrederate Cities : that the reft continued faithful enough, oncly that 
they found the Rhodians wavering and feafoued with the devices of Petfeus. Ihe 
Rhodian Ambaffadors came to acquit themfclves of thole reports, which they knew 
openly bruited concerning their City, and it wa< thought fitting, that when the new 
(Wuls entered upon their Magiftracy,a Senate fliould be called for them, [Ltv.itni. ] 

P Licinius,and C Caffius, being Confuls, all the Kings and Cutcswh'ch werem 4543. 
Afia and Europe, fet their thoughts on the care of the Macedonian and Roman War : 
both an ancient hatred did exafperate Eumenes, and alfo a new anger, becaute by the 
wickednefle of Perfeus, he was almott, like a Sacrifice, Ham at Delphos. Pruhas King 
of Bifhynia,rclolvedtoabftainfromarmes, and exped the event: tor he thought it 
not equal,to bear armes for the Romans againft his wives brother r»aud it Perfeus fhould 
be Conqueror, pardon might cafily be procured by h^s fiftsr. Anarathes King of the 
Cappadocians, befides that he promited affiftance to the Romans upon hi > own ac- 
count- from the time that he became united unto Eumenes by atfiuty, afiociated 
himfclf into all Councils both of war and peace. Antiochus furely had an eye upon 
thekinedom of Egypt, defptfing both the youth ot the Ku.g,and the floathot hisTu- 
tors-antlby debating about Cocloiyria,he thought that he fliould find ground for a war, 
ind manage it, without any imped iment,whil!t the Romans were mipbyed about the 
Macedonian war : howbeir, he largely prom ted all Kings, both by his own Legates 
the Senate, and to their Ambaffadors himleif. Ptolemei bv reafon oi his youth, was 
even then at the difpofing of others: his Govcrnours did both prepare war againft 
Antiochnf, whereby they might defend Cccloiyria* and alfo made hoeral prom le for 
the Macedonian war, [Liv.M.V.] And thus Ptolemei King ot Egypt, Ariarathes 
of Cappadocia, Eumenes of Alia,and Mafairfla ot Numidia, were affiltants unto the 
Romans, [ Orof. lib. 4. cap. ao.] . . 

Three EmbafladorS,^.Pofthumius^lbinus,C. Deems, and ^.Ltcinius Ncrva, 
were fentfrom the Romans tc the Grecians: who afforded unto them the afliftance 

° f Thresher *A^^ T. Claudius Tiberius, P, Pofthuminus, and M.Junius 

were difpatcht unto the Iflands,and the Cities of Afia. Thcfc going about, did exhort 
their confederates to undertake againft Perfeus, the war for the Romans ; and by how 
much every City was better ftorcd with wealth, by to much they did their buhneile 
there the more diligently, becaute the fmaller would follow the greater. 1 nc Rhodi- 
ans were efteemed of grcateft reckoning for all poynts, becaute they were able not one- 
lv to countenance the war, but to aflift it, 40 Chips being provided by the authority ot 
Hccefilochus, who was at that time m the chief magiftracy, called by them Prytanis. 
This man even before, as loon as the war to be waged by the Romans withPerleus 
was known, did with many realons exhort his Citizens, that they thould joyn their 
hopes with the Romans, That they would want the fame proyifionof Clipping which 
latclv they had Icen in the war of e^iitiochus, and formerly in that ot L hihp. 1 hat 
the Rhodians would be amazed in the providing a Fleer, at that time when it fhould be 
to be lent, uulcffc they began with their iV^/-£>/«fcr""r, That therefore they were 
to acquit themfclves more induftrioufly 5 That by the truth of things they might con- 
fute the accufations alledgcd by Eumenes. Hereby being incited, they fhewed unto 
the Embaffadors 01 Rome, upon their coming, a Fleec of 40 fail ot (hips, built and 

nggd, 
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vigg'd, that it might appear that exhortation was not expeded : and this Embaffie was 
of great influence to engage the mindes of the Cities of ^fia, C M»"y Md, Toljb. 

Leant. 64."] 

Perfeus', after conference had with the Romans, comprized all reafon ot his canfein 
the form of one Epiftle, and what was aledged on either fide: to contrived, that he 
might (cem to have the better in the debate : and unto other Cities he Cent letters 
copied our, by Carriers; but unto Rhodes, he commanded ^ntenor and Philip to go 
Embafiadors: who being come thither, deliver the letters to the Magiftrates ; and 
then after a tew dayes come into the Senate, requeft of the Rhodians, that for the pre- 
tent they fhould not move, anything, butyis from a watch-tower, behold what was 
done; but if the Romans fhould undertake againft the laws of the league to provoke 
Pcrfeus and the Macedonians , that they fhould endeavour to bring them to 
terms of agreement; for that that fhould bedone,was the common interrefle of all> 
and efpecially behoofull for the Rhodians j for by how much they fhould be more in- 
tent than others, upon the fair difpenfation of law and liberty (as fuch who were not 
the confervators and aflertors ot their own liberty onely, but of the reft of the Grecians) 
byfomuch ought they more diligently to obfervc and provide, to their uctermoft en- 
de.wours,for themfelves againft ihem, whole mind and counfels were contranly incli- 
ned. When the Ambafladors had fpokenthefe things, and more to the fame effect, 
though their fpeech gave content unto all; yet becaufc their minds were prepofleired 
with the benevolence of the Romans, and the authority of the better fide did prevail,- 
in other poynts they yielded themfelves courteous toward the Ambafladors : but in 
place of an anfwer, they requtfted Perfeus, not to demand any thing ot that nature 
whereby they might be thought to do any thing againft the will of the Romans: 
which anfwer Antenor accepted nor, but making ufe of the reft of the civility and 
courtefie of the Rhodians, he returned into Macedonia. ^Poljb. Ltgat. 6 J. LlvU 
lib 42 ] 

Cains Lucretius the Roman Pretor, whilft the navy flayed about Ccphalenia, treat- 
ed by letters with the Romans, requefting the fhips to be fent to him ; and he deliver- 
ed that epiftle to Socrates the anointer ot the wreftlers to be conveyed. This came to 
Rhodes at the fame time, when Strutocles was prefidentof the Councel, or Prytanis, 
tor the later half year. When a debate was had of that matter, it fcemed meet unto 
Agathagctus, and Rhodophon and Aftymedes,and many more, That the Rhodians 
without any tergiverfation or evafion fhould fend the Chips* and that they fhould even 
from the beginning of rhe war joyn themfelves with the Romans. But Dino and Po- 
lvcrams who d : d nor approve of thofe things, which had before been decreed in favour 
of the Romans, cavelled that that Epiftle was not fent from the Romans, but from 
Eumencs the enemy of the Rhodians ; who was wholy bent upon this, that he might 
induce them into a war,and engage the people in unneceffary charges and troubles: 
for it wasbrought by oneobfcoreperfon,an anoynrerof wreftles unto Rhodes: where- 
as the Romans ufe with great care to pick out men of ( the choyceft rank, tor fuch an 
emplovment.When Sm todes,the chief officer ,or Prytanis,had buckled himfelf againft 
thclc men, and had fpoken largely againft Perlcus ; but on the contrary liberally com- 
mended theRomansjhe prevailed with the Rhodians,that adecrec of lending the fhips 
fhould be cftablilhcd : wherefore fix Gallics being immediately built, they fent five un- 
der the conduit of Timagoras to Chain's ; one to Tencdo", under the government of 
the other Timagoras.

The Romans, having heard the Embaffies that came from AGa.the ftateof the 
Rhodian?, and the reft of the Cities being underftood, indicted a Senate for the Am- 
br-fladorsof Perfeus. [Id.Legat, 68,] At that time therefore, Solon and Hippias endea- 
voured to difcourfc of all aftairs,and to deprecate the anger of the fathers.^ But yet the 
crime ot the trcchery contrived againft Eumenes was defended with efpccial indultry : 
howbeit, (for the matter was evident) without any probability at all. When they had 
hnimed their fpcech,the Senate,whohad before decreed the war,denounccd unto them, 
that both themfelves, and whofoever elfe had happily then come from the nation ot 
the Macedonians to Rome, fhould immediatly depart out of the walls of the Roman 
City, and within thirty dayes out of Italy. [Id. ibid. Diodor. Sknl. Legat. ij.Liv.

King Antiochus.being returned out of Cilicia into Antioch.the Jewes which were in 
the City, and mauy of other Nations, made complaint unto him of the unworthy 
murder of the moft holy old man ; who being afrMed at it, and teftity ing his gnei by 
(hedding of tears, he commanded Andronicus,.beingditrobed of hispurple,tobelead 
about the City, and to be ilain in the fame place where himfelf had ilain Onias, £ lb. 

■ Now when many Sacrileges had been commuted at Jemfalemby Lyfimachus,with 
the content of Menelaus; the multitude gathered themfelves together againft Lyfi- 
machus, many golden veflels being carried a way: in. refiftance ot whom,, he drew 
forth about three thoufand armed men, appointing oneTyrannus for their Leader, a 
pcrfon tar gone in years, and no lcfle in folly; but of the Row,, fome caught ftones, 
fome great clubs, fome filling their hands with the duft that lay before them, caft them 
alltogether upon Lyfimachus and his fouldiers : in that tumult many were wounded, 
fome fell to the ground, the reft put to flight; but the Church-robbec himfelf Lyfi- 
machus, was Uain near the Treafury y [^.

When Antiochus the King came to Tyre, three men being rent from the Senate at 
Jerufalem againft Menelau?,as a pertakerot the facrilcges and wickednefles of Lyfi- 
mach us, framed an accufation before him. Howbeit Menelaus being convifted, upon 
large lummes of monies promifed to Ptolcmei, fon of Dorymcncs for the pacification 
ot the K ng, thorough his afliftance prevailed, not oncly that himfelf being accquitted, 
•thould continue in the High- Prieft-hood, but alfo, that thofe three innocent perfons, 
who pleaded for the City, and people, and holy veflels, (hould be condemned to die : 
Whole condition the Tynans themfelves commiferating, took care that they mould 
be magnificently interred, [lb.

About that time, Antiochus prepared his frcond expedition into hgypt r and it tell

Antiochn?, coveting to joyn the kingdom of Egypt to his own, entered it with a 
numerous company, with Chariots, with Elephants, with Horfemen r and a great 
Navy,and made war againft Prolemei Kingof Egypt : who turning h-mfelt from Ins 
pretence, fled away, and many fell down wounded to death. Afterwards the feized

The talfe rumor of Antiochus his death being fpread abroad, Jafon taking with him 
no leftc than a thoufand m„n> made a fud Jen alfault upon the City ot J eruf alem : the 
Citv being furpiized, Menelaus fled into the Cattle ; but Jafon made flaughter of his 
own Citizen ; not tonfidcriiig, that fuccefle againft his own alliances was the greateft 
infelicity. Ncvcrrhcleile he could not recover the Principality ; but fleeing away with 
frame, 'he returned back intothe Country of the Ammonites: where being accufed 
before Arctus, the King of the Arabians, and not daring to make hisappearance there, 
he was forced to flee from one City to another ; being hated of all men as a torfaker ot

Antiochus heating in Egypt,that upon the fpreadingofthe rumor of his death, the 
people of Jerufakm were exceeding joyful, and (ufpeaing by the fedition ftirred up by 
Jafon, that J idea would revolt, was much enraged in mind , C * Maccab.

TheEmbafladorsof Afta, were heard in a Senate at Rome: the Milefians re- 
membring that they had done nothing, promifed that they were in a readinefle to per- 
form whatfoever the Senate thould command them m furthering the war againlt 1 cr- 
feus. The Alabandenfes rermmbred that they had crcfted the f emple of the City of 
Rome, and inftituted annivetfary Games unto that Godetrc '■ that they brought a gol- 
den Crown ot 5 o pound weight, as a gift unto Jupiter, which they might place in the 
CapitoUnd joo fhields for Horfemcn,which they would deliver to whom they would 
command thero.The fame alfo the Lamptaceni,bringing aCrown of 80 pound weight , 
rcqucfted : declaring, how that they departed from Perfeus, after the %oman*rmy came in- 
to Macedoni*,whcreas they were under the 'pftfdtiion of P >crj eus, and before of Phdip : m requt-

Whilft A. Hoftilius the Proconfui with his torces, had his winter quarters in Theffa- 
lie,Atulus( who wintered at that time at Elatia) being certainly informed that his 
brotherlum^es took it molt grevioufly, that by a pubhek Decree, they had taken 
awayhisfnoftfplendidhonouts; after communication of the bufineffe unto ^rchon, 
thePrLtofthe^ch^hefentEmbafTadors to the common Council of the Nation, 
Who might negotiate w th them touching the reftoring of the honours unto the Kuig 
Sn Wherf, upon the petfWafion of Polybius (the ftftonan) a Decree was made ; 
wherein the Ivllgiftrates were ccmanded to renew all things that pertained unto the

they M heard that at Home kms decreed by theSenaw, That from thenceforth 
hSe things were to be performed, not which their owi^ag.ftrates, but the Senate 
Sdcommand j by the pertwaTion of Philophron, and Theorems -arte beginning 
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of thefummer,Hegefilochus,fonof Hegefias, andNicagorasfonof Nicander,wer c 
{entAmbaffadorstoRome; But unto the Conful, Q. Marcius Piulippus, and unto 
C.MarciujFigulusthe Admiral of the fleet Agehpolis, Arifton>and Pancrates; all 
thefe were commanded to renew amity With the Roman people, and to anfwer unto 
che acculations wherewith fome endeavoured to lead the City. Bat Hegefilochu^ was 
moreover enjoyned to requeft liberty of carrying foith corn. Agefipolis overtook Q. 
MarciuseacampingatHeracleain Macedonia. To whom when he had delivered 
his commands, the Conful did not onely fay that he gave no credit unto fuch that were 
detracWsoi the Rhodians, but alfo exhorted the Amballador j not to endure any of 
thofe that ihould dare to tattle any thing of the Romans, and abundantly performed 
many offices of humanity unto them : he wrote alfoot the fame affairs unto the Ro- 
man people. But when Agefipolis was wonderfully taken with thecourtcfieof the 
Conful j Marcius taking him afide unto private conference, (aid, That he admired 
that the Rhodians did not endeavour to reconcile the Kings that fought for Cflelof yria, 
lor it was chiefly conducible unto themlelves, Afterwards Agefipolis went untoCaius, 
the Admiral of the fleet, and being kindly_ entertained by him,yea,and far morelweet- 
ly than he was by Marcius the Conful, he in a hiort time returned unto Rhodes /where j 
after that hchad given an accountof his Ambaflage, when as both, the Roman Con- 
manders fcemed to contend equally in declaring their courtefie, and humanity with 
words, and fignifying their favour in their antwer, all the Rhodians began to be lifted 
upin their minds, and tobefwolu with vain hope j but not all in the fame manner : 
for the morefolid party were exceeding joyfull, for the benignity of the Romans : but 
fuch as affected novelty, and were fll difpofed unto the prefent ftatc, they concluded in 
their thoughts, That this wonderfull great and execflive civility of the Romans, was 
afigne, That they were terrified with the imminent danger, and that affairs did not 
fucceed according unto their mind. But after that it had fallen out, moreover, That 
Agefipolis had bolted out amongft fome, That he was privately commanded by 
Marcius,to make a proportion in the Senate of the Rhodians, of compounding an 
agreement between the Kings : then affuredly Diriomade noqueftion but the affairs of 
the Romans were iri a moftevill condition: therefore there were even Ambaffadors 
fent to Alexandria, to couclude the war that was commenced between Antiochus, and 
Ptolemei,[Pe//*. ltg«t. 80.I 

Towards the end of the Summer ,Hegefilochus and other Ambafladorsof the Rho- 
dianseornmiug to Rome, were entertained with all kind of hvmanuy,and courtihip. 
But it was moftmanifeftly known, that the Rhodians were divided with civill diflcn- 
tions: Whilft Agathagetus, Philophron, Rhodopbon,nnd Theartctus, placed all their 
hopes in the Romans; on the contrary ,Dino,and Polyaratus in Pcrfeus, and the Mace- 
dons-from whence it came frequently to paflc^hat the matters that came to bedebatcd, 
being difputed appofuely on either fide,&:with different judgements,fuch as had a mind 
to difparrage the City, took from thence an occafion. Howbeir, the Senators pretended 
that no fuch matters were known unto them; who not withftanding well undcrftood all 
the matters that were tranfafted by them j however, they granted licenfe unto them 
foi the exportation of an hundred thoufand bufhels of bread-corn out of Sicilie, [Id. 
Legat. 6w$.& 80.] 

After that Egypt was poffeffed by Antiochu?, upon the debates of Comanu^and 
Cineas with King Ptolemei, touching the main matters, it fecmed expedient to con- 
clude, That there (hould a Council be enrolled out of the moft principal Captains, by 
whofe fentence all things from thence forward ihould be dif patched. Unto that Coun- 
celitfeemedbehoofullin the firft place. That fuch foreigners of the Greeks, who 
ihould happily be found there,fhould go Ambaffadors to Autiothus,to negotiate with 
him, concerning a peace, [Id. Legat. 81 .] 

There were then at that place two Abaffadors fent ftcm the nation of the Achafi : 
one for the renewing ot f riendfhip with the King, which was committed unto Alcithus, 
fon to Xenophn of <j&gc^ and Vajiadas : another concerning the contention of the An- 
tagonifts: there was fent alfo from the Athenians an Embaffcge, touching a certain do- 
nation, the principal perfon wherein was Demaratus. Moreover there were two facred 
Embaff ages from the fame men; one touching the feaft of Minerva,called Panathenara, 
the chief whereof wasCalliasthePancratiafbor conquerour at the games, the other 
touching myftcries, which was difcharged by Cleoftratus, who upon that argument 
fpake an oration unto the King; there were prefent from Milctum Eudemus and iccfius, 
from Clazomenae, Apollonides,and Apollonius. [H>.2 

Together with thefe, Ptolemei the King fent hi^ own Ambaffadors, Tlepolemus, 
and Ptolemei the Rhetorician : whoiayl'ingagainft ftrcam, came unto Antiochus* He 
receiving them courteoufiy invited themthe firft day'unro a fumpcuous feaft;&; the next 
day gave them che liberty of a perfonall conference, and commanded them to pubhfh 
their commiffions : in the firft place therefore, fpake the Ambafladorsof the Achauns 
Hhh * unto 
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unto him, afterwards Demaratusthat was fent by the Athenian*, and next to him Eu- 
demusof Milcturo. Howbeit, all affirmed that the war was commenced through the 
default of Eulaius the Eunuch; after that alleadging the kinred and age or Ptolemei, 
they deprecated the rage of the Kings. Antiochus having given content unto their 
fpeeches.and difcourfed hirofelf more folly to the lame purpofe, he began to make 
mention of his rights,endeavouring with great earneftneffe to prove that the pofleffion 
of Ccelofyria appertained unto the Kings of Syria ; and denying thole things to be 
true, which the Ambaffadors from Alexandria allcadged, concerning Ccriofyria, 
given for a Dowry with Cleopatra, mother of Philometor then reigning. To which 
purpole, when he had largely difcourfed, and had proved his caufe not to himtelt one- 
ly, but to all that Were pieicntjhefor that fealon went to Naucratjsby foipping, and 
having at that place alio benignly befpoken, and entreated the Citizens, and given a- 
mongft the Greeks who remained there, pieces of gold, amounting to fispen killings 
eight pence to each man^he took his journey to Alexandria. He promilcd to give 
his anfwer to the Ambaffadors, after that Ariftides and Therisfhould be returned; 
for he defircd that the Greeks Ihould be privy to, and witneffes of, all his aftjons. \lb,d.

This Ptolemei, by Epiphanius in his fmall book of weights and meaiures,ta ruslove 
of learning, is termed Ptolcmatu Philology for he was both one of Ar iftarehus his Icho- 
lars.and he wrote hiftorical obiervauons, which are frequently cited by Atheneus 
[Xben*. Itb. 2< cap.^iot untpthis fecond Euergetes do belong thpfe things which 
we produced out of Athena:us,and Galen concerning thefirft, inthe year of the Worfd 
a 7 6 iv from whence, feeing that at that time Eumenes Ion of Artalus reigned in Aha ;

About thofe dayes the Embaffadors of the Rhodians, ofwhom Piuno was the chief 
that wcrcfenttofettle a peace, arriving at Alexandria, preftntly afterward went into 
heCampunto the King : Thcle being admitted unto conteiruce with the King, 
commemorating the conjunaion of each kingdom with the other, and the mutuil 
refoeftsof alUance betweu both the Kings, and what advantages would redound unto 
eachofthemupontheconcludiiigofapeace,enteied upjn a long difcourfe. But the 
King interrupting the Embaflador m his fpeech, faid, That there was no need of 
anvloDger dilcoutfe-, for the kingdom appertained unto the Elder Ptolemei; and he 
hadlongfincemadeapeace with him, and was his friend ; and i the Alexandrians 
would recal him out of banifhment, he was contented, {Id. 84.] 

Antiochus, leaving Ptolemei the Elder at Memphis, whole kingdom heoretendea 
wasfoughtfor by his Forces, and deliveringunto him the re ft of Egypt, ater that he 
hadleft a ftrong Garrifonat Peluftum, withdrew his army hko Syria ; tor when he had 
ptomifed unto himfelfthisiffue of the civil war between the brethren, that the Con- 
v _u_: :-a :« rh*.

King E«rnenes,coming from Etea with 20 coveted ftiip^, in the coafts of the Caf- 
fand enfes met with Marcius Figulu?, the Prauor, Admiral or the Roman Fleer, and 
five overedlhipsfent from Prufiasthe King there, with the Prar^r , at the fame time, 
both by (ea and land, he in vain affaulted the City Callandrca ; Toron alfo, and De- 
metrias being attempted with no better fucceffe : There was a report that by Cydas 
the Crctian, and Antimachus Governour of Demetrius, conditions of reconcilement 
were negotiated between Eumencs and Perfeus. For that Cydas, who was one of 
Eume nes his intimate friends, was formerly obferved to difcourfe at Amphipohs with 
Chimarus, a certain Country-man of his own, and now at Demetnai with Menecra- 
«s a certin Captain of Perfeus, and again with Antimachd; under the very walls of 
heCitv Eumenes certainly departing from Demetrius, failed unto Q. Marcuis the 
Conlul,andhavinggratulatedhispro{peroosentrancei.itoMacedonia,dcp.ytedinto 
hSown ffiomto^ergamus.

TheEmbafficof the Rhodians was more arrogant, concerning the fame bufineffe, 
fotthcccHjrtefieswlifchthefhaxfdoiiefortheR^inp^^eit^ proudly related, 
andalmoft the greater pa« of the viftory procured over Aond% being arrogated 
to themfelves; They added, That when there waspeaje ^ c ^^ om ^ 
aiidtheRon^ns,thenwasamitybeBunbctween themfelves and King Pcri *^. tl J e 
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which,they had broken off againft their wills, not upon any provocation of hisagawft 
themfelves,but becaufe it pleafed thcRomans to draw them into the focicty of the war: 
That now the third year, they felt many inconveniencies of that war ; That upon the 
blocking up of the fea, their Ifland was prefled with poverty, their revenues that came 
by fea, and their viftualsbeing loft: when they couid no longer endure this That 
they had fcne other Embaffadors into Macedonia unto Perfeus, who might declare 
uaiohim, That the Rhodians were contented that he lhould make up a peace with 
the Romans, and that themfelvcs were fenr,to fignify £0 much to Rome, That the 
Rhodians fhould confider, what ought to be done againft them,in whom the fault 
fhould be found of not concluding the war. Claudius Qnadrigariu; faith, That there 
was no anfwer given unto thefe perfons : onely there was recited a decree ot the Senate, 
wherein the Roman people denounced, That the Cariansand Lycians were tree, and 
that letters fhould immediately be difpatcht unto both nations, that they might under- 
ftaiid fo much. Which thing being hcard,That the principal perlon of the Embafla- 
dors, whole high language the Senate a little before, had fcarce received, tell down 
aftoniihed : Others fay, that it was anfwered, That the Roman people even in the be- 
ginning of the war, had been allured by no vain authors, That the Rhodians had en- 
tertained fecrct debates with Perfeus the King againft their Common-wealth ; and it 
it had been doubtful formerly, vet the Legates words a little before, had made it cer- 
tain ; and that fraud for the moft part, though it be more wary at the beginning, dif- 
covereth it (elf, that they would confider what was to be done by them; what the 
Rhodians were about to confider , themfclves knew, That affuredly the people of 
Rome , when Perfeus fhould be overcome, (which they hoped would fnortly be) 
would take care to make condingne requital according to the merits ot each City in 
that war: howbeit, a reward of two thouiand pieces of coyn was lent unto each ot the 
Embailadors, which they accepted not. [Id.Ibid^ 

But Dion giveth this account of the bulineffe. King Perfeus requefted peace from 
the Romans and had obtained the fame, except the Rhodians, tearing leaft the Re 
mans fhould have wanted an adverfary, had joyned their Embaffadors with the Em- 
baffadorsof Perfeus, for by them {the Legates of the Medians) ivxtimg that was mode- 
rate, and fuch as became thofetofpeak as requefted a peace, was propounded ; and fo 
as it they had not fo much requefted a peace for Perfeus, as given it unto him, thev 
both proudly fpakc other things,and alio at laft threatned,That they would, with 
the reft, ailault them by war, by whole fault the peace fhould not be made. W hereby 
it came to pafle, that, whereas they were not unfufpefted by the Romans be(ore,they 
rendred themfclves more hatefull, and hindred Pericus trom obtaining a peace, \p>o. 
Lev At 194/20"] 

About 'the beginning of the Confulfhip of L.Emilius Paulus aiid C. Licinius, the 
Alexandrian Embaffadors from Ptolemei and Cleopatra, Princefle, were called into 
the Senate; being clad with white apparel , and having both long beards and hair, 
when they had entered into the Senate with Olive-branches, they proftrated them- 
fclves: and making lamentation, they entreated the Senate, That they would give 
their afliftance unto a kingdom,and Princefle that were in amity With them. [Lb. 
Lb 44/] 

When the Senate had undcrftood by them, That Antiochus, having feized upon 
the reft of Egvpr,did ft ill remain there, that he might be matter of Alexandria 
alfo- fuppofing that the greatnefle of this King did fomewhat concern them, 
they decreed an Embaflage, both for the making of a peace, and alfo for the view- 
ing in generall, what the face of affairs was in that place. £Polyb. Legat. 

°immediatly theretore, the fathers fent C. Popillius Lenas, C. Decimius,and GHo- 
ftiliu-,Embaffadors,to conclude the war between the Kings, they were commanded

Thefe with the Embafladors from Alexandria, having taken their journey within

Wa Aftcr that Antiochus with his army had returned into Syria, Ptolemei PhHometor, 
cru deotly confidcring the danger that hung over his head, by realoh ot him,lek not 
off lending to Alexandria, unto Cteopatra his lifter fivft, and then to Eucrgetes his 
brother, and his friends, umiil he had confirmed a peace with them ; his fitter extraor- 
dinarily affifting him, not onely by advife, but alto by entreaties. A peace therefore 
beinp made with common coniciu, returning from Memphis and being received into 
Alexandria, be reigned together with his brother, not fo much as the mult nude oppo- 
fing themfclves: which in the war, not onely by the liege, but alio after it was rail- 
ed from their walls, had been brought low through the want of all things bccau.e 
no fupply had been brought to them out of Egypt.

Perfeus, having fent Tetemnaftus the Cretian, Embaffador to Antiochus,advifed 
him noc to let flip the prcfew opportunity, nor to thinkthatthcprideandinfolentin- 
iun£tionsof the Romans pertained unto him alone, but rather that he fhould be a flu- 
ted to run the fame hazard of fortune himfeif alio within a (hort time, except he now 
afforded his afliftance unto him, in the chief place by compofing the diilention, and fet- 
ling a pcace,or at leaft, if that might not be,by contributing his help.

he would expect them at Phanr. The Navy lay almoft three dayes before the City, 
from thence they went unto Phanae; and being carryed over, in the 10 vellels ( re- 
turned before they were expected) they patted thorough the ^gean Sea unco Delosj 
[ Id. tb'ii, ] 

Whilft thefe things were doing, the Roman EmbalTadors, C Popillius, C. beci- 
mius. and C. Hoftilius, having come from Chalcis, alter that they h id arrived at De- 
los with three Galliesol five ranks of oares; found there 4olhips of the Macedonians; 
and five Gallies of King Eumcnes with five ranks of oares. The fanttity of the Tem- 
ple, and the Ifland, gave fecurity unto all perfons. The Romans therefore and the 
Macedonians being mingled together, and the lea-confederates of Eiimenes* the reli- 
gion ol that place making a Truce, were convcrfant in the Temple* [ id. ibid. ] 

Anrenor, Perfeus his Admiral, when there was intimation from the watch-towers; 
that (hips of carriage were di [covered at fea; purfuing himfelf with part of the (hip- 
ping, the other part being dilpofed about the Cydades, cither funk orfpoiledallthe 
ihipi , except fuch as were bound for Macedonia. Popillius, or the Navy of Eumenes, 
fuccoured as many as they could ; and being conveyed by night in two or three vellels 
for the moft part, deceived the Macedonians, [ Id, ibid. ] 

About that time, the EmbafladorsolGentius, King of the Sdavonians, Parmenio 
and Morcus, and together with thefe, Metrodorus ( Embaljador ) of Perfeus, came to 
Rhodes: whole authority was encreafed, not onelyby the approach ol the Frigocs 
which paffed up and down by the Cyciadcs, and the -figean Sea, and by the multitude 
of the Horfcmcn which were flain ; but alio by the very conjunction of Perfeus and 
Gentius, and the rumor of the Galatians,Horfeand Foot,comii)g with a great number. 
Thefe things indeed gave courage unto Dinon and Polyaratus, who were for Perfeus 
hisinterefle; but, on the contrary, dejected Theatctus. It was decreed therefore by 
the Rhodians, to give a friendly anfwer unto both the Kings; and to fignifieunto 
them : That they had refolved by the interpolifion of their authority, to put a period 
to the war ; and confequently to admoni(h them, to be inclinable to a peace. More- 
over the EmbalTadors of Gentius were entreated with much civility in their publick 
place of AlTembly, [ Id. ibid, toljb. Legat. ] 

At the beginning of the Spring, Amiochu; with his army, marching for Egypt, 
came into Cnelofyria, about Rhinocolura* unto the EmbalTadors of Pcolemci, Phi- 
lometor rendring thanks unto him, for that by his means he had received his paternal 
kingdom, and requelling, That he would maintain his own right, and rather fpeak 
what he would have done, than,changing from a confederate to an enemy,proceed by 
violence, and armes j he gave this anfwer t That he would upon no other terms re- 
voke his Fleer, and reduce his army, unleffe he;would furrender unto him all Cyprus, 
and Pelulium, and the field that was adjacent unto that mouth of the Nile, called Pe- 
lufiack ; and he fixed a day within which he might receive an anfwer, [ Lhtit, 
W.45.] 

Antiochusdifpatched Apollonius Overfeer for theColleftion of his Tribute ( cal- 
led by Jofephus wif*tx* { in the 1* book of his Antiquities, cap* 7. /w<r*px»i« in the a 
ofthe Maccab. 5.»4.) with an army of aa thoufand into the Cities of Judea j two 
compleat years after that he had fpoiled the Temple at Jerufalem, commanding them 
to put to death all the young men that were come to years of matutity and in 
full ftrength, but to fell the Women and younger lorti [ 1 (JUaccab. i # 30. 2 OHaccab.

Alter that Apollonius was come to Hierufalermwithout any (hew of hoftility, he re-

'"The da'y following, Perfeus being overthrown, [ 1 M*chabeet%.^-\ the king- 
dome' of the Macedonian, determined: when trorn ^aranus it had ftood for 
Sicipaceof 616. years. Howbeit, the reliquesof the Macedonian Empite,while the 
Rornijn was rifing, did yet furvive in the Seleucus's of Syna, and the Ptolcmei s of 

Eg The* third day after the fight, Perfeus,with about five hundred Cmians, 1 came by 
flight untoAmphipolis in Thracia;but,being -ooc admutedby th « A h m P^° S^" 
thfir money, bothgold and filver,was brought unto the taps whichabode ^ryraonj 
he alfq himlllf came unto the river. Unto the Cretians, that were drawn the hope of 
mony?out of his peculiar treafury,he delivered Cups, and gc^let?, with ^ 
filver veffels, amounting to the value of 5 o talents, which,being placed on the bank, he 
e faobecatchedupbymem,from this gambling, whdft they tumultuonfly wenta 
I pWd,they fankoneoft'he veflels,loaden with a m^*,^""^ 
mouth of the river.

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When the fame of the Roman victory had come into Afia, Antenor, who with a 
Fleet of Frigot* waited at the Phana?, failed from thence into Caffindria, [L/v;e 

G Popillius,who lay at Delos for a fafeguard unto the fhipi that were boiind for Ma- 
cedonia ; after that he had heard of the fucceffe in Micedonia, and the removal of th 1 
enemies Frigots out of their Station, he alto himfelf, having dilmiffed the Attick Ihips, 
proceeded to fail for Egypt,that he might difcharge the Embaffi^ which he had under- 
taken : to the end that he might firft meet with Antiochusbctore he came to the walls 
of Alexandria. Afterthat the EmbafTadors had pafled Aha, and were come into Lo- 
ryma,which is an Havenabove 20 miles diftant from Rhodes,dire£tly oppofite againft 
the City, the principal pcrfons of the Rhodians'( for even thither alfo had the rumor of 
the vitfory been brought) met them, entreating them to put in at Rhodes; for they 
(aid, That it concerned the honour, and fafety of the City,that they fhould underftan J 
all things which had before been tranfa£fced and were then in agitation at Rhode - , and 
declare at Rome, what was known to themfelves* not what was bruited by fame: 
though they refuted a great while,yet at length they forced them to fuffbr a fhort inter- 
ruption of their voyage for the fafety of a confederate City : and after they were arri- 
ved at Rhode>, thefame perfons by their entreaties drew them into their publick Af- 
fembly,[/^.] 

The coming of the Legates rather encreafed than diminifhed the fear of the Citi- 
zens; for Popillius repeated all things, which all and every of themhadfpoksn,or 
done in a hoftile manner, during the time of the war; and being a man ofafourc 
difpofition,he aggravated thegrievoutneffe of the things that had been fpoken with a 
Heme countenance and criminating voice ; fo that, whereas there was noground of his 
private difpleafure againft the City, they might guefTe by the bitterneffe of onefingle 
Roman Senator* how the whole Senate flood affecf cd toward them. The fpeech of 
C. Decimius more mild, who in moft of the things alledged by Popillius, faid,Thacthe 
fault was not the peoples, but fuch ftickling mens that ftirred them up : that thofc kind 
ofperfonsjfetting their tongue to fale, had framed decrees full of Court-flattery, and 
had difpatched fuch Embaffages, whereof the Rhodians were no lefle aftumed, 
than penitent for : all which , had the people power m their own hands, would fall up- 
on the heads of the guilty. He was heard with £reat approbation, no lefle becaufe he 
charged the fault upon the authors, than that he extenuated the crime of the people. 
When therefore the principal perfons replyed unto the Romans, their fpeech was in 
no wife acceptable, who endeavoured to purge the crimes objeded by Popillur,as 
theirs, who agreed with Popillius in expofmg the authors unto punifhment for the ex- 
piation of the crime: and thereupon thofe Rhodians, who before carried fuch high 
minds, as if they had conquered, as well Philip, as Antiochus, and were Superior in 
ftrength to the Romans themielves, were brought into fuch terror, that even in the 
pretence of the Embafladors, there was a Decree fuddenly made, That whofoever 
lhould be convinced to have fpoken or done any thing in the behalf of Perfeus, againft 
the Romans, fhould be condemned to death. Some upon the approach of the Romans 
withdrew themielves out of the City, others laid violent hands upon themfelves: the 
EmbafTadors fraying not above five dayes at Rhodes went unto Alexandria. Neither 
were the judgements grounded upon the Decree made before them, lefle flowly pur in 
execution ; which refolution iu performing thatbufincfle, the Clemency oiDecimiu? 
did prociire,[ Id. ibid, enm Dione> Legat, ao. al, % I, ] 

After that the news of Perfeus his flight had been brought unto Rome, it feemed 
good unto the Senate that the RhodianEmbaffadors, who came to make up a peace 
with Perfeus, fhould be called before their Aflembly : the Embafladors, of whom A- 
gefipoliswasthechief,having entered into the Senate, faid, That they were tent to 
make an end of the war, which would be grievous and incommodious unto all Greece, 
coftlv and hurtful unto the Romans themfelves. Now, feeing it was concluded, in 
fuch fore as the Rhodians alwayesdclired ; they did congratulate it unto them. When 
Agefipolis had briefly fpoken thefe words, he departed out of the Aflembly. The 
Senatc,making ufe of that occafion, feeing that they purpofed to difgrace openly the 
Rhodians, and make them an example, made this reply. That the Rhodians dif- 
patched that Embaffie, neither in regard of the advantages of Greece, nor of the ex- 
pencci of the Roman people, but in the behalf of Perfeus; for if their care had been 
fuch as was pretended, EmbafTadors would then have been Cent, when Perfeus having 
drawn his army into Thcffalie, for the fpaceof two years, partly belieged, and partly, 
by denouncing war,terrified the Cities of Greece. At that time there was no mention 
of peace made by the Rhodians : but after that they had heard,that the Woodes were 
got over, and that the Romans had pafled into Macedonia, and that Perfeus was clofe- 
ly environed, the Rhodians fent their Emballage ; to no other end,butthat they might 
deliver Perfeus out of his imminent danger : wherefore the fathers judgement was, 
I i i a That 
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That thcv ought not to beftow the accuftomed rewards, or any bcnefibno nor a cour- 
teous anfL unto the Embaffadors, [«P^*.X-g*r. 88.1,1^^.45.]. . 

Tbois, who being fent horn Rhodes by Dmon to Perfeus as an internuncio, had 
often tailed into Macedonia; affairs now being turned, fled for fear into Cmdus. And 
when the Giidians had [ecured him in fafe cuftody, upon the vindication of the Rho- 
dians, he was returned into Rhodes again; where, upon examination, having con- 
fefled all, he fully contented unto all the notes of the letters which had been intercepted, 
and to the Epifties Cent to and again, both from Dinon, and alfo from Perfeus ; : where- 
with Dinon being convinced ( for an example to others,) he was executed, [ ?olyb. m 

E *cZ OaS?who 7 together with Paulus jEmilius, managed the Macedonian war, 
upon thearrivalof his Fleet at Samothrace, being touched with the reverence of Ca- 
ftor and Pollux, left Perfeus unaffaulted, but yet he debarred him tram the fea, and te- 
cured him from cfcaping, [Plutarch inP «£mb..-\ And whilft he endeavoured to 
drawhimtoalurrender,fometimesby threatnings, fometimes by hopes; abifinefle 
whether accidental or contrived by deliberation, artifted him therein. L. Attilius an 
illuftrious young man, when he faw the people of Samothrace : affcmbled ogether,by 
he permtfiontfihc Magiftrate, complained that the fuppofcd lan&iy of the Ifland 
was violated by the pretence of Euander the Cretian : who having almoftcompafled 
the death of King EumenesatDelphos, did now together with Perfeus, ( ^tendh,m- 
Wf by the refuge of the Temple. Hereupon Theondus,who was the chief Magiftrate 
amongft them (whom they call King) feeing himfelf, and the whole Ifland in the 
power of the Romans, demanded of Perfeus, that Euander mould be given up unto 
trial : which when Perfeus difliked , becaiife he faw that the crime being difcovered, 
would be devolved upon himfelf, he procured that Euander (hould be flam : and cor- 
ruptcdThcondus with money, to declare unto the people, that Euander had made 
awav himfelf with his own hands. Howbeit by fo wicked a prank againft bis onely 
friend thatrcmaiued,and had been known to him in fo many enterprizes, he alienated 
the art eclions of all that were with him j and when every one for his own fecurity be- 
cook himfelf to the Romans, he was forced to bethink himfelf how to make his efcape, 

Wherefore Perfeus fecretly dealt with Oroandes the Cretian, to whom the coaft of 
Thrace was well known, becaute he had ufed traffick in that Country, that receiving 
1 imintoaFrigot (which did ride at the Promontory Demetrias) he fhould convey 
himtoCotysfheKingof the Thracians. About the time of Sun-fet there was a* 
much money broughl Tto the Frigot, as could be fecretly conveyed: which being re- 
ceived, Oroandes, making ufeofa Cretian feat, as foon as it was darM^agfrom 
ihoar, bent thorough the Main unto Crete : afterwards about midnight wretched 1 er- 
feus let down himfelf, his children, and his wife, not acquainted with travels and wan- 
dering out of a ftraight window by a wall 5 and when the fhip was not found in the 
Haven,after that he had awhile walked on the moar, at length fearing the light, now 
approaching, he betook himfelf to a darke corner in the fide of the Temple, [Uv, 
& Plutarch. HtfttPra.] . „ , n 

After that , by the command of Covins the Prstor, it was published, by the Cryer, 
That the royal Youth (the children of Princes that were chofen to attend upon the 
Kin- ) and other Macedonians, who were of Samothrace, it they would come over to 
the Romans, fhould prefer vc their fafety, and liberty, and all that they had,which was 
either about riiem.oc which they had left behind in Macedonia; they all came over, 
and save up their names to C. Pollhumius the Tribune of the fouldiers. Ion alfo the 
Thetlalonianfurrendredupthe young children of the King, which bad been com- 
mitted to his tru ft, unto Oftavim ; neither was any of the children left with the King, 
except Philippine el Jcft. Thereupon he turrendred himfelf and his fon toOaa- 
vius: fondly accufmg fortune, and the gods, in whofe Temple he was, becaute they 
afforded their fupplicant no affiftance. He was commanded to be put aboard in the 
P 1 necorianthip, where alfo the money that remained was carryed; and forthwith the 
Fleet wenr back unto Amphipolis,[»'^.] T,.,fi rt « 

Antiochus,coming to poffefle Pelufium,when he had palled over the River Leuftnes 
( which place is tour miles diftant from Alexandria) met with the Roman Embaffa- 
dors : whom when upon their approach, he had falutcd, and reached forth his right 
hand unto Popiliius,he delivered unto him the Tables which he held in his hands,con- 
tciningthat Decree of the Senate, whereby he was commanded immediately to con- 
clude the war againft Ptolemei ; and enjoyned him, that before he did any thing elle, 
he fhould read it. W hen he had read over the Tables, and faid, That he would con- 
fult with his friends, what he ought to do ; Popillius with a vine-twig which he had in 
his hand,encirded the King,and commanded him before he went put of the nng,which 
he had defcribed, to return his antwer to the Tables. The King being aftonilhed With 
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rT^nufual and imperious aftion, after that he had demurred a while, faith, / will do 
£1 Romans comm and. Whereupon at length Popillius reached forth his right hand 
»nm the King, as to a confederate and friend. Thercupon,the fpaceot a tew dayes, 
and chafe prelxedly numbred,being granted, Antiochus full fore againft his m«nd,and 
nm without fighing, however,yet withdrew his forces into Syria (for inftead of «>?««, 
Pnvbius we fuppofe ^a^oughttobefubftttuted out of Livie) eftecming ic expe- 
Seittoeiveplaceunto tbetimes ior the prefent. \7>,fyb.

Antiochus his officers did earncftly exhort Mattathias, being brought unto them, 
That, forafmuch as he wa *a Priocc,and an illuftrious perfon, and a great man in the 
City Modin, and fortified with forts and brcthren^heihouldlcad others by hit example 
to yejj^fjediencc to the Kings command: which be did not onely conftanrly deny, 
but affoVt put to death a certain Jew whom he beheld facriikuig upon the heathen 
altar,at the very altar,and at the lame time flew alfo the Kings Commiffioner, (called 
by Joleph. lib. % 2,cap. 8, Apelles) whoforcedmento faccifice, and threw down the 
alcar : after thac,exhorting all who were guided with a zeal of the Law to follow him, 
together with his focv^he fled inro the mountains, leaving all their goods in the City* 
[ 1 Maccab. a, i<J,j8. ] 

Thenmany,that fought after juftice and judgement, went down- into fecret places, 
and together with their children and wives, and cattcl r lived ittCavet : which when it 
was difcovered unto Philip (that Phrygian whom Andochus hadleftGovernourat 
Jerufalem, 2 Mtccab. 5. 21. ) the Kings Commander shaking with them the Garrifon 
oftheCaftleof Jeraialemrfwriuedthem.: and when they could not pert wade them 
to be obedient to the Kings commandment, throwing fire into the Cave on the Sab- 
bath day, theyconfumed them» with their wivesychildren, and cattel,. to the number 
of a thoufand perfom ; thole that were iuclofed for the honoui that they bore untothe 
Sabbath making norefiftance; no,not fo much as flopping thecnterances of the Caves, 
[ 1 Mdccaby 2. 29, 38. 2 Atucab. 6, ii.jofepbjik 12. cap. 9.} 

When Mattathiasand his friends were informed hereof, they much lamented their 
cafe*: and decrced,That if from thence forward they fhould be aflaulted by their ene - 
mies, they would repel them with armes, [ \M*cc«b, a» 39, 40, 41. Jofiph. nt 
f»pra.1 

U nto thefe the company of Afidearis joyncd themfelves* religious men who volun- 
tarily offered themfelves for the defence of the Law by armes, and all which were com- 
pelled to flee from the wicked s and having fettled an army, they partly flew the im- 
pious men, and partly forced them to betake themfelves by flight unto the Nations. 
Ho wbeir, Mattathias and his ftiends, marching up and down, threw down altars, cir- 
cumciied all children whom tbey found uncircumcited in the coaftsof Ifrael, and pur- 
fued thefons of pride, and the work profperoufly fuccccded in their hands,[ 1 Mascab. 
2.42,48.] 

When the Cibyrates neither durft, for fear of the Romans, detain Polyaratus the 
Rhodian amongft them, nor yet were able to convey him to Rome, by realon of their 
unskilfulnefle in Sea-affairs ( for they were altogether mid-land-men )]they were com- 
pelled todifpatch an Embaflieto Rhodes, and alfo into Macedonia unto L. Emilius 
Paulus the Proconf ul, entreating them to receive the nun. And the Proconful wrote 
to the Cibvrates,That they fliould keep Polyaratus in ftraight cuftody^nd bring him to 
Rhodes; 'but to the Rhodians, That they fhould take care that he fliould lately be 
brought unto Rome by Sea, and fo the bufineire being dif charged by both of them ac- 
cording to command, Polyaratus was at laft brought to Rome, [ P°ljb. i» Excerptit 
Valefi.pAf. 141.] 

King Eomenes fent his brother Attalus to Rome, for the f uppreffingof thecommo- 
tionoftheGalatians; as alfo to congratulate unto* the Senate, the conqueft procured 
over Perfcus. Which Embaflie Attalus undertook fo much the more chcarfully, that, 
becaufe he had aflifted the Romans in that war, and expoled himfelf unto all dangers 
as a willing and ready confcderate,he might, by fomc tcftimony of favour and benevo- 
lcnce,try how acceptable that fervice was unto the fathers: by which hope* leaft he 
fhould be tempted alio to procure the kingdom, Eumenes fent after his brother unto 
Rom; Stratius the Phyfician, a perfon ot great truft and authority with him, as a faith* 
full Elpye of the things that were done by his brother,and a trufty Monitor, if he fhould 
fee him depart from his fidelity, [ Poljb.Legat* 93. Liv.lib. 45.] 

When all men benignly received Attalus,coming unto Rome, partly byreafonof 
their former commerce with him, becaufe they had lerved in the fame war j partly be- 
caufe 
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caiife they believed him to be their friend ; and when they came to meet him with a 
neater train than he hoped for : he began to be I vvolne up with vain hope, bein g igno- 
rant of the cruecaule for which he was lo kindly entertained : for feeing the mindsot 
mail of the Romans were alienated from Eumenes, and believed that he had carryed 
himfelf deceitfully in this war,entertaining conferences with Perfeus, and watching ad- 
vantages upon the ftraights ot the Romans ; fome perfons of efpecial rank were eager 
to draw Attalus into private debates and encourage him to lay afide that Embaift; 
which he had undertaken for his brother,ind treat tor himfelf: for tlu Ssnztejbejfaid, 
Wis difaffefted unto his brother,and defirous toeuftate upon him that Dominion and 
power which pertained unto him. Whence it cams to patfe, that Attalus his mmde 
was lifted up , infomuch that he engaged himfelf unto fome of the Govern ours to 
come into the Senate, and to debate with the fathers of that bufinelle. HoWoe t Sira- 
tiusthe Phyfician, a perfon of Angular prudence, and powerful eloquence, took him 
off from that intention ; for he fet before his eyes, That even for the prefenr, hedid 
reign no kite than his brother, and for the future, he would be left the undoubted buc- 
ccflor of the kingdom : and that that hope could not be far diftant ; forafmuch as Eu- 
menes byreafonof the infirmity of his body, did daily and hourly exped the end of 
his life Moreover, he fayed, That a new combuftion came now upon the Kingdom 
from the infurrefition and tumult of the Galls, whereunto refiftance could fcarce be 
made by the confent and concord of the Kings ; How much leffe ihould they be aole 
todeal with them,if a home-bred fedition fhould be added unto a forreign war? Whcr- 
fore Attalus being brought into the Senate, in the firft place profefled his joy for the 
overthrow of Perfeus : and afterwards difcourfed of his fidelity and readinefle of mind 
which he brought unto that war: then he largely entreated of fending Emoaffadors 
to the Galatians, Who by their authority might draw them from armes and reduce 
them to their former eftate : he proceeded alfo to fpeak ot the Emons, and Maronites , 
which he requefted might be bellowed upon him : but as for the acculation ot his bro- 
ther, and the divifion ot the kingdom, he wholly omitted to propound any thing, [ Id. 

' 'fhe Senate fuppofing that Attalus would come unto them again, anddifcourfeof 
thofe affairs apart,promifed him to fend Emballadors ; and exprciled notable magni- 
ficence in fending thofe gifts, which cuftomardy in fuch cafes uled to be given : more- 
over they promifed to beftoW upon him thofe Cities. But when after all thetc offi :es 
of humanity and courtefie had been performed unto him, Attalus departed the City, 
neither did any of thofe things which the Senate hoped tor ; the fathers being fru- 
ftrated of their expectation, Whilft he was yet in Italy, declared ^num and Maronca 
10 be free, revokingthe promile which they had made unto Attalus. Yet the Embaflie, 
whereof Publius Licinius was the principal Perfon, they difpatched unto the Galatians, 

C ? Amon§t many Embaflies of Afia, and Greece, next to this of Attalus,the Embafla- 
dors or the Rhodians drew the eyes and minds of all men upon them : they had at this 
time a twofold Embaflie, the firft whereof Philocrates difcharged, the later Pnilo- 
phron,and Aftymedes, [ IdjbM'v. lib. 45. D for the Rhodians upon the return ot that 
anfwer,whichwasgivenunco Agefipolis, prefently after the .bank fought with Per- 
feus, knowing the anger of the tatliersagainft them, and hearing their threats, imme- 
diatelydilpatched thofe Embaffies, [P*/;*.*W.] p 

When the Legates had firft made their appearance in white raiment ( as it became 
luchasrcjoyccdT for if they had been clad in fordid appare , they might have looked 
likemou ners to the misfortune of Perfeus) after that the fathers had been confulted 
withby Marcus Junius the Couful ( whillt the Embafladors flood in the place of the 
piiblickafiembly) whether they would give unto chem place, reward?, andaSenatc, 
Scv judged fit that no Rite of hofpitality fhould be obferved towards them s the Con- 
fnlbeingVncforthoutotthe aflembly, after that the Rhodians, aftrming that they 
came to congratulate their viftory,and purge the accutations of their Cty,had requeft- 
ed That a Senate might be granted unto them,dec ared, That the Romans were wont 
'to rive uuto confederates and friends both other things benignly, and liberally for their 
cnSrrainineiu, and alfo aSenacej but as for the Rhodians, tUey had not deferyedin 
chat war robe reckoned in the number of confederate friends. Upon the hearing of 
which word?, they all proftrated themfelves upon the ground, befeeching the Contul, 
and all that were prefenr, that they would not more look upon new and falfe cnmina- 
tio stocheirhurc,thanon their ancient defcrts, whereof they were witneftes them- 
felves, and immediatly taking unto them fordid raiment, they went up and down 
with prayers and tears to the houfes of chief P^fons, entreating them that they 
would firft underftand their caufc, before they were condemned. C L™ I*. 
45.3 
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Marcus Juventius Talua the Praecor, whole impioymenc it was to interroedle in the 
affairs between the Citizens and ftraugers, ftirred up the people againft the Rhodians, 
and by a new and bad example, not advifing firft with the Senate, not acquainting the 
Confuls, made a propofaion upon his own head,Whether they did approve, and would 
command war to be denounced againft the Rhodians, and one to be chofen out of 
the Magiftrates of that year, who fhould be tent with a fleet to manage the war, hops- 
ins that himlelf fliould have been the perfon* M^Antomus, and Marcus Pompomus 
Tribunesoftheipcopleoppofedthisenterprize : and from thence there arofea con- 
tention between the Prstor and the Tribunes of carrying on all things ^orderly. The 
Tribunes by their interceffion before the time, perfwaded that the haft of the Praetor 
fhould be put oft untill the coming of jEmilius the General. [Jd.Ihd.] The Praetor was 
violently, by Antonius pulled from the Desk-- and the Embaffadors of the Rhodians, 
being by him brought unto the Senate, made their fpsechttj firft Philophron,and 
afterwards alfo Aftymedes, ['Pofyb. Ltgxt. n.cm Diodor. Savlo, Leg«t.i 9 & in Photh 
Btliotbeca, cod. 244.] by the later of whom that Oration feerns to have been made, 
whictfis found in Livie without a beginning : for Polybius witneffeth,That Aftymedes 
having inferred his fpeech amongft his l«teis,expofed it unto pubhek view : which not- 
withftanding, the fame author obferveth upon that account to have beer, milked by 
the more prudent Perfons, becaule (peradventure in the former part of it which is 
wanting in Livie) he undertook the defence of his own Country in fuch a manner, 
that it was interwoven with an altogether unneceflaryaccufationot the reft of the 

l The" fpeech being ended, they all fell down upon their faces, and in humble manner 
catling down branches of Olive : at length beingraifcd up again, they went out of the 
aflcmbly ; then the votes began to be demanded: fuch as bearing the office of Contois, 
or Pretors,orEmbafladors in Macedonia, had been engaged in the war, were molt 
enraged againft the Rhodians. Howbeit, Marcus Pornus Cat? much advantaged their 
caule, who being of ridgid dilpofition,at that time fhewed hirofelf a gentle and meek 
Senator : the fpeech which hefpakefor them in the Senate, was by himfdf inferred 
into his fifth Book of his Origines, or Derivations, f Lw.]

The anlwer being given, Philocrates immediatly went to Rhodes : Aftymedes re- 
mained Lieger at Rome,that he might know what things were tranfacfed and give 
notice of them to his Country-men: the Rhodians, foraf much as they feemed quit 
from an exceeding great fear of a war to be brought upon them from the Ro- 
mans,bore.the other paflages , though very doleful ,with a contented mind. [ Polyb. And 

PLicinius,and the reft of the Embaffadors who were fentwithAttalustoend the 
war between the Galls and King Eumenes came unto Synnas : at what time bumenes 
(who after the recovery of his health, the Spring firft invited abroad out of hishoute) 
had gathered his army from feveral places unto Sardes. At Synnas, the Roman Legats 
conferred with Solovetius,Captainof the Galls,and Attains went along with them ; but 
he would not enter into the Camp of the Galls, leaft their mind fhould be mcenled by 
the debate. P. Licinius,dilcourfing with the Duke of the Galls, found him more fierce 
upon his interceffion :inlomuchthat it might feem ftrange,that the words of the Ro- 
man Legates fhould prevail fo much amongft thofe rich Rings, Antiochus and Ptolo- 
mei,That they fhould prefently make peace,andbeof no reckoning With the GaiH.

Upon the approach of the Summer, the Rhodians fent Thesretus 1 the Copies of 
of Livie have Theodotus) the Admiral of the fleer, with a Crown to the value olio, 
or,as we read it in Livie,ao thoufand piecesof gold, at the rate of 16 pound the piece, 
that they might by all means endeavour to contract friendfhip With the Romans: but 
they defired that amity might fo be requcfted from the Romans, that no vote of the 
Rhodian people fhould be made concerning it, or that it fhould be committed unto 
writing : left, if they fhould not obtain it, befides the fruftration of their Embaflie,they 
fhould be more difgraced upon a repulfe,8c repent them of the Decree. W hen therefore, 
according to their Laws, the Admiral of the Fleet alone had power of concluding 
friendfhip, without any expreffe ordinance procured; they decreed by him to lend their 
intentions, and the truth is, That although before this, they had aflifted the moll noble 
and comly vi£tories of the Romans, yet for the fpace of 40 years, they fo continued 
in their friendfhip, that they never bound themfelves unto them by a league of amity : 
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if ft being engaged in the religion of an oath, they fhould cut oflTall hopes from other 
Kfn« and Potentates, waging wars with the Romans of obtaining affiftance if need 
remurcd from : but now with moft earneft defire they endeavoured to procure this ho- 
nour not that they were in love with new confederates, or (rood in fear oi any ouc tn: 
Sans themfelves ; but that they might render themfelves lede ftfpsasd wotouic 
R nmans [Pohb. Legat. yj.Liy lib. ^5. Dio y Legat. »i. vel, 22.] 

Thezcetas had lcarcc arrived at Rome, wncn the Caunians revolted fromthem; 
and the Mylaflenles polMed the Towns of the Euromenles, the Rhodians tnercrore 
diioatching Lycus fuddenly with an army, forced the Caunians, though tney had pro- 
cured the afliftance of the Cibyrates,to fubmit to their government, and in a hgnc 
near Orthefia,overthrew the Mylaffeos, and the Alabandens, who having taken away 
the Province of the Euromeuf es, came with united forces againft them. \Toljb. & Lw. 

1 About the Came time there was a decree publifhed by the Seoatf, whereby liberty was 
^ranted unto the Carians and Lycians in general, whom after the di( patch of the war 
with Antiochus, the Romans had alloted unto the Rhodian?. • upo.i the receiving or 
which news, the minds of the Rhodians were fhookenwith fear, whilft they much 
doubted, leaft they had given the Crown tono purpofe, and in vain expected an amicy:

r ' a \^al Senate was granted unto Thea:tetus,he entreated concerning the entrance 
into a league with the Rhodians ; but whilft the fathers made delayes, he departed thi* 
life beinlabove 80 years of age. Af rerwards the Caunians and Stratonicuns,that were 
nexile, cameunto Rome, who after that they had been heard in the. Senate, there 
was a Decree made, whereby the Rhodians were commanded to withdraw the.r 
GarrilonsfromCaunus and Stratomcea. That anfwer being ! received, Pnylophron 
and Aftymedes withallfpeed hatted into their Country, left if the Rhodians lhoud 
neglea to call forth their Garrifons, the beginning of other calamities fhould again

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Prufias (Venator) King of Bichynia,wich his fon Nicomedes,came unto Rome : the 
c enate (euc L Cornelius Scipio the Treafurer,to meet him ac Capua : and decreed that 
a moft excellent houfe mould be hired for him at Rome,and proviiions made upon the 
publick account, not onely for himfelt, but alfo his Retinue ; and in the entertainment 
of h im, the whole City had the vifage and countenance of one courteous friend, \_ Lv. 

Having entered into the City with a great traine, he Went from the Gate, and the 
judgement-feat of QXuffius the Maior, and unto the market-place : a concourfe of 
people being made on" every fide, he faid, That he came to falute the gods which 
dwelt at Rome, as alfo the Senate and Roman people, and to congratulate unto them, 
their conqucftoverPerfeus, and Gcntius the King; and that having reduced the 
Macedonians, and Sclavonians to their jurifdi£tion, they had encreafed their Empire. 
When the Maior had told him, That if hepleafed, he Would grant a Senate unto him 
that day ; he requefted two dayesfpace, wherein he might vifit the Temples of the 
gods and the City, aslikewife both ftrangers and friends L. Cornelius Scipio the 
Treafurer was appointed unto him for a guide to conduct him up and down. The 
third day, he came into the Senate, congratulated the victory unto them, mentioned 
his own merits in that war ; requefted thac he might have liberty to perform his vow, 
by offering 10 greater facrificesiiuheCapitole at Rome* and one at I tenefte unto 
Fortune ; that thefe were his vowes for the conqueft of the people of Rome, and that 
amity might be renewed with him afrefh : and that the land taken from King Antio- 
chus,which the Galls,albcit the people of Rome had conferred ltoonoman, did pof- 
fefle, mi°ht be given unto him. Laft of all,he recomended his ton Nicomedes unto the 
Senate : he was aflifted with the favour of all thofe that had been Commanders in 
Macedonia. Wherefore the reft of his demands were granted ; as tor the land, it was 
anlwcrcd, That they would fend EmbalTadors to enquire, whether it belonged unto 
the Roman pcople,and were given unto no body. That they accepted willingly the 
recommendation of Nicomedes. That Ptolemei King of Egypt ( unto whom ,d late 
the Roman people had preferved his kingdomfrom Antiocbus nvadngic ) didfuf- 
ficientlv declare with what care the Roman people did defend the chndrenot their 
confederate Kings. Moreover it was commanded, that beafts and other things that 
appertained uuto facrificing, whether he would offer them at Rome, or at 1 reneite, 
lbould be given unto the King, as to the Roman Magiftraces at the publick charges ; 
and that twenty long ftnpsfoould be afligned unto him out of the Feet which lay ac 
Brundufium, which he might imploy, until the King came unto the Fleet afligned unto 
him- that L. Cornelius Scipio fliould not depart from him, and ihould ddraythc ex- 
pends both of himfelf, and company,till they mould take Hup. It is reported,Tnat the 
King was wonderfully affected with joy,by that kindneffe of the Roman people : That 
he refufed the rewards that were given unto him, but commanded his fon to accept oi 
the gift of the Roman people. Thefe things the Roman Writers relate of Pru- 
fiaSi \ Liv.ibid, 1 ... 1 c u 

Polybius and other Greek Authors write, That when he came into the Senate, he 
did lowobcyfance,and killed the threlhould of the Senate, and called the Senator?, 
his inteUry tods ,and ufed other fpeech not fo honourable to the hcarers,as miibefecm- 
iiw unto himfelf ; and that for this extraordinary debafement of himfelf, he received 
a morecourteous antwer from the Senate, [Id. ibid. Voljb % Ugat.91.J>^rm^cd m Lc- 
gat.27.vel2i.l Howbeit having ftayed about the City not above 30 dayes, he de- 
parted into his kingdom, [Liv.fin. ,/<6.45>] _,, c _ mwt e . t ^ nU ;*i n », 

About the tranfaftion of thefe things newscame, That Eumenes Was upon his jour- 
ney to Rome : who^ecaule he had carried himfelt a neutral in the Macedonian war ; 
leaft that he (hould feem to be judged an enemy.if he were excludedjor difchargedfrom 
all ctime,if he were admitted ; there was a general lawmadc, That no King mould 
be permitted to come to Rome, [ Pifyh. Legat. 97. L\v. 46. ] Afterwards bc«ng certi- 
fied that Eumenes had arrived at Brundufium in Italy; they (ent unto him the I rea- 
lurer, to bring this Decree unto him>and to command him to (peak, whether he had 
occahontomakeufeoftheSenateinanything:^ 

fathers, That he Ihould give intimations unto him,with all (peed to depart out ot Italy. 
The Kingyipon conference with the Treafurcr»underftanding the plcafurc ofthe Je- 
natc, exchanged not a word of bufinefle with him; affuring him that he ftoodin 
want ot nothing. By this means,the Romans did not onely effe&an hindrance ot fcu- 
menes his coming to Rome, but procured fomewhat clfe alfo which was of great con- 
cernment unto them : for the kingdom of Pergarous being in great danger by realon 
of the Galatians . there was no doubt, but by reafon of this dilgraceful rejection ot Eu- 
menes, the courage of all his friends would be abated; and the Galatians be twice more 
couragiousin rheprofecutionofthe war. Now thefe things came to paffe upon the 
beginningof Winter, [Toljb.ibid.] Mattathias 
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Martathias,having exhorted his fonsunto the ftudy of piety,and unto fortitude in the 
conftant defence of the Lawot God, commended Simon unto them, as a Counfeilor 
and Father, but Judas Maccabeus, as the Commander of their war-, as one that was 
excellent in valour from his youth : afterwards, blefling them, he dyed inthci4*year 
of the kingdom of the Greeks,when he had governed the miferable and banijhed com- 
pany o ne year, and his fons buried him in the fupulcres of their fathers at Modin,™d 
all the Ifraelites bewailed him with great lamentation. [ 1 Macc*h 2 49. — 7°. J#- 

' Tudas Maccabeus his brethren, and all who adhered unto his father, aflifted him, 
fucceedinginto his fathers place, [1 Mace**. 3.1,2.] who privatty going into the Vi}- 
lages,cxhorted their kinfmen,taking with them luch as continued in the Jewifo Religi- 
oruhey gathered together fix thoufand men,and called upon the Lord, That he would 
pitty his Temple prophaned by ungodly men, as likewife the City ruined, and hear 
Jhc blood that cryed unto him; and that remembring the unjuft deftruaion of inno- 
cent infants, and the blafphemies that were committed againft his name, he would de- 
clare his hatred againft the wicked. [ 2 Maccab. 8, 1,4.] 

In the mean time AntiochusEpimanes, when he heard of thelports let forth by E- 
miliusPaulus in Macedonia, and had a mind to exceed Paulus in the magnificence of 
his expence ; he difpatched Legates, and Obfervers into the Cities,who might declare, 
That at Daphane near Antioch, (ports Ihould be exhibited by him : to the intent, That 
out ot all Greece (as Polybius) or out of all parts of the World (as Diodorus declareth) 
famous men might eagerly make recourfe unto that (how. Howbeit, Polybius 111 the 
xi Bookof hh Hiftorie, thus defcribeth the order of the Pomp. . 

There went in the 6rft place, five thoufand men in the flower of theuage.ingarb 
like Roman fouldiers, with roayled brigantines : there followed immediatlyas many 
Myfians: Next to thefe,three thoufand Cilicians, lightly armed, and ready harnalled 
with Golden Crowns. After this as many Thracians,five thoufand ot the Galatians; 
and moreover (ome with filver Shields. After this company, 140 couple ot Gladiators : 
Upon the back of thefe came a thoufand riding on Pifaun, or rather Nifsan Horfes, 
(as the moft learned Cafaubon hath correfted the place) and 3000 riding on luch as 
were of vulgar ufe j and of thefe moft had Trappings, and golden Crowns, lome ill— 
ver. Unto thefe (acceded of their confederates and friends about a thoufand H3rfe- 
men, all furnilhed with golden Trappings. With thefe was joyned a wing of their alio- 
ciat friends, agreeable unto them in number, and accoutrement. ■Befidesthcfc marched 
1000 choice men; whom the moft excellent order of Horfc-men, to the number of 
about 1 ooo,did follow, called by the Greeks Agema or the f 0*9*7 ■' 1 Soo Horlemen in 
compleat armour from head to foot, called by the Greeks Cataphrafti, becaule both 
men and horfes were covered with arms,did clofe the company : all the iorementioned 
pctfons had piu pie coats, (ome of them inter-woven with gold, and portrayed with 
the images of live beads: after thefe marched an hundred Chariots, with fix horfes 
abrcaft, and 42- Wagons with four. Moreover there was a Chariot drawn with coup- 
led Elephants, and another with two Horfes : and after thefe followed 36 nngle Ele- 
phant*, without any order. 

Next went abouc 800 Youths with golden Coronets, fat Oxen near 5ooo, iablcs 
for Holy ules about 500, Elephants teeth 800: then were carryed whatever by man 
was belceved or (aid to be gods or Genii ; as alfo the image* ot their Heroes : lome oi 
them guilded over, others arrayed in golden robes, each one gallantly adorned with 
his Elogy and Motto, futable to the Legend written of him. To thelc were added the 
Images of the night, of the day, the Eartb,of the Heavens, of the morning and of the 
noon: 1000 Pages belonging to Dionyfius the Kings Secretary, went in this pompous 
train, bearing filver veflefs, none whereof Weighed telle than a thoufand Drachmacs 
Thcie were Teconded by 600 others of the Kings Pages, carrying veffels of gold : and 
next to thofc followed about two hundred women, whofe office was oucoi golden 
Clialices to fprinklc the fpcaatours with their fweet oyntments. In the clote,So wo- 
men clotioufly decked and adorned with coftly raymenr, were carryed in litters,havmg 
legs of gold, and 500 more in others, whofe legs were of filver : Thefe things were moft 
remarkable in the Pageantry. ' , 

Afterthis,agreatTolcmnityof fports, fencings, huntings, Was kept for 30 dayes to- 
gether : all which time variety of oyntments was provided by the King: tor all which 
played anyptixc. For the lame purpofe 1 5 golden jarres were brought foil ot oynt- 
ments of (aftron, and as many of cinnamon and Ipiknard: thofc forts ot oyntments 
were beftowed the five firft dayeS, and with no lefle freedom the dayes foUoWing^oynt- 
menisof oyl-olive,marjaroffl, andliUies»Astothe treatments of the guefts,lometimes 
1 000, otherwhiles 1 500 tables were moft richly (pread : all Which things fo exaft and 
magnificent were performed, pastly out pi what in Egypt he had cheated King Philo- 
metor of,beiog but then in his minority, herein perfidioufly tranlgreffing the tenour ot 
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his league, partly out of friends contributions, and partly out of the fpoyle* of thofe 
many Temples, which be had rifted, \JPoljb, in v*thcn A w^ lib. 5. up. 4,&Hb. 10. 

But the glory of this preparation was alipfed and debafed by thofe unworthy offi- 
ces the King fu'pplyed in his own perfon ; for he,riding up and down on a little palfrey, 
commanded thefe to paile on, thefe to ftand, others he ordered as beft pleafed his own 
fancy ; in fuch manner, that if his Diadem had been of,none would have deemed him 
to be King, who fcarce represented a fervitour of rcfonable quality and repute. All the 
times of the feaft, (landing at the doors of the rooms where the feaft was kept ; fome 
he conduced in,others he placed at the Tables : he ulhered in thelervants that brought 
in the difhes, fometimes walked to and fro, fometimes fat down, other whiles lay along 
the floor, oft times hopping and Ikiping about to remove a drth or a cup from the Ta- 
ble : in his viewing round the guefts,henow and then pledged thofe that drank to 
him; fporting and jefting with fuch of the company as were merrily difpofed : more- 
over,' after many had taken their leave, in regard the feaft continued a long time : he 
was in adilgvife brought in by the Anticks and layed along upon the ground, as if he 
had been one of their company ; at lafttoufed by a nole ol mufick, he ftarted up,and 
fell to dancing, afting his part with ridiculous jeftures: fo that all, aftiamed of the 
Kings demeanour, iorfook the feaft, [ Poljb.Wd.& etmfeanttis moderns SiculttSymEx- 
cerft.Valefi t pag%\H.'] \ . 

The Shew thus at length concluded : Tiberius Gracchus, Embaffador, lmmediace- 
ly came to Antiochus.fent by the Senate to make difcovery of the counfels of the Kings 
and to efpy how affairs went there : who was by the King entertained with fuch 
chearfulnelTe and alacrity* that he did notonely not fufpeft a plot* or d,f cover the leaft 
token of alienation in him for what had happened at Alexandria, but alfooppofed 
himfelf againft all thofe,that went about to impeach him •• And which is more, Anti- 
ochus refigncd his Palace Royal to the Embafladors of Rome, and as good as his very 
Diadem : when as notwithstanding all this ceremony, his will and affeftion was molt 
iireconcileably eftranged from the Romans,[ Poljlr. Legat, 101.& 10?. ZW. Sicnljn 
Excem.t r alef.fag,32*,'\ . 

Whilft Antiocbus was at leafure to {port it at Daphne, Judas Maccabeus tenoufly 
plyedhisbufinefiein Judea: For being ftoutly affifted by his brothers, hedraveout 
the enemy, flew his revolted Country-men, and purged the Land from its former 
prophanations, [ fofobjib. 1 \cap. 9 , ] Fired Cities and Villages, being upon them una- 
wars,got into his hand the moftconvenient places ; put to flight nc fmal number of his 
enemies, rood commonly taking advantage of the night for fuch private attempts : 111- 
fomuch, that the bruit of his valour fpread it felf forth into all quarters, [i Maccab. 
3.8,9. *JH*ccahS.6 i 'j t ] 

To the Embaffadors which were fent from the Galatians m Afia unto Rome, the 
Senate indulged the enjoyment of their own conftitutions, but with this provifo, That 
they keep home, and pafle not beyond their own borders in armes, C Poljb. Legat. 

Vymo,diTpatcheduponanEmbaffie from PrufiasKing of Bithynia to Rome, com- 
plained to the Senate of King Eumenes, how he had pillaged his territories, and lazed 
certain places to his own ufe ; charging upon him alfo, that he would not forbear his 
encroachment upon Galatia, nor fubmit to the Decrees of the Senate j but that he did 
cheriih, and by all means poflible advance thofe of his own faction : on the contrary he 
did difcountenance and keep under whofoever feemed inclinable to the Romans, and 
dKircd that the Common- wealth (hould be governed by the precepts of the Senate. 
Others likewife came from the Afiatick Cities with frelh accufations, intimating a 
combination betwixt him and Antiochus againft the Romans. The Senate after au- 
dience, neither flighted the accufations, nor yet revealed their own lenfe, but kept all 
clofe within their own breafts : having an eye upon Eumenes and Antiochus, as jealous 
of them. In the mean time, they alwayes gratified the Galatians in fome thing or o- 
ther, and were afliftants in vindicating their liberties, [ Id. Legat. 104. Ltvte 

' AftymedestheRhodian Legat, pleading his Countries caufc at Rome before the 
Senate, was now more moderate,and not fo hot in his fpeech, as in his former Jbm- 
baflage. Omitting all recrimination!, he made it his onely bufineffe at prefent ro Ihew, 
That his Country-men had f marted fufficiently, and far beyond the demerit of the of- 
fence : when he came to inform particularly the damages which the Rhodians (drain- 
ed, he faid, Their chief greivance was, That they had now loft the revenue of their 
Haven; in regard that the Romans had both difcarged Delos from paying cultom, 
and had alfo taken from the people, the liberty which they formerly enjoyed, of deter- 
minating the impoft, and other matters of publick concernment: So that the cultom 
which in former times was farmed tor ten hundred thouland drachma's, icarce now 
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furmounts to a hundred and fifty thoufand : And feeing, that they themlelves knew 
full well that onely a few had been engaged in the crime charged upon them,and thole 
alfo had been all fufficiently puniflied by the people, he requeued that they would not 
wove inexorable in their difpleafure againft thofe which were no whit involved in 
the£uilt,butvoUchfafe to receive them intotheir grace and favour, as formerly: tor 
this it was that his Country at this inltant flood more iu need of, than an allocation 
for war. And indeed this his fpeech feemed luitable to the prefent condition of the 
Rhodians fo much, that after Tiberius Gracchus (who was newly returned from Alia, 
whither he had been Legate ) had firft declared, That the Rhodians had fubmitted 
themfelvei to the Decrees of the Senate; then, That all thole were put to death 
which bad any hand in bri nging the people into dif rellilh of the Romans ; he flopped 
the mouth of the adverfarics,and prevailed with the Romans, Tnat they would take 
the Rhodians into their aliyance. [?«£*« I*g*. 104.] . 

Neither could Tiberius fignifie any thing more to the Senate concerning the deugns 
of Eumenes and Amiochuvhan that they knew before his fating forth from Rome : 
fo mightily had thefe Kings obliged him unto them by their civility, {id. Legat. 

,0 Apollonius,Governour of Samaria, having raifed a great army amongft the Gen- 
tils and Samaritans, fell upon the Jews ; but Judas Maccab. f mote him and flew him, 
and many fell down flain, and the reft fled: and Judas took the fpoile, and amongft 
thcmApolloniushisownfword, which ever after he ufed in the wars, [1 Mauab.i.

O rovidedotanarmy,multitudesfromallpartsreforting unto him: had mufteredup 
all the Forces under his command, taking alfo the rumagado Jews unto him, and en- 
camped near the going up toBethoron 5 wbcrcfae with his ; whole army ^was routed by 
Tudas Maccab. and 8ooof them being flam on the place, the rcfidue fled into the land 

ofthePhiliftirrt,nearthefcacoaft,Ci^^^.3.«3^t^* W ^ r,] 1 • • , 
As foon as the news of this overthrow came to Antiochus hiseare, itputhiminto 

fuch a heat, that forthwith he levyed all the ftrength of his kingdom, and giving them 
avearspay'commandcdthemto be ready upon all fervice. This Salary being paid, 
he Taw his Treafuries quiteexhaufted ; for by reafon of the Jews their revolt from him, 
who paid him yearly above 300 ralentsof filver, and the vehement perfection raging 
b the Grecian Cities, and many Regions, ( for he fpared not the very Gentiles, whilft 
he endeavoured to make them abjure their ancient fuperftuions, and to bring them to 
acontormity of worfhip ; his revenues wete very much impaired 1 Momucn,that 
icarbg he (hould not find enough whereby to defray his charges-andpatmtiesCwhere. 
in he was exceeding generous, and furpafling the Kings that went before him ) he de- 
^SSgointSPcrfia.tDgleanlbinsaibiEes in thofe parts, and levy a conhder-

**UpSf £ goinglhither, he left Lyfias of the Blood- Royal in Syria,Governour over 
allKegions,fromthe River Euphrates, to the borders of Egypt, and . cnouAed

c Lyiias receiving* by thole that efcaped; intelligence of the overthrow of his party, 
was confounded thereat ; both becaufe, neither thofe things which he would,happened 
to Ifrael ; not what the King commanded were accomplished , [ 1 Maccab. 4. 

Therefore the year following ( being the 1 48. of the the kingdom of the Greeks, he 
haft's into Judea thorough Idumea, with 60000 chiefe Foot, and Sooo Horfe : Ju- 
das Maccab. marched up toward him as he lay encamped at Bethfura, 011 the borders 
of Judea. And having hrft implored publickly the afliftanceof God, gives the enemy 
battle. Lyfias obferving how the Jews like fo many mad men.contemning death,brake 
thorough their enemies body, and that his men turned their backs, 5000 being killed 
onthe place : returned to Antioch, purpofing a new expedition after he had with a 
greater army well re-inforced himfelf, [ 1 Mmtb. 4. 28. 3 $. ] 

AntiochusEpiphanes having undertaken an Expedition againft Artaxias K-ngof 
the Armenians, who marched from the Eaftetn parts, flew moft ol his army, and took 
Anaxiashimfcw'j[^'-**.«f/r/Viff.^. 117.0* 131. Por fh r * *!""* ^ t ' ron ] m * in &*»iel 9 

Wh'enftrufiaijKingof Bithynia,badnotonely himfelf moft vehemently accufed 
Eumencs King of PergamuJ, already fufpefted of the Romans by laters intercepted 
intimating a combination with Perfeus againft the Romans ; but alfo, had prevailed 
withthc Galatians, Selgenfes,and many other people of Ada, to do the fame. Attalus 
andAthenxus were dilpatched away co Rome by their brother fcumenes : who not 
onely in the audience of the Senate, cleared all crimes, which were laid to their charge, 
but alfo returned back into their Country,with high honours conferred upon them : Yet 
for all this, the Senate abated nothing of their jealoufics conceived againft Eumenes 
and Antiochusi but fent C. Sulpitius Gallus, and Marius Sctgius, Ambaffadors, with 
iiiftruaion, to make a moft ftrift enquiry into Antiochus and Eumenes their counfels, 
whether or no, they had made any provifion for war, or were confederate with any 
againft the Romans, [ Toljb. Legat. 1 06. Diod. Sicul. Ltgat. 21 . ] 

GSulpicius Gallus, as foon as entred Afia, unadvifedly makes proclamation tho- 
rough the chief Cities there; commanding whofoever had, whereof to accufe King 
Eumenes, he fhould at the appointed time, repair to Sardes: where, when he himfelf 
was arrived, he fate upon the Bench, (erected for that very purpofe in the place of cx- 
crcife) ten dayes together, to receive accufations: gladly admitting all manner of re- 
proaches, and obloquies againft the King, and catching at the leaft hint of an impeach- 
ment: for lie was a perion naturally vain, and fuch an one, who hoped forne honour 
might redound to himfelf from the difference with Eurneuc , [ PoljbM. 31. in Excerpt. 

Judas Maccab. and his brethren ( as Coon as they perceived that they had got refpite 
from their enemies) with all their Forces came up to Jcrufalem: and they recovered 
the Temple and the City, except Sion Fort, But the Altars andChappels which the 
Gentiles had built in the open ftrect,thcy demolifhcd : Aid Judas commanded cer- 
tain men to affault thofe which were in the Fortteffe of Sion, whilft in the mean time 
hcwasbufied in cleanfing the Temple; the (ad deflations whereof being beheld, 
ftirrcd up moft vehement lamentation to all that were prefent, [ 1 Maccab. 4*36,41. 
%iMaccab. 10. 1,2.] 

The Priefts well experienced in the Law, afligned by Judas himfelf to that bufineffe, 
deanfed the Sanctuary, removed the defiled ftones into an unclean place 1 pulled down 
the Altar for burnt-ofter«ngs, which was prophancd by thcGaitiles, (laying up the 
ftones thereof in the Mount of the Temple, until fuch time, a Prophet came which 
might cnform,thcrri what ought to be done with them ) built another of whole ftones, 
upon which no iron toole had been lifted according to the tenour of the Law, £ Dent. 
27. 5,6.] Repaired the Holy, and the Holy of Halies: hallowed the Courts, made 
new holy Veflels, brought into the Temple the Candleftick, the Altar of incenfe, and 
the Table: So they burnt incenfe upon the Altar, lighted the Lamps which were on 
the Candclftick; placed the Shew-brcad upon the Table, fprcad the vailes, and 
finilhed whatfoevcr they had taken in hand, [ 1 Maccab. 4. 42,51. 2 Maccab. 
io. 3« ] 

Then on the 25 day of the ninth moneth, ( called Cifleu, or Chaflcu ) in the 148 
year of the kingdom of the Greeks; they rofe up betimes in the morning, and, having 
furnifhed themlelves with fire by ftriking ftones one againft the other, they offered 
faenfice according to the Law, upon their new Altar of burnt-offering, [ 1 Maccab. 4.

Scarce were thefe proud words boked out of the mouth of Antiochus, but he was 
ftmck with an incurable plague in the bowels, and violent torments in his inward parts: 
yet beeing not by the ucknelle of his body made more found in his mind, but (till 
breathing out his menacings againft the Jews, he calls upon his Chariot-m.in to mend 
his pace : But it happened upon this his lb furious career,that he fell out of his Chariot, 
and the fall proved fo defperate, that his whole body was much bruited, and his limbs 
put: out of their joynts : And after that he was lilted up from the ground, and carryed 
to and fro in an horfc-litter^ worms bred fo faft in his body, that whole fleakcs ot fl jfh 
(ometimes dropped from him ; yet alive in fuch pitiful plight, that by reafon of the 
noifomneffe of the ftench,none could endure to carry him; thereby alfo he became 
offenfivc to his whole army, Qa/W^.p. 5, 10. ] Hereupon he was forced to break off 
his journey to Babylon, and to put in at Tabis, a Town of Perlla, as is conceived, out 
of Polybius, [iwfi'.vcwj*. his f r ale/ti,pag.i^.'] and Jerom, [in cap, u'D.tn.] where 
he continued bed-rid many dayes, L 1 Mac, 6, 8,9.] pining, and confuming away, 
[ e4pp>**. in fyriac. pag, 131.] 

From the enterance of the Spring, began the HP year of the kingdom of the Gre- 
cians, made ufeofin the firft book ot the Mace. Epiphane^defpairing of his recovery, 
{ummoned together all his friends, and openly acknowledged all chofe milerics to have 
fallen upon him,tor the injuries he had done unto the Jews ; and he mult now, to his 
great grief, die in a ftrange land, [ * Mac . 6 . 1 o, 1 3 . j And when he could no longer 
endure his own fmell, helaid, It u meet tofttbmit to God, and for man which is mortal, not 
to fet himfelf in competition with God. And in this prayer to God, he vowed, That he 
would allow to thofe of Jerufalem, and all other Jews elfewhere, * «™ o^i%v % or the free 
exercife of cheir own conftitutions ( that for the future, they fhould enjoy the liberty or 
their own Laws and Manners: That he would beautifie the Temple with mod rare 
gifts, reftoreall the holy veflels, and that with advantag:; defray the charges of the 
facrifices out of his own Exchequer, and that he himfelf alfo would turn Jew, and go 
thorough the whole habitable World;, declaring the pow^rr of God : But when he per- 
ceived no intermiflioti of his pains : hewroremoft courteous letrers to the Jews,ear- 
neftly intreating them, That they would remain loyal to him, and to his fon, whom 
in his life ( following the example of his father ) he had defignedto be their King, 
[zMac.9, H,a7.] 

Then calling unto him Philip, his intimate friend, who was brought up with him 
( 6 trurxf «f (^ *ut», as he is ftiled in 2 Maccab. 9-29.) he appointed him over the whole 
kingdom : committing unto him his Crown, his Robe, and his Signer 1 to the intent, 
that after he had fetched back his fon Antiochus from Autioch ( where he had left him 
with Cyfias ) he fhould t rain him up, (tor as yet he was but nine years of age : as hath 
been formerly hinted out of Appian. ) to be Governour of the kingdom. Thus Anti- 
ochus dccealed the 149 year of the kingdom of the Grecians, dyingamiferablc death 
in a ftrange land, on the mountains [ 2 Maccab. 9, 28.] of Parata, near Babylon : 
where Grotius on the place out of the filth book of Curcius, fayes, the Town Tabis 
was fltuated. Polybius [ in Excerpt, Velefti^pag. 144. ] relates, how that he died Tabis in 
Perfia : ErT*'/3a!i{iH< nefo-i^^e^'" rot Bin freuiMtfuw, as S»oif£t<ri, JW riyin^niTivn; 
vtnmu.it/iau -re t&/^o».« ^j» t«» mtel ro cro«f(i/ < iii'or ( A<Tipif©') U^hr <w«.(pn>\*.* . and in- 
deed Jerom upon 1 1 of Daniel, recites ( out of Polybius and Dlodorus ) how Antiochus 
flighted by certain phantafmes and vifions, run mad, and at laft, fell into a difeafe 
which ended his dayes: attributing his calamity to his (acrilegiou? d°fign upon Dia- 
na's Temple. Howbeit be himfelf, wretched creature, profeffed in the pretence of all 
his fricnds,the ground of all his mifcries to be, Hi* robbing the Temple at Hierufakm, 
and fending forces to deftroj the Jews without cattfe, £ 1 MaccaD. 6. 1 a, 13,] 

The dead corps was carryed forth by Philip ; who being jealous of Antiochus his 
fon, withdrew himfelf into Egypt unto Ptolemei Philomeror, [ 2 CMac cab. 9. *p. ] 
upon defign of levying forces againft Lyfias, who hearing of Epiphanes's deceafe, fet 
up his ton Antiochus in his room on the Throne ( who was under his tuition during 
hisminority ) calling himEupator, £ 1 Maccab. 6. \ 7. 3 Appian reports, how that the 
Syriansgave him that firname, in honour of his fathers vertue, confirming alfo, that 
Lyfias was his Guardian in his pupillage, [ in Syriac. pag. 1 1 7. ] 

' Antiochus Eupator, now in a&ual poflcflion of the Crown, prefers Lyfias to the 
managing of the Realme; bur more efpecially he inflalls him in the foveraignty of 
Coelofyria, and Phae.iice: for Pcolemn Macron, Dorymenes's fon,who had that 
honour formerly under Antiochus Epiphanes, [ 2 Maccab* 8. %.c»m 1 tMaccab. 3. 38.3 
poifoned himlelf upon difcontenr, that he was accufed to Eupator as inclining to the 
Jews : becaufe he,obferving the great injuries that wck done unto them, endeavoured 
that right might be donethem, and their affairs might be managed in a peaceable 
L 1 1 a manner : 
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manner : and alto becaufe he had been called Traitor,for delivering up Cyprus (which 
was committed to his truft by Philometor) unto Antiochus Epiphanes, L * CHaccab 
xo 11 12 n 1 Polybius gives him this commendation, [wExcerpt.ralefapag. 12 6] 

Ptolemei the Govcrmar of Cyprus behaved himfelf like an Egyptian in nothing, but wasprttdent 
and valiant among the fir ft. . . 

But Gorgias, who had the command of all parts about Judea, hired fouldiers, and 
continually fomented the war againft the Jews .• the Idumeans alfo who were joyned 
in aftociaiion with him, having gotten into their hands the moft commodious to, 
and entertaining the Jerufalem-runnagadoes, infefted the Jews, and did what they 
could to keep the war on foot, £ 2 Maccab. 1 0.1 4, 1 5.] r . , v . 

Hereupon Judas Maccabaeus at Acrabbates, a Region of Idumea, falls upon the 
fons of Eiau, who had begirt the Jews round 1 andftorming their Garrifon, became 
mailer thereof, lie w no leffe than 2 0000. and f eized upon all their fpoiles, L 1 Mac. 5. 3 . 

2 And now he calls to mind the fhre wd turne of the children of B?an,who had fpread 
themfelves in privy ambufhes along the way fides, by which the Jewilh army was to 
paffe. Thefe Bxanites upon the laft rout had etcaped with 9000 unto two very ftrong 
Caftle^providedwithallthingsneceffarytoendureafiege. Therefore Judas Mac 
cab. let' his brother Simon, with Jofep, and Zaccheus, tobefiege them,whilft he him- 
felf marched away to relieve fome other places which flood inmore need of his prelent 
atfiftance But thofe that Were with Simon, out of a greedtneffe of money, upon con- 
trad with the befieged for 70000 drachmes, (uffered fome to elcape : as foorf as Mac- 
cab, had notice hereof, he fummoned together the Governors of the people, and in 
their 01-efence, excecuted as many of them as upon conviftiori were found to haVe any 
hand in the treachery : and having with little adoe reduced both the Garrisons , he 
burnt them to the ground, and utterly deftroyed above acooo of them, Li M*c. 5.4> 

5 From thence he parted over to the Ammonites, where he found a very great power 
sot together, and much people, under Timotheus his command: but he often fought 
Them, and difcomfited them,and having taken Jaier,and the Towns belonging there- 
unto, returned into Judea, [ 1 UMac. 5. 6, 7,8.] 

Timotheus having,fincehislaftoverthrow, well recruited hfcnfelf with multitudes 
of fosre^n Forces, and horfes collefted one of Afia, not ateW, returned confident 
of theconqueftof Judea. ButMaccab. andthofe that were with him, after a feiiou? 
humiliation and f application unto God, marched out ot ] .'rufalem,and joyned 111 battle 
with the enemy, a great diftance from the City : and bong encouraged by apparitions 
oi certain hovlemen in the heavens, fighting for them, flew ot the : enemy ^05 00 Foot, 
and 6 00 Horfe : As for Timotheus himfelf, he elcaped to a very ftrong Garrifon, Ga- 
z,ara by name, whereof his brother Chcreas was Governour : but at laft, the Garriion 
was taken, and he and his brother, with Apolloniui, being found hid together in a pit, 
were all three puc to the fword.[» -^.10.24,38.] ^ 

The ftocmiaits, a people of Galatia, having made fome vain attempts upon Cappa- 
docia,and feeing they could get no footing there, polled to the Romans, endeavour- 
ing to render King Ariarathes odious unto them. The Romans prelently dilpatched 
an Embaffic, of which M. Junius had the chief managing, [ Pdjb. Legat. 108. 

From Autumn began the year, of the accout ot the contracts or Dmlkarnain, obler- 
ved by the Collector of the tccond book of the Maccabees, CXLlX: but of the Chal- 
dee account ufed in the Kings Edifts, [ibid, cap. 11.] and in Pcolemeis great tyn- 
taxis, [ Hb. 9. cap. 7. & lib. 11. cap. 8. ] CXLVIII. which alfo was the Sabbatical 

yC The Heathen about the Region of Galaad affembled themfelves together againft 
the lews, which were near their borders, with an intent utterly to deftroy them : Who 
ilcw of the Jews inhabiting the land of Tob, ( J*dic. t r , 3 .) about ai 00c .men: led 
away their wives and children captives, and took their very goods and houlnold-ltuff : 
and for thole Jews of Galaad, which betook themfelves to the Garrifon in Dathema, 
for their fecunty : Timotheus ( not he which even now was faidtobe flam with his 
brother Chercas, but another of the fame name ) halted with an army to lay liege : un- 
to them ; and at the fame inftant, others from Ptolemais, Tyre, and Sidon, and all 
Galilee of the Gentiles, held a Randezvouzupon a defign of cutting of the Galileans, 

The GaUadites and Galileans,dif patched letters to Judas and his brethren, earneftly 
follicitihg them to haften their affiftance in this their extremities : Hereupon Judas 
( after a confultation firft had with thole at Jerulalem ) divides his whole army into 
5 Brigades; 3000 he defignes to his brother Simon, for the relief ot the Galileans: 
himfelf and his brother Jonathan, take along with them 8000 for the dch very ot the 
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Galaad'tes, and the rcfidue of the army he; leaves with Jofeph,fonot Zachanas,and 
with Azaria, for the fecurity of Judea, ftriaty charging them, That they fhould not 
upon any terms irtgage with the heathens in battel, till i uch time as they were returned 

a Kjo loon'er was Simon entred Galilee^but he fell upon the heathens,and chafed them 
to the very gates of Ptolemais, and there fell of them 30°° men, whole fpoile they 
took Having thus refcued the Galileans , and thofe of Arbattis,(nmP/. f.the 
plain an I Champion Countries) with their wives, children, and whatfoever they had, 
: they broughtthem into Judea with great py. [Ibid, si »», » 3 .] 

But before Judas could get to the galaadttes, many of them were ihut in Boilora, 
Bozor, Alemis, Cafpher, Maeed, Carnain, and other Cities in galaad. [Ibid. 

' By that time Judasand his brother, having paffed over Jordan, had got three dayes 
march through Arabia Deferta; though Nabathetis,met him very friendly, and ac- 
quainted him with all that happened to the Galaadites: Moreover, how that onthe 
morrow following Ac enemy, had defigned to fall upon the Garnfons, and as faft as 
they took them to prft all to the fword in one day. Upon this intimation, Judas with 
his aimy,turned afidc by the way oi the wildernefte unto Bozor ; and having won the 
City, put all the males to death, pillaged the City, and alter burnt it to the ground. 
Departing thence by nighr, he marched toward the Fortref s, where he found the ene- 
my about break of dayi placing their Engines for battery, and the cry of them within 
the City, went up to Heaven .-Thofe that were with Judas, marching in three divili- 
ons on the rear of the enemy,-founded with their Trumpets, and lifted up their voyce 
in prayer. Tirnotheus his Camp^, knowing that it was Maccabeus, who was fo near 
them, fled from him,andgoc themfelvesout of his fight : but in the purfuit, he had lo 
great executteii of themjtha^ there lei in thai day near 8000 of them.This done,ne itcpt 
afide to Mafpha, took it by ftorm,fte w all the males, and after the plunder, let it on fare. 
From thence he went and tbSkfChafphor, Maced, Bofor, and the other Cities ot the 
CountryofGalaad,[/M.M,»<5.] . 

VVhilft Judasand Jonathan were in Galaad, and Simon in Gahlea, over agamit 
Ptolemais Joleph,ion ot Zacharias, and Azarias, who were left behind 4 to fecure 
fudea, hearing of their gallant achievments, and ambitious to get themfelves a name 
as great as the other,contrary to command, drave down their army as far as Jamnia, 
with intentions to fight the heathens. ButGorgias drew out all his forces out of the 
City againft them* and beat them back to the very borders of Judea, and there tell tha t 
day of the Jews, uear upon 2000 men. Wd. 5 5Jf M 

Lyfias, the young King EupatorsProte&our and kinlnun,and the fole manager ot 
theaftalresof the kingdom* being much difplcated at what had happened, muttered 
together allmoft 80 thoufand men ; all his own Horfe,and 80 Elephants,and marched 
againft the Jews : refolving within himlelf* to render Jcrufalefn an habitation for the 
Grecians, The fefhpU tributary and to fet the High Priefthood to fale every year. Here- 
upon, being entred Judea, he claps clofe fiege to Bethfuca, a ftrong place, diftant from 
lerulalcm about five furlong*. But Maccabeus his army? having an Angel for their 
convoy, flew nooo of the enemies Foot, and 1600 Horfe. All the reft, with Lyfias 
himfelf, were put to flighr, whereof many were (ore wounded, others threw away their 
arms, and fhifted for themfelves. [a M^cab. 11 *♦— -12.] 

Lyhas*cafting up with himfelf what lofle he had fuftaincd,and confidenng that God 
fought the battles of the Jews, fent Ambafladors to them,to intreat concerning a piece, 
avowing;That he would fubfcribe to all reafonable propofitions ; and moreover, be a 
meansof ingratiating them into the Kings favour. Judas Maccabeus luppokng this 
might be conducible to the publick behoof, embraced the motion, and lignifted in writ- 
ing, (which was fent by the hands of John and Abfalom, what he mould mediate for 
unto the King, on the behalf of the Jews : The King granted every Article, [Ibid. 1 j, 
14,1 j.l concerning this particular, there are extant letters, both from King Antio- 
chus to Lyfias, [Ibid. 22. a6.] as alio from Lyfias to the Jews, dated m the year (of the 
Chaldcc account) 1 48, the 24 day of the moneth JXoJannthw asms in the Greek 
Copies ■ but in the Latin Dufcotas, [Ibid. 1 6— 2 1 .] This moneth in the Caldee year, 
feems t'o be intercalated betwixt Dyfter and Xanthicus ( in which are written, the 
followiug letters of the King* and the Romans to the Jews, concerning the forefaid 
peace) which is therefore called in the Greek edition ot the book of Either, (now to 
befcen in the noble Earle of Atnndels Library) the moneth tAdar-mfan, and tyfter- 
xamhicus, and by the modern Jews Veadar, or the other Adar : although our _Syr uc In- 
terpreter of the fecond book oi the Maccabees, hath fubftitutcd in its name the iyriaus 
latter iijti. 

In the fame 148 year, (of the Chaldee account) the i 5 day of the moneth Xanthi- 
cus) according alfo to the Chaldean reckoning) there are letters directed to the Jews,

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both from King Antiochus,[ z Maccab. xu*].-r* « Jjnd alfc .from Quints Mem- 
mins, and Titus Manlius (otherwife called Mamus or Mamlius) Ambafiadors from 
Rome, who at that time came to the King refiding at Anuoch : [/M. 34.— J«.J 
thither alto followed Lyfiai after the covenants Were drawn up. C 1 Maccabees 

About the beginning of the Spring, began the CL year of the kingdom of the Greci- 
ans, which the writer of the firft book of the Macc^ ., 

Demetrius, fonot Seleucus Philopator, having been detained many years hojtage 
athome,andnowentredthe 23 year of hisage, requdted the Senate, 1 hat by the 
affiftance of the people of Rome, he might be reftored into his own kingdom, now un- 
juftlyulurped bythe fonof Antiochus Epiphanes his Uncle, protefting that he fhould 
all waves look upon Rome as his native Country and nurfery, repute the Senators fons 
as to many brothers, and the Senatours themielves as fathers. Notwithftanding, aU 
this complement, the Senate efteemeing more expedient, as to their affairs, it Syria 
were Governed by a child rather than a man, with joynt content voted, that Demetrius 
fhould be keptat Lme,and the kingdom becenfirmed rothe child which An^chus 
left behind him- But withall, they prefently dilpatcht awayCn. jOaav.ui i Spu. s 
and Lucietius,and Lucius Aurehus, as Legats to wold that kingdom at the pleasure 
of the Senate'luppoiing that none would be againft it : the Kingoeing but yetachild, 
and the Princes of the Court acounting they were exueamly favoured^ that the Ro- 
mans would not deliver up the kingdom to Demetrius, which Was a thing ; they ^much 
feared would enfue. And when they were informed, how Antiochus had provided 
himfclfof Elephants in Syria, and fhips above the number which they allowed h.m s 
ley gave in charge to the Legats, that they fhould fire the (hips, hough the Elephants, 
n a word, Thai they fhoufd do what they could to bankrupt the Kings Exche- 
quer, [<?*/>. Ug«. 107, .*Affl**S,ru*. fag. ,17. Z«m.**l)m*.1»fi».'tA.n. 

Ctt The Legats alfo received mftruftions to vifit the Macedonians, who,in regard that a 
popular ftfte feem'd ftrangc to them,had made no ufe of a Common <^*°^ 
up in factions and leditions amongfl .themfelves. They were -^^^^iM 
h|ent enquiry into the affairs ot the Galatians,and the ho^w* *» ^^W 
ltidA Notwithftanding, Anarathes by his great civility in a conference with Ju- 
nius and the former legates, difaiffed them, highly commending him.

IO Tne peace betwixt Eupator and the Jews, was no fooner made, than broken off 
again s for thofe that had command in the places adjacent ; T.motheus Apo Uoniu* , fon 
of Genneus,Hieronymus, Demophon, and Nhcanor, Governour of Cyprus, would

When Judas Maccabeus heard of this piece of vilUny.hc caipe by night to Joppc, 
fired their port, and navy,and flew all thole that had fled thither; and undemanding 
that he J amn.tes had fome tuch defigne againft thofe Jewi that lived with them 
he did the fame by night to their port and fleet , fo that the flame of the fire appeared 
as far as Terufalem, whichlay34o-f u rlongsdiftant.[iM. 5,?-J 
By that timcJiidas his army had gone nine furlongs thereupon their march againft 
Timothcus, the Nomades of Arabia fetupon them, not fewer in number than 5000 
fiS?,and 5 00 Horlcwhcrc after a hot difpute,the Arabians were worfted,and uponan 
enga gement, to fupply them with Cattel, and to pleafure them fome other wayes, ob-

orts, the w'M fell manned^ and had in it good flore of engines and ammunition. 
But fo it was, When Judas and his army were neceffarily to paile thorough ir, that the 
Citizens dappedtheir gates againft them, and baracadod ihem up with theftonesi 
vet they forced their way thorough, after a.day and a nights battery, and demohfhed 
fheCitvto the ground ; took all the fpoile, killed all the males, near 25000 m number, 
and marched over the dead bodies thorough ir, [ 1 Msec. 5.45, 51. iMacc.iz. 

* 7 AfteJ this,they palled over Jordan, into agreat plaine before Bethfan,[ 1 Mac 5 . 
52.] whichtlie Greeks eal ed Scythopolis, [.jr^^./^i* ^p. 12.] diftant«oo fur- 
longs fromHiEeMalem. AsToon- as they were entred irito thetown,the Jews (which 
ived amongft them, met them) and acquainted them, how friendly the Scythopoli- 
ans had alwayes dealt with them, and how kindlythey had treated them in their ad- 
verlitics: whereupon they Returned them tharrics, and reqyefted the continuance ot 
their affcaioris to their Nation for the future, & Mac 11.29* !<>> 11.] • 

ludas bringing up the reare qf his army, encouraged them all the way, until he came 
to 1 udea, [ *M*c. 5 . 5 1 . J They arrived at Jcrufalcm, tabottt the Feaft of Pentecoft, 
fa Mac I a ax.] and went up unto Mount Sion with joy- tod gladneffe, and offered 
burnt-otiferings,becaufethcyliadnotfoflaman,butwere.all returned home in peace, 

*" * After Pemecoft, Judas and his brethren with 3000 Foot, and 400 Horfe, macched 
againft Gorgias, who had the command of Idumea, with intent to give him battle, 

In that fight few of the Jews were ilain .• yet when .Dofitheus, one of the Bacenors 
troup, a flow man, had taken Gorgias prifoner, and apprehending him by -his i coate of 
male led him away,aThwcian trouper made-up toward him,and cutoff his ihoulder, 
andrefcuedGorgias,thacaccurfedmilcreanr, who made his elcape into into Mariffa : 
Cwhrn they that followed Efdris (oneot Judas his C aptains ) were weaned with 
lona fichting; Jadas,after he had calledupon the Lord, and fangPfalms and Hymns 
in his mother- tongue, fee upon Gorgias his. forces unawars, and made them flee, 

^ThTn having afar the vidory called together hisarmy, he withdrew to the City 
Odullam : and when the feventh day was come, they purified themfelves, and kept 
the Sabbath. The day following,when Judas his fouldicrs had gathered up the bodies 
of thofe that fell in the battle, with an intent to bury them, they tound under every ones 
coatcthmgsconCecratedtothe Idol* of the Jammtes -, which was prohibited the Jews 
bv their Law, f Ds»t. 7^5,^.] So that it was clear and evident to all, that this was 
thecaufe of'their mifcarriage. Hereupon they betook themfelves unto prayer, 
ihdmiTii a yiywf dfjici/lx^a 7iA«'«f i5«a«#ftiw, beteeching God, 1 hat iin might be 
utterly rooted out ; or, ( as the Arundel book, and the Aldin edition reads it ) «&***

° ft Then Judts wkhlVsbrcthren went againft the fons of Efau, and difcomfited them 
in the South ( ot Judea, ) and fmote Hebron, with the villages thereof, difmantled the 
fortification =, and fired the towers round about. From thence he removed, purpofing 
m go into the land of the Philiftins, and paffed throw Samaria. At that time certain 
Priefts defirous to IheW their valour, and not going very Wifely to work, were flam in a 

skirmiln. 
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skirmifh. Then Judas declined toward Azotus, into the land of ftranges or Philiftins, 
and when he had overturned their alcars ; burnt their graven images, and taken away 
the fpoiles of the Cities, he returned into Judea, [ 1 tMac.^.6^ ,68. ] 

When Antiochus his fouldiers which were garrifoned in the Tower at Jerufalem, 
had blocked up the Jews round the Sanctuary,alwaycs ftudying which way tbey could 
annoy them, and ftrengthen the heathen: Judas and all the people befieged them in 
the 1 50 year of the Greeks, having planted their battery — — and engines j howbeit 
fome of ehe befieged got forth (to whom alfo certain wicked -Ifraelites joyncd thera- 
fclves ) and prevailed with Antiochus Eupator the King, fpeedily to oppofe himfelf 
againft that f welling power of the Je ws,{ 1 Mac. 6. 1 8, 27. ] ;. 

Hereupon the King fummoned together all his friends, and the Commanders of his 
army, and Mafters ofhishoufe: and tothefe repaired forces from other kingdoms, 
and from the Iflands or fea coafts : So that his whole power confifted of 1 00000 Foot, 
and 10 thoufand Hoffe, and %% Elephants, trained up tor war* [ ibid. a8, 29, jo* ] But 
in the (econd book of the Maccab. we read* how that in the 149 year ( of the account, 
viz., of the Contrasts) that tidings was brought to Judas Maccabeus* that Antiochus 
Eupator was gone againft Judea provided with (jretk. forces, to the number of i 10000 
Foot, and 5300 Horfe, aa Elephants, and 300 Chariots with hooks, [ i UHaccab. 

J 3i «»a-3 

Menelausthe Ufurping High Piieft fided with this power , feeding himfelf with 
fond hopesof obtaining fi om Eupator that honour which hitherto he had but the emp- 
ty title of, L a lMuc. 13.3.] 

King Eupator came with a mind highly enraged* refolving to bring far greater 
mifchief upon the Jews, than ever his father had done ' which when Judashcardof, 
he commanded the people, That they fhould call upon Clod night lnd day,- that he 
would vouchlafe them his wonted afliftance : and then having Called a Council of war, 
he refolved to march againft the King, and encamp about Modin, [ tMac $ t^ 

The Kings army having marched thorough Idutnea, affauited Bcthfura, With their 
engines: but the Bethlurans iallied forth, and fired them, and fought withtthem va- 
liantly . Asfor Judas, he pitched in Bethzachariah, over againft the Kings Camp, 
[ 1 Mac. 6. 3 1 , 3 2.] and when he had given the watch-word to hismen, Vi&oriesare 
from God, taking along with him fome of his choiccft men, he attempted b£ night 
the enemies Camp,and pierced as fat as the Kings own pavilion : he flewat this 1 boufy 
near 4000 men, and their prime Elephant, with all that were upon him: upon the 
dawn of the morning, he drew off, and departed with good fuccefle, having thereby 
transfaccd a dread and a horror clean thorough the enemies Camp, f_ % Maccab. ij. 
I5,i<5,i7.] 

Then the King early in the morning, marched apace with his army, and pitched 
near Bethzachartah: where he drew up his men into battalia* and ordered that the 
juyce of grapes and mulberies fhould be fct before the Elephants, fuppofing thereby to 
render them more fierce upon the figbr. Thef e beafts were difpofcd through the army, 
andtocachbcait t wasafligned iooo Foot well appointed) and 5°o Horfe : in their 
wooden caftles which every one of them carried on his back, were 3 * fouldiers, befides 
the Indian which guided him: Their atmour made fuch a glorious fhew, that the 
neighbouring hills glittered by reafon of the reflexion of the Sun-beams upon their 
fheildsof gold and braffe,[ 1 Mac. 6.33, 41. ] 

Judas and h is army engaged the enemy, and killed of the Kings Party 6 00 men. At 
which time, Eleazar,firnamcd Savaran, ( or Avaran ratherjudas his brother [1 Mac, 
a. 5.] obferving an Elephant in royal harnefle, and taller than anv of his fellows, and 
fuppofing the King was upon his back, made up toward him, flaughtering his enemies 
on both hands, and crept under his belly, and flew him; but he himfelf was prefled 
to death with the fall of the beaft upon him : But the Jews perceiving the vaft power 
of the King, and the ftrength of his Forces, turned away from them, [1 Maccab. 6, 

The King upon his return to the fiege of Bethfura,was fometimes put to flight ( by 
Judas ) other whiles in skirmifhes, he retreated with loffe. But Judas neglected not to 
relieve the befieged, and to lend them fuch things as they flood in need of. Rhodiu', 
one of the Jewifli army, f ent intimation hereof to the enemy j hereupon inquiry being 
made, he was feized on,put upon the rack,and kept in prifon. Then the King parlycd 
the (econd time with the Bethfurans, and inclined them to rcfign unto him, £ 2 Mac. 
13.19,22.] After the peace thus concluded, betwixtthem, they all marched outof 
the City, being forced to lurrender for want of provifion ro fuftain the fiege; for that 
vear was the Sabbatical year, in which it was not lawful to fow their land. But the 
King after hehad taken Bethfura, placed a Gatrifon therein to keep it, [1 Maccab. 
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Thence the Kings army went up to Jerufalem, and encamped againft Mount Sionj 
and the Sanctuary many dayes together, and planted his Atrillcry with Engines, and 
initruments to cart fire and ftone, and pteces to hurlc darts, and flings • whereupon 1 the 
befieged countei-made thefe Engines, With others of then own, and held them play a 
lon2while:but visuals began to grow fcant with them both,in regard that thmvas the 
feventh year, and alfo becaufe they in Iudeawivcn were dcliyerc.1 trotnthe o.-iuilcs, 
had eaten up the rcfidue of their ftore : very few were left m the ianaury, bc- 
caufe the famine prevailed io mightilv amongft them, that they were forced to dilp.rle 
themfelves into feverall places. [ 1 Maccbak. 6. 5lj 54. iofi P b*t. M. n. ca f . 

Ll4 In*!he mean time, Philip, whom Antiochus Epiphanes had by his laftTeftament 
nominated Tutour to his fon Eupator, and under him appointed over the aria ^ ot chat 
whole kingdom, (being returned out of Egypt) came put ot Media and I erha,w.th mc 
forces which Epiphanes had left there, [ 1 Maccab.

The King appointed Maccabeus, or (a» the Greek context bears it, and my J»ynack 
Interpreter hath it) Higemonides rather, Generall of his atmy from Ptolomais to 
the Gerrhenians, [ a Maccab. 1 3. 34.] or as far as Egypt; whofe boundary is the moun- 
tain Gerur, by Ptolomies aflignment. . . , 

While the King was come to Ptoleroais, the Ptolemaians(whoallwayes bare a 
deadly hatred to the Jews, as appears by the Hiftory, I Maccab. ii.tfjwete hear- 
tily vexed at the peace made with ludas, and in a rage, would needs have nulled the 
Covenant. But Lyfiaswentuptothe judgement-feat, where he lo well defended the 
matter, that be appeafed the tumult, and pacified the Citizens U* M *"f> 1 ?• z 5' ? 6 j 
J lephVthcclofeofthe»4bookofhisAntiquites,^ 
theHafmoicanslafted »« year«,tothe taking of J erulalcm by Herod, and the flay- 
ing ot Anugonus,<or(as Heroi hath it in the tarns Auchour, lib.

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he had formerly writ in his work of the lewifh wars, {lib, i . cap, % t & Hb.[j. c.37. al 30.] 
F>*.Onias his flight, and his building the Temple in Egypr,to have fallen out whilft 
Antiochus Ep ; phanes was living. 

About this time, Ptolemei Philometor, and his younger brottier Ptolemei Euergetes 
II. fell at high variance : the Senate of Rome wrote letters to their Ambaffadors. Cn. 
Ocravius, Sp. Lucretius, and L. Aurelius,to do what in them lay,to compote the differ- 
ences -.[Polib.Legat. 107.] For after they had joyndy fix years together reigned peace- 
ably? the younger brother call off Philometor,and ruled alone. [Porphyr, in Gr<tc. Enfeb, 
Scaltger. pag y 5 4. & 2 * 5 .] 

He, being deprived of his kingdom, repaired to Rome for his relief, with a very 
flender retinue, and in a neglected garb, \Valer, Maxim, lib. 5.ft*p,i . ] As he was on his 
his way to the Cky on foor, he was taken notice oi by Demetrius,Seleucus his (on: who, 
much troubled at the fight,pre(ently provided a Royal Robe, a Diadem, and a Hot fe, 
adorned with golden furniture, and thus attended with his own lervants, made toward 
Ptolemei, meeting him a6 miles from the City : Afrer a civill falute, he advifed him to 
put on thele princely ornaments, and to enter Rome fome what like himfelf, leaft hap- 
pily he might appear contemptible. Ptolemei indeed thanked him extreamlyfor his 
good will toward him, but was fo far from taking any of thofe things which he had 
brought him, as that he defired him rather to give him leave to retire a while with Ar- 
chias in fome one ofihofe towns which lay in the way. [Diod, Sicul, i» Excerpt. Valef.pag. 

At length he came to Rome, having taken up his lodging at an Alexandrian Pain- 
ters houfe : as foon as the Senate heard of it, they fent for him, and made a molt exaft 
apology,tor that they neither had,according to the ufuall cuftora, fent the Quaxtor to 
wait upon him, nor had entertained him upon the publick account t avo wing,That thofe 
omifllonsTVerc nor to be imputed to any difrefpeftof theirs towards him, but meerly 
to his own coming fo fuddenly upon them , and fo privately.Hereupon, they conduced 
him out of the Courr, unto the houfe of publick entertainment, and perfwaded him to 
put off thofe his fordid weeds, and pitch upon a day for audience: they alb took care 
that Prefents might be fenrunto him dayiy by the treasurers, fo that by their feverall 
civillities,they did,as it were by fo many diftant fteps, advance Ptolemei from that low 
condition he was in, to his former kingly eminency, and occafioned unto him far 
greater ground of triumphing in the hopes he had of Romes affiftance,than of fear 
coniideringthe meanefle of his fortune. [Pal. Max. ut {up.] 

As foon as Cn. O&avius and Spurius Lucretius, the Roman Legates came to Aria- 
rathes, King of the Cappadrcians, they enquired into the conteftation which was be- 
twixt him and the Galatians. He, in few words, opened the whole cafe to them,adding 
withaU,That he was willing to acquiefle in their umpirage* Bucthegrcateftpartof 
his Ipeach was concerning the affarsof Syria,knowing that OSavius was bound thither. 
He Shewed them alio in what a tottering condition that ftate was in, and how great 
correfpoudence there was betwixt himlelf and the great ones there. He proferea alio 
to attend upon them with his forces, and to be ready and forward upon all occafions, 
untill they were returned fate out of Syria. The Kings good will and forwardneffe to' 
accommodate them, was much refented by the Legates '• yet they told him, That at 
prelcnt they had no need of his company, but in cafe of fome future emergency, if there 
might be occafion for it, they would not fcruple to fend unto him, whom they would 
for ever hereafter put into the lift of fuch which are reputed molt fincere friends to the 
Romans. \Poljb.Legat % \ 08.] 

As for the commotions in Syria, King Eupator, by the help of his Guardian Lyfias, 
had quickly pacified them. For he,upon his return to Antioch, finding Philip in com- 
mand there * fought him, and took the City, [Maccab. 6, 93,] where alfo, 
after he had gotten Philip into his clutches, he put him to death VJoftphmlib 
ii.ctp.i J.] Jr 

. Ofovius Lucretiu?, and Aurelius, the three Roman Legates (according to their 
inftru&ions received from the Senate upon their coming into Syria) took care that the 
Elephants fliould be (lain, and the Nayy fired, and managed all things elfe to the Ro- 
man intereft. This lay heavy upon the ftomackof one Leptines, and therefore with 
his own hand, he (tabbed Cn.O&avius, the prime Legate at Laodicea, as he was 
anointing himfelf in the place of exercife: he vouched the fa&,as lawfully done,and nor, 
but by the inftigation of the gods/This Oftavius was the firft that cn-nobled that fami- 
ly with the confullhip , from whence Carlar Auguftus afterward defcended. Lyfias, 
Eupators Guardian(who was reputed the chief incendiary of the people againft the Ro- 
mans) took care for the jntertainment of Oftavius: and forthwith difpatched Legatcs,in 
the Kings,to Rome,which might excufc the fa£fc and evidence the Kings innocency>as 

nor 
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not bring any whit acceffory thereunto. [Pofyb, Lcgat. 114. O* 1 32. £Y«r*. Ph-.kppK 9. 
Appian.Syriac.pag. 117. Zonar. exD'.one.\ Julius Oblequiens, in his bookDeTrodgus, 
confirms this killing of Oftavius, as happening in the time ot Marcius and Scipio, be- 
ing Confuls. - 

There was at that time in Syria, one Ilocrans a Grammar un,ot the company ot 
thole that were wont to make publck recitations a praning Braggadocio, and one 
that was hatefullto the Grecians themfelve--, whom Alcsus m his publickcoutcftatioiis 
did ufe wittily to provoke and jear. He, as foon as he came unro Syria, began to vilify 
the Syrians, as people of none or the founded head-pieces, and no: containing himtclf 
Within the bounds of his profeflion, began to treat ot ftace-matters, and to give his 
judgement therein : for he did not onely defend the juftice ol Cn. death ,buc moved alio 
that the mallacre might be extended to the other Legates of the people of Rome, that 
not fo much as one might lurvivc to carry tidings tiicrcor to Rome •, that they might 
by this be brought to abate of their arrogancy, inconirohng others, and lurceafe 
this their over- bold usurpations of foveraigmy every where. L T° l A &£*• 

The Romans (by their Emballadors, Canuleius and Quintus) reftorcd Pcolcmei 
Philometor to his kingdom; and reconciled him to his younger brother Euergetes : 
having decreed that the kingdom fliould be divided betwixt them : Philometor was to 
take Egypt and Cyprus for his fhare, Euergetes Cyrene : this agreement was confirmed 
by all religious ceremonies, and by the mucuall plighting ot their faith each to other: 
Notwithstanding, all this Euergetes haftcned away to Rome, in defigncot nulling the 
Covenant: whereupon Philometor alfo fent Menethillm of Alabanda,as his Lagare 
thither,as his advocateand proxie in this his concert with Euergetes. [Poljb. Legat % \ 1 3 . 
& 1 i/^Liv.lib. 46. Zonar. ex Dic»e.] 

Ariarathes King of Cappadocia, deccafed, his (on Ariarathes fur-named Phi- 
lopator fucceded, by tight of inheritance , to the Crown : who as foon as he had 
folemnized his fathers iuneral with the higheft magnificence that could be. he fent his 
Legates to Rome, about renewing the league and allyance with that people of Rome. 
He was firft called Mithridates, but alter he came to age, by hi; fathers name Ariara- 
thes. Ac his coming to the Crown, he treated his Friends, Nobles and Subjects, with 
what rrfped was fitting, fo that he foon won rhe affections of all perfons, of what qua- 
lityfoever. And in regard that be was experienced in the Greek, and ftudied philofo- 
phy, Cappadocia (never before known to the Grecians) foon became a receptacle for 
learned men. [Livie lib. 46. Dlodor. Sicul, in Bibliotheca, Phocj.cod. 244. & Excerp . Vde[. 

From Spring-tide began the CLl year of the kingdom of the Grecians, which is uled 
in the firft book of the Maccabees. . 

When the Ambaffadors of Ariarathes, the new King of Cappadocia, were arrived 
at Rome, they moved the Senate, that they would embrace their King with all love 
and affection, who alwayes,both abroad and at home, withed well to all the Romans: 
the Senate did not onely renew the league and amity, as was requeftcd; but highly 
commedthe Kings inclination, and entercained the Ambaffadors very civilly : after 
thatTiberius Gracchus(of whom mention was made in the 3 8 j 8 year ot the VVorld)rc- 
turncd from his Embaflie in Afia, had related many notable exprcflbns ot the afkth- 
ons of this King, and of his father, and indeed of the whole kingdom, toward the peo- 
ple of Rome* f/V;£. L<g<«. 109.] 

The Rhodians (by Cleagoras and Lygdamis their Emballadors at Rome) rcquctt- 
ed that they might be permitted to hold Lycia and Caria, upon the fame terms as tix- 

For at what time the Calyndians in Caria revolted horn the Caunu (whereupon 
the Caunii artemptcd to befiege them) at the Hi ft indeed they required afftftance 
from the Cnidyans., and by that allociation made foift for a while , to hold 
the enemy play : but being doubtfull of the iflue of the war, they ditpatched 
an Embaflie to the Rhodians, wherein they yielded themfclves and their City inro 
their hands. The Rhodians accepted of the profcr, and accordingly lent iupphes 
both by (ca and land, raited the fiege,and took the City into their own .jurifdifti- 
on. And the Senate foon atter confirmed unto them die right and pollelfion. lid. 
Lega Ml 1.1 , . r , 

Ariarathes King of Cappadocia, undcrftanding by his Legates who were now re- 
turned from Rome, that he was allertaincd of the good will ot the Romans , thought 
himlelf now faft-feated in his kingdom , offered to the gods buchanfticall facri- 
fices, andfeafted his Nobles. Moreover, he fent Ambaftadors* toLyliasat Antioch, 
to fetch the bones of his lifter and mother (Antiochus the daughter of Antiochus the 
Great; concerning which bufinefs he gave inftruaions to the Emballadors upon their 
depature,joyned with intreaties and prayers,fupP°img ic not fealonable 10 expoftulate 
Mmm 2 the 
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thcbufi : icfleof Oftavius his death (although he was much difpleated at it) Icaftif he 
iliculd chance thereby to provoke Lyfias, he might not have his requeft granted. Lyfi- 
as gave way that helhould have thole reliqucs, which, as foon as thev were brought 
tin.to him, he carry.jd them fourth in highfolemnuy, and wa> very care'full to lav them 
next his fathers tomb* [Id. Legat. 1 1 2,] 

After the two Ptolemies (brothers) had parted the kingdom betwixt them : Pcoiemei 
the younger comes to Rome, to invalidate the partition agreed upon with his brother, 
urging, That he did not voluntarily do as he was commanded, bur, had yielded upon 
neaflity, being forced thereto by the difficulty of the times : therefore he requefted the 
Senate,' That they would adjudge Cyprus to him: lor, poc the cafe it were fo, yet 
would his portion be far woife than his brothers : on the other fide, Meniihvllus, Phi- 
lomecors Agent, declared, (which alfo the Roman Ambaffadors themlclves confirm- 
ed by thtic Tcflimony) Ho,w that the younger Ptolemei did not onely hold Cyrene, 
but alfo his very life, by means of his brother, in regard that there was f uch a generall 
alienation of mens minds from him, that he might take it for a high favour, that the 
kingdom of Greece was quitted to him, which was more than he could hope for, or 
any man elfc,dream of.But upon Ptolemccs contradicting what was urged, the Senate, 
partly conlidering, that the fharingof the kingdom was not as yer quite compleatcd, 
-partly ouc of their own defire to have that kingdom divided, (that as occafion lhould 
fcrve, they might with leflc pains reduce it under their own power ,whcn divided, than 
when united ) granted the younger brothers demands, and forthwith lent their Lagats 
(Titus Torquatus and Cn.Merula) with inftru&ions to reconcile the two brothers, 
and to give Cyprus to the younger. [Id. Legat. 1 j j/j 

When news was brought to Rome of the killing of Cn.O&avhisjand the Legates of 
Antiochus Eupator, which Lyfias fent, were arrived at Rome,and ditcourfed at large, 
fhcwingSjThat their King was in no wife confeious to the murder : the Senate fent the 
Legates back again, determining nothing upon the matter, becaufe they would 
by no means reveal their minds, ^Jd. Legat. 1 14.] yet they ordered a Statue to be 
creeled in the place of common pleas, to the memory of 0£tavius. [Philip- 
f' c - 9-1 

Dcrnetritr, much affe&ed with the news of that accident, fent for Polybius (the 
Hiftorian) and advifed with him, Whether or no,it were expedient to move the Senate 
afrefh about his affairs ,• who admoniflied him to take heed of daftung himfclf twice 
againft the fame ftoncjtelling him. That he had better adventure upon fome noble ex- 
ploitjwoithy of a kingdom ; hinting hereby, That he would have him Ileal away from 
Rom; as foon as he could, But he,following the counfel of one Apolloniu?, his intimate 
acquaintanccjfa good man indeed,but a very youth) came into the Scnate,and requeft- 
ed, That he might at leaf! have his liberty, and might net auy longer be detained as 
hoftagc at Rome ; feeing they had confirmed the kingdom unto Antiochu* Eupator. 
The Senate for all this, remained peremptory in their decree : whereupon, Demetrius 
confulted firft with Diodorus, (a fnbrill fellow, who came frefh out of Syria,and had had 
formertly the education of him)aud then wi:h Polybius,hoW he might make his efcape. 
Menethyllus, Ptolemei Philometors Agent, (who by Polybius his means (with whom 
he was intimately acquainted) had been admitted into the Counfel, under pretence of 
providing for his return home- ward) openly hired a facred (hip of the Carthaginians, 
which was about to laile to Tyrus, to bring the fkft fruus of the Carthaginians, (as the 
manner was) to their anccflour-gods. When all things were in read indie, Demetrius 
fent hi> Tucour Diodorus into Syria beforehand, to hear what the world talked, and to 
feel how the puifeof the people did beat* Himfelf taking onely a few with him, which 
might be as companions to him in his journy, fupped at a friends houfc wich them, the 
reft he fent away to Anagnia, whither he faid he would come a hunting the day fol- 
lowing. [Poljb. Legat. \ 14.] 

Ar this mftanr, Polybius lay fick a bed, who fearing ieaft Demetrius, fitting over 
long at h is cups> ihouid let flip the oppertunity of cfcapifig : night now drawing on,fenc 
unto him a lheet now fealed up, with thefe intimations written in it,

<?w* v y be fober, and remember to truft noc body, thele are the very fine ws of prudence. 
As loon as he read the nore» he U;iderifoo.d prclcntly what thole inftcuilions meant, 
and from whom they came j and thereupon making fhew as if he had been about to 
vomir, and had need to dilgorge, he and his friends left the company : and communi- 
cating his defign to Nicanor, and the reft of his friends, he came by night to Oitia, at 
the mouth of Tiber. Mennethyllus went before to the Mariners, an \ told them, That 
he received new inlhudions from the Ring, fo that he muft of neccfli.y abide a while 
longer in the City : yet he would difpatch nim unto certain young men of moft ap- 
proved fidelity, which lhould give him a full account of all the tranfacrions of his bro- 
ther* About the end of the third watch of the nighr, Demetrius comes with 8 compa- 
nions^ fervants and three lackeys : whom Menithyllus commended to the Matter of 
the Ship, who knew nothing of the plot ; they fet fail about break of day, [ Id. ibid. ] 

There was no thought at Roms of his departure until the fourth day following; 
and then they made ftrict inquiry after him* but could not fini him : upon the fifth 
day, the Senate met upon the bulineffe ; but Demetrius being now fix dayes fail from 
the City, was gone as far as the ftraite of Sicily. The Senate thought it would be to 
no purpofe to follow after him, he liaving gotten fo great a ffart of them : But within 
few dayes after, they fa forth Tib. Gracchus, Lucilius L?ntulus, and Serviltus Glau- 
cias, Ambailadors : whofe employment was to fee how things went in Greece; and 
palling from thence, to obferve what Demetrius had in delignc, as alfo to learn ' 
how other Kings flood affe&ed, and to debate their differences with the Galatians 
[ Ibid. ] 

In the mean time, Demetrius was got inroLycia: from whence he wrote to the 
Senate, That he marched not againft Antiochu* his Uncles fqn; but againft Lyfias, 
with arefolution to avenge Oftavius his death. And having foon draw.iTripolisof 
Syria to be on his fide, as it he had been lent by the Senate to take polleflion of the 
kingdom, (for no one dreamed of his efcape) and being feizsd alio of Apamea,he 
muftered all his Forces together, and made toward Antioch : where he killed the 
young youth ( King Antiochus Eupator ) and Lyfias, as they were friendly coming out 
to meet him ( for they did forbear to take up armes for fear of dilpleating the Romans) 
[ ZonAr.tx D'tone. ] and being entertained with the applauleof all in Syria,he obtained 
the kingdom, [ Juftin.Lb. l^eap. 3. Appian.in Synac.pag. 1 1 7, 1 1 8. ] 

We read in the [ 1 Mac. 7.1,4.] how that in the 1 5 1 year of the kingdom of the 
Grecians, Demetrius, (on of Scleucus, efcaping from Rome, came with a lew men to 
a City on the fea coaft {viz,. Tripoli of Phoenicia) and began to reign there .- and that, 
as he entered into the Palace of his Anccftors> ( at Antioch near Daphne, the Me- 
tropolisof Syria ) his fouldicrs feized upon Antiochut and Lyfias, who were by his 
command put to death. And in the [ 2 Mac. 14. 1, %. ] how that, after three years, 
or in the thud year ( from the begining of Antiochus Eupator, or the purging of the 
Templeby Judas Mace, of both which,msntion is made inthe beginniig of the 10 
cap. Judas was informed that Demetrius was arrived at the Haveu of Tripolis, and 
with a great power, and navy, had taken the Country, and killed Antiochus, and hi? 
1 'm our Lyfias. But J olephus afligneth to Antiochus Eupator two years reign, [lib. 12. 
cap. x6.] fo doth Eufebius alfo in his Chronicle ) although Porphyrius Q in Grxc. 
E:tfeb.Scaliger.pag,22%.] audSulpiciusSeverus, [HiJlor.Sacr.iib.2.] afcribc to him, 
one year onely> and 6 moncths. , 

Demetrius, having removed Hcradidas ( from the charge of the Treat ury in Baby- 
lon, over which he was appointed by Antiochus Epiphanes ) and put to death his bro- 
ther Timarchus( who like wife was by the fame Antiochus made Governour of Ba- 
bylon ) as a Rebel againft him ( who befides thar, was very faulty in the difcharge 
of his place there ) was by the Babylonians fir ft finwmed totcr, [ Appian, Sjriac. pag. 
118.] 

Alamos ( who hid obtained froth Antiochus Eupator, the grant of the High* 
Pricfthood* but was not received by the people, in regard, that in the times of contii- 
fion under Antiochu? Epiphancs^ie willfully difiled himfclf, a ^^.14.3.) endeavour- 
ing to get the Prifthood confirmed upon himby Demetrius Soter,raade hisaddrefs unto 
the King, accompanied with other wickedand apoftate Kraelites, who maligned their 
country-men,andefpecially the Hafmonea us,as guilty of cutting off the Kings friends, 
and banifhing them out ot the Country. Demetrius refcnted their complaints ; and 
thereupon fent Bacchides the Governour of Mefopcomia, his intimate and trufty 
friend, and with him. Alcimus ( on whom he had fetled the Priefthood ) with a great 
force into J udca : when they had encred the Land,they thought to have over-reached 
Judas Maccabeusand his brethren by their fair fpeeches : but they gave no credit unto 
them,Cic5W*: f7 .5,ii.] 

Then 
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Then there aflembled unto Alcimus and Bacchides,a company of Scribes, amongft 
whom the Hafideans were chief, that defired peace from them ; for (aid they, One 
that is Priejt of the feed of z/laron hath the conduit ofthu army^ who will not do tu any wrong. 
But after that they had puc themfelves into his hand; thac wicked Prielr, contrary to 
the agreement,and his oath, put threescore of them to death, all in one day: to this 
maffaac,rherMorian applies that of the Pfalmift [ ^ 79. C ^. 7 8 » ) 2 > 3.] Thepfhof 
thy SamtJ,bave they (TT 1 ? 1 } cafi ottty)giv*n to the beafis of the earthjmd their blood have they 
fhedrottnd about Hierufalem-, and there was none to bury them: by which perfidioufnefie 
many being terrifkd,fled from the City, [ Ibid. i*,i?. J 

Bacchides removed from Jerufalem, and encamped in Bezeth, orBsthzetha ; from 
whence he Cent and took many of thole which had torfaken him,and certain of the peo- 
ple alio (of the Jews) whom he £lew,and caft into a deep pit. After ,then he committed 
the Country to Alcimus his care, leaving him a fufficient force toaffi(thim,and he 
himfelf returned back to the King, To Alcimus ( who neglected no thing that might 
helptoaflurethePtiefthood unto him) aflembled all fuchas were difturbersof the 
people ; who after they had brought the land of Juda under their power, made great 
havock in If rael r Hereupon Judas Maccab. went out into all the coafts of Judea round 
about, taking vengeance ofall thofe that had revolted from him; and hegotfuch a 
hand over them* that for ever alter they kept clofc within their Garrifons,md durft not 
make any more incurfions into the Country, [ Ibid, 1 9, 24. ] 

Ptolemei the younger,xorning out of Italy into Greece, hired from thence an army 
of veryftout meny amongft whom he took with him- one Damafippus, a Macedonian, 
who (after he had flain the Governours that fate in Council at Phaco, a Town of 
Macedonia ) ef caped thence as faft as he could,with his wife and children. Ptolemei, 
removing from thofe parts, came to Persea, a Continent fituate over againft Rhodes : 
who, after he had been couiteoufly treated by the people, he determined to fet fail for 
Cyprus. But Torquatus and the reft of the Roman Legates 7 ,when they obferved whac 
a great ftrength of mercenary fouldiers he had levyed,. they began to confider she 
tenour of their inftru&ions they had received fromthe Senate, whereby they were ex- 
preflcly charged to reduce him without blows. And at laft prevailed with him, to 
d isband his mercenaries, as foon as he had brought them to Sida, and to break oft his 
intended voyage to Cyprus ■* and thac he fhould do his beft that they might meet with 
him about the borders of Cyprus. They themfelves in the mean while were upon go- 
ing to Alexandria, thac they would work the King to a condefcentiontohisrequefts 
and that they would meet him at the place appointed* and bring the King himfelf 
along with them. Thefe propofitions had iuch influence upon Ptolemei the younger, 
that, defpairingof reducing Cyrene, he dif miffed the mercenary fouldiery : And 
himfelf went dire&ly to Crete, taking along with him Damafippus and Cn.Me- 
rula, one of the Embafladors : ( whereas loon as he had hired a thoufand foul- 
diers,) he departed to Libyna, and kept them at the Port of Apis, ^folyb. 
Legat. X15.] 

In the interim, Torquatus, and Titus, being come to Alexandria, did what they 
could to perfwade the Senior Ptolemei, to come to anagreement with his brother, and 
to yield Cyprus unto h>m. But upon Ptolemeis grant of fome particulars, and 
lending a flight eare to others, meerly to gain him time, his younger brother who 
lay encamped (as was agreed upon) before Apis in Libyna, much difpleafed that at 
yec nothing was concluded concerning the refignation of Cyprus* fent Cn. Merulato 
Alexandria, hoping by his, and Torquatus his means, to accomplifh hisdcfigns,[Af. 

Hipparchus Bithynus ( never fufficiently extolled by Pliny who attempted to 
tranirn c unto poltericy the exa£t number of the ftars, and reduce the conftcllations 
into order,by particular inftrumentsofhisown invention, thorough which he fhewes 
both their pofitions, and their magnitudes) Z_Vlm.Hb,2.cap*6.'y wrote in his book 
»£j2 -f;f*E]*T7aV*»* v'zt 7fQTrtKcir K)'™^"*' Tiyximti that in the 27 year of the third Ca- 
ll" ppic Per iode, the 30 day of the Egyptian moneth Mcfor, ( Septemb. Julian 27.) 
about fun-fet, the auuimal equinoctial was Obferved by him, [Ptol. 3 . lib. 2 .cap.*.] 

From this Autumn, began the year CLI. of the account of the contrasts : made ufe of 
the 2 book of the Maccab, In which year ( for fo the Greek Copies compute, and my 
Syriac Interpreter, where the Latin edition reads CL. ) Alcimus is faid to come to King 
Demetrius, prefenting him with a golden Crown , a Palme, and Boughcs alio which 
were thought to be of the Temple, [ * tM*c % i$, 3 » 4.] For he,obferving how greatly 
Judas Maccab. and the Affideans which were with him increafed in power, and alio 
becaufe they would not fuff er him to come near the holy Altar ; having gotten oppor- 
tunity* eagerly accufed them to the king, as authors of all the commotions, and diftur- 
bcrs of the common peace in Judea,complaining moft bitterly ; That he wa$ devefted 
oftheHigh'Priefthrod, which was the glory of hisanceftors; and as long as Judas 
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was IwinzM was confident Demetrius Ihouldncver enjoy the kingdom quietly. Tnii 
?Sn« avouched by other of his friends and moft implacable enemies ot Judas ) (0 
naled Dcmetrius/that he difpatched away N.canor-v General into Judea, wica 
order wdeftroy Judas, difperfc his affociatcs the AHtdeans, and to fettle Alci- 
mus in the High-Prielthood 1 as for the Gxmics w.itch flsd ouc of Judea. for tear 
3 Judas, they came flocking to Nicanor, accounting the calamities which W.-re like to 
fif uj™ the Jcws,co be their onely happmelbt * UWW,M^4- cum 1 c**W. 

7 * TWc JeWS,upon report of Nicanors approach, and of theaff ociation of the Gentiles 
With &caft duft up\>n their heads, and made their f uppUcation to God. But after 
Xrt skirmifti betwixc Simon (Judas h»s brother )andNtcanor near the village Dcf- 
faw- Nicanor,hearing the brute of the prowcllc and valour of Judas and his company 
n defending their Country, was fomewbat timerous of runnuig the hazard of a war. 
Therefore hefent Pofidon=us,Thcodotus, and Matthias, to parlee with them upon 
Stu ^ engagementsoffidel^eachtotheother. Wheathey had weU debated the 
«X«i amoneft themfelves, Tudas propounded it to the people, who with unanimous 
ffiSSedSASti T Ld I a7wasfi X ed,whcreo D judasandN l cauorwere 
to Z the one with the other . yet Judas was fomewhat jealous ot the enemy, and 
thereupon difpofed of fome armed m:n into fcveral convenient places, which might be 
«a toBritv,incafc any violence fhould bcattempted contrary to engagement. But the 
Conference proved very peaceable, and cloted in a league without the king* pnvuy. 
NicaScr this,abodea whilein Jerufalem,anddi miffed thecompanies which he 
KetecolleaJd: he lived fo friendly and familiarly with Judas, that he pcrfwad- 

andnwSings together, headdtefled himfelf the third time to Demetrius, and cpm-

who wasfoenraged by thefc calumnies, that he wrote immediately ^to Nicanor, to let

Sw th a l,forthwithto 7 fendaway Judas bound to Annoch . which although he 
was very loath to do, in regard it was a violation of their Articlcsof peace, feeing Ju- 
das ,Sm in the leaft maimer tranfgr<tfcd; yet, becaufe he knew not to gaiday the 
king, he watclicd for a convenient time to execute the kings command by a ftratagem,

defignedSfezeuponJud«,andeW thing, when itwasknown 
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to Judar, he was fore afraid of him, and would fee hit .face no more. When Nicanor 
(aw his purpofe was difcovered, he marched againft Judas, to fight him befide Caphar- 
falama : where there fell of Nicanorsparty near five thoufand men* and the reft fled to 
the City of David. [ i Mac, 7. 37, 32.] 

After this went Nicanor to Mount Sion, where there met him out of the San&uary, 
certain of the Priefts, and Elders of the people, to falutehim peaceably, and to (hew 
him the burnt facrificc that was offered for the King; but he flighted andfeofted at 
them,& commanded them to deliver up Judas unto him. And when they profefled with 
an oath, that they knew not what wai become of him; he ftretched forth his right 
hand toward the Temple, and fwore,unleffe Judas and his forces were delivered up 
into his hands, when he returned in peace, he would fet the houle of God on fire, digge 
down the Altar, and erect in the fame place another glorious Temple tc Bacchus. 
Whereupon the Priefts entered, and flood before the Altar, and the Temple* and 
wit h great lamentation befeeched God to fruftrate Nicanors tnreats, and avenge his 
blafphemies. [ 1 Mac. 7, 3 3, 38. a Mac. 14. 51, 36.3 

There was arrived unto Nicanor one Rhazis, one of the Elders of Jerufalem, who 
for his love and affection to the Citizen?, was called,?** Father of the jews. Therefore 
Nicanor, (thinking that if he were difpatched out of the way, he could bring what ca- 
lamities he plealed upon the Jews, (ent about five h undred fouldiers to take him : who 
when the} had forced the outward gates of the Tower wherein he was, and had com- 
manded to flie the other doors, he ftabbed himlclf with his own fword : but when he 
perceived, thar,by his making fo much haft, his wound was not mortall, he threw him- 
felf headlong from the wall; afterwards,runningtoaftecpRock,whenhewasaUmoft 
dead;, he plucked out his bowels, and with b\>th his hands, caft them amongft 
the throng, and lb gave up the ghoft.£ 2 Maccab . 14.37, 4 6 .] Touching which a&ion, 
St. Augultine istobeconfulted with, in his 61 Epiftle to Dulichius»andl ; bv*. againft 
Gaudentiojcap. *3. 

When Nicanor law that Judas was not in Jerufalem, but in the parrs of Samaria, 
he marched from Jerifalem, and encamped in Bethoron, where a fupply of forces 
mechimoutof Syria. Bt Judas pitched in Hadafa (30 furlongs off" the enemy) with 
jcoomen. Nicanor did what he could to mgage in batik on the Sabbath day, and 
when he was prcfently admonifhed by fomc Jews (who were compelled to march with 
h'm) togivethe rcveienccduetothatday r audtoGod,the firft inftutuor thereof, he 
with moft horrid blafphemy, put by thofe that thus perf waded him. As for Maccab. 
he encouraged his parcy out ot the Law and the Prophets ; and moreover, recalling 
to their minds their former encounrers,and declaring unto them a dreamof his,wh ere- 
in there was reprclented unro him Onias»( who was High Prieft,the third of chat name) 
praying ior the pcople,and the Prophet Jeremy reaching unto him a golden fword,he 
cheared up their f pints. VVhercupon,being well armed with prayers and fure confidence 
in God, on the 1 3 day of the n moneth Adar, the fell upon the enemy. Nicanor him- 
felf was the firft that fell in the fight : whereupon, the reft threw away their arms, and 
betook themielvcsto their heels. The Jews had the purfuit of them one dayes jour- 
nv, even from Hadata to Gazera, founding an alarme after them with their Trumpets. 
Whereat all the Jews, ou; of the leverall Towns roundabout, tufted to the Daughter 
of their flying enemies : fo that no leffe than jj thoufand of them were flain by the 
fword, not f o much as one fingle perfon remaining alive of the whole army. Then 
they Jell upon the fpoil, and tookthe prey, and cut off Nicanors head and arms with 
the'fhouider,and brought them to Jerufalem, where they hung his head upon a high 
Tower, with his right hand; which he had fo proudly ftretcb forth againft the houfc of 
God : Judas alio commanded the tongue of this wicked fellow to be cut our, chopped 
in piece , and to be given to the birds of the air. In commemoration of this victory, it 
was enacted by a general Decree,Thac a great lolcmnity (hould be kept yearly upon the 
1 3 day of the 1 2. moneth, called in tbe Syriac, Adar : the day before the fcaft of Mor- 
drcai. [ 1 Mac. 7. $9,49. » OMac, 1 5. 1, 37. jefeph.lib. u.cap. 17,3 

Here ends the Hiftory continued in the fecond book ot the Maccabees: wherein is 
comprehended a breviary of the five books of Jafon,a Jew of Cyrcne. After Nicanors 
dearhjudea lor a while had reft from wars, [1 Mac. 7. 50.3 during which time, Judas 
Maccabeuy, hearing of the great power of the Romans, and their humanity towards 
any that were in diftrefle; having learned alfo, in how great fear Demetrius flood of 
rhtrn, lent Eupolemus thefon of John, and Jafon ton of Eleazar, as Agents co the Se- 
nate at Rome, in the name of him, his brother, and the Common-wealth of the Jews, 
to negotiate an affociation and alliance with the people ot Rome, hoping thereby to 
free rheir necks from that heavy yoak of King Dcmetrius,andthe Empire ofthe Greeks. 
£ I Maccab. 8. y. 17, 1«, 31, 32.] 

Cneus Morula, being at length returned from Alexandria to Eucrgeres, told him, 
that his brother Philomeior would not condelcend to any of his dcmands,urging,Thac 
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they muft hold to the Covenants,which were ratified at firft. Euergetes,hcaringthis, 
commanded away Comanus, and his brother Ptoiemri, as his Legates to Rome, 
with Merula •■ who were to create wich the Senate concerning the i ijnry done him by 
his brother, and to acquaint them with his contempt ofthe people oi: Rome. As they 
were upon their way thither, they met with Thus Torquatus ( Cu. Merula his Colle- 
gia in the Embaflie ) wholiKewilewasdifmiffedtrom Alexandria* without compear- 
ing the bufineiTe he went about. At the lame cime alfo Menithylius of Alabanda was 
lent Agent to the Senate from Philometor, ( Peljb. Legac. 1 1 6, <£- 1 17. ] 

After Demetrius heard that Nicanor and his whole army were cut oft in th» Fight ; 
he difpatched Bacchides and Alcimus, the fecond time into Judea , and with them the 
right wing, or the better part of his army, who marching on the way that leads to Gal- 
gala ; encamped in Maefaloth ( */. Malladodi ) which is in Arbcla , and having taken 
it, put multitudes to thefword, [ 1 UHac 9. i , 2. ] 

Onthe firft moneth ofthe 1 5* year ofthe kingdom of the Grecians, they removed 
toward Jerufalem ( to feek out Judas Maccabeus) and from thence they marched to 
Berea ( or Bserzath, as it is in the Arundel Copy ) with 20 thoufand Foot, and 2, thou- 
fand Horfe. But Judas pitched in Eleafa , having 3000 choice nwi with him : vyho 
feeing the number of the enemy fo great, were fore alraid ; whereupon many of them 
conveyed themfelves away from him, infomuch, that 800 oncly remain -d in the 
Camp. With th efe few he charged Bacchides vaft army, and fought from morning 
till night : and at laft routed his right wing, in which Bacch ides himfelf was, and pur- 
fued them unto Mount Azotu^. But thole on the left wing following upon Judas, and 
thofe which were with him ; flew Judas, fighting valiantly, and as foon as he fell, the 
reft fled away.Then Jonathan and Simon cook up checorp; of their brother Judas, and 
buried it in the Sepulchre of their fathers at Modin : and Itrael made lamentation for 
him many dayes, [ 1 Mac . 9. 3 , a 1. ] Judas was flain the lixch year, 3f ter the death of 
his father Matcathias. ... • 

After the death of Judas, wicked men difcovered themfelves in all the coalts ot 
Ifrael, who before played leaft in fighc, for fear of Judas : and by reaton of the great 
famine which happned in thofe dayes, the whole Country, joyned with them,and fub- 
rnitted thimfelvcs to Bacchides, that they might the more commodioufly bctupphed 
with proviftons.Bacchidcs advanced thofe wicked men cobe Lords ofths Country,who 
when they light upon any of Judas his friends, brought them to him to be tormented 
and reviled: So thar, there was great affliction in Ifrael, the like was nor, finceche 
time the Prophets ceafed from amongft them, 1 1 Mac. 9, 23, 27. ] 

In the mean time the Legates which were fent to Rome from Judas Maccab. con- 
cluded a peace and affociation with the people of Rome, and the Articles were writ 
in tables of braffe, to this effed, That the Jews.fb.ould aflift the Romans, and the Ro- 
mans the Jews againft the common enemy. The Senate alfo wrote letters to King 
Demetrius, that he fliould forbear to oppreffe the Jews any farther: other wife they 
would wage war with him,both by fea and land, in vindication of that People who was 
now their friend and confederate, ' t 1 Mac.%j9>l2. ] And to this,relates that paffageof 
Tuftin concerhingthe Jews, [>'*-3 6 . «/>• 3-1 when thc ? bad revolted frf Demetrius, 
( having, procured dlyance with the Romans) they ofatltbeEaftern people firft obtained their 
liberty ; the Romans at that time btmgverj free ingtvmg emayjthat which was mine of their 

Jofephus^/^.ii.^f/f.^p.17.] obferves that this was the firft league that was 
ever known tone betwixt the Romans and the Jews : which is there expreifcd ino- 
therwords,by this forged fubfcription,alfo being added thereto. This pecreeot the 
Senate was writ by Eupolemus,fon of John, and Jafon, fon of Eleazar ( the Jews A- 
gents ) when Judas was High-Trieft, and hie brother Simon general. As if any body die 
had been General, whilft Judas was living befides Judas himfclf : or admit there had 
been, Had it not been more probable that Jonathan would have been the perlon, ra- 
ther than Simon, who had it not till after Jonathans deceafe? For what was a little 
before written by JofephU, how that upon Alcimus his death, the people by common 
fuft'ragegave tbe High- Priefthood to Judas, appears out of [ 1 Mac 9 54,5 M 6 - J to 
beadearmiftake j for there it is evidently lhewcd,that Alcimus died after Juias: and 
jofephus himfelf ( recanting afterwards his errour ) relates,, That Jacimus or Alci- 
mib had no fucceffour at all ; but that Hierufalem was deftuutc ot a High-Pneft leven 
whole years together, [e^nti^lib.to. nap. 8.^.70 1. ] . 

Alter a long debate in the Senate, betwixt the Legars of both thc Pto emeis : when 
Titus and Cnxus (who were by the Romans lent Embaffadors unto them) had by 
their evidence, and with all favour and induftery promoted Euergetes rnscaule; the 
Senate ordered, That within five dayes Menithylius Philometors lxgate,fhould depart 
from Rome -.and the League which was betwixt them and Philometor,lhould be void. 
They Cent alio Publius Apuftius,and Caius Lsntulus, Embaffadorsto Euergetes ; who 
1 N n n forthwith 
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forthwith went to Cyrcne, and With great care informed him what was done. This 
puffth mup withfreih hopes, fo that pretcntly he levyed an army, and fet all his 
wits a working, how to gee Cyprus into his hands, [ Polyb* Legat. 117.] 

All Judas Maccab. his friends meeting together, cbole in his room, his brother Jo- 
nathan ( fa-named Apphus ) for their General. Bacchides, as foon as he heard oi it, 
contrived how to deftroy him ; but Jonathan and his brother Simon, and thole that 
were with him having notice thereof, to preveoc him, fled into the Defert of Tekoa, 
and encamped by the poole of Afphar : then Jonathan fent his brother lobn, ( firna- 
med Gaddis ) with a band of fouldicrs,to defire the Nabathites ( Arabians) that they 
might leave their carriages with them, for they were very many : But the children 
of Jambri out of Medaba met with them upon the way, and falling upon them, flew 
John and his company, and having feized on the fpode, went their way. But thefe 
pillagers jov lafted not very long: for when Jonathan and his brother Simon heard 
that thofe Tons of Jambri kept a great wedding , and were bringing the Bride from 
Nadabatb in great p jmp^nd a long traine of Nobles (for fhe was daughter to a Prince 
in Canaan) they rofe out of the place where they lay in ambiith, and falling fiercely 
upon them, flew 400. made the reft flee to the mountains, and feized on all their fpoile. 
After they had in this manner fully avenged the blood of their brother, they marched 
back again to the marfhes of Jordan , [ 1 Maccab. o. 28, 42. Jofeph. lib, 13, 

Bacchides followed Jonathan at the heeles, and came upon the Sabbath day to the 
Banks of Jordan, with a great army. Both the armies engaged, and in the fight Jona- 
than reached forth his arme to ftrick Bacchides, but he warily waved the blow-* yet 
there fell of his men in that day,about a 1000, ( or 2000 as Jofephus gives up the ac- 
count ) Jonathan, perceiving he was not able to deale with that Vaft power of the 
enemy, he and his men leaped into Jordan, and got over to the other fide ; neither 
did the enemy attempt to follow him. As for Bacchides he returned to Jerufalem, and 
buile fenced Cities injudea,and a Fort in Jericho,Emmaus, Bethoron, Bethel, Tnam- 
iiatha,Pharathoni,Tephon,and ftrengthened them with high walls,gates,and bars : he 
garriloned them all, that by their Tallies and incurfionsthey might prejudice the Ifrael- 
iis. He fortified alio Bethfura, and Gazara, and the Tower at Jerufalem ; fupplying 
them with men and provifion. And having feized upon the chief mens fons in the 
Country for hoftagei, he put them in ward in the Tower at Jerufalem, [ 1 Mac. 9. 
43» 5«. Jofepb.Htfiipr.] 

Wnen Mithrobuzanes,oneofthefons of Zadriades, King of the lefler Armenia 
had elcaped to Ariarathes King of Cappadocia ; Artaxias King of the greater Arme- 
nia ( whom Antiochus Epiphancs had conquered ) hankering after his kingdom, by an 
Embaflie to Ariarathes, follicitcd him to fide with him ; and by murdering the one of 
the two brother, whom he had under his power at that time, that he would divide 
Sophene between them. But Ariarathes abhorring fucha piece of treachery,, (har ply 
rebuked the Legates, and by letters to Artaxias, admonifhed him to forbear f uch a vil- 
lanousdeugn : and moreover, he reftorcd Mithrobuzanes to his fathers kingdom, 
[ Doior. Sicul. in Sxcerpt, H. Valefii, pag. 3 1 $. ] 

Ariarathes received Tiberius Gracchus, Lucius Lentulus, and Servilius Glaucius, the 
Roman Legates in Cappadocia, very royally, [Pofyb. Legar. 119.'} Thither Deme- 
trius SocerfencMenocharis, to the end,that he fhould ferioufly debate with the Ro- 
man Legates about the Ceding of his kingdom, [ Id, Legat, no. ] He profered alio to 
King Ariarathes marriage with his filler, ( Dowager of PerfeusKingofthcMoccck* 
nians ) but he refuled the motion,forefeeing he might thereby give offence to the Ro- 
mans, [ Diodor.Sicul. Legat.2$,Jufi». lib. tf.cap, 1.] 

After Menocharis was returned to Demetrius at Antioch,and had given account of 
his conferences with the Roman Legates ; the King deeming it very neccifary ( as his 
condition was at prefent) by all means pofliblc to engage and endear unto him the 
Roman Legates, laying afide all other matters : firft fent tothem into Pamphylia^hen 
again to Rhodes; protefting, that he would do whatever lay in his power for the 
Roman intereft, if he could hut procure from them, the Title of King* Tiberius, who 
wifbed well to him from his heart* helped him much in the grant of his fuite, and ob- 
taining the right of Sovereignty, £ *Poljb, Legat* tao. ] 

Leptines ( who had ftabbed Cn. O&aviusthe Roman Legat at Laodicea) went to 
King Demetrius,and intreated him , not tobc troubled at the death of Cnacus, nor to 
proceed to any extremity againft the Laodiceans, upon that account; for he himfelf 
had refolved to go to Rome, and avouch before the Senate, that he had done the a£r, 
and that with the good liking of the gods* And becaufc he went chearfully, and of his 
own accord: he was brought from thence to Rome, without either bond or guard. As 
for Ifocrates the Grammarian, who by his malapert tongue had drawn upon hjmf elf 
that misfortune, asfoon as ever information wasgiven againft hirn^ie grew diftraaed, 
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and became ftark mad : but when he faw the gyves put about his neck, and the 
(hicklcs applyed , then began he to abridge himfclfoi his daily repaft, and wholly 
to negleft his attire and garb, [Polj/b. Legat. 12*.] 

In the 1 53 year of the kingdom of the Grecians, the fecond rhoneth , Alcimus com- 
manded to pull down the wall of the inward court, which evered the court of the 
people, from that other of the Gentiles: It was built by Zerobabel and the Pro- 
phets : But God flopped the mouth of that prophane High-Pried , by (hiking 
him with a fudden Palfie, that he could not lpeak a word more, nor give or- 
ders concerning his own houfe; but died in great torment » [ 1 UMzccab. 9. 54^ 
5 5> 56.] the third year after he had ufurp:d the High-Pri;fthojd. Jofephu; 
in [ lib. 1*. *Amiq. cap* 17. ] aflignes unto h m four years; but in the lad chap- 
ter fave one of the twentieth Book of the fame Work , three yeares oaciy : 
where alfo he addes , how that after his death, Jerufalem was feven entire years 
without any High-Prieft. Betwixt the fecond moneth of the 15 3 year in which Al- 
cimus died, and the feverith moneth of the 160 year in which Jonathan put on the 
Hgh-Priefts Robe, [ i%M*ccab. 10. 2 1.] were f even yeares, and five moneths 

Upon Alcimus his death, Bacchides returned to King Demetrius; fo that, Judea 
had reft two years, [1^^.9.57.] .. , 

About the CLV.Olympiade, Embafladors came to Rome from Ariarathes King 
of Cappadocia with a Crown of the value of 10000 pieces of gold : who fignified like- 
wife to the Senate in what manner their Matter had received Tiberius Gracchus, 
and how fort heir fakes they refufed the profcrs of friendmip with Demetrius, and 
the tender of marriage with his fitter: adding withal, that he was very ready to 
ferve the Romans, in whatever they would be pleated to command him : When Ti- 
berius Gracchus, and the reft of the Embafladors had by their teftimony confirmed 
this his propenfity and afteftion towards the people of Rome: the Senate accepted 
ofthc Crown,andtook it for a great favour; which theyrequited with a Staff, and a 
Seat of Ivory; which fort of Prffents,are of high eftimation amongft the Romans. 
Thefe Embafladors were difpatched home by the Senate without delay > before 
the beginning of Winter,[ Poljb. Legat. 1 1 9. & 12 1 . Diodor. Sicul. Legat. 24. ] 

Upon the coming in of thenewConfuls( Cn. Cornel ius Dolabella, and Marcus Ful- 
vius Nobilior ) the joynt Embaflie of Prufias King of Bichynia, and the Gallogre- 
cians, complaining againft Eumenes King of Pergamus, was heard in the Senare. 
Attalus alfo had his audience , who was fent thither by his brother Eumenes, 
to plead his caufe : who was not onely guitted from theaccufations that were againft 
him-, but had honour conferred upon him, and was received and difmifled with 
great courtefie. For obferve, how far the hearts of the Senatours were alienated 
and averfc from King Eumenes , whom they perfectly hated , fo near did their 
affeaibnsclofe with Attalus, being alwayes cnflimed with ancient defires of his pro- 
motion and advancement* [ Voljb. Ltgat.i 1 9, 1 2 1 . J 

Mcnocharis,and other Embafladors, came to Rome from Demetrius Soter King of 
Syria, bringing with them for a Prefenr,a Crown worth 1 0000 pieces or gold, (which 
the king fent as a token of his gratitude tor his civil i'fage when he was hoftage amongft 
them) delivering up alfo Leptines who had killed Cn. Oftavius the Embaffador with 
his own hand, and Ifocrates the Grammarian, who defended openly the murder. Ifo- 
crates was a ftrange f peftacle to all beholders, his countenance was terrible and fierce, 
as a mans muft be, who in a whole years fpacc had neither wafhed his face, nor pared 
his nailes, nor cut his hair: the figure and motion of his eyes fhewed the difteraper of 
his mind to be at that height, that whofoever fhould chance to have met him, would 
not fo much have dreaded the fudden occurfion of any wild bealt : On the contraiy, 
Leptines was alwayes the tame man, ready at any time to come into the Senate : and 
whensoever any difcourfed with him about the murder, he confefled the fa&, and ad- 
ded withal, that he was confident the Romans would do him no hurt : neither did his 
hopesfail him ; for when the Fathers had a long while debated in the.Senate,what was 
beft to be done in the bufineflc : at lauyhe Senate gave audbnee to the Embafladors, 
and received the Crown at their hands, but made no account of thofe two men ; as if 
that was a fault chargeable upon all the Syrians. It was the p jlicy of the Senate to keep 
this liberty entire to themfelves, that as often as they pleated, they might revenge this 
crime. And upon the very fame ground, they gave this anfwer to Demetrius: That 
the Senate was ready ro do him all friendly offices,provided, that he became their fea- 
dary,as formerly he had been, [ Telyb. Legat. 122. 'Diodor. Sicul. Legat. 1 5. Appiatt, 
Sjrtac.pag, 1 18.] 

Orophernes,or (as fomc call him)Holophernes,made his addreflc to Demetrius Sorer, 

King of Syri complaining of Ariarathes his younger brother's injury, in driving him 

out of his kingdom of Cappadocia: although, to fpeak truth, he was not the lawfull 
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flue, but either fhuffled in by Queen Antiochis, or adopted by 'her, as Zonaras relates 
out of Dion, and we before (111 the year of the World, 3 83a.) out of Diodorus De- 
metrius, whoftill bare a grudge againft Ariarathes, tor flighting the tender of his 
iilterto him in marriage, entertained the fuppliant; and, covenanting with him for a 
thoufand talents for his paine»,by his advife, and afliftance dethroned Ariarathes .• Not- 
withftanding, the aflittanne he had from Eumenes King of Pergamus. VPeljbius 
M* 3 • P*ff. 1 6 1 • Liv - lib > 47. ?¥'»• M* 3 5. cap, 1 . Appian. Sjriac. tag. 1 1 8. Zmar. ex 
Ditne,] 

EumciiCsKingof Pergamus, upon his death-bed, bequeathed his wife Stratonica, 
(filter to Anarath es, who lately loft his kingdom>nd alio his kingdom* to his brother 
Attalus, [T/«r<ir«-A tn t^fotbegm.& l,b.**a f <*.*&*?/*» ] a ft e r his 38 years reign For 
fubftraaing the y^ars (computed by Strabo)of his brothers and his fons reign'whJ 
fucceded him, from the mtervall (inferred in the Roman Hiftory) between his firft 
coming to the Ciown,and the ceafing of Pergamus to be a kingdom, there remaines 
over and above. 38 year: Co that Eumenes dyed in the very beginning oi the 3J?year; 
although Strabo (but erroneoufly) affigned him 40 years reign. He left Attalus Phi- 
lometor, (whom his wife Stratonica bare unto him) to inherit the kingdom aijccr him : 
but in regard that his fon was fo very young, he appointed his brother Attalus Phila- 
delph us Protedour of him and the kingdor%who managed the affairs thereof one and 
twenty years. [Strabojib, 13. fag, 6*4.] 

A fecond obfervation of the Autumnal Equinoaiall was made by Hipparchus,in the 
20 year of the Calippick Period, on thefirftday of the Additionalls to the Egyptian 
year (the a 7 of the Julian September; in the morning, about the tun-riling. \PtolJib. 
3. «/».*] 

Oiophernes whom,upon the expulfion of his brother Ariarathes* it behoovedmuch 
to manage things with great prudence,and ingratiate himfelfmto the peoples hearts^y 
clemeiicy and ads of grace,intended no fuch matter.but was wholly fixed upon fcraping 
up mony togetherj&having moft wickedly put many to death,untoTimotheus(whom 
afterwards he fcrit Embaflador to Rome) he gave 50 talents,toKingDemetrius7o, 
promising to pay the other 400 talents fhortly after,and to adde fix hundred over-plufc: 
whereas he faw that he had rendred himfelt odious. to theCappadocians bythis action, 
he began to pill and plunder all the people, and to hook into his own Exchequer the 
. wealth of the nobility. \Diodor. Sicul. in Excerpt. V*tefi.f *£.$$$,] 

This fame Orophcrnes, having had his education in Ionia (as hath been intimated 
iruhc 3832 year of the World, out of Diodorus) little regarding the conftjtutions of 
his Country, let up »> I»r«w Q-nxiWHiTtni^Tbe hnick^ and an artificial kind of /«- 
temperance, [Polyb. lib. 22. apud tAthen<tutn\ lib. 10. cap. 12.] And having heaped 
together a vaft ium of mony, he depofited 400 talents in the hands of the Prienians,in 
cafe the times Ihould turn : which afterwards were faithfully by them reftored 
unto him again. [ Polyb. & Diodorus, Sicul. in Excerpt. Valefi, pag. 170, 173. & 

Alter that Jonathan and h 'is company had lived in peace and quietnefle at their own 
home two years together, fomc prevaricating Jews fuggefted to Bacchides,That there 
was a fair probability of furprizing them all in one night. Whereupon Bacchides 
made towards them with a great force, and lent letters privily to all his friends in 
Jude; ,toaffifthirninhisenterprizeof feizing on Jonathan, and thofc that were with 
him.Buuheir plot was difcovcred to Jonathan and his company, who having taken 50 
men of the country, who were found to be contrivers of the villany,put them to death 
L i .Wrff.9.57, 61.] 

Then Jonathan and Simon, and thofc that were with hiin,removed to Bechbafi, (or 
I>Lthlagan,as Jofephu* hath it) which is in the wilderneire, repaired the walls thereof, 
which were decayed,and fortified it. As foon as Bacchides bad notice of it, he mufter- 
cd up all his forces, and fummoned his adherents in Judea, to repair unto him. Then 
went he and laid hege ro Bethbafi,and fought againft it many dayes,and made his 
Engines. But Jonathan, leaving his brother Simon within the City , traverfed 
the Country with a fmall brigade ; where he fmote Odoarrhes (or Odomern) and his 
brethren, and the fons of Phafiron, in their Tents: And when he began to finite all 
that he met with, and break into the enemies body, Simon with his company fallyed 
cut of the City, and fired the Engines. In this fighr, Bacchides was worfted • who en- 
raged to fee himfelt thus difappointed in his hopes, converted his anger againft thofc 
wickcdwretches, that were the promoters of thi< expedition, infomuch that be flew 
many (jf them, and purpofed to return into hisown land* Jonathan having intimation 
4iercof ,(ent Commiflioners unto him to treat wit h him concerning a peace, and the de- 
livering back the prifoners he had taken out of Judea. Bacchides very readily embra- 
ced the motion, protefting he would not prejudice Jonathan all the dayes of hisffe: 
fo he returned back into his own land, and never after enned Judea with an armv. 
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Tbe wars thus compofed in Ifrael, Jonathan dwelt at Michmaih, ( in the Tribe of 
Benjamin ) and began to judge the people* and to take away the Wicked out of Ifrael,

A thud obfervation of the autumnal Equinoctial-, was made by Hipparchusinthc 
a 1 year of the third Calippic period, on the firft day of the additional to the Egyptian 
year (the 27 of the Julian September ) at noon- tide, L Ptolem. lib, j. cap. ] 

Ariarathessdeprived of the kingdom* came an humble fuppiiiant to Rome, and ap- 
plyed himfelf to Sextus Julius the Conul. His garb dil'covered the great calamity he 
was in ' there came alfo an Etnbaflic from Demetrius ; Mikiades had the prime 
managing of it, who came provided both to excufe whatfoever Ariarathes Ihould lay 
to his charge, as alfo with counter-criminations to render him odious. Orophernes 
likewife lent his Legates, Timotheus, and Diogems, to prefent a Crown at Rome,and 
to renew their allyancc and affociaiion ; but chiefly to be defendants in the judical 
procefle for what was acted by his party, and to accute Ariarathes. And , to f peak 
truth, Diogenes and Miltiades both, at private conferences made the greater flourishes, 
( as being two to one, and they in their height of piofp:rity, Ariarathes in an affli&ivj 
and mifeiable condition ) and alfo when they came to treat the nutter openly, had far 
the odds of him: for in thai they dared to fay any thing in defiance of the truth, and 
anfwer to all queries, no body being prefent which could confute their uuruths* they 
feerned to do what they lifted, [Prfyb.Lcgat.n 6.~\ but in the conclusion, it was de- 
creed by the Senate,That Ariarathes ( in regard he wasa friend and an aflociate of the 
people of Rome) and Orophernes fhould reign together as brothers, and partners in 
the kiiigdom> [ *App\an. Sjriac. pag. 1 1 8. Zonar. ex Diane, 3 

Ptolemei Euergetes^cndeavouringto reduce Cyprus, i« a fight there with his bio« 
ther Philometor,was worded : and when Philometor lud-tedticed him,being beficged 
in the City Lapithus^into extreme nece(fity,at laft he took, but fpared, him; being na- 
turally of a mild dilpofition, and becaulc of that bond of eonfanguinity betwixt them, 
as alfo out of fear to give diftafte to the people of R ome. Neither d id he onely forgive 
him,but entered into tovenant with him,whcreby he obliged himfelf to refign back un- 
to him, the kingdom of the Cyrenians, and in lieu of Cyprus* to demeane unto him 
certain Cities with a yearly allowance of corn ; promifiug alfo to efpoufe his daughter 
unto him. Thus was that war betwixt the two brothers, after that it hadrifentothe 
grcateft alienation of afle&ions, and extreme danger, of a hidden compofed upon moft 
gentle conditions, Q Poljb. & Dud. Sicul, in Excerpt, Valefii, pag. 197, 334, 337. Liv. 
lib. 4 7 . Zonar. ex Dione. ] 

Orophernes,confidering with himfelf that the Romans had cut him (bortofwhat 
he enjoyed formerly, refolved as foon as poflibly he could, to pay his mercenary foul- 
diers: ileaft that for want of their pay, they ihould chance to mutiny. But being at 
prefent fomewhat bare of monies, he pillaged Jupiters Temple, fituatedat the foot of 
the Mount of Ariadne, which until that time was untouched : and out of that plunder, 
dilcharged all the arrearcs which were due to the fouldiery,£.D/wkr. in excerpt. KaUJi!, 

Attalu?,E«menes his brother^md fucccflor in the kingdom of Pergamus,drove Oro- 
phernesand Demetrius Sotcr quite out of Cappadocia»and reftored Ariarathes, [ Po- 
lyb .ibid. pag, \6<).Tjm&r. ex Dione.] 

Demetrius Soter profered to Archias $00 talents, upon condition he would betray 
Cyprus unto him : promifing him other gratuities and honour?, if he would aflift him 
herein. As Archias was going about the work, he was apprehended by Pcolemei 
( Philometor ) and being queftioncd for the defign, he hanged himlelf with the rope of 
the curtain which was drawn before the Hall, £ Polyb jn Sxcerpty'alefii i pag,\'] o.& apud. 
Sul<Lm,w voc. v&7u'in» fy 9t»<r*yyt*l*.]' 

Ariarathes, after he was reftored unto the kingdom of Cappadocia, demanded of 
the Piieniansthe 400 talents, which Orophernes had depofited with them: b.utthey 
honeftly replyed, As long as Orophernes was alive, they would not deliver the money 
to any body but him, who had cntrufted them with it: whereupan Ariarathes fent 
Troupers topillage the Country ; Attalus aflifted him , and indeed incited him to the 
work, there being a private grudge betwixt him and the Prienians : And notwith- 
ftanding the great (laughter that was made both of man and beaft, and fame were 
killed at the very gates of the Cty,yet could not the Prienians relieve them ; wherefore 
they fent their Embafladors to the Rhodians, but were glad at laft to flee to the Ro- 
mans for >PrGte£t ion : But Ariarathes lightly eftcemed all reports, an.1 although 
the Prienians had faithfully reftored to Orophernes the mony depofited amongft them, 
yet did Ariarathes for that very thing, let a great fine upon them, and atflifted them 
with moft fad calamities, and that without juft caule, [ *Pol;b, in Excerpt. Valef. 
Ffg- l 7h] » 
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Upon (ome differences arifing betwixc Attalus and Prufias Venator, King of 
Bithynia , Attalus tent Andronicus , Prufias Ntcomedes and Autiphilus, Ambaf- 
ladors to Rome : whereupon, the Senate Cent Publius Lentulus to take cognifance 
of their caufe. When And ronicus began to charge upon Prufias, the firft invafion , the 
Romans were not much affected with what he faid in that parricular ; but began to 
fufpeft that Attalus had a mind to fall upon PrufiV, to feek occasion of quarrel, and to 
get before hand with him in accufation : Prufias his Ambafladors protefted that there 
was no fuch matter; which made the Senate give lefle credit to what was alleadged a- 
gainft Piufias. But after a more ftri&fearch into the bufinfs the Senate not very well 
knowing how tar they might truft thole Agents,fent two Ambafladors of their own,L. 
Apuleius,and C. Petron us, to fee how the fquares went betwixt thole two Kings. 

Pnfias,having gotten a conqueft over Attalus, entred Pergamus, and after he had 
at a great charge provided facrifices, he went into Efculapius his Temple, and as foou 
as he had made an end of offering, he returned again to the Camp. The day follow- 
ingdailing in his defigne and hopes of taking Attalu^he brought his forces to Nicepho- 
rium,lying under the walls of Pcrgamus,began to pillage all theTemplesjand rifled and 
ranfacked the Images and Statue, of the gods : and at laft, the Image of 'Efcula- 
pius himfeif, to whom the day before he had offered fo many vows and facrifices, efca- 
ped not his hand ; which,bccau(e it was an excellent piece (made by Philomachus or 
Phyromachus) he carryed away with him, bearing it upon his own fhouldiers. From 
thence he marched with his army to Elaea : and having attempted to befiege the City, 
wiien he faw he was not likely to do any good upon it, (becaitfe Sofander, fofter bro- 
ther to Attahtf,lay in the City with a ftrong Garrifon, and beat him off) he went away 
by lhip to Thyaiira : In the way he ranfacked the Temple of Diana in HJera Cumc y 
As for Apollo Cynius his Tempe,about Tcmnus, he did not onely rifle it, but burnt it 
to the ground : and having fo done,returned home. Having loft moft of his foot foul- 
diets by famine and die bloudy flux: neither had he better luck with his fleet at fea; for 
by rcafon of a violent ftorm in Propoutis, molt of his (hips were funck iif the midft of 
the fea .(ouldicrs and marrinen. and all : and others wracked and caft on fhore. [Poljb. 
& D'odortis^Sicul, in Excerpt yalcfiitfag. 1 69, 170. ^337. c»m Smdas.inVoce.ifiMta-s^ 

Attalus, after he had been beaten by Prufias, fent his brother Athenasus along 
with Publius Lentulus, to acquaint the Senatcwith what had befallen him. ^Polyb, 

After thclc two had made their full declaration in the Senate of Prufias hi? exploits 
the fathers of ttie Senate forthwith ordered that C. Claudius Cento, L. Hortenfius, and 
C. Aurunculcius fhould go Ambafladors with the atorelaid Lentulus , with in- 
ftru£tion<, to charge Prufias to forbear any, farther to raolefl Attalus. £ Id. Legat. 
139.] .- . . . 

P. Scipio and Marcus MarcelUis being Confuls,rhe Athenians fent three of the moft 
famous Philofophorsof chat age Ambafladors to the Senate and people of Rome, Car- 
neades an Academick, a Cyreniao by birth , Diogenes the Stoick, a Babylonian 
born, and Critolaus the Peripatick, to get a releafe of the fine of 500 talents (accorded 
by the judgement of the Sicyonians, but by commiflion from the Senate of Rome) 
for their devaftatio n of Oropus. When they were brought into the Senate,they made 
ufe of Gecilius, (or C. Acihus rather) a Senatourfor their Interpreter; although a 
little before, each of them feverally, to fhew their abilities, had dilcourledin a great 
alTcmbly of people. At that time, lay Rutilius and Polybius, it was admirable to near 
the eloquence of thofe three Philofophers in their fe\eral ftrains. Carneades was hot 
and fiery : Critolaus witty and fmooth : Diogenes grave and Sober in his ftyle. Clito- 
machus in his Hiftory written in Greek, relates, how that Carneades ( to whomClito- 
machus was an Aud tour) and Diogenes the Stoick flood before the Senate in the Ca- 
pirol ; A.AlbinuSjWhowasthen Pr«tor,faid in merriment to Carneades: Ifeemnot 
(O forneades) in jour eyes as if 1 were a Prat or* becanfe I am not a Phifofiphcr, nor Rome a 
Qty,tiorthe people therein Citizens : to whom hereplyed,TZ);J- Stoick, perhapstalees you for 
no fuch Perfon. A s foon as Carneades had done (peaking, Cato the Cenfor thought it 
fitting to difpatch away thofe Ambafladors incontinently ,becaufe,whilft heargued,the 
truth, could not eafily be difcerned. And becaufe the bruite of thofe Philofophers ipread 
all over the City, and the Roman youth laying afide all other plealures and delights, 
ran as if they were mad after Philofophy : Cato,tearingleait the youth fhould bend all 
then ftudy that way, and make tar greater account of the glory of eloquence, than of 
a&ion and martial difcipline, moved, That all Philofophers fhould be fent out of the 
City in a civill equipage : and when he came into the Senate, he checked thefathets, 
for that theyfuffered thofe Ambafladors (who were alio to pcrfwade what tbey pleat- 
ed) to abide (o long amongft them without an anfwer : wherefore he advifecfr alfo, 
That they would without farther delay, conclude and decree fomething concerning 
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the Embaffie, that f o they might get them home, and argue amongft their young Gre- 
cians; and not to tamper with the youth of Rome, who were to be kept clofe to the 
obedience of the laws and magiftrates as formerly. [ Cicero in LmchIIo. & TufcuUn. 
arte ft. lit. 4. & M. ». de or More. Plin. lib. 7. cap. 30. Plutttr. in fat one. Ma'.orc. A. Getllns 
lib. 7. cap, 14. Mac cab. lib* I . Satttrnal. cap. 5 .] 

At thefame time that the Senate fent Qu.OpimiusConful, to wage war with the 
Oxybiansof Ligurea (of which Polybius makes mention in the «4Embaifi?) Pcolc- 
mei the younger (Euergeres) came to Rome : who as foon as ever he was entred the 
Senate, fell foule upon his brother Philometor, charging him as the contriver ot thofe 
ambuincs,by which he had been way-laid : endeavouring withall,by delaying the 
skarsof the wounds he had received to the eyes of the Spectators, and aggravating the 
bufinefle with all the Rhetonck he had* to work upon the afre£tions of the people, and 
(obringthemtoacommilerationof his condition : there were prefent at the lame 
time alfo Ambafladors from Ptolemei the Saviour, Neolaidas and Androimcnus, 
who flood ready to fatisfie all impeachments charged upon him by his brother, bur the 
Senate would not fuller them to f peak a word, io ftrangely had his brother prepofl jfled 
their minds by telling his tale firft, thele being luddainly commanded out ot Rome, 
five Erobafladors were defigned, amongft whom were Cri. Merula, and L. Thermu?, 
and to each of them wereaifigned Gallies of five orders of oars : their commiflion was 
to go along with the vounger Ptolemei, and place him in the poffeflbn of Cyprus, 
They wrote alfo to their Allies in Greece and Afia, giving way for their alfifting of Pco- 
lemei in his recovering of Cyprus^'/*. £<&<". ij 2 »3 . ... . , 

When the Ambaffadors from Rome were come to Prufias, they forbad hi m in the 
Senates name to proceed any farther in his hoftility againft Attala, an Ally and con- 
federate of the Romans. But upon this they charged him ftridly, either to fubmu 
to the Senates decree, or to come with a thoufand horfe to the borders, thereto 
argue the cale with Attains, who with the fame number expeded his coming thither. 
He,flightingAttalu5 his tender retinue, and hoping to furprizehim, fent his A g£ ntsa 
little before, as if intending no lefle, than to follow after with his thoufand men. Bathe 
drew up his whole army, as if he had come to fight, (not to parley.) Attalus and 
the Roman Legates, upon notice given them, halted away : but Prufias ferzed upon 
the Roman carriages, took Nicephorum , and demolifhed it, fired the Temples 
that Were in it , and having forced Attalus with the Roman Legates to fly into 
Pergamus for refuge, befieged it. [Appianin Mithridaticisrfag.i-jz.] 

When Hortenfius and Aurunculeius were returned from Pergamus to Rome, and 
had declared with how great contempt Pufias had received the injun&ionsof the Se- 
nate; who had, contrary to the league betwixt them, aflayed all violence and injury 
againft them and Attalus, after he had blocked them up in Pergamui. The fathers 
were lo highl) difpleafed,and moved by thisaflioni,that they decreed ten Ambaiiudo.s 
fhould forthwith be difpatched away, amongft them Wert L. Anicius, C. Fannius, and 
Q. Fabius Maximus, with order to make an end of the war, and to compell Prufias to 
make fatistadion to Attalus for the damages he had fuftained by this war. C Tefyfow, 
Legat, 123,] . 

Whilft it was yet winter, Attalu; had got together a confiderable army: for,both Ana- 
rathes,and Mithridates his confederates had fent under-hand both horfe and foot,under 
the command of Demetrius, Ariarathes fon. Whilft Attalus was bulled in thef e his prepa- 
rations, the Roman Ambafladors met him at Quada, and after they had confeired of 
all things with him» they wentdircaiyto Prufias : at loon as they came thither, they 
fetioufly lignified unto him the plcafurcof the Senate : Prufias promifed he would do 
fome things the Senate required of him, but denyed the moft: whereupon,the Roman 
Embaffadors to whom he had given great offence by bis obftinacy, renounced that 
amity and allyance which had been formerly between them, and fo ail of them took 
their leaves of him, and fet forward to go to Attalus. But Prufias, repenting of what 
he had done, made after the Embaffadors, begging and befeechihgthem a long time: 
and when he few no good could be done by his importunity, he gave them over, and 
returned home, not well knowing what courfe to take. In the mean time, the Romans 
advifed Attalus to lye upon the confines ot the kingdom with his army, but fhould not 
commit any aft of hoftility againft any body, onely tecure his own Cities and Villa- 
ge* from invafion. As for them, they divided ihemfelves feverall wayes ; tome went 
to Rome to acquaint the Senate of King Prufias his petti nacy : others went into the 
Country of Ionia, and others of them to the Hellelpont, and the Ports adjacent, 
to Byzantium; all of them went upon one and the fame defigne of working men off 
allyance and compendance with Prufias, and bringing them to fide with Attalus, and 
toaffift himin whatthey could. [Id. Legat.t^~\ 

Athencus, Attalui his brother, loon after came with a great Fleet,confifting of 80 
fhips with decks, whereof five were of the Rhodians, and had been imployed in the 
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wat in Crete, twenty ot Cyziceneans, twenty feven of Attains, the other were of the 
Confederates fating our He dravc in adirea courfe to the Hcllefponc ; and where! 
(ocver he failed by any of the Cities under Prufias command, he put to fiC, an wa- 
ited their C. ountnes, [_ Id. Legat. 136. ] * 

As foon as the Senate had taken an account of their Embaffadors which were now 
icurigl from Prufias: they to three others, Appius Claudius, Lucius Oppius,and 
AuusPofthomuv upon their arriving in Afia they concluded the war, and prevailed 
with both the Kiugs to agree upon thelc conditions .

Heraclidej, (whom Antiochus Epiphanes formerly had appointed over the treafurv 
at Babylon) brought this Alexander with him to Rom,, together with Laodice ( An^ 
t lochus Ep.phanes h, s daughter) m the midft of fummer. Whilft he ftayed at Rom" 
he bare the guarb of fome great perfon, and did all things very fubtilly, purpofch/S 
bug out the time, hoping to enciine the Senate to favour hisdefigne. [ Poljbjugat. 

Attalusfon of King Eumenes ( in whofe name his Uncle Attalus governed the 
kmgdomofPergamu S )beingyeta very child, came to Rome, that he mbheingrad- 
atc h.mfclf w^irh the Senate, and renew that fnendlhip and right of hofpitality, which 
formerly had been betwixt hi. father and the peopled Rom! : who aft? JteSdbS 
treated with molt excraordinary cvilhty by the Senate; and hit fathers friends, had re 
ceived an anlwer to his own hearts wilh, and had been ennobled with fuch honours as 
were furable to a child of his age, within fewdaies he returned to Rome : all the Citie

Demetrius, (attcrward called Nicator, fon of the then reigning Demetrius Soter in

ance which had been formerly betwixt them and his father Antiochus, and that thev 

wouldfurtherbiminrherecoveryef his kingdom; or,if they had 1 Screat mLd to 
that, that aUcaft chey would permit him ^return into Syria; and "L? they would 
not Have off any of thofe, who were ready, to aflift him i^he^ain^g of S Srs 
kingdom / 
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kingdom. Nextfpoke Heraclides, vvho after he ha J at large recited the worth and 
merits of Antiochus, and thereto adjoyned an impeachment of Demetrius ( Soter ■) ar 
laft concluded, That ic was right and juft to grant unto the youth ( Alexander ) and to 
Laodice ("who were the lawful iflue ot King Antiochus) leave to return into their 
Country. But little or nothing of all he faid was liked by (ober-minded men, who ac- 
counted all he had fpoken a fiction, and a talc of his own deviling* and did uctedy de- 
left Heraclides. Bjc the meaner tort of the Senators, whom H^raclide* by hisde- 
luftons bad nude his friends, all accordcJ, that a Dicree of the Senate thrwld bedrawn 
to this purport. That the Senate had given way to Alexander and Ltodtce {children of a 
K'mg rvht was a friend and an affsciate of the people of Rome ) pleading in the Senate^ to return 
to their fathers kingdom by right of former inheritance •, and withal decreed to affifl them ^ ac- 
cord,ngtotheir decrees. Hereupon Heraclides prcfently hired him ioudiers, and drew 
very conliderable perfons to beon his fide : Then came to Ep.iefus, where he began 
with all earueftneffe to fee on foot the war he had fudlo to. 13 in his head , {.Id, 
ibid. 2 

In the 1^0 year ofthe kingdom of the Greeks, Alexander (Bala) crying himfclf 
up for the fon of Ant'ochui Epiphanes, feized upon Ptokmais (a City of Pnencia) 
which was betrayed unto him by the fouldicrs therein garriloned, [ 1 lMac. io. 1. 
Jofeph.lib, 13. cap, 3.] whocould not endure Demetrius his behaviour, being of an 
harihdifpofition and very infolcnt: for his humour was to immure himfelf up in one 
oftheCaftles royal, fortified with four turrets, not far from Autioch, and to admit no 
body to come unto him: where* laying afide all care of the piolick, he trifled away 
histimeinidlenefle. 

Demetrius Soter, hearing that Alexander was received into Ptolemais, and began 
to reign there, he muttered together a very great force, witharefolutiontomarcha- 
gainft him, and fight him. [ 1 tMac . 1 o. i , 2. ] But Dcmetr iusiconfidering the hazard 
of the war, and the uncertainty of the events, fent two ot his fons ( Demetrius Nicator, 
and Antiochus Sideres ; both of whom afterwards were Kings of Syria ) with a great 
weight of gold to his hoft at Cnidus : that there they might be fecured out of the dan- 
gers of the war, and, if it fo fell out, reserved alive to avenge their fathers quarrel here* 
after, [ Liv. lib. $t. Jufiin. lib. 3 5 . caf. 2. ] 

Demetrius wrote fetters alfo to Jonathan, whereby he renewed peace with him, 
and gave him authority to levy Forces, and to provide armes, that he might be his 
afliftant in the war againft Alexander : he commanded bkcwife, that the hoftages 
which were kept intheFort,(houldberelea(ed. Upon Jonathans reading of the letters 
openly at Hierufalem ; thofe which were in the Fon, for very feac, tefigned up the ho- 
ftages to him, and he them to their parents, [ 1 Mac. 10. 3, 9. ] 

Jonathan,very wifely making good ufc of this opportunity,dweltatJerufalem, and 
began to re-edifie and repair ir. He took care alto to build up the walls, and the Mount 
Sion round about with (quare ftones, for the fortifying of it. So that the aliants which 
were in the Forts which Bacchides built, quitted their hold, and everyone hatted away 
to his own land : Ouely, there remained at Bethfura, fome of the Apoftate* and De- 
fertsofthe Law ; holdingthis astheir place of refuge, [ Ibid. 10. 14.] 

Alexander had heard in the mean time, of the fair promifes which Demetrius had 
made to Jonathan in his letters he fent : whereupon he alfo by letters courts his friend* 
Ihip and aflbciation : ordained him Hgh-Prieft of that Nation, honoured himwith 
the Tide of being called the Kings friend, and withal fent him a Purple Robe, and a 
Crownof gold, [ Ibid. 1 5. *c. ] 

Jonathan put on the holy veftmentonthefeventh moneth of the itfo year of the 
kingdom of the Grecians, at the Feaft of Tabernacles, [ 1 Mac. 10. «. ] being the 
ninth, not the fourth year (as it is in Jofephus lib. 13. cap. 5. ) after the deceafe of 
his brother Judas: For by that accou.it, Judas dyed not before the 1*4 year of th: 
Grecians; expreflely againft the truth ot the Hiftory of the Maccabees, [1 Mac, 9. 
3,18, 54.] winch errorfprang from that other, concerning Judas his fucceedingof 
Alcimus in the H'gh-Priefthood : which (as we have Ihewen) was foon after acknow- 
ledged by Jofephus himfelf * clearly profcfling, that no one fucceeded after the deceate 
of j icimus or Alcimus ; but that chc City was deftitute of a High - Pricft, for the fpace 
of icvea entire years* [Hb.io.cap. 8.1 which feven years expired, and five rrioncths 
over, Jonathan now ditcharged the Office of the High-PrietthooJ. He wasfirftof 
the Hafmonean^delccnded from Jehojatib, the Prtelts family indeed, but not from 
Jaddusthe High-Prieft, whofe heir, Oniasiat thisinftant lived in Egypt with Ptoie- 
tnei Philometori . 

Demetrius Soter, grieving that the Jews were inclined to take Alexanders part j 

hoped to bring them off again by the relaxation of their arrcares, and all the tributes 

( wheteby the Macedonians had hitherto mifcrably opprefted that Nation ) and large 

promifes of other honourable eonceflions. Jonathan and the people of the Jews were not 

O o o much 
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much affected wich thofe profufe engagements, and profers ; confidcring, that- they 
csmckomaman, who had fufficently, evidenced by his former pranks , how perfectly 
he bated them, and that he would not perform a tittle, it once he got loofe from thole 
briats in which he was at prefent entangled. Whcreupon,difdaitmng Demetrius, they 
(luck dole to Alexander, who had fait articled with, them concerning a peace, and 
from that rime forward, they continued his confederates in die War, [ 1 Mucab. 
10.22,47.] 

Ooc Andrifcus an Adramyttcan,. a contemptible perfon, gave out that he was the 
fon ot Pet feus, the laft King ot the Macedonians, and changing h is name, called him- 
f.lt Philip- He endeavoured to breed fome difturbance in Macedonia; but when he 
faw that no body regarded him, he went into Syria, and nude his addrcflerq De- 
metrius Sotcr ( whofe Sifter was Perfeus his Wife) plianfyryg to himfelf a pof. 
iibiiity of craving fome afliftance thence. ( For the better accomplifhing othisdt- 
fign) hedevdedtirstale. That he wasdefcended from King Perfeus by a Cur- 
texin , and placed out with one Cyrthefa to receive his education : That fo, at leaft 
a iecd ot the Royal Stock might be preferved, in cafe the war, which at that time he 
had with thi Romans, might not prove fuccelTeful. After Perfeus'* decent, he was 
kept inignorajiec of his aefcent,and believed until he came to twelve years of agcythat 
the man with whom he was brought up at Adramyttum, was his father: after- 
wards the man falling fick, and drawing now his laft breath ; Hisdefcent was difr 
covered, and that a little book was given to his reputed mother figncd with King Per- 
feus hsS.igpet, which (he was to give to him when lie came to age, with -the higheft 
procurations, to keep all dole and private till then : when he came to age, the book 
was delivered up to him, in which twotreafures were mentioned left him by his lather : 
Thcnthe woman who knew he was not herown,butaluborncdloo,intormed him, 
beingignorantol it, whence was his trueideicent;. begging him eatncftly to with- 
draw from thofe parts before the bufinefl'e came to Eume.icshii care, who Was Per- 
feus hisfworn enemy ; jeaft happily they fhould be put to death. 'For this lye te-was 
attached by King Demetrius and fent to Rome f< where, when'ir appeared that he 
was neither the tun of Pet[ens,nor had belides any thing remarkable in him, lie was 
flighted and contemned, I Llv. lib. 48. tf 49. Zona, ex t Dione. ] ■ 

Alexander Balas-,wbat with the fbuldicry whidi revolted from King Demetrius in 
Svria, and the auxdiares of Attalus, Ariarathes, Jonathan, and efpeciallyot Ptolemei 
Philomctor, having gotten together a confidci able army, encountrdd with Demetrius : 
And to ipeak truth, the left wing of Demetrius army routed therfdverfe Party, and 
made them flee, and jvrfucd them fo hard, that they had alfo the plunder of their 
Camp : But the right wing, in which Demetrius himfelf fought , was forced to give' 
ground : Bur. Demetrius ( the reft with all hafte betaking themfclves to their heeles ) 
behaved himfeii very valiantly, killing fome of his enemies out-right, and chafing o- 
thers of them* who were not able to widiftand the violence of his charge : until fuch 
t ; m -, he happened upona fl >ugh, deep and unpayable : where, paft all hopes of efcap- 
ing, by leafon that hi? horle fejl all along, the enemy environed him round, and ftroke 
him thorough wich their darts ; but he fought very gallantly afoot, until he fell down 
dead, having received many wounds* [ .1 (Jftlaccab, 10,48,49, 50. Jofiph. hb. 13. 
c-'-p. 5. jufiin. Ub. 35. cap, 1. ^ppian.Syriac. pag, 13 1,] Thus Demctrus, af cr he 
had reigned in Syria twelve years, the reft of the Kings confpiring againft him, loft 
both hisliic and his k ngdom together ; as Polybius bath it, I lib, 3. pag. 1 6 5, 1 whom 
Porphyrins (who well knew Demetrius) [in Gtarc.Enfeb. Scaliger, pag. "8.1 Eu- 
{ebius,and Sevens Sulpiciu, follow in aflignmg him 12 years reign : although Jo- 
fephus allows him but eleven. 

Upon Demetrius his death, (who left behind him two fons, Demetrius and Antfo- 
chus ; a litrle before the Achaick war ; there appeared a Comet, not lcfle than the 
Sun. At firft the Orb was fiery and ruddie, and cafting a clear light, whereby the 
night wasenlightned. Afterwards it began to leffen in bignefle, and its brightnefle 
vanifhed,and at laft quite difappeared, L Senec. Natural, qwjl.lib. 7. cap, 1 J.] 

After Alexander, by the more cfpecial afliftance of Ptolemei Philomctor (as Ap- 
pianteftificth) had deprived Demetrius both ot his life and kingdom: he fentEm- 
bafladots to Ptolemei, to negotiate a match betwixt him and his daughter. Ptolemei 
readily aifenred,and forthwith came out of Egypt to Ptolemais with his daughter Cleo- 
patra ( a woman born to mine the kingdom ot Syria ) in the 1 62 year of the kingdom 
of the Grecians, ( in the dofe otthe year;) where the Nuptials betwixt Alexander and 
Cleopatra were celebrated with fuch magnificent folemnicy, as is commonly obferved 
at the Marriage of Princes, £ 1 Mac. 10. 51, $8. ] 

Jonathan was by Alexander invited to this wedding, who prefented thofe. two 
Kings, and their friends hkewife with gold and Giver, and many other gifts; fo that 
hereby he infmuatcd himfelf much into their favour. At the fame time, a pack of ma- 
levolent 
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levolent fellows, came out of the land of Ifrael,to accufe Jonathan: Bur Alexander 
was fo tar from giving any heed to thofe detract ours, that he commanded that Jona- 
than fhould be doathed in purple, and that he fhould fit nexc to him : and ordered alfo> 
the Piers of his realm to attend him into the midft ot Ptolemais, and by procla- 
mation inhibite any one to tpeak againft him, or to molcft him in any matters; where- 
upon, his aceufersvanifhed out of his fight. The King alfo (hewed him a great deal 
ot honour, by lifting him amongft thofe that were reputed his moft intimate friends, 
and conftitut'ing him Generaliflimo (of his forces in J udea) and ihared the dominion 
with him (in his own Court : ) So Jonathan returned back to Jerufalem in peace and 
great joy. [Ibid. 59,- 62 

Onias,ton of the High Pricft, Onias the third of that name,who lived a runnagado 
with Ptolemei Philometor at Alexandria, now beyond all hope of recovering the 
High Pricfthood of Jerufalem (it being transferred upon the family of the Hermo- 
neans) afpiring to get himfelf a name to all poftericy, intimated to King Ptolemei, 
and Queen Cleopatra (who was both wife and fifter to him) by way of petition, that 
whilft he was imployed in the war in divers Countries, he obfetved how that in Coelo- 
lyria, Phaenice,and Leontopolis in the Heliopolitan jurifdifltion of Egjpr, and in divers 
other places the Jews had their Temples, which was the eatifeol: all thofe bickerings 
and contefts which were fo rife amongft them. He: reqtieftcd therefore, That he 
might have leave to purifie an old ruinous Temple, (not as yet confecrated to any god,) 
which he had found ftanding near the Caftle of ' Bubaftis in the plain, and to erect 
another in the fame place to the Almighty God, after the model of that at Jerufalem, 
both for figure and bulk, that fo the Jews living in Egypt, might keep their aifcmblies 
there, which would be a great means, both ot preferring unity amongft them- 
fclves, as alio of putting them in a readinefTe to fcrve their Majcft'xs upon 
all occafions. For indeed, the Prophet Ilaiah foretold , That there fhould be 
in after ages, an Altar ere&ed unto the Lord God m Egypt : and ptoplie- 
lied many other things befides concerning that place, ^/fiephur, lib, 13. 
cap, 6.] 

Where by the way it is to be obferved, firft, That Onias did not fet upon the build- 
ing of the new Temple, when he came firft to Philometor and Cleopatra into Egypt : 
6ut after he had done them good fervice, both in the Egyptian and Syrian wars: for 
Jolephus in his fecond book againft Appian [p.i 064. ] voucheth, That Pliilometor and 
Cleopatra, committing their whole kingdom to the Jews to ravage, appointed Onias 
and Dofitheus ! (both Jews) over the whole Militia. And again, that Prophelieof Ifaiah, 
which Onias wreffrd to fupport his facrilegious^ ambition, had refpc£t to the fpiri- 
tuall kingdom of our Lord Chrift : the place is to be found in the 19 Chapter 
of Ifaiah, 1 8,19. VexleSy In that day (hall there tefive Qt'tet inthe latiiof Bgjpt^peaking 
the language of Canton , and fworne to the Lord of Hefts , one jhall be called a 
C'ny of definition. In that day Hull there be an Altar to' the Lord in the midft of 
the land of Egypt, and a Pillar to the Lord at the border thereof: where for 
□inn TJ? Qtj of Jerufalem , by reafon of the great refemblance of the letters to 
each other, it Was formerly, read cn^^ " , ^V that is to fay, the City of the Sun,as Si m- 
machus hath interpreted it : fo alfo Jerom hath rendred it» One of them {ball be called 
the fit; of the Sun, The Chaldce Paraphraft puts them together, The Qiy of the Sm 
which {hall be deftro;ed:\lpon which occafion perhaps Scaliger guefleth, that Onias 
chol'e the Heliopolitan traft, whetein he might build the Temple* 

Onias, having got a grant of the place in the field under that Heliopolitan feigniory 
1 80 furlongs diftant from Memphis, erc£fcda Temple there, neither fo big nor to 
coftly,asthatat Jerufalem: The Tower indeed of this was like to that of the other, 
of great ftones, and 60 cubits high, The fabrick of the Altar he made, was in imita- 
tion of that in his own Country, and furnifhed it wich the fame utenuls, excepting 
the Candleftick : ForhemadenoCandleftick,bucinlcive of that the golden Lamp, 
which fparkling as it were with a beam of light he hung upon a chain of gold, he fur- 
rounded alfo the Temple with a wall of brick, in which were made gates ot ftone. 
The King alfo pafled a grant of a gteat proportion of land, and revenue in mony, that 
thePricfts might befupplycd with ncceflaries tor the worfhip of God. Onias alfo 
found out fome Jews, who were like himfelf (T*»'OM»M>o/4»«»x«#»*<tTei*5»mj, That 
inhabited the region of Onias) [Iofephm.lib. l^Jntiqmt. cap. 14. & lib. 1. Belli. 
c "p.7'i and Ptiefts and Lcvites, who there frequented divine fervice: CJofe- 
phus lib. 7. of the Jewifh war, cap. 57. compared with lib. 1?. Antiquit. cap. 
6. yet in the Mefhna, traft. Minhoth cap. 13. Sc3t. 10.] the Priefts which mi- 
niftred in Onias Temple were accounted ( and that not undefervedly ) little 
better than the Priefts of the high places who were not permitted, ( asappears 
out of i Kings, 23, 9, ) to offer burnt offerings upon the Altar of the Lord at 
Ooo a Jerufalem, 
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Jernfalem,but oncly to cat unleavened bread (like to the unclean Priefh .; among their

Butif,themorning,Nicomedc S comcsa(hoarinh«pur- 
p",and withhis Crowr ronhishead^ikeaKing^ndronicusmcthrato after,and 
bavinglaluted him King, attended him with 100 fouldiers he had about Jim, As for 
Menas, he made as if he wot not that Nicomedes was in company nil then : but then 
hcrantoandfro about the two thoufand fouldiers he had brought with him, andcxj 
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horted them to ftickclofe to that Party, which fhouldfeem moft deferving : intima- 
ting withal, That Prullas was now an aged man,Nicomedes in his young blood : That 
the Bithynians were weary of him, but delirous of thi?, That the beft fore of the Ro- 
mans affc^ted ch ; s youth extremely, and that Andronicus, now Captain of his Guard, 
had promifedaffiltancc from Attalus, a neighbouring King* and one that had wide 
Dominions,andbefidcs,wasa.moft inveterate eucmy to Prulias. He minded them 
al(oofPiufiashiscruelty,difcovering many of his pranks, whereby he had incurrda 
general hatred : as foon as Menas cfpyed in chefe fouldiers alto adifrellithof hisvilla- 
nics; he carryed them all away with him to Nicomedei: He was the fecond after 
Andronicus thac faluted him King, encompaffing him about with a guardof 2000

Attains was Very forward in receiving the youth, and fent to Prufias, commands to 
aflign over unto his fon, fome Citiet to dwell in, and fields foe ptoviftonJ Prufias an- 
f wered, That he would ere long give him Attalus his whole kingdom ; foe whofc fake 
he had formerly invaded Afia. Having thus faid, he difpatched fome away to Rome, 
to accufc Micomcdes and Attalus, and cite them both, co a trial, { Id. ibid. p*g. 

1 Nicomedes,encouraged by Phaellon, ( or rather Phaennk ) Epirus's Oacle, which 
he interpreted by hisowo emoluments and adv4dtages,uponthe inltigation of Attalus, 
waged war with his father Prufias, L ZoJJm, Hifior. lib, 2. ] As foon as he and Attains 
wich their Forcescame into Bithynia j the Bithynians began to revolt: Whereupon 
Prufias durft not truft himfdf with apy body ( ot his own foveas ) His hop: was, That 
the Romans would relieve him ; in expectation whereof* he fliut himfelf up ma caftle 
ofNicia: having procured of Dirgylles a Thracian( his father inlaw) 500 Thraci- 
ans, which he appointed to be.his lifeguard, [ Appia*.

Le The Roman Cities Pr«tc* did not conduft to the Senate the Embailadors from 

J 8j6, Prufias, as fooq as they arrived at Rome, intending thereby to do Attalu> a courtefie : 
and after he had ulhered them into the Senate, and Was commanded to make choice 
of fome£mbafladors, which might compromize the war, he chofe three : one ot 
which, having been formerly wounded on the head with a great ftone, was muchdif- 
figured with tears : a fecond was lame on his feet, and the third, a very fool and lot : 
Cato Cenforinus ( who foon after died in the 85 year of his age ) in a jeere to them, 
faid, That the Romans Cent an Embaflic which had neither head, feet, nor heart, [Id. 
ibid. Lb. io>Pliit*rch.i»CatoHemaiore.] 

The Embafladors,as foon as they came into Bithynia, commanded both parties to 
lay down their armes : Nicomedcs and Attalus made as if they were ready to lubmit 
to the authority ofthe Senate, but the Bithynians ( who were put upon the butmeffe, 
and pre-infrruftcd by Nicomedesand Attalus what they mould do)faid peremptorily, 
That they were not able any longer toendure Prufias his tyranny, efpecially now they 
had evidenced unto bita,( by this prefent engagement) how much they diflikedhis 
government. The Embafladors ( in regard that the Bichymans had not as yet made 
known thefe tbeit greivaftces to the Senate) returned home again, having done no- 
thing in the bufinefie they came about. Prufias, now defpaiting of any relief from the 
Romans, in confidence of whom he had hitherto fbtborn tofollicite helpeselfe where, 
patted over to Nicomedia,incetidingrofortifie that place, and from thence to pro- 
hibite the enemies entrance : but the Townfmen deferred their King, and opened the 
gates to theenemy. Whereupon Prufias betook himfelf to J upitcrs Temple, trutting 
the religion and refpea due to that place would have been hi< protection: but Nico- 
medcs lent fome of his Party, who killed himin the place, C *Af?i*». Mnhndatw. pag. 
174,175,] DiodorusSiculus relates, That Prufias^eeing forhisownfccuntytothe 
Altar of Jupiter, was (lain by his fon Nicomedcs his own hand, [ *n?botu. Bibttothtc*.

Andrilcus,orthe falfe Philip, in Macedonia, encountred With Juvenilia ithc Ro- 
man Prstor, who was fent with a legion againft him, wan the field, flew Juventius 
himfelf,and killed upon the place,the greatcft part ot the Roman army. From thence 
hemadeanimpreirionintoTheffaly, wafted moftpart of the Country, and took the 
Thracians into affociation, [ LivM. 5 o. Fhr. Hiftor.Iib.tsdp* i+Sttroplib 4.*°*"- 
ix.Done^OroC lib.4, wf.i».3 Uponthefehis fucceffes, he betook himfelf to atts ot 
cruelty and tyrannical iniblcncies. There was not a wealthy perfon which he put not 
to death upon falfe accufations. He fpared not his molt intimate friends, but dilpafchcd 
^ many 
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many of them out of the way .• For he was naturally of a fierce and bloody difpofition, 
in his familiar entercourfes , proud and haughty , and arlaft, deeply engaged in 
covetcouf nefle , and all manner of vice. [ Diodor. Stent, in Excerpt. Valefii^ pag,

Alexander B.ila in Syria, having quite given himfelt over to riot and luxury, his 
friend Ammonius managed the affarisof the kingdom ; who puc to death all the Kings 
friends, Laodice the Queen ( the daughter of Antiochus Epiphanes ) and Antigonns 
Danetiiushis fonne, [ L'vie lib, 50. Jofephus lib. 13. cap. 8. tAthtn&m->Tib. 5. 

In the 1-55 year of the Grecians, Demetrius the eldeft Ton of Demetrius Soter, now 
in the flower of his age, hearing of Alexanders degenerating into all luxury, ( whom 
thofe valt incomes which he fcarce dreamed he ihould ever have arrived unto, and the 
ornaments of an ufurped Sovereignty, kept as it were clofe prifoner within his own Pa- 
Lice, amongft a company of Curtezans) procured of Lafthenes the Crctian, aconfi- 
derable force of mercenary fouldires, and with them, he loofed from Crcte,and failed 
over into Ctlicn. The news thereof lo frighted Alexander, that he polled away in all 
hafte from Phenice to Antioch, to fettle things before Demetrius his arrival. The go- 
vernment of Antioch he committed to Hieraces and Diodorus, who is the fame with 
Try phon, [ I Mae. 1 1 . 3 9. 1 lM*c. 1 o. 67, <* 8. jofepb.lib.i 3 .cap, 8, Ji/fiin. lib. tf.cap. 
z. ( Diodor.SicHlHS y mSxcerpt,Valeji^pag.^6,'\ 

Apollonius( firnamed Daus by Jofephus) Governor, of Ccelofyria, joyned with 
Deme;rius: whom he made General of his Forces, which he Cent againft thole Jews 
which remained loyal and conftant in their engagement to Alexander. Apollonius, 
having gotten together a great army,the terror whereof mademany fell oflftiom Alex- 
ander to Demetrius, encamped at Jamnia, and fent to Jonathan (the Jews General, 
and High-Prieft ) a ranting challenge to meet him, if he dared, and fight in the plain 
field.This enflamed Jonathan fo highly, that he forthwith marched out of Hierufalem 
with 1 0000 men: where his brother Simon met him>toaflift him. They pitched their 
tents before Joppa; but Apollonius his fouldiers which were garrifoned there, (hut 
them out; whereupon they layed ficge and began their battries, which lo difmayed 
the Citizens, that they opened their gates immediately} and refigned up the City, 
[1^/^,10.69,76.] 

As toon as Apollonius heard of the lofing of Joppa, he marched away to Azotus 
with three thoufand Horfe,and his infantry ; ( which Jofephus fayesconfifted of 8000) 
having placed in ambufti 1000 of his Horfe, who were to tall upon Jonathans reare, as 
foon as he was paft the place where the ambufh lay: and Apollonius himfelf faceing 
about, would charge the enemies Van ; fo that the Jews were to be aflaulted one both 
hands. As foon as Jonathan was paffed the place, and efpycdthefe of the ambulh to 
difcover themfclves, and to encompaffe his Camp : He commanded his men to 
ftand (fill, and receive the enemies darts with their (heilds : When the Horfe had quite 
tired out thcmfelves,and exhaufted their quivers, having played their darts from mor- 
ning till night. Then Simon lead up his Forces againft the enemies Foot ; difcomfited 
them, and made them qut the field. The Hoife upon their routing, made what hafte 
they could to get to Azotus, and they entred into B:thdagon their idol Temple for 
their fafety. But Jonathan fet fire on -^zotus,and the Cities round about it ; took great 
(poiles, burnt Dagons Temple to the ground, and alfo they that had fled thither peri- 
led in the flames : So that near 8000 men were deftroyed by the (word and by the 
fire. Jonathan removed thence and pitched before ^lcalon, where the men of the 
City treated h m very nobly. Ahcz this victory Jonathan returned Conqueror to Hie- 
n lalcm with his army loaded with great booty and fpoilcs. When King Alexander 
heard the news of Jonathans fucceffes, he continued to (hew his refpe&s tohim, and 
fent him a golden buckler, which was u(ually given to thofe of the blood Royal ; he 
gave alfo ^ccaron with its territories ( a City of the Philiftins ) to bim and his heirs 
forever, [ /M.77,89.] 

The Carthaginians, after they had got the better in their encounter with Pifo the 
Cbnlul, at Hippo, fent their Embafladors into Macedonia, to Andrifcus ( generally re- 
puted the fon of Pcrfeus) movinghimto perfift couragioufly in his war againft the Ro- 
mans; promifing, that he fhould never want money nor (hipping from Carthage, 
[ zApptM, in Libjc. pag, 67. ] 

q!_ Cheilitis Metellus,the Roman Praetor (notConful, as Florus hath it, and the 
Latin Interpreter of PaufaniasAu tsfchahkj) being fent againft Andrifcus with a 
great army, came into Macedonia j There he perfwaded the Commiflioners ( which 
the Senate had fent to receive information of the affairs in Afia,> that before they 
palled over thither, they would go to the Commanders of the Achaian*, and charge 
them for a while to furceafe the war they had undertaken againft the Lacedemonians*

MeteHus Beingttitrcd Macedonia, Attala*; tnrought his fleet to his afli[lance,by the 
help whereof lie put a (fop to Andrifcus, who was (omcWhaVfearfuil of the fea co.ifr, 
who having brought up his army a little beyo»dPydn.vlwugh his Cavalry had got 
the better of the enemy, yet here treated back lor fear ot . the i\oman ioor, and divi- 
ded his army inrotwo brigado,onc of thcro.hcfent fntoTb.citaly to waft tnat Coun- 
try, theothcr he kept to himfeTf . "-Mccc'lkis, not ; mucla valuing.rjiannconiidcrablc party, 
marched towards them j and having beaten their forelornc, difcomfited the mail bo- 
dy •■ Andnfcus flal into Thrap'a, where after he. .had k vy pd (tuna. w army engaged with 
Metclitis, bttt upon' the 1 overthrow of his party, he AVd'tci Byzcs, a petty King of 
Thrace,, who. betrayed him jgrpjhe hands of MeteHus."

The Aradaps contriving ,'rhe rriine of the. Maratheans (in Pbsnida) lent privately 
to Ammoniu,^'(whbiittnaf \xp\t was yiceroyin Syria under Alexander 'BalaJ rfjr- 
iiighim3ootalent.s, prevailed' witH him to deliver them Marathum : Where ubon 
Aminoniusfcnt.Jfodore tp t{ie,.^4ratheans, who , by his fpeech., wa? ; to pretend 
(omc oilier matters^ nut reajfy. went to excuff the 'command's hp received roieizc. upon 
Marathum, ai»d : Co deliver ir iip*tp the. Aradians. The Mararhiaus jobfer ving ho'-v tiiac 
the Aradiaws were higher tfian ;tliemfclvcs in the Kings favour ; denying the Kings 
fould irts entrance into tlieir City, out of the molt aged Citizens, made choice of tea 
of the molt famous amongft thcni, and fent them as fuppliants to the IllauJ. Ar.*du<, 
with tome of the ol(]cft images of tlieir gods vyhlch they had in their City : hoping 
therewith to'a'ppcaie the fury of jlie Aradians. But the Aradians bloud being up, and 
highly provoked, fliglucd thcxpmmon law of fuch humble addrcflcs, call ofa'llreve- 
tencc'oi the gods, brake the imagies, and trampled them moft ihamefully.under their 
feet. And wheq tbe : A.mbafladors were Honed by .the people, fome Scnatours which 
iutcrpolcd themteives; hadmiidi adoc to convey them la'fe to piifon. VV,iio,when 
they made their c'pmplanit 1 -, and' pleaded the priviledgc cf fuppliants, and theiacreJ, 
and not to be violated rites of Amballadors, they were mallicred by a company 
ot impudent youpg' fellows. Tlic authors of this villany came immediately after 
into the alTcmSly, and having taken of the rings 6ft thofe Maratheans which they ha-; 
killed, they counterfeited letters to the Maratheans in the. Ambafladors names ; in 
which they intimated that the Aradians would f uddenly 1'end'them.lome (upplies : up- 
on this policy,That the Marathcans,ignorantol the plot, having admitted the Aradian 
forces into their City, in confidence they came for no other end but toaffiftthem, 
m'ght be furprized unawares. Whcr'cupon they fciz-.'d uponall the (hips belonging to 
private men, lead happily fome one might dilcover their plot to the Maratheans : for 
allthiviccrtainMarriner, a friend to the Maratheans, pittying their fad condition, 
(who ufuallv (ayled in the neighbouring fea) took his (hip, and by night boldly paffed 
that (freight, which confided' of abouc eight furlongs and difcovcrcd to the Mara- 
theans, how that the Aradians had a defigne of t ireumventing them. When the 
Aradian 1 ? perceived their plot was revealed, diey defifted to deal any longer by letters. 
[Diodor, Sicul.Lcgat. 29. &in Excerpt.Videfii.pag.^^, 550.] But they letting upon 
Marathum by open force; tluy took the City, demoliflacd it, and (hared the territory 
amongft themfclves.

A fourth obfervation of the Autumnall Equinox, was made by Hipparchusat mid- 
night, in the 32 year of the third Cahppic Period.

As foon as Ptolcmei was come near Azotus,they fhewed him the Temple of Da- 
poa, which was lately burnt,and the mines of Azatuiand the Suburbs thereof, andthe 
heaps of the dead bodies of thofe that were (lain in the war, and were burnt by Jona- 
thans command, for they had laid them on heaps in the way that hewastopafle :and 
although they had made an envious relation ol whatever Jonathan had done, on pur- 
pole to MaFgne him, yet the King replyed not a word But Jonathan. met :ifac : King at 
Toppa in great ftate, and was very courteoufly received by him.

Hereupon he took away his daughter Cleopatra from Alexander, and gave 
her in marriage coDmi-triusSoter, promifing withal, to reftore him to his fathers 
kingdom, £ Ibid.

The Amiochcans deferted Alexander becaufe of Ammonius, from whom they had 
received very hardufage : Ammonius, thinking to make auefcap: in womensap- 
parcl,was light upon and flain. Pcolemei went into Antioch,and being by the people 
thereof falutcd King ; Crowned himlelf with two Diadems,the one of Afta, (or Syria) 
the other of Egypt. But telling them that he was for his part, contented with his own 
Dominion of Egypr, periwaded the Antiocheans to receive D.-meciius, profefli lg that 
he had a far greater refentment of their prefent civilities, than Of the late exalp^ra- 
tiois and conrefts which had happened betwixt them and tits father S'elcucus, [ frfipb. 
utj 'upr.com pared with 1 A/rfc.n.ij.] Andfo the A.itiochiais ( purpofing to mike a- 
mends by their loyal deportments to the fon, for the injuries they had formerly done 
to the father) refigne themlelves up unto him: The old fouUierv alto of the father, 
ravilhed with love of thr> young man, and preferring che bond of their former 0.1th be- 
fore the pride of their new King, went away with their colours to Demetrius, [ Jnftin. 
lb. 35. cap. a.] 

Alexander was at that time in Cilicia, [ 1 Mac. 11.14.] where, upon his confulting 
the Oracle of Apollo, he is laid to have received this anfwer : v - : * . Tint he (hould be- 
ware ofthat place, which had brought forth a rare light to be fcen, A thing having 
fwoihapes: which was generally thoughtto refer to Abas, a City in Arabia (where 
Alexander was flain not long after) In this City, there was a certain woman called 
Herais ( having Diophantus a Macedonian for tier father,and an Arabian woman her 
mother, and mirried to one Samiades) who changed her Sex, and of a woman be- 
came a man, taking upon her, her fathers name Diophantus [ Dlodorm Sicttlut) fin. lib, 
3a. inThoti- BibliothecAyCod. 244.] 

A fifth obfri vation of the Autumnal Equinox, was made by Hipparchus, in the 3 3 
year ot the third Calippic Period , on the lourth day of the Egyptian Additional! 
(17 day ol the Julian Septemb. ) in the moving, [ Ttolem. Lb. 3 . cap. 2. ] 

Alexander,having gathered together a powerful army, invaded Syria, and wafted 
all the Territories ofAntioch, pillaging and firing wherefosver he came. Bjt Ptole- 
meiwithhisfbnin law. Demetrur, marched towards him, and defeated his whole 
power in a fight near the River Ocnopara. Alexander himfelf flipped out of the fight 
with 500 of his louldiers,and made as faft as he could towards Aba', a City of Arabia, 
toagrcac Perlonof Arabia, whom the Writer of the Hiftory of the Maccabees calls 
Zabhtly Jofephus Zabcl, Diodonw Siculus Diodes. But the Commanders of Alex- 
anders Party, which were with Heliades treacheroufly flew Alexander, having co- 
venanted before with Demetrius to that purpofc, to whom they hadtentanEmbaflie 
to treat for their own peculiar advantagc,and private intercft. In the laft fight it hap- 
pened that Ptolcmeis horfe, feared with the braying of an Elephant, threw him on the 
ground, and when he was down, the enemy fell upou him, and wounded him defpe- 
ratcly on the head, and had killed him out right, had not his Life-guard interpofed,and 
refcuedhim : for all thar, he lay four whole dayesfo fenfelcflc, that he could neither 
ipeakhimlclf,norunderftand what otheis fpakc to him. But Zibdiel the Arabian 
cutoff Alexanders head, and prefentcd it to Ptolcm.i: who about the fifth day find- 
ing fome refpite from the anguim of his wounds, and pretty well come to himfelf a- 
gain, fed both his fancy and his eyes,the one with the pleafingdifcourfe of the death* 
the other with the beholding of Alexanders head* But the third day afrer, Ptolcmei 
himfelf died, whilft his wounds wcrcdreffiiig,and the Phyficians endeavoured to piece 
hisboneS,C x <-M<*c*ll. 14. iK.Pol/b. in Excerpt. P r alefii,p4g,i94,D'todor.Sicul.ntfitprA.

Jofephus afcribeth five years to Alexandes reign, after the death of Demetrius 
Sotcr,[/«fr.i3.c*/\8.] from which wc fuppofe about 5 moneths arc to be deduSted : 
Sothat, from the authority of the Maccabaic Writer, the death of this man appears to 
be coincident with Philometors. After Alexanders death, Dcm:triu', fon ofDeme- 
triusSoter, had the fok government qf Syria, in thei67year of the kingdom of the 
Grecians, [1 Mac j 1,1 p.] who becaufehe had overcome one that was not defcended of 
their family, received the fame firname with the firftSelcucus author of the Kingly 
Race, flicanor, or Nicator, [ *App**n. Sjriac.pag. 131.] 

A? loon as Ptolemei Philometor wai dcad» the fouldiers which he had placed in the 
Forts and Cities for the fecutity okSyria^Were all flain by the other fouldiers in the fame 
Garri ons, upon the mitigation of Demetrius, C 1 M*c*\ l • i*i ] Demetriusalfo treated 
the reft of Ptolcmeis fouldiers very unkindly, forgetting both the afliftance which he 
had afforded, as alfo the affinity which was betwixt them, by reafon of his marriage 
P p p with 
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with Cleopatra. But thofe fouldiers, abominating the m ai#ingratitude,rccreatcd all 
oithemto Alexandria, leavingonely the Eicphantsunder his power. LK^ 1 *.

LmstonTthofe bands of foreigners which he had levyed in Crete and other 
IflanqV : This turned the hearts ot his fathers fouta again fc him. [nM*. 
cab. iu 38.] who conftantly received thevr falanes from other ^yj^' 
decellbnrs in times of peace, lo that thereby ^ey m^ht be more ready and 
morejcheartull to Cerye them upon all dangers, and eineigencics.

^Diddotus, one of Alexander Balas his Commanders, ( who after was made 
KingTahd'took upon him the name of Tryphort) took notice of this ahena t- 
on of the (ouldicry from Demetrius.

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In themeantim.: Demetrius Nicator fuppofmg himfelf fecitre and out of Gun- 
fhor , proceeded againft ail thofe that had appeared againft him by unufuall 
kinds of death : Lafthencs, that wicked and ralb fellow (who was appointed ov^r 
the whole kingdom) corrupting the youth, and by his faunings and fair fpccchcs, 
putting him forward upon moft villanous attempts. [Diod.Sicul, in Excerpt is Mef. pag. 

Jonathan font Ambaffadors to Demetrius, dchring him to remove his Garrifon 
fouldiers out of the Tower of . Hieiufalem, and all other FortSj becaufe they continued 
toinfeftthelfiaelitcswitLwar. Demetrius rcplyed, That he would not -oncly grant 
Jonathan his requeft, buc would alfo make him and bii nation glotious, when he 
law convenient time: for the. prefent, he delired him to tend him lome touldi- 
ers to his afliftance, in regard his own fouldiers were moft of them revoked 
from him. Jonathan gratified him in his requeft very readily, and font him to An- 
tioch 3ooo:ftaut,men, which the King entertained very joyfully. ^xMucab. 11. 

Demetrius, well provided with forreign forces (in whom he repofed greater confi- 
dence than inhisowji) commanded to dif arm the Antiochcans : But the Antiothe- 
ansdid not^»nely refuleto deliver up their armc?,but alTembled themfclves into the 
midftof the .City, to the number of i^ 0000, and attempted 10 take away the Kings 
life; they forced him to retreat to his Paliace, whereuponthey fecured all the paffa- 
gesof theCitVjandbegantoallaulthiminthePallacc. But the J :ws balled to hisrc- 
lief,who,di(petling themfelves about the Guy,flew on that day near upon r ooojo men, 
fired the City, and took much booty : whereupon the Citizens laid down their aims, 
and made peace with rhe King, The Jews having got a great deal of honour in this 
fetvice both from the King, and the whole kingdom returned richly laden mith f poilcs 
to Jerufalem.

Upon the confuming of the greateft part of Antioch by fire, and the executing 
of many about the feditiod, and confilcation of eftates into the Kings Exchequer, ma- 
ny of thcCityzens were forced to efcape, what out of fear, what out of hatred to De- 
metrius, wandnng about Syria, catching at all opportunities to avenge themfelves of 
Demetrius. Jn the mean time, Demetrius, (wiiole a&ions had rendred him odious 
to all mcn)-perfifted in his mallacres, banilhments, confiscation?, far furpafling his 
lather in cruelty. [DiodorHtSicultts. Ibid.pag. 349.3 Moreover, hedidbutdiliem- 
ble with Jonathan : Notwith Handing , his, fair fpeeches, and eftranged himfelf 
from him, and afflifted htm very forely, £ 1 Maccab. 11. 53.] he thrcatned alio 
to wage war with him , unlcffe he would difcharge all thole tributes, which the 
nation of the Jews were wont to pay to his Predcceflours. [fofephm,l:b. 13, 

"'biodotus (who is Tryphon) returned at length inro Syria out of Arabia, with young 
Antiochus (fon of Alexander Bala and Cleopatra, the daughter of Ptolemci Philo- 
metor) let the Crown upon his head, and vouched him the right heir of the Crown, 
andfurnaminghimTheosor Divine. And being provided ot a pretty confutable 
patty, in regard all the force? which Demetrius had chalhicied came Bocking in unto 
him, he fet upon Demetrius in plain field, overcame him in battle, and made h.m fly 
into Seleucia. But Diodotus feized on his Elephants, and wan An;io.h. [1 Mac.

Then Antiochu; (or rather Dodotus in his name) fent letters and AmDalladors 
to Jonathan, confirmed the High Priefthood to him, granted him the tour Seigni- 
ties (Ptolemais perhaps was added to the three which were named in the end ot the 
vear before, out of \Maccab.\o. 30,39. ) and did him the honour to be one ot 
the Kipos friends. He fent unto him alfo Chargers of gold to be lerved in, and gave 
him leaveio drink in vcflelsof gold, and to be cloathed in purple, and to wcai- the 
golden buckle. Moreover, he appointed his brother Simon General! of alt the Kings 
lorces, from the trad of Tyre, to the borders of Egypt, r 1 Maccab. 1 1 57, 58, ?p.] 
Jonathan* being very glad of the favours and honours Antiochus had to bounti- 
lull conferred upon him, fent bis Ambafladoursalioto Antiochus , and his Guardian 
Tryphon,profcfling that he would be their friend and alfociate, and joyn in armsa- 
gainftthc common enemy Demetrius, of whole ingratitude he complained, in that he 
had requited his civilities and courtefies with many Ihrewd turns, and injuries.

Diodotus (all Syria being now in dif relith of Kings) made ufe of Coracefium a Ca- 
ftle ot Ciliciaj for his head quarters, and moved the Cihcians, to joyn with him in ly- 
racyattca,[SfrtfW*'M4.p' 1 .?.

At which time PtolemeiEuergetestheiecond,or Phyfcon was inftallsd in ithc Pa- 
lace at Memphis, according to. the lolemn Rtte of the Egyptians. Queen Cleopatra 
( who was both litter and wife to him and his brother Philomecor) bore him a Ion: 
he was fo exceeding joyful thereat, that he named him Mcmphltei, becaufc he was 
born whilft his father was imployed in the holy, foleranities at Memphis : yet during 
the celebration of his Ions nativity, he abftained not from bis cruell pracbfcs,but 
iflued out commands to execute forne of the Cyrenians ( who were the full brmgers of 
him into Egypt) for that they had been fome what too free and flurpcm reproving 
him for his Curtefan Irene, [ ld.ib.f*g.w>\ ■••--. •-_ ... 

When Jonathan had gotten leave or Ant<ochus»to wage war againft Demetrius his 
Captains, having drawrttogether fouldiers out of Syria and Ptaaa, as wcllasomot 
other places, he fpeedily travcrfed all the Cities fituate beyond the River Jordan : and 
with all his Syrian auxiliaries marched to Afcalon,wherc the Citizens went out to meet 
him very honourably, But removing irom thence to Gaza, he was denied entrance, 
and the Citizens fhut their gates againft him; whereupon Jonathan i laid dole hegcto 
the City,and plundered and fired the Suburbs. This ftuct proceeding iiicUncdtbem 
to petition for peace, which was granted them upon their tender of hoftages. Jona- 
than, after he had fent away the hoftages to HeiruCalem, marched clean thorough 
the Country as far as Damafcus, [ i Maccri. u. 60, 6i 9 6z. lofeph^ te. 13. 

The Princes of Demetrius were come to Cades a City of Galilee, upon defignof 
drawing back Jonathan from medling in Syria, and engaging him in the relief of hn 
own fubicas the Galileans. Jonathan marched againft diem, leaving bis brother Si- 
mon behind him in Judca : who vigoroufly aflaulted Bethfura many daye-, and alter 
a Ions liege, forced them to refigh : he threw out Demetrius hcfouldicrs, and put m 
a Garrifon of his own in their room, [1 Mac. 11. 6 h 66.& i4*7.33<*M'**.i.3. 

^Asfor Jonathan and his army, they encamped by the Lake of Gennefaret,and be- 
t mes in the morning, came to the plain of Afor, where D.-metrws his Forces met him, 
bavins placed beforehand anambufh amongft the mountains : which as loon asthey 
difcovercdthemfelves, the Jews fearing they might be intercepted and put 50 the 
fword, betook themklves to tneir heeics : fo that all of them deferred Jonathan 111 this 
great danger, except Mattathias die fon of Abfalora, and Judas the fon of Calphi, the 
two chief Commanders of the army , who ftuck to him with a Band of fifty well 
rcfolved men: Jonathan, having 61 ft humbly implored the Ayine rattaace, 
faced about with'thofe few that were with him,charged the encmy,and wortted them :

turned again into the field, and purlued the enemy to their own Camp, as tar as Cades.

L Jonathan,havingreceived intelligence how that p.metnus his Commanders were 
returned with a far greater army, than they had before, tofight againft hun : drew 
oucofHierufalcm,andmarchcd againft theminthe Country of Amatha fituate in the 
utmoft borders of Canaan : And, encamping within .Jo furlongsof ^encjm/,fcnt 
out his Scouts to vie w the enemies pofturc and formations. Jormhan,havinglearned 
by fome prifoners which the Scouts had brought 1.1, how that thcencmy had aligned 
to fall upon them on the fudden, and unawars ; commanded his fouldiers to ftand w th 
their arms all nicht in a pofture ready to receive the enemies charge : placing fats 

in batalia, and was provided for their onf cr, they began to be afraid l™*W°*}& 
ftole away privately by night, having kindled fires throughout the ^ m h^dKcm 
he Tews.

The Ambalftdosiof the Jcw^wece brought into the Senate, where they renewed 
their amity and league with the Romans; whoaMpgave them Jetteis to the Govcr- 
nours of the leveralt aflociationsV that they fhauld : conduct them fafe into Judca.

Jetufalem, and a high and ftraig 
wall alto DCtwixc die'ifort (Sion)a«d the Qty,tohkidtt any one from carrying pro- 
vifion from the Gty to the Fort, for they began their reparations* and when they 
brought their new work tojoyn with the remainesof th| old wall towards the Eaft, 
(where was die brook Ccdron) they ma^c up that place Which was called Chaphena- 
tha.

When Tryphon had a dcfigne of putting his young pupill Aotbchiis befide the 
kingdom, and feared that Jonathan would appear in armes tor the. right and defence 
of the youngKitig,he marched with his forces to Bethfane,which by the Gentiles is cal- 
led Scythopolis, thinking to birpc ize him : Jonathan,hcaring of his coming, made to- 
ward Hm with forty thoufand choice men, which fo difh^artened Tryphon, that he 
was fo tar from daring to lay hands on him, that he treated him very nobly, recom- 
mended him to all his friends, tendered him many prefeuts, and gave command to his 
fouldiers to be asobfetvant of him, as o£ himfelflothe clple,he perfwaded Jonathan to 
dilmiffe his irmv, and go along with him to Ptolemais, with a few fele&ed men, pro- 
mifing to refighe it up unto him, and what other Garrilons and Forces he had intliofe 
paru Jonathan,giving credit unto him,lent away two thoufand ot his fouldiers into 
Galilee, and the refidue into Judea, rcfervingonely a thoufand to himfelf. But as foon 
as he was entrcd Ptolemais, Tryphon commanded the gates ro be flint ; kxiachan 
was taken, and all that entrcd with him were put to die fword: neither was Tryphon 
fatisfidd with the maflacrc of thofe thoufand men, but fent his army and tome hotle 
into Galilee, to fall upon tbole two thouland Jonathan had fent thither : who as foon 
as they heard of the bloody proceedings againft their fellows at Ptolemais, they put 
tbemfelvcsinapofturcof fight. ButTryphons fouldiers, coufidenng withthemtelves 
that they had to do with defparate men,retieatcd backagain : And lo Jonathans foul- 
diers came lafe into J udea, and all If rad lamented that lofle of their Country-nun With 
great lamentation.!.

Alter this, Tryphon levyed agreatarmv to corne againft Judca, and to waft it. 
Whereupon, Simon^bfcrving the people much difheartned, went up to Jerulalem^ 
and having aflembled the people together, profered his endeavour to prote£tthem; 
fo thevchole him Gcnerall in the place of Judas and Jonathan his brethren i Who ga- 
thered all the men of war, made what (peed they could to perfca the Wall* of Jerula- 
lem, and fortified it on every fide : He expended vaft fums of monv; out of his own 
purlcarmed all the men of war of his own nation* and received them inropay. L» M*t m

pretended that he kept Jonathan pritoner, for a debt of a loo talents of lilver : upon 
discharge of this artear, he promifed jo releafe Jonathaaj provided, that he tent two 
of his fons hoftaecs as a fecurity from Jonathans attemptingto revenge his impnlon- 
ment after he got his liberty. Bik as loon as Simon lent both the mjney and hisbro- 
thers Ions totiim.- he falfifyed his engagement, [ #1^ a,* £T '■,.'.. , 

TrvPhOn upon his march againft Judea 1 bent his cburfe- by the way which leads to 
Adoram C or Doran, a City of fdumea,as: Jofcphus hath it) but Simons army attended 
his morion which way foever he went. Thofe that were in the Fort ( S.on ) at Hieru- 
f alem,fent to Tryphon fome.

m TheVomans and the Lacedemonians very deeply refented the death of Jonathan : 
but as fodrt'as they underfiood by Simon* Ernbaffadors, that lie was ad vanced to the 
Hioh-Priefts Officcin hkbrothers room :' They wrote to hirtrtn Tables of Brafle con- 
cerning the renewing of the amity and league, which they had formerly made with 
Judas ailtt Jonathan his brothers, [ 1 Mac. , 4 . itf, tj. ] As: for the Romans, they 
/filed the lews, their Allyes, Friend*, Brethren, and went forth to meet Simons*Em- 
bafladbrsin an honourable-equipage, [Jbid^o.] And the Infer iption of the Letters 
whichithe Lacedemonians returned by the Ernbaffadors,/ to which alfo they annexed 



Romans and trornThc Lacedemonians, were read before the Congregation at Hieru- 

{al Tntio/hus Theos ( or theDivine ) fori of Alexander Bala, was fraudulently (lain by 
his Guardian Diodotus or Tryphon : who corrupted the Chyrurgions to difpatch him, 
and to give out that he died of a fie of the ftonc, whilft they were cutting him Try- 
phon began with his own Country, and fcized firft upon Apamia,Larifla, the Cauans, 
Mecara'ApoHonia, and the other Cities adjacent: from thence he went onwards to 
invfde the other part of Syria j he put the Crown Royal on his own head, and made a 
great defolauon in the Country, C « ^'. ^ 3«> l*.Livy,Lb.V.Strabo,Ub.i6.pag t 
^i.andluft:n,lib.^6.cap.i.] 

Tryphon, having now ateended from a private condition to a Kingly eftare, made 
what hafte he could to get his Soveraignty confirmed upon him by the Decree of the 
Romah Senate. Tbcompafle this, he fent by his Ernbaffadors to the Romans, a 
eoldca Meddal of Viftory, weighing 5 0000 crowns : not doubting, but he fhonld ob- 
tain from them, the compellacion of King, confidering the Preienr which he fent, was 
not in its f elf onely very rich^nd of a good value ; but luch, whofe name carryec I along 
withiuthehappyprognoftication of Viftory. But Ins hopes were deluded by the 
(ubcilty of the Senate : who received indeed the Prefent ; but withal ordered, that in- 
fteadof Tryphonsname, the Title of the Princely youth ( flam by Tryphons trea- 
chery) fiiouldbe engraven upon it, WiodouSicnl. Legat^\.-\ But he, not one jot 
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j;r ma yed thereat, cauted money, whereof fome pieces are frill extant, to becoyned 
iich the InCcriprion of baciaeqc tpy*qnoc & tpy*qnoc ayto- 

Kl'ATOPOS BAClAEiJC: K'wgjrypbon : and, of Trjphon the pu'ijfant King. For, 
having had the confidence to ulurpe the kingdom it lelf, he began to rake upw him 
the Tideot King alfo ; and to change his old name "D'.odotm, for that new one of %- 
f ho»,[tJpp*».Srt4c.M.ii2.] 

Sai pedon,General of Demetrius his Forces, having received an overthrow by 1 ry- 
phons army, to whom the inhabitants of Pcolemais aflbciared themfelvcs, retired with 
his fouldiers into the Meditcrrean Country : But it happened as the Tryphonian Con- 
querours marched along the fea coaft betwixt Ptolemais and Tyre, that on thefud Jen 
a wave of the fea tifing to an incredible height, and rufhi.ig with a great violence up- 
on the land, foffocated many of them, hurrying fome into the fea, and leaving others 
of them dead in hollow places : and upon its recefle back into its channel, muki:u Jes 
of fifties were d'lcovered mingled with the dead carkafes. Sarpedons fouldiers hear- 
ing of this difalter, returned thither with all fpaed: well enough plcifed indeed with 
the deftru&ion of the enemy; but withal gathered up very m,iny of the fillies, and iacri- 
ced them before the gatesof Ptolemais ( where the battle was fought ) iwnWw rf •»«%» 
unto Neptune the dtliverer, [ Strafo, lib. 1 6. fag. T^.& tAthen*ni y lb. 8. cap.z. out of 
theWaary ofPojfidomutytbeStok^ . 

Simon, the Jews General and High- Prieft, repaired the Garr ifom in Judea : forti- 
fying them round with high Towers, great Walls, Gates, and Bars: and fupplicd 
them all with vifclual. His greateft care was to fee that B rthfura ihould be well for- 
tified, which was ficuate in the confines of Judea, and formerly had been the enemies 
Magazine : He put in it a Garrilon of Jews to fecure ir, [ 1 Mac. 13. 33. M» 

Moreover, Simon, obferviug how that Tryphons a&ions were all of them meer 
rapines,fent by the hands of choice meu aCrown of Gold to King DcmccrituNica- 
tor; rcquefting him,that he would releafe Judea from paying of Tributes, [ 1 Afcr.13. 

? 4»37. I 4«*°»3J»] 

' Demetrius, hearing that Simons £mbaffadors were entertained very nobly by the 
Romans, and that the Jews and the Priefts had palled a grant of the government and 
Hnh-Prieftbood to Simon and his heirs, he alio confirmed the High-Priefthood un- 
to him, and made him one of tv S friends, [i ^,14.38, 4».] He wrote alfoalctter 
unto him, thus inferibed/ King Dtmetrim to Stmon the High Prieft, and friend of Kings, 
and to the £ldtr sand Nation of the jews. Greeting: Wherein, he intimated his conclu- 
ding of a peace with them, a promife of an Amneftie of all paft milcamages, a ratifi- 
cation of all former covenants ( made to Jonathan, 1 Mac.i 1. 3 1, 37. ) a grant of all 
the Forts unto them, which they had buil?, and a releafe of Tribute to all in general, 
and of cuftom arifing from commodities put to fale, to thofe of Hierufalcm. Thus 
was the yoke of the Heathen taken off from lfrael, in the ^oyearof thekingdomof 
the Grecians : and tte people began to date their inftruments, and contrafts ; In the 
" - igh Prieft General, and Lender of the lews, Q I Mac . 



je Ga^*ans,who upon Jonathans death rebelled.and 
compeiled them to a furrender, after he had with his battering Engins forced the 
Tower He d id not put them to the tword, b<4>g wrought upon by the importunities 
of the Citizens, humbly imploring his pity: but drave them all out of the City. After 
he had cleared the houfes of all their yois,aud other unclcaneflcs, he entered the City, 
prayfing God with Hyrnnes s and after he had placed m the City luch as were true 
worfhippsrsot God 1 he fortified it, and built a houfe in it for himfelf, whereintohe 
might upon all occalions retire, [ 1 Mac. 1 3 . 43, 48, ] 

A fixthobfervationofthe Autumnal Equinox* was made byH'Pparchuiinthc3<? 
year of die Calippick Period, on the 4 day of the Egyptian Additional* ( Scptemb. ]\x- 
lian 2*) at evening about fun-lec, [Ttolm. U.i.cap.2.] ,-.'„... . 

Alexandra, afterwards Queea of the Jews, was born at this time, if lo be lhc lived 7 3 
years, as appears out of Jolephus in ihelaft Chapter of the 13 bpok of Aiitiquir^ and 
out of the 3 3 cap. of the Jewifh Hittory which is printed at the end of the Paris Bibles 
of many Tongues, under the title of the fecoud book of the Maccabees. In Arabick 
we find fke was called Soli**, out of Eufebius in his Chronicle; Epiphaniusintheas* 
hercfie of theNazarens,Hicrom in [ V**. cap. g.tnd xi .] and Severus [ Sulpitwt, m 
Sncr, Hiftvr. ib.z.} Eufebius feems to have taken it (as he is wont to do ) out of Julius 
Africanusj.andheoutofJuftusTiberienfis, or fome other ancient Wntctoftbeat- 
iairsoftbejews. , 

When the Garrifon fouldiers oi the Fort at Jcrufalem were deftroyed, bemg pro- 
hibited from all provifioq for two years fpace, they were fojxed to yield themlclves. 
Simon turned them all out, cleared thcFott of all the pollutions of the Idols, and went 

into

not the Grecians, with branches of Palms, Har p-, Cymbals, Vials, Hymnes, and 
igs.

Songs. He ordained alfo an anniverfarie folemnitie for this day; in regard thereon 
they were freed from a peftilent enemy,who annoyed them very much in their going 
up to the Temple. Moreover, he made the Fort ftronger than it was, and the Tem- 
ple-mount, over which it looked, for the greater fecurity, both of the Country, and of 
the City, and there he dwelt himfelf with his company,[i Mac. 1 3. 49, 3. S3. & 14.7, 
3<*, 37.] 

Simon feeing his Ion John (Syrnamed afterwards Hyrcanus) to be a very valiant 
man, appointed him Captain of all his forces^and dwelt himfelf in Gazara, [ 1 Mac. 
i£. 53.]i»theconfinesof Azotus, where the enemies formerly inhabited, but Simon 
diflodged them, and planted the Jews in thcit room, £ XI V. 7, 34.] namely, that 
Gadara, which Sirabo faith the Jews afterward made their own. [W.ifyrfg.7 59.] 

Cieopatra,Ptolemei Philomccors daughter,brought unto Demetrius Nicator a young 
fdn Antiochu*s,fimamed afterwards Grypus, from his hook nofe, if lb be he lived 45 
years, as Jofephus computes. [//£. 1 3. c ap. n.) 

In the 3 7 year of the third Cal*ppick Period, of Nabonaffars 607, on the ao day 
ot the Egyptian Tyb (January Julian 27 ending) two hours before midnight, an 
Edipfe of the Moon in Rhodes was obierved by Hipparchus. [ Ttolem. lib. 6. 
cap. 5.] 

Demetrius,. confidering with himfelf how that now moft of his Cities were revolt- 
ed from him, and had fhaken off his command, that he might wipe off the fcandall of 
floth and fluggiihneffe, determined to engage in a war againft the Parthians. Over 
the Parthians at that time reigned Mithridates, fon of King Pampatius, called Arfa-' 
ces,or Ariacides, (the common name of all the Parthian Kings) nothing inferiour to 
Arfaces himfelf, his great Grandfather, thefounder of the Parthian Monarchy, from 
whom that (urname was derived to all the facceflours.Forhe by hisproweffe extended 
the Panhian Empire, from the eaft fide, as far as the river Indus, and from the weft, 
as far as Euphrates. [/«/?/». lib. 36. cap. 1 . and 41 . cap. 5, 6. Orof. lib. 5. cap. 4. ] Before 
we treat of Demetrius his Parthian Expedition, it will not be am'tfe to Ihew how Mi- 
thridates arrived to that vaft dominion^ 

At that very juncture of timeallmoft, when as Mithridates began to reign over the 
Parthians, Eucratides took upon him the command of the Ba&rians, gailanr men both, 
but a more benigne fortune attended the Parthians, which, under the conduit of Mi- 
thridates, led them as it were by the band,to the higheft pinade of fovcraignityj whilft 
the poor Ba&rians difturbed and toft with feverall wars, loft in the clofe, not onely 
their dominions, but their liberty. For after the Sogdians, the Arachats, the Dranga- 
nitesand the Indians, had well bated them by their continuall wars with them: the 
feeble Parthians fet upon them, at lair, when they werequitetyred,andasit were 
bloodlefle. [J*ftm lib. 41. cap. 6,] Arfaces or Mithridates, having purfued this his 
victory as far as India, and round no difficulty in fubduing tha Country, where Poms 
of old reigned, and the other nations lying between the river Hydafpes and Indus. 
[Diodor. Siatl.in Excerpt. Valtfiupag.itfi. Orof. lib . 5. tap. 4.] Thefe Badrians were 
the reliques of the Grecians, who having taken Baftriana from the Kings of Syria, 
the fucceffors of Scleucus Nicator, f£ized alfo upon Ariana,and India, and got not 
onely Pattalena into their hands, but all the tea coafts; as well that which is called the 
kingdom of Tcflanoftus, as that of Sigartis ; and which is more. Apollodorus ( a- 
gainft the common opinion indeed)affirms in his book of the Parthian afrairs,that they 
were mafters of a greaier part of India than ever Alexander himfelf and hisMaccdonians 
were: Adding morcover,That Eucratides had in India under his own jurifdittion 1000 
Cities. [Stra,l,ii.p,<$i6.&l.i 5.p.68tf.] AsforEucratides,hcinallihejWars(fbr he was 
engaged in many)behavcd himfelf with much prowefs: when he was worn out with the 
continuance ot them, and was clofely befieged by Demetrius King of the Indians, ail- 
though he had not above 3000 touldiers with him by hisdayly fallies forth, wafted the 
enemies army confiding of 6o thoufand : and being at liberty in the fifth moneth, re- 
duced all India under his command, In his retreat homeward, he was (lain by his own 
Ion, whom he had made joynt partner with him in the kingdom : He did not go about 
todiflcmble or fmother his parricide, but drove his Chariot through the blood, and 
commanded the dead corp* to be caft afide into fome by-place or other, unburied, 
as if he had (lain an enemy, and not murdered a Father. Whilft thefe things were 
a&ing amongft the Ba£trian«, a war was commenced betwixt the Parthians and the 
Medes. The incounters of thefe two nations had their interchangeable fucceflcs for a 
while: at laft, the Parthians got the better. Mithridates,being ftrengthened bythcac- 
ceffion of thefe forces, appointed Bacafis over Media, whileft he himfelf marched into 
Hiicania :as foonas he returned from thence, he engaged in a war with the King of 
the Elymites, beat him, and annexed that natjpn to his other dominions : fo that by 
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his feveral conqnefts, he enlarged his Dominion of the Parthians, from the moun- 
tain Caucafus, as far as the River Euphrates, [ jHJlm. lib.41.cap. 6. ] For having con- 
quered Demetrius N cators Leivtenanr,he invaded the City Babylon, and all the bor» 
dcmhereof,.LO"/".f* .5.^.4.] ci _ . • ,. . ... 

Tne Grecian" and MaceJonaus or the upp:r Province?, not brojkingchsinlolen- 
cies of thofe ftrangers the Parthians, tent often Embaftjges to Deraetriib Nicator, en- 
gaging themfelves, that if he would but come unto them, they would yeild themlelves 
up unto him, and joyn with him in oppofmg Arfaces the King of Perfia and Media. 
Liflamcd with this hop.-, he made what fpeed he could towards them ; and in the 172 
year ofthe kingdom of the Grecians, having drawn up ail his Forces together, mar- 
ched info Mefopotamia, trufting ere long to get both it, and B ibylon, and Media, all 
at once iato his hands : not doubting, but by the allocution of the, upper Pi-oviuces 
with him, he fhould eafily chafe Tryphon out of the kingdom of Syria. Upon his arri- 
val into thofe parts, he was received with gteat alacrity, and being aflirted by the aux- 
liaries ofthe Perfians, Elymites, an J Ba&rians, gave many an overthrow to the Par- 
thians. But atlaft, he was over-reached by one ot Arlaces his Nobles, woo upon pre- 
tence of concluding a peace, was fent tofeizeupon hjsperfon. H:was furprifed by an 
Arobufcado, and having loft his whole army, fell alive into the hand of the enemy : 
who led him thorough the ftreets of the City, fhewed him to the p:ople which revol- 
ted, in mockery of their favour towards him, and ac laft committed him clofe prifoner, 
T 1 CMtc. 1 4. 1,?, 3. Jofeph.ttb. 13, cap. 9. fin. Jttflin. lib. i6.cap.i& Lb. 3 8. cap. 9. ] 
GorgiusSyncellusaddes, how he was kept in irons, and upon that occafioi was iur- 
named Siderites. 

Although Arfaces was advanced toluch a vaft comm.md,yetdid he not proceed to 
luxury and pride, (which is the liUtalpraatfc of moft Piioces) but exp.cff.'d a great 
deal of Clemency towards his fubjeas, and valour againft his eneinus. And when 
he had brought feveral Nations under his command, he lelefted out o? every one of 
them, the choiceft inftitutions and laws, and communicated them to his Parthians, 
[ Diodor* Sicttl. m Excerpt. Mefii, pag. 36 1 . ] As for Demetrius who Was fent away into 
Hiicania, he did not onely freely give into himtherefpeSt due unto a Kiag, but alio 
gave him his daughter to wife, promifi ig moreover, to rcftore unto him the kingdom 
of Svria, which Tryphon had diileizcd him of, [ hft'm. lib.^6. cap.x.& lib. 3 8. wp. 9. ] 
Although Appian writes that Demetrius lived at Pnaraates Court (the Brother and 
SucceiTour of Mkhridates ) and married his lifter RhoJogu.ia , [ «* Sjr.acu, p*g 

In the 172 year ofthe kingdom of the Grecians, on the 1 3 day ofthe ( 6 ) moneth 
EW, about the ending ofthe third year of Simons Hi^h Piiefthood (commencing 
from the death ot his brother Jonathan, after whom he fuccecded in the High Pnelt- 
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his poftcrity, that he fhould be their Governour, and that he ihould have the over- 
light of thofe that were over the workes and reparations of the Temple ; over the Go- 
vernouts in the Country, over the Commanders in the avm/» and the Captains of the 
Garrifons: That he alfo fhould have the charge of the holy things, aid fhould be 
obrvedofallmen; That all writings in the Country fhould be figned with his namei 
That he' fhould be clothed in Purple, and wcare Gold , That it ftiould not be lawful 
for any of the Prieftsor the people, to repeal any of thefe Decree-, or contradict any 
thing he fpake, or gather any aflembly in the Country, without his perraimon ; or to 
wear Purple, or ufc the golden Buckle. Simon accepted hereof, and was well conten- 
ted to execute the High Priefts Office ; to be General and Commander of the J.ws 
and the Priefts, and to be over them all. Then commanded they this writing to be 
put in Tables of brafte, and to be hu.igonthe pillars in the porches of the Temple, in 
anopenplace; and that a copy alfo of the fame ihould bekeptiiitheTrealuryorthe 
Temple, that Simon and his fons might take them out upon oecafion, [ i <JM*ccab. 

The'fouldiery growing weary of Tryphons deponmenr Revolted from him to Cleo- 
patra the wife of Demetrius Nicator, who at that time had tout her felfup with her 
children in Selcucia. But (he fent to Antiochus brother to Demetrius , her husband 
(who was clofe prifoner) offering him marriage,and the kingdom. This fhe did,partly 
by the advice of her friends , partly becaufe fhe feared, leaft f omc of the Seleucians 
would deliver up the City to Tryphon, [ Iofeph. lib. 1 3 .cap. n,] 

This Antiochus, fon of Demetrius Soter; in Jofephus, [ lib.i.AHtlawt.cap.iz.er 

W. 1 3 . cap. 1 6. ] is called ( becaufe of his religion ) the Pious : and £ in lib. 1 3 . cap. 1 2 .J 

by his fathers firname Sot tr ; in Trogus Pompeius, [ /» prolog, lib, j 9. ] and 10 Eufebius 

[ in his Chronicles, 1 Sidctts , vel Sedetts : either from hts hunting ( Which in 
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Syrick is m*B ) and to which (pore he was much addi&ed, as Plutarchs Problems in- 
timate: oc from the; City Sidon y from whence ( as Georgius Syncellus writeth)he 
came to b.fiege Tryphon. Juftin relates,how that at firft he was brought up in Afia, 
and by his father Demetrius S'oter,entrufted,wich his elder brodicr Demetrius Nicator, 
to an hoaft at Cnidos, [ Jnftin t lib. 3 S.cap. 2. & 36. cap. 1. ] Appian writes, how that 
he received at Rhodes, and from the Iflands of thefea, the news of Ins brothers con- 
finement, and what enfued after, [inSyriac.pag. 132.] We read alfo ia [ 1 Mae. 1 5. 
i,a.] that he ( after he had aflumed* upon him the title ot King ) wrote lecters to Si- 
mon the High Prieff,and Ruler, aud to the whole Nation of the Jews. 

In thefe his lecters he complained much of the hard ufage ot his enemies, and (hew- 
ed, t hat he was now ready to avenge himfelf, leaft he might feem to take upon himfelf 
the name of a King to no purpofe. In the next place, in defign of making Simon his 
friend, heconfirmesunto him all the immunities and priviledges> which other Kings 
had granted; to which he added a right of coining monies with his own ftamp. He 
decreed moreover, That Hierufulem fhould be exempted from being under the Kings 
jurifdi&ion ; promising alfo, that he Would confer more and greater favours,asfoon 
as he was in poflelfion of his kingdom, [ Ibid. 3.9.] 

Numenius, Antiochus his fon, and feme other Embaffadors came to Rom: from 
Simon the High Piieft and the people of the Jews, about renewing their League and 
amity with the Romans : They brought with them a great fhield of God ot a thou- 
fand pound weight* The Prefcnt was well taken ; and Lucius the Conful gave them 
letters to the Kings, and to the Provinces, prohibiting them from attempting any 
thing which might prejudice the Jews, nor abetting and affi fling any that fhould fight 
againft them; and if at any time any Runnagado Jews fhould flee out of Judea, and 
come into their pirts, they fhould deliver them up to Simon the High Piieft, to be pro- 
ceeded againft according to the laws of their Country, [ 1 Mac. 1 4. & 1 5. 1 5> * » . J 

Lncim was that fame L. Calpurnius Pifo, the Colleague ot L. Popilius La?nas,who 
was fent into Spain againft the Numantines, of whofeConfulfhip mention is made in 
Valerius Maximus,[/.^. x.cap. 5.] after this manner. P. Cornelius Hifpalm the Prator, 
for fir angers ( Pop'dim L<e*as y a»d L. Calpurnitu. being frnftds) commanded by his EdiQ, 
all Chaldeans to depart the City , and Italy within ten dayes : whofe prof e fun it is 7 by then falfe 
interpretation of the influence of the Stars y to cafi y thorongh their lyes, mifts upon vain and foolish 
minds. Although Srephanus Pighfiu; ( out of Caffiodorus his Fafti Con futures ) inftead 
of the prjenomen Lucius, hath put Cneus againft the authority of the received 
Copies. 

The Kings to whom thefe Letters were written, were five in number. Ptolemeus 
Euergetes ft. or Phyfcon of Egypt : Demetrius Nicator of Syria ( notwithftanding 
hewasatthistime,prifonertotheParthiaus.) Attalus Philadelphia of Pergamenine 
Afia, Ariarathes of Cappadocia, and Atfaces or Mithridates of Parchia. The Cities, 
Countries, and Illand^were 1 9. Sampfama, (or as in the Latin, Lampf acus ) Sparta, 
Debs, Myndus, Sicyon, Caria, Samos, Pamphylia, Lycia, Halicarnaflus, Rhodus, 
Phafclis, Co os, Sida, Aradus,Gortyna> Cnidus, Cyprus, and Cyrene, [ 1 Mm. 1 5. 1 6 t 

22,2). ] 

In the 1 74 year of the kingdom of the Grecians, Antiochus Sidetes returned into 
the land ot his fathers, [Ibid. 10. ] where he married Cleopatra, his brothers wife, 
[Iuftin y lib.$6,cap,\.] who was fomewhat vexed for Demetrius his marrying Rho- 
doguna, daughter to the Parthian King, [ appian. Syriac. f *£. 1 3 ». ] From this time, 
Antiochus reigned 9 years, [ Porphyr. & Eufeb. ] 

Tryphon had but a very fmall Retinue, almoft all his Forces came away to Antio- 
c lun. Upon th is defenion of the fouldiery, he made what hafte he could to get into 
Dora (a maritime City of Phenicia.) Thither Antiochus purfu:d him, and laidfo 
clofefiege to the City {both with land Forces, confifting of 120 thoufand Foot, and 8 
thoutand Horfc ) and alfo with his Fleer,that he fuffered none to paffe out or in, [ 1 Mac, 
15.10,14.] 

In the mean while, Numenius and his company came from Runic, bringing with 
them letters to the Kings and Provinces, and a copy of the fame to Simon the High 
PrieftJ/^.15,24.] 

Simon fent *ooc choice men with filver and gold, and many Engines of war to An- 
tiochus at the (lege at Dora : But he refufed them all ; brake whatever covenants he 
had formerly made with him, and wholly eftranged himtelf from him. He fent like- 
wife Athenobius to demand of him, the refignarionof Gazara, Joppe, and the Fort in 
Jerufalerb; and to require the Tributs of thofe places beyond the bounds of Judea 
which were poflefled by him, or in lieu thereof, to demand 5 00 talents of filver, and in 
conhderation of the hurt he had done, and the Tributes of the Cities, 5 °° talents more : 
menacing war ulefle all things were done according to his commands, [Ibid. 2 5,3 l .] 

Athenobius, a friend of the Kingt,coming to Hierufalem, as foonas he i aw Simons 

glory, 
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glory, His cupboard fee with gold and filver plate* and other furniture of the hoiile, he 
wasaftonilhed, aud told him the Kings meffage. But Simon denied* that they had 
fcized upon any Towns that belonged to others, but oneiy had recovered from the 
enemy by law of arms fome Towns of their own which were kept back from chem. 
As for Joppe, and Gazara, albeit the people had been rrluch prejudiced by the ene- 
my,yethc offered 100 talent*. Athenobius returned back in a rage id Antiochus* 
and told him both what he had heard, and feen : neither was the King himfelf lefle 
paflionate, when he (aw that his commands were not fubmitted unto, nor hi< great me- 
naces of war regardedX/M. 3*, 3 6 .] m 

In the mean while Tryphon took (nipping and ch aped away to Urthofias, another 
maritime City of Phenicia, [Ibid. 37.] m 

Then did Antiochus make Cendebaeus Governour of thefea cdaft: and fupplying 
himwiihHorfe and Foor, commanded him to build Ccdron (or as the Latin edition 
hath it, Gedor : concerning which Jofh. 1 5. 5 s . ) and to engage the Jews in a war : 
as for the King himfelf, he attended Try phons mot ion, [ Ibid, 38,39.] 

Cendebarus being come as far as Jamnia, began to invade Judea, and to take the 
people priloners , and to kill and flay: and when he had built Cedron( or Gedor ) 
he placed there fome Horie, and fome companies of Foor, who were to makeout- 
roades into the high-ways'of Judea ,as the king had given him order to do, [#.40,41.] 
John (Hircanus) came up from Gazara, and figm'ned to his father Simon , wnat 
pranks Cendebaeus had played : who now, worn out by old age , committed the 
whole care and managing ot the war to his two elder fonues, Judas and John. 
Whereupon they choote out of the Country, twenty thoufand men of war, and with 
fome Horfe, marched againft Cendebeus, and took up quarters that night at Modin, 
the place ot their nativity. From thence the next morning they took the fiel J,where 
the enemy mec them with a powerful army: howbeit there was a Brook betwixc 
them. John attempted firft to wade over, and then the people followed their Lea- 
der apace. He divided his body in fuch wife, that the Horfe being placed in the 
midft of the Foot, they did mutually protett each other? againft the enemies nume- 
rous Chevalry. Then founded they with their holy Trumpets, whereupon Cende- 
baeus was routed, and many of his army flain j as for the remainder , Come of them 
fled to his Fort ( Cedron ) which he lately builr, and others of them efcaped to other 
places. John ( hisbrothcr Judas being wounded ) puifued them as far as the Towers 
which were in the fields of Azotus, and in the purfuir, killed about 2000 men : and 
when he had burnt the Towers to the ground, he lead back his army fafe and entire 
into Judeaj[ 1 cJWrff. i<5. 1,10.] ,. 

Tryphon at laft, retired to his own Country-men at Apamea: at which time that 
happened which Frontinus relates of him,Q/#. i.Stratage^cap. 13. ] Haw that allthe 
way he went, hefcattered money, on purpofe to retarde Antiochtts hit fonldters in their pttrfuit of 
him, and foefcaped out of their hands, ButJofephus intimates, That Apamea was taken 
by aflaulr, and Tryphon killed,in the third year after Demetrius was taken priloner by 
the Parthians, [ lib. 1 3. cap. 1 *. ] Appian writes, That he was at length taken by An- 
tiochus, and flain, though with much adoe, [Syriac.pag. i}i.] Strabo, That he was 
(hut up in a certain Caftle, and dtiven to that extremity, that he killed himlelt, [ W.14. 
pag.66%.] and Georgius Syncellus reports, That oemg driven out of Orthofjas, he . 
leaped into the fire and I therein jperifhed. . ; 

Hierax, General for the war- in Egypt, in regard he was a very expert fouldicr, and 
very popular inpublickaffemblies, and moreover of a high fpirir, took upon himfelf 
the kingdom of Ptolemei Phyfcon : For, obfervingPtolcrhei in diftreffe for money, 
and the fouldiers for want of their pay ready to revolt to Gakftes, be cprnprefled the 
mutiny, by paying the fouldiers arreares out of his own purfc. As for tjic King himfelf, 
the Egyptians plainly vilified and contemned him, when they faw how childith he was 
in his ditcourtes, how impetuous and prone to the viieft luftf, and how effeminated in 
his body by his intemperance, [ < Diodor<Sicul.in Sxcerpu H. Vdefli, pag, 3 6x,^36 2 .] 

In that part ot Afia where Pergamus is, Attalus Philadelphus, brother to Eumencs, 
grew fo diffolute thorough long idlenefs and peace,thatPhi[opoemeri,orie of his friends 
lwayed him which Way he pleafed .• in fuch wife, that the Romans in a jcere to htm, 
would often aske of thofe that failed but of Afia ; whether the King hadany intcreffein 
Philopoemen,[P/*r4»-f4 in lb. whether the managing ofaComwm-wealtb ought to bcentruftm 
ed to an old man ] yet would not Attalus leave his kingdom to any of his own fons ; but 
in his life time, fee the Crown upon the head of his brother FaimeneshjUon (whole 
Guardian he was) ridw come to age, and transferred upon him iheT.idcofKarigj 
[ Id. in Apophthegm. '&. in lib. **pl *>iAetM?U f . ] 

After the death pf 'Attalus thcUacle,*ttalusfurhamed Philometor, (onto Eumencs 
by Stratonica, daughter of Ariaraihes'King of the Cappa4ociari$,hcia thckuigdom of 
Pergamus five years. [Strabo. lib. 13. pag , 624.] 
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He nofooner was poffeffedof the kingdom, but he trained and dithonoured it by 
the maflacres of his friends, and proceedings againft his kindred ; pretending, how that | 
at onetime,hrs mother,an old woman,at another time,Beronice hisfpoufe,dyed by their 
enchantments. [Jcfttti. I. \6. c.4.3 And becauie he was {omwhat jealous of the chiefeft 
and raoft eminent 01 his fathers tnends,leaft they (hould engage in fome treafonable 
ad againft him,herefolved to dilpatch them all out of the way : to that end, out of 
his barbarous mercenaries, he made choice of the moft bloudy and covetous of them, 
and placed them in feveral private rooms in the palace ; and then having called toge- 
ther to Court thole of his friends which he had in greateft fufpition, he committed 
them ro the mercy of the barbarians, who flew them, and immediately after iffued out 
his commands to proceed againft their wives and children after the fame manner : as 
for his other friend?, who had either command in the army, or were appointed over 
Cities,fomeof them he removed by circumventions and treachery : others, as fait as 
he light upon them, he beheaded with their whole families; fo that by reafon of his 
cruelty, he became deteftable, not onely to his own Subjefts,but alfo to his neighbours 
round about : whereupon all under his dominion harkened extreamly after a change in 
the ftate. \p:od>S iculjn Excerpt % Vale fti.f. 37°»] . . , . ... 

After this mad furious fit was over, he put on a natty garment, let his hair and his 
beard grow as criminous perfons ufeto do;' he appeared not in publick, would not 
fhew h lmtelf unto the people, gave no entertainments at home, or had the leaft fymp- 
tom of a man in his wits : infomuch, that he teemed to be haunted by the ghoftsoi thofe 
he hadfo lately murdered. [/*/?/«. l>b* 36. cap. 4.] 

Attalus, having refigned the government of the kingdom to his nephew, betook 
himfelf to digingof Gaidens,iowihg of herbs, mingling the unwhbllofnones with the 
wholfbm ; to all of them he gave a tirifture otforne frayfonous juyce,and Cent them 
asrareprefentstohis friends, [id: Ibid,] Neither did he onely low arid plant hen- 
banc, and hellebore in the Kings Gardens,but alt6 hernlbCk, woolf-barie, and the herb 
doryehiuro, wherewith arrows arc Wont to be poyfoned : He ftudyed alfo to Know the 
nam; el of their jnyces, feeds, and fruits, and to gather them all in their proper feafon. 
r Pint Arch in Vemetrio.] We learn moreover by vafro, \_de re rufiic. tiff. I. cap. 2,] 
Colomella, [M, » . ca P. 1. 3 and Pliny [hb, 18. cap. 3-,] that he writ fome booksconcern- 
ing husbandry. 

AntibchusSidetespcrfecutedcxtteamly thofe Cities which had' revoked in the be- 
ginning oi his brothers reign, and having mattered 1 them, -joyne'd them to his own 
kingdom. [Iujtiit. lib. 3*. tap.i,'] . ■ . 

Ptolemei Euergetes the fecond, (or Phitcon) flew many of thofe Alexandrians which 
had called him firft into the kingdom, and banrthed no tmall number of thofe, who in 
their minority were brought up with 1 his brother Philomsfor ( with whom he had 
had fome differences) arid were 'now come to age. And having given licence to his 
forreidn foddiers to kill arid flay, a* they themfelves pteafed, all places dayly ftreamed 
with blood. [AM?* lib.it.tdp. to.es*theneus,lib.4.cap.i4.fin.]Motcovet, he divorced 
Cleopitfa heffeif, who -wis both his fitter and Wife, and having firft ravifhed her 
daughter, a virgin, toe* her to Wife; Thefe ftrange occurrences lb apalled the people, 
that fell- fear of death they quitted their Country, and went into bahiftirrient, fome to 
oneplice, fome to another, In fuch wife, that Ptblemei arid his company were left 
alone in to fpacious a City : and when he law that he w« a King of enrtpty houles ra- 
ther trim of metf,fre footed ftrangersby his edifts, W* 'b'd.1 And upon that ac- 
counrdreptertifhed' tnt.Cfc&sJhld lflarids with Grammarians, Philotbpliets, Geometri- 
cians, Mlffitiahs, Sdrjobl>fhiiters, Limhets, Phvfitiaris, and many bthet Artizans, who 
teachilff'theirart^ get their' living^ made many excellent men, whereby it came to 
paffe, knit the libef#ATts ahd Suehces,were again teftbred in thofe patts; the kribW^ 
ledge h eteof waslnrerVupted and grdwn but of date, bytealon of the continual! wars 
and ccWbuftibristha't happeriea inthe timw of Alexanders fuccellour^^/^^J^.j

And upon that 
ground, of thofe three different opinions, we thought it meet ro chute themid- 

In this Embaflie, Scipio,out of all his friends, took o;ie companion onely along with 
him, Who was not Cam Lelius (as it is read in the corrupt Copies of Aurel'us viftor, 
devirisillufirihs cap.tf.) but Panaetius the Philofopher.L(f/«ro«« Lucullo, Plutarch in 
Jpothgm. and inlb.de Philofophando cum Principibtu^out of Pofidomtu.hlt H'iftory .] To 
Whom Athenseus[y^. ".*" j>. 2 7>] falfely joynes Poftdomus the Stoic^ who was ;long af- 
ter him, as ihall be made appear in his proper place. Scipiohad in hit retinue five 
fervants onely* bytheteftimonyofPofidoniusandl ) olybius(fothatout of them both 
Valerius Maximus, who affigned feventohiro,and Aurelius Viftor, who allows two, 
are to be corre£tcd) and of thofe one dyed in the journy, y« would not Scipio buy ano- 
thet lervant , buc wrote home tor another to be tent from R.ome to fupply liis place of 
the deCeafed, [Athetiam lib. 6. c. 8. 'Plutarch in Apothegm.] fo that as he palled through 
the] Countries of Allyes and Strangers, they did not fo much count his llaves 
as his leverall viftories : neither was notice taken how great a weight of gold and filvcr 
he brought along with him, but of the extent of his greatneffe. L Valer, Maximtts, lib, 4. 

Foreigners repairing to Alexandria upon Pcolemei Euergetes his prodamation.the 
Amballadors of the Romans arrived there. [I»pn Lb. tf.eap. 8.] When Scipio came 
out of the (hip to land, he walked with his head covered with his cloak,,but the Alex- 
andrians flocking about him, defired him to unvayle his face, and dilcover himfelf 
to the people , for they had a great mind to behold him : which as toon as he 
condefcended unto , they Ihouted , and made great acclamations. [ Plutarch m 
Apothegm^ 

As tor the King himtelf, who came co meet the Ambaffadors, he feemed foraewhat 
rediculbus to the Romans, for he was of an horrid look, fhort ftature, twag belly, more 
like a beaft than a man : which uncomlineffe he made feem greater, by the thianeffe 
of atranfpaientgarmenr,asif he had contrived on purpofe to dilcover thofe things, 
which every modeft man would by all means polfible endeavour to have concealed ; 
for thus juftin out of Trogus Pompeius, [//*. 38. cap. 8.] hath defcribed the man, 
whom Athenaeus out of the feventh book of Polidonius the Stoick, hath reptefented 
unto us in this guiie,t//^. r*. cap. 37.] a»Natalis Comes hath interpreted him. Hi* bo- 
dy by reason of his luxury -was grown grojfe and foutc, and hit belly fo tig, that a man could 
hardly compajfe him with his arms, which forced him to wear along garment^ withfleeves 
down to his ancles. nor did be ever walk* fto^unleffe at this time, in rcfptUto Scipio-. who, 
obferving tbat the King, by rcalbn of this fluggHhnelfe and tenderneffe of body, 
could fcatcewirh great ftraining himfelf, keeppace with him, whifpered Panethius in 
the ear : Now the Alexandrians have reaped fome fruits from our travel hither, who,m civi- 
lity to m,have foen their King walking. {PlutArch in Apothegm.] from whence we may per- 
ceive, how well Dalccharapius,whotraiiflated Athena^, hath reared thole words, 
xfoii* mfiprn »<«> •» *>* S««l«r*, He never walked • o» foot , but Uarnng on his 

riie King entertained the Legates very nobly, and fhewed them his Palace and his 
Treafury. But they,being perfons eminent in vertue, contented tbemlelves With realo- 
nable dyer, and tuch as was holfome,fcorning that rich pravifion asprejudicall, both 
to the mind and body .• as for thofe things which the King cfteemed as rarities and ad- 
. mirable, they .onely glanced their eves upon them, and looked on them as things of no 
' valued bucwhat was worth their eying, thofe thingsthcy vie wed- molt exactly,™*. 
The equation of the City, and capacities thereof . and particularly Pharos, and what 
belonged ihereto: tlience they failed to Memphis, and took: notice of the good neile 
of the Country, t he conveniences of Nilus, the number of the Cities, the infinite thou- 
fands of inhabitants, the fortificarion of Egypt.and the excellency of the Country ,how 
well it was provided, both ro the tecurUy aud extent of an rEmpire. In brief, having 
fufficiently admired both the populoufnefle of Egypt, and^dic conveniences of the 
places therein, they were of opinion,that the kingdom of Egypc Would eaiily Iwell 
into a vaft Empire, if it were lb fortunate as to meet with maftcraanlweirable. Af- 
ter they had well viewed Egypt, tliey went to Cyprus, and from thence: into Syria. 
[Dwd.Sicul. Legate* j\ • ■■■ •'« < " . . 

ToMithridates EuergetcsKing of Pontus was born that famousMithndatcs^urnamed 
Diony fus otBacckus, and Eupat or, whereupon he called-the City which fie built E*pa- 
toria. iAppia*. in Mithridaup ,i?6 . $ 251.] But he was oojh born aiid bred in the 
City Sinope, and therefore held it allwayes in high efteem, and made it the Metropolis 
of trie whole kingdom* [Strabo lib. \*. pag. 545.J . 
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In the lame year that Mithridates was born, there appeared a great Comet, 
[Jufiinlib.^j.cap.i.'] The very fame which Seneca {peaks ot in lib. 7. cap.15.of his 
natural Qneltiotis. /» the time of ^ttalms his reign y there appeared a Comet, at the fir ft 
but finally but afterwards it elevated and fpread ttfelf 9 and came as far at. the Equinoctial 
circle^ fo that its extent equalized that region of the heavCB y whichwecallthemHkiewajf. 
Forweallow(with Eutropis [lib. 6.] and Orolius, \lib> 6.^.5.] who ufually follow 
Livy)to Mithridates 7 * years ot life s but if we had Caid with Appian, [ pag. 249.] that 
he lived onely 68 years, or 69 years, then this Comet had appeared attcr Attalu* was 
dead, and noc in his reign. 

Simon the High Prieft, and ruler of the Jews, traverfing the Cities of Judea, and 
providing tor their orderly government, came down with his ions, Mattathias and 
Judas to Jericho, in the 177 year of the kingdom oi the Grecians,the eleventh moneth,. 
which is called Sabal. There Ptolemei the (on of Abubus (Simon the High Priefts fon 
in law) entertained them in Doc Caftle which he had fortified. This Ptolemei being 
by his father in law appointed over the province of Jericho, and a very wealthy perfon, 
had a great mind to get the government of the Country to himlelf : whereupon, whilft 
he was treating Simon and his Ions with a banquet, where they had drank foracwhat 
freely, he with his army of Ruffians, whom he had placed in fome private place, enter- 
ed into the houle, and trcacheroufly ilew Simon and h is fons, and fomc of his fervants. 
[ 1 UMaccab. 16. 1 1, 17.] Jofephus relate*, how that Simon was ilain at a banquet by 
the treachery of his own (on inlaw,, alter he was let over the Jews juft eight years. 
[lb. 11. cap, 14,] But we gather out of the ftory ol the Maccabees, that he, after the 
deceafe of his brother Jonathan discharged the High Priefts office for the fpace of eight 
years and about three moneths. 

Ptolemei immediately after acquainted Antiochus Sidetes the King with this Villa- 
ny,defiring him that he would fend an army to his alfiftance ; and he would foon de- 
liver the Country and Cities oi the-Jews into his hands. [ tAiaccab.*6,iS,] This fo 
fudden intimation of that fa£t to the King.and the promife oi resigning upthe Country 
unto him,gives occaficn to fufpeft, that this bufinefle was not undertaken, but wiih the 
King* privity 5 and that that piace of honour which the traytour Co much afpired after, 
was before engaged unto him by the King,, as a reward of the enterprise, as Jacobus 
Salianus oblerves in the epitomie of his Annals t to which is to be referred that paflage 
inthePologueof the 36 book of Trogus Pompeius. Antiochus, after Hircanus was 
(lain, fubdued the few s. Hircanus the loo, falfely put for Simon the father; as on the 
contrary, Eufebius in Chronic, touching upon the hiftory, of theconqueft of Judea by 
hnuoch\i^m'ws t That he forced Simon the High Frieft to conditions t putting Simon the 
father, inftead of Hire anus [he ion. , IL „., 

This Peifidious Ptolemei fent other villaines to Gazara, to fupprize John (Hircanos) 
and to kill him: He trucked alfo with the Colonels of the Jewinfh Militia, and wrote 
letters unto them, whereby he made large promiles to them, if lobe they would revolt 
to h i< file. He dif patched others alfo, to feize upon Jerufalcro, and the mountain of the 
Temple: but one ran before to Gazara, and told John,,that his father andhisbre- 
thren were (lain, and that others were fent to do as much to him. John, allthough 
much aftonilhed at the fad news, perfecuted the murderers, by falling upon them 
firft; and fo was made High Prieft in the room oi his father, [ 1 Aiaceab. \6. 

Heiendsthe firft book of the Maccabees, containing the Hiftory of XL year-% 
whichjofephus continuing onwards, begins with an improbable relation : for fajes he, 
John Hircanus eleaped in the very nick to the City, and was received in by the people, 
who ftjut out Ptolomei, attempting to enter in at another gate ; that John after he had 
dilcharged the holy fer vices, led hi» arm) out of rhcCity againft Ptolomei, and (hut 
him up in the Fort Dagon, fituate above Jericho, that whilft John was endeavouring 
to reduce the fort, Ptolemei commanded to bring both Johns mother,and his two 
brothers, who were with him in theForr,and to fcourge them foundly with whips, 
rhreatning moreover to throw them down over the wall, except he defifted. That 
J ohn touched with commifetation of their hard ufage, grew fomewhat coolc and faint 
in his oppofition : and although, the mother very rclolutely exhorted the ion not to re- 
lent out of affection to her,but to doc what in him lay totake vengeance of the traytour, 
yet the hard ufage of his mother made fuch a deepimpreffion in his affections, that he 
furceafed his batteries as often asfie beheld his mother whipt.But the Sabbathical year 
coming on, in which the Jews rcfted from their works, as on the leventb day 
John railed his liege, and Ptolemei was fct at liberty : who, after he had killed 
Hircanus his mother, and brothers, flew to Zcno, firnamed Cotylas, who was 
govcrnour of Philadelphia. [lofephutlib.u of the war 7 cap.2. & l>b. 13. Antqmt. 
cap. 14, 15.]

All which Salianus in the lixth Tome of his Annals, convinces of a great d sal of va- 
riety, confidering the perfons, time and place, [ad jinn. Mundi. 3919. Soft. 5,6,7. &' 
i9 io.Se£t, 5, 6.] Where he well advifeth to take notice, That in the Sabbaticall year, 
the waging of war,or beliegingof Cicics,or railing of fortifications, was no where 
prohibited to the Jews, by the Law of God. To which we add moreover, That this 
year indeed was the Sabbaticall year, but it began not aftcr,Sut lour moneth; before,Si- 
oions death, w&.in the beginning of the CLXXVli year of the account of the 
fo»tratts,is appears by the lift of the Sabbaticall year, kept bythcjcwsthcmlclvcs to 
their very times. 

In the 43 year of the third Calipptck Period, on the a 9 day oi the hgyp.ian moneth, 
Mechis (on the beginning of the 24 day ofche Julian March) alter midnight, the 
Vernal Equinox was oblcrved by Hipparchus, \_ c Potlei» t tb.^.cap.z.'] and at the 
end of the fame year of the fame Period, the f ummcr lolltice was ailo obkrved by him , 
[Id. ibid.) , , , . . , 

Antiochus Sidetes, in the end of the fourth year of his rcign,and in the beginning of 
the firft of Hircanus, entred with an army into Judea,and having wafted the Country, 
forced Hiccanus to retire to the City Jerufalem and then laid liege to it, at leven pla- 
ces, having divided his whole army into feven brigades, that fo he mighc obfttuit all 
th? paflings to and fro of the belieged. ZJ°fipb. lib. 1 3 . cap. 1 6.] 

Scipio Africanus, and the other Roman Ambailadois, having travelled through 
very many parts of the world, were received generally with a great deal oi affeftion 
and love :wherefoever they came, they did their utmoft to compromlc differences, 
by reconciling fome, and perfwading others to yield to what was jolt and cquall : thole 
that were impudently refradory, they forced to a condefcention, and when they met 
with any caufes, which were fomewhat difficult to be decided, thole they referred to 
the Senate. And having had this commerce with divers Kings and people, and re- 
newed their ancient friendfhip and alliance with all of them, they returned home : 
Thofe whom they had vifited , difpatching Ambafladors to Rome , who ap- 
plauded the Senate for fending fuch men unto them. \DioAoriu Siculm. Legat. 
32. ] 

The liege of Jerufalem was prolonged, through the ftrcngth of the walls, and courage 
of the defendants : At laft, on the other fide ot the wall, where the pallage was more 
levell, Antiochus ere£tcd an 1 00 Towers, thtee llories high, and having placed in them 
bands of fouldiers, dayly attempted the walls. He made alio a double trench,both long 
and broad, fo that the Jews were fo ftraightly begtrted, that they could not get out any 
way. On the contrary, they within made often Callyes forth, and if at any time they 
found the enemies Camp any whit neglcfted in their guards, they fell upon them, 
but if ready for refinance, they retreated back to their holds. [ Jofephus hb. 13. 
cap. t6,] . 

Hircanus, after he had confidered how prejudicial the multitudes of them in the City 
would be unco him, by reafon of the unprofitable containing of the vi&uall, call 
the infirm-r route out of the walls, rcferviug onely fuch as were able to bear 
amies : But Antiochus would not fuller them to parte, lo that being iorced 
to wander about the walls, many ot them milcrably pcrilhed by famine, [Id. 
Ibid.] 

When the feaft of tabernacles was come, they took pity upon the excluded, and re- 
ceived them again into the City. They requeued ailo Amiochu--, that he would for 
their feaft fake grant a caffation of hoftility for leven dayes, which he did not onely 
indulge unto them, but alio brought, in great pomp, to the very gates ot the Cuy, 
Buls vvith guilded homes, and gold and filver Cups filled with all manner ot ipt- 
ccs : and having delivered facrificcs to the Pneits of the Jews, and made a 
feaft to the army, he returned to the Camp. L /J . Ibid, cum Plutarch m *Apo- 

Whenuponthcfettingof the Pleiade*, plentiful! fhowers had fupplyed the befieg- 
ed with water, (for want whereof they were much diftreffed betore,) and the Sabba- 
ticall year being now ended, if the Jews were hindrcd from lowing their grounds, a 
fami ne muft undoubtedly have followed : Hircanus, confidering Antiochus his juftice 
and piety, (ent AmbalTadots unto him,requ :fting him, that he would give them leave 
to live according to the laWJ of their forefathers. Many of the Kings friends preffed 
him to dcmolifli the City, and to put the whole nation ot th: J evvs to the fword, as be- 
ing a people unfociable, and fevered from all other nations by their peculiar conltitu- 
tions : or if not fo, yet they urged him at leaft to abrogate their laws, and force them 
to change their maimer of life, But the King, who was of a high Ipirir, and gentle in 
his behaviour, rejected their counfel,and approving the Jews piety, commanded, that 
the befieged Qiould deliver up their arms to bim,dilmantlethc City walls, pay ail cu^ 
ftoms due from Joppe.and the other Cities without Judea, and moreover, receive a 
J ** . Garnfon 
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Garrifon into them: upon their conditions he would concjude a peace with them. They 
contented to all the Kings propofitions,excepting that one of receiving in a Garrflbna- 
mongft them, in regard that they would avoide all commerce with ftrangers. In leiu 
of that, they chole rather to give hoftages, amongft whom Hircanus his own brother 
mould be one, and 500 talents befides ; whereof, 300 were paid down prefenrly after; 
fo they threw down the battery from the wall, and raifed the fiege, and discharged 
the Jews of all impeachments. [ J"f f ph, ibid, cum Vledor. Sicul. lib. 34, in Bibliotbeca, 

Hircanus having opened the Sepulchre of David, which was the richelt of all the 
King , took thence 3000 talents : in confidence of this treafure,he began to entertainc 
forreign auxiliaries, which never any of the Jews did before : fo Jofephus, [ lib. Bell: 1. 
cap. 2. lib. 3. tAtntiquit. cap. i%.& lib. 13. cap. 16. &lib i6.cap. 1 1. ] of this, [fee 
Salianus his cenfiuc> Tern. £ of his Annals in the year of the World, 3921, Se5V. 

In the firflyearof Hircanus Matthias, furnamed Apblias the fon of Simon Pfellus, 
Prieftof the courfe of Joarib, had by the daughter of Jonathan the High Prieft, Mat- 
thias lurnamed Curtus,the great grandfather of Jofephus the H 'ftorian, -as he himfelf 
fticws in the beginning of the book of his life. 

P. Africanus, and Caius Fulvius, being Confuls, there arofea fervile war,fL°m the 
fervants in Siciiia.[£/V./j£. 56, Julius ObfequenSyde prodigHs.] It was commenced by 
one Eunrsafervant,aSyrian, born in the City Apemea, a man much addi&ed to 
magicall incantations, and jugling. He faigned hinriell to have received the know- 
led ge of future events, by the infpiration of the gods, firft appearing to h im in h'S fleep, 
but afterwards, when he was awake. And allthough he failed in many of his progno- 
stication and prcdi£tions,yet becaufe in fome he hit right by chance, no body objected 
h : serrours,bucfor his true predictions, they were diligently noted and applauded, fo 
that his name began to be cryednp more and more amongft men. At laft, feigning 
himfelf mad, whilft he pretended the ceremonies of the goddefle of Syria, and gave 
one. That fhe had appeared unto him in his fleep, and promifed to promote him to 
kingly honour, he flirrcd up the fervants to appear for their liberty, and to take up 
arm, by the command of thegods-, and to prove that this was no defrgnc of hisown 
head, but proceeded firflr from the inftigation of the gods.- he concealed in his mouth 
a nutlbcll, crammed with fulphur and fire, (othat his breath caufed him to fen J out a 
flafhof fiie as often as he (pake. This very miracle raifed him two thoufand' men at 
tuft, of the ordinary fort, which he improved in aninftant to an army of 40 thou- 
fand , having broken open the prifonsby law of arm*. Hereupon, Euiitis was by the 
flavc* created Ktagj who after the Crown was fet upon bis head, and his wife (who 
wasalfaa Syrian, and hi^ fellow Citizen) proclaimed Qjieen,chofeoutof the whole 
company, fome that fecmed wiler than the reft, to be oi his councel,ftiling himfelf 
Anciochus, and his aflbciates, the revolting Syrians* Thcfe fellows fucceded fo fortu- 
nately, that Cleon, another- flave, was encouraged by thefe fucceffes, to raife an army 
alio, he was born in Glicia,not far from Mount Taurus, an high- way robber from his 
yout). But Ik luhmiucd himfelf upon Eunus his bare command, who as King made 
Ivm his General, in tcgard he had an army of 5000 of his own fouldiers (oral it is in 
Livy his Epicomicjoooo.) This wa> done about 30 dayei after the firft breakingout of 
the rebellion : which becaufe the Pretors were not able to quell it, was turned over to 
C. Fill viu • the Conful. [Diodor. Sicul. lib. 34. in Thotii. Bibliotheca. cod. 244. & Excerptu. 
II. Vukfi'^pag. 3^9,570. Liv. lib, 56.Moruj)lib.$,cap.i9,] Ths prefident caufed the 
liked deem ion of fuv.s in fome other places, particularly at Delos, [Diodor.Sicul.ut 
/'>/>.] in which J fluid there was liich a fhop of flaves, that it could take in and put off 
agahmyriadesot them in a day ; infomi>ch,thac icgrcwintoa proverb, ^Merchanty 
pat in hiher , jet forth your JIavcs , jou pj all fell them all off immediately \Strabo, lib. 14. 
669.2 

Sl ipio Africanu^thc other Conful, was marched into Spain, to put an end to the Nu- 
maniine war, whither 'King Attalui fent unto him out of Afia verycoftlyprefcnts, 
as wefnd it in CiccrosO;ation,in the behalf of D^jotarus, which Scipio took in the 
fight of hi ; army. Tne like was done by Antiochus Sidetes, as appears in the Epitome 
of Livics 5 7 book : Tloough it was the fafhion of other Generalls to conceal* Kings gratuities^ 
yet Sclfo fttd , he would receive the rich gifts which Antiochus Sidetes fent him in open 
Court : and commanded moreover the treafurer to regifter them all In the publicly "ta- 
bles , th.tt fo he might have wheremthall to reward the gallantry of his Soul- 
dlert. 

Attains, the laft King of Pergamus in Afia,called Philometor, having given himfelf 
over to the working in art of braf*,and being much delighted in making of inftruments, 
and melting and tramping of braffe; at laft, let upon making a Sepulchre for his mo- 
ther : but being too intent of the work, he caught a furfet by rcafon of the violent heat 
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of the furnace, and died the feventbday after ; [ J*ftin t lib. •&. cap. 4. ] 

Eudemus of Pergamus brought Attalus his Will to Rome, and delivered to Tibe- 
rius Gracchus the tribute of the people, the King of Pergamus his Crown, and Purple 
Robes, IPltttarch iufiberjGracch.] In the Will was written; Let the people ef Rome be 
the heir tfmy goods . So that the people of Rome , reckoning the kingdom as part of the 
Kings goods, held that Proviuce, not by force qi armsj but by venue of the Will, 
lFloriu t l<b.2.cap.20.] Whereas Afia by the YVill ot Attalus the King, was fo be- 
queathed to the people of Rome ( if fo be it was bequeathed ) thac it ought to be free, 
[ Liv, Ob. 59.3 Indeed the Romans are charged with the counterfeiting of this Will in 
Mithridates his letter to Arfaces, in the fourth of Salufts Hiftory. And that they were 
not lawful heirs to Attalus Horace himfelf gives a private hint: a* Acron hath ob- 
ferved in his notes upon the 1 8 Odt of the fecond book of Vertcs* 
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Ignotm hares regiam occupavi : 
Neither have I as anobfcurehe.r invaded 
^Attaint his Court, 

Tiberius ScmpronUis Gracchus,defirousto purchafc unto himfelf the peoples favour, 
ordained by the agrarian law ( which f*rom him was called the Sempronianlaw) that 
land in Afia fhould be farmed out by the Roman Cenfors : and to that end publifhed 
a law to the people ; That as foon as* rhe money bequeathed by King Attalus was 
come, it fhould be divided amongflthe Citizens, who were by tbe Sempronian law to 
rent the lands, towards the managing of their farms, and providing inftruments of hus- 
bandry. As tor the Citiesof the kingdom of Attalus, he denied that the Senate had 
any thing to do with them, and thac he intended to referthemtoanaflemblyofthe 
people, L C ,ctr0 * Verrin, a. Liv .lib. 58. flutarchjn Ttb, Graccb. Orof lib. 5. cap. 8. ] But 
becaufe in an aflembly of the tribunes held that Summer, it was moved, thac he might 
be continued Tribune of the people for the year following, lie was ftabbed in the Capi • 
to), by the defignment of P» Cornelius Nafica, the PontifexMaximus, [Appian. Bell. 
Civil, lib. 1 . pag. 3 5 8. ] Scxvola and Pifon being Confuls, [ tAfcon. Pedian. in Virrin, 2 .] 
the fa me Summer in which Attalus died. 

Ariftonicus fallely pretending his deicent from the Blood Royal, asfayesVeliius 
Paterculus; indeed the IbnotKingEumenes, and the brother of Attalus deceaicd, 
though not by lawful wedlock, but by an Ephefian Curtefan, the daughter of a Mufi- 
tian, invaded Afia in right of his father. Moft of the Cities (living formerly under 
kingly government ) he eafily perf waded to be of his fide ; and thofe few which tor 
tear ol the Romans ftood out againft him, he reduced by force, [ Liv. Lb 59. fillet. *Pa- 
tercul. lib< a. cap. 4. Straboylib, 14. pag . 646, Flor. Lb. 3. dap. »o. Juftm. lib. §6. cap, 4. 
Vlutarch^fnb,fn.Vit*.T,Q.fUmmin, sAppian, Bell, Qivil. lib. I. pag. $60. & Mnbri- 
datic. pag, a 1 2 . Sutrop. lib. 4. ] 

The hrft place which he wrought to a revolt, was a little town called Leucas : buc 
he was toon thruft out thence upon a defeat given him by the Ephefiansinafea- 
fight near Cuma, [ Strah, ut fupr. ] 

From then Ariftonicus marched into rhe midland, where hedrew together a nume- 
rous company of beggarly petfons, and flaves, whom he incited to ftand up for their 
liberty, and whom he called Hcliopolitans, [ id. ibid. ] Whatfoever flaves had the hap 
to live inder hard matters, quitted their fcrvices,and ran away to him •■ and gave great 
overthrows to many Cities, [_ D'*d. Sicul. in Excerpt, Valeft\ pag, 36*.] Ariftoncus firft 
fet upon Thiatira, next (eized upon Apollomas, and afterwards the other Garrifons, 
[ Strabo, ut fupr, ] Myndus, Saraos, Colophon, he took by ftorme, [ Flerut lib. t, 
cap. lo,] 

To ftop his careerc, all the Cities round about fent their Forces: Nicomedes king 
of Bithynia, AriarathesotCappadocia,Phyl«menesot Paphlagonia, and Mithridates 
of Pontus , brought their fupphes to the Romans againft him. Moreover , five 
Legates came from Rome, [ Straboy urfupr. cum Jnjlm. lib. 37. cap. 1 &Eutrop, 
l'b. 4.] 

In the 38 year under king Euetgcts, ( the fecond, or Phyfcon, the Epoch of his 
reign, being taken from the time he began to reign with his brother Philometor, con- 
cerning whichlee above *d an* Muudi, 3835.) Jefug the fon of Sirachborn at Hieru- 
falem, coming into Egypt, and refuting there, tranflated the book ot his Grandfather 
Jefus( called by the Greeks Pauaretosyind Scclefiaftkus) cut of Hebrew into Greek, 
as he himfelf fhews in the Preface to his tranflation : which very book>Heiromein 
his 11 * . Epifh fayes, he hath (een in the Hebrew, with this inscription. The parables of 

Jefiufon pfSirach. 

P. Rupiliu?, being raifed from the condition of a Sicilian Publican, to the honour ot 
Rrt Confulfhip, 
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Confulfhip, quelled the infurreftion of the ilaves in Sicily,£ Liv. llbx 59. eAfcon. P«ii4». 
^m». 4, fU/er. Maxim, lib. 2. <^. 7. & lib. 6. cap. 9. ] At his beficgeof Taurominium, 
he took prifoner Comanus,Cleons brother, as he was dealing .out of the City : and a 
while after, upon Sarapion the Syrians betraying the Fort unto, him , he feized upon 
all the fugitives in the City : whom after he had put upon the rack, he tumbled 
down headlong. From thence he marched to Euna, where he encountred with Cleoa 
the General, who marched out of the City to fight him: Cleon behaved himtelfvery 
gallantly, and received many a wound before befell : as loon as the General was (lain, 
that City alio was betrayed unto the Conful. As for Eimus,the king of the Rebels, he 
took along with him 600 of his men and efcaped as faft as he could to the craggy 
mountains for his iecurity ; where for fear of the purfuers they crept into caves, from 
whence, he and four more of his company were dragged out^and caft in prifon at Mor- 
gantina, where he lay fo long, until his body putrified and relolved intohce. A lamen- 
table death it wa%buthisraftienterprilesdeierved no better, £ Diedor. Sicul.lib. tf.in

In the 8 year of Antiochus Sidetes, about 1 o of the clock in the forenoon, on the n 
day of the moneth Peritius, or February, there happened an earthquake ac Antioch in 
Syria ; as may be gathered out of the Chronicles of John Malela of Antioch. 

L. Valerius Flaccus, and P. Licinius Craflus, being Confuls, it was propounded to 
the people, whom they would be pleafed to alfign tor the managing of the war againlt 
Arifbnicus : Craflus the ConIul»and Pontifex Maxim.thrcatncd to fet a fine upon Flac- 
cus who was his Collegue in the Confulfbjp, and Mars' his Flamen, iflo be he left the 
holy fcrviccs. The people took off the fine, yet enjoyned the Flamen to obferve the 
Pontilex: Yetfor all that, the people would by no means give their content* that the 
managing of the war fliould be committed to a private pcrton : although Scipio Afri- 
canus were the man they pitched upon,who the year before had triumphed over the 
Numantians ; but voted the war fliould beentrufted rather toCrafluttheConful^han 
to Africamu who was but a private pcrfon,[ £V«n?, »» Philippic. 1 1 . 3 And fo the Pon- 
tifex Max. (which was more than ever was done before) went out of Italy, [2»w. 

Arttiochus Sidetes marched with his army againft Phraatcs,who fucceeded his bro- 
ther Arfacides, or Mithridates,inthe kingdom of Parthia : his defign was to fetch 
back his brother Demetr us Nicator. Phraates had twice taken him as he was fleeing 
away* and fent him back into Hircania to his wife Rhodoguna and hischildren : not 
out of commifcration towards them, or refpeft of his own alliance to them, butbe- 
caufe he afpired to tlr kingdom of Syria, and therefore might make ule of Demetrius 
againlt Antiochus his brother, as occafionfhould (erve, and the event of the war re- 
quire Whereupon Antiochus thought it bed to begin firft, and therefore led his ar- 
my, which he had already hardened in the wars which he had with hisneighbpurs, 
into Media againft the Parthians, [.»?»*. Lb. 38. tap. 9, *o, & /»*, 4*. cap. t ,Liv. 
lb. 59. tAthemui, lib. 10. cap. 12. & lib. 12. tap. 19. *Appi**. Sjriac. pag. 

13*. 1 

But his preparation for luxury was not lefle, than that for the war: for 300 (Oro- 
fius 2oo).houfand fcullions followed his army,which confifted of 8o(Orofiu; faith 100) 
rhoufand men : The greater number of them were Cooks, Bakers yand Stage-players, 
r f»JtinM.i%xap>to.] Antiochos entertained conftantly every day fuch a multitude 
of gueft f , that betides what was eaten at table, and taken off by heaps, every oik of the 
guefts carried away with them whole joynts of meat untouched; fefh of four-footed 
beaft% fowles4ea-fiih,rcady dreffed : there was moreover provided much fweec-mcats, 
madeof candid honey,many coronets of frankincenfe and myrrhe,with knots and rib- 
bands of Gold, which being let down at length, were as high asa man, [ Pofidon.Apa- 
mtus, Hrtoriar. lib. 1 4. apui Athtntum, lib. $.cap. 9. & lib. 1 2. cap. 19.] The fouldiery 
imitating this his blind and mad profufeneffe, dravc filver nailcsintothefolesof their 
(hoes i they prepared alfo filvcr veflcls for kitchin (ervice, and adorned thctr tents 
with woven Imagery. All which might rather feem a booty to encourage the enemy, 
than be a means to retard and flackenthc hands of a couragious man topurfuea ri- 
&ory, [ Paler. Maxim, lib. 9. cap. I . & Iufiitt. Lb. 3 8. cap. 1 o. ] 

Asfoonas Antiochus was come into thofe parts, many of theEaftern Kings ten- 
dered themfelves and their kingdoms unto him, curling and devoting the infofcneics 
of the Parrhians : Neither was it long before he engaged the enemy. Antiochus ha- 
ving had the better in three feveral battles, and being teized of Babylonia, began to be 
in fome repute: fo that the Parthians had nothing left but their own Country, the 
people generally falling off from them to Antiochus, [ InJHm. lib. 3 t.cap. 10. 3 

In this expedition, John Hircanus the Jews High Prieft and Ruler, followed Anti- 
ochus with his fupplies : ofwhomNicholaus Damafcenus hath related this paflage in 
his general Hiftory. Antiochus having ere&ed a Trephie near the Xiver Ljttts % where he 
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overthrew. Indateiythe 'Parthians Generally tarrjed there twodajes upon Hircanus the Jew 
his entreaty, becau ft it happened that one of the Jews folemne fefiivals fell out at that very 
time, during which, it\was not lawfullftr the lews u travell. It Was the feaft of Penticoft, 
which drew on after the Sabbath : all which time the Jews were prohibited to take 
any journey. [Iofephstsylib.i^ cap. 16.3 When that was over, Johri having over- 
thrown the Jijrcan'i, in battle, and from thence obtained the name Hytcanns, 
(as is fuppofed by Eufcbius in his Chronicle , and S:verus Sulpicid?* in the 
tecond Book of his Holy Hiltory. ) returned home again with a great deal of 
honour. 

P. Craflus the Conful, coming into Alia, to quell King Aiiftonicus^ by his 
great induftry, grew (o expert in the Greek tongue, that he knew it riioft 
exactly, as it is divided into its five Diale&s , which procured him a great 
deale of favour and love amongft the Allyes, when they faw he returned 
anfwer to their demands, in the very fame Dialeft that they themfelves 
made the'f iddreffes in. [ Voter. LMaxtimB , lib. 8. cap. 7. JgumWaii. lib. it. 
cap.t.y- ••'"■■■ ■ " 

When the fame Craflus was preparing to lay his fiege to Leucas, and want- 
cdaftriongandlargebeamtoraakeaRammcof, to batter the walls ot the Town; 
be wrote to the chief Carpenter of the Moleatenfes, Who were confederates and 
Allyes of the Romans , That of two Maftcs which he had fcen there » he fliould 
be fure fo lend him the biggeft. The Carpenter, under (Handing wherefore he de- 
fired the Made, did not, as he was bid, feud the greater, but the lefle, (uppofmg 
it more fit for the purpofe, andeaficf for carriage : Craflus ordered him to be (;nt 
for* and when he had demanded, how chance he had not fenc that Made which he 
required, npt r weighing his eXcufcs and reafons, commanded him to he ftript>and 
whipt : being tit Opinion, that all regard and refpett due to fuperiours would loon de- 
cay and Vatiifh* if id be a man might be fuffered to anfwer a command, not with that 
obediehce which is expected , but with an officious giving his advice. [ %* t Gcll. lib. 
I. cap;ii.\ 

Antiochus Sidetes, in regard of his great number, divided his army into winter quar" 
ters through the' Cities : which upon the exacting of free quarter, and the mifdeamour 5 
ofthefcnihiery,fellofffromhim,[/M/?i»/^.38.f4p. 10.] where above all others, A :he- 
iikus, one of Antiochus his Captains, was intolerably inlolent into whatfocver quarters 
he czme.[Diodor.SicHl.tn Exeerpt.VateJsi.pag, 374,] 

P, Craflus, Pfpconful of Afia, notwithftanding he was very ftrong, what with 
hi> own forces , and the fupplies fent him from the Kings of Bithynia , Pontu, 
Cappadocia* and Paphlagonia, yet at the end of the year, adventuring to en- 
gage the enemy before he had put his men in a pofture to fight, was overcome, 
and after a great (laughter of his men,his army was forced to five : As for himielf, he 
fellintothe hands of the eneray,being taken near Leucas, between Elca and Smyrna, 
by an ambufli of Thracians, whereof Ariftonicus had good (lore in Garrifon. 
But the Conful, remembring of what family he was defcended, and that he was a 
Romanrfhruft the ftick,with which he uled to guide his horfe,into theeyc of the Thra- 
cians, who had the charge of him, who being enraged by realon of the pain and an- 
guifli, run his Iword into Craflus his fide : thus by contriving a way to dye, he avoided 
Both difgrace and fervitude. His head was prefenced to Ariftonicus, and his body 
interred at Smyrna. \hiv.Ub. ^9.Vellei Patarcnl.lib,2.Strabo. lib. 14. pag. 6^6,Valet.

M. Perperna Conful, who fucceeded Craflus, hearing of his death, and the over- 
throw of the Roman army, made what fpced he could into Afia : where he fur- 
prized Ariftonicus, keeping, as it were, holyday for his late conquefl> and put him 
to flight , not having at that time his forces about him. He efcaped to Stratonice, 
whither the Conful halted after him, and laid fuch clofefiege to the City, that he 
forced it to refign for want of provifion ; he took Ariftonicus prifoner , and kept 
him in bonds, [Liv.Tatercul. Strabo, Floras, Iufi.n,Orof. Eutrop, m fupra % Valer. Max. 
lib. 3. tap, 4.] 

Beiofius Cuma , who after the death of Tiberius Gracchus, (whom he fo 
highly eftcemed, that if he had commanded tvm to fet fire to the Capitol j he 
profefled he thought it no fhame to have put it in execution) went from Rome! 
to Ariftonicus into Afia : when he faw how Arifton cus his affaires, went backwards^ 
he flew himielf. [Plutarch inTib.Graccho.] 

Jult before the taking of Ariftonicus, news was brought to Rome, how the 

imageof Apollo at Cuma wept for four dayes together : the (outhfayers were fo apal-

When Arfaces (To Phraates wascalled by the general name of thcKirtgsof Parthia) 
interred thedeid corps of Antiochus , Pofidomus of Apamea,inthei6bookorhis 
Hiftorics, [according -to Athentm, lib. io.cap. i».] reports that he laid, reproving 
his debauchery; Ihy wine, O Antiochus , and thy two great confidences have decei.

Alter Antiochus his funerall was over, which Phraates d ifcharged in a Princdy 
manner, he was enamoured with Demetrius his daughter , whom Antiochus had 
brought along with him, and took her to wife rand now he began to repent of rus 
fending Demetrius away, wherefore he diipatchedin all haft fome troups oiHotle 
to letch him back again; who found Demetrius, fearing fome luch thing, featcd in the

John Hircanus took Adora, and Mariffa, Cities of Idumea : and having fubducd 
all the Idumeans, enjoyned them circumcifion, under penalty of quitting their, manfi- 
ons : Buc they, out of love to their native Country, admitted bqtt> .circurocifion, anil 
all other Jewifh conftitutions : and from that time forward, they werereckoheda- 
mongft the Jews, [Iofeph.Antiquit.Lb.

In the ninth year of Htrcanus bis High Priefthood>and reign, Alexander the fon 
ot Jaton,Numenius,fbnof Antiochu',' and Alexander, fon of Dororheus, Ambafla- 
dors tor the Jews, prcfented the Senate with a Viall and Buckler of gold, valued 50 
thoufand Crowns in eftimation, as a testimony of their ancient amity with the people 
ot K.ome : who, after they had received letters to thefrce Citiei and Kings, to pafle 
lecurely thorough their Countriesand Ports, returned home. A Copy ot this decree 
of the Senate is extant in Jofephus, [//*. 14. cap. 1 6.] upon afar different occafion : For 
whereas, Jolephus had laid before, That upon Julius Cacfars letters, a Decree was ob- 
tained! giving licence to Hi.rcanus the fecond, tor the repairing of the walls of Jeiufa- 
lcm, which Pompcus had demolilhed ; I know not through what over(ighc*he (ub- 
joyned this Decree inftead of the other, which did no whit concern the repaire of the 
wills or Jerulalem: and yet he faies, this was done in the ninth year of Hyrc anus his 
H'ghTrieftbooda»drcig*jHtke moneth <P*nem, when asthc Afts themfelves confirm 
mis Decree to be publithcd ™ the ldesof Deccmbcr> (which fall upon the Julian Septem- 
ber and the Macedonian Hyperberetous.) But it Cxlarhad procured that Decree 
10 favour of Hircanus the fecond, then the a 7 year of Hircanus Ihould have been fet 
down, rather than the ninth, and of his reign none at all : for Jofephus himfelf fhcwi 
in the tenth Chapter of the fame book, that Gabinius had deprived him ot his ibve- 
ramty, and left him onely the High Priefts office.That Decree therefore is to be referred 
to the ninth year ot Hircanus the firft, at' which time the JewUh Common- wealth 
was a free Hate, and confederate with the people of Rome, and not to the ninth year 
of the fecond Hircanus, in whole time it was conquered, and *made tributary unto 
them. . 

In the abfence of King Demetrius Nicator, firft the Ahtiochians, for hispride, 
which was grown intollerable by his conversion, with the cruell Paitbians, and pre- 
fcntly after the Apameans , and the other Cues of Syria , encouraged by their 
examples, revolted from them. [J*/?/», lib. 39. cap. 1.3 Demetrius having 
received intelligence ot the revolt was forced to quit Egypt, and march back into 
Syria. 

Cleopatra the Egyptian Queen, having loft her beft bid work, (Demetrius Ni- 
cator ) (h pped all her goods , and made what haft (he could into Syria , unto 
her daughter Cieopatra the Syrian, aud Demetrius her fon in law. \l»fi'mm 
fupra.) 

And becaufc Demetrius was every whit as odious to the Syrians, generally, as he was 
to the touldcry, they tent unto Ptolemei Phyfcon, defiring him that he would afligne 
fome one defcended trom Selcucus, whom they might appoint as King over them. 
U'fifb. ib.ii. cap, 1 7.] He tent u. jco them ip Egyptian youth, the Con of Protarchus a 
Merchant, who was to leize upon the Kingdom of Syria by force ot Arms, having made 
a very formal ftory, how he had been adopted into the blood-royall by King Anti- 
ochus: as for the Syrians, they would very gladly fubmit to any King whatfoever* 
rather than live any longer under Demetrius his infolency, [J*/'». M. $9.c*p. 1. J Por- 
phyrins relates, how that this youth was fent as the fon of Alexander, (Bala, viz,, who 
was reported to be the fon of Antiochus Epiphanes) and.ihat lie was called Alexander 
himfelf, but the Syrians i urnamed h im Zibina , becaufc he Was generally reputed to be 
one of Ptolemies flaves, which he had purehafed, [ m Grac.Eiijeb. Scalig. pug, »2 7 .] to 
(peak truth W3iamong(t the Syrianshgnifies both boughtznd redeemed t neithcrdid 
this fubftitured King difdaine the memory of his being bought, but allwayes retained 
it upon his coyn, which bare this inlcnption, AAES anapoy zebennoys 
BasIaedz.' 

When this new King was come with his numerous (upplies out of Egypt, it is report- 
ed, That the relicksalloof Antiochus Sidetcs, who was flain by the King of the Par* 
thians, were fent into Syria in a filver Coffin, robe interred there ; which were recei- 
ved with a great deal otobferva nee both by the Cities and King Alexander himfelf. 
This ingratiated him very much with the Countrymen ; who verily believed the 
teats he flicd at the folemnity were not counterfeit but rcall# [ Ufiin. Lb. %9, 
cap. 1.] 

Both the armies engaged about Damafcus, and Demetrius Nicator was worfted, 458$, 
whoobfervinghow he was environed with difficulties, withdrew out of the fight, and 
made what haft he could to his wife Cleopatra, at Ptolemais, but (he (hut the gates 
againfthim. Being thus deferted by his wife and his font, with a very (mall retinue 
he made to Tyrus, hoping the Temple might be his SanStuary, and protection. 
[Id. ib.vith Jofephus and Porphyrins^ in the places above cited,]

W Selcucus Demetriu S ,Nicators fon,wichout leave of his mother Cleopatra, feized up- 
ontheCrown, and reigned one year in Syria, [Liv^b.eo.Porphyr^Guc.E.feb. 

^Alexlnder Zebinas, with much adoe, vanquijhed Antipater, Clonius, and ^ropus 
threeofhismofteminentCommanders, who had revolted from him, and fe.zedthe 
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City Laodicea. Yet he expreff ed a great deal of gallantry towards them, after he had 
taken them prifoner-% and in the dote, pardoned the apoftacy of jhem all * tor he was 
naturally of a mild diipofirion, add pleafing temper, and of a wonderful affability in alt 
his meetings anddifcourfes; fotfttt hereby he was extremely beloved of all men, 
£ Diod, Sic til. in Excerpt. Vale fit ^ pdg.ffl . ] 

Mithridates Euergetes, King or Pontus,and Armenia the lefle, made away by the 
treachery of fomeot his intimate acquaintancedeft hiswifeandhisfonstofucceed him 
in the kingdom. But Mithridates, firnaracd Eupator,the elder brother of the two, laid 
claimfc to the whole kingdom for himfelf, [ Strabo, lib. 10. pag. Wyicumjuflin. lib. 37. 
cap. i . ] For foon after, he clapt his mother ( whom his father haddefigned joynt part- 
ner with h im in the kingdom ; into prifoo, and kept heir there in bbrids,who, by rcafon 
of that hard ufage, and long imprifbnment, ended her dayes there: So UVLemmn [ in 
Excerpt, PbotH,c4p.$t.] As for Mithridates himfelf , : " Saluft reports in his Hiftory, 
That he was a very child when he firft edtred the kingdom, having made his way, by 
poyfoning of his mother, [ Serv\us\n Vtrg. lib, 6.^Ene'rd. ] . t - 

Strabo affirms, That Mithridates was eleven years of age? when he fucceeded his fa- 
ther in the kingdom ; Memnon thirteen : we have chofenthe middle year, and ac- 
count him 12 years old; following Eutropitu, who tells us, Thar hi reigned <Jo years, 
and lived 72. although Pliny, [Ub.2l.cap,2.] allotshimbut 56 years of reign, and 
Appiin 5 7» [ VicLfupr. ann. Mundi 3 86 8.] 

As there appeared a Comet in the year in which Mithridates was born, fo there ap- 
peared one alio in the firft year of his reign,which fhined fo night and day for 70 days 
toget li er, that the whole heaven feemed to be all a fire. For both the tayle of it cover- 
ed the fourth part of the heaven (or 45 degrees of the upper Hemifphcre) arid out 
vyed the Sun in brightneflc : andalfoits riling and felting took up thefpace of four 
hours, Q Jttfi'm. Lb. 37. cap. 2. ] 

In Syria, Cleopatra ftruck her fon Selcucus thorough witha Dart, either becaufehe 
had feized upon the Crown without her confent, or fearing lead he fhould in time re- 
venge his father Demetrius his death, or beeaufefhe her (elf managed all thingswfth 
thefamefuryandviolenceashedid. Having thus difpatched Seleucus, fhefec upin 
his room her other fon bj Demetrius, Antiochus Grypus, whom the had fent to Athens 
to receive his education i inverting him wirh the Title of King, but referving to her 
fclf the wholepower and authority, [ Ltv.lib, 60. Inftin.Ub. y).cap. 1. Appian. Syriac. 
P a g-tl 2 -2 But Porphyrins hath intimated, how that Seleucus being depofed by his 
mothers treachery, Antiochus the younger brother fucceeded in the Kingdom, in the 
fccondyearoftheCLXlV Olympiade, [ inGr&c. Emfeb. Scaliger.pag.tz-j,] adding 
withal, that he Was not onely called Grypus, but Philometor alfo : which later firname, 
Jofephu^ alfo gives unto him, [Ub, x 3. cap, 10. ] 

Alexander Zebwas,puffed up with profperous fucceflcs,began now by his infolcncie 
to defpife Pcolemei himfelf,by whofe means he wasadvanced to the kingdom. Where- 
upon Ptolemei reconciled himfelf to his filler Cleopatra, and endeavoured what in him 
lay, to ruine Alexanders kingdom, which he had never been able to obtain, had not 
Pcolemei fent him fupplies out of his malice to Demetrius. To that end, he fent a very ' 
confidei able force to Grypus,and profered his daughter Tryphena to him in marriage, 
that fo he might draw feveral people to fide with his fon in law ; not onely becaufe of 
the confederacy and affociation which had formerly been between them, but alfo by 
vertue of this his new relation and alliance, which proved accordingly * for when all 
few how Grypus was fumifhed with as much ftrength as Egypt could levy, they began 
by degrees to fall off from Alexander, [ Infi'm. lib, 39, cap . 2 . ] 

Alexander,not being very confident of the multitude, both in regard of their raw- 
nefs in martial afiairs,as alfo their natural inconftancy,and hankering after innovations, 
would not adventure upon a pitcht field : but having firft collc&ed the Kings Trca- 
furics and pillaged the Temples, refolved by night wfteal away into Greece. Bur, 
whilft he attempted,by the help of fomeof his Barbarians,to plunder Jupiters Temple, 
be was feized upon, and himfelf and his whole army had like to have been cut off. But 
he foon elcaped out of their hands, and made towards Scleucia : but the Seleucians 
having heard aforehand the bruite of his facrilcdge, fhut their gat esagainft him : fail- 
ling there of hispurpofe, he went to Pifidium. and never after departed from the fea 

coaft, [ Diodor. Stent, in Excerpt, Valejii, tag. 378. 1 

Ac length Antiochus Grypus, and Alexander Zebinas engaged in a fight, in which 
Alexander was worfted, and forced to efcape to Antiochia. As foon ashe came thi- 
ther, being in difheffc for monies wherewith to difcharge the fouldiers pay, he gave 
order to take out of Jupiters Temple, the Statue of Victory which was of beaten gold, 
varnifhinghisfacriledgewitha jeft; for, (aid he, Jupiter hath lent me ViUory. A few 
dayes after, having fet his fouldiers to pull down the Image of Jupiter himfelf, although 
fo, as not to make any hubbub ; yet he was furprized by the common people in the 
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aft, and forced to flee for it : Being in a grievous tempeft at fea, and divided from his 
company, he tell amongft Pirates, who took him prifoner, and delivered him up 10 
Grypus, by whom he was put to death, [ Iufim, lib. 39. cap. z.] Jolephus reports, 
That he was flain in a fight w:th Grypus, [lib. iy. cap, 17.] Porpnyrkr, That he 
poifonedhimfelfupondifcontencfor the loffeof his army, in the fourth year of the 
CLXIV Olympiad,!, in Grac. Enfeb. Scalger. pag. 227. ] * 

Cleopatra upon regret that her ho x>ur was likely to be fomewhat impaired by the 
victory which her fon Antiochus Grypus had obtained over Alexander Z-oinas, pre- 
sented him as he came ab exercitatione ( an ab exercitu * ) from the excrcite, ( or rather 
from the army ) with a cup of poifon. But Grvpus, having had fome intimation of the 
treachery before hand, pretended refpeft to his mother, defired her to drink firft, and 
upon her refufal, urged hec with much importunity. Ac laft he charged her with the 
defign of poifoning him, and fets before her the party that difcoveied it to him : telling 
her, That ihe had no other plea left for her innocency , then to drink her felt, whac ihe 
had prepared for her fon. The Qiieen was forced to yeild, fo that ihe her felt periftied 
by that fame poifon, which fhe had tempered for another. She being removed, Gry- 
pus wasprettyfaftfeated in his Throne, enjoying an eight years peace, without any 
difturbance in State, [ Ittftwjib, 3 9, cap, 2. comparedmth t^pp>a» m in Syriac. pag, 13 a, ]

Lucius Opimius, Conful in the year in which C. Gracchus (brother to Tiberius 
Gracchus ) the Tribune, was flain as he was encouraging the commons to fed icion,the 
aire was fo temperate, that Pliny reports, how wines then made, laftcd ro his time, 
which was about 2 00 years, being brought to a form of candid honey, [ Plin.lib. 14, 
cap. Of. and 14.] In the fame year alfo there appeared a bow about the body of the Sun, 
I Id. lib. 2. cap. 29.] 

Ptolemei Eucrgetes the 1 1, or Phyfcon,died a 9 years after the deceaf e of his brother 
Philometor, [ Ptolem. in Regum Canone, Clem, Alexandrin. l-b.i, Stromat, Enfeb. Chromco, 
Epiphan, de Ponderib. & menfur. Hieronym, in cap, 9, *DanieU ] He left behind him three 
Ions. One was called Pcolemei *Apion y a By-blow by a Harlot; to whom was be- 
queathed by his father in his Legacy* the kingdom of the Cyrenians, [ Iufiin.lib.^9. 
cap. 5 . cum Appiano in tMithridaticitrfagw 5, ] The other two fons Cleopatra bare un- 
to him, the daughter of the former Cleopatra, who was both, his fitter and wife : the 
younger of the two was called Alexander ; but the Senior, by Ptolemei in Regum Ca- 
none, as alCoby Potphyrius, Eutebius, Hterome, and Epiphanius called Soter ; by 
Strabo, [I'b.i-j.pag. 795.] Tragus Pompeius,[/Wo£./;£. 39, ^40.] Pliny, [Hb.z. 
cup.6j.& lib. 6.c*p.$o.] Jofephus, [lib. 13. cap. 18. ] and Clemens Alexandrinus, 
[ lib. 1. Stromat, ] Lathams^ or Lathyrus : by Atnenaeus, [ lib. 6. cap. 6. ] and Paufanias 
in Atticis, Philometor : which laft firname ( vicioufly rendred Philopater by Natalis 
Comes who tranflated Athcnatus ( was given him by way of derifion, as Paufanias 
hath obferved .• for never was cherc any of the Kings, thac more hated his mother 
than he did, £ Panfan.Attic.pag.j.] 

Phyfcon,uponhU death-bed, left the kingdom of Egypt to Cleopatra his wife, and 
to One of the fons, whom the fhould make choice of. As it it were likely the Scate of 
Egypt fhould be more quier, and free from commotions than the kingdom of Syria ; 
when the mother by making choice of one of the tons, was ture to make the other her 
enemy, [ lafiin. lib. 3 9*cav m \. ] She* fuppofing that Alexander the younger fon would 
prove more plyable and flexible to her commands, moved the Egyptians in his behalf : 
But feeing the could not prcvaile with the commons to receive him for their King, the 
was forced to eled her eldeft fon Lathurus ( who was banithed to Cyprus by his father 
upon her inftigation : ) They two reigned together in Egypt ten years, [ldjbid. Pattfan. 
in AiticU,pag. 7, 8. Porphyrin Grac. Enfeb, Scaliger^ag. 225.] 

Cleopatra, before fhe would give the kingdom ro Lathurus,took away his wife from 
him ; and having forced him to divorce his molt endeared filler Cleopatra, command- 
ed him to marry the younger filler Selene : In which a&ion (he thewed more partiality 
towards her daughters,than was befitting a mother, whilft fhe took away the husband 
from the one» and gave him to the other, L luff in. ut fnpra. ] 

After Antiochus Grypus had enjoyed to himfelf the kingdom of Syria 8 years entire 
without any interruption,^ ftarted his brother Antiochus of Cyzicenus as his rival in 
the kingdom ; they both had the fame mother* but Cyzicenus came by the Uncle An- 
tiochus Sidetes : Grypus had a defign of removing him by poifon, which was the caufe 
he appeared fooner in armes in competition for the kingdom than he thought to have 
done. This Antiochus was tent away by his mother Cleopatra ( for fear ot Demctriu* 
Nicator her former husband whom fhe had forlaken) to Cyzicum, and was brought up 
byCraterusthe Eunuch,andfrom thence received the firname Cyx.icenmllnfiin.lib. 39. 
Sit * cap. 
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cap, 2.AppianSyriac.fM'i.Porpbyr.utfMp.f t 2iy.IoftphJib.ij.c. 17.] But Grypus>hearing 
ot his brotherslevying of forces againft him at Cyzicum, laid afide his intended expedi- 
tion againft the Jews, and prepared to meet him, [ Ioftphm y ibld m ] 

Cleopatra, formerly the wife of Ptolemei Lathurus,but afterward* divorced from 
her husband by Cleopatra Qiieen of Egypt, as hath been faid, was married to Anti- 
ochus Cyzicenus in Syria : who, that Die might not feem at her marriage to bring to 
her husband the bare name of wife, trucked with the army which lay at Cyprus, 
and brought it over to her husband as her dowry. By the accefleof thofe forces, he 
thought himfelf to be upon pretty even terms with his brother, fo that he gave him 
battle, but he was foiled in the field, and forced to fly away to Antioch. Grypus made 
after him to Antioch, and befieged it •• Cleopatra the wife of Cyzicenus was in the 
Town : which as loon as taken, Tryphena, the wife of Grypus> commanded in the firft 
place, that her fitter Cleopatra flwuld be fought for, not "out of any mind (he had to 
releafe her now foe wasprifoner, burlcaft fhc fhould chance to efcape the mifcries 
which commonly attend Captivity, who had invaded this kingdom chiefly out of emu- 
lation to her, and who by her elpoufals with the (worn enemy of her fitter, had made 
her felf her enemy alfo. Moreover, fhe laid to her charge* That fhe was thecaufe of . 
bringing in the forreign forces, upon the differences betwixt the two brothers, and alto, 
that upon her being divorced from her brother, (he married out of the kingdom to 
one who was no Egyptian, contrary to her mothers will. But Grypus endeavoured 
what in him lay to ftave off his wife from her intended cruelty, and told her that it was 
againttthe law of arm?, after victory obtained, to proceed violently againft women, 
ef pecially (uch as are allyed in blood to us, as Cleopatra was, who was her own fitter, 
hisCoufin German, and Aunt to her own children. To thefe relations of blood he 
added the reverence which was due to the Temple, where the had raken Sancluary, 
winding up all with, this, That he fliould neither impairc any thing of Cizicenus his 
power, by putting her to death, nor advantage him if he fhould fend her back to him 
inviolate. On the contrary, Trypbeiia,dceming thefe f pecches to proceed from down- 
right love rather than from pity and commiferation, fentfome fouldiersinto the Tem- 
ple, who killed Cleopatra, having firf t cut off her hands, as fhe embraced the image of 
the goddeffe, that no lefte hoftility might appeare to be betwixt the two fitters, than 
there was betwixt the brothers. l/«#'», Hb. 3 9. cap, 5.] 

Cleopatra,Queen of Egypt, the mother of thefe two hirers (in the fourth year oi 
her reign) having made Alexander her younger Ion King of Cyprus,fent him thither in 
perfon,thaiby his means, fhe her felf might leem more formidable to hereldeftlon 
Lathurus, who was her partner in the government of the kingdom.[ftw/#ff.m Attic, 
pag. 7, 8. Porphyr. in Grac, Eujtb.p, 22 5,] 

Alexander Jamnazus, in the 16 year 01 his age,had by his wife Alexandra a fon, cal- 
led .Hircanus , whom upon the tidiigs of Caefars viStory at. Atrium, H:rod put 
to death, when he had patted the age of 80 years. [Jtfepk, lib. i$.cap, 9.] From whence 
we gather, that this Alexandra, called alfo Saliau, by the Ecclefiaftical Writers (as

UpoA a fcconddafh between the two brothers* Antiochs's, Cyzicenus and Grypus, 
Cyzicenus won theday,and withall,tookTryphena,Gryphu« his wife, prifoner; whoa 
little before had killed her fitter, & by ferving her the fame fauce,facrificcd to the ghoft 
of his wife. [Iuftn.l.b, 39. cap. 3.] He chafedhis brother alfo out of hiskingdom, and 
reigned over the Syrians in his room. [Appian.Syriac.pag, 132.] Grypus upon this his 
deprivation, withdrew to Afpendum, and from thence he took upon him the furname 
Afpendius. But Cizicenus entred upon his kingdom the firft year of 167 Olympiadc. 
[Torphyr, in Grac, Sufeb.pag, 227.I 

In the fecond year ot the fame Olympiade, Antiochus Grypm returned from Afpen- 
dum, and regained Syria, but Cyzicenus held Cceloiyriajfo that the Empire was fha- 
red between them. [Id, lb.] 

Antiochus Cyzicenus, as foon as he got into pofleflion of the kingdom, applyed 
himfelf to revellings and luxury, and courfei alltogetber unbefeeming Kings. For be- 
ing extreamly add ided to Anticks, Stage-plaiers, and all forts of juglers, he learned 
their arts with a great deal of vehemency : he applyed himfelf alio to Poppic-playing, 
and placed his chiteft delight in making the images of living creatures, in bulk five 
cubits, covered over with gold and filver, to move of themfclves, and other Engines of 
that nature.Moreoyer, he wasrnuch addifted to unfeafonble huntings, and often times 
would fteal forth privately by night with a fervant or two to hunt Boars, Lyons and 
Leopards. Many times he was in danger of his life, by his rafhencountring with wild-

' Veralpon he marched with his army againft the Samaritans, who were under the 
dominionof the Kingsof Syria, upon regrett of tome injuries oftered by them to the 
uSS^ctcaowldumLasKdu^d but a little before under ^ his command) fai- 
nt to the lcws,andinleaguewith them. Having therefore befieged Samaria, a 
cSwwefi fortifyed with atrentch and double wall, for the free of 80 ^furlongs,

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John Hircanus dyed, having executed the High Priefts office 29 years, as Eufebins 
tens us out of JofephuSjlib. 8, Demonftrat. Evangelic, cap. i.and Hierom. tranflating 
him into Latin, repeats it in bis commentaries upon the ninth Chapter of Daniel : all- 
though in our books, and in the old tranllation of Ruffinus , Jofephus fometimes 
allows him 3 3 year?. [ at inlib. % . Belli, cap. 3 .] fometimes 3 1 years, [at in l/b.i $. Ami quit, 
cap. iK.&bb.2o.cap.$.'] His Father Simon dyed in the 177 year of the kingdom of 
the Grecians, in the 1 1 month, Sabat,[ 1 Maccab. 1 6. 1 4.] about February, viz,, of the 
4579 year ot the Julian Period. His wife Alexandra (as we (hall fee hereafter) dc- 
ceaied about November of the 4644 year of the Julian Period : There is 6 5 years and 
almoft nine years difference : So that deducing that 37 years which Jofephus afligncs 
to the reign of his fons and his wife* there remaines to Hircanus onely a 8 years> and a- 
bout nine moneths. 

Some of the Modern men are of opinion ( but upon no good ground) that this John 
was the Writer of the firft book of the Maccabees : giving out withall,that thefe 
words in the latter end of the book were added by lome body elfe. Concerning the 
other things of John, both of his wars, and his noble atts, wherein he behaved himfelf manfully, 
and of his building the malls, (vix,. of Jerufalem, which demolilhed by command of An- 
tiocus Sidetes) and of other of his deeds, Behold they are written in the Chronicles of his Prieft- 
hood , from the time he was made High Triefi after his father. Probably, in that fourth 
book of the Maccabees, which Sixtus Scnenfis in the end of the firft book of his Bi- 
bliothecae Sanftae avows, that he faw tranflated ouc of the Hebrew inco Greek, in a Ma- 
nulcrrpt at Lyons, in Sonr.es Pagninus his Library amongft the Predicants, begin- 
ning after this manner: And after Simon was flam, lohn his fin wot made High Prieft 
inhisroom* Out of which book it is fuppofed, that Jolephus himfelf took his relation : 
who reckons up three fpeciall dignities which Hircanus held all at once, namely* the 
fovereign authority over the nation, the High Priefthood, and to be a Prophet: 
for he tells us , that by reafon of his often entercourfes with God, he attained to 
fo great a forefight of future contingencies , that he long fore-told the fhort 
enjoyment which his two eldeft fonnes ftiouid have ot the kingdom which their 
Father left them. £ Jofephus, lib. Belli, 2. cap, 3, & lib. 13. vdnticpit. cap, 
18.] 

Concerningthe Tower which Herod afterwards called tsfutonias Tower) built by 
him, and wherein he laid up the robe and the reft of the High Priefts ornaments : thw 
thefame Jofephuswritesinthethe2olib.of Ami quit. cap. 6, Hircan»t,the firft High 
Trie ft of that name, bmlt a Tower near unto the Temple, and lived in it mo ft part of his name. 
And becattfe he kspt *» his own cuftody this High Tricfts robe, which no body ufed but himfelf, 
he put it off in that place, when he went to re fume his ordinary apparel ; which enftom of his wot 
obferved by his fons alfo, and their pofterUy. After Hircanus his deceafe, the (tones which 
were fetinthe High Priefts breft-plate> and the Onyx ftonc upon his right fhoulder, 
(by whofe radiation the will of God was wont to be intimated to the people of the 
Jews) upon Gods difpleafure for their prevarications and tranfgreffing his laws, grew 
dimmc and loft their luftre, as the fame Authour fignifies, [lib. 3. Antiquit. cap, 9.] aoo 
years before he began to compofe thofe his books, concerning the Jcwifli Antiquities, 
which as he in the clofe of that work declares, compleated in the 1 3 year of Domitians 
Empire fchatis in the 4807. year of the Julian Period* 

ludar, xldeft fou of Hircanus, othetwifc called **r//?e£*//«,and furnamed Fhilellen 
(from his familiarity and commerce with the Greeks or the heathens) (uccededhis 
father in the government and the High Priefthood, but he enjoyed them but for a 
year: and he was the firft of any, who after the return from the captivity in Babylon, 
lee the Crown upon his head, and reduced the State to a monarchy, [Iofeph. lib. 1. Belli. 
cap, 3 . Amiquit. hb. 1 3. cap. n6.& Hb. 20. cap. 8.] Although Strabo hath writ, that his 
brorher and fucceflour.Alexander, was the firft that made himfelf King, [Itb. \6. pag. 
7^2.]making likely no account of Ariftobulus, in regard he lived fo fhort a time after 
he had engrofled thefoveraignty to himfelf. 

Ariftobulus advanced his fecond brother Antigonus, whom he affc£fcedfar above 
thereft»toapartnerfhipin the kingdom, but committed the other thtce,and kept 
them bound in prifon. He caft his mother alfo into prifon, who contefted with him for 
the principality (for Hircanus had left her foveraign of all) and he proceded to that 
height of cruelty ,that he famtfhed her to death in the prifon. [Iofeph* lilt. I. BcUcap, 3. & 

Hb, i^.Antiqnit. cap, 19.] 

Cleopatra in Egypt being much troubled that her (on Ptolemei (Lathurus) was 
joyned with her in the government of the kingdom ; ftirred up the people againft him. 
[ Iuftin,lib. 39.c*p. 4.] For having culled out from amongft her Eunuchs,('ucn of whofe 
loyalty and affection (he was moft confident (he brought them into the publick aflem- 
bly pittilully cut and (lathed, charging Ptojemei, as if he had both (uborned men to lie 
in wait for her, and alfo mangled and dilfigured her Euouchs. The Alexandrians 

were 
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were fo enraged at that (pelade, that they had like all of thenuo have fallen foul 
upon Ptolemei : but feeiug he had conveyed himfelf privately away out of the danger , 
and taken (hipping : they (aluted Alexander King, who was returned from Cyprui, iiol 
very longaftcr this accident fell our* [ Pattfan. in Attic .pag, 8, ] 

Before he was thus baniflied the kingdom^is mother Cleopatra had taken from him 
his wife Selene : the indignity was the greater, in regard that he had had two fons by 
her, [fnftin. lib. $9. cap. 4.] As for Alexander, who was called in by his mother, and 
made King of Egypt in his brothers room, he at that time reckoned upon the eighth 
year of his reign in Cyprus, and hi* mother upon the eleventh year of her reign in E- 
gy^t r [PorphyrJ»Gr<tc.Enfeb, Scafiger, pag.ixj, J Athinacus [lib. I a. cap. 17.] notes 
how that Alexander grew at laft every whit as fat and fwagbellyed as his father Phy(- 
con J where he brings in this paflagc concerning him, out of Pohdanius Apamenus in 
the 47 bookofhls Hiftories. ThefCin^ of Egypt out of f avow withthacomtnmsyblinded 
with the inftnuations arid flatteries of hit familiar acquaintance, and living in continual luxury, 
couldnot walke a ft'ep, unlejfe he were fnpported by two men. But in the dancing which were 
fffttat at the Fea^s, he would leap bart'foat from the higher beds, and move his body in dancing 
as nimbly and with as great attivky as the be ft. 

Ariftobulus marched with ah aimy into Itrunca, and laved a great part of it to the 
confinesof Judara : forcing the inhabitants under penalty of baniftmeot to admit of 
circumcifion,and other Jewifh ceremonies : which Strabo alio confirms in thefe words 
out of TimagenestheHiftoriaa. He( Ariftobulus) was an upright tnin, and one 
who drave on the Jews intereft very much i for he enlarged their territories, and an- 
nexed part of Itrurza unto them,and made it lure under the covenant of circumcifioo, 

[Jofeph. lib. 13. cap. 19, J 

When Antigonus was upon his return from the wars in triumph, at what time the 
Jews held thciriolemn Feaft of Tabernacles ; Ic happened, that King A tiftobulus fell 
lick and kept his bed in the tower which in aftertimc was caJled Antonius tower : But 
his brother Antigoow, intending tobepre(ent at the holy folemnities, went up to the 
Temple very glorioufly attired ; but the main end of his going thither was, his devo- 
tion for the fick King? recovery. Ariftobulus having been advifed by fome pickthanks 
( who meant no good to Antigonus) that he (hould beware of his brother who had a 
defign upon him, placed fome of his guard in a dark vault under ground near the 
tower, commanding them, that if his brother came unarmed, no one (hould dare to 
meddle with him ; cwt if othecwife, they ihould fall upon him and flay him: yecdid 
he fend underhand,- one to def ire : him not to come with his arrnes. But Salome the 
Queen, and the reft of Antigonus his back-friends,perfwaded the metTenger to deliver 
unto him a clean contrary crrandyind to tell him,that the King had a great mind to fee 
him as then he was, in his warriouis garb : By chance, one Judas of the fe£fc otthe 
Ellens, a pcrion famous amongft them Tor prognoftications of future contingencies,had 
foretold, that Antigonus fhould die that very day in Stratons tower : not knowing 
that there was auy other Stratons tower befiies that which afterwards was called 
the Ccfatean tower, and was diftant from Jerufalem $ oq furlongs. When therefore 
heefpyed Antigonus going up to the Temple on that day, he wiihed he might die 
immediately, fearing lead thereby, he might be proved a falfe irapoftour, who hither- 
to had therepute of a true Prophet. But prefently after, Judas heard thy Antigonus 
wa^ killed in that aforetaid place under ground, which was called by the fame name 
of Stutons tower, as was that other Celarean ujpoa the fca coaft, [ lofeph. Lb. \ . Belli, 
ca P . 3 . & M. » 3 - Ant >a nit. cap. 1 9. ] 

Ariftobulus his diitemper,upop remorfe for his horrid murdering his brother, grew 
worfe and worle, and at laft his pains were fo violent, that he vomitted blooi. As one 
of his fervants was carrying forth the blood to empty, it happened, that his foot fl p- 
ped,fothat he fpilt Ariftobulus his blood upon the very fame place which was ftained 
with Antigonus hisgorc. Ariftobulus, having notice given him of the accident,ac- 
knowlcdged the juft judgement of God therein, and; immediately gave up the ghoft, 
inexttcme anguilh both of body and mind, CM 'W*! 

After Ariftobulus his deceafe, his wife Salome (wnom the Grecians call Alexan- 
dra ) releafed his brothers whom he had kept priloners a long while, and made Alex- 
ander Jannxus King, in regard he was both elder than any of the reft, and did alfo 
exceed them in mpdefty. Who^s topn as he was pofleflcd of the kingdom, put one of 
his brothers to death, upon dilcovery of tome treasonable defign againft him ; But he 
cxpreffed a great deal of civility to the other, who contented himfelf to live a retired 
life, and at czic,[Iofiph t lib. ii.cap, ao,] He was called Abfolom, and was taken pri- 
soner at Hiemlalem by Pompey 4* years after, [ UM% 14- "p- 8 . 3 

Alexander Jannseusj having ordered the affair i of the kingdom in inch wife as feem- 
edmoftbchoofuttohimfelf, marched with an army againft Ptolcraais: and having 
won the field,he forced the enemy toretreate within the walls,and then befiegedthem, 

and 
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*nd made his batteries. At the fame time, the two brothers Philometor or Grypus, 
and Cyzicenu; in Syria, weakening one anothers ftrength by their mutual encounters 
between themfelves, minded not the extremity the Ptolemaians were iii. Zoilusa 
Tyrant, who,obf erving the diflentions between the two Brothers, took an opportunity 
to (eize upon Stratons Tower and Dora, flood the befieged in fomc ftead, but it was 
very inconfidcrable. Ptolemeus,Lathurus thrown out of the kingdom of- Egypt, by his 
mother Cleopatra>poiTeffed himfelf of Cyprus. To him the Ptolemaians made their 
addrefles by their Amba(tadors,befceching him, that he would come and refcue them 
from the danger they were in by Alexander. Upon their engagements, that as (ban 
as he was entred Syria, lie fhould have the Gaza:ans and the Ptolemaians on his fide, 
Zoilus alio, and the Sidonians, and many other affiftants, encouraged by the their fair 
promifes, he prepared for the voyage. [Id. Jbid.] 

In the mean time Demenxcuvt pcrfon popular, and of eminent authority,perfwaded 
the Pcolemaians, to alter their refolutions; telling them, Thar they had better under- 
goe the uncertain chance of war with the Jews, wherein happily they might get the 
better, than to fubmit to a certain bondage by calling in a Lord over them : and more- 
over, thereby not onely undergoe the brunt of the prefent war, but alfo they were to 
expeft another from Egypt. Cleopatra would not fit (till, and fuffer Ptolemei to glean 
up forces from the parts adjacent, but would quickly be upon her march, with a ftrong 
power to hinder his levies; for the Queen endeavoured to drive him out of Cyprus 
alfo. [Id. ibid,] Neither did his conje&ure faile him in this particular: for Cleopatra, 
after (he had banilhed her fon, did not reft fatisfied in that, but perfecuted him up and 
down With war, and not onely chafed him out of Cyprus, but killed the General of her 
own army, for that he let him elcape, when he had taken him prifonef. Although 
Ptolemei did not quit the Ifland, becaufe he thought himfelf not able to match her in 
power, but becaufe he was amamed toengage againft his mother in a war, if we will 
credit Juftin herein, [lib, 3?. cap, 4.] 

Ptolemei thorefore, although he had heard upon the way? that the Ptolemaians 
had changed their minds, yet he failed forwards; and arriving at Sycaminum, he 
landed hts forces there, which confided of about 30000 Horfe and Foot. From thence 
he marched to Ptolemais with all his force*, and encamped there : but when he faw the 
Ptolemaians would neither admit of his Legates into theTown,nor hear them fo much 
as (peak, he was put into a great perplexity : but after that Zoilus and the Gazsans were 
come to him,defiring hisafliftanceagauiftthe Jews,and Alexander who pillaged their 
Country, thefiegeot Ptolemais wa* raifed for fear of Ptolemei. C fofcphm y lib. 13. 
cap. 20.] 

Alexander Janna'us, having lead home his army, began to play tricks, calling in 
Cleopatra privately againft Ptolemei,but in publickprofefting him his Friend andAllye* 
He promiled him alio 400 talents of filver>if in lieg thereof, he for his fake would re- 
move Zoilus the Tyrant, and give his Country ro the Jews. Ptolemei very willingly 
(hookup the bargain with him, but when he faw afterwards, how that Alexander 
trucked underhand with his mother Cleopatra> he broke off the league which he had 
made with him. [ Id. ibid,] 

When the Senate had givcnleave to Marius (who was upon an expedition againft 
the Cimbrians) to demand fupplicsfrom the nations beyond the feas : he wrote to 
Nicomedes K.ingot Bithynia to that effe£t : Nicomedesrcplycd,That the Bithinians 
were moftof them carryed away, and keptflavesby the Cuftome-gatherers in feveral 
places : whereupon there iflued out a decree from the Senate, prohibiting any free man 
( ot the Allie-? of the people of Rome to ferve asilave*, in any province; with fur- 
ther order given to the govcrnours of the provinces to fet them at liberty, where 
any l'uch were forced, [ Dhdorns , Sknlm , lib. 38. in BibUotheca y Thotii, cod, 

244.1 

This Decree of the Senate at the flrft promulgation of ir,was duly and ftri&ly 
obferved; but afterwards ncglc&ed by Licinius Nerva,Pr«or of Sicily, which oc- 
cafiuned the fecond (ei vile war in Sicily, in which the revolters made one Salvius,a 
fouthfayer and a minftrcl, their King, whom afterwards they called Tryphon. [Id. lb. 
cum Dion., in Excerptis Valefii, pag, 6 3 3, 634. ] 

C. Marius, andC. Flaccus (or rather Flavius, being Confuls, about three of the 
dock, there was a defe£t of light in the fun. [Jnl,Obfetjttens 9 de prodigiis."^ Which 
allrhoft totall Eclipfe of the fun the Aftromicall calculation counts unto us as happening 
in this 46 10 year of the Julian Period* on the 19 day of July. 
The Afcalonites (having obtained to be a free State) compute the time thereof from 
hence, as hath been noted in the Sicilian Chronicles, at the CLXIX 01ympiad,to 
which agrees the Chronicle of Eufebkr, in which the 380 year of their account is 
joyned with the fecond year of Prdbus the Eroperour> falling in with the 499° year of 
the Julian Period. 

Ptolemei 
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Pioleroei Lathurus,leaving his Commanders with a Brigade of his army, tobeficgc 
Ptolemais, which had (hut her gates againft him, who alfo at laft won the City ; mar- 
ched away himfelf with the rehdue of his Forces againft Judea, to pillage and reduce it. 
Alexander Jannacus having received intelligence of his coming, carried out of his own 
Dominions about 50 ( lome Writers rather think 80 ) thouiand men, and thus provid- 
ed, marched to meet him. But Ptolemei,coming unawares on the Sabbath day upon 
AfochisaCityct Galilee, ftormedit, and took it : and carried away with him about 
10000 prilonen, beiides other great booties^ Next he fell upon Zcphoris not fardi- 
ftant from Afochis ; having loft many men before the place, he drew off, to encounter 
with Alexander Jannacus, whom he met at the River Jordan over againft ACophos, 
not far (ituate Irom the River. As (or Alexander, he had 8boo which were wont to 
fight in the Van bearing Targets of Brafle, whom he called Hecatontomachi •• Thefe 
were faced by Ptolemeis Van, who ufed Targets of Brafle like wife. They were lome- 
thing back ward at the firft to charge the enemy; but in condufion, they were per- 
(waded by Pniloftephanus,a perfon skilful in ordering martial affairs, to paffe over the 
River, where the Jews were encamped. The viftory for a while was banded from one 
fide to the other : buc at laft, Ptolemeis fouldiers routed the Jews ; and in the purfuite 
did execution on them fo long, that their armes were wearied, and the edge of their 
(words blunted. Ic isfaid, that 30 thouiand, (or as Timagenes hath computed in frs 
writings 50000) Jews fell in that battel: all the other being either taken prifoners, or 
efcaped by flight. As for Ptolemei, when after the victory he had roved all the day 
about the Country, at even ret reared into fome of the villages belonging to the Jews : 
which, when he faw they were thronged with women and children, he commanded 
hisfouldierstofallon,andcoflay them promifcuoufly, and after they had chopped 
them in pieces, to caft them into (calding cauldrons, to the end, that thole which had 
efcaped out of the fight, might believe that the enemy fed on mans flefh, and fo might 
thereby become more dreadful and formidable to the beholders. This piece of cruel- 
ty, both Strabo and Nicholaus Damafcenus recite in their Hiftorics, ZJofepb.lib.ij. 
wp. 20,21.] 

Cieopatra,Queen of Egypt, obfervbg how her fon Lathurus his power increafed 
every day, by his fubduing the City of the Gazeans, and his uncontroled plundering* 
in the Jews Country » held ic (mall policy to let him go on as he did i efpccially when 
as he played mod about the entrance into Egypt , and gaped after that kingdom •' 
wherefore to check him, (he forthwith raifed forces both for lea and land : entrufiing 
Chelciasand Ananias with the command of chem, Jews both, and fons ofthatOnias 
who built the Temple iu the Seigniory of Alexandria, [ Id.ibid. c ap, 18. & a 1 . ] For, 
that the Queen did all things by the advice of thofe two favourites, Jofcphus confirms, 
by thisteftimony taken out of the Hiftory of Strabo the Cappadocian. <MoJt of thofe 
which entred Cyprus with us at the firft> and of thofe alfo who afterwards were feat thhher by 
QUopairOyrevoUed prefentlj to Ptolemei [ Lathurus.] Onely thofe Jews which were of Onto* 
his fide remained confiont in thtir loyalty > in regard that their country-men Chelciat and Ana- 
niaS)V>crt inhigh cjtetm with the Queen. 

Cleopatra, having depofited a confiderable part of her wealth in the Ifland Cous, 
where alio (he left her grandchildren and her laft will and teftament : ordered Ptole- 
mei Alexanders fon, to arrive at Phoenicia with a gteat Fleet, and upon the countries 
revolt, and flocking in to her, (be came to Ptolemais; but being denyed entrance, (he 
tefolvcdtoftormit. In the mean while, it happened that Chelciasone of her chief 
Commanders died, as he was in the purfuite of Lathurus about Ccelofyria : as for La- 
thurus he quitted Syria, and made what hafte tic could to get into Egypt, (uppofing 
that the Garr ifons there were all drayned by Geopatra, and fo fancying to h ; mfelf fair 
hopes of furprizing them unawares ; buc he found it ocherwife. [lofephns, lib. 13. 

TheEgeftan and Lilybetanc fugitives in Sicilia, created themfelves a King, one 
Athenio,alhepherd,a Cilician by birth, who feigned that the gods by the ftars had 
intimated unto him, how mat he fhdid be King of allSicily; and that therefore it 
behoved him to favour the Country, and to fpare the cactell and fruits therein as his 
own. Notwithstanding all this, a* loon as Tryphon feht tor him, he (ubmtttcd him- 
felf to him as King,contenting himfelf with the Generals place of the army under him, 
[Di«dor*SlcMl,llb.^6.ntfnpr.comparedwtthpcero i inyerr.lib.t,mthFlorm i lib^ 
c*p,\9, and with Dion, in Excerpt. Valefiiypag. 637. ] 

Cleopatra, hearing of her fon Lathurus hjs endeavours, and how his attempts upon 
Egypt bad not fuccceded to his hearts wifh, fent a Brigade of her army thither, and 
chafed him clean out of the Country •• Arid how he, being once mote driven out of 
Egypt,fpent the following Winter ar Gaza, [ftftph. t*b.\} r cap, * 1. 1 

In the mean while Cleopatra won Ptolemais, with its Gatrifons : Thither repaired 
unto her Alexander Jannacus, with prefents in his hands; who was entertained by her 
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after tuch manner, as was befitting one that had beat opprefled by Lawuais. and had 
noothcrrctugcto betake himfelf unto. Andwhen certain of the Queens lavountes 
would have perfwadedhertofeizeupon that Country alfo and not to fuffer fucha 
number ofgood Jews to lie at the beck of one ftngleperfon: Ananias adviled the con- 
trary ; celling her, what a high piece of unjuftice it would be, for hertoftripamariof 
his fortunes, who was both her fellow-wamour, and the kinfman ot Ananias nimfelf : 
for it (he did fo, (he would in ftiort time, by offering injury to Alexander, lofe the affe- 
aions of the whole Nation «f the Jews. Cleopatra followed his counlcl, and did not 
cnely at that timerefrain from doing him any injury, but lhortly after, renewed the 
League which was formerly betwaxt them at Scythopohs a City ot Loelalyrw, Q/d. 

' ' Alexander Tannxus being now fecured from the fear he had of fomc imminent dan- 
ger from Ptolemei Lathurus.iindercook an expedition into Cneiofyna,and befieged Ga- 

"jL Licinius Lucullus, being Cent by the Senate againft the flaves that had revoked, 
came into Cicily with an army 17 thoufand ftrong, confifting of Italians, Bithymans, 
Thefl3lonians,Acarnans,andLucans. Athenio the Cihcian marched out to meet 
him witlMothoulandmenr who having loft ao thoufand of his men, flam outright, 
and being himfelf def peracely wounded, yec made a (hift to efcape, by lurking amongft 
the dead carkafes, [Dlodor.Sicul.utfupr] ^ . 

The- Tews and the Arabians infefted Syria with robberies by land : The Cihcians 
occafioned a war ac lea, bv their piracy, which the Romans waged in Cilicia by An- 
tomus, ITrolo*. lib. 39. Trori. ] Marcus Antomus ( the Orator, grandfather of M 
Amonius the tnumvir ) at that time Pr*tor, fent to that war inftead ot the Conlul,and 
flaying at Athens man v dayes, in regard it was bad failing, heard MnefaichusXarac- 
ades, and Menedemus, 3 rnoft learned men difpunnc there, as he did afterwards Me- 
trodoius Scepfius in Afia. Then being come untoche Province by the affiftance ofthe 
Byzantians he ericounrred the pirates with good fucceffe ; yet ir .the engagement he 
loft M. Gratidiushis Admiral, [fWJ. *'• \??' Ae °l* mt > & 7 Brut0 ' L ' v ' 1 '^ 
Car*. T«cit. U. 1 2 . T To which that paitagc of J uhus Obfequens, about thecoofuHhip 
of C Marcus, wV L*S*»u t is to be referred, the Pir*umC$c$fy(k&ateia) 
were vtnquM by the Romans : and another patTage in lib. 68. of Liyies hpitome '.An- 
tom M the Prtto/w Sicily ( it muft bet ead Cihcia, as in the former citation; chafed the 
Pirate i at fea. From whom alfo he rid in triumph, as Pfgbius tells w m the third tome 
of his Annals at the DCLI year Vj**> (ofthe City ) about the end.

q " Alexander Jannarus wan Amathu; ihe beft fortified Caftleof any ncer Jordan; 
where Theodorus, Zenons (on, depofited what ever things he had in higheft eftum- 
tion. But Theodorus, coming iuddenly upon him, recovered what he had loft, p llag- 
ed Alexanders carryages, and flew tcnthculand Jews. But Alexander, as foonas he 
hadrecuritcd his lofle»fct upon the Commies along that (eacoaft, took Kaphia, and 
Andiedon, which Herod afterwards named Agnppias. [Jofeph.tb. 1, Belli, cap. i.Lb. 

I? Mauius Aquilius, the Colleague ofCMarius, in h ; s fifth Confulftiip, was fent as 
Gcnerall againft AtheniotheCilician,whoattcrthedeceafe of Tryphou, was made 
Kingot the Runagadoes inSicilie : He behaved himfelf to gallamly in the fervice, 
that he got a rnoft famous conqueft over the Rebel* : For he encountred witn their 
King Athenio himfelf, and at laft, got the better of him. Whilftthe fouldiery ftnved 
amongft themfelves,whofe priloner he fhould be, he was toencin pieces by them ui the 
conteft.[lWor. Sicul. utfnf. Florin, IB. 3. cap. 19.] 

Prolemei Lathurus quitted Gaza, and returned again to Cyprus, and his mother 
Cleopatra into Egypt. [/<#*", /'*. «3. ^.»i. ] whofe hard ufage of Lathurus 
aSnehtned her young fonne Alexander fo tar , as that it occafioned him to 
leave him , preferring a fecure and fate life before an hazardous ktngdonie. 
Wherefore Cleopotra, fearing leaft her eldeft fonne Lathurus might procure An- 
tiochus Cyzineus bis helping hand towards the recovery of Egypt, difpatched away 
(upplics to Antiochus Grypus,and fent unto him alfo Selene (Lathurus his wife) to be 
married to the enemyof her former husband ; and called back, by her Ambafladors, 
her fon Alexander into the kingdom. {Jupn lib. 3 9 . cap. 4.] And this was the ground 
of their civili wars which arofe betwixt the Kings of Syria, which Livy recites in 

'That the Fugitives in Sicily were all put to the fword in feverali battles, in 
the time of C. Marius, and Lucius Valerius, Conluls, Julius Obfequcns notes in 
his little Book de prodigm : For Aquilius the Procoatul purfued the remainder 
ot the Fugitives (ten thoufand whereof yet were left) untill he had reduced them 
all under his power, and thereby put an end to the lecond fervile war, after it 
had continued allmoft four years. L Diodmu S^chIhs, ut f«pr*. ] In wnich wars 
Athenxus gives up a tally of ten hundred thouland flaves that were lolt, I lb. 0. 

C " f G 'Darius, then the fixth time Conful, chiefiy by the afliftance of L. Apuleius Sa- 
twninus, tribune of the pcople,banifhed Q^Metclhis Numidius, who came to Rhodes, 
and there addicted himfelf to the ftudies of philofophy , and was at leiture to 
read Authouis, and hear the difcourtes of the mod eminent fchollars. I £ > cer0 ,n 
Pifo* & pro Sextio. Livie, lib. 69. Plutarch, in Mario. Appiatt.Bellt,C>vil.ltb. 1. pag, 

Amba'lladors came to Rome from Mithridatcswth a good- round fumol mony, 
with hopes ot corrupting the Senate therewith. Saturmuus, Tribune ot the people, a 
fworn enemy to the whole order of Senatours, taking notice thereof, and luppofing 
that he had them now on the hip, befpattered the Embaflic, with reproaches and oblo 
quies. The Amballadors called him in queftion for this, and fo muflcd him by the 
inftigation of ihe Senatours, who clapped them on the back , and prornilcd them 
their helping hand. Saturninus was in great danger of his head for this his violating 
the Ambaffadorj, whofe priviledges the Romans alwayes held in a rnoft religious 
efteecn : But the people did not oncly refcue him in this extremity, but alto 
declared him again Tribune of the people. L Dhdmrm Sicuh^ Legat. $4.] Ycc

When as in every affembly, for the fpace of two wholeyears together, Q^ Merclius 
his rcftor ing from banifhment was taken into debate: Q. Mecellus his fon ti -averted the 
market-place, having his beard and hair over-grown, and in a natty garment; where 
with tears in his eyes, he proftratcd himlelf to the Citizens, beleeching them to recall 
his father home again. The people, allthough they would by no means put the bamfti- 
edin hopes of returning, by doing anything on their behalf, which was contrary to 
law,yet in companion to the young man, and being moved with the importunitie 
of his entreaties, they recalled Q. Metcllus from banilhment, and gave to his (on the 
firnameot Pius,forhis{ingularaffe£tionandcaiehe had of his father, [Diador. Sicul. 
inExcerpt, yakfi,p. 390.] Yet Aurelius Vi£tor,in his hook dev'iris Illufiribu6,cap.6%. 
writes, how that the lather, (viz,. QiMetellus) being banithed to Smyrna, and recalled 
home by the Calidian law, when tnc letters to that purpoie were brought unto him, as 
he fat accidently in the theatre, beholding the pa(ports,he would not vouchfafe to read 
them, untillluch time that the faow was over. 

CMarius, not brooking to look Metellusin the face after hts returnc home, failed 
into Cappadocia and Galaiia, pretending a piece of devotion, in which he flood enga- 
ged to the Great Mother Idau, but in very deed to raile and foment new wars : and to 
brin? his defigne about, he thought good to egg forward Mithtidatcs (by whom he 
was received with all civillity and refpefr, and who at that time, as it appears plainly, 
was bufie about taking up arms) with thefe words : Either endeavour ,0 %.mg,to put yottr 
jelf into fuck a condition that yon may be too hard far the Romans, or elfe quietly fttbmit unto 
their commands. This laying amazed the King, as one who often heard of the name, 
but never till now of the freenefs of the Roman tongue,to vent what it pleated.!//* arch 
in Mario.] 

Alexander Jannaws,being enraged againft the Gazaeans,becaufc they had called-in 
Piolemei Lathurusto their afliftance againft him, bothaffaultcd their City, and waft- 
ed the Country* In the mean time Apollodorus,Commander of the Gazaeans, with, 
2000 mercenaries, and 10000 which he armed out of thcTownfracn,lallycd forth 
bv night intothe Jews Camp; and whilft it wasa night-fight,the Gazarans had the better 
of itjtheenemyiuppofingthat Ptolemci was come to their re ichburas loon as day- 
break, and the truth of the bufineflc appeared, the Jews rallyed forth into a body, and 
falling upon the Townimcn with all their might and main,killed about 1000 of them : 
yet for all this, and though visuals alio grew fcarce,would noc they ftoop to a refigna- 
tion of thcmlelvcsjbut were ready to undergo any hardfhip, rather than they would be 
brought under the power of the enemy. Aretasalfo, King of the Arabians, bare up 
their ipiriis a while, by giving out, and putting them in hopes (though in vam) of tome 
great matters he would do for them, [joftpkHb. 13, r^.ai.1 # 

Lvfimachus, envying the great tavour his brother Apollodotus was in amonglt the 
Gazxans , killed him, and then drawing together a band of fouldiers, delivered up the 
City to Alexander Jamais; whoatfirft marched in very calmly, butprcfcntly after 
let loofe the fouldiers to fall upon the Townfmen, to kill and flay without controle.Thc 
Gazeans indeed lay Slaughtered in every ftreet ; yet did they not dye unrcveoged, but 
ftrugling with their affailants, killed as many of the Jews : but others of them quirted 
their houfes, and let them on fire , to prevent the enemies plunder ; others killed their 
wives & their children with their own hands,that they might not be led away into cap- 
tivity .The Senacours, 5 00 in number, had retired themfelvcs into Apollo'sTemple j for 
it happened that at that very time, that the enemy was let into the City, a Senate was 
held there. But Alexander cut the throats of them all, and after be had difroarided the 
City, returned back to J crufalcm, a vear after his drawing up his forces ro block up Ga- 
za. [U ibid.] 

At the very lame tinv alio Antiochus Grypus was put out of the way»by the treachery 
of Heracleon, having lived 4 5 years, and reigned a?. [i4iW,]ocrather»5,as it is 
read in 'Porphyrias his fragment ; eleven of thole 26 years, he reigned I alone, the 
other i5,joyntpartncr wirhCyzicenus.Hedyed in the fourth year of theCLXXOlym- 
piade. [ *'» Grtc . £ nfib. Scalig. fag. 227.] Grypus left behind him five ions, the fitft Se- 
icucm, whom Jofcphus will have to fuccecd his father, the fccond and third twint, 
by Tryphama, daughter to Ptolemei Phylcon,King of Egypt, Antiochus and Pfo% 
the fourth Demetrius Eucarus; rhe fifth, another furnaroed Dionyfiut. 

To Mithridates Eupator,King of Pontus,was born a fon,called Phamaccs, who lived 

Rhyy&tS,[Jftian,mMithridatic tF 4£. 154.3 „ . .„..,.„ ,~ r 

Cn. Domitius and C. Caflius being Confuls,Ptolcm« King of the Cyremans (Phyf- 
con'slonby aCnrtefan) dyed, and left the people of Rome his heire. [Ltv. lib. j 0,7*1. 
Obfequcns deprodigiis, Caftoderns m ChronicA.\ The Cities eftbat Vingdom were mfranchtx.ed 
by a decree of the Senate,™ Livy teftifies, although Plutarch in Lucull* fliews, how that 
the Cyrenaeansfoon after were milcrably harrafed wkh continuali utarpattoufr and 

wars. . 
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Anna the Propheteile, daughter of Phanuel,of the tribe of Aler, being married, 441^ ' 
lived with her husband fc ven years from her virginity. [Luc. % . 36.] 

Tigranisfon of Tigranes who was delivered up to the Parthians, as hoftagr, was rc- 
ftorcd by chem into his fadicrs kingdom of Armenia, upon their receipt of 70 portions 
of lee landot his Country, as a gtuuiv&iStrabo. lib. 1 1, pag. ^.Jujtin, lib.tf. cap. 
- jppiMn.inSyriac.pag. 1 18.] as is gathered out of the 15 year of his reign, mention 
whereof 'will be made hereafter out of Plutarchs Lucullus, at the year of the World, 

Q. Mutius Scxvola,being fent Proconlul into Alia,made choice of hisrooft intimate 
friend, P. RutiliusRute for his Legate, (whom Pomponius in P. ds. orig. juris, crro- 
nioufly makes the Proconful of Alia) and uled his advice and counfel in managing th^ 
affairsot the province, and making laws: he alio had a great hand in rcftraining the 
injuries and exa£tions of the Publicans, who did extreamly opprcife thofe of that pro- 
vince : For as often as any who had been pinched by thofe tole-gathercrs, made 
their addrefle unto him,he condemned them whereloever he came,by upright Judges, 
purpofely commiflionated,and delivered over the parties condemned to the perlons 
whom they had injared,to be by them confined to priCon. Moreover,by his difcharging 
bothhisownexpenccs>andtheexpencesof his retinue, out of his own private purle, 
he foon inclined the hearts of all in the province towards, the people of Rome. 
[Cicero, lib. *. de oratore. Diedorus, Swains , m Esacepjtis Valefii , pag. 393, 

Sekucusjfon of Antiochus Grypus, having gotten rogether a considerable force, 
marched againft his Uncle Antiochus Cyzicenus. Cyzicenus came with his army ftom 
Antiochus, and gave him battle, but was overcome : and being by his horfe's running 
away with him, hureyed into the enemies Camp, feeing no pombilityof getting off a- 
gain, flew himfelf, alter he had reigned 1 8 years : And Seleucus,having won the king- 
dom, tetreatedto Antioch. [Torpbyr, inGrae. Euftk. pag. 127.] Jofephuf relates,how 
that Cyzicenus was taken pr ifonet in the fight by Seleucus, and afterwards put to death. 
[lib. 1 3. cap, i i.j But Trogus, that he dyed in the battle which was fought betwixt him 
and Grypus his lons.f^. 40. Prolog.] 

Cn. Domitius, and C.Cceiius being Confuls, a Decree of the Senate came forth* 
whereby all perfoos were prohibited to lend any money to the Creiians. \Af- 
con. PediauHt in argument, or at. pro £ £Vrxr/fo,] See Ann, Muadi 39$ 5. out of 

o! Mutius Scxvola, having held the government of Afiinot above nine moneths, 
for fear he fikould be chargeable to the Exchequer, refigned that honour, {Cictro ad At- 
ticum lib j.tpift.tT^CHmAfcomoPeMiMQin orat.Cicer. contra L. Pifonem.] The while 
he he\d his imployment in Alia, fo uprightly and foftoutly did he manage ir, that the 
Senate ever after by their decree propounded Scxvola's adrmniftrations as a model and 
form to be imitated by all thole that Ihould fuccced in that province. \y aler. Maxim, 
lib 8 cap i5] The Grecians alfoinferted in their Calendar a feftivallday* in honour 
1 Of 'him, Which the Afian called <JM*tia.[A[con. Pciian.in ?™comraVerr*m t & Divi- 
\nationem centra etmdem] concerning which Cicero thus in Verremi**. Mithridates m 
I %AU. whereat he wasMafier af all the whole Province did mtfnt dorm the LMutia^lthough 
he was not onely an enemy t but fuch an enemy, as was too Violent and crtttll mother nutters, 
yet would he not violate the honour of the man, which was hallowed with the ceremonies of the 

^YetwashisLegatePubliusRutiliusRufus,a^)erfonof high innocencie, who had 
joyned with him in vindicating Alia from the exadions and injuries of the Publicans, 
called in queftion as a receiver of bribes, by a faftious party of the Gentry, (which he 
with the Proconlul had puniihed for afting exorbitantly, in gathering the rents.) But 
he was ol luch an entire truft, and innocence,that from the day that his accufers fet to 
implead him, to the cognizance of the caufe, he neither let his beard or his hair grow, 
nor put on an unfalhionable garment, nor laid afide his Senatours robes, nor cringed to 
hisadverfarics,nor inclined the Judges: neither when the Prattor had grained him 
leave to make his apoiogie, did he make a fpcech which might feem beneath his fpirit, 
(iuchalpiritaswould become every good man, whole chance it is to be loadenwith 
calumnies, and who rather pittyed the cafe of the Common- wealth, than his own con- 
dition) or let a word dtop fromhU mouth, which might feem to derogate troro the

At what time, thatmofl innocent per- 
Con was called to tr ial ( by wh.ch \adgtment we know the Common-wealth to have been prnken ) 
although there were then inths fity r thofe two eloquent men, L. Crajfut, and M. ^ntomtts ; 
yet would be not entertain either of them for hit advocate : But he pleaded hit own caufe himfelf y 
and C, fittafptkefomefew things^ in regard he was his fijiersfon, who though but a youth^ yet 
jhewedhehimfelfan-Oratour. Qj. Mutimnalfo fpake #« fiurty clearly indeed andfmoothly^ 
m he alwayes did^yet not with fuck ardour < andvolubtlity y as that kind of procejfe, andthe great- 
nejft of the caufe required. 

And thus the Gentry of Rome y having by the venue of the Gracchian laws gotten 
into their hands the power of fitting m Judgement,condemned(to the great grief of the 
City)Ru;ilius,aperfonnotonelyfurpafling any of his time, but any that ever lived, 
upon the ad of bribery, [ VelUi.Paterculi.lib .2.] No looner was fentence paft upon 
him, and an eftimate made in money of what he ftood charged in Court, but hefotth- 
with parted with all he had ; whereby he evidenced,that he was altogether clear from 
the crime objsfted againft him. For all he could rap and rend, came not near to fo 
much, as hisaccufersfaid he got in Afia by his extortion : and every particular of his 
eftatewas by himihewed to have been conveyed unto him upon juft and lawful titles. 
The envy of this mans condemnation, fell upon C.Marius, to whom his venue was- a- 
great eye-lore : which was the reafon that Rutilius, not liking the carriage of things in 
the City, not enduring to live and converle any longer with fuch afellowasMarius, 
left his Country of his own accordyand went into- Alia, and lived there an exile at 
Mitylenc, [ *Dio.ut,fupr. p*g.6yy^%. ] • Andwhenas one ot his friends thought to have 
comforted bim and cheared him up in his baniihmenr, by telling him* That civil wars 
would ftiortly break. forth, and then all the bani&ed might return home. What in- 
jury ( laid he ) did i ever to you* that you mould wifa me a worfe return home, than I 
had going into banifhment ? I had rather that my Country fhouid blulh at my baniih- 
ment, than grieve at my return home, [ Seneca, in beneficiis^ lib. 6, cap, 37.] His barrith- 
mentdidno whit impa' re his former glory and wealth: for all the Cities ot Afiafent 
their Embaffadors to waite upon him: Andnotonely Q^ Murius, but whatever Ci- 
ties and Kings had formerly been beholding unto him for any courtefie,(cnt unto him 
very many pretents : fo that now, in refpeft of wealth,he was in a far better condition, 
than ever- he was before his baniflimenr, [ Valer. iMax'm. lib. i. cap. lo.'Dhutfnpr. 
pag.6^S.] 

Anriv3chusEufebes,orPiu',{onof Antiochns Cyzicenus,having, by the means of a 
Curtezanwho fell in love with hfm for thecomclincfte ofhisperfon, efcaped a plot 
which Seleucus his Codin German had laid for him (although the Syrians afcribehis 
prefervation to the merit of his piety,ior which he got the firname Eufebes )came to 
Aradus y and having fet a Crown upon his head,, commenced a war againft Seleucus, 
to whom in one battel he gave fo great an overthrow, that he never after Was able to 
ftand in the field but was chafed out of all Syria,. [ bfeph. lib. 1-3. . cap* 7 1 . Appian. in 
Siriac,pag.i$z.] 

Seleucus, fleeiug into Cilicia,after he had been a while received by the Mopfucfti- 
ans, began toexaft: Tribute of them; but they took that his exaction fo ill at his hands, 
that they fet fire on his Palace, and burnt both him and his friends, [ fofephjbid. ] That 
he was burnt in the common place of exercife in regard he had carried himfelf fo,.be- 
yond all meafure, violently and tyrannically, Appian relates, [p*g. 131. ] That he was 
burnt alive by Antiochus Cyzicenus his fon, Eufebius in Chtonico : but Porphyriu5 
writes, That after he had betaken himfelf to the City, and perceived that the Mop* 
fueftians had a defign to burn him alive, that he laid violent hands on himfelf, [ utfupr. 

pag. 227.] 

The two Seleuci twin*, Antiochus and Philippus,drew up their Forces againft Mbp- 
fueftiaandtookir, and levelled it even to the ground, in revenge of their brothers 
death: which was no looner done, but Antiochus Pius, fon ofCyziccnus came upon 
themontheiudden,anddt{comfiied them. Asfor Antiochus he fleeing on horfeback 
out of the battel,and attempting to get over the River Orontes, was drowned in the 
ftream. But his brother Philip ( to whom Scaliger attributes a Coyne to be!ong,which 
did beare this Infcription : ♦ lAlnitoY EYEPFETOY »IaaAeA ? Y BA- 
2 1 A e n s. ) and Antiochus Pius,beginning their reigns together from the third year of 
the CLXXI. Glympiade, and having both of them confiderable Forces, contefted be- 
tween themfelves which of them two fhouid be fole Lord of all Syria, £ Porphyr.ut 
fHp.pttg. 227.] 

Ptolemei Lathurus,having tent for Demetrius Euca:rus,fourth fon of Antiochus Gry 
pus from Cnidus, made him King of Damafcus. Antiochus Pius ioyning bis Forces 
with his brother Philips, oppofed him very valiantly for awhile, [lofeph.lih.13. 
cap. it.] But at length, Antiochus was worfted,. and forced to flee for refuge 
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,ro the Parthians, [ Porphyry tit for. Enfebm w fhromc.] • 

When as Mandates Kbg ot Ponws had fcizcd Cappadoaa* having made away 
hnth th- tons which the King ot the Cappadocians <■ Ion of that Anarathes,which died 
l ithe War againft Ariftouicus, and ot another Laodice, of whom formerly ) had by 
fcs lifter Laodice; he refigned up the kingdom to his own ion but 8 years of age, to 
iShom he gave the name ot Ariarathes, appointing Gordius for lus Guardian. Nico- 
medes Philopator, King of Bithyoia. being foniewhat jealous leaft, having now gotten 
Caroadocia, he might happily attempt to invade Bithyma which bordered apon it, 
uiborned a youth marvellous handfomc, as it Ariarathes had had three, aud uoc onely 
*o fons, who was to be a petitioner to the Senate about the reftormg him to his fa- 
hers kingdom. He Cent alio his wife Laodice ( Mithndates his lifter, who after the de- 
reale of Sit former husband Ariarathes, was married to Nicomedes) to Rome tote- 
ftifie, that Ariarathes had three fons. As foo:i as Mithridates had notice uereot, he 
Life with the like impudence,difpatchcs Gordius to Rome, whofe errand was to avouch 
tothe Senate, how that the youth to whom he had delivered the kingdom of Cappa- 
docia, wasdelcended from that Ariarathes , whom the war ot Anttonicus, had 
brought fupplies to the Romans, and died in the fervice, [ /*/?««. W. 3 8 . c *h 

^ThloiKenof theGaladeni waged war with the Parthians. Jofephus writes, how 462J, 
that Antiochus Pius, Cyzicenus his fon, being called to her affiftancc, behaved h.mfclt 
2allantly,but had the milchance tomilcarry m the fight ; fo that alter his deccafc,the 
kiiisddm of Syria remained in the power of the two brothers, Grypus his fons : Philip, 
andDsnietriusEuc«us, tlib. 13.cap.21.] Whereas Eufebius in Chronico tcrmma- 
ks the rcigo of Seleucus hisrace in the twoyears,which he attributes to Pnihp Grypus 
his fon "But teeing that after this time Appian in the endofhis Syriacksteachethus 
hat both Antiochus Pius was driven out of his kingdom by Tygranes j and Jofephus , 
hat Philip alfo with his two brothers, Demetrius Eucasrus, and Antiochus Dionyhus, 
waeed war with the Kuigsof Damafcus, and poflelled themfelves of the kingdom ot 
Svria, [.M.ii.cap.*z><*tiA Itteemsmore probable, that Ant.ochus Piu-, being 
returned from the Parthians ( to whom Porphyrin; and Eufebu* confirm, that he went 
not againft hisenemies, but as to a Sanftuary and Rehige for himfelf ) recovered that 
MrtofSvria which Philip had ufurpedforthefpace ot two years : and thatPhilipto 
feoaire that loffe, contefted with his two brothers, Demettius and Antiochus, about 
the ioyning of the kingdom of Damafcus to his Pcincipalhty, ( which cornmoaonsbe ; 
ween the Kings ot Syria, teem to be thofe which Livy hath defenbed in his 70 book; 
and clairaedtoliimlelf all the remaining partsof Syria, which werenot m the hand ot 
Cvzicenushisfon. The Syrians being at laft quite weaned out with the various skir- 
Shcs which Philiphad,fometimei with Antiochus Piu>,(omecimc* with his brothers, 
fo the fpaceof eight years together, they defetted the Szleucian^, and voluntarily put 
hemfelvesunderthecommandofTigranesKingof Armenia , as Juftin Ihewes n the 
begmmngot his4obook. And asfor that firname ot Pm, which was given to A> 
tShus, Appian ( in the forecited place ) is of opinion, that it was given him in deriiio 1 
bS Syrians; becaule he had married Selene, which had formerly been the wife 
both of his father Cyzicenus, and his Uncle Grypus: and therefore plainly teds us, 
Thathe was by the juft judgement of God, thrown out of the kingdom oy

who came tiafilft (3o*sVthreW out GOrdius himfetf, with the new obtruded yomig 
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King Ariarathe?, to whom Gordius was afligned Governour by Mithridates) and 
proclaimed Ariobarzanes King , according to the decree of the Senate 1 Mithri- 
dates faying not one word all the white agaiuft ir. £ Lhle, lib. 7c. Plutarch 
in Sylla, tAppian. in MHhridatic^pag.zo^, & lib, 1. Belt, Civill. Pdg.196.~j 

The Parthian Ambaffadors came to Sylla, from their King Arfaces, to intreat ami- 
ty with the people of Rome, Q Livie. lib. 70. Sexttts %nfus i in Breviario^ There never 
being before that any correlpondence held between thole two nations. Orobazus the 
Parthian had the chief managing of the Embaflie ; who,meeting with Sylla, refiding 
aboutEuphrates ;Sylla isfaid to have cawled three Seates to be placed,one for Ariobar- 
zanes, another for Orobazus,and a third for himfelf : fo feating himfelf in the midft be- 
twixt them both , he gave audience tothe Ambaffadors ; wherefore the Parthian King 
fliortly after put Orobazus to death: Others gave ouc,that he flew Sylla* as it he had ex- 
pofed the Barbarians to open derilion; whilft others exclaimed againft him,as being an 
arrogant perlon, and one who had difcovered his ambition very unfeafonably. It is 
recorded alio, how that a certain Chalcidian of Orobazus his retinew ; after he had 
viewed Sy 11 a's countenance, and very curioufly obferved the temper bent and moti- 
ons, both of his mind and body, and examined his difpofitiori by the wiles of art, de- 
clared openly,That it was impoftlble, but Sylla mult needs come to be fome great man 
ere long • and that he wondred extreamly, that he himfelf could endure to make a 
fraud where he was, and not already to be head of all. [ Pint, in Sylla. cornered with 
Velle'ms Pater cuius, lib, i.eap. 24,] 

Nofooner was Sylla returned home to Rome, but Cenforinus impeached him of 
bribery, as one who againft law had taken a great fum of mony of a kingdom in friend- 
fhip and amity with the Romans t but he did not profecute the accufatk>n,but let it fall, 

[Plutarch. ibid,] 

Mithridatcs inveagled Tigranes,King of Armenia, (not dreaming that the Romans 
would take any exception thereat) to fide with him in the war which he had been a 
long while hammering out againft the Romans ; perfwading him by Gordiui to en- 
gage in war. AriobarzaneSjWhomthe Romans-had fet as King over the Cappadociansj 
buzing him in the ear,as if he weEe but a dull fellow, and luch an one, who had neither 
(pint nor life in him at all r And to feem to play fair play^ie profeued him his daughter 
Cleopatra in marriage. [J uftm lib. 3 8, cap, 3 .] 

Mithridates, and Bagoas,Tigranes his Commanders, having driven oat Ariobar- 
zanes, who upon their fitft approach, took up bag and baggage; and made what haft 
he could towards Rome, placed Ariarathes in the kingdom : and fo-byTigranes his 
afliftance, Cappadocia began again to be under Mithridates junldi&k>rj.[/4. ib.Appian. 
in Mithridatic. fag. 1 76.] 

At the fame time, Nicomedes Philopator, being deceafed, the Senate of Rome 
made his fon Nicomedes, whom Nila, (a common dancer, as Mithridates in Juftin,. 
lib.? 8. cap. 5. calls her) bore unto him, King of Bithynia. Mithridates fent his elder 
brother Socrates; who alfo himfelf was called Nicomedes, and furnamed Chreftw, or 
the Thrifty, againft him with an army ; who,after he had beaten out his brother, fcized 
upon the kiDgdom himfelf. [ Juftin, ibid. Apptan.pag. 176. <£* 178. Memnon in Excerpt is 
e J > hotii,cap 4 ^2.] 

Nicomedes, then deveftedof his kingdom, made his humble addreffes to Rome : 
whereupon it wasdercedinthe Senate,tbat both he and Ariobarzanes fhould be re- 
ftored into their kingdoms.To eff e£t ihi$,Embafladors were prcfendy difpatched away; 
v Manius Aquilius (who quelled the fervile war in Sicily) and Malthius, or (as it is read in 
the MS.) Marcus Altinius [ Inftin & Appian.ta fupra. ] Lucius Caffius alfo, who held 
Alia Pergamena,uicha fmall army, and Mithridates himfelf was ordered to aflift 
them. But Mithridates fat ftill, and helped them not, becaufe that the title of Cappa- 
docia was then in difpute,and the Romans had taken away Plirygia from him. [Appian. 
ibid. pag. 1 76, 1 77.] but put them off with a long ftory of his grievances, and (bewiiig 
the Ambaffadors at what vaft expences he had been at, both upon publick and 
private accounts. [Dio.Legat. 30. in edit.Graca, vel 31. in Graco latin*,] Although he 
himfelf in an oration of his, which Tragus Pompeius hath put upon the file, affirms, 
th at both his fon was turned out of Cappadocia, which by the law of nations appertain- 
ed to him.as Conquerer ; and alfo that he had flain ChreftuSjKing of Bichynia,in favour 
tothe Romans. [Ittfi'm, lib. 38, cap. 5.] w 

Mithridatesjtefolving ere long to encounter the Romans, engaged Tigranes in his 
quarrel, upon mutuall covenant, That Mithridates fhould have the Cities and the fields 
lor his fhare, and Tigranes, the people and the plunder. And Mithridatcs, under {land- 
ing well enough how great a task he had undertaken, fent his Ambaffadors abroad, 
fofficiting afliftance: fome he fent to the Cimmerians, other to the Gallogrecians, to 
the Sarrnatans, and the Bafternans ; for,by his prefents and favours, he bad made fure 
ofeveryoneofthofe nations before hand, when his defigne of engaging the Romans 

came 
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came fitft into his head. He commanded alio an army to repaire to him out of Scychia. 
rpjlin.lib. tf.cap. 3.] AllthofewhichinhabiteTaiuisandlftcf, and the lake Mae- 
otis, being ready at his beck. He lent alfo into Egypt and Syria, to draw the Kings 
there into an alfociation with him. He had alrcadv j 00 (hips with decks, and builded 
more every day, having lent for Mafters and Pilots ou; of Phoenicia and fcgypr.He had 
alio his fathers kingdom which was twenty thoufand furlongs in length: he drew alto 
to his fide with him, many or the adjacent Countries and amongft the reft the Colthi 
a warlike Nation, [ tApp'an. in Mthridatic, pag. 1 7 8,1 80. ] He was feized alfo of that 
Country which is bounded with the River H.ilys, as far as the Tibarens and the Ar- 
menians! and within the River Halys as far as Amaftris, and forae parts of Papilla* 
gonia : Moreover he annexed to his Dominio is, the Sea coaft towards the Welt, unto 
Heraclea : and on the other fide, he laid unto Pontu?,all the Country betwixt that and 
Colchis,and Armenia the lefler,[ S>rabo,ltb. 1 i. pag. 5 40, 54 l . ] Aulus Gellius writes 
how that be had twenty five Nations which did homage unto himasfubpas,^/;*. 17. 
tut. 17.] Valerius Maximus 12. [lib, %.cap, 7.] So Qnintilianus , [//*. u. cap. a.] 
Vliay,ltt.T.cap m 24.&lib,i'i.cap.i.] and that he was thoroughly skilled in every 
one of their feveral languages, Co well, that he never ufed any Interpreter, whenf never 
he had occafion tofpeakwitn the people. We read alio in Sextus Aurelius Vi&or, 
his book de viris illultribu<,cap. 76. how that he could fpeak a* feveral languages : al- 
though in this place for 2 1. the Manufcriprs compute fifty. 

As foon as the Roman Legates with Callus his fouldiers, and fome other fupplies 
levyed out of Galatia and Phrygia, had re-inthroned Nicomedes in Bithynia, and A- 
nobarzanes in Cappadocia ; they presently advifed them both, by their often incurfi- 
ons, to pefter Mithridates his Country which bordered upon them,thereby feeking oc- 
cafion of a quarrel, upon confidence of the afliftance they were like to find in cafe Mi- 
thridates fhould relent the provocation. Yet had neither of them fo much fpirir, as to 
dare to provoke fo potent a neighbour, by downright ads of hoftility. But the Le- 
gates importuning Nicomedes ( who upon covenant was engaged indeepfummesof 
money to the General and Legate* themfelves for his reftitution, and in other fumm:s 
of money, which he had raken up upon intereft of the Romans in Afia, which was now 
called iu) he was forced at this pinch, though much againft his will, to make his en- 
rodes into Mithridates his Dominions : fo that he deftroyed and pillaged the Country 
as far as the City Amaftris, without the leaft controule or check from any body. For 
Mithridates, though he was fufficiendy provided at this time, yet did he decline to 
fight, and fuftered the enemy to range at pleafuie ; that fo all the World might fee, 
that he did not commence the war againft the Romans, but upon many,and thofc ve- 
ry iuft, grounds,C«^WW'*».C^^> r i<i*r;V.p^.i77. cumLiv.Lb,j^& Diotie.Legat.^Oy 
vil 31 3 Ofwhichinfolenciesoithc Romans Saluft (inthe4book of hisH'ftory) 
brings him in thus, complaining in an Epiftle or his to Arfaces. For why fhould I n*me 
my (elf who being on every fide by kingdoms and Principalities divided from their Empire , be- 
caufe it was reported that I was rich, and refilved againft their fcrvice ; they provoked bj the 
war of Nicomedes, that was privy to their wickidneffe, and teftified before the Kings that after- 
wards enfftcd, 8CC, 

As foon as Nicomedes was returned home with his rich booty, MithrKlares fent Pe- 
lopidas the Oratour to the Roman Generals and Legates ( knowing well enough that 
Nicomedes did what he did by their abetting and inftigation) co expolb:lace with 
them concerning the injuries and violencies offered unto him by Nicomdes. And 
when as Nicomedes his Embafladors laid all the blame upon Mithridates,^ giving the 
fitft occafion of thofc his proceedings: The Romans re plyed, That they were nei- 
ther well pleafcd that Nicomedes fhould any wayes moleft Mithridat s ; neither 
would they fuflfer Mithridates to right himfelf by waging war with Nicomedes. Mi- 
thridates receiving no better fatisfa&ion, but rather conceiving himleli plainly baffel'd 
by the Romans, fent his fon Ariarathes with a great hofte to feize upon the kingdom 
ot Cappadocia : who foon beat out Ariobarzanes, and reigned himfelf in his ftead, 
[Appian.in Mithridatic. par, 17 9* compared with Livie, lib* 7 6. andjy. Entrap. Lb, 5. and 
Orofms, lib. 6. cap. x.] Maltius alio, or M. Altinius, the Roman Legate, was deteated 
there at the fame time, [ Juftin. lib. 38. cap. 4. ] 

Mithridates fent his Agents to Rome, to defire the Romans, that if they accounted 
Nicomedes their friend,that they would either peri wade him,or elfe compel him whe- 
ther he wculd or no, to do what was juft and right : Bat if they held him an enemy, 
that they then would give him leave to avenge himfelf of him. The Roman^did not 
onely not gratifie him in any one particular demanded, but proceeded to threaten him, 
if he did not ftraitwayes refign back Cappadocia to Ai iobarzancs,and conclude a peace 
with Nicomedes • They commanded alio his Emhaftadours to depart the Town the 
fame day, laying a ftricl prohibition upon him, that u:iLfIe he fubmitted to their in- 
V u u junctions, 
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junaions and did accordingly, he fhould never fend Ambaifadors again to Rome 
[Pio.Lrgat.$\.vet.$z.] 

la the mean time, Mithiidates difpatched away Pelopidas to the Roman Generals, 
whole errand was to acquaint them, how chat he had lent {ome Ambafladors to com- 
plain of them to the Senate, and therefore warned them to be prcfenr, to juftific their 
anions ; and that they (hould not dare to begin, or aft, any thing, undll they had re- 
ceived a decree Irom the Senate and people of Rome, to authorize them. This fouud- 
ed (omething harfli and inlolent, whereupon they enjoyned Mithridates not to meddle 
with Nicomedes, and to quit Cappadocia : (for they would themfelves take care to fee 
Ariobaizanes reftored) as for Pelopidas, they charged him forthwith to depart the 
Camp,and never to return, but upon the Kings execution of what was commanded : 
with this anfwer was he difmifled, yet not without a convoy, in cafe he fhould attempt 
to corrupt any by the way. [Appian.'] * 

The Roman Generals (not itaying for the determination of the Senate and the 
people, concerning thisfogrea* war) prefently drew up their forces out of Bithinia, 
Cappadocia, Paphlagonia,and Gallograrcia ; and tothofe L. Caffius hisarmy, which 
he keprforthefecuringof Afia , joy ned themfelves. They put their forces into feverall 
divifions. Caffius pitched about the confines of Bithinia, and Galatia. Manius Aquiilus 
had his brigade to make good the paflage, by which Mithridates was to enter Bithy- 
ma. Q^Oppiuslay in the borders of Cappadocia, each of them had 40000 Foot and 
Horfe. They had a fleet alfo riding about Byzantium ; Minimus RuUis, and C. Pa. 
pihus being Admirals, to keep the entrance into Pontus. Nicomedes alfo lent 5*0000 
Foot, and 6000 Horle to their affiftance. lldem.} 

Mithridates had in his own army * 50 thoufand Foot, and 40 thoufand Horfe, 300 
fhips with decks, 1 00 Gallies with two oars on a bank, and other preparations anlwer- 
ableto fo numerous an army. Neoprolcmus and Archelaus, two brothers, had the 
command of thefe forces, the King himfelf alfo took the charge of many things on 
hisown perfon, Amongft the auxiliaries, Archathias, Mithridates his ion, brought 
1 0000 Horfe out of Armenia the kiler: Dorylaus was over the Phalanges of foot 
(armed cap a pe) Crateius had the command of 130 Chariots with Sithes 
{tod.} 

As foon as Nicomedes and Mithiidates his Generals (for he was not there himfelf ) 
difcovetcd each other in the Campaigne near the river Amnia?,cheyprefentlyput 
their bodies in batalio : Nicomedes all the men he had ; N:optolemus and Archelaus 
oncly their light hatneflcd Foot, Arcachias his Hotfc, and fome Chariots, for the* 
Phalanx confiftmgof 8 ooo men, was not yet come up, but was upon the march. The 
vi&ory kept not conftant to one fide, but lomecywes one, fometimes the other had the 
better mil at laft Mithridates his Commanders(though their fouldiers were far infetiour 
in number) with their Chariots armed with Sithes, did fomowc the enemy off, that it 
is not to be believed how many were ilain in the place, Nicomedes himfelf was forced 
to flye, with his company, 111 Paphlagoniaj fo that the enemies Campbeingdefert- 
ed, the plunder and the monies fell to the Conquerours. \Id.comparedwiik Mcmno*. cap 
33. and Strabo lib . ia.p ag. 562.3 " 

Nicomedes thus chafed out of the field,pitched near theplace where Manius Aqui- 
lus lay, with his brigade. Mithridates got upon the mountain Scoroba, which divides 
the Bithynians and the Ponticks. He fentout 100 Horle of Sarmatans, as his Scowts 
who lighting upon 800 of Nicomedes Horfe, took fome of them prifoncrs. Neopto- 
lcmusand Nemancsan Armenian, having upon hisfirft entrance into the Village 
Pacheus, about feven houres after the fight, overtaken Manius Aquilius, as he was 
drawing oft his forces, (when Nicomedes was gone to Caffius) forced him to fight 
having at that time with him 4000 Horfe, and ten times as many Foot : whereof 
loooc were flam outright, and 3000 taken prifoncr. As for Aquilius himfelf,aftcr this 
ddafter, he made as faft as hecould towards the river Sangarius, and by night 
got over, and fo cfcaped to Pergamu?. £ &4ppian. compared with Li-vie lib 
77-3 

Caffius, Nicomcde.vmd all the Roman Legates, removed their Camps, and march- 
ed to Leontocephale,the beft fortified Caftlc in all Phrygia : where they exercifed 
a company of frefh-watcr fouldiers, which they had raked together from amoneft the 
trades-men, husbandmen, and the fcum of the people, and made a newmufterof 
I hryg.ansallo sbuc feeing that all of them feemed backward to their fervice, they 
difmifled them ail, and retreated thence. Caffius marched away with his forces to 
Apamea, Nicomedes to Pergamus, and Aquilius towards Rhodes. As foon as tidings 
hereof were brought to thofe that were fee to keep the entrance into Pontus, they dif- 
perfed themfelves, having delivered the inlets of Ponr us and Nicomedes hi* flups' as a 
prize to Mithridates. [Appiaa.-] r ' 

Mithridates 
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Mithridates fent all the prifoncr; he had taken in this war home, with proviflonin 
their fnaplacks ; hoping by that act of Clemency, to get the good opinion oi his ene- 
mies. [M] This mild paila§c was locryed up every where, that all the Cities gene- 
rally'cams flocking in to him, and fidedwith him; in fuch wife, that Ambaifadors 
came to him from all Cities, inviting him by their pnbhek decrees, to come into themj: 
calling him their god and deliverer. And upon notice of me Kings approach , 
the people came huddling out of the feverall Cities, in white garments , to falute 
him, and received hun with great joy and acclamation. [Dtodor, Sicnl. in Excerpt 
faltjii.pag. 401,] Tne Titles or honour which they conferred upon him, wece fo 
notable audio high, that they hiked not with one that was but a mortall man, they 
called him their God, and implored his afliftance. [Athen.llb. 5. m/mi,] their Lord, 
Father,Prefcrver of Alia, bvius, Dionyhus, Nyhus, Bromius, Bacchus, [ Ocero. pro. 
Flacco.] And why the Title of Bacchus was given above all the reft, Plutarch gives the 
reafon iu the fuft book of his Sympofiacs. . • , , 

Mithridates hereupon, (Nicomedes having fhiited for himlelf, and withdrawn into 
Italy; at his verv firlt coining, feized upon all Bithynia, fo that he had nothing clfc to 
do thete, but to ride in circuit from City ro City, to fettle and compote things, and puc 
themin order. {iMcmnon.c ap. ^.Liv.lib. 76. &r].Strabo> lib. 12. p*g. 5^2. Appid*. 
tag i8|,3 From thence he marched with a conliderable army into Phrygia, a pro- 
vince belonging !to the people of Rome, [Liv.M.w.] where he took up the fame 
quarters to lodge in, which Alexander formerly had done : taking it for a very happy 
Omen, that it fhould fo fall out for ;Miihridates, to lodge at night where Alex- 
ander himfelf had taken a nap. Andfo he ran over all Phrygia, Myiia, and Afia, pro- 
vinces but lately fallen to the Romans, as far as Canaand Lycia. lApptan. pug. 

Mithridates, having lent his Commanders round about, fubdusd Lycia, Pamphy- 
lia, and other places as far as Ionia. [ Appun. pag. 184.] he invaded Paphlagonia 
alio, and drove out thence Pylcemeu the King, who was a confederate of the peo- 
pleof KQlTiC.\Eutrop.Hb,%,Orof,lib. 6. cap,2. compared with Afpian in Mithridatic. pag. 

The Athenians lent an Amballadour to Mithridates , one Athenio , ton by an 
Egyptian flave, to Athenio the Peripatetick ( who being after the deceafe of his 
Matter left heir, and enrolled a free denizon of Athens, took upon himfelf the name 
of Aiiftion, and taught young boyes Rhetorick, and the Peripatetick Pivlofophy) 
He had nofooner thuffled himfelf into the lift of the Kings favorites, but he forth- 
with follicited them bv his letters, to new inventions in State. \Athentm, lib. 1 }, cap. 
io» & 11. Ex Pofidomi Apameni Hi ft or i a. ] He was a perfon compounded of 
impudency and cruelties, and one, who had as it were raked the kennel of 
Mithridates his vices, and picked out the moft vile of them for his own 
imitation. {Tlutarch. in Sjlla, «»d lit tranfeubtr Pw, in VaUfit Excerptis, pag. 

Muhridatcs.having promifed fecurity and protection to the Laodiccans, inhabiting 
ncarthc river Lycns, to whom QjOppiojProconful of Pamphylia had recreated wich 
his Horfe and Mercenary fouldiers, upon condition that they fhould deliver Oppius 
up into his hands: they difmifled the Mercenaries indeed ; but as tor Oppufc, they 
brought him to Mithridates, ordering the liftors to go before him in deriuon. M 1 thn- 
dates 1 received him at their hands , and carried him about hun whithcrloever he 
himfelf went, priding himfelf excreamly in this, that he had taken a Roman 
Gcnerall priloner. L Livie. lib. 78. Atbtnttu nt fupra, cap. u. Appmn. pag. 

1 Mithridates his party, fweeping all before them in Afia.as they went, without con- 
trole, all the Cities fttangely revolting from the Romans: the Lelbians relolved not 
oncly to yield up themfelves to the King, but to deliver up Aquilius alto unto him, 
who flew away to Mitilenc, and lay there, to be cured of a difeale. Whereupon they 
fent to his lodging, a company of choice youths, ftout and reloluiej who came rulh- 
ing into the room where Aquilius was, and took him and bound him, tuppohng that 
he would be a moft rare prelcnt, and very acceptable to Mithridates. [ Diodor. Sicul. m 
Excerptis Vdcfuy pag. 40! .] together with Aquilus the M.tylenians, delivered other pn- 
fonersto Mithridates. . , 

The King carried Aquilius (who had been tne chief promoter of the hmbanie,and 
the prime authour in this war) bound upon an Afle, whitherfoever he went, and for- 
ced him with his own mouth, to proclaim to the lookers on, that he was Manius 
Aquilius: And the fame Manius, coupled 10 one Biftarnes, a tall fellow, five cubits 
in ftature, was fometimes led on foot in a chain, by a Trouper. At. laft after he 
had been tcourged, and put upon the Rack at Pergamus, Mithridates commanded 
melted sold to be powred down his throat ; in exprobration of the Romans

The King, after he had appointed Governoursof the feveral places he Had lubdued 
went to Magnefia,Ephefus,and Mitylenejand finding a cheary welcome amongft them 
all. The Ephcfians upon his coming, took down all the Statues of the Romans which 
they had let up amongft them, [ Appian. ) 

Mithridates Generals, received of the Cities with favour and good liking, found a- 
mongft them a good bank of gold and filver, which the former Kings had horded up 
and a good provifion for war : by this he thought himfelf diffidently flocked, to that 
he forgave the Cities their arrears both publick and private, and a releafe of tribute or 
taxes tor the fpace of five years, £ Jufi>». lib. 3 8. cap. 3.3/, i» revenge of the injunes done 
tmto me> drave Nicomedcs out of Bithjma^recovered Afia, King Amiochushis fpolle y and eafed 
Qreece of that heavy burden under which it groaned : ] fayes tic of himfelf, ill ail Epiftle of 
his to Arfaces. [lib.

Mithridates,uponhisreturnfrpmoutof Ionia, took Straronicea, fct a fine uponir, 
and placed a uarrilon in it i where* calling his eye upon a very beautifull Virgin, cal- 
led Momma, Philopomeaes his daughter, he took her along with him, and puc her 
amongft his women: But as for the Magnetian?, he continued the war with them and 
with the Paphlagomans,and with the Lycians alio, becaufethey made fome r^fiftance, 
and would not fufter him to lay his Garrifon amongft them,[%;,w,] I (1 which difpute 
the Magnetians about the mountain Sipylus , wounded Archdaus Mithridates his 
General, who lay pillaging upon their borders, and flew many of his men, I Taufanias 
in *At ticify pag, 18.]

Cleopatra the Egyptian Q^een, thinking by fome fecret plot to have circumvented 
her ton Alexander, and to have worked his overthrow j was taken her felf by him 
and put to death. Neither was ihe ever a whit to be pittied, who had played inch not- 
able pranks, as to drive her own mother from her marriage-bed ; made her two 
daughters widows, by forcing them to barter their husbands ; engaged in a war a- 
gainft one of her 1 ons,and never left till fhe had banifoed him : and for the other, de- 
prived him of his kingdom, and after plotted his deftruftion, T J*ftln. lib. 39 cap 4 
compared with Paufanias in ^tticis^pag, 8. with Athe»*Ht,lib. i 2 . cap, 27. and withEufe- 
btHsm Chronica. -\ Yet he had reigned, together with his mother, « 8 years, \ Porphyr 
i»grcel^Eufeb,Scaliger,pag.li^.]

As loon as ever it came robe known , that Cleopatra was flain by her fon Alex- 
ander, the people prefently were in an uproar ; which made Alexander fliift away lor 
himfelf •. After whofc withdrawing, the Alexandrians difpatched awayEmbaffadours 
to Cyprus toPtolcmei Lathurusthe elder brother,and delivered up the kingdom of E- 
gypr unto him : who held it for the fpace of 8 years ( or as Porphyrins hath more ex- 
actly computed the time) 7 years and <Smoneths, [juftin.lib.w cap.K.Paufan Po r - 
phyr.&Eufeb.tafupu] J ' 

Anna the Prophetefle, daughter of Phanuel ( her husband being deceafed, a wi- 
dow ) went not out of the Temple, but ferved God with failings and prayers night and 
day for 84 years together, until fuch time as fhe law Chrift himfelf in the Temple 
[ Luc.ll.s7.] * y 

The Italians which had revolted from the Romans, fent unto Mithridates, tofol- 
licitc him to march with his Forces into Italy againft the Romans-for by that means it 
would ptove no great piece of bufineffe by their united Forces to (batter the Roman 
power. Mithridates replyed: That he wasrefolved to march into Italy, but not until 
fuch time he had completed his Conqueft over Afia, with which his hands were now 
full. The Italians upon Mithridates hisrefulal of aflociating at prefent, began to de- 
fpair, and grew quite out of heart: whereby it came to paife, that the wa* with the 
confederates , or the Marfian war, was laid aflecp, [ Diodor. Stent, in Bibliotheca.Photii 
eod.244.] In which, amongft the lupplicsfenr unto the Romans from forreign parts 
(mentioned by Livy in his 72 book) there were fentfrom the Heradeots of Pontus, 
twogallieswitiifouroaresonabank; whereof Memnon makes mention in hisHi- 
ife y . ft? m » t^.31.] And on the Italian fide, amongft others, Agamemnon the 
Cilician Pirate appeared, [of whom Diodor. Siculus fpeaht in Excerpt. Vale (ii % pair 508 
atid P.OroJius^iniib.^.cap.

Mithiidates, finding how that the Citizens ofRome which weredifperfed thorough 
the Cities of Afia were an hmderance, to the accoroplifhing of his defign,fent private 
letters from Epheiusto the Governors, and Magiftrates of the Cities, giving order to 
them, that they fhould all of them upon the fame 30 day, fee upon the Roman and 
Itahan g >r,our 1 n " s ? Wlth thc ,'f w,vcs > children, and all other free-borne inmates of the 
Italian Race, kill them, and let them lie unburied : One moycty of their goods were 
rogoto the King, the other to the aflacinatcs. He threatned alio by a common cryer, 
to lay a fine upon any that fhould dare to bury any of the flain, or mould conceale any 
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nfrhem that had efcaped the mAflfacre: propounding a reward to iliofc thauhouki 
a Sr hem •, engaging to a fhve his liberty, it he wuuM murder ftisMaftcr, and to 
i Source halfot his debt, to kill his Qeduour, Their mftruftuws being pri-

thence the Athenians lent fome long fhips,and a chaire fupported with filver feet •* the 
greateft part of the City running out of town to faluce him. He had no fooner got 
the power of the City into his own hands, bur. he afted the Tyrant j either killing thofe 
that favoured the Romans,or elfe delivering them up to Mithridates. Many, to a- 
void their falling into his clutches, efcaped to Amifus, a Colony of the Athenians in 
Aha, and were received into the City, [ Pofftdonitts^Apamenns, apud Athen&um^ lib, 5 C a p 
1 1 . compared with Plutarch in Lucttllo, and with Paufanias in. Atttcu^ fag. 1 8, ] 

Whatfoever Italians efcaped out of Aha, found a fan&uary at Rhodes, and a- 
mongft thofe was L. Caffius the Proconlui of Aha. The Rhodians fortified their 
Walls, and Pons, and placed their Engins : fome Teimifltans and Lycians affording 
their aftiltance. Upon Mithridates drawing near with his Fleer, they pulled down 
the Suburbs, that they might not be as a flicker to the enemy, or ferviceable to them ; 
and put their flups into a pofture of fighting, fome in the front, others on the fide.'', 
[ Appian.] The Rhodians were over-matched in nothing but in the number oflhip; .- 
in all other things they had the odds by far : as being the better Pilots, knew better 
how to order their fhips, plyetheoares, had the more fprightly fouldiers, the more 
expert and valorous Commanders : When as on the contrary, the Cappadocians were 
but frefh-water fouldiers, feldom exercifed at fca fights, and which commonly proves 
the bane of all, did all tumultuoufly and without any order, [ TXodor.Slcul.inExcent. 
Falef.pag.40i.] 

The Cappadocians being now ready to engage with the enemy at fea in the pretence 
and eye of their King, defired to approve their loyalty and affections unto him; and 
feeing that their advantage lay onely in thac their fhips were more in number than 
theirs, they endeavoured all they could to furprife and intercept the enemies Fleet, 
[ Diod.Sicul. ibid. ] But at length, Damagoras the Admiral of the Rhodians Fleet, af- 
ter Sun-fer, with fix fh Ips fell upon 25 of the Kings : two of which he fanke, and forced 
other two to flee into Lycia: and fo having fpenc the night at fea, returned back a- 
gain. In this encounter, one of the Chian fnips,an aflociate, in the route fell foule upon 
Mithridates his (hip as he was encouraging his fouldiers : fo that the King himfelf had 
like to have fallen intothe enemies hands, tor which he afterwards punifhed the Maftcr 
and Pilot, and was difpleafed with all the Chians. After this> as Mithridates his land 
Forces were upon fail to him out of Afia, in mips and gallics, a fuddenftorm drove 
them upon Rhodes. The Rhodians fell upon them as they were difordered and di- 
fperfed by the temped ; boarded fome of them, fankc others and fired ocherfome : 
and brought away 400 prifoners. Ac laft Mithridates, having brought his engines 
and fcaling-ladders to take the City, was beaten off, and forced to rctrcate from 
Rhodes in dilgrace, [ Appian. compared with (JHcmnou cap. 33, and with Uvy 
lib. 78.] 

From hence he went to Patara and befieged it ; where wanting materials for en- 
gines, he began to cut down Latona's grove : but was by a threatning dream com- 
manded to defift, and not to meddle with thole confecrated trees .■ Leaving Pelopidas 
to carry on the war in Lycia, he fent Archelaus into Greece to draweither by faire or 
foule means, as many Cities as he could into hk aflociation : Whilft he himfelf, en- 
truftinghis Commanders with many great bufincfles, employed himfelf in levying of 
fouldiers, making armes, and (porting himfelf with his Stratonicean women : He alfo 
buhed himfelf in the examination of all luch pcrfons as were impeached of trcafon, 
either by attempting fcmewhat againft his own perfon, or innovation in ftate, or any 
which were but in the lealt manner inclined that way, [ Apptan. pag, 188.] 

Archelaus the Kings General, being fent before into Achaia with 120 thoufand 
Hoifc and Foot, had the City of Athens delivered up into his hands by Ariftothe A- 
thenian, [ Liv. lib, 78. Etttrop. lib. 5 . Orof. lib. 6. cap. 2. ] From whence he went out with 
hi* Fleet and provilions to Djlos, which had revolted from the Athenians,and reduced 
other Caftles. He alio feized upon fome monies which had been dedicated to Apollo, 
and fent ic away by Arilto to the Athenians, appointing a convoy of 2 000 fouldiers to 
fecure it upon the way, [Appian. pag. 188,189.] But it happened, that Apcllicon 
Teiusj[<" Appian. reports it , lib. $.cap. n.] an Athenian Citizen, and a moft intimate 
friend of Athenion, or Ariito, ( in regard they were both Pcripatcticks ) came with all 
(peed with fome companies of Foot to Delos : where he ltayeda while, thinking him- 
fclt fafe enough ; whenas he had neither placed the guards with that care he oughr, 
nor yet lecured the hinder part of the Ifland with Garrifon or Trench : Orobius ( or 
Orbius) the General of the Roman army, to whole truft Delos was committed, ob- 
ferving the mans negligence and imprudence in that particular, came with bis Forces in 
a dark night, and fell upon them,heavy with fleep and drink; cut the throats of the 
Athenians and their auxiliaries , to the number of fix hundred, as if they had been fo 
many fheep: about 400 of them he took alive; but Apellicon,who fo worthily 
commanded the Party, gave them the flip : Many of them for their fecurity fiew to 
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the villages adjacent ; but Orobius purfued them, fee fire to the houfes, and burnt 
both them, their Helepolis and other cngins,bclonging to a Leagure: And when all 
was done, erefted a Trophie and Altar with this Infcripcion.

Methrophanes fent by Mithrdates with another band of fouldiers, made great de- 
populations in Eubaea* and the Country of Demettias, and Magnefia : Cities extremly 
averfe to the Kings faction. Bryetius ( or Brutius Sura, Scntius, Pr«or of Maccdomas, 
Legate, as Plutarch fhewes) with fome fmall forces which he brought out of Mace- 
donia^ upon him>and encountered him at fea : and having fanke one greatfhip,and 
one friggot called Hemk>lia,put to fword all the men that were in them,Metrophanes 
(landing by and looking on. But the (peftacle feemed fo dreadful to him» that he 
hoyfted (ail and made away with all fpeed : Bryttius after him as faft as he could drive, 
but the Wind fo befriended Mcrrophanes, that Bryttius was glad to give over the 
chafe, and fall upon Sciathus an Ifland which was the common receptacle tor the bar- 
barian thceves and robbers. Asfoon as he became Mafterofthc place, he hungup 
all the flaves that were foundtherein, and the free-men he punilhedwith the loflcot 
their hands, [ AppUm. ] m 

Of rhelonsofMithtidates,oncofthemheld that ancient kingdom in l'ontus and 
Bolphor us, as far as the wafte above the Lake of Mzotis : not one body offering to ap- 
pear againft him. The other Ariarathes, proceeded in the conqueft of Tnracia and 
Macedonia. The feveral Generals which Mithridates fent forth with armies domi- 
neered alio in other quarters : Archelaus the chief of them having with his Fleet got 
the command almoftofthc whole fea, brought the Iflands Cydades under his junt- 
diaion, and as many others as did lie within Malea, [ Plutarch tn SylUA bretna, 
Chalcis , and all Eubaca coming in, and. Tiding with Mithridates, L UKemmn 

C-/ Lucius Sylla ( L. Cornelius Cinna the Conful,preffing forward his march ) went as 
Proconful into Greece with 5 legions, and fome other companies, to manage the Mi- 
thridatickwar, [Plutarch t mSyaa.Dto. in Excerpt. Valefii* pag. i^.Appiaa.inMithri- 
fatic f*g*39o.& lib* t.Cw. Bell, pag. 599. "\ Mkhridates at tnat inftant relided atPer- 
gamus, where he was very bufic in diftributiiig amongft his friends, his wealth, princi- 
palities, and places of command. Amongft the many prodigies which prefented them- 
lelvcs to Mithridates whileft he abode at Pergamus, k isfaid, that at the fame inftant, 
that Sylla puc to fea with his Fleet from Italy, the Pergamcnians 10 the Theatre were 
letting down with an engine a Statue otviaory, bearing a Crown upon Mithridates 
his head : but it chanced, that when the Crown was juft come to his head, it tell to the 
ground, and was bin ft in peices. Thisaccident being no good omen, (truck the peo- 
ple with a ftrange kind of borrow, and Mithtidates himtelf was m great amazement 
theteat,althou5wt that time, all things had (uccecded well to him, [ Plutarch m 

1 Amongft the other ftrange vifions which appeared to Mithridates upon hisfirft de- 
fining his war againft the allies of the peopleof Rome, theic are recited ; at the time 
of the Confulfhipot L. Sylla, and CLPompeiu^by Julias Obfequens, thefe following. 
AtStratopedo,wliere the Senate ufually fat, the Crowes killed a Vulfurc, withtheic 
beakes ; The form of Ifis feemed to allault with tlmnder an huge Star fallen horn hea- 
ven upon the lame place. At what time Mithridates was bufie in firing the Grove de- 
dicated to the Furies* great laughing was heard,bur no body found to whom it might 
be afcribed as the authour : and when by the advice of the Soothfayers, he would have 
facrificed a Virgin to the Furies, a hidden fit of laughing burft forth from the throat 
of the fitomoisl wlich difturbed thefacrifice. ' 

M. Cicero, at Rome,applied himfelf clofe to Molon the Rhodian, who was both 
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the moft eminent for pleading of!caufes,and the beft inltiucT:er.[£<c«v* #r»re>.] this was 
that AlabandenfianOratouroutof Caria, as hereafter (hall be declared out of Strabo* 
in the year of the World, 3927. 

Sylla,beingentrcd Attica, having tent away part of his forces tooppofe Ariftionin 
the City, matched 111 his own perlon ftraightway to Piraeum, where Atchelaus, Mkhri- 
dates his General), had retreated within the walls. [Appian.] 

Winter feafon drawing on apace, SyUa encamped near Eleufine, where he drew a 
deep trench from the mountaines to the fea; and wanting mips, he Cent to Rhodes to 
fetch them. [Id,] 

Sylla, at laft,took Athens* having been a long while pinched for provifion, and that 
in the Calends of March, as he himfelf relates in his commentaries, $t« »Vc* o-u/*7riir7«<

as Plutarch hath it. Comparing that day with the beginning of the moneth Anthe- 
ftcrion,of which time the memory of Ogygis his floud is celebrated by the Athenians. 
But howfoever the Athenians binary Anthefterion in Plutarchs time, may fometimes 
anfwer the Julian March ,.yet in the falfe computation of the year* obferved at this 
time by the Romans, the Kalends of March might feem rather to fall out upon the 
Attick Pofideon, and the Julian December, 

TheRhodiansfiudingic alltogether impoffible for them to bring fupplies to Sylla 
by fea, in regard that Mithridates fleets lay draggling about » adviled C Lucullus, a 
man of great repute amongft the Romans* and one of Silla'S Ambafladors, to faile 
privately into Syria, Egypt, and Libya *, and from the Kings-and Cities- there* which 
ufed the art of navigation, to gather together what fhips he could,.and fo jpyn that 
fleet with their Rhodian fleet : He inthemidftof winter, not at all difmayedac the 
prefent difficulties at fea, with three Grecian banks, and as many Rhodian Erigats r put 
himfelf upon the hazard of the wide fea, and the enemies fhips, which (in regard they 
were mafters at fea)Jay ftraggling thick up and down the main; yet for all this, he 
arrived at Crete* and got that Ifland to fide with him. [ Appian, Mthridatic. pag. 1 j>z. 
Plutarch in LhcuIIo.] 

Ariftio the Tyrant, and others, who upon taking of the City, retreated intothefort 
of Athens, after they had been a long time befieged by Curio, were forced at laftro 
refigne up tor want of water. And upon the fame day and moment, on which Curio 
brought the Tyrant out of the fort, the Skie over-caft on the fudden, whereupon iflu- 
edfuch a violent ftormofrain, that the fort was fupplycd afrelh with water. Sylla 
proceeded by Capitall punifhmeut againft Ariftionand his company, and all fuch who 
had borne any offi:e amongft them, or had any manner of wayes violated the confti- 
tutions which the Romans fetled amongft them, after their conqueft of Greece: to 
all the others he granted his free pardon. £ Appian Ibid. pag. 195.196. Plutarch i»Syll* t 
Strabo, lib. 9. pag. 3 98/] Paufan reports, That upon Ariftions flying to the Temple of 
Minerva for fan&uary, Sylla commanded him to be dragged theace , and put to 
death* [ >'» Attic, pag, iS.] Others fay that he was poyfoned by Sylla. L Plutarch, in 
Sylla.] 

Ma gnefia, which was the onely City in all Afia, which remained loyall, valiantly 
defended it {elf, and held out againft Mithridate'. [ Liv.Ub. 81.] 

Lucullu^obferving how that the Cyrenians werealwayesmfefled with Tyrants,and 
continually embroyled in war, fetled the affaires of their Common-wealth, and enact- 
ed laws, whereby to f ecure the peace of the State for the future. C Plutarch in LuculU.] 
For after their infranchifement by the Romans, which was ten years before, they had 
been grievoufly opprcflcd by Nicocratesand his brother Leandri* and lately cafed and 
relieved from under that preflure by the indurtry of Aretaphila,Nicocratesfhis wife, as 
Plutarch fhews in his litle book of womens vertues. And another ten years after, Cy- 
rene was made a province by the Romans,as fliall hereafter be made to appear out of 
Appian, ad annum KjMundi 3928. But Jolephus affirms, out of the books of Strabo his 
Hiftories, that Cytene was at this time difturbed by a mutiny of the Jews, and 
that Lucullus was difpatched thither in all haft by Sylla to pacifie it. [ lib. 14. 

cap. 12.] 

As Lucullus was bending his courfe from Cyrene* into Egypt, he very ncer loft all 
hisihips, by a hidden incurfionof Pyrates : yet he himfelf efcaped fafe in perfon to 
Alexandria, where he was received with a great deal of honour; for the whole fleet 
gloriously trimmed, and adorned, went to meet him, as their cuftom was to do unto 
their King,when he at any time returned from fea.Ptolemeialfo (Lathuius,whom Plu- 
tarch very unfitly in this place calls a youth ) treated him very courtcoufly ; for he ap- 
pointed him his lodging &c his table atCourt,which was never befordknown to be done 
to any forrcign Commander, and tor the difcharge of his expeenccs> and defraying 
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his coft he allowed him not as ufually he did to others, but hour times as much : yet 
did not Lucullus admit of any thing but nccciTaries,neicher did he receive any prefents, 
although fome of them were worth 80 talents. Ic is laid, that he neither went to 
Memphis, nor ftept to fee any of the famous wonders ot Egypt; thofe things being 
fights for fame idle (pe£tatour,or one that travels tor plcafure, and not for Cucn as he, 
who had left hi-i General in the open field marching againft the G arrifons of the enc- 
mv, [ Plutarch in Luculh, ] 

'Aurclius Viftor writes, that Lucullus wrought Pcolcmsi King of Alexandria, to fide 
with Sy 11a the Conful, L de.vir.illffjlr.cap.j^.] B.itat that t'me, neither was Sylla 
Con(u!,but Proconful : neither would Pcoicmci then be brought to admit Sylla into 
his alloc iat ion, for fear he Ihould draw a war upon his own head. Yet did Pcolemci 
grant unto Lucullus (hips to convoy him into Cyprus : and when he wampon his im- 
barqiiing,faluced him, and courted him, and tendrcd him an Emerald tec in gold; 
which Lucullus at tJiefirftproferrefufed, but when as the King (hewed him his own 
picture cut upon it, he dared not but take it ; left, if he fhould be thought to depart in 
fome dilconrent, he might chance to be way-hid at fea, [ Tlntarch^ ut fitpr. J 

Lucullus with thole (hips he had gathered from amongft the port Towns a* he fail- 
led by, renouncing all fuch as had been engaged in piracy, crofled over into Cyprus : 
upon intelligence that the enemy lay lurking under the promontories to catch him, he 
thrult his Fleet into harbour,and wtote to the Cities thereabout to provide him Winter 
quarters, and provifions, pretending he would abide there wich his F.eec till Spring. 
But asfoon as ever the wind ferved, he put to fea again. In the day time he failed with 
low failcs, in the night he fpread all the canvas he had» and by that ftratagem arrived 
fafe with his Fleet at Rhodes, [Id. ibid. ] 

Cinna the Conful, lent his Colleguc Lucius Valerius Fiaccus with two legions into 
Afia, to govern the Province, and to manage the war againft Mithridates. He was 
but a raw fouldier,and therefore C. Fimbria.one of the Scnatou> went along with him, 
who was a man of repute amongft the fouldiers. Livius, Aureliu~, Victor, and Oro- 
fiu5,callhim Flaccus his Legate, Dio his Lieutenant General* Strabo Quasftor, Vel- 
lcius Patcrculus, General of the Horfe. When they took this imploymem upon them, 
the Senate gave them in charge, that if chey law Sylla ftood entire to the Senate, then 
hey fhould affift him, but if they found him otherwife inclined, they fhould ficft fight 
him. But it happened that loon after they had puc to fea from Brundufium, many of 
their thips were fluttered and tome with a tempeft; and a party alfo from Mithrida- 
tes fired the fhips which were upon the forlorn, [Memnon, cap, ^5.Liv.Ub.%%.Strabo y 
lib, 13. pag. 5 94. Vellei Patercul.lib. *. cap. 24. D'.o. in Excerpt. Valefti^ pag. 6 50. Appian. 
lib, 1. Belt. Civil, pag, 396. & in M'.thridatic. p*g. 204. compared with Orofiui, lib. 6. 
cap. *.] 

Taxilcs,Mithridates his General,marching out of Thracia and Macedonia with 100 
thonfand Foot, and 1 o thoufand Horfe, and 90 Chariots with fithes, follici cd Archc- 
laus to fide with him : thefe two uniting their Forces led under their colours 120 thou- 
fand men ( Memnonacknowledgeth more than <5o thoufand ) confiding ot Thraci- 
ans,Ponticks, Scythians, Cappadocians, Bithynians, G abtian?, Phrygian;:, nnd others 
which came out of Mithridates his new Provinces. Sylla, taking along with him L. 
HortenfiuSjWho had brought 6000 men ouc of Italy» engaged with Taxilcshislotcei 
near Cb.tronea,although he had not at that time above 1 500 Horfe, and not leffe than 
15000 Foot, as Plutarch gives up the tally: but Appian fayes, that his whole body | 
was lo fmall that it aufweied not to (o much as the third pan of the enemies. Yet Sylla 
wan the day, having killed upon the place nothoufand of the enemy, (or 100 thou- 
fand, as in Livies Epitome ) and pillaged their Camp. Archelaus made fhift to efcape 
toChalcis with not many more than 1 o thoufand men. Sylla gives out, that he mif- 
fed of his army at this bout, not above I4> ( or as others, 1 5 ) men : and that two of 
thofe alfo, returned towards evening to the Camp, who weie luppofed to have been 
dead, £ Memno»,cap. 34. L'.v.lib. 82. Plutarch in Sjlla. *Appim, in Mithridatic, Entrap, 
lib. 5 . Orof. lib. 6 . cap. z. ] 

Sylla, having received intelligence how that Fiaccus (who being of the other faction 
was made Conful ) was failing over the Ionian Sea with fome legions, pretending that 
he came againft Mithridates, hue indeed againft himfelf: marched into Thetfaliato 
meet with him, [ Plutarch. "| Fiaccus was a perfon very ill q ulified, covetous, rigorous 
and cru?l in puriliing,which made him fo deteftable to the louldiery,that part ot thofe 
which were ten: by him into Theflalie, ran away to Sylla's Cam? : and it is probable, 
the reft had followed, had no: they been kept from revolting by Fimbria, who was 
reputed the better buldier, and of a fofter temper. [ Appia».pag,2o^. ] 

Archchus ( in regard the Romans were unprovided of a Navy) roved about the 

Illands fecurely, making what havock he pleated all along the coaft ; and which is 

more : He adventured alhoar, and laid fiegc to Cerinthui ; but being way-laid in the 
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night by Corns Romans which were {hangers in thofe parts, he made what halt he 
could to get aboard again, and fo looted from thence* and returned back to Chakis, 
more liker a n Archpyrate than a Warriour. C Appiaa,] 

Mitbridates was much apalled at the news of his parties ovetthrow,as well he might: 
yet was he not fo much difcouraged , but that he would make new levies out of 
all the nations under his dominion. And bethinking himfelf, how that there were 
not wanting fuch, who (feeing him once going down the wind) would either now, or 
upon feme other occafion, defigue his ruine ; he thought it policy to fecure all thole 
he fufpectcd ,b?forc the war brake out af refh. \App ;>».] 

He began wichtheTetrachsof theGalatians»as well thofe of them which he had 
about him, as his friends, as thole which were not as yet fubdued unto him ; killing 
them all with their wives and children, except three, which faved themlelves by flight, 
of thefe, fome he furprized by treachery, the reft he maffacieed in one night at a revel- 
ling; being jealous that not any one of them, would remain loyall unto him, if Sylla 
fhould chance to come into thofe parts. And after confiscation of their gods, he thruft 
Garrifons into their Cities, and conftitutcd Eumachusover the whole nation. But pre- 
fently alter the Tetrarchs, which efcaped, having drawn together a band of their 
Clients out of the Conntry, ejected both him and his Garrifons out of Galatia ; fo that 
Mithridatcs had nothing out ol that nation, but roony. [Idem, f 

And being incenied againft the Chyans, ever fince thattime a fhipof theirs in the 
fea fight with the Rhodians, chanced unadvilcdly to fall foul upon the Kings Veilel : 
hefirftlet to fale the goods of all fuch Citizens, who were gone away to take part 
with Sylla : and after that, fent fome perfons, to take cognizance of the Roman facti- 
on amongft the Chians. At laft, Zcnolius (or as Memnon will have it, Dorylaus) 
arriviug there with an army, under colour ot pafling into Greece, by night furprized 
the walls of the Chians, and their mod confiderable forts, and after he had placed 
guards at the gates of the City, he afkmbled the Citizens togechcr,and compelled 
them to deliver up their arms, and the beft mens (ons for hoftages, all which he fent 
away to Erithrs . After this, letters came from the King to the Chians, about levying 
an impolition upon them, of two thoufand talents : to defray this, they were forced to 
take down the ornaments from their Temples, and make their women club their at- 
tyring implements, to make up the fum. Yet did Zenobius pick a quarrel with them, 
pretending that their mony was not down-weight: whereupon he ordered the men 
apart themfelves, the women and children by themlelves, to be carried a fhip-board : 
and fo after he had divided their lands amongft the Politicks, pluckt the Chyans mife- 
rably from their native Country,and lent them into the Euxinc fea, to Michridates. [Id, 
lb, compared with CMtmnon. cap, 35.] 

But the Hcracliaus, (betwixt whom and the Chians, was great corrcfpondencc and 
fricndlhip) let upon ihe Ponnck fhips, which carryed the captives upon the way,and 
brought them into their City, they not making any reliftanceat all, for indeed they 
were over-matched, and truly at that inftant , they relieved the Chyans, and very 
freely fupplved them with ncceffaries: but in procclle of time, they reftoredthem to 
their own Country alfo, having firlt expreffed a great deal of bounty towards them, by 
gifts and largcflcs.£^fcw»0>*. utfupraJ] 

The Ephelians commanded Zcnobius approaching the City with his fouldier-s to 
lay down his arms at the gate of the City, and to enter with a very f mall company. 
He was contented fo to do, and went to Philopnemenes (father to Monima,one of Mi- 
thridatcs hi< concubines) from whence by a Beadle he fummoned the Ephefians toge- 
ther.But they expecting no pleafant propositions from him,defcrred that convocation till 
the next day : and at night,having met together, they exhorted one another to fct upon 
Zonobius, lotheycalt him into pnfon,and killed him there. And then having placed 
their guards about the walls, they armed the common people, and drew them up in- 
to companies, fetched home the corn out of the fields, and fecured the youth of the 
City from making any combuflion. The Trallians, Hypaepcnians, Mefopolites, and 
fome others, (amongft whom the Smyrdeans,Sardians,and Colophonians,are reckon- 
ed by Orofiui, lib. 6. cap. 2.) terrified with the lad difafter,that had lately befallen 
the Chians, hearing of the Ephefians exploits, followed their example, C ^P' 

Fimbria, having out-ran Flaccus, and gotten a long way before him in his march, 
thought he had now lit upon a mod convenient featon , for fome commotion or 
other •• and therefore, that he might endeare the fouldery unto him, he permitted them 
to make incurfions into the Countries of their Allye?,and make what havock they 
pleafed therein, and to take captive every one they met withall. The fouldery very 
readily embraced this licenfe, fo that within few dayes, they had fcrambled together 
abundance of wealth by their plundering. But thofe that had been fpoiled ot their 
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wh went to meet the Confound made bitter complaints to him of the injuries they 
Ei H received : who being much troubled at the bulincikj commanded them to follow 
him and he himfelf would fee refti;ution made to every one that had (uftcrcd: and 
S threats commanded Fimbria to return forthwith to the owneri, whatloever had 
ten Eaway from them. He laid all the blame upon the fouldery; whodid this 
Soutanycommiuloiifromhim,buc covertly, he adviled them not to regard 1 the 
To fuls commands, not fufter that to be taken from them, which they had gotten by 
hwof arms : upon this, when Flaccus commanded reftkuiion to be made ot their ra- 
Sdding thrcatnings to his commands, the loukliers reluled to obey; fo mat there 
followed a great mutiny in the Camp. IDMr. Sunt, in Excerp,. t*lcf».p*g.*o6 t 

40 W*nen Sylla (upon his march to meet Flaccus) was come as far as the Town 
Meluca; Sigence was brought horn .fundry places , how that the Countty 
w rich he left behind him was over-run with another army of the Kings, no Idle, 
Ja that which was there before.

In the interim, Flacan cam: to Byzantium, where Fimbria caufed a mutiny againft 
him : Flaccus had given command to his fouldiers to abide without the walls, whilft he 
himfelf cntred the City: whereupon Fimbria began to accufe Flaccus for receiving 
money of the Byzantms: boaftiug by wayofobloquie, that he was gone to pamper 
his genius in the Cky> whilft they abroad in the field under their skins, endured the 
roughneffe of the Winter. Thefe paffages lb highly enraged the fouldiers, that they 
brake into the City, and killing tome tew which they met by chance on the way, they 
difpciled themfelves into ievcral houfc, Q V.o. m Excerpt. Valefiiypag. 6 5q. ] ' 

L. Valerius Flaccus parting thorough the confines ot the_ Byzantins into Bichynia, 
encamped at Nica:a, [ Memnoa cap. 3 6. 3 thereof CJcero ( in his Oration for Flaccus, 
this mans (on ) It was one and the fame time when all Afia (hat her gates upon L. Flaccus the 
Conful ( ot now rather Proconful) but did not onely receive that Cappadocian ( Mithrida- 
tes ) tntotheir Qtics y but fent purpofel/ to invite him to come unto them. 

Upon fome difference betwixt Fimbria and Flaccus hrsTreafurer, Flaccus was chofen 
Umpire : who had fof mall regard of Fimbria's honour, that Fimbria threatened ( as 
Appian bath it, to return home to Rome ) or ( as it is in Dion ) Fliccus threatned to 
to lend him to Rome whecher he would or not. Whereupon Fimbria fo vilely re- 
proached Flaccus, that Flaccus took away his command from him, and afligned ano- 
ther to fucceed him, £ &>4ppran*pag. 204. Dio.in Excerpt. Valefiiypag. 6^0. ] 

Fimbria thus upon that variance caihiered, [ <u4nrelins Vittor y devir. ilfajfrib.cap.70.] 
repaired to the fouldiers at Byzantium; where he laluted them as if he wciegoingto 
Rome, and deiired letters from them to their friends there : complaining moreover 
of the great injury done unto him, and advifing them to beare in mind the good turns 
he had done them, and that they Ihould rake heed and look to themfelves ; covertly 
hinting hereby, as if Flaccus had fome defign upon them. When he found his words 
had made fome impreffion upon them, and that they wifhed him well,but were jealous 
of Flaccus : then he afcended the pulpit, and in plain termes ftirred them againft Flac- 
cus : and amongft other things* he laid to his charge^hat he received money to betray 
t hem, [ 1>io. utfttpr. ] 

Fimbria, having again crofted the Hellefpont, animated his fouldiers to rapines and 
all kind ofvllanies, exacted monies from the Cities, and divided it amongft the foul- 
diers : who having obtained an uncontrolled licence to do what they lifted, and al- 
lured moreover with the hopes of a large income, loved Fimbria as one who had de- 
ferved extremely well of the whole army, [Diodor, Sicttl, m Excerpt .Vale fiiy pag, 
409. ] 

Flaccus being gone towards Chalcedon with his fleet, Fimbria took the advantage 
of his abfence ; and firft began with Thcrmus who was left Propi;ttor,and took from 
him the Fafces, or Enfigncs of his authority, ?as if he had taken that Magiftracy upon 
him from the army : This put Flaccus into a chafe, and fetched him back again, but 
Fimbria made himplyhisheeles,andtakefan£tuaryat a private mans houfe : whence 
in the night he fcaled the wall c , and ftole away firft to Chalcedon, and thence to Nico- 
media,and caufed the gates to be fhut. But Fimbria following him clofe at the heeles, 
. made the Roman Conlul ( or rather one that had been Conful, as Velleius ftiles him) 
and the Commander in chief in this war» to hide himfelfin a well, whence Fimbria 
dragged him and flew him. After he had cut off Flaccus his head, he threw it into the 
fea, but left the corps lying upon the ground unburied, [ Appian. pag. 204,203?. com- 
pared with Memnotiy cap, 36. and 42. Liv. lib. 82. Velleins, Patercul. lib. a. cap. 24. Strobe, 
lib. 1 3 . pag. 5 94. Amelias, ViQor. de v'tris illnftrib. cap, 70. and O/ofiuty lib. 6, cap, 2 . ] As 
for Nitomedia, that became the fouldicr* booty by Fimbria hisconceffion, [Diodor. 

Sicttl. in Excerpt. Valef. pag, 409. ] 

Mithridates,having fent an army againft thofe that had revolted from him, after he 
had reduced them, proceeded moft rigoroufly againft them, [Apptan. pag. 202.] He 
forced all the Cities in Afia, and miferably pilled the Province, [ Liv. lib* 82. ] But 
fearing leaft others fhculd prove difloyal: he made the cities of Greece frec ; promi- 
fed bythepublickCryertoalldebtours, a cancelling of their obligations : to all in- 
mates enfranchifement in their feveral Cities they dwelt in : and to fervanrs their liber- 
ty; hoping (which indeed happened not long after ) that by thefe his a&s of grace, 
he might engage all that were in debt, all inmates and fervants, to ftick clofe to bim, 
and tooth and naile help to maintain that power he was now in , [ Appian. »t 
fupr. ] 

In the mean time Mynio, and Philotimus, Smyrneans, Clifthenes, and Afclepiodo- 
tus Lesbians, ( every one ot them the Kings intimate friends, but Afclcpiodotus had al- 
fo fometimes been Commander of his mercenary fouldiers ) confpired againft Mithri- 
dates. Afclcpiodotus himfelf was the firft that revealed it : and that he might pro- 
cure credit to what he f aid, he caufed the King to lie under a bed, and hear wnatMy- 
nion fhouid fay. The Treafon being thus discovered, all the Confpiratours died upon 
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the rack : yet many others wet e fhrewdly fu'.petted to have a hand in it. But when as 
80 Pergamcdians were feized on, as being complices in this conf piracy, and others in 
other Cities, then the King difpatched his Iuquifitors into all parts,who executed about 
1 600 men upon this account: Every one of the Inquiiitours, charging their enemies 
with treasonable engagement. The accufers themfelves, not long after, were 
either punilhed by Sylla, or killed themfelves, or accompanied Mithridates in his 
flight into Pontus. [Appian. ib:d. & pag. 21 3. compared with Orofitts , lib, 6, 
•up, 2. "] 

Amongft others, Diodorus, Mithiidates his Prrcor, who profefled himfelf an Aca- 
demickPmlolophcr, and a pleader of caufc c ,anda Rhetorician, flew all the Senates 
of the Adramitteans,to pleafe the King. And being gone with the King into Pontus, 
upon his being depofed, he ftarved himfelf to death, to prevent the ditgrace which 
was likely to fall upon him,by reafon of tome great cnoimities, which were to be charg- 
ed upon him. [Strabo, lib. 13. pag, 614.] 

L.Luculkis,by the addition of fome Rhodian fliips, with that fleet winch he ga- 
thered together out of Cyprus Phoenicia, and Pamphylia, wafted all the enemies 
coafts, and now and then by the way, skirmilhcd with Mithridates his fleer. [Appian. 
207, 208.] He perfwaded the Coans, and the Cnidians, to thruft out the Kings Gar- 
rifou, and take up arms with him againft the Samians,Hc drave the Kings party out of 
Chioi.He relievedthe Colophonians, and let them at liberty, having feized upon Epi- 
gonius their King. [ Tltttarchin LmcuIIo.] AndbyMarena his means in Afia, brought 
off Mithridates his fleet to Sylla. [Anrel. Viclor. de vlris tlluftrib. cap. 74.] 

C. Fimbria, (having {lain Flaccus in Bichynia, and bemg feized ot his army; now 
falutedGenerall (as it is in Velleius, lib. ». cap. 24.] got the Cities under him : fome 
voluntarily fubmitting themfelves, whilft others were forced to {loop whether they 
would or not. [Memnon. cap'. 3 6.] But he put many perfons to death, not out of any 
jufticeor demerit, but meerly to gratifie his paffion,and out of cruelty. For, having 
on a time commanded fome pofts to be fattened to the ground, to which he was uled 
to have men bound, and fcourged to death : when he taw that there were more pofts 
provided, than perfons adjudged to this punithment; he ordered to lay hold on tome 
of the compny that flood by, and bind them to the pofts : left otherwife they 
might fecrn to have been fet up to no purpofe. £Dio in Excerptis Vale ft. pag. 

The fame Fimbria, being admitted into Cizicum, profefttng himfelf a friend to 
the place, as foon as he was got in, began to impeach all the wealthieft of them, and 
charged them with fome crime or other : two of thefe, the principall men of the City, 
after he had pafled fencence on them, he caufed to be whipt with rods, to ternhe the 
reft, and afterwards ftruck off their head sand fee their goods to tale; forcing others 
out ot fear to give to him all they had. [Diodor.Sicul.ibid.pag.409.] 

Mithridates, Mithridates his ton, joyuing with Taxiles,Diophantes,andMenandcr, 
three moft expert Commanders, and being well provided with an army, marched out 
againft Fimbria : And in regard they furpaffed in multitudes of fouldiers, Fimbria re- 
ceived fome lofle in the fight. But they being come to a river, which parted both ar- 
mies : Fimbria in a great ftorm of rain (which happened fomewbat before morning, 
pafled over the river, and fo lurprizedthe enemy, as they lay afleep in their Tents, 
that they never perceived him : He made fuch great flaughter amongft them, 
that very few, onely of the Commanders and Horle, elcaped ! ,[ <^< w »f ; "h S 6 •] 
Amongft them was Mithridates the Kings tons, chafed out of Aha to Miletopolis, 
got late from thence, to his father at Pcrgamus, with a company ot Hotle. But 
Fimbria making an aflaultupon the Kings (hips, as they lay in harbour, drave him 
out of Pergatnu>: and after he had taken the City, puttued him a« he was flying into 
Piianc, where he befiged hirmand endeavoured to draw a trench about the place.[W. 
ibid. Lh. lit. ^9. Appian. pag. 20$. Pint. in Lttcllo.Aurel, VMor. de vir. Muflr, cap. 70. 
Orof.lib.6tC.ip.z,] 

Mithiidates, being now driven clear out of the land by Fimbria, and penned up by 
him into a coiner, looking fcaward,fiimmoned and called together all his fleet, from 
their fcverall quarters: being tomewhat loath to engage in fight with FimDria,wno 
was both a tmart fellow, and a Conquerour to boot* Fimbria obferving this, in regard 
he was himfelf at prefent deftitute of a fleet, fent in all haft to Locullus, to deiire him 
by all means, that he fhouid bring his fleet, and joynhis hand m taking hm, who ot 
all the Kings was the moft bitter and cruel enemy ot the people of Rome. And to 
{peak truth, they had fnapped him.it Lucullus would have preferred the weal pub- 
lick, before the gratifying of fome private ammofities, and would have itraightncd 
him at fea, by driving up with his fleet againft him, but he not yielding to that advife, 
gave oppertunity to Mithridates to efcape by fea, and occafion toFimbna to delude his 
nmy.[Pl»t, & Oorf.ibid.] Mithridates 
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Mithridrtei being gone with his Fleet to Mitylene : Fimbria went up and down the 
Province, clapping fines upon the heads of thole that were of the Cappadocian faftion 
and wafted the grounds of fuch thathad fhut their gates againft him, |_ <%'*». «r.jW.j 
And by reafon of the fundry revolts ot Cities to the Romans, he recovered a v'erv ereat 

part of Alia, [ CMemnon^ cap. 3 6. Uv. lib. 83.] 6 

But making the like attempts upon the Trojans, they polled away to Sylla ; who af- 
ter he had engaged himfelf to come to their relief, and warned Fimbria not to meddle 
any further with thofe that had fubmitted themlelvcs to him, he commended them 
for returning to that alliance they formerly had with the people of Rome : Yet he told 
them, it was not much matter to whether of them two they fubmitted themfelves, in 
regard, that both of them were Roman Citizens, and alike defcended from the Tro- 
jans. For all this, Fimbria ftormed the City, and entred it upon the eleventh day, va- 
pouring how that he, within the fpace of eleven dayes, had reduced that City, under 
his power, which Agamemnon,though provided with a Fleet of a 1 000 ftups, and the 
whole power of Greece, had much adoe to take in ten years years time. The reafon 
is plain, replied a certain Trojan : Becaufe there was not amongft- us an Heftor, who would 
ftandftomlj to maintain the City. He killed all he met, making no difference at all t 
and fired almoft the whole City: Thofe that were imployed upon the Embaffie to 
Sylla, he tormented to death. Neither did he forbearc the holy things ; no, nor from 
fuch who had fled unto the Temple of Minerva for fan&uary ; but burnt them and 
the Temple together. Moreover he pulled down the walls, and the day following 
furronnded the City, efpying whether he could find an thing that had efcaped his fury : 
neither did he fuffer either any fair court or confecratcd houfe, or ftatue,to be left in the 
City, [Liv.lib.%i*Strabo,iib,\$.pag % 554. Afpan.pag.lo^. D.'o, in Excerpt, ValeRi. 
f a g. 653. Orof. lib, 6, cap. 2. ] 

Although Fimbria commanded Troy to be fired, becaufe they were fomething flow 
in opening the gates to him: yet Aurelius Victor writes, how that Minerva's Temple 
flood untouched, [ Devirh illufirlb. cap. 70. ] Which ashc faith, was without all doubt 
prefervedbj the qoddeffe her ftlf . But Julius Obfequens and Appianus, confirm, that both 
the Temple was then burnt, and that amongft theruines thereof the Palladium that 
ancient Image, which was fuppofed tobe taken away by Diomedes and Ulyilcsin the 
time of the Trojan war, was found fafe and entire : Which Image at that time found 
out by Fimbria, as Servius upon thefecond book of the jEneid, bath noted, was after- 
tcrwards carried to Rome. Notwithftanding Strabo informs us, that feveral like 
Images of Minerva were lhewcn at Lavinium,Lucen'a,and Siritis>as though they had 
been brought from Troy, [ lib. 6, pag. 164. } Appian writes that this deftruaion of 
Troy, happened on the CLXXII I. Olympiad, [/wf.ao*.] and that fome compute 
1 05 o years diftance betwixt this and that former overthrow by Agamemnon : where- 
as according to Eratofthcnes, Apollodoius,and DiodorusSiculus, accounts, there were 
1099 years betwixt that former deftruftion of Troy, and the fourth year of the 
CLXXIII. Olympiad, in which thisdcfolation happened. 

Luculius firft routed the Kings Fleet about Lefton in Troas. Again at Tenedos, 
when he law Neoptolemus making towards him with a greater provifion than before : 
He rid at (ome diftance,beforc,off his Fleet,in a Rhodian Frigor with five oares. Dama- 
goras was Maft'er of the (hip ; one who w ifhed extreme well to the Romans, and was 
molt expert at fea fights. Neoptolemus coming onwards very violently, and com- 
manding the Pilot to dired his forecaftle againft the enemy : Demagoras fearing the 
bulk of the Kings (hip, and the force of its brazen beake, dared not toclofeinthe tronr, 
but gave order to the Pilot to flop the courfe of the ihip by turning her nattily about : 
and fo by breaking the blow off, the enemy running violently on, the fhip was not hurt, 
in regard lie ftruck onely againft fuch parts of the fhip which were under water. But 
as foonauhereiidue of the Fleet came up to him, Luculius commanded the Pilot to 
fteere about.- and then after fundry expreflions of his valour, he compelled the ene- 
my to hoyft fail, and drave as faft as he could in the purfuitc of Neoptolemus, [Plutarch 
in Luc alia. ] 

Aretas, King of Coelofyria (invited by the Damafcensto take the government upon 
him out of the ill will they bate to Ptolemei Mennaus ) being entred with an army into 
Judara: after he had given the foile to Alexander Jannxus at Ad ida, marched home 
again upon articles, [ Jofeph. lib. 13. cap. 33.] 

When China and Carbo began to play their pranks at Rome, proceeding violently 
againft the raoft eminent pcrfons ofthe City without controule, the greater part ofthe 
Nobility dole away firft into Achaia,and afterwards into Afia unto Sylla ; fo that in a 
fhort time, there was in his Camp an appearance of a Senate, [Veliet. Patercul. lib. *. 
cap. a J. Plntarch t inSjlla>andoHtofbim Dio.in Sxcerpt. Valef. pag.6^9.\ All of them 

were inftant fuuers to him,that he would flatten to the relief of his own Country,which 
wasatprefentnoconelyinextream hazard, but in a manner loft already, [ Butrop. 
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lib. 5. Orof. lb. 5 . cap. 20. ] Metella alfo his wife, luvi ;ig hardly efcaped with her own 
life and her children?, came to his houfc,tcllirjg him how that his houfeand the village 
pertaining thereto were fired by the enemy, and therefore belecching him to come and 
help the City, [ Plutarch. ] 

Mkhridates,caftingupwitli himfelf what a number of men he had loft ( and in how 
fhott.i time ) iincc he firft advanced an army into Greece ,wrote to Archelaus to make 
peace- witli Sylla, upon as honourable condition; as he cojl J, [<u4ppm. pag. 206.] Sylla 
was now in a great petpiexity, neither enduring to d:fcrt his Country in that fad exi- 
gence it was now in, nor yet very well knowing how he could leave Aha, having not 
a;yctcompleatcd tiic Mithridatick war : whereupon Archelaus oi Delosoffered him- 
felt to negotiate the treaty, having brought along with him fome hopes, and private 
inftru&ions from Archelaus the Kings General. Sylla was fo well pleafed herewith, 
that he in all hafte would §0 himfelf to conferee with Archelaus. They met at Sea 
near Delos, where Apollo* Temple (lands. Archelaus beginning hi; Speech, deman- 
ded of Sylla, chat be would give over his Afim and Pontick Expedition, and go home 
to quench the civil war there: That the King, his Mafter, would fupply him with 
what filver, (hips, or men, he pleafed. _ Sylla replying, advifed him ro dilclaim Mithri- 
dates, and he himlUf fhould reign in his (lead: That himfelf would call him an Ally 
and friend of the Romans, if he would refign up die Kings Fleet to him: Archelaus 
teeming to deteftfo treacherous a motion ; at hit Sylla propounded fome conditions 
ofapeaceto be concluded with the King, [Plutarch in Syli*.] Amongft which, this 
was one : That the King mould draw out all his Garrifon fouldiers from all places, ex- 
cept thofe in which be had fouldiers before the violatioaof the peace, Archelaus hear- 
ing this, forthwith cleared the Gairifons. Concerning the other Articles, he wrote 
unto to the King to know his pleafure therein, [ Appian.pag. 207. ] 

The Articles agreed on, Sylla draws off, and comes to Hcllefpont,palfing thorough 
Theffalie and Macedonia: having Archelaus in his company* who was very civilly 
treated by him •• for Archelaus,falluig into a moil dangerous dileafe near LarifTa, Sylla 
ftopc his march ; and took no leffe care of him in his ficknclle, than if he had been one 
of his own Commanders or Pretors: which thing increafed the fufpition that lay 
hard upon Archelam j how that he Ihewed none of the faireftplay in the battle at 
Cha:ronca, [ Plutarch, in Sylla, and out of him Dio. Legat, 3 3. or 34, ] 

Ambailadours from Mithridates came hither to Sylla : their errand was to defire 
of him, that the delivery up of Paphlagonia and the fhip*, fhould not by any means be 
included in the Articles ; adding withal, that they could obtain eafier conditions from 
the other General Fimbria. To whom Sylla in a rage rcplyed, That Fimbria fhould 
fmart for this, and that he himfelf would fee, as foon as he came into Afia, whether 
Mithridates ftood in greater need of peace or war. But Archelaus interceded to Sylla, 
and taking him by the hand, allayed his fury with bisteares: Andatlaft intreated, 
that he might be fent to Mithridates ; engaging, that Mithridates fhould either con- 
clude a peace upon Sylla's own terms, or cife if he refuted tofign thofe Articles, he 
would cither be the death of Mithridates, or clfc ( for the Greek copies vary in this par- 
ticular ) difpatch hirafclf, I Plutarch, and out of him Do. Legat. 24. or 3 5. Appian. 
prfg. 207.] 

Alexander Jannaeus, after the concluding of a peace with Aretas, ( in the fixrh year 
before his death) leading an army againft the neighbouring people, took the City 
Dia by ftorm, [ Jofeph. l,b, 1 3 . cap. a 3. ] 

Archelaus being returned from Mithridates, met with Sylla at Philippi in Mace- 
donia : telling him, how that all things tell out according to his hearts with ; but With- 
al, that Mithridatis defired by all means that he would give him a meeting. Where- 
upon Sylla marched thorough Thracia to Cypfcla : having fent Luculius (who was 
now come with his Fleet to him ) afore to Abydos. Luculius afforded him a fafe paf. 
port out of the Chcrfoneffes,and helped him much in tranlporcing the army, [Plutarch 
inSylla y & Lucullo.j4ppan.pag.2o'] 208.] J 

Sylla met with Mithridates at Dardanus,a Town of Troas. Mithridates had there 
with him, 200 (hips with oares, 20000 of land Forces, 600 Hoife, and a great ftrength 
of Chariots, armed with fithes. Sylla 4 Regiments of Foot, and aoo Horfe, There 
they parled, both of them being gone alidc into the field with a fmall Retinue: each 
army looking on. Mithridates coming up to him and reaching forth his right hand, 
Sylla asked him, whether he would accept of a peace upon Archelaus his condition ? 
The King demurring a while, and each of them cafting complaints and accufations in 
oneanothcrs teeth, at length Mithridates feared thereunto by Sylla's paflionate Ora- 
tion, con fenced to thofe Articles of peace which were tendred to Archelaus After 
which, Sylla falurcd him, embraced him, and killed him. [_LMemnm y cap.n .Plutarch, 

inSylla,a»doutofhim y Dio, Legat, 3 %,or 36. *A$pian, pag. 2 08, 300,21 o. ] 

The Articles of peace were tlielc. That Mithridates fhould content himfelf with 
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what was his fathers, that is with what command he had in Pontus and fhouldnot 
have any thing to do with Alia, or Paphlagonia. That he Ihould refignBithynia 
to Nicomedes, and Cappadocia to Ariobarzancs. That he (hould releale all Comman- 
ders,Legats,Pi ifonerSjRannagadoesdPugitive^tbe Chians, 8c all inch as he had carryed 
away captives with him out of the Cities into Pontus. That he ihould pay to the Ro- 
mans two, or (as Mcmnon hath it) three thoufand talents. That he ftiould deliver up 
to Sylla 70, or fas Memrton hath it) 80 (hips, pointed with brats, with all their ammu- 
nition. And laitly. That the Cities now under the Roman Jurifdiaion,lhould not be 
questioned {or their revolting to the Romans fide. Yet did the Romans loon after, 
bring many of them under flavery, and bondage, contrary to the tenour of the arti- 
cles tor peace* [CMemnon, and Plutarch m fupra,and J>io transcribing 'Plutarch, Legat. 
l%.ory\. Appian. pag.zo-j. Liv.lib.%3.Pellei.Patercul.lib.2. cap. 23.] *And thus was 
the fir ft CMithridaticI^ war, (begun four years before) ended by Sylla, who in lefle than 
three years {pace, flew 160 thoutand of the enemies, recovered Greece, Macedbn, 
Ionia, Alia, and fcverall other nations which Mithridates had feized on, took the 
Kings fleet, and confined the King himfelf to the ftrait tether of his fa:hers kingdom, 

[Appian, lib. 1. Bell, Civil. pag, 396, cum Mithridat'ic. pag, 206. & 109, & aiO.] Nor 

was there any one thing in all Syllaes feveral atchievments mors remarkable than that, 
allthough Gnna and Marius his fa&ion were up in Italy for three years together, yet 
did he not conceal his intention of coming againrt them to fight them, nor did he lay 
ah\ie the bufineffe he had now in hand, adjudging it the right Method, firft to crufti in 
pieces an enemy, and then to avenge a Citizen : Firft, to lecurc from fear abroad,by 
getting a conquelt on a forreigner, and afterwards to reprefle a rebellion at home. 
[ Veiled Tatercul, lib. a. cap. 24. compared with Plutarch in Collat, Sylla & Ly- 
fandri, ] 

MithridateSjhavingrefignedup his ihips to Sylla, and 5ooarchers,wich other things 
due upon covenant; he tailed with the remainder of his (hips into his lathers king- 
dom, into Pontus. [Memnon.ut fttpra, Strabo. lib. 13. pag. 594. Plutarch, and out of 
him Dh. Legat, 36. or 37. -dppian. fag. 2 1 o.] But Sylla, (perceiving this peace was not 
very toothlomc to the fouldiery) who thought ic hard, to lee the King, who was the 
molt bitter enemy they had, and who had ilain in one day, lo many thoufands of fuch 
Roman Citizens who lived in Ada, now with his treafure, and the fpoiles he had 
got in the war tofaileawayoutof Afia, which he had allmoft exhauftcd for fome 
years together, by plunder and impofuion, cleared himlclf, telling them, he was glad 
to be rid of Mithridates upon any condition, for fear he ihould have joyned with Fim- 
bria, ind then he mould have been too weak, to grapple With them both. [ Plutarch & 
Vh. ,b/d,] 

From thence Sylla remoyed within two furlongs of Fimbria? who lay encamped 
about Thyatira. Sylla demanded of him, that he would deliver up the armiesto 
him, in regard he took that command upon himfelf againft lawes. Fimbria in a flout 
replycd, That he himlelf, did not come very well to the command he was in. Upon 
this, Sylla laid liege, and beginning to draw his trench, Fimbrias fouldiers came run- 
ning out of their Garrifon, to lalutc Sillaes men, and were very (erviceable to them in 
helping them to caftnpthe trench, £ Plutarch ibid. Appian. pag. •210. Orof. lib. 6. 
c<ip.z.\ 

Fimbria, admiring at this f udden alteration, aflembled the refiduc of the fouldiery, 
and defired them to ftick to him : but they relufing to be brought by any means 
to fight againft their fellow Citizens, he rent his garment , and (hook every one of 
them, by the hand begging of them not to defert him. But when that did nothing 
prevail, and obferving, how that very many were ftealing away to the enemy ,hc went 
about to the Colonels Tents, and having corrupted fome of them,tummoned the foul- 
diery again, and prefled upon them an oath of allcagiance. And when the Venetians 
cryed our, that every fouldier ought to be called by name to the oath : he commanded 
the Cryer, to name onely fuch as he had by his bounty made his own creatures, and 
afore all, Nonius was cited one, who had been his Camplice in all villanous attempts. 
But he alfo refufing to lwear, he drew his (word at him, and thrcated to kill him, but 
was glad to delift, becaufe the fouldiery by a joy nt fhout, teemed to .relent it. [ Appian. ut 
fupra. ] 

After this Fimbria fuborned a flave,tempting him with monies and hopes of his free- 
dom , to go to Syllas Camp, making (how, as if he had been a runnagado, and there to 
flab Sylla : bur his heart beginning to faile him in the cnterprize, and being fufpe&ed 
by his trembling, that he came upon no good errand, and thereupon being laid hold 
on, he confeflcd the whole bufineffe. This filled Syllas army with anger and fcorn; 
fo that they (landing about Fimbrias trench, by way of reproach, called him Athenio, 
which was the name of one, who was King for a few dayes over the fugitives in Sicily. 
[Id.ibA 
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. Fimbria, feeing this plot would not take erred, and noiv paft all hopes, betook him' 
felt to a (trong Fort, and from thence invited Sylla to a parley. Sylla would not go 
himlclf, but fent Rutdius iu his ftcad. This went to Fimbria's heart, that Sylla (hould 
not vouchfafe that to him, which was never wont to be denyed, even to common ene- 
mies. And after he had craved pardon, if happily he had offended by realon of the 
rawnetfe of his years : Rutilius replycd, That Sylla was willing he ihould pafle fafc to 
the tea fide , upon condition he would quit Afia (of which he was the Proconful) 
to him, and fadeaway. Fimbria told him, he knew a better way than that, and fo 
returning to Pergamus, went into Efculapius his Temple, and (tabbed himfelf with 
his f word. But finding the wound was not mortal, he delired his fervant to do (b much 
for him, as to difpatch him ; who firft killed his Mafter, and afterwards killed himfelf. 
Sylla gave his body to be interred by his chief fcrvants. [Id. pag. 211. compared with 
Livjyiib.%1 . Vellei Patercul. Lb. a. cap. 24. Tlutarch tn Sylla Aurel. Vtttor. de virjlluftribm 
cup . 7 o. and Orof, lib. 6, cap, a.] 

Fimbria's army came and tendred their fcrvicc to Sylla, who entertained them, and 
joyned them to his own body. Soon after, hefentCuno with command to fettle Ni- 
comsdes and Ariobarzanes in their kingdoms. He fent alfo a full narrative of all occur- 
rences unto the Senate, taking no notice at all how that they had voted him an enemy 
to the Sta te. \_Appia n. p. a 1 1 .] 

Sylla rebuilt Troy, which was demolifhed by Fimbria. [Orof. lib. 6. cap. i 4 compared 
with Strabo. lib. 13. pag. 594.3 H- alfo fettling che affairs of the Province 01 Afia, 
Enfranchized the Trojans, Cniaus, Rhodians, Lycians, Migndians, and feverai 
other people, and enrolled them among the Ailyes of the people of Rome,either as a 
remuneration for their aflifting him iu the wars, or to chcar them up after thofe great 
calamities they had undergone out of the great arfc&ton they bare to the people of 
Rome. But to all other Towns he fent Souldiers to fee proclamation nude, requiring 
all flaves whomever had received th:ir freedom from Michridates,to return immedi- 
ately to their matters refpeaively. This ediit Wis lleighted by rmny, and many Cities 
revolted alb upon it, fo that there enfued hereupon great bloudlhed, both of the (laves, 
and tree bom, promifcuoufly, upon fundry occafions. The walls of many Town? in 
Afia were demolifhed,and (ome of the inhabitants were fold under the fpsar, and 
what men or City foever werefound to be of the Crppidociau faftion, were feverely 
fined ; elpecially the Ephefuns, who through a bafe o'MequioufnelTe had in a fcorn 
taken down out of their Temples , the Roman offerings. £ Appiamts, p.w. 

Alter all was quiet and hufhed again, Cryer^ were fent throughout the Province, 
(ummomiig the chief perlons of all tiie Cities in Afia, to appear before Sylla at Ephc- 
fus, upon a fet day j who when they were m:t together, made a fpeech to them upon 
the judgement feat j wherein he recited how well the Romans had detcrved of the 
Allans, and what ill requitals the Afians had returned them, and in the dole, pro- 
nounced this (entence upon them. / amerce you a while five years tnbute,which 1 charge 
jon presently to pay down upon the na'de ; andmireover,yottfo*lldifburfe the mmles [pent upm 
this war ; and what other [urn the pre fent ftate and condition of the Province frail require, 
I (ball lay the tax upon the Cities proportionally, and fix a time for the bringing of it. Such 
asI jh.tll find to make default herein, I {hull leo^upon them as enemies. Thus laid, he diftii- 
buted the mul£t by portions to the Liutenants, and alfigned perfons alio to levy it. [Id. 
p*g. 2»i, 2 1 3.] And to that end was that divilion of Afiamade by him into 44 regions, 
which Calliiidius in his Chronicle makes mt ntion of, at the fourth time of L.Cinrurt 
ConfuKhip, and the fecond of Cn. Papyria?. For as Cicero in his fitft epiftle of his fitjt 
book , Q^Frateus confirms his laying an import upon all parts alike, fo doth he alio in 
his oration, to Flaccus avouch, That, he laid it proportionally upon all the Cities of 
Afia. 

Plutarch writes how that Sylla befides this amercement of *oooo talents which lie 
levyed generally upon the whole; he plagued them feverally alfo by quartering info- 
lent and unruly fould iers in their private houtes ; Ordering every Landlord to pay to 
afouldier quartered in his houfe, 1 6 'Drachmas a day : and that he Ihould find h.m not 
oncly his fupper, but provid alio tor as many friends as he would bring along with him, 
A Captain was to have 50 drachmas a day, and two fuits of cloaths, one to weare at 
home, and another abroad, i[ Plutarch in Sylla.] The care of collecting the general 
Taxeof 20000 talents and ofcoyning che money, was intrulted toLucullus: which 
feemed to the Cities of Afia fome alleveation and eafement of Syllas hard ufage : in 
regard he had alwayes demeaned himfelf, not onely harmelellely and uprightly, but 
mercifully and mildly, in fuch a fad and penfive Province as this was at prefeiK, L M "» 
Lucullo.-\ 

But the Cities being extreamly empoverifhed, and over head and eares in debt, 
fome of them pawned their theaters to the lUurers, others their places of receipt, or 
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their arfenals, or their ports, or femething or other which belonged to the Publick : 
So importunate were the fouldiers with them , and preffins for their monies. After 
payment was made, they carryed the monies to Sylla : Alia in the mean while bc- 
moning the (ad calamities (he lay under, [Appian.pag, 21$,] 

At this fame time alfo, the Pirats were bulie in all parts of Afia, and they appeared 
fo openly, as if they bad been (o many true and lawiul Fleets. They were firft puc to 
fea by Mithridates,who being likely to lofe all he had gotten in thole parts, wasre- 
folved to do what mifchief he could : but now they were encreafed to fo great a num- 
ber, that they were not onely dangerous to fuch as failed at fea, but grew formidable 
to the very Ports, Caftles, and Towns. It is certain, that JafTus, Samu , Clazomcrce, 
and Samothrace* were taken when Sylla himfelf refided in thefe parts : and it is gene- 
rally reported, that they took out of the Temple at Samothrace, as many ornaments, 
as were in eftimation worth i ooo talents. But Sylla, either becaufe be thought them 
unworthy to be prorefted by h m, they having carried themfetves fo bafely towards 
him: or becaule he haftcd to Home to quell the commotions there, wafted over into 
Greece, [Id. ibid.] 

When as Sylla proferred-to carry home again with him P. Rutilius Rufus, who 
lived an exile at Mitylene.- he continued in banifhment, left he might do anything 
which was not confonant to law ; and from thence he removed to Smyrna, \yaUr, 
Maxim lib, 6. cap. $. Seneca, epifile Z4-. QxintUian lib. it. cap x.Dio in Excerpt, Va- 
Uf. pag, 638.] He was made a iree Deiufonot that City, \_C*ctro,proBlkli.'\ and 
there ipent his years in ftudy, [ Orof.lib, s.cap, 17. ] "Nor could ever be brought to 
return home to his Country, [ D '° « r /*/>. ] Ot whom Seneca in lib, de providentia, cap. 
3. Is Rmiluttobe locked upon as unfortunate^ becaufe thofe that condemned him will plead 
his can ft in all ages ? becaufe he more contentedly fufered him f If to be plucltt from hid Coun- 
try, than to part with hit bamjbment ? becaufe he onely of all the rrfl, dared to deny Sylla the 
D. tiatorfomcthing, and when he was called home, did not onely give back., but fiew farther offf 
And Ovid in Tent, lib,\, Elea, 4. 

Et grave magnanimi robur mirare Rutili, 

Non cui reduus conditione dad : 
Smyrna virum tenuit — ■ 

%utilitu his fortitude admire, 
Who being call'dhome, had rather (till retire; 
In banishment at Smyrna than return j 
For Sylla's prefer he alone did J 'corn. 

But Alexander, (on of Ptolemei Alexander, late King of Egypt, who fleeing from 
Mithridates( to whom he was delivered up by the Choans) to Sylla, was entertain- 
ed by him, and admitted amongft thofe 01 his more familiar acquaintance ; and went 
along with him out: of Alia into Greece, and from thence to Rome, [Appian, lib, 1, 
Bell, civil, p.tg .414* Porphjr. in (}r<t?. Eufeb. Scaliger f pag. ii 5 . fin, ] 

Alexandei Jannaeus led his army againlt Ella or Gerafa, where Theodoras, fon of 
Zeno, had fecured whatfocver he thought moft precious, and he cfteemed of greateft 
value. After he had begirthtd the place with a triple wall, at length he became Ma- 
tter ot it, [fofefh,Hb,i3, Amiqutt. cap, i$ t compared with cap, 2\.mdlib, I, Bell, cap, 
3.^*4-1 

L. Muraena with the two Fimbrian ( orValefian ) Legions, was left behind by 
Sylla to fettle and order matters in Afia, [ ^Appian, pag. 113.] To which is to be re- 
ferred that pafTage of Julius Exuperantius concerning Sylla. He left <JMur*na his Lieu- 
tenant over the Province, and appointed him over the Vdefian Souldiers, whofe fidelity as to 
civil wars he fomewhat fufpcEted : and with the other moiety of the army in a pajfton he marched 
away to fupprejfe the Marian faftion, which was up. Although that Author writes this 
paflage as happening before Jylla commenced the war with Mithridates , at which 
time there was no Valefian or Fimbrian Legions, and not after the war was 
ended. 

L. Lucullus was left Quaeftor in Afia with Munarra the Praetor; who carried him- 
felf fo difcretiy whilft he had the command of the Province, that he gor abundance of 
credit by it, [ Cicero in hmullo, ] So that by reafon of his employments in Afia, he was 
not engaged in the commotions of .Sylla and Marius in Italy, [ Ttutarck. in civi. 
Vita. 1 

£ylla>putting off* with his Fleet from Ephefus, arrived the third day at Pyraeeum; 
and having difcarged the Rites of Religion, he took to himfelf the Library of Apelli- 
con the Tetan, wherein were many books of Ariftotles and Theophraftus which yet 
were very rare to come by, [Plutarch in Sylla,] For Apellicon having a good purfe 
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an J w41 lined, had purchakd Atiftorlcs Library, & many other good Libraries befide. 
H * cot alio into his clutches by ft-alth out ot Metntm ( the Temple of the Phrygian 
GoJdetT-) the O.-iginals'ot theD.crees which were publifhed by their anceftor% and 
out ot other Cities he fcrap-d together whatever was either ancient or (ecrer, and 
kep- clofe as a rarer/, [Ashenaus, Lb.s.cap. 1. ex Pofidon. vipameno.] For all this, 
he was a perfon which was more taken with the fight of the books* thaii the ftudy ot 
them • for, having purchafedof the heir* of Nileus Jcepftns, with a great turn of 
money Anftotle and Theophraftus their books, many whereof werefpoiled with wet 
and worm-eaten, out of a defire he had to repair thofe places which were gnawn our* 
he tranferibed the books auxin, but was mightily out in filling up the void places ; fo 
that the books he fet forth abounded with ErrataV. Upon the deceale of Apellicon 
Sylla took his Library to himfelf, [ Strabo, lib. 13. pag. 609.] and enriched his own 
Ub.ary at Roms therewith, [Lucianjn llbMv.rfus indollum. ] 

Mithridates, being returned unto Pontus,rcduced in a very fhoi t time many of thole 
Nitionswhich,whenhewasinh ; slowcbb:> revolted from him, [Memnon, cap. 37.] 
begi nning ficft with the Colchi.But they,when they fa w him marching towards them, 
deiired ot him that his fon Mithridates might be appointed King over them •; which 
Was no ibon:r granted, but they returned to their obedience. The King being jea- 
lous that his tons ambition was the caufe of chat mo:ion, called him to him, and bound 
him with tetters of gold for a white, aud no: long after puc him to death: Notwich- 
(tanding the lingular good fervice he had done him in Afia againft Fimbria, [ Appian t 
inlMnhrid«tic.p*z,21$>2*+.] 

When Sylla lay at Athens, a benummmg diftemper fell into huteet, which made 
himfailetoAdipfusandthercheuiedthehot baths, keeping holydayall the while, 
(pending his tim2 at ftags-playes.[TW^;»^.]- . 

SylU arrived with his army at B;u.idufinm, in the CLXXlV.O\ym^ide.[Ap' 
t,An.Ml.Civ\l.l%b,\.pAg 401.I L.S:ipioand C.Corbnus being Confuls. \L-v.lib. 
83. Jttlitts Obfeqmnt deprodiglis^EntropwyUb. 5-1 returning in:o Italy, on the fourth year 
atter his purting out thence, and not a f C er the fifth year, as Julius Obfequ;ns hath deh- 

The Thebans having revolted from Pcolemsi Lathurus, he waged wk againft 

fam.[P*"f<". i » Attie 't*£- 9 *'] ,.,*„.,. , , j , 1 j 

L Lucullus was very delirous to bring the Micytcnia-is, who had openly revolted 
from Sylla's fide, to acknowledge theirf.iuk.andtofubmitto fome eafie puntlhrnent 
tor following Manius. Bur when he faw they grew more furious upon it, he fee upon 
them with his Fleet, vanquilhed them, and *o:ccichem to retire within their walls. 
WhiJeft hebeleagurcd the Town in che day tun: he failed openly towards Elea; 
but cam" back again privately in ths night, and caft anchor, having placed an 
ambulcado near the City. The Muylema is camr tumbling out of the Town in 
great diiivd"rt and very furioJlly, wich ani1itc.1rio.10L- feizing of the Camp, f.ip- 
polingitludbeciideCeriedby the enemy: but Licullus came upon them ere they 
were aware, and toDk a great number of them prlfoncrs : ot thofe that rehlted he 
flew five hundred; led away fix thoufand flaves, and took with hiraa huge booty, 
[ Plutarch in Lacullo. ] . , 

Mithridates provided a Fleet and a great army to go againft the Bolpnoranes, woo 
had foaken oft their allcigeance to him. The preparation he made was (0 conhder- 
able, that moft thought ( as Cicero intimites,™ Oratio.ie pro lege Manilla ) he never 
intended to make ufe of it againft the Bafphorans, buc "againft the Romms : for nei- 
ther had he as yer, refigned to Ariobarztnes the whole and entire polleflion of Cap- 
padocia, but referved fom: places thereof to himfelf; and did alfo futpect Archelaus, 
as if (when he was in Greece) he had granted more to Sylla than was meet, in the 
Articl«ofp2acc,[^ffM«.wLW*Ar/i«/ff.»«ff.»i4.] . . 

Archelaus poft^d away in a fright to L. Murxna : and by his inftigation prevailed 
with him to be beforehand With Mithridates, and to War upon him firft: as Appian 
hathitinhisMithridatick. And that Archelaus revolted to SyU (whofe Deputy 
Miirsna Was in Afia ) Dio writes in his 39 book : and tint he and his wi s and children 
went tothe (am: Sylla, 0:ofui» delivers, \_i»Ub. 6 t cap.z. ] So that Iraall credit inthis 
particular is to be given to M:m ion, Wno hath d^livjted, tint Archelau?, did not one- 
ly abide all the while w th Michri fates ; bu: that hi did alfo ftanl ftoutly to him m 
the laft Mithciiatick war, [ Vid.fupr, 4nn. A£*»di. 1919.] 

L Mara: n, ox of an itching defire he had to tide in Triumph, renewes the war 
with Mithridates, [W, lib. U. AppUn, in Muhridxtic. pag. 213. ] For pafTng 
thorough Cappidocia hemide an tnvalion up an Comma the greatelt City under 
Mithridates his commind, anJhmxis tor the Region andcoftly Temple that was 
therein: and befides this, he killed fom; of the Kings Cavaliers, [ 9/ 4ppt*». ibid. 
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Mithridates difpatched fome AmbalTadors to Murcna j who, being Grecians by 
birth, and Philoiophers by profelTion,did rather condemn,than commend the King. 
Upon their pleading the articles of peace concluded with Sylla ; Murena denyed that 
he ever did fee any fuch covenants: for Sylla never wrote any» but contenting him- 
felf wirh the execution of what was agreed betwixt therm left the Country. Thus 
(aid, Murena falls prefently to plundering, not fparing the monies which was contecra- 
ted tor holy ufes ; and fo taking up his winter quarters in Cappadocia, he made the 
kingdpm thereof furerto Ariobarzanes, than ever it was, and built the City Ecinim 
upon the frontircs of Mithridates his ^kingdom. [Memnon cap. 38. jppian. pag. 
214.] 

Seeing now by reafon of the mutual enmity of the Seleucida: amongft themlelves, 
both the Kings and kingdom of Syria were quite exhaufted by a deadly war ; the 
people thereof ran to ftrangers for luccour, and began to look towards forreign Kings ; 
lbme judging it mod convenient to call Mithridates King of Poncus, others to invite 
Ptolemeiout of Egypt,but conhdering again with thernlelve?, how that Mithridates 
was engaged already in a war with the Romans, and that Ptolemei had ever been a 
preferred enemy to Syria, they generally concluded upon Tigranes King of Armenia, 
who befides his own ftrength at home, was fortified with the Parthian affociation 
to boot, and an affyance with Mithridates. Upon this he was called into the kingdom 
of Sytia,and kept it 18 yenvsjljufiinjib.^o.cap. i«d-a.] until fuch time that Pompei 
deprived him of ir, and laid it to the Roman Empire. 

Fourteen of thofe ■ 8 years, Magadates was over Syria, with an army , as Tigranes 
hit Vice-Roy, until luch time as he was forced to rnajch away with that army to the 
relief of his King : But upon the defeating of Tigranes, the kingdom of Syria was by 
Lucullus given to Antiochus Afaticus. \_Appian, mSjriac pag, 1 18, 1 ij». & 135.] j n 
the interim, Antiochus Pint (father to this Ajiatktu) who was by Tygranes dilpollefled 
of Syria, as far as from Euphrates to the lea fhore,'and by him difpbflcfTed alfo of 
part of Cilicia, kept cloiea while in another coiner of Cilicia, which as yet neither 
Tigranes nor the Romans had medied with. [Appian. in AfnhrieUtic.pag.241, Jtifiin. 
lib. 40. cap. 2.] But his wife Selene, with her two tons, reigned in Phoenicia, and fome 
other parts of the lower Syria ; as we gather out of the 13 bookof jofephus, cap. tilt. 
ami in the fourth of Cicero in Verrcm. 

Mithridates fenc both to the Senate and to Sylla* to complain of Murena, [Appian. 
/Mjj.214.] And both he and 'Murena fending AmbalTadors one againft the other* 
loll cited the Hcraclians for (upplics. But in regard the power of the Romans feeraed 
dreadful to them on the one fide, and that they feared the ncernefleof Mithridates on 
the other fide, they anlwered the Ambafladors ; That in fuch a itormof war as this, 
they had much ado to fecure their own houfes, much leffe could they' attepd the relief 
of others. \_Mcmnon, cap. 3 8.3 

Alexander Janaxus wan Gaulana and Seleucia. [ J°fcphus t lib, 13, cap 

L. Murena, having wafted over Halys, a great river of it felf, and at that time 
fuelled with violent rains took 400 of Mithridates his Villages; the King making 
nooppolition ac all, expe&ing the returne of his Ambafladors from Rome. Murena, 
when he thought he had goc booty enough, returned back again into Phrygia and 
Galatia ; where Calltdius, who was fent to him from Rome upon Mithridates bis 
complaints, prelented hm indeed with no decree of the Senate, but denounced in the 
open audience of all, that he fhould forbear any farther to moled the- King, who was 
a confederate with the Romans. This faid, he took him aiide, in the pretence of 
others, and talked with him privately, yet for all this did not Murena abate any whit 
of his former violence* but at that inltant made incur firms upon the frontiers of Mithri- 
dates. [Appian,pag. 114,215.] 

Some, and thole not a few, advifed Murena to invade Sinope, and attempt the get- 
ting of the Kings palace it felf; for that being once taken, other places would be 
lubdued without any difficulty. But Mithridates, having well fortified that place with 
garrifonsjbeginsnowto falltothebufincffehimfclf. [CMemwn.cap. 38.] And having 
commanded Gordius to fall upon the neighbonring Village?, he himteli got together 
many cattle, and carriages, Countrymen as well as Souldicrs,and pitched on the other 
fide of the bank, oppohte to Murena his Camp. Neither parties engaged, until Mi- 
thridates was come with a greater army, and then there followed a bloody fight be- 
twixt them.There the King got over the liver in tpightof Murenaes teeth : having alfo 
got the better of Murena otherwayes, the King plyed him fo hard, that he was 
forced to retreat to a hill naturally fortified, and make what haft he could through the 
mountains, to get to Phrygia, having loft many of his men, either in the flight, or in 
the fight. [Appian. pag' 2 1 5 .] 

This 
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This fo famous, quick, and (as it were by the By .got) victory* and bruited abroad - 
by the nimble wing of fame, brought many to ude#ith Mithridates; who having 
beaten,even out off Cappadocia,all Murxna's Garriforj-iouldiers* madea great Bone- 
fire on the top of a high Hill, after his country maimer offered facrificcs to £it*Tfe A»V, 
or to Jupiter powerful in war, £ Id. ibid. ] 

L. Cornelius Sylla, created Di&atour, that he might feem to continue ftilhhe an- 
cient* model of the Common- wealth,p:rmittcd M.TuUiu,<yind Cornelius Dolobei la to 
be made Cofli by the people : although he being evidently fole Monarch over all, was 
above them too, [Appian. Lb. 1. tiell. civil, pig. 412.] In the beginn:ig of whofe 
Contullhip he triumphed glorioully over King Mithridates (as Eutropus hath it in 
his fifth book ) on the third of the Calends of February ( as appears by the pieces of 
the Marble on which the Triumph was engraved ; which day falls upon the Julian 
November. And although chat Triumph was very great in regard of the rtatelincls 
of it, and rarity of the fpoiles they had taken from the King : yet did the fliew receive 
a greater luftre and fplendor from the exuls. For the molt eminent men and chief of 
the City, bearing Crowns On their heads, attended SyHVs Chariot, calling him their 
Deliverer, and their Father, in regard they were by his means brought back into their 
native Country, and had their wives and children reitorcd unto them, [ Plutarch in 

This one thing of Sylla deferved commendation ; that when upon the laying 
down the command he had in Alia, he rod in Triumph, he did not beare before him 
the name of any one Town belonging to the Citizens of Rome,as he did of many Ci- 
ties in Greece frud Afia» [ Valer. Maxima, lib. 2 . cap. 8. ] Sylla transfer^ 5 0000 pound 
weight of Gold, and 70*0 of Sdver, under that account ; which his fon C. Marius had 
brought from the conflagration of the Capitol and other devoted places toPrse.iefte. 
He alio the day before transfer'd of all the other fpoiles of the VnStory 5 0000 pound 
weight of Gold, and 150000 of Silver, C/VWtf. 33.^.1. ] From whence it is plain 
the Triumph held for two dayes fpace. 

Alexander Jannxus,having reduced under his power the valley (called Antiochus his 
valley ) and the Fort Gamala, put Demetrius Lord of thofe places befide his command 
there, having received many accufations againft him ; and at the juft end of the third 
year of that his Expedition, led h is army home again: the Jews giving him a hearty 
welcome home for his good fucceffe he had had. At this time the Jews kept many of 
the Cities of the Syrians, Idumstans, and Plaenicians, near the fea coaft. The Town 
of Straton,Apollonia, Joppe, Jamnia, Azms, Gaza, Anthedon, Raphia»Rhino- 
corura. In the Meditcrauean parts, in the Country of Idumxa, Adora, and Manila, 
and Samaria : the mountains alio of Carmel and Itabyr ; befides thefc j Scythopolis, 
Gadara, Gaulanitis, Seleucia, and Gaibala ; fome Moabitifh Cities alfo : Effebon, 
Medaba,Lemba,Oronas,Telithon,Zara,Aulon of Cilicia, and Pclla: the laft of which 
they demoWhed, becaufe the inhabitants refnfed to admit of the Jewilh ceremonies. 
They pofl'clTcd alfo fome other Cities of Syria, and thole no obf cure ones, all which 
they lately annexed to their kingdom,[ Jofeph. lib. 1 3. cap. 23. ] 

L. Cornelius Sylla Diftatour, adjudging it a great fliame that Mithridates a confe- 
derate fhould be infefted with a war, lent Aulus Gabiniu?, to charge Murs.u in good 
earneft, to defift from his hoftility with Mithridates : and that he fhould endeavour to 
reconcile Mithridates and Ariobarzanes one to the other. At that meeting, having 
given his fon about 4 years old, as hoftage to Ariobarzanes: and that under that pre- 
tence, keeping ftdl to himtelf that pare of Cappadocia which he had garrifoncd, and 
fomething elfe over and above : made a general entertainment for the company : Ac 
which he defigned a certain weight of Gold to thole that fhould get the better at drink- 
ing, or eating, jeering, fingiug, and other folemn fporcs: Every body had a fhare 
herein, but onely Gabinius, [ Appia». in Mhhridatic.pag, 2 1 5 . * 1 6.] 

Thus was the fecond Mithridatick war ended, in the third year thereof, [Id.ibid.~\ 
In which Marxna after he had with a great dealc of violences and vfeilancy afflicted 
Mithridates, drew oft from him, leaving him rather abated in fomething,than quite 
crufhed in pieces. As Cicero Ipeakcs in his Oration for Murasna bis fon ; whom the 
Orator addes to have been a help to hisfather in his difficulties, a comfort in his la- 
bours, and a rejoycei in his victories. Who alfo in his 1 . lib. againft Verres, teachem 
how that the people of Milefia upon Mutaena's order, DUilc '°^? s out of the revenues 
of the people of Rome, as the fe veral Cities in Afia did proportionably ; which Fleet 
was by covenant to ferve the Romans in all extremities at fea wharf os^r : as Alconius 
Pedianus liath noted upon the fame book, or the Oration againft VertW. 

L. LucdlustpentthctimeofhisQuaeftorfhip in the peace of Afia, whilft Mu;«na 
was waging war in Pontus, [ ficero in Lucdlb. ] 

Sylla Diaatour, called Murajna out of Afia, L Cicero pro lege ManiUa. ] M. Thermus 
fucceededhimia the Pra;cor(hip of Afia,[5«rf«» i» fnl^cap.%,^ \z is probable alfo 
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that Litreulliis was called back from hisPrafter&ipof the fame time with Murena, upon 
this ground, becaufe he tat upon the bench at Rome, with Aquillus Gallus, the lud *e 
in Quintals his caufe ; which (as Aulas Gellius lib. 1 5. cap. a 8. and Hierom. in Chronic 
tells us) was pleaded by Cicero in the 2 6 year of his agc,M.Tullius,and Cn. Dolo- 
bella Confuls. 

Alexander Jann»i% as foon as he had a little refpite from wars, fell inco a dileafe 
a quartan ague which held him three whole years, he might rhank his intemperance* 
for it ; , yet lor all this, did not remit any thing of his warlike imploymcnts I lotah 

lb, \ .Bell, cap. $, & lib. %l.AntiqHit,c«f, 23.] UJf ' 

L. Murena,being come to Rome, triumphed very honourably j his fon graced his 
triumph, with fome military prelaw*. s who ferved under him whileft he was General 
and made his fathers vi&ory and triumph, theonely end of his taking up his arms* 
[Cicero pro Murena.] 

Mithridates, being now at leifure, fubdued Bo[phorus,and appointed Machares, 
one of his fons, King over that mtion.[Appia».pag. 216.] 

Molo, the Rhetorician, coming Ambafladors to the Senate, concerning the re- 
wards of iheRhoiians,was thefirft ol any ftrangcrsthat had audience without an 
interpreter : Hedeferved that honour, in regard the Roman eloquence was beholden 
to him for that force and vigour, wlvch it hath ; at which timeCicero himfel(plyed 
under him. [Cicero in Bruto.yaleriw Ma#imtu,lib.*. cap, 2,]zs he had done alio fome 
hx years before, as we have hinted in its due place* 

J alius Csefar being lent by M. Thermus Ptetor of Afia,fent into Bithynia to fetch the 
fleet, tarryed a while with Nicomedes : It was whifpered abroad, how that lie had 
proftituted his chaftity for the Kings luft to tyre upon : and the bruit was improved by 
his going to Bithynia again in a very ftiort time, under pretence of getting in fome 
monies which were due to a certain free man, one of his clients. \Sueton.m lullo.

L. Cornelius Sylla, Dictator, wherefoever he found amongft the (laves of thole 
perfons he had prefcnbcd a lufty young fellow, he made him one of the commons; 
and ot thele he made above 1 0000. firll confermg on them their freedom and entran- 
chilemcnts, and called them Cornelians, alter their Patrons name : the policy of this 
was, that he might be lure of a party of 1000 in the City amongft the commons,to 
fide with him upon all emergencies Whaitoevcr , [ App'.an. lib. 1. Bell. Civil, pag 
413, & 41 6 .] Servius upon the tentli or the Eneiods, reckons Polyhiftor, to be' 
one of thole which were made free Denizons by Sylla. And that Alexander Polyhiftor 
lived in Syllaes time, was made free, and furnamed Cornelius (although he wasfo 
called from his Patron Cornelius Lentulns, to whom he was lold, and whole School- 
matter he was made) is confirmed by Suidas in AMi=*>/?» nt M<*n<n». For he calls this 
Grammarian Cratcus his Scholler,Milchum: whom Srephanus Byzantinus avows to 
be the fon of Atckpiades of Cotyaeum, a City in the leller Phrigia,and to have 
written 42 books of all kind of things. Concerning whom, Eulebius is to be confulted, 
[lib, v.Euangdlc. Pnparat, cap. 1 7.] where alio he cites many palTages out of the book he 
wrore concerning the Jews. 

Pculcmci Lath urus,having reduced the Thebasan- in the third year of their revolt, 
fined them to excream rigoioufly, that whereas before they could outvye thericheft 
Cities in all Gicece for wealth; they had not now left them the leaft print of their 
iornKc fortune. So Paufaniasin his Attick<, [pag. 8.] relating this, as if it belonged 
to the Boeotian Thebes, and not to the Egyptians. Whereas we have oblerved out of 
AppiansMuhridatick!', (/>*£. 190.] how that almoftat the very fame time in which 
the Thebans revolted from Ptolcmei, that greater Thebes of Bceotia, fell off from 
Archelaus, Mithridates his General, to Sylla the Roman General. 

But this Ptolemei Lathurus, dyed not long after. [Paufanias ut frpra."] %6 years and 
fix moneths, after the deceafe of hi- brother Philometor. His daughter Cleopatra, 
wife of Ptolemei Alexander (who was younger brother to Lathurus, and had killed 
his mother, who was compartner with him in the throne) fucceded him ; fhercigned 
fix monethi. [Porpbyr. in Grts.Eufeb.Scaligcr. pag. «5.] Paufanias avows that of all 
Lathutus his ilfue, Berenice was oncly legitimate, [ut fupra] who dying before his fa- 
ther, her Baftard ifliie> Ptolemeui , leized the kingdom of Cyprus, Cleopatra, and alter 
her Noviu Dionylius , or Auletes the kingdom of Egypt, unlefle happily flic whom 
Porphyrius calls Cleopatra, be the fame with her whom Paufanias names Berenice. 

Sylla Dictator, lent Alexander fon of that Ptolemei Alexander, who killed his 
mother (whom he hadTdmitied to his own familiar acquaintance, and brought along 
with him out ofAfia) to the Alexandrians, to be their King: their iffuemale failing, 
and the women being forced to have fome of their own blood for their husband t 
Sylla's drift was, the hopes he had of getting together a good hord of gold out of that 
wealthy kingdom. [Afpian, Bell, Qvxl, lib, i.p*g,$\ 4.] 

C. Julius 
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C Julius Cajfar in the gaining of Mitylenewas rewarded by M. Thermus, with 
mm* civic*, [ Sueten in Julio cap,t. ] Mitylene was quite demolilhed to the ground : 
Itwas theonely City which kept up armes after Mithridates wasdefeated, [LmM. 
% 9 ] And lo that nobh City by the law of War, and right of Conqueft, was brought 
under the jurifdiaion of the people oi Rome, [C'cero in Agraria 2.] 

Alexander, having taken to wife Cleopatra Queen of Egypt* after he had redded 19 
dayes with her, killed her, [Porphyr.utfrpr.] Appian writes how that this King, tw- 
ins very domineering and infolent upon prefumptiou of his intereft in Sylla,was by the 
Alexandrians on the 19 day ot his reign, dragged out of his Palace into the place of 
exercile, and there put to death. But it will appear out of Suetonius and Ocero,that he 
reigned 1 5 years after the death of his wife ; againft the common errour of Hiftori- 
ansandChronologersj who begin the reign of Pcolemei Auletes here, and confound 
his years with the years ot Alexander. 

Mithridates,making attempts upon the Achajans, neighbours to the Colchians, who 
were ( as fome phanfie ) reliqnes of thote who,retuining from Troy, came thither up- 
on miftake of their way, loft two moieties of his army ; partly by being circumvented 
withanambuth: partly in plain fight, and the hardnelle of the weather, Ce/*>p"»». 

' Mithridates,at his return home,fent fome to Rome to copy the articles of the League 
betwixt him and Sylla. Ariobarzanes alto fent others, either voluntarily, or by the 
inftigation of others, to inform that Cappadocia Was not entirely retigned unto him, 
and that Mithridates did keep back the greater part of it to himfelf. But Mithridates 
was commanded by Sylla to quit Cappadocia, before the Articles Ihould be enrolled, 
I Id ibid,] 

After the Province of Glicia was fctled, Cn. Dolobella was fent thither to be Pro- 
conlul » Cicero affirms, that there was added to this Province, befides the three Teri- 
tories other own, the Parophylian, Ifauric, and the Cilician, three other Teritones of 
Afia; theCibyntic,Synnadenfian, and Appameenfean , fituite in the Regions of 
Phrygia, Pilidia,and Lycaonia. But when Dolobella bringing along with him C. 
Malleolus his Quarftor, and C. Vcrres his Lieutenant , was come as far as Delos: 
Verres there cauled lome ancient images in the night time to be taken covertly out of 
the Temple of Apollo,8c to be put aboard the fhip that was appointed to carry burthens. 
Upon the fudden there arole luch a violent tempe ft, that Dolobella could not oncly not 
poflibly lance forth, when he would, but had much adoe to abide at anchor in the 
haven, fomonftcrouily did the waves beate againft the fhips. The fhip which was 
fraught with the images being driven and caft out by the violence of the waves, is f plic ; 
thote images of Apollo are found floating upon the Ihoare: by Dolobellas order they 
arelaycd up again in the Temple, the temped: abates, Dolobella loofes from Delos, 
[Cicero *ti.i.inV«rem,Ub.\.] m 

The fame Vcrres carryed away very neate muges from Chios, hrythra:, and Hah- 
carnafus. He took alio from Tencdos (to the great grief of the City) the Statueof 
Tenes, a very curious piece. It is faidthat he built the City, and that it was called 

Tencdos from his name, [/i.iM 3 ., , . , ^ , , ,, , . . , , . 

Verres, having by his importunity prevailed with Dolobella, that he might be lent to 
the King, Nicomedes of Bithynia,and Sadala of Thrace, Allyes of the people of Rome, 
cametoLampfacus in the Hellelpont t where,upon Rubnus his Pages attempting to 
carry to Verres the daughter of one Philodamui, a moft eminent Citizen : the Lamp- 
facensbytheperfwafion of Themiftagoras and Theffalus, came flocking together in 
the night to protect the Virgins chaftity: in the hurly ourly Cornelius, Verres his 
liftour,was llain outright, and fome of his lervants, whereof Rubnus was one, re- 
ceived lome cuts : They had much adoe alio to lave the Lieutenants houfe from be- 
ing fired. Dolabella upon Verres his fuite, giving over the war ( which at that time 
was by him managed in Cilicia ) and marching out of that Province into Afia,obtaincd 
of C. Nero ( who fucceeded M. Thermus in tne Prztorihipof Alia ) that Philodamus 
and his Ion might after judgement palled upon them, be beheaded, [ Id. ibid, compared 
with Atconiut Pedianm upon the fame.] 

Charidemus, Captain of a fhip at Chiu;, being commanded by Dolabella to attend 
Verres departing Afu,carae with him as far as Samos: where Verres ailauked the 
moft ancient Temple of Juno of Samos, and carryed from thence the Pictures and 
the Images. The Samians went to the Chians and charged Charidemus with the facri- 
ledge : but he made it evidently appear, that what was done, was none of his doings, 
but Verres his. Upon this, Embatfadors came from Samos to C. Neco into Alia, to 
complain of him: who received this anfwer ; Tnat fuch complaints as their, which 
concern the people of Rom's Legate, ought not to be carryed to the Prxtor,butto 
Rome, [ Cicero ibid.] 
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The Milcfians had a fleet, which npon covenant the people of Rome were to make 
ufe of upon any occafion at lea. Verres demanded of them one of thofe (hips to attend 
him as a convoy to Myndus; they immediately furnifhed him with a gallant (hip, the 
choiceft of ten* and well trimmed. Verres, as foon as he arrived at Mindus com- 
manded the Sonldiers and the Saylers to return to Miletum on foot by land, and fold" 
thefhiptoL.Magius,and L.Fannius,who left Marius his army, and came to live at 
Mindus, but afterwards they fided with Sertorius and Mithridates. He that had the 
command of the (hip, declares what Verres had done : the Mileiians caufed the Decla- 
ration to be entred into the publick regeftrye. But Cn, Dolobella, upon Verres his 
requett,did his bed to have him, that made the Declaration, puiihed, and beudes thar 
gave ftrid charge to have the Declaration taken out of the rolls again. [ Id. ibid. com. 
pared with Afcomus Pedianus upon him.] 

C. Malleolus, C. Dolobella's Queftor, being flain in the war, Verres forthwith 
obtained the office of Queftor-fbip from Dolobella, who, having gotten the guardian- 
lhip of a Ward,began to finger bis goods, [tbid.] 

When the Provinces wereallotted to the Confuls-, Cilicia fell to Servilius.Macedonia 
to Appius. Claudius Servilius having gone to Tarentum tovifirhisCollegue.who 
lay lick there, took his joumy to the City Corycum* [ Salnfi. Hifiora. lib.i apud 
Prifrian.lib.i^] being ordered to go to quell the Pirate?, who, under the conduct of 
Ihdorus, roved about in the next Lea, (betwixt Creei and Cyrens, Acha(a, and the 
creek of Malea) which from the fpoyles was called the Golden Sea. \Flor.Ub. 3. cap.6 ] 
Julius Caefar fcrved under Servilius , but it was for a very (horc time, [Sueton. in 
Iul:o, cap. 3. ] and L. Flaccus was Tribune of the Souldiers. r Cicero' pro 

Flacco.'] r 

Cn, Dolobella , being called home from his province of Cilicia, and accufed of 
extortion at Rome, by a young fellow, M. Emilius Scaurus, was condemned, and fent 
away unto bamfhmenr. The Adion was eftimated at thirty hundred thoufand 
f effaces, mccrly upon thofe particulars. This his Qua:ftor C. Verres had exacted above 
mcafurc from the Cities of Lycia, Paraphilia, Pifidia, and Phrigia, corn, hides, hair- 
cloths, facks and fiich wares : and that he did not receive them in kind,but exacted 
mony for them. Verres himlclf, who was the main adourin the bufinefle, and a 
complice , gaveftrong evidence againft him. For Verres was unwilling to give 
account of his Liutenants-fhjp, and his queftor-fhip, til fuch time that Dolobella (who 
oiicly k.icvv where to find tank with them) was condemned and cj'eded. [Cicero t 
ail. 2. in Verre lib, 1. Vtd, Pighii Annal. Rom. torn, 3. pug. 280, 281. & 286 
-87O 
1,916. Alexander Januzus, tyred out with his quartan ague, and on that confideration, 
engaging himfeif in an unfeafonable warfare, at length being quite fpent, dyed in the 
confines of the Gerafens, having reigned 27 years. At that inftant he was befieging 
Ragaba Caftle, which is fituated beyond Jordan. Upon his death-bed, he advifed his 
wife Alexandra, to conceals his death for a while from the knowledge of the Souldiers; 
and that after (he were returned in conqueft 10 Jerufaiem in great (bate, (he fhould 
give the Pharilecs a little move freedom than ordinary ; in regard that thofe kind of 
people had a great influence upon the Jews, when they had a mind, either to do a 
thre wd-turn to an enemy, or to pleafure a friend. For the common people did place 
a great deal of confidence in them, though prone through envy to appcach any man 
whatfoevcr : andthathehimlelf got the ill will of that nation for no other caufc; 
but that he had given fome offencejfto that fed* He perf waded her therefore, that (he 
would give way, that they might have the diipofal of his corps, and thatfhc would 
not ad any thing in ftate-adminiftrations, but upon their determinations, and good 
liking ; and io it would fall out, that both he fhould be the more honourably interred* 
and (lie and her Ion fhould reign without moleftation. [ Jofcph lib. 1. Bell, judaic, cap. 
4. &lib. 13. Antiquit. cap, 23. compared with lib. lo.cap. 8. j 

Queen Alexandra (callled alio Selena, by Ecclefiaftical Writers) having taken the 
Caftle Ragaba* according to her husbands intimations, left all things concerning 
either his Corps, or the kingdom to the discretion of the Pharifee?, and thereby recon- 
ciled them fo to her, that they became her friends, who before were her moll: impla- 
cable enemies. Hereupon did the Pharifees aflemble the common people, and made 
afpeachtothem, crying up the famous exploitsof Alcxander,and bemoaning what 
a good King they had loft. They fo wrought upon the people, that they (added all 
iheir hearts, and caufed them to put finger in eye: neither was there any King 
before him, for whom they made fo (lately a funeral. [ Id. lib. 13. Antiquit. 
cap. 24. ] 

It feemed, that Alexander drawing on towards his end, had in his laft will and 
teftament both left the adminiftrat ion of the kingdom to his wife Alexandra, and 
alfo theeledion of the High Pried to her difcraion. She declared Hyrcanusher 
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eldeft fon High Piieft, not fo much for the prerogative of his years, as for that (he (aw 
he was a mecr dug, one that had no metal in him, and fo leffe fear of his attempting 
any thing againft that power foe had gotten into her hands. A? for her youngerion 
Ariltobulus, fhe was very well contented that he lhauld live a private lite, in regard he 
was of a more fiery and (prightlvdifpofition than his brother. She governed the king- 
dom nine years, her (on Hircanus holding the H'gh-priefthood all that while. She 
was very gracious with'the people, both becaufe of the favour fhe was in with the 1 ha- 
rifecs, as alfo becaufe (he feemed 10 be much troubled ac her husbands exorbitances. 
Tolpeak truth, (he was onely honoured with the bare title of Queen : thePharilees 
bad the managing of all State- affairs, to whom alfo, the people were expreftely char- 
ged to give obedience : So thar, if it appeared that Hircanus her father in law had ab- 
rogated any of the ordinances, which the Pharilees had brought in according xo the 
traditions of their Elders, whatloever it was, (he caufed it forthwith to be reftored, and 
put in force again : the Pharifees alfo gave order for the calling back of exiles, and for 
ihereleafeof prifoners. Yet tome things there were which the woman her fell : or- 
dered and difpaled: and beudes (he maintained a great number of hired fouidiers, 
and did fo mightily improve her ftrength, that (he was formidable to the neighbour- 
ing Prince?, and took hoftages of them, [.Id. ibid. compared with lib. z6.Anttqmt.cap. 
%,& lib. 1. Belli, cap, 4.] . . 

Mithridates, upon an expreffe from Svlla, reftored all Cappadocn to Ariobarzanes ; 
and thereupon diipatched away Embaffies to Rome to get the Articles of the Peace to 
be enrolled, f Appian. p*g. 216.} 

M Lepidus,andQ.CatulusCo(ri: Sylla died, [Liv.M. 90. Appian Jib. i.Bell. 
C>vil />«*£. 41 6.T He made an end of the 22 book of his Commentaries, two dayes 
before his death: he laid, That the Chaldean* had foretdld him, how, that after he 
had lived very fplendidly for a while, he fhould dye in the flower of his felicity. 
[ Plutarch in Sylla. ] He bequeathed in hi* Will thole his Commentaries to LuciiHus, 
whom moreover, he nominated upon his death-bed, as Guardian to his Ion ; pafiTig 
by Pompey « wh>ch one thing, was thought to be the very lource from whence fprang 
all that grudge and emulation which enfued betwixt thofe two, both of them being 
youths, and their bloods boyling with a defire of glory, [ Id. in Lucullo. ] 

M. Cicero, after he had been (ix months at Athens with Antiochus Afcxlontta,* 
moft Renowned and moft Sage Philofophcr of the ancient Academies, aiidwith 
Demetrius S*r«*,a well experienced,*nd no mean Oratour, hearing of Sylla his death, 
failed into Ada: and travelling cleane thorough that Country, exerctled his faculty 
with the choiceft Oratours in thofe parts. The chief of them Were, Memppus a btra- 
tonician ( furnamed Catoca<, of Caria ) Diony fi.u« Magnes, ^Ichylus a Cnidian, and 
XeilOCleS an Adramyttcan, [ Cicero in Brno, & Plutarch m Qctront: compared with 
Strabo lib. 13. f4g. 614. & lib* 1 4. pag. 660. and with Diogenes Utrum m Me- 

H,? At the <ame time alfo, a certain woman of Miletum was fenrenccdro death, for 
thatfhc had caufed an abortion to her (elf by pot.ons; being hired thereunto for a 
piece of money by thofe which were the fecond heirs ; neither had (he more than (he 
defcrved: who had by that one fad of hers deftroyed, thehopcofaparentjchemc- 
moryofanamejthefupportofakindred.tlicheirofafamilv, and in all likelihood, a 
Citizen of the Common- wealth, [GceroproAulo Cluentw.y 

P Servilius Proconfuljfubdued Cilicia: He fo difordered the Pirats light and Hy- 
ing Barks with his heavy men of War, that he goc a bloody vidory over them, [Liv. 
l\b 9o.Flor.hb.-i cap.6 t Eutrop.lib f 6. ] Hi let upon Cilicia and Pamphyha with 
that violence, that he almoft utterly ruined them, being defirous onely to bring them 
under. \Orof.lib. 5. r **f- a 3« 3 , . . ... n. 

Julius Csfar, upon the bruitc of Syll>" death, left Cilicia, and returned in allhafte 
to Ron\c,[Suttott in Julioycap. 3.] ,.»,,, u- 1 1 

In regard that Mithridates (Sylla being now dead) could hear nothing from the 
Magiftratcs at Rome, concerning his Embaffk to the Senate : the King fuborned 
Tigraneshis(oninlaw,tomakeaninvafionuponCappadocia, yet was not the plot 
carryed fo covertly, but the Romans had an inckhng of it, ^App**n.m Mitbndauc. 
fag. i! 6 1 Amongft whom, Salult ( in lib. 1 hiftor. ) bring* 111 L. Philippus m ( in an 
Otation of his at that time before the Senate againft Lepdus) (peaking in this man- 
ner. Mithridates in latere veZtlgaUvm noftrorum quibm, &c. ideft : CMithndates lies upon 
the borders of our revenues , which we jet enjo; t watching an opportunity to nt*k£ war 
upon us. . , , 

Tieranes, having encompafled Cappadocia round as it were with a net, that no one 
could efcape him, brought away with him from thence about 300000 men, and car- 
ryed them into Armenia, afligning them places with others to inhabit : where he hrlt 
put the Crown of the kingdbm of Armenia upon his head, and called the place 
Z z z L 'S ra " 
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Tigranocerta,thatis, the City of Tigranes. [ld.ibid."] He built the City betwixt 
Iberia and Zugma, which lies near Euphrates, and peopled ir, with thofe men he 
brought out of the twelvcCities of Greece, which he had wafted. [Strabo, lib. n./wg. 
532.] In that City there were abundance of Greeks, driven out of Cilicra, many 
Barbarians running the fame fortune with them Greeks, Adiabenians , Affyrians, 
Gordyens, Cappadocians, all whom he brought thither, having ruined their ieveral 
Countries, and totcedthem to replant ihzic.[PlutarehmLucullo.] At this very time 
alb, at which he wafted Cappadocia thus with his incurfions, he drove the Mazacc- 
nians out from their habitations, andcarryed them into Mesopotamia, and flocked 
the greater pare of Tigranacerta with thofe inhabitants. [ Strabo, lib, 1 ». cap. 
539.] 

Geminus, an excellent Mathematician , wrote his book of Aftronomy , out of 
which Proclus his Sphaere is taken) iao years after that the Egyptians Ilia fell on 
Eudoxus his winter Solftice, or the 2 8 of December ; as he himfelf (hews in [cap. 6. Fid. 

ann.Mmd't %%<>•]* a^ 

M. Cicero being come to Rhodes, applyed himfelf to the fame Molon, whom he 
had formerly heard at Rome; he was both an excellent pleader in true caulcs,and a 
good writer, and alfo very difcreet in taxing and noting of faults, and wife in in- 
ftrufting, and in teaching, he did the beft he could to keep Cicero within the Channel, 
and to repreffe him in regard that he did, by a kind of youthful licentioufnefle, com- 
monly over doe, and as it were, overflow. [Own? /» Unto,] 

Ac che fame time Apollonius, a great matter of Oratory, grew in great efteem ; 
whom StrabofurnarhesMAa.*®-, or the Soft, and others Molo: which is thereafon 
that fome (amongft whom Quintiliari is one, lib. ia.cap.6«) confonnd him with the 
other Molon. They were both ot them Alabandians of Caria, Schollers ol Menecles 
the Alabandian, and both coming out ot his School, profefled the fame art at Rhodes ; 
although Molon came thither later than the other : which was the ground of Apol- 
lonius his applying that of Homer to him, *o4J/ma*V. [Strabo, lib. 14. pag. 65j,<J6o, 
661.] Cicero alwayes calls one of them Molon ; the other in lib.i.deoratore, he calls 
Apolloniu? the Alabandian : where M. Antonius is brought in thus fpeaking of him. 
For this one thing I alwajes liked that famous teacher, Apollonius the Alabandian ; who 4/- 
thottgh he taught for money, yet did he not fuffer any whom he thought incapable of being 
mads an Oratour,to loofe their labour with him, but fent them home again ; and that hit en- 
pome was to exhort and ptrfwade every one to buckle himfelf to that art, he in his judgement 
thought him mofifit andinclinable unto. 

It is reported of this Apollonius, that in regard he was not through paced in the 
Roman tongue, he defired Cicero to dedame in Greek : Cicero was well enough 
contented with the motion, fuppofing that Apollonius could the better corre£t him in 
cafe he fhould do any thing amifle, whileft others flood in a maze admiring him, 
and others ftrived to eutvye one another in applauding him» Apollonius was oblerved 
neither to look cheerfully any time of that while he was fpeaking, and after he had 
done>tofitagoodtime,asitweremufing,andpenfive. But at la ft, perceiving Cicero 
took tome regret at this his carriage, he laid thus : Truly Cicero I commend and admire 
thee \ yd I cannot but ptttj Greece her condition: when I fee the two ontlj ornaments which 
were left us, Learning and Eloquence: that they alfo fhould be by thee carry ed away to the 
Romans. [Plutarch in dcernoe.] 

Cicero heard Pofidonius the Philofophcr at Rhodes,as Plutarch affirms,and Cicero 
himfelf reckons him in the lift of thole which inftructcd him j [in lib. 1. denature 
Deorum>& lib.de fatoj] As for this Pofidonius, Philofopher of theSioick Se&, he was 
indeed born at Apamea in Syria ; but being in proceffe ot time made a Citizen of 
Rhodes : he was called a Rhodian, as appears by Straboj {lib. 14. pag. 6 54.] and out 
of Atheaxus,[l>b.6.cap.6.'] where this alfo is to be noted by the By : that, whereas 
Jotephus writes, how that Pofidonius and Apollonius of Malon, or Molon (as it is writ 
elfe where) afforded to Apion the Grammarian, matter for thofe his fables, concern- 
ing the Jews and their Temple* [Hb.2. contra Apion, pag. 1065.] by the name of the 
firft he means [this Pofidonius the Apamenian, Cicero's Matter in the Stoick Philofo- 
phy ; out of the books of whofe Hiltories, we have quoted fo many paflages above : 
but by the name of the later, that Apollonius we laft {poke of, or rather that Molon 
his equal, who (as above faid) is reckoned by Cicero [in his Bruto] amongft the 
Writers , and by fome deemed to be one and the fame perfon with that Apol- 
lonius. 

P. Servilius, Prrconful in COiaa,iubdued the I(aur's,and wan fome Cities of the 
Pyrates, fX;i>. //'£. 93.] He demolihed the City Jfaura it felf, and di mantled many 
forts which the Pyratcs held along the fca coaft. [StraboQ who faith, that he had feen 
Servilius, [/#. 1 2. />*,£. 5 68,569. & Hb.14, fag,66y.] He took Lycia alfo, and the 
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Cities of note thcrein,having befieged them, Sl forced them to refign.Befides,hc roved 
all over the mountain Olympus, and levelled to the ground three great Cities : Olym- 
pus, Phafelis, and Corycum. He was the firft of any Romans that led an army 
through. Taurus, he made it the bound of his march, and having taken a ftrift view of 
the fide of the mountains which incline towards Cilicia, he brought the Ifauri, quite 
wornc out with the war?, under the power of the Romans. [_Orof. lib. 5. cap. aj. 
mtpared with Florus, lib. 3. cap. 6. withSaluft. ib.\, Hijlor. apud Prifcia.numlib.15. 
ith Afcomus Pedianus, in 3, Verrinam. and with Eutroplus. lib. 6, ] Ckero in his firft 
..ndfecond Agraria, confirms, how that the Countries of the Attalians, Phafelians, 
Olympiaps, and the Country of the Agarenfcs , O.-indians , and Gedulhns were 
brought 111 to the people of Rome, by Servilius his victory* Cicero alfo [«» 4° contra 
Vtrrem lib.'} adds this paifage particularly concerning Phaielk That Phafelis which 
P. Servilius took, was not at firft a CityofCiliciansand Thieves; Lycians, who 
were Grecians, inhabited it : But in regard ic was filiated in luch a place, and kyfo 
high and ftrong, that the tree booters which came out of Cicily, neceffarily had re- 
courfe thither : the Pyraiesaffociated with that Town, firft byepmmerce, and after 
byallyance. * *■* 

L. Magitis, and L. Fannins, both runnagados one ol Fimbria's army, joyued them- 
(clves with Mithridates, and perfwaded them to enter into an affociation of wars with 
Sertorius, who at that time was up in arms in Spaineagainftrhe Romans. Mithri- 
dates fent thefc two as his Amballadors with letters to Sertoriu?, promiling him a 
fupplyofmony and (hips for the war, and requiring of him in lieu thereof his confir- 
mation of all Alia unto him, which he had refignedupto the people of Rome, upon 
the articles of peace betwixt him and Sylla. 

The Amballadors being come into Italy in that bark which the M Indians 
bought of Vcrres x and trom thence hailing away to get to Sertonius : The 
Senate noted them enemies to the State , and ordered to attach them : yer, for 
all that they could doe , they got fafc to Sertorius : who, having called toge- 
ther an aflembly of his own friends abouc him> which he called his Senate; 
he would by no means allow of thofe conditions , although all the reft were 
generally for them : For he denyed that he would ever give way that the 
Province ot Afia , which he had unjuftly taken from the people of Rome , 
and which, after Fimbria had wrcftcd it from him again by force of arms, 
he had returned back upon articles with Sylla, fhould ever relaple into Mi- 
thridates his power again. But as for Bithynia and Cappadocia, .which had 
ever been under his command, and did not at ail belong to the people of 
Rome, he did not envy him thefc ; yet, upon thefe terms, the leagc was con- 
cluded betwixt them, and confirmed by mutual oaths ; That Mithridates fhould 
fupply Sertorius with 3000 talents, and forty thips ; and that Sertorius on the 
other iidc ihould make him a grant ot Cappadocia and Bithynia (to which 
two App'an addes , not onely Paphlagonia , and Galatia , but Afia it felt 
alio ) and that he (hould fend him a Generall and Souldiers accordingly. 
Mithridates difpatched into Alia the Gencrall which was lent him ;. M. Marius, 
f Appian calls him, Varius) one of the Senatours which were banilhed ; and 
joyned with him the two Lueii, Magius and Fannius, to be as his Couutel- 
lors, who, looting. from Dianium, a fea town ot Spain, arrived at Sinope of 
Pontus, where Mithridates then was; upjn their telling the King how that 
Sertorius had denyed him Afia : the Ring faid to his triends, ivhat wM Sertorius 
fitting in his Palace injoyne hereafter, who, though as far difiant from ta as the *At- 
lanticl^ Ocean, takes upon him already to prtferibe bounds to our kingdom; And to 
denounce war againjt us, in cafe we (hould attempt auj thing upon Afia} For all this, 
Marcus 'Mariu* concluded a. league with him to Sylla's content. The King kept 
Marius with himfelf, and in a very (hove time preferred him a General into Archelaus 
his place»who had deferred him, and turned to Sylla. \Cictn,pn lege Manila. & pro 
Murena, item, acl, in Verrem , lib. \ . compared with Afcomus Pedianus m eundem. 
Lhie lib. 93. Plutarch in Sertor'10. Appian in^Mithridauc.pag.zri, ^i^.Orof.lib.6. 
cap. 2. ] 

After the Capitol was rebuilt (together with which (fome leaven years before) 
the books of Sybillawere burnt) C. Curio the Conlul motion* the Senate, That 
fome AmbafTadors (hould be fent to Erythrx, who were to take care to gee the 
Sybills verles again, and bring them to Rome. P. Gabimus, M. Otacillms, and 
L. Valerius were fent upon that errand , who got thofe verfes tranlcnbed by 
private hands , and brought them to Rome : and Curio and Oitavius , the 
Confuls, laid them up in the Capitol, which then was repaired again by Q. 
Catulus. [Feneftella, quoted by Lalbanttus , lib. 1. infiitut. cap. 6. & lib. de tra 
Dei cap, 22. "1 Upon which grounds Varro fayes that Etythrau was bele- 
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ved to have writ tbofe books of the Sybils, which the Romans have recourfe 
unto ; becaufe tbofc Verfes were found b the Jfland Erythsta, after the firing of Apoi- 
los Temple, in which thole books were laid up : if we may credit Servius, [in<tAlneid. 
6.] For the Temple which was burnt was not Apollos, buc Jupiter Capitolinus his: 
and aldiougb after the Temple was repaired, Embaffadours were fent by order of the 
Senate to Erychrs in Afia, to get thole Verfes iranfecibed : yec thofe books which 
were afterward extant and brought to Rome, were not got out of Ery thrae onely, but 
procured from other Gties befides, both Italian and Grecian ; arid out of private 
mens Libraries aKo,undec what name loever ofthe Sybills thofe books went •• in which 
alio many thingsaretbund to be fuppofitions, as appears by the differenced thole 
which they call Acroftkkes. As we find out of Varroes own books of divine things : 
to be relaced by Dionyfius Halicarnafteus, [lib* 4. antiquit. Roman. ] and by La&antius 
Firmianus, [///>. 1. »*7»7Z«^*^6.3andTacitusalloin[/^.6.^a»<i/.] hath declar- 
ed how, That the Perfes of Sybtlla,rvhetber one or wore y were fought form Samos^Tray^Ery- 
thr& ; and thorough all Africa alfo, and Sicily , and the Italian Colonist : and that the Prufts 
had in charge y with all the care that mortal men could takjyto difco-uer the true from thifalfe. 

Pliny in the ^ book ofchis natural Hiftory, cap. 3 5 . reports how thac in the time of 
GhOitavius, andCn» Scribonius Curio Coifi : Licinius Syllanus Proconful , and his 
company faw a fpark fall from a Scar, which increaf ed in bulk as k came nearer the 
earth; and being grown, to the bignefle of the Moon, gave as much light as ii it had 
been tome cloudy day : and whenit withdrew up toward* heaven again, it grew into 
thefaftuon of a lamp. But feeing that Syllanus is no where found aroongft the Ro- 
man furnames, Pigbius is of opinion,that inftead of Licinius Syllanus in Pliny 5 it fhould 
be L. Junius Syllanus : So that Junius ( who about this time was lent with the Procon- 
fuls authority into Afia in the room of Cn. Nero) might feem with his company to 
have been an eye. witnefle of this Prodigie. 

NicotnedesKingofBithynia dying without ifluc, made the people of Rome his 
heire by teftameut : whereupon his kingdom was reduced unto the form of a Province, 
[ Liv. lib. 9$.Velki. Patercttl. i'b. a. cap, 4. & 39. Appian. lib. 1, Bell. chit. fag. 420. & 
Mtihrtdatic. jag. 171. &%i$.] To this relates MUhridates his complaint of the Ro- 
mans in an Epiftlc ot his to Artaces, [ lb. 4. Salaft. hiftor. ] ^After Nicomedts was dtad, 
they rifled aH Bhhynta: netwitbftanding his fan Mufa t whom he nominated King y was without 
all queftmn then born. 

In the Came year ±Ub( with which ended the CLXXVI Olympiade) the people of 
Rom^hadtheir bounds widened by the accelleofthc Province of Cyrene unto them : 
Pcolemei Apion the King thereof, ot the Family of Lagidarus, having bequeathed it as 
a Legacy to them ; .as Appian writes [in his 1. lib. Bell, civil. p*g. 4a o.} adding more- 
over in the end of the Mithridaticks j that this King was a oaftard of the Family of 
the Lagt : which charafter of Appiau, thews that he was the fame perfon with him 
whom juftin related in lib. 39. cap. 5. to be the tonne of aCurtczan, and who palled 
over the. inheritance ofthe Crown of Cyrene to the Romans: where not wit hftand- 
ing headdes, That that part ot Lybia was made a Province : whereas we have heard 
before out ot Livie (at the yeare ofthe World 3908. ) how that after Ptolcm:i Apions 
deceafe,the Senate of Rome enfranchized all the Cities of the kingdom of theCyrene- 
ans : So chat, at that time they might feem to have received their grant of freedom, 
but nawto be reduced into the form of a Province. And ihar then "Ptolemei King of 
Cy renetmn hh death-bed, did make the Romans hit heirs in hie laft teftament y in the firft year 
ofthe CLXXI. Olympiad : and that afterwards Lybiawas left to the Romans as* Le- 
gacy by K'negtApton- in the fourth year of the CLXXVI H. Olympiad Hieromhath 
noted [in ChronkoEufebiano :] placing this later almoft eleven years later than Ap- 
pions accounts here require, Eutropius hath related this very thing nine years later, 
viz,. To that Caecilius-Metellus's Cretian triumph. At whkh time ( as fayeth he in the 
fixth Of his Breviary ) Lybia alfowas annexed to the Rentan Empire by the laft will of Apion y 
who was King thereof: in which Bsrtnice y Ptelemais, and £yrtne y were the Qties of greater- 
note. Jornandesjtinlib.deregn.&tempor.fnccef.] hath thus written concerning this 
matter.. Lybia, that is to fay y all ttntapolit y was granted under its liberty to the Romans by 
that fiwft Ptolemei : and afterwards rebelling, apions decree fubdued it to the people of Rome. 
AndbeforehimSixtusRufusin his Breviary. Wo were bekoldin to Ptolemei the elder hit 
bounty for £yrene y and the other Cities of Lybia Pontapolis: Lybia same to be our shy King 
Apiont\laft will and uftament y And Ammianus Mareellinus followed him. The dryer 
Lybia pegat into our hands- by King Appians laft Will : Sjrene and the other Cities of Lybia 
Fenta)6li* y by Ptolemeishbtrality. See the learned Valerius his notes upon the pjace, 
who fo explains this Hiftory, that he denies that there were two Ptolemei Apions. 
befides, Cicero [in * Agrarias] mentions the Cyrenian lands which were Apions: as Corne- 
lius Tacitus [in I4»nnah lib.} does the land which were once King Apions and by him 
bequeathed to the people of Rome, together with his kingdom.

ther great company of fuch as were to guard the wayes, cany burdens, and of luch ^ 
did traffique alfo, [ Id. ibid, in Lucullo. ] 

Mithridates,as foon as he was arrived at Paphlagonia, made a high vaunting fpeech 
to the (buldicry ; and when he faw he had fufficiently ftirred them to a deteftation of 
the Roman , he made an invafionupon Bithynia, which had lately been bequeathed 
to them by Nicomedes his teltament ,£ Appian. pag. 2 1 8. ] Livic (ayes, that Mithrida- 
tes got it all into his hands, £/'£. 9 3.1 and Plutarch in Lucullo, that he wasvery wil- 
lingly entertained by allthe Cities of Bithynia. 

AfiaaKojbyreabnitwasmoftintollerablyopprcffed by the hard ufages of credi- 
tors and publicans, lapfed to Mithridates, [Plutarch ibid.] He with M. Marius, or 
Varius } ( whom Sertonius had fent to him out of Spain to be his General)took fome Ci- 
ties thereof: and when they encred the Cities, the King put Marius formoft with the 
rodsaodaxesasif he were the fuprcam Magiftrate, and then the King followed, as 
one of his Officers. Some of the Cities he enfranchized upon his own fcore ; To 
others of them, what immunities he grantcd,he faid they came not from him,but were 
Sertorius hisatts of grace. Thus Afia, which before was plagued with the Publicans, 
and oprefled by the covcteoufneffe and abufes of the garrif oned fouldiers, begins to 
pack up again, and did heartily wilh, that alteration of Government which was ex- 
p;-£ted,'might take effeft, [ Id, in Sertvrio. ] 

Julius Cafar, obferving what havock Mithridates made in the adjacent countries, 
being alhamed to fit ftill with his hands in his pockets, when the Allyes were in that 
dilhefle: left Rhodes, whither he was gone, and palled over into Afia : whercgetting 
together what fupplies he could, he drave the King* Lieutenant clean out of the Pro- 
vince^ and by that means kept the Cities, which before were wavering and ready to 
revolt, conftant in their loyalty, [S«<tf<w,/'« jnlwycap.^] although he (Junius ) whom 
the people of Rome had appointed their chief Magiftrate in Afia, did out of coward- 
linefle put fome remora to his undertakings , [ Vellei Tatercul, Ub. 2, cap. 
4». ] ' 

Eutropius and Orofius ( out of Livie, as their manner is ) relate, how that P. Servi- 
lius ended the war in Cilicia and Pamphylia within three years,and thereupon was cal- 
led Ifaurietu. In Cicero lib. 3 . in Verrem ( which Oration i* called OrattoF rumen* 
taria ) he is faid to have commandedthe army feven years. Whereupon We have referred 
his firft going into the Province to the year before this fifth year, in which alfo he was 
Conful. Ciceroin lib. 5. contra. Verem, affirms, that thisonc nun took more of the 
robbers Commanders alive, than all they had done, which had been before him : and 
how amonglf the reft, he recovered one Nico,a famous Pirate, who had broken his 
chames and cfcaped, with the fame gallantry that he fkft took him prifoner. Ammia- 
nus Marcellinus |_in lib. l4.Hiftoriar.] Writes, how that Cilicia and ffauria mutually enga- 
ged in a war of pyracy^ and having fome troups of land robber J, were by Servilius the Procon- 
fulmade to paffe fub juglim, find after that made tributary. JornandeS in lib. de regnorum 
actemporHmfHcccjfwne, writes, how that he overcame Pamphylia, Lycia, (or rather 
Cilicia, and Pifidia) and reduced them all into Provinces: An.l that Oitavius this 
yeares Conful , was fent into the Province Cilicia, we gather from Plutarch in 
Lucullo. 

W hie h way foevet Servilius marched, it was a very pretty fight to fee the feveral 
prifoners and captives he carryed along with him : People came flocking unto him 
from all parts, not onely out of thofe Towns thorough which they marched, but from 
all the! places adjacent, purpofely to fee: which made the people of Rome take more 
delight, and to be more pleafed with this triumph* than with any that ever had been 
btioic,\etcero y mVerrem,lib. 5.] In this triumph alfo the feveral images, and orna- 
ments^ which he brought away from the City Olympus after he had taken ir, were 
carried on Chargers in State before him that rod in Triumph : all which he afterwards 
caufed to be entred into the common tables, and brought into the Treafury: wherein 
the number of thofe images were not onely fpecified and dclcribed,but the oulk,figure, 
and condition, of each one in particular, [ Id. in emdtm^lib, 1 . & tAfeon, Pedianus ibid.] 
Valerius Maximus mentions this Triumph of Servilius, [lib, 8. cap. 5.] Eutropius, 
Sextus Rufus; and Claudian the Poet, [in lib.i . in Eutropium,] thus fpeaks of him : 

Indomitoscurru Servilitu egit Jftturos, 

Servilius Charioted th' untarp'd Ifaures. 

M. Antonius, 
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M Antonins (father to M. Anroaius the Triumvir.) bavjngby the favour of Cotta 
rhe Conful, and Ccthcgus his fa£tion,obcained of the Senate, an unlimited commiilon 
or guarding of all the tea coafts, whercfoever the people of Rome had any command; 
and being a moft vile pcrfon birnfelf, had his companions forced accordingly, wafted 
S?cily,an3al^ 
II. Afcon. VedutuHS in'Divinationem y and and upon the forea ted place of C.cero, contra 

^ The Province of Gallia CiCalpina, fell to L. Lucullus the Conful/ but OAaviu;, 
dvinsr, who held Cilicia.Luculhr> having by the means of Piatcia, a common fttumpet, 
made Cachegus his fnend, who.at that time bore all the fway at Rome, got the Pro- 
vince Cilicia affuned to him ; and in regard that Cappadocia lay near to. Cilicia, 
they generally voted that Lecullus fhould undertake the Mithndatick war. Yet M. 
Cotca his Collegue in the Confulfhip, after much importunity, prevailed with the Se- 
mtcthat he might be lent with a fleet to guard the Propontis, an,d defend Bithynia, 
f Plutarch in LhcuIU.] Andfo both the Conluls were fent to this war : the one Was. to 
make gojdBithinia, the other to follow Mkhridatcs in Afia. \Qw &*■$*'?.**** 
Meamn cap 39. Eutrop, Itb. 6.] For that Lucullus the Conful had not onely Qhcia, but 
Afia alfo, (properly to called) allotted unto him, and that he had the command ot it 
for the fpace of feaven years, is evident out of Velleius Paterculus,. i>*. 2, 

^Lucullus, having lifted a Legion in Italy, pafled over with it into Afia; where he 
takes to him the Fimbrian Legions, and two ot hers befides ; which, t«Amt P* ^ em > 
ivere long fmce corrupted through luxury and covetoufnefle. The Fimbrians, in re- 
gard they had lived a long while, as it were, mafterleffe, and unconcroled, were the 
more intradable , and malapert ; yet very warlike , and both skilful and patient 
in military labours and undertakings. But Lucullus reformed the one, and calmed 
the fiercenefle of the other. [Plutarch ut fnpra. compared with Appian in Mithridatic* pag 
219.1 He did the belt he could alfo by iuflifting punilhments upon the Ulerers, and 
the Roman Publicans, by whole exactions the Aflan; were brought to revolt, tp maKe 
them more moderate in their dealings: and he quelled all inlurreftions of fevc- 
rall people, when as there was fcarce a nation fbuc was up in arms. L l inarch 

' Mithridatcs, having both another numerous army upon the march, and alfo 400 
fhipsof 3 ooars,befidcs a great company of lefler fhips, which they commonly called 
Penteconteri and Arf«r<e, tent away DLophantus Matharus, with a conftderable force 
into Cappadocia, to thruft in Garriions into the Cities; and if Lucullus intended to 
enter Pontus,to interpoteand ftop his paflagc As tor Muhriaates himfelf, he kept 
with him 1 50 thoufand Foot under colours, and 1 * thoufand horle, and 120 Chariots 
with Sithes, Which followed the Horfe : and good ftore of all forts of warlike En- 
gines Thus provided, he making a flying march through Timo.nitu,Cappadocia and 
Galatia: within nine dayes he reached Bithynia. Lucullus in the mean while com- 
manded Cocta to ftay with all his fleet m a Port of the Uialccdomans. [UKc»- 

M? MUhridates his fleet ftayingby Hcraclca in Ponur, were idenyed admkeance, yet 
the Citizens gratified them lo far in their rcqn.-fts,as to afford them the freedom o 
their market : where after fome truckings, and chaffering betwixt them, as arc uiual 
in thofe places, two of the mod eminent perfons of ri^raclea, Silenus and Satyrus 
werecarrved away prifoners by them ■• they could not get oft again, but upon this 
condition', That they fhould affifl Mithridatcs in this war againft the Romans, with 
five Friaois. This made the Romans fall out with the Hciacleans: For whereas the 
Romans had appointed in the other Cities pub! xk laic to be made of the Citizens goods. 
They expofed Heraclea alio to fale, Upon the coming in of thefc which were com- 
miOionatedfor that bufincffe, and their exafting monies, contrary to the cuftoms of 
the Common-wealth ; the Citizens grew much perplexed , who looked upon this 
aftioii as a hanfel of that llavery which would fhortly cntue. Whereupon (when as 
their condition was fuch, that it required rather an Embaflv to be dif patched to the 
Roman Senate, to beg their favour, and to pne a ftop co the fale oi their goods) they, 
by the perfwafion ot a bold defperate fellow in the City, murdcted the Publicans, and 
that with fuch fecrecy,that there was not any one body which had the leaft intimation 
of their death, [id. cap. 40.] . 

M Cotta,upon the bruite of Lucullus his commg,and tnat he wasalready encamped 
in Plirygia, making account that he was now cockfure of the viftory, made what haft 
he could to fight Mithridates, before Lucullus was come in to hifn ; that Lucullus 
might not fhare with him in the glory of the viclory. [Phtorcb.] Marius (or Varp) 
and Eumachus, Mithridates his Generals againft Lucullus, having in a fhort time 
drawn together a great army, engaged with.P.Rutilius (M.Cotta hisLiutenaut) 
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at Chalcedon, in which battle Rutilius was flain, and the beft part of his army. [Orof. 
lib. 6 .cap.!.] the B.iftemians having routed the Italian foot, and done great execu- 
tion Up in them. [Memnon, cap. 41 .] 

Mithridates marching up to Chalcedon, whither the Romans flocked from ail 
parts to Cotta : Coita being but a raw Souldier, came not ouc againft him : But Nudus, 
the Admiral of his fleet, with a brigade of the army, took the field, on that part which 
was beft fortified ; but being beaten oft thence, made back to the gate of Chalcedon, 
over hedge and dicch. When they came to the gate,there was fuch a crowding of them 
to get in, that thofe that had them in purtuir, could not throw a dart, which was nor 
lure to hit. But as toon as they let down the Port-cullis for fear of the cnemy,they drew 
Nudus and fome other* Commanders into them with ropes j all the reft were Hain 
in the midft of their friends and enemies, they all the while holding up their hands to 
both, but to no putpofe. [Appian.^ 

Mithridatcs, thinking that it was beft for him to make ufe of his late good fortune 
on the fame day moves with his Fleet toward the haven : where having broke down, 
the iron chainc which was in the entrance of the haven,nred four of the enemies flips; 
and carried away the other 60, tying them to one another* fternes: Neither Nudus, 
nor Cotta, making any rcfiftance, but keeping dole all the while witnin the walks. 
The Romans in the engagement, loft about three thoufand men, amongft whom Lu- 
cius Manlius a Senatour was one. Mithridates loft 20 of the Balternian 1 ., who were the 
firft that attempted the haven, £. Idem.] Plutarch tells us, that Cotta loft upon land 
40ooioot betides thofe 60 (hips with their men.Memnon f ayes,that in one da v the land 
and fea were rooft ihamefully filled with the catkafes of the Romans : eight thoufand of 
them being flain outright in the fea-fight, and 4500 taken prifoners : and of the army 
of Foot which confitted ot Italians, 5300. were cut off; whereas Mithridates on 
his fide, loft onely about 30 Bafternuns, and 700 others, out of hi* whole eom- 

And this was that battle near Chalcedon, in which M. Aurclius Cotta theConful 
WAsdereated,[L. : */./£.93. ] of which M thridates in an Epiftle of his to Arlaces, ( lib. 
4.H;ftor.Saiuft. ) thus writes. / tot My routed Marcus Cotta the %jt»an general near 
C balcedon on land, and have deprived hrni of a mo ft gallant pet at fea. The fad calamitous 
condition Cotta was now in both at fea and land, mightily advanced both the Kings 
wealtb,and his name, [dcero y pro Murana,] For by this fuccetfe of Mandates, all 
mens fpirits began fliamefullv to flag. But Lucullus who lay encamped along the 
river Sangarius, hearing of this greater overthrow, and oblerving his louldiers cou- 
rage foroewhat daropt thereat, quickned them up again with a parcel of good words. 
[Memnon 9 cap.^i t ] 

When as Archelaus (formerly one of Mithridatcs his Commanders, but now turn- 
ed to take part with the Romans) would have made Lucullus believe that he might 
with his bare look obtain the whole kingdom ot Pontu?, (MithnJatcs being now with 
his army in Bithynia) he replyed, That he would not be deemed a greater coward than 
the common Hnntfmen are, that not daring to adventure upon the wild beafts them- 
felves,he(houldgototheir empty dens; Tusfaid, he marched againft Mithridates, 
having in his company 3 o thoufand Foor, and 2 5 00 Horle. W hen he came firft to 
the view of the enemy, he was aftoniflied to fee fuch am mcrous body, and therefore 
defited to wave an engagement, and to gain time : but recollecting, how that Marius 
(whom Sertorius had lent out of Spain to be Mithridates his General) was marched 
upagainfthim,and did provoke him to fight, he drew ip into battalia. Juft as the 
army were fet to engaging, (upon noevident change, but the Heaven cleaving afun- 
dcrof the fudden) there teemed to fall betwixt both armies, a great flaming body 
retemlbing a hogfhed in fhape, and filver fire hot : this ftrange apparition fo frghted 
both parties, that it ftaved them off from fighting. They fay thisprodigy happened in 
Phry^ia, about Oiry x t [Pt«tarch.] .,»..,.» t_- 

L.lucullus the Conful, with hisHorfe had fomc skirmifoes with Mithridates his 
Hjtfe,and came off with good (IccelTe: He made alio tome expeditions,and was 
fortunate in them; which fo flulhed his Souldiers, and made them fo eager 
upon fighting, that he had much adoe to keep them from mutiny. \_Uvit lb. 

Mithridatr sdooking upon the City Cyzicum as a gatcto let him in into Afia, which, 
if he could but once break open, and pluck up, the whole Province would lye open to 
h ; m : tefolved to remove thither the hot brunt and violence of the war.LcJw r° 
Murena.] For it was the molt famous City of all Afia,and a faithful friend to the peo- 
ple of Rome, [Id, pro lege Manilla.] and which in the late overthrow at Chalceuon, 
had loft 3 000 Citizen*, and 1 ofhips. Hereupon the King, meaning to give Lucullus 
the flip. As foon as be had fupped, having the oppcrtun ; ty of a thick and roiftv night, 
removed his Camp, and by break of day, gets to the top of the mountain Adraitia 
x (otherwife 
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(ochsrwile called Dindymus) whicii was ticuaced oppofite to the City. {Flutarch. ] 
Strabo writes how that Michridites with Mothouland Foot, and a great body of 
Horle, made an invafionupon the Cyzicenians, and took the mountain Adraftia,and 
the Suburbs, [lib. ii.pag. 575-] Appian relates how that Lucullus, having in all but 
jooooFoor, and 1 6oo>Horlc,cncamped over againft Mithridates about Cyzicum; and 
that he learned from rhe runnagadoes, that Mithridates had about 3ooooom:nj 
tfjj it is reported that he loft in the fiege of Qyz,\cum % Above 3 00000 w«, by famine andfick^ 
nefii as we read in Orohus. [Orof.lib.6.ca$.%.] Moreover it is given out (as we find 
in Plutarch) That of the whole rabble of Scullions, and SoulJiers Lucullus flew no lefle 
than 300000 men. Whereas Eutropius in the fixth book of his Breviary hath writ 
far more modeltly. The following Winter and Summer, Lucullus flew of the Kings 
party-very near an hundred thoufand men. 

Mithridates, having begirthed the Cizicenians with ten brigades, aflaultcd them 
alio by f:a with a fleet of 400 {h\$s.[Strabopag. 575, 576. compared with Plutarch.] And 
feeingthc Cyzicenians, knew not what was become of Lucullus : The Mithridatians 
gave out that thole his tents which were pitched belore their eyes, were fupphss of 
Armenians and Medes, which Tigranes had fent to Mithridates. Demonaxjfenc from 
Atchelaus into the City, was the firft that informed them of Lucullus his being nigh 
at hand : but they gave no credit to him at all, fuppofing what jhefaid was ameer 
forgery, whereby to alleviate their prelent fufferings .- untill a boy, who had been 
taken prifoner by the enemy, and made an efcape, pointed ouc to them with his finger 
the place where the Romans lay encamped. [Plutarch.] Lucullus fent a meilengerto 
them, one of his fouldieus, who had the command of his tongue, to bid them be 
of a good courage ; this Souldier bearing himfelf up above water with two 
bottles. 

Lucullus,fallingupon Mithridates his rcare,defeated the Ponticks, and got a glorious 
victory, in which he flew lomething more than 10 thoufand of them in the fight>and 
took 1 3 000 prifoners. [AtVi»»o». cap. 4a.] 

Lucullus efpyed a mountain very covenient to pitch his Tents in ; which if he could 
but once get into his hand : he was fure to get provifion enough for his army, but to 
ftarve the enemy: There was but one pallage to come to it, and that a very narrow 
one; which alto Mithridates had clapped a ^uard upon to fecureit, being thereunto 
adviled by Tax'des and tonic other of his Commander*. L.Manius or Magius,the 
Umpire of the league betwixt Mithridatcs and Sertorius, fent privately a meflengerto 
Lucullus and then perf waded Mithridates 10 permit the Romans to patle by, and to 
encamp where they thought beft themfelves ; buzzing him in the ear,thatthe Fimbtian 
Legions,which formerly had ferved Sertorius in the wars,would leave their colours and 
turn away to him j and this they would do within a day or two: and that that might 
[pare the expence of fweat and blood, when they were fure of a victory Without 
finking a blow. Mithridatcs, lulpecting nothing was fo uuwife as to lilfen to his coun- 
fel, and thercup6n fuffered the Romans quietly to enter the paffage, and to fortifie the 
mountain againft him ; by which reaton the Romans might have a plentiful fupply 
ot provifion from all thofe parts which lay behind them, when as Mithridates on the 
contrary being ftiut out by a lake, mountain and river, was debarred from all impor- 
tation by land, aad therefore could expert but il.nder incomes 10 his Camp. Seeing 
that there was no way for him to get out , neither could he by force of arms 
make Lucullus retreat , mecrly bccaule he neglected the patTage. The winter quarcer 
alio drawing onwards, was likely to hinder all importations to him by fea. 
[Appian.] 

Plutarch writes, that Lucullus encamped about Thracia, which they called»Comes; 
as deeming it the moil fit place to obftruft all wayes and quarters from whence Mirhri- 
dates could hope for a fupply of provifions. As for that party which Mithridates fent 
to bring in the Fimbtian Legions to him, who made Ihew as it they intended to turn to 
his fide, LMeotnon tells u«, that they were all put to the fword by the fam; Legion. 

Nicomedes,a Thcflalian,had framed notable Engines to batter the City, [Plutarch.] 
amongft which the Hclepoiis, as they called it, about a hundred cubits high, was the 
moft remarkable one. Upon this another Tower was erected* planted with E.igines, 
to fling out ftoncs, ami feveral forts ot weapons : But before they planted the Eigines, 
Mithridates gaVe order that three thousand of the Ciz'ceniaos, whom he had taken 
prifoners, fhould be brought in the fhips to the walls of the City: if happily the City, 
out of pity to them, and relenting at their cries, would give up. But feeing that eliay 
was to no pur pofe ,( there being by the command of Lyfiftratus their General, 
a Cryer appointed, who irom the wall? exhorted them, That feeing that it 
was their hard fortune to tall under the power of aftranger,tobear it ouc as well as 
they could) Mithridates ufed all the ftrength he could both by fea and land, to reduce 
the City : the Townfmen all the while within being as in julhious to defend it : yet, 
A a a a do 
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do what they could, they could not perfect their walls entire, but that part of c hem 
being fi-*ed»fcli down abouc evening : but the heat of the fire was fo lcorching,thar t he 
enemy was not able to cnter.The Cyzicenians thcmfelvcs by night repaired the breach. 
[Appian.] 

At laft Lucullus found a way in the night to fend into the City fome Auxiliaries. 
[Strabo.] For finding that in the lake Dafcylite, there were pretty big boats: he took 
away one of thebiggcitcf them, and carryed it in a Wagon" to the feaiidc, and put 
as many Souldiers in ir, as it could well hold ; who privily by night got into the Cicy» 
the enemy knowing nothing thereof. [Pftttarch.] 

Now was the time of Prole rpina's tcftival, in which the Cyzicenians were wont to 
offer a black Pkiter. They being unprovided wtih fuch an one at this time, made one 
ot dough, and brought it to the Altar. The Hcitcr which was defigned for Profcrpincs 
feftival, was feeding with the reftof the Cyzicenians Herds on the other fide the fea. 
"Upon the day of the Fcftival, the left the other Herds, and fwimmed over alone to 
Cyzicum, parting all the way through the enemus Meet, and by diving under waver, 
got through the bars which are at the mouth of the harbour, and fo parting through 
themidftof rhe City, came to the Temple or Prolcrpina, and prefented her felf before 
the Altar. The CyzciccnianM'acrificed her, and upon this grew mightily enlivened 
in their hopes. [Jul. Obfequens de prodigiis y Plutarch, dr Appian?] 

It is reported that Protcpina appe ired by night in a vihon to Ariftagoras ( who was 
the chief Magiftratc, as faith Julius Cbfequens) tor Plutarch gives him no other title, 
but that oi his being the peoples tutor ; and ;old him, that flie had provided a piper a- 
gainft the pipers : or, as Plutarch renders iijtiiatOi.: forthwith fent a Libyan pipcra- 
gainft the Politick trumpeter. The Cyzicenian wondering with themlelves what this 
voice fhou'd be, about break of day u began to be ibule w.-ather at fca, as if it had been 
a tempeftuor.s winde. The Kings engins which were now drawn up to the walls, by 
their creaking and cradling fiilt dilcovvred Wiiac Wis ready toinfuc: Prefently after 
there arole an extream violent S-.iuth wind, which in the moment of an hour did fo 
matter the reft of the Kings cngiiis,that they w^re made utterly unferviceable; and 
did fo fhake the wodden tower which was ere&cd upon the Lngin, that it overturned 
it on the ground, [ Id* ] 

It is Chronicled alio, that at Troy Minerva appeared to many in their fleep, drop- 
ping with fwer, and (hewing how that p uv of hervaile was cut off: telling them, that 
fhe came from the relief of me Cyzicenians. The Trojans were wont to fhew the 
pillars wrnreon the decrees and letters concerning this accident were engraven, 
[Plutarch.] 

Mitln Mates was ad vifed by his friends to loofe with his Fleet from before the City : 
but he not one wh't difmayed at wiiat had happened, got up to the mountain Dindy- 
mus, and from thence calt up a bank all along to the walls of the City ; upon which 
he erected Towers. He caufed alfo Mines to be made under the very walls, [ Appian. ] 
The Cyzicenians not with (landing all this, held out fo ftoutly, that they had very near 
taken Mithridates alive in one ot the Mines, which nc himfclf had digged, bycounter- 
m ning him : but he got away fafe, having efpyed the danger he was in, [Strabo. 

pag. 576.] 

The VVinter being come, Mithridates was cut fhorraifo of victual byfca ; iffobehe 
had any at all. The army therefore being in great dilhefle for neccflary provifion, 
many of them died by famine, fome were glad to feed on mans flelh, others ufing herbs 
tor their conllant food, fell into d'feafes, and the dead carkafes lying all the while un- 
buried , uQiercd in the plague to bootc, |_ ^Memnon, cap.qi.Strabo) pag, 576. Flor. lib. 3, 
cap. 5 . P tutor. Appian, Orofitts^tib, 6, cap, 2. ] 

Whilft Lucullus was gon- to gain fome cattle or other, Mithridates drives to make 
fome ufe of this opportunity: Hereupon, commanding part of his Forces to march 
home with their armes ; but with this item, That they fhould be fure not to come in 
fight of the enemy, he fent almoft allhisHorfe, thofe alfo which Were for burden, 
and of his Foot; fuch as were leile 1 crviceable» unto Bithynia : for the horfes were now 
groWn weak for want ot provender, and ftarke lame by reafon their hoofes were bea- 
ten and worn away for want of fhoos. Lucullus hearing of this, hafted rothe Camp> 
again by night as fafl: as he could ; and by break a day, made after them with 1 p com- 
panies of Foot, and all his Horle. Although at that inftant there fell fuch a violent 
ftorme, thatmanyof the fouldiers what with the Snow, and other inconveniencies, 
tor very cold were forced to lie down, not being able to follow : with the reft he over- 
took the enemy at the p.iflage of the River Rhyndacus, where he did fuch execution 
on them, that the women of Apollonia'came out and pl'undrcd the carriages, and 
ftripped the flam. There were taken at this fight dooo Horfe, and an infinite flumber 
of beafts for burdens, 15 thousand men : all which Lucullus carryed away with him, 
befides the pillage of the enemies Camp, Lucullus at this born killed more tham Jooo

r»tn\\ if we may credit Orofius. Saluft is of opinion* that this was the tuft time the Ro- 
mans ever fa W any Camels : as it thofe, who under Scipio their General defeated An- 
tioch us, and thofe who fought with Archelaus at Orchomenon and Cheronea, had 
not known well enough what kind of beafts Camels were , [ 'Plutarch, Appian. 

Fannius, who clapt in with Mithridates, and Metrophantes the Kings Pcetor, have- 
ing received a blow from Mamercui,efcaped with two thoilfand Horfe into Mcefia: 
and removing from thence u.ito Moeonia, fell upon the dry and parched hills and 
champian of Inarime : where being weldred for a long while, at lad they got out, and 
arrived at the Kings Cim? , without any notice taken of them, L Ortf. Lb. 6.

Eumachus the general,and other of Mithridates his Colonel? ,up in armes in Phryg'a, 
killed many Romans, With th:ir wives &c children. They fubdued the Pifidians alfo, the 
Kauri, and Cilicia, until Dejocarus,one ot the Tetrarchs ot Gallograecta, lighting upon 
them as they were roving about, killed them and m my of their foul jiers, and fo gave 
a flop to proceedings, [ L»z^.?4- %'*»•?*£. 2 a *• Orof.utfupr.]

The Cyzicenians having undermined thofe mounts which the King had caft up all 
along from Diudymus to the City, and fired his Engins, and knowing well enough 
that the enemy was much weakened by famine, did fo pefter them wuh often lallyes, 
chat Mithridates was reiolved to draw off and be gone, [ appian. ] Of which he him- 
feltin'aletterofhistoArfaces^^/w/./^.^fciy?^] thus: *At my laying foge to Cy- 
zicum with a great army, I wantedprovifien, and m regard I could get none from all the parts 
about, and that the winter alfo had blocked up the fea that none could be expelled that way ; / 
was forced {not by any compulfion of the enemies ) to march back, *»"> mine own kingdom. 

For Plutarch tells us out of Saluft, how that Lucullu>, firft at Cyzicum, and afterwards 
at Amifus, lay encamped with hi? fouldiers two whole Winters. Concerning the 
raifingol the fiege of Cyzicum, fee Cicero [ in or at. pro lege Mawlia, pro<JMurana>& 
pro Archia poeta^] 

Mithridates refolving fuddenly to be gone, that he might keep oft Lucullui trom fol- 
lowing too fail upon his reare : lent Ariftonicus a Grecian Admiral of his Fleet to tea : 
but Lucullus by fome fouleplay,took him prifoner juft as he was putting offfrom Qioar ; 
and withal fcized upon 10000 crowns which he carryed along with him to inveagle 
part of the Roman army, £ Plutarch.] 

The King left his land Forces with the General to marcn with them away to Lamp- 
fecus: Hermarus and Marius ( the Generals which Sertonius fent ) conduced thither 
30000 men. But Lucullus following hard upon the reare, at laft overtook them un- 
awares as they were palling the River jEfepus, whofe waters at that time were (vgher 
than ordinarily they were wont to be. He took very many of them pnfouers, and 
killed 20000 of them outright ( above n 000 of which were reported to have been 
Manus his fouldiers) fo that the two Rivers, Granicus and .filepir, were all ove 
coloured with blood. But one of Mithridates bis Nobles, knowing how mghtilythe 
Romans were addided to coveteoutnefle, commanded the fouldiers to fcatter their 
fnapfacks and money about, purpolcly to retard the purfucrs in their march,[ Memnon, 
cap.^.Polybtm ftratagem.lib. 7. Flor. lib. %.cap.^ Plutarch, Appian. Orof.hb. 6. 

' As for Mithridates himl'elf, he.purpofing to return by fca,failed by night to Parium, 
[ Appian. 1 whileft his fouldiers intending to put off with him crowded on every Ude lo 
thick into the fhips, whereof fome were already filled, others were to be filled prelemly 
after.that it happeued,that,by reafon of the multitude ftriving to get a (hip-board, 
fome of the fhips were funk, and others overturned . The Cyzicenians oblcrvtng this, 
affaulted the enemies Camp, where they cut the throats of the tick that were lcrt be- 
hind, and canyed away whatfoever they found there, [ Memnon, cap. 4a. ] 

Lucullus entring Cyzicum, was received with a great jollity* and magnificence, 
[Tlutarch.] In honour of whom they afterward* inftituted fome playcs which they 
called, Lucullca, [«/*/>/»<»»,] The Romans conferred a greac deal of honour upon the 
City, and granted them their freedom, ISirabo lib. 12. pag. 576, Tacit, annal. lib. 4. 
cap, 36.] T . 

Mithridates, after his men were driven to Lampfacir, and befieged there by Lucul- 
lus,fent his Fleet thither, and trantported them and the Lampfacenuns together : And 
having left fifty fhips with 10000 men aboard them unto Marius or Vanus, the Serto- 
rian General, Alexander a Paphlagonian, and Dionyfius the Eunuch, himfelf with the 
greater parcof them made for Nicomedia •• But ic happened that many of theieand 
the others, werecaftawayinaftorm,[/M»] .....

Antiochu'. (the Afiatic) and his Brother, the young fonncs of King Antio- 
oclws, (Pius) who kept in their hands part of the kingdom of Syria (which was not 
fezedon byTigranes> came to Rome, to reque ft the kingdom of Egypt which they 
Thought did of right belong to them and their mother Selene ; and there they tarryed 
almoft two whole years, keeping all the wile a Princely guarb and retinue. [Cicero lib. 
4. in Ferrem.] 

Antipas, or Antipater, the Idumean, the prime of his Nation, both for birth and 
wealth ({on of the 01 her Antipas or Antipater, who they lay was by Alexander 
, King of the Jews, and his wife Alexandra appointed Governour of all fdumea) had 
by his wite Cyprus (who was born at an eminent place, amongft the Arabians) his 
fen Herod; afterwards King of Judea, for he was 15 years old when his father fet 
him over Galilee, of which more is to be laid at the year of the World, %9%T t \Viie 
fupr4.a»».Mundi.3$p.] although Nicolaus Damafcenus to curry favour with Herod 
(whole life he wiitwnilefthewasyetalive) hath derived Antipaters pedigree from 
the Princes of the Jews, who came from Babylon into Judea ; [Jofeph. lib. 1 4. cap. ».] 
as alfoin the 3 5 Chapter of the Arabic Hiftory of the Jews, $ec out at the end of the 
Parifian Bibles, with many tongues) we read, how that Antipater was a Jew, defen- 
ded from the loins of fome of them which came up out of Babylon with Ezra trie Prieft j 
and that he being appointed by Alexander Jannaws, Governoftt of the Country of the 
Idumeans, took a wife from thence. But J ulius Africanus in a letter of his to Ariftides, 
( in Ettfeb. I. 1 . Hifior. Ecclefiaft. C.6.&7 .) and Ambrofius, who followed him, [ l\b m 3 . 
comment. in Luc, cap. j.] reports upon a tradition ofthofewho were called the kinfmen 
of our Saviour, according to the flelb, how that Antipater was the fon of one Herod, 
an Afealonite,who had the charge of Apollos Temple there ; and that being by 
fome Idumean robbers carryed away captive from Afcalon, he was inffrutted in the 
manners and disciplines' of the Idumeans. And this is the moft received opinion of all 
the Chr iftian Father?. 

Bor±>a, coming with a ftrong baud of Italians and Triarlui, one of Lucullus his 
Commanders, hid fiege to Apamea. The Citizens, for a good while, flood it out as 
well as; they werd able againft the enemies, bnt in conclufion opened the gates, and let 
them in; as Memnon hath it: Although Appian writes, how that Triaritis, being 
arrived there, took the City by ftorme, and put to the fword abundance of the Apa- 
menians in their Temples, whither they flew for (an&uary. Soon after the Roman 
army cook Prufa, a very well fortified City, under the mountain Olympus : and after 
they had wan it, pillaged ir. From hence Triarius removes with his army to Pruiias, 
which lay upon the lea. Pruiias King of Bithynia took it from theHeracleans,and 
called it after his own name, being formerly called Cierus (or Chius) from rhe river 
which glided by it. As foon as he drew the City, ihe Prufians thruft out the Ponticks, 
and received them in.Thence they came to Nicaza, which was aGarrifon of Mithri- 
datesf: But the Ponticks, underftanding full well, how that theCitizens hearts enclined 
to the Romans, ftole away by night to Mithridates at Nicomedia; to that the Ro- 
mans got that City under tb&ir command without any trouble at all. [Memnon. cap. 
43 • & i4?» ■rfppiam pag, 223. compared with Orof, lib t 6. cap. 2.] 

Lucullus being come to Hellefpont, got his fleet ready, and arriving at Troas, 
ftept afide into the Temple of Venus. The fame night in his flecp he fancied to him- 
lelf that he faw the goddeffe Handing by him, and faying,

Quiddormit animofe leo, quum proximus adftt 
timnultts ecce frequent, 

Sleep'ft thou now Lion ftout ? 
Wiiole Herds of fawnes rove here about* 

Whilit he was telling this his dream to his friends, day not yet broke, (bmecame 
from Troy and told him how that there appeared 13 of the Kings mips, with five oars 
a bank, at a port oi the Achaians,and that they were bound for Lemnus. Lucullus 
prefently puts off from Tross, took all the 1 3 fhips, and tolled Jfodorus their Admiral. 

^Plutarch, compared with Appian^\ 
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Lucullus, in puifuit of his viSory, made after Marius, or Varus (who was lent by 
SertoriustP beGeneral) Alexander and Dionyfius; and overtaking them aboutLemnu-, 
in rhe defer* lflund (where PnttoSfcetcs his Altar, with thefcttzea Serpent is to be leen) 
bare up to them, tiling all the while, but came language tothemrfpr before the engage- 
ment, he gave order to to his Souldiers, that they lhould by no means kill any one that 
had butone eyeimeaning Matius who had toft an eyc,whomLucullus had dehgned farlt 
to vex tfirh obloquies &: reproaches,atid then to kill, Lucullus oblerving how that they 
(food (till in a place, and had drawn all their jhips to thefhoare, held ftill his oars, and 
fenc two fcips out of his company,to try if he could make them lanch lotth.Buc they 
made not towards them ; bucdetendingthemfelves from their hatches, did mightily 
caul the Romans. The place was (uch,that they could by no means wheel abour, 
nor was it poflible for the ihips which were tolled by the waves, and floating to make 
any cbnfiderable impteflion upon the enemies fleet which leaned to the land, and had 
as it were good lute fuicing • wherefore Lucullus lent a fquadron of Jhips another 
way, by which there was a paflage into the ifland, and landed all his chief. Foot there. 
Who coming upon the backs of the ensray, killed Corns -of them, and maae the 
others retreat to uvp-board : they were fio fearful of Lucullus* that they dared not ad- 
venture to laueh into the deep, but failed along thecoaft; fo that now they were 
played upon, both from lea and land, to. their great flaughter and confufton, ftrmug 
to set away. {Plutarch.] Lucullus either funk, or took iwq and thirty pf the Kings 
(hips, befides a number of Ihips for burdens. Amoflg chofe that were flam, there 
were very many of them who had been prescribed by Sylla. [Orof. lib. 6,

Thefe were the two fea victories which Lucullus gbr, one before Tenedus, the 
other in the Egeanfea, both indeed djftinaiy mentioned by Memnon,[in44chap.] 
but celebrated by Ciceroin diverfe places, as but one. For., in Orat. pro lege Mancha 
he f ayes, That xhe great and-well trimmed fleet which fertoriiu hie Commanders were m all 
fttry hanliftjt'tHto Italy , was overcome and.vaxquijhcdby Lucullus, And pro L.Mnren3.2><» 
you think. that that fea fight at Tenedus ^when the enemies fleet hetghtned in their hopes and 
fpirits y made a dirett courfe for Iatly , under m°(t fpiritly Gentrdsws ended after Jmall 
bickerings a light skrmilk.i and in Orat. pro Archia poeta. Where he cries up 
Lucullus his defeating ihe enemies fleet , and that incredible fea fight at T e . 

" C Lucullus difparciied his letters laureat to the Sen;ite,with a recital of his achievements 
as was the,nunncL of conquerours. [^/*»».] And when, as the Senate decreed to fend 
him three ihouland talents to procure him a fleet, he wrote them word back 
again, That he had no need of the mony- vauting wuhall, That he was alto 
to drive Mithridates out of tlie fea, with the.lhips of their Allyes. \_Plu- 

After this he poafted with all fpecd to to chacc Mithridates, being in hopes to find 
him about Bithynia, fecured there by Voconius, whom he had fenc with a fquadrpn 
of thipstoNicomedia, to attend upon Mithridates in his flight. But Voconius, being 
engaged at Samothrace,in the religious ceremonies, and folemnizing the tethval dayes 
there, came toolat* Mithridates hoift fail, and made what haft he could to get to 
Pontus,ere Lucullus dould come up to him, but was taken with a tempeft,lo that his 
fleet was partly fluttered , partly funk, that all the coafts about, for many dayes 
together, were fprcad with the wracks caft up thither by the waves.They fay, that this 
tempeft was railed by Diana Priapma, againft the Ponticks, in revenge of mem 
lifting her Temple, and taking down her image out of its place. 

Dio writes, how that Mithridates was twice wracked, as he was failing to Pontus, 
and that he loft by this unhappy accident about 10000 men, and oofliip: The re- 
mainder of them being diiperfed leverally as the wind took them. Mithridates him- 
fclf m a letter of his to Arfaces in Saluft,layes,That he loft his befi Souldiers and his pet 
bjnvo wracks, at Para and Heracfta. Orouus laith,That Ctoithr t dates, having manned 
his fleet, and failing againft Byzantium (whither Eutropius faith he was chafed by Lucullus, 
was cauoht by a tempeft, and loft So Jhips with brazen beakj. To conclude, Florus reports, 
Ik a tempeft beating upon this fleet of above loo pips, and a very great preparation for 
war m the Pontick fea, did fo tear and {hatter it, as if it had been done by a formal jea 

Whereas the hulk in which Mithridates was, by reafon of its great bulk, was judged 
by the Pilot not poflible to be brought to fhoarinfoboiftetous a ftorm, 111 regard it 
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already leaked, and was almoft filled With water : Mithridates, though perfwadedby 
Ills friends to the contrary, leaped into the (hip of one Selemus a Pyrate, the Pyrate 
himfelf helping him : iruftingbimlelfwith Pyrates* who brought him lafe to Hera- 
clea in Pontus,(as laith Plutarch; ) firft to Sinope, and afterwards to Amilus,as Appian 
and Orouus. 

Cotta,willingtofalveup his former loffes, removed his forces from Chalcedon, 
where he then lay, to Nicomedia : and encamping 1 5o furlongs off the City, was 
fomething wary how he engaged the enemy. There Triarius of his own accord in all 
hafte,and as it were with running marches, comes in to Cotta, and then, both the 
Roman armies prepared to go againft the City. "But the King, knowing that Lucul- 
lus had obtained already two notable Vi6tories over the Ponticks at fea, and feeing 
himfelf at prefent over-matched by the Roman Forces, removed back his Fleet into 
the River : where he loft fome (hips with 3 oaresa bank, in a tempeft : yet he hira- 
felf gotaway with moft of his (hips to the Rver Hypius, [ Memnon y cap. 44. ] 

Mithridates,ftaying here becaufe of the tempeft, heard fay, that Lamachus of Hera- 
clea ( a (tufty old friend of his ) fat at the helme of the Common- wealth : whereupon 
he trucked with him by many fair promifes, to receive him into the City, and to do the 
beft he could for him: he Cent him alfo fome monies upon this account. Lamachus, 
having prepared a great Feaft for the Citizens without the City ( during which he had 
engaged upon his word to Mithridates that the gates ihould not be (Hut) made the 
people drunk, that to Mithridates ( which was plotted ) might upon that very day 
come upon them unawares, and catch them napping : So that the City became his 
own, no bodyjfo much as, dreaming of hit coming. Next day the King fummon'd 
the City toget her; tpake very friendly to them, and after he had exhorted them to re- 
main loyal to him, committed the Cicy to be kept by Connacorigcs, placing a Gar- 
rifon therein of 4000 m^n. His pretence was, meerly to defend and protect the Ci- 
tizens, in cafe the Romans fhould attempt any thing againft k„ From hence he failed 
diteftly towards Sinope : having before his leaving the City, diftributed fome monies 
amongft the Citizens, but efpecUUy the Magiftrates, £ Id, ibid. ] 

Lucullus, having recovered Paphlagonia and Bithynia, palling thorough Bithynia 
and Galatia,made an invafion upon Mithridates his kingdom : and joyned his Forces 
at Nicomedia with Cotta and Triatius his Brigades, that fo they mght break in into 
Pontus. ^Etitropjib. 6,<PIutarch 7 &0^emau» y caf>^'i*'^ But newes being brought of 
the taking of Heraclea, when as yet they knew nothing of the plor,but fuppofed it to be 
refigned up upon a voluntary defertion of the whole City; Lucullus thought it the 
beft way, that he,with the whole power of his army, Oiould march thorough the Me- 
diterranean and Cappadocia, againft the King and his whole kingdom ; that Cotta 
Ihould endeavour to regain Heraclea,and that Triarius Ihould take the Fleet and inter- 
cept Mithridates his (hips which were fent into Cre« and Spain, in their return,abouc 
the Hellefpont and Propontis, [ Memmn, ut fupr. ] 

Mithridates* having received intelligence hereof, applied himfelf for new prepara- 
tion of war, and thereupon fent for fupplies in all hafte to. his fon in law Tigranes the 
Armenian* and to his foil Macharus then reigning in B^fphorus, and to the Parthians. 
He ordered alfo Diodes to go to the bordering Scythian*, to follicite them with many 
gifts, and a great weight of gold : but he run away with the gilts and the gold to Lu- 
cullus : The other alfo refufing to meddle. Tigrants, though he hung back a great 
while ( a letter of Mithridates his to Arfaces inferted in the 4. book of Salufts Hiftories, 
confirms that this war was begun upon his denial to be an afliftant therein) yet at laft 
he promifed to fend fupplies being wearied thereunto by the importunity of Mithrida- 
tes his daughter, [ Id. ibid, compared with ^Appian. 1 

The Embafladour which Mithridates fent to Tigranes, was Metrodorus Scepfius, 
who left his Philofophy and turned Potftitian : Mithridates had promoted him to 
that degree of friendihip* that he was called the Kings father: and being made a 
J udge, it was not lawful for any man to appeale from his fentence to the King. Tigra- 
nes.asking the Embaffadous what he thought of this bufineffc of fending fupplies a- 
gainft the Romans : the Embafladour replyed ; As I am an Embaffadour I advifcyou 
to fend, as I am a Qinrifcllonr I am againft it, Tigranes fent Metrodorus back to Mithri- 
dates, whether he would or no; but he died by the Way,eithcr by the Kings contrive- 
mentjor falling into fome difeafe ; for there is talkcof both. For Tigranes had inform- 
ed the King, of what he had faid, fuppofing that Mithridates would think never a whit 
the worfe or Metrodorus. Tigranes,to exprefle his forrow for what he had done, in- 
terred his corps very nobly, fparing for no coft for him> now dead : whom he had be- 
trayed when he was alive, [ Strabo y lib, 13. pag, 609, 610. Flmarchyin Ltt- 

Ctillo. ] 

Mithridates fent feveral Generals againft Lucullus; there happened many bicker- 
ings betwixt them, with interchangeable fuccefles, but in moft of them the Romans

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formerly reproached him, whereupon he takes his Horfe, and rides away to Lucullus 
and was very friendly treated by him. [Plutarch*] ' 

The firft year of the CLXXVII. Olympiade now at hand, in the fpring time, 
Lucullus, leaving Muraena with two Legions to continue the leagure at Amifus, with 
three other Legions, marched through the mountains againft Mithridates. [Phlegen 
Trailiaws. tyro. lib. in BibllothecaPhotti. Cod. 97. Plutarch, Appian."] This Mmaena was 
Liutenant toLucullus the General,and (on to that Muramaj whomSylla had left Prartor 
in Afia. During the time of hi* Liutenantfhip, (as Cicero declames in an Oration on his 
behalf) he led. an army, fought battles, defeated the enemies forces, tooh^many Cities, fome 
bjftorm, others bj fiege : he behavedhimjelffo in Afta, which at that time was well provided 
with all delicacy, that he left not the leafi imprejfe of hu covet oufnejfe or luxury . He demeaned 
himfelf fo gallantly in that great war, that he did many noble aft s,wit bout the Generals affifl- 
ance, the General nothing without him. 

Mithridares had fo ordered his guards that they might both keepoff Lucullus, 
and give notice alfo by fires, in cafe any thing mould happen extraordinary. Phoenix, 
one of the Blood-Royal, had the charge of them; who indeed, according to agree- 
ment, gave a fign, of Lucullus his approach, but he himfelf and all his forces run away 
toLucullus; and the mountains being hereby now made fecurely paffable, Lucullus 
marched down to Cabirae. [Appian.] 

Mithridates, having paffedttie river Lycu*, and come into the wide Champain, 
provoked the Romans to fighr. [Plutarch,] Having fent Diophantus and Taxiles 
againft them. At the firft their armies, by their daily skirmifhes, did but try one ano- 
ther? ftrength. [Memnon.cap.tf.] But atterwards, their bodies of horfc engaged, in 
a fight, wherein the Romans turned their backs, and Lucullus was forced to retreat 
back 10 che mounrains. In this fight Pompeiusor Pomponius, General of his Horfe, 
was taken pnfoner, and brought to Mithridates gricvoufly wounded. When Mithri- 
dates asked him, Whether it he fhould grant him hi? life, he would become his frieud 
tor the future : Truly, faich he, / {hall, if fo be you will conclude a peace with the people of 
s\eme,butifnot,hejhouldfitllper/lfitobeh,s enemy. Upon this reply, the Barbarians 
would have killed him, but the King would not luffcr them ; Saying, That he would 
not exprefte any cruelty upon valour, meerly becaufe unfortunate. [Plutarch & 
Appian, ] 

After thi^ Mithridates drew up his forces into Battalia, and flood in that pofture for 
many dayes together ; but feeing Lucullus would not come down to fight, he looked 
every way about, which way he might march up to hvm m [Appiau, ] 

In the mean time Olcabas, or Oithacus the Scythian, being, in regard he had been 
a means in prcfervingmany Romans in the laft engagement of the Horfe, admitted 
tochefocictyof the Table, couniails, and fecrcts, cams to Lucullus, as he was at noon 
fieeping in his Tent; having, as ufually, a ihort dagger by his fide, as if he had had 
lome matter of moment to imparc unco him. Buc being put back by Menedemus, 
Lucullus his Crramberlaine, fearing leaft he might be quellioned , ftole out of the 
Camp, and getting a horfc-back, rode away to Mithridates. [Plutarch & Appian.] H e 
difcoverrd to the King alfo another Scythian, named Sobadacus, who intended to 
run away to Lucullus, who was prcfently feized upon. [Appian^ 

Lucullus, being afraid to come down into the plain,in regard the enemy was too hard 
for Iv m in horfe^nd yet much troubled bow to pafs through that mountainous region, 
which was both long, full of woods, and combcrfome : he light by chance upon Tome 
Grecians, who had hid themfelves in a certain Cave thereabouts ; Theancientcftof 
them, Apollodorus(who,as Appian fayes, was an Hunter, and well verfed in the trafts 
of the mountains) undertook to be his convoy, and to bring him down to a place 
where he might fafely encamp; which alfo had a Caftle hanging over Cabirar. 
Lucullus, making ufe of thisguide, kindled fires in the Camp, and marched away: 
and having got through the woods, without any inconvenience, through a Jlath 
never yet trode by any, arrived at laft at that Caftle. At day break, he was efpyed 
pitching hisTcntsover the enemies heads, in fuch places, where, if he had a mind to 
fighr, he might fight ; but if minded to fie ftill, he could not be forced to fight -. yet for 
all this, he avoided the ficlds,for fear of thecnemies horfe* and encamped behind a 
lowers full of waters. [Idem.] 

Whereas neither of the armies thought of fighting at prefenr. It is reported,That 
as the Kings party were m purfuic of a deer, the Romans crofted the way, and ftopt 
their chafe. Here begun the quarrel, more flocking in on both fides. At length the 
Romans were made to flye r but Lucullus com ! ng down into the plaine himfelf alone, 
and running up to the formeft of thofe which were running a way,commandcd them to 
flay and match back again with him againft the enemies. Thefe fubmitting to the 
General, the others flopped alfo, and fo rallying together, they eafily made the enemy 
torlye, and purfued them totheir very Camp. Lucullus, being returned from purfuing 
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rh e enemy> put them to the wonted difgrace, vix,. took away their arms, commanded 
them to dig a Trench of twelve foor,all the other fouldiers ftanding by and looking on. 
[Plutarch.] . 

Vi&iul beginning to fa : le, Lucullus fent a party into Cappadocia to forrage : H- 
often skirmifhed with the enemy, until at one time the Royalifts beginning to ply their 
heels. Mithridates run from the Camp, and, railing at them for flying, forced them 
back again; and did put fuch a dread upon the Romans, that they ran back without 
any flop to the mountains : yea, though the Royaliits gave over the purfuit, yet every 
one iewfrom his fellows,fuppohng the enemy had been ftill at their heels fuch a ftrong 
fear had^polleired them all. Mithridates fenc meflengers to all parts, to fignifi; this his 
viftory. [-%/<*»,] 

SornatiuSjbeing fent by Lucullus with ten companions of foot to fetch in provifion, 
(feeing Menander,one of Mithridates his Commanders following after hirh) flopped 
till they came up to him, fought them, and killed many of them, and put the reft to 
fiighr.[/V*M>r&.] 

After this, Adrianus wa« again fent by Lucullu' with forhe forces into Cappadocia, 
that fo the army might be provided plentifully with victual. Taxiles and Diophantus > 
Mithridates his Generals, fent Menemachus, and Miron>.againft him, with 4000 foot, 
and aooohorfe,hoping,by placing an ambufcado in the way, they nvght intercept 
their carryages on their return homewards. [Mcmnon.cap.afi. Phlegon. arw.%. Olymp. 
177. & Plmarch. "} For,feeing that Cappadocia was the only place from whence Lu- 
cullus might expe6t fupplies of provifion for hi* Camp, Mithridates was in good hopes 
toredace him to the fame dittrelle, he himfelf was put to at the league of Ozycum. 

[ApPiau.] 

But the Kings party, falling by chance upon a party of the forragers,in fome narrow 
paflages, and not tarrying till they came into more open places, could not make ufe 
of their horfe in thofe ftraits. Whereupon the Romans, drawing themfelves up as fall 
as they could into rank arid file, the cragginefle of the places where they were be« 
friending them, fet upon the Kings party, flew fome of them, forced others of them 
down the precipices of the rock«,and the reft they made run awayby whole troups.[/i.] 
The Romans, having received fome fupplies from Lucullus, purfued them to the very 
Camp of Diophantus and Taxiles : where followed a ftout encounter, and the Pon- 
ticks flood to ft for a while: bucasfoon as their prime Commanders Degan to give 
ground, the whole army flunk back, and the Commanders themfelves were the firft 
thatcarryed the tidings of this defeat to Mithridates. ^Memucn.cap.^<y.] Plutarch 
fayes, That all the Horfc and Foot which came v/kh Menemachus and Myron, were 
cut off* excepting two onely. Eutropus wtiics, That 30000 of the Kings choiceft 
Souldkrs were routed by sooo of the Roman?. [l'-b.6.] Livy hath givenour, That 
Lucullus fbught iu Pontus againft Mithridates with very good fuccelfe > having 
flain more than 66 thoufand of the enemy." [lib. 97. ] taking into the account 
thofe alfo, who a little after' were flain , when Mithridates was made to 
6yc. 

The news of this defeat came not fo foon to Lucullus his cars, as ic did to Midiri- 
dates. [Appian.] And Adrianus had marched by Lucullus his Camp in great pomp, 
carrying along With him a great number of Waggons laden with provifion and 
fpoile; at thelight whereof Lucullu; began to difpond, and his Souldieis to. for and 
tremble, [ft0«ri£.] -Bdc,tbe King, being confident Lucullus would fuddeuly be . upon 
the bones of him,now he was daftituteot Horte,began tobeatraid,and think of flying : 
which retblutron' of his he ftrait difcovercd to his friends in his pavilion. Buc they, not 
waiting fo long till the Trumpet founded to tntfle up bag and baggage, removed all 
their gqodyoiit of the Camp before break of day j there were fuch a. company of 
them, tliattrfc^rmptef-beafts crowded one another : which was no fooner efpyed by 
the army, who kqew the drivers of the Suraptcr-beafls, but they, then feare impro- 
ving thdffijfpitibhs, takjng it very unkindly; that they had not notice given them, as 
well as itte'refe ruthed Violently out of their Trenches. lAppian.] And tunning in a 
great chattto' the gates, rifled the packs, and fellfoul upon thofe that Were carrying 
them away, putting them all to the fword. Amongft whom Dorylaus the General 
was dntt >i¥ho having about him but a purple garrnenr, which he had upon his back, 
was killed'fortlilt very garment. Hermaeu* alfo a fouthf ayer, was trod to death in the 

gates. ti^fcrtW] , .' L ' ,- 

The Sc^tetsrun away bver the fields, obfetving no ordcr,but every one making 
the beftihifi fcr himfelf J ; W flaying till they received order from their Generals and 
Commander^. 1A8 foon Ss the King perceived in what difotder they ran, and what 
haft they made; he eamcrAJrining out of his pavillion, thmkmgtohavefaid fomethms 
tothcb,whei»teb body would lend him an ear, but prcffedlo hard upon him, that he 
fcllddwn in the crowd. YAppi*ni\ Memnon writes, That he lay dote for fome time at 
4 Bbbb Cabira 
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Cabira, and afterwards made his efcape. [cap. 46.] but Appian reports» That he 
prefeurly took horfe, and away to the raouncaias, having but a {mall rctinew with 
him : ■ Plutarch tells the ftory thus ; Mithridates, having not fo much as a Serjeant 
or a Groom flaying with him, went out of the Camp with the other throng, neither 
was there any of the Kings party which had a Horfe ready at hand. But at length, 
though late, Ptolemei the Eunuch , who Was provided of a Horfe , efpyiug him 
tolled to and fro in the fight, leaped off, and profcred his Horfe to the 
King. 

Lucullus being certified concerning the victory of his victuallers ; and feeing 
the flight of their enemy* he fent a good brigade of Horfe to purfue them in their 
flight: And as for thofe which remained in the Camp, and had put themfelves in a 
pollute 01 defence, thole he environed with his Legions; giving them charge to for- 
bear pillaging the enemies Camp , till fuch time that they had killed as many , of 
them as might be thought requifite. But the Souldiery, catling their eyes up- 
on the gold and filver veffels , and the rich garments, regarded not the Ge- 
nerals prohibition, [Appian,'] The King himfelf had been taken by a company 
of GaJatians, which had him in chafe » though they knew noc fo much, Jiad 
not one ot his Mules , which carryed the Kings trealu re , caft himfeli betwixt 
the King and his purluers; either of ics own accord, or by the Kings policy 
to flop them : For whileft they were butle in gathering up the gold» and quar- 
relling amongft themfelves about dividing the (P°ile> the King made a.ihitt to 
efcape their clutches, [ UW*ww», cap. 46. Wat arch & ^pian, ] And when as 
they had taken Calliftratus the Kings Secretary, and Lucullus had given com- 
mand to bring him into the Camp; thofe that conducted him, finding that he had 
a girdle about him, in which he had faved 500 crowns, killed him by the 
way. [Plutarch,] Cicero writes this efcape, of Mithridates out of Poncus, thus, 
CM'nhridateS) flying away ,. left 'behind him in Pontus, a very great bank^of gold and 
fihery and other pret'iom thing/, fart whereof he had received from his anccftturs y and 
fart raked up together 'in his prfi war in Afia , and filed it tip together in hit own 
kingdom, Whilft our men were over bttjie in trajfing up altjhej found, the \ing himfelf flipped 
out of their hands. * 

Lucullus came as farre. as Talaura in the purfuitc of Mithridates :. .from 
whence , becaufe, this being" nW the fourth day, Mithridates had gotten the ftart 
of him, and efcaped into Armenia, to Tigranes> (hoc into Iberia , as it is 
read amtfTe in Jofephus , lib. 1 3 . cap. 24. ) he marched back again * and gave 
the Souldiers the plunder ot the Kings Camp. \Plutarcjh,] He fent M.Ponapejus 
Commander in chief againft Mithridates, whilft he hirrifett, with all his forces remo- 
ved to Cabira. [Memnon.cap./tf,] Buc Mithridates, in a letter to Arfaces^ [)n lib. 4. 
hiftor. Saluft.] puts this varnifh upon the whole bufineffe: Having recruited mp,4mj at 
Cabira, and there having paffei many battles betwixt me and "Lucullus y both of hs fell into 
diftrejfeof vittf**ls. He was fupplyed from ArtabAriuancs his kingdom, (Cappadoclaj which 
had not felt thefmart of war. Andl^in regard that all parts about were wafied and defrayed, 
withdrew irtto Armenia, . , . 

Mithridates, having got fafe to Comaria, from thence hyed him. away" to 
Tigranes with aoo Horfe. {Appian, J But "he could by no. means get ms. fonne 
in law to treat with him ; for he would not vouchfafe hirn^ whp bfld loft fggrcat 
a kingdom, fo much as to tomd into his fight, or acknowlcage.Jiyn his k^tfnpn: 
yet he procured from him a grant for the protection of his perfon, and ainghe^J))Q)A 
princely table in fome of his Cattle's, nor was wanting in fuch duties of hofjpjjgliry. 
[Memnonycap. 48. Appian.] Although Plutarch Writes that he put him. og ^rji a. 
great deale of contempt and fcorn, and that he was in fome remote cottier,,co$8Gd 
up in morfh and unhealthful places. , ■■", >..- ..,.". 

When Mithridates was upon his flight? he fent Bacchus v or Bac<w^, 
one of hi3 Eunuchs, to kill ( it mattered nor what wa,y) his Sifters,, Wives, 
and Concubines , which were kept at Pharnacia. [ tMemnon. cap, ]^9» %'$f!fh 
& Appian.'] ■'■■■> . - ■ ..._..' \/..,, 

Amongft the many that were of them, two qf ,the Kings fiftejft i,,iwe 
Roxane and Statira; who had lived Virgin* almoft forty. years : and CWo 
of his wives Ion ians borne , Berenice a Chian, and Monima a MitefUn. 
When Bacchjdes came to them, and told them tbar they irjuft dye, bus they fheuld 
have the liberty to chufc what kind of death they thought mm eafcc,su)rf.freflft ftota 
pain. Monima plucked the diademe from off heir head, ana" ©^ik At for her 
neck, and banged her fclf by Jit : but that presently TxeakipgtO.tkmeHrfiAifarfdt 
(faid the) wilt thou not ferve for this ufe t Then flit kicked it aj^r t :a#d<t#fcotMt, 
and prelented her bare throat to Bacchides. Berenice took * cup of poyfon, 
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part whereof ihe gave to her mother, who was prelent there, and asked for it : fo they 
drank both together. Tne ppyfo;i did work upon the weaker body, but it did not 
dilpatch Berenice, in regard the. had not taken her full dofe. Wherefore Bacchides 
feeing her in pangs, and a loug while dying, ftepped to her, and ftrangled her. 
Ic is reported alfo, That of thofe two Virgin-fillers, one of them, after many a 
curie and reproach againft her brother, drankoff her poylon : but Satiras fpake no- 
thing bitter or unworthy of him,bu:pra if ed him highly in that, when he himfelf was 
in jeopardy of his life, fhonld notwirhftanding have fome confideration of them , 
as to provide , that they fhould dye free women , and unconfronted. [ Plu- 
tarch, ] 

Lucullus, having beficged Cabira; the Barbarians refigne upon articles, 
whereupon he takes them; into league , and takes poffeflioii ot their holds. 
[ tMimnon , cap, 37 . ] Upon the furrender of Cabira , and many other 
Forts , he found rich treafurcs , and Prifons , wherein many Grecians , 
and many alfo of the Kings acquaintance were bellowed : who, having lo;ig 
fiflce given themfelves over as fo many dead men; might not fo wjll be 
faid to be prelented alive by Lucullus hi* ravoui , as to be brought to life 
again , and as it were receive their lecond births. Amongft the reft, 
Nyfa, Mithridates hii fitter , was taken, to her great prelervation. £ Pl*~ 
turch. ] 

The Governours of Mithridates his Garrifons, came all unaniniaiily into Lu- 
cullus, excepting a very few. [ Appian.) Amongft tbefe, was Strabo the Geogra- 
phers Grandfather, by the mothers fide (brother to Moaphcrnes, the Governour of 
Colchis, under Mithridates, as he fhews in lib. n. pag, 499.) the reafonof his 
falling off, was, becaufe Mithridates had lately killed Tibius his Ccufen German, and 
and his (onne Theophilus. He was the cauteof the revolting of fifteen other 
Garrifons from Mithridates to Lucullus. [Strabo, lib, i *./*£. 5 5 7.] And thus was 
Pontus laid open to the Roman Legions, which before was on all fides blocked 
up, that the people of Rome could not enter it. [Cicero, pro. lege .Manilla , & pro 
Archia, ] 

The Romans , having done their work with Mithridates, fell aboard the Cre- 
tiarrs, meerly out of an ambition to reduce that noble Jfland; yet they pre- 
tended, as a caufe of their fo doing , That the Cretians favoured Mithridates , 
and had let him have Souldiers for his money in his army againft the Romans? 
and that for his fake he had entred into an alTociation with the Pirates, 
which M. Antonius had at that time in chafe, and offered Antonius himfelf 
the Legate, an affront; and had given him two arrogant anfwers. Here- 
upon Antonius prefently invades the Ifland , in fuch great hope and confidence 
of a victory, chat he carryed in his mips, more chains than arms. Bit the 
enemies intercepted many of his (Lips, and binding thofe that they took piifo- 
ners with faifes and ropes, hung them up ; and in that manner the Cretians hoifting 
faile , returned back triumphantly to their harbours. As for Antonius himfelf, 
he fell into a difeafe, and fo by his death ended the war which he had undertaken 
with little fuccefle: yet for all this he obtained the furna me of (Creticus.) [Livic l*b. 
07, Fkr. lib, 3. cap,"], Afconitts in Oratto.de pratura Varis Sici/ienji, Appian, Legat. 

?o» 3 

Antiochus (Afiaticus) fonne of Antiochus (Pius) having tarryed almoft 
two whole years at Rome with his brother, and yet not promiled from the 
Senate a grant of thofe things he demanded concerning the kingdome of Egypt. 
Upon his returnc home, took his j'ourny through Sicily, aud came to Syracule; 
and there lodged in the houfc of CL Minucius Rufus. He brought along with 
him to Rome a Candleftick, very artificially made ot bright gemmes, which 
he intended to have bellowed in the Capitol : but in regard the Temple there 
was not yet compleated , he refolvcd to carry it back again with him into Sy- 
ria; and to fend it back to the Capitol, by the hands of his Ambaffadors, 
with fome other prefents at the time of the dedication of Jupiters Image, 
which was done the year following by Q^ Catulus. But this Candleftick, and 
many other cups of gold befet with gemmes, and another Cup for wine, cut out 
of one great gcrome, which Verres, the Praetor of Sicily, cheated him oflf ; and 
when he demanded them back of him again , Verres charged him to depart the 
Province before night, telling him, That he had received advertisement, that the 
Pirates Wtrc coming ont of his kingdom into Sicily. [Cicero inVerina 6. Jive lib. 4. m 

Upon frequent maffacrc* in Judea , of the old friends of Alexander 

CJannseus) which were efteaed by the fubtilty of the Phatians, Queen Alexandra 

diflembling the bulinefle; the chief of them with Alexandres younger fonne 
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Ariftobulus, made their addtelTes to the Court and befeeched the Queen, that they 
might either be all flain there, or elfe that they might be difperfed feverallyintoCa- 
ftles, where they might paffe the remainder of their lives in fome fecurity from their 
enemies treacheries. Whe;eupon (he (for want of better counfel at that time) entrufted 
themwichthecommandofallthe Caftles: Excepting Hircania, Alexandrium. and 
Machajru*, in which places ihe had trealured up whatfoever things were of higheft 
eftimation with her, [ pfeph.Hl>. i^.Amiq.cap.i^.] 

Cotta, lying ftill at the leagure before Heraclea, had not as yet madeanaffaulta- 
gainftic with his whole army ; but had onely brought up againft the Townlome 
tew of his Romans, placing the Bythinians in thefiont. When he faw many of them 
were wounded and {lain, he betook himlelf tohis Engins : none of them terrified the 
befieged fo much, as that which they called their Teftudo ( which was an Engin fen- 
ced with boards and rawhides, under the falter whereof they might fafely fcale the 
walls) hereupon Cotta draws up his whole Budy out of the Camp, and led them up 
againft a Tower, which they had great hopes to make a breach upon. But feeing 
that the Tower had not onely endured one or two batteries without any hurt at all, 
contrary to all their judgement, but the Ram alio was broken off from the Engin : the 
Heracleans began to chear up, Cotta contrariwife to delpair of ever taking the Town. 
The day following they plyed theirlingin again, but to as little putpofe as before : So 
that Cotta burnt the Engin, and cut oft 7 the Carpenters head which made it* And 
then leaving a fufficient guard at the walls of the City, with the refidue of hi« army, he 
encamped in the Lyc*an Cbampain ; in regard it afforded plenty of provifion : 
whereby he reduced the City toa great exigence, all the country about Heraclea be- 
ing utterly deftroyed. Whereupon they forthwith d if patched an Embaflie to the 
Scythians the inhabitants of Chcrfoncfu ; , and to the Theodofians, and to the Princes 
about Bolphorus, about an affociation : which took cfTec* accordingly, [ Mmnon, 
cap. 51.] 

Whilft the enemies plyed the City from without,they were almoft as badly plagued 
by broiles amongft themfelves within the Town •• For Mithridates his Garrifon-toul- 
diers, were not onely not content to feed upon what the Townfmen themfelves lived 
on ; but fcourged the Citizens, and enjoyned them to provide them iuch ihings,which 
at that time could not be cafily procured. . The Governour Connacorix himfelf was 
mote urgent than his fouldicrs; for he did not reftrain their infolence, but freely per- 
mitted them to do what they did, [Id. ibid,'] 

Lucullusfubduedthe Chaldeans, and the Tibarenians[W»'«'r&."| He gained alfo 
Armenia the lefle, which before Mithridates was Mafter of [ Id. & Emrop.lib.6. ] And 
after he had gone over all Pontus, and letled the Province, he came up with his Elect 
to the Cities thereof, which lie upon the fea coaft, £ Appian. ] 

Amifus was ftill befieged: Callimaichus the Governour having quite tired out the 
Romans, with his Engin-dcvices and his plots, [ Plutarch ] Lucullus came to the Lea- 
gure himfelf, and exhorted them fairly to rcfign ; but feeing he could not prevaile, he 
removed the liege to Eupatoi ia ; fecming as if he had been very carelefle in the aflauk- 
ing it. Thofe that kept the Garriton, encouraged by the like example of carelelnefle, 
continued ftill in their iecutity. Whereupon Lucullus commanded his fouldiers in all 
hafte to apply the (caling-laddcrs to the walls : And fo Eupatoria was taken, and im- 
mediately pulled down to the ground, C Memnon^ cap. 47. ] 

Not long after Amifus was taken, which ( as Plutarch confirms out ot Saluft, ) had 
held out another winters fiege. For at the fame hour of the day on which Callimachus 
was wont to draw offhisfouldiern, to refrefh themfelves: on the fame did Lucullus 
with his ladders fcale the walls, [ Id, ibid. & Plutarch,] A little part of the walls being 
taken by the enemy, Callimachus, either out of his envy that the Romans fhould have 
fo great a booty, or elfe contriving thereby a way to efcape, (for no body did hinder 
any that would hoyft fail and away) left the City and tetiton fire. As fbon as the 
flame caught hold of the walls, the fouldiers flew prefentiy upon the fpoile: ButLu- 
cullus,out of pity to the perifhing City,would have ttopt the fire from without the walls, 
and exhorted his fouldiers alfo to help to quench it : But none ot them regarded him,bnt 
fhouted and clattred their armes. So that Lucullus was forced to give the plunder to 
the f ouldier, that he might favc the City from being burnt to the ground. But they 
did clean contrary ; for when,as all places already began to be chapped and gape with 
thefire,andthe flame peep out of every cot ner, the fouldicrs themfelves let fire on fome 
hotifes. Whilft the City was taking, thefire wasqucnched by a ftorm which fell mira- 
culoufly. Lucullus repaired many places before he departed thence, [ Plutarch,] and 
ftavingoff the fouldiers from any farther flaughter of the Citizens, he gave both the 
City and the Country to thofe that furvived, [ Memman^ cap, 47,] 

At the fame time was Tyrannio the Grammarian was taken prifouer,whom becaufc 
Lucullus would not willingly have made a flave, Mutsena received ki gift and manu* 

raitted

Saluft. ) in which alfo Dio affirmes ( in his 3 5. book of h 1 ftories ) That a certain 
country* about which there was a difpnte, was taken front the Parthans, 

In the ninth year of Alexandria* Queen otthe Jewes, to Matthias Curtus the Priefts 
fon,Jofephuswasborn: he was Grandfather to Jofcphus theHiftorian; as he him- 
felf (hews in the beginning of tjp book of his Life. . 

Alexander fent his ton ArUtobulus with an army to Damafcus againft Ptolemei 
Mcnnstus, who had been a very croublefome neighbour to that City: But he mat- 
ched back again without any remarkable aftion, [ fofeph. Lb, i^.cap. 24, ] 

About this tame time it was noifed about that Tigranes was edited Syria With an 
army of 500000 men, and that he would fUddenly come into Tudxa : the btuice there- 
of, and that not without caufe, put the Queen, and the whole Nation into a fright ; 
whereupon theydifpatched Embaffadours unto him with rich Prelents lying at the 
Leagure of Prolemais, Which City he took foon after. The Embaffadows,havuig 
found him there, intreated that he would be confident he fhould receive no other than 
fair and fquare dealing from their Queen, and the whole Nation of the Jews. He on 
the otherhde,commended them for their coming fo long a journey to do their homage 
to him, and bid them hope all well from him, [ Id. ibid.] For although Apptan writes 
how that Tigranes over-ran all the Nations of the Syrians on this fide Euphrates as far 
as Egypt, [/» Sjriac.pag.it 8.] and Lucullus faith expreffely, in Plutarch that lie got 
Paleftiney yet, That he marched not towards Egypt beyond Phxmcia is evident out of 
thefixthbookof Eutropius, who faics that Tigranes was mafter but of part of Pha> 

U1 Lucullus lent Appius Claudius (his wiles brother; Ambaffadout to Tigranes, to 
demand the delivery of Mithridates unto [\im.[<-MeruH»n>caf.4%.& Plutarch,] The 
Kings Captain brought him through the upper Countries, a way which they needed 
not to have gone, winding and turning, and far about ; until! fuc h time as one ot his 
own free men, a Syrian bom, fhe wed him the right way. Having him fot their guide, 
in five dayes they retched Euphrates, and came to Antiocb,wr>ich was called hpi- 
daphne. Having received orders to tarry there for Tigranes. (who was gone from 
thence to fubdue fome other Cities of Phoenicia, which were not yet reduced under hu 
power ) he made' many of the Princes in thofe parts who did not obey the Armenian 
heartily, to fide With the Roman*. Amongft whom Zaroienus King 01 the Gordians 
wzsoticAPlfMrch,] , _. . ,. , 

Appius, befides, pwmlfcd Lucultas bis afliftance to many other Cities (brought 
under Tigranes power) Which had covertly fent Ambafladors to him j but charged 
them for the ptefent id tit ftill, and not makeany commotion. For the Armenians did 
fo Lord it over the Gratciatu, as was grievous and intolerable. The King himlelf above 
the reft, crew fo arrogant* and high flowen upon Wis good fuccefte, that wnatever 
mortal men wifh to ibcmfclves and admire, he thought was not onely at his difpolal, 
but purpofely created for himfelf: maoy Kings waked upon himashisServitoms. 
But four he had in his retinue, at his attendaots and guard, Who in their liveries ran on 
toot by hishorfes fide* And when he fatupon his throne,and gave anfwew to the na- 
tions that applyedthemCelvdstohinb tteyftdod with their hands cUfpcd together, 
andtheirfingerSioWedonc wkhin adothor ; which poftureabove aU others, was 
accounted art acknowledgment of their vaffalage.IM] .

Negcr was Verres his Quzftor in that Me. He was a Sicilian indeed by defeent, 
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( as Pedianus hath obferved, in Divinatione advtrfus Cacilium) but a free man by con- 
dition, and a Jew by Religion. Plutarch writes in the life of Cicero, where alfo he re- 
lates the jeft which Cicero put upon Cxcilius for being a Jew, Slfid Judto cum 

verre} - 

That paffage of Cicero in his fifth book againft Verres , contributes fomewhat to- 



have him. To which agrees another patfage in an Epiftle which Mithridates wrote the 
year following to Arfaces, Saluft. lib. 4. hiftor. The Cretians were at that in ft ant the 
onely people rvkicbretainedthcirfrcedomy and King Ptolemm: t/ind a little after t Ptolemei 
puts off the day of battle being hired thereunto. The @retidn*jbave been new once ajfautted y and 
are refolved not to make an t»d, but in their titter extingui(bment . By comparing of which 
two places together, any man may gather, how that the Romans did turn that right 
which Antiochus ( Afiaticus) made ufe of amonglt them for the recoveryof the king- 
dom of Egypt, to their own advantage: that they deemed it convenient that Ptole- 
mei Alexander fhould be called King, fo long as he would purchafethe quiet puffef- 
fion of that kingdom by paying a conftant falary : and that they fully refolved to com- 
mence afrefh the firft Getick war, which happened to be interrupted by the fall of M. 
Antonius ; which was performed accordingly, as we (hall fee iu the Hiftory of the year 
following. 

Lucullus being marched into Afia, which as yet was in arrearcs a fourth part of the 
fruits upon the account of a fine, in which Sylla had amerced it, impofed a tribute pro- 
portioned to their houfes and number of lervants, [jippian.} For the Collectors and 
Ufurershad made fuch havockof the Cities of Afia» and had treated them fo flaviuV 
ly, that they were not only compelled privately to fell their Ions and their daughters, 
but toi put to publickfale their ornaments, pictures, images, and theupfhotot all was, 
that they became fla ves to their creditours. 

lucullus tookfuch a courfe with thofe peftilent fellows, that within four years time, 
all obligations were fatisfied, and poffcfiions reftored free again to their owners to in- 
herit. This publick debt was twenty thoufand talents, which Sylla had laid upon 
Afia :, The creditouts were allowed onely double the fum, which by their uiuries had 
amounted to 1 20 thoufand talents. The cred itours thought this fomething too hard 
meafureywhereupon they traduced Lucullus at Rome, and wrought fomeofthe Gran- 
dees there to be againft him. But Lucullus was not onely beloved of thofe Nations 
to which he had done thofe good fervices, but alfo was mightily endeared to all the o- 
ther Provinces, who efteemed thole people very happy, whofc fortune it fhould be to 
have fiich a Governolir as he was, appointed over them, [ Plutarch. ] 

Lucullus, after he had fully fetled Aha with many excellent laws, andanuniverfal 
peace, did not omit Pleafuresand Feftivities. For rciiding at Athens, he delighted the 
Cicies with Shewes, Triumphal Feafts, Wreftling, and : Fencing*. The Cities kept 
thefc Lmullia by courfe in honour of him, with which notwithftanding he was not 
fo much taken, as he was with the intimation of the cordial afte&ion they bore unto 

him,[> Idem. ] 

Tigranes killed Cleopatra, furoamed Selena, having a while kept her clofc prisoner 
in the Cattle at Seleucia, [ Strabo t lib. id. pag.ya, 9-] whereby it happened that An- 
tiochus AjiatkW) who had tome hopes of recovering the kingdom of Egypt in right of 
his mother* was difpollefled alfo of that part of Syria which fhe held. 

No fooner was Tigranes returned to Antioch,buc Appius the Legate declared open- 
ly ,that he was come to fetch away Mithridatcs,as belonging to Lucullus his Triumphs, 
and upon his reiufal to furrender him, to proclaim war againft Tigranes. Tigranes 
was fomewhat troubled at the Legates peremptorineffc ; but held his countenance to 
lee what he had more to fay. In almolt 15 years time he had not beard a free voice 
until now : for fo many years he had raigned,or rather played the part of a forragcr. 
To Appius he replycd : That he knew well enough that Mithridates was a very 
naughty man, yet he muft have a refpe£t to the affiance which was betwixt them: 
And that all the World might well cry out on him, if he fhould refign up his wives 
father into the hands of his enemies. He was therefore refolved not to defert Mithri- 
dates, and if the Romans would bring in a war, he could return them, as good as they 
brought. He was much offended at Lucullus, becaufe in his letter he had falutcd him 
King onely, and not King of kings : and therefore to be quit, writing back to him, he 
would not vouchfafe him the title of General. Appius returned with all fpeed to the 
General, having amongft many other Prefents, accepted onely of one cup of Gold, 
left happily the King might have taken diftafte, if obftinately refuted them all, [Id. 
comparedtvith Memnon 1 cdf.jfi,'] 

Zarbienus 
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Zarbierois,KingoftheGordyans, together with his wife and children, was put to 
death by Tigranes, upon difcovery that he had covertly ftroke hands with Lucullus, 
CpttttarchjinL.HCullo.'] m 

Asfoonas Appius was returned, and the war intended with 1 igranes appeared on 
foot : Lucullus paid h ; s holy vows to his gods at Ephefus, as if the work bad been done 
already* And then marched back again into Pootus ; and encamped before Sinope, 

rather befieged the Kings parcy of Ciliciaiw which were garrifoned therein, [ Id. 

»pared vith eAftian. fag. 228.] For as the City was aflaulted from without the walls 
by the Romans, Co was it within the wall* by the Commander which King Mithrida- 
tes had appointee to keep the Town : via.. Geochares,asOrofius,or Bacctus, as Stra- 
bo calls him : For he, fearing Come piece of treachery ere long, and thereupon com- 
mitting leverai maflacrcs amongft the Cuizens, brought things to that pafle, that the 
Citizens had neither heart couragioufly to refift the enemy, nor yet were they m a ca- 
pacity totreate upon articles of furrender, [ Straba* l,b. 1 2. fag. 54 6 >] Which Tragedy 
we have delivered more at large by Memnon, thu; 

' Leonippus,to whom with Cieochares, the cate and defence of the City wasen- 
trufted by the King, perceiving things in lomsthbg a forlorne condition* lendsto Lu- 
cullus about delivering up the City. But Cieochares and Seleucus the Arch- pirate (tor 
even he was Mithridareshis Legate, and was in equall authority with the reft) having 
fented out the plot, called a Council, and accufcd Leonippus : butthe Citizens would 
by no means liffen an eare to the accufation, being highly opioionated of the mans in- 
tegrity ; whereupon Cieochares hisfaftion, bang afraid of his intercft amongft the 
Commons,flew him treacheroully by night. The Commons indeed laid the accident 
deeply to heart: but Cieochares and his party bore all the fway, and did what they 
lift themfelves : fuppofing that by their carrying things with fuch an high hand, they 
might happily efcape calling toanaccou.it for the maffacre of Leonippus, L Memw» y 

C " Mean while Centorinus, Admiral of the Roman Fleet, failing with 15 Gallies, car- 
rying three oares a bank, which were fraught with provifion,from Bofphorusforthe 
Roman Camp, arrives neer Sinope. Cieochares and Seleucus their Sinopian Gallies 
under the command of Seleucus, put tofea, and fought with Cenfonnus : the Italians 
were worried, and their (hips with their provision brought away as prize. Cieochares 
and hisCollegue,elcvated with this fucccffc, deport themfelves more tyrannically than 
before; for they hale the Townimen to execution without any legal procefles, and 
cruelly abufe them fund ry other wayes. But it chanced that Cieochares and Seleucus 
fell at oddes, whilft Cieochares deemed it beft to continue the war, but Seleucus would 
have allthc Sinopians put to the fword, and the City to be delivered up to the Romans 
as a gallant gratuity : But feeing they could not agree about the bufinefle, they put all 
they had intouYips, and fent them away.to Machares, Mithridates his foil, who ac that 
inftantwas vefident at Colchis, [Jd.ibtd.\ 

About the (ametime, Lucullus drewupclofer to the oty, and madeamolt tunous 
ftorm: But Machares Mithridates his Ion, difpatched an Embaflit unto Lucullu', 
wiiereby he petitioned that there might be a League of fnendlhip and ailociation be- 
twixt them. The petition hecourtcoufly received, and told htm, that there jhould be 
a firm League bet wixt-them, provided that hencefot ward he fhould not fend any ap- 
plies of provifion to any of the Sinopians. Who not onely obferved what was cn- 
joynedhim,batwhatfoevcr wasdefigncdtor the relief of Mithridates his Patty, he 
took order to-bave it conveyed to Lucullus, [ Ids*?. 5 6. ] Upon this Machares King 
of Bofphorusihavingprcfentcd Lucullus with a Coroner, of a thoufand crowns in efti- 
mation, was admitted an allye and confederate o: the people ot Rome, \ Uv. Ub. $>S. 
compared xrith Plutarch) & Jipptan.] . 

CkocharesandSekuc«s,obletviflghow things went, thoughL tliemfelve? but in a 
delperatc condition : Whereupon they tell fonle upon the Citizens,and maftacred ma- 
ny of them, carryed abundance of wealth on fhip-board, gave the Txiwn firft to the 
fouldiers to plunder, and afterwards letit on fire. Thus done, they .-burnt their greater 
(hips^andiotiwUghterthcy failed away by night to the inner patts of Pontus, inha- 
bited bythe Sanegians and the Lazians. Lucullus perceiving-by the blaze of the^rlame 
what was done^comrnautied hisfouldiers .to fcalc the walls : And as loon as he was 
entred the TowtvlKputto thciwoni 8000 ofthe Kings Party whoieroamed behind : 
but took pittyootheteftiand made ; what fpeed he jcould to quench the fire, and re- 
ftored urito ihcCiazeus their goods. Thus waschis mifcrable City by the counter- 
change-of friends and foes, ruinedby them that came to defend it, and ptelecvcd by 
them ithat came to wine k, [ cJMwww, c^.^.^Pfmarch Afpisn. Orofim Ub. 6. 

Thedeafon Why Lucullus rook fuch a care of pref crying Sinope, and atcerwardsof 
his enfranchizing it,is bruited to ibefome admonition which he received m a dream. 
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For in his deep one appeared at bis bed fide, fpeaking thefe words ; Goa little forwards 
Lucullustfor Autolychus is coming to meet thee. When he was^awake he .could not pof- 
fibly imagine, what this fhouldmean : ycc that fame day he took the City,, and in his 
purfuiteot the Cilicians, ( who made what haftethey could to thip themfelves and a- 
wayj he efpyed a Statue lying upon the (hoar fide: The Cilicians purpofed to have 
made it their companion in their efcape, and to that end wrapped it up in cloaths, aad 
bound it up wich cords; but they had not time enough s\o bring it a (hip-board* 
W hen they had unfolded it, Lucullus (aw, that it was like him who had appeared unto 
him in the night, and learned afterwards that it was the Statue of Autolychus, who 
was the founder of the City of Sinopc : Upon the hearing this, there inftantly' came 
into hisminde Sylla's injunctions, who in his Commentaries gives this item 7 how that 
nothing is to be accounted fofure and certain, as that which is exhibited in dreams, 
[ Plutarch, & tAppia*.! This Scatue of Autolychus, which was Sthenides his handy- 
work, and Billarus his Sphere he took along with him ; but left all other ornamen:s of 
the City behinde him, L Strabo t lib, 1 2, ] 

After he had done at Sinope, hereftored Amifusalfotoits inhabitants, who in like 
manner had all conveyed themfelves away by (hipping : and to the City he granted 
theexercifc of their own lawes and their freedom, [ Applav. 1 He peopled Cities for 
orher Grecians alio* even for as many as would but defire that favour of him: adding 
withal to each City 1 20 furlongs of land. Moreover, of the Athenians, who in the 
time of Sylla bad efcaped thither to dwell becaufe of Ariftions- tyranny, as many as he 
found furviving, he clad decendy, gave to each of them 200 drachmes, and fent them 
back into their Country, [Tlutarch.] . -? 

Amafea ( Strabo the Geographers country ) as yet ftood it out in armes, but it was 
notlongere it allodidfealtytothe Romans, { <J\4emnon ,c*p. 56.3 

Cotta, having deftroyed all about Heraclea, once more attempted the wa^ls, but 
perceiving his fouidiers tome what flack and coole in the charge, gave it over ; and 
fent for Triarius, ordering him with all (peed to block up the way, and intercept the 
Townfmens receiving (upplies by tea, [Id. cap, 5 1.] 1 

Triarius accordingly took along with him all the fhtpshehad of hisown,and 20 
Rhodian, which altogether made 43. and with this Fleet failed away intaPontus: 
upon timely notice given to Cotta of his coming, Cotta drew up his army to the walls 
of the City, and Triarius discovered himfelf at lea. Hereupon the Hcracleans, (ome- 
what troubled at Triarius his fudden approach with his Fleet, put to fea with 30 
fhips, indeed, but they were not fo well manned as was rcquifite: all the other were 
imployed in making good the City againft the enemies aflaults.The Rhodians gave 
thefirftonfetonthe Heraclean fhips, in an inftant there were (unk three of the Rho- 
dians fhips, and five of the Heracleans. Hereupon the Romans came into the fight, 
who although they werefoundly fhattered in the fcuffle* yet they did more hurt to, 
than they received from, the enemy ; and in the clofe, routed the Heracleans, and 
forced them to retreat back to the Citv, with the loflc of 1 4 of their flaips. The con- 
quering fleet rode into the great Port, and Cotta alio drew off his foot from (forming 
the Town. [Id,cap. 5 2.] ...... 

Triarius his men every day made their (allies out of the port, to hinder the bring- 
ing in of provifion to the befieged ; whereupon there enfued fuch a fcarcity of victuals 
m theTown,that a pottle of corn was r Ken to 80 Atticks :andamcngft other perplexi- 
ties, the peftilence brake in amongft them, occasioned either by (omediftemper of the 
air, or an unufual courte of dyec. It ended them not all alike, but Jorae after this 
manner, fome on that, as if their maladies had been different. Amongft whom, 
Lamachus himf.lf was one, whole pangs of death were more violent. and tedious, 
than any of the others. This contagion raged moft amongft the $ouldier& of the 
Garnlon, in fo much, That of three thonfand , there, dyed one thousand. [Id.

Conacorix, now even ready to faint under this heavy preflureof fa/tnany affli£tt- 
ons, refolved to betray the City to the Romans, and to piirchafe his own fecurity* 
though he made the Heraelcanspayforit. Damophelcs,an Heraclean* wa*affiflant 
to bring about the plot, one who flood in great emulation' with Lamachusrt&all coo- 
(ultations, who alfo, after Lamachush is deceafe, was appointed over the. Gamfon. 
Conacorix, provididing for himfelf, not daring to rruft Cotta ovamiKh*wbo was j, 
but a flippery fellow,and not much to be relyed upon, imparted the mawecto Triarius; 
neither d id Damopheles fhe w himfelf a Aug in bringing .the bafinfitfe to a ; head 1 fo 
that having ftmck up fo fair a^argain for the furrender, as that they thought them- 
felves in a good condition, they applyed themfclves clofe to their Works. Bout hap-, 
pencd that the confpiratours tranfattions came to be blazoned amongft the common 
people : whereupon they flocked altogether, and called for the Governeur otthc City, 
andthenBrithagoras,aperfonof eminent authority amongft. his Counwy.men, ear-

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neftlyreqjclted Conacorix, that he would give way to. a treaty with Triarius, cow 
xerningthegendralfafcty of:thcmall,i but ne was very obftinace. againft any fuch 
pacification ; .yet did he very cbrajiily drawthe Hcraclcans^ith bMajf words? into a 
wile. \Jd.cxp.

Hereupon Conacorix,- in the dead of the ; night, (hipped all his men, and quitted 
the Town* for thai wai the tenour.ot- the covenant made with Triar.ius, That they 
fhould!manch.away quietly, with aUtneic bag and baggage * as for Damopheles, he 
opene<) the gaiesy:and;let in the Roman army, and fnarius -fome of them came 
ruQiiii J in at the gatev others dambred up the walis.. And now the Heracleans (aw 
they were, betrayed, ifome of them yielded ,up themfelves, and the reft Were (lain : 
their tioufhold-ftufte, and whatfoever things they had laid afide, in hopes to fecure, 
werepjiHidered j indeed', the enemy proceeded w«b a great deal of cruelty againft 
the Gcizcns»for the Romans remembred, what great Joflcs they had received in the 
late fea fight, and what great troubjea ihey were .put to, in aflaulting the Town : In 
revenge whereof they did not fo much as forbear thofe who had efcaped for (an&iury 
to the confecrated places, but flew them near the Altars and the Temples, though 
earneftly crying for quarter. Their condition feemed fo defperate, that many efca- 
ped over the walls, and difpetfed-themlelvcs about the Country, whileft others were 
forced to. five to Cotta. lld.itid.] ■;■■..: , ..,.,., , „. 

Cotta , being certainly informed by tue-te that- came , 111 to him, now that the City 
was tajkeni many men (lain, and the Town plundered, was all a fire' at the news, and 
in great indignation marched as (aft as he. could to the City. His army alio was very 
dceplyl difcontented, not only that hereby they had loft the glory of their valiant 
atchievehients, but were alto in a manner cheated of all their prizes and booties: 
whereupon, they fell moft bitterly upon their Country men, and had undone one ano- 
ther, by killing each other, had not Triarius, hearing of the combiuYion> interpofed, 
and put an end to the civil war, by pacifying Cotta, with a parcel of good words, and 
promifing faithfully an equal dittribution of all they had taken in the Town.

Cotta,* hiving received intelligence, how that Conacorix was feized of Teium 
and Amaftu", immediately difpatched away Triarius to recover their Cities again 
out of his hands, whilft he himfelf abode at Heraclea, where, taking into his cuftody, 
thofe that (ubmitted themfelves, and the pr if oners, he proceeded to other matters j in 
all his adminiftrations, exprcfling the heighr of cruelty. For fearching up and do wn in 
every corner for the wealth of the City, he kept not his fingers off from confecrated 
things. He took down the flat ues and images, very fair oncs,and good (lore of them; 
yea, he carryed Hercules out of the market place, and plucked off his ornament from 
the pyramide, and fundry other things out of the Temple and Cities every whit as 
rare and beautiful as they, and put them afhipboard. And for his farewell, he com- 
manded his Souldiers to bring fire, and burnt the City in many place*. Thus was 
Heraclea taken and fubdued , having flood out two years liege. [ Id, cap.

Triarius, arriving at the Cities afligncd him by Cotta, recovered them upon arti- 
cles, having engaged Conaorcix (who thought to palliate his delivering up Hera- 
clea by feizing on other Cities) for his failing away without let or moleltatiou. [ itf

Cotta (having difpatched things after that manner as hath been laid) delivered up 
all his forces, both Foot and Horle, to Lucullus, and difmifled the Auxiliaries which 
be had of the Allies refpectively into their Countries, and (o failed away himfelf with 
his fleet. But it happened that part of the Fleet which carryed the fpoiles of Heraclea, 
being over heavily fraughted,funk under water, not far from (hoar, and the other 
nioity»was by a contrary North wind dafhed againft the (ands, which cauled the 
(hips to discharge much of their loading. [Ibid,] # 

Lucullus, leaving Sornatius behind him, with 6 ooofouldiers, to order the Province, 
took along v/ithiiim 1* thoufand Foot, and leflethan 5000 Horfe (two Legion , and 
five hundred Horfe, faith Appian) and entredCappadocia; where, having Anobar- 
zanes his friend,he marched very long marches to rhe^River Euphrates, where Cappa- 
dociais fevered from Armenia.

Euphratcsat that inftant, was by reafon of the winter fwelled high,and rough 1 : bin 
about evening, the water began to abate^ and by break of day, the river was reduced 
within the bound«of its.own banks. Whereupon the inhabitants fell down in adora- 
tion of Lucullus, in regard the waters did not aflwage, as we fay hab nab before, but 
as it were on purpofe in the very nick to affoard him a ready paflage.

Upon the Confuls carting lots for their Provinces, the managiog;of war deugned 
arainft the Crctians, fell upon Hottenfius : but he, taking more delight in 1 the Uty 
and the Forum,(in which he had the firft place after Cicero) freely granted this expedi- 
tion to his CollegueMetellus.lJT/pW//».^P/w.] 

Upon the Senates decree of going to war againftthe Cretiam, the moft grave and 
fage ones amongft them,decmed it moft convenient todifpatch Ambaaadors tplVome, 
to clear all allegations, and to pacifie the Senate with fair words, and bag their re- 
conciliation. This motion was entertained ; whereupon they fent thirty or their 
moft eminent men, upon this Embafly to Rome; hoping that *eyjhould not 
onely obtain a new ratification of their former contracts, but alto tooted to be 
thanked tor the favour they had (hewed to their Quarter and Souldiers, Which they 
had taken prifoners in the late engagement with M. Antonius. The Ambatfadors 
by giviug private vifits to the Senatours, at their fevcral Houfes, had to wrought them 
to their fide, that when they were brought into the Senate, and na<l given dilcreet 
fatisfaftion to the charges that were againft them> and eXaftly recited tne 
good offices they had done, and their affociatioii of War under ««**{• 
man Generall. It Was refolved , That the Crctians impeachments thouW 
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be taken off, and that hencefor ward. they ihould be reputed amongft the Friends and 
AUyes-oiihi .people of Rome : but Lentulus, ([ui named Spinther) got this decree 
reverted, »: jWheceupon thi^ particular bufinefle was (everall times taken to debate 
by the Senate; and iu theup(hot,it was concluded, That the Crctians, in regard 
that they had fided with the Pirates at fea,and had been tharers in the prizes taken, 
(houldllend to R.ome all their Pirate-fhips, even to very boats of four oar?, and what- 
ever (hips they had in their pbfleffion, which they had. taken from the Romans. 
Demand alto wa« madej for the refigning up all Prifbners,Runnagadoc§,the 300 fa- 
mo\v> hoftages. Lafthenesalfo, who had fought with Antonius* and Panares, and 
befidesthefe,4ooo talents of iilvct.lDiod,Legat. tf.Afpian, Legat.$o. Dio. Legm.yf. 

The Romans did not wait for a reply from the Cretians, which were at home, 
to thefe particulars; but prcfently lent one ot the Confuls , to receive what was 
demanded, and it in cafe they refuted to part with them,, to wage war with them* 
And certain it was , they would not part with them : For was ic imaginable ? 
that thofe, who, at the beginning, ere any fuch things were exacted from them, 
or before they had obtained a victory, would by no meani be brought to acknowledge 
any mifdeameanour committed by' them, fhould now, after they had been flufhed 
With a victory, tamely fubmitto fo many, and fuch high demands., The Romans 
knowing toll well what would be the refult of all, and (ufpefting the Legates would be 
tampering with fome, by greafing them in the firft, to obftruft the wars, made a 
decree in the Senate, prohibiting any pcrfon whacloever, to lend them any thing. 
[Dio. ibid,] 

The Cretians,debating the commands of the Senate, the mofiV politick of them 
were of opinion > That every particular was to be obferved ; but thote of 
Lafthenes his faction being fomewhat obnoxious , and fearing they fhould 
be fent to Rome , and there fmart for what they had done , animated the 
people, exhorting them earneftly to contend for their liberty. [ Diodor, Lrgat. 

Cotta being now returned to Rome, was highly honoured by the Senate, and. en- 
nobled with tbe furname of Ponticus, becaule he had taken Heraclea. [ Memnon. 
cap. 61.] 

Mithridates had been refident in the parts of Armenia, a year and eight moneths, 
and as yet had not been admitted to che fight of Tigranes his (on in law. But 
being at laft overcome by his importunity, to prcfent himfelf , he met him with 
a gallant train, and received his father in law with a Princely magnificence. 
Neverthcle(Ie,three dayes paffed without any conference betwixt thcm,buc afterwards, 
by the tumpteoufnefle of the entertainments, he gave fufficient intimation of his affefti- 
on towards him. [Mmnon 9 cap. 57.] Then in the conference, which was held very 
private at Court, they abated the fulpition of Mettodorus Sceptius, and other 
friends on both fides, on whom they fathered the caufe of all, and fo Mithri- 
dates was fent back again into Pontus, being futnifhed With ten thoufand Horfe. 
[MentKoit.'] 

Lucullus Hrcw up a company againft the City, wherein he Was informed 
that Tigranes had fecured his Curtezans, and moft of thofe things which he 
held moft deare, and were had in greatcft eftimation by him. [ Idem, cap, 
J8. ] v - 

Tigranes haying hanged up a fellow , who brought the firft news of Lucullui 
his being upon his march, as a mover of the people ; no body ever after broughc him 
any tidings. But at la(r,finding it to be fo indeed j he fent out Mithrobarzanes againft 
Lucullus, with two (as Appian^ or three (as Plutarch hath it) thoufand Horfe, and a 
vaft number of Foot, with orders to take Lucullus alive, and bring him to him, 
that thereby others might be deterred from that or the like enterprife. [Plutarch and 
Apf'**.] 

A moiety of tucullus his Forces Were encamped, the remainder, were upon chcir 
march, when the Scouts brought news of the enemies approach. Whereupon Lucul- 
lus fearing left the enemy (houid fall upon his men, finding them in a diffraction and in 
no polture : he made an halt, and applied himlelf to fortifie his Camp : But lent Sex- 
tilius the Legate with 1 600 Horfe and almoft as many foot, with orders to flop when 
he was come up to the enemy * and not to ftir till word was brought him that the Camp 
was thoroughly fortified. Yet Mithrobarzanes came fo furioutly upon him, that he 
was neceffitated to fight: Mithrobarzanes himfelf was (lain in this engagement, all 
the rcft,excepting a very few,took themfelves to their heeles, and were (lain in the pur- 
fuite,[ Plutarch.] 

Cccc a , Ttigranes 
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TigraMesaraovedirRmTigrantxerta,andcommktiogthe cuffody ot the Citytb 
Mancatui bU truft* went a!?9uc the country to levie an army, and retreating to Taurus, 
made that place the general Rcndczvouz, [Id.compared with trfppJjtm] ButLudulkis 
piyed him fo clote, that he could not draw into a Body t For he lenb Mdrarna to iup- 
prefle and take all companies he found marchingto Tigranes : Sextilius alfo wasfau 
another way, to meet with a great band of Arabians, and to hinder chcirjoyning with 
the King, [Plutarch,] ..._-, 

Sexulius, coming upohthe Arabians ere they wereaware,as thcyavere encamping, 
took the greater! partof them : Muraena marching after Tigranes, overcook him with 
a very great companyinan uneven and narrow dale, who having gotten fomeadvan- 
rage ofthe place,he engaged him : but Tigranes, leaving behind him all his carriages^ 
made away as faft as he could. Many of the Armenians died in the fight,buc far many 
more were taken prifoners* [ #. ] ■ '■'. " : ; ' " :i -" 

Sextilius, having breed Mancaais to retreate into Tigranocerta, fell to plundcr f the 
Kings Palace which was fisuate wichodc the walls : and to draw a trench about the 
City and the Caftle, to place the batteries, and undermine the walls, M//>w». J At 
laftLuculliishiraieltcameinto them, and layed clote liege to the City: fuppofing 
that Tigranes would not fuller him toficftillbeforejhe Town, but in a rage would 
come down and fight him, [ Plutarch. ] But the Barbarians did him a great deale Ot 
mifchief, not tolely by their darts* but With their 7>{4pbtb* t pt fire-pitch which they foot 
out of tlheir Engine This Naphtha^ is a kind of a pitchy iubltance, fo fcalding, that it; 
burns up all it cleaves tp^neither wilUuy moifture quench it, but with a great deale 6$ 
difficulty, [Xiphilin t ex. D'tone. ] 

Mithridates by Embaftadpurs and by letter*, (as Plutarch, not in perfbn, audrhen 
firft meeting with Tigranes, as Appiaqhathit :) wasyqry inftant with him, by no 
means to fight the Romaris,but by declining all engagement, to rove about the coun- 
try with his Cavalry > .andto.'wailte all abont, it poffible thereby to bring the enemy to 
a diftreffe of vi£tuals. : Jufl: as Lucu!lu> had not long fince before Cyzicum, made him 
mouldrc away an army without fighting a ftroak. 

The Armenians and the-Gord'ans joyncd with Tigranes: To thefe, every man 
ofthe MedkandAdiabans were brought by their Kings. The Arabians alio came 
fioc king in from the Babylonian fea, many Albans from the Caf pian fea, and the Ibe- 
rians their neighbours, and riot afew of thole free people which inhabite near Araxes, 
[ Plutarch.] Oi thefe, [om'e came opt of mcer affe&ion to the King, others being fol- 
lickcd thereto by gifts,:' as Plutarch, and others out of very fear, as Qcero hath of> 
fcrvedV» Orathm (Jlia»ilia»a t ,fot a ftrongand vehement opinion had wholypoflefled 
the minds of thofebarbarous.peoplc, that the Roman army was drawn into cbote 
quarters, upon no other defigii, but to ranlack their Regions and wealthy Temple. 
And upon this very accounr^many Nations, and thofe very considerable ones, rofe 
up in ainie- nr;::inlt Lucullus 

"U pon the general Rendezvouz of all thefe Forces, Tigranes his eating •> tables, and 
council-tables founding'noth^ig but Victoria, Victoria, and how roughly they would 
handle the enemy, if they once got them under their clutches. TaxiTes himfclf,who 
was Mithridates his Legate, and of his afliftance, was in danger of lofing his head: 
becaule in a Council ot War, he was altogether againft fighting with the Romans; 
faying, that the Roman armes were things utterly unvanquifhable •• aad in regard 
Mithridates himfelffecmed out of envy to put Tigranes by the glory of thacVi&ory, 
he would not wate until he came, left he might ihare with him in the glory of the 
day, [Plutarch.] whereas but juft before he had difpatched fome in all haftc to call 
him back to him, [Memmn^cap,^.] 

Tigranes ordered about fixe thoufand fouldiers to go and defend the City in which 
h is Curtezans were kept : who there charging thorough theRoman Brigades, got in- 
to the Town $ and finding their return intercepted by a valley of archers, fentaway 
the Kings Concubines, and the Treafures iafc by night unto Tigranes : But upon break 
of day, the Romans and the Thracians fighting with thofe Armenians, flew a very 
great many of them ; neither was the number of the prifoners taken inferiour to thofe 
they lie win the battle? [Memuon^cap,^, and Appiau. whofe account it retlified out of 
Memnon. T 

Tigranes marched againft Lucullus with the refidue of his army ; very much trou- 
bled (as they fay) that he was now to conflict onely with one ot the Roman Generals ; 
viz,. Lucullus,aud not with the whole herd of them. For he had in his army,ot 
ArchcrsandSlingers 20000. of Horfe 55000, of Foot armed Cap a pe, digefied 
partly into Regiments, partly into Squadrons, 150000. of thofe who were ckfigned 
lorbarracadoingpaflages, and fuch like fervices 35000, [PlutaxehA 

Asfoon as Tigranes appeared with all his hoft upon Taurus, and from the top of 
the hill, tock a view of the Roman army, beleaguring Tigranocerra : the Barba- 
rous 
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rous rabble ta^Cwy, welcomed |h&.ft trigs arriving wRh howlingt andacclamation?* 
and rnenacrng<the Romans^ rom oh? topi* the waite, pointed them lottie Armenians

Lucullus, perceiviflg his Souldtehtemewhactcarlttl ottttofe wluch, were armed cap 
a peel bidthembeof good coutfag^ there being greater trouble in ftnpping chan in 
overcoming them : and he firft chargirigtffem upon-tiie hill, and pesceivi.ig the B.*- 
barians. to give grouad, cryed cttt, M have ivtrctmnht^^llow Sotttdfers^ LPUitarch 111 
Apothegm.] No foofie«va«Tigf4nes his right wing forced to flyeybot tbe;ert alio 
began to fhrink,and in conclufiori, they all turned th(hr backs, ahdio the Airae- 
nians fled cortfufedly, and in a hurry, and the flaUgHtet wasantwerabk to the number 
of men txMem»on.eap.

Phlegon gives up the tally of the number flam of Tigranes forces, to be 5000, and 
more taken prifoners ; befides a rabble route : Orofius faith, [/<*. if***. >1 That 
aoooo men were reported flfain in that bawte ; of Foocabove sooooo, faith Plutarch, 
tell that day, and veryfew of the Hotfe; dcaped. Of the Roman army there were 
but 100 wounded, and five flam. •AawscHui* the Philofopher, m his Commentary, 
Df D*f/, mentioning this fighr, avows che Sun never to have beheld. thelike. Swbo 
I in hb. hittor 1 relafes, How that the Romans thtemfclves were a*hame<*of what tiiey

Tigranes. in the v«V begtaftirig of the^ngagemertt, .quitted the field, running as 
faft a? lie could to one oi hfe Cafttes, hSivirigf fcarise i*» H'orfc m his t company j 
where, firiding his fon« ih- a« : fbrlonti a» condition ashimfclf,he plucktoff the Diadem 
and Turbam from hirhifttt^ aiiid ^efii^Ka rHdtoi^i^fei»*bWdtta"8'hKt>i hot without 
tcar^iahiieyes.tofhiftfor himCelf^fhecould-devire any poffible means, which had 
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not as ycc been effayed*; The young Prince dared not carry thofe Enfignss-Royai, up 
and down with him, but committed them to a moft tnifrjr friend, topreierve for him \ 
who foon after had the ill fortune to be taken prifb^r, and brought to Lucullus. and; 
the Souldiers at the fame time alto feized upon She Tiwbant and tihe^Wademjaod gave 
them to Lucnlhif, [Mmpfn. cap.%9. & WuMrch; compared irtith Qrof.tsb t 6.\c^. j t 
anJX'fhifitt. in Epitome jpjwte.j as for Lucuttu?,he< marched back to Tigtanocertav 
and plyed the ficgemforcclofely than eva before. [UlAww^tfjJ.jy I: . :: -.:.■> 
Mithridates made no great hafts to the fighr, fuppofrog that Lueulius would ma- 
nage this war with thciamc caution, and delay as formerly he was want to 'dew and 
upon that account, beinglenc for by Tigranes he played the ere wanr iabis maixhe^v 
But foon after, lighting by chance upon the way with fome few Armenians amazed 
and ready to drop down for tear, he thought all went hot right on Tigranes tide : ' ■ But 
foon after meeting with other companies ftript and wounded, from whom ho received 
an exa& narrative of die defeat* 1 he made what hafte he could to find out Tigranes. 
And finding him both defolate and difconfolate, he infulted not over him, ashehad- 
ferved him formerly j but difmounted from bis horfe, and ( after a mutual bemoanihg- 
each others fad misfortune) refigmiduptohim his own princely Retinue which at- 
tended him, arid bid himcourage for the future, [Ibt.]. Having fomewhat cheared 
him up, hefurnifhed him with royal Robes, as rich as any he was wont to weare. t He 
made alfo tome propolals concerning levying new Forces, ( being himfetf already pro- 
vided With a considerable army J making no queftiqp but another field would repair 
all the former loffes. But Tigranes, afcribing moreproweffe and difcretwn to Mitto> 
dates, and thinking him fitter to deal with the Romans in a war than himfelf, left all 
to h's managing and arbitrament, [Mem*on 9 c*p t 59.] T , 

Mancaeusjtakingfromthe walls of Tigranocerta a lad view of his friend* defeated, 
fell to difarming ail the Grecian Mercenaries, (ulpe&iug they wouldfirove falfe to him: 
who fearing they mould be laid hold on, provided themfelves with good cudgels* and; 
drewthemielvesupintaabody, and fo kept together day and night. And feeing 
Mancaeus comingand marching againft them with his armed Barbarians, wrapping 
their garments about their armes inftead of bucklers, they bravely charged them : and 
as faft as they flew them, prefenrly divided their armes amongft themfclvcs: And 
fuppofingthey were now (ufficicntly provided with armes for the prefenr, after they 
bad teized upon fome Forts upon the walls, they called in the Romans that bcleagured 
tbem, and received them into the Town. So Appian and Plutarch, who diflenw in no 
one particular from him. Dio in his 3 5 book relates, that the moft patt of the Inha- 
bitants were Cilicians, and thatthey,upon fome difference which happened betwixt 
them and the Armenians, let the Romans into the Town by night, who plundered 
all, but what the Cilicians were owners of. But Memnon delivers out, how thatMi- 
thridates, or rather Tigranes his Commanders, feeing howdefperately things Went on 
their fide ; having procured articles for themfelve», delivered up the Town to Lucullus, 
rMemnon,cap,S9,2 

Lucullus, having won Tigranocerta, and taken the Kings Treafures which were 
there, he gave up the City to the plunder of his (ouldicrs, in which (befidei other 
riches (there were found 8000 talents of coyned money : Moreover he gave out of 
the fpoile 800 drachmas to every fouldier; and finding many players which Tigranes 
( being about to dedicate the Theater be had built) had gathered together from all 
parts, he made ufe of themf orchis interluds and Triumphs, [Plutarch.] Many wives 
ofthechief Officers which were taken, he preferved from injury, and by that means 
drew their husbands to his fide, [ IW#.35. ] The Grecians hefuraifht for their 
jout ney and fent back into their Country : The Cappadocians, Cilicians, and other 
Barbarians that were fore'd thither, he differed alfo to return. And fo it happened, 
that by the mine of one City ( for the Works being but half finifhed, Lucullus had de- 
moli(hedthem,and left onely a fmall village) many, having received back their Citi- 
zens, were repaired , by whom, as he deferved •, he was afterwards efteemed as 
their Founder, [ Tint, cum Strabone, in fine lib. n.pag.^2.& M, I *. p*g. 5 3 9. ] 

Then came there Embafladors almoft from all the Eaft begging his fnendlnip, 
[Orofjib,6.caf.^.'} and the Nations of the Sophenians, joyned themfelves to him: 
AntiochusKingofthe Commagens (which is a Country of Syria fituate by the river 
Euphrates and Taurus) Alchaudonius a petty Prince of Arabia and fome others 
having lued for peace by their Embafladors were received, he joyned alfo a great part 
of Armenia to h\mk\\.[Plutar. & Dio. lib. 35.] 

(VMetellus advancing with three Legions to the Cretianwar, and having over- 
come Lafthcnes neer the City o! Cydonia, was called Emperour, and deftroyed the 
whole Ifland with fire andfword: forcing the Cretians into their Caftles and Cities, 
[Floratlib. 3.cap*q .PhlegonOlymp.iyt.an.4. apudPbotium. Applet legat. jo.jmaking 
no reckoning of their friendfttip when it was offered to him.

Maaadatcs, who in the behalf of Tigranes had with his army comraandedall Syria 
bv the (pace of fourteen yeares, brought it away to the afliftancc of hisKing: by 
which meanes Antiochus, the fonnc of Antiochus (the holy) Sc Siiena, who had obtci- 
ned the name of Afiaticus, becaufe he had had his Education therein, wrought him- 
felf into the Kingdome by the connivance of the Syrians. Nor did Lucullus that had 
newly bear out Tigranes from the lands he had gotten, invey him his ancient potfeffion 
\Ani*n inSyriac.pag. 1 1 8. u 9. 1 33,] but Strabo about the end of his eleaventh book 
writes that Lucullus beat out Tigranes, out of Syria and Phoemce, and that by the 
fame Lucullus after he had overcome Tigranes, Antiochus the fonnc of C yzicemr, (at 
rather his Grandchild by his tonne ) was called King of Syria untill that PtaPfy «** 
that away which Lucullus had conferred, but we read m Ubr. 40. cap. *. ] of Juftin that 
ihere were foure ycates Ipace betwixt U* time he received ic and the time it was talcen 

^Tigranes and Mithridates (ent Embafladors to beg aid, both of their Neighbours, 
and of Arfaces the ParthianKing, traduciugthe R omans to him, and fuggelting that 
as foon as by their being dettitutc, and forfaken by others, they had conquered them , 
they would mrue their armesuponhimitffl^.^.

Th& Arfaces was called fo being the common appellation of the Kings ot Parthia , 
his proper name' was Pacorus from Xiphilinus, but be was ! called Phradates trom 
Memnon : and it is delivered by Phlegon Trallian L » Vh*& MUotbcctcod. 9ll that 
in the year before which was in the third year oi 1 77 Olympiade that Phraates luccee- 
ded Sinatrucus, the deceafed King ot the Partbians, but Dio more lately reports lhra- 
ates to havefucceeded Arfacus, yet AppianusfaieshefucccededSintncus, which we 
(hall fee in its proper placc,and tnat this Arfacef had enjoyment of the Empire fix years 
before the third war of Mithridates wasbegun, thefe words mentioned man epiitole 
be writ tothe fame man ( of which more hereafter ) do fufficieotly (how. Tbnbtmg 
remoovedafar offan* all others being obnoxwut I again renewed the war-, from Whence wee 
conclude his proper name was citnerSimricueorSinatrux. 

This Arfaces was offended with Tigranes for ftirring up anew war, about a cer- 
taine Country that was in controverfy betwixt them, which Country Tigranes had 
newveildeduptohiroagaine, Moreover the Parthian look't to have the great Val- 
lyes Mefopotamia and Adiabene ihould have bin delivered into his.poffeffion,as the 
reward of his Confederacy, but Lucullus being cerrified of the Etabaflages, Tigranej 
and Mithridates had lent to Arfaces, he alio lent fome of his with threates it he aflifted 
them, and promifcs if he would take patt with. Ac Romans, And being urged by 
Lucullus's EinbalTadors that he would either afTift him,or at lealt ftand Neuter he pro- 
miing friendOiip privately to both , performed it to neither, [ Memnon cap. 60. Pluur. 

Ainoncft the reliques of the fourth book of Salufls Hiftorythere remains the inure 
letter of Mithridates, to Arfaces about this very affaire in which he feemed to turn the 
indLationhehad conceived againft Tigranes for waging the late war into his ad-

Asloonasthe unwelcome tidings or the affaires M.Cotta had managed atHera- 
clea, arrived at Rome, he was in publick difgrace,a«id hisgteat riches augmented 
thcii !envy;toavoid which he brought back molt of the fpoilcsmw the treafury, which 
yetcouldnotmakc the Romans the more moderate in as «^»^ , »P e *« , . ne , 
reftorcdafewthingsoutofthatgrcatabuadancehehadgot, having learned alto that 
thcprifon«rat Hwaclea were Tuddainly to bedifmiftby a public^ decree. [^««.» 
c *P.**.l Moreover 
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Moreover Thratyrocdcsan Heraclenfian, before on Aflembly,did publickly accufe 
Cotra, and commemorated the benevolence of his City to the Romans,' and (hewed 
that if they had any wav tranf greft, it was not done by the content of the City* but 
by the fraud of their Magiftrates, and the power of their adverfaries: with great la- 
mentation he laid before them the burning of the City, and forgot not with teares to 
remember how Cotta had converted all to his private profit. There ca me alfo a multi- 
tude of captives men and women with their little ones clothed in mourning weeds 
and kneeling, with great lamentation held up their hands. The Roman Nobility in- 
clining to commifcrate their cafe, Cotta came forth* and after he had pleaded a little 
in his own tongue, he returned ; when Carbo arifing replies : We O Cotta gave yo» 
CommiJfuntotAke^nottodefiroytbeCitj. And after him tome others arofc, and with 
like crimination expreft their indignation againft him* To many therefore he leemed 
worthy ofcbantihment, but with mote moderation, they onely took away his Dignity 
And reftored their lands, lea, and harbours, to the Heracleans : with this provifol 
that none of them fhould be made flaves» [ Id, ibid. 3 , .-■- 

Thrafymede!,thefe things being paft, lent back the people into their Country, but 
ftayed himlelf wi:h Brithagora,and Propylo the fon of Brithagora for fome years 
at Rome, performing thole things which the cuftom of the Country required, f Id 
cap. 6 a , ] • 

Lucullus was condemned not of ftrangers onely, but his own Citizens, that he would 
not purfue Tigranes, but gjye him lciiure to elcape, whom he might eauly have fub- 
dued, had he not aimed atthe continuance of his own command j and therefore the 
Government of Alia (properlyfo called) which was committed to him before, was 
affigned to the Prastors, [ Zto, lib, 35.] 

Lucullus went then to the Gordyens, and clebrated the Obfequies of their King 
Zarbienu? whom Tigrane s had killed, forafmuch as he had fecretly entred into League 
with him, and put fire himfclf to the pile of wood that was garnifhed with Royal 
Robes,and Gold, and the fpoiles had been taken from Tigranes, pouriu g on the (acri- 
fice with his friends and kindred, and pronouncing him his iriend,and a Confederate of 
the people of Rome. Tothefe he commanded a (umptuous Monument to be made 
out of the Kings Treafury, and dedicated to him : by which means the Gordyens were 
fo devoted to Lucullus, they would have left their habitations and have followed him 
with their wives and children, [ Plutarch. ] 

In the Courts of Zarbienus, there was found much Silver and Gold, and in his Gra- 
naries, there was laid up ten times three hundred thouland medimni, which is about 
5 bufhells. So the fouldiery was fupplied, and it was a great honour to Lucullus that he 
had. taken nothing out of the Treafury, but kept up the war with the fpoiles of the 
war, [ id. ] . 1 

Here met him Embafladours from Arfaces King of the Parthian*, defiring his 
friendfhip and aliance ; which being not unwelcome to Lucullus, he on the other fide 
lent S ; ciluis, or rather Sextilius to him; but Arfaces (ufpeffing from his Eminence in 
matters of war, that hehadfent rather in relation to the difcovery of his Country and 
ftrengtb, than to the treaty they were about,yeilded no fupply to the Romans ; yet he 
carryed himfclf to, as that he attempted nothing againft them, but kept himfelfasa 
neuter betwixt both parties, [ Id, cum *Dione t lib. 35 . ] 

WhenLucullushad learnt that he was wavering in his counfeh, and that he defired 
privately of Tigranes Mefopotamia, as the reward of his friendfhip ? he refolvedto 
paffe by Tigranes and Mithridates as enemies already conquered, and by flattening 
his march againft the Parthians to try their valour and ftrcngth. He lent therefore 
into Pontus to Sernatius his Embaffadour there, and to fcveral others, that they would 
bring the forces they had there to him, as if he had been to advance from the Country 
of the Gordyens againft the Parrhians; but the fouldiers were refra&ory and would 
be won neither with fair means nor foule, declaring, that if they were left there with- 
out relief, they would depart to Pontus. The report of thefe things being brought to 
Lucullus, corrupted even thofc fouldiers he had with him, by reafon of their riches and 
luxury, hankering after eafe, and hating the i everity of war : But as foon as they un- 
derftood the fury of the Ponticks, they cryed them up as perfons fit to be imitated and 
efteemed ; profeffing they had already by their many atcheivements merited their reft 
and difcharge. And fo Lucullus was forced to lay afide his Expedition into Parthia, 
[ Plutarch, ] ' 

Furthermore rhelfland of Delus is feated in the jEgean Sea, to which place they 
flocked with their Merchandize from all parts. It is full of riches, fmall and without 
f. w ? U iy" fef urc a " d fearcd nothing ( as Cicero fpeaks in his Oration, pro lege Mani- 
lla ) The Pirate Athenodorus took ir, and carryed the inhabitants captive, deftroy- 
lng the images of their gods : but Caius Triarius repaired the mines and built a wall 
about it; asTrallianusPhlegonhathobfervcd in his fifth book of his Chronicles, in 
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the fourth year of the 177 Olymplade, [/» Biblhthecdt Tbocii, cod. 9j. ] 

Mithridates madeaimes m every Town, and calling a mutter, took account of al* 
moftalUhe Armenians j out of which fele£ting7oo66 Foot, and half as many H.»tfe, 
he difavfled the reft ; which, after he had 'digged into companies and troups, accor- 
ding to the Italian Difcipline, he defiyered over t6 the Pondcks to be trained*

In that year wherein Q^Marcius the King did alone execute the office of Couful, 
Lucullus in the midft of Summer ( for by reafon of the cold he was not able to invade 
them fooner) he advanced with his army againft Tigranes. After he had pafled the 
mountain Taurus, and difcovcred the green fields, he wa$ aftonifhed • that thefeafon 
was thereto backward by reafon of the cold. Neverthelefte, he came down into the 
plains, and after two or three battles, in which the Armenians a {faulted him, he routed 
anddilperft them. \Pl*t % c*m,I}ione,Kb i i')*'\ And wbilft Mithridates remained upon 
a hill with the Foot, md part of the Horfe.; Tigrane»,faliing with the rerriainder upon 
the Roman forragcrs,was overcome; by which mean? j they fetch their provifions with 
more (ecurity afterwards, and nearer Mithridates, and removed their Tents nearer 
alto, lJpp>*».3 and intercepting the fupplies were carrying to Tigranes, they 
brought (which they gteatly feared) a great fcarcity upon their enemies. [/V*- 
tarch.] 

Lucullus deftroyed one part of the Country, fuppofing the Barbarians might have 
been provoked to have fought in its defence ; but when he found that would not do, he 
marched out againft them* and his Horfe being very much preft by the Cavalry of 
the enemy, (there being no conflia at all with the Foot) he coming in with hi* 
Targets to.their relief, put them prefently to flight, yet they received no great lofle 
themfelve** but cafting their arrows back upon thole that purfued, they killed many 
outright, and wounded many, which wounds, were very grievous, and hard to be 
cured tor the arrows had a double point, and fo placed,that they were prefently mortal, 
whether they were pulled out or left in. [D'o.] 

InCreet,whenLafthcncsthe Govcrnour of Cydonia,was befieged therein by C. 
Mctclius the Proconful, and had fled from thence to Gnolus, Panares another Go- 
vernor of the City, making his peace, delivered u to Metellus who afterward laying 
fiege to Gnolus, Lafthenes put all his wealth into a houie, andfet ii on fire, and then 
fled from Gnollus. [Apptan. Legat. 30. ] Gnolus, Ly&us, and Eiithraca, with many 
other Cities,were taken by Metellus, [Livj, M. 99. Flor$u. lib. 3. cap. 7. Apptan Legat. 
30, ] but the Cretians being long befieged by Metellus, and brought to great extremity, 
were co>ftrained to quench their thirft with their own urinS and their Catties. \y*ltr. 

Max, lib. 7. cap. 6.] , , r 

Lucullus brought his army againft Artaxata , Tigranes's Court, where his wife 
and children were; which he not enduring* railed his Camp, and after four dayes 
march, came and fat down by the Romans, having the river Arfamia betwixt them, 
which the Romans mutt of neceffuyp^ffe to attach Artaxara.t/'/w^cM l 

Lucullus, having performed hisfacrifice to hi* gods, drew forth hi< army,as if he had 
been certain of viftory; and placing 1 2 Cohorts in the front j he dlf poled tne reft i/ito 
rclcrvcs, leaft they might be encompaft by the enemy, in whole army chere were 
placed a great and leleft body of Ho.le; before whole colours there flood the Mar- 
dian and Iberian Lancccr*, that ufed arrows alfo on horfe-back, in Which Tigranes did 
principally truft,as the rooft valiant amongft his ftrangers, yet they performed nothing 
remarkable, onely skirmiihing for a whi,c with the Romans, but not ablero endure 
the force of iheLegonsj they ran away thtmlclvesjand drew the Horfe after them 
[Id] 

Asfoonastheywercdifperft.andhe beheld Tigranes Horfe advance, fufpeaing 
their fplehdoi-r and multitude, he remanded his own from the peifut; in the mean 
time with thofe noblesand rfficers he had about him, marched up againft them that 
came towards him ; who, being affrighted, fled before the y came to a charge. Of the 
three Kings, that wcte then in the field, Mithridares, K-ng of Pontus, ran away 
molt fhametully, not lo much as enduring the fhoutof the Romans. The Romans 
having them in chafe, fo long a fpace as a whole night, were not only weary of 
killing, but taking pri(onert>and were tired with taking and carrying away their 
veryfnony and prizes. Livy reports, that in the former battle, there were more, 
but in this, the nobler and mote considerable of the enemies, taken and flam. 
[Id.-\ < , . , 

The Pirates were at this time grown to that height, that having ovcrlpread the 
whole fea,they did not onely intercept provifionSj intended for the fleer, but would land 
and deftroy both Provinces and Iflands; to that the Romans, that had conquered 
the whole World, were only unfecurc at fea. [Pltitarcbin Pompt.o.Appian inM.ihri. 
Dio lib. i6. Eutrop. lib .6 Qrof. lb, 6 4 cap, a* 1 which the next year^ Cicero in hh Oration

The cornmoa receptacle of thete Pyrates, was Cilicia the rough and the- principal 
fear o. the war .they had in every place Caftlcs, Towers and defect Iflands, and le- 
cret creeks for their foips, but more elpccially they cameiorDhout ofthisparrofCili- 
cia caUed the rough, which was without harbour* and ritiog with exceeding hieh 
rocks, from whence by all ^people they werecalled by the €oau*amtt*.cia£ti» i 
becaufe that cwll which began in Glicia, drew the Syrians, Cypriaus, Parophilians, 
1 omiCKS, and all the Eaftemc Countryes into acombinatioo,whoby reafon of the redi- 
oufneffe of Mithridates'* war, being more inclinable to do mifebeif then to enduceir, 
they changed the land for the lea, fo that in a (how time there became many thoufands 
ofthem^C^/4»/>^«a34.]J J 

They had aboveathoutand Pickeroones,and4oo Cities that they bad taken, and 
the 1 emples at Uarius, Didaemaeus, and Saraothracc that Were inviolate anduntoucht 
before, they pillaged and difpoyled that which was dedicated to Teilusat Hcrroion , 
to jEfculapius at Epidaurus^to Neptune in Ifthmus, TttiarusandCalaaria, Apollo in 
ASmm and Lcucade, Ju jo in Samos Argi* and Lucanium, they performed fomcrites 
of Strangers in Olympus ; fome (ccret Myfteries of which thofe which had rhcir deno- 
mination from the Sun remained, being at firftfhowen by them : after a worler man- 
ner they itifti ted over the Romans, for if a-iy ot their prifonen calkd himfclf a Roman, 
they prelently counterfeiting feare knock't their knees together, and falling down at 
his feet, humbly implored his pardon, and whilft he imagined them reall and linccre, 
lomeorthemiurnirtied him with fhoocs, others with garmenttlcaft he fhouldbe other- 
wife any longer unknowne, and when at this rate they had long mock't and deluded 
the man, putting down a ladder into the Sea they bad him go down in lafety, ifhe 
would not they tumbled him downe headlong, and drowned him. TPimalch in

About the Autumnall Equinox great tempefts unexpectedly infefted Lucullushi s 
Army, it fnowd for the rnoft pan, and froze when it was clear, and the ice was troo! 
bIefome,by which meancs it feilout the rivers afforded but little water for the Hotfe* 
and it they brake the ice, the peic« hurt their legs and made it diflkuk to paffe :» 
the Country being woody they were daily dablcd with the iaU of Inowirom the trees 
andconftramedtoreftincommodiounyinthcwet:firftthcrcforcthey petitioned Lu- 
cullus by their Tribunes, afterwards growing tumultuous they in the night cryed out 
totheirarmes, Lucullus begged earneftly but invainc, befeechingthey would only 
checrup fo long til they had deftroyed the work of the grcateft Enemy of the Armem* 
ans, fince Carthage was taken, for it is reported (asabovdaidin 41 *<* year of the 
Julian Period) thatArxatawasbu.lt by the advice of Handbal the arthaginian , 
but ptcvaihng nothing he retreated £ Id. in Lncuile.] which retreat of the Romln Ar- 
my, Cicero endeavours to etcufe in his Oration for the Law Manilia after this fort. 
*jt? 7* J h ^'< m * Ci <J»' Cranes Kingdome called Tigrau*certs,emd had 
fought ftveralBattadswttbgoodfuccefcyet were the, moved with thf tedsoufueffe of iWn

Lucullus, having formed his leagure , all manner of Enginswere provided for a 
ftorm, C M, 3 B !t in the beginning of the Winter when the Barbarians thought them- 
ielvesctitainofvi6tory» and the Romans already departing, they began to be care- 
leffe. And Lucullus having gotten the opportunity of a night in which the Moon be- 
ing not to be feen, and a great tempeft with thunder was rifen, fo as the Barbarians 
could neither lee nor hear, and for that reafon leaving a few there onely, they had al- 
mottdeiertcd the outward wall, and the ditch between, and by his Workeshegat 
eafily over the wall ; and killing without much adoc thofe few Sentinels he found, and 
with eatth that he threw in ( for they had before this thrown down their bridges ) he 
filled up a part of the ditch, and when the Enemy could not hurt them with their ar- 
rows norfire, by reafon of the rain, he wan the ditch, and poffeffed himfelf immediate- 
ly of the City, theitiu ward walls being not made fo ftiong, becaufc they built more 
confidence upon that without, [Dio.] ■ 

Thofe that fled into the Caftle, he received upon rerm?, {Id. ] Guras the brother of 
Tigranes furrendring himfelf, he intreated civilly. Callimachus he would by no means 
hear, though he promifed to difcover great fums of money that were hid : but be- 
caufe he had burnt Amilu»,robbing him of his glory, and difpoiling that thing which 
ihouldhave declared his bounty to the Grecians, he referved him incbainestobe 
punned, ITlutarch.] Much money being afterwards taken, Lucullus wintered ac 

In the mean time, thofe which bare the (way in the Afc mbl y , out of envy charged 
Lucullus, that outofcovetoufnclTe and defire of command, he protracted the war. 
Onefaid Cilicia, Afia, Bithynia, Paphlagonia, Galatia, Poncus, Armenia, and all 
the Provinces as far as Phafis, were already conquered, and that now he was oncly 
forraging in Tigrane's Countries, as ifhe had been lent rather to plunder Princes, than 
to vanquifh them*, this fas 'tis reported) Lucius Qjiintius one of the Prxtorsdid 
fpeak, by whom the people 'of Rome being perf waded , gave orders for the fending 
others to fucceed him, and disbanded many of thofe fouldiers that had fcrved faithfully 
under him, [Plutarch.] 

InhisCamp,P.Clodius,amanofgrcatiufolence and diffolutnefle, brought great 
diftutbance to his a flairs ; he was brother to Lucullus his wife, with whom ( the bei ng 
a lalcivious woman ) he was reported to be nought : he degenerating by reafon of Ivs 
manners,was turned from the command Lucullus had fitft given him : for which canle 
he ftirrcd up the Fimbrians, ( or Valerians ) agiinft him ; thofe I mean which he had 
brought ou of Fimbria, todeftroy L. Val. Flaccus the Conful, and (hould have taken 
him fov their Commander. Thele men, being feduced by Clodius, would neither fol- 
low him againlt Tigranes nor Mithridates, but under pretence ot wnter, protracted 
the time at Gordyene, expe&ing fome other Governouc to come and fucceed Lucul- 

Tigraues ( when Lucullus was before Nifibis ) conceiving it invincible, moved not 
towards itsreliefjbutfendingMithridateiiuohis ow.i Country, he inarched himfelf 
into Armenia* where for a while he beficged Lucius Fannms, till Lucullus hearing his 
condition,marchedtohisrefcue,[D/o.//^. ?5. ] 

Mithridates, marching into Pontus,the ondy kingdom that was lett him, there fol- 
lowed him four thoufand of his own nun, and as many that he received from Tigra- 
nes,r Appian. j with which, invading one of the Armenian's and other Countries, he 
aflaulted many ftraghng Romans unawares, and dcllroyed them, others he fought 
fairly and vanquiihed,and recovered many places with great expedition ; for becaule 
he was of that Country himfelf, and hisfather had niL-d there before, thofe men were 
veryii.clinabletoMithridates and took up an indignation againft the Romans, for 
that they were ftrangers, and fome of their Governours Tyrants, and by that means 
came freely to Mithtidates* [I>w.T To which that place in Tullies Oration for the 
Manilian la w is to be referred. Uliithridates ( fayes he ) had now confirmed his own foul- 
diers y aHdthofcwhtchhad)ojnedthtmfelvestohim outof his kingdom, and with great fup- 
pties both from f arraign Countries and Kings, be was re-inforced, which we have heard indeed 
doth frequently happen, that Princes calamities do eafily procure companion from moft men, 
efpec'iallyifthei be either Kings themfehes, or do live under government ; becanfe the name 
of a King ts very reverend and facred, and by that means be effetted more by being overcome^ 
than if be had been fafe he durft ever have hoped for. .... , 

Mithridates overcame M. Fabius, whom Lucullw had left Governonr of thole 

parts ; but it was by theafliltanceoftheThracians who were then at hoftilky with 
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Fabius, although they had received pay under him formerly, nor were the flaves in 
the Roman Camp a little conducive to it, [ Id. cum Avpiano.] 

For rkft of all, Fabius having fent out lomc of the Thracian fcouts and they return- 
ing with uncertain intelligences he advanced carelcffely, and fell before he was aware 
upon Mithiidates, which time the Thracians revolting, aflailed the Romans, and put 
them to flight} in which conflict, there were five hundred flain. After thar, Fabius 
fearing ah the flaves that followed his Camp, fought him for a while doubtfully, when 
Mith idates promifing liberty alfo to the flaves, they allofell off to his fide, and had 
douotlefleiy deftroyed all the Fabians, had not Mtthridares been hurt with a (tone in 
the knee, by reaion of which, and another wound under his eye with a dart, he was 
(udainly carryed off the field. And whileft the Barbarians were folicitous ot the 
health of their King, they gave Fabius opportunity of afafe retreat, with the remainder 
of hismen. The Agar i, a people ot Scythia, well skilled in confeftionsoi the poyioo 
of Serpents (and for that reafon they were alwayes near his pcrfon) had then the care 
of the King. [lid. inter fe collati.] 

Fabius, after this being (hut up and befieged in Cabiris, was relieved by C. Triarius; 
for he, marching that way out of Afia to Lucullus,and underftanding his lucceffe, he 
got together as great a body as he could, of thole that were prefent, and terrified Mt- 
thridaces fo much, that (imagining chem the whole army of the Romans > before 
ever he faw them, he removed his Camp. Upon which Triarius taking courage, 
pei filing them into the Country of the Comagcns,(or rather Comans, in Cappadocia, 
of which hear Dio hereafter) he fought and overcame them. Mithridates had in- 
campedontheonefideof a river, and the Romans came down on the other, and in 
hopes be might find them weary, and tired with their march, he advanced immedi- 
ately himfelf, and commands the reft ihould (over another bridge) allault them whilft 
they were engaged. After they had fought a long time, and with various fortune; 
the bridge (opprcft with the number of men that were pafliig) brake, and fo hindered 
Mithridates fuppiies, and was the occafion of -his defeat. It wa s winter now, and both 
ot them , after tht> battle , betook themlelvcs to their quarters , and reft. [ &:<>. 
cap, 35.] 

Aulus Gabinius, as tribune, prevailed with the people, that an Eroperour might be 
chofen out of thole which had been Confuls, with full and abfolute power againft the 
Pirates in General ; and that his command might laft for three years, and he fur- 
nifhed with very large fupplies, and many Legates : it is not certain, whether he was 
put upon this by Pompey (whom notwithstanding he did Dot name) or carrysd by a 
deiigne onely of ingratiating himfelf •, however, he did it not for the advantage of the 
Republick, being a moft wicked man, [Id.l,b.$6.] Of whom Cicero b his Oration, 
after his returne to the Senate : Who, had be not been protested by bis being Tribune 
he could, neither have Avoided the power of the Prater, the number of his creditours, nor the 
profcriptton of h)s goods; at which time, had he not got that order concerning war with the 
Pirates, necejfify and wickednefft would have confirained him to turn Pirate himfelf; but 
with leffc danger and detriment to the Common -wealth, for as much as their adver far j hadbeen 
within their walls. 

This order of the people, which the Senate (though againft their wills, as Dio 
affirms in his 3 <5. book) confirmeS. Vclleius Paterculus» in his lecond book, and 31. 
chapter, gives an account of; How that when in the manner of a war, not of thiev- 
ing, they bad frighted the whole World with their (hips, and not by any fuddain or 
fecrec expedition ; and had moreover deftroyed fome Cities in Italy: CnaeusPom- 
peius was fent to fupprefle them, and hadaneqiMll command in all places, within 
fifty miles of the fea, with the Proconfuls ; by which decree of the Senate, the Go- 
vernment of the whole World, almoft was devolved upon one man: yet the fame 
thing was decreed two years before in the Prsetorfliip of M. Antonius, as Velleius 
reponsj yet it feems to me, that it Ihould rather be fix "years before* than two fincc. 
it appears that M. Antonius died three years before in the Crctian war; and that 
Marcus Antonius dying in the Cretian war, departed this life two years before, and 
that the great care of at the fea coafts, within the %oman Empire,W3ts committed to 
himintheConfulfhipof Lucullus,and Cotta, AfconiusPedianus,in'his Oration of 
Verres Pratorfhipin Sicily, has taught us,asisdemonftratcdbefore in the year of the 
World, $93 °> and 393 3, 

By this Gabinian law, Pompey had for three years the command given him, not 
onely of the Navy, but (as Plutarch faies) over all men, as well within the Provinces 
within 4°o furlongs of the fea, as in all the Mediterranean, in which compafle, he had 
power to command all Kings? (Sovernours and Cities, to his aide and afliftance: fo 
Appian [pag. 235.] calls it, 5© miles; which Velleius and Plutarch interpret 400 
furlongs, attributing to every mile, eight furlongs : Xiphilinus,outof thefixth book 
of Dion, calling it 400 /»r/<?»f.f, out of the 35 book, three dayes journy from the fea,

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AciliusGlabro, and Cai.Pifo, being Confuls) having encamped over againft Tria- 
riusnear Gazimfa, he feekes to drill and provoke him to fight, by training and exer- 
cifinghismenin fight of the Romans, that by engaging him before Luculluscame, 
and prevailing ( as he did hope ) he might recover the remainder of the kingdom j 
but not able to draw him forth, he lends part of his men to DadafatobefiegeaCaftle 
in which the Romans had left their train ; to the end, that the Romans coming to its 
relief, might fall into his hands. ♦Jor did his defigne deceive him ; for Triar ins fearing 
the multitude of MUhnda**, and expecting Lucullus ( whom he had fent for ) would 
come, kept himfelt clofe in his Camp : but hearing Dadafa was befieged, his tooldicrs 
were afraid of the goods they had there, and in a tumultuous manner threatned, that 
unleffe he would draw them out, they would go to defend them without his leave ; by 
wh ich means he marched out againft his will, [ Do. lib, 35.] 

When Triatius had drawn out againft Mithridates, there happened fuch a ftorm at 
was never known before in any mans memory, throwing down the tents in either 
Camp, beating the cattle out of the way , and tumbing down fome of the fouldiers 
from the Hills ; tor which caufe they both of them retired : but when it was told Tri- 
atius that Lucullus was at hand, as it he defired to fnatch the victory from him, before 
day he aflauks Mithridates Camp ; and after they had fought long with equal fortune 
and courage, the King trufting to his own wing, at length received the day, and pref- 
iing upon the enemy, forced their Foot into a dirty ditch j where having no footing 
they were cut down without loffe ; and following hs vi£toiy,he couragioufly purfued 
their Horfe thorough the fields, until a Roman Centurion running as a fervant by his 
fide as faft as his horfe ( defparing to kill him by reafon of bis Breaft-plate / gave him 
a deep wound in his thigh 5 he was hirof elf cut prefemly to pieces by thofe that were a- 
bout him, and Mithridates carried into the furtheft part of the army, [Appian.cum 

Plut.&Dione,] 

Upon this, the Kingsfriendi founded a retreate, and called back the fouldiersfrotn 
a notable Victory, which being unexpe&ed, catt fome kind of fear upon them left 
fome evil might have happened tcom fome other place ; until it was known, they got 
tumultuoully about the body of their King» and at length Timotheus the Phyfitian 
having ftopt the blood, held him up on high to their fighr. The Romans ( who but by 
this accident had been utterly deftroyed ) in this time got away and efcaped . Mithri- 
dates coming to himfelf,reprovesthem that occafioned the retreate, and that very 
day raifes his Camp, and marches againft the Romans, which now, the fouldiers be- 
ing afraid, was utterly defertcd. Above 7000 fouldiers were faid to be killed in this 
fighr,amongftwhichi5oCenturions, and 24 Tribunes, which number of officers 
was never known to be loft in any battle before, [ibid,] Appian fayes this encounter 
happened near the mountain Scotius, a place by reafon of Mithridates vttlory, Triarius 
misfortune, and the lofs of the Roman army very eminent in thofe parts, [ pag. 254. ] As H r- 
tius reports alto in his Commentaries of the war in Alexandria, where he Ihews it is not 
much more than three miles diftant from Zela, a Town in Pontus. 

This is the defeatc Cicero in his Oration for the Manilian law half a year after 
commemorates' by the By. Tour army was refolute and viHoriw, but OWithridatesfell 
upon them : yet fttjfer tut in this place ( tike thofe write the Roman affairs ) to flip over our 
misfortunes, which were fo great, that the tidings came not to Lucullus by a Aie finger from 
the fight, but by rumour and report. And afterwards, Having received that overthrow in 
Font m, of which a little beftre I remembredyou againft my will when our friends and confe- 
derates were afraid,the wealth and courage •/ the enemies increa(ed,and when the Province had 
no Garrifon orflrtngth for to truft to,^4?ta had been loft O %omansJiad not fortune in the nicl^ 
of time brought Pompey as it were from heaven to the relief othofe Countries, whtfe arrival 
flopped Mithridates though fwelled with his fucceffe i and retarded Tigranes who with great 
Jlrengthwas threatening of Afta. 

Mithridates being cured of his wound", and fufpeding there might be more of the 
enemy amongft his men, he feletted a party upon another pretence, and commanding 
every one fuddenly to their tents, the Romans were found alone, and killed, [D», 

From thence he went into that Armenia which the Romans call the Lefler ; all the 
provifion he could he carryed with him, the reft he fpoilcd left it ihould become ufe- 
tul to Lucullus. About which time Attilius a Roman Senatour ( thatfor fear of juftice 
had long fince fled to Mithridates and been received to favour ) was found guilty of 
confpiracy, whom out of reverence to his former dignity be would not torture, content- 
ing himfelfoncly with his death ; but his companions he tormented greivoufly, his 
lervants whom he had made privy to hisdefign, for their Matters fake, he lent away

Tq this may be added that place of Cicero in his Manilian oration to the Romans 
in which in favour to Lucullus, he in this manner extenuates the bufinefs : L. Lmullm 
( fa'eshe ) who infomtmeafure might perhaps be bettered by his miif marts, being conftrai- 
ned by your command, {btcanfe you had refohed according to ancient exmplt to flop the 
continuance of his Authority) did diffmiffe that parf of his. army ,whrchhadfirvedout their 
time, and fent the ether to qiabrio : and tbui having done : with Lucullus we will return to 
the Piratical or maritime war ( as Saluft and Cicero callsit) that was managed and 
thMuramer finifhr,by Pompcy. 

The chief and better part oi the Pyrateshavingfenttbeir Children wealth, and the 
unufefuU multitude into their Caftles>and.ftroHg hold" neare the mountain Taurus, 
they themtelves encountered Pompey at Coracefion in Ciiicia; where, being over- 
thrown they were preiently befieged- at length they fent out Commiflioners and de- 
livered up themtelves, their Iflandc and Townesj which by reafon of their ftrength 
were very difficult to be taken. \_Plut.inPomp.~] ,.',:. 

Pompcy advances into Ciiicia with a very great numberof Engine refolving by all 
meanes to attempt thole forts that were Ceated upon the rocks, but of thofe things he 
had no need, the vcty eminence of his Name and the report of his preparation fo terri- 
fied the Robbers, that, fuppohng he would be more, mcrcifull if they forbare fighting 
him, firtl they which commanded the great Caftles ot Cragis,and Anticragus,and 
after them all the Cilicians upon the Mountains,came in and tubmitted themfelves : 
and much arms both finifht and making, betides many mips half made in the Docks, Mo- 
thers ready for fayle, brais, and iron prepared for thofe utes, lailes, ropes, and divers 
other materials, a great number of Captives bound that they might either beforced 
to ranfome themfelves, or conftrained tawork in their Prilons. Pompey burns the 
materials, carryes away the (hips, and lent the prifoners home, where many of them 
meet their own monuments, being fuppofedlong fincetohavebindead,[-«tfpp/'4» in 
Mithridatic, ] thus they were overcome, and the whole ftfength of the Pyrates tubdued 
in every part of the fea, and that in no more time than three months £ Plutar t utfnpra ] 
or two if we will hear Lucan in bit fecond book.

There were *oooo of che-Pyrates left alive which Pompey refolved not to kill nor 
yet thought it fafeto fuffcr them to depart, orthat many fouldiers and defperate perfons 
fhould meet together. [ Plut.] leaft poverty therefore might conftrain them to fome at- 
tempt, he difpofed them into a certain place remote from the S&, he gave them 
thofe fields hefawforfaken, for to till, and thofe Cities that wanted Inhabitantsto 
poHefIe,ar>d giv ng them a capacity of living without it he reftrained rhem from rapine 
\Livy 99. lib. vell.Pater.lib.t.cap.z*. F lor us lib. 3. cap. 6. V to Jib. 3*.] hejgavc them 
orders to plant in Malcum, Adana, Epiphania, and what other Townes were unfre- 
quented in Ciiicia (the Stony.)

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Sinatruces,(wbora Appian call Sintricus, Dio by the common name of the Kings 
of Parrhia, Arfaces) being dead, his ton Phraates fucceeded him ; the fecond King 
of Parthiaof that name, who by a moft impious appellation, was called, the god. 
[Appian.in Mhhridattc.pag. 44*. &Dio. lib, 3 6, collat, cum Pltgont. in Bibliothec Phetti. 
cod.9').\P r ;d.cund.Ann9M*Hd.Wtf i ]: 

HirCanus(aswercad .in Jofephus,thc id. book, cap. 9.) was driven out of his 
kingdom by Ariftobulus hn younger brother, three moneths alter the death of his 
mocber Alexandra : But fince it appears there were fixyearstrom the time Hyrcanus 
began toraign. R, Hortenfius, and QtMetellui being Confuls,to the latter end of 
Anftobulus, which was that year Jerufalcm was taken by Porapey, C. Amonius, and 
M. lulling Cicero, being Confnlsj andof themjofephushimfelt attributes but three 
years, and as many moneths to Anftobulus, Hyrcanus muft of neceffity be allowed 
three years, not three moncths, out of which we conceive two moneths mult be taken 
out, and the time-will be made exaft. 

About this time, they having joyned battle at Jericho, many of HyrcanusV men 
went over to his brother Ariftobulus ; by which means he fled into a Cafik, in which 
the wife and children of Ariftobulus were, by Alexandra' his mother put to be kept: 
thereftof hi>party,for fear of the Conquerour, betook the mlelves to the protection of 
a Temple, and in fhort (pace, delivered up themfelvcs. At length, the brothers came 
to treat of peace* and ic was agreed Ariftobulus fhould raignftijl, and his brother be 
permitted to lead a private life, quietly iujoyingthat wealth he had gotteni>y his wits 
This covenant they both entred into in the Temple, and after all oathi and joyning 
or their hands, and embracing one another in the fight of the people, they withdrew 
one to his Court, the other as a private perfon to Ariftobulus's houfe. [ Jofeph. M. 14. 
cap.i,] And thus Ariftobulu? obtained the government of the Kingdome, and 
chief Prieft in three years and three moneths, as it is {aid. f Id. lib. 20. 
cap, 8. ] . 

Lucius Tullus,and jEmilfus Lepidus, being Confute, in the beginning of their Conful- 
fhip, in the Kalends of January, whieh as the year was thenalterd by the Romans, 
fell out in the Julian Oaober, the Senate abrogated a law, which C. Maniius, a Tri- 
bune of the people, had the evening before tendred, by which thofe fervarits which 
were nude free, fhould have as good a fuffrage as their mafters: but for thiscaufe, 
ManUus fearing himfelf, and being Mercenary and Minifterial to thole that were in 
power , that he might curry favour with Pompey, he proclaimed another law, That 
the conduct ot the war with Tigranes and Mithridates, together With the Legions 
and Provinces that were under Luculls ; Cilicaaho under the command of Marcius 
the King, and Bithynia under Acilius Glabrio, fhould be refigned to Pompey, and 
that hettould continue in his Maritime commands, as he reeeived them at firft. (\Do, 
lib. 3 6. cum Livi.lib. 1 00. Vellei. Tater, lib, *,cap, 3 j, Afcomo Pedian, in Ora. Qomtlia- 
nam, & Plutarch in Pompeio.^ 

Livy notes this law to be paft with great indignation of the Nobility, it feeming to 
the Senate no lefle than a manifeft injury to Lucullus, nor was he Cent to fucccedhim 
in the war to much as in the Tryumph,and to take poffclhon of the fp tiles he had 
taken, rather than the adminiftration of the war. [Plutarch in Luculto.] Nor did it 
pleafc them, that they were forced to call Marcius and Acilius from their commands, 
before the time they had given them was expired* [Dio. lib. 36*] But they were 
chiefly jealous of Pompey's powerto whom by this meanes* the whole Roman Em- 
pire was fubje&ed; for thofe Provinces which by the former Gabim'anlaw, he did 
feem not to have obtained, as Phrygia,Lycaonia, Galatia, Cappadocia, Cilicia, the 
upperColchis,and Armenia, by this he engroft [Plutarch in Pompon.] chat power 
being given him, both of war and peace, that he might by his own will, judge any 
body his enemy, or make any his friend and aflociate, as he thought good himfelf. 
He had alfo the command of all armies, wbatfoever, which were out of Italy ; all 
which the people of Rome had never heaped together upon one man before. ^.Appian, 

Upon th s occafion it was, that Cicero then Prstor, made his Oration for the Mani- 
lian law in the*} year after that cruel flaughter of the Citizens of Rome, which was 
perpetrated in Afia, by Mithridates command in one day, He now retgneth (faieshe) 
the three and twentieth jear from that time,andreignetbfo, not as to hide himfelf iu Pontus 
or Gappadocia, but to breaks out and invade the tributaries, and breath your tAfian 
aire, 

Pompey was as yet petfuingh is victory over the Pirates in Cilicia; or as (Plutarch 
faies in his life) the was being ended, and he void of bufineffe, he was vifitingtbe Cities 
thereabout ; but when by hi» letters from Rome, he undcrftood what was done there, 
his friends being prefent, and congratulating the news, he is reported to have frown- • 
ed, and ftrook his thigh, as if he were already weary, and difcoiireuted with his com- 
mand j 
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mand ; whofe mind they all knew to be very covetous of it ; [ Plutarch in Pompe'to, 
Dio, lib, 36.] And 'although he had formerly made a fhew of failing iuto Crete to 
Metellus, he forgot that now, and all his maritime bufmelle, if there was anything 
left undone, and addreft himfelf wholly to war with the Barbarian?, [ Dio, &M cal- 
ling back every where the Souldiers to him, and requiring the afliftance ot thofe Kings 
and Potentates he had received to amity. [Plut. ibid.] 

Tigranes the younger, Grandchild to Mithridates, by his daughter* revolting from 
his father, is overcome by him, but not being taken, he joyned with the chief of them 
that were difcontented with his father, and went over to Phraates King of the Partis- 
ans. [£»v. ltb< 100. Appiau.pag. 24a. Dio, lib. 36.] 

Pompey, proceeding in his war with Mithridates, renewed his league with Phraates 
King of Parthia. [A»v/.] Upon the fame conditions were tendred formerly to Sylla 
and Lucullu*, ot which Pompey (peaks in Lucans eighth book, ,

And according to agreement, Phraates with Tigranes the younger? invaded Arme- 
nia, which was fubjedt to Tigranes, and advancing as tar as Artaxata, (having over- 
come all oppofition they met by the way) they fat down before it • whillt Tigranes 
the elder, for tear or t hem, retired amongft the mountaines. ££«>.] 

Pompey, to dilcovet Mithridates mind, fent Metrophanesto him with very friendly 
proposals; but he being in hopes that Phraates (newly pofleft of the kindom of Par- 
thia) would have joyned with him, rejects them: but underftanding that he was pre- 
occupied by Pompey, and ingaged to invade Armenia, his heart mlfgave him, and 
he lent immediately Ambafladours with proportions of peace. Pompey re- 
quires he (hould lay down arm 1 ;, and deliver up thofe that had revolted. 
['Dio.] 

As loon as this was heard in Mithridates army, the Runnawayes (of which there 
was a gteat number) futpc&ingtbey fhould be given up: and the Barbarians fuppo- 
fingt hey fhould be forced to maintain the war without their afliftance, fell into a mu- 
tiny, and had done tome mifchief to Mithridates, had he not pretended that he lent 
his Embafladors rather to defcrythe pofture and preparation of the eneny, than to 
defire peace. [Idem] He fwore moreover he would neither have amity with the Ro- 
mans, by roafon of their covetoufnefle, neither would he deliver up any of them, 
or do any thing, but for the common advantage of all* [Appian.] 

When Pompey was come into Galatia, Lucullus cams to meet him, [Dio.] at the 
Caftle of Danala. 1 Strabo, lib. 1 2. pag. 5 67. ] Lucullus, in refpeft of his age and dig- 
nity of hisContulfhipswas the better man : but Pompy's dignity, in refpeft of the 
number of his commands, and two Triumphs that he had had, was the greater : 
Both of them had garlands of laurell carried before them, in honour of their victories. 
Pompey's laurels by realon he had come a long journey, through dry and fquahd 
Countries, were dead and withered, which Lucullus Liftors obterving, they courte- 
oufly prefented him with fome of theirs, which were frelh and green : which paflagc 
the friends of Pompey looked upon as a good omen, that he fhould carry both 
the rewards and ornament ot Lucullus victories. [ Plutarch in Luculb , & P am - 

Lucullustold him all things were already fubdued, neither was there need of that 
expedition at all ; and that there were for the fame realon, perfons arrived* that the 
Senate had deputed for the fettlement and compolure ot affairs : but failing to per. 
fwade Pompey to go back,hc fell to complain and afpcrfe him; [Dio,Hb. §67}in{omnch, 
that there began to be a grear conte ft betwixt them : Pompeyt objecting toLucullu; 
his covetoufneffe, Lucullus to Pompey his intatiable defire ot command, and neither 
of them could be accufed of faying talfe in what they faid. [Vclletus Pater, lib.z, cap.tf , 
'Plutarch in Pompeio,] 

For thiscaufe Lucullus difpofed of thofe lands he had taken from the enemy as he 
pleated, and gave away many good gifts befides,for which he was fharply reproved 
by Pompey, in that he tolled and conferred honours and rewards, whilft the 
enemy was on foot, which uled not to be done,till the war was done and accomplimed. 
Pompey (offended) removes his Camp a little further from him, and commanded no 
bodv fhould obey, or come near him: aud by publick edict, forbad the confirmation 
1 Eeee 2 ^ 
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ofhisa£b,or what the council often officers fhould fuggeft, having alfo the greater 
army be was uot alictle formidable : and leaving him onely 1600 for his triumph, he 
drew away all hislouldiers which he carryed away.t leugh they were as ufelefle to him 
by rcafon of their mutinoulnefle, as tbey were angry with Lucullus, [Plutarch inPom- 
peiOj& Ucttllo.-] Onely the Valerian ( or Fimbrian ) Legions he called tohimfelf 
which (however they were refraftory with Lucullus) (erved him without any fe- 
dition,tI>"'.^. J5,CT3 6 .] 

Lucullus returned from thence to Rome, and brought along with him good (tore 
of books (which were pate of his Pontick prey) [ Ifidor. Origin. lib. 6. cap. 3.3 w j tn 
which be furnifhed his Library, which was al waves open to all people, dpecially the 
Grecians, [ Plutarch in Lucullo. ] He was the firft alfothat brought Cherryes into Italy, 
[Pl>»y,nb.if.cap.i$.] And ( however he had been in jured exceedingly by Pompey) 
he was received very honourably by the Senate, [ Plutarch m Tamp. ] 

Metellus, havng overcome the Cretenfians, took away the laws from an Jfland 
which before that time was lrce, [Liv.lib. i o. j and finifhed the liberty they had fo 
long mjoyed, by laying his taxes upon them, [ Vellc. Paterc. lib. 2. cap. 38. ] Orofius 
writes in his fixth book, cap. 4. that Metellus overturned that Illand in 2 years time, 
and wearing of it out with continual tkirmilhes, reduced it to his power. Eutropiusin 
his fixth book fayes, that in feveral great battles he overcame the whole Country in 3 
years. Velleius Paterc. according with him, who in his fecond book, the 34 cap. has 
thefe words : About that time the IflandofCreet was brought into fubjelliou to the Romans, 
which with an army 0/ 240OO young men, pernicious in refpebt of their agility, patient in refpeel 
of labour, and skillfulin refpeO of the management of their armes, under the command of. Pa- 
narcs and Lafthenes, had for three years together tired the Roman army. L. Race us, toge- 
ther with the Commander in Chief, fuftained thefurv of chat war, [Cicero pro Fl*cc$.] 
Caius Nalennius,a Sucffan freeman, commanded the'8 Century, which was called the 
chief, L Id. ad Brut, ep ;ft, 8.] arid Cnins PlanciuJ ( aperfdn very much approved by 
C. Sacerdo> tfv fcm^afladour, and by L.Fiaccus; was a fouldier under <i Metellus, 
[Id'.proPtfincio.] 

After this manner the Cretenfians that before this time had lived alwayes free, and 
had nvvcr yet known any forrdgn command,* were brought under the yoke, and Me- 
tcllu* received the name of Crcten/is from them, [ Dio. lib. 36. ] 

Antipas, called alio Aqtipater,Govemour of Idumea, and father to Herod King of 
Judea, being a rich man, fa&iou$ and bufi; by nature, fearing Ariftbbulus's power by 
reafonoffomc grudges betwixc them, he fell to Hircanus his party, and with tecrec 
afpertions of Ariftobulur prevailed, that, the chief of the Jews entered into confpiracy 
again ft him : fuggeftingit would be very ill to let him poifcffc a command he had lo 
unjuflly iifurpcd, he having put by hisclder brother, and dilpoilcd him of the preroga- 
tive ot his birth-, and with the fame language he plyed Hircanus conftantly ; adding 
withal, that his very life was in danger unleflc he prevented it by a timely flighty for 
Ariftobulus'shicnds were in perpetual consultation, how thty (hould eftabliffi the Au- 
thority upon another when they had removedhim out of the way : But Hircanus be- 
" ing ot himfett a good man, and not eafily addmitting reports, gave but fmall credit to 
his informations, which qnietnefle and lenity of mind procured him the imputation of 
being llothful ; but Antipatcr ncverrhelefle gave not over complaining of his brother, 
as if he had laid waite to kill him, [ fofeph. lib, 14. cap. 2. ] 

Phraatesfinding the fiege of Artaxata likely to be a long work, left part of his For- 
ces with Tigranes his fon, and returned home himfclf, [ Dio. lib. 3 6.] 

The nether Spain fell to C. Julius Caviars lot when he was Quzfror, who being 
commanded by the Preror to travel about thefeveral Countries and decide matters of 
law: Arriving at Gades, he oblerved in Hercules Temple, Alexander the Great's 
Tomb,and as if it had upbraided him for having done nothing Memorable at the fame 
age C which was 34 ) that Alexander had conquered the World, he fell into great ma- 
lancholy, and importuned he might be lent back inro Rome, that he might take the 
firft opportunity of attempting fome noble thing: and departing accordingly before 
h'stime,hewent'toforae Italian Colonies that were then in agitation about their re- 
turn) and had excited them to Convening, had not the Contois with their Legions 
which wereraifed to go into Cilicia, kept them from it, [Sueto. in Julio. Cafare t cap 
7.0*8.] 

Pompey, pefleffing with his Navy all the Sea betwixt Phoenicia and theBofphorus, 
advanced agamftMithndices, having under his own command a felc£t choice army 
confifting of 30000 Foot difpofed into a Phalang, for the fafeguard of his Country, be- 
fides as Plutarch faye: 2000, as Appian 3 000 Horfe, [ Plat, in Pomp, i/lppian.pag. 2 3 «.] 
Moreover that becaufe Lucullus had lately harrafed that Country and brought great 
fcarcity amongft them, there were many come to hitn, though the King ufed all the fe- 
ver uy he could ( either throwing the m down fteep rocks, or putting out their eyes, or 
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unrninir them alive ) again* them, he took ; by which means he fr ightned many in- 
deed froaVSawfy, but however they were difedfed with want, £ <A?f»».

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When they were come even upon the borders. Pompey fearing Mithridates 
(hould get beforo and pafle Euphrates , and by that means make his elcape. tje 
relolved to endeavour to give them battle in the night. [Plutarch & Dio.~] So he re- 
moved his Camp 8c deceived the Barbarians that tefted till noon:he marched the fame 
way they were to come; and having gotten a convenient .place amongft the hills, 
he drew up his men into the heigheft pans of it, and expired the enemy. The Bar- 
barians, to whom nothing at yet had fallen out croffely, believing they had come into 
a fafe place* and fecure ; not doubting but the Romans were gone, chey fent out not to 
much as one Scout to difcover. [Die.'] 

It is reported, that Mithridates had at this time a vifion in his fleep, which did 
forewarn him ot what did follow : he did teem to be failing with a fair wind in the 
Pontick fea,and to be come within fight of the Bofphorus:and being overjoy'd with cer- 
tain and unqueftionablefafety, began pleafantly to accoft them that carryed him ; but 
of a fuddain, he found himfelf deferted,and toft upon a fmall fragment of (hips. Whilft 
he wasoccupyed with thefc motions and fancic$,hi$ friends that were about him waked 
him, telling him, Pompey was at hand. When therefore he found he muft of ncceffi- 
ty fight for his Trench, bringing out their armies, both Captains drew into battalia 
[Phurch.] 

Pompey, feeing them prepare for to fight , thought it not beft to ingagc iu the 
night, but to incompafle them rather, that they might no: efcapc, and to afTanlt them 
next morning with hissarmy, which was much , the j ftronger : yet the elder, 
and chief of his Officers , with their prayers and exhortation , provoked him. 

I an.) 

It was agreed therefore, that all the Trumpets together (hould found a charge, 
after that the louldiets and the whole multitude (hould give a ftiout ; and then (ome 
(hould fti ike their fpears againft their veffels of brafle. The mountains being hollow, 
made tiie uoife more horrible* which the Barbarians hearing fiidainly, in the nighr> 
and in a deierr place, they were exceedingly dilmaied, fuppoimg they were fallen into 
loroc mifety inflicted by the gods. In the mean time, the Romans f from aloft, threw 
down ftoae , arrows and darts, on every fide, and the multitude being fo great, none 
tell iii vain : hav ng (pent their arrows, they ran down violently upon the Barbarians, 
who kicking and prcfiing each other forward, were (lain, being neither able to defend 
themfelves, nor aflault the enemy, tor as much as they were for the moft part Horfe- 
men and Archers, whom in the dark, and in thole ftraights, no endeavour or attempt 
of theirs could advantage. [D/V] 

As loon as the Moon got up, the Barbarians conceiving they might repel the enemy 
in the light* took courage, and ic might indeed have been (ome benefit to them, had 
not the Romans had it upon their backs, for the Moon being in its wainc, and their 
(hadows appearing long before their bodies, and preflingupon the enemy, who judged 
of their nearneffc, by the means of their (hadows, fent all their darts in vain, aflaulting 
their (hadows, as if they had been at hand themfelves : when the Romans afterwards 
artaultingthcnMs if they had been unarmed, overcame them without any pains. 
£ld. cum Flo. Pint. & Emrop.] 

That this battle was in the night, [ Livy,lib. loo.TFlorus, [lit. j.] Plutarch? 
[inTompeio.] Dio,QA£. 3<5.] Eutropins, [lib. 6,^ andOrofius, [lib. 6. cap. ^.^ do 
agree ; onely Appian fayes it was in the day rjme,and after this manner. Boh armies 
were drawn up early in the morning, and (bme lorlones of both fides advancing, they 
skirmifhed amongft the rocks. Some of the Kings Horfe alfo nipping on foot without 
orders to the relif of their fellow-fouldiers, and being charged with a great number of 
the Roman Cavalry, ran back in one company to their tents, that by mounting they 
might mcounter the enemy upon equal terms; But the Ponticks that were upon the 
Guard, obferving from an eminent place, with what noifc and hafte they did run, (up- 
pofmg their Camp had been entred in fomeodier parr, and that that was thecaufeof 
their flight, they threw away their armes, and betook themfelves alfo to their heeles : 
but no paflage being open for their efcape, they fell foul upon one another, till that by 
their thronging they threw themfelves down the rocto. It was eafie for Pompey to 
perform the reft, to kill and take them prifoners that were unarmed, and (o entangled 
amongft the rocks. There were ioooo flain, their Camp taken, and all their amu- 
nition and baggage. So Appian, [ m Mithridatic. pag. 239, 240. ] 

Plutarch fpeakfofa far greater number than 10000. Dio that there were very ma- 
ny flain, and no lefie numoer taken prifoners.' Eiuropius 40000. Orofius fayes there 
were lo many either killed or taken: Eutropius fayes Pompty loft onely twenty or 
thirty of his men, and two Captains. Orofius fayes the Romans had a thouland 
wounded, but fcafce forty killed outright. * fe 

Mithridates himfelt with a Body of 800 Horfe brake thorough the Romans,but was 
at length, ( the reft having forfaken him ) left with three onely .-amongft which Hyp- 
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ficratia was one, ( Plutarch calls her his Concubine, hut Vale;. Maxim, and fcy tropins 

SHyptotes. Butthen though ihe hadputonthehabue of a fega^ftMd 
Srhorfeback; yet was (he neither lired by the tedtounielte oJ I bet own flghr,.

Plut . ty&v.] l\>mpey/beholding him entred on foot, and (having thrown away his 
CroWn,arid caft himfelf upon the ground) adoring ^according to the manner of theBir- 
barian$, touched, with compaflion, he leaped to him, and hatching him by the hand , 
lifted HiM up, ahd pot on the Crown again that he had caft awav, commanding him 
to fit $6wi) on one fide of him, and his (on on the other, who neither r of e up to 
his father ihbr|ufcd any other ceremony to him. \ ft e'er pro P. Sextio.

Tig'ianesijerrvered up himfelf and his kingdom toPompey's command : declaring 
bcforei That there was no man, neither of Rome, nor any other Nation, to whole 
friendfhip he would Have furrendred himfelf, bur onely Pompey : and that he ncefor- 
ward,|any fortune thatfhould befall him for him> whether it was good or bad, mould' 
be acceptable tcJtiim ; laying moreover, it could not be any difparagement to be cori- 
quereqby him;, whom it was a fin to conquer ; nor was irdiihonourabletofub- 
mit tOj'him, whom fortune had exalted above every one^ £ Vtl. Pater, lib. 2. cap, 37,] 
He and. his fonne were afterwards, invited by Pompey to {upper; but his (omie 
abfenting himfelf, gave' Pompey the firft occafion to be offended with him. 

The hew day, their controver lies being heard, Pompey reftored. tlie kingdom of 
Armenia) the ancient poffeflion of" his forefathers,(to Tigranes the elder,and as Strabo 
fayes, adtiVd the greateit and beft part of Mefopotamia (lib. 16, pag.747^ taking 
away (hole Countries he had gained in the war, and laying a mul^ot fix thoufand 
talents of filver upon him, which was to be paid tothe people of Rome, becaufe he had 
waged War with them without a caule: but to his ion he gave only the command 
of Gordcnaand Sophcna,with liberty of injoynfng the reft of Armenia, when bis 
father dyed. But the trcalurc in Sophena* ( a Country in the bordcrsof Armenia) 
he adjudged to the ladier, bc-caufe by any other way he could not pay the mony 
he had agreed for* (_C/iw» Pellet. Pater, Pint. Appidtt. Dio, & Eutrop. as afore- 
faid.] 

iigranes, the father, being very glad of thefe conditions, and that he was called 
King by the Romans, he departed not onely through Cappadocia, and fomc parts 
of Ciiicia,but through all Syria'and Phaenicia, from Euphrates to the lea ; for thefe 
Provinces with part of Cilicia, he had polTeft, by throwing oat Antiochus c Pim. 
[ L.'vy't lib. 101. VtlUi. Patercul. lib. z. cap* 37. Plutarch, Appian % Dio. & 
Eutrop.'] 

Tigranes thcyounger, taking it in difdain, that he was (o disappointed of his hopes, 
plotted to. clcape ; which Pompey very feafonably perceiving, reftraincd himjbut 
with liberty, and fent meflengers to thole that kept the mony , to demand it for 
Tigranes the elder : which they refuled, pleading, That they were ndt to be com- 
manded, but by Tigraiies the younger, whole Country that was then judged robe. 
He is himfelf lent to the Caff le, who finding it fhuc, came up to it, andthough againft 
his will, commanded ihem to open : neverthelefle,the keepers would hot ob:y,obje&- 
ing» That Tigranes fummond it not out of any defire in himfelf, but by cOnftraint ; 
which Pompey taking very ill, caft the young nun into chains,and by that meant, his 
father at length [got the treafure. [Dio. lib. 3 6.] 

Appian fayes, that the Armenians which defertcd the King in his journey to the 
Roman Camp , Solicited his Ion that continued with Pompey , to make away his 
father ; but he was.himfelf taken and clapped into irons : neverthelefle. When in letters, 
he by his meflengers perfwaded the Parthians againft the Romans, pretending he Was 
refetved for the Triumph. 

The father received his mony, he gave many things, and a greater portion of mony 
than was agreed upon by Pompey ; he gave freely to every Souldietv 50 groats, or (as 
Strabo fayes) 150, to every Captain 1000, every Colonel ioooo,or. (as Strabo and 
Plutarch have it) a talent, which is but 6000 Drachmes, by which means he was 
reckoned amongft the friends and confederates of the people of Rome. [Sirabo f ltb. 
n ./>*£. 5 3 o. Plutarch.Appian, D'o.] But the mony due to the people of Rome, Pompey, 
a s his cuftom Was, delivered it to the Treafurerj tor the ufe of the Publick. [fWW. Pater, 
lib. 2. cap. 37, J ' 

Pompey gave Atiobarzanes the whole kingdom of Cappadocia, and Sophena, and 
Gordena, which he had firft afligned to Tigranes the younger, which were afterward 
thought to be in the Province of Cappadoda* he gave him alfo Cabala, (or Cabala) a 
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City in Cilicia, and lome others which Ariobarzaues afterwardsleft intlrely to his ion» 

ItAppian.pag) 243*244.] - ' 

C. Julius Cadar, fome few dayes before he entred into the jEdilfhipwasfufpedted 
of a conf piracy with Marcus CratfustheConful, as alfo SylLa and Antonius after the 
defignat ion of the Conlulfhip, were condemned for endeavouring in the beginning of 
the year ( the Kalends of January falling out then upon the Julian Odobery in which 
Cotta andTorquatus entred the Conlulthip ) to affault the Senate, and killing whom 
they pleafed, Craffus was to invade the Di&atorfhip, and he mould be called the Ma- 
iler of his Hprfe, and the whole Common- wealth being framed according to their 
plealure,thrConfulfhipihould be reftored to Sylla and Antonius; from whence u 
was that Cicero in an Epiftle to Axius reports, that Gelar in his Coofulflup had fetled 
the kingdom lo as he had contrived in his jEdilihip, [ Sueton y m Julio C*fare t 
cap. 9.] 

Pompey, having left Armenia to the defence of Afranius, bends his courfe againft 
Mithridates thorough thofe Countries that lie about Caucalus,the Albanians.and Ibe- 
rians ( great Countries ) gave him paflage upon the firft overture* as Plutarch (peaJks ; 
butLivie, [Hb. 101.] faye»,that Pompey fought and overcame them, beeaulethey 
denied it him -. which battle, lightly and varioully mentioned by Plutartft and Appun, 
Dio doth more fully explain. Pompey having divided his army into three pans, took 
his own winter quarters up near the River Cyrnus, in the Counrity about Tanais, 
where notwithftanding he was not quiet; for OrcelusKingof the Albanians who in- 
habite the Country above the River Cyrnus ( or Cyrus ) {PUrtu t Lb. ^ 9 cap.$.Emra- 
p'W)lib,6. andOrofiutylib.6, cap.^.calli himOroiesJ\ partly to gratifie his friend Ti- 
granes the younger ; but efpecially becaufe he feared the Romans would invade Al- 
bania: and hoping that if in the Winter he fhould affault them unexpectedly, they 
having not pitched their Camp in one place, he made no queftion but to perform Lome- 
thing worthy of his pains ; wherefore he advanced with his army againft the Romans 
in the midft of their Sacurnals: he himfelf marched againft Mxellus Celer, who had 
Tigranes with him; others againft Pompey, others againft the Commander of the 
third party Lucius Flaccus : that whilft every one of them had their hands full at the 
fame time* neither ofibem /hould be able to relieve oae the other : So layes Dio, \_ltb. 
3 6. ] Appian fayes, that Oroezes the King of the Albanians, and Ococus ( or Artocus 
rather ) King of the Iberians with 7000b men, lay in ambuth tor Pompey near the 
River Cyrnus. Plutarch fayes no Idle than 40000 Barba t ian^ paft the River againft 
Pompey in the Roman Feftivals to Saturne, which Feafts were celebrated in the 
moncthof December! but as the year came then about it happened in September, or 
the JulianOttober, that is in the beginning. of Autumn or Winter, according to thofe 
that divide the year into two parts onely, iummer and Winter, which we fee Thucy- 
didesobferves,conftantly inhisHiftoryofthe Peloponehanwar. 

Metellus beat Orcelus, Flaccus (theditch about his Camp being of too great circum- 
ference to be defended, ) made another Within, which the enemy (uppoftng was done 
out of fear, advanced prefently into the outward ditch; he making an unexpected tal- 
ly upon them, killed many in the conflict, and many in the chafe. Pompey under- 
ftanding the fiicceffe ot the Barbarians againft the other, rifes and faflsunlooked for 
upon thofe which were marching againft him; and having defeated them, he bends 
dirc&ly againft Orcelus himfelf : but could not find him, for he being beaten himfelf 
by Metellus and hearing the misfortune of the reft, betook himfelf to his hcelw, and 
efcaped, [ Dw. ] 

Pompty, having layne in their paffagc of the River Cyrnus, at laft yeilded to their 
fupplication, and gave them peace; it was once in his mind to recompenccthemif- 
cheifthey had done, by invading their Country % but by teafon of the Winter he 
could, not without great trouble protract the war : thus Dio in the 3^ book, the later 
end. Plutarch writes that Pompey routed a great number of them, and brought in 
their Colours '• and afterwards, the King {implicating and fending Embafladours, he 
made peace. with him? . 

Mithridates wintered in Diofcuriade, [ App>*n.-f*g*a+o. ] where the Jftbmus be- 
twixt the Euxmc and rhc-Cafpian Seas bv8tt$>\StraboJib.iijpag. 498.] " 

Antipater importuning H rcanushisaflient that he mighttleeto AretaKing of tht 
Arabians,and promiftng him hisaffifiancc, did notwithftanding hardly prevail, yet 
he obtained it rheeafkr^iUircfpecl: that Arabia buts upon Judea. Antipater therefore 
is difpatched beforctoitbe King to receive hispromifc, that he would-not driver up 
hisfiippjianttohiscritnaics, which as loon as he had promifedupon<.his word, Anti- 
pater returned with all (peed to Hyrcaou;at Jetufalem, and not bngafteutak'nghtm 
by nightaiong With him,tbey ftolcour ofthe City, and wjtbjgreat journeys came uuto 
a City called Petra,in whtch was AretaTsfCourt, ijofeph.tibm.cap.*.] 

Antipater being very dear to Aroa, requefled that he would reftore Judea to 
F t t f Hircanus, 
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Hircanus, which with conftant importunity* add pKfcms together, at length he per- 
(waded him to : Hircanus promileditbyhismeane* he Was brought into bis King- 
dome again, he Would return him a Country with twelve Cities ; which his father A- 
lexander Jannatus had taken away foom the Arabian* The Cities were thefe, Medaba, 
Naballo, Livias,Tharabafa, AgaUa, Athone,Zoara,0*o**,.Manlsa, Rydda,Lufa, 
Oiyba,[ i<*. <*«U ? . 

Alexander II. King of Egypt, theion of Alexander I. was expulfed by the Alex- 
andrians [Sm . t»}*ti. Cafare. ] but Alexander the Ton being expelled, Ptolemy a na- 
tural' fon was fubftituted ; he wasthefonotPtolemeyLathuruiswho was calledDio- 
nyfius the new, or Bacchus, and Auletes, becaufe he moft effeminately fdloweothe 
dalliance of the Dionyfti, and having put on the habit of women, he danced to the 
Cymbals in the celebrations of Bacchus. [ Litcian de. no* tem. cred. calum. ] he pra&ifed 
alfo their piping fo much, that he boafted of it; and was not alhamed to celebrate con- 
teftations in hi« Court, in which he himfelf appeared to conteft with others. [Strdfr. 
Itb lT»P*g'79^."\ 

'Aretas the King of the Arabians, with 50000 men, vanquifacd Ariftobulus, after 
which battle many ran away to Hy rcanus,fo that Ariftobulns being defolate,fled to Jc- 
ruialcm, but Aretas bringing his army with him befieged h im in the temple, the peo- 
ple alfo afififting Hircanus the clergy onely (ticking clofe to Ariftobulus. But Aretas 
having brought the Je%i(h army,as well as the Arabian did moft vigor oufly prefle 
them with his fiegc. t hfeph M. "4. «M- ] ; f : ' ' . , . - . , . 

Thefe things being done about the approach of the feaft of unleavened- bread, the 
chief of the Jewes forfook their own Country, and fled into Egypr. There wasonc 
Oniasin Iudea, an honeft juft man, and one that had (in a, great drought,) prevai- 
led by the Piety of his Prayers for raine, but then forefeeing the civil war thar followed 
had hid himfelf, and retired into a hole, but the Jews caught him, and bringmg 
him into their Gamp^equefted him that as heretofore he had relieved them againit ihe 
drought, fo he Would nowcurfe Ariftobulus ( and as manyas were ofhis party ) for 
them. This he refnfed a great while, til being compelledby the multitude, he ftood in 
ihemidltofthemandprayed.thus, O God.thoH that art King 4 the MeWorld^forai 
much as thefe that are with me are thy people, and thofe that art befuged are thy Pre* ft*, Ibe- 
fecch thee that tboHWoulJft neither hear -theft agawfl ihem 9 nor them fraying againft thefe. 
After this fome wicked men of toe Jews beict turn and killed him with (tones .* which 
cruelty God immediately revenged, and puniQied the (laughter of Onas after thu 

Whrift Ariftobulus was *•'* ms l ' ncft8 befieged, the feaft of the Pafleover came 
abouri in which the cuftome was tor them to make many facrifices to their God, which 
becauiethc*)cficgeddidwanr,theydcfiredof their Brethren the Jews thar befieged 
the mi that they Would furni(h them with facrifices at what prize they pleafcd tofet 1 
they demanded ■ooogroatcsfcould be fent them for every oxe, which Ariftobulus 
and his Prieft?f willingly contented to and let down their money from the wall, which 
they received; but returned nbfacrifice but proceeded to that height of impiety, that 
they did not only breaktheit Faith with men, butrob'd Godot liis due honour. But 
the Piiefts thatundef pretence of a bargain were thus cozened, prayed to Godthat he 
would take vengeance of them, nor was it long before it happened, for agreatitorme 
lent frpm above into thofe Countryes ; made fo great a vaftation amongft their cornc, 
that a buihell of wheat was fold for 1 5 groates. [ ibid. ] 

Pompey waged war with the Iberians, a people exceedingly delirous to gainethc 
favour of Mithridates, and to repell Pompey : becaufe as yet they had neither bin fub- 
jea to the Medes, Pcrhans, Alexander, nor the Matedonians 1 L VtMtar. ] their King 
therefore Artoces (whilft Lucius Cotta and Lu. Torquatus were Confuls ) fearing leaft 
he (hould ad vance againft him j (ends over Embafladors to Pompey under pretence, 
of trcatingfor peace : but in the mean time Prepared whilft he was bufy with them to 
fall upon him when he. fufpeaed no fuch matter; rhistfompey perceiving, before be 
had Efficiently provided himfelf for that, and polled himfelf ot the paffes j he falls 
down into his Country; and before Artoces knewanythingof hiscomming wasgot 
do wri as farrc as the City Acropolis, Which being fcituatc in thofe ftreights where Gau- 
calus bns along, was fortified for defence of that paffe. Artoces having loft iheoppor- 
tunitf offtrengmningbimlelf, in a great fright pafles the river Cyrnus, and burns 
down the bridge. And thev which were in the City feeing him fled andthemtelves 
beaten^yeilded uptheTown : by which means Pompey having got poffefiion wihe 
ftreidhts^putaSarrifon over them, and marching from thence fubdued the whole 
Countryithat lay on that fide the river. [Dio. iniu Itb. 37, 3 . ■" , • ' * ; 

Pompey being now about to paffe Cyrnus, Artoces begged a truce by Jus Embafla- 
dors,' preff ring to make him a bridge, and tofurnilh him with all neceis'arics betides, 
both: which he performed for the obtaining of peace, but. as foon, as Pompey had 
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withgreatefic,'bdo«etrieteWHMn > cainBtoftow thetrsj^teNia^tai things

Pi inces, who were at variance betwixt themfelves,as the Nation was with them both : 
the Jews having it in precept from their forefathers, that they fliould give obedience to 
the Priefts oi God, refuled to be governed by Kings.Thele two Were indeed of the race 
of the Priefts, but had a defigne of altering the Governmenr, and bringing fcivi- 
tudc upon this people. Hyrcanus complained, that his brother, though the younger 
had gotten the greater part of the Country, having by force invaded and ufurped 
it ; That at land he had made violent incurfionS upon his borders; and that at 
lea he had harbours and receptacles for his Pirates. There were above iooo of the 
chief of the Jews* whom Antipator had perf waded to it, confirmed what he laid to 
be true. On the other tide, Ariftobulus pleaded that Hyrcanus was removed for his 
floth, and a general contempt that lay upon him amongft the people of his own 
Country, that he had taken the government upon him by neceflicy, leaft it might have 
been transferred to fome other family, and he called to atteft it certain inform 
young men, who gave offence to every body by the fineneffeof their cloths, the 
exa&ncfle or their hair* and their other accoutrements ; which had been muth 
more proper, had they come to a Tryumph, then a judgement. [ ]»lfb, lib 14 
cap. 5.3 ■ • * 

Pompey having heard their plead, and rebuking the violence of Ariftobulus,dif raift 
thempeacably with this promile, that he would come himfelf into their Country as 
foon as he had overlooked the aftairs of the Nabatxi 1 in the mean time he injoyned 
them to be quiet, uting Atiftobulus with with great civility, kaft he being provoked, 
his piffage might be ltopt : Neverthelefle, he gained nofavour from him, ior Arifto- 
buliis,who had put himlelf into the greateft equipage, and tplendour was poffi- 
bie, taking diftaft at their ufagc, and thinking it intolerable to indure any thing beneath 
the majefty ot a king; he withdrew from Diofpolis,and coming to the Town of 
Delius* he betook himlelf to Judea, in order to his own aftairs. [Id. ibid, &l,b j . Belli, 
cap. 5.] 

Alexandr II. being beaten out of Egypt, departed to Tyre* and there dyed- 
leaving, as was reported, by hislaft Will arid Teftament, his kingdom oi Egypt to the 
people of Rome: of which Cicero in'his firft Oration that he made the hrft day 
of his Conlulftip, thu«, The Decemi/iri fay, that which was often fioleen by many, That 
Alexander the Kinghadby his Will made over ks Kingdom to the Romans, as if they would 
give Alexandria to thofe upon private requtfii whomiou>did oppbfe openly, fighting in the field .- 
And in his fecond Oration more fully \ What of Alexandria, and all Egypt ^ how fecretly 
doth it lye} How private is it kept f How obfctirely retorted to the Decemviri} Which of 
joa are ignorant, that it is faid, that Kingdom was by Alexanders Ufi Will conferred upon the 
•Romans. In this cafe I, though a Roman Conful, am jo far from determining any thing, 
that I forbear mj opinion tforitfeems to me no fmall matter, not ontly to judge, but to fpeak 
'of this thing. I fee him that will ajfert the making of th$ Wtll ; and J fuppofe there be records 
of the Senate extant, which concerne their poflejfionof their heritage, about thetmte when 
Alexander died, and we fent Embajfadors to ()re,for the fefiitution of the'mbny was defpofed 
by tit. This I remember I have often heard L. Philippus affirme in the Senate, ft it granted 
almoftofall fides,Thathe y who at this, time rules, fPtolemeilS Aulettt) is neither of the 
race, nor the honour of a King. On the other fide it is faid there is no will, and I hat the people 
of Rome ought ttot to appear Covetous of every Kingdom, That it was the richnejfe of the foyle ■ ■ 
andtheplenty of all things that carryed over people' thither '.but of fo great an *fdhe,f.tMBlL [ 
with the reft of the Decemviri his (follegues will fudge* ..'.>", 

It is reported alfo, that M. Craflus being Cenfor, and endeavouring fOmake Eg#t>t 
tributary to the people of Rome, did ftrongly oppofe Lutitius Catulus hit Colfcguclh 
his Cenforfh p; by which means a diflenfion growing, they of theirbWn accords 
la d down their magifbracy and power. [Plutarch in Oraffo.] 



Pompey had a greatmind to recover Syria, and fo topaife thorough Arabia, to the 
Red fpa ; that in like manner as he had in purfuit of theTAlbani, been atmoft at the 
Hyrcanian (or Cafpian) fea, and as in the Weft,thc Roman Empire was terminated 
by the Atlantick, foby his conqueft in the Eaft, it might be extended to the - Red fea : 
he law alfo the difficulty of taking Mithridates, finding \hitn mortf trbubleforric in bis 
flight, than oppolirion : premising therefore to leave him hunger, as a more formida- 
ble enemy, he difpofed his mips for the intercepting of ihbfc Merchants that traded 
into the Bofphorus, threatning them with death,if he took them : and then ta- 
king wirh him a great part of his army, he begun his journey. {"Plutarch in

He invaded Syria Coelen and Phoenicia, and firft of all he over-ran the Jrurseans: 
and Arabians, \ m tAppian.pag.%^. Eutropjib. 6.0ref. lib. 6. cap. 6.] who inhabiting 
the hilly Country about Libanus, infeftcd their neighbours with rofebetfd, their rtS 
treats were very well fortified; upon the hills were Sinna, Borrhama j and othrt forts of 
that fynd, in the bottom Botrys, Gigartus, befides dens by the fea fide, and a CalHc 
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feated upon a Mountain, called Qta£<mf»rtiirt? y or the face of God, all which Pompey 
dilmantled, and tunning thorow Biblus or Palxbiblus, a Country of Cinyrae, he. let 
hec at liberty, by cutting off her Gbvernours head, [ Strabo, lib. 1 6. pag, 755,] 

Afranius, having fubdued the Arabians near Amanns> came down into Syria, 
which wanting a lawful Prince, he reduced it into a Province, and brought it under the 
polidTion ot the Romans, \_Id. ibid.] and receiving a turn of money of the Antioc bi- 
ans» he called them to no account, but enfranchized their Cicy* and left them to the 
exercifeof their own laws, [Porpbyr.inCjracis Eufebiani* Scaligeri,pag.tlj.'] And in 
many things indulging the Antiochia'is, he reltored the place of their publickconfef- 
fion which was fallen : he had great re(pc£t to them becaufe they deduced themfelves 
Irom the Athenians, [ Johan. LMalela Antiochentes, in Ghronico, ] 

He gave Seleucea ( Pieria ) a very ftrong Cicy, and adjacent to Antioch her liberty, 
becauie it had refuted to admit Tigranes, \_Stra, lib. \6.pag.y%x.Eutrop.Ub. 6.] But 
to the Antiocbians he releafed their Holtagf s, and to the Daphnenfes, a certain quan- 
tity of field for the inlargement of their Grove, being delighced with the pleafanuieffe 
of the place and the plenty of waters, [Eutrop.hb. 6.] From whence Strabo notes the 
circumtSrenceof this Grovefo tweetlv watered with Springs was So furlongs, £/*£. 1 6. 
pag. 7J0«] SextusRufus in Brcviarib writes, that Pompey confecrated this Grove of 
the Daphnenfes, and added another thereunto. Jerom addes in his Commentary up- 
on the 16 Chapter of Ezcchiel,that it was by hit order fown or planted by the hands 
of his louldiers : and in his Chronicle, he fayes it was confecated to Apollo ; which if 
(poken of the new Wood that was added, might perhaps be ttue. Sec the 3 704, and 
3833 year of the World, concerning the old Grove. 

Cato Minor, was then in Syria, called afterwards Uticenfis, a Philofopher of the 
Se£t of the Stoicks, a young man then, but of great efteem, who (being for the great 
friendthip betwixt his father and hjm invited to ic by Dejotares King or Tctrarch ra- 
ther of the Galatari) travelled thorough Afia, obferving the manners, cuftomes, and 
ftrength of every Province as he palled. He performed his journey alwayes on foot , 
his friends that accompanied him riding by. H: coming to fee Antioch in Pompsys 
abfence, and beholding a great throng ot people in. white before the Gate, the men 
drawn up on one fideofthc way, and the children on the other, he difguftedit,fup- 
pofing it had been done out of Ceremo iy to him ; wherefore he commanded his 
friends to alight andwalke with him; as they approached he which ordered and 
commanded the whole Multitude being an ancient man and carrying in his hand a 
Rod and a Crown,addreffed himlelf firft to Cato,and without fo much as faluting him, 
inquired how Demetriu* did, and when he would come thither j he had been Pompeys 
fervanr,but was made free, and becaufe he could prevaile very far with him, he was 
reverenced by every body very much. Cito'^ friends then falling into laughter, Cato 
ctyed our, O mifeiable City I and palled for ward without any other anfwer ; after- 
wards as often as he remembered it, he fell a laughing himfelf, [ Plutarch in Pompew, 
& Catone Minor e.} 

When Tigranes the Armenian was overcome by Phraatesthe Parthian, he delired 
aid of Pompey that was then in Syria : but Phraates piclcntly after fent Embailadours 
to Pompey, accufing both the Romans and himfelf fo earneitly, that they made him 
both afraid and athamed ; infomuch, that he neither gave Tigranes any afliftance,nor 
( though many did excire him) waged war afterwards with Phraates: pleading he 
had no commands from the people of Rome for that Expedition, and that Mithrida- 
tes was yet in being, for the prclent he was contented with what he had done, and 
would not ingagc in any new, left with Lucullus attempting too much,he fliould meet 
with misfortunes at laft. Phraates accufatioM he did extenuate, not refuting them, 
butonely that he might beget fome difference betwixt him and Tigranes abou: their 
bounds: which fucceeding, he promifed to tend three ComrmflionetJ who might 
judge of ir. And he did fend them indeed, who being received as Arbitrators by the 
Kings, compoted all controversies betwixt them : Tigranes was angry he prevailed 
nottorfupplies. But Phraates defired Tigranes fhould be fafe ; whofe afliftancc, it 
things came foabout, he might expect for the future againft the Romans ; it being ob- 
vious to both of them, that whofoever of them overcame the other.he was fure ot con- 
teft with the Romans, and was likely with the more eafeto tall into their power. 
Thefe caufes therefore confidered, they made ^^^,\_Dio.lib.^.ctmPlutarch,& 

Tompey being' thus imploycd, Mithridates went round about Pontus, and poflefled 
himfelf of PanticapaHim t a Mart Town in Europe at the mouth of the Pontick, r Ap- 
piantibid.] He fent alto Embafladours to Pompey (who was then in Tyrri, and knew 
not that Mithridates was alive) which promifed if he would reftore him his fathers 
kingdom again, he would become tributary to the people of Rome; and wnenhe 
urged that the King Orould come himfelf, as Tigranes had done, he refuted to do ic, 
Gggg as 
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as a thing not luitablc to the perfon of Mithridates, but faid he wouUfend his Tons and 
01 nor of his friends, j Appi-w. p«g- 245. ] 

Thcfc thing, being pali,he lummoncd all people - promifcuoufly, as well fervants as 
free. ; He forged alio great ftore ot armes and darts,aiid other engi'ns,lparing nothing, 
not lo much as •[heir oxen for the pin w, which he killed that he might have their nerves 
tor things to their bowes. He laid a raxalfo upon all people, which wa" raifed,but 
without Mithridates knowledge with great injury to many. He himfelfwas at that 
time troubled widi.a certain uiarou > dileale in hi? face, to as no b^dy could fee him 
but the Eunuch that had him in cure, which they finifaed at laft.' Hi< army being 
ready at the (am- time, confiding of 60 Cohorts, each ot them containing fix hundred 
men, and ,1 numerous multitude betid-s, thipsalfo, and places of convenience, which 
his Commanders had fortified whilft he was tick : He carryed part of his army to 
Phanagorium another Town fituate in the mouch of the River too, that on all fides he 
mighe'lecure the pafle . Pompey being all till, while in Syria, [ Id. -bid. ] 

In Bofphoru, whilft Mithridates was celebrating to Ceres,there fuddenly happened 
ah Earth- quake, the greateft in the memory of man, which deftroyed many Cities, 
and did no [mall mifchict in the fields, [ D'o.lib. iJ.Orof. Lb. 6. cap. 5. j Not much 
u li'-e it, if it was not the fame, was that Juihu ex 'irdgo men:iois, which devonrcd 
170000 men, and many Cities 'with them: which prodigies the Aruf pices did fay 
poi tended great alteration of affairs, [ Jt*Jti». I b. 40. cap. a, ] 

A: the tame time, Caftor that was Command. Tin Chief (or Mithridates in Phana- 
i-ori 1 m, Hew Ti ipho the Kings Eunuch by whom he had been formerly abufed as he 
was entering into the Tow 1 ; and when he had done; excited the pjopie to take up 
arm s for their liberty, who although the Caflle was held by Artaphrrues and the reft 
ot Mitaridatus children, yet getting wood and things combufhbk' together from all 
places, they tec it on fire, and conftrained Artaphernes, Darius, Xaxes, Oxathres, 
and Eupatra, the children of Mithridates, to deliver up themlelves : amongft th'efc, 
Artaphernes was the onely perfon, was lull fourty years old, the reft were comely 
youths: but Cleopatra another Daughter ttnod our, whole generofit'y delighting her 
fa ; . her, he fent a Squadron of Galliesand fetched her aw.iv : tile reft Caftor (when he 
had pollefled himfelf of the Cattle) fent over to the Romans, [Appian. pag. 245, 
246 Qr of. lib, 6, cap. 5.] 

Thole Ca files that were near and newly taken by Mit h rid at es, provoked by the bad 
example of the Pbanagoienfes revolted, a Cherfoneffus, Theudolia, Nymph.xum,and 
other places about Pont us, that Were convenient in that war, [ App!a». ] 

Mithridate?, being very much incenfed, did not oncly execute fome of the nme- 
gadesrhache had taken, but many of his friends alfo, and Exipodras one of his chil- 
dren, Q Do. Ub.17.Oroj. lb. 6. cap. 5.] and obferv'mg their great detects, and have- 
ingthe fidelity of nis whole atmy in lufpicion,by reafoirthcy were forced, and under 
ex raordinary taxes, and thinking the adverfity of his fortune would alwayes be in the 
mindesot a mutable and conftrained people ; he fent therefore hh Eunuchs to the 
Princesof Scythia,totreate abour marrying his Daughters, defiring they would with 
all fpced come in with their Forces to his relief. Tliey were conduct.-d by 500 foul- 
dier-, who were not gone far from Mithi idates beiore they flew the Eunuchs, becaufc 
that they having great authority with the King, had been alwayes trouble- 
tome to them ; and when they had done , tncy carryed the Ladies to Pompey, 

[ App'lAtt. ] 

Pompey, leaving Syria, palled into Afii ; where he acted with no li'tle ambition : 
a th-'ng he had lo much rtpehended in Lucullus. For whilft Mithridates had 
yet the command of B >'.phorus, and alio had gathered together a vry confi- 
dcrable army; he, as it he had done all, dilpoled feveral provinces, and confer- 
red gift:-, [Plutarch. ] 

Alto Livy tells us in his 10a book, how that he brought Pontus into the form 
of a province in Michtidates h s life time. This, being added toGalatia, and di- 
vided into eleven Convents, was called by the name ot Bithynia, [ Strabo^ lib. 12. 

}*g. 54 l vi 

Pompey, raking Mithridatium from Pontus, beftowed it upon Bogodiatorus, [Id. 
ibid.} He created ^rchelaus, Ion of that ^rchelaus who was in honour with Sylla 
and the Senate ( as 1 have noted in the 3 91 9 year of the World ) Chief prieft of Luna, 
agoddtfl'ecf the Comans in Pontus, inftaiirejd with a princely Dynalty* and added 
to the f acred revenue of that office the quantity of two fcceni, or 6ofiadii of land, and 
commanded the inhabitants of Comana that they thould be obedient to ^rchclaus. 
So that he was their Prince, and the chief Lord of all the Priefts and Miuifters of 
that Temple, inhabiting in the City which were no lelfc than 6000: oncly he 
had not power to fell them, [ Id. lb. 12. p*g. $58. & lib* 17. pag. 7^6. cum Ap- 
piano, pag. 2 J I. J 
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Appunuslayes,ArtalushadtheDyna{tieof Paphlagonia conferred upon him by 
Pompcyi [ /"*£• 251.3 EuKopius will have it beftowed upon Attains and Polimenes ; 
andSexius Rufus,and Jornandes cell us,That Potemenes upon his death-bed, left the 
inheritance of Paphlagonia tg the people of Rome. Armenia ("the LefTe) he gave to 
DejotaresKing of Galatia (or rather Tetratch) becaufe he was a companion \\\ the 
Miihridatic war. [But rop. lib, 6,~\ For he thought D.jotates to be the moft abblutely 
true and taithfull friend to the Romans in the whole World* [Qcero in Philippic* 11.] 
Wherefore he gave him Godolonites his pare of Pontus, and all to Pharnacia and 
Trapezunte ; the Colcbi even to Armenia (the Lelle) and conftituted him King of 
that Divifion : when as he had before by inheritance from his father, the Tetrarchy 
oftheToliftoborgiansof Galatia, [Sm^o.W. 7. paj. 547.] for Pompc us left Galatia 
toTetrarchs of his family. [Id.ib.pag. $41. compared with Appian, pag. 3^1.] And 
a little after it came into the hands ot three onely, then of the two, and laft of ail into 
the fole power of Dejotarcs. [Strabo lib. 1 *. pag . 567.] 

Miihridatesjbeing deprived of fo many Children, Caftle<, and indeed his whole 
Kingdom, did not tor all this take to heart the lownefle of his condition, when he 
had alfo loft his D'gntiy, andwa» paft all hope of any help from Scithia ; but took 
his journytotheEutropian Gauls, whofe trieudfhip ha had before engaged, to the 
intent they might help him in fuch a dead life •• and taking his way thorough Scythia 
and Jfter, that with them he might pafle the Alps into Italy he hoped, for the diflilce 
they had of the Romans, many Italians would joyne with him. [florJ'ib.z.cAp. 5. 
tApp'M.p*g.*46.Dw.l'b.$'].~\ 

Thefouldiery dilliked thefc high attempts, being airighted with the boldneffe of 
the enter prize, and the length of the march, as alb that they were to go againft men, 
they were notable to deal with, even in their own Country : and they thought Mithri- 
datcsbeinginfodefperate a condition, was refolved to end his life rather valiantly* 
than like a flug. But yet they held out a while, and quietly lee him go on in his 
defignes,for he was no mean or contemptible Prince, even under the greateft mi for- 
tunes. [Appian.] 

Ai;etas,Kingof Arabia Petrea, (or the rocky) even unto the Redfea,who had 
formerly been often troublefome and vexatious to Syria, and by the Romans (who 
came in vindication of the Syrians) wa« overcome in a fight, did not with {landing 
(till continue the war. Againft him and his neighbours (Phraates now lying quiet, 
and Syria and Phenicia being well fettled) Poqjpeius made an expedition, [Die-Jib. 
3 7.] not altogether to the liking of the Souldrcry : for they thought it not well to de- 
cline the profecution of Mithridates : but thought it meet to fet the force of the war 
againRhim,that was their old enemy, and was now recruiting his forces, and prepa- 
red (through Scythia and Panonia ) to invade Italy with an army , (as we have 
{aid formerly ) But Pompeius was the more cohfirm'd, that it was a more worthy 
deed to fuppreffe the force of a warring Foe, than to take the body of a conquered and 
flying enemy. [Plutarch. - ] 

Pompey beginning his voyage, firfl gave very noble and handfomc bir.ial to the 
dclfd that tell under Triariu* in that unlucky bout they had with Mithridates in Pontus, 
and which tucullus left without internment. Aretas, w ho before contemned the Ro- 
man arms, now, being ftruck with terrour, he wrote to Pompey, that he would both 
obferveandpertormewhatfoeverhe fhould command. But Pompey, that he might 
find the deph of thedefigne,hefetuponPetra ; iPhurch.] where he reduced the 
King and his Allyes without much adoe, into his power, and delivered them to cu- 
ftody, [ Dio. lib. 37. ] having taken their City Petra it felt : [ Orof. Ub. 6. cap. 6.] al- 
though Jofephus writes that he omitted them, and benthrj forces againft Arifto- 
bulus. But Plutarch fayes , that when he was gone a little fiom Pera , hearing 
the news of Mithridates his death, he returned out of Arabia , and came to 

Amifus. ,,..<•!•. 

P. Servilius Rullus, Tribune of the people at Rome, tn the beginning of his rmgi- 
ftratefhip, published .the AgrarianXaw, concerning the createing of Decemviri, with 
chief authority, whole right and owe it was to fell orditpofe into Colonies, all the 
publick revenues in Italy and Syria, and what land toever had been ga ined by Pompey. 
Which in the Kalends of January: (which, as the year then went at Rome, fell even 
upon the beginning of the Julian O&ober) in the beginiiingof his Confulfhip, Gcero 
oppoled.in a fpeech he made againft Rullus, and freed alllfam the general fear they 
were in of that Law. [Cicero in t» Agraria. & Hb.i. ad Attic. *p, t. cum Plm.m 
Qkerone^ 

And when by that Law power was given to the Decemviri, to fell all thofe Unds 

which Mtthridates had poJfefTea\ in PaphUgonia y Pontus , and frppadocia, in his fe- 

cond Agrarian oration before the people: Cicero reprehended the injUllice of that 

popular decree in this interrogation. Isitfo ? without any law made, without the vote of 
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tbe Bmperour ^before the war is ended, whilft King Mithridates, having loft bis army, and 
being expeUed bis Kingdome+jetmakeshis attempt sin thttitmoft regions, and ts defended by 
the Mmtis andtbofe amabs , the ftrdightneffe of tbe way", and the height of the mountains , 
from tbt invincible army of Cn. Fompc-lut ^ whilft the Smperpur is engaged inthe war, and in 
th ofe very places the name of a war remaines: will tbe Decemviri fell tbofe lands,, which 'by ■ 
the cuftome ofottr ancestor s, ought to remain in the fower , and at tbe dispofttre of Cnittt Pom- 
pel us? 

L. Valerius Flaccus, who had carried the Practorfhip at Rome, was Cent Praetor into 
Afia; which Pretor-lhip of his in Aha was annuall, into which Quintus Cicero was- 
the fiich that entred, as Marcus Cicero his brother witneffesin his oration,' for this very 
Fi accus,w hen he Was accufed of bribery. 

Pharnaces, Mithridates his beft beloved fonne,. whom .he had ofren appointed his 
heir in the Kingdome; plotted againft hisfather, whether for that he thought hfefa- 
thers Italian expedition would put him paft all hopes of reconciliation with the Ro« 
mans, or fome other caufej or for covetoufnefie. But thofe.being taken that were guil- 
ty in the plot, and put to the rack, yet> by the perfuafion of Menophanes ; Mithridates 
pardoned his fonne. [vlpf'tan.] Dio ( as Salianus notes) paffes over this pardon in fi- 
lcnce: and tells us once and again, thaXPurfivants were lent to take Pbatnaces: who- 
; were by bim perfwaded to be of his partie, and with them having taken Panticapscum! 
: brought his father into his power; with this obfervation to boot ; That Mithridates 
I otherwifca very wife King, never confidered this, That armes and multitudes- of fub- 
,je£ts availed nothing without their goodwill and love: But on the contrary if they 
are perfidious there is leaft fatety, wherethe greateft number j which obfervation alio 
you may find in the following narration of Appian. 

Pharnaces, knowing that they were much againft the expedition' into Italy in their 
minds, inthe night time he went to thole Romans, chat ftcd oven to Mithridates j a nd y 
aggravating the d anger of their paflingioto Italy, which chey Well knew, andpromi<- 
fing them great mattersif they would ftay; heperfwaded them to fall offftom hisfa- 
ther : and prefenrly, the famenighr, he Cent meflengers to other adjacent tents, and 
perfwaded them alio to the tame opinion-, in the morning firlr the kalian fugitives, 
and then-all the ortier adjoyning camps cred up the bufinefse : and fo didchenavall 
forces, with a great fhout, and many ihouted to give notice of the defection ; neither 
forewarned of tbe butinelse, nor corrupted thereto : but either induced by the exam- 
ple of fo many whom they law they could my wiihftand, or taken with the novelty 
of the old Kings misfortune. 

Mithridates, at the (hout of the army, fent fome to know what they would have. 
They, nothing difsembling the matter, laid. They would have hisfonne to be King, a. 
young man inftead of an old one, and he addicted to Eunuchs, and that had been the 
death of many fonns,captaines and freinds. When Mithridates heard this he went out to 
fpeaketothem himfelf: whilft many of his guard fled over to the fugitives'; who 
would not receive them unleffe they would do (omething that might manifeft they 
were onfaithlull to the King; and withall (hewed them Mithridates: whofchorfcas 
he was flying a way they killed, and now faluted Pharnaces King: as if they had ob- 
teined their hearts defuc; and fome of them took a very large skin of parchment, 
in length and breadth, what they had brought from the temple : and put it about his 
head inftead of a Diadem. 

The old man, feeing this from the upper porch, fent one after another to Pharnaces 
todefirea faiepaflage away of him, but, when none of them returned/tearing leaft be 
might be given up to the Romans, having praifed thofe puruvants, and friends of bis 
that yet flood by him lent them to the new King : fome of whom the army flcwin the 
way contrary to all expectation. [ Appian. ] When he had long from the walls impreca- 
ted hisfonne in vain, and faw him inexorable he is faid to have uttered thefe words, 
being about to die.O country Godsjffoyon be any grant that fome time or other,he may receive 
the fame words from bh children.- And prefently going to his wives and concubines he 
gave them poilon. [Orof,lib,6.eap.^,'] * 

Two virgin daughter* that were brought up with hn« Mithridatis and Niffay 
betrothed to tbe King of Egypt and Cyprus, carneftly entreated their father, that 
they might drink their poifoned potion before him, and defired him to forbear till they 
had done. [Appian,] But neither the poifon Mithridates alway qarryed about in his 
fword, nor the wound he had given himfelf with the f word, were fufficient to end him, 
although he walked about moft violently, that fo the poifon, diffufing it fclf through 
hi s veins, wight a£t more powerfully: but all this prevailed nothing, in regard he had 
fo aotidoted his body againft poifon, with dayly prefervative medicines, 
which to this day are called tMitbridatica ; and the wound he gave himfelf with tbe 
fword, what by reafon of his age, what by his .prefer* perplexities, and the difteroper 
the poifon wrought, was but weakly performed. When therefore he had not fully

JtTJSm* ^affirms tohave been tranfafted wichin l* yeais, before that time:

fU Auhat dm- Pompey was in Judea ; for being angry with Ari^us.hemarchcd 
aeainfl h m^HyrcTnuivery much intreating him to do io, with the Roman Legions, 
aSw,h Auxiliaries that he railed in OamaCcus, and m other parts of Syria. Foi 
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how that Mithridates had killed himfelf, and that Phamaces had kept all things 
for himfelf and the Romans. [ Vfowch in Pompeioi\ te 

Whereupon the army, and not without caufe, greatly rejoycing, gave themfelvcs 
over to facrificing and feafting,as if in Mithridates perfon alone, there had dyed 
multitudes of their enemies. Pompey alfo was very glad, that he had put an end to 
all his a£ts and expeditions, eafierthanhe thought he fhould. [Id. ibid,'] For he laid 
fo much Weight upon the life of him alone, that although he by conqueft already 
poffeffed all that he had, yet he did not think the war was ended, as long as he was 
alive, {Cicero j pro MurenA.] and Lucan alfo brings in Pompey thus braging of 
himlelt. ■*

Sculking 'bout Pontus, and whilft watch't to bring

Pompey firft encamping at Jericho, where are moft excellent Date?, and Balfome 
th£ raoft precious of all other Oyntments: the next morning marched towards Jeru- 
(alem. Then Ariftobulus being lorry for what he had done, came and met him, and 
promifed him mony \ and that he would yield both himlclf and the City up to him, 
onely he defired thatfett'mg wars afidc, whatfoever he did, he would doe it in 
a peaceable way. Pompey pardoned him, and fent Gabinius with the Souldiers to 
receive the mony, but was fain to returne without without either or City,for Ariftobu- 
lus his Souldiers would not ftand to Ariftobulus his prom fe. Pompey hereupon waxed 
wroth, and committing Ariftobulus into cuftody, marched in perfon againft the 
City, which was ftrongly fortified, except toward the North, which was eafily to be 
battered. []ofeph, Hb.i$. cap. 7.] 

TheCitizens within the City being at diflention among themfelves, tjiofe that were 
of Hyrcanus parr, were of opinion that the City fliould be delivered up to Pompey, to 
whom many joynd, fearing the conftancy of the Romans : but Ariftobulus his iaftion 
commanded the gates mould be (hut, and preparations for war to be made,becaufe he 
kept the King prifoner.- Thefe preventing the other feized upon the Temple, and cut- 
ting down the Bridge, by which they went into the City, ftood upon their defence: 
but Hircanus partly having received the army within the City, delivered over to them", 
both the City and the Kings Palace ; the cuftody of both which, Pompey committed 
to h is Lieutenant Pifo , who fortified the houfes and other build ings that were near the 
Temple, but fi t ft offered to the beficged conditions of peace: which feeing theyre- 
fufed, he prepareth for to give a general aflaulr, and wa» affifted by Hircanus in all 
things that were necdful,£ Id, lib* 1. Bell, cAp, 5. & lib, 1 4. Amiquit. cap, 8. ] 

On the north fide of the City Pompey incamped,wlnch was the cafieft to be affault- 
ed : here were alfo high towers, and a ditch made by hands, brfides a deep valley 
which begirt the Temple, and alfo toward! the City aft places were veryftcepdown 
when the Bridge was taken away, efpecially on that fide that Pompey was incamped 
on. But the Romans daily railed Mounts, cutting down trees round about ; and fil- 
led up the Trench with materials that the fouldiers brought; which work indeed 
was very difficultly reafon of the vaft depth of the Trench | efpecially confidering the 
refinance that the Jewsmade from above, [ ibid. ] 

But unlefle the cuftoro of out Country (faithjofephus) had commanded us to reft 
on the feventh day, they could not have finifhed the Mounts, if we had rcfifted them. 
For the Law permits us to defend our. felves againft an aflailing enemy, but doth not 
fiffcr us to hinder any work that the enemy doth, (but this is no written Law, but gi- 
ven by tradition from their Doctors ) which when the Romans obferved,they neither 
did fo much as fhoot a dart againft thejews, nor came to handy blowes with them ; 
but onely erefted their Mounts and Towew, and planted their Engin», that they 
might ute them the next day againft us. This Jofephus, [ Hb.i^.Antiqwt.cap. 8.3 
and King Agrippa in the fame anthour, [lib.*.Bell.cap.] faith, that Pompey efpeci- 
allvchofethofedayes for to carry 011 the war* on which they that were affailed were 
to keep the reft of the Sabbath. ' ♦ 

Pompeys letters being readin the Senate concerning the death of Mithridates and 
thefinifhmgofthatwar; at Cicero the Confuls propofal, there was aproceflionfor 
twelve dayes decreed for Pompey, [ Cicero , de province finfulartbtts. ] And the 
Romans kept Feftival-dayes, as being treed rom a fore cnemy i [Appian,pAg, 2 50 , ] 

Titus Ampius,and Titus Labienus, Tribunes of the people, propounded a law, that

Pompey foould weare a Laurel Crown, and, the Triumphal habit in the Circenfian 
playcs, and in the Scenicaiplaycs, the Purple Gown, and a Laurel Crown 1 which yet 
be Wrdid any more than once, [ FeUetyPaterculJib. ».c*/\ 40. ■£>«.//£.* 7- ! 

At Jerwfalem the Trench being now filled, and the Tower fitted upon the Mounts, 
andtife Engius that were broughtfrom Tyrus planted, the Romans with fhooting 
hupeftones battered the Temple ; but yet along while, the Towers being exceeding 
ftrong and 'beautiful, endured the affauitt of the befiegers. The Romans being then 
very much tired, Pompey wondered at the conftancy of the Jews, and amongft others, 
at thisefpecially, that they conftantly tolernnized the whole fervice of Gddamidftall 
cheir enemies weapons, as ifthey had had a firm peace; for all the time of the affaiilt 
they performed the daily lacrifices : the priefts twice every day, namely, in the morn* 
ing, and at the ivnth hour, offering faenfices upon the altar, yea, not intermitting their 
facrifices in their greatcft extremities, {fofeph.lib.i.Bell.cap.s.lib*i4.A*titjuit.cAp,$.] 

When the Latin* feria. were folemnized at Rome ( Which were not Feafts that were 
alwayes upon a fet day, but by the appointment of the Magiftrates^ a Comet ap- 
peared ; and on the feventh day of the Julian November, two hour* after midnight, 
the Moon was edipled: of which Cicero in the fecondbook of his Confulfhip makes 
mention in thefe Verfes. . :

In the third moncth of the fiegeof Jerul alem, the greatcft Tower being (hakenby 
the many batteries of the Ram fell, an \ with the fall thereof brake down a great piece 
of the wall; bv which breach mi4titudesof the enemies brake into the Temple. The 
firft who ventured to afcend the w ill, was Cornelius Fauftus ths ton ot :>ylia, with h;s 
band of fouldiers, and imm.darciyafter the Centurion Furius with Ins Regim:nt,and 
b-n ween them both, the C ncurion Fabius with a valiant band ot bis fouldiers. Thefe 
compaffins 1 the Tempie abour, while fome fought to hide themfelves, and others made 
tome I'malfrehftance, flew them all ; where many priefts, although they taw the ene- 
mies rattling in with their drawn iWords,yet being nothing at all dimayed, continued 
their lacrifices , and were thine even while they offered and iucenfed in the 
Temple, preteiiingtheir duty they owed to their Religion before their own lives, 

L Aii places vWe full of (laughters ; tome of the Jews were ftainby the Romans, o- 
then by their own Countrymen of the contrary tattion: Many threw themlelves 
headlong down the rocks s others (citing their houfes on fire burnt themfelves, not 
endurineto behold thotc things that were done by the enemy. Theretell here 1 2000 
of the lews; there were very few of the Romans flain,but many wounded :amonglt 
them that were taken capdves was Ablolom, the Uncle and Father inlaw of Arifto- 
bulus ( he was the fon oi John HircanuO whom as Jofephus writes in the 1 3 book and 
20 chapter, was honoured by Alexander Jannxusbecaufe he was contented to live a 

Pn Thc Temple was taken on the f aft day, C.Anronius and M TuUius Cicero, being 
ConfulsintheCLXXlX Olympiade, L fifth, bk. 14.^.8 .] and the firft of that 
vear I Eitfeb. Demonftrat. Evanrcl. lib. 8. cap.z.] on the folemn Uft of the third 
moncth t on which the City was afterwards taken by Sofius, [ Jofeph. lib 14. cap. *lu ] 
where it is to be taken for the third moneth ot the civil year, beginning from Autumn, 
according to the Hebrews and other Baftern accounts, ( as Jofephus (hewes in the 
fivft of hS Antiquities,cap. 4. and Sr. Jcrom in the beginning of Ezechiel : j to wit, 
the -hird moneth ot the Syrians called by thcm,thc former Canun,and by the Hebrews 
Oileu : on the 28 day of which moneth the Jews even to this very day, keep a bait in 
memory ot the facre 1 Roll burnt by wicked Jehojakim: [JeremjyXXXn. 9'* 2 '*Vl 
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which Faft(asisobfervedattheyear oftbe World 3398.) was appointed for the 
firft taking of Jetufalem by Nebuchadnezzar, when the Jewsbegan firft to ferve the 
Babylonians* thjs. event, this Pentrope is worth the obfcrvation,Thatonthc fame day 
of the fame monerh, that the Temple fhould happen to be taken, and that after 543 
years by Pompey, when the Jews began to ferve the Romans; and again after ^6 
years by Sofaus, when they began to ferve Herod the Idumscan, and his pofterity : and 
that a8 day oftbe moneth'Cifle«,anfwers to the 2S day of the Julian December this 
year : and ( which alfo is worth obfervation ) it fell alfo oa a Saturday, or the Jewifli 
Sabbath, in which me Temple was won by allault, as Dio notes : and this is reckoned 
the 7 9 year, from the 1 70. of the Grecian Empire, in which it is rcad^that the yoke of 
the Heathen was taken away from Ifracl, [ 1 Mace Ah. 13.41.] from whence, it 
may be gathered, what a fmall time they enjoyed their liberty. 

Pompey entered into the Temple, and many together, with him, and there beheld 
thofe things that were not lawful to be leen by any Due the High Prieft : and whereas 
there were in thd Temple, the Table, the Candlefticks, with the Lamps, and all Vet- 
fcls for Sacrifice, and the Cenfersailof Gold, and an' huge heap of Spices, and in the 
Treafurie»oi Sacred Money, about 2000 talents; yet P&mpey medled not with any 
of thefe, but the next day he commanded them that had the charge of the Temple, to 
purifieandcleanfeir, and to offer their folemn Sacrifices to God, [ Jofeph.bb.i.Belt. 
cap. 5 . lib. 1 4. Antiquit. cap. 8.3 

Pompey reftored the High Priefthood to Hircanus, both becaufe he had fhewed 
himlelf fo forward all the time of thefiege, and for that he hindered the Jews that were 
in the whole Country from joyning with Ariftobulu*, [Id t ibtd.] With the Prieft- 
hood he alfo received the Principality ; yet Pompey forbad bmytoweat a Crown,and 
from thence, befides the former 9 years, tin .which he was High Prieft during the 
raignof his mother Alexandra* he obtained alfo the High priefthood other *4 years, 
C Id. lib. 20. tAmqmt.caf. 8. ] for which we take 2 3 years and an half. 

Pompey put to death tbofc that were the chfcfeftcaule of the war, and gave great 
honours and rewards to Fauftus and others who fkft had afcended the wall, [Jofeph. 

lib. I . Bell. cap. 5. lib* 1 4. Antiquit. cap. 8. ] 

Pompey made the Jews tributary to the Romans, [Id. ibid. Eufeb.Chren. Sever. 
Sttlpk. Hifior.Sacr.l1k2.'] and the Cities which they had formetly conquered in 
Crelofyria, he took from them, commanding them to obey their own Governours, 
and the whole Nation formerly advanced through prof penty, he contracted within 
their ancient bounds; and in favour of Demetrius of Gadara, a libertine of hi-, (of 
whofe infolence,Plni:arch wrote in the Hie of Pompey) he rebudded Gadara, which 
the }ews had formerly deftroyed : other inland Cities, as Hippon, Scythopoli», Pella, 
D:on,Samaria»Mari(la, Azotus, Jamnia, Arathufa> he reftored to the inhabitants, 
except thofe that were deftroyed in the wars, and likewilethe Sea Towns, as Gaza, 
Joppe, Dora, the Town of Straton, (which was afterwards magnificently rebuilt by 
Herod,and called Cdarea) Pompey fet at liberty,and annexed ail of them tothc Pro- 
vince ot Syria. [Iofepb.utfupra.l 

Hyrcanus and Ariftobulus, through their dilutions among themfelves, faith Jofephus, 
[lib. 14. cap. 8,3 were the caufe of this calamity to them of ferufalem ; for then we firft 
began to loofe our liberty , being fubjeft to the government of the Romans : befides that, we 
have been enforced tofttrrender up to the Syrians, that Country we had lately taken from them 
in war, and the %omans have alfo ex fitted of us, more than ten thoufand talents in a fhort 
time. Which afterwards the fame Jofephus affirms [in cap. i*.] that Craffus* alone 
tookfo much out of the Temple, fo that he may here be underftoodto (peak of the 
tributes and penfions laid upon the people. 

With thefe things that are delivered by Jofephus their Country Hiftorian, it will 
not be from the purpofeto compare thole things we have delivered by forraign Au- 
thours (who were contrary to the Jews in their principles J concerning thofe things 
were afted by Pompey againft the Jews; amongft whom, Cicero is the principal, in 
whofe Confulfhip thefe things were tranfa&ed ; in his Oration for L. Flaccus* we meet 
with this Teftimony of Pompeys abftincnce.f^.^wf«w» having taken Jerufalcmjnoved 
nothing out of that Temple: but, a* all things tlfe,fo he ailed in the fir fi place mo ft wifely 
in this,That infofpacious and calumnious a fity as it was, he allowed no place of hearing 
thefpeeches of flanderous detraftors; for I think the religion of the Jews was no offence, but 
a fhame to this excellent Emperour. And as much as could be expected from a Heathen, 
he made a comparifon between the Roman and the Jewifh religion in this manner. 

Every City hath its particular religion , and we have ours, whilfi the Hierofolymi- 
tans flood, and the Jews were at league with us, jet their religion did abhor the fplcndor of the 
fitcred rites of our Empire, the majefiy of our name, and the inftitutions of \our Ancefiors ; 
and now, which is more, that nation fhewing their opinion of ut by their Arms, it it fu§ciently 
manifefi how dear they are to the immortall godsyin that they are conquered, farmed and made 
fervile. Out j 
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0:t of Tuus Livius, in the 1 02 Epitome ot his book, we have oneiy thefe words in 
c fle£t. Cm. Pompeiut (ubduedthe jcwt,andtooltjheirtcmplc,which till that time had been 
,Vir;0/rfr*,utilefTe we fhould think that Eucropius and Orofius (as they did many other 
parts ol their HUtories) borrowed this out of him. Thus Eucropius touches upon the 
bufinctfe ia his fixth book, P<*ffi"g over again fi the lews, the third moneth he took. lerufa- 
lem,the head of tlfo Nation: twelve thoufand of the lews being flam, and the reft: taken 
into league. Oroiius{7^. 6, cap. 6, 3 writing that Pompey went from Petra in Arabia 
again ft the Jews ; over whom Anftobulus having exptUedhie brother, Hyrcanus (being the 
firfi King of > Priefi) reigned : Ihews that he took this part of hishiftorynotout of 
Jolephus,biK tome other more unskilful in the J c with affairs, Who notwitftanding 
relate* the transactions of Pompey in this bufineffe, nothing amifie, thus. He fern 
Gitblnm with an army to lerufalcm, their Qty ; and he prefently came after htmfelf, and 
was received into the City by the chief Elders : but betttg beaten off the walls of the Temple, by 
the common people , he fet k'mfelf to oppofe it. The place was not onely forttfiedby the natural 
fcituation, but a very great wall, and notwhhfiandmg one Legion after another, night and 
day, without inter mi jfton, attempted the walls; he was three moneths in taking of it, and took 
\t at length, with much adoe. Thirteen thoufand ( Jofephus and Eucropius have 1 1. ) of the 
Jews wereflain there, the reft of the multitude were taken into truce. Pompey commanded the 
walls of the City to be thrown down, and levelled with the ground : and when he had beheaded 
feme Princes of the lews, he refitred Hyrcanus to the High Pr'tefihud, andbreught Aflfiobu- 
InsPrifonerto Rome, 

Strabo, in the fixth book of his Geography, thus, trhen fudea was mow openly epprefi 
with tyranny, Alexander was the fir fi had made hmfelf Kinginfiead of Prieft : whofe four, 
Hit caput and Ariftobulus,ftrivmg for the government, Pompey came in and depofed, andde- 
malifhtd their bulwarks, andiook. Jerufatem ftrfi by force. That fence wot all of fione, and well 
guarded '.within well furnified with water, but without altogether droughty. It had a ditch 
cut in the reckjy ^o foot deep, and 2jo wide. The wallsof the Templewere made of the ftone 
that were cut out of it. Pompey toolkit, as it it reported, by taking the opportunity of a fafi 
day, in which they ab ft ained from all manner of labours, having filled t ha ditch, and pajfed the 
wall by hisfcaling ladders. He commanded all the walls to be demoUfhed, and as much as he 
could , deftroyed and abol'fh all the receptacle of Robbers , and all thofe places where the 
Tyrants treafures were laid up. Two of them werefitedin the entrance into Jencho,"thrax, and 
TAurui,therefi were tAlexandrium y Hyrcanium,Maclurus, Lyfias, and fame places about 
'Philadelphia, Scythopolis alfo next to Galilee; [pag. 791,763.] and afterwards, Pompey 
taking away fome places, that the lews had by violence fei^ed, upon, preferred Hyrcanus to the 
High trieflhood.foig.164, 765.] 

In Lucan,in the third book of Pharfalia, amopg other Nations that he conquered* 
reckons up Judea, in thefe words. 

Me demons cognovit Arabs, me Mart* feroces 
Henichi, notique ereyto vellere £Vd». 
Cappadoces meafigna timent, & deditafaaris 
Inccrti ludaa 'Dei, molltfque Sophene : 
Armenios, CUicafauc feres, Taurofque fubegh 

To th' Arabs and the warlike Heniochi tam'd 
And th' fleece-deprived Colchi I am kiuwn : my fam'd 
Enfignes the Cappadoc'ans,and the Jews,wh* adore, 
An nnkuown God »and foit Sophene fear full fore : 
Taurus Armenia and Ctlicia I've lubdu'd. 

Plutarch in Pompeto, Hefubdued ludea, and took, their King Anftobulus. App<an in 
Mithridaticis, concerning the fame. He madtwarupon Aretas,the Kmgof the Arabians 
of Nabathea, and the lews alfo, who had revolted from their King Arifiobulus, until he tool^ 
lerufatem, a City, in their conceit, mo fi holy, Cpag.244-3 ai, d ia Syriacis. Onely the 
Country of the lews remained uncouquered, whofe King Anftobulus the conquering 'Pompey 
ftntto Rome, and ever threw the walls of ' Ierufalem,the greatefi aadmofi holy City in all that 
Country, [$ig, H9'3 

Cornel. Tacitus, HiftoT.lib. 5. cap 9. The firfi that conquered the lews of all the Ro- 
mans, was Cn. Pompey, and entred the Temple by right of conqueft ; there was firft publified, 
that their Temple was within,without any image,and an empty feat, and my fttries: the walls 
of lerufalcm were thrown down, but thcTemple ftoodfttll. L. FlorUf, [H«ftor.lib, 3 .cap. 5.] 
concerning the fame. Mocking through Libanut in Syria, and Damafcus,he di fir Anted 
the Roman Enfignes ; bepatfed through thefe odoriferous Groves of frauktncenfi and balms : 
The Arabians wire at his ferv'tce; the lews a f aid to defend lerufalcm : but thu he entred 
alfo, and faw openly that grand m fiery of that wicked Nation, as under a skye of beaten gold; 
Hhhh concerning 
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Concerning which, [fee Lypfius, Elector, lib. 2. cap. 5.] The brethren at odds about the 
Kingdom, he being made Umf'.re,ad\udgeth the Kingdom to Hyrcanus, and claps irons upon. 
Ariftobulus, refufing to ft and to the award. 

And thenDio, [lib §7.] in the ConfuHhip of M.Tuilius Cicero, and C. Antonius. 
Pompey marched into Syria Paleftina, becaufe their inhabitants had tnvaded Phaniciz : 
th'is Country the two brethren, Hyrcanus and ^Ariftobulus governed ytjfjfld thej by 
chance being at odds at that time for the Pricfthood {which it with them all out -with the king- 
dom) of the God , whomfoever he be, filled the fity with [editions : 'Pompey therefore pre- 
fently, without any blows, conquered Hyrcanus, for he had no forces ablt to refift hint: and 
Ariftobulus alfo being beftegedin a certain Caftle, was forced to accept conditions of peace: 
and feeing he would neither give him mony 9 nor yield up the Caftle, he caft him into Prifon, 
and then eafily conquered the reft : but the winn'ng of leruftlem coft htm much pains ; 
indeed he eafily obtained the City, being let in by thofe that favoured Hyrcanus : but the 
Temple that was ftix,ed upon by them of the contrary faftion he took^not , but with great 
pai/is, it was feated on an hill, and fortified with * wait of ft one ; neither if they had de- 
fended it all dtyes al'\s , would it have been conquered ; but , becaufe they left off 1 the de- 
fence of it on Saturday es, and becaufe they refted from all work, on thofe dayes* they gave 
the Romans occasion of overthrowing the wall .-for when they obferved this cuftomeof the 
enemies , they did nothing to the purpofe on the other dayes ; but when the week, went about, 
and Saturday was come* then they fell to work, heartily, arid wan the Temple by main force. 
And thus at length the jews were overcome, nothing at all defending themfelves - y then were 
the treafures taken away, and the Kingdom given to Hyrcanus, and ^/iriftobulus carryed 
away prifoner, Thefe things happened at this time in Tate ft in*, 

Whilft Pompey made war about Jurtea, Ptolomams ( Aiiletes ) maintained 8000 
horfemen at his own charge, and feafted a thoufand guefts with fo many golden drin- 
king cupps, alwaies changing the cupps, as they changed the difhes ; as Varro relateth. 
[PHn.Ub.ii. ] to whom there was to be paid out of Egypt yearly the tribute ot 
1 2500 talents, as Cicero in an oration ( which is loft ) delivered. [ Strabo. lib. 17. pag. 
799.] although Diodorus Siculus related that the revenue of Egypt at this .time was 
but only 6oco talents. 
Scleucis in Palefhne was built by Pompey. C *AN l *»>?*g. 2 5 J. ] 
Pompey, having left the government olCceiofyria, to Scaurus j from Euphrates as 
facre as the borders ot Egy pr, departed into Cilicia with two legions ; carrying Arifto- 
bulus prifoner with him, with his two fonnes, and as many daughters : ZJ°f*ph. lib. 14. 
cap, 8. ] one of which called Alexander in his journey, elcaped by flight, but the youn- 
ger called Antigonus with his fillers was carried to Rome. [ Id. lib, bell. cap. i.fin.~] 

Appian writes that Pompey left Syr ia,at his departure thence,ro be governed by his 
Qusftor Scaums : [ in Syriacis.pag. \ 1 9. cum lib. i*bell,civil.pag, 6y6.6-jj,] J jfephu* 
ads in lib. 1 .bel. cap. 8. that he gave the government of Syria, and Judea,al(oto Scau- 
rus. AmmianusMarccllinusalfoinlib. i4.affirmetb,*tat Pompey having conquered the 
Jews, and tr.ken Rierufalcm brought Paleftine into the forme of a province, committing the 

jurisd'&ion thereof to * Governour. indeed Hyrcanus then reteined the nameof King, but 
without a ciownrbut fuch was the dulneli- of his wit, that the govcrnoursof Syria took 
the poweno themlelve?,not only of ordering the tributes,butof difpofing of all things at 
their own pleasure in Paleftine, as we fhal fee hereafter in the goverument of Gabinius. 

Cicero and Antonius being Cpnfuls, on the 9 day before thecalends of October 
wasOftaviusborn,of Oftavius and his wife Atia; (the fifter of C. Julius Cscfar ) 
[SuetoH.wOttavio.cap.Of. 5.] who afterwards was called Cafar Auguftus. Inwhofe 
reign our Lord Jefus Cbrift the Saviour of the World was born. [ Luc. II. 1 . 6. 7, ] 
J ulius Marathu^ reporteth, that a few months before Auguftus was born, there happe- 
ned at Rome a prodigy ( or oracle ) publickly knowen, whereby was declared that 
nature was about to bring forth a King over the people ot Rome : at which the lenate 
being affrighted made an aft, that no mans child that was begotten that year , 
undid bz rear'd , but thofe whole wives were with child, ( for every one 
was willing to draw this hope to himfelf, took order that this aft mould not be brought 
into the treafury, and then inrollcd. [ £»«<?». vt fupra, cap. 9^ ] concerning his birth 
day on the9 of the Kalends of October, Auguftus himfelf agrees with Suetonius in an 
cpiftle to his nephew Ca.\us.[GelUus.Ub. 15.^.7.] the new Kalendar \inSeriptioni- 
bus Gruteri CXXXUl.] and the Narboii ftone. [ibid. pag.CCXXIX.] Dion alfo 
not diflenting who in the 56 book faith that he was born on the 2} of September : for 
i n the Julian September of 30 daics, the IX of the Kalends of Oftober which is the 2 3 
of September, although in the Pomp lian September which hath but 29 daies it is the 
2 2 of the fame month j but September j as the year was ( before the" correction appoin- 
ted by Julius Caefar ) at Rome, it fell in June of the Julian period 465 1. V 

Catil'nus confpiracy breakingforth ac Rome, Q^Martius Rex, and Q. Metellus 
Creticus both of them were generals in the Citie, and both of them hindred from tri- 
umphing 
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umphiogby thefalfe accufationoffomefew, whofe cuftome ic was tpfet to fails all 
things both honeft, and dishoneft, [ Saluft. in conjuration. Catilinar.^ 

The Pbiladelphenfes reckon their yeares from the iecondyearoftheCLXXIX 
Olympiade. ( Pafti Siculi ) this Philadelphia is not farre from Judea •' of which Jofe- 
phus, L^» i» bell, cap. •$. and Strabo. Lb, } 6. pag', 760 & 763.] where he notes chaca- 
bout it the receptacles of the theives were this year taken away by Pompey, which per- 
haps was the caulecf the fiiftinftitution of this Epoch. 

Pompey, marching about the reft ofOicia, which did not ackowledge the Ro- 
man power, fubducd ic to the Roman without a blow. [ Appian.pag, 244.] except 
that part that waspofleffed by the Ebuchero-Cilice - , whoCe town being feated in the 
mountain Amanus, were afterwards conquered by Cccro the Proconful of Syria. 

Pharnaces fent to Pompey, the body oi his father Mirhridatesdone up in brine, yeil- 
ding up to him both himfelf and his Kingdom; [D-o.^.37.] Appian writes that he 
lent it to Pompey to Synope in a gaily j and alfo thofe that had taken Maniu> ( Aqui- 
lius ) and many hoftages both ot Grecian', and Bajbarians : and that hedefired, that 
lie might hold either his fathers .Kingdomc, or the Bofphoran only, which his brother 
Machan, had received from Mithtidates. Plutarch faith that Pompey, when he came 
to Amilus, that hefouud many guifts brought from Pharnaces, and many of the royall 
familyjand alfo the corfe of Mithridar.es, not very well knowen bv his face, but was 
knowen by the fcarrs,by them who defired to fee that fight, for Pompey would not 
fee it, but fent it to Synope. 

For Pompey thinking that all hoftility was extinft with his life ; wreaked not any 
malice upon the dead body, but commanded it to be buried in the fepulchre of his 
fathers. [Z>«.^.37«] he delivered therefore the. body over to them, that fhould 
take care of ic, and defraying the charges, he commanded ic lhould be royally interred 
at Synope, and withall commended him for the excellency of his doings, asthemoft 
famous King of his ag e. [ appian.pag. 2 50. ] 

Pompey admired the wonderful rich apparell, and armes he-ware : but Publius flole 
thefcabbardoihisfword, which coft 400 talents, arid fold it to Af iarathes. Caius 
the toftcr- brother of Mithridates, gave privately M'thridates hat of wonderfull work- 
manfnip, to Fatiftu* the fonne of Sylla who begged it of him, without Pompeys privity 
but Pharnaces when he after wards under flood of it, punifhed thofe that had im'aecil- 
led thofe things. [ Plrtarch. ] 

Pompey inrolled Pharnaces and Caftor Phanagonafis among the friends and allyes 
ofthepeopleofRomc,[^;M».p^.25i.2)«./ : A,?7.] andaUogave the kingdomof 
Bofphorus to Pharnaces, becaufe he had freed Icaly from many difficulties ; except the 
Phanagorenfcs to whom he granted liberty becaufe they, fuftof all troubled Mithrida- 
tes by revolting from him, both as he was gathering up again his Forces* and when he 
had an army and fleet, and thus by giving example to others, were the caufe of his de- 
ftru Won, [ Appian.pag. 250.] But after the departure of Pompey* Pharnaces alfailed 
the Phanagorenfes and their ncighbours,uiril that thorough famine they were forced 
to come out and fight with him, and fo were overcome; whom Withojc doing any 
more hurt unto them, he received into friendfhip with him, onely taking hoftages ot 
them, [*4ppi*n,fag, 253,254.] 

Pompey recovered Caftles in Pontus, the delivery up of which thofe that were 111 
garilon thought to defer till his coming before them ; fearing, left the treafure that was 
committed to their charge, other* might take aw.iy,an J lay thefauk upon t'lero, [ Dio. 
M.tf. j In Talaura, which City Mithridates ufed as a Wardrobe, were found 2000 
cups of Onix ftone, madeand fattened together with gold, many cups alfo for hot and 
cold drinks, beds, chairs, all moft fplendid ; bridles for horfes, and trappings for brefb 
and fhoulders, all befet with gold and precious ftones : in the receiving and reckoning 
of which, the Treafuter fpent thirty dayes ; part of them came fronv tfanus the fonne 
of Hyflafpestohisfucceffoursfrom hand to hand: part of them Cleopatra had dc- 
pofited with the Coans and were pf the treafure of the Pcolem«an Kings,which Mithri- 
dates had carried fromthence,they being delivered him by the Citizens; part the King 
himfelf had prepared and got together, being extremely defiroiu of rich houfhould- 
lujfle,£^i*».prfg.2 5i,252.3 ..■■-. . . 

At Rome at the time of the chufing Confuls, Cicero the Conful f pake an oration tor 
Murena,whowascho{enConfulfor the following year, and was acculed for unlaw- 
ful! bribing for the office, in which he faith that thcarmy ofL. Lucullus, which were 
come to his triumph, came to aid Murena in demanding the Confulfhip; of which 
triumph Cicero in his Lucullus thus maketh mention., #*«» returned Conqmrour from 

the LMitbridatickw*r,he triumphed three years later thanhe ought tohavedwc, through the 
falfe accufatioMSofhU enemies : for w that are C°»M S > wt * e dntoftfain to bring i n the chariot 
of that famous mmintothec'tty, forC. Mummiushad lec the people of Rome againft 
bim,asithehadimbezelledmuchofchcfpoiles, and had protrafted thewar,andfo 
Hhbh 2 perfwaded 
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Per f waded the people that they fliould deny Kim his Triumph » but the noble men, and 
thofe that were moft in authority,tntermedling tbemfelves with the tribes,thcy intrcat- 
ed fo much by fair and perfwafion,that at laft they brought them to yield unto his Try- 
umph . [Plutarch, in LhcuUhi^ 

He made his Tryumphaht entry not troubleTome for the long lhcw thereof, nor for 
the multitude of things that he brought thither, as many Captains had done before 
him; but he furnifhed the (hew place (called Circus Flammius) with the enemies 
weapons, oi which there was great ftore, and with the Kings battering Engines, which 
was a pleafant fight to behold : and in their Triumph there was a certain com- 
pany of men bravely armed, ten Chariots with Sithes, and 60 friends and Captains 
of the two Kings, and no long (hips armed on, their beaks drawn alio after them ; 
a Statue of Mithridates of fix foot high all of gold, and a Target fet with precious 
(tones : the Crown al(o of Tigranes was taken, and carried in Triumph : twenty 
cupboards of filver plate, of golden veffels and armour and coine 3 a. Thefewcrc 
carried upon mensfhoulders; eight mules golden beds, $6 carried filver bullion, and 
1 07 that carried filver coine, little lefle than 2700000 Drachmes. Moreover, there 
were books of accounts earryed, what mony he had given to Pompey, and the trea- 
furesforthewaragainftthePirates,befides what he had given |to his own Souldicrs, 
which was 9 5o Drachmes a piece,and then he feaftcd all the Cities and Villages there- 
abouts. £Jd. '*«*.] 

After the Triumph, and an account given of the Mfchridatick war,he fell to a 
manner of living far more magnificent, than ftood with the ancient temperance, and 
was thefirft among the Romans that brought in all manner of delicacies, after he had 
received the riches of the two Kings, Tigranes and Mithridates. C N' celaft ' Damafcen. 
Hijtoriar. lib. 17. apud Atbenaum, lib. 6. tap. ult. & lib. 12, cap. %%.] Vclleiw Patcr- 
culus alfo confirmeth, that he was the firft that brought in the prowle luxury in buil- 
dings, dyer, and houuK>ld-ftuff.l#*»s. ^.3?.] .» 

Pompey rebuilt Eupatoria", which Mithridates Eupator had' built, and fo called 
from kis own name, and ddtroyed it again, becaufe it enrertained the Romans ; 
Pompey gave to it both lands and inhabitants, and called it Magnopolis* [ Strabo, 
lib. 1 a. pag. §5tf. Appia*. pag. 251. 2 ^ e adorned Cabira in the forme of a City , 
and called it Diopolis. [Strabo. ibid, pag. 557 ] He appointed Laws and Statutes for 
the Bythinians, and them of Pomus ; of which Pliny the Prxcor of Bythinia makes 
mention in his Epiftle to Trajan. [ lib. 1 o.] 

Pompey marched out of Pbntus into AGa (properly fo called) and wintered at 
Ephefus; Dio. tib,H,~\ 'and when he had Sniflied all both by fca and land, yet he 
commanded the Cityes of Ana to furnifh him with a Fleet, equivalent to the 
price or rate of L. Sylla's impofuion which he defcribed. [Cicero pro. 
Flacco. 1 

L. Valerius Flaccus, who in the former year was Prattor at Rome, was this year 
PmorofAfia.[Mtf/<j 

About the end of winter, Pompey diftributes rewards to his conquering army to 
every one 1 soo Attic Drachmes, (Plutarch confirmeth that he that had received leafiS 
received fo many) and to the Tribunes and Centurions proportionable to their digni- 
ty; which fumof mony they reckon to be i6oo<H2ktiP>[Appian.pag.t%i.] to the 
Liutenanrs and Quaeftors that defended the fca coaft 2000 feftertium's, to each 
of the Souldiers fifty, as we read in Pliny, [lib. 37. cap, ■*.] if that place be 
perfect. 

D.Julius Silarnr, and L. Murena being Confuls, Metellus triumphed over Crete, 
[Eutrop. lib. <5.] and indeed upon the Kalends of June, (for as much as can be gather- 
ed from the fragments of the triumphal marbles) which fell at that time in the Julian 
March: but the chief ornament of the Triumph, Pompey drew from him, which was 
thecaptiveCaptains.[rr//rt. Patercul.lib. 2.^.40.] for he took from him Lafthencs 
and Panares, by the aide of one of the common people, being pertWadcd thereunto, 
[ Dio. lib. 36.] but yet the Triumph of Lucullus and Metellus were much favoured 
by every good man, both through their own virtue, and especially in envy to Pom- 
pey. [fillet, utjitpra. cap. 34/j Appian alfo makes mention of the Triumph of Metellus 
Creticus, [!>£<«. 30. [ 

When Catocame to Ephefus to falute Pompey, as one that was elder and greater 
in dignity than he, Pompey feeing him come, would not fuffer him to come to him. 
as he fate in his (eat,but went to meet him as one of the chiefeft noble men , and 
took him by the hand ; embracing and faluting him, commended Him in the pretence 
of all men> both betore his face, and when he was gone from him •* but yet was glad 
when he was gone, as though he could not command freely in his pretence ; and alfo 
commended to him the care of his wife and children, which he never did to any almoft 
that failed to Rome,thougfrindccd Cato was allied to them. [Pint, m Catommore.'] 

Pompey 
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^Pompey, after he had partly by war overcome many Princes and Kings, and partly 
allvd them to him by firm conditions of peace, and had taken not leffe than 900 Li- 
tiesVand reftorcd 39 Cities that were either ruinatedor deftroyed in war ( as was *Ma- 
zaca the head City of Cappadocia ) and had increafed eight Cities and Countries with 
Colonies, and had inftruited the grcateft part of the Nations thorough the Continent 
of Ada that belonged to the Romans in his own laws, and ordained a Common- 
wealth for them ; then at length hefet fail from Ephefus, and went towards Italy, in 
very great pomp, thorough I Hands, and Greece, [ Dto.Ub.^.Appian.pag.iV.Plu- 
tarcbJn'Pompeio.'] . c 

When Pompey was come to Lesbos, he releafed the City of all taxes in favour or 
Theophanes, [Plutarch, ibid.] for the Mitylenians had delivered Marius Aquihus 
and others priloners; to whom liberty was reftoted by Pompey infevouronelyoi 
Theophanes, [Villei. Patercul.lib. 2. cap. 1 8.] This was Balbus Cornelius Theopha- 
nesa Mitylenian,a Writer of Pompeys A&s : whom he efteemed one of his moft in- 
timate friends, and made him a Cirizen of Rome in the face of the whole army : to 
whom alfo the Grecian flattery when he was dead, beftowed divine honours, L Cicero 
pro Jrchia pacta. Strabo, lib. 13. pag. 617. Valerias iM*xmus,lib.%.cap.i4„Cor«ct. 
TacitHK hb. 6. Annal. cap. I. "julus Capit$linus,in Maximo & Balbim. ] 

AtMitylene Pompey beheld the poets play their prizes, where the only fubjea was 
his own afts and deeds : he was much delighted with the theatre, and drew a map and 
models of it, that he might make the like at Rome, but greater and more magnificent. 

When he came to Rhodes, he heard the Sophiftersdifpute, and gave to each of 
them a talent. Pofidonius hath written the difputation he made hetore lompey, 
againttHermagorasthc Rhetorician; of the generall queftion. [/<U but Pompey a 
hcwasabouitogointo Pofidonius his houfe, forbad his Liftour (as the manner was; 
to knockat the door, and he himlelf laid down the Liftours rod, at the door, to whom 
both the call: and the weft fubmiitcd.C^7.^.7.^.^ 
Cicerothus relates in the (ccond bookofTufcuhne qucftions, out of Pompeys owne 
mouth. I have often (een Pofidpniue my felfM IwillteUjou, what pompey was wont often 
to declare vntotmx that as he came one of Syria, andwascemctoB}»des,bebadammdto 
hear Tofidnius^but when he heardhe was veryftck* M m great pain with *f'g°^7f h ' 
would needs fee that famous PhUofopher,who when he had feen him and fainted htm, and W 
Hvcnhim very treat complements, hetoldhim, thathewas very forn tb ^becouldnot bear

When as Pompey had lent his LeivetenantPifo to demand the Conful-flup; the 
Romans both deferred the comitia til hiscoming, and chole Pifo, who was there pre- 
fent,Conful, with a generall content; this commendation of Pifo by Pcmpey for him, 
wrought not only upon frcinds, but alfo with enemies; torthey were all in a general! 
fear of Pompey , before he had diimiffed his army. [ ThoMb. 37.3 

About the happening of Pifo his Coniulfl»ip,(in the Julian November) Pcmpey came 
into Italy* as may be underltood out of Cicero. [ lib. 1 . ad Atticum. epift. 9.&H. ] and 
whereas it was feai dthat he wculd ndt come without his army^and thai he would regu- 
late the publick liberty after his own plcalure,and that he wouid twice himf tli lord of 
all Italy, and all the power of the Romans j as (oon as he came to Brundufium, he of 
his own accord, d if chargeth all his forces, before there came to him any decree cither 
from the Senate, or people ; \Vtllei. Patercul. lib. i.eap. 40. Pint. Appian. 2>h.] Plutarch 
faith, that Pompey when he thus kindly difcharged his louldicis, commanded them

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and a Fleet, [ M. Tullius, in Orat. pro Flacco, ] and reftored many Cities that were al- 
rnoft deferted ; as Samos for one, a moft nubie City of Jonia, and another, Halicar- 
naflus, a City of Carta, [ Id. Lb. 1 . epift* 1 . adgjmtum F ratrem. ] 

Pompey deferred his Triumph till his birth day, which he 1 did on the third, and the 
day before the Kalends,of October (which, was his birth day, falling then either in 
July or June of the Julian accouac) M.Mcflala, and M.Puo, being Confuls; as may 
De gacheced from the Marble Fragment of the Ttiumphal Records, but more fully 
out of the Records of the Triumpns ol Pompey himfelf, mentioned byPiiny, [tf*.7. 
C4p.i6,&ld?. 37. cap. t.] and although he had a moft magnificent Triumph of fo 
many Kings for two dayes together, [ as it is in follet. Patercul. lib. 2. cap. 40. & Appian, 
inMithridaticis.] Although this Triumph lafted two whole dayes, yet was not the 
greatoeffeofic fully fhewed, as Plutarch faith 1 for a great part of the preparation, 
•which wouid have lerved to furnifh another Triumph was not teen. 

They who ftrivc to compare Pompey in all things with Alexander the Great, will 
needs have him not to be lull 34 years old ; whereas in truth he was 40, if we believe 
Plutarch : and indeed Pompey himfelf, even from his youth, by thataik of his flactet- 
ers, believing that himfelf was like Alexander, he imitated both his actions and coun- 
fels, [Salnft. Hiftoriar.Ub.'}. apnd Nonittm MarceUum, in voc.Enutlns.] But Velleius 
very elegantly oDferves, that they were too much bafied about the age of that great many [lib. 
2, ca p. 5 j, ] who were deceived, in the account fnlifve years : whereas the fetting right of 
theft thing* was fa eafiefrom the Conful (hips of £. AttMtu, and Quintus Strvilim : Which 
fault Plutarch tell upon, whilft he corre&cth others ; whilft lie now faith, that Pom- 
pey was but 40 years old , when as indeed he was 45 . 

Pompey made his firft Triumph over Africa, the fecond over Europe,thc thud over 
Afia, and fo made the three parts of the World, fo many Monuments of his Viftory, 
\yelU\<Paterc*l.lib,i. cap. 40. Plutarch in Pompey,'] Whereupon this great Triumph 
Was called The Triumph of the whole World, | Dio.iib.i7*] He was here by the whole 
Affembly faluted by the firname of Great, [ Liv. lib. 103. ] with which firname, given 
long a gone by the people he was contented, although by his famous deeds he might 
have received many new names, £ Die. utfupra, 3 

The preface of the Triumph ( as it is described by Pliny, lib. 7. cap. a ». out ot his 
own Records ) was thus. When he had freed the fea coaft from Pirates, and hadreftored 
the command of the fea to the people of Rome, he triumphed over Aft*, Pontus, Armenia, Pa- 
phlaionia,Cappadocia,Cihcia,Syria,Scythians y Jews, Albanians, Iberia, the 1 fie of Crete, 
Ba(tarna,and above allthefe,ovcr the Kings, Mithridates and Ttgranes : to which Plutarch 
zd<ies 9 Medra,Colcbu, Mesopotamia, and Arabia ; and Appianus addes, the Heniochi t and 

Achxans. \ ... „ it 

Pompey brought 700 thips that were whole: there was a vaft number of wag- 
gons that carried the armour, and alfo the beaks of Ihips : after thefe went a mutuude 
of captives and pirates, not bound, but clad in their Country habits : Noble -men, and 
Captains, or fons of the Kings, partly capcive<„parily holbges, to the number of 3*4. 
went before him, who fat on a lofty Chariot, [ Appian. ] 

Amongft thefe was Tigrancs, thefonof Tigranes, the King of Armen'a,wuh his 
wife and daughters, and Zofime the wife of Tigranes himfelf ; Moreover the lifter and 
five fons of Mithndates ( Anapherne?, Cyrus, Oxathres, Darius, Xerxes) and two 
daughters,Orfabaris, and Eupatia. There was alfo led Olmaces the King of the 
Coichians,and Ariftobulus the King of the Jewes, and the Tyrants of the Cihcians : 
alfo Come women of the Royal Family of the Scythians, three Commanders of the Ibe- 
rians ; two of the Albanian.*, with Menander ot Laodicr, who was General of Mithii- 
datesHoife; alfo the hottagesot the Albanians aud Ibcuaus, and of the King or the 
Commagenians : alfo many other Trophies were carryed, according to the number 
of battles, that either he or his Leiutcnant had wo* in divers places, L Id, cum 
Plutdrcho, ] 

The piclcuics of Tigranes and Mithtidates though abfent, were carryed, and how 
they fought, how gave ground, howfled. The aftailug alfo of Mithndates was re- 
presented, and how he fecrctly fled away by night ; and laft of all his death was repre- 
fentcd to the eyes ot the beholders,- the Virgins alfo that were the companions ot his 
death being likewife fet out in piaures : there were carryed alfo tables with the images 
of his fons and.daughters that died before him, and the figures ot the Barbarian gods 
in their own Country habits, [Appian.] _ . 

Pompey himfelf was carried in a Chariot fet with precious ftonef, clad,as is report- 
ed, in tbxCoat of Alexander the great : there followed the Chariot* the companion* 
of this expedition, the Colonels both of Horfe and Foot. [/^.] 

The day before the Kalends of Oftober, which was his birthday; he brought a 
pair of Tables with the men of two precious ftones, three foot broad, and four long, 
inwhfehwasa golden Moon of 30 pound weight; three Parlour Tables, nine ^up- 
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boards of piate-ot gold and precious ftones : three golden Images of Minerva, Mars, 
and Apollo : three Crowns let with pearls, a golden Mount tquare, portiavcd with 
Stags and Lions and fruits of all kinds, comparing about a golden Vine, (of which 
formerly, at the end ot the year of the World 3939.) A Bower of pearls, upon the 
top of which wa« a Sun-dial. Pompey*s own image of pearle. ]PUny 9 lib. 37. cap, »,] 
Pompey alio writes, that he carried trees in Triumph, namely the Elme tree, 
and the Balfome tree, which onely groweth in Judea, [Id,tib. 12. cap. 4. 
& 25.] 

There were alio Carts, and other Veflels laden with gold, and diverfe other Orna- 
ments, among which Was the bed of Darius the (on of Hyftafpes, and the Throne and 
Scepter of Mkhridates Eupator^ and a golden image of him, eight cubits to the breaft, 
[Apfian^] a filver Sucue of Pharnaces, who firlt raigned in Pontus ; and gold and 
filver Chariots, [ PHnj* M. 37. cap. 12.] and of filver coine 7000 Myriades, and 
5 1 o Drachmes. [ Apyian, ] Moreover it was (hewn in Tables , that all the tri- 
bute of the people of Rome was before but 5000 Myriades, but with thefe that he 
had gotten for the people of Rome, they now amounted to 8500 Myriades. 
[Plutarch.] 

There was alio carried a Table, containing a breviary of thofe things that Pompey 
had done in the eaft , inferibed with this Title : 8co (hips with prows were taken ; eight 
Cities built in Cappadocia, in Cilicia, and Coelofyria 20. in P«Uelt ; na Seleucis : Kings 
conquered, Tigranes the Armenian, Artoccs the Iberian, Orozes the Albanian. 
Thus the Title, |_ Jppian.] the like to which Pliny ;makes mention of, [lib. 7, cap. 
26.] placed in the Temple ot Minerva, and dedicated of the ip>iles. Cn.Pampeimt 
Magnus, Captain Getter *l, having finijhed a war of thirty years, having overthrown, routed, 
k*lled\and having hadyielded unto btm % nventy one hundred eighty three thou] and me» t funcl^ 
and taken 846 fhfs, having had yielded unto him I5j8 "towns and fa (hies, having con- 
quered from the> lake of Afaotu to the Red Sea , defervedly offers thit vow to CMi- 
nerva. 

Ho brought into the publick treafury in plate, and in gold and filver coine aooco 
talents* [ Plutarch. ] among other gift? that were dedicated by him in the Capitol, 
was the Cabinet of King Mithridates ; as Varro and other Authours of that rime 
confirm, which firft of all inclined the Romans towards pearls and Jewel*. [ *Pliny t 
lib. Yf\ cap. 1.] There alfo'vas dedicated all the moft precious things of Mithridates, 
that Were found in the new C&d\e,[StraboJib. 1 i.pag< 5?6>557.] and that golden Vine 
that was brought out of Judea ; [Id, m jofephus^l.b, 14. cap. 5.] alfo fix cups of the 
ftone of Murrha, then firft brought co Rome, which prclently were commonly 
ufed, they being dcfirous to have plates an J dilhes of the fame. [Plitty.lib.zj, 
cap. 2. ] 

When Pompey came triumphing into the Capitol, he put none of the captives to 
death, as thole thar had triumphed beiore him ufed to do « but paying their charges 
out of thepublick mony, tent every one home into his own Country, except thofe 
that were of royal extradtion. [Appian,} For that which Appian adds,that Ariftobulus 
was puc to death, and after him Tigranes, appears to be falfe from this, that Ariftobu- 
lus afterwards returned into his Country. Jolephus and Dio confirm, and that Tigranes 
was kept in chains with flaviu a Senatom, by the command of Pompey, and taken 
out of his cuftody by Clodius the Tribune of the people, which Afconius Pedianus con- 
firmech in his Commentary upon the Milonian Oration. 

The Gazenfes ( being now freed fr^m the command of the Jews) begin the account 
of their times from hence. L Fafti. Skull, anno. 4, Olymp.ij9.~\ That the Gazenfes 
began their year about the a 7 day oi the Julian O&obcr, we gather out of Marcus a 
Deacon of Gaza, in the 1 fe of Potphyry,a Bifhopof Gaza; 

That none fhauld l'uccecd Quintus Cicero in the Pratrorfhip of Afia, his brother 
Marcus was the caufc; as he himfclf in an Epiltle to him fhews: in which, among 
other things that were well done by him in the Province, he reckons this: That the 
thieveries of the Myfians were taken away, and murders in many places fupprelTed, 
and that peace was fctled through the whole Province,and not only the robberies and 
thieveries of paffengers, in the Countries, but more and greater in the Towns. [//*. 
l.eptjl.X.ad^uinttraar.'] 

When M. Cicero hadfent a Commentary of hisConfulfhip, written in Greek, to 
Rhodes to Pofidonius (the Apamean, both a Philofopherandan Hiftorian, that he 
ihould write concerning the fame things in a better ftile) which when he had read, 
he wrote back to him, That he was not by this at all provoked to write, but that he was 
clearly afraid. [Jib, 2. epifi, j.adAtticune.] 

Ptolomanjs Auletwhad a ion born, he being grown old, which fon fucccded bim 
in his kingdom ; fo that he was not above 13 years old, when after the battle ot 
Pharfalia,Pompeyfledtohim,asDioobfervesinhis4*book. | 
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Pompey demanded ot the Senate, thatall things that he had granted to Kings, 
Governors, and Cities, that the fathers would confirm* [vfy;/<w. Bell.pvil. lb, 2. 

pair, 4-32 • 1 

Lucullu* had at this time given himfclf over to enjoy his piealure and riots : but 
being ftirred up by the Seriate, that he rtvould u(e hi; authority to deal in matters of 
State, he presently let upon Pompey : [Plutarch in Pontpeio,} therefore he and Metellus 
Creticus* having in mind the injury he had done thcm,and with them part alio of the 
Nobility refilled him, that thofe things that w. re either promiled to Cities, or the re- 
wards to them that had deferved evil of hitri, (hould not be ditpoled ot after his own 
pleafure. [Pellet. Tatercnl.lb. 2. cap. 40.] and Liicullus appointed, that Pompey fhould 
propofe to the Senate particularly concerning all his ads ; and not demand that they 
Ihould be all approved in a lump, for other wile he faid it Would be unjufti to approve all 
his ads firoply, before they knew what they w,ic y as if they had been done by fonie 
Lord. And whereas he had difanulled tome of Lucullus's ads: he demanded. That 
both'their a&s Ihould be piopofcd in the .Senate, that it might confirm either or them 
that were .worthy of approbation. Cato,and Metellus Celer the Conful, and others 
that were of the fame opinion, earnefty defended Lucullus. [D'.o.Lb. 37.] He brag- 
ging alfo, that the victory over Mithridates belonged to him, drew Crailns alio totiis 
party, [Atpian,3ell.Givil.l)b.%.pag, 432,43 3.] and thereupon obtained a confirmation 
oi his decrees, which Pompey had difanulled, [Pint arch in Pompcto.] but overthrew 
all the conftitutions that Pompey had made after he had overcome the Kings,and 
whereas he had demanded that lands might be divided among his Souldiers, Lucullus 
hindreditbytheafliftanceof Cato. [Jd m Lttculh.] 

Pompey being thus rurmoiled 'mthe Senate, was compelled to fly unto the Tribunes 
of the people. [PltttarcbmPompeh.] arid feeing th;u L,Flaviimhe Tribune, who had 
demanded that grounds might be divided to Pompeys fouldiers : alio added this to ir, 
That all the Citizens might give their voices, that by this means this m'ght be the ea- 
fier granted; and alio that all Pompeys afts might be confirmed : but Metellus the 
Conful fo eagerly withftood it, that he was cartiecUo prifon by the Tribune Not- 
withftanding, the Conful refolutelypcrfifted in his opinion, as alto did others, to that 
Pompey was fain at length to give over his demand ; now too late repenting, that ne 
haddifcharged his Souldiers, and cxpolcd'hirofdf to the injuries of his enemies. [Dto, 

' 'in the mean while, C. Julius Caeiac came to Rome to demand the Confulfhip : him 
Pompey joyned with him as a companion, fweaibgunto him, that he would do his 
endeavour, that he mould he made Conful; for by thi^ means he hoped that now at 
length his afts, which he hadmade in the proviuces beyond the feas, which lo many 
withftood, ihould be confirmed by Cxtav. being now Conful, and whereas Pomp 
and Craflu* were at great odds ever fince the Conlul-ftiip that they had borne together 
with very great difteution ;. he not only reconciled them among themleves, but cn- 
trcd into a Society with them both, upon this contract, That no;hmg mould be d jne m 
the common- wealth, which diipleafed eicher of the three, which conspiracy wasde- 
ftruftive to theGty» and all the world befides, and at length to thcmfelves alio. |_ I»v 
Ub.\Ol,VelleiPattrcul.Ub.i.cap.^,Sueton.in]ulloQa{ar.cap, 19. Tl*t»ch* tn Lucul.

This confpiracy ot the three principal men of the city, Varro the moft noble writer 
of this timccompr'ded in one book, and called icTf«*r'»ior three headed. [ A ? p:an. 
V*l 4 1 3.1 AfiniusPollio alio begun to write his hiftory of ihe civil war, Jrom the 
fame, which wa» made in the Confil-ftiipof Meicllus Celer: as Horace [in lib.*, carm. 
ode. i.l and his interpreters Acron and Poiphyn'o confirm, for neither (, as many 
thought) thcdilfentionofCxfar, and Pompey brought in the civil wars, but their 
agreement rather confpiring together to root out the nobility firft, and then taking at 
odds among thcmfelves. [ Plut. in C. C*f are - 1 . , . " u , 

In this very year, in which the CJLXXX Olympiade was folemmzed , and Herodes, 
(another befidesthat Herod of Athens, of whom Paufanias and A. Gellius mcrnipn 
asthefamoufeftmanofhistime) was Prstour 111 Athens, Diodorus Sicu us begins 
the hiftory oiCzlars affaires who alfo in that year (hewcth that he travelled over 
Egypt, in the reign of Pcolonwus, who was called* »•©■ Aio.w^.or new Bacchus, 
[Bibliothec m hiftoriar.lib.i.p*rt.i.&2.] . 

There was a third year added to the Prartourlhip oi Quintus Cicero in Alia 5 al- 
though Suetonius faith, that he governed the pioconfulate ot Alia little to hb credit : 
[lnOHavio AHvufto.cap. 3.] whereupon in this year there was written an excellent 
epiftle by Marcus Cicero concerning the well governing of a common-wealtb,wliicii is 
read in the firft place among thof : that were written to his brother Quintus. 

The Senate tent Lentulus Marcellinus one that had been Pran our to fucceed 
MarciusPhilippusin the government of Syria." 5 **> ««f ^ "*«" 9 » «**£* 
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yt!romt»raxfiifT«.f"At<t0<tt , Attutoiiiv9> y faith Appian in Syriaci's by each of them (to 
wit, feverallyiiotjoyntly) there was fpent two years fpace, in fighting with the Ara- 
bians, who borderi ig upon them inroded their Country. 

Junius CaelartheConlul, confirmed all Pompeys A&s as he had promifed him, 
witnqutanvgainfaying of Lucullus or anyone eife. f A wan. Bell, civil. lib .?«><(?. 

Pompey aifoobtainedjthat the Senate fhould not confirm thofe honours that Lucul- 
lus had promifed to lorac of Pontus ; faying, ic was unjuft, that another having fini- 
fhed the war, the diftribution of Rewards and Honours fliould be put in the power of 
another, £_ Strabo, lib, i %, pag . 5 5 8. j and having filled the City with armes and foul- 
diers, he expulfed Cato and Lucullus out or the Market-place, and alfoconfirmed his 
A&s by violence and force, |_ Plutarch, in 'Pomp. & LmchIIo. ] 

Suetonius writes, that Cxfar in his fit ft Confulfhip, (et to (ale focieties and king- 
domes, [cap. 54«]. as wbo, lor example, took from Pcolemet alone, 6000 talents in 
the name ot himfelfaud Pompey: andDiorelatcs,[/i^.39.]thatPtolemei(^/^«) 
(pent vaft fums of money upon certain Romans, both of his own and what he borrow- 
ed, that by them the kingdom oi Egypt might be confirmed upon him, and that he 
might be called their friend and ally. And Plutarch in the life of Caefar relates, that 
Auleres owed to Caefar 1750 Myriades, a thoufand whereof, when he came into 
Egypt, after Pompey was killed, he exacted, and the reft he had forgiven to Auktet 
his children. . • . 

And in thisyear, in which Casfar was firft time Conful, Cadathimfelf, in thethird 
Commentary of the Civil War, iheweth, that Aulctes by a lair and adecrceofthe 
Senate, was taken into the alliance ofthc people of Romej and' that lie obtained this 
honour from the Senate, before the proscription * of his brother Prolemci Cy prior, 
£ which was the year following) Cicero confirmeth in the Se&ian Oration, whoalfo 
is to be ccn r ulted with, [ in lib. a. ad ^tticum, epift. 16.] 

C. AnroniV, was condemned, Cicero in vain (who was his Collogue in the Con- 
lulfhip ) defending him, [ Dio. lib. 3 8 J who living a baniihed man in,Ccphalenia, and 
having all the Ifland under his command as his own polfeflion, began to build a City, 
but d id not finifh it, [ Strabo^ lib, 1 o. fag . 455.] • 

It is decreed that P. Clodius fliould go EmbafladourtoTigranesthe King of Ar- 
menia ; which when he contemned, he was made of a Patrician a Plebeian by adopn 
tion ; that by that means he might be cholen Tribune of the pcopld, [ Oeero,ltb, %. ad 
Attic, epift. 7. & Orat. pro domofua. Dio. lib. 3 8. ] ; 

Briihagoras a man of great authority among the Heraclen(es< of Poiww, with his 
{on Piopylus went unto J ulius Carfar : and having insinuated bknielf into his friend - 
fhip, followed him up and down thorough all lands for 1 * years together,onely that he 
might do good to his fellow Citizens, [ Memmn, cap. a 6. ] 

P. Clodius, being now made Tribune of the people, that he might draw the new 
Conf uls to his party, hedecreed unto them large provinces : To Gabinkis, Syria, with 
Babylon and Perfia ; to Pifo , Achaia , Thcflalia , Giaecia , Macedonia , and all 
Boeotia, [ Cicero , pro Sextto, pro domo fua, de provincis confularibu* , Plutarch , m 
Cccrone.] 

Q. Cicero, when he had governed Afia three years, departed out of the province, 
as in his Epiftles [Lb. %. ad familiar, epift. 15. ($• Lb, 6. ad Attic, epift, 6.] hisbrothcr 
Marcus confirmeth ; who being then in exile in Theffalonica, thus writeth to Adi- 
eus concerning his brothers Voyage, [lib. 3.ep.9.] LMj brother Quint us when be bad 
departedout ofZdfia, beforetke Kalends of May, ( about the end of the Julian February ) and 
was come to Athens on the Ides, ks was forced to make hafte, left that there might happen fome 
more calamity in his ah fence , if perchance any one fliould not be content with the uls we fuffer aU 
ready ; wherefore lhadrather he fhould make hafte to Rome, than conn to me. 

By a tribunitial law of P. Clodius, the prieft of Cybile in Peflinus,a City of Phrygia 
is difpoflefled of hispricfthood ; and Brogitarus a Gallogrxcian ( who is thought to 
bethacBogodiatorus,towhom; as Strabo writes, Pompey gave Mithridarium, havc- 
ing taken ic away from Tontus, [[ lib, it. pag. 567,] a wicked man, was defirousof it, 
not for the reverence to the Temple, but for violence fake, he having bought it with 
a great fum of money by his Embaffadours of Clodius, was fubftitured in hisroome: 
and whereas the prieft* of ^eflinus in ancient time had been petty kings, (as Strabo 
(hews in the fame place) by the fame tt ibunitial law, not onely Dcjotarus, was often 
thought worthy of that name by the Senate; butalfohisfon in law Brogitarus, who 
had never demanded itof the Senate, but onely had agreed with Qodius. for fomuch 
money to be paid him by bond, was ordained to be called King : but Dejorarus re- 
ceived that part of the law that agreed with the Senate, that be fliould be a Kiug,with- 
our giving any money to Clodius; and preleived -Pcflinus in their ancient Religion : 
and had rarher that hisfon in law fliould enjoy the title by the gift of Clodius, than 

that 
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that the Temple fhould want her ancient religion. [Ciacrode Arufpicm* nfpmf.&pr* 

^Thelaine Clodius alfo, that he might be revenged of Pcolomzusthe King of Cy- 
prus, the brother of Auletes, the King ot Alexandria (and it we believe Vellcius Pa- 
terculus, molt like him in all his vitiouscourfes of life) becaufehe had formerly neg- 
lealeaed him when he was taken by Pirates even when he lived quietly, and enjoyed 
his eaf e, and without foewing any caufe or mentioning any wrong he had done, pre- 
ferred a law, for reducing of his kingdom into the formeof a province; and tor the 
confiscation of hismonyand goods, and lent M.Cato oucof the <^mmonw-eath, 
undcra Title of moft honourable charge: and preferteda law alfo, that he, though 
aeainft his will, fhould be lent into Cyprus, to command there with pretonan power, 
an\i had a C^eftor alio allowed tern, tf^

Tigranes,chcfonof Tigranes,a King and an enemy, was as yet kept prifoner by 
Pompeyscommand,at L. Flaviushis houfe, who was Prcror. Ctoduis tlie Tribune 
of thc7eople,beingbribedwith mow, defitcd of Flavins chat he ^Fj: bni 
leave to fup with them, that he might fee him ; who br-uig brought, he featted him , 
and taking him out ot prifon,let him go tree : neither would render him again at 
Pompeysdemand. And when he had taken (hipping aid was fled, he was driven back 
bv a tempeft. Clodius the Tribune Cent Sexrim Clodius, co bring him unco him. 
Flaviusallcasfoonaihcheatdof it, went to apprehend mm; within tour mile of 
th e City they fell to fcuffling, many are flain or, bo; h ii Jes, but more on Flavius party : 
amongft whom was Papirius a Roman Knight, a Pn..lican, and very f.md.ar friend 
ot Pompeys. Flavius, withoutany companion, Hardly eleaped to R-vne. OoJiustoe 
Tribune,contumelioufly uled Pompey and Gabinius that took th» ooUnale .1,, and 
beat and wounded their fellows, and brake G-ibiniui , tne C o tuls bund e , .f rods ; and 
confifcatedhisgaxlsa^^ 

'" p^n/<Sb^\bc ConOilsapelW Syrapisand Ifis, and HAtpocrates, with 
Cvnocephalus, forbidding them the Capitol, and I overthrew the-r Altars, re- 
ftraS the Vices of their filthy and idle iuperftiuons. {Tertullian, m Apolo- 

^Ptolomais Auletes, being commanded by the Egyptians to demand of the Ro- 
mani. the Ifland oi Cyprus, or elfe to renounce their allyance, did not conlent ; and 
Sdeedhe. ncurred their Lued, both for this caufe, and for the tJ™*™*™ 
upon the Egyptians, that he might pay the debt ; that he h.d contrafted toi th e pur- 
Sng ot the Romans alliance. Wherefore, when he neither could perfwade 
themtobe quiet, nor could compcU them by force; (for he had nohired Souldiers) 
heflTouTof Egypt, and failed to Rome. £LfyH. } o+Di'.l*.irt that CeCar 
aSd Pompey mightwith their army reftore him ag.in. March mCat.nemnore.-) 
But Timageneifwho under Augultus his raign, wrote fome Hi tones : out of waom 
Se> eca 1 U 3- 1 Ira. cap, 1 3 .] affirmeth, that Ptolemxu ; departed the kugdom with- 
any good caufe, or that he «w compelled by any necefli.v; and that he left E^yp-

m Catobvhis friend Canidius, whom he lent before him into Cyprus, tampered with 
Ptolomei, that he fliould yield, without any fighting ; putting him in hope, tete

fhould neither live poorly, nor in contempt, and that the people would give him the 
preift-hood ot Paphian Venus. Cato in the mean while ftaied at Rhodes, both for 
making preparacion, and to tarry for an anfwer. [Id.ibid.] but Ptolemy, when he 
perceived what was decreed againft him, and neither durft take up arms againft the 
Romans, neither did he think he could live, if he were ouced out of hit Kingdome ; 
he therefore put all his treafure into lhipping, and took fea, that by bilging of his 
(hips,he might perifh as it pleated himfelf, and his enemies be defeated of their prey : 
but iecing he could not endure to fink his gold and filvcr,; he carried homeagainthe 
reward of his own death, and by drinking poyfon, ended his .life; by his Tide 
K.ingof the Ifland, but in his mind a milerabie:flavc to his mony. [Id. ibid. FUrus, 
lib. 3. cap. <?. Strabo) lib. 14. pag. 584. Felle'i. Patercul. lib. Lcap^.ffoler, Maxim, 
lib, 9. cap.14. Appian. Bell. Civil, lib. z.pag. 441. Dio. lib. $9. Ammian..Maree^n, lib 
l^.Sextus%jtfus 9 tnBreviarioJ\ 

Ptolomxus Auletes failing to Rome, when be had arrived at Rhodes,and then 
had a mind to meet Cato ; he lent unto him, hoping that he would come untohim : 
but he lent to Ptolomy, and told him, That if he had a mind to fee him, he (hould 
come unto him. After he was come, he neither went to meet -him, nor rote from 
his fear, but faluted him as one of the common people,an4 badfhim fit down. At fitft 
it amazed him, and he wondred to lee luch a fupcrciliouihefle and fevcrity in one 
thac had fo fimple and mean a traiue. When they began to talk of his bufinefle, Cato 
accufed him of folly ; that leaving his own felicity, he had fobjefted himfelf to inch 
dishonour, (uch great pains,and aU$ofatiific;the,thecovetoufnefleof the chief men of 
Rome, which he could never do, if all the Kingdom of Egypt were coined/inro filvei. 
Wherefore he councelled him to return with Jus Navy, and to reconcile himfclf to 
his lubjetts; offering himfelf alfoto go along with him, and to help him to be recon- 
ciled. The King being as it were recovered from his madnefte and lolly, by this 
fpeech, when he perceived the truch,and Cato's wifdom, intended to follow his advice. 
But being again turned from this by his friends, as foon as he came to Rome, and was 
fain to wait atthe Mag iftrates gates, he began 1 to bcwaileiiisinconfiderateenterprize, 
and that he had fcorned the divine oracles of iucfa a great man, [ Plutarch in Cattne 
m'more:\ but his coming on the other fide, wrought fo much trouble to the Romans 
afterwards, that CialUis (as Cicero faith in his oration for Caelius) ufed that fpeech 
of the Tragedian : Vtinam ne in monte Velio. 

The Alexandrians, (ceing they knew not of Ptolemy his voyage into Italy, fuppo- 
fed he was dead, they let over the Kingdome to his daughter Berenice, which was 
legitimate, together wth her elder lifter Tryphxna (which was elder than Cleopatra) 
[ Strabo. lib, 17. pag. 796. Dio, Lb. 3 9. Porphyrias in Qrac. Eufebian. Scaligeri fag, z%6. ] 
and fent Menelam Lampon, and Callimachus, to Antiochus Pius, ( or Afiaticus rather 
his loune, whom Pompey had difpoffefled of his Kingdome) that he would reign 
together with the women, buc he being taken with a fieknefle,died. [Verphjrtta ibid. 
pag.217.] 

Both the Confuls in their fouldicrs coate*, went into the provinces, Pifo into Mace- 
donia, and Gabinius into Syria : the people following them with their curies. [Cicero 
pro Ssxtto. & in L. Pi fin.] and when Gabinius was about to fet faile in Syria, he invircd 
Antonius( who was afterwards Triumvir ) to go along with him to the wars which 
he refuted to do as a private f ould ier, whereupon he gave him a command of horle , 
and he went with him to the wars. [ Plutarch, in Antonio. ] 

T. Ampius, by the means of P. Clodius the Tribune , obtained the Province of 
Cilicia, contrary to the cuftome> [Cicero, pro domo fua, cum, lib. 1. ad Familiar. 

Of the th'ngs concerning his voyage of Gabinius into Syria, and of hisfirft com- 
ing thither. M. Cicero thus makes mention in his Oration of Confular Provinces. 
His voyage into the Provinces-was after this manner, That King Ariobarx,anes hired your 
Confttl, to commit murder J, as if he had been a Thraciam : Then at his firfi coming into Syria* 
he loft many of his B 'or fe y and afterwards his beft Foot were cut of. The Which lode 
of his Horle and Foot, he alio mentions in his Oration for Sextius. 

Although it was faid that the King of Cyprus left a vaft fum of mony behind him, 
yet he determined to go firft unto Byzantium. M. Brutus, his filters fon, (the murderer 
of Julins Cxfar afterwards) was in Pamphilia, where he then lived for the recovery of 
his health. Cato Wrote to him, that he fhould immediately come to him from thence 
in:o CyprvSjbecaufe he fufpetted that Canidius,inmcdling with mony , would be light 
hngred '■ which voyage Brutus undercook much againft his will, both for Canidiushis 
fharoe* whom he thought Catoflandered, and alfo becaufe he thought this .office too 
mean, and unmeet for him, being a young man, and given to his ftudy : yet notwith- 
ftanding, he behaved himfelf fo carefully, that Cato commended him. {_Plutarch.in 
Catone. & Bruto,] 
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Alexander the fori of Ariftobulus who in the way efcapedirom Pompey > troubled 
Tudeawichincurlions. Hircanus at that time being not able to refill him, being 11 
deter&iination about building the wails of . Jerufalem,that Pompey had thrown down, 
from; the doing of which he was h ; ndered by the Romans who were there: Buc 
Alexander travelling thorough the Country, armed many J: w$ ; fo that in fhort time 
haviijg gotten together 1 oood Foor,and 1500 Horle ,he fttongly fortified Alexandnon, 
a Cattle feated near Corea, and H yrcanium, and M ichxroo, not far from the Moun- 
tains bf • Arabia, [ fcfeph. lib. I , Bell. cap. 6. Lb. 14. Antiquit. cap. 1 o. J 

Againft him A. Gabinius the Governour of Syria undertook an Expedition, have- 
ing fent before him M. Antonius wuh fome Commanders. Thele pyued withlome 
Jcwsi who were under their command, whole Captains wees Pitholaus and M-itichus, 
taking alio fome Auxiliaries of Antipater: Thele m;t with Alexander, Gabimusfol- 
lowiilg widuhereft of the army. Alexander drew near Jerufalem, where joymng 
battle, the Romans killed of the enemy about ?ooo men, and not fewer priloners 
takeii: but Gabinius when he was come to the Cattle of Alexandrians offered the 
belieged conditions of peace, and promifed them pardon for all that was pair And 
whereas many of the enemies had encamped themfelves without the Fort, the Ro- 
manstet upon them, where M. Antonius behaved himfelf very valiantly, having Ham 
many ot hisenemies, [ Id. ibid. J who being cuncouily entertained by Antipater,whcn 
being Triumvir, he came 1 6 vears after into Syria, he thewed towards his fons Phalae- 
lus arid Herod, that he was not unmindful of this curtefie, [ Id. lib. i.Bd.cap. \o.hb. 
l4-.Amiquit.cap.il.] ._ 

Gabinius, having left part of the army at the liege of Alexandnon, he went to vifit 
thcrjftofjudeaj and commanded, that whac Cities he found deftroyed, that they 
fhould be rebuilt : and by this means, were Samaria, Azotu?, Scythopolis, Anthedon, 
ApoHonia, jamnias, Raphia, Dora, Marifla, Gaza, and many others rebuilt, So that 
they afterwards were quietly inhabited, whereas they hadlainca longtime before 

Hiving thus ordered thefe things in the Country, Gabinius returned to Alexan- 
dnon!; and whereas they intended to affault it, Alexander by his Embaffadours de- 
manded pardon, offering him the Caftles of Hyrcanion, and Machaon, .and at laft 
Alexa!ndrion : all which Gabin : u>,by the advice of the mother ot Alexander,leyelled 
with me ground, left they fhould bean occafionofnewwars; for the woman being 
follicitousfor her husband and children, who were carried captive co Rome, favoured 
the Romans ; and tiling all otyequio'ufneffe towards Gabinius, obtained of him what-

After this,Gabinius having cUfpoted of his affairs, carried Hircanus to Jerulalcm, 
and committing the care of the Temple and Priefthood to his charge, he rmde others 
of the Nob'dity Rulers of the Common- wealth j and having appointed five feats ot Ju- 
dicature* he divided the whole province into fo many equall pans. So that loms were 
to demand Tuftice at Jerufalem, fome at Gadara, ( otherwitc Dora) fome atAma- 
thui,(omeacJericho,.andfomeatS'ephora. And thus the Jewes being treed from 
the firigle command of one alone, they were willingly governed by an Anftocracy, 

Phllms Euergetes, thefon of Grvphus, and Tryphawia the daughter of Ptolemei 
thceighth King of the Egyptians, (Who 3 5 years before was King of Syria) being 
fent by the Alexandrians to take upon him the kingdom of Egypt, was hindered 
by Gabinius the Governour of Syria, [ Porphyrin Gr*™, Eufibian. Scaltgenfag.^.^ 

Pofnpey at Rome undertook Ptolemei Auletes his caul;, and commended it to the 
Senate, and moved for his reftoring [Strabo % l ! b.i 1 .pag, 19 6.-\ but Ptolemei deman- 
ded that he might be rcftored by Cornelius Lentnlus Spncher the Contul.to whom the 
province of Cilicia was given in charge, [Dio. lib.% 9.] Spinther aifo himfelf propound- 
ing, that he might be brought back into his kingdom again by him: men was a 
decree of the Senate made to that purpole, [ Ciaro 9 lib. 1 ♦ ad familiar, epift. 1 . cum Or at. 
inL.frfru.&proflubirhPofthumo.l 

Anditwasfaid,thatthisadvicewasgivcnby the fame Conful, that a greater au- 
thonty of providing corn thorough all the Roman Empire, both by lea and land, 
mightbe given to Pompey 1 fo that Pompey being buhed in a greater command, he 
himfelf might be lent toatde King Pzolemv, I Plutarch,™ Pompiio,] 

TheAIexandriansfentanhunderedmen to Rome, that they might defend their 
caufc againft the accufations of Pcolemej> and might alfo accufe him of the injuries he 
had done unto them : the chief of which Embaflie,was Dio an Academick,[5f rabo,l,b. 

17 Pt6femei,Cend'ing'out certain men into all parts, laid ambulhes for the Embaffa- 
dours, and killed raoftof them in their voyage ; fome of them he flew in the very City, 
and the reft, partly by fearing them, and partly by bribing them, he brought the 
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nutter to thatpafle, that they did not fo much as dare to agitate before the magiftra- 
tes their cauCetrom whom they were Cent, or once make any mention of them that 
were killed. [Dw.ibid. 3 to which belongcth that, that Cicero hath concerning the 
mur denng ot the Alexandrian Embafladors againft all law and honefty, ( in the ora- 
tion, de <Arufpic»m refponf ) and concerning the beating of the Alexandrians at 
Putcoll; [ in orat, pro Ccelio. ] 

This buiinefle was fo vulgarly talked of, that the Senate Was very angry, efpecially 
Marcus Favomus egging them on particularly: both becaufe many Embafladors of 
their a lives being lent to Rome, were violently bereaved ot their lives, (one whereof 
Cicero, m orat. de Aurulpicum refpoufiis, makes mention of, namely oneTheodofius 
that was lent Embaffador from a tree City, was ftabbed by the mcancs of P. Clodius, 
and Hermachus a Chun : ) and becaufe there werea great number of Romans at that 
time, who had differed themfelues to be corrupted with bribes: wherefore they cal- 
led Diothe chief ot the Embaiiy unto them, that they might be certified by him, con- 
cerning the truth of the bufinelle, but Ptolemeyj money had fo much prevailed, that 
neither Dio eame into the Senate, neither was any men.ion made of thofe that were 
killed, all the while that he was at Rome.[ Dio. ut'fupr*. J 

And at length alb Dio himfclf,a very learned man, who lodged with Luccius (who 
alfo.wasa moll learned man, of whom Cicero begged [in lib. 5, ad famiiiar. epift. 12.] 
that he would write the ftory othis Conl'ul-ihip ) with whom he was acquainted at 
Alexandria, was tieacheroufly murdered: but tor this m»ider neither P. Afcitius, 
who was accufed as being guilty, nor Ptolemy fullered any pun /foment, for Aicitius 
was quit in his tryall; and Pompcy entertained Piolemy at his houfe, and helped 
him ail he could ; and although many, becaufe they had taken bribes, were in after 
times accufed before the Judges, yet very few Wire condemned: becaufe fee- 
ing there were many that Were guilty of the lame tauit, very one in feartohimfeif 
helped ciie other : men did commit thofe villanies then for the love of money. [Cicero, 
in Orat. fro Ccelio. Dio. lib. 39. ] 

M. Cato having reconciled the baniftied men with the reft of the citizens, and fet- 
led a firm concord in Byzantium, failed into Cyprus : whom the Cypriots willingly 
received, hoping that in the place of fervants as they had been, they fhould now be- 
come trieuds, and alive* of the people of Rome: Cato found there great androyall 
preparation in plate, tables, jewel*, and purple J 1 all which was to be fold, and to be 
1 turned into ready money : fo that he gathered little lefle than 7000 talents of filver. 
[ Plutarch, in Catone minore, & Bruto. Strabo, fin, lib, 1 4. *Dio, lib, 39.] 

Here he Ivmfclf was very carctull intcarchingout all things, and tofet the higheft 
price, and co-be at all bargains himleif, and call it up to the laft penny : neither would 
he truil to the cuftome of the market place, but lutpc&ed all apparitours, cryers> prai* 
fers and freind« t he alfo talked apart with them that fet the prizes, and forced many to 
buy, and to fold many things by this meane?, and whereas he offended many of his 
freinds as diftrufting them, but efpecially hismoft intimate freind Munatius he pro- 
voked almoft to an impiacabiecffencc : fo that this gave occafionto Julius Caefarof 
securing him, in the book tUat he wrote called Anticaton : for this Munatius (whom 
Valerius Maximus ; lib,4.cap.3.turnameth Rufus) fet forth a commentary, con- 
cerning Cato, and bis expedition into Cyprus: whom Thrafias chcifly followed , in 
which commenra rvMunatius doth not write that this difference grew between themout 
of anydiftruft of Catoes : but that when he wascomclate into Cyprus, Cato did notcn- 
tertainc him, and preferred before him Canidius, who was with him before, arid bad 
given good proof of his fidelity, and abftmence to him. £ Plutarch, in Caton, min, 3 

In the laft month of his Conful-ihip ( then falling upon the Julian September ) when 
the new Tribunes of the people cntred upon their office,P«Comelius Spinther prepared 
to take his voyage into his province of Cilicia, and Ptolemy Auleces departed from 
Rome,as that place otic of the [22. lib. Annal. of Fencftella] quoted by Nonius MUrccl- 
Jusfhcwerh. As foon at the tribunes entred upon their ofpce t (% Cato a turbulent and bold 
young man, and one that could fpeal^ indifferently welly began with the favourable rumour of 
the people to raife hatred by his continuall fpeechet to the people, againft both Ptolemy who wot 
now departed from the city, and alfo againft P. hentulut Spinther, who was now preparing; for 
hid voyage, but Ptolcmycs caule was defended by Cicero, as he himfelf feems to (hew 
inhisorat : onforCxlius,aiidFonunatianu8 doth more clearly confirm, quoting by 
name that very oration of his for King Ptolemy. 

In the beginning ot the Conful-fhip of L, Marcius Philippui, and Cn.Lentulus 
Marcellinus,the ftatueot Jupiter Capftolinus being ftrookwith lightning, gave fomc 
iloptothereftitutionofPtojomatujj for when the Sybils books were confulted, they 
were reported to have foretold, that aKing ofEgypt with craftycounccls(asitisin 
Cicero, in the oration pro Rabinio Poff humo ) fhould come to Rome, and concer- 
ning the fufpicion of him ( as it is in Dio ) thus to have declared ber then fentence, If a 
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Kin* of Eerpt wanting your hflpjb*H come hither y %eJhaU not deny liimfrknd/bip, but ye (ha I 
Midfbhm w.thno forces t for if ye (hat do atherwife ye wilt raife labour s and dangers . Wntch 
Oracle was divulged among che people* by the mcancs of C. Cato the 1 ribune ot the 
oeoPle : for it was notlawtul to reveal any propbeucs of the Sybills. to the people, 
unleire the Senate bad fo decreed it: and it feemed to be the letfe lawful, fceingthe 
people tookitfoheaviiy. Wherefore Caw feaciagefau the Sentence ot the Oracle 
Should be fupprcfled, he compelled the priefts tocraotkte ittnto Utme,and to declare 
it to the people, before the Senate had decreed anyohiug concerning it, [ Dio. Ub.i 9.] 
Notwithftanding this was the opinion ot the people of Rome, that this name of a pre- 
tended Religion was brought in by the ill willers ofLentulus Spinther ( the proconful 
of Cilicia ) and yet not fo much to hinder him, a* that none foouki have a muid rago 
loAlexandriaforthedeUreofanarmy, (whicA amonglt the reft,. Pompey did moft 
nfallfcekco hxve.j [Cicero, lib. t. ad familiar, epift. 4.] 

Ammonias Ptoleineis Embatladour, did op-nty With money oppofe the reduction 
of the King by Spinther: thofe tew %c wifhed well to the Kings caufe, would have 
the matter to be committed to Porope>. Tne Senate approved the .forgery of Reli- 
gion, m* for Region, but for ill wild, and for hatred of the Kings great cubes, [Id. 
ibid epift. 1 1 and becaufe they could not tell how to contradid the matter of fveli- 
1 eioiVchcre was adecree of the Senate made, that it teemed dangerous for the C.oay 
mon-wealth.tiiat the King (hould bebrougtit back into his kingdom, without a nw;u- 
ijude, ildJbtd.epilr.i.&Hb.*. ad Quint frair. epift. 2. Appian.i»Syjri4cis,pa?.no.w 

T4 w3oroptyunderftood of the Oracle, that he demanded thai Pompcy might 
come to aide him in Spinthers ftead, and there were little tickets bund that were 
thrown about,both in the Maiket.place,and the Seuate-houfe, that iigmfisd to much : 
whercuponthe Kings letter concerning this bufineQe be.ng puolckly read by Au us 
Plautius the TribuS of the people, hu Colleague Canimus ( talfely by Plutarch called 
Canidius ) propounded a law.tbat Pompey without an army, and oncfy accompanied 
with two L&ors, fhould bring che King in favour again with the Alexandrians : which 
law, although it did not feem to difplealc Pom P ;y,yct it was decreed by die iSenatours, 
mrtlv under colour ofthe charge oi the com, that was already commuted unto him, 
and partly as for colour of the farety of Pompcvs perfou (as tliey pretended to be 
zttJjiovhW^irtetrckyiuPompe^D^l'b.w.] _ 

BucintheSenatecoiKeruingthisbuUnerte,thsrewcrediVcrsop 1 uio i iS; Bibuluswas 
of opicion,thatPtolemeiQiojldbcfetded in his kingdom wthout an army, by tnree 
Embaltidours, and thofe tobe private men : . Cratlus, that by three Embafladoius,and 
ffie either privatemen, or men in office. Volcat.us, at the propolal of Lupus the 
Tribune of the people (with whom Afranius,Libo,Hypfeusand all tne familiar friends 
of Pompey concurred > that by Pompey 1 Honenfius, Ciccto,and Lucullus, in tit 
Souldlbc done by Lcntulus Spintfier ; but Scr vilins denied that lie ought to oe fettled 
ni\UCiar* i M.l.*dfsumli*r m efift t i.&*.] . .... , . , 

In 11c moneth of February ( or che Julian November ) C. Cato puolihicd a law for 
the depriving of Lentului of command; which gave his ton occahon tocnangchis 
Garment; as Cicero in lib. 2. ad C^inturo fratrem, epift. 5. makes mention: wmch 
muft be meant of the command of fettling of Ptolcmcuu his kingdom again according 
tothe decree of the Senate granted unto him in his Conuidh.p ; tor it is immfe t out 
of heEpiftksof Cicero written untohim ( lib.i.cp ft. 7-andthofc thactoUow ) chat 
he retained after the promulgation of this law, the Praco.ifulQup ot Oiicu, witn the 
additition alfoof Cyprus ( Cato being now departed iromthence j and now made tri- 
butary and reduced tinco the form of a province by tne Romans, as S;rabo Inewi at tne 

Cnd pllen^?, b£ Scing he could neither be fettled in his kingdpme againe by 
Pompey ( as he moft dehred ) nor by Leniulus , now dcipairmg ot his ic- 
tmne, went to Ephelus, and tarried there in the femplw ofDuna, [ D t o. 

^Arlftobulus, with his fon AntigoiHisefcaping from Rome, returned to Jcrinalcm : 
amuhitudeot Jewescoroing to Sim again, Partly ot fudias dehred a change, and 
PaTdyfonheoldlovcthey bare him, he determined tc jrcburtd the Caftle ot Alex- 

Againft him contriving thefe things, Gabinius,. the Prc&letu of Syria, enc Soul- 
dicr S ,withtheirCaptams;Sifinna(hisfon) Anton.usaud S«vilius,to keep him from 
fci™ upon Alexandrion, and to take him if they could, tor many other Je ws retort- 
ed unTo him for the reputation that he had, and Pitholaus alto, the Goveruour of J.ru- 
fakm, left the Roman parry, and came to him with a thoufand men well armed : 
a„d whereas many ot that company were not well armed, AtAftobulus dit- 
mia-d them, as uiifit for execution. He took oneiy eight thoufand armed m:u 
"" ll ' ( amoiig 
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(among whom thofe mat Pitholaus brought>*nd marched to Macbaruj. The Ro- 
mans purlued them, and fought with them*' where Ariftobulus's party vaKently held 
out a good while* buc having loft 5000 men, they were forced to fly. Necr *ooo 
fled inta a certain Mountain, trom whence they, got away, and provided foe their 
own lafety.ajs well as they could. Another thousand with AriftobuliM brake through 
therancks of thcRomansjandfledtoiMacbartus, and began to tortifiethe^Caftiet 
but not being able to holdout, the fiegc above two dayesy having received many 
wounds, he was taken prifoner withhis fon Antigonus, and brought to Gabinius.

Plutarch thus amplifieth the aftion, giving the whole vittory to the honour ol An- 
tonms. Being fent againft Ariflobultis 7 wbt made the Jem to rebell t ke was the'firfi-man 
that got up the wall, of a nsafrjlrong Cafile of his, and Jo drsvahim tat of all his holds: 
then )oj»i»g battle with a few men of his, he overthrew a great ar.my,andput them ail to the 
ftvord, except a few. Ariftobulus alfo,with his fon % was taken prifoner * [Dio. lib. J9.J* not 
very rightly writes, how Gabinius went into Paleftine,r|to he took Ariftobulus, ( who 
was fled from Rome, and made fome commotions) and that he lent him to Pompey : 
and that having laid a tax upon the Jew?, how he went ftom thence into Egypr, to 
fettle Ptolomy again in his kingdom. ,,.,., ,- . ".. , , 

Tyrannio, teaching in Cicero's houfe,orderIydifpofed his Library, uungthehtlpof 
Dionyfiusand Menophilus, two Book-binders, fent him by Attscus; {Cicero y libit. 
ad m,i»tum Fratr. epift. 4. & fib. 4. ad tAtticum. efifi 4. & 8.] namely Tyranmo Amile- 
nus, who (fourteen years before J was taken by Lucullus>who became rich and famous 
at Rome, and got together about 30000 books. [Suidasin Voc. Tyrannic. V whocaufcd 
the books of Ariftotle to be tranCcnbed out ol the Library of SyUa ; from whom 
it is reported that Androuicus Rhodius received the Copies; and that he pu> 
liQied thole fummaries that we have. iSwdat, Lb, 13. fag. 6o2, Plutarch m 

Valerius producethwitneffes of the afiftance ofM.Cato,in the adminiftration of 
the bufineffe of Cvprus, [lib. 4. cap. 3.] Epirm, Acbaia the Ijlands Cyclades t the fea 
of Afia,the Province of Cyprus : for when he undertook^ the charge of bnnging away 




Cafo fearing a tedious voyage, prepared divers Coffers ; each of which held two 
talents, and five hundred drachmes : to each of thefe he tyed a long rope, and tatrned 
at the end a great piece of cork; to that if the (hip fliould miicarry, the cork mould 
(hew the place: And thus was all the mony, laving a little, brought very late. But 
Cato had provided two books, wherein he had caft up the accounts oi all things that 
he had gotten: one of the which a free man of hii called Philargyros carryed With 
him, who taking (hip at Cencrea, was drowned, and all his baggage ; the other he 
himiclf kept till hecaroctoCorcyra: where, lying in the market place m his Tents, 
the Souldiers making many fires, by leafon of the froft , tec the Tents a tire, 
and fo loft that book alio: and although the Kings Stewards might eahly filence his 
enemies, and detracteurs; yet it vexed Cato, becaufe he had not fo much kept chefc 
accounts for the approbation of his fidelity > buc that he might give example to others 
of being diligent. \Plutarch in C atone Mmore .] 

This Cato with great diligeuce , carried up the river of Tiber, in light boat*, the 
riches of Ciprus, as if they had been fpoiles taken from an enemy, and "rryed in a 
fleete [Flows, lib. 3 . cap. 4. Valerius Maximus, lib, 4, cap, 1, Ammian. MtrceUen. lib. 14.] 
which brought moretrcafure to the trcafury of the people of Rome, than any triumph, 

as Florusaffivmeth,L«' f»F*.] , . , , ,,„.*, -a. jo-'/i . 

The news ol Cato's coming being told, prefently all the Magiftrates and Priefrs, to- 
gether with the Confuls (one of which was L. Marcius Philippus,the father of Marcia, 
Cato's wife)the whole Senate,&: many of the people went to the river fide to meet himj 
(o 1 hat this bringing oi him in,diftered little from the (hew and fplendour of a triumph. 
Notwithftanding,hisinfolencewas obletvedm this, that he did not come au»ore to 
the Confuls and Praetors that came to meet him, nor frayed his couric, but failed by 
the ihoar, in oneof the Kings Gallies, with fix oars on a banck, neither did he come 
afhoare, untill he came with his fleet, to the place where the mony was to be landed. 
\Vellei Pat'rcul, lib.2.cap,tf. Plutarch inQatone mmore.'] but when he landed, the 
Confuls, and the reft of the Magiftrates, were ready to receive with him all civillities ; 
not rcjoycing fo much for the vaft fome ot gold and filver> as that the fleet had brought 
Cato late home agaitvCPV*? 4 . M** im - **. 8 . ca h » lt -3 
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The money being carried thorough the Market-place, thepeoplewortderedatthe 
tirauire,far greater than thev hoped for, £ Plutarch. ] he becaute, having gathered 
together many (laves, and much money out of the Kings riches, and could not be ac- 
enfed by any one, but had delivered up all things; Cato received notlcfic honour 
than if he had returned a Conqu:rour from the Wars : for,many men having flittered 
themfelves to be corrupted with bribes, he caufed it to be accounted a rarer virtu; co 
defpifc money, tha.i to conquer an enemy, [ D io. lib. 39.] 

Pliny relates, that Cato brought back with him from this Cyprian Exp:diucn,o:ie 
Phlosoplier, L ''*• 7- CA b 30. ] Cato obtained of the Senate liberty for Ntciasthe King* 
Steward, giving good teftimony ot his fidelity and diligence, ^Plutarch, in Catone 3 
Clodius intended that tbofeflaves that were brought from Cyprus, mould be called 
Clod ian, beetle he had fent Cato thither h buc becaufe Cito withftood it, he could 
not obtain it : wherefore they were called Cyprian j tor Cato would not fuller them to 
be called Porcian, though fome Were of that opinion, [ Dio. 1&.S9.1 . 

Coldms being angry with Cato, becaufe he had oppofedhim> calumniated the ler- 
vice that he had done, and demanded an account of his deeds : not becaufe he thought 
he could accule him of any unjuft aft, buc becaufe he thought ic would make lorns 
thing for him, that all the Records almoft were loft in the mip^vrack. Carfar helped 
Clodiui alb in this bufineffe, although he was abfcnt.and (as fome report) fentac- 
cuUtions againft Cato to him by letters, [tto.ibid. ] but Cato told them that he had 
brought as much money out of Cyprus, although he had not received to much as one 
hoife,or fouidier,as Pompey had brought from fo many Wars and 1 numpns, wncre- 
in all the World was in combuftion,[W^4r^,«*C*fc>«*.] 

Catooppoled himfelf againft Cicero, who was very urgent that none of thole 
things that Clodius had done in his Tribunefhip, lhould 4 be confirmed in the Senate, 
not fo much in favourof Clodius, but becaufe that among other afts that Ihould be re- 
voked, his commiflion alfo for Cyprus fhould be one,becaufe the Tribune that tent him 
Was unlawfully chofen, \.Plmarch y inCato*e,& in Cicerone,} j,r tl , r ^^4 

Phraatesthefccond, being wickedly put to death by hisfons, Orodes fucceeded 
him in the kingdom ot the P.irthians, his bro:her Mithndates being expuited out ot 
Media, over which he commanded. Thus [ Dio. lib. 39. ] but the fons contending for 
the kingdom, it feems Orodes was firftbanifhed, and after him Mandates alfo: But 
Surenas a rich man, and one among the Parthians next the King in blood and autho- 
titv,brought Orodes back again from baniftiment ; whofe prerogative by birch it was, 
thathemouldalwayescrownthenewKing of the Parthians He reduced Seleucia 
the Great under the Kings power ; and was the firft man that fcaled the walls, and 
overthrew with his ownhands them that defended it : and although he was not as yet 
ihirtvvcarsold,yct had he gotten a very great opinion for his advice in council, and 
hi wiC : for they report thele things of him ; as Plutarch in Craffo, and App.an 
inParihicis[p^.l4o,i4i.] but yet the lams Appian,both inParthic:s,[p^.«H.] 
andinSyriAcis,LP^.i*o.]acknowledgcth at another t-m:, that Mithndaxcs was 
drivenoiofhiskingdombyhisbrothcrOrodes: although Juft.n notes in ftf. 4». 
tap 4. 1 that Mithridates was depoted from his kingdom tor his cruelty by the Parthian 
Nobiliv, and that his brother Orodes fcirsd upon the kingdom, the Royal Seat be- 
ing vacant: although very tallely he therenukes tins M.chddates the lain; with Mi- 
thndates the King of the Parthians, to whom his famous arts gave the firnameof 
GreatrfceingthatbctWeenthisMithrida.e,the Great, and he that Was the ororher

cis, Emefa, Thrachonitis, Batanea, and Abilene, are wont to be called ) but they were 
no believed: andtheprocelTiointhat under that notion he defired might be granted 
him at Rome, was denied him, [ Cicero, lib, 1, ad £«w (l m,fratr.ep ! fi. 7i Orat.ds 
trovincis ConftdaribHS,^ in L .Pifonem.] 

When Gabinius had fent Ariftobulus the King and his ons to Rome, the Senate 
indeed kept him prifoner, but fent his lo n s immediately back again into Judea, becaufe 
thaftheJ Serftood by Gabinius'. lettert,that he had promiledhis mother lo much 
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cap i i.l where he further adds, That Ariftobulus held the Kingdom and Priefth ood 
three years and fix moneths; which the Arabian Couectourot the jewiih Hiftory, 
(lee forth by the lame man at the end of the Parifian Bibles of many languages) 
r<:4/>.4o.]underftandsitoi the {pace of the former principality ; untilL he was taken 
prifoner'thefirfttime: whereas icfecms rather to be [uaderftood of that former, and 
this later, both taken together ; fo that he reigned three years and three moneths, be- 
fore the former captivity, (as Jofephus confirmeth in lib. 20. Antiquit. cap. 8.; and be- 
fore his (econd captivity three moneths alio. _ 

M. Cicero, in the Oration that he (pake in the Senate, de Provmcus Confalanbus^ 
councelled that L. Pifo and A. Gabinius (in whote Confilftup he was bamfhed) 
might be recalled, and their Provinces, Macedonia aud Syria, might be affigned 10 
the future Contuls; objecting thel'e things among other againft Gabinius. He being 
General in Syria^there is nothing done, but fome trucking for many with the Tyrant s,compo- 
Jithns, plmdermgs,thicveries % murders. Beeing the General of the people of Rome, hit amy 
being in battle array ,f retching out his right handy exhorted not his Soulier s to gain honour ', 
but cry ed that all things were* b) him already bought, or to be bought', but now he hath de- 
livered the wretched Publicans into flavery^to jews »nd Syrians, Nations that are themfelves 
born toflaverj. And he hath continued in this,Tba ( he will not doe jufiife to a Publican^ he 
hath revoked all agreements made between them,withont any wroKg done by them* He hath 
taken away all watcbes,he hath freed them that paid tribute, and many Pe*faners\ in^uat 
Townfiever hewas,or whither fiever he was to come, hefqrbadany Pubbcan i or c Publica»t 
ferv ant, to be there, ., , . , , , . . 

Gabinius, when he had afflifted Syria with many mifchiefs, and had done more 
worng to the Province than the Thieves, who were very ftroiig at that time; yet he 
accounted all this gain that he had gotten, but little, and therefore he fet his mind upon 
the expedition againft the Parthians*,and made preparation for that, voyage. IVm 

' Archelaus thefrend of Gabinius-, being made High Prkftof the Comani in 
Pontus, by Pompev : (as is faid at the year of the World 3940.) he there living with 
Gabinius, he hoped that he fhould be his companion in the Parthian wars, that he 
was preparing for;. but the Senate would not permit it.lStrabo.Ub. ™.fg. W.& 

' '$ baf Gab inius, leading his army againft the Parthians,had paffed the Euphrates. 
Pcotomy came with letters from Pompey, and promiCed that he woutd give a huge 
lam of mony to Gabinius and his at my, part to be paid in hand, and part when he 
was rcftored to his kingdom. That it was 1 0000 talents that was promiled by him to 
Gabinius, not onely Plutarch, but alio Cicero confirmeth, in his Oration for Gabinius 
Pofthumus ; where he reckoneth it up to be 2160000 Seftcrtiums. Moft ot the Com- 
manders were againft it, and Cabinius himfdf was in douot to undertake it, although 
he woi'ld very fain have been fingering thofeioooo talents. Rut Antonius, who was 
covetous of doing great matters, and defirous to gratifie Ptolomies rcquefts, was very 
ready to egge on, and perl wade Gabinius ro undertake this war : and although the 
Law forbad that any Govecnoursof Provinces fhould go out of the bounds ot their 
own Government, nor undertake any war upon their own head- and alio the people 
of Rome had forbad, being induced thereunto by the religion of the Sibylls vcrtej, 
that Ptolomceus fhould be reltored at all ; yet by how much the more it was forbid- 
den, byfo much Jhc made the more gain : wherefore leaving off the Par- 
thian aftairs,heundenook the expedition againft the Alexandrians. iJofeph.itb.t.

Bernice7the daughter of Auletes, held at that time the Kingdom of Egypt, who 
having fent for one Seleucus out of Syria, who as he faid himlelr, was of the ttock ot 
the Syrian Kings, and called him husband, and made him partner in the command 
of the Kingdom, and of the war s He was a moft fordid man, (as Suetonius delcribcs 
h im in Vtf pafianu. cap. 1 9.) fumamed in contempt, Ptolemxus C«w and Cyh'fMes, 
Ua. f rf(r«xT®-, or Cbangltngjhc brake open the golden Coffin,that the body of Alexander 
the Great wa< buried iu» but got no profit by that thievery, for the Queen feeing him 
fo bale a man, ftrangled him within few dayes, feeing the could no longer cndurejM 
fordidneffeandniggardlinetTe. And whereas there was a husband fought out tor her, 
that fhould be of royal extraction, t hat Archelaus the High Pneft of the Comani, 
then being in Syria, and faining that he was the fon of Michndares: (under whom his 
father Archelaus had waged war againft Sylla and the Romans) was brought, to 
the Queen by fome friends : by whom being entertained as an husband, that was ht to 
govern a Common-wealth, upon the fame conditions that Seleucus was, he enjoyed 
the Kingdom fix moneths, together with ner. \Strabo,l,b.

A. ^Gabinius leaving his fonne Sifenna, who was very young, with very few fouldi- 
ers, and the province aifo over which he was governour, more cxpotedto the injuries 
of theivcs,went through Paleftine into Egypt \Vio. Ub. 5 j^.againft ;. Axdkefaus whom 
the Egyptians had chofen to be their : King. iLiv.Ub. \ 05.] in which expedition he 
madeuteolf hisfreinds Hyrcauus, and" Antipatov,for all tilings that were neceffaryfor 
the watjtot: Antipator Jielped him, with m3ney,aud arm*, and coin* aud men, [ /»/.

Whereas they were to paile thorough deep, dry,, fa ndy places,, about the fenns and 
mavihes of Solonis, which the Egyptians calltlie exhalations of Tryphan. M. Antoni- 
us being fent before with the horte (Whom Gibinius- had made comnuuder of the 
Cavalry he being as yet very young, [ as Appian notes,/;*. $,bell.chil.fag. 676,] did 
not only win the palle, but tookallo the city of Pelufiuni, a very large city. [ Tluiarcb 
in 9 /4ntonio.\ fhe JeWsalfo whoinhabiccd Pelufium,and wete as keepers ot rhe.paflage 
into Egypt, being drawn unto his party. £ &fip*. tf/ipM.3 

The garrifonotPelufium being thus redoltd, Antonius made the waylafeforthe 
army, and fettled in a fair way the victory for Uw generall : buf Ptolemy as foon as 
he wasen:rcd into Pclufium, wasfo inflamsd with' anger and hatred, thai he would 
have put all the Egyptians to the (word. Antonius interceded and wdiild not fufTer him.

Gabinius having marfhallcd his army in two battalions, marched from Pilufium, 
and the fame day difcomfited the Egyptians that oppofcd him. [ D*Jib.

Cicero, in an oration that he made at Rom?, not only extorted from the ignoble 
King of the Commagenians, the little town Zeugma that is teated upon the Euphrates 
but alfofpcaking many things againft him, he expofed to the laughter of all men the 
purple gown, thac he had gotten when Csfar was Conful. [CiccmLb. a. ad guintum 

Upon the Ides of February ( falling upon the Julian November the Tyrians were 
admitted into the Senate, and againft them many of the Syrians, Publicans. Gabinius 
was extreamly vexed; not withftanding the Publicans were chidden byDomitiusbe- 
caufe they followed him poft. [ Id. ibid, epifi. t a. ] 

About the Kalends of May ( falling upon the Julian February) there was a great 
rumour at Puteoli, that Ptolemy was in his Kingdome, as Cicero writes, [ad Attic. 

9; 1 and indeed be was in Egypt, and Gabiirus had taken Arehelaus, who 
came out againft him fooner then was thought he would, fo that there was no more

But hearing of the riches of thcJemple-of JeruTalem, which Pompey had left un- 
touched, he turned afide into PaUlVine^camc to Jcrufalcro, and took away the riches*

There was in the Temple a wedge of folid gold t weighing 3000 Hebrew pounds, 
or 750 common pounds; inclofed in an hollow beam of wood, on which they huag 
the Hangings of the Temple ; ; which were admirable for their bcaucy and cftccm. 
Eleazer a Prieft, who was the keeper of the (acred trcafure, ortely knew of this: 
who feeing Craflus fo greedy in gathering up the gold, and fearing fie fliould take 
away all the ornaments of the Temple; delivered him the golden beam as a ranforo 
for all the reft, having firft bound him by an/ oath, that he Ihould not iUr any thing 
cl(e. Motwithftanding, Ctaflus rook this, and immediately breaking his bath, not 
only took from theTemple 2000 talents, which Pompey had not medled with, but all 
the reft of the gold, the (umof Which fame to $600 Attkk talents : which vaft riches 
{'whereas Jofephus was petf waded thatit would fcarce be believed among people of 
other Nations) he endeavours to prove out of the Hiftotical writings of Straboof 
Cappadocia, which arc nor now extant, and others, that they were heaped up there in 
long time,from the Jews that lived in Europe, Alia, and Cyriniaca. [lib. 1 4. Antlqmt.

Craflus having built a bridge over Euphrates, eafily and fafdypaffed his army 
over the river, and was maftcr of many Towns, that of their own accord yielded un- 
to himj [ Plutarch- i» Cratfo.~) fop, Craflus- his- coming was beyond all expecta- 
tion, fo that there was fcarce any fctled Garrifon in all Mesopotamia. [ Dto, 
//A.40.] ■"■< 

Talymenus Uaces (or Syllaces) the Governour of that Country, with a few Horfe, 
fought with Craflus, and Wis overcome, and wounded* and retired Co the King, and 
certified him of the expedition of Craflus. [Dfo.ibjJ.] . : 

In the mean time Craflus recovered many Cities, efpecialiy thofe that belonged to 
the Greeks, and among them Nicephorium j for many inhabitants of the Macedoni- 
ans and Grecians, who ferved in the wars under the Macedonians, fciring the tyranny 
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oi the Parthians, and putting much hope iirthe I<.omans,of whom he knew the Gre- 
cians Were beloved, very willingly revolted unto tbem. [ Dio. ibid.'] 

Ooely the Citizens of Zsnodotia,- whereof Apollonius was Tyrant, killed an hun- 
dred Roman Souldiers, whom they had received within their walls, as if they meant 
to yield unto them. VV hereupon Craflus brought rh ither his whole army, won if, and 
{'acked it, and fold the inhabitants at an outcry. And whereas, belides this one thing, 
Gailus had neither done againfr, nor G flaed any thing from the enemy, yet he fuffer- 
eJhirnicU'to be called Imperator,or CApciiiiGcneraljWhichmrnedtohisdifgrace, 
and to be thought of a low (piric, as it' he did not hope for any great matters, 
(ceing he was puffed up with fo (null a iucceffe. [ Id. ibid. Plutarch m 

Gabinius returned jnto Italy, Domitiusand Appius being Confuls,^ dfc™. Pe'dian, 
in in'it. orat t Pifonian. ] and the tame being Co:i(uis, there was again judgment given 
againft Gabimus, and that in his abfence, for all Pompey ftood very eameltly for him, 
and the opinion of many of the judges were againft him, for bothDdmitiusjw'as an ene- 
my to Pompey, by reafon of the content ion about the demanding of the Cdnful-fhip, 
becaufe he had taken that nugiftracy againit his good will, and Appiu;, although he 
was a kin to Pompey,yet becaufe he was led on by a defign of flattering the peoplcand 
hoped that if he made any ftir, he ibouid be bribed with money by Gabinius ; andro 
that end he directed all his adions; wherefore itwai decreed, that the Sybils vetfes 
(hould be read over again, although Pompey was much againftit; but in the mean 
time the money that was (ent by Gabinius came to Rome, and the money wrought fo 
much, that Gabinius was Cure not to t utter any great matter either being abfent, or pre- 
fent: for there was then fuch contuhou at Rome, that where Gabinius had but given 
part of that money to rhe Magiftrates, and to Ibme of the Judges, with which he had 
been bribed; they did not only not make any account of theirduiy,but others alfo be- 
ing taught for moneys lake to do wickediy, becaufe they could eafily ranfom? thi-m- 
fclves from punilhment with money. [ Did. l.b. 3 9. "\ 

On the XII Kalends ot Oaober, ( about the Julian July ) Gabinius came into the 
city : the IV Kalends of Ottober he cntred the city by night. [ Cicero, lib.i. ad Quint. 
Fratr. efifi. I . ] for be was (o tormented in conlcience for his ugly actions, that it was 
late e'te he came into Italy, and came by night into the city, and durft not go out of 
hisownhou«etormanydaiestogether.[D^.//^3p.3 

There were thofe factions that accufed Gabinius; L. Lentultis the fonne ot the 
Flamen,whoaccufedhimoftrea{on; T. Nero with divers good men that joynedm 
the accufation,andC.Mommius the Tiibune of the people with Lucias Capito: and 
whenas being accufed of tieafon he appeared by the edict ot C. AKius the prastour ; he 
was almnft trodden under foot by the great concourfe and hatted of all the people. 
f Cicero, lib. 3 . ad Quintum y Fratr, epifi, 1 . ] 

C> the tenth day after he came into the city, 0:1 which he ought to have given an 
account of the number of the enemies, and hrfouldiers, he was weAidcrhdly aft. ni(h;d 
in the midft ola great multitude, Appius the Conlul accufed him ofirealon, and the 
names being called he anfwered not a word : when he would go out he was retetned 
by the Conluls^nd the Publicans were brought in : he is acculcd of all fides, and when 
he was moft of all wounded bvCice.o, he could not endure it, buc with a trembling 
voice called him banifhed man,all the Senate rofe agiinft him with a(houc,(o that 
they came unto him where he flood, aslikewile did the Publicans, with die like fhout 
and violence: the VI Ides ol October, Memmius manifeftly put Gabinius in an heat 
before the people; fo that Calidius could not Ipeak for him the next day,there was a 
divination otCato the prstours houfe, lor the appointing of an accufer againft Gabini- 
us, as whether Memmius, or T. Nero, or C. and L. Atv.onii the fonnes ot Marcus [ Id. 

There were many acculations againft Gabinius, and not a few accufcrs ; the firft 
thing chat was debated was concerning the crime ot the refeding of Ptolemy : itftWts 
plea almoft all the people flocked to the Tribunal, and they had often a mind to pud 
himin peices, efpecialiy becaufe Pompev was not there, and Cicero had moft (hat ply 
accufedhim. [Dio. lib. 3?.] but Cicero himlelt -in a. and 4. cptft. ad Qninmm Fratr 
denies that he acculed hims either, tor fear, that he was loath to have any quitrels with 
Pompey, or becaufe he <* i d not doubt but the bufinefle would be done, cither with- 
out him, or fomething for his fake, or becaufe he thought it would be an etcrnafl 
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rvitnefey l did nothing elfe, lathis judgment of the treafon, Gabinius had very flow 
antwers, but was haced by all manner o\ men : Alfuis was a iharp and f ure enformcr ; 
Pompey was very earneft to beg the Judges to favour him, [ Cicero, lib, 3 . ad Qmntum 
Fratr, epifi-. %,] Gabinius laid that he reletled Pcolemeifor the good of the common- 
wealth, becaufc be was afraid of the fleet of Archelaus, becaufe he thought the lea 
would abound with Pyrates ; he faid alfo that he miglit do it by law. [id, in orat, pro 
Rabwo.Pofihitmo.2 the freindsofCatfar and Pompey, were very ready to help him: 
faying that the Sybils meant another King,and other times : and upon this they ftoo.l 
moft, becaule in the oracle there was no certain puoiihmeiu mentioned. [ 'Dio, lib, 39.] 
the youth of L. Lentulus was incredible for to be an accuier, whom all faid was 
brought in on purpofe that Gabinius might overcome, but notwithstanding unlcfle 
there had been great contention, and intreaties of Pompey, and a rumour of a difta- 
tourlhip which caufed much feare, Gabinius had not anfwered to Lucius Lentulus, but 
when the Judges gave their lenience, there were 32 condemned him, and 38 ablolved 
him. [ Cicero, lib, 4. epifi, I. and lib, 3. ad Qpintum Fratr, epifi % 4. ] 

Dio delivers in the 3 9, book of his hiftorie?,that Gabinius, when he flood the trial 
for fo high crimes, that he gave great fummes of money, and when he was abfolved , 
there wanted but little, but that the people had skilled the Judges: but that Gabinius 
was brought to the judgement of the people by Memmius, and exempted by the inter- 
ceifion of Ljelius the Tribune of the people, Valerius Maximus [ in 1 b. 8. cap* 1. ] rela- 
tetb after this manner* A. Gabinias in the great beat of his infamy being fubje&ed to 
the tuff rages of the people by C. Memmius his accufer, feemed as if all his hopes were 
broken : becaufe the accufation was fully proved, and his defence had but a weak foun- 
dation ; and thofe that judged him, through a rath anger, were very defirous to punifli 
him : the L't&or and prifon were al waies before his eies, whenas in the mean time all 
were dafht by the intervention of a propitious fortune : for Sifenna the fonne of Gabi- 
nius through the raeer impulGon of amazement fell humbly proftrate before Memmius 
from thence hoping for fome afwaging of the ftorm, from whence the violence of the 
tempeft brake out : whom the infolencconquorour reje&ed with a fterne countenance, 
and having ftruck hiding from his finger let it lye on the ground a great while, which 
fpe&adc was the caufe, that Lslius the Tribune of the peopl?, commanded Gabinins 
to be difmiffed, that wc may learn by this example, neither infolently to abufe the fuc- 
ceffe of profperity,neither that any one ought to be too much caft down by adverfity. 

Yet notwithftanding did Gabfnius elcape To; for being quitted of his treafon, he 
was again brought into judgement, both for other caules, and alfo becaufe he had 
wrongfully extorted 1 00000 ( either drachmesor pence ) from the Province, and to 
was condemned of extortion. Pompey who was gone from the City to provide corn, 
( for much corn was fpoiled by the overflowing of Tiber ) and was then in Italy, made 
all the hafte he could to be prcfent at the judgement ; but feeing he came too late, he 
departed not out of the Suburbs, till the bufineffe was finithed. He then called the peo- 
ple together without the walls of the City, (becaufe it was not lawful for him to come 
into the City, he having at that time the dignity of Proconful) and fpakc unto them 
in the behalf of Gabinius, and rehearfed unto them the letters that he had received 
fromCa:far> for the fafety of Gabinius j and ufed much intreaties with the Judges: 
and he averted Cicero not onely from accuflng Gabinius, but fo wrought him, that he 
pleaded his caufe : but yet all thefe things did Gabinius no good ; for the Judges, part- 
ly for the fear they had of the people, and partly becaufe they had not received any 
great bribesfrom Gabinius, ( who being accufed for light faults, did notbeftow much 
colls, and thought furely be fhould come off free, ) condemned him to bamfliment : 
from which he was afterwards brought back by Czlar, [ Dio. lib. 39.] 

Cicero in the Oration for Rabiriu? Pofthumus acknowledgeth, that he did very 
earneftly defend Gabinius after that they were made friends, whereas they were great 
enemies before : in which although his curtefie be commended by Valerius Maximus, 
[ lib. 4. cap, 2. ] yet Dio confirmcth, that Cicero was branded with the name and crime 
of a Runnagado : and truly Marcus quite forgot what he had formerly written to his 
brother Qyintus, [ lib. 3. epifi. 5. ] I had been undone if I had defended Gabimus y as Panfa 
thought 1 ought to have done.- although in the Oration for Rabirius, he giveth this ac- 
count of his doing it. The renewing of our friendjhip was the caufe that I defended Gabinius, 
neither doth it ever repent me to have enmity mortal^ andfriendjbip immortal, 

Timagenes the Alexandrian (or as fome will the Egyptian) thefon of the Kings 
Banker, who being taken in the war, was brought to Rome by Gabinius, and was re- 
deemed by Fauftus the fon of SylLa, taught Rhetorick at Rome, under Pompey, Julius 
Cxfar, and the Triumvirs^nd fee forth many books : [ Smdas m Ti\u*.y»n, 1 

Publius Cornelius Lentulus Spinther the Proconful of Cilicia, when he had behaved 
himfelf well in the war, was by the army faluted Captain General, [Cicero, lib.i.ad 
familiar, epifi, 8,9.]

Whereas Ctaffus ought to have proceeded with the lame; force* and making 
ufe of the fear the Barbarians were in,With which he had taken the fitft places of Mc- 
(opotanjia, to have attempted Bibvlon andSeleucia, Cities -thatwerc alwayes ene- 
mies tbdie Parthians; he was wearied with flaying in Mefopotamiaj*nd longing 
alter eafeand idleneflc in Syria,hc gave the Parthians time to provide tnenrfelves tor 
the war,ai>doccafionsoldiftrelfing thofe Roman fouldiers that were left inMelopo- 
tamia, [ Tluurcb^inCraffo. Dio.Ub, 40. 1 

He having difpofed Garrifons in thofe Cities that had yeilded unto him,which were 
7oooFoot, and a 1 000 Horfc, he returned into Syria to winter there. Thither came 
his fori.P. Craffus to him fromjulius Csefarout of Gallia, who had beltowcd upon 
him fuch. gifts as Generals ufe to do, and brought with him a 1000 choice horfe 
[Plutarch-*] > .. * •' « , ,. , ^ , r 

Craflw tpending his time in Syria, was more like to a Publican than a General ;' for 
he did not fpcrid his time in providing of armes; nor training of histouldiers; but did 
reckon upthe Revenues of the Citie?,and for many dayes was we.ghmg and mealarmg 
the treafitfesbf the Goddeflc of Hierapolis. He alfo demanded fouldiers from divers 
people^and then for alum of money diicharged them: and thefe things brought 
him into contempt. As they were going out of the Temple of the Goddefle of 
Hierapolis the young Craffusfell upon the threshold, and prcfently his father fell 
upon him, [Plutarch,] Hierapolis is rhat City which fome call Bambyce, others 
EdefTa, and the Syrians Magog: where rhe Syrian Goddeffe Acargatis, called 
by the Grecians DecctOj was worlhippsd, [_Str*bo t lib. i&.p^. 748. Pl>nj>M. J. 

Rabiriu? Pofthumus, was accufed before the Judges of treafon becaufe he followed 
Pcolcmei to Alexandria, for the money that he owed him, [Sueton, inCl*udia y cap, 
16.] for now Gabinius being condemned of extortion, andjgonc into banilhmcnt, 
C. Memmius accufed Rabirius-becaufe he was the caufe that Gabinius went to Alex- 
andria; becaufe being made the King Dioecctes or ovcrfeer, he had taken the coat 
of Alexandria, and had gathered money out ot the tributes impofed by Gabinius and 
himfelf. Cicero defended when it was pittifull cold weather, as may be gathered out 
of his oration, which is yet extant. ' . 

M. Craflus, his fonnc Publius being killed and the army being dfcomfited, penlhed 
with fhamc and difgrace, beyond the river Euphrates [ Cicero, Itb. 2. de divmathne ] 
this difcomfiiureDiodeclarcsinlib4o. but Plutarch more fully in the life of Craffus , 
out of whom all that am read in Appian.de Parthici?, are taken as ic were word for 
word, wherefore it will be worth th: labour to fet down the principall parts of this 
moll famous hiftory, taken from thence, as Salianus hath done. 

Orodes the King of the PatthianSjfentEmbaffadors into Syria unto Craffus: Who 
ihould expoftt;latc;with him concerning the invafion of Metopotamia, and demand the 
rcafonswhyJiemade war, he fent moreover Suranawithan army to recover thole 
places that had been taken, or revolted : he himfelf took an expedition into Armenia, 
leaft ArtabaKHhe fohne o! Tigfanes, who reigned there, and was afraid of his own 
Kingdomc, Ihould fend any aid to the Romans^ D'o.] 

TheEmbaaadorsofOrodescamctoCrafft»tnSyria,ashe was drawing his forces 
cut of their wmrer quarters C although Fiorus relates that this was done in Mefopota* 
mia, whenas Craffus W3S encamped at Niccphorhim) putting him in mind of the 
leagues that they had made with Pompey and Sylla: and withall declaring unto him ; 
thatifthisarmy was fenr againft the Parthians bv the p -opleof Rome,rhatthen they 
would have no peace with the Romans; bUfil Craflus had brought this waragamft 
the Parthians for his own private gain, ani had feizedupon his cities, that their King 
would ulc him more favourably, in coiifideratib 1 of Crtfsus his old age, and that he 
would fend back his fouldiers to the peopl.of Rome* to which Cratsus, gaping 
alter the Kiugiweafures, antwered hothing> noc pretending any imaginary cauie of 
war but that he would anlwer them at Scleucia j [ Ftorut l>b. 3 .cap. 1 1 . Plutarch' Dj<t,]\ 
then Vagcfes the Chief of the Embafsadors (miling, and ttnkcing the palm of his 
right hand with the fingers of hislefr,faid, Thathaites ftiquljfooner growthere, 
then that he fcould fee Seleuria, and fo the.Erribafsadours returned^ telling King Gra- 
des that-he muit prepare for war. m 

In the mean while certain touldieis who had been ltft in garriton in Metopotamia, 
JLlli hardly 
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hardly efcaped with great danger, brought hira news of the formidable multitude of 
the Parthiaus, what kind ot arms they ule,and thefeminnerof fight, as they had 
learned by experience i which fo much dilcouraged the Romans, that fome of the 
Captains were of opinion that Craflus (hould ftay,and deliberate in co«nci},jConcerning 
the whole bufineffe: among which was Calfius the Treafurer of Graflusi the Sooth- 
layers alio (ought to deter him: butCtafcus gavenoearto anyotthem. 

He that chiefly encoutaged Cratsus was Arcabazes the King ot -the Armenian*, 
who came into his Camp with $000 Horle, which were laid to be the Kings Guard. 
Hepromifedhimalfootbcrioooemeoatarm:s, and ?oooo Foot, whom he would 
pay* He alfo perlwaded Cralsus that he Ihould inrodc Parthia thorough Armenia,and 
that he would abundantly furnifh his army, and that th& march that way would be 
fafer, by realon of the arievennefsofthecountry, and foupt lo much irtdangerof the 
Horfe, in tf hich the Parthians did abound. But Crafcus negleacd this: moft wile 
couiiei, and thanking the Armenian, lent him back, telling hjmtba* he would march 
thorough Mefopotamia where he had left many good louldiers of the Romans. 

Whereupon he came to Zeugma, at the bank of Euphrates ; where he neglefted 
the tbrcatnings ot many prodigies, which Plutarch and Dio mention. The chief of 
which was this>as it is noted in' Julius OblequensJn hssbookof prodigies. How a 
fudden tempefi /hatched the Standerdfrom the Standard-bearer , and funckjt in the water .- 
and how by *d fudden darkrtejjc of the ikje tb*t feU^thej were kindred from faffing over, jet 
Crajfus would on : and by Flora? , F lib. 3. cap. 11.] thus, When tee. army had pa/fed 
Zeugma, fudden f whirle-mnds threw the Standards into Suphrutes, where they funck, Craflus 
alfo neglcfitedthe councel of Caflius,who advifed him,Thac he ihouid rcfrefli his 
army in tome of the Cities, in which he had a Garrifon, untill he heard fome certain 
newso{ the Parthian! ; or elfe that he would march along the river to Seleucia, 
and fo the un'ps would fupply hira with vi&ual, and woald fofiowthe Camp, and that 
the river would keep the enemy from environing him, _ 

A* Craflus was conliderfog on thefe things, Augarus, or Abgarus Ofrocnus with- 
drew him from this wholiora advice : tor he is rightly ftiled byDio; who by Flows 
[ M m 3. cap. u. ] is called Mazares the Syrian, and the copies of the Breviary of Sextus 
Rufus varying, he is called Mazarus,MarachusiMacorus, and alfo Abgarus; in Plu- 
tarch, he is called Ariamnes, a Captain of the Arabians: although in fome Copies 
of Plutarch, and in thole, out of which thePanhicaoi Appian are taken, he is found 
to be called Acbarus : this man was formerly in league with the Romans in Poropey *s 
time, but now followed the Barbarians party. And whereas he was of the Parthi- 
ans fide, he made as though he was a great friend to Craflus, and liberally beftowing 
much mony upon him,fought out all his councels, and declared tbero to the Panhi- 
ans : and when as Craffiis bad determined to march to Seleucia, and from thence to 
go to the City of Ctefiphon ; he perf waded him, that he ihouid not take that councel, 
becaufe it would take up too much time, but that he (hould lead his army directly 
agaioft SUlax and Surena> two of Orodes his Captains (leaving Euphrates behind 
him, which onely could wraith him with visual > and be for a^fortification to 

He then led his army through a vaft Plain, both fandy and wanting water, where 
alio Was neither root nor green herb. And now Ctaflus began to lulpoSt trealon, 
elpecially when Artabazes lent Embaffadors to him, that b c could fend him no forces, 
becaufe he had a great war that lay upon him, for Orodes now wafted the Country 
ot the Armenians; but yet very earneftly adviled Craflus to come into Armenia, 
and to joyn forces with him, that they both together might fight with Orodes : but if 
he were not pleafed to do this, that he (hould be lure to fluin thofe places that were 
moft convenient for Horfe. Craflus angerly rejected this advice, and not vouchfefing 
to write to the King, told them,Tbathchadnolcalureto think upon Armenia, but 
that in his return he would punifli the Armenian for his treachery : but immediately 
Abgarus, before his treachery was difcovered, withdrew faimlelf , when he had 
perlwaded Craflus , that he might compafle the enemies in , and route 
them. ^ 

They had not gone far* but that fome few fcouts came in (for the reft were killed 
by the enemy) telling them, That there were huge forces> who couragioufly marched 
on towards them : at this Craflus was aftonithed, and all the army was ftrooken with 
fear; and Craflus at the firft following Caflius his advice, fet his battle wide, but pre- 
sently changing his mind, he contra&ed his forces, and made it fquare and deep. He 
gave the leading ot one wing to Caflius, the other to his Ion C. Publius, and he him* 
fell' led the battle in the middeft. As loon as they came to the river Baliffiis,moft of 
the Commanders perf waded him to encamp, and to lodge there all night 1 and 
in the mean time, to fend to fee what forces the enemy had,and how they were armed. 
This ad vife alfo Craflus rejefted, becaufe hisfon, and fome of his Horfe men, much 
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defired to fight : and fo he commanded them that would eat and drink, (hould do it 
(landing* keeping their rankes :'. Which .before it corld be done by all, he march- 
ed on with a difpyderly nUrcli, not fair and lofily, until the enemies were in view. 

Surenas (hewed not his whole body at the firft, neither theicigbtnefleof their arms, 
but fee them in a convenient place for a terrour to the Romaqs, whom they endea- 
voui e J with their lances to make break their ranks : but as loon as they faw the depth 
of the battle, and. that the fouldier* kept their ranks, they retired : and When as 
they (eemed to be in diforder, before the Romans perceived ir, they had on every fide 
environed them. But wtocn Craflus commanded Jiis light Horfe men to aflailcthem, 
they had not marched tar, buc they were ill entertained with a (howre of darts> 
and were driven to retire to the force ot thearmsd men; which gave the firft beginning 
of fear and tumult, efpecially they feeing the toree ot the weapons that brake through 
all, and the greamefle of the wounds. 

The Parthians being thus hindered from rhem, began to fhoo: with their darts 0:1 
every fide upon the whole body of the arm/, that no dart fell in vain ; and wich lo 
great force, that ic made either An horrible wound, or moft commonly dcach $ and 
with lo great cbnftancy, that they did not cealerrom (hooting cvenwnc itbeyrled: 
and indeed the Romans were in hope, that when thefe darts were fpenr, that then 
they ihouid come to handy-blows: but when rhey knew that there were many Ca- 
mels laden with darts, from which they that had firft (pent their darts took a compafle 
and fetched others ; then Craflus began to fainr, perceiving that there would be no 
end of their (hooting, until they, were all killed with their darts : whereupon he com- 
manded hisiprtitp endeavour by all means to joyne battle with the enemy, before they 
were wholy compafled about. 

Young Craflus therefore taking with him 13 00 Horfe, (a iooowhereothehad 
received from Gtfar ) and 500 Archers, and eight Enfignsof the ikk: footmen who 
had Bucklers, gave a charge upon the Parthians ; who fleeing on purpole, withdrew 
him a good way off from hisfacher : then turning about, they thruft them thorough 
with their dartson every fide, Publius himleit (, whom Oroiius commends as a moft 
choice young man, [/#. 6. cap. i}.*pdEtitroptt*s r wlib.6,] asa moft famousandex- 
cellent young man ), becaufe he could not ule his hand that was piercedthorough, 
commanded a gentleman to thruft him thorough the fide. Cenforinus a Senatour and 
Oratour is faid to have died in the like manner. Megabaccbusia man valiant both in 
body and mind, thruft himfeU thorough, as did the reft of the Nobility : .the reft get- 
ting to an Hill, were killed in fight by the Speares ot the Parthians. There are but 
500 faid to be taken pritoners. 

They, having cut off Publius his head, marched towards Craflus, who expected 
the return of bis fon, during which time the enemy did not ptefle fo hard : but when- 
asmeffenger <:ame upon meffenger, that Publius was clean loft, unleflehe wereim- 
meeli.itcly (uccoured with a very (trong pany j he intended .to march wkli the whole 
army j when as the eneraie* came upon him, with a terrible noif j, being grown more 
fierce by realon of the vi6tory> bringing the head of his foj upon a Spearc. That 
ipettacle brake the hearts ot the Romans , notwiihthnding Craflui eudeavours to 
hearten on his meu, to extort from the en?my the joy they had received, audio re- 
venge their cruelty : the battle is renewed, but (eeing the Romans were on every fide 
again wounded with their darts, many of whom died milerably ; for thofe who de- 
fperatcly, that they might efcape the darts* came upon the enemy* were with great 
Lances forced into a narrowcompaffe, with which at one thruft they ftrook thorough 
two bodies : -until the night appoaching, the Patchians retired , bragging that they 
would allow Craflus one night to bemoane his Ion. 

That fame night O&avms and Craifus called together the Centurions and Soul- 
diers j fpr Craffus being overwhelmed with idrrow for the publickand his own private 
lofle, kept himfelf in the dark with his headxovered : wiiereas the fear ot what was to 
come forced the reft of the army to ad vife about flying/hearmy in all placesbegan to 
diflodgq without any found of Trumpet : but whereas thofe that were weak perceived 
themlelves to be forfakeu, there was great tumult and confufion, and all the Camp was 
filled with howling and lamentation : the 1 tear and aftoniihment leized upon thofe 
that marched, becaute they thought the enemy would be railed by this noil'e, and 
come and fet upon them * and indeed the enemy did know that they were removing, 
but negleaed to purine them; three hundred light-horlcmen, under their Captain 
Egnatius late in the night came ro Carts, and calling to the watch, commanded them 
to tell Coponiuj the Governour,that Craflus had«had a great fight wich the Parthians ; 
but faid uot a word more, and marched haft ily to the Zeugma. Coponiu? by the con- 
futedneffe of the fpeech fuppoling that no good news was told him, prefently armed his 
men, and meeting Craflus who marched flowly by realon of his wounded men, he re- 
ceived him with bis army into the City. 

Llll * As 
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M foon as it was day, the Parthians goto the Romans Camp, and there put to 
death 4000 that werektc there. Many alfo their Horfe men took up as they were 
wandiing in the plain : among thete there were four cohorts, whom iruthe fame 
night Vargmueiusa Liutenant lead, and had loft their way by night: thefe getting 
to an hill, the Pat thians compafiiag them in, killed them all in fight, except twenty 
Souldiers : who breaking through the middeft oi the enemy, came- fate 
co Carra:. Orofius alfo mentions this flaughter of Varguntems. [lib. 6. 

Surenas being uncertain whether Craffus and Caflius were at Carr*, or fled to fome 
other place, (ends certain men to Carre, that he might know the truth, under a co- 
lour of making a league with the Romans, if they would yield up Mcfopotamia: 
which when the Romans approved of, becaufe all things were in a delpcrate condition 
with them, and demanded time and place for the meeting of Craflus and Surenas. 
Surenas underftanding that the enemy Was Aw up in Carrac, the next day he came 
before it with his whole army, and exceedingly ftraitning the Town, commanded 
the Romans, That if they would have any truce, that they fhould deliver Craflus and 
Caflius pnloners. Hereupon the Romans exceedingly lamented, that they were fo 
cheated, and catling oft all hopes of any aide from the Armenians, they thoughthow 
they might efcape by flight. 

This councel was to be kept fecret from any of the Carrematis, yet Craflus declared 
it to Andromachus, the mod pcrfidiou? of all men, whom alfo he took to be his guide 
in hi* march . Whereupon the Parthians knew all their councels, by the treachery of 
Andromachus, and becaufe it is neither the cuftome, nor fafe, for the Parthians to 
fight by night ; but Craffus went out by night; and lcaft the enemy lhould be too 
much behind them that fled. Andromochui led them, fome one way, fome another, 
and at laft brought them into deep bogs and places that were full of ditches : there 
were fome who tufpefted Andromachus his often turnings, and would not follow 
him; for Craffus retired to Carrat, and from thence with 500 men, took his way into 
Syria. Others having gotten tairhfull guide?, took the way of the mountains, which 
they call Synaca, and before day, were retired into a fafe place, and thole were 
almoft five thoufand men, over whom Oftavius, a valiant man, was Com- 

But the day overtook Craflus, who was intangled in thofc difficult places and bogs, 
by the treachery oi Andromachus, he with four cohorts of legionary Souldiers, and 
a few Horfe men* and five Liftors, having gotten out of thofc faftnefles with great 
pains, the enemy even now approaching, he fled to another hill, Within twelve fur- 
longs from Oftavius, not fo fortified, not fo tteep for Horfes: but being under the 
Synaca, and joynedtoitwitha long neck that ftrctched through the middeft of the 
Whole plain, fo that Oftavius could not but fee the danger that Craflus was in : and 
therefore he firft, with a few others came to his aide, and the reft chiding one the 
other followed him, and beating the enemy from the hill, received Craffus into the 
middeft of them* and covering him with their Targets, (pake nobly,That no weapon 
of the Parthians could touch the body of their General, till they had killed them that 
defended him to the laft man. . 

Wherefore Surenas feeing the Parthians not fo couragious as they were wont to be, 
and that it was a dangerous thing to fight with defperate men, clpccially they fight- 
ing from an higher place i and if perchance night mould overtake them, that then the 
Romans could not be taken, they keeping the mountains, but that they would go to 
the Armenians, and fo might be a meansof renewing the war, (as D10 faith) he plot- 
red another treachery and falfhood : heletfomeprtfoners go free, who had heard 
fome Barbarians fay on purpofe, That their King was not altogether avert from 
making peace with the Romans, that he would ule Craflus with all the civility that 
might be, if it could be effefted by his means. In the mean while, the Barbarians 
forbare to fight : and Surenas with fome noble men, came near the hill with his bow 
unbent ; and holding forth his right hand, invited Craflus to make a league with him : 
and told him, That he had had experience of the force of the Parthians ; yet now, if 
he would, he mould have experience of his humanity. Craflus did not aflent unto him, 
whom tor good caufe he had reafon to be afraid of,as who faw no reafon of this f udden 

But the Souldiers demanded peace even with reproaches to Craffus; he endea- 
voured by entreaties and reafon to perfwadc them, that they would hold out but the 
reft of the day, and that at night they lhould march through mountainous places, 
and that they would not break off the hopes of a fafety that was fo neer them : but 
when they began to mutiny, and beating of their harncfle, began to threaten him : 
being affrighted, he went towards the enemy, but turning about to his own men, he 
faid, Tea, if Oftavius and Petronius, and all you %oman Commanders that are here with me,

fee, what violence is upon me^jet, if ever any of you fbalcome of fafefy,te/l, that Craflw was 
deceived by bis enemies, and not delivered up by his own citizens. Which he migtu lecm co 
have faid, ask were trying by this friendly fpcech ii: he co«ld aflwagc their obfti- 
nate minds, w hilft he provides for their honour, but Oftavius and the reft ftaid not 
on the hill but went down with him : the Lienors that would follow him for his ho- 
nours fake, Craflus himfelf forbad. 

The firft who came from the Barbarians were two mungrellGrarcians, who dif- 
mounting from their horfes worfhipped him, and faluteu him, in Greek, denting him 
that he Would fend fome before to fee if Surenas and the reft that came to parly, whe- 
ther they came unarmed, he prelently tent two Rofcii that were brothers, whom Su- 
renas ftaied, and coming on horfeback, whereas Crafsus was* foot, he commanded 
an horfe to be brought to him,and that he lhould go to the rivers fide to write the ar- 
ticles ot the peace, becaufe the Romans were not very mindful! of their covenams,and 
wkhall gave him his right hand, and when Crafsus fent for an boric, he told him 
there was no great need, for the King, faith he,giveth you this, prelently there was 
brought him an horfe with a golden bridle, upon which the grooms mounted Crafsu; 
and following him behind lathed him, then Oftavius firft took hold of the bridle, and 
after him Petronius one of the Colonels, and then the reft of the Romans came about 
him to ftay the horfe, and to take him from them that prefsed upon Crafsus on every 
fide. 

And whereas at firft they were juftling and thrufting one the other, at laft the y came 
to blowes. Oftavius drew his fword and killed a groom one of the Barbarians,anosher 
kills Oftavius, ftriking him behind; Petronius had no weapon, but being ftrook upon 
his coat otmaile lighted from his horfc, and had no hurt, but Promanasthros or Ma- 
nanhes by name a Parthian killed Crafsus, or as others will have it, cue of his head and 
tight hand, as he lay dead. Dio leaves it in doubt, whether he were killed by his own 
men, lcaft he fhould come alive into the enemies hands, or whether he was flain by the 
enemies. Livyrelateth lib. 1 06. that he wot taken, and making refinance, leafi hejhould 
fufferany thing being alive, was killed : himfelf 'c being allured to a parly, had upon a ftgn given 
by the enemy, come quick, into their hands, if the refinance of the tribunes, had not moved the 
Barbarians to prevent the flight of the generall : as Florus taith in lib. 3. cap. 1 * . and Sex- 
tus Rufris following him, in his breviary toValentinian the Emperour. C ra £* s b' m " 
felfe being allured to a oar ly, might have been taken alive, but by the refinance of the tribunes 
he efcapcd,andwhtlfthcfougbt to fly was killed* .. . - 

This Surenas the (Benerall ot the Parthians took Craffus by treachery, and killed 
him at Sinnaca a city of Mesopotamia [ Strabo. lb. 1 6. pag. 747. 3 although he had 
rather have taken him alive. [Oroftus lib, 6. cap. 1 3. "J Velleiu; Patcrculus faith that he 
was killed with moft part of the Roman army. [lib. ». cap. d.6. ] Pliny faith, that all 
the Lucanian Souldiers were killed with him, of which there were many in the army. 
lllb,i. t cap.$6,] Jornandes writes, that they loft eleven legions almoft, and their Ge- 
nerall alfo. ide regno. fucceffioH.} it is faid that fhe number of thofe that were flain 
were 20000 : and of thofc that were taken alive by the enemy 1 0000 ; as it is in Plu- 
tarch. Appianaflfirmes, that of an 1 00000 fcarce 10000 fled into Syria. ,[hb, a. bell. 
civil, pag, 418. ] that thefe things were done in the month of June, Ovid fhews in lib. 
6. Faftorum. in the middle of Summer (wnflQ'-n fit*) faith Dio in lib. 40. of his 
hiftoncss where alto he addcth, that the Parthians at this time recovered all their 
countrcy again that lay within the river Euphrates. ,„.'■. r 

Thereroaines of the Roman army fhifiing each nun tor himfelf, being fcattered by 
flight into Armenia, Cilicia, and Syria* did fcarce afford aroan alive to bring the news 
of die overthrow. C F loYHi lib - 3* CA P> ■ » • ] » s ^°° n as tnis overthrow was known, m a- 
ny provinces ot the Baft had revolted from the alliance and protection of the people of 
Rome, unleiTe Caflius gathering together a few fouldiers of them that fled, had quitted 
Syria that began to grow proud with great vertue and moderation. [Orof, lib' 6. cm % 
1 a. ] thisis that Caflius who would not accept of the command that the fouldiers ofte- 
redhimatCarrx inmecr hate to Craflus, and Craflus alio himtelf willingly yeildcd to 
it confideringthe greatneffeof his loffe ; yet now being compelled by neceflity, took 
upon hinvhe government of Syria. [ Dio,Ub. 40. ] he was alfo the treafurer of Craflus 
who kept Syria within the command of the people ot Rome, and was alio the tame 
C. Caflius, who together with Brums, afterwards killed Julius Casfar. [ VelUu Paterc. 
ltb,i. cap, 46, together with ftf.i^S.J 

Surenas fent the head and right hand of Craffus to Orodes, into Armenia :and 
he fprcad a report by meffengers of his own, at Seleucia , that he brought Craflus alive 
having drefled up one Caius a captive who was vety like him, and foraadc a- ridicu- 
lous fhe w, which in dilgra.ee they calicd a triumph. ^Plutarch.] 1 
In the mean time Oiodes was reconciled w th Artabazes, or Artaralers the Ar- 
menian, having betroathed his fitter to his fonne Pacoras : and there they made 
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feafts and revels, in which Weteroany Greek, ycrfes (ting,! fprOrodes undetftood the 
Greek tongue,and was a Schoier :ajidAc^dBSalfa bad wr«re 11 Tragedies, and 
Orations, and Hiftories: there as Ja(onthe. ; Tjagcdwnof,Trallis was/higingforae 
verles out of the Bacchis of Euripides, concerning AgavcSyllaces came into the dining 
room, and threw the head of : Crauusbeforeihem, which P^raax*thres,orMaxar- 
the>, riling from fupper, took to himfelf, as chough it. demote belong to him than 

Among other indignities, feme report, chat the Partisans poured mt lted gold into 
the mouth of Craflus, inlulting alio over him in words; amongft whom isHorus; 
whofe words concerning this matter aretbefe, [lib. 3. cap. 1 1. j The headed right 
handofCraJfutwas broughtto the King, and made fport for bint, nor that unfitly j forthey 
poured melted gold in at his ofen mouth, that he whofe mind was on fire with tjje defire of gold, 
while he was alive, his dead and bloodlejfe carafe might be burnt with gold: like to winch 
both Sextus Rufus hath in his Breviary, and Jornandes who follows him. 

Surenas not long after, differed a punilhment worthy of his perjury, being killed by 
Orodeswhoenviedhishonour,C^««'«'-^,«»Cr4^.3 

At Rome M. Cicero was made Augur in the room of young Craffus,who was killed 
in the Parthian war, [Id, in Cicerone.] ,.,,,, 

Craffus the father being dead at that urae, one head of Varro his three- headed 
faction is cut off, and a foundation laid of the civil wars between Pompey and.Gcfat : 
for Crahus being killed who was above* them both, it remained to Cxfar, thatrhc 
might become the greateft, to difpatch him that was above him, [ Plutarch, ht Cafare 
& Tompeio. J

Durinpan interreguum there was a decree of the Senate made,that neither any Con- 
ful nor any Praetor Qiould have by lot any forcaign province till after the fafth year of 
his Magistracy : which alfo a little after was confirmed by Pompey, lDio.lib.40.] 
whoby thelnterrexServius SulpitiusOn the V. Kalend of March man intercalary 
moneth ( about the beginning j namely of the Julian December ) was created Coriul. 
[Afcon.Pedtan.ittorat.Miloman.] 

The Parthians invaded Syria, but with no great army, becaufe they thought the 
Romans had there neither Souldicrs nor General; wherefore Caffius eaiily repulfed 

them, [Dio.lib. 40,1 ■.,.,', . .-en. l . 

Cafttiis coming to Tyrus, arrived alfo in Judea, when at his firft entrance he took 
Tarichara, and led from thence about 30000 Jews prifoners. He put to death alfo 
Pitholaus, bec.wfe he had entertained Ariftobulus his faction, which he did at the per- 
fwafionof Aritipater, who could do very much with him : for Antipater, feeing he 
was in grear credit with the Idumaeans, fought by curtefics and familiarity the 
friendQiip of others who were in power: efpecially he joyned 111 affinity to him, the 
King of the Arabians, to whole cuftody he committed his children during the wafthat 
he had with Ariftobulus : but Caflius having forced Ariftobulus the ton of Alexander 
to be quiet by conditions, removed his camp to Euphrates, to keep the Parthians from 
pafllngover,[^A.7.A.i.MU4p.6.W.i4.^w/^.^.ia.] ... 

M Mareellus, and C. Sulpitius, being Contuls, the league is renewed with the 
Rhodians : in which it is provided, that one people ihall not make war on the other, 
but (end mutual aides one to the other. The Rhodians alfo fwore, that they Wbuld 
have the fame enemies that the Senate and the people of Rome (hould have, [ P. Len- 
tulusapud Ciceron, lib. 12. ad familiar, epifi. 15. cum ^ppian, lib, 4. Bell ctv$l.pag.6iy, 
630 1 and by tbismeans Pofidonius Apameenfis, who had a Schoole at Rhodes, 
teems to have come to Rome, M. Mareellus being Conful, as we read in Suidas 
\i»voc.vo<r«M"&] a very noble Philofopher, Mathematician, and Hiftonan: a 
Sphere of whofe making Cicero in lib.a. of his divinarion,maketh mention of. If any 
body (hould carry this Globe into Scythia or Britain,wbich of late our familiar frtendmade,wko\e 
each turningperforms the fame intke Sun and Moon and the other five Planets^ as hdsttein 
the heaven each day and night : who in that barbarity would doubt, but that this was a mojf 
exaS Sphere} - 

Whereas by the decree of the Senatcand by the law Pompey made the year before, 
none could obtain any either Confular or Praetorian province, unlcfs he had been 
Conful or Pmor five years before. M. Calphurnins Bibulus, who had been Conful 
fevcnveais before, and M»Tullius Cicero who had been Conful eleven years before, 

and 
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and yet had never been fent into any province, had by lot, BibuIusSyria, and Cicero 
Cilicia : concerning Syria, Dio is wi1nclsjhb.46.aud0/ Cilicu, Cicero himfelf, lib. 3. 
ad familiar. cpift.J). which he wrote being nowdeligncd Piocooful to Appius Pul- 
ch r,ithe faptain General, whom he was. to fuccecd ( totchc army had given him the 
title qf Captain General, becaule he had commanded well in the wars in Alicia ) in 
which he fignifieth that it happened both againft his will, and beyond any thought of 
his,tbat he fhouldnecefsarily^o 10 command in h* Province by the decree of the 
Senate. But Cicero had for his Liutenants, his brother Quincus Tullius, C. Pomponius, 
L.TuUius,and M. Apneius s his Qjaftors were L.Meflintu$andCn.Votofius.

- M. Cicero having ftayed thofe ten dayes at Athens, the day before the Nones of 
July (the-19 of the Julian April) departed from thence, [ Kb. *M familiar, epifi. 8. ] 
on which day looting from the Haven Pirasum, he was carried by a certain wind to 
Zotera, which kept him there till the Nones, the VIII oftheIdes(thc ajday of April) 
he came to the Village of Cos, from thence to Gyaros, from thence to Scyaro*, from 
thence to Delos, [ lib.%.ad Attic, epifi. 1 2. ].The XL Kalend of Auguft(thc 5 day of the 
Julian May ) he came to Ephefus : failing the flowerby rcalon of the weaknrifc ot the 
Rhodian barkes. Thithercame to him an incredible multitude ; : and theGreeiahfc 
very willingly offered ihemfclves unto him, as if he bad been the Praetor of r Ephefus, 
E*d.epift.i$>] butthePrattourofthc Afiatick Governments ( which were fcparated 
Jrom the province of Cilicia) was Q. Thermus who was tbctf at' Ephefus* wjth 
whom Qcero conferred concerning a btifmcile of his Liutenant M. Ahnciusj- whotiad 
a controveruc with the Sardineans,and unto whom> bothidr himandfor othcrVhc 
afterwards writ many Epiftles, [ l-b.

P. Nigidius expected Cicero at Ephefus, returning to Rome from hisEmbaffie,a 
very learned man ; Cratippus alio came . thither from Mitylene to feeand falutc Ci- 
cero, who was at that time thechiefeft of all the Peripateticks : as Ckero himfelf 
witneaeth in the preface to Plato his Timxus, tranflatcd into Latinc by him- 
felf. 

Leaving Ephefus, Cicero wemtoTralli, in a very dry and dotty way, [/'*. 5.-p 
Attic, epifi. 14. ] The VI. Kalend of Auguft ( the 1 o day of the Julian May ) h: came 
to Tralli, where there met him L. Luciiius with letters trom Appius Pulcher, [lib. 3. 
adfamiliar.ep-ft.f.] by which heunderftood among other things, that a mutiny of 
t he fouldiers was appeafed by Appius, and that they were all payed even to the Ides of 
July, [ tib. 3 . ad, Attic. epifi. 14. 1 

Theday beforethe Kalends of Auguft ( the 14 day of the Julian May ) Sulpitius 
and Marcellus being Confuli,Cicerocamc to Laodicea,into a province ( undone and 
even overthrown by Appius) from which day the yearly Magistracy* committed to 
him by the Senate, began to be reckoned, [lib. 1. ad Attic. epifi.\^. 1 6, 90, 3 j. ctm 
lib, ^adfamiliar. epifi. 6. & *'b. 1 5. epifi*. & 4,] But whereas Cicero underftood by 
the Cypr iot Embattadours who came to meet him at Ephefus, that Sceprjus the Gover- 
nor ot Appius in Cyprus befieged the Senate in their Senate-houfc in Salamine with 
lome Troops of Horfe, that he might famifh tome of the Senatours : what day he firft 
cntred the province he fent letters, that the Horfcmen fhould immediately depart the 
Ifland, [lib. 5. ad eAttic.epifi. 2i, & lib, 6. epifi. 1.] 

When -at he faw by reaton of the time of the year, he moft prefently go to the army, 
having (fayed three dayes at Laodicea, (whilft the money was received which was 
owed him from the publick exchange ) the III. None ot Auguft ( the 1 7 of the Julian 
May) he made a journey to Apamea: and there tarried four or five dayes, three at 
Synnada* and five at Philomclium ' in which Town when as there was a great con- 
courfe ot people, he freed many Cities from moft grievous tr jbutes, and heavy ufuries 
and great debts, [ lib.

Appius Claudius, whereas by the law Cornelia (of Cornelius Sylla the Diftatour ) 
there were thirty dayes granted ior one to depart the province after the coming of a 
Succcflour : in thofe dayes (at in judgement at Tarfus, in which Cicero did the like 
ar Apamca,Synnada, and Philomclium, [ Ub.

M. BibuustheProconful, about the Ides of Auguft (the»5 of the Julian May) 
departed from Ephefus by fliippjng with a very profperous gale into Syria his province, 
[lib. 1 y. ad familiar. epifi. 3.] whom when the Senate bad permuted to raife fouldiers 
in Aha, he would make no raufter, [ ibid, epifi. -1 ♦] for the Auxiliaries of the Allies 

were 
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were through the (harpnelTe and injuries of the government ot the Romany,either fo 
weakened, that they could help them but little j or to alienated from them, that there 
was little to be expefted from them, neither did any thing feem fit 10 be committed 

Whereas betore'thc coming of Cicero into the Province, the army was fcattered 
through a fed itvon, five Cohorts, without any Lieutenant? without any Colonel, yea 
without any Centurion, ftayed at Philomclium, the reft ot the array was in Lycaoma. 

Cicero commanded his Lieutenant, M. Anneius, that heihonld coudu£t thofe five 
Cohorts to the reft oi the army : and having rallyed the whole army in one place, 
that he (houid encamp at Iconium in Lycaonia : which when he had exactly 
done; Cicero came into the Camp the VlJ. Kalends of September, (the teventh 
dwof the Julian June.) Seeing that in fomedaves before, according to the decree of 
the Senate, he had got together a good band ot Souldiers newly railed, and good ftore 
of Horte,and Voluntary Auxiliaries of free people, and of Kings their Allyes. [mi. ■ 

^D^otarnstbe fon, who was declared King by the Senate, took with him into his 
Kingdom Cicero's fons, whilft M. Cicero made war in the Summer quarters. [ lib. v. 
ad Attic epifi. 17, 18.] Plutarch delivers, Q/» lib. de Stoicermt repugn «*»*.]. That 
Deiotarus the father, that he might fettle the Kingdom upon this one-ion, put to 
death all his other tons: but of both the Dejorari, lather and fon, who both reignca 
together; Cicero makes mention in the XI. Philippicho, with great commendation 
of themboth. „ . „ , . . . , j t. 

Pacorusjthefonof Orodes,Kingof the Parthians, with whom wasmarryed the. 
lifter of the King of the Armenians with great forces of the Parthians, and a great 
band of other Nations befides : paffing overrhe Euphrates, made war 111 the Province 
ot Syria. THb. 1 5. ** familiar, epifi. 1 , 2, ?, 4. & M. ?• «* **< f#. 1 8 -J buc llldce S 
Orfaces was General, Pacorus only bearing the name ot Generator he was not yet palt 
15 years oinse*[Dio.lib, 40.3 . 

The Parthiansbeing thus gone into Syria, and having reduced under their power 
all places that lay in their way, came as far as to Anttoch, with an hope ot winning 
alfo the reft: for neither did the Romans keep that Province with a juft army x and 
the people hardly enduring the domineering ot the Romans,did incline to the lar- 
thiani,as to their neighbours and familiar friends. [Via. ibid.] Alfo the Proconful 
Bibulus was not yet come into the Province : tor whereas that Province was appointed 
to him but for a year, as it was to Cicero, it was reported, that tor this caulc he came 10 
late into the Province, that it might be late ere he departed it. C Citert, lib. j. ad Amc. 

^'"Cieemfinthe 3 III. Kalends of September, (the 1 1, of the Julian June) mufteted his 
army at Iconium. [lib. 3. *d Attic, epifi, i 9 .\ The Kalends or 111. of the Nones ot 
Scptcmbri, the Embafladors that were fenttrom Annochus, the King ot the Com- 
magenians,cametothc Camp at Iconium; who firlt brought Cicero news, That 
cteat forces of the Parthians began to pafle the Euphrates : and that it was laid, That 
the Armenian King would make an invafion upon Cappadocia. Which news when it 
was brought him, although there were tome that thought, that there was not much 
credit to be given to that King-, yet Cicero was much troubled, both tor Syria, and 
for his own Province, and indeed for all Alia. Wherefore he thought it fit that the 
army Ihouldbc conduftedlthrough Lycaonia, and .the .Country of the Itaurians,and 
throogh that part ot Cappadocia, which joyned to Cilicia. [l<b.

Cicerofent his Horfe from Cybiftra into Cilicia, that the news of his coming being 
declared to the Cities in that part, the minds of men might be the more confirmed to 
him: and that he might quickly hinder what was done in Syria. \l* % i5. ad frndtar 

'''"There he took fpecial care for the fervice that was injoyned him by the Senate, 
That he ffaould defend Ariobarzanes,the King of the Cappadocians ; and provide 
that both he and his Kingdom might be in tafety : and whereas the King himlelt, 
w ith his brother Ariarathes, and fome of his fathers ancient friends came to the Camp 
M m m m lo 
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totheProconful(whereheftaied chrec or four daicr, as is gathered out of lib. 6. ad 
Attic, epifi. a.) and complained of treafons that were laid for his life, and defired ihac 
fome horfe and foot of the Roman army, might be a guard for him * Cicero exhor- 
ted his friends that they fhould defend with ail care an diligence, the life of their King 
being taught by the lamentable example of his father; and exhorted the King, thac 
he fhould learn to reign by preferring his own lfe, from whom he was certainly allu- 
red that treafon was plotted againfthim^ them he might ufe at hisplsafucc; thac he 
might punifh tbofc that there was ncceliity to punifh, and free the reft from fear, that 
he fhould ute the guard of the Roman army rooie for terrour to thole that were in 
laulr,then for contention :and that it would come topaffe, that all, when they Ihall 
know the decree of the Senate, fhould underftand, thac he would be a goatd to the 
King, wherefoever there fhall be any need, concerning whom in the end (of that le- 
cond epiftle) to the Confuls and Senate, Gccro faith that he was more careful! to 
cercifie them, becaufe that in King Ariobarzancs there were iuch tokens of vertuc, wit 
fidelity, and good will towards them : that they 1 did not fcem without good caufe to 
give him fuch a charg of his prefervation. 

Cicero fettled in great favour and authority Mithras and Athenanis whom Ario- 
barzanes had banifhed through the importunity of Athenasus, and whereas there 
would great war bt raited in Cappadocia, if the ptieft oithe Comaniam; whom as 
Hirfiusconfirmeth 'mhisbooklde bell. Alexandria.] wa=; accounted ihe next after the 
King in raajefty, command and power, by the content of that nation) lhouid defend 
himfelf by armes, as was thought he would do ; he being a young man, and provided 
with horfe and foor, and money, and allyes alfo who would fain fee fome Innovations. 
Cicero brought it fo topaffe, that he departed the Kingdomc; andfo theKbg obtai- 
ned the Kingdome with honour, without any tumult, or war, the authority of his 
court being more confirmed unto him. [ibid, epifi. 4.] although he in another epiftle 
thought, rhar there was nothing more pilled than that Kingdomc, nothing more poor 
than thac King. [ lib. 6. ad Attic, epifi. 1 . ] 

And after this manner wax the Kingdome of Ariobarzanes prefctved with the 
King himkli.[Cato.inepifi m ^.lib.i^.ad familiar.'] and Cappadocia is reconciled to 
his obedience without aims, and with much good liking. [Plutarch, in ftceron,] con- 
cerning whom this Cicero brags of himielf to Atticus. [lib, 5. epifi. ao.] Ariobarz,anes 
lives and r eigne s by my meant s, *v mWp , by the by y by my advice and authority : and becaufe 
I kept my felf* nglnlor free from accejfe to them th at lay in wait for him and not only fo but 
* (Pojo JUtlor, free from bribes I frefirved both King and Kingdome. 

In the mean time Cicero knew by many letters and meirages, that Cafliui ( Bibulus 
being yet abfent out of Syria) was with an army at Antioch, andgreac forces both 
of the Parthians, and Arabians, were come to Antioch ; and there that a great body 
of horfe, which had patted into Cilicia, were all killed, by thofe croupes of horfe he 
himfeli: had tent thither, and by a Pmorian cohort, which was in garrii'ou at Epipha- 
nia : and chat the Parthians were in Cynheftica a part of Syria, that was next to Cili- 
cia •- when therefore he faw thac the forces of the Parthians were turned from Cappa- 
docia* nor far from the borders of Cilicia ; he left Cyliftra of Cappadocia, ( when he 
had encamped five daies) and conducted the army into Cilicia; and in the borders 
of Lycaonia, and Cappadocia, the XIII of the Kalends of October ( the 3 o day of the 
Julian June) he received letters both from Tarcondimorus and from [amblichusa 
govemour of the Arabians, who were accounted friends of the Roman common- 
wealth, declaring that Pacorus with a great body of Parthian horfe was pafled Eu- 
phrates, and encamped at Tyba : concerning which he prefently wrote to the Con- 
fab, and Senate. [ lib. 1 5. ad familiar, ef. 1. 9. & ^.cum lib, 5. ad tAttic.ef. 1 %.& ao.] 

A rumour of the coming of Cicero, both encouraged Caffius, who was in a manner 
beheged in Antioch, and caft a fear upon the PaTthians, they departed therefore from 
Antiochbefore the coming of Bibulus being happily driven back by Caffius : who al- 
fo purfued them i n their retreat from the town, and did execution upon them. [M. 5 .ad 
Attic.ep. io.%\.& lib. 2. adfamiliar.ep.ZQ. ] which hiftory Dio thus declares more fully. 

When the Parthians were put by the hopes of taking Antioch, Caffius itoutly repul- 
fmg them, ( for they are very awkeward at the ftorming of places ) they marched to- 
wards Antigonia : the fuburbs of which city are planted with trees, and fo they neither 
durfl, nor could come neeric: they intended to cut down the trees, and to clear the 
piace of the wood, that they mighc more boldly fee upon the city on that fide : but 
when this would not f adg neither, both becaufe it was a bufineffe of great labour ; and 
time was trifled away in vain,and Caffius alfo licked up any ftraglers, they retreated 
from Ant igonia , intending to fet upon another place : in the mean time Catfius having 
placed ambuflies in the way they were to paflc, fhewed himfelf to them with a few , 
to draw them to purfue him, then he turned upon them. [ "Dio. lib. 40. J where Orfa- 
ces the great commander of the Parthians received a wound, whereof he died a few 
da ics after. [Cicero, Hb 9 5 . ad *Attic. epifi. 2 o. } In

and that Bibulus was at Antioch ; and from thence he certified Dcjotarus who was m 
all haft coming unto him with a great army of horfe, and foot, and all his forces: 
that he faw no caufe why he fhonld come out of his Kingdome : and that he would 
immediately fend letters and meffengers to biro, if by chance any extraordinary mat- 
ter fhould fall out. [ M, ^ad familiar, epifi. 4. \ . 

But when Cicero confidercd that it did cxtreamly concern both provinces, to fettle 
Amanu«, and to take away a perpetuall enemy from tint mountain, and go to ipme 
other parts ot Cilicia, and when he was gone about adaics lourney from Amanu-, and 
had encamped at Epiphania « the IIII Tdes of Oftobcr (the 22 of the Julian July ) 
wheniti)egan to grow towards evening, he matched with his army in all halt; lo 
that at the I-H. Wes.pf Oaober, as foon as it was day, he went up the Amanus. L *f.\ 
Haviicmarthallcd bis cohorts and auxiliaries.,' over which he. himlelt With his 
brotherSintus his Lievetenant commanded fome,others his Licvetenanr, C. Pomp- 
tinus, and thereft M. Anneius and>L. Tulliu> commanded ; and came fuddenly upon 
them before they Were aware: many were killed, many taken, and the relt were tcat- 
tercd. Fugerana ( or rather Erana ) which was not like a village but a city, becaufe it 
was the principall town of Amanus :aud alb Sepyra, and Cerminoru( or CommonO 
which both ftoutly and a long time made redftance, Pomptmus keeping that part o 
Amanus, frombreak of day till ten of the clock, were taken, and a great multitude ot 
the enemy flain,fixCaftles well fortined were taken by thc.r iudden coming ; and 
more burnt; when they had done this Cicero encamped at the foot otthe Amanus, 
"thcakars of AlexaJer,bythenverIlTt^rt. Which place Darius was ove^comeby 
• Mmmm a » Alexander \ 
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Alexander,there hefpentfourdaycs*indeftroying the reliqucaqt* ^mantis, that be- 
longed to his Province, and in wafting the Country : and for the? obtaining of fo juft 
a victory, he Was called by the army Imperaror, or Captain General : and (0 having 
fpoiledand wafted Amanus on tMfi*th day he departed from Amaausj [Ibid.enm. 
l.b.z.ipifi^a.lib. 5*ad*Attic.epift t *Q.PliitarcbiHCiceroH.] : ; .\, -t 

In the mean time Bibulus coming to Amauns, he began to loot for a lawtcl in" a 
muftatdtree, and gape alter the vain pame of Captain General; but he had a great 
loffe, for be wholy loft his prime Cohort, and a Centurion of rhe 'Vauntguardv a 
Noble man, one Afinius Dcoto, a kinfemanof his own, and ail <he reft of the fame 
Cohort ; and Sextus Lucilius* a Colonel (the Ion of T.GraviusCcepio,a rich and 
renownedman) [fill, \.*d Jttic.ffifitto.] 

Ciciro brought his armytotnemoft dangerous pare of Cilicia, which was inha- 
bited by the Eleuthero-ciles , cruel and fierce men* and who were provided of all 
things for defence; who feeing they never had obeyed their Kings entertained at 
this time fugitives, and were dayly iu expectation of the coming of the Parthians: 
he lee upon Pindenifla, a Town of their', that was feared in a fteep and well foni- 
fied place> the 57. day before the Saturnalia * ( the XII, Kalend of, November, onthe 
firft of the Julian July) he comparted it about with a Rampart and a Trench { and 
kept them in with fix Caftles, and very great Brigades : he affauked ic with a Mouar^ 
Engines and a moft high Tower : he made ufe of many archers* and great (tore o* 
Engines for battery : as Cicero himfetf fignifietbinanepiftlcto- NtCarli* Rufuscho- 
fen£dile#wh<chwas written on the *5. day of the. fiege (the 25. of Auguft) t /»*.*. 
ad famiUar.epifi. to.] and alfo in bis letter* to M. Cato,{/-*. 1 ^tf#.4»]»nd«> Pompo- 
nius A«>cus. {fit, 5. epifi. 20.] all written after the taking of the City* ■'•■■■■ 

Withgreat pains and preparation, tat without am*niouble or charge of the AHyea, 
many of his men being Abounded, but the army fafe, Cicero tnadcan end of this 
bufindle. Upon the very day of the Saturnalia (the XML Kalend of January, or 
the ad. day of the Julian September) the Pindcniilcnfcs by mam force were at 4ns 
mercy ; alt the City being either beaten down, orburnt : he granted the whole ipoiic 
of it to his Souldiers, except the Horfes; the (laves were (old onche third day of the 
Saturnalia. He took hoftages from the Tibareni, who were nexr neighbours to the 
Pindencfiepfei,and alike wicked and audacious asthcy. After thia'he (ent bis army 
to their winter quarters ; over which he (cr his brother Quintus, that the army mould 
be quartered in ihofe places thaLWcrc taken, from the enemy, or that were not well 
quieted, {.Ibid.'] And fo he having (etiedhis aflairs for the Summer, appointed his 
brother Qgintus to command in the Winter Quarters, and over Cilicia, [W. 5. ad 
Attic, tpjfi. a i.] and as he intended the Summer moneths to profecute the war,fo 
the winter moneths to fit in judgement. [Ibid, epifi. 14.] 

Publiut Lentulu? Spinther triumphed at Rome for Cilicia , as is gathered 
out of the Epift.[ad Attic, lib. 5. epift..2i. compared wirh lib. 1. ad familiar, 
epift.p.] 

The ion of Orodes the King of the Parthian?, came into Cyrrheftica, a Country o| 
Cilicia, in which alto the Partbians wintered, [lb.$.ad Attic. epifi, it. & lib. 6. 
epifi, 1.]' 

Cicero (ent Q^Volufiu?, a trufty man»and wonderful free from bribery,inro Cyprus, 
to tarry there a few dayes ; that thofefew Roman Citizens, which had bufinetTc to 
do there, would not lay they had not right done them : for it was not fie that the 
Cypriots mould be called to judgement out of their own Ifland. [lib. 5. ad Attic, 
cpifi.zu] 

Cicero being entertained fo the Cities of Cilicia with great admiration, on the 
Nones of January (or the 13, day of the Julian October) went from Tarfus into 
Afia: Wherefore parting over Taurus, in the fixthmoneth of his command, which 
way foever he went, he brought it fo to pafle,that without any violence, without 
any reproch, but onely by his authority and advice, the Grecian and Roman Ci- 
tizens, who had kept in their corn, did promife great (lore to the people, for the eating 
of the famine, (which raged much in that part of Afia, feeing there was no harveft.) 
[ibid.] 

Dejotarus, whofe daughter was betroathed to the (on of Artavafdes (the King of 
Armenia) whofe aids Cicero had made great ufe of,came to Laodicea,to live with the 
young Cicero's; and brought him news, that Orodes intended to come into thofe 
pans, with all the Parthian forces at the beginning of Summer, [lib, j. ad Attif, epifi. 
iQ t i\.cHml'b % 6,cp'ifi. i.] 

At Laodicea, from the Idesof February, (the 29 day of the Julian November) to 
the Kalends of May (the 2d day of the Julias February) Cicero kept Court for that 
part of Afia that belonged to him, from the Ides of February, for Cibara, and Apa- 
naea : from the Ides of March , for Sy nnada and Paraphilia. Many Cities were freed

cap. 1. ] Cleopatra the Qyccn lent the murderers in bonds toBibulus,ehar he might 
punim the murderers at his own plcafure: but he prefently fcut thena back to Cleo- 
patra, without any hurt done them : faying, That the authority of puniuung 
them bckwiged to the Senate, and. not to him.

Cicerothougbt of going into Cilicia,,on the. Nones of May, [Lb, a. ad Familiar, 
epifi. 13, &^k* 6 .^ Zimc. epifi. 2. ] b*t he came rm to Tarfus before the Nones ot 
June, (the fecond day of the Juliao April. ) There many things troubled him : 
a great War in Syria, and great robberies in Cilicia. C '«*. 6 » * d tAttic. 

Going from thence, when he was incampedby tbe river Pyramid, Q.. Serviliu* 
fent him ktters from Tarfus, which were written from AppiusQauHius Pulchcr, 
dated at Rome the Nones of April ( the raft day ot die Julian February) in 
which he fignified that he was quit of Treafon. [lib. $.ad Familiar, epifi.

When Sytiawas in a flame with the Parthian war, and there waa great fear at 
Antiocb,and Bibulus,fbr all bis great (orrow, (for the murder of hisfons) took all 
the care of the war ; akliough theje waa great hopes in Cicero and in his army*; yet 
it ii repotted that Btuiusflwuld Cay, That^he had rather (ufter any thing* than feem 
to have need of the belpot Cicero: and whereas he wrote to Thermus,the Prsror 
of Afa,cooccrniog the Parthian war i yet he never wrote to Cicero: although he 
knew that the greateft part of the danger of the war belonged to him. Not with*

On the Kalends of January, (falliug on the a * day of October) on which C. Clau- 
dius Marcellus, and L.Cornelius entred upon the ConfuKbip : there was a Decree of 
the Senate madc,Thac Citfar fhould difmille his army before a certain day, and if he 
did not, that he fhould feem to do it againft the Commonrwealth ; againft which 
Decree, when as M. Antonius, and QXaflius, the Tribune! of the people, had in vain 
interceded : ic was made the beginning of the civil war between Gelar and Pompey 
[Cafar, comment*. lib. \.de Bell, civil. Qctn. in Philippic i.yillei. Patercnl. lib. z. cap. 9. 

The day before the Nones of January, (the * 5 f Oaober) Cicero came to the 
Citv • where was given him fuch a mutiny, that nothing could be more honourable :

not the IIUKalendsof March :aa i itisin Lipfiusintheji epiftleofthe century to the 
Germansand Frenchmen) on which the Liberalia were celebrated, fas appeared in 
the marble records in Grucers intcriptions,pag, CXXXIII ) which there fell upon the 
3 day of the Julian January, Pompey went from Brundufium with all the forces that he 
had» to Epirus,on which very day ot the Liberalia, or Dionyfia, his tonnes Were over- 
come in Spain at the battle of Munda, four yeares after that their father was laid to go 
to the war, [ Plutarch, m Gtfare, ] to wir, on the fame day on which Pompey thefa- 
ther, leaving Italy* made the feat of the war in Grace j not on which he fled from ithe 
city to make war, as by a miftake it is written by Orofiu*, [ lib. 6, cap. 16.] 

The next day Caetar entred Brundufium : and there made an oration, and fo mar- 
ched towards Rome; being willing robe at the city before the Kalends, [lib, 9, ad 
Attic, ept(t.i%*] 

From thence Carfar difmilTed Ariftobulu : into his owi countrey of Paleftinc* that he 
might do fomethiug againft Pompey. [ Dio. Hb 9 41.] Jotcphui relates that he lent Ari- 
ttobulus having freed him from prifon into Syria ; giving him alfo two legions, that 
he might the more eafily keep the province in order, yet both of them were fruftrared 
of their hopes, Atiftobulus being poytencd by the Pompeians, and buried by the Carfa- 
rians. [ Jofepb. libji.bell. cap. f.&lib, i^Afitiquit.cap. 1 j.] 

Alexander alfo the Ion of Ariftobulus, was beheaded at Antioch by Scipto* accor- 
ding to Poropeys letters, being firft publickly accufed of what he had done againft the 
Romans: but Ptolemei Mennxus the governour of Chalcis, which is featedin mount 
Libanus, having lent his fon-Philippio to Afcalonto the wire of Ari(tobulus,-fent for 
hei fon Antigonus and her two daughters; the youngeft of which named Alexandra 
Philippic fell in love with and married. [Id. ibid,] Pompey having gotten a yearet 
time to provide forces in ( which free from war, and at idlenelle from any enemy) ga- 
thered together a great fleet out of Afia, and the iflands Cydades, Corcyra, Athens, 
Pontus, Bithynia, Syria, Cilicia, Phoenicc, and Egypt : and took care that a great navy 
fhould be built in all places, he exacted alfo great turns of moneys from Afia, Syria, and 
all Kings, Governours, Tetrarchs andthe free people of Achaia,he compelled alfo the 
focieties of tliofe provinces which fell to hisfhare, to pay unto him great f urns of 
money. [C<efar. bell, civill. lib. 3 .] It is reported that 60 (hips fent him out of Egypt from 
Cleopatra, and Ptolomei who was then but a child King and Queen of Egypr, he had 
alfoai'xiliaiies out of Ionia* archers out of Crete,dartcrs out ot Pontus, and horfemen 
out of Galatia : Coromagenians Were fent from Antiochiu, Cilicians and Cappadoci- 
ans, and tome from Armenia the lefle, Pamphilians alfo and Pifidians, came to him. 
[ tApftan.bel, civil.lib.i.pag, 458. ^472.] 

M. Cato being tent into Afia by Pompey, to be an help to them that gathered the 
fleet and fouldiers together, carried along with him his fitter Servilia, and a fon that 
Lucullus had by hex : where whenas he had made the Rhodians to be of Pompeys 
patty, he left Servilia and her fon wich them, and returned to Pompey, who was well 
fi.rnithed, very ftrongly both with land and fea forces. [ Plutarch in Catone mmore.] and 
he had an intention to let the whole world in an uprore both by fea and land, to ftir 
upbarbarousKings,andtobring cruell nations .being armed into Italy. [Cicero, ad 
Attic. lib. 8, epift. n.] 

Pompey alfo went about to draw to his party, Orodes himfelf the King of the Par- 
thian?, although after the death of the Crafli, he was accounted amongft the enemies. 
Orodes promiied him b is afliftancc, "f Syria might be granted unto him ; but he not 
obteining Sy ria , he brought no forces. [Uo.lib, 41. 3 although otherwife the/'arthi- 
were of Pompeys party :both byreafonof thefriendthip they had contracted in the 
Mithridatickwar,andalfoforthe death ofCraftus>whofe fon they heard was ofCa:- 
fars fide; whom theV doubted not, would revenge his fathers death ifCarfar got the 
conquef t. [ ]ufti», lit. 4a . cap. 4.] 

Pompey made ufe of a great fleet which he had provided from Alexandria, 
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ftilchis,Tyre,Sidon, Andres, (or rather Arados) Cyprus, Paraphilia, Lycia,Rodes, 
Bvzantium,tesboi, Smyrna, Miletum, Coo», to intercept provisions rrom Italy, and 
wlcize upon the provinces from whence the corn came. [pecro, ad Attic. 10.9. 

Pompey'* fon Was Adm-ral of the Egyptian fleet; of the Afiatick, D. L*blus and 
C Triiriusj oftheSvriackC.Cafliusi of the Rhod tan, C.Marccllus with G.Pom- 
oonius.'of the light (hips, and the Achian fleet, Sciibomus Libo, and M.Oitavius, 
Kovct the whole bufinelTeatfea,M. Bibulus was fet and commanded all, forhewas

Solitice,in the beginning of the moneth January, which he faith ahlwerctH to the A- 
thcuian tfohaeon : and indeed Csfar himfelf in the third book of his Commentaries of 
the civil war,confi.rmeth,That he let fail on theday bt fore the Nones of J auuarv with 
(even Regions, and the day after landed at the Cefaunia; but that was not the Julian 
January.on which inthe time of Autarch the Athenian Pofideon fell, buc which the 
ia lc account ofthe Roman year did thenufe : whereas the Nones of that moneth (on 
which Uilar landedatthe Cerauma ) anf wered to the 1 5 day of the Julian October- 
ana that Winter was approaching, and that thereupon Pompey marched oucofEpi- 
111s into his winter quarters to Apollonia and Dwachium, 6rfar himfelf foewes 
alio aiterwards : but by no means that it Was Winter, that is , the height of

ipio«Governour of Syria, the father in law of Pompcy, having received fome 
lofle abjjpt the Mountain Amanus, declared himfelf Capta in General : which having 
done,ne laid great funis of money upon the Cities and the Tyra .its, and alfo from the 
I ublicansoithe province he exacted the tribute of two years ; and borrowed of them 
alio the money of theiollowing year, and commanded the whole province to provide 
him Horfemcn. All which Forces being gathered together, having left the Parthi- 
ans who wcrcbordering enemies behind him, he with fits Legions and Horfemcn 
marched out of Syria : and when as there was heard fome mutrerings of the fouldier'-, 
that they would go aga lull: an enemy, but not againft the Conful, and their fellow 
Citizens, he brought the Legions to their winter quitters into the ncheft Cities, as 
Pergarcu*, apd gave huge bribes and to confirm the (ouldiers to him, he gave them 
the plundering or the Cities, £ id. ibid. ~] 

In the mean time, the money that waslaid upo/i the Cities,was rqoft cruelly exafted : 
and moreover many things were generally for covetoufnefle.; pole-money was laid 
both upon bond and free : money was alfo demanded for making of pillars and doors, 
tor ■lou'.diers and mariners, for armesand eng?ns,and caniages : and if any thing could 
be lourid out that had a name, this was fufficient for the gathering of money There 
were Governours with command appointed, not over Cities and Cattlesj but alfo 
Villages ; and he that did any thing moftoutragioufly and cruellv, he was accounted 
the M£n,and the belt Citizen. The province was full of Li&ors and Commanders,and 
was fluffed with petty Governours and Exaftours : who befides the monies that were 
commanded, (crved alfo their own private gain; thevfaid, That they were expelled 
Irom their own houfes and country, and that they wanted all things neccflary, that 
they might cover their bufinr ffe with fome boneft pretence. To thefe exactions Were 
added alfo great ufunes, (which (or .the moft part happen in war ) in which things 
they laid, that the prolonging of a day was giving theiri as 'much : whereupon the 
debt of all the province was much multiplied in rhelctwo years ; and no lefTe were mo- 
nies exacted for this caule upon the Roman Citizens of the province, but upon all 
guilds, and every and each city was certain monies exacted : and they told them that 
they borrowed thefe monies by the decree of the Senate, [ Ibid.} 

Moreover at Ephefus, Scipio commanded the money that ofa long time had been 
laid up there, to be taken from the Temple of Diana: but when he came into the 
1 cmple,-navmgalfo.many of the Senatours wkh him whom he had callecf together 
for that purpofe, he received letters from Pompey, that Cxfar had crolTed thefca with 
the Legions ; and he fliould with all fpeed make hafte to hjm.with the army^nd fct all 
things die afide Asfoon as he had icccired thele letters, he djfmifleth them that he 
had called unto him, and begins himfelf to prepare for his march into Macedonia, 
r/«/i S mnti and thiS buiineffe faved the mone y at Ephefus) 

In the mean time, Pompey had in his army befides rhe Roman and Italian Le- 
gions, and two which Lentulus the Conful had caufed to beraifed, and archers out of 
Crete, Lacedemon > Pontus,.Syna, and other cities, to the number of 3000 offlingcrs, 
fix cohouts, two of mercenaries, 7000 horfemen, of which horfemcn Deiotarus 
brought 5Qo.ealatians,Aripbarzanes 500 out of Cappadocia; 5 co French and Ger- 
mans, wmch.GaWbadleftat AleWndria-for aguard for King Ptolemei; and the 
ton Pompey bad brought with the Fleet. Tarciindarius, Caftor, and Donilaus,fent 
outof GaHogaciajoo. one of them came along himfelf the other fent hisfon. An* 
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tiochus the Coromagcnian on whom Pompey had btttoWcd great rewards,(ent 200. 
among which were many archer* on horfeback, and with Scipio were expected two 
Legions that fhould come out of Syria, [Id, tbid. ] 

After the coming ot Catfar into Epirus,thae were many moneths palled, and winter 
came on apace ; neither were the ihtps nor legions that were left at Bruudufium, come 
untoCsUr: but there M. Antdiius, and Fufius Calenus, having gotten a fait South 
wind, boytfed fail, and brought with them three Legionsbfold fouldiers* and one new- 
ly raited, and alfo 800 hbtlemen unto Gcfar : whofe paffifge* whenas QXoponius, 
who commanded the Rhodian Fleet at Dyrrachium, ftrived to hinder, a tempeft a- 
rifiog to troubled the Fleet, that ail o£ them to the number of 1 6 except one, were bea- 
ten one againft another and periihed by .fljip wrack; and a great part of the mariners 
and louldiers were dafhed againft the rocks and killed; pait were difperfed by the 
CulariansV Whom Caslar faved and fent home again, [Id. tbid* ]

Pharnaces, the fonof Mithridates King of Pontus, and King of Bofphorus Cimme- 
rius, when he heard that this civil war was begun amongft the Romans (which he 
hoped would continue long) and that Calar was not near at band, out ofadefireof 
regaining all his fathers former poffeflions, revolted from the Romans; and having 
committed the government and defence of Bofphorus to Afandru.% he reduced into 
his power wuhout any refiftance confiderable, Colchis, and all Armenia, together 
with thekingdom of Mofchis ( in which Strabo notes that he fpoiled the Temple of 
Lcucothca in lib. 11.pag.498. ) and Dejotarus being ablenr, he laid to thefefome 
Cities of Cappadocia and Pontus, which belonged to rhe jurifdiction ot Bith-yni.i, \pw, I 
lib. 42.] -.anji having alfo taken Smope, he toade for Amifus; but at that time failed 
olit, [Appia«.i»LMithridatic.pag,2i4.] 

Pompey fent his wife Cornelia privily into the Iflc of Lesbo', that flic fhould live 
quietly at Mitylena tree from all troubles of the wars, £ Luc^lib. ?./».*. } with 
whom alfo Plutarch in Pompcio, and Dio lib. 42. rchtc, ihat her (oninlawSextius, 
the younger ton of Pompcy, wab fent thither alio: when Lucan faith notwithlf and- 
ing that he tarried in the camp with his father, \Jib. 6, fi».~\ 

L. Hirtius ( otherwitc Hirrius ) being fent Embaihdoyr to the Pacinian; ( as is un- 
dcrftood out of the Commentaries of Catfar* lib,?, bell, civil.) not oneiy obtained not 
any aid from Orodes, but was caft into prifon by him,againft the law of Narons, [Dio. 
/tf.42,] namely becaule Syria was denied him: as hathbecnabovelaidoutofehe

Pompcy hayiii?.been befieged four moneths together with huge Works, at Dyrrha- 
chium, was at laft uttetly overthrown in the battle of Piurf alia, L Smtm *» Julio Cdfare y 
cap a< 1 

At what time Cxkt came into Theflaly, (when the battle was fought at Talxo- 
pharfalum ) and afew dayes after Pompey came likewife, when the corn was even ripe, 
aaCacfar himfelf witneffeth, {l>b. 5. bell. civil.] Appian alfo confirmetli, that at the 
inftant that the fight was, ic was the Cxfariaus C'wx#>i*, [Bell, civil, lib. 2 . ] that it 
was full Summer, and very hot weather, if we believe Plutarch, C «* c*W. 

On the fameday that the Pharlalian fight was, there wa> twice at Antiochia heard 
fuchaflioutingotanarroy>fuch founding ot alarms^ fuch rattling of armes, that the 
whole city run up to the wall in their ar me s; the fame thing happened at Ptolemais, 
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crated a ftatue of Cxfars, a green palm tree was flic wen in the root, which fprung out 
of the pavement between the joyning together of the ftonc$, to the Syrians alfo appea- 
red two young men that declared the errand of the battle, and were never fcen after 
[Cafar. hell, civil, lib, $.J*tn*$ Okfatcns. dt prtdtgOs Wntarcb. in Cajare> Dio 

lib.z.-] . - 

In the army of Pompey there were almoft all Nations that inhabir round about the 
fea towards the £aft, Thracians, Helkfpontians, Bytbinians, Phrygiani, Ionians, 
Lydians, Pamphilians, Pifidians, Papblagonians, Cilicians, Syrians, Phoenicians, He- 
brews, and their neighbours the Arabians Cyprioti, Rhodians Cretian dingers, and 
other Iflanders, there were alfo Kiogi, and Governours, Deiotarus the Tetrarchof 
the Gallograrcians, and Ariarathes the King of the Cappadocians, Taxiles led thofe 
Armenians on this fide of Euphrates ; Megabates the Lieutenant of King Arrafias 
thofe beyond Euphrates, other lefler Princes helped alfoaccording to their power, [dtp. 
bel. civil, H £, a. pag. 47a.} and feeing the greateft part of his army confifted of Afia- 
ticks, who were not uled to the wars, he was overcome. [Dio, lib. 41,] as Petronius 
alio faith.

Cxfar, having taken Pompeys cabinet, neither read, nor copied out the Pirates 
letters, which betraied the good will offome towards him, or their rancour ofmindi 
againft Cxfar, but in good deed prcfently burnt them all, leaft out of the letters he 
flio >ld be compelled to be too fevcre againft any man. f PUnj lib. 6, 7. cap. 25 . fin, Dio. 
lib. 4 1 . fin. ] he alfo afterward pardoned the Kings, and people, who had affifted Pom- 
pey, not impofing any punifhment upon them, but only a pecuniary mulct : for he 
coniidercd* that indeed lie either had none or very fmall acquaintance with any of 
them ; whenas Pompey had deferved very much at their hands, and much more com 
mended them, than thofe, that had received favours from Pompey, and yet had forfa-" 
ken him in his greateft dangers* \_Dto. ntfupra. ] 

Pompey leaving the camp, fled to Lariffa, with very few accompanying him, but 
entred not the city, although he was invited to it by the citizens ; leaft the Lariflxans 
(hould be puniihed for receiving him, but after he had bid them to feek the vigours 
friendfhip, he having received neceilarics from them, went towards the fea. [Dk t 
l'b.4%.} 

Caius Caflius came into Cilicia, with a fleet of Syrians* Phoenicians, and Cilicians : 
and having burnt Cxfars ihips, after he had heard of the battle that was fought in 
Thcflalia, he departed with his fleet C «* 'bid. ] 

The Rhodian fleet, over which C. Coponius commanded as Praetour, after the 
battle ql Pharfalia, deferred the Pompeians and returned home. [Cicero lib.j, dt 

divinatione,] 

L.Lentulus (Cms) who was Conful the former year, and P. Lentulus (Spinther) 
who had been Conful, and others who had followed Pompey from the flight, coming 
to Rhodes, were not received either in the tow« or port ; and fending meflcngersunto 
them, were commanded againft their will to difanchor, and to depart from thofe pla- 
ces. [ Cafar. bell, civil, lib. 3. ] 

Cxcilius Baflus a man of the order of Knighthood, and of Pompeys party, retired to 
Tyre ; and he hid himfelf in that place, wherein Merchants ufed to trade.[D/». M. 
4J.& Libo.apud ^Appian. lib. 3. bel. civil. pag. S76.] 

M. Claud iusMarcellus* being afraid of Cxfar went to Mitylenx: and there lived 
mod happily in the ftudy of good arts, ( as Seneca relates out of Brutus, in his confola- 
tion to Albma : ) Cicero in vain perfwading him, that he would return from thence to 
Rome, and demand pardon of Cxfar, [ lib. 4. ad familiar, epifi. 7. & 8. ] 

Labienus coming from the Pharfalian flight, brought news of the overthrow of the 
Pompcian army at Dyrrachium, when M. Cato was left with 1 J. Cohorts, and 300. 
Galhes : whertupon both he and Cicero, and others with them, being fuddenly 
affrighted, took Clipping; and looking back to the Town, faw all their ihips of 
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hurden on alflame, which the Souidiers had burned, becaufe they would not follow 
them • bat Cato paffing into Corcyra, fan Ifland fcated under Epirus, in the confines 
nf the Ionian and Adriatick tea) Where the fleet was, with thofe that wcreoi the 
fame opinion : there he took unto him the reft that had fled from the battle of 
Pharfalia, or otherwife followed that party. From the fight came L. Scipio, the father 
in law of Pompey, Labienus, Afranius,and many other renoWiiedirien : and a lutle 
after Oftavius alfo, who keeping the Ionian lea, had taken C. Antomus, joyned 
himfelf unto them : alfo Cneus Pompey, (the eldeft fon of Pompey rhe Great) who 
failine in the Egyptian fleet, had made incurfionsupon Epirus, his father being over- 
come, whereas the Egyptians went home, went himfelf alfo to Corcyra. This tatt 
of hisC Caflius alfo, who had vexed Sidy, and others with him imitated, and fled 
unto Cato, whom they obferved to excell others in vrtue. [ Ocen>,de Dwnat. 
lib, I. Pltttarcb in ^ atone mmore f */ippian de Bell. Civil, lib. 2. p*g. 482. Dio. 

There Cato refigned the command to Cicero, feeing he waibut Pr*tour*and the 
other load been Conful ; which when Cicero (a man as Livy notes in his third book, 
not bound for the wars) refuted, and would needs leave the wars, he wanted but little 
of being killed; for young Pompey, and his friends, calimg him traitour, drew their 
(words at him: but Cato withftobd them, and kept him from being flam, and with- 
drew him from the Camp. \Pimarch in£atone& Cicerone.] 

After this the Act was divided among Pompeys chieteft friends, and Caflius failed 
into Pontus to Pharnaces, with an intent to ftir him up againft Cxlar : and Supio into 
Africa having Vatosand his forces With him, and the auxiliaries of Juba the Moor.

Cato himfelf, conjeauring that Pompey was fled either into Africa, or Egypt, 
makinehaft after hkn,toc*fhipping, and fet faile: but yet before he went, he gave 
teave to all that were not ready to follow him, either of. leaving him, or ftaying with 
him [TlKtarch in Catone,] Lucan in his nuith book, thus defcrtbeth his voyage 
by fea.

at SeliiWv »fl Cilicia, PompeV began to advife with Lentukis who was Conlulthe 
year before, and with the reft ot the Senatours, abcutfome fafepiacei whft.ierhe 
might make his retreat, [1/b.S.] . 

Out; of Cilicia Pompey came into Cyprus, [C*/«r,^.?.] where thcyWhocamc 
to offcttfwir (ervice to him at Paphos, confirmed unco him, that Cicero had tmaea 
very honourable mention of him* [ £Y«r», in Philippe*, a. ] Here he kocw that, by the 
general confent of all the Antiochians and Roman Citizens that traced there, the 
Caftleof Amiochia was already taken, meeiclv to keep him our, and it was alio re- 
ported of them, thatthey had lent meffeng^ES to all the neighbour Cities wnither any 
had retired from the flight, that they mould not corns to Ancioch, and if they did," it 
(hould be upon pcrill of their lives: and now rhcrc was a report fptcad about the Cities 
of Ca-fars coining ; which when Pompey knew, lie fee ahde his intention ot going into 
Syria, and taking away the money that belonged to the guilds, and alfo from private 
perfon$,aid(bippinggreacftoreof money to defray the charges of thearnry,and aooo 
louldietswdl armed fparc whereof he took out of the families ot the guilds, and part 
he forced from the Merchants, and whomsoever any one thought fie tor this purpofe )

FoiTheophanesa Lesbian, and other his friend verf waded him, that letting ano- 
ther places afide, he mould go into Egypt, accounting it not only neer .within three days 
journey,butalfo rich and powerral,where he might expeft aid from the King bis 1 pupil ; 
elpecially feeing Pompey had rcftorcd his lather co his kingdom by the aid otGabi- 
nius : and that the fon wa< not iingraxelul but had fent (h psto Pompey againft Carlar, 
[Vellei Patcrcnl.lib.%.cap.%i. Plutarch, in Pompey. Appian. pag. 480. Dio. lib. 42.] 
As (oonas that opinion prevailed, Pompey and his wife wenc into a fhip ot

Gefar(that wemayreturnetowhathedid in the purfuit of Pompey) for want of 
Gallies, pailed the Hellespont in fmall !hips, whom being in a ferry boatjCaiTius bear- 
ing to Pharnaces with ten beaked fhips, met in the midft of the paffagc : neither did 
( afar avoide him, but making towards him,advifed his adverfary to yield,who being 
aftonifhed at the admirable fortune of Garfar,and fuppoling that the failed againft him 
on purpofe ; holding his hand-to him one or the Gaily, humbly demanded pardon of 
him: and immediately delivered up the fleet to him; which confiftedof 70 {hips, (if 
we believe Appian) [Saetou. in Julia. Caftr. cap 63. Appian. fag. 482, 483, *Dio t 

As {oon as Catfar came into AfiV, he granted the Cnidians liberty, in favour of 
Thcopompus,whohad collefted the fables.] £ Plutarch in Cafare,] He received into 
favour the Ionians and jEalians, and other nations, who inhabit the letter Afia, who 
demanded pardon of him by their Erabafladorsi [Appian,pag. 483,] only demanding 
mony of them; which yet herecompenfed with another benefit, for he (reed Afia 
from Publicans, which gricvoufly vexed ir,and convened part of the cuftoms into 
a convenient payment of Tribute, [Dio. lib, 4a.] and remitted the third part 
of the Tribute to all the inhabitants of Alh.[Plutarchutfupra.} 

T. Ampius having an intent to take away the mony out of the Temple at Ephef«s> 
called the- Senatours of that province, that they might be witness of what mony 
he took, but he was fain to fly, being hind red by the coming of Ca:far •• thus by Catfars 
means ;was thejnony at Ephefus twicefaved. [Cafar. lib. 3.] 

Seeing no body had any thing of certainty to fay concerning whither Pompey 
intended to fly. Cscfar taking fome part of his voyage alone with M.Bruur, (who 
being returned unto him from Pompe's party, he efteemed among his chiefeft friends) 
lie demanded his opinion : and becaufe they could make no certain conjecture of Pom- 
peyes flight, they thought totakerhe molt probable, and fcttingall others afide,dire£t- 
cd their couife for Egypt, [Plutarch in M.Brttto.] tearing lcaft he being pofletTed of 
that Kingdom, (hould again rally his forces. [Di0.lib.4t.] Wherefore he parted to 
Rhodes, neither did heftay till all his army was come together, but going aboard the 
Caflian and Rhodian Gallic?, with thole forces that he had with him, never telling 
any one whit her he would bend his courfe, he fet faile about evening, giving order to 
olltheOprainsof fti!p5,that they by night, fhould follow the light of the Admiralls 
Gaily, and his own flag by day : but being now far from land, he commanded his Cap- 
tain of hi* (hip, to direct his courfe for Alexandria, and by tea they were carried thither 
on the third day. [Appian. pag. 483.] 

Lucanin his ninth book delcribes this voyage of Cscfar, more like a Poet than an 
Hiftonau, tells how he loitered at Ilium, and places thereabouts, and that looting from 
thence, he came into Egypt onthe fourth night.

But none opencth the whole bufineffe more certainly than C#far himfelf , thus writing 
of himfelf in the third Commentary of the civil war. 

« Cxtar having tarried a fewdayes in Afia, when he heard that Pompey was feen at 
" Cyprus, conjecturing that he had taken his voyage into Egypt, by reafon of the 
« tyes he had upon that kingdom, and other oppertunities ot that place j came to 
«« Alexandria, with the Legions, one whereof he commanded to follow him out of 
t'Theffaly, and another which he had commanded to come to him out of Achaia, 
« by his Lievtenant Fufius, and 800 Horfe, and the ten Rhodian fhips, and a few out 
"of Afia, In thefe Legions were 3100 men, the reft being fo weakened with their 
« wounds in fights, and with labour and greatneffe of the voyage, could not overtake 
« him : but Cscfar, trufting in the fame of what he had done, made no doubt of going 
« on, for all his forces were fo weak, fuppofing that each place would be fecurc enough 
"for him. , „ . , , _ , T ' 

The time of the year that Pompey # came into Egypt before Caclar, Lucanthus 
defcribeth inlib.S.

That time was come wherein juft Libra weighs

Namely inthcendofSeptember,astheyear was then accounted, he had read that 
Pompey came into Egypt ; and be knew that in the end of the fame moneth of the 
Julian year, which was in ufe in his time, the Sun was wont to enter into Libra ; and 
thereupon, not confidcring the diverfe account of the times, he wrote that Pompey 
came into Egypt> about the autumnal Solfticc; when indeed the Sun began to enter 
into Leo, wiien as about the beginning of the Dog-daycs, Nilus began to fwell: not 
into Libra, when the river was wont to retire within hisbanks. 

Not far from Pclufium>oneof the mouths of Nilu*, about the Mountain Cafliu;, 
which is fited between the borders of Egypt and Arabia, was King Ptolomy by chance 
at that time, with great forces, waging war with his lifter Cleopatra, whom a tew 
months before he had expelled the kingdom, and not far from his Camp was Cleopatra 
encamped. [Cafaf. fib. 4. cum fompeio. Appian. pag. 48 o. & Dio. lib. 42 .] Caelar faith 
that he was but a boy in age, that he was but a boy of middle age, faith Mirtius, \de 
bell Alexandro.]

TheKinghimfeli: anfwered noihing : buthislricndswhohadrheadminiftrationof 
the Kingdom, Achillas an Egyptianywrro was Lord General, and Pothiuus an Eunuch, 
who Was Lord Tieafurer, began to confult about Pompey ; taking into covncil with 
them other officers, among whom was Theodorus, either a Chian,or a Sainton, a 
mercenary teacher of Rhctorick , but yet one that was in great authority with 
the Kwg, as being his Schole- matter. [ Lhtj, IA. "*. Plutarsh. and Appiait.ut 
fxpra,] 

Intbis Council, fome were of opinion, that Pompey was to be received, and other*, 
that he thould be kept from entriug into Egypt : but Theodoius, bragging oi his elo- 
quence and skill in declaiming, declared that both of them were miltakcu; for that 
there was but one expedient, that rhey ihould receive and put him to death : adding 
withal in the clote oi his tpeech, that the dead bite no:. [Plutarch in Pompeio. & in 

Bruta.2 

Hisopinion the reft followed induced thereunto throrgh fear, as they afterwards 
{aid, leaft by tampering with the Kings army, Pompey Ihould leiz; upon Alexandria 
and Egypt, or contemning his misfortune, as commonly in calamity many ot his 
friends became enemies, publickiy anfwered kindly to them, that were Cent unto them 
from Pompey, and bid him that he Ihould come to the King : bur privately they lent 
Achillas the King* generall, a man of a lingular audacity, and L. Septimius aColonell* 
who in the wars againft the Pyrates had a command under Pompey, to kill him. |_ C&- 

Thelewith Salviu J another Centurion and three or four fuch minified more went 
aboard a little ihip, and came to Pomp.'y : in the mean while, the whole army ftood in 
battalia along the lhoar. as it were in honour of hiscnteitainment, the King being in 
the head ot them clad in his robes, alfo there weretfpied many of the Kings Ihips, full 
of men, that they (houli be fure not roelcapc, if they Ihould change their minds : the 
little faip approaching, Septimit-s firft arofc and in Latine taluted Pompey by the 
nameoflmperator.- Achillas haviugtaliued him in Greek, wilhed him to come into 
that little Ihip, for that his fhip through the greatnefle thereof, and becaufe the lea was 
full of flielfs, neither could the gaily by rcafon of the (ands in any portability be brought 
to land, and that the King defired to fee him asfoon as he could, all the chief men of 
thole who accompanied Pompey, and all who failed with him, came unto him, and 
adviled him, that whilft they were out of danger ot their weapons, he Ihould let faile 
back again towards the lea : and he himlelf confidering the army in battalia, and the 
fleight Ihip that was lent unto him, and that the King did not come to meet him, nor 
any of the chief noble men, began to lufpeft much, neverthclefle having falutcd Cor- 
nelia, Which now already bad bewailed his death, he commanded two Centurions, 
and of his free men Philip, and a fervant named Scynes, to go aboard the little uYp 
before him,then Achillas helping him with his hand,he himfelf alfo entred the fliip,and 
juft bdfote turning to his wife aud fon> (pake thofe Iambicks of Sophocles.

As they failed there was a dead filence, whereby thelufpicion Was encrealed ; and 
holding a book in bis hand, wherein he had written the Oration, that lie intended to 
fpeak to Ptolemy, he began to read ir, when they came nccr the fhoar : they determi- 
ned to kill Pompcv, before they came fo land, fearing leaft meeting with Prole- 
mei, he Ihould be lately delivered either by the King himlelf, or by the Romans, who 
he had with him, or the Egyptians, ( who bare him great good will. ) Cornelia 
withhisfriendsoutofthe fhip, ftood in great fufpence, beholding the errand: and 
Pompey began to be in good hopes, becaufe at his landing he fawmany of the Kings 
friends come running to entertain him with honour •• but as Philip lent him his hand to

Salvius,and Achillas chruft him thorough with their (words : he, when he was there, 
bc ; n* in no way either of defending himlelf,or cfcaping*with both his hands hid bis face 
within; gown; neither {pake he or did any thing unworthy of himfelf, only giving a 
sjroan, patiently received all their thrufts. [ Id. ibid. Plutarch. tAppian. Dio. ) 

His wile and friends which were in the Ihips, when they faw this, gave a great 
(brick, which was heard even to the ihoar, and holding up their hands to heaven, im- 
plored the gods that were the revengers or covenant breakiug,and iu all haft weighing 
anchor fled. t Plutarch y & Appiau.] tome of thefe were taken by the Egyp'.ians that 
purlued them, and Lome elcaped by flight. [ Dio. ] having firft failed as far as Tyre, 
tor tbey were entertained by the Tyrians in their flight, as Dio thews in lib. 42. Of 
1 hole that ctcaped his wife Cornelia, and his fon Sextus Poropeius fled to Cyprus.!. Livy

( Conful of the former year-, ) whom Csfar writes was taken, by the King> and killed 
iiipnfon.[M.fffo//./. ; *. 5.] but Plutarch in Pompeio notes, that he together with 
Pompey went to Cyptu»» and that he came not out ot Cyprus into Egypt, till a long 
time after the buriall of Pompey, and a little atrer that going oat was taken atfea, 

CaiusCxiar, and Publius Serviliu-, being Confuls, Pompey was killed in the s s 
year of his age, (compleat) the day before his birth-day, \_VelleU Patereul. Ij.z. 
cap 53.I on that very day on which he Triumphed in former time overMithridates 
and the Pirates : [ Dio. lib. 4a.] bur that he triumphed tor two dayes together, the I II. 
and the day before the Kalends oi October, we have the wed out of Pliny, C lib >7- ca f» 
zq &IA 37. cap. 9.]in his proper place: io that Plutarch wrote not to accurately in 
faying that Pompey lived 59 years, and that he died the day after his birth day: but 
that laft of September, which was the laft ot Pompey, this year,as the times were then 
fallly reckoned at Rome, fell upon the 1 5 day of the Julian July, according to our 

Theheadof Pompey being cur off by Septimius, (as Lucan faith) was kept till the 
coming of Cart'ar, in expectation of a great reward ; but the body was thrown naked 
out of the Ihip, to be gazed upon by all that would, Philip, his freed man, ftayed by 
ittillallhad fatisfied their eyes; tbenhewafhed it with fea water, and wrapped it in 
a coat of his own. When he had nothi.ng prefenr, looking about the thore, he found 
the broken planks of afifherboat.but which was enough to burn the naked carcafe, 
and that not whole neither. As he was gathering the planks together, and laying them 
in order, a srave old Citizen of Rome, who had ferved under Pompey m his young 
daves , came and helped him to pci%m the funeral Rites. [Plutarch m <Pomp.] 
That a certain man buried him on thefyore,and made a little Monument tor him: 
Appian writes, [>*£. 481. 3 and that another adda! this inter lpron.

We read in Aurelius Victor, O vfruillufiribus,cap. 77.] that the Trunk of his body 
was cart into Nilus,and burnt, and buried by Servius Codrus, who wrote this on his 
Tomb,HERE L1ETH POMPEY THE GRE AT, ot whom Lucan

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For the Poet more rightly leeketh his body in the fea, than Aurelius Viftor, in Nilus : 
Seeing that it is mamleft out of other?, and Strabo alio, [/»*. 1 6,pag.j <5o. ] and Pliny, 
[ lib. 5. cap. 12. ] that Pompey was killed and buried not far from the Caflian 
Mountain. 

This was the end of great Pompeyshfe, who was accounted the molt potent among 
the Romans, lo that he was firnamed Agamemnon, becaufe he alio had had the com- 
mand of a 1000 Ihips, but then died neer Egypt in a little (hip, like one of thebafeft 
Egyptians. : and whereas he from ah Oracle a long while before fufpe&ed all the Ci- 
tizens of the Caflian family, he Was killed atid buried neer Mount Canto, £27*. lib. 43,] 
which mountain is feated not far from the confines of Judea, which he firft fnbjc&cd 
under the Roman yoke. 

They who were with Cato, coming into Cyrenc, heard of the death or I'ompey, 
[ Dio.lib. 42.] Cornelia with her fon in law Scxtus Pompey, being driven thither out 
ol Cyprus: as that of Lucan lhe ws in lib. 9,

But he commanded the head to be buried in the Suburbs, and there dedicated a Tem- 
ple ofNemefes. [Appiah.pag.^4.2 

And that he might the more (hew his good affe&ion towards Pompey, he kindly 
ehcertaincd his friends and familiars, who were taken as they wandred in that Country 
by the King,and bound them unto himfelf by favours that he did them : and he wrote 
to his friends at Rome, thac the greateft and molt pleafanc fruit that he took of his 
vittory was, that he daily faved fome Citizens that had oppofcd him* {Pint, /> C a fare, \ 

Oelar, before his army came unto him, for want of his own company, gave himfelt 
toidleneffcj curtuoufly entertaining all he met : and walking about to fee the City, 
admired the beauty thereof, and flood to hear many of the profcflors of wifdom ; 
which his lcafure got him favour and good account with the people of Alexandria. 
[Jppiati. Bell, civil. pag. 483. fin. pag.4V4.init.'] Thus Ltican tellithathe vificed the 
Temples, and the Cave wherein the body of Alexander the Great lay.

Caviar delivered over to Cn. Domirus Calvinus the government of Afia, and the 
neighbour Provinces, [Hirtitts, in lib.de bello. Jlexandnno.2 and commanded him, 
that taking the armies that were in Afia unto him, he fhould make war upon King 
Pharnaces. [ Die, lib. 42. ] But when Ca:hr obferved that there were many feditions 
daily raifed at Alexandria, by reafon of the great concourfe of the multitude, and 
that many Souldiers were killed in diverfe places of the City, he commanded the 
Legions to be brought to him out cf Afia ; which he had gathered together 
out of Pompey's Souldiers ; for he himfelf was neceflarily kept there by the eaftern 
windf, which aremoft contraiy to them that faile from Alexandria, £f </>r. /*. 3. j 
for thofc are northern winds, which ceafc blowing about the end of the Julian Auguft: 
as we may fee both in the Ephemerides of Geminus and Prolomy,and alfo in Pliny, 
[ lib, 2. c a}. 47, ] and Columella , [lib. i.dcrc ruftisa.'] from whence the errour of Lucan 
is difcovered, who delivered in lib. 8* that Pompey came into Egypt in the time of the 
autumnal equinoctial : and in his ninth book he referred, thac toillom march of Caco 
with the Legions, through Africa the defert, (concerning which Livy, lib. 11 2*) after 
he heard of the death of Pompey,to be undertaken by him,to the winter that followed 
tins equinoctial. 

For when deparing from Cyrenar, he affaved to crofle the Syrts with his fleet, 
he, byatempeft,wascaftuponthcmarflies of Tritonis: 5'extus Pompeius being lefc 
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with part of the" forces to the more fruicfuil places of Africa,thatCato intended to march 
byUnd,thefea being nowimpai^blebyreafonofftormes,to leek the King of Mau- 
ritania, as he thus declares :

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Csfar having accepted of thefe honours, although he was out of Italy, yet imme- 
diately encred upon the Di&atourlhip, [Id. ibid.] So that Jofcphus rightly begins his 
principality from hence j affigning unto it three years and an half, [Ub.x^Anuqmt. 
cap* 1 7, ] and in Syria, as the Antiochians feera to reckon the times of the Caelars from 
his firft Di&atourfhip, lo the Lacedemonians from this fecond Diftatourfhip } for Eufe- 
bius in his Chronicle at the fecond year of the Empire of Probu.s lhews, that the Lao- 
dicean account was later than the Antiochenian, but onely one year* 

Velleiu; Patercules faith, that the King, and thole by whom he was governed, at- 
tempted Treafon againft Caefar, [M.*.«p» J4.] which Suetonius afficmes of King 
Pcolemcihimfelf, [in Julio, cap, 35.] and Eucropius, [lib. 6.] and Plutarch, of the 
Eunuch Pothinus ; by reafon of which treafons that were privily laid for him, he be- 
gan to fcaft whole nights in his own defence: and whenas Pothinus would tell him,that 
now it was time to leave off,and to follow his great affairs, 8c that afterwards he might 
return again : He anlwered him,that he did require 116 advice of any of the Egyptians : 
he fent tor Cleopatra privately out of the country, C Plutarch,in Cafare. ] 

For Cleopatra, having hitherto pleaded her caule before Caslar by the mediation 
of other mem as loon as (he knew his nature, that he was given to the love of women ; 
by private meffengers complained unto Qefar, that (he was betrayed by her friends, 
and that (he defired that (he her felf might plead her own caufe before him, [Dio.iib. 
4a . ] which being granted, (he onely took one of her friends with het» one Apoilodorus 
Siculus, and going aboard a light rtiip, (he failed to the Palace as foon asitwasdark, 
and feeing (he could by no other means hide her felf, (he laid her fell a long in a roat- 
trefle that was folded up, which Apoilodorus tied up with a cord and carried up through 
the gate to Ca:(ar, [ Plutarch, ] Lucan thus delcribes her bringing in co Cael'ar, 
in lib. 10.

Now the young King come from Pelufium 
Had pacifi'd the peoples wrath : in whom 
As Hoftageot his peace in Egypt Court 
Cxfar was fafe ; when, lo, from Pharos port* 
Bribing the Keeper to unchain the fame, 
In a fmall Gaily Cleopatra came, 
Unknown to Caefaremringthc houfe 
The ftain of Egypt* Romes pernicious 
Fury, unchalt to Italics difgrace. 

Cleopatra falling at Catfars feet, demanded her part of the kingdom; the woman 
was exceeding beautiful, and her beauty was much increafed by this, that fitch au one 
did fecm toluffer fo great an injury, as alfo the hatred of the King himCcH,who had 
murdered Pompey > not for Csfars fake,and would have done the like to him if he could 
have found the means, [ flortu y lib^.cap.t. ] but when Carfar faw Cleopatra, and 
heard her fpeak,hewas immediately fo become her flave, that as foon as it was day, 
befentforPtolemeitocome to him, and mediated a pacification ; there becoming 
Cleopatrasadvocate,whofe judge he was before: which thing, and becaufchefaw 
his filler within with him before he was aware of it, fo inflamed the lad with anger j 
that he ran out to the people, crying out that he was betrayed, and took his Crown and 
threw it to the ground, [ Dio, llb^i. ] 

Hereupon arole a great tumult, Casfars fould.iers took Ptolemei and carried him in : 
but the Egyptians were all in commotions, and unleffe Crfar being ftrooken with fear 
had goncout unro them, and from a fafe place promifed them, that he would do what- 
foever they would themlelves, they at the firlt onfet, had feized upon the Palace, 
which they inroded both by fea and land: for the Romans, who thought they had 
been amongft their friends, had no means to make refiftance, [ Vlt.Ub.qi. ] 

After thefe things, Carfar together wth Ptolemei and Clcopatra,going out unto the 
people, rehearfed in a writing the teftament of their father : in which it was com- 
manded, that after the ancient cuftom of the Egyptians, that they two fhould be mar- 
ried together, and (hould hold the kingdom in common: but fo, thac they fhould 
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be under the prote&ion of the people of Rome : Caefar added moreover, that it. 
was his part, who now was Dictator, and bad all the power of the people oi 
Rome, both to have a care of the children, and to fee their fathers will executed. 
Wherefore he gave the kingdom of Egypt to Ptolomy and Cleopatra ; and gave 
Cyprus to Arfinoe, and Ptolomy the younger, for he was in fuch a fear at this time, 
that he would willingly have given any thing of his own, rather then have taken any 
away that belonged to the Egyptians :and alter this manner was this tumult appeafeu. 
[Id. Ibid. cum C*f«r. lib. 3. Livj, lib. ni.& Plutarch infofarc.] 

King D;'j->tarus coming to Cn.Domitius Calvinus, Caelars Lieutenant in Aua,dcured 
him, that he would not fuller Armenia the leffe, his own kingdom, nor Cappadocia, 
the kingdom of Ariobarzanes, to be poffeffed and fpoiled by Pharnaces : which uuk-ffe 
they were freed from, they could neither do as thcy_were commanded, nor pay the 
mony that they had promifed to Cxfar. Domitius immediately fent meffengers to 
Pharnaces, that he lhould depart our of Armenia and Cappadocia ; which denuncia- 
tion, he thought would be of greater power, it hecameneerer thole Countries with 
his army ; wherefore he went to the Legions, and of the three that he had with him, 
he took the XXXVI, and the other two he fent into Egypt, unto Gcfar, who had 
written to him for them: to this XXXVI. Legion, he added two more that he had 
received from Dejotarus,many of whom he had difciplined and armed after the Ro- 
man fefh ion, and an hundred horfe, alfo he took as many of Ariobarzanes. H^ lent 
alfo P.Sextius to C.Plaetorius his Queftor,to bring to him a Legion that he had 
gathered together of Sbuldiersraifedon a hidden j and Q.Paiifcus, into Cihcia, to 
bring more aids, all which forces, by the command of Domitius, with all Ipeed met at 
Cotsana.^HirtiuijdebeH.Alexandrino.'] 

In the mean the EmbaQadors return an anfwer from Pharnaces, that he was depart- 
ed from Cappadocia, that he had recovered Armenia the LeflV, which he ought to 
to keep as belonging to his father, and furthermore, that the whole bufinefle of that 
King fhould be referred to Carfar him(elf,for be would do whatfoever he lhould ap- 
point: but yet he departed out of Cappadocia, becaufe he could more eafily defend 
Armenia, that was neer his own kingdom, then Cappadocia, that lay further off: 
which when Domitius knew, he (till continued in that mind, that he fhould depart from 
that kingdom alfo, for he had no more right to Armenia than to Cappadocia, neither 
was his demand jult, that the whole buliucfle fhould remain intire nntil Cselars com- 
ing, for that was, to bs inure* to be as it had been before. Having given him this an- 
fwer, he marched with the forefaid forces into Armenia : in the mean time, Pharnaces 
tent many Erobaffies unto Domitius, to treat of a peace, and offered him great pre- 
fents : but Domitius conftantly refufed them all, and anlwered the Embafladours, 
that he did not account any thing more deer unto him, then to recover the dignity 
of the people of Rome, and the kingdom of their allies. |/4iMJ 

Cselar carrying on the war of Alexandria* Dejotarib did what he could for CaHars 
profir, and furn thed Cn. Domitius his army, both with lodgings, and fticngthened 
him with his own forces ; as Cicero confirmed; in an oration thac he made in his 

In Egypt, the Eunuch Pothinus, who had the overfight of all the K'ngurcafure, 
and of the whole kingdom, fearing leaft he Qiould be punilhed lor the former fcdition 
of the Egyptians, of which he was chc chief ringleader, was the beginner of a new 
and difficult war. He firft complained amongft his own friends, that the King was 
called to plead his caufe: and then to others whom he had au intention to draw to 
his party* he call a fufpition, thac Caefar indeed, for the appealing of the tumult, h.>d 
given the kingdom to both, buc that in procelle of time, he would give it to Cleopatra 
alone ; and follicitcd Achillas by letters and meffengers, who was Commander in 
chief of all the Kings forces, having provoked him by his own, and puff-d upwich, 
promifes from the King, that he lhould in privacy lead all the Kings army, both 
Horfe and Foot from Pelufium to Alexandria. [Cafar. lib. 3. Bell. Civil, tiio. 
lib 42 ] 

Gel'ars forces were in no wife fo great, that if he muff be forced to fight without the 
Town, he durft trull: to them :the onely thing that he was to do, was, to keep himlelf 
in his faftnefle within the Town, and to know what Achillas intended to do. He 
wifhed the King to fend fome of his molt confident friends,as Embafladors to Achillas, 
and of chiefeft authority about, that he fhould declare his intention. Diofcondes and 
Serapion,who had been Emballadoriat Rome, and had been in great authority with 
his father, were fent from the King, and came to Achillas : whom he, as foon as they 
came within fight, before he knew what they came for, commanded to be taken and 
killed: one of whom having received a wound, was taken away by his own men for 
dead,and the other was killed.Which being done,C*far brought things fo topafle,thac 
he got the King within his own power ; fuppofing that the name of the King would be 
Pppp oi 
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of g re at authority among his own Country men : and thac this war might fecm to be 
undertaken rather by the outrage of a few private menaud thieve*, there by the advice 
ohhcKtisXCt far. ibid.] 

The forces thac Achillas had with him,feemed not to be contemned, new her for 
their number, nor for the nation they were or,nor for their Wane of skill w SouUiery, 
tor he had 20000. inarms: thefe confiftcd of the Souldiers of Gabmms, who now 
were accuftomed to the lite and liccntioufnelTeof the Alexandnans,and had unlearned 
the name and dilciplme of the people of Rome. Hither came alio a company of 
Thieves and Robbers that were gathered together out of the Province of Syria and 
Cilicia,and the neighbour Provinces. Moreover, there met here many that were 
condemned perlons, and baniihed men, and all Ionian fugatives were lure or life and 
entertainment at Alexandria? lo that but giving in their name, they were lifted 
amor* the Souldiers : and if any one were apprehended by his matter, he was taken 
awavapainbyaconcourfeof Souldiers; who did defend the violence of their com- 
panions, becaufe they were in the fame fault, for fear of their own ckmger : thele were 
wont according to theoldiafliionof the Alexandrian army, to demand the Rings 
friends to be put to death, and to plunder rich mens goods, for to lncrcafc their pay, 
and to bettcge the King* Palace, to banifti fome, and co rccal otheri from bamftiment : 
there were alfo aooo Horfe, many of whom had fcrved a long time in the wars oi 

Sillw'truiiing to thefe forces, and defpifing the fewneffe of Caefars fouldiers, 
having feized upon Alexandria * attempted by an onfet to break into Cxtais 
houfc ; but Gefar, having diipofed his Cohorts in the panes, fuftawed the alTaulr. 
TheV fought at the fame time at the Haven, and indeed there was the created fight 
of all : for at the fame time, the enemy brought their forces abour, and fought in many 
panes, and endeavoured alfo with a gieat multitude to feize upon the long {hips: 
fifcv whereof being (cue co help Pompey^hcn the battle in Theflaha was ended, 
returned home: they were all Gallic with either djeeorfive bars on a bank, well 
riaged and furnifhect with all tackling for failing: beddes thefe, XXII. there were 
winch were alway wont to be at Alexandria, for a guard to ir, all covered (or rather 
beaked) which it the enemy had feized upon, Cstarsffcet being gone away, they had 
hadtheHaven,andthc whole fea at their commanded had kept Czfar from all 
provilions, and any aides coming unto him. Wherefore this bufiiielle was a6ced with 
the greateft contention that might bc,feeing that Catlar (aw that (us chief buhnefle 
confifted in the difpatch of this bufmetfc, and they their fefety : but Cxfar got 
the better and burnt thole <hips,and the reft that were in the arfenal, becaufe he 
could not defend them with fo few a party as he had. [Id. ,*.]

When thi» fire had feized upon part of the City, it burnt 400000 books that were 
laid up in the houfes ad joyning,a Angular monument of the care and induftry of their 
anceftours,who had gathered together foroany and fo great works of famous wit*. 
\OrofJib.6.cap. 15.] Livyfaid, thatherewasa famous worfcof the glory and care of 
thofe Kings: as it is in Seneca, [mlth.detranqmWtateanim> 9 cap.9.] where the fame 
number of books is faid to be burned: yet A.Gcllius[W. 5. wp.iyjoutof «*fgrce- 
ing (as he fpeaks) credit of old monuments, and Ammiauus Marcellmus Lw. ,a*%| 
relate, that there, were 700000 burned; and indeed when at the end ot me 
Alexandrian war, the City was plunderedby the Souldiers: but Plutarch in L slare, 
faitb,thatinthebeginningof this war, the flame increafingby the arfenal, mat the 
Library was burned : andDio in lib,4*. confirmeth, that cheftorc houfes, and grana- 
ries, and library, were burned together -with the arfenal. 
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After the firing of the fleet, Gefar prefently at the Jfland Pharos (which with a 
narrow neck of land of 9.00 paces long, and a bridge being joyned to thecicy makes 
the haven ) the enemy being employed in the fight, landed his fouldiers ouc of the 
(hips, and placed a garrifon there, by which he brought it to paife,that corn and aides 
might be brought unto him by fhipping. [ £*/#■ lib. 3. j whereupon Lucan fpeaking 
of Pharos taken by him. lib. 10.

In other parts of the town they fought fo,that neither of them had the better ; nei- 
ther of them giving ground by reafon of the ftraitnefse of the places, and bin tew killed 
of t itherfide : Caclar having taken the moft necefsary places, fortified them by nighc 
in that fide of the town, there was a little part of the pallace, into which they at the firft 
brought him to dwell, and a theatre that joyned to the houle, which was in manner of 
acittadell,andhada way tothe haven and arlenall, thele fonifieations he daily en- 
creafed,that they might be to him in dead of a wall, and chat he mig.u not be forced 
tofight but when he Would himlelf. [ Cafar.lb. 3. ] 

Whereas the Egyptians fearing leaft Carfar being now Coiiquerour in the fight at fea 
(hould feize upon the haven of the city, thy with a rampart calt up barred his entrance, 
only leaving a little (pace: he himfelf alfo {topped that fpace linking ftiipsof burden 
filled with (tones : and (hut up all power from the enemies (hips, of going out of the ha- 
ven; whereby it came to paffe, that with lefle trouble he couid fetch ali thing? neceflary 
for himlelf, and water alfo ( for Achillas, had taken all water from him, by cutting up 
the conduits. ) [ **"• ltb - 4»* ] 

Ca:larfentiuto all the neighbour countries, and called for aids from thence. [ Cafar. 
lib. 3.] and lent for the whole fleet our of Rhodes, and Syria and Cilicia : and bid 
them bring archers out of Crete, and horfemen from Malchuvhe K^g of the Naba- 
thxans : and commanded that there (hould be engines tor battery* and corn, and 
(upplics brought unto him. £ A. Hirt'ms de bell. Alexandrin. ] he certified Domitius 
Calvinusot his danger, and detired him by all meanes, to (end '(upplics to him as toon 
as pofllbly he could, and that he would comeneeier Alexandria through Syria, [id. 
^jbuiMiihridatesofPcrgamusaroanofgrcat nobilicy,in his own countreV, and 
of l-nowledge,and valour in the wars, and in great cftcim, c-.cdir, and (r-cpdihip 
with Czfar , was (cnt into Syria and Cilicia,to halten on the (upplics. [ ;d. ibid. Jofepb. 
lib. 1 4. cap, 14.& T>io.l;b. 4*. ] 

In themean while Ganimedes an Eunuch,ftrals away Arfinoe w io was but cartleily 
kept, and carried her to the Egyptians : who making her Qyccn, rhey tell more hear- 
tily to the war, than before, becaule they had gotten one ot ih. race of the Ptolemyes, 
to be the commander. [ Dio. lib. 42. ] concerning whom Lucan. lib. 1 0.

andCslar himfelf about the end of the commentaries of the civil war. The jowg 
daughter of King Ptolemet, hoping after the Vacant pojfejfian of the Kmgdome, conveyed her 
Celfont of the pallace to Achillas, and commanded mtbe wartogether with htm: but tmmedi- 
ateljtherebejranacontroverfi to arife between them concerning the cktcf commandy which 
thing increased much briberies among the fould-ers : every onefhtvmg to get their good mils bj 
dammagtstothemfelves. . 

Whilft thefe things are done among the enemies, Pothinus the Kings governotir, 

and adminiftrator ofthe Kingdome in the behalf of Crfar,whertas he font meiTengers 

to Achillas,and advifed him,t hat he (hould follow the bufinefle and not dehft, the :mef- 

lengers were appeached and apprehendcd,and he himfelf put to death by Cxlar.[C*/*r 
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'bid.] who from henceforward kept the young iCiog openly in ftcift cuftody,and by 
this did the more exatpcratc the minds of the Egyptians. [ Dj 9 . lib. 4*. ] 

Whilft thefe things wercdone in Egypt, Domitius Catvmns marched againft Phar- 
nace>> with great and continuall marches encamped not far from Nicapolis, (a city 
of Armenia the lcfle built by Pompey j in which Pharnaces having already Cozed up- 
on it dwelt himlelt) about feven miles diftant, where when as in vain Pharnaces had 
laid atnbufhmems tor him: the ocxs day Domitius moves nearer, and brought his 
camp even to the town : and Pharnaces (ec his men in baccaha, after his own cuftome 
and falhion,thc next night Pharnaces, having intercepted themeffengcrs who brought 
the letters to Domitius, concerning the Alexandrian affaires, whereby he knew of the 
danger of Cxfar, and the recalling of Domitius he accounted it as good as a viftory, 
if he could but linger out the time: but Domitius, whenas he fhouldhave been more 
m oved with the danger of Cxfar than his own, brings his fouldiers out of the camp, and 
prepares to fight, having placed the XXXVI Legion in the right wing, the Politick in 
the left, and the Legions of Dejotarusin middle battle, and when both armies being in 
battalia came to fight, the Pontick Legi on was almoft wholy loft, and a great part 
of D.jotaius's fouldiers killed, and the XXXVI Legion retreated into the mountains, 
having not loft above 250 men, notwithstanding Domitius rallyedup the reliques of 
his fcattercd army, and by lafe journeys through Cappadocia, winter now approach- 
ing, returned iuto Ada. L Hirtiuscum Appian. lib. a. de bell, civil, pag. 4»4. & D,m . 

The Carfarians and Alexandrians, ftrove earneftiy one againft the other, with for- 
tifications and works, Csfar eud'eavoured moftof all that that part of theory which a 
fen had made the narrowed, he might (hut it from the other part of the city , by 
works, and rampi res, hoping that, firft, the city being divided into cwo parts, his army 
might be commanded by the lame counccll, and lame command: and alio, that it 
the? were in any danger, alliftanc e might be brought him from the other part of the 
city ; but efpecially, that he might be abundantly furmflied with provifion 
and water, both which the fenplentuully afforded, the Alexandrians lent meflengers 
intoall parts of Egypt to prelTe men, and brought into the town all forts of engines, 
and weapons : and did many other things, that are reckoned up by Huuus in his com- 
mentaries ol tbe Alexandrian war. 

Seeing that the number of the enemy encreafed, C*Car began to take advice con- 
cerning an agreement between them: and commanded mat Ptolemci being placed 
where he might be heard of the Egyptians, to tell them, that there Was no wrong 
done unto him, and that there was no need of war ; and that they ftould compote a 
peace, and that he would take care, that the conditions Ihould be : kept, but they lul- 
pefting that he was made to do this on purpofe by Caefar, went on ftiU with their war, 
[ Dio. lb. 42. 1 and faid that Csefar muft in all haft be expelled, who being now (but 
up by tempefts by reafon of the time of the year, could not receive any helpes from be- 
yond the (eas. [Hirtim*.] 

In the interim the dilfention between Achillas the generall of the old army, and 
Arfinocthc younger daughter of Ptolemei( Auletes) increafing, and both plotting, 
and counterplotting againft each other; whilft Achillas aimed at the Empire, Arfi- 
noe,bytbcmeane?,andaffiftanceof Ganymedes the Eunuch herfofter father; pre- 
vented his dcuign ; by hqr own poflefling it ,and put to death Achillas : pretending he 
would have betrayed the fleet. And when he was fent out ot the wotld and out of the 
way, (he alone enjoyed the whole Empire, Ganymedes being conftituted Generall of 
the army He, whenhe had undertaken the charg, augmented the fouldiers pay, and 
acted in ail things with the like care and difcretion. [ Hktim & Die. ] 

W hcrcas Alexandria was almoft all digged under ground, and had vaults that rea- 
ched rothe river Mill's, bv which water is brought into private houfes, that it might 
fink bv little and little and become potable ; Ganymedes having flopped thofe vaults, 
and all the partsof the city, in which theCsefarians were beliegcd : lo that by reafon 
of the faltnefle of the water in the neighbour houfes, they all feemed to be brought to 
thelaftcaft,and began to think of flying; bucthat advice being not liked, Caefar 
commanded that wells Ihould be digged in the night, and great ttore of frelh water 
being found; all the laborious engines of the Alexandrians became of [no ule. 

1 In that two daies the XXXVII Legion, of thofe fouldiers of Pompey that yejlded 
themfelves, being Shipped by Domitius Calvinus with corn, aims, weapons, and en- 
gines, came to the (homes oiAlnca a little above Alexandria : for the other legion 
which was fent by him through Syria by land, came not to Cxfar 1 but thofe mips, 
tbe Eaft wind continually blowing, ftood at anchor, and could no t come into the ha- 
ven, of which when Oefar was certified, he took dipping and commanded hit fleet to 
follow, but took no fouldiers with him, leaft he ihould leave the forts void otn *n>to 
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defend th?m : apd when he was com; to a fteep place called Cherfonefus, and had 
fet fome Nlminers allure tor frelh water, Corns of them were intercepted, who certi- 
fied them, that indeed CseUr was in the fleet, but yet thit he had no fouldiers in the 
(hips: wherefore th^y rigged their whole navy, and mst with Cacfac returning With 
the L:gion ot Domitius : and although Catfar would not fight that day, yet a Rhodian 
(hip, which was placed in the right wing, far from the reft, was fet upon by four co- 
veted (hips of the enemy, and lome open ones , which C»ar being forced to alfift, 
hipp:ly got the victory, and if the night had not broken oft the fight, he had been 
matt :rot the whole fle.t of the enemy. iDio. lib.+i.] 

Although the Egyptians had received this lofle, yet they were agiin confirmed by 
Gmym-dcs, fo that although they had loft an 1 1 o long (hip; in the haven and Artenali 
yet they fell carnrftly to work to repair their fleet: and to that end having gathered 
toucher all chefhip:,from all the mouths ofNilu$,ind from the private arfenalls that 
belonged to the Kmg,infew dayes,bevond the opinion of all men, they made a fleet 
of aa. Gillies, with four bancks of oars, and five with five banks, kfides many Jcifer 
and open ones : and having fumilhed them with Souid icrs, fitted them for fight* [ /«. ] 
and having opened the entrance of the Haven,and placed their mips in the rode, very 
much troubled the Romans. [Dio.M.+i.] 

Carfar had nine Rhodian mips, (for of ten that were fent, one was loft in the voy- 
age on the Egyptian fhore) eight Pontick, five Lycian, twelve out ot Aha : of thefe 
five were wirh five oars on a bank, and ten with four : the reft were under this burden, 
and many were open. With thefe Caclar failed abo-t Pharos and ftood over againft 
the enemies (hips : there were (helves between the two fleets with a very narrow 
paflage, and they both a good while expeded which ihould firft crofle the paflage, 
becaufe they who firft crofted, might eafily be opptefled by the whole multitude or 
the enemies, before the reft could paffo and come to the fight: but the Rhodian ihips 
demanded that they might have r,c firft paflage, and by lingular skill, jo tufteined the 
whole fleet of the cnemy,ncyer turning their fides to thcm,that they made a treepallage 
for the reft to pafle, and to come to tne fight. [Hinius.] 

ThcGclariansgor the viftory, having loft never a (hip: there was of the Alex- 
andrians one Gaily with five oarc s on a bank taken, and one wth two on a bank, with 
all the fouldiers and mart iners, and three funck; the reft fled to the Town ot Pharos 
that was neer them, which the Citizens defended from the forts and buildings which 
were over them, and kept the Carfarians hom convng neer. But from thence imme- 
diately they were outed by the induftery ot the Romans, and loft both the Town and 
Wand 1 , and many of their men; but whenas the Ifland was joyned ro the continent 
by a double bridge, one of the which being fdrlaken by the enemy, the Romans eadly 
became matters ot : whereas on the other, throughthe rathneffe ot tome they were 
diftrefled, and being put to rout, fled to their fhips, part ot them having gotten to the 
next (hips,were funck by the multitude and weight of the menjpart making refinance, 
and doubting what todo,were killed by the Alexandrians : and fome having gotten to 
the (hips that were at anchor,efcaped fafe : a few I warn to the t-icxt lhips. Ccfar retired 
into his own (hip, whither when a multitude that followed Would have broken in upon 
him, he (ufpetting what would happen, caft himfelf out ot the (hip,an.l f warn to thole 
(hips which were farther off ; and from thence fending boats to help them who were in 
danger, laved fome of them : but hisown (hip being overloaded with the multitude 
of louldiers,pcrifhed together with all the men, [ Id.} . 

But here is not to be patted over infilence, that which is pretermitted by Hirtius, 
but remembered by Suetonius, [ in 1hHo> c*p. <5 4 . ] and by Orouus who follows him, 
\i,b 6.^.15.] concerning Ca-lar: thatbyfwimm ; ng he efcaped tothenextUitp, 
holding up his left hand, that the commentaries (hould not be wetted : : which 1 very 
thiim concerning tbe commentaries being preferved, isaUo related by Plutarch [m 
0$% and by Dio, [». 4 ».] But Appian, [l* ■ bell civU.pag. S»3 ; ] idb ithe 
Siory thus. That he being incloted atone upon the bridge by the enemv that prefleu 
upon him, he caft off his purple coat, and leaped into the fo: f and tbe Kings foaldttrs

drawingit after him, that the enemy mould not get it; yctttorus, ^b.^.cap.%.] 
pcthcr with Plutarch faith, that he 1 ft it in the waves, either by chance, or ot purpole, 
marthccnemiesputfung him, they might ihoot at that with their darts and .ftones: 
and that the Egyptians having gotten the coat, fixed it to a Trophy, which they had 
(ct up for their putting the enemy to flight, as if they had taken the General hmv 
(elf: and this is delivered by Appian, [ lit. 2. bell, wi/, p*g. 4M.] and Dio, 

In 4 this fight there were loft of the Legionary fouldiers, about 400. and few more ^ 
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the fouldiers that belonged to the Fleet and mariners. The Alexandrians in that place 
built a Cattle, and [lengthened it with forts and many enginsofwar; and, taking 
the (tones out of the lea, they made uie of it more freely for the fending oat ot their 
(hips, [ Hirtiui, "J 

In the mean while, Mithridates of Pcrgamus gathered in all hafte, great Forces out 
ol Syria and Cilicia, both by the extream goodwill of the Cities, and his own dili- 
gence, [Id.] but at the firft, he coming alone to Afcaion, fromthencefent for Anti- 
pater the Governourof Judea to come unto him ; who brought with him 3000 ioul- 
dicts, and brought it to parte by his perfwation, that Hyrcanus the Hgh Prieft, and 
other Governours joyned their Forces together : as Strabo relates out of Hypficrajes, 
(an Hiftorian ot the Phoenicians ) [ Jofeph. lib. i^cap. i%. ] for he agreed with the 
Princes of the Arabians, that they alio ihould come to his aid : and by his meanes 
efpecially,with great ear neftneffe, there came to Cxfars afliftancel amblichir-the Go- 
vernour,andPtokmeihisfon,andTholomythe (on of Sohemus, who inhabited in 
Mount Libanus,and almoft all the Cities of Syria, lJoftph.ibid.cap. 14.] 

W henas the Alexandrians faw that the Romans were the more provoked by the 
loile they lately received, and that they were confirmed as well by lories asbyprof- 
pcrous (uccefles •, they lent Embafladours to Cacfar, that he would let their King go 
tree, and come to them, for that the multitude weie ready thorough the lingering of 
the war, to do whatfoever the King would have them to do : and it by his means,they 
(hould become Catfars tr'iends, they would eafily yeild. Ca?(ar although he knew that 
the fidelity both of the King, and Alexandrians Was to be (ulpe&ed, yec he would lee 
him go; both becaulc by his coming, the enemies ftrength would not be increafed, 
and the war againft him Would be more glorious : but withal he ad vifed him, to look 
to his kingdom, and to p.-rtoim the fidelity that he owed to himfclf, and the people of 
Rome: hedillemblinghisjoyby hi* tears defired that he might not be lee go ; but 
being difmifted by Ca?lar, he eagerly purfued the war againft him, [Hirtiwy & 

Whereas the Alexandrians, having received this General,found themfelves no more 
ftrong,orihe Romans the weaker, and the fouldiers daily mocking at the age and 
weaknefle of the King, were grcady greived, neither faw how they could help them- 
felves j and there were reports that there were greataids coming to Casfar by land out 
of Syria and Cilicia ( which yet Geiar heard nothing of ) they determined to intercept 
theprovifions which were brought to the Romans by fea : wherefore haviug rigged 
their (hipping, and difpofed them in convenient places about Canopus in chechanell, 
they lay to watch for the provifions, [ Hirtim. ] andbecaufe the fouldiers that Caelar 
had fent for out of Syria were now approaching, they guarded all the lhores,anddiJ 
much dammage to thofe forces of them ; they indeed which happened upon Africa 
fide,brougbt fome help unto Cxfar, bur at the mouches of Nilu?, r .he Egyptian -, having 
made many fires,as if they had been Romans, tookmany by this deceit ; lb that the 
reft durft not come thither. L Dio. ] 

Whereupon Cxfar commanded his fleer to be rigged, over which Tiberius Nero 
was Commander : there wentin this fleer,the Rhodtan (hips, and in them Euphranor, 
but his wonted happineffe in fight here forfoolc him : for when they came to Ci- 
nopus, and both fleets ftood facing one the others and Euphranor, according to his 
cuftom,bad begun the fighr, and had bilged and funckoneof the enemies (hips, arid 
following the chafe of the next too far; his own fide coming but (lowly after Ivm, he 
was con)pa(Ted about by the Alexandrians : and thus he alone, who had done valiant- 
ly in thi; fighr, perilhed alone with his conquering Gaily : but yet the enemies being 
overcome in fighr, Tiberius Nero caufed, that his own party might fafely faile to land

guarded the mouths of Nilus, both from fea, and from the river, both at onetime, 
he freed the mouths themfelvc, and let upon Pelufium, both with his fleer and land 
forces.

The* Eypiian Jews which inhabited that Country called Onias, would not fuffer 
M thridate* and Anipatec to march unto Caelar, but forbad them, paflagc. Thele 
Antipater perlwaded 10 be ol his p.»rty, as being nis Countrymen; ctpccially when 
iic ha i (hewed them the letters of Hyrcanus the High Prieft, in which they were invi- 
ted to bv friends unto Caelar, and to provide him victual and neceffarfes for his army. 
1 jofeph lib iA-.cap.i 4.] But Afinius (to wit, Twllianus, a writer of the civil war) 
wntcth,that Hircanus himfclf, the High Prieft, invaded Egypt with Mithndates; 
as jofephus hath related out ot Strabo, [ ibid. c>p. 1 5. ] for which alfo thofe words of 
Cciai concerning Hyrcanus leem to make, inlcribed on a brazen tabic by him 10 ra- 
vour of Hyrcanus, £ibid.cap.

When King Ptolcmacus had notice that Mithndates approached near the place 
which is called P'to, ftom the Jikenelle of the Greek letter,whrch alfo was not far from 
Alexandria, and knew that he muft parte the river Nilus; he fent great forces againft 
him by which he might either be overcome, or lb kept back, that he Ihould not joyne 
himtclfwith Gelar: thofe forces which could firft get over the nveratPdta, and 
meet with Mjthridatcs began the fight, making all haft to prevent them that followed 
that they Ihould (hare in tiieviaory, whole charg Mithndates with great prudence 
lufteined, having intrenched his camp after the Roman manner,buc when he (aw them 
careleflvand proudly to come up even tohisfoitificarions, he made a generad tally, 
and killed a great number of them, iofomuch a?, unletlc the reft had hid themfelves by 
the kuowlcdg of the places, and partly had retired themfelves into the (hip?, by which 
thev paffed the river, they had been totally overthrown, who after they were a little 
recovered from their fear, joyned themfelves with them that followed, and began to 
fct upon Mithridates again.

The battle was fought about the place, thacis called the Jews tents, Mithndates

[ in J ulio, cap. a 5. ] having gotten the vi£tory,ke granted the k>*gdom ofE^pt to Cleopatra 
audker younger brother, fiarmg to make it a Pr.vpcejefi fome time or other having gotten a 
prefident of a ftirrlng fpirh, it might give, an occafton of A new rebellion. 

VV tli Cleopatra Cxfar many times feafted and [ate up till break of day, and failing 
with hci upon the Nluswiih 400 Ihips, he being in rhe fame Gaily with her called 
Thalamegos, had palled into Egypt as tar. as Jichiopia, but that his army refuted to 
follow him, |2 Sueton, tiid.cap. 52. Apfian, lib, 2. bell, civil. pag. 484.] 

Cz a'r at Alexandria, fet up a brazen pillar, which conreined the liberties that he 
had granted to the Jews, [pfeph. lib. 14.^.17. & lib. 2. contra *Apphn,p*g. 

Pharnaccs being become famous by reafonof his fucceffes, [whereas he hoped all 
things would happen to Ca,'far, as he wiflied they (hould, teizing upon Po.itUs with all- 
hisforce*, and there being conquerour, and a moft crtielKing, teeing he thought he 
fhould have better fortune than his father had, he conquered many Town;, and 
plundered the goods of the Citizens of Rome and of Pon:us,and ordained for thofe 
that were commendable, either for beauty or age, punifhments that were wotte than 
death it felf, and got Pontus, when there were none to defend ir, bragging, that he 
had recovered his fathers kingdom. [Him] 

But he chiefly exerciled his cruelty upon Amifiis, a City of Pontus, which after it 
had a long time refilled, he won by ftorm,and p»t to death all the men that were of 
age, and gelded all that were under age. [Jppian. l.b.z.Bell.Civit.pw.tfi. Die. 
AM*.] rii-r . 

Afander, to whom Pharnaccs had committed the Government of B >fphorus, to 
curry favour with the Romans, and in hopes to get the Kingdom ot Bolphorus for 
himfelr, made an infurrc&ion againft his matter. {Bio. ibU.] 

Csfar fent letters out of Egypt to M. Cicero, that he Ihould remain as he was, and 
that he fhould retain the name of Impcratour.(forthe victory that he had gotten in 
Cilicia; and C. Panfa carrying thefe letters ; Cicero returned his buudle of rods, 
adorned with Baycs, as long as he thought fi: himtelf. [ficcro t pro Ligario.^ For after 
his return out of the Province of Cilicia, he had not as yet entred Rome, but had 
carried hisLictours every where about with him» gaping in vain after a Triumph. 
[l>b.ii.adAttic,epift,6.] Cafars letters to Cicero, were delivered the day before the 
Ides of Augutt, [lib. 14. ad familiar, epift. nit,] or the laft day of the Julian 
May. 

Pharnace» having feiz:d upon Bithynia and Cappadocia, had a great mind alb to 
win Armenia the Lelle, and incited all the Kings and Tetrarch? ot that Country to 
Rebellion. [_ Plutarch in C*f*r.^ He marched a!fo into Afia, in hope of the tame 
lucceffe that his father Mithridatcs had there. [D^.U.^.] 

Appun lhews, that Cxfar fpent nine moncchs in Egypr, [l.b. 2. Bell. Civil, pig. 484.] 
and Cleopatra had either kept him longer there, or accompanied him in his voyage 
to Rome : but that Pharnaces both drew him out of Egypc againft hi* will, and hin- 
drcdhi^tpeedy marching into Italy. {Diojb, 42.] But Cleopatra was in thort time 
atter delivered ot a fon by him, whom the Alexandrians named Csrarion. [Plutarch 
inCafar,] That name being impofed on tnetoobythe mother, at the permiflion of 
Czlar himfelf. [ Sueton, in Julio, cap. 5 a. ] Plutarch in his Antonius feems to 
intimate, thar notwithftanding, the , after Cacfars death, had too much fami- 
liarity with his enemy Cneu* Pompeim , the cldcft fonne of Pompey the 
Great. 

Cxfar brought out of the kingdom Artinoe, the younger fitter of Cleopatra, in 
the name of whom Ganimedes had a long time moft tyrannically reigned, leatt fom: 
newdilpenfation (hould arife through feditiou? men, rntill time had confirmed the 
authority of the King : and taking away wich him the fixe veccranc Legion, he left 
three others there ; that by to much the more, the Kings authority migh'c be confirm- 
ed, who could not keep the love of their own Subjects, becarfe they had conftantly 
per fevered in Ca'fars friendthip, neither could they claim any prefer iption tor 
their authority, being but newly made Kings. yHmius , cum. Sueton. cap, 
76.] 

Tnus, having finiihed and fetlcd all things, Cailar marched by land into Syria, as 
Hirtius laitb, [cum Sueton. cap. ^ % in Julio. Plutarch in Cxfar. Appian. lib. %. Bell. Q vl ^ 
pag. 484. & Orof.lib. 6. cap. id.] or by (hipping, as Joieplius writeth, [lib. 14. cap.i 5.] 
and Hirtius himfelf afterward confirmeth. 

The news of Catfars departure from Alexandria, came into Italy the III. Nones ot 

July, (the 2 3* day of the Julian April. [Cicero ad Attic, lib. n. epift. 19.] C.Trcbd- 

nius left Cxfar at Aniioch,who went from Seleucia Pieria,and in a8. dayes journy* 

on the XVI. Kalends of September, (the third day of the Julian June) was in 
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Italy t Id. Ibid, epifi* i ?.] Whence it if gathered, that Caefar was at Antiocn,on the | 
XV. Kalends of Auguit, or die fixch day of the Julian May. | 

Johannes Malela Autiochenus, in the ninth book of hif Chronicle, not let forth, 
notetb, that on the twclf day of the moneth, Artemifium,or May, there was an edift 
publickly ptopofed intheCity of Antiocb, concerning the Empire of Julius CaKar, 
and on the ?o. oi the (amef moneth, another editt wasient thither from Julius Caefar, 
concerning the bberty of the fame City ; beginning thus,'E» 'A#i»x«V rf m7g«ri\*,

totheMctrapolis of Antiochia, the holy and priviledg'd Aflylum, and refuge againft 
the vigQurof the Law j and that at length 0.1 thes 3. day CsCu the Di&atour entrcd 
Antidch; wHereas that hewas at Antioch on the 20 day,Jchat editt publickly fee forth, 
doth clearly fignific ; and chat it mould be faid, that he rather departed from the City 
on the* 3 <}ay, the nthat be came thither. 

Ancigonus, the Con of Ariftobulus, coming unto Gefar, complained unto him oi 
his lathers misfortune, becaufe for taking his parr, he was poifoned by the Pompeians, 
and his brother beheaded by Scipio: and defired him that he would have pitty on him, 
he being caft out from his lathers Kingdom. He likewife accufcd Hyrcanus and An- 
tipater,tbatthcy by force had got the Government, neither did they forbear to offer 
injuries to himfelf : and accufed them alfo, that they Cent aides into Egypt to Caefar, 
notlo much tor good will, but for (ear of the ancient enmity, and that they might be 
freed frompunifbment for their love to Pompey. But Antipator pleaded his own 
caufe, wiping off his crimes obje&ed againft him; and recriminatech Antigonus. H; 
reckoned up alfo what pains he had taken for Cxfars fervicein thelaft wars: and 
ihewing the multitude of his wounds* made them the witneile of the truth ot his 
words: which when Caefar heard,he declared Hyrcanus High Prieft, and offered An- 
tipater what government he himlelf would demand, and made him Governour of 
Judea.n<#fc. Ub. 1. bell. cap. %.& Ub.i^.Antiqait.eap.i^ 

Gefar afro appointed that Hyrcanus and his children fhould perpetually retain the 
principality and High Priefthood of the Jews, according to the cuftom of the Coun- 
try, and bp taken into the number of his friends and allies : and that if there arote 
any controvert concerning thedeCciplineof the Jews, that the determination fhould 
belong to him: Moreover, that he ihould not be forced to quarter Souldiers in win- 
ter, not tajecs to be exacled of him : and that there (hould be a Brazen Table, con- 
taining thefethings, fee up in the Capitol, and at Tyre, Sidon, and Afcalon, in the 
Temples, ingraven in Latin and Greek letters, and that thele decrees fhould be fent 
into all places. [V'*.**"?.* 7.1 . „,—.,..., c . 

Caefar having tarried almoft in all the Cities ot Syria, that were of any worth, 
diftributed both publickly and privately rewards, to them that deferved well; and 
took knowledge©!, and determined of old controverfies^ Kings alfo and Tyrants 
Governors ot the Provinces, and Borderers, (who ail came unto him) taking them 
into his protection, upon conditions impofed upon thcm,tor the keeping and defending 
of the Province, he dilmiffed; friends, both to himfelf, and the people of Rome. 
£ Hirtius. ] 

Gefar took away at Tyre all things that were dedicated to Hercules, becaufe 
they had entertained Pompey and his wife in their flight. [Bw./'M 3 -] 

Some few dayes being fpent in the Province of Syria, he gave the command of 
the Legions, and Syria to Sextus Cxfar his friend and kiniman, as Hirtius faith : Dio 
writeth,that he committed all things to the charge of Sextus his Treafurer aad Coufin. 
[ til. 47. ] Appian declares, that there was a Legion left in Syria by him, even when 
he was thinking of the Parthian war, and the dignity of a prefidcnt-flup, granted to 
his kinfman Sexrus Julius, a young man. ilib.3.Bell.cwil.p.S 7 ^.& lib. 4. pag .9a 5.] 

Cxfar having ordered the affairs 111 Syria, went into Cilicia, in the fame fleet that 
bccame\n.[Hirtit*Si?o{eph.lil>.i3.cap, 16.] All the Cities of which Province he 
called unto him to Tarlus : and there, having given order for all things concerning the 
Province, and the neighbour Cities, he did not ftay long there, through a defire he 
had to go to the carrying on of the Pontick war. [#»>*.] 

Here he pardoned Tarcondimotus (of whom mention is made formerly, out of 
the firft Epiftle of Ciceros fifteenth book, ad familiar.) who had a part of Cilicia 
lubjeft unto him, and had much helped Pompey by fea. [Dio.lib. 41.3 

Antipatcr, when he had followed Carfar out of Syria, returned into Judea, and in 
riding his circuite about the Province* he reprelled them that were defirous of innova- 
tion, both by threatnings and councils : telling them, that it they would be content 
with their Prince Hyrcanus,they might live happily in their own potleffions ; but if 
they proroifed themfclves new hopes, and thought that they (hould gain much by in- 
novations, they fbould have himaMaflerinftead of a Governour> and Hyrcanus a 
Tvrantinfteadofa King, and Caefar and the Romans tnoft bitter enemies infteadof 
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Princes j for that they would not at allfuffer any thing to be changed, from what they 
had feded : But whenai Antipater perceived that Hyrcanus was doll and idle* he fet- 
ird the Hate of the Province as himlelf pleated, and truly made Phafaelus his elder fon 
Governour or Jeruialem,and the Countries adjoyning : and to Herod his fecond fon, 
a very young man, he committed the care of Galilee, [ Jofeph, lib. i . bell. cap. 8. & lib, 
i4.Jd»ti<]t«t.cap.i6 i i , 7.~\ ■ - 

We read in Jofephus, that Herod was then but 15 years old, [ lib. 14. cap. 1 7. J Ru- 
fiuis in his Tranflation, Photius in his Bibliotheci, [Cod. 258.] Pfcudogoromdes 
the Hebrew, [ lib. 5. cap. j» ] and Nicepboius Califtus, [ lib: 1 . Ecclefiafi. Hiflor. cap. 
6,] retaining the fame number; but yet the firftdefcribersof H erods doings, Ptole- 
m"us and Nicholas Damafcenus, oue of whom Jofcphus cook his, teem to have written 
not 15, but a 5. and that it arofe from hence, of the note of ** for », by the cafie mi- 
{lake of the Tranlcribers : for from this time to the death of Herod, are reckoned 43 
years and almoft an half: to which 25 years being added, would make 68. and half 
a year : the other half of which year, it he had lived, he had been 70 years old : See- 
ing alfo that Jotephus himfelf acknowledged, that when he was fickof his laft fick- 
ncllc, that he was *««' tr& i^foiin*osit^ about the 70 year of his age. 

Phafaelus had a (on born called alio Phafaleus, to whom Salarnplio the daughter of 
H rod and Mariame was married, [ Jofeph.lib. 1 8. cap. 7, ] he being then but 7 years 
old when his father died, [ U lib. 14. cap. 25. ] 

Pharnaces intended an Expedition againft Afander, who had revoked from him in 
B-ilphorui: but when he heard that Caefar was on his march and haftening into Ar- 
menia, being terrified, and more afraid becaufe he inroded himfelf, than of his army ; 
hefent many Embaffadours to treat of peace, before he was marched toa near him» if 
by any means he might avoid this prefent danger. He made this his chiefeft colour, 
that he had never helped Pompey : he hoped alfo that he might induce Casfar to fome 
termes of pacification, becaufe he was haftcning into Italy and Africa; and that then 
after his departure, he might renew his intended war -. which thing Csfar himfelf 
fufpc£ting,curteoully entertained his firft and fecond Embaffadours, that he might 
the rather take him at unawares by reafon of his hopes of peace, £ ph. 

Caefar having made long marches thorough Cappadocia, tarried two dayes at 
Mazace, and then came to Comana,the ancienteft Temple oi Bsllona in Cappadocia, 
who was worfhipped with f o great religion, that her Prieft was accounted by the con- 
tent of the whole Nation in majefty, command, and power, next to the King ( con- 
cerning whom, Strabo is to be conlulted,//#. 12. pag. 535.) This Priefthood Cselar ad- 
judged toNicomede$ of Bithynia,a molt noble man, who was of the race of the C.ip- 
padocian Kings, and did but recover his own by an undoubted right, though it was 
long interrupted, [ Wn. ] for although he confirmed the poilcfli on ot the commands 
which they had received from Pompey toothers who had taken part with Pompey 
againft him ; yet hetransfer'd the Priefthood of the Connnians from Aicheiausupon 
Nicomedes, [t^ppian.'m Mithrid*tkis, pag, 254.] which Pompey had given to his 
father Archelaus, the husband of Cleopatras elder lifter, who was flain in Egypt by 
.Gabinius, [Strabo.lib, l2.pag. 558. ] 

When Cxfar came near to Pontus and the borders of Gallogrccia, Dejotaruuhe 
TetrarchofGallogrecia,andat that time truly of almoft all, which the reft of the 
Tcterarchs did ftrive to prove was never granted to him> neither by law nor 
cuftom ; yet without doubt he was by the Senate declared K'ng of Armenia the Lefle, 
laying aficle his Royal Robes, and not fo much as in the habir i >f a private man, but of 
a guilty pcrlou, came unto Caefar, and being profttate at his feet, beggtdof him, that 
lie would pardon him, that he had lerved 111 Cn. Pompeys army, and brought for his 
excise, that he did it thorough his not knowing of the ftate ol Italy, and that hewas 
forced thorough the ncccflity ot Pompeys armics,with which he was environed. Caefar 
rejefted his excufe j yet he laid he would grant him his requeft, tor his former benefits, 
and for his old acquaintance and. fiicndfhips fake, and tor the dignity and age of the 
man,andattheintreatyofmanyufDejotarus's friends and acquaintance, of whom 
many came to fupplicate in his behalf: He told him alfo, that he would hereafter 
determine concerning the controverfies of the Tetrarchs, and reftored unto him his 
Royal Robes: But yet he commanded the Legion that Deprarus had of his own 
men who were trained up in the Roman dilcipline, and all his hortc,to be brought un- 
to him toteive him in the Pontick war,[ idem ] alio Cxfar fined his old acquaintance 
Dejotarus in a fumof money ; and gave Armenia the leffe,that was given him by the 
Senate, but then polTefled by Pharnaces, to Ariobarzancs the King ot Cappadocia. 
[pcero. !» Orat. PhWppic. 2. de divination. lib. x.&2. D'o. lib. 41. ] 

Cicero declares in an oration for that King, that D omitius gave the money that 

was laid upon him, by twice or thrice felling his own private goods at open pott fade, 
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thatCa:[ar might make ufc of it in the war, when aKo to gain his favour, he thus be- 
fpeakcsGefar concerning this matter, Whatht keeps by your means, he keeps in memory , 
not what he loft i neither doth he think, that he wm funifhed by thee, but whereas .he thought, \ 
that many things were to be given by thee to many men,he refuted not but that yon might take ' 
fame from h'tm,wh» was on the other fide, &c.O £*/«r thott haft given all things to Dejotarus-, 
feeing thott haft granted the name of King even to his (on : for as long as he retames and keeps 
this name, he thmkj that no favour of the people of Rome,nor any fentence of the Senate made 
in his fa vbur is diminijbed. 

When Cafar was come into Pontus, he made a rendezvous of all his forces into one 
place : who were but indifferent in number, or in martiall dilcipline except the VI 
Legion, which being a vetane hs had brought with him from Alexandria, ( but 
through the labours a nd hazards they had undergone, (o diminifhed of louldicrs partly 
by difficulties both by tea and land, and partly by often fkrmifhes, that they • were 
' under a thoufand men, ) the reft ware three legions : one was Dejotarus his, and two 
that were in the battle, that Cuidius Domains made with Pharnaces. [ R.rtms. ] 

Pharnaccs being affrighted at the approaching of Csfar, fent Embaffadours to treat 

of peace : bringing a golden crown to him 200 furlongs off, and very foohihiy offering 

him their Kings daughter in marriage. [zJppi'an, bell, chill.lib.z.pag.tf^.] butfhft 

ofall they begged, that his coming might not be as of an enemy : for Pharnaces would 

• dowhatfocver he would command him, but they efpeciaily put him in mind, that 

Pharnaces would fend no forces to Pompey againft Cadar, whereas Dejotarus who 

. had lent, yec had given himfausfaftion. Csefar anlwered, that he would be very fa- 

i vourable to Pharnaces, if he would doalthings as he promiled, butheadvifed,as he 

1 was wont, the Embaffa Jours in mild terms, that they neither fhould object Dejotarus 

to him, or toomuch brag ot that favour that they had not lent aid to Pompey. [ Hirt, ] 

and alio accufed Pharnaces for this very thing, that he had been wicked and ungrate* 

towards h ; s benefactor* [ Dio. Lb, 41. 42. ] in condufion he commanded him, that he 

ihou Id depart out of Pontus and that he fhould fend back the families of the Publicans; 

and fhould rcftore to him the allies and citizensof Rome,which were in hiipofleflion : 

which if he would do he fa id he would then receive thofe prelents, which the general^ 

were wontto receive of their f 1 iends afcer a war was happily ended. [Hirt/us] 

Ph arnace^ liberally promifedall things; and whereas he hoped that Gnar having 
a mind to haften to the city ( Rome ) that he would more willingly beleive hispromi- 
Ics, he began to go more flowly about his bufinefle, to demand longer time for his de- 
parture,to ur.erpofc new conditions, and in fine todifappoint him. Carfar knowing his 
eraic battened his bufineffe fo much the more, fo that he would come to fight with him 
fooner than any one would think, [idem.] # 

As foon as he was come to Pharnaces camp, uttering this fpeech, otiall not now this 
Parricide bepunifhed ? hee mounted his horfe, and at the firft (houtthat wasgiven, he 
put the enemy 'to flight, and made a great flaughter, being aided with about a thou- 
land horfc that followed him, when he firft ruthed into the battle: thus \_tAppian, in 
beU.civill. fifr.a.p^.485.] andhkewileDioin the 42 book ot his hiftory : the fame 
day that he came to the enemy, from his march he went to fight with the enemy, and 
being fomesime troubled with the enemies horle and their chariots, that were armed 
at length he obteined the viftory. Julius VtonzinxK^Stratagemat. lib,2.cap.i.] notes, 
ihatCaefar marftialled his army upon an hill, and that that thing made the victory 
more e.ifie to him was; becaufe the darts that were throwen from above upon the Bar- 
barians who were below, made them prcfently fly, and that Dejotarus was in the battle 
wkhCatfar againft Pharnaces, and that he put his life in danger, Cicero confirmethiu 
his oration for that King. . m . 

This battle was fought about the moutxain Scotium, which is not above three miles 
diftant trom the City Zela ; near which Mithridates the father of Pharnaces over- 
threw Triarius and the Roman army with a great flaughter, [Hirtw, Plutarch in 
Ctfar, Appian. in Michridatic ,pag. 454. Dion. lib. 42.] This mountain Pharnaces ( that 
we mi y represent the ftory of this fight more accurately out of Hirtius ) having repair- 
ed the old Woi-kesor" his fathers Campjeized upon it with all his Forces. . Cxfar,who 
had pitched his Camp five miles from the enemy, that he might poflefle the valleys 
that were next the Kings Camp; the next night, in the fourth watch, with all his Le- 
| gi ons»btit without any baggage which he left in his Camp, took that very place, ia 
l which Michridarcs had fought againft Triarius. 

Pharnaces, as foon as it was day having obferved this, drew out all his Forces before 

j his Camp ; and either being carried on by the former happineflc of that place, or be- 

l ing induced by tokens and ceremonies ( which we afterwards beard he did obey, faith 

H ,rtids)orthorougi contempt of the fewntfle of the Roman Forces, a great part of 

which he had already overthrown under Domitius, he of his own accord in an uneven 

place inroded the Romans as they were fortifying their Camp, which put a terrour in- 
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tot hem,beinqfuddenlycaUcdfromtheir Workes and not fet in battle array : the 
Ki„ e Chariots that were armed with Sithes did diforder the fouldiers that were got 
£ among them $ which yec by the multitude of darts were quickly overwhelmed : the 
main body of the enemy followed thele Chanots ; and then coming to handy-ftroaks, 
Z the right wing, where the VI old veteran Legion was placed, the beginning of the 
v dory was on that part ; and then in the left wing and the mam body were the whole 
Forces ot the King routed i and fo many o the fouldiers being partly killed , and 
mrtlv troien under foot by their own men, they who might efcape by their iwiftuefs, 
va having thrown away their armes, and being to paflc the valley, could do no good, 
nm miandcomingfromanhigherplace. But the Romans being encouraged by 
, Z v5fc££S no fcruple to climb up that fteep place, and to fctupon their 
\Vorkes,aS wetefuddenly Mafters of the enemies Camp, thofe cohorts defending it 
which Pharnaces had lefc 10 guard it, [AU . 

Thus Cstar ground as it were to duft Pharnaces in one (andas Imayfay) not a 
whole battle, atcer the manner of lightning, which in one and the fame moment, 
onr, hit, and departed ; Neither was it a vain brag of Cslars,that he had overcome 
S, before he fet eye upon him, [FhrHs,M. 4. «p.a.] He bragged alio that 
me dw,be came tothe enemy, and law him, and overcame him, l^./'MM 
i in his lettersfen-.ro Rome to his friend Araiuiuus or Anmui, was cxpreffcdin 
Zfe three word ; V EN I, VI D I, V I CI. I came, I taw, I overcame, [ <?/«. 
wlbi»c4«r.AppianJib.*Ml^^^ 

Zd Within fou hours after he came in fight ot him, he vanqu.fhed Pharnaccs m one 
iZSte^. fHho,C*f*r.cap. 35.] of ten recounting the felicity of Pompey, 
S hap?t was to gain hi! principal honour in the Mithrtdatick War, of fo cowardly 
, kind of enemies, [ Id. ibid. Appian. lib. 2. bell, ctvd.pag. 4* 5. J . 

3 PtaJS wUemulticudeof hisarmybeing either kilted or taken, fled with 
a few Hoile : and unkffe the invafion of the Camp had given him means of efcaping, 
he ludbcen brought alive into Cxlars hand.. [#'>'.]

After this, having recovered all things that Phar- 
nacc h Sen from die Romans or their Allies, he refined to every one the thmgs 

h, r iST- exceo; a part of Armenia, which he gave to Anobarzanes, and requit- 
cd'm ol Sily to«te?^i(b&4 hy giving them their liberty [ Dio.] He 
S he fivth Legion to go into Italy to receive the rewards and honours due

Le^onsinKnmswithCoeliusVinicianus: and to paffing thorough Gallogreca and

was leized upon, and in the poffeffion ibme years before of Dejotarus. [Cicero in Philip. 
2. &lib, dedivinat, z,Hirtius y de bell, Alexand.Strabo. lib, l*.pag.$6j.& lib, ij. pag. 

Then Csfar failed into Gracia and Italy, having ra if ed great fums of mony upon 
any colour whaifoever, as he bad done formerly: for he exafted that mony partly, 
that had been aforetime promised to Pompcy ; and partly pretending other excufes, 
he commanded other fum*. He received alfo from the Princes and Kings, many 
golden Crowns, as it were in honour of the victories he had gotten ; he declared that 
there were two things, by which Empires were gotten,preferred and increafed>fouldi- 
crs and monies, and that one did help the other, and that if one of themlailed, the 
other muft alfo fal.[D«. lib. 44.] 

Itfeems not that he rras at Athens on the Kalends of September , (which fell on th'e 1 7, 
day of the Julian J une)/ar many things are reported to flay him in AJia, efpeciaUy Pharnaees^ 
faich Cicero ad Atticum. ^/'b. 11. epifi.2^.] But Pharnaees being fo fuddenly conquered^ 
(as k is in the Epitome of ine H5. book of Livy) and all things 10 quickly ditpatched, 
he came into Italy fooner than any one could imagine^ as Hirtius obferves in the end of his 
book of the Alexandrian war. 

But Caefar came to Rome, juft at the end of the year, in which he was deGgned 
Dictator, (which office had never before been annual) and was declared Couful for the 
next year. [ Plutarch in Cafar.] 

Pharnaees delivered over Synope to Domitius (Calvinus) who was left by Cacfar to 
profecute the war againft him ; and having accepted of peace; and difmiikd him With 
his 1000 Horfemen, he killed their Horfes ; which their mafters took much to heart: 
and then taking flipping, we read in Appian in Mithridatick, [pag, 154.] that he fled 
moTontvs, whereas it fhouldhave been f aid out of Pontus 1 tor Synopa it felf was 
in Pontus : and the fame Appian in lib. 2. Bell. Civil. [pag. 48 *0 that Pharnaees 
fled back into the Kingdomc of Bofphorus, that was delivered unto him by 
Pompey. 

Herod the Prefeft of Galilee, having takenEzechius,a Jew, with many complices 
of his thievery, who had wont to make incurh'ons into Syria in troups, and put him 
to death : which tatt of his got him much favour with the Syrians, he then 
governed the Provice of Syria. [ Jofepb. lib. 1. Bell. cap. 8. & lib. <4ntiquit. 

Phafaelu", being ftirred up in emulation of his brothers glory, got to himfclf the 
favour of the inhabitants of Jeruialem, by doing all publick bufi leffcs in Ins own 
perfon, and yet not abufing his power to the hurt of any .-by which it came to paffe 
that Antipater his father was reverenced by the whole Nation , as if he had 
been King ; yet was his fidelity and good will nevertheleffc to Hyrcanus. [ id. 
idem. ] 

Caelar undertaking an expedition againft P.Scipio, the father in law ofPompcy 
the Great, M. Cato, and Jula,the King of Mauritania, upon the XIV. Kalends of 
January, came into Lilybaeum-, and from thence on the VI. Kalends of January, 
taking fhipping after four dayes, came within fight of Africa. [Hm.in lib.de Bell. 
African.} Now the XIV. Kalends of January, fell at that time upon the3°.andlaft 
day of September, of the Julian account, the year before the inftitution, as the reck- 
oning backwards of the long following year of 445. dayes, made in the Kalends of 
January, of the firft Julian year will make manifeft : which Plutarch and Dio not 
obferving: he indeed hath related that Caelarcrofied into Siciiia, **** v°**s x«W**t> 
about the winter Solfticc, [in Cafare.) and theother that he went into Africa, ac«P*°* 
tunrr& 9 in [he middeft of winter, [lib. 43 .] but that he went into Africa before winter, 
cventhofe words of Gjcero \'ml:b,2 m de divination.] do fufficienriy declare. Ctfrr t 
jhen he was advifed that he fhould not go into Africa before winter^ did he not go ? nay, 
if he had not gone, all the forces of his adverfarits had made their rendezvous in one 
place. 

Upon the Kalends of January, (falling on the 15. day of the Julian October) 
Cxfar incamped at a Town called Rufpinauhe day before the Nones of January, 
(Oftobcr 16.) after the third day that he landed in Africa, in a moftlharp fight 
which laftcd irom five of the clock in the morning, till fun fet : he overcame Labienus 
and Petrenn: and the Vi, Kalends of February, the fixth of the Juiian November, 
he again beat the enemies army, under the commaud of Labienus and Scipio. 
[Hirtius.] 

Dio in his 42 book notes, that Pharnaees, driving by force to enter into Bofphorus, 
was caft into prifon, and put to death by Afander, which is more fully explained by 
Appian in his Michiidaticks, [>*£. 254,] Thus Pharnaees having gathered together a 
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hind of Scythian? and Saimatians feted upon Theudocia and Panticapenm : and 
when as he was made war upon by Alander, his Horfemen.bemg defecate of Hot es, 
fnd not uledio fight on toot, were ove: come; onely Pharnaees fighting valiantly, 
bdni^S ^5o.ycL old, and wounded, was killed, after he had reigned fifteen 
vear? in Bolphorus, as Appian hath it. , or rather feventeen years, which arc the 
Sne that is reckoned from the murder of h is father Mithridatcs ,„.,,. 

after IWy wi overcome, kept himlelf private at Tyrus, whither alio fomc of 
hh own baton came untohim ; and geumg the favour to h.mfetf, bothot diefe and 
,£m of S-xtus, the Govcrnour of Syria, his louldiers that came at divcrfe nme lor a 
S otthe C iv.

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Gefar the day before the Nones of April ( the fourth day of the Julinan February ) 
in the third watch of the night, went ouc of the Town Agar, and marching *6 miles 
that night, began to fortirie ThapfuJ that day : Where he in a memorable right over- 
came J uba and Scipio ; after which battle Caco laid violent hands on iiimfelt at Vltica, 
IWrt.de bell, Afric.] . 

SextusCxfar, having received money, made Herod Governour of Ccclolyria: 
Herod, taking it impatiently that he was called before the Council* he led an army 
againft Hyrcanus ; but by the meeting and increases of his father Antipater,and bro- 
ther Phafaclus, he was withheld from the inroding of Jerulalcm, who ftmved toap- 
peafe him, and defired him,that being content to have afrighted them, he fhould m- 
deed do hurt to none, nor that he fhould attempt any further agaiuft him that had 
raifed him to that dignity : whole advice he obeyed, fuppofing he had done fufficienc 
for his future hopes,thathe had fhewed to that Nation what power he was of, SJofeph. 
Hb.lA.cMp.lf,] ,,. , . , 

In Africa,Ca:far is reported to have (een in his fleep, a great army calling him and 
weeping : and being moved with this dteam, that he immediately put it into his books 
of Remembrances concerning the building of Catthage and Coiintb, [ Appian. m 

3 Hytcarfus by his Embafladours defired of Julias Csfar, that he would confirm the 
alliance and friendship that was between them, [pfepb. Ijf.i 4.«.«7.] 

Cxcilius Baffus, fending fome of his party to Sextus Carfars fouldiers, who ihould 
propound certain hopes to them> foaflociatcd them to h-mfelf, that having put Sextus 
to death, his own Legion came over to his fide, [ Id. ibid.Uvj y U>. 114. Ltbo.apud 
Appian. lib. udebeU.civil.pag. 57$. Dw. //£,47« ] although this ftory he reported by 
othersafterthismanner. Sexto* being a young man given to his plcafure, very un- 
handfomely carried about with him the Legion that Julius Gclar had left in Syria. 
Baffus to whom the care of the L?gio:i was committed reprehending him tor this, he 
fometimes reproachfully rejeaed : and one afterwards when at his call he but flowly 
obeyed, he commanded him to be brought by head and fhoujderst m this tumult, 
they came to blows,and whenas the army could not endure this lnfoknce,, they killed 
Sextu< with their darts : but prefently being lorry for what they had done, and afraid 
of Czlar,theymadea confpracy, that it there was not pardon granted them, and 
good afluranceot ir,they would fight it ouc to the laft man ; forcing alio > BalTus to be- 
come o ic of the coufpiracy. After this they railed a new company, and accuftomed 
them to the lame excrcifesthat they themfelves uled, [ Appian. bell. ovil.Ub, 3.p^.57J> 
Sl6.&lib.±.pag. 6*3-] j- • • 1 1 r • 1 a 

Biffus drew unto h ml'elf all the army, except a few who had Wintered at Apamca, 
who having gone ft om thence into Cihcia before his coming, he in vain followed 
thither t and being returned into Sym,he is nominated Pr*cor,and fortified Apamea, 
that he might make that the feat oi the war : all who were of full age, not onely free- 
men, but fervantsalfo, he lifted for the war : he coyned money, and roadearmes, 

Gclar having finilhed the African War on the Ides of June, (the 14 day of the 
Julian April ) tookfhipping at Utica, and after the third day came to Cara es into 
Sardinia : from thence on the III Kalendsof July ^ (the 29 of the Julian April) go- 
ing by fhippingneer the fhore, on the »8 day after (the 16 of the Julian May) becaufe 
he was hindrcd by ftorms, he came to the City of Rome, IHtrt. m fi».bh,beU. 

C«Ui -Triumphed at Rome four times in the fame moncth, but fome dayesbe- 
tween s every one With diverfe furniture and provifion, [. Sutton, in Julie , cap. 37, ] The 
furniture of the Chariot for Gaule, was of Citron tree, for Pontus,of Brazcll,tor Alex- 
andria, of Tortoyfefhell, and for Africa of Ivory, L Kllci Patercul lib %.c*p.i6 \ 
In the Pontick Triumph amongft the Pageants and Shewes.he carried before him the 
Titleofthefe three words, VENI, VIDl, VICI. I came, I faw, I overcame 
Signifying not the aa$ atcheived by him, as other Conquerours,but the quick dilpatch 
oithiswar.r-5«»w»w,«*/«ipr*3 Irlthis » the flight ot Pharnaces made the people 
laugh. The Alexandrian Triumph for Egypt was inferted in the middle between the 
Gaflick and the Pontick : and in it the chance of Achillas and Miotinu?, was very plau- 
fible, [ Appian. bell, civil, lib. ** pag. 49* . ] But t he chance of Arfinoe the Egyptian be- 
ing a woman,andat that timeaccountcd for a Queen, who was led among thecap- 
tives, ( which had never happened at Rome before ) raifed much pittv in the people; 
who yet after the Triumph, in favour of her kindred, was dilmiffed, I Dio* 

l> And her kindred, to wtr, her elder filter Cleopatra, and younger brother Ptole- 
mzus,the husband of Cleopatra,came to Rome this year,being called thither by Cajlar. ' 
Carlar appointed Cleopatra her lodging in his own hpufe, and lent her away not

In Syria C.Anttftius ( Vetus) and others of'Cxfirs capJaincs, coming .ig-ibfrL^- 
cilius Baffus with both horfc and foot forces, fhut him up in Apamea : to ciicfc the 
borderers that favoured Crfars party joyncd chemlelves, amonglf whom alio/Aniipa- 
ier»as well for the lake of that Caclar that was killed, as ol him that w^s alive, becjule 
he was a friend to both : by his fonsfent them aid, and feeing they had a longtime 
fought it ouc with arqua 11 advantage^ ,and neither party could get 1 he- better ot cheo- 
thcr,by a truce conformed by no articles of covenants', they fufp.mded the w.ir, lor the 
providing of other auxiliaries, L^/e/>6.//£. *. bell, cap, 8. fm.l>b. 14. t>4»tiqu't cup. 17. 
fin. D/CH.lib.47.] 

Mitbridatcs Pergamenus again Ipoiled the temple of L. ucothea ( in the country of 
the Mofchi about the river Phafes) which was lormerly pluudcrcJ. by Pharnaces ■ ■■ 
[Strabo.lib, n, pag t 49?.] but as Pharnaces before, to how he tndcavouti;ig to lc.z-j 
upon Bofphorns, Afauder, (talfly by Strabo called Calanderand LyfandcT ) overcame 
him ; and lo having removed both of them, he quiecly er-joyed the Kingdome of 
Bnfphorus. [id,ibid,pag.W),& lib, 13. p*g. 6»5.] 

C. Julius Calar being high Prieft, in his third year and in t he Con(»!-fhip of M.iEmi- 
lius Lepidus, ordered the amendment of the Rorn.inyear,uiing therein tbc hdpot Soli- 
genes in Aftronomicall matters, and of Flarius a Scribe in ordering the Kalendar, and 
whereas now thete were *? daks intercalated in the monchoi Febiua; : y ; he moreover 
interpofed between November and December, two other- intercalary months ol 67 
daies. So that this p r efent "year had 1 5 months, and 445 dales. iCcr.forixus dedtc. na- 
tal/. cap<%, Seteton, m Ittlio. 'cap, 40. Flinj lib. 1 8, cap, 25. 'D'.on. lib. 43. (JMwek lb, 1 . 
Saturnal.cap. 14.] 

The day bctore the former intercalary Kalends ( the t6 day of the Julian Sepicm. 
ber) Cicero made an oration before, Cafar for Q. Liganus. [lib. 6. ad familiar.

FiomtheKaleudsqf January, on which Cacfac took upon him the fourth Conful- 
fhip, the year is reckoned of the firft Julian ordering, for from thence he appointed the 
beginning of the year ordained by him. {. £>»/»r/». m fupra. ] 

Cslar making war in Spain with Pompeysions, on the XI Kalends of March won 
thetownAregna,and was called £mperour,whe;i thcLib.r.-iUa(cillaI DyAo-Vo-/* Plu- 
tarch in'Ca:fare)wcre celebratcd(on the XVI Kale nds of Api-ill,-* s is mamfeft cutof the 
old Kalendar,) he got that memorable vidory at the city Munda, in which battle there 
fell of the Pompcians about 30000 men, with the two generals Labicnus and Atius 
Varus, and almoft 4000 that were ot the order of Knight-hood : of the CxUriansa- 
bout a 1000 men, and about jo© wounded,afterthis young Cn. Pompcrus being killed 
who had taken tohimfelt the eniignes of theConful and the government, his head 
was plicated unto Gufar as he was marching to Hifpalcs, the day before the Ides oi 
April), and openly fhewi'd to the people. [ Author commwariis de bell. H fpawnft. j 

The day before the Palilta, ( on the Xll Kalends ot May ) about evening the news 
of this v ; aory was brought to Rome. [Dio. £*.4>] and the day before the Kalends 
ot May Cxlar wrote a coufolatory letter Irom Hilp alivco M. Cicero, L Cicero, ad Atttc. 
I'b.i], epiJ?.*o.]ionhc death ol his daughter Tuliia: who after the divorce of her 
mother Terentia, at P. Lcntulus .his houle died in childbed. [ Afcon.Pidtan.tr. vrat. 
Btfwian. Plutarch, in pecro*.] whenas her huiband P. Corn.l.us Dolabella was in 
Spain with Oelar, as is perceived out of the lecoud Philippic k, and the 1 5 book ot the 
epiftlestoAaicus. . . ■ 

Cains Octavius thegrandchild oi his fifter Julia accompanied Cxfar in th«war,be- 
ing then 1 8 years old, who Was alwaics lodged in the lams houCe with him, and al- 
waies rode in the lame coach with him; he honoured this lad with the hgh Priefthood 
[f r ellei.Patercitl,lib.2.cap.i9.] „ . rtJ . c 

King Dejotarus being iu (ome trouble, Cent Blcfanitu his Embanadour into Spam 
to Ca:lar, who by letters dated to him Irom Tarracon, bid him be of good hope and 
good courage. \_Ciccro pro Dejotaro.] . ■ . 

Whilft the war in Syria with Caecilius Baffus is prolonged L. Stanus (in Vcllcus 
called Staius, and iu Appian Sextius ) Murcus ( fallly by Jofephns called Marcus ) one 



wV 57^^-" lib uP*g. 613,] for the country furnifhed the army of Baffus, hehadalfo 
many Princes of the Arabians, who were aOociated with him in this war, whoheld 
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many fortified places hard by :amongft thefe places was Lyfias,.{ituate beyond the 
Lake, which is neec uncoApamea,and Arethufa,the country of Sampleranus,and of his 
Iamblychus , (of whom Cicero makes mention in epift.i. lib. 1 5. ad familiar) which 
Princes governed the nation of the Em'fleni,HeliopolisaudChalcis alfo were nigh, 
which were tinder the command of Ptolomy, theibnofMennsus,who alfo governed 
Marfya, and the mountanons -places of the Icurxans. [ Strabo , //*, %6, pag. 
753.] 

AlchaoJonius the Arabian ( called Alchxdamus by Strabo) the King of the 
Rha mbsan Nomades, who dwelt near Euphrates, who formerly had made a league 
with Lucullus,"buc afterwards had lent aids to the Parthians againft Craflu's, being 
called to afliit;uice,both by Baflus and his enemies, went into Melopotamia : bot when 
he was come into a place that was between Apamea, and the Calamus Camp, be- 
fore he would give any anfwer to either party , he proposed that he would help 
them that gave mohS and fo joyned himtelf to BalTus, that gave molt, and in the 
fight did much over-powcrthe enemy by his archery. [ Idem, ibid. Dion 
Lb 47.] 

On the Ides of September, Csefar made his laft Will and Teftamem in his own houfe 
at Laricum,& committed it to the keeping of the chief Veftal Virgin : in it he appointed 
three grand children of his lifters, his heirs C. Octavius of 3 fourth parts, (not of the 
half part only, as it is in Livv, lib. u<5,) Lucius Pinarius, and Q^Pediusof the other 
fourth part: he adopted alio C^05tavius, into his name and family. He named alfo 
many of his murderers for tutours to his fons,it he Ihould chance to have any. He 
appointed alfo Decimus Brutus to be one of his fecond heirs in remainder. [Sueton in 
[Julio. cap. 83, ] andM. Antonius, [Dio.lib.44. Tlorus^lib^. cap. 4."} if chofe for- 
mcrmerly appointed, would not take upon them the inheritance. [AppianAeH, divH. lb. 

In the moneth of October, Cxlar being now conquercur of all, entred Rome, and 
gave pardon to all that had born arms againft him. [Vellci. Pared. Ub.t. cap. 56.] 
And after he had performed the Triumph tor Spain, in the beginning of this moneth, 
he quitted the ConfulQiip, and by bringing in a new order of fubftituting honorary 
Confuls : hemade Q. Fabius Maximus, and C Trebonins Confuls for three moneths, 
[Dio.lib. 43. cum infeript. Gruteri.pag. CCXCVl II. '»'>.] the former of whom being 
Coulul, triumphed for Spain, on the III. Ides of Oaobcr* [Ibid. pag. CCXGVII.] 
Wiiereupon, when as Chryfippus had feen in the Triumph of Carfar, the Ivory 
Towns carryed before him : and a few dayes after, the wodden ones of Fabius 
Maximus,he faid they were but the cafes of Catfars Towns. £ Q,H>ntilian, l,b, 6. 
cap, 4,] 

Many and very great honours were by rhe Senate decreed unto Cazfar, amongft 
which, that he (hould be perpetual Dictator : [ Livy, lib. 1 id. ] and moreover> that he 
Ihould be named Emperour>[S*" ». *» ?**»• e *t- 1 6 ^ n ° £ in that fenfe, in which both 
before and after* it was given to Generals for any victory they had obtained in the 
wars ; but whereby the higheft power and authority in the Common-wealth was 
fignified, \?Dio t lib. 43.] for it was granted unto him, that he alone Ihould have Soul- 
dicrs, and the command of the Militia, and that he alone ihould take charge of the 
publick monies, and that it ihould be lawful for no other to make ufe of either of 
them ; and that all Magiftrates Ihould be fubjeft to him, yea, even the Magiftrates 
of the common people ; and that they Ihould fwear that they would never infringe 
any of his decrees. L M '*'*• <* Appian lib. 2. Bell, Ctvil t pag. 1 94. ] And from hence, 
even from this his laft return into the City, Vclleius Paterculus deduceth, His five 
moneths of hit principal crffation. \ lib. i.eap. 56. ] 

Carfar had thoughts of reprcflbg the Getas or Daci, who had made, a great inrodc 
into Pontus and Thracia, [Sueton. in Julio, cap. 44. Appian, lib.2. pag. 497.] for the 
preparation of which expedition, he fent before (Xtavius, the ion of Arise, his fifter 
Julias daughter, to Apollonia, that he nrght ftudy there, and learn martial difcipline ; 
intend ing afterward to make him his fellow fouldier in theGetickand Politick war. 
\Vellei, Patercttl. Lb, 3. cap, 59. Sueton. in Oftavio. cap. 8. Plutarch, in kM. Brut. Appian. 
lib. 3. pug. 531.' d'o. lib. 45.] and thither alfo came fome Squadrons of Pergamus; 
whom now being vciy old, he carried with him ouc of the City thither, [Sueton, in 
OHavio. cap. 89. cum Strabone.ltb. 13. pag, 625,] and thither alfo came fome Squa- 
drons of Horle to him out of Macedoma, with whom he was exercifed, whereby 
entertaining them courtcoufly, he became very gracious with the army. [Appianjib. 3. 

Caftor, a young man, incited by his father Stiocondarius, (as Strabo calls him) 
and his mother, the daughter of King Dcjotarus, went to Rometoaccufe his grand- 
father : having corn peed the Kings fervant and Phifitian,one Philip, with hopes and 
promifes, that he ihould accufe his mailer, under a feigned crime of treaf on, as though 
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hewouUh^vekUle4C«facwheuhee«K«rta«uedhimin his Tecrarchy, to Whom the 
i kings EmbaiTadors Heras, Blefccnii*, Antigonus, and Doryl«is,oppof;ad themleUes 
offcring t o LxUtxhck own bodies for the f ifciy ot the* waking*, ( thef acher and ion 
who then reigned together ) for him Cicero* -in remembrance of their old frjeiidiiup 
and familiarity, made an oration in CasTam hcule : urfiog {bis as a preface, that it was ,

Ac this time* great defae took the people ot Rome to revenge the death of Craffus 
and the army thac he loft, and hopes ot utterly conquering the Parthian* : whereupon 
jhis war by general content was di<recdtoCxlar, and they very earneftly made pre- 
paratiou tor it. And among other things that were done in profecution of that war, 
and that both £alar might have officers enough with him, and alio that in his ablence, 
left that the City ihould be left deftituie of Magiftrates, neither it the city mould cliule 
them there mould be any new ftirs again, they intended to appoint magiftrates be- 
fore hand for the whole three yea is, ( tor 10 long they thought that- that war might 
laft ) half of thefe Geiar chole, as indeed was by tne law granted unto him, ( concer- 
ning which law Suetonius is to be confuked ) and in truth all the reft. [£'«.''*• 4?.] 
But mindifig firft to fet upon the Get*, or Daci, he fent before him over the Adria- 
tickfea, lixteeu Legions, and J 0000 hot ic, and then to make war upon the Parthians, 
through Armenia the 1 tie, and not 10 come ro a (it battle, till he had tried what » 
they could do. [ Stteton, in Iulio. cap.

When tome had falutcd him King, as he was returning from the facrifice of the 
Latine Ferix, and going.into the ciiy hom the mount Albanus he being offended that 
thepeopletookitili,anfweredthcm,thathe wa>Cxfai and not a King,, and when 
they all held their peace, he went along by them vet y ("ad and melancholy, and when 
one of the company had put a la wreJl crown tied with a white ribbon, ( which was 
that that they ufed to doto their King', ) uponhis ftatue ; Epidius Matccllusand Otti- 
lia; Fiat u? commanded the crown ro beunticd> and the mantobehadcoprifon, but 
tartar grieving that the mention ot a kingdome went not on very prolperouily, or 
that the glory ot denying ic was taken horn him, he fevcrely chid the Tribune s» and de- 
prived them ot their office* [Sw«f »».»'» Itdi. cap, 7?.

On the Lupercalia ( which the old Katendcr mews were celebrated on the 15 day 
of February ) M. Antonius hi; Colleague in the Conful-fhip, being naked, came run- 
ning amonglt thofe that celebrated the feaft, and falling down before Cxlar,who (ate 
in the Roftra, in his golden chain,doathed in purple and crowned, and prefaced him 
with a diadem, in the name of the people ot Rome, which being twice put on his head 
by him, Cacfar took offagain and laid in his golden chair, and anfwered, that Jupiter 
only was the King ot the Romans, and fending the Diadem into theCapiioll to Jupi-

Atrer thi there was a rumour went abour, either true or falfe, ( as fables ufe to be 
made ) That the Pricft called Qaindecimviri found in the Sybils book, that the Parthi- 
ans might be overcome by the Romans,if a King were GeneraH,othcrwite they were 
unconquerable, and thereupon that L. Cocta, one of the C*uindecimviri, fhould in 
the next Senate preterre a law, that Caviar fhould be ftiled King, and fomc were of 
opinion that he ought to be ftiled cither Dictatour or Emperour of the Romans, or 
any other name that founded more plaufible than the namcof Kings: but that of all ci- 
ther nations thac were under the command of the Romans, he (hould pcficively be 
ftiled King. [ Suet on. Vhtarch, Dion, ut fupra t^ppian, pag, 497*3 whither alfo is to b e 
referred chat of Cicero [in lib, 2. de divinar,] We observe the Sybils verfcf t which(keis 
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reported'wa fury to have, utteredywhofe interpreter (L. Cotta) was of late thought to J peak. 
fame fdft thmgs mttrly out of mens report, as though that he that we have now for King 
already, mufi he called King,'f we will be fecxre. 

Gefar provided by all means to get hithourof the City as foon he couL 4 , Where he 
began to be hardly thought ot : bu: tour dayt-s before he intended to go , he was 
(tabbed in the Senate. HAppianj.ag.49y.] There was in this confpiracy- about 60. 
Scnatours and Knights ot l<.ome, as is reported, [ Sueton. in Jubo.irap.to; Eutrop, 
lib 6. fi». Orof.tib,6.cap.t7.] the chietof which were M. Brutus, and C.Triboniu, 
and CCa(Tius,aodoi C?ears party D.cirhus Brutus, \hivy,lb. 116.] when as there- 
fore Caslau was come into the Senate houle, with an intentidnto advance the Parthiati- 
war ; there- the Senarours itabbed him as he fare in the Ivory chair, and he was flain 
with three and twenty wounds,C^.^. florus,lib, 4. Wftor.Rom.caf. 2. fin,] on the 
Ides ot March, in the fifty iixth year ot his age. [Sueton, in 3*lio. cap. 8i, 88, 91 1 
Plutarch i»eodem t & Appi*n.lib.2.hll.civ.l. pag. 5 2 *.j ; 

Thus he who had foughc in fifty let battles, and had killed a thoufand ot\e hundred 
ninety two thoufand men in battles, (as Piiny relates, lib. 7. cap. 25.] in that Senate \ 
the molt part whereof he ludcnofoihimfelf,ui Pompey's Court, cx-lorc the image 
ot Pomp.7 himfelf ; fo many of his own Centurions looking on, he fofcll by chc 
hands ofthemoft noble Citizens, and thofe too,molt of them advanced very much by 
himfelfjfo that notonely none of his friends, but that not fo much as any of his fervants 
could come at his body. {Cicero y lib. 2. de divinatione.] 

P.Cornelius Dolabella,being buc twenty five years old, who was by C*iar him- 
felf, when he was to go out of the City, defigncd Confui in his own room, for the re(t 
of the years: whereas be. touched 'up the takes, and the conlular enlignes, came 
before them all,and vilely reproached theauthour of his dignity; and as fome de- 
liver, preferred a Law, that thac day might be accounted as the birthday ot the 
City. ^yippi*» % (ib,2. Bell. Ciylx pag. 505, Jo<S. cumVelUi. Patercul. Ub.t. 
cap. 58. J 

The third day after the murder of Cazfar, (as Cicero hath it in hh Philippicks) 
whereas the Liberalia were celebrated, (as is-gathered out of the fourteenth book, ad 
Atticum.cpiit.io.& 16.) that is, on the XVl. Kalcndsof April, the Senate being 
called into the Temple of TcUus, whereas the Confui Antonius, Plancos, and Cicero 
had diicpurfcd concerning an aft of oblivion, anda k peace; Ic was decreed, that the 
memory of all iniuries might be blotted out, and that a firm peace might be fettled 
among the. Citizens, and that Czlars a£ts roighc.be ratified, [CiceroyThWppc^ 1. 
VelUi. Paterculjib.%. cap. 58. Plutarch in Cicerone. Bruto^& Antonio. ApptMnJib. 3. Do. 
lib 44. 1 ' '"' 

*And upon, the very day firft of all fas it is in the Philippick i ; ) M. Antonius 
laying afide all enmities, was', willing tliatfDolabella Ihould be his Colleague in the 
Coniulflhp, although when a* formerly Cartar fiicwcd himfelf, thac he had a mind, 
before hz left the City,rhat be (houki be Gonlul, lie vchtmemly oppofed ir, as Cicero 
dcclareth IrvPhilippick a.and Plutarch in Anto.)

Of t'hcfe the two former were Prttors of the city,who feeing they thought it unhand- 
fomeiarobitiouily tofeizeupon Provinces before the time of their Magiftracy was out ; 
and when they aUo faw it was not fafe for them to cxercife any jutifdidiohs in the City, 
they deierinincd topafle over the reft of the year in Italy as private men : which 
when the Sgnateundcrltood» they appointedtiiemtobc Overleers tor the bringing in 
of corn into the City, [Appian. Hb.$.pag.Ko.\ that Brutus ihould take chargd ot 
fending corn to the City out of Afia, and Gaffius out ot Sicilia, but Caffius ftorned this 
office. \Cicero t ad Attie.tib.

Some had a plot, thai there fhould be a. private bank raifed for them that killed 
Gslar, from the Romao Knights ; and they thought that this roighcbe cafily com- 
paffed, if the chief of. them would bring in their monies. Whereupon Atticus 
is called upon. by Flavius, a familiac friend of Brutus, that he would be the chief 111 this 
bufmefte t'buc he thac alwayes thought of doing h» kiend courccfies, without any 
faftion anfwercd. That if Brutushad any mind to make ufcof his eftate, let him ulc 
as much as his eftate would bear; buc that himfelf .would not to much as 
fpeak with any one about thi* matter* nor jbynewkn, them in ft* and to the whole 
plot of lb* confcnters was spoiled by one. mans .diffent* [ Cornel, A?/»w mVita.

The Confnl Antdnius perfwaded his Colleague Dolabella, as one that was an ambi- 
tious young man,rhat he&ouid demand te be tent intoSyriaj and to the army that was 
raifedagainftthePatthians: and brought ir to patfc that the Provinccof Syria fell to 
■him by the vot.sof the pedple,and alfo the Parthian war, and the Legion? that Were 
appointed by Cartar tor that putpdle, together with thole that Were (em before into 
Macedonia: and he then of the Seriate obtained Macedonia, f thus left naked with- 
outanarmy) lAppian t Hb.$.pag. 530, 5jt,d-55o.] 

Cicero tearing Antoniushis power, determined at firftto go with Dokbella into 
Syna,as his Lieutenant, {.Vtmarth+tH Qeenm.] the IUI Nooesof April there was 
a free Lieutenancy granted him, that he might enter upon it and bavekwbtnhc 
would himfelf, [ Q cero * * d ^tic. **. 1 %*ep'fi. ta.} But being perfwaded by Hirtiu* 
and Panfa who were defigned Confuls for the next year, hechanged his opinion 1 and 
leaving Dolabella, he rcfolved to fpend the Summer at Athens, [ Pirn mfupr. ] to take 
his j )ur ney into Greece before the time that the Olympian Games were celebrated, [Ci- 
cero,4dt4tticJil.if.epft m t4 t &ttb t i6.epili.i.] and in this very year, wasthetSf 
Oiympiadc was celebrated. 

O&vius in the fifth moneth after he was com; to Apollonia, having received che 
news of bis Uncle* death, palled out of Epitwimo Italy, where at Bumdufium being 
received by the atmy that went to meet him as Gzefars Ion, without any further delay, 
he immediately aflumed the name of Cater, and took upon him to be his heir, (and 
fomuch the rather, becaufe he had brought with him great (tore of money, and great 
forces that were fenr him by Caelar.) And fo at Rcundufium adopting himfelf into 
the Julian Families, he henceforth called himfelf Caius Julius Caelat Q&avitl?, inftead 
of Caius OStavius, LLi-vjyli'b. \if.fHlimObftqitetndePTedighs 9 Apfut».i'4 t } x p*£.

ftrcngjthened and emboldened by the multitude of them that flocked to him, and by 
theaU.horiiyoftheGtCarcannamein great reputation with the common people, he 
took his journ y towards the city, with no contemptible Traine, and winch daily cn- 
creafed like a rtoui, £ Appi**. tfiW. p*g.

On the XI III Kalends of May, Ottavius came to Naples, and the next day at Cu*

Carfar O&avianus being n : netccn years old, by his own advice, and at his own 
charge, gathered an army ; as he himfelf ihews in the Breviary of his Affairs, ingra- 
ven in toe Ancyran Marble, [Jnfcript.Gruter. pag.CCXXX.) before the day ot the 
XI. Kalends, to wit of October, in which he was entering into his twentieth year of 
his age ; for beiorc the departure ot Antonius from the C ty, (which happened in the 
following October ) he being commended to the Senate by the means of Cicero,and 
others that hated Antonius, he 'endeavoured to get the favour ot the people, and to 
gather an army, [ Tint arch in 9 /?monio.'] and preparing forces aganft Antumus, both 
for his own fatly, and the Common- wealths,hc ttirred up the old Souldiers that were 
fent into Colonies, [Civy, Hb.i 17.] concerning which Floras 1 peaks. Ottavitu C&far 
pitied for bit youth) and wrongs, and gracious for the mayfty of that name, that he had ajfumed 
calLtig the old Souldters to arms, he being a private perfon, then {who would bdeve it ? ) fets 
upon the Conful : thus he ,[£"£. 4. *<*/>. 4.} where yet he doco not right m making him 
but eighteen years eld : as neither D10 which writes that he was 1 8. years old when. he 
aflumed rhc name, and cook upon him as Cariars heire. [lib. 45. pag. 271. J Neither 
is a accuratelv enough faidof Scrxca,[Ub.t.de dementia, cap, 9,} That ue was newly 
out of bit eighteenth year,ox of Vcllcills Patcrcillus, That he was emred on his nineteenth y ear , 
l;x PatctcUius iauh,C. C<ejar being eutredon his nineteenth year ; during wonderful things, 
and ^naming the hohefl- by bit own advice, had a greater mind for the f-fty of 'the Common- 
wealtb,tb*»theSen.'itehad,£lib.2.cap..6i,]Vo\whcntebeg2in to provide an army, 
he was almoft out of his nineteenth year of his age; and from that time, even to his 
death, there is reckoned J7years,and fomanyailo doch Maximus the Mouck, in his

Here Antonius being afraid, -hath a conference with him in the Capitol, and they 
are reconciled. The tame night in his lleep, bis right hand leemed co be flrook with 
lightning : and a few dayes dayes after it was lecretly whifpered unto him, That 
Gefar fought to berray himi and when he would not belive Csfac that fought 
to clear himfelf, their old enmity brake out again. [Plutarch in Antonio*] 

AntoiHU? fuppoling that he had need of greater forces, and knowing that the Legi- 
ons of Macedonia, were the belt fouldiers, and more in number, (Tor they were iix 
Legions) aud'tbat with them there was a great band ot archers, and light harnefled 
men, ahdhdrfemcu alio, and all in excellent equipage, which fetrmed to belong to 
Dolabelh, becaute the Parthian.; war Was decreed to him, when Carfar made pre- 
paration againft the Partisans. Thefe he thought to draw to himfelf, becaufe for 
the neeWtfe they might prefently be in Italy, by eroding the Adriatickfea :and when 
as there was a falfe rumour fpread abroad, that the G:ta: hearing o: the death of 
Cefar, wafted Macedonia by their inrodes. Antonius demanded an army of the 
Senate, that he might be revenged of the enemy, faying, That the Macedonian army 
was raifed by Carfar againft the Get«,before he determined to fet upon the Parrhians, 
and that all things were now quiet towards the bounds of Parthia. At length having 
agreed to deliver one Legion over to Dolobella, he is chofen General of the Macedo- 
nian acmy. [tApp:a». lib. i.pag. 541, 54*-] He obtained alio by a law made by force 
the change of Provinces, that C. Antonius his brother fhould challenge Macedonia, 
which Province fell to Marcus Brutus lor, and the Conful Marcus Antonius fhould 
have Gallia Gfalpina, that Was afligned to Decimns Brutus, together with the Mace- 
donian a» rny, which was fent beforeby Cefar to Apollonia. [ Dio,lib.tf.c»m Livy>lib, 
IIJ.& Appian. lib.

It w.v» reported that the Legions of Alexandria were in arms, that Baffus 
wa fenf for otic of Syria, a^ Caflius was expc&ed, [ Cicero, ad Ante. lb.

The 'time of theplayes being come, which Critonius the Edile was to fet forth; 
Ccfar provided for his father a golden chairc and a crown : which thing was ordered 
by ri.e decree of the Senate to bedone for ever in all playes : and whereas Critonius 
ucmed'that ever he would fuffcr Cefar to be honoured in thofc. playes that he fet forth 
at h is own private charge: Cefar was brought before Ahtoniu', as unto the Conful; 
the Conful told him that he would propofe it to theSenare, propofe it (quoth 1 he) and 
in the man time I will provide the chair-, which Antonius being ex.ifperated, forbad ; 
neither content with this, but forbad it alfo, in the following playes, that Cefar folcm- 
iiized,and Were inflitutcd in honour of their mother Venus, when a Temple in the 
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niarkec-place was dedicated to him, and alfo the market-place it felf •• which fatt cf 
Antonius was entertained with publick hatred. [ Apfia*. ibid. fag. 543, J44^ 

On the VIv Kalends of Oitobe?:, in the Marble piece of the old Kalendar,[w Infinpt. 
Gruter*par.CXXXV. fin. conferred with another whole one. pag, CXXXIIJ.] it is there 

marked. VENERi. GENET Rl. CI IN. FORO.CiBS AR. On that 
day therefore O&avianns, to sain the peoples favour, made thole playes, that were 
inltitutedforthe finilhingot Venus Temple, at his own charges, as pertaining to mm 
by realon he came from that ftock, and which (ome, during Celats life time, had un- 
dertook that they would lolcmuize, but yet neglected them. [ Di*. Ub.^h] which 
whilefthe was letting founb, Seneca teachahthat a Comet luddenly brake fonh, 
rin Natural, quefiim.lib.y.cap. 17. Stteton. in Julio, cap, 88. & Pl'ny, lib. i.cap.i% m ) 
where he relates thtle words ot Octivius himfelf. /« the- very dayes of my Playes there 
was a Comet feen feven dayes together, in the North part of the Heaven: it arofe About the 
eleventh hour of the day ; it was clear, and confpicious in all lands : the people gt nsrally thought 
that by tbisftar wasjignified fofars foul to be received into the number of the gods : and under 
thai notion was that marl^ added to the image of his head, that we newly confecratedin the 
market-place: which i»alfo to be feen in tome coins that were flam ped after his death, 
with the infeription D I V I J U L 1 1, and fignificd in that of Virgil, 'lb; fathers fiar 
appeared in the NorthS<jSneid.S.] 

The VII. Ides of O&obcr, Antonius came to Brundufluro, going to meet four of 
the Macedonian Legions (of five) that he thought to get to himfelf by mony.

Thit her alio O&avianus lent his friends with mony,to hire thole fouldiers tor himfelf. 
r 2)/o utfmra.] But he hinofelf ported into Campania,to ingage thole fouldiers that his 
father had fent into Colonics, to war on his tide ; and firft he drew to his party the 
old Souldiersof Galatia: then thofeof Cafilinum, which lay on both fides of Capua» 
and ,beftowing upon each of them five hundred pence, (which Appianand D10, after 
thecuftomof the Greeks, render drachmes) he gathered together about 1 0000 men, 
but neither well armed, nor marlhalled in to companies, and marched with them under 
o„e Enfigneasaguard.[^v^,/^.i6.^^^c.,p//?.8. & Philippic^ frllei. Patercul. 
Lb 2 'cap 6%, Apfian. fit, 3. pag. 55a, 55 ?.] And upon thefe was the name of the 
Ev'ocati firft put; becaufe that when mey had had leave tofcrve no moreinrhe 
war, they were again called to it.

In the mean whilethetour Legions of Macedonia, accufing Antonius for his delay

He complained moreover, That they had not brought to him fome d.ftiubcrs ot the 
peace that were fent Irom that malapert young man (tot fo he called Collar) but that, 
he (ballfind them out ; and that he would march with the army to the Province that 
was decreed him by the Senate, even that fortunate Galha, and that he would give 
to every one, then prefcnt,ioo drachmes, or pence. This niggatdlincfle ot his \a 
promifing, was entertained with laughter ; which when he took ill, he was deferred, 
and the tumult incrcaled. [Appian.lib. 3. pag.^. withDion. Ub.tf. pag.* 7 6. & 
Gcert.lib.i6.adAttic.epift.S.] ■ ; 

When Antonius had demanded the feditious of the Tubuncs, .according to the 
difciplincot war, he drew out the tenth man by lor, but neither did he puiiifh them 
alLbutoncly part of them, thinking toterrifie them by htt e and little. [Apptan.l.b.i. 
pal SS4, U%.\ Alio in the houte of his hoft, in the bay of Brundufium , in the 
peefcneeof hisnotonely moft covetous, but molt cruel wife Fulvia,heput to death 
fome Centurions, called out of the Martian Legion, [decro. Philippic. 3,5,13.^'". 

^When^hofcof Cxfars party that were fent tp corrupt them,faw that they were 
more provoked by this deed, they fcattered libels about the army, calling to 
mind the memory of Gefar,in refpeaofc the Butinefle and crueky of Antonius, and 
inviting them to the liberality of tbe young man: and whenas the Conful had pro- 
pounded rewards to them that wouldtell him of them, and punifhmentu to the con- 
cealers; he took it ill that none were diicovered,as if the army did defend mem, 
i>*»./>4£.555.] 
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WhenCatfarOStavianuscameto have office, and had endeavoured to allure the 
people to himlelf,M, Brutus and Caius Caflius, both calling off all hope of holding 
the ftate of a popular commonwealth, and alfo being afraid of Caclar, fetlaiieout of 
Italy, and landed ac Athens, whentney were magnificently entertained, [thus i^io. 
lib. 47. pag, 4}8, i jp. ] Cornelius Nepos in the lite or Atticus writes that they, when 
Anconsus began to have the upper band, calling of all care of thofe provinces tnac were 
given them by the Confuls* went into exile : and now both fearing the arms of Amonius, 
and now again to encreafe the envy thej had again fi Antonw % thty feigned as though they fea- 
red, andprotefied by their edifts, that they would willingly live inferpetuali exile, aslong as the 
commonwealth was in peace, neither would they give any occafton of civilw«r\ Velleius Pa- ! 
tercu >'S tells chat they Went ouc of Italy. (_ l>b. i. cap. 6*. ] 

When fomc went to O&avianus his iide, and fomc to Antoniushis party, the armies 
asifibcyhadbeenfettoCale at an outcry addicted themfelves to him that would give 
moil. Brutus intended to leave Italy, and through Lucania cameby land to the lea at 
ElcAjtrom whence letting faile he came to Athens, where being lcholler to Theom- 
neltas the Academick, and to Cratippus the Peripatetick (theMitylenian) and toge- 
ther with them following his fludy, he leemed to give over all buhnefle and to live in 
idleneiTe, whenas notwimftanding he prepared foe the war ; [ Plutarch. in Brut 0. Cicero 
in Phil f pic. io.] declares that the navy of Caffius within few daies overtook 
Biutu'. 

Brucusand Caflius determined by force to invade Macedonia, and Syria as affigned 
before to them, to Dolabella and Antonius, which conlultatiort as foon as it Was de- 
tected; Dolabeila hafkd into Syria, viliting Alia by the way, to gather mony from 
thence. So Appianus {_de beBis civitibm lib. $. pag. 54i,]for he thought ( asalfobcfore 
him f lotus lib, 4, cap, 7. ) that Macedonia was decreed by Julius Caiar ( before he was 
kilied by them ) to Brutus, and Syria to Cafe and that there were other iefler gran- 
ted to them, in the place of thofe that were aiterwards taken torn them by the Con- 
suls, to Wit Cyreine and the Ifle of Crete, or as fome write both theteto CalTtus, and BJ» 
thiniaro Brutus, but rnat they contemned thefe and gathered an army and oaony with 
an intent coinvade Syria and Macedonia. [ Appian.lib. pag. 5 27. 5 3°> W« 533* *S*. 
5 50, & lib. 4. yog . $ ". ] 

But that Syria was appointed by Julius Caefarto Cornificius, we learn fromCiceio 
and tlie fourth day after his murther that Crete was decreed by the Senate to Brutus, 
and AlrieatoCafliut, we have heard formerly out of Plutarch, whereupon in Philip- 
pic. XI. Cicero faith of BrutUS. Neither went he into his ownprovince of Crete, but hafied 
into ^Macedonia which was another s ; and of Calhus he (keyed the Uw of nature, when he 
went into Syria,a»others province indeed of men would ufe written laws, but theft being viola- 
ted \his own by the Uw of nature . Velleius Paterculus confirmed!' that they, both of them, 
(cized upon provinces without any decree of the Senate, or publick authority, [lib. a, 
cap.6i.~\ and of both of them living at Athen> Dio tin's writes, [lib, 47. yag, $39.] 
when rhey heard that Caefar encreafed in ftrengrh. Crete and Bthynia ( lor thither 
were they lent )being neglected, becaufe they thought that thefe provinces would 
ftand chem in fmall Head, they let their mind upon Syria and Macedonia, indeed no- 
thing belonging to them, but that at that time they flourithed both in men and 
mony. 

Dolabella making his joumy through Achafa, Macedonia, and Thrace, came too 
late into Afia,buc in Achaia having both foot and horlc,he met Vetus Aneeftius, who 
having returned from Syria, had dilmilled hit army, (which he had lately ufeda- 
gainft Caccilius Baflus ) wh;n he had rather undergo any danger than to feemto give 
eicher upon compulhon, or wiiirngly any mony to Dolabella. b^w,-^. 47<if*& 344. <*

On the Kalends of November,leiters were brought to Cicero fromOctavian,wheBe- 
in he asketh his advice, whether he had belt come to Rome, with thofe 4000 old 
louldiers, or ihould keepCapax, and (hue ouc Anthoftiin from thence, or fhouldgoto 
the three Legions of Macedonia, which came by the way ot the Adriatick lea, which 
becaufe they would not receive the largcfle that Antonhts offered them, he thought 
he might get chem to himfelf, [Gcero. Jib. 16, ad Attic, epifi. 8, ] Ottavius numbred 
the centuries of Capua,{<7>//?. p.] taking his journy into Samn'um he caihctoCajes, 
and tanicd at Theanum, There wasa wonderful! <*W}««< and confluence of the free 
cities and corporations which came to Rome, with a great band. [ eyifi, 1. ] 

Thengoifig forch tothe common people, already prepared for this purpofe by Ca- 
nutiustheTribuneofthepeople)he renewed the memory of his father in a long ora- 
tion to them, and the brave a&s'that he had done, he fpaUe alio many things modelt- 
ly of himlelf,acculed Antonius, and commended the louldicrsthat followed him j 
becaufe they were ready ro aid the city, and that they had cholen him for that purpofc, 
and that they Ihould by themfelves fignific lo much to multitudes, and being 
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tummended, partly for the goodly equipage he had, and partly for the muitkuJe of 
fouldiers he had with him j he went into Hetruria for toraife more fcnildiers therc^Dw. 
lib»4$'Pag. a 7^.] 

Ac tnis time Marcus Cicero dedicates his three famous books of Offices to his Ton 
M u'cus, having now been a Scholler an whole year to Cratippus, (not now at the nrft 
time lent thither, as Do fignifies in lib. 4? pag. 277- ) lM.t6.Mdf*mib*res 9 ff:ft. it.] 
and there are yet extant the fons letters to Tiro, [lib. i6.adfamihares,cfift.it.] m 



Latin. Iftfefor mj familiar friends andboarders, thofe that Cratippus brought with him from 
Mtyfenty learned men and well approved by him. 

Brutus being brought to this wanr, affociated himfelf ( befides Cicero ) with other 
young men that ftudied at Athens: hefenc H:roftraiu; into Macedonia, to get the 
favour of them that were Captains of the armies ; and when he had rece ved news 
thatlome Roman Ihips laded with money directed their courle from Aha towards 
Athens, and that the Admiral was an honeft man, and his familiar fnend, he went to 
meet him about the Caryfto?, he perlwaded him to deliver the Onps over to him, 
[ Plutarch, in BrutoA ,,„/■■,», .1 • 1-. u l 

Brutus upon his Birth-day made a great Peafr for the Admiral, in which when they 
came to tipling,they began a health to Brutus's victory, and the liberty of the people 
ot Rome: then Bruiustakinga large cup,fpakc aloud this Verle without any evident 
caufe ;

Which exclamation was accounted for an ill omen of his overthrow, when going to 
fight his laft battle at Puilippi, he gave his Cou Jiers the word Apollo, [ Id, ibid. Appian. 
lib 4.p'*gt 668.3 

After this Aniftius bellowed on Brutus of that money he carried into Italy »«w- 
xovw iM&dto-t 500 Myriades : as Plutarch writes in that place. The Latin Interpreter 
rendered it aoooo Seftertiunris, which film Brutus himlelf acknowledges (that Vetus 
Antitius both promoted of his own accord, and gave him of his money, ) in an Ep.ftle 
in which he commends him to Cicero, as Antiftiui was going to Rome to demand 
the Prauorlhip,[/£.^™'w»> '/>'#• H.] Wc read in Cornells N.'posinmeHfeof 
Atticus, that Pompeius Atticus alio fenr a prefent of : an C M. Seft.-rr. when 3rucus was 
call out and left Italy, and in his abfence, commanded that 300 ihould be given him in 

Caffius and Brutus,parting the one from the other in Pirsera, *'« one went into 




Calfiis, having prevented Dolabella, failed into Afu to Trebo.iius the Procotiful : 
and having received money from him, he joyneJ to hi; party many of thole ho; femen 
that were lent before by Dolabella intoSyiia, ( which P. Lentulus brags in hsslcttcis 
to Cicero that he firft delivered over to Caffius, [ /■*. 1*. ad familuu epifi, A 4. ] and 
alfomanvof Alia and Cilicia. He compelled allbTarcondimocm and me Tarlenfes 
to iovne 'in alliance with him, but the Tarienfes did it againft their wills; for th:yfo 
favoured the fitftCxfar, and for his take the later, that imtcad ofTarlus, they called 
their City Ju\iopolus,[/)/o.W»47.p^. 342.I 

Bmtosalfo after he had received from Apuleius wnat forces he then had, and in 
ready money fixtecn thoufand talents, which being collected out of the payments and 
- nbu'fcs of Aha he had received of Trebomus, he came into Boeoca, [ Appian. Lb 4. 
vat 6^withD'on.p^g.^9.] There he gathered uplouldiets, partly of thofe of the 
battle of Phaitalia, he found wandering abouc Thell-diaj partly of thole that came 
with Dolabella from Italy, who either were left there by rcalon of lickncfl:-, or that 
nad run away from their Regiments. Moreover, he took from Cinna 5 00 H jde, 
Which heconduaed to Dolabella into Afia, [Plutarch, & Dio, ut fnpra.] W hither 
S if I a aito I 
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> lfo belongs that of Cicero concerning Brutus, Philippick XJ. He raifednew Legions, 
and entertained the old: be took. *<> himfeif Dolabella^ Horfe, and that before he was defiled 
with the murder (of Trebonius) hut judged him an enemy by hie own fentence onlj- t for if it 
were notfo, how could he take ***J the Horfe from the Conful ? 

Brutus being thus appointed , under colour of f ervice to the Common-wealth, 
and of undertaking a war againft Antonius , without any adoe he feized up- 
on Greece , where there were no fouldiers at all. £ Dio* ut fnpra, wah Livy, 
l<b.u&] 

From hence he goeth to Demetrius, where he got into his power great ftotc of arms 
that were provided by the command of Caefar the Dictator, againft the Parthian 
war, which Were to be carried to Antonius. [ Plutarch & Appian, lib. 3. pag. 

5*7.1 

He came alfo into Macedonia at the fame time, that Caius Antonins, the Confuls 
brother was newly come thither,and <^.Hortenfius,ihe Proconfulof Macedonia, was 
preparing for fvs departure; but he flood nor much upon this, feeing that Hortenfius 
would prelently joyn with him: and Antonius being forbidden (Ca&r now command- 
ing all at Rome) to meddle with any thing that belonged to the chief Magdtrate, 
had no forces. pZ>». tttfupra. with fictro. Philippic. 10.] 

There was a muftermade in Macedonia, by the great care and induftcry of Q^ 
Hortenfiusj the Legion that L. Pifo the Lieutenant of Antonius condu&ed, delivered 
it felfover to Cicero's (on, whom Brutus brought with him from Athene, the Horfe 
which was conduaed in two bridades into Syria, one whereof left him that condi'tted 
them in Theffalia, as it is faid, and went to Brutus : the other Cn. Domitius in Macedo- 
nia withdrew from the Lieutenant of Syria. [Cicero. Philippic. 10.] 

Brutus hearing that Antonius would immediately march tp the forces which 
Gabinius had at Dyrrachium and Apollonia, and defiring to prevent him,fuddenly 
took bis journy through rough wayes>and much fnow, and far out- went them that 
carried his dinner: as he came ncer to Dyrrachium, through the labour and cold, he 
was taken wkh a Bulimia, which difcafe takes them that are Wearied with going in 
the fnow; whole necefficy being underftood, the Souldiers left the guard, and came 
running with meat and drink to him : for which curtefie Brutus, when the Town was 
delivered, lhewed himfelt kind, not onely to them, but for their lake, to 3.1J. [Plutarch.] 
But Q. Vaiimus, who commanded in Jllyriumthat lay near, came trom thence, and 
had fqzed upon Dvrrachium before, having been an adversary to Brutus, throughout 
all the civil war. But being contemned of his Souldiers, byreafonof his fickneffe, 
and they going to Brutus, he opened the gates to him, and delivers up the army to 
him. ^ Die. utfttpra. cum C^ran.Phtlifftck^ 10. Livy,Kb.U%Q 

W ben a way lay both open, and not long,ror Dolabella into 6yna, he brake into 
Afia, another mans Province, in which there was no tufpicionot war, he feuding M. 
OftaviusaSenarour, but poor, with a Legion, wafted the Countries, and vexed their 
Ories.[C''ccra.Pbil,ppick,.ll.] 

But neither Pergamus nor Smyrna would receive him, but they attorded rum a 
rmrket-place without the City, as to one that was Conful : and when he in a paffion 
hadinv3inaflai)ltedSmyrna,Treboniusthe Proconfulof Afw>who fortified Cities, 
for the retreat of Brutus and Caflius, promifed that he would let him into Ephef us, and 
commanded his fouldiers that they fhould immediately follow the Ceniul thither. 
[Appian.lib.$.pag.542.'} 

Afxr this there were familiar conferences with Trebonius, and embracings alfo, 
but faife tokens of great kindneffe in feigned love. [Cicero, Philippick,. uj But yet by 
whic h Trebonius was deceived,fo that he promifed Dolabella all courtefces, as afford- 
ing provifion for his fouldiers, and lived together withour any fear. [*>»«. W.47«

Marcus Antonius the Conful, being returned from Brundufium to Rome, when he 
had commanded the Senate to meet the day before the VIII. Kalends of December; 
and when they neglefted to meet on that day, he deferred it till the 1111. Kalends, 
and then commanded them to meet in the Capitol. [ Cicero, Philippic. ?.] 

In the mean time Antonius his Macedonian Legions, mutined as they were going 
into Gallia Cifalpina ; and contemning the Lieutenant that commanded them, many 
of them revolted to Catfar, [Di^M.tf.pag.ap.] all the Martian Legion, took away 
their colours, and coming to him, tarried at Afia. The fourth Legion alfo in imita- 
tion of that, L. Egnatuleius the Queftor being their Commander, revoked unto Catfar 
alfo. [Id.ibid.Offro 9 Phitippic. 3,4,5, 11,13. with bb, 11**4 fajuUifin.ep. 7. £*7,M7* 
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y e lle>. Patercttl. lib.%>cop. 6 t Jppian. lib. i.pag. 556. ] Caefar having entertained them* 
aavechem money, as to the former, and (o d r: w many to his party : he got alfo all 
Antonius his Elephants, falling upon them by chance as they were driving along,

Antonius as he was going into the Senite in the Capitol on the appointed day, to 
co mpia'u of Gefars attempts in the very entrance of the Court he received n.ws of the 
revolt of the Legions i by which being terrified, hedurft notfpeak a word intheSenate 
concerning Cslar, whenas he had intended to propound it to the Senate, and on : that 
had been Contul brought a fentence written, oy which he would judge Caifar an ene- 
my, [ Octroy Philippic. 3, %.& 13. & Appian,Hb.%. p^.SS*.] And on theveryfamc 
day at evening » there was cafting of lots for the Provinces agamft the nexc year, among 
thefriendsoi Antonius, to that every one might have that Province which was moft 
convenient for him, [Ccero, Philippic. 3.] . 

He pofted out of the City to Alba, to fee if he could bring the fouldiers ot the Mar- 
tian Legion who were quartered there, to obedience by word* as he thought he 
might: but when they (hot at him froni the walls, to the reft of the Legions hefent 
joo pence a man.and with what forces he had about him in warlike atray,he marched 
with themtoTibur,and then to Anminum, in the very entrance of Gallia Cifalpina, 
having wkh him three Macedonian Legions, (for the reft were now come) and one 
of old fouldiers, with the auxiliaries that were wont to follow them, belides thePra:- 
wrians and young fouldiers, [^f"»*.W. 3. Pf^. 55 6 -] . XA . . ,, ,, 

Antonius befiged Decimus Brutus, having fbut him up in Mutina, becaufe he would 
not leave Gallia Cifalpina as being his own Province, [Id.ibid.pag.^ 5*, 558. ] Ciefar 
Oftavius fent aid to him, although he was one of Caelars murderers, yet now doing as 
the time required , [ DiiM.tf.pag. *7 7 . ) Octayius had befides thofe two valiant 
Lrcion*ofMacedoniathatcametohim,andoneofraw fouldiers, two other Legions 
of old fouldiers, who though they were not complear, yet Were filled up with young 
fouldiers; and when the army would have created him Proprzcour, he reruled the 
honour they offered him ; yet he ingaged the mercenaries to nimby a donative, give- 
ing to every man of the two Macedonian Leg ions ( that skirmifhcd before him) 500 
pence a peice more, and promifed fooooo to the conquerours, it there fhould be any 
need of an ingagement indeed, [ Appian. lib. w*g. 5 57. 55 8 . 3 Ciccrofpcakei of them 
in his X Philippic. The old fouldiers that followed the authority of Cafar firfi repreffed the 
attempts of Antonim, afterwards the Martian Legion abated his fury, and the fourth routed' 

'*They at Romecalleda SenateontheXlIIKalcndsof January, when neither of 
the Coiifuls were there, ( for Antonius had tent Dolabella before into Macedonia, and 
he himtelf then fatedoWn before Mutina, ) on which day Cicero by his thud Philippick

OntheKalendsof January, on which Hutius and Panfa began their Confullhip, 
Gcero in his fifchPhiiippick Oration, fpoken in the Senate, pcrtwided to make : war 
upon Antonius, and that honours fhould be decreed to them that dele ided theCom- 
mon-wcalchagainfthim. The next day tlwtc is given to Caefar OStaviamu by tne 
Senate, an cxitaordinary command (as Cicero calls itintheXI Pnthppick) witn 
Confula? ornaments and liaour»,and the enfignesof a P. xtour, and that he (hould to- 
gether with the Confuls aide Decimus Btuci* againft Antonius : and it was added, 
that he OtouM deliver his "opinion amongft the Qaeftonrs and thofe that had been 
Confuls, and that he mould have authority to demand the ConfulQup ten years before 
it was bvtbclaw allowed. The Senate alfo honoured him with his Statue all guilt 
on horleback ; which being fet in the Roftra, declared his age : by an infcription-. and 
by the lame decree k was cnaded that the money that he had given to the fouldiers, 
heftouldaaain tecctteoiK of the publiekTrcafury, (becaufe that although he didic 
as a pEivateperfon, yet it was for the f ervice oi the common- wealth ) and that the do- 
nativethaclie had promifed to give to the two Macedonian Legions after the victory, 
fhouldbe given them inthe name of the commou-wealth : and that to thofe Legions, 
and toother foddiees that were bircdby Cxfar, as foon as the war was endeed, they 
(houldbfiexemptediromgoing to wars any mote; and fhould have lands prelently 
divided unco them, tCscera, Philippic.

Although the dignity of Proprxtoui was granted by the Senate to Gelar Oftavia- 
nw, which he wouid not accept of, being formerly offered him by the army, and that

But whenOttavianus found what things had been decreed, he accepted the honours 
with great joy: and Co much the more,becaufc when he had taken upon him the habit 
and authority of Pratour, as he was Sacrificing the firft day of his office, the livers of 
twelve of the Sacrifices appeared double, or foulded inwards from the loweft fillets, 
and it was anfwered that withiuthe year his command fhould be doubled rbuc he took 
this ill, that Embafladours were lent to Antonius, and that theConluls did not goon 
with the war neither feriouily,r.or picfently under pretext of the winter fcafon, wiiere- 
upon he was compelled to lye idle ail the winter at Forum Corndis« \*Dio, lib, 46. pag. 
l\$,vAth Julius Ob fattens, deprodigiis & Pliny lib. it. cap, 57. ] 

The firft of all Caiars murderers that fullered punifhmcnr, was Caius Trebonius 
who governed Afia by a confular power, being (lain at Smyrna,, by the treachery of 
Dolabella, a man moft ungrateful! towards the merits ol Cacl.ir, and partner in the 
murder of him, by whom he Was advanced to the hcigth of the co hilar dignity, [tie. 
Philippic, 1 x . 1 1. Strabo. lib. 1 4. pag, 6\6 , Velki Patcrcttl, lib, x, cap, 6 9, ^/tpptan, lib, 3 . 
prf£. 542.543. #• lib. 4. pag. 624. Dio.Hb.4j.pag.144.Orcft.Hb. 6. cap, JS.J lor Dola- 
Dcta entring Smyrna by night, took the Proconlul, whoa'ter he had upbraided him 
n words, delivered him to the banifhed man Samiariusywho after he had queftioncd 
wi th him about the publick money tortured him by imprifonings, and fcourgings, and 
by the Strappado, and that for two dales together, afterward- - he commanded him to 
be beheaded,and his head to be carried on a Ipear, and the reft of his body to be drag- 
ged, and tome, and cad into the fea,this is the relation of Cicero in Philippic»XI. much 
10 be preferred before that of Appianus who delivers that this murder was committed 
by the command of Dolabella, when he palled firft into Afia, and was now Conlul. 

Dio writes that he call the head of him that he had killed before the ftatueof Gefar 
Appian relate? that it was commanded to be laid in the Pras:orian chair, in which he 
was wont to minifter juftice,but the fouldiers ( faith he ) and the drudges being angry 
with him at a partner of the confpiracy, and becaiiehe dctcincd Antonius in talk be- 
fore the dooresof thecouct whilll Casfar was killed, they in divers manners abuled the 
other part of his body, as alio making a football of his head in a place that was paved 
with {tone, they fo tore it that no fign of faceappeared. Strabo affirmes, that there 
were many parts of the city of Smyrna that were overthrown by Dulobella. 

Alia being leized upon by Dolabella, P. Lentulus the extraordinary Quarftour, fent 
with all (peed great flore of money and great aides to Caflius, that he m ght ieize up- 
on Syria, he himlelf went into the next province of Macedonia toBrutus, doing his 
endeavour, that by whom he could fooneft, the province of Afia and the tributes 
might be recovered, which he Signifies in two cpiftlc>,one publickly to the Senate.and 
another privately to Cicero himlelf. [lib.

Whcnas now it was not known at Rome, that Caflius had poffcfled himfelf of Syria, 
the war againft Dolabella was altogether committed to thcCbntuls, if the prelent 
bufmefle againft Antonins fhould come to an end, and a charge is alfo given to the 
governoursof the neighbour nanons,'.hat they fhould take heed that the forces of Do- 
labeila were not encreafed, [Dh.M.tf. pag. 344.] and by the Copfuls content the 
government of Afia is continued to P. Lcntuius Spinrher, who now commanded them 
under the title ot Proquxftor and Propmor, as may be feen in his letters to Cicero 
wriiten after the death of Panla and Hiruus (which yet he was ignorant of at 

This decree againft Dolabella being enafted, there were letters brought from An- 
toniusto Hirtius the CodwI, and Caefar the Proprscour, which are related and reluted 
by Cicero in his XIII Philippick.

Caius Anton us was overcome in a battle that was fought by the River Byllis with 
Cicero's ton a Captain of Brutus ; and a little after, his fouldicrs ycilded tip both him, 
and themfelves to Brutus, and Brutus a long time very honourably entertained Anto- 
nius, even fo far, that he did not take from him the enfignes of hisjdagiftracy, [Plu- 
tarchintf.BrutoA 

M. Brum? received three Legions of Illyricum, from Vatinius, whom by a decree of 
the Senate he (ueceeded in the Province of Illyricum ; befides one that he took from 
Antdiiiusin Macedonia, and four ocher, which he himfelf had gathered up ; fo that 
inall,hehad eight Legions, and in them many of C. Casters old (ouliiers. Moreover, 
he had (tore of horlemen, and light-harnelled mcn.anJ archers, and, praifing the Ma- 
cedonians, he exercifed them aker the Italian manner , [ Appian. lib* 4. pag, 
632. 6j3.] . 

As Brutus was thus gathering fouldicrs and money, a certain chanceout of Thracia 
oSereditfelf unt,ohim; Polemocratiathewifeof a certain King, her husband being 
ilain by his enemies* fhe being afraid left fomc hurt fhould come to her (bn,came to 
Brutus, and commended her fon to him, and delivered her husbands treafure to him « 
he committed the lad 10 the Cy ziceoians to be brought up, until he had leifure to re* 
(lore him to his fathers kingdom* inihcleueafuresbefound great ftore of gold and 
filver,whichbecoined,[J*^.p^.<J53.3 ■ ' 

C. Caffius, having leized upon Syria, goeth towaios Judea, became he heard that 
the louldiers that wereleft in Egypt by Cxfai, came thitlier : both tbofe and ihe Jews 
alio without any great trouble he made of his party, [ Pfr.M. 47.^.54 J.] for he 
circumvented in Paleftina Allienus the .Lieutenant, of Dabbclla, as hfc returned from 
Egypt with four Legions, before he was aware of him, and forced him cotakc hi* fid^, 
Allienus not daring to oppofe his four Legions agamft the others eight: and lohe 
was poffcfled of I * Legions in all, more than lie looked for, befides forne Parthian 
horlemen, that were archers ; for he was in great account with that Nation, ever fince 
thctimethathcwasQuicftortoCraffus, and eftcemed by tbem tobcwilerthanthe 
C<ncralhirolelf,t^ff'«.^3.p«X.?7^*^;4.^.«M»«a4.] 

As loon as he had received thelc forces that A. Allcnus had brought out of Egypt, 
he wrote thefc letters to Cicero concerning thele forces, [ lib. 1 1. ad familiar, epifi, 1 1 , 
it.] dated on the !So°« of March, from the Camp at Tarichau in Galilee.

Caflfius exacted from Judca 700 talents of filvcr,(nor of gold,asinsEead in the 45 
Chapter of the JewifliHiftories,iet forth in Arabick, by the Panficns, m the Bible 
of many language 5 .) But Antipater teeing the Common- wealth in trouble, and fear- 
ing Cajffius his threats* appointed two of his fcw? to gather part of the mony,and 
Malidhusa Jew, that Was an enemy of his, to gather another part v .ar>d fomc others 
another part.

Catfar Oftavia'nusiiniujed the war againft Antonius, that was committed noto him, 
in thtcctnonai'iS.[Sueton.inOSavio. coo. mo.] Which war was fo well managed by 
him about Mutina, when as he was but twenty years old ; that DeciaHi* Brutus was 
freed from oeficging, and Antonius was forced to foifake Jtafy by a difhonouiabJe 
flight, and without his baggage. [VeUeu <Paterc»l. lib. 3. cap. dij concerning which 
baitleCccero is to be confuted in his XIV. Philippicks,and Ser.Galba, who was in 
the toittlc,in his letters to him.

At Jcrufalcm, when Antipater feafted at Hyrcanushis houfe, Malichus corrupting 
the Kings Butler, poifoned Antipater, and gathering a t?and of foddiers, fmed upon 
the Government of the City: but Phafaelus and Herod being grievoufly incepted, 
Malichus ftifly denied all things. But Herod had a great mind prefently tojf- 
vengehisiathersdeathjandtoraifcanannyfortharpurpofc j but Phafaelus thought 
ic better to circumvent him with pqlicyi left he fhould feem to be the beginner of a civil 
war : he therefore accepting of his juftifieations, made as though hedid believcvthac 
he wa* not conlcious of bis fathers-death, and let himfclf to furniln the Monument that

Mean while, Herod coming to Samaria, and finding it inadefperate eftate» reftor-» 
ed the fanic, and pacified the diflentions that were among the inhabitants i and not 
long after the fealt of Pcncecoft approaching, he alfo came into the City of Jerufalem 
with fouldkrs : of whom Malichue being afraid, perlwaded Hyrcanus not to tuffer 
him to enter : which thing Hyrcanus did, faying, that amonfi ft the holy people,it was 
not lawful to bring in a mixt multitude of profanemen : But Herod making fmall ac- 
countpithisdertial,emred theCity by night, and mightily terrified Malichui. Where- 
upon, according to his wonted difllmulations, he openly bewailed with tearcs the 
death d Antipater as hisgreat friend : wherefore it was thought meet by Herods 
friends to take no notice of this diffembling, but curwoufly agajn to entertain Mali- 
chus : but Herod by letters certified Caffius of bisfathersdeath ; and he that very well 
knew what convention Malichus was of, wrote back unto Herod, that he might re- 
venge his fathers death, and fecretly alio gave order co the Tribunes that were at 
Tyre, that they thould be aiding to Herod in his fojuft undertakings, \.H^d.cap. 
ip. cfao.] - t • 

In Gallia, the IIII Kalends of June, M. Lcpidus joyned himfelf with M. Antonius. 
[Planers ad Ciceron. lib. i o. ad familiar, epift. 23.] 
D« Lentulus,the Proqueftor ot Ada, and Proprctour extraordinary ,when he Taw that 
Brutus ioreflowed his coming inro Afia, and that Dolabella was departed out of Afu, 
lie thought it beft for him to return as foon as he could ov.t ot Macedonia to his office, 
that he might exaft the tribute that was behind, and gather up the mony that he had 
left there, and fend it to Rome : but in the mean while, as he was fafling about the 
lllands, ic was told him, that the Navy of Dolabella was in Cilicia, (*/. LyciaJ and 
that the Rhodians had many (hips furmthed, and already lane bed : whertote he, wilh 
thofe fhips that he had, or which Patilcus, the ordinary Ptaetour of Afia had provided, 
returned 10 Rhodes, trufting to the Decrte of the Senate , by which Dolabella 
was adjudged an enemy, and to the league that was renewed with the Rhodians ; 
but fo far oft was >t,that the Proqueftors would ftrengthen hi* Navy with their convoy, 
that by the Rhodians, the fouldiers were forbidden to come into the City, or Port, 
or Rode, yea, they were kept from provifion of victuals, yea, water it felf.and very 
hardly themlelves were admitted into the City, with each his cock-boat. But Lentulus 
being brought into their City, and the Senate, could obtain nothing of them : of 
which both in his pubiick letters to the Senate* as in his private toOcero,he 
greatly complained.

Whilft that Lentulus and Patifcus were deteinedat Rhodes, Sex. Marius, and C. 
Titius, the Lieutenant of Dolabella, knowing of their coming, prefently departed 
from the Navy from Cilicia, (*/.,Lycia) a nd fled way in a Gaily ; leaving their fliips of 
burden, tor the gathering together of which, they had fpent much time. There were 
of thefe above an hundred, and the leaft of tbem Were of 2000 Tuns in burden,which 
Dolabella had provided for this purpofe, that if his hopes of Syria and Egypt were 
fiuftratcdjthat he might go aboard them with all hisSouldiers»and all his mony, and 
go directly, into Italy, and joyn himfclf with the two Antonies that were brethren: 
therefore Lentulus and Patifcus coming thither from Rhodes, with the fliips that they 
had, took all thofe fhips of burden, and rcftored them to the right owners.. From 
thence theypurlued the Navy that fled as far as Sida, the utmoft country of the Pro- 
vince of Afia, whither they knew that fome of Dolabella's fleet were fled* and that the 
reft were failed into Syria and Cyprus, (*/. Egypt) whiebbcing fcattercd, when Len- 
tulus heard that Caffius had a very great fleet that was ready prepared in Syria, here- 
turned tc his office.

But Patifcus and Caffius Parmenfis from the fca coaft of the Province of Afia, and 
from all the Iflands they could, got together a fleet : they prefently got Marriners to-

Whenas afterthe taking of Laodicea, the governouts came from every place toge- 
ther, bringingCrownes and prefents to Caffiu; : Herod expefted chat Mahchus (hould 
be here punithed for the murder committed on his father Anupater, but he concei- 
ving a f ufpicion of this thought to make the Phziicians about Tyre to undertake fome 
greater matters ; and becaufe his tonne was kept in that city as an hoftage, he thought 
to fteale him away privately into Judea : and whil ft Caffius was butied in the war 
againft Antonius, to ftir the Nation ot the Jewstorevolt from the Romans, and to 
depofe Hyrcanus, and get the Kingdome for himfelt : but Herod being politick, 
having underftood of the treachery, invites both him and Hyrcanus with their com- 
panion to fupperj at which time he ft nt one of his fervants under colour to provide 
for the banquet, but indeed he lent him to the Tribunes, that they might let upon 
Malichus with their weapons, they mirtdfull of the commands of Caffius, went forth, 
and finding him neer thexity on the fhoar, ran him through and killed him, at which 
Hyrcauus being aftonifhed, fell in a twoune,: and being fcarccly come to himlelt, he 
asked who killed Malichus, and when one of the Tribunes anlwered, that it was done 
by Caffius his command, he faid, truly faffiuthathpreferved me and my country, in killing 
him that was a traitottr to bothy but whether herein, he fpakc as he thought, or through 
fear approved the fa£t, it is uncertain.

In the fame epiftle Cicero fheweth that he received letters from Caffius, dated from 
the camp the None* of March, in which he flgnified that he held Syria, and that he 
prepared for his expedition into Cilicia againft Dolabella, but of the fucccflc or the 
expedition, and of themifchance of Dolabella, as yet there was n6 newest Rome : 
he had written to Cartar of hb returning into favour, as in likeroanner Brutus bad done , 
to the Senate concerning the ftate of affaires. [ Dio. lib. 47. pag. 343. ] for Brutus him- 
felt alfo, in his lettefifent to Cstfar, perf waded him to refift Antonius, and to agree

The Senate being being certified of ihe affairs of Caffius, confirmedunto him the 
govcrarnenrpf Syria, (which he tbcnheldj) and committed to hircareitbe war againft 
Dolabella i (which they knew to have been already ended) £©«»,/;*. 47. P%-Uh 
344.]: Andfo all governments beyond fca are committed to the difpolal of Bfutus 
and Caffius: and there was a command like wife, tius all the Provinces and armies 
from die Ionian tea, to the eaft, who obeyed the Romans, fhoutd be obedieiK to 
thefe two.: and moreover, appointing all things cbaB they had done, and' praifing thofe 
armies thaR bad yielded uutothem,E^^.

O£taviu5,feeiog the attsof the Senate manifeftly to tend to the advantage of the 
Pompeiaa party, and to the detriment of the Casf arums ; and tbiuking it a dilgrace 
to him, that Decimus Brutus, and not he, was chofen General,ic* dIk' wm *gainrt 
Antonius : hiding his difconteut, te demanled a Triumph to the viftocy at 
Mutina : and being flighted by the Scnace, as though he demaoided greater ma^sers 
than wqre fit for his age; and feariug leatt that it Antonius flionld be utterly van- 
quifhed,hefhouldbethemoreflightea\ he begau to have fome thoughts of agreeing 
with him, according to the advice of Panfa, upon his death-bed, [ Appian.lb. 3.

Between thefe three therefore there was a focietyof power, beg^an, by the com- 
merce of letters that pafled between them, and mention of conditions made in them: 
and when Antonius warned Caefar, how gteat enemies the Poropeian^party were to 
him, and to what an height they were come, and hpw Brutus andCaffius were extol' 
led by tae means of CiGero. He declared uuto him, that he would joyrfhjs forces with 
Brutus and Cafllus, who were Commanders of 17 Legions, if he refufcd his alliance. 
He faid moreover, that Caefar ought more to revenge the death of .his father, then he 
the death of his friend: and by the advifc^and intrtaty of the armies, there was an 
affinity made between Antonius and CaHar, the dcuighter in lawof Antonius, being 
betroathed to Cxtar, [Tellci.

Whrn the agreement was made with M. Antonius, M. LepMus , Oetavianus 
lent 4oaSouldierscoRome,iodcmandtheCcHifulsfhip. for him itf< the name of the 
army : and when the Senate made fome doubr, Cornelius a Cenrnrion, the chief, 
man of that meffagc, carting his fouldicrs coat behind: him, and fbewing his (words 
hilt, ftuck not totay openly in the Comt y Tbif/balldait y if youwdnot do it : aud being 
compelled by his Souidiers, went towards Rome wichthero. [Suet**, iuOStavio.cap. 
%6,Jpf>ian.Jtk.3.pag.ftz^Dio.lib.46 m pag.n<>.) , . 

Whileft he was, in hisfoutny, tlie Pi attori placed juards in divers places of the city, 
arid feized upon Jauiculum, with a guard of iouldiecs they had already in the city, and 
with two Legions that had come from Africa. But when he was entred the cityiibc 
Ptxtors came down from Janiculum^and yielded both chemfelves and their fouldicrs 
unto him. The Legions of their own accord delivering their Enfignes. »nto him.

Inthefirftdayof thecbufingof Confuls,as Octevian was taking augury in Mars 
his field, there appeared fix Vultures to him,and there being aeated Confnl r ind f peak- 
ing to the Souidiers out of the Roftra, there appeared again f»x,or as fome ffty,twelve 
Vultures, as there did to Romulus in his Auguries, when he was about to build Rome, 
from whence he conceived hope} that the Monarchy fhould come to him. [Julius

Ai d indeed Dio noted that on the 1 9 day of the month of Auguft, he was both 
;nade Conful the firft time, and that he died the fame day. [lb. 5 6. pag. *9o.\ from 
whence the obfeivation of the overcurious in Tacitus, \_lib.i. Annul, c ap, 9. ') arote : 
that the fame day wm the beginning of his acceptance of. the Empire^ and the loft of his lf fi 
his empire being not ill derived from this firft Conful-fhip, which he extorted from 
the Senate againft their Will, as it is in Tacitus,{_ lib. 1 . AnnaUcap. 10. ] and laid it down 
at hisown pleafure ; although in ditfimulationhe gave thanks to the Senate ; and feig- 
ned that he accounted it a benefit, that thofe things that he extorted by fore:, as if 
they were ofiered to him of their own accord, and the Senator bragged, that they 
had conferred thefe things upon him of their own accord: and this moreover they gave 
to him, whom they vouchfafed not the Conful-fhip, that after his Conful-fhip fhotUd 
be ended, as often as ever he went to the army, he fhould alwaies have preccdency- 
of the Conluls,and they commanded the other arraiesto obey him,whom they threat- 
ned to punifh, becaufe he had gathered forces by hi&oWu pi ivate authority, andthey 
added alfo the Legions of Brutus, for difgrace of whom, and for tht repreffirig of 
whonvoe war againft Antonius was committed to himjinfliortrheaiftodyofthecity 
was given to his charge, and it wasgranted withall,thac he fhoul i have power, even 
without any prctcript form of law,to do whatfoevcr he would, [ Vio.Hb. 46. pag. jsi.] 
this power, that he reteined during his life* he bare 56 whole yeares, fo that, hot with- 
out caulc Brutus thus gave Cicero this admonition> [ in lib, ad Brut urn. epifi, 4.] /nm 
afraidyleaft your Ca far r>illthin\ himfelf gotten fo high by your decrees^ that be mllfiarce 
come down again t if he be once made £onfm, 

Octavianus not being content with the former adoption made by the tefiament of 
Ju]iiisGefar,gotittohecuyftrmcdbya decree of the people, ( which Antonius had 
hindred the year before) in a, ful aflermlyot their wards, and then he took upon him 
by publick authority the nameofC, Julius Caefar O&avianns. [ Appian. lib, %.p*g. 586, 
D.oJib.46.pagt32t.}tz.] 

And prelently after by another law newly preferred he abfolvcd Dolabella, ( of 
whofc death as yet there was no news brought to Rome,) who was by the Se- 
nate adjudged an enemy of the Mate: and appointed proccfte tor the dea^hof Carfar, 
£ Appt'an. ibid.] and that it might be thought, that he did nothing by force, but by 
law,QiiintusPaedius his Colleague in the Conful-0»ip made the law Pardia; which 
decreed that all they, that had any hand in the murther ot Caefar, Ihouldbe banifhed, 
and their goods confiscate, [ Livy lib. 1 2 o. Vellei. Patercul. lib. ». cap. 69, Sueton. in Ne- 
rone. cap. i.'Dio. lib. 46. pag. 3 za. ] he appointed L.Corr.ificius to accufe M. Brutus* 
and M. Agrippa, roaccuie G Caffits : who being abfent were condemned without 
any hearing of their caufe [ Pit*: arch, in M. Brute.] Capito the Eunuch of Velleius 
Paterculus, one oftheScnatoun order, fubferibed to M. Agrippa againft CCaflius, 
[ Vellei. Patercul. ntfttpra, ] 

Decimus Brutus one of the murderers alfo of Caefar, being abfent was aifo condem- 
ned: by the command ofM» Antonius, in rhchoufeof a certain gueft of his, a noble 
man, by name Camelur, was flain by Capenu> a Burgundian a year and an half after 
the death of Carfar, [I-'vyJib. 110. Vellei. Patercul. lib. a. cap. 64. tAppian, lib. }. pag. 
5 &8. Orofjib. 6. cap. 1 8.] whom although Cicero faith that he excelled in this kind of 
veriue,[/>£. H.adfamiliar.epift.%1.'] that he never was afraid y nor ever difturbed, yet 
Seneca declares [ »» epft. k 8. ] that lie betraicd a bafe fear in undergoing death, for the 
removing of which lear»HelviosBl.ifio, a man who alwaies loved him, becaufcthey 
were alwaies(ouldierstogcther T killed himfelf, he looking upon him, animating him 
by his example to endure the taking of his death, £Dh. lib. 46.JMr.325,] Camelius 
fen: the head of dead Brutusto Antonius, who when he had looked upon ir, delivered 
it to h is friends to bury it. [ Appian. ttt fitpra. ] 

He was the next that fuffered punifhment after Trebonius, for the murder of Ccfar, 
whole murderer he was, when as he was the chiefeft of his friends, and he thought it 
fit, to keep thole things that he had received from Czfar, but that Cgfar rfiuft die, who 
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gave them him ; for whtlft Caefar livid he was the Maftcr of the H.^rfc, ah f comman- 
ded the farther Gallia, H; was alfo elected Canful by him, in the year next after the 
Cotifulfhip of Hirtius and Panfa, and Governour alfo ot the hither Gallia, [ Vellei. T.i~ 
terc/tl.&AppU».ntfiipr.] 

At the fametime alfo, MinutiusBafilluSi one of the murderers of Carfar, was killed by 
his own fervants, becaufe in his anger he had guelded fome of them, [ Appian. & Oraf. 
utf*p.\ 

M. .Bhitus, when he had appeafed the army that was like to mutiny by the petfwa- 
fion of C. Antonius, and had left Antonius himfelf ac Apollonia in the cufto^y of one 
C. Clodius, he went into the higher Macedonia with the greateft and ftrongeft p.ut of 
his army, and from thence paffed on into Afia, that having drawn them as far from 
Italy as he could, he might then maintain, them by the help of thofe that were under 
hU authority. Herein Afia he provided himfelf of many Auxiliaries, as alfo of D:jo- 
tarnsj a man that was now very old, and who formerly had den : ed aid to C.CalTius, 
[ D'o.lib. 47. pag. 340,341.] 

M. Antonius, and M. Lepidus, leaving their Lieutenants in Gallia, went 10 Caefar in- 
to Italy With the greateft and belt part of the army, [Dio. Hb.^jag.^.] whofc 
three armies heingmuftred together at Bouonia, an fiagle fitting" upjn the Tent of 
Cxfar, beate two crowes that troubled her to the ground, all the army nurking ir, and 
prefaging, that Come time or other there would a difference arife between the Collea- 
gues, and that Gelar would get the ViStory of them both, [ Id. lib. 47. pag. 3 2 8. Sue- 
ton, in Ottavfa. cap. 9 6,] 

Thefe three,at Conflnences, about Bouonia and Mutina, in a cestiin little Jfland 
that is made by the River Lavinius, had private conference foe three dayes together, 
and fo made peace among!! thernfelyes, that they fhould joyntly order the common- 
wealths affaires for the fpace of fiveyearc, \_L}v. no. Floras , lb. 4. cap. 6. Plu- 
tarch , in Cicerone & Antonio. Appian. lib, 4/ pag, 5 89, 590. Dio. lib. 46. pag 
325,316,] 

Here by a common decree they appointed thefe things: That Gelar fhould deli- 
ver ovci VeConfulfhipto Ventidius for the remainder of the year ; and that a new 
Magiftracy of the Triumviri for the avoiding all civil diflentious fhould be created ; 
and that Lepidus with Antonius and Caefar, ihould beare the office for five years with 
confular power. That the Triumviri ftiould forthwith be annual Magiftrar.es for 
the city for five years. That the Provinces fhould be fo divided, that, Antoniu ; fhould 
have all Gallia, as well Togara on this fide the Alpes, as Comata 0:1 the other fide; 
except the Province of Naibon. That Lepidus fhould have the command of this, 
together with Spain. That Africa, together with Sardinia and S cilia (hould fall to 
Grfarsfharc. And thus was the Roman Empire divided among the Triumviri ; de- 
ferringrhc divifion of the beyond fea Provinces, over which Brums and CjlIIjs com- 
manded. Moreover it wasagrced amongft them dut they Ihould pnt to death their 
cnemies,"and that Lepidus fhould for the following ytai :be ciiofen Conlul in che room 
of Decimus Brutus, and that hefhouldhave the Guard of Rome and all Italy; and 
that Antonius and Caefar fhould carry on the war againft Bi'utns and Caffiu.~, [ Appian. 
ltb.a f .fag.^90.Dio.lb.^6.pag.ii6.2 

On the third day, the Triumviri entrcd Rome, every one apart with n s Prxtorian 
cohort,'arid one Legion. When Publius Titiuuhc Tiibune of the people-, calling an 
aircmblyofthe Wards, made a law for the creating a new Magiftracy, that the Tri- 
umviri For the fetling of the common- wealth might govern for five years fpace with 
confular authority, [Appian. fad. 59M9?« Dio.Lb. 47.^^.328. \ 

M.Ciccro,uponthecomingofthe Triumviri* went out of the city, beingaflurcd, 
which alfocame to paffe,thatne could nomorefcape Antonius, than B.utusand Cxi- 
fius could ef cape Caefar, [ Livius^apudSenecam, in or at. Sttaforia. 7. ] 

M. iEtiiilius Lepidus, M. Antonius, and Gfcfar OAavianus, the V Kalendsof De- 
cember, began the Triumvirate, the fame was to continue to the dayes before the Ka« 
lends of January which were to be fix in number (or of the fix^h year following ) as 
appcareth out of the Colotian Marble, [»'» infer -iption Gnttsri^ pag, CCXGV1 '//.I in 
which time M. Terentius Varro faw Rome rife up with three heads : and from thence 
Suetonius [wOEravio. cap. 8.]and Eutropius,[^.7»l derive the beginning of the Prin- 
cipality ot Caelar Oftavianus; reckoning almoft XII years before the Victory at 
A£tium ? from which they begin his Monarchy, to which there were almoft 3 moncths 
wanting. 

TheVlI Idesof the December of that year* in which CxfarOaayianusfubftiruted 
himfelf and Quintus Pxdius for Conluls in the room of Panfa and Hirtius, Mircus Ct- 
ccrowal killed by fome that were fent from M, Antoniu?, as the Author ot the Dia- 
logue of the caufcs of corrupted eloquence confirms ouc of the writings of Tiro, a freed 
man of Ciceros, afcribed to Corn. Tacitus. This wis the end of his life, who was the

Cleopatra, brought no aid to Caflius, although he demanded Auxdiarics oi her 
wichchreats, [^p/rfw./^. 5.^.675.] ; 

Whilft Brutus was in Ada, GeUius Publicolalaid plots agaiait him, and in Mace- 
donia his brother Marcus lending fome for this purpofe, endeavoured to get Caius 
Antoniusout of his power* wherefore Cains Clodius that was left Antonius his kee^r, 
when he could not keep him (afely,put him to death ,uGng therein hisown authoruy,or 
by Brutus h>> command. It is repoucd,thac when Brutus had a great care tar the iate- 
ty of Antonius,after he underftood of Brums his death, took no more care of him : ve* 
he punilhednocGelliu ; , although convift of Treafon againft him ; for teeing that 
Btuwalwaycs accounted him anwngftibpchiefcft of his friends, and alfo knew that 
Marcus Meffala his brother was very neer allied to Caflius, he let him alone, L V«>.W. 

4 ^ufus S aVfoon as he underftood the endeavour of M.Antonius and the death of Caius 
Antonius, fearing left there fhoyld ariie tome innovation in Macedonia, went in all 
hafte into Europe, [Id. ibid.] , 

The Triumviri at Rome decreed a Temple to Ius and Serapis, £ ibid, pag. 

35 WhcnOaavianushadrcOgned the Coqfulfhip, and his colleague Q. Paedjuswas 
dead, the Triumviri created Conful P. Ventidim ( Bafla ) the Prxtor, with one ^. 
Curtinus ; as mav be underftood from the ipfcription in Gruterus,pag. CCXCVH, out 
of the CoLitian marble i and delivered the Praetor lb ip to one that was jEJile,and 
afterwatd.dcpnvedalithe P ff _p[ their magiftracy which officejhey .were to 




was a young man very bafely, by providing mules and coaches for the Magnates 
that were to go into the Provinces : whereupon thefe Verfes were commonly written 
thorough all the wayes of the ftrects.

Triumphed ; L.Muna- 
tius Plancus for Gallia, I II I Kalends of January, and M. Emdius Lewdus the Triumvir 
for Spain,the day before the Kalends of January ; as appeared out of the Marble : Re- 
cords of Triumphs, [ininferpt. Gruter. pag. CCXCTJI.} Vid. Vellei. Patercul. lib. a. 
cap.67. Appian.hb. 4. pag.^07. . . 

In the fourth Julian year, there was a day in hbruary falfly interested; feeuig 
that from the February oi the firft Julian year until that time, there had palled but the 
f pace of three years onely: which errour had continued unto the 3 7 Julian year; tor 
whereas they ought to intercalate one day, which is made of tour quarters, every 
fourth year beingended before the fifth fhould begin; the Pnefts did not intercalate 
ii the fourth year beingended, but beginning ; and fo the year that was rightly order- 
ed by Julius Gefar, by their negligence was difturbed and difordered, [SnetM. >» Qtta- 
vio. cap. 3 j. Macr0biuslib.SAturnal.eap.i4. fin.'] . . 

M. Brutus, having letled all things in Macedonia, went back again into Ma, L »*. 
Hb. 47.w,34i.] and having carried a great army thither, he provided a Heet m 
Bithynafand at Cyzicura: he went by land and fetled all the ones, and 
heaThe complaints of the Governours. [ JWrt, m **.-l He fer Apulc-us 
that fled to him from the proicription of tbcTrwmvin, over Bythwia, L4ff / *»- 
Lb. 4. pag. 616. ] The 
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The Epiftles of Brutus, which he wrote in a Laconickftiletethemof Alia, are 
extant: which Aldus fet forth in Greek, and Ranucius Florentius tranllated and tet 
forth in Latine, Plutarch recites three of them in his Life : The firft whereof to the 
Pcrgamenian", is to be feen in the beginning of the Collection already published* ano- 
ther to the Rhodians lhall here following be exhibited by us ; the third and lhorteft of 
all,infcribedin thepublifhed Greek Copie to the Bychinians,in the Latin Copy of 
Ranutiiis to the Galatians : and in Plutarch to the Samians, is after this manner,

Caflius intended to go into Egypt, having heard that Cleopatra was gone with a 
great navy to Caelar and Antonius, fuppofing that by this means he might both hinder 
and punifh-; and alfo defiring to prevent her, being afflitred with famine, and 
aimoft without any forraign aide, by reafon of the fudden departure of Allie- 
nus, with four Roman Legions. \_*sippian. Lb. 4. pag. 625. cam lib. 5. pag r 
675.3 

He hoping that he fhould have a fit occafion for this enterprize, Brutus recalled 
him into Syria, by meffenger after meflenger. I Id, ibid. Plutarch in At.Bruto.] And 
being thus withdrawn from the hopes he had in Egypt, he fent again light Horfe 
men, and not without bribes to the King of the Parthuns, and fent Lieutenants 
alfo with tbeimto demand greater aides. \_*Appian. Hb.4,pag.6z$.2 

Caflius, leaving his brothers fon in Syria with one Legion, tent his Horfe men be- 
fore him into Cappadocia; who fuddenly fet upon Ariobarzanes, who took away 
great ftore of mony , and other provifion. But Cafliui returning from Syria, took pity 
on the Tarfenles, moft miferably opprefled , and quitted them from paying any 
tributes for the future# lid. ibid. pag. 626.] And his affairs being thus fetled 
in Syria and Cilicia , he went into Afia to Brutus. £ Dion, lib. 47. pag. 
J45- fi»' ] 

Alter Caflius was gone out of Syria, there arofe a (edition at Jernfalcm, for Fxlix, 
who was left there (by Caflius) with fouldiers, in revenge of Malichus his death, fet 
upon Phafaelus, and the people took up arms. Herod was there with Fabius, the Go- 
vernour of Damafcus ; and having a mind to help hi* brother, was hundred by fick- 
nelle. Notwithftanding, Phafaelus getting the better of Phaclix, firft forced him into 
the Town, and agreeing upon quarter, fufiered him to go out • but he was very angry 
with Hyrcanns,that after the receipt of to many benefits from him, he did favour 
Falix, and fuffetcd the brother of Malichus to feize upon fome Caftles 1 for he held 
many, and amongtt the reft MaiTada, a moft ftrong piece. [ Jofeph f lib. 1 . hdl. cap t 1 o. 
lib.14.jiHt1ejuit.cap.10.') 

Brutus and Caflius were very joyful and confident at the meeting together at Smyrna, 
in confideration of both their forces there prefent : for when as they went out of Italy, 
poor, and without arm?, inmanner of moft abje£t exiles, who had not fo much as one 
fliip rigged, not one Souldier, nor one Town to friend : m a little time they met toge- 
ther with a fkct> and were furnifhed with Horfe and Foot, and mony to pay them, 
fit to fight for the Roman Empire. Caflius defired to have the fame honour with 
Brutus, and to give him the like, but commonly Brutus prevented him, coming often 
unto him, becaufe he was the elder, and of a body fo fie to endure labour as he was 
[ Plutarch in M. Brute."} 

Here both of them ordered their councels for the war they were to undertake 
againft the Triumviri. [Livj^ib. 122.] and truly Brutus opinion was to go into Ma- 
cedonia, with their joynt forces, and to put all upon a general battle; tor now the 
enemy had 40 Legions, of which eight were tranlported over tea to Iconium. On the 
contrary, Caflius thought the forces of the enemy were contemptible, and that they 
would want provifion lor fo great a multitude : the beft way was to quell the favourers 
of thcadver fe faciion,as the Rhodians and Lycians,who were ftrong at fea, lead whilft 
they were fetttng upon the enemy, they fliould come upon them behind them ; and 
this opinion prevailed, [Appian. lib. $.pag, 6*6.] for they heard fay that the Triumviri 
were bulie about fetling their affairs at Rome, and chey fuppofed they fhould have 
work enough, Sextus Pompeius keeping the rode againft them in Sicily, that was fo 
near. \lHo,lib.^,pag.^6^ 

Moreover, then at Smyrna,Brutui defired that he nvght have part of the mony, 
of which Caifnis had great ftore : for he declared that he had fpent all that he had in 
providing of a fleer, by which they might have the whole inland fea with their com- 
mand. But yet Caflius his friends were againft his giving him any ; denying it was 
juit,ihar,thacwehad faved through parfimony, and had gotten together with ill 
will, fhould be (pent in bribing the Souldiers; yet he bellowed a third part 
of all things upon him j and fo both of them went to their own charge, 
I Plutarchy] 
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W hen they, cither going about rhemfelves, or fending their Lieutenants, drew to 
their finV, thofe that were not of the fame opinion with them, and got together both 
men and money, they doing this* all thole that lived in thole parts, and lormerlywere 
not lo much as [p jken to,pivfently cams in to them; only Ariobarzanes, and the Rho- 
dans and Lycians, although they did not rcfift them, yet denied toe net into fociety 
with them,thcle Brutus and Cafliushadin lulpicion, as though they favoured the ad- 
veifc party, becaule they had received fo many favours from the former C star; and 
tearing lealt in their abfeucc they fhould raile torn: ftir> and incite the reft not ro'k-xp 
their promile, they determined rirltofall to let upon them: hoping chat they, to whom, 
they were (uperiour in power, and on whom they would beftow favours, would 
eafily be brought euher by pcrfwafion, or force, into amity with them. [ Dio. 
ntfttpra. ] 

As foon as Herod was recovered, be went againft the brother of Malic hu<i, and 
took from him all the Catties that he had (eized upon, and himfelf aifo in Maflada, 
whom he let go free upon compoinion, he alfo recovered three Catties that were fci- 
zedupon by Malion, the Tyrant of the Tyrians in Galilee, but gave quarter to all 
thegarrifonfouldiersof. the Tyrians ; and font forne of them home well rewarded* 
by this meancs getting himfelf the love of the city, and hatted of the Tyrant. [ jofiph. 
lib. i. belli, cap. \o. lib. 14. s/imiquit. cap. lo.-ai.] 

The Tarfenlcs, who had refuted Caflius, were comm:ndcd by the Triumviri ; 
and hopes given them that they fhould receive lomsthing, ior the loffcs they had lu- 
ftained, of them alio Cleopatra obrcined, in relpsftof the aid (he had fent to Dola- 
bella,thatherlon,bynamePcolomacu-,whom(hefaidfhchadby Caelar, and there- 
fore called Ca?iarion,fhor.ld be called King of Egypt. [Dio,lib, 47. pag, 345.] 

Brutus demanded men and money of the Lycians, buc bccai 1c Naucratcs,~an Ota- 
tour ( fif-wi®- ) had compelled the cities to a revolt ; and they had leated ihcm- 
(elves upon fome hillocks to keep Brutus from palling ever ; fit ft he lent hishorfe a- 
gainft thcm,asthcy were at dinner, by whom there were 600 put to death, afterwards 
ta king fome Caftles, and fmallcr Townes, he let them all go free without ranlbmc, 
that he might get the favour of the nation, but they being rcfuftory, and dilconten- 
ted for the loffes they had received, defpiled his clemency and good will. (. Plutarch. 

in Brute, ~| 

Brutus overcame in battle the common army of the whole nation of the Lvcians, 
and poflefled the r camp alio, entring it whii them that fl-d ; and had many cities 
yeilded unto him. L Dio. (ib. 47, pag. 347 . 3 

Then he beficged the moft warlike ql them, having forced them within the walls 
ofXanthum IPhtarch,] they having levelled their walls to the intent thatBruitfs 
fhould have neither retreat nor materials, and having well fortified their city, dravc 
the enemy from the fortifications, havwgalfo a ditch of fiiiyfoot deep, and broad ac- 
cording to the proportion of the depth, lb that (landing upon the banck they could ule 
their darts and arrowes, as if they had been divided by an uufordable river, whilft 
Brutus endeavoured to get over the ditchjhc covered his pioneers w th hurdles; and 
dividing his army in two for to follow the affable by night, and by day; he brought 
his materials from far, (a? it is dually done when the bufmeflc goeth on heartily,) 
(till urging them on to haften the work, doing whatfoevcr was to be done with great 
earneffnelle and labour : wherefore although at the flrft he thought, he fhould do no 
good by realonof the ftrongrefiftanccofthe enemy, or at leaft (hould not overcome 
them in many months,yet ncvcrthelefle he finifhed his bufinefle within few daies, for 
he aflauhed the beficged a far off partly with engines, and neer the gate partly with 
his cohorts, which he continually changed, they being alwaies wearied with frclh men, 
and Wounded likewifeyctftood.it out maniully,aslong as the fortifications held, but 
they falling,and the Towns being battered with the engines ; Bru:us perceiving what 
would come to pafle, commanded them that beficged the gate to retreat, which the 
Xanthian luppofing had been done through negligence of the guard, made a tally o ut 
by night with torches upon the engines ; but the Roman cohorts halting thither as 
it was agreed, they prefenrly fled back to the gate ; which they that kept it had now 
fhur, lead the enemy fhould break in with them that fled, where was a great (laughter 
made 01 them that were (hue out. £ Appian, lb. 4. pag. tf }3. 634. ] 

A river ran by the city, this fome pafled under water and fled, but they were taken 
again in nets rhac were let down into the depth, crofle the channell ; and had bels that 
hung at the tupot them which gave notice when any one was intangled. ['Plntarch, 

in Brutt- J 

Tht Aiinthiansfallyedout again about noon, and beating back the guards burnt 
all the Engines; and feeing that the gate flood open for the fbrefaid occafion aooo. 
Re mans rulhed in together with the ToWn(mcn,aud others alfo entring in pell mel, 
the Portcullis tell upon there, either by the Xanthians mean*, or by the breakingof the 
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ropes, by which it was letdown ; therefore as many Romans as had broke in, were 
either beaten down,orfluicin, feeing they could not draw it up again without rope.; : 
and heing aflaulted from above by the Xanthians, they very hardly at length got into 
the market-place which was nigh, and there they were grievoufly iniefted by the 
Archers; and feeing they had neither bows nor darts, for tear they fhould be invi- 
roned, they fled into the Temple of Sarpedon. In the mean tiftie the Romans that 
were without, were very folicitous for them that were intercepted. Brutus alfo run- 
ning up and down, Iryed all chings in all places ; and feeing they could noc break open 
the Portcullis, and they had loft their ladoersand wooden Towns by the fire, yet 
lome prefendy made ladders , others brought props to the walis, and ufed them 
lor ladders j fome faftning hooks to withs, call them upon the walls, and as 
oUen as any (look faft, they crept up by them. [ Appian, lib. ut fttpra. pag. 

The Oenandenfes, their neighbours and enemies and therefore at tii3t time the 
Allies oi Brutus, climed up the fteep rocks, whom t he Romans prefently imitated with 
preat earncftneffe, and many fell down, their feet failing ihem; yet fome got over 
the wall, and opened a little gate, before which was a fortification of fharp itakes fet 
thickly; by the help of the(e,the moft daring got up, and now being increafed in num 
bcr,thcy went to break the gate open, which had no bars to ftrengthen ic ; others alfo 
endeavoured to do the fame on the other fide : and feeing that the Xanthians fee upon 
them that were fled into the Temple of Sarpedon, they that both within and Without 
were breaking open the gate, brake it with fuch furious noife , that they rulhcd 
in, in one company , even as the Sun was letting, and gave a great fhoute , 
that this might be a token to them that were fhut in. C ^'d. pag. 6^4, 

1 he Romans rufhing into the : Cities, fet fome houles on fire, the fire firft terrified 
them, before whofe eyes thefe things were done: and to them that Were farther off, 
gave an occafion to think that the City was taken, therefore the neighbours of their 
own accord, fet their own houfeson fire, but the greater part killed one the other. 
[ "Dio, lib. q.pag. 347-3 f° r retiring within their own private houfes, they kiled every 
one that was dear to them ; they willingly offered their throats to be cur. There be- 
ing a lamentable cty made at that time, Brutus thought the f ouldiers were facking the 
City, Which he forbad by publick Cryers : but when he was better informed, pitying 
the gche:ousdifpo(ition of thefe men, born to iibeny,hc by medengers invired them to 
peace : whom they beat back with theis darts j and having firlt killed all that belonged 
to them, and laid them on funeral piles, afcer they had put fire to them, they cut 
their own throats. Thus Appian, [ut Jupra. pag, 635.] But Plutarch after this 
manner. 

Brutus being afraid leaft the City fhould be fpoiled, commanded the (ouldiers, that 
they fhould quench the fire, and to help the City ; but a great and incredible defpe- 
ration fuddenly feized on the Lycians> which you may well compare to a defire of 
death : for borh free men and fervancs, both old and young, with women and chil- 
dren, afiailcd the enemy from the wall, that came to quench the fire. The Xanthi- 
ans themlelvcs brought reeds, and all com buftible matter to fet the City on a flame; 
and having let fire to it, ufed all the mean* they could to encreate it. After all the 
City was on a light fire, Brutus being grieved ior this, went about the City to help it, 
and ftretching forth his hands to the Xanthians intreared them to fpare the City, and 
to preferve it : but none obeyed him, yea,tbey themlelvcs deftroyed thcmfelves by all 
manner of wayes ; not onely men and women, but Utile children alfo, with great cry- 
ingsandhowlings threw themielves into the flre> and fome headlong from the wall, 
tome offered their naked throats, to the naked fwords of their fathers, defiring them 
to kill them. The City being thu* conlumcd, there was one woman fcen hanging by 
a rope, which had ber dead child banging at her neck, and with a firy torch, with 
which (he let her houfe on fire; which light appeared fo tragical, that Brutus could 
not endure to behold it, but when it was told him, tell a weeping, and pronounced 
a reward to the Souldiets, Whoever had laved a Lycian. They reckon but an hundred 
and fifty, which would take quarter. Thus Plutarch. 

Appian writes that Brutus got but feme flave-, btic of free-born, fcarce CL. women, 
and thole wanted huf bands to kill them; and he adds that Brutus (aved all the Temples 
be could pofh>ly.fr<«g> 655.] 

Brutus from thence went to Patara, a City which might feem to be the Dock of the 
Xanthians, where their (hips were laid up,and denounced unto them that tbey fhould 
yield unto him, or cxpc£t luch a definition as the Xanthians had ; but the citizens 
yielded not to the peace that was offered unto thern ; for the fcrvants having newly 
gotten the liberty, and the freemen that were poor having newly all their debts can- 
celled, refitted the pacification. Therefore Brutus lent the Xanthians thac he had taken 
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captive unto them, becaule they were akin to each other* who by feeing the ; r mifer- 
able condition, fhould exhort them to change their putpoles; who feeing they were 
never ihe more altered fiom their ttiffnefie, although he had granted as a giit to every 
one hi; kindred, he permuted them the reft of the day foe confutation, and to wich- 
drcwhimfelf ; but yet he the next morning brought his Force* thither again, I Appian, 
ibid. <Dio. lb. tf.pag. 347. ] and fetting up a cage in a fafe place under the wall, he fold 
the chicfof the Xanthians, bringing them out one by one, if by chance this might 
move the Patarenfes ; buc when they would not yeild for all this, having fold a few of 
them, he let the reft go free, [ Dio. ibid. ] 

W hen alio he had taken captive the Women of Patara, he let them alfo go free 
without any ranlom, who having told their husbands and fathers who were of the 
chief men, that Brutus was a moftmodeft and juft man, they perfwaded them, that 
they mould yeild > and deliver up the Town to him, [Plutarch.] and heentringthe 
Town, neither put any to death, ncr banifhed any one: but yet commanded all the 
publick gold and filver to be brought to him; he exacted alfo every ones particular 
treafure, propounding a punifhmenc to them that denied it,and a reward to them that 
brought it forth, [ Appian, pag. 63d.] 

Here a fervant betrayed fome gold that was hid by his Matter* and ihewedittoa 
Centurion that was fent for that purpote j and when they were all brought forth, 
the Matter was filent ; but his mother, that fhc might fave her fon> followed crying, 
that fhe bad hid the money : the Servant unasked, faid that (he lyed, and that the 
other hid the money : But Brutu? having commended the young mans patience, and 
the mothers piety, difmiflcd them both with the gold, but hung up the fervant, who 
againft all equity betrayed his Matter, [ Id. ibid, ] 

At the fame time alio* Lentulus was fair to Andiiaca, which was the dock of the 
Myrenfes, and having broken the chaine with which the mouth of the Haven was 
barred, he went to the Praetor of the Myrenfes; whom when Brutus had difmiffed, 
the Myrenfes ycilded, and paid the money impoledupon them, [Appian, &Dio,ut 
fupr. ] And after the fame manner, all the whole Nation of the Lycians was reduced; 
and fending Embafladours to Brutus, promifed they would fend both men and money 
to their power, whom they had found fo bountiful and indulgent beyond all expecta- 
tion. For fending home all the free-borne of the Xanthians, he impof ed upon the Ly- 
cians onely, an 150 talents, neither uted he towards them any other voilence, [Plu- 
tarch, Appian. D io. ] 

And thus Brutus conquered the Lycians, [Vdlei, Pater cul, lib. i.cap.jo,) amongft 
whofe Epiftles this is reported to be one, to the Rhodians. We have extreamly punifhed 
the Xanthians, when they revolted from us ; for putting them to death even to the little ones, we 
deflrojed the city with fire andjword. To the Patarenfes who were faithful to us, we have re- 
leafed their tributes, and granted them their freedom, and to live after their own laws : and we 
have given them 50 talents towards the rebuilding of thofe things that were demolished. Xou 
havelibetty to provide for your felves,a»d to fee, whether you will be accounted enemies as the 
Xanthians, or friends as the Tatarenfes, But in Plutarch this Epiftle is much morecon- 
cife ; thus, ihe Xanthians contemning our bounty 1 have made their country the Sepulchre 
of their defparation, "the Patarenfes who have fubmiited unto me, want not their liberty in go- 
verning their common-weneth ; therefore tt is in jour power, either to chufe the opinion of the 
Patarenfes, or the fortune of the Xanthians. 

The Rhodian Noble men feared to contend with the Romans, but the common 
people were in high conceit of themfelves, being mindful of the ancient Victories they 
had of other manner of men. [ Appian. lib. +.pag. 627. ] Tbey trufted fo much to their 
skill in Navigation, that they went firft to Caflius into the Continent, and fhewed to 
him the fetters that they had brought, as if they would take many of their enemies 
alive. [Dw.lib. 47. pag. 346.] 

Cafliusjbecautc he had to do with them that were skilful at fea, exercifed at Myodus 
his fhipsthat he had rigged and furniflaed with fouldiers. Thither the Rhodians (ent 
Embafladours to him,who fhould intreat him, that neither he would contemn Rhodes 
who had alwayes revenged the injuries done to her, neither the league that was be- 
tween the Romans and the Rhodians , by which it is provided in plain terms, that 
neither people fhould make war on the other. They fent alfo Archelaus Erobafla- 
donr unto him, who had formerly been his Matter at Rhodes for the Greek tongue, to 
demand this of him with more fubmiifion ; to whom Caflius gave anlwer, That the 
leagre was firft broken by die Rhodians, and that he would punifh them for it, if they 
ycilded not prefently, [ Appian. pag, 626, 627. 630. ] 

This ant wer more terrified the wifer citizens ; but the people were more moved with 
the Orationsof Alexander and Mna(eas,putting theminmind,with how much greater 
a Navy Mitbridates had inroded Rhodes, and before him Denaetrius,t wo moft potent 
Kings. Whereupon they created Alexander, Piytanis, which is a Magiftrate among 
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them of very great power, and made Mnafcas Admiral, [pag. 6 y 628.] 

Alexander and Mnafeas, the Commanders of the Rhodians, with 33 . choice Ihips, 
faile to Myndus, that by thisdaring,ihey might put Caflius in fear ; and it might by 
chance be fome colour of hope, teeing that having overtaken Mithndatcs near this 
Town, they law an happy end to that war. After they had fhewed their skill ui 
tayling , they went to Cmdus the firft day. The nexc day Caflius his louldieis 
looted tremfhore againft them that came from tea-ward. {jp*g. 627* 6 l°] 

H.re was a fharp fight between them, the Rhodians with their nimble Unpawnning 
hither arid t hither, fometimes ran through the enemies rancks,(omstimes about them j 
on the contrary the Romans trufiing to their great fhips, as often as they laid no«d 
on any ihip with their iion hooks, by being too ftrong for them they preva-lod, as in a 
fight at land : but becaule Caflius bad the greater number of fhips, the Rhodians could 
not long dally with their enemies, through their fwiftneffc and ufual artifices : tor 
whereas theyfet up them only in front, and then retreated, it did than litdcgood, 
their enemies ftill keeping themfclvcsclofe together. Tftcftrokes alfo of ch^u* beaks 
were of noftrength againft the heavy fhips of the Romans: onthe other fide, the 
Roman fhips beattholf light with a dwe£fc aflaukyintil three Rhodian fhips were taken, 
with all the fouldiers in them, twobeing broken, funck, the reft very much fhattcrcd,

Dion pag- 346.] Which fight Caflius beheld from a Mountain; and immediately 
after he had repaired bis fleer, he went to Loryma, a Caftle oi the Rhodians on the 
other fideof the Continent : from whence he conveyed over his land forces m Uups 
of burden, under the condu£t of Faniusand Lentulus ; hehimfclf With So long fhips 
furnifhed, to fttikc aterrour into the Rhodians, both by fea and land,, retted himlelt, 
expecting if by chance the. enemy would leave his fiercenefk. [ *App>*n. f'g. 

3 But they boldly met him again, whom Caflius by the help of Sratius (Murcus) 
overcame, conquering their skill by the greatneffe and number of ha Ihips : and 
then having loft two Ihips , they arc beficged on every fide. r_ Id. ibid. v.on. 

^Immediately all the walls arc filled with Souldiers; who might keep Fanius from 
alTaultins them by land, and Caflius with his Navy by fea, not unprovided tor invading 
the walls: for Cafiuischinkiug that form fuch thing would happen,did bring with him 
Towns that were folded up, which were there let up. Thus Rhodes, tw>cc beaten by 
lea, was now aflaulted both by fea and land, unprovided, as in a thing they looked not 
fouiofulteinanaaault; by which it appeared, it would infhort time come into the 
power of the enemies, being overcome either by arms odamine : and this was known 
to the wifer of the Rhodians, there having patted fecret conference between them, 
and Fanius and Lentulus .• and feeing that Caffius was fuddenly come into toe nuddctl 
of the City with hi<choiceftfouldiery,it is believed that fome Idler portals were open- 
ed to him by Citizens that privately favoured him, leaft the City fhould be mifcrably

There he difpoilcd the Rhodians both of their fhips and mony ; he fcrapsd together 
all the gold that belonged either to the Temples orTvcaiuiy, yea, ,hc took away all 
thinasthat were dedicated to the godsexcept the Chariot of the Sun. \ldtbtd. V,o. 
vaa. \ A 6,\ Neither was he content w thalhhat,but he took privaiclyfrom the owner, 
what gold 1 01 filver foevcr he had: denouncing a punifhmeni by a Oyer, it any one 
bid it,and propounding a reward lothcrn that told of it, to w»r, a tenth parr, and to 
the Have* libew. At Ihe firft fome concealed their mony, hoping that ins threats 
wouldgonortmhcrth a nword S :Diitafterthcyiaw that lewardswcrcgiyentodffco- 
verers, they defired that the time prefixed might be prolonged : wnich being granted, 
fome digged upibatchey liad hid in theeanh ; others drew their mony out of wells, 
andfomi again brought more than they hid before. L.^P^jp-J^M M 
whenastimshehadexoited from private men 8oco talents, and publickly had hi^ed 
theCity in $00 mote. lPl»tarchm M. «rw».] Belch to she Rhoduns remaining no- 
thins but their life. rOw/. A*. 6.eaf.i2.] 

This thtrefore Catfus by a fhaip and moft profperous war,took Rbod«» » "»«« 
of huge con£e<jJcnce,L«*/. FuttraU.tHt. i*cap. 7 o.] who rejoyemg at bisludde ^ ^"* 
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coming it and the great ftore of money, left L. Varus ac Rhodes with a Garrifon,!^/'- 
j>/*».pAg.6?a.] Alter thi she put to death Ariobamnes whom he had taken, [0/*. 
P*g. 34 6 .j£«- ] and commanded a tribute of ten years from all the Provinces of Alia, 
which he exacted without any abatement [ Appian. 632,] 

Then it was told Caffius, that Cleopatra was failing towards Gcfar andAnronms 
with an huge Navy, and great preparation ; (be having aiwayes ex fore followed that 
fide, for the love (he bare to the former Caefar ; buc then far more eagerly for the fear 
Ihe had of Calfius : for the invafion of whom, Caflius lent into Peloponefus, Murcus to- 
gether with one Legion and tome Archers in 60 covered (hips, to keep the road about 
the Promontary of Tenarus ; but Cleopatra contemning Caflius and Murcus his 
guard, fee fail towards the Ionian Sea: but her Fleet was grievoufly troubled with a 
tempeft on the coaft of Africa, and the tokens of her Ihipwrack were brought by trie 
waves even into the country of L.iconia, and Cleopatra her felt fell into a fickueiTc, 
and fo returned home, £ lAppian. lb. 4. pag. 63a, 636, cum lib. 5.p*g. 97 5. j 

Among Brutu/s Epiitles, there is one concerning the Victories of him and Caflius, 
as it Were lent to the Coans. %hodes truly now obeys faffi 1 * 1 * a c,t ) ra *her bold } than 
firongby her own ftrcngtb . All Ly cia is now at our command, partly conquered in war , and 
partly for fear of fufermg extremities : which choice truly was for their profit; for willingly 
they chofe that, which they mufi have done in a little time after : fchufe you therefore whether 
you had rather ferve being forced thereto by hw, or rather to be called our friends by recei- 
ving ttf. 

Brutus being returned from Lycia into Ionium, he did many memorable workes, 
both in honouring them that deferved well, and in punifhing others according to their 
demerit? and amongft others , Theodorus the Rhetorician, by whofe perfwafion 
( as he himfelf bragged ) Pomp:y the Great was killed , finding wandering in 
Alia, lie put to death , with all manner of torments, [ 'Plutarch , in Brute, & 
Pompeio. ] 

Btucus lent for Caflius to corns to Sardes,and as he was coming near there, he went 
to meet him W'th his friends : the whole Couldiery being ready in their arms, falutcd 
them both Generals •• as it is wonc tobe in great matters beewcen two who have many 
Captains and Friends, that mutual fulpicbn and acculations will arife between them. 
The fiift thing they did, they two alone went into a private room, and (hutting the 
doors tothem, and all men bid w thdraw, they began amongft thcmfelves firft toex- 
pofiulate, then to argue, and accufe each other.: then falling into fear, and to a more 
free and vehement chiding, their friends wondering at the fharpnefie of this wrath and 
contention, feared to what iflue this would come, [Id/mBruto,] but all thele lufpici- 
ons, (which each had conceived againft other thorough other mens falfe accufation>,) 
they wifely at length tookaWay, [Dio.lib. tf.pag. 347- ] 

M. Favonius was th^n there, (of whom Cicero makes mention of as a familiar friend 
to Brutus, lib. 1 1 . ad Acticum, cpilt. 1 1 . ) an imitatour a long while of M. Cato, who 
was a Philofopner, not fo much thorough rcafon,as by fome paflionate and mad mo- 
tion ; and placed it amongft the leaft matters ro be Conful of Rome : and with a. Cy- 
nical ki'd ot harlh language which he tiled, he aleviatcd the tedium his importunity 
brought upon many. He then violently thrufting away the porters who forbad him 
entrance, went into the room where Brutus and Caflius had private conference, with 
a mimick voyce, pronouncing thofe Verfes that Homer faith Neftor ufed,

and thole that follow. This made Caflius laugh, but Brutus thtuft him out j calling 
him cLTthUupa. and 4*y<M*«"' a , unlearned dog y and adulterous dog ; After this difference 
was ended, Caflius provided a fupper, and Brutus invited his friends thither. As they 
were going to fit down, Favonius came very trim : Btutus protefting that he came un- 
{cnttoi-,and biddinghimbegone j but he thrufting in, placed himfelf ac the upper 
end of the Table between them! and there was ac the Feaft both mirth and good 
difcourfe, [Id. ibid.] 

The next day Brutus condemned in pwblick judgement, and with a note of infamy, 
L. Pellius, one that had been Praetor, and whofe help he had ufed,bcing accufed of bri- 
bery by the Sardians : which deeddid not a little touch Caflius, who a few dayes be- 
fore, onely chaftifed privately two that were found guilty of the lame faulr,and abfol- 
vingthcmpubhckly, ftill made ufe of them. Whereupon he accufed Brutus as coo 
rigidly keeping the laws, andtoojuft, at Inch atime as he fliould do but civilly and 
with humanity : he admomlhed him again that he fhould remember the Ides of 
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March, on which they had killed Carfar, who had not (o much vexed ail men, as a 
mtroneof them that did it. [Id. ibid;] . _,....- 

P Stems the younger, the fan of Titus Labienus, (C*fars Lieutenant in Galha.bcng 
fcn cb y Caffiu 8 andBr 8 utustodemandaidof Orodes, the King of the Parthians, te- 
rn ined there a long time with him, without any notice being taken of him, both be 
can the King had no mind to help them, and alio becaufe he durft- not deny them.

Brums, having delivered Caflius his Corps to his friends, caufed it to be pri- 
vately buried at Tnafus , leaft the army, by the fight ot his frneral , flionld be 
provoked to mourning, and be deje£bd. [Plutarch. inBruto. Appian.pag. 655. Do. 
?<*£•? 54.] Caflius died the very day he was born, [Appian. tf/d.Jand hisiervantin 
she evening came to Antonius, with his fouldierscoar, and his fword, which he had 
newly taken trom his body; which being brought him, the Antonians tookfuch 
courage, that they let the army in battle array, asToou as it was day. [Plutarch 
ut fupra, ] 

Otr the fame day that theaimy of C*far was overthrown in the field ar Puilippi, 
theMarthian Legion, and ocher great forces, that were bringing to Carfar, by Do- 
mitins Culvinus ouc ol Italy, were overcome and dilcomfited byMnrcus and Aeno- 
bartuisin the Ionian fea.[ Plutarch. inBruto, Appian. pag,6^6 y 6 $-j.} Of which vi&jry 
Biurus was ignorant for 2 odaies together; all which time the Souldieraot Czfacand 
Anto jius were mired in the fens ot Philippi,and very much troubled with aururanal 
(howres, that followed after the bacclc, auid conjealed into ice. [Plutarch, ibid,) I,i 
which time many Germans fled to Brums : and in like manner Amyntas, the General! 
ot Duj itari'S, and Rhafcipolis the Thracian, left Brucus his party : which when Brutus 
fu(pe£ted,intear ot a greater revoir,hc determined to put all upon a geueral battle 
ID^.tib.v.pag.S'fi.] 

The night beioreche battle, it is reported, that thatghoff cume again to Brutus, iti 
the lame manner as^ before,, but fpake nothing, aud fo vanifhed a way : although P

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and calling his left arme over his head, when as holding the point of the fword in his 
right hand,and directing it to his left pappe,where the hearc beats* and forcing him elt 
upon a wound , fo gave up the! ghoft, being run through at one rhrutt. I . Ltvj, hb. 
124. reiki. Patercul. lib. %. cap, 70. Plutarch in CM, Bruto. Appian. lib. 4. pag, 

A*nd this was the end of Brutus and Caflius in this war, who being the murderers of 
j u ii us Cafar their Emperour, by whom they were Caved in the Pharfalian fight, after- 
wards rourdred themfelves, £ Appian, lib. 4. pag. 667, 668. ] being both of them run 
through with the f words they had killed Caelar,as Dio affirms in the beginning ot his 
48, book; and the liberty which they lo much deiired to fee reftored, they loll by 
this murder ot Cxi ar, [Plortts. lib. 4. cap. 7. 2 although they, in lelle than two years, 
had gachered together more than ^o. Legions, and about soooo Horfe, above 200 
long Ihips, and other not contemptible preparations, and had extorted huge fums ot 
mony trom men, whether they would or not : and behg often vigours in the wars, 
they waged with many Cities, and with Nations of the contrary faction, and had the 
command of all from Macedonia to Euphrates \ and whofoever they made war with, 
they drew them to their fociety, and made ufeof tieir helpwnich weretaithfulto 
them, as of Kings and Governours,yea,of the Parthians, although their enemies* 
[Apphn.paf,666,66j,'2 n< . . ,. .. 

Antonius (landing by the corps of Brutus , modeft.y upbraided him with 
the death of his brother Caius , put to death by him in Macedo.ua; but otten fay- 
ing, That he tather imputed the death of his brother to Hortciiuus,(who was Pro- 
confolof Macedonia) than to Brum?; he commanded Hortcnhui to be killed upon 
his grave, [Plutarch in M. Bruto.&UK. Antonio.] H= call upon Brums his body his 
purple louldiers coat of great price,and committed the care of his funeral to one of his 
free men, whom afterwards he put to death, when he knew he had not burnt that coat 
with him, and fentbis aihesto his mother Scrvilia. [ Id. ibid. Appian Lb. ±. pag. 66%.]

As many of the Nobility as efcaped into Thafus, tome failed from thence, others 
yielded themfelves to the power and mercy of MefTala, Corvinus and L. ftbuaisi 
others having agreed for their fecurity with the Antonians : Antonius hirofelr being 
come into Thafus, delivered up to him whatfoeverof either mony, arms, provifion, 
or other preparation remained. ^^Appian.l.b. 4. pag. 6*9,] 

L. Tulius Mocilla, one that had been Pratour,and his Ion, and A. Torquates, and 
others that were abafhed with the like fortune, went into Samothracia,to wnom Pom- 
ponius Atticus commanded all things to be fupplied out of Epirus. [Cornel. Nepos.,n 
VitaAtitci,} 1 r • ar • u 

Caflius Parmenfis, Brutus and Caflius being gone to the war, was left in Afia with 
a fleet and an army, to exact mony,after thedeath of Caffius, hoping better things 
from Brutus, chote 50 of the Rhodian lh:psCuppt)!ing- he Ihould fill lomany with 
Mariners of the Alli?s ; the reft he burnt, leaft the City Ihould make tome innovations. 
Havincdoncthis,helers failcwith his own, and the Rhodian ihips ; but Clod ius 
being lent by Brutus, as foon as he law the R hod ians about to rebel, (fornowBmtus 
was dead) he withdrew the GarnCon of 3000 men, and joyned himfelf with Par- 
mcnles : to them came Torulus with mmy orier Ihip^ , and mony which he 
had exacted from the Rhodians, beioie their revolt. \_ Appian. l>b. 4. pag. 671, 

7 To this Fleer, as in which there was yet feme Itrength, retorted as many as were 
difoerlcd thorough Alia for divers affairs ; and put into them a« many Legionary 
louldiers as they could poflibly, and made a muftei for rowers of bondmen and flaves, 
and of the Wanders into whole Ports they came.

Gefar and Antonius difmilkd the fouldkrs that had fccvcd out their time, except 
8000 whom they incrcaced to ferve longer under them, and divided them between 
them, and took oik of an hundred ot them tor their Life-guard: of eleven Legioni 
and 14000 Horfe, which were left ot Brutus his army, Antonius took fix Legion', and 
louooHotfe ; and Caefar four Legions* and 4000 Horfe, [ Appian. ibid. fag. 6 7 i. 
673.3 Moreover it was agreed, that Cadar (hould give two Legions ot his own to go 
along with Antonius, and that he again fhould receive two others which were then 
left in Italy, which were his Could iers under the command ot Caleuus, {2d. ibid, fag, 

Cslar caking this bufinefle upon him, that he might repreffe Lcpidus the 1 numvir 
if he thould make any (tir, and carry on the war againft Sextus Pompeins, anddivide 
the lands promiled to the old fouldiers that were enhgnes, returned into Italy ; but in 
hs journey f-.lllo fick, that they that Were ac Rome thought he was dead. Antonius 
thyed to go about the Provinces beyond Sea, to abate the enemies pride, and to get 
money for the louldiers as they had promifed them, [ Livy^llb.iz ; i.f r ellti. Patercul. 
lib. 2. cap. 74. Pluta>ch, in Antonio. Affiau.lib. <>. f*g. 6 1*t 6 73» Dio. M*f9,p*g. 3 57) 
558.] for leeing they had promifed to every louldier %ooo drachma, they were to 
take the greater care to find out and to command money, [Plutarch, t* Antonio, cum 
Dion.lb.Arf.pag.%%*.] 

Antonius therefore with a great army pafling into Greece, at the fitft ihewednoc 
himfeltharfh or rigid to the Grecians; butrcjoyced to be accounted a triend of the 
Grecians , especially of the Athenians , on whole City he beftowed many gilts, 
[Plutarch.] 

L,Cen(orinusbeingleftin Greece, himfclf went into Afia. [Id.] There he going 
abou, and (ending others, exacted money of the Cities, and fold their T. rritories, 
[Dio.llb.tfi.pag, 371.] Kings alio much haunted his Court, and Kings wiv„s ftri- 
vingamongftthemfelve-- in gifts and beauty, ottered thtirfervice to him. Aruxonor 
alb an harper, Xutbus a mufitian, Mctrodorus a dancer, audall the Afiancomicks 
and kickthaWo crept into the Court; where all things abounded in luxury. Ac length 
Antoniuj being ready to go to the Parthian war, he tent Ddlius ( the H ftorian, as 
Plutarch afterwards calls him, and whom Seneca, in 1 Suaforia, faith, left Caflius and 
went to Antonius) into Egypt to Cleopatra ; commanding her to appear beiore him 
i;jCilicia,toanfwcrforher lcif,becauie the was laid to have afforded much help and 
aid to Caffius, [ Tiutarcb. ] - # % . _ ... 

Apu-eiu, who was proicribed by the Triumviri, by delivering liychuua to Anto- 
nius, over which he was made Goveruour by Brutus, obtained ot him to be reitored 
into his country, [Appian.l^b.^pag.6i6A 

In Byrhim'a, Antonius met with hmbaflks from all Nations; there werealfothe 
Rulers o! the jews, to accufe Phalaclus and Herod; as though Hvrcanus reigned 
onely in (hew ; but in ttuth all the power was in the two brothers. B a Antonius high- 
ly honoured Herod, who was come thither to wipe offall objections, by which it came 
to paffc:, that his advetlaries were not fo much a* admitted to fpsak to him; for this 
Herod had obtained by bribing him, [ Jofeph. lib. 14. cap. %». ] 

At his entrance into Ephefus, the women went beiore h m in habits of the Bac- 
charae, and men in the habit of Satyres and Panes •• all the city rclbunded with hurry- 
ing ahcr Ivy Garlands wi:h inftruments of mufick, flutes and pipes : they called him 
£ybfvforx*ffiTtw£iut>ixK>»i Bacchus the bountiful and debonair, [Plutarch,] He there 
facrificedto Diana with all magnificence, as to the Protectourofthat placet andab- 
lolved the Caffiani upon their petitions, who had fled into Sanftuary there, except Pe- 
tronius who was guilty of the confpiracy againft Cefar, and Quintus who had be- 
trayed Dolabclla 10 Caffius at Laodicea. [%Appian.Ub. e.pag.i,^.] 

Thither came the EmbafladorsufHyrcanus the High Prieft; and of the Jews; to 
wit,Lyfimacbus,thefonoi Paufanias, Jofeph; the fonof Mennaut, Alexander, the 
fon of Theodorus, bringingiwto him a Crown of gold ; they declared unto h ; m the 
fame Embaffie they did at Rome : defiring him, that thofe Jews that Caffius had 
taken prifoners, contrary to the Laws of Arms, might, by his letters W; itten to the 
Provinces, 6e f<- 1 at liberty, and that their Country that Cafsius had taken from them, 
might be rcftored. Antonim thinking they demanded but equity, prefentiy yielded 
to ' heir requ its,and wrote lettersto this purpofe, both to Hvrcanus himfelf, and alfo to 
theTyrians,Sidonians,Antiochians,and Aradians, which are extant in Jofephus, 
[ lib. 14. Antiqwt. cap. 2 J.] 

The Grecians and other Nations inhabiting Afia Pergamena, being cited to 
Ephefu, An onirs declared unto them, what great promiles he had made to his a8 
conquering Legions, which with thofe that belonged to them made up ; * 5 0000 men 
and whenas they had given to Cafliu^ and Brutus his enemies ten yeares tribute in a 
veares, he demanded of them that they fhould give him fo much in one year, who 

complaining 
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complaining that they were exhaufted by their former enemies, at length very hardly 
obteincd, that they might pay nine yeares tribute in two yeares, [ A?pi*n. lib. 5.^. 

6 7 Aiftomus deprived many noble men of their eftates, and bellowed them upon 
Knaves, and flatterers, many begged the fottuies of fome that were alive, and had 
rh-m, and fome ofihofc that were dead, he bcttow.d the goods of a Cit.z.-n of Mag- 
nefiauponaCook who haddrcfledbutonefiipper, (as ic is reported) handlomciy 
for him at iaft, when he had buahened the Cities with another tribute, Hybreas wno 
Uitated the affaires of Afia, was fo bold to fay, iff** can exatl 4 tribute ofm mce tn a 
yfir youmuft be able alfo to make two fummtrs, andthen to yield f rates torn tw.ee , and

In like manner other tributes were impoled by the command ot Antonius upon

all men did nothing bat execute the commands oi Cleopatra , without relpett 
either of Humane or Divine Law.

At the entreaty of Cleopatra, Antonius fent murtherers to Miletus, to kill her 
fifter Arfinoe* a Nunne of Dana Leucophrine,as Appian relates :[' Ibid, pag, 676 \ 
although J ofephus faith that ihe was killed at Ephefus,as inc was at her prayers in 
the Temple of Diana, [lib. 1 5 . cap. 1 4. ] 

Antonius commanded the Tyrians to deliver to Cleopatra Serapion, the Governour 
of Cyprus, who had fent aide to Caflius, and now came to beg h:s pardon : as ailo 
the Aradians, another fuppliant j who when as Ptoiamaais, the brother of Cleopatra, 
being overcome by Julius Gxfar in a navral fight , upon the river Nilus , and was 
never feen more, had bragged to the Aradians, that he was Pcolomy. He com- 
manded alfo Megabezus, the Prieft of Diana, the Ephefian, to be brought before 
him , becaufe he had entertained Ariinoe , as a Queen ; but at the entreaty 
of the Ephefians ro Cleopatra, he d if milled him. [Appian. ut Jupra t pag. 

In the interim,Fulvia, the wife of Antonius in Italy, that had nothing of a woman 
in her, but her body, rai fed great ftirs and wars againft Ca-(ar Ottavianus. [ Vellei. 
Patercul, lib. 2. cap. 74.] By which diflention both the affi.iity between them is broken* 
off, and the Common-wealth is broken into open war : for Caefar feeing he could 
not endure the infolcncy of his mother in law, (for he had rather fccm not to agree 
with her, than with Antonius) he made a divorce with her daughter Claudia 
whomhefwarcwas yet a Virgin. [ 'Z?»/», lib. 48. pag. 3Jp, 360. Sutton, j„ OUavio, 
cap, 6a.] 

Hereupon Caefar fent into Phoenicia to Antonius, Cocceius and Cecinna>of whom 
Cecinna, his Embafly being ended, returned to Caefar; but Cocceius tarried with An- 
tonius, [Appian, lib, 5, ^£.707,] 

There came an hundred of the moft honourable among the Jews to Daphne, near 
Antioch in Syria to Antonius, now doting on the love of Cleopatra, that they might 
accufc Phafaelusand Herod ; having chofen out for this purpofc the moft eloquent 
of their whole number, and Meflala undertook to defend the young mens caufe : 
Hyrcanus aJfoaffifted him, who had betroathed his daughter to Herod. But parties 
being heard, Antonius demanded of Hyrcanus, which party he thought to be fittcft to 
govern a Common- wealth : when he hadanfwered on the young mens behalf, Anto- 
nius who loved them,becaufe he had been kindly entertained by their fathers J made 
them both Tctrarchs, leaving unto them the government of all Judea>and wrote letters 
alfo to this purpofe, and clapt fifteen of trieir adverfaries in prifon, and would have put 
them to death, h3d not Herod interceded for them. [ )ofeph. lib, 1 . bell, cap, \ o. & Lb. 
14. Antiquit,cap.*$."\ 

Then a thoufand men came from Jerufalem to Tyrus, to Antontus, who being 
already bribed by the brethren, commanded the magiftracyof that place, that they 
fhould kill the Embafladours,as men that made innovations, and that they fhould aide 
theTetrarchs.- but Herod and Hyrcanus coming to them at their time without the 
City onthefea fhoare,advifedthemearneitly to withdraw; and admonifhing them 
what danger would enlue, if they followed the fuite : but they contemned this advice- 
Whereupon certain Jews, and the inhabitants of that City, brake out upon them, 
and killed fome, and wounded other fome; but Hyrcanus caufed the wounded to be 
cured* and dead to be buryed* and the reft took their flight homewards: but whrn 
the people did nothing but raile againft Herod, Antonius in his difpleafure Hew thofe 
that he had in hold, [Ibid,'] 

Cleopatra being returned home, Antonius fent Horefemen to Palmyra, a Cityfeated 
not far from Euphrates, to plunder it j a light crime being objected againft them for 
colour fake; that whenas they lived in the confines of the Romans and Partbians, (they 
being Merchants, carried out of Perfia, Indian, and Arabian wares to the Romans) 
but indeed, that they might enrich the Horfemcn : of which when the Palmyreni had 
an incklmg,they carried their goods to the other fide of the bank, and placed Archers 
to keep them oft, in which kind of weapon they do excel: but the Horfe men finding 
the City empty, returned without either plunder or bloudfoed. Hereupon prefently 
after followed the Parthian war ; many Tyrants out of Syria, whom Antonius had 
expulfed from thence, flying to the Parthian*, and inviting themtofeize upon Syria. 
[ Appian. lib, J . pag. 6j 6,677.] 
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Antonius, when he had laid grievous tributes on the people, and bad thus oftended 
the Paimyreni;befhidnoc to fettle die troubles of the Province, bu: dividing his 
army into winter quarters, he himfelf went into Egypt to Cleopatra, [ ibid. pag. 677.] 
leaving Plancas in Afia, and Saxa in Syria, [ Do. lib. 48. pag. 371 .] to wit DeciJjus 
Sava : of whom Cicero nukes mention in 1 3 Pmiippick, as one of M. Antonius guard, 
and Livyl'« ^.1*7-1 as ofhis Lieutenant in Syria. ...... T n j a 

This thing gave uccafion to many ftirs; for they that inhabited the lilandAra- 
dns, obeyed not thole ihac were lent to them, for the exacting the money, but alfo fl-.-w. 
fome ot them: and the .Parthians whereas before they were in fome commotions, 
then much more made infurreftiom againft the Roman ;, Labienus, and Pacoius the 
foo of Otodcs being theic Commanders, [ D<o. ibid.] 

To the Aradians belongcch, that that is read in the Chronicle of fculebms. Cmuus 
Sulajftti was burnt alive with four cohorts in the lfiwd Aradw y becaufe he too fiercely exacted 
the tnbutes. Concerning Labienus, who Livy notes in lib. 1 2 7 • to have been of Pom- 
peyes faction, thus we read in Plutarch, [in Antonio.] whentkc forces «f the Parthian 
were infufpvxce, of which Labienus being created (^emralfor the conduct of the Parthians, the 
Kmgs Captains being about to Jet upon Sjtria 9 Antonius was drawn away, to Alexandria bj 
Cleopatra From whence a piacc that was brought ro this purpofe by the compiler of 
the Parthian Story of Appian, £/w£. 1 5 5» 1 5*« 3 is to be corrected 1 who foolifhly m- 
finuates, that Labienus was oroughc by the Kings Captains to Alexandria : bur 
Dio explains both the Original and Progrefle ot this Expedition after this 

Afterthc overthrow of Philippi Labienus, fuppofing that the Canqu:rours would 
pardon none of the adverfe partv> thoutht it better to live with Barbarians than to 
perilh in his own country, and therefore flayed with the Parthians : and as loon a> he 
uiiderftoodof the floth of Antonius, and his love and journey into Egypt, headvifed 
the Parthians to make war upon the Romans, whofe armies partly were cut oft, part- 
ly received fome lofle, ai:d the reft dilagrced among themfelves, and looked every 
day again as if they would come to a civil war. Wherefore he perl waded the king, 
'hat wh lift Csetarwas detained in Italy by reafon of Sexcus Pompeins, and Antonius 
cave hrnfelf over tohislove in Egypt, lie might fubdus Syria, and the countries ncer 
unto it. He promifed him alio that he Would be the General of tins war, audio he 
might move many Nations ro revolt from the Romans, who were offended with 
thcm,for the continual dammages with which they were airlifted by them, [ Dio.pag. 

37 \V hcri he had periled the King by this dicourfc to make war, having received 
cteat forces from hiijtnd his Ion Pacorus, he brake into Phcemce ; and fcttin^ upon 
Apamea, but being beaten from the wall, he took the Gamfons that wae placed in 
that country by their volunury retignation : thofe confifted of Caifius and Brutus lib 
fouldi.-r«; whom Antonius had chofen into his arm V, and had left to keep Syria, as 
well knowing that country : therefore Labienuseahiy made them of ins party, a; they 
that were familiarly acquainted with him ; exxpt SaxJ,whothcn commanded them ; 
for he txing the brother 0fDccidiusSaxatheL1c1uena.it of Antonius, andmsQuae- 
ftor,wastheonely man that joyned not with Lihxnu$,[IbJ.] 

Labienus overcame this Saxain a fet battle by the multitude and vjiburof hu. 
Horie, and puifued him as he was flying by night out of his Camp He had before 
ihot tickets into hi> Camp, to draw his fouldieis to his patty; which tiling alfo Saxa 
fearing fled. Labienus having overtaken him, killed m..)ft o. them that w.iewitii 
him : but when Saxa had fled to Antioch, he took Apamea, which no lo.^e • refitted 
hitm becaufe it was generally reported that he was dead. He alio iook Autioch, dc- 
lcrtcdbySaxa,[/^.] . . . . c .. 

M Antonius being Splendidly entertained by Cleopatra, wintered 111 Egypt with- 
out his imperial enlignts, either as being in anothers government and royal City, or 
becaufe lie would folemnizeFeftivaldayesm his winter quarters ; for letting alideaii 
bufineffe, tor his country, he Wore the Grecian four-cornered Rone, and the white 
Attic fhooe called Phatcufmm, which the Athenian and Alexandrian Pnefts did ule, 
When he went abroad he went onely to the Temples, or places of Excrdfe, or to the 
meetings ot Philofophers, alwayes keeping company with the Grec uns, and courting 
of Cleopatra, tor whofe fake chiefely he f aid he undertook this voyage, [Appw.hb. 

5 ' BcingVhus given toluxury with Cleopatra and the Egyptian?, he lay there idle even 
to his mrer deftruftion, [Dio.Hb.tf. pag. 373.] Plutarch defer ibetli at large the 
luxury of him and hisfon, relating thole things concerning thisbuhnefTe that I hilotus 
the AmphiflianPhyfitian told his Grandfather Laroprias, who was then at that time 
at Alexandria following his ftudies. , ,. 

Cleopatra departing from him neither by night nor day, played with him at dice, 
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drank with him, hunted with him, and (aw him exercifing himfelf in his atmes > the 
accompanied him by night thorough the ftreets as he was evef dropping at the gates 
and windows of the citizens, and talking to them that were within, and rambled with 
him, clad in the habit oi a terving-maid ; for he was wont to wear fuch habit himfelf; 
whereupon he returned home oitentimes well jeered, and oftentimes well cudgelled, 
[ Plutarch, in tAnton i o. ] 

Antonius deteined the Embaffadours that were Cent to him from the Italian Colo- 
nies ; either becaufe it was winter, or becaufe he Would conceal his counfels. [ appian. 
lib. 5 .fag, 701 ] but in the mean time Caetar QStavianus did befiege the Conful L. An- 
tonius his brother, at Peranum in Hctruria,[ Id, ibid.pag. 689. ] 

Cn. Domitius Calvinus, and Afniius Pollio being Confuls, Perufia was taken by 
Oftavian.[ Dio. lib. 4%. pag. 3^5.3 

Labienus having followed Saza,flymg into Cilicia, there killed him. {Dio, lib. 48 
pag. 37Z.] Labienus goingfrom BrMtuhiicamptotheTarthians, and leading an army of 
them into Syria^kllled the Lieutenant of Antonius^ had very much ajfliSted the transmarine 
provinces: Uith Vclleius Paterculus [ lib. z. cap, 5. } but Flow ; in his fourth book 9 chap- 
ter Saxa ( for thus it is to be read there ; not Cafca ) the Lieutenant, vra* beholding to hk 
oivnfmrd, that he might not come into his enemies power. 

Saxa bein dead, Pacorus f ubdued all Syria, [ Fbrut & Dio, ttt fitpra* enm Livio , lib, 
127. ]Tyrusonly excepted, which the Romans that were left* and the Syrians who 
agreed with , had taken before, and neither by perfwafions> nor force could they be re- 
duced under his power, for the Parthians had never a fleet with them. { Do, ibid, ] 

In the lecondyear ( as it is in Jofephus, [ l'b. 14. cap, 13, ] to wit horn the coming 
of Antonius into Syria, in which, Pacorus the Kings [tin, aed Barzrphar ne$ a ruler or 
the Parthians feized upon Lyfi a, Ptolomasus the ion of Mennxus died, whole fucceffor 
in the principality Lylanias his fon, ( whom Dio faith was made King of the Iturarans 
by Antonius ) was made friends with An Antigonus the ton of Ariftobulus^a noble 
man, who could do much with him, reconciling them. 

M« Antonius at the beginning of the fpring, went againft the Parthians, he came 
as tar as Pfucnicia, yea he came to Tyre ; {Tint arch. i» Antonio. Appian. lib. S.pag. 
701 . ] he failed thither, as if he would bring aid to the City ; but feeing all the country, 
aoout ieized upon by trie enemy, pretending the war againft Sextus Pompeiu ,, he left 
itj on rhecontiary,undcr pretext ohhe Parthian war he excufed himfelf, that he did 
noc iooncr go againft Pompeys 5t fo happened, that he neither came to help his allies, 
under colour ot Pompey, neither aided he Italy, under colour of the allies. £#/». Ub„ 
48.prfg.372.] «t 

As he was paulng by the continent-, and failing by Cyprus and Rbdpsto Afia, he 
heard of the event ot the fiege of Petulia : and accufed his brother Lucius, and his wife 
Fulvia. bu more especially Manius, who was his agent in Italy in his abfence, then 
paffing into Grscia, he met with hi» mother Julia, and his wife Fulvia, who had fled 
out ot Italy j and from hence, as he failed into Italy, he took Sipus. L M »M. cum vip. 
Ub. l.p#g. 6 79*7oi.} 

Fulvia being dead at Sicyon, her hulband Antonius,at the perfwafion of his mother 
Julia and L. Cocceius, being oboutto treat of a peace with Caefar, recalled Sextus 
Pompeius ( with whom he had already entred into league, \ into Sicily, as it were to 
provide for thofe things that they had agreed upon ;and he lent Domitius Aenobarbus 
into Bythinia to command there.[ Appian. lib. 5.p<*g. 707. 708, 3 and feeing that Mar- 
cellus the hufband oi Oftavia, the mult belovea filter of Cxlar, although by another 
mother, was newly dead : for the more firm confirmation of a peace,fhc is betrothed to 
Antonius, who although he did not diffe mble that he had to do with Cleopatra, yet 
denied that the was his wife. [ Id, ibid, pag, 709. %, lit. 127. Plutarch, in 
Antonio, ] 

Then, dividing the Roman Empire between them,they made Codropolis,a Town 
of Illyrium, ( which (eemed feated within the innermoft part of the Adtiatick gulf, ) 
to be the bound of each ones dominions : fothat all the Eaftern Countreys, atwcll 
Iflandsas Provinces, both of Europe and Afia, even to the river Euphrates, fhould tall 
to Antonius his part, and the Weftern as Sardinia, Dalmatia, Spain, and Gallia to 
Csiars, for the Provinces of Africa, Lepidus the Triumvir had already received from 
Carfar, and Sextus Pompeius had ieized upon Sicily, {Plutarch. tAppian, ibid. Dio. 
pag. 374.] 

The war againft Pompeius fell to Cafar; unleflefomethingelfedid intervene, and 
to Antonius tell the Parthian war, to reveng the injury done to Craflus : Domitius M- 
nobarbus (although one of the murderers of Julius Czfar) was taken into league by 
Ca-far, upon the fame condition that he was formerly, by Antonius it was added to the 
league, that it might belawfull, for both the Generals, to muftcr the like number of 
Regions out of Italy, upon thefe articles the laft league was made between Cxfar and 
^ntonius. [Appian. /><*?. 709.] Gefar 
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Csefarand Antonius entered Rome with an Oration, for joy ot the peace that was 
made between them, [infiript. Grmer. pag. CCXC^II. ] whom the citizens enter- 
tained as triumphing ; and clad t^em in a triumphal Robe, and placed them to fee 
the Playes, in Ivory chairs* {Dio, pag, $7 5. J and then alfo was folemnized the Mar- 
riage between Antonius and Oftavia.who was then great with child : and becaufe the 
law forbad any woman to marry till ten moneths after the death of her husband, the 
time was remitted by a decree of the Senate, ^Vellei. Patercal.lib.z.cap.^. Plutarch 
in Antonio. Appian.lib. %.p*g. 710. Dio. pag. 37t.fi*. ] Btit Antonius put Mmius to 
death becaufe he had exafperated Fulvia by his often complaining on Cleopatra, and 
becaufe he had been the caufe of io great evils, C Appian. ibid. ] 

Afinius Pollio had a fon born in his Confulfhip, whom he called Salomus, from his 
taking Salonx, a city of Spalato in Dalmatia : for whom Virgil in his Pollio finging 
verfes upon his nativity, out of theCumaan or Sibylline Poemes* who dividing the 
ages of the World by mettals, and in the tenth and laft age of the World, ( 111 which 
Sol or Apollo was to rule) foretelling that there fhould come to be a reftonng of all 
things, pronounced that this year the Golden Age (and with ic the Virgin, Ecigone, 
or Aftrara, who had left the earth in the Iron 'Age) fhould return again. { Servmin 
Virgil. Eclogue, 4.] In which defcription the Poec fecms to have inferced thole things 
which either he had heard fpokenofby the Jews, whom ( Cicero in orat. pro Fiacco. 
faith) that there were many dwelt at Rome about the Aurelian Stayres; or which 
he had himfelf read in the bookei of the Prophets, ( which were common m the Greek 
tongue) written of him. . , .. ■ , 

Pacorfc the King of Parthia his fon, having taken Syria, went into Paieftina, and 
depofed Hyrcanus,whowasietbythe Romans to govern that couutry, and placed 
his brother Ariftobulus in his room. Thus Dio, {l'b. *9. pag. 37*, 373.] J J confound- 
ing Ariftobulus the father, with Antigonus the fon ; whenas he himlelt atterwards 
alwayes calls this Antigonus the King, and not Ariftobulus, [ W.4S. ?*g- ^ : cri>b. 
49.p^.4o5.] But moft fully do:h Jolephus lay open this whole mwier aherthis 

mi !3ntiooniis the fon of Ariftobulus. faid that he would give to the Parthians a 1 000 
talents a°nd 500 women, if they would tranllate the kingdom from Hyreanu? upon 
him,and would alfo kill Herod with all that belonged to him : which things although 
he performed not, yet the Parthians to claim the kingdom tor A.ioonius, matched 
with their army towards Judea. Pacorus the Kings fon byfea, and Barzapnarnes by 
land. The Tvrians (hut their gatcsagainft him, but the Sidonuns and them ot ■ co- 
lomais,opened their gates to him. He lent a fquadton of horfc mto Judea before 
himto lee what wastoftedone, and gave command that thev ihould help Antigo- 
nus. He that commanded the fquadron was the Kings Buctlcc , aad called alio 

TMeWsalfo inhabiting Mount Carmel, joyning rhcmfelvcs with Antonius, and

In the mean while, Antigonus demanded that Pacorus the General of the la thi- 

JSfbe admitted tocondude a peace between them. Pacorus being cn:ertained 

b?pTa 8 faelus,perlwaded him that he would go as EmbafladourtoBarzapharn^, 
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Hovf emen , and ten whom they call Eluthcri , took with him the Embafia- 

But as foon as they were come into Galilee, the governours of rhofe Towns came 
ontapainftthcmin arms; and Barzapharnes entertained them with a chearful coun- 
tenance, and bellowed gifts upon them, but afterward laid ambufhes for them, Phala- 
clus was brought with h is traine to aplace near the fea fide, called Ecdippon. Where 
Ophellus, learning from Saramulla, the richeftof all the Syriani, that there were 
ambuflies laid for Phalaeius, offered him (hipping to fhih away: but he unwilling to 
leave Hyrcanus and his brother Herod in Jeopardy, expoflulated with Barzaphernes, 
concerning the injury crfcred to Embafladours,whot\vearing that tbefe things were 
not true, went prciemly toPacorus. . . ._ 

He was no looncr gone, but Hyrcanus and Phalaclus were dapt up in prifon, much 
dctefting the perjury of the Parthians,and to Herod alfo was an Eunuch lent with 
command, loiurprizc him if he could get him one of the City. Herod undemand- 
ing from others what had happened to his brother, caking with him what aide he bad 
about him, and letting the women on Horfe?, to wit',hismothetCybele,his filter 
Salome, his wife Mariammc, and the Mother of his wife Alexandra, the daughter 
of Hvrcanus, and his youngeft brother Pheroras, with their Servants, and the 
reft of the company, he by night, unknown to his enemies, took his flight into 
ldumarn. 

Li thejourny, his mother by the overthrow of her Coach, was in great danger of 
death, that Herod was io aftomfhed, lcalt the enemy fhould overtake them whilft 
they ftayed there: that he thought to kill bimlclt with his own fword : but being rc- 
ftrained by them that were about him, he went towards Maffada, a mod ftrong for- 
tified place, (which is CcatctJ in thcCbuntryaf Arabia, and Paleftina) by rnc ncareft 
way he could po{Tibly:theParthiansfirftpur{uing him, and then the Jews, when he 
was but <So. furlongs from the City, but both overcome in fight. 

After he was come to Refla, a Village of Idumca,« his brother Jolcph came 
unro him; and feeing they brought fo great a multitude with them, as without 
any hired' Souldier , the Caftle at Maflada , whither they were determined to 
fly, could not hold them, htf difmifiedthc greater partofthem,to wu,?ooo. com- 
manding them to fhift for themfclves in Idumsa, giving them vi&ual, but taking unto 
him the choiceft men, and his neareft friends, he entredthe Caitle, and there difpo- 
fmgoithe women, with the reft of their companion?, becaufe there was plenty of 
corn, water, and things neceflary befides, he himfelf went unto Petra, a City of 

The'next day after he was fled from Jcmfalcm, the Parthians plundred all the 
goodsof theCt-zensof Jerufalem,and the Kings houte al(o,oncly the treafure of 
Hyrcanus, which was 300 talents remained untouched : a great part alio of Hcrodi 
{ubltance,efpecially that that he providently had carried into Jdumaea: neither were 
the Parthians contented with the plunder of the City, but going out of the City, they 
harrafled the Country alfo, and rated the rich City of MarilTa . 

Antigonus, being thus brought back into his Country, by the King of the Parch ia- 
ans, received H)'rcai:us andPhafaclus, that were then prifoners j but he was very 
much agrieved, that the women were got a way, whom he had intended to deliver to 
the Pmhians, together wiih the mony that he had promifed to give them : but then 
being afraid, lea ft Hyrcanu!, whom the Parthians had then prifoncr, fhould again, 
by the favour of the people, be reftored into his kingdom, he enc off his cars, 
that fo lie mi^ht be rendrcd urfit for the Priefthood : the Law forbidding, that any 
one that wanted any member, fhould approach unto the Altar. [Uvitiic. XXI. 17, 
1 3. sec 2 

Phafaclus knowing that he was appointed to be put to death, feeing he could not jay 
violent hands upon himfelf, by rcaion of his chains, he beat out his own brains againft 
a ftonc ; but before he was quite dead, hearing by a woman, that his brother Herod 
was clcapcd,hc greatly rejoyced that there was left one to revenge his death. But 
the Parthians, although they milled of the women which they moft of all de fired, 
noiwithftanding, having fetled ail things at Jernfakm with Antigonus, when they 
departed, took Hyrcanus along with them prifoncr into Parthia. [fofeph. lib.i.bcU. cap, 

11. lb, I 4. Ant'i^H.t. Clip, 24, 35 . '] 

At the fame time Labicnus took Cilicia* and an the Cities (earcdjn the Continent 
of Aih> (for, for fear of him, Plancu ; ,ihc Lieutenant oi Antonius in Afia, had fled 
into the Jiland) except Stratonicea, molt ot them without flrokc ftrikcn,butMclifi'a 
and Alabanda he took by force : for thclc Cities, when they bad entertained a Garri- 
fon from Labicnus, on a certain fell ival day, put to death the Garrifon,and revolted. 
Wherefore Labicnus having taken Alabanda, put the Citizens to death, and railed 
lYhJiila, being abandoned by the inhabitants : and although he had a long time be- 
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fieged Stratonicea, yet could he by no means get the City. At length , when he had 
gotten their mony,and robed their Temples,he called himfelf the Parthian Emperoir, 
by a clean different realon from the Romans} for he impofed upon himfelf a name from 
them whom he led againft the Romans, as if he had conquered them, and not his 
fellow Citizens. £#«>.//£. 43.p*£. 373.3 

Thus the Parthians, conquering for themlelvcs under colour of Auxiliaries, 
Labicnus bcingtheir Captain, they made excurfions from Euphrates and Syria, even 
to ionium, but yec mote like thieves than enemies. [ Vlorus t lib, 4. cap. 9. Plutarch in 
Antomo. Appian.inS)riac.pag.\ZoJnParthic. pag. 134, 156. lib, bell. Civil, pag.jop. 
For the flopping of whole progreflc, M. Antonius fent into Afia his Lieutenant M. 
Ventidius Ballus. [Plutarch, ibid. Applan.pag. 1 56, tf- 709O 

Venudius was come to Labienus, before he knew anything of it, who being terri- 
fied with his fudden coming, and deftitute of his forces, for he ha d none with hirn, but 
Soldiers gathered out of Alia, and was without the Parthians,- and not daring to 
meet him, he immediately put him to flight,and followed him as he fled with his light 
harnefled Souldiers, and having overtaken him at thfe Mountain Taurus, would not 
let him go any further. [Dio t lib. 48. pag. |8o, 3 8t .] 

In that place they lay quiet many dayes in their Camps, one over againft the other, 
Labienus expecting the Parthians, and Ventidius the Legions : when as in thofe dayes 
that happened to both of them»that both defircd to hide. Ventidius, becauie he was 
afraid of the Parthian Horfe,kept himfelf on high (for there he had placed his Camp) 
and the Parthians trufting to their multitude, and contemning thofe that they had in 
times paft overcome, before they joyned with Labienus, early in the morning went 
towards the hill, and nobly coming out againft them, they intended to go even to the 
top of the hill : and when now they were come up, the Romans running towards 
t hem, tumbled them headlong without any greacpaines. Thus the Parthians being 
ilain partly by ihe Romans, but the greater part deftroyed by their own party in their 
retreat ; feeing that fome were flying, when as fome were but juft come to the hill. 
[ibid.pag.tfi.] 

Ventidius followed the Parthians that turned their flight, not towards Labienus, 
but into Cilicia, even to the Camp ; who teeing Labienus there (food ftill • but when 
Labienus had let his men in array ; but feeing his men aftonifhed by the flight of the 
Barbarians, he durft not fight, but by night determined to fly lamewhitber. Ventidius 
having intelligence of this by fome Fugitives, killed many of them in their departure 
by ambufhments ;all the reft being defened by Labienus he took to himfelf, [/£.] 

Labicnus, having changed his habit, fled, and after he had laine hid in Cilicia fome 
time, he was fought out,'and taken by Demetrius, who then governed Cyprus for An- 
tonius. [Ibid.] "... 

Thcfe things thus done, Ventidius recovered and fcrlcd Cilicia, he fent before him 
Popedius Silo, with Horlemen to the Mountain Amanus, featcd in the confines of 
Cilicia and Syria, in thofe ftraits, which are called the gates. Silo by no means could 
get a Caftle that was built there ;' and alio he was Drought into great danger by 
Pharnapates, the Lieutenant of Pacorus, who kept that pallc,and had been utterly 
routed, but that Ventidius came by chance as they were fighting, and fo brought 
aide to his own party. He fetting upon the Parthiam on a fuJdain, and they alfo 
fewer in number, Pharnapates, with many others, being killed, he recovered Syria, 
now relinquifhed by the Parthians, without any war, except only Aradus: for the 
Arabians tearing they fhould be compelled to fuffer punifhmenc for the boldnefle 
againft Antonius, yielded not to Ventidius, although fome tune aflaulted by hirn. 
[Ibid.pag. 381, 382.3 

Herod, not yet allured of his brother Phafaelus his death, went unto Malchus, the 
King of the Arabians (Nabaraeans) who was obliged unto him, for many favours he 
had done him; being willing to expend 300 talents, to redeem his brother as foon 
as be could f torn the enemy : for which caufe he carried with him Phafaelus, his bro- 
thers fon, a child of feven years old, to leave him in pledge with the Arabians. But 
there met him tome that were fent from Malchus, to h im; that he fhould depart from 
the bounds of the kingdom, for fo the Parthian* had commanded .■ but he pretended 
this by the pcrtwafion of his Noble men, and that he might cotifen him of that trea- 
fure which his father Antipater had committed to their cuftody* Which Hero! 
taking very heavily, returned into a certain Temple, where he had left many of his 
followers: but the next day, when be came to Rhinocoiura* he heard of his brothers 

dcaih.LW>. ''*• H. e *h * 5.) 

Malchus repenting of this ingratitude, fent in all haft after Herod, but could not 

ovet take him, for he was gotten far onward of his way, polling to Pelufium, where 

the Manners that were tofaileto Alexandria, denying him paffage ; he was by the 

Magiftrates of the place honourably entertained , and brought to Cleopatra the 

Yyyy 3 Queen, 




Queen, who could by no meanes, detaine him then, becaule he was haftning to Rome 
although the lea was very much troubled With tempefts, and the affaires at that time 
Were in no very good condition in Italy, for feeing that it was not yet winter time, ( a* 
Salianus hath obferved againft Tormellus in the year of the world 401 4 num. a6. &z 
27.) I take that xw* 1 ®" W©" in Jolephus concerning a ftorme at fea, which 
Herod neglecting* failed from Alexandria towards Pamphilia, and .being tolled 
with a grievous ternpeft, he caft over board much of his fubftance, and fcarcegot to 
Rhodes. [Jofipb.ibid.] 

Then met him at Rhodes two of his greateft friends, Sappinas and Ptolomaeus 
and finding the City had fuftcred much in the war againft Caflius, he could not be 
reftrained no not by his prefent poverty, but that he would do fomething for it even 
above his ability, he then caufed a frigot to be built, and embarking himfelf with his 
friends he arrived at Brundulium in Italy, from thence he went to Rome, and decla- 
red unto Antoniusthofe things that had happened to him and bis family, and how 
throughthefetempelt-, ( JV '*x:•^* , '®") and continuing all dangers he bad retired to 
him as to his only refuge, and in whom all his hope lay. [ id, ibid. ] 

The narration had moved the companion of Antonius, calling to remembrance alio 
his fathers friendfliip, but elpecialiy the promile of money, if he were made King by 
his meanes* and the hatred of Antigonu?, as of a man of a turbulent fpirir, and an ene- 
my to the Romans: made him more inclined to Herod: Caefar alio, partly tor that 
Antipater had been fellow fouldier with his father in Egypt; and for other curtefies 
which he had fhewed him, and partly that he might gratifie Antonius, whom he 
knew was well affected to Herod, was willing to promote his endeavours, whereupon 
the Senate being called, Meflala, and then Atratinus, brought forth Herod, and alter 
they had praifed him, reckoning upthe fervicesanct goodwill, that both his father 
and he had done for the Romans; they accufed alfo Antigonus for ancient crimes, 
and that bu; newly in contempt of the Romans, he had received the Kmgdome from 
the Parthians, and when Antonius had declared to the Senate, how much conducing 
it was to the Parthian war, that was then in hand, that Herod (hould be- made King j 
Antigonus was declared an enemy, and the Kingly title was devolved upon Herod by 
their gcnerall fuffrage. £ id ibid, cap. 2 6. 3 

The Senate being ditmified, Antonius and Ca-tar went out leading Herod between 
them, and being accompanied with the Coniiils and other Magiftrates, they went up 
into the Capitoll, to do facrifice there, and to place there the decree of the Senate, and 
the new King the firftday ot his reign, was fcafted by Antonius and after this manner 
he obceincd the Kingdome, in the CLXXXV. Olympiade, ( not CLXXXIV. as it 
is in JofephuO (DomitiusCalvinus i 1. and Afinius Pollio being Confuls, and within 
feven daies Antonius d if milled Herod out ot Italy , honoured with this unexpected feli- 
city. [ ibid, ] 

All the time of Herods abfence, Antigonus affaulted his family in Maffada, aboun- 
ding in all other provifion, but only wanting water : fo that for this vcrv caufe his bro- 
ther Jofeph was determined with 200 of his friends to fly unto the Arabians, for he 
had heard that Malchus now repented ot the ingratitude he hadlbewed Herod; but 
a Ihower falling that night, he changed his purpofe, for the cifterm being filled with 
water, they made a gallant (ally our, and killed many of Antigonus his men, both in 
open field, and covert affaults-. [ ibid. ] 

Ventidius eafily recovered Paleftina, Antigonus the King thereof being much afraid 
and exacted great fums of money from all men, but especially from Antigonus, Anti- 
ochus ( Commagenian ) and Malchus the Nabathaean ; becaufe they had aided Paco- 
rus. [ 'Dion, lib, 48, fag, 3 82. ] he came alfo into Paleftina, under colour as though it 
were to helpjoicph: but indeed with thispurpofe to extort money from Antigonus; 
therefore he encamped neer Jerulalem, and drew from him a fufticicnt lum of money 
and to the intent that his fraudulent dealing ihoald not be dilcovered, he left Silo there 
with f ome part of his forces : who alfo was to be plcafed by Antigonus leaft he Ihould 
raife him lome new troubles, till the Parthians as he hoped, would come to his aid. 
[ Jofeph, lib. 14. cap, »6.] 

There was in the company of Antonius an Egyptian, one that caft nativities, who 
told him, that although his fortune was molt fplendid and great, yet it wasobfeured 
by the fortune of Cacfar, and therefore perfwaded him to get from that young man as 
far as he could, for thy Genius ( laid he ) is afraid of his Genius ; for whereas thy Ge- 
nius is erect and high when alone, but he coming neer, is rendred more remifh and li- 
ther. [ Plutarch, in Antonio,] 

After thefe things Antonius being to go to the Parthian war, had all his acts afwell 
paft as to come, confirmed by the Senate, he again dilmifled many of his comman- 
ders and difpoled all things as he would himfelf, he called fome Kings by hisowne 
authority, who (hculd only pay a certain tribute, as he made Herod King both of the 
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I jumaeins and Satmtitancs, fo D.irius ( the fon of Pharnaces, and nephew ol Mithri- 
dates) oiPontusjAmyntus of the Pi(idian», Poleraon of part of Cilic/a, and other 
Kings of other Nacions, £ 4?p>an. lib, ^.pag. 715. 3 Then committing the care ot his 
family to Caelar, he departed out of Italy ,taking with him OStavia into Gra?cia,of whom 
he had one ton born, £ Plutarch. ] and there he I pent many dayes, [Dio. lib. 48. 
pag. 3 $0,3 

Bui his army, which was otherwife to winter about him, that he might accultom 
ic to plunder and exercife, he fent againft the Parthieni, a Nation ot lllyria, infor- 
mer time greatly affected to Brutus : others againft the Dardanians, thefe alfo were of 
lllyria, and were wont to make inrodes into Macedonia : others he commanded to 
flay for him in Epirus, that he might have them all about him; for he had intended 
his wintei quarters (hould be at Athens. He fent alfo Furnius into Africa, that he 
might tonduft the four Legions of Sexcius againft the Parthians, for he had not as yet 
beard that Lepidus had taken them from Sextius. Thefe rhings beng thus difpoled, 
he wintered at Athens with Octavia, as he had done before at Alexandria with Cleo- 
patra, [ Appian, pag. 7 * 5, 7 1 6 « ] _. 

As he wintered at Athens, the firft news of Ventidius's profperous fucceffe were told 
him; how "that the Parthians being overthrown, Labienus and Pharnapates, or 
Phraates t he chief General of.King Herod or Orodes, were killed by him. For this 
Victoriesfake he made a Feaft tor the Grecians, and let forth Playes of exerciles to the 
people of Athens, in which he himfelt would be chief} wherefore leaving at home 
his Imperial enfigncs, he wentabroad with the rods that Judges m fuch exercifes ufed, 
clad With coats and thooes called Phicafmi and ftaving the young gamfters when 
they had contended as long as he thought good, parted them, [ 'Plutarch. ] 

Antonius was praited at Rome, and proceflions decreed in his name: but to Ven- 
tidius himfelf, there was no reward decreed by the Senate , becaufe he was not 
General, but carried on the war under the authority of another, [ Dv.tib. 48. 

^heowntriesof AttalusandD^jotaros, which two were dead, were delivered to 

oneCaftor,£/*/4f4g.a77.] . , • u a a ct u- 

Herod being returned ouc of Italy to Pcolomais, having gathered ftore of (ouldiers 
both of hired, and thofeof his own country, hafted thorough Galilee againft Antigo- 
nus- beingaidedby Silo and Ventidius, to whomDelhus (for fo his name is to be read, 
in the 15 book,cap.a.notGeluus ) was lent from Antonius with comrmnds that they 
ihould conduct him iuto his kingdom : although Ventidius was by chance detained for 
ictling the tumults in divers cities, that the Parthians had raifcd : but Silo was in Ju- 
dea, but bribed with money by Antonius. Yet Herods forces, as he went on, daily 
increaled, and all Galilee, a tew excepted, ftood tor his patty, [ jofeph. lb. 14. 

^'to Herod was marching to Malada, becanfc he muft of neceffity (uccour his kind- 
red. Toppe would not let him palte t which he mult fii ft take from the pofleffion of 
the enemy, becaufe he would not have behind him any fortification, in his march to 
Terulaleri : which occafion Silo taking hold on, dUlodged his army ; whom when the 
Jews purfued,Hcrod met withatmall band olm:n,laved Silo,2c who fought very cow- 

^t&w was taken, he halted to Malada to deliver his kindred from the fiegc, 
and his armywas greately increaled, many of the country people joymng with him : 
and havingoifchargedhiSfriendsfromMafada, he approached Jctufalem, in lpighr 
of Antigonus Who hadlaid ambufhmentsfor him in all convenient places : the foul- 
diers alfo of Silo following him, and many of the Jews terrified with his power. And 
when he had encamped on the weft fide of the City, thote that kept the wa Is on that 
fide, fhot at him their arrows and dans : divers alio coming out in troops, and beating 
up'heTquarters, Herod commanded an Herald to proclaim round about the 
wa ls!thathecameforthcpublickgood, and for the conservation ot the City, and 
She would pardon all former «$&*» O.i the other fide, Antigonus turning ins 
peechtoSao,andtheRoman S ,toldthem, That it was unjuftlv 'done to give the 
kingdom to rlcrod, a private man,ttnd an Idurnwn; that is, an halt Jew: whenasby 
cuftom,itoughttobegiventothePrieftsline: and whenas Antonius his men, vali- 
antly toootini from the ToWres, had droven the enemy f«n the walls Silo being 
bnbed,fuborSedfomerouldiersofhi S acquaintance, who. Ihould demand larger pro- 
vifions,andmoneyio buyrhem,and ihould requefttc .be withdrawn into commriius 
winter quarters. Whereupon the army being troubled and preparing todiftodgc, 
Herod?mK^dtheCapxaLandfouldie«ofSQohHarm^ 
him now, hebeing fertt both by Gsf ar and Antonius, and all the reft ot the Sei ate . 
and prefmtlyfcnlrtghisfouliertintothecountry, he cue. off alt «^^ JJohb 
departure -. fuch ftoTe of all neccttaries being brought thither, more than any one 
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could hopcfor. He^commanded alto his friends chat inhabited about Samaria, that 
theylhoulc) bring to Jericho, corn, wine, oil, cattle, and other neccflaries, that for the 
future, chere might beenough for the fouldier, [lbid,~\ 

Antigonus, whcu he -knew this prelentlyfenc »n*o the country thole that fhould in- 
tercept the victuallers ; but Herod taking with him fome Cohorts, whereof five con- 
fifted of Romans, and as many of Jews, with whom he intermixed fomeforreign toul- 
dier-, and a few Horte, and went to Jericho : where finding the City forfaken of the 
inhabitants, and 500 that had fled with their families to the tops of the Hills, whom he 
took and let go again : But the Romans entering the Cicy,plundered it, finding the 
houfes full of ail precious moveables. The King therefore leaving a Garnlbn there, re- 
turned, and difmified the Roman army to winter in the countries lately furrendercd 
to him j namly, Idumaa, Galilee,and Samaria. Antigonus alfo obtained of Silo by 
briberythat part of the Roman ai my fhould be lodged in Lydda,cunying favour with 
Antonius. Thus the Romans lived in all plenty , and free from bearing armes, 
tWd.2 

But Herod could not be idle, for fending his brother Jof.-ph into Idumara, with a 
ioooFoot,and4ooHorfe, himtclf wenc into Samaria, and there fetled his mother 
and thereft of his kindred, whom he had drawn out of Mafada, and marched inro Ga- 
lilee; and there furprifed fome places that were held by Antigonus his Gornlom. 
And when he came to Sephorus in fnowy weather, Antigonus his men fled from 
thence, and he took great ftore of neceflarics. From thence he fent a troop of Horfe, 
and three Companies of Foot, againft tome theeves that inhabited in caves, to keep 
them fromdoing of mifchief : they Were not far from the Village Arbela. On the 
40 day be came with the whole army, whom the enemy boldly met, and made his left 
wing begin to waver, until he came with the main Body, and fuccoured them, and 
forced his enemy that was conquering, to flee, and his own men who were fleeing to 
ftand : and not content with this, he followed the chafe as far as Jordan ; fo that he 
drew all Galilee to his fubje&ion, except thofe that inhabited the caves : and giving 
every man of them a 1 50 drachmes,and more to theCaptains, he d ifmiflcd them into 
their winter quarters, [ Ibid. ] 

In the mean time, Silo came to him wich his Captains who had wintered with An- 
tigonus, for that he would not maintain them longer than one moneth ; tor he had tent 
to the inhabitants thereabout, commanding them, to fpoile the country of all visual, 
and to flee to the mountains, that the Romans nvght perifh thorough famine: but 
Herod committed the charge of provifionto his brother Pheroras, commanding him 
to rebuild Alcjcandrium ; who in a Ihort time turnifhed the fouldicrs with abundance 
of all neceflaries ; and rebuilt again Alexandrium, which was formerly ditmantled. 
About this time Antonius fojourned at Athens, [Ibid.] 

P. Ventidius, when he heard that Pacorus was gathering an army and coming into 
Syria, was afraid ; whenas neither the Cities were fetled, and the armies as yet were 
dHpcrled in their winter quarters. Wherefore thac he might give a flop to Pacorus, 
and remedy the ilownefle of his own Forces, he went to Chauntus a certain Govcrn- 
our, one that he was well acquainted with, but one thac he knew wiihed well to the 
Panhians. Him neverthelefle he highly honoured as if he had been his faithful 
friend, and demmanded advice of him in fome affairs ; fo that, yet withoucany hurt 
to himfelf, he would feem to have this opinion of him, thac he would make him par- 
taker of his molt fecrec counfcls. The bufinelTe being brought to this paffe, he feigned 
as though he were afraid left the Panhians omitting their ufual parage over Euphra- 
tes at Zeugma, ihould ufe fome lower part of the River •• becaufc that there the Cham- 
pain were fitter for the Parthians, but here the Hill for him ; and thus he perfwaded 
Chaunzeus, and by him deceived Pacorus. So that chufing the longer march by the 
Champain,( by which Ventidius feigned he would not have him come) he gave 
Ventidius time to colleft his Forces. Thus Dio relates the bufincfle in the 56 book of 
Hiftor. 0"£.4°3>4°4.] but Frontinus, lib. 10. Stratagem, cap. 1. thus. Ventidius 
in the Parthian war againft King Pacorus, knowing that one Pharneus a Cyrrheftian 
by birth, who feemed to be one of his allyes, thac he told the Parthians, whatfoever 
was done in his Camp, turned the perfidioulneflc of the Barbarian to his own profit; 
for thofe things he moft defired, he diffembled as though he were afraid they tbould 
happen, and thofe he was afraid of, he made as though he defired : for being troubled 
left the Panhians fbould paffe Euphrates, before thac the Legions could come to him, 
which he had in Cappadocia on the other fide Taurus; he very carefully wrought 
with the Traytor, thac by his ordinary perfidioufneffe he ihould perfwade rhe Par- 
thians, that they ihould paflc their army over at Zeugma,both where the cut is fliorter, 
and the chanel not fo deep ; for if they flionld come thac way, he affirmed, chat he 
could make much ufe of che Hills to evade the archers, but thac he was mightily a- 
fraid> if they fhould come into the open field. 

Antonius 
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Antonius having fpent the winter at Athens, wich great luxury and pleilure oi 
0£tavia,as if he had been clean another man, he returned to the o d Roman falhion, 
and changed his behaviour ; for now the Liftors were about the gates, and the Cap - 
tains;and his guards,and all things ordered to make men afraid of him. Emballadors 
now had audience j which were deferred for a long time; jufticewas adminiftied, the 
finps were lanched,and things were in a hurry for the preparation.[4>^»./. 5. p.7 » 6 -] 
Finally, he took him a Crown fiom the facred Oiive tree, being to go co the war j and 
for tatisia&ion of a certain oracle, he carried with him a vellel, filled from the Moun- 
tain Clapfydra. C Phtarcb. in Antonio] 

In Syria, Ventidius fending for Silo to go againft the Parthians, commanded turn 
firft to aide Herod, and then to bring Herod along with him, and the reft of the 
Auxiliaries of thofCiProvince-;} but Herod,having tent Silo unto him,ma;ched with his 
touldiers againft the'tbieves that lived iu the caves; as Jofcphts mure fully thews in 

Herod made Ptolomcus governour of the Country, buc his government happened 
not well for him; tor being invaded by them, who formerly dilturbed che Country, 
he was killed. "Which being done, they retired inro fens, and uoacceflable places, 
infefting with robberies and inrodes all that Country. But Herod being reuimed,made 
them pay dear for their thievery ; for of thele revokers, fome he killed, others flying 
into fortified places, having conquered them, he punithed them, and rated their 
ftrong holds; and to caking away the authors ot the innovations* he fined the Cities 

^ Pacorus coming into Syria', with great forces of che Parthians, left thac fhorter cut 
at Zeugma* and brought his army about by the lower way: ?.nd whileft the Barbarians 
iovnthe bridge to thole wider bancks,and therefore more unwilJy, and bring on their 
Engines,4o dayes are fpenc : which fpacce Vintidii s id cd to gather his forces together, 
which he received, but three dayes before the Parthians came: whom when Venti- 
dius had fuffered to pafle the river, for he did not fa upon them in their paflage; he 
brought them into this opinion, Thac the Romans were cffimuiate and cowards. 
Ventidius alfo,by a diffembled fear, kept himfelf along time quier, and fuftetedthe 
Parthians a long time to infulc. At laft he fent pare ot the Legions againft them, as 
thevwre in fecurity and jollity: at whofefirft brunt the Parthians were dilcomfited 
and routed. But when Pacorus taw his men flying, he though: that all the Legions had 
been withdrawn with them, wherefore he fee upon Ventidn s his Camp, with his main 
bodv, asthough it had been left without any to defend it : which being teated upon an 
hill,' and the Parthian Hortemen invading , they were ccahly tumolcd down the 
prec.piccbyafuddenfally that the Romans made. Yet Vint id im lead not out the 
other pan of the Legions into the Camp again, till they were come within haii a mile 
of him; and then madefotudden eruption, that being near mem, he made their darts 
of uouleagainft him, of which there was great ufe ataddtance: by which policy he 
nnicklv beat the Barbarians* becaufc carried with a kind of oft.ntation ot confidence, 
The flWrs helped him very much, who exceedingly afflict d the Barbarians with 
,hcir violent ftrokes at adiftance: yet the Panhian*,ot wnorn many armed at all 
points, fought ttoutly, and Pacorus himfelf valiantly hgnting, fell down dead : ror 
who iedeadbodyatewcouragioi%ftcove,buiin vain : co be more, Ventidius flew 
all the Parthian Hoifemen, all along between the river Orontes and Euphrates, ma- 
lcin" a lUuphtcr of above aoooo.neithcr in any war did the Parthians receive a greater 
wound Of them that fled, tome that endeavoured to get home over the bridge, 
being prevented by their enemies there petrified : others fled into Commagena, to 
Kine Antiochus. And thus Ventidius again drave the Parthians within Media, 
and Mcfopocamia, but would not purine then any fancier, fearing die envy ■ o Anto- 
nio* T Uv U M. i»8. fkr«h ''*.

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Ventidius making an expedition egainft thofe that had revolted, fubdued them. 
[Plutarch. ~\ for the Syrians did extreamly love Pacorusfor his juftice and clemency, 
as never any King the like. [ Dio. pag. 404. ] Wherefore, whenas Syria expe&ed the 
event of the war; but doubtfully,Ventidius carrying about Pacorushisheadto all the 
Cities that had revolted, he eafily quieted it withut any ftroke ftiicken. [Id. ib, Florus> 
lib. 4. <*/>♦<?. J / m 

Orodes, who a little before had heard that Syria was wafted, and Ada feized upon 
by the Parthians, and gloried that Pacorus had conquered the Romans ; when he 
heard of afuddain,thathisfon was dead, and his army destroyed, for very grief fell 
mad : for many dayes he (pake to no man, nor eat any thing, but was (peechlcflc, (a 
that he feemed to be ftriken dumb : but after many dayes, when grief had loolcned his 
voyce, he did nothing but call Pacorus, that he (pake with him, and that he flood by 
him, and then again would with tears bewaile the loffe of him. [Jt*fti». M>. 4 2 « 
eap.a^ 

At Rome there were decreed for this vi&ory againft the Parthians, both pro- 
celfions and a Triumph (but yet he never triumphed) both for his eminency, and alfo 
according to the Laws, becaufe it was his Province. There were the tame. things 
decreed to Ventidius , becaufe he feemed abundantly to have rccompenfed the 
overthrow of Crallus, by the like upon Pacorus [Dio. lib. 49. jag. 404, 
405] 

Ventidius led his army againft Antiochus the Commagenian, under colour, that 
he had not given him his fervants, but indeeJ in hopero poflefle bis treafure, of which 
Antiochus bad good ftore, [Id. ibid. pag. 404.] 

Himheaflaulted,being(hutupin Samofata, but protnifing 1000 talents, and that 
he would be obedient to Anton:u ; ,he commanded him to (end Embailadots unto 
, him, (for he was far from thence) co demand peace of him ; for this onely he would 
have to belong to him, that all things fiiould not feemto b: done by Ventidius alone, 
[ Plutarch, im Antonio,'] 

Antonius commanded Ventidius, that he mould fend Maclmas to aide Herod with 
two Legions, and 1000 Horfe, [Jofeph. lib, 4, cap, 27.] but yet for both the victories 
of Labienus, and of Pacorus, which were gotten by Ventidius, Antoniusdid not only 
notrejoyce,but envied him alfo, becaufe of his prof perous fucceffe by his own con- 
duct; and although there were proceflions and a Triumph decreed to htm»ior both 
the victories that Ventidius had gotten, yet he thrnft himfromhis charge, (the go- 
vernment of Syria) and neither then, nor hereafter, ufed his help any more. Thus Dio, 
although Plutarch hath writte/i, that he was honoured by him,and that he was fent by 
him to Triumph. 

Machsras being drawn by Am igonus, and corrupted with mony, againft Herods 
pLilwafjou went unto him, as if he went to look to his actions j but Antigonus fuf- 
pecting him, gave him not admiflion, but drave him from thence with flings : he then 
perceived that Herod had given him good counfel, and his own error in not following 
ir. Wherefore he retired to Emmaus,and in his march killed all the Jews that came 
to hand, without diftin&ion of friend or foe> he being angry at thofe things that had 
happened. At which fad Herod being fore grieved, came to Samaria, with an in- 
tent to go to Antonius j faying. That he had need of other manner of men than thofe, 
who did him more hurt than his enemies, whereasof himfelf he was to fubduc Anti- 
gonns. ButMachaeras overtaking him, entreated him co (lay, or if he were determined 
to go on, at lead that he would give him his brother Jofeph, that they together 
might make war againft Antigonus. Thus was he, after much intrcaty, reconciled to 
Macharrus, and having Jofeph his brother with the army, command him that in his 
abfence , he (hould put all to the hazard of a battle , but he himfelf hatted to 
Antonius,whom he found affaulring Samofata,a city neer Euphrates,and brought with 
him Auxiliaries both of Horfe and Foot. [ ftfipb. lib. 14. cap. tj. ] 

After he was come to Antioch, he found many there, who defircd to repaire to An- 
tonius, t^utdurft hoc venture, becaufe the Barbarians had befct the wayes>io whom he 
offered hi mfelf to be their guide, and fo came to Samofata to Antonius, having over- 
come the Barbarians once or twice, when he was entertained by him very honourably 
and much praifed for his valour. [Id. ib. J 

Seeing the ficge of Samofata lafted long, thebefieged turning valiant, out of difpaire 
of peace, (as it is in Plutarch,) Antonius alio fufpe&ed that his (ouldiers alienated from 
him, becaufe he bad ufed Ventidius ignominoufly, (as Dio hath it) he privately men- 
tioned fome hope of peace, that he might with honour depart : and when he could not 
teccive no more than two hoftage?, and they not noble men, neither the mony he had 
demanded; he granted peace to Antiochus, and was content with 3 00 talents, yielding 
alfo unto him, that he might put to death Alexandcr,who had formerly fled from him 
to the Romans. Dio. lib. 49. pag . 40 5 . Tlntarch. m Antonio. Orof.lib.6. cap. 1 8.] 

This; 
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This war being ended after this manner, he delivered to C. Sofius the gouernmen f 
of Syria and Gilicia with an army,£ Dio y lib. 48. pag. 405. Jofeph. lib. 14. pag. 37.] w hj 
had often very goocttuseeire in Syria. [ Plutarch, in Antonio.] 

The affaires in Syria being fomething fetled, Plutarch wrices, that Antonius retur- 
ned to Athens-, Jofephus, that he went into Egypt, Dio that he intendtd to go for 
Italy>fo that he may leem firft to have returned to Atbcn«,trom thence to have piffed 
into Italy, being called thither by Csfar, and the King returned to Athens to have 
failed into Egypt to winter with Cleopatra, (or he was lent for by Caefar from Athens, 
that they might contult together about the war againft Sexcus Pompeiu , whither he 
came with a few as far as Bruidufium ; where feeing he found not Cxlar at the day 
appointed, bsing affrighted with a certain piodigie> he went back again into Graejia 
under colour of the urgency of the Parthian war ; Cxlar noc taking it well, that he 
did not ftay for him. [Appian.lib. 5. pag.yij. 71$. 7)*, Hb.tf.pag. .3 8 *.] Jofephus 
unmindfullof his brother Herods commands, in his abfence taking with him his own 
and five Roman cohorts given him by Machanras, went towards Jericho, that he 
might reap? the enemies corn now it was ripe, and encampsd in the mountaines, and 
becaufe the Roman cohorts weremoft raw (ouldiers Sc unskilfull of the art military, 
becaufe moft of them were taken up out of Syria, he being circumvented by the ene- 
mies in the midft of thofe faftneflcs, having loft Gx cohorts, he himfelf alfo valiantly 
fighting was (lain; yea Antigonus being matter of rhe dead bodies, was fo enraged, 
that he whipped the dead body of Jofeph ; although Pheroras his brother offered 5 o 
talents to redeem it, after which the Galileans revolting from their Gorernours, drow- 
ned thofe that were of Herods party in the lake, in fdumea, alfo there were many 
innovations j when Macharras fortified Gitta. [ Jofeph. lib. i.eap. 13. Antiqait. 14. 
cp.27.] 

Caius Sofuw being commanded by Antonius to help Herod againft Antigonus, fent 
with him two cohorts into Judea, [ td, ibid. ] he lubdued the Aradians, who had endu- 
red a fiege but now wete worne out with famine aud ficknelie. £ Dio. Lb. 49. 
pag . 405.] 

His brothers mifchance was told to Herod at Daphne, the fubutbes of Antioch, 
who expected fomefuchihiug by rcafon of fome dreames that he had, wherefore 
haftning his journey, after he was come into mount Libanus, he took With him 800 
men of that place, and leading with him one cohort of the Romans, and came to 
Ptokcraais ; from whence by night he went with the army and paffed through Galilee. 
[lojeph.rttjupra.'] 

Here hi« enemies met fvm,who Were overcome in fight and forced into thecaftle from 
which they iftued the day before, when Herod affailed by break of day, but being com- 
pelled-to defift by reafon of extremity of the weather,he led his men into the villages ad- 
!ovning,but upon the coming of another cohort from Anionics, they that kept the fort 
were difmayed, and forfook it by night : Herod alfo halted to Jericho, with an intent 
to revenge his brothers death, whither when he was come, he made a feaft to t he no- 
blemen j and after the feaft was ended, and the guefts dilmiffed, he retired to his 
lodging, and the room in which they had topped, being now emp.y of company, fell 
down and did no body any hurt, whereby it came to paffe,that all thought H;rod to 
be beloved of God , who had fo miraculouflv preferved him. [ ibid. ] 

The next day ^ 000 of the enemies came down from the tops of the mountainet, to 
fiaht with him, and terrified the Romans, and their forlorn hope with darts and 
(tones chafed Herods fouldiers,fOthat the King himfelf received a wound in his fide. 

' Antigonus fent a captain whofc name was Pappus into Samaria, defiring to (eem 
to have fo many forces, as he could make war abroad, but he went againft Ma chxeas ; 
and ai touching Herod he had taken five townes, and put 2000 ot tne Garufan (oul- 
diers to the (word, and then having fet the Townes on fire he went againft Pappus, 
who was encamped at a village called Ifan*. [ ibid. ] m 

Herod, many coming to him out of Jericho and Judea, when he (aw tne enemy 
was fo bold as to come to battlewith him,fought with them and overcame them : and 
being inflamed with a defire to revenge his brothers death, he flew them that fled, 
and followed them even 1 nto the village, but the houtes being rilled With (ouldiers, and 
(ome flying to the tops of the houfes, thefe being overcome and the houles throwen 
down, yet he found all other placesfilled with fouldiets, all whom being altera rmle- 
rable manner crufticd to death, the reft fled out in companies being (ore affrighted, and 
immediately Herod had gone to Jcrulalem, had not the fharpneffc of the winter hm- 
dred him, and put an end to the war, for now Antigonus began to think of flying, and 

t0 Herod in thecveningj when he had difmiffed his friends torefrelh themfelves, he 

as vec hoc in his armour, went into a chamber being accompanied with only one 
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Icrvant to wath himfdf, where within were (omeof his enemies armeoSwhom fear had 
forced thither, and whilft he was naked and waihed faimiclj.onc with a drawn fwprd 
run haltilv out of the doores, and then another,and likewife a third all armed, they 
were fo attoni&ed, that they were glad to Cave themlelves, without doing the King 
any hurt; the next day among others be cue of Pappus his head, and fat it to his 
brother Phetcrus in revengof hisbrothersdeath whom he had killed, for it was Pappus 
who with bis own hand had killed Jof€pb.[#/U] 

At Rome on the V Kalends of December, l\ Ventidius for his victory at mount 
Taum< and over the Parthians, as we read in marble Kalendars of the triumphs 

came bv the favour of Antonius to iuch beigthof honour, that he was made Gover- 
nor oMeEaftern Provinces, and triumphed for his ^^ 
and the Parthians, who himfclt was once, and agam too, ( >f we may believe Maffuri- 
u inPliny )lcd in triumph with other captives, L^ifei Patercul.hb^.c^. f£W 
M*ximJsh.6.cMt. 9 .PIi*!.lik. ^cap^.A.Gdm.Lb.^.up^.exSmon. Phtar 
'm Amni<>.<D».MA9.1*g.^.Z«ro i .llb. 1 -\ fee before in the end or the year of 
(he Julian Period 4671. 5pain being now reduced under the power of LslarOttavi- 
auus bv Domitius Calvinus the Proconful,the Spaniards begins their computation of 
time from the Kalends of January of this year, as may be under food from othets,.and 
alio from Eulogius the Arch-bifhop of Toledo, in his memorull ot the Saints. 

In the beginning of the Spring, Antonius arrived with 300 unpsatTarentum,out 
of Syria ( as Dio ) or from Athen , ( as Appan hath it ) foaidCsfaragainltScxtus 
Pompeius: ofwhich when he would make no tie, Antonius tookit ill,yet ftayed in 
the fameplace ; for feeing that he had agah.ft his w. 1 beftowrd to mrch colt upon 
the Navy'and had need ot Italian Legions lor the Parthian war,he thought to change 
his fleet for them : and although by the agreement, both of them had power to raile 
fouldiers in Italy; yet it would be very d.ffi.uit for h.m, Italy by lot falling to the o- 
hersfhare. vVhercforeheicntOaavu( whoaccompan.edhjmoucof Qrcece,who 
alfo was then with child, and by whom Anjonn shad had a fccond daughter > to her 
brother Csfanthatfhe might be a ftickler between them : who brought thebufinefs 
tomatpafle,that Antonius fhould deliver to Cxfar at Tarenturn prefently, an 1 50 
fcins, for which Plutarch put* an 1 00 beaked-lh ps ) for which Gtfar promiled that 
he woudfend to Antonius out of Italy /*i-w**» (as.tisinthefamePUjtarch) or 
aoooofouldiers, (as Appian hath it ) Moreover befides thecovenants, Oaavia ob- 
tained for her brother ot he^^ 20 fmaU ibips, as Plurarch, or ten Gallons 
three oares onia fear, as Appian relates: and Gefar again gave to Otavfaa 1000 
picked men for his guard, leaving the choice of them to Antonius, [ PlutarcbmAntomo, 
Appan.l.b. 5.^.7*5, 7* 6 - D.o.Ub.^. ?*g.390.} and that there might be more 
tves ot kindred, Oslar betrothed his daughter ( J ulia . ) to Antyllus the fon of Antonius, 
andagain Antoivus betrothed the daughter he had by Oftavia, to pomit.us ( Aeno- 
barouO although he was guilty of the murder of Julius Czfar, and had been prolcrib- 
ed: but thefe things were but feigned by them, as which they would never do, but 
onelv the prelent occafions required it. {JXoM.} 

And became the five years time of the Triumvirate was our, they prolonged their 
power tothemfelve for another five years, not caring for the peoples content, L /*'*'<<. 
Alan pag^b y 7*7.] But Antonius fent back OOavia into Italy, for fear of any 
danger intheParth-an war: and luving commended to Catfar the children that he 
hadbothbyher,andFulvia, he went into Syria, [Plutarch m Antoni*. App^pag. 

7 'rCiwmtrfbwltl new Library in the fame place, where the old one at Alexandria 
was burnt in Julius Olars time, which was called the daughter of the former: as 
Eoiphaniusatfirmeth in hisbook of meafuresand weights^ when yet .from the 7 year 
or Pcolomsus Pniladelphus, in which we have fhewed at the year of the Julian Period, 
44,7. thauhc former Library was built, he ill reckons »*9 years to this time, which 
ffld end in theyear ^6 of the Julian ^Period.which wa .J «%V c ^^«f l W*. S 
death, and whereas the chief evrourofthe calculation anfeth fiom hence, thathpi- 
nhaniusattrrui:es*ayeare<to the reign of Cleopatra, for »a which ten luperfluous 
veares being taken away, we make the time between the beginnings of the two libra- 
ries 239 yeares,and to this belongeth,that which is read in Plutarch, m Antonio, that 
hwasobjeacd to Antonius by Calvifiu>, ^*< ^'*<» to Cleopatra the Ubranes that 
lere at Pergamus, in nbicb were aoooo entire books, or fingle volumes, and Strabo fpake of 
uaVi*™ n^y^.pofleflions.notoflibraries that were then excant ;n tostimc,^* «. 
pag. 6t+ ] ( as Lipfius thought in the fourth chapter of his Syntagma ot 

"Iwinthe beginning of the third year, after he had been declared lUgr at 
Rome,comingwithanarmytoJerufalcm, encamped necrthe City, and prcfendy 
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moving neerer where he th ought the walls n.cft to be aflaulted,he placed his tents before 
the temple ; intending co aifule them, where P^mpsy had do ie i a time paft> where- 
fore having compaflTeJ the place with three bulwarks, he creded his batteries, by the 
afliitanceof irrniy workman, and fetching materials from all places thereabouts, and 
fetti ig fie m:n to overfee the workes, he wsnt ;o Samiria to folemnizs his marriage, 
with M.iriamms the daughter of Alexander the fan of Arift obu'.us, who was formerly 
betroachrd to him. [ Jafeph. lib. i+.cap, 27. fin. ] 

After the rmrriage Sofius came tor jugh Pnxnicia, hiving fsnc.his army through 
the continent, and thither himtelfalfo came having with him many b->th horfe and 
foot: H .rod alfo cam: from Samiria, bringing, with him no fmall acceflian to the old 
army : for they were about 3 000, all the army being come together, there were eleven 
Legions of Foot, and $000 Horfe, befides the Syrian auxiliaries, ( which are not to be 
reckoned for the leaft part) placed their camp acthe north wall of the City, of this 
army there were two Generals, Soliuj who was fent by Antonius to aid Herod, and 
Herod, who made war for himfelf with an incenr, that having diipoicfled Antigonus 
an enemyof the people of Rome, he might be King in his room according to the de- 
cree of the Scnate.[ Id. ibid. cap. » 8. Ub t 1. bell. cap. 13,] 

The Jews being gathered together out of the whole Country, and here (hut up 
within the walls made valiant refinance, boafting much of the temple of (he Lord, 
and wifliing well to the people, and faying, that God would not forfake' his in their 
danger, and fpoiling all provision that was without the City, both for man and horfej 
by fecret thefts alfo they made provihons very f carce to the befiegers, but Herod pro- 
vided well for this, for placing ambulhnaents in convenient places he prevented the 
thieves, and fending fouldiers he fetched provjfrons afar off, fo that in a fhort time the 
army was well furniihed with all neceffaries. [ ibid. ] 

By the multitude of the workmen, the three bulwarks were eafily finiihed, it was 
now fummer, and the work went on, being hindred by no uncemperatenefle of the 
weather, he often battered the walls with his engines, and left nothing unaflayed, 
but the befieged fought valiantly, and ufed all cunning to evade their enemies endea- 
vours, and making often Tallies out, they let fire on their works both which were 
begun, and fome alfo finiihed, and coming to handy ftroakeswith the Romans they 
were nothing inferiour to them in manhood, hue only in martiall skill. [ ibid. 2 

The Sabbaticall year now coming, brought a famine to the Jews that were befie- 
ged, notwithftanding which, they buile a new wall for that, that was beaten down by 
the Engines, and countermined the enemies mine?, fo that (ometimes they came to 
fight hand to hand under ground, and ufingdefpatr rather than courage, they held 
ouctothelaft,[fc/f/>Mi*.i4. cap. a8.] although Pollio the Pharilce, andSaroias 
his difciple, adviled them to receive H^rod into the City, faying they could not 
avoid his being theic King by realon of th--ir fumes. [ M ibid. cap. 17. lib. 15. 
cap. 1.] 

They heldout the fiege during five months fpace, for all there was fo great an army 
befieging them, [ Id. lib. 1. bell. cap. 13.] at length 20 of Herods choicelt fouldiers 
got upon the wall, and then the Centurions of Sofius. [Id. ibid, lb. 14. Antigua. 
cap.z%.] 

The firft wall was taken o\\ the 40 day, and the f ecou J on the jo, and fome galle- 
ries about the temple were burnt, which Herod llandered Antigonus to have burned, 
to have brought him into hatred with the people, the outward part of the templebe- 
ing taken, and the lower City, the Jews fled into the inner part of the temple, and the 
upper City ; and fearing that they Uxould be hindred fromotftring the daily facrifices 
toGod,they fenc Embafladours to demand leave that thofc beads only might be 
brought in which alfo Herod granted, hoping by thU racanes they would leave their 
obftiuacyandfubmitthemfelves.t'^'ff.a 3 .] 

But perceiving that his opinion failed him herein, and that the befieged obftinately 
contended to continue the toveraignty in Antigonw, he gave a general! aflault, and 
won the City,f. >bid.2 to wit : on the Kalends of January, of the year of the Julian 
Period,4tf77 °n the fccond day of the month Ciflu, which according to the accounts 
oftheEaftcrn people of thcfivill year was the third, b:ing the »8day in which the 
Jews were wont to celebrate afolcmn fair, in memory of the holy rowlethat was 
burnt by Jehoiakim, as hath been formerly mewed by u>, at the year of the Julian 
Period 4650. , . . , 

Thefe Kalends of January, by reafon of the bad account intercalating received ac 
that time at Rome, till upon the lalt oi Deccmber,wh : ch ended both the firft five yean 
of the Triumviri, and alfo the Confullbtp of Claudius and Nortanus, to which this ca- 
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Antiquities, declaring the time that this happened in. this calamity of Jerufalem hap- 
pened i>t the Confnljhipof M. aAgripp* and Canidius gallta,inthe CLXXXV. Olympiade, 
(to wit in the third year) the third ntoneth, on afolemn Faft-day, as if the calamity brought 
upon the Jews twenty' (even years before, had come about again upon the fame moment of time, 
(for the faty was taken by him on the fame day.) But yet this inter vail of rime exceeds 
the true account one year; unleffe you interpret (*"*«»(. in the year after twenty 
fevemas Mark VIII. 31. it is laid, that Chrift (hall rile again, pn« **«*«•©«, alter 
three dayes ; which is more clearly propounded, Marth. XVI. 2 i.t?t«u't* iy.'^ on the 
third day, and that in the II of Mac.XIV.i !**•»* «r*wxp t ' , 's after the time of truce 
years, the Interpreters expound it of the third year, in the Catalogue of the Stadionic, 
of Julius Africanus,01y mpiadc CXI. the Games ot Olympusare faid co be celebrated 
by Nero not at a lawiul time, but t"" 1 **™ J* U S to wit, in the lecond year of that Oly m- 
piade.[<» Grac.Eufebian.Scalgeri.pag, 2ai.]Yea,cvenin Joiephushimielf, that which 
iiuhe fitft book of the war,cap. 11. is (aid, Ft* 1 •«*•''•» in die 14 of Antiquities, cap. 
2 3. is expounded JW«» «'7«. 

The City being won, all things were filled with murthers :the Roman, being in- 
cenfed that they had fo long continued the fiege,and the Herodian Jews endeavouring 
to extirpate the contrary fa£tion,fo that there were continuall {laughters through the 
Porches and Houfes,yea, the reverence of the Temple not favtng the fuppliants : they 
(pared neither age nor 1 ex,nor fo much as the children: and although he befought them, 
and intrcated them to forbear > yet none obeyed him, but as it they had been 
mad, they fiiewed their cruelty without any diftinftion of age. [Jofeph. Ub. 14. 

cap. nit, 3 

Antigonus coming down from the Town, fell at Sofius his feet s who nothing 
pitying the change of his fortune, infulting over him, called him, Madam Antigona, 
but put him in prifon, and (et keepers over him. [Id. ibid.] 

When as a multitude of ftrangers that he had hired, came rufhtng in, not into the 
Temple onely, but alio the Sanftuary ; whereof fome he reft rained by entreaty, lomc 
by threats, and (omc by force of arms : thinking his victory worfe than it he had been 
overthrown, if any of thole things which were not lawful to be feen, were beheld by 
the prophane multitude. He forbad alio any plunderings in the City, as much as in 
him lay ; and likewife intreating Sofius, asking it the Romans would make him King 
of a wilderneffe, the City bemg (0 txliauftcd with rapines and murders, who anfwer- 
ing, That the Souldiers defired the plunder of the City , in regard he had indured the 
fiege : whereunto Herod anfwered, That he would reward every man out of his own 
Treafury, and by this means he freed the City from any farther vexation, by perfor- 
mance of his promife?, for he beftowed his gifes liberally to the Souldiers, and in 
proportion ro the Commanders, and royally to Sofius, and lo Sofius, offering a Crown 
of gold to God, departed from Jerufalem, leading Antigonus with him prifoner to 
Antonius. [Ibid.2 

Herpd, making a difference of the multitude of the City, advanced thofe that were 
ot his faction, and daily put them to death that were of the contrary. [ joftph. lib. 1. 
Bell, cap, 1 i,Ub* 1 s.tAntiqnit. cap, 1 . ] Among whom, healfo put to death all thofe 
judges ot the great Sanhedrim, who had acculed him of fome capital crime before 
he was King,except Polliothe Pharifee,and his difciple Sameas, whom he highly ho- 
noured. {Id. ibid, I'^.Antiquit.cap.iJ.lib.i^.cap.i.^ 

He gathered together all the royall ornaments, and what by collections, and by 
taking away from rich men, great ftore of gold and filver, and gave ir all to Anto- 
nius and his fouldiers. He put to death alfo 45 of Antigonus his chief Noble men, 
and fet watch at the doors, that none of them might be carried out under colour ot 
being dead; and what gold or filver foeverwai found, was all brought to Herod, fo 
that there was no end oftheie miferies, for the covetoufneflcof the needy Conquerour 
confumedall their goods. The fields alfo, by reafon of the Sabbatical year, lay un- 
filled, in which it was unlawful to fow. [Id. M. 15 . cap. 1.] 

Of thefe miferable times, among others were lpe£tatours,Zacharias thePricft, 
with his wife Elizabeth, of the relicks of Davids flock, Heli and Jo["eph> Anna alfo 
the Propheteffe, of the tribe of Afer, and Simon the Juft, who«rcceived an anfwer 
from the Holy Ghoft, that he fhould not fee death, till he had fcen the Lords Chrift. 
£Lttke II.26.] 

Antonius, having taken Antigonus, intended to keep him prifoner with him untill 
his Triumph : but feeing Herod was afraid, leaft Antigonus, being brought to Rome 
by Antonius, fhould contend with him before the Senate, for his right to the kingdom: 
and Antonius heard, that the Nation were ready to innovate, and for hatred to He- 
rod, favoured Antigonus, having received great fums of mony from Herod, he cut 
off Antigonus his head at Antioch, having lulled him on with vain hope of life,

From the beginning of the Priefthood and principality of Antigontr, to the taking 
of Jeru(alcm,are reckoned about two years and feven moneths, from whence alfo in 
the third year of the reign, both of Antigonus, and alio of Herod, he is laid to be 
killed by Antomuf, in the 52 Chapter of the Jewifh Hiftory, which is written in 
Arabick, fet forth in the Paris Bible of many Languages : But Jofephus attributes to 
Antigonus but three years and three moneths, \jib. *o. cap, 8.] which it they be to be 
extended to his death, will argue that it was delayed till the monetb of Auguft of this 
year : to which, according to our account, from the beginning of the Caprain-tnip of 
Judas Maccabxus, there palled 1 2 6 years, and two or three moneths. Jofephus alfo 
not ditagree.ing in the end of his 14 book, where he Writes, that the principality of the 
Halmonicans ended, Antigonus being flaiu, M«w « jw > after an 1 2 6 years. But Herod, 

the fame Authour, [lib. 17. cap. 8.] allows only 1 2 5 years to the government of the 



Hafmonxans : which being deduced from the beginning of Judas Maccabxus, are 
ended in the beginning of the third year of the reign of Herod, in which the liege of 
Jerufalem began. 



Now let us lee what forraign Writeis have delivered concerning the taking of Jeru- 
falem, and the death of Autigonus. Livyfeemeth inlib.i*8.tohavefpokcnot this 
Hiftory; in the Epitome of which, 7hejews arefaidtobe fubduedby the Lieutenants of 
Antonius, for fo the old book- have it, where the Vulgar read, the Embaffadorsof the 
]em were kilted by Antonius* But of the death of Antigonus, we have this Tefhmony 
prefcrved by Joiephu* [W. ij.Mp.i.] out ot the books of Strabo the Cappadocian. 
Antonius having brought Antigonus the Jew to Antioch, caufed him to be beheaded ; and was 
fuppofed to be the fir ft amen ft foe Romans,that put a King to death after this manner ; think? 
ing that the Jews could not be brought etherwife to admit of Herod for their King : for neither 
by torments could they be brought to vouchfafe him the name of King ,in fo high efieem held 
they the former King. Wherefore it was thought fit to obfeure hit memory by fome ignominious 
death, and leflen the publickhatr ed they had again ft Herod. Of whom Plutarch in Anton. 
He beftowed tetrarchies of great nations upon many private men,andtook away kingdoms from 
many, as from Antigonus the ]ew 9 whom he brought forth andbeheaded, with vDhichpmijhment

( Antonius; made one Herod Ling : but Antigonus heput to death, after hehadfcourgedh.m, 
and tied him to a poft, (which was never done to any King before by the Remans) to wit, to 
be beheaded at a poft* Concerning which thefirlt Excercitationof Cairfabon upon 
Baronius, cap. 7. is to be conlultcd, but that this was done Claudius and Norbanus bemg 
Confuls, as Dio intimates, it is true of Antigonus his being overcome, and ot the taking 
of Jurufalcm j but by no means concerning the death ot Antigonus, which he under- 
went in the Conlulfbtps of MAgrippa, and Camiiius, or Canidws Gallus, which was 
the next year. , „ , . . c . c A 

Nothing worthy of memory was done by the Romans this year in ayria, tor An- 
tonius fpent the whole year in going into, and returning from Italy : and Sofius, for tear 
of the envy and anger of Antonias,folpent that time, that he thought not how he

Another great trouble, after his long mourning* fetzed upon Orodes, K.mgot the 
Parthiana ; namely, which of his 3 o tons, he fhould make King in the room ot Paco- 
rus: for many Concubines, of whom he had begotten many fon«, befieged the old 
mans mind every one for their own children. At laft he pitched upon the eldeft, 
which was the worft of them all, and made him King. [J*A». W. ^.cap. 4. <Dio, 
Ub A9 W,4°*-] This was Phraates the III, called by Plutarch in Anton. Phraorres, 
although by the compiler of Appians Parthian ftones, which he tranfcribed word 
for word out of Plutarch, and by Plutarch himfelf in tlie end of hisCraflus, 
he is named Phraates; and likewife by Horace, Ode. 2. lib. a. fpeakmg of 
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Rtdditunt Cjrl [olio Phmatem. 
Phraates reftored to Cyrus his Throne. 

He having received the Kindom by treachery, flew his brothers, who were born 
of the daughter of Antiochus, becaitfe they excelled him in virtue* and in bloud by 
the mothers fide, and killed alio Orodes, becaufe he was augry at it. {.Dio.pag.^o^.} 
for he poifoned him as he lay fide of the Dropfic : which, when as he had voided the 
ftrength oi the difeafe by fiege, and began to be better, Phraates, letting his poi- 
toning alone , took a fhorter courfe , and ftraugled him. Q Plutarch in fin* 
Craft.] 

After Phraates had killed his father, he put to death all his brothers* and when 
he taw that all the Nobility hated him for his daily vilanies, he commanded his own 
fon, who was grown up to mans eftate to be put to dcath,ihat there fliould be none that 
might benamed King. [ J*ftm. lib./p.eap. 5.] 

Seeing that Phraates went about to put the Nobility to death, and committed 
many wicked things ; many of the chief fled fiom him,fome otherwhere, and Come 
to Antonius -, of which one was Moncles, a noble and powerful man. [Plutarch 
in t^nton.Dio.lib.5.fag.^o6.] This happened, Agrippa, and Gallus being Conful*. 
[Dioyibid.] 

The reft of the W inter, Gellius and Nerva being Confute , P. Canidius Craflus being. 
left Lieutenant by Antonius, about the Confines of Armenia, led his army againftthe 
Iberians ; and having overcome their King Pharnabazus in battle, he compelled him 
to joyn forces with him *• and going into Albania with him', he like wife joyncd 
to him, that Nation alto which he conquered, and their King Zobcrcs. [ Id. ibid. ] 
Who going as far as Caucafus with the conquered Armenians, and the Kings of the 
Iberians, and Albanians, he was the caule that the name of Antonius grew fa- 
mous amongft the Barbarous Nations. [Plmarch in Antonius, Strabo. lib. n. 

peg. 501.] 

Antonius being puffed up with thefe fuccefles, andrelyiug much upon Monefes, 
committed the carrying on of the Parthian war to him ; promising him the King- 
dom ot the Parthians, and granting to him the revenues of their Cities that were 
fubjeft to the Romans, that he fhould receive them as long as the war lifted. [ Di*. ut 
f»pra.) For Antonius comparing the fortune of Moneles with Themiftodes his, 
and equally his own richet and magnificence to the Kings of Perfia, he gave him 
three Cities, Larifia, Arcthula and Hierapolis, called formerly Bambyca. 
[Pint Arch.] 

Phraates, the King of the Parthians, courreouily entertained the captive King 
Hyrcaiw, tor the nobility of bis defcent ; and drawing him out of prifon, {offered 
him to live in Babylon, where were great ftore of Jews: they nolefle honoured him 
then the King and High Prieft, and not they only, but alfo all thofe of the Nation of 
the Jews, who were in old time carried beyond Euphrates by the AlTyr ians (or Baby- 
lonian*) of whom there were many millions : but after he knew that Herod was 
made King, he began to caff his hopes another way, expc&ing favour from Herod,, 
whom he had fryed when he was called in queftion for his life : he began thcrefose to 
conlult with the J ews, who in duty came to vifit him, touching his journy, who with alt 
their wife admonitions, could not withdraw him from the defire of going into his 
own Country. To this was added the Tetrarchy of Herod, who driving by all means 
to get the poor old man into his dutches, wrote to him, that he would beg of Phraates 
and the Jewsof that Kingdom,that they would not envy him the joynt power that lie 
mould enjoy with his fon in law; fot now the time was come, wherein he might re- 
quite the favours he had done him in being his nouri&er and prcferver* Hcfent alto 
Saramala his Embaffadour to Phraates himfelf Wtfh great prcfents ; toothing him up,. 
That he fhould not hinder himfrom being thankful to him that had deletved fo well 
of him. IV hen therefore he had received Hyrcanus, thus difmiffed by the Parthians,, 
and honourably fumifted by the JewMor his expences for bis journy, he entertained 
h-m with all honour, giving him the upper hand in all alTemblies,and the mote honou- 
rable place at all feafts,and calling him father, he thus lulled him on, leaft he fhould 
fufpeft any uechcry.[}ofepb. lib. 1 j. cap. >,.}.] 

Herod taking care that none of the Nobility fliould be created High Prieft, fent to 
Babylon for a Prieft of bale Parentage, whom he was well acquainted with, but yet 
of the race of the Pricfts, but derived from thole Jews that were carried beyond Eu- 
phrates, this mans name was Ananelus(or Hanancel)and go him he gave the High 
Pricfthood.L/a.^.]. 
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Marcus Antonius refufing all honcft and wholefomc counfel, fent Fontcius Capito 
to Cleopatra to bring her into Syria, [Plutarch in Antonio.} into which lhc was no 
(ooner come, but fheprelently thought how (he might get it into her pofleflion, [ Jofepb. 
lib. 1 5. cap. 4. ] She accufed alfo the Syrian Noble men to Antonius* and petiwaded 
him to put'them to death* that (he might more eafiiy come to be Miftrefle of their 
cftates, [ Idjib.l.bell, cap, 15.] 

She acculed Paufanias the fon of Ptolomjeus (Menna;us)King of Chalcis and Iturara, 
as if he favoured the Parthians, and caufed him to be put to death by Antonius, ( Id. 
ttb 14 cat. 4 Do.lib t ^9.ptt£,^ii.] in whotaior Pacerus isio be zezd Parthian) fifteen 
years after'the death of his father Auletcs; as is manifett out of Porphyria, in the 
Greek Eufebian.ofScaliger,pag.aa6. where the name ot Lyftmachm is fallely put f or 

Xtonius made >4myntas the Secretary of Dejotarus Prince of Galatia , adding 
to it part of Lycaonia and Pamphylia, [ Dh. m fupr. pag< 411. Strabo, l.b. ia. 

f ^Amonius alfo made Archelaus King of Cappadocia, who was nothing akin to the 
tesil Family* and depofed Ariarathes \ whofe paternal (lock was derived from thole 
Archelai who had waged war againft the Romans, and his mother was that Harlot 
Glaohvra' f Vio.Htfupr.pag,^i\,] and that Antonius was naught wuhGlaphyra 
atSout ot that lascivious epigram of Czfar Oftavianus, [ inMaruan. lib. n. 

^Akxlndra the daughter of Hyrcanus, the wife of Alexander the fon of Ariftobu- 
lus, and mother in law of Herod, taking it .1 that her ton Anaobdus,the brother of 
Mariamme wascontemned, becaufe that during hi* life time one called lrom another 
Ucelhould ulurpe the High Priefthood. She wrote toCeopatra by acertamMu-

unco, they departed feveralwaycs » but he with fome that ftayed with him, went to 
Lesbos, [D10.pag.40z.] tarrying at Mitylena-, where his father had beftowed him 
before the Pharlalian battle, and being overcome, received him from thence again, 
[Appiati.pag. 747.] r . f 

When the Parthians were troubled for the flight of Monefes tp Antomus,and Phraa- 
tes for that caule was in a lright ; he lent meffengers to Monefes to treat of a peace i 
and perl waded him with great promises to return again : which being known, al- 
though, asit was like to do, angered Antonius ; yet he did not put Monefes whom as 
yet he had in his power, to death, ( which if he had done, he conceived that none of the 
Barbarians would ever accept of his friendship ) yet tiling policy againft the enemy, he 
difmifled him, as if by hismeanes he would make peace with the Parthians : and with 
him alfo lent Embafladours to Phraates, who in words mould compofe a peaee, if the 
King would rcftore the enhgnes and captives that were alive, which the Panhians had 
taken in the overthrow of Craflus : for he thought he fhould take the King unprovided 
by reafon of hopes otpeacc, [ Plutarch in Antomo, Dio. lib. 49.p*g. 4°°~. ] 

But he himfelf in the mean while preparing for the war, came to Euphrates : which 
hcluppofed was kept by no Garnfon ; but when he found that there was a ftrong Gar- 
rilon there, he changed his cour(e,and intended pretently to go into Armenia, to make 
war upon Artavafdes King of the Medcs,being drawn thither by Artavaldes the King 
oi the Greater Armenia who was the others enemy, [ Dio.pag. 407. ] 

This Artavafdes the King of the ^cmenian?, Jolephus calls tArtabaz.cs^ the fon of 
Tigtancsitl&.iJeU.cap.is.llkis.cap.i.] and Orofius calls ^rtabanes,[>*. \6. 
cap. 1 p. ] whom when Antonius had taken him to be his counfellour, and guide, and 
chief for the management of the war, he then betrayed him, and afterwards 
brought the Romans into divers calamities* [Stn&o, lib. ii.f£. 5*4. & lib. 16. 
pap. 748,"] 

Antonius having fent back Cleopatra into Egypr, he went thorough ^rabia into 
Armenia: where he had commanded both his own forces and the auxiliaries of the 
Kings to meet him : aroongft whom were many friends and allies, and among them 
that ^rravafdesor-rfrtabazes King of Armenia* 6000 Horle and 7000 Foot : and 
when the fouldiers were muttered, there were found to be of the Romans* and of the 
allies of Italy, 60000 Foot,and the ordinary Horfe of the Spaniards and French 1 0000. 
and of auxiliaries from other Nations 30000. reckoning the Horfcmen and the light- 
harnefled fouldiers. Thus Plutarch ; but Velleius Paterculus allows Antonius XIII 
Legions, [ lib. 2. cap. 8». ] Florus, XVl. [ lib. 4, cap. 10] and Juftin, [ lib. 4 a. <*j>, 5 .] 
and Livy, XVIII Legions, and XVI thoufand Horfe, [ til. 130.] 

The guide of his army made the journey from Zeugma to Euphrates, evento the 
entring of Atrapatena,( which the river Araxesdividethtrom Armenia) 8000 fur- 
longs, twiee f o much more as the right way, by carrying them about over mountains 
and by-waies> [Strabo. lib. 1 1 . pag. 524.] and whereas Aetoniui ought to have refrcfh- 
ed hisarmy in the winter quarters of Armenia, being wearied with a journey of 8000 
fui longs, and the fpring but now beginning, to have invaded Media, before the Par- 
thians were come ouc of their winter quarters, he could not away with any delay ; 
being fo raviflicd with the longing after Cleopatra, that he thought rather of a fpcedy 
return, than ofgainingavi&ory.LPAtf«rf7>. T 

Therefore when he underftbod, that the King of Media was gone far from his own 
Country, to bring aid to the Parthian; he himfelf in all haft marched with the belt 
part of his horle and foor, leaving part of his army and baggage with Oppius Stapia- 
nus, but commanding them to follow him ; hoping that at the firft onfet he fhould con- 
quer Med ; a.L^.W.4o7.] , , . . . . . ... 

Among the carriages that were lefr, were the engines for battery, which were car- 
ried in 300 carts, among which was a ram of 8o foot long, of which if any were broken 
they could not be mended, for the fcarcky of materialism thofe Countryes, that bring 
forth trees neither high nor ftrong enough. [ Plutarch. ] 

Antonius after he had palled the river Araxes, was befet with mifeties onfall fides* 
[ Orof. lib. 6. cap. 19. ] and as foon as he came into Atrapatena, heharrated that coun- 
try » then he befieged Phraata, a great City, in which was the wife of the Kingof the 
Modes with her children, when prefently he found his errour that he had committed, 
in leaving his engines behind him, and fowas fain toraifea mount neer the City, 
which he did but very (lowly and with great labour, [ id. ] this was the royall City of 
the Mcdes called by Dio Praafpa, and. by Strabo Vera, (unlefle I be deceived ) C in 
hisl-b. n.p4f.52 3 .]outofAdelphius,(ifitbenot Dellius the Hiftorian) who was 
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wich Antoniu; in th ; s expedition, and wrote ir, and commanded part of the army, 
fhewing that this City was 2400 furlongs from the river Araxes. 

The ParthiansandMeJeSjknowingthar Antonius did but labour in vain,<na(Iaul- 
ting that City that was fo well fortified with walls and men* they of a fudden fct upon 
Statianusas'he was tired with his je>urney,and killed both him, and all that were with 
him, Plutarch reckons mi»< on 10000, Velleius Paterculus, namech two Legions, and 
took all the baggage and engines of war, Pokmo the King of Pontus, and companion 
of the war, being taken was difmifled for his ranfome of money that he gave : and this 
Wasan eafie matter for the Barbarians to doe, becaufe the King of Armenia was not 
at the fight; who might have helped the Romans; which he nor onely did nor, bur dc- 
parted,not indeed unto ^ntonius,6ut into his 0W17 km gdom,[ Dio.pag. 407; P'elUi.'Pa- 
tercHl.lib.2.cap.$i.PlHtArch>mi/i>itoxio.~] 

Antonius, although he made hafte at the firft news of Statianusj that he might fuc- 
cour hitmen, yet he came too late; for he found none but deadmen. Whereforeal- 
though he was much afrighted with this overthrow, yet becaufe none of the Birba- 
riansoppoled him, thinking that they were gone for fear ofhim>he took courage a- 
gain, and not long after meeting with them, by the' help of his flingers ( of which he 
had great ftore, he put them to flight, for the flingers darts went farther than the ene- 
mies arrows : fo that the cuiraflccres were not fafe from them, but yet by the fvvift- 
neffe of the Barbarian horfe there was no great flaughter made.CZ>/*.«r f«pra*l 

Antonius again fet upon the aflault of Praafpa, in which he did not much en Ja m- 
mage the enemy, the Garrifon which were within ftrongly repulfing them, and the 
enemy that was without hbdring them from coming tO handy blowes, ( id. ibid. ] and 
whereas the Parthians that came to aid the befieged, threatned the Romans moft 
contumeliouflyj Antonius being unwilling that hii totldiers fhould loole any of their 
animoficy, he took with him ten Legions, and three Praetorian cohorts, and all his 
Horfcmen, and a forraging: hoping by this meanes that the enemy would fet upon 
him, and fo he fhould come to a fet battle. £ Plutarch.] 

When he had gone a daies journey, as (oon as he law the Parthian?, wheeling a- 
bout him, to hinder his return, he commanded the fignall of battle to be founded, yet 
trufled up his tents, as though he prepared not to fight, but for his march, and thus 
he marched by the Barbarians who were drawj up in an halt moan, commanding 
his Horle, that a* foon as they were come together, that the Legion* might fee upon 
the enemy* they fhould begin the charg, the Parthians did much wonder at the well 
ordered armv of the Romans, beholding che fouldiers pafling by and keeping their 
rancks, and fhaking their darts at them, but not lpeaking a word •• but after the figne 
and a great {hout made, the Horfe had given the onfet, they refilled a little, although 
that immediately the Romans had gotten to within them, that they took from them 
the ufe of thearrowes, then prefently, the Legions coming to joyn, with great fhouting 
and the clattering of the armour, the Parthian horfe were frighted, and the Parthians 
tbemfelves turned their backs before they came to handy ftroakes, Antonius hoping 
that now he fhould overcome them, or at lcaft finifh the grcateft part of the war, fol- 
lowed the chafe very hard, but when his Foot had putfued them 50 furlongs, and his 
Horfe three times fo much, and confidered the number of the flain, and prifoncrs, 
they found they had taken 30, and killed only 80, ths did much dilcouragc them ; 
thinking it was hard, if being Conqucroursthey fhould killlo tew, but being conque- 
red they fhould lofe fo many as they had done when the carnages were taken, che next 
day, as they W«re returning to their Camp, they met at the firft a few of their enemies 
then more, at laft all of them, as if they had not been formerly routed but all f rein men 
who reviled them and brake in upon them on every fide, fo that they could not but 
very hardly and with great labour get to their camp again. [ id. ] 

In the abfence of Antonius the Medes that were at Praafpa fet upon the mount, and 
put the defenders of it in alright, for which Antonius being enraged,decimated them 
that had forfaken the place, and for the reft he gave them barly inftead of wheat. £fd m ) 
The Forragers that were fent out by Antonius, at the beginning, when the Ro- 
mans had their provisions neer them were fufficient for bringing them in»but after- 
wards, when they had eaten up all that was neer them, that the fouldiers themfelves 
were forced to go a forraging; but it came to paffe, that if but few were fent, that they 
only not brought any thing, but that the forragers themfelves were loft; if many, 
Praafpa was left naked of befiegers, and by the lallies of the Batbarians, many of the 
Romans were killed, and many engines weredeftroyed, from whence it came to pafle 
that Antonius hismen, who befieged others, fuficred the fame things that thofethat 
are befieged ufe to fuffer, for the Townes-men obferved fit rimes forfallies.and thofe 
that were without, by their fudden incurfions and quick retrcates , did grievoufly trou- 
ble them that rcmained.in the Camp, as often as they divided their forces, but the for- 
ragers that went to the villages they never molefted, but fet upon them unexpectedly

Sextus Pompeius hearing tbac Antonius was in Media, making war with the Medes 
and Parthians, intended to commit himfelf* tohisproteaion at his return, and in the 
mean time to winter in Lesbos ; the Lesbians for the memory of his Easher moil 
willingly entertaining and detaining him. [ Id. ibtd, f*g. -402. Appan. lib. 5.

Antonius protraaing the fiege of Praafpa,the war was very troublefome to both par- 
ties-for neither Antonius could get any viSualjbut by the bloud and wounds of hisown 
men: and Phraates knew that the Parthians would endure any thing, rather than 
winter in the Camp, and that in aftrange Country, wherefore, he was afraid, that if 
the Romans continued in arms, he fhould be forlaken of his men : the weather grow- 
ing very cold, after the Autumnal Equinoxial. [PlHtarch.] He was afraid alfo, that if 
the fiege Iwere continued, Antonius, either by himfelf , or elfe being helped with 
hpplies, would very much incommodate the City j wherefore he iuborned fome, that 
(hould promote the motion oi a peace between them, with an hope that it would be 
eaiily granted. [!)/'<>,?*£. 408.] . 

YVherfore the Parthian commanded his men, when they met with the frorragers, 
to deal more courtcoufly with them, and alfo to call in fome words of peace; by which 
means Antonius being pcriwaded, fent a friend to demand the rcftnution both of 
his Enfignes and Prifoncrs, leaft he fhouid fecm to be content only to depart with late- 
ty • co whom it was anfwcred,That he mould let thole things alone, but it he denied 
peace and fecurity, he (hould depart fuddainly. [rW^.] And thus Phraates, fitting 
on his guilr Throne, and twanging a bow filing, after that he had in many words in- 
vested againft the Romans, he promiied Antonius hisEmbaffadon peace upon this 
cond ition,That he fhould immediately withdraw his army. [Di:pa g .4oK.] 

When Antonius received this an Iwer, although he was very eloquent, both for 
civil and military Orations, yet at that time,foc ihame and lorrow, he did not ipeak 
to his (ouldicrs,but made Domitius Aenobarbus fupply his place, to fpake to the 
fouldicrs,atidtobidthembeof goodchear : and within few dayes, having trufled up 
his baggage, he departed, [Plmarch.\ leaving his works that he had raded, for the 
allaultof Praafpaundifrnantkd, as if he had been in a frienis Country, all which 
the Medes buvnr, and calf down the Mount. [D'o. $n fupra.] 

But when they were to return by the tame Campaign, wnere was no wood, a cer- 
tain Mardian that knew the fafhion of the Parthians, who had done very good fervice 
for the Romans, at t he battle where the Engines were taken, pcriwaded Antony, that 
be mould march with his army by the Mountains on the right hand,and that he 
fhould not hazard it in the plain and open fields ; they being heavily armed, againft 
the multitude of Parthian Hotfe men, who were all Archers ; for that the P^thians 
did but feek this occalion by fair Words, to draw him from the fiege, that he would 
lhe w him a fhoiter way, and more plentiful for the vidua ling of his (pnldiers. 1 hele 
things AntoniusrelatedtohisCouncil,dilTembling withal, That he little truftcd to the 
Peace with the PauhianK,yet commending the foortneflc of the way, and especially 
the paflaec through a plentiful Country = he demanded fome aflurance of the Mar- 
dian, who yielded himtelf to be bound, till he had brought the army into Armenia ; 
and being thus bound, he brought them without moleftation tor two dayes together. 

L ^But'oVthc third day, when Antonius little thought of the Parthians, marched 
lecurclv, in confidence of the peace : the Mardian perceiving the dam of the river 
newly boken up, and that all the way was drowned by which they (hould paffe, he 
underftoodthatthiswasdoneby the Parthians, by this difficulty to give an halt to 
he Roman army : he ptcfently told Antoniusof this, and bad him to provide againft 
hecoSof theenemy. He,ordering bis battle, fetdiftances between the ranks, by 
which thole that ufed darts and flings, might make an excurfion upontheencm.es, 
when the Parthians opened their files to compafle about and diforderthe army • but 
when the light Horfemen brake in upon them, after the giving [an I receiving .of 
manywounds, they retired, and again came on, until the French Horfe,being relerve, 
g?ve them a fierce charge, and xouted them lo,that they attempted nothingmore 

th Antonius learning from hence what was to be done, made his army march in a 
fquare body, having a ftrong guard of darters and lingers, not onel) 'in id^Jgg* 
but alfo J the flanks; giving alio a charge to h.sHorfe, that if theenemy affailed 
them, they fhould repulfe them ; but if they fled, they fhould not follow the chafe too 
far, and lot he Parthians for four dayes f pace,having received as good as they brought, 
began not to be fo hot upon them,but taking the whiter foran cxcufc,thought upon-rc- 

lW On^^l^L^afyoac of the Captains,a valiant and induftrioujmanj 
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defired of Antonim, that he would give him leave to take fome light armed men 
from the rear, and fome Horfemen from the front, as if he would do iome gahant aft 
He by a rafh attempt, brake in upon the enemy, with muchhazard, whilft they lend 
him aide by imall companies : they, as too weak, arc cut off by the enemy, uiitill that 
Antonius came in with the whole fttcngth of the army, and refcuedthe reft from 
manifeft danger. [Id.] • 

Floruswrites,L^.4.^.io.] that there were two Legions overthrown bythe 
Parthian darts, Plutarchfaith that there fell not leffe than §ooo,and that there were 
5000 wounded men brought back into the Tents, amongft which was Gillus, who 
wasfhot through in four places, who afterwards died of his wounds: Antonius was 
very much troubled to fee this, went and comforted them that were wounded : but 
they chearfuUy took him by the right hand, and defired him that he would look to 
himfelf and trouble himfelf no more for them, and calling him their bmperourj told 
him that if he were well, then they were all fate and in health, l Plutarch, j 

This victory made the Parthiansfo proud, who were before weary ana in defpair, 
that they lodged all night neer the Romans Camp, hoping that they ihould have pre- 
fentlv the plunder of all their money, and the ranfacking of their tents, f;Ml on 
which night, a certain Roman whofelife was fpared in Crattus his overthrow, came 
in a Parthian habit to the Roman trenches, and faluting themin Latiue, after he had 
gotten to be believed, informed them what danger was at hand, that the King would 
come with all his Forces ; and adviled them, thac they mould not march that way 
they inrended,but that they fhould go back again, and take the way by the woods and 
the mountains, and withal told them, that perchance they might meet with theene- 
mv that way alfo, [ Fhrtis. hi. 4. cap. 1 o. Wlti. P annul, lib, 3. cap. 8 O 

As, foou as it wai day, many enemies came together, and they fay there was not lefs 
than4ooo Horfe, the King alfo (ending thither his Life-guard, as to a moft certain 
andanaflured Viaory,for the Kingas yet was never at anyfight. Then Antonius 
liftiDguphishandstoheaven,madehis prayers to the gods, that if there were any 
god oftaided with his former good fortune, that he would lay all the adverhcy upon 
his own head, but that health and viaory might be to the reft of the army, 

[ ^The next day the army marched on in a more fecure guard : the Parthians letting 
upon thero,were very much deceived in their expectation ; tbey fuppofing they came 
buTtopillage and plunder, and nottofight; but being cheerfully received by the Ro- 
man darts, thereupon their hearts began again to fail them, L Id. J _ 

Hildas hey wcVe going down a cenain H.H,the Parthians lay in ambufh for them, 
and overwhelmed them with their arrows as thick as hade ; but then the tou.d.ers t hat 
carried great fhields,took in the Hght-harneiredmenintothemiddeftof them, and 
kneeSoWn upon their left knee, held their bucklers over their headland made a 
KoVbVwhich means they defended both ^^« ^ ih« ^fOTthc 
enemiesarrows, which falling upon the convexity of the fhiclds,fl.d off by reaton of 
thcftuTpeiineac, {?UrHs i lib.^c4 f .xo.Fromn>o. l<b. z.

ler, and died, becaufe they wanted wine, (which was the onely remedv. ^ 
[Plutarch.] ,9J 

The famine thus ragtag in the Camp, chey began to flee to the enemy, and bug chat 
the Parthians flew thefe runawayes in the fight of the reft, ail had a good mind 
to be going ; but the cruelty or the Parthians flopped the revolt , [ Dio. lib < 
P*ff4°9.J 

Antonius ( feeing (o many of h sown fonldicrs dying, and the Parthiant all letting 
upon) isreponedtohave often cryed out *o nimi I wondering at thole loooomcn 
who under the conduit of Xenopbon marched a far longer march from Babylon, and 
often fighting with their enemies, and yet came home lafe, [ Plutarch. ] 

And teeing the Parthians could neither break the body of the Romans, no nor their 
ranks, but that tliey were of ten overcome themle Ives and repulfcd* they began again 
to talk peaceably with them that went to fetch water and forragc, and ihewing them 
their bows unbent* told them that they were departing, and that they would follow 
them no more; but that perhaps they might have fome Medcs follow them a da? or 
two, but that they would not do them any great hurr, onely tecure fome of the re- 
moter villages; and holding them with this talke, they gently rook their leave of 
them: at which the Romans were very joyful? which being told Amoiius, be dc- 
fired rather to march by the charopain, than the mountains, becaufe it was faid that 
that way wanted water, [Id. ] 

W hilft he was in this determination,there came to him one from the enemies Camp 
named Mithradate?, acofinofMonefes, to whom Antonius had given the three Ci- 
ties; and demanded that fome might be fene to him that undcrftood rhciyriack or 
Parthian Language, to whom when Alexander an Antidchian, a familiar friend of 
Amoniuy was come, he declared unto him, that in thofe mountains which he faw 
the Patrhiani with all their forces lay in ambufh, to lee upon them as they pafled by 
the plains ; and adviltd them to pafle by the mountains, which had no other incon- 
venience than want of water for one day, whofe counfel Antonius following, and ha- 
ving the Mardian for his guide, by night took his journey by the way of the moun- 
tains ; commanding his fouldiers to carry water with them, which many did in clwir 
helmets and ieachrene bags, [Id,] 

The Parthians having intelligence of this, contrary to their cuftom, putfuedthem 
by night, and by Sun-rifing they overtook the reare ward of the Romans, tyred with 
labour and watching; for that night they had gone 240 furlongs, although they did 
not think that the enemy would have come upon them fo foon ; by which they were 
the more dejected, their thirft alfo was increaled by their fighting ; for they were for- 
ced to ma rch fighting, [Id.] 

In the interim the vowwards met with a River coole indeed and clear, but fait and 
venemous, which immediately did gnaw the guts of them that drank ir, and increafed 
their third : which although the Mardian forewarned them of, yet they violently 
thruft them away that would have kept them fromdrinking of it, and drankfreely of 
it. Antonius alfo was very urgent with them, and prayed them to forbear but a little 
for not far off, there was one that they might drink of, and that the reft of the way 
was fo rough and uneven,that the enemy could by no means follow them. He founded 
a retreat alfo, that at leaft the fouldiers might refrefh themlelves in thefhadej Id 
Flows, lit. 4. cap. 10. ] ' 

As foon as the Tents Were pitched, the Parthians according to their cuftom depar- 
ted, and Mithradates returned: and Alexander coming unto him, he told him, that 
after they had fomethiag refcefhed themfelves, they fhould all rife, and make hafte 
over the River, for that was the utmoft that they would purfue them. Antonius for 
this gave him great ftore of gold-plate, of which he took as much as he could hide in his 
garment, and departed, [ Plntarch^ 

The next dayes journey was without any moleftation, but the following night they 
themlelves made moft grievous and dangerous to themfelves j for thofe that had any 
gold orfilver, were killed, and robbed, and the fumptcrs that carried the Treafure 
were plundered ; and laft of all,the houfcholdftuff of Antonius himlelf, as his plate and 
precious tables, they brake and divided among themfelves. Wherefore this tumult 
and uproar being in the army,for they thought that the enemy had fct upon the i nmp- 
tets to rob them, Antonius called a free man of his, and commanded him to kill him, 
and to cut oft his head, that neither he might not be taken alive by the enemy, 
nor known when he was dead, [ Id. cum FUro, nt fupr. Sexto Mufo. in 3r$- 
vtd.no. \ <. . 

As his friends were weeping about him, the Mardian bid Antoniut be of good 
chear, for he perceived there was a River near : and others told him that this tumuk 
arolcfrom their own covctoufhefle and doing wrong one to the other. Wherefore 
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j Aqroniu?, that he might compofe thefc tumults and difturbances in the army, gave a 
fignal to encamp. And now is began to. grow light, and the army to fall in good 
order again: wheuas the rcareward perceived the enemies arrows, whereupon the 
fignal of battle was given to the light HorfemcD,andthc Shieldmen coming together 
as they did before, defendedthe force of the Parthian arrows, who durft never come 
near them. And as they marched a little forwatd, as foon as ever the river wasefpied 
by thofe that went firft, Antonius oppofing his Hade againft the enemy, macte all 
the fick men pafs over firft : and now both the fear and labour was much dimi- 
nifljed in them that fought. For as foonasthe Parthians faw the river, they unbent 
their bows, and bid them a Gods name, highly commending their valour : fo they 
palled leaturely over the river, and. made much of themfelves, not overmuch wufting 
to the promilcs of the Parthians. [Tltttarch.] 

Cselar O&avianus, haying fetled his aftairsinSkily,ontheIdesof November en- 
tred Rome,oucof Sicily in an Oration, as is manifeft from the marble triumphal Ne-' 
olds, [Jnfcn'pt. Grut. pag. CCXC VII. cumSueton. in O&avfo, cap. 22. Dion, Lb. 49-. pag, 
400. Ornf^Ub. 6. cap. i*.} and had a golden Statue ere&ed for him in the Roftra, 
which expreifed ui$ lively portaidture with this infeription, For peace refiored after con- 
tinual wots both bjfea and land % [Appian. lib. ^.pag.7^6.] and was then »8 years okl: 
after whiebmanner thofe words of Appian ate to be taken, &»* Ka-icaj *t»» « rfc& J*> 

x) i/xocri. 

He received alfo the Tribunicial power for ever, by a Decree of rhe Senate, inviting, 
him by this .honour to lay down the Triumvirate ; concerning which bufinefle he 
wrote privately to Antonius, by Bibulus* [Appian. ibid. p0g. w.Orofclib. 6. 
cap.rt.] 

Antonius bis men came to the river Araxes, the fixth day after the battle, which 
dividech Media ( Atropatena) from Armenia : here the paftage feemed very difficult, 
by reafonof the depth and rapidnefle of the river; and there was a report that the 
enemy lay in ambufh to fct upon them in their paffage : but after they were fafely 
pafled over,and were entred Armenians if they had newly landed from fca,they killed 
the earth,aud fell embracing one the other wich tearsof joy. But when they marched 
through a plentiful Country, they fo filled themfelves with plenty of viftuals, 
after their long famine, that many began to be fick of Dropfics and Fluxes. 
[Plutarch.] 

Here Antonius muftredhis army, and found that he had loft 20000 Foot, and 
4000 Horfe, the half of whom died of difeafes,and not in fight againft the enemy. 
[ Id. ] Of the whole army there was not lefle than the fourth pare wanting, of the 
grooms and flavesa thixd^andfearceany of the baggage remained} yet Antonius 
called this flight his victory, becaufe he came oft alive. [Vehi, Patercul. lib. 2. 
cap.Si,} 

He fled in ai dayes 300 miles. [Livy^Ub. 150.] The march continued for 2ydayes 
together, from Phraata (or Phraafpa) in which f pace of time the Parthians were re- 
puTfedkingbti8times» but thofe 16000 Horle, who were armed after the Parthian 
manner, and ufed to fight with them, which Arcarafdes brought oik of Armenia : 
the Parthians could not fo often repaire their battle, being fo often beaten by the Ro- 
mans, if they had had thofe to purfue them. Wherefore all men egged on Antonus 
to punilh the Armenians : but be took no advice, neither upbraided him with' his 
treachery, but ufed biro with the fame honour and courtefie that he ever had done, 
but all this was becaufe he knew the army was weak and wanted ncceflaries. 
[Plutarch.} 

Antonius, being now no more troubled with enemies, bafted to Cleopatra, he being 
unwilling to winter in Armenia; and taking a fuddain journyin a fharpwinter>and 
continual fnows, and hunying on his fouldicrt, he loft 8000 men by extremity of 
weather. [ Livy, lib. 150. 1 1narch in Antonio. ) And alfo as they pafled over the 
Mountains of Armenia, that were covered over with fnow, the wounds, of which they 
received many,extreamiy troubled thenx Wherefore many being dead, and many 
rendred unferviccable; Antonius, bceaufc he could not endure to hear of chefc things, 
forbad that any one fhould Ipeakto him of any fuch thing. But the King of Arme- 
nia, although he were angry with him, and carried revenge in bis mind, becaufe he 
had deferted him 1 yet he ftrived to indeare him to him, that he might get proviffons 
from him. At length t feeing the fouldiers could not endure this journy in winter any 
longer, he fo perl waded the King, what by flatteries and promiles, that he would let 
his army winter in bis Country, as if intending the next fpring to load ivs army againft 
the Parthians. [Dml40. 49.p*g. ?io«] 

At length* having fcarfe left the third pan of fixteen Legions, he fled into Syria, 
(returning to Andochia, as it is in Qrofius,lib. 6. cap. 19.) where being as it were 
in a manner befotted, he began (omewhat more to brag, as if he had gotten the 
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victory, becaufe he got away. [Flow, lib. 4. cap. 1 0.3 

He coming down to the tea fide with a few company, ftayed in a Caftle between 
Bcrytus and Sidon, (called Lcucocomt) and tarried for Cleopatra's coming, forwhoCe 
abfence he pined away s to wear which away, he fell to feattmg and quirting, amids 
which he would oft rife up and run, to fee if Ihc were coming, until at laft (be carac in- 
deed. £ Plutarch, in Anton,'] 

Cleopatra brought for the fouldiers great ftoreof mony and apparel j and fome 
reported, That Anronius took the apparel that the had brought , and gave it to 
the fouldiers, and to the fouldiers his own mony, as if fhe had given it. £74, ibid.] 
Concerning which matter Dio writes thus. Monici were brought him by Cleopatra, 
of which he divided to every Legionary fouldier 3 5. drachmes,(pr pence) and toothers 
proportionably : and when that mony was not enough, he made out the reft out of his 
own trcafure, and gave acquittances for that he had received of Cleopatra. He re- 
ceived alfo much mony of his friends, and exacted much of his allies. Which when 
he had done, he went into Egypt. [Wo . ut fupra. 410.] 

Herod being continually roolefted with the increases of his wife Mariamme, that 
he would reftore the High Priefthood to her brother Ariftobulus, according to his- 
due: wherefore calling a Council of his friends, he bitterly inveighed againft his mo- 
ther in Law Alexandra, as it the had privately wrought treafon againft his Kingdom, 
and had endeavoured by Cleopatra's means to tranflate it to the lad ; yet notwith- 
ftanding,leaft he fhould fcem to contemn both his piety to her, and the reft of the 
kindred, he faid, he would now reftore the Priefthood to her fon, to which Ananeius 
had hitherto been preferred, by reafon of his tender years. Alexandra, almoft betide 
her felf for joy, and grieving that fhe was fufpefted, fell a weeping, and cleared her 
felf of thefc accufations ; and giving him many thanks for her fons honour, promifed 
that hereafter (he would be moft obedient unto the King. And thus Herod gave the 
Priefthood to Ariftobulu«, in the lifetime of Ananelus's, he being then but feventeen 
years old. [ ]ofepb, lib. 1 5. cap . ca p, a, <£• 3.] 

Sextus Pompeius, when he undeiftood or Anronius ill fortune in Media, and that 
CaiusFurnius, who at that time wasgovernourof Alia, was no very good friend of 
his, he tarried not in Lesbos ; but beginning to conceive fomc hopes, that either he 
fhould {ncceed Antonius (if he. were once dead) in whole power, or ac lcaft fhould re- 
ceive Come part of it, efpecially feeing that both out of Sicily, and from other places, 
many came unto him, (partly in opinion of his fathers glory, and other?, becaufe 
they did not well know how to live el(e) lb that he both took the ornaments of the 
General, and provided himfelf tor the fazing upon the oppofitc Continent of Afia, 
alwaics letting before his eies, the late example of Labienus, who \had over-run iton 
a fuddain. \Appian. lib, 5.pag, 747. Dio, lib. 49. pag. 40a.] 

Antonius, when he was come into the Country of his friends, knowing what Pom- 
peius had done, promifed, That if he would lay down his arms, he would both pardon 
him, and be his friend. Pompeius promifed he would, and to wrote him word back : 
but then contemning Antonius, both for the overthrow he had received, and for thar 
he was fo immediately gone into Egypt, he went on with hisdefignc. £ Die, Hid,] 
But yet making way for both, by fending meffengers ro Antonius, offered himfelf to 
him, as to his Iriend and ally : but indeed to fpy out his doings. In the mean time he 
fent Embaffadors to the Governours of Thracia and Ponrtw, fuppofing, that if he 
could net obtain what he defired, he might through Pontus fly into Armenia. He 
fent Embaffadors alfo to the Parthians, hoping that they would willingly ufe him for 
their Captain,in the war that was not yet ended againft Anronius, he being both a 
Roman, and alfo the fon of Pompeius the Great* He alfo provided fhips, and exercifed 
the Mariners, diffembling that he was afraid of Carfar,and chat this preparation was 
for th e fcrvice of Antonius. [tdppian. ntfupra.] 

Antoniu?,as foonas he heard what Pompeius intended, yet he kept on his way, 
but fent Marcus Titius, who formerly had revolted from Sextus Pompeius to him, as 
General againft him, 1 hat having received both a fleet and army from Syria, he fhould 
with all his power refift Pompeius, if he made any war, but if he would yield himfelf, 
he fhould receive him with all honour. [Id, & Db. ibid.] 

Pompeius his Erobafiadors that were fent to the Parthians, were (urprifed by An- 
tonius his Captains,and brought to Alexandria. When Antoniushad learned all thefc 
th ings from tbefe Embaffadors, be called the Embaffadors that were Cent to him, and 
brought them face to face: who excufed him as being a young man in mifery,and 
fearing lie fhould be repulfed by him, was forced to provcthe good will even of Na- 
tions that were greatcft enemies of the Romans ; but if he had known Antonius his 
mind, there had been no need of all the felicitations and policies. This he believed, 
as being a man not at all malicious, but well meaning, and generous. [t/f/p*** I 
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CBavia bcingat Rome incendedto bile unto Antonius to winch Oeuur e jnfcoM.1.

unto him, and promifing him the aid of all his forces, which Embatiy *waws coo * 
very well, for chat only thing which, teemed to want towards theoveedwowiogoUne 
Parthian \ which was becanfc he was not flrong enough m Hojfemea and, Archer* • 
he thought now hefhouid have, and yet do more pleafure in the receiving shero» 
than the -other did him m giving them, whereupon being puffed up With great topes,.

Pompeius having feized upon Nicata and Nicomedia, he gathered money together 
in abundance, by reafon of his great and unexpected fucceffes, [ Ibid. ] 

AsFurnius lay incampedneer him, at firft there came to him out of Sicily, as foon 
as the Spring began, a Fleet of 70. (hips which onely remained of the Fleet that Anto- 
nius had lent Csefar againft Pompeius; for When the Sicilian war was ended, Cafar 
dilmilfed the.m. Titius alio came out of Syria wich an 1 20 [hips, and a great army, 
and all arrived at Proconefus, £ Ibtd. ] 

Pompeius being much afraid, being not as yet fully provided, chofe thofe places 
that were raoft convenient for his fleeing : but being apprehended in Nicomedia, he 
demanded peace by his Embaffadours, laying the hopes of obtaining it* on the favours 
that he had formerly done Titius ; but Titius ablolutely denied to yeild toany peace, 
unlefle he yeilded up into his hands, all his flaps and forces, [3)/», lib. 49. paa. 4 o2 r 
403.3 

Wherefore Pompeius, despairing of any fafety by fea, having put all h is prov if ion 
of any weight into his (hips, let them on fire ;and armed his Mariners as being of more 
ule to him on laud with-others, [ Id. ibid. pag. 403 . >Appia». fag. 7 5 o. "j: . . . 

Herod fearing left his mother in law Alexandra lhould feek occalions to raife new 
troubles, commanded her to keep within the Palace,and to do nothing of herownau- 
thority ; and (he waskeptfoftriftly,that nothing was concealed from him of all that 
(he did; yea even to the cxpences of her Table: which fervkudc (he took very hea- 
vily, and fent letters to Cleopatra, complaining of her hard condition, defiring her 
that (he would yeHd her affiftancc. Wherefore at the command of Cleopatra, that 
(he with her (on lhould flee into Egypt to hcr,(he provided two coffins, wherein (he in- 
cloledherl'eliandheifon,fuchasmen are put in when they go to be buried; com- 
manding thofe Servants that were privy to the plot* that they lhould carry them out by 
uight,& bend their courle to a (hip that was ready provided to carry them into Egypt. 
Tni^bufineffe jElopus a fervant blabbed to Sabbation a friend of Alexanders,fuppo- 
fing that he had known allbefore : which as foon as Sabbation knew, he who hitherto 
was an enemy of Herods, as being fufpe&ed to 6e of the plot in the poifomng of 
Ant i pater, took this occafion of being reconciled to the Kings favour by declaring this 
matter; whodiflembling the matter till it was upon execution, (urprifed her in flight, 
and brought her back : yet notwithstanding he pardoned her her fault, as not daring 
to punifh her ; for be feared that Cleopatra would no: be fo contented , but would leek 
any occafion of hatred againft him : wherefore under colour of a magnanimous 
(pirir, he made fhew as if he pardoned her out ot m:er clemency, [Jofeph.lib, 1 5, 

cap. 3. 1 

Caffius Parmcnfis, Nafidius, Saturninus, Amiftiur, and other honourable friends of 
Sextus Pompeius, and his dear friend FanniuS) and his father in lawLiboalfo, when 
they law that he would not leave off making war with one more powerful than him- 
felf, nay not after the coming of Titius, to whom Antonius had committed it ; began 
to defpair of him, and therefore covenanting lor themfelves, they went over to Anto- 
nius, [AppM.M.-S.pag.iffyjH.] 

Pompeius thus forfaken of his friends, departed into the mid- land Country ofBy- 
thinia, intending to go (as was reported ; into Armenia : him dealing privately out 
of the Camp by night, Furnius and Titius, and with them Amyntas purfued, and mar- 
ching exceflive faft, they overtook about evening, they incamped both of them about 
an Hill, but without either ditch or trench ; it being late at night and they weary. 
Pompeius being in this condition, lent by night 3oooTargatiers, who fet upon them 
either in their beds, or running out from their lodgings, who all fled naked moft cow- 
ardly. If Pompeius had fet upon them with all his force*, or but purfued them as they 
fled , he might have had an abfolure Victory : which when he oblerved nor, be gained 
nothing by all this, but that he went on whither he was a going into the mid-land 
Country, [ Id. ibid. pag. 751,] I 
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His enemies being joyned together, kept him from forraging, that he was (oop- 
prelled with famine, that he was forced to demand a parly with Furnius,in former time 
afriendof Pompeyi the Great, a man of honour and gravity above thereft. Where- 
fore (landing upon the bank or a River that ran between them, he told him that he 
would comni't himfelf to his proteftion, upon condition that he might bebroughtto 
Antonius ; Furnius anfwered, that this bufineffe did not belong to him, but to Titius : 
Pompeius lulpeaing Titius his faithtulncfle, offered again to yeild hirofelf, intrcating 
that he might be accepted; which when it could not be obtained, he defired that he 
might be received by Amyntas: but he told him, that Amyntas would do nothing 
that might be an injury to him that was to execute the commands of Antonius s and 
fo the parly brakeoff, lJd.ibid.pag.TUj 7 Si.] 

Furnius his fouldiers, thought that lor very want of food he would the next day yold 
himfelf to Titius ; but he according to thecuttom 111 Campes, made many fates in the 
night, and by Ttumpetersdiftinguifliing the watches of the night, he privately with- 
drew himfelf with his army without any baggage, not fo much astelhng them whi- 
ther they were going ; for he thought to return to the fea , and to burn T ictus his fleet ; 
which perhaps he had effeaed, but that Scaurus t «n from him,and told both of his de- 
par ture, and which way he went ; although he knew not what he intended. Then 
Amyntas purfued him with 1500 Horfe, whereof he was ablolutely dettitutc. As foon 
as he cameneer him, Pompeius his fouldiers went over to him, (ome privately, and 
fomeopenly. Pompeiusbeing now almoft defolate, and facing afraid of bisown foul- 
diers, yeilded himfelf without any conditions, who formerly had refuled theconduions

As food as the feaft was ended, he was entertained at a banquet b- his mother 
Alexandra j and King Herod courceouily inticing the young man into a convenient 
place, counterfeiting to fport with him, after the falhion of young men : and becaufe 
that place was too hot, they were quickly weary: thev left their fporr, and went to the 
fifli pools that were near the Courc, to take the f rein aire at noon time : and at firft they 
beheld fome of their friends and fervants as they were (wimming. At length the young 
man alfo, by the perlwafion of Herod, went in amongft them ; then thole to whom 
this charge was given, ducking him as he was fvvimming, as it were in (port and jell, 
holding him under water, never left off till they had drowned him» And this was 
the end of Anftobulus, in the eighteenth year of his age, and the flift of his H'sh- 
Priefthood, which immediately returned to Ananelu?. [Id, ib.] 

Now when this accident was reported to the women, they were all in an uproare 
and did nothing but weep and howl over the dead body of the young man. Sorrow 
alio fazed upon the whole City, as foon as the rumour was fpread abroad, everv houfe 
bewailing the calamity, as if it had been their own. But Herod endeavoured' by all 
means to make people belive,thar this chance happened without his knowledge, not 
only feigning to be forrowfuhbut alfo tears and grief very like to true grief : and that fie 
might the more comfort the Women, he buried the body with a moil magnificent fu- 
neral ; being extreamly liberal, bom in adorning his monument, and alfo in perfumes 
and other ptecious things. [Ib.] 

His mother Alexandra, although (he was often ready to lay violent hands upon 
her (elf, feeing flie knew all the trealon,yec flic reprefkd her paflion,(eeming not to be 
U lpicious»as if me had thought that her fon had been killed 0:1 purpofe, untill fome 
occafion of revenge might offer it fell. [/£.]] 

Antonius fceking fome way how he might the more eafily be revenged of Arra- 
valdes King of Armenia, lent unro him Q^Djllius, and by him demanded, adding 
alio many promdes,that there mi- he be a marriage concluded between his daughter 
and his (on Alexander (whom he had by Cleopatra) at length on a (uddain,in the 
beginning of the Spring, he came to Nicopolis, a Ci;y in the leller Armenia,built by 
Pompeius; and thither he fends for him to ccme, as though he would make ule of both 
his ad vif e and aide in the Parthian war ; buc Artavafdcs fulpefting treachery, did not 
com c . [P'o. lib. 49. pag, 47 5 .] 

Alexandra, being incenled by her grief to a defire of revenge, certified Cleopatra 
by letters of the treachery of Herod, and alio of the lamentable death of her (on 
and lhe who a lung time was defirons to help her , and then alfo pitying the Womans 
misiurrune^ took a particular care ofthisbulinefle, as if it had been her own: neither 
was lhe ever quiet from perfwading Anconius to revenge the young mans death,telling 
him it was an unpardonable aft, that he that by his help had enjoyed a Kingdom that 
belonged to atjothers right, fhould foinfolemly rage againft the lawful race of the 
Kings. Antonius being perfwaded by thclc words, after he was come into Laodicea 
in Syria, he fent for Herod to come before him, toanfwer to the crime objected 
againft him, of the death of Ariftobulus. [Jofeph. lib. 1 j. cap. 4. ] 

Herod, committing the care of the Kingdom to his Uncle Jofepb, commanded 
him by private inftruttions,thatif Antonius (houlddo him any milchief,he fliould 
put his wife Manamme to death,telling him, that he fo loved her,that he fhould efteem 
it a wrong done to himfelf>if any one (hould enjoy her beauty, yea, though it wetc after 
his death. [Id, ibid.] 

Herod then coming to Antonius,(o appeafed him with the prefents, that for this 
purpofe he had brought fromjerufalem, andfo appeafed his anger by often confe- 
rences ; that hereafter Cleopatras in ft igations had leile weight with him: for An- 
tonius denied that it was fi c a King fliould give an account of his adions, other- 
wife he would ccafe to be a King : for having once given him the honour, 
the free power alfo was to be permitted unto him. He faid alfo, That it 
concerned Cleopatra her felf, nor too much to meddle with other mens govern- 
ments. [Ibid.] & 

Jofcph governing :he Kingdom that was committed unto him, converfed divers 
times with Manamme, partly upon bufinefle, and partly to do her honour, and in 
their dilcourfes, there was often mention made how much Herod loved her; which 
dilcourfe was laughed at by the Ladies, efpecially Alexandra j but he was carried on 
with fuch a defire of proving the Kings love to them, that he told them what private 

command 
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command the King had given him ; fuppoiiogthat this was a mod certain argument 
of his love, becaute he could neither endure to live without her, nor in death bs_dii- 
joyned from her : which words of Jofcph, the Ladies did nor icterpret as an indubiiate 
figne of Herous love,as abhorring nis tyrannical mind, who though he were dead, yet 
would feck their life, [lb.] 

In the interim their was a rumour fpread about tnc City, that the King was pat to 
death by Antonius, which difturbed all the Court, efpecially the Ladies. Alexandra 
alfo perfwaded Jofeph, that taking them with him, he (hould fly to the Enfignes ol 
the Roman Legions, which were 1 here aboutthe Cicy,for a guard under the 1 liouie 
Julius ; lb that if airlift there ihuuld be any troubles about the Court,they might be 
in lecurity by the favour of the Romans. And moreover it Was to be hoped, that 
Mariamme would obtain any thing % ii lhe fliould once come in the fight of Antonius, 
and might alfo recover the Kingdom, and whatfoevcr belonged to the royall iiTue. 

As'tney were holding this conlultation, there came letters from Herod, that clean 
dallied the rumour, fignifieing what honours Antonius had done him, both in piftlick 
affemblie^, and alfo inviting him to feafts; and that even during the accufatious or 
Cleopatra: who being defirou* of that country, fough c by all means todeftroyhim, 
that (he might ufurpe that Kingdoms : but becaufe Antonius had (hewed 
himfelfjuft, there was not hereafter any great danger to be expe&ed, and that he 
fhould (hottly returue, having his kingdom and allyancc confirmed by Antonnu, nei- 
ther was there any hope left now for the covetouf nefle of Cleopatra, feeing Antonius 
had granted her Ccelofiria, inftead of that he had demanded, upon this condition, 
That (he mould not hereafter demand judea, and that (he fhould no more trouble him 
with this bufineftc. [Ibid,] 

As (oon as thete letters were received, the intent of flying to the Romans vannhed, 
but yet their refolution was not hid : but as foon as Herod had brought Antonius, 
fome part of the way againft the Parthians, (tor fo he pretended) he returned into 
ludea, and immediately his filter Salome, and his mother Salome, told him what 
Alexandra intended todo with her friends. Neither was Salome content with this 
but accuted her husband Jofeph, as it he had been too familiar with Mariamme : but 
this the did for an old grudge, becaufe the Queen, a woman of a high Ipirir, 
among other womens brabbles, had upbraded her with her obfeure birth. 

When Manamme had afcertained to Herod by oath of her chaftity, and Herod 
had told her again how much he loved her ; lhe denied that it was the part of a bver 
to command, that if he fliould die, that alto his Wife (hould be pucto death. Herod 
fuppofing this fectec could never be known, except lhe had committed adultery wun

to Whet on Antonius his difplealurc againft all men, pcilwadioghunto take every 
ones government from him, and to give it to her : ddirmg that Juiea and Arabia 
miphc be given to her, being taken from the two Kings, Herod and-Malchus, wno e 
deftrvaion lhe plotted to work : buc yet Antonius thought it was unjuft to put two fuch 
oreat Kings to death, in favour of an importunate woman. But yec he no more 
accounted them his friends, but took part of their Country from them, and gave them 
to Cleopatra. Moreover, he gave her all the Cities that lye between the river bleu- 
therus and Egypt, Tyreand Sidon only excepted, which he knew were alwa.es free 
Citie»,although by her earncft intrcatics fhc endeavoured to get thefe. \Ibid. enm hb t 
TBcll,cap.i}.&l<b.7.cap.i%.] . ; . , 

Thus Cleopatra, bv the bounty of Antonius, enjoyed a great part or Uucia, the

asdid alfo the filthineffe of Cleopatra, of whom he had gotten twins formerly, to 
W ir, Alexandra and Cleopatra, ( whom he named ok : the Sim, and the other rhe 
Moon) and alto Ptolomxus, whom (he named Philadelphia {Church m Anton. D.o. 
lib 4.9 par 411 LiWtf.ia*.] Cleopatra U reported to have underftood manylan- 
guagS, foihat of her felf, without an Interpreter, (he could anlwer either Ethiopians, 
Troglciiiw,Hebrews, Arabians, Syrians, Medes and Parthians, when ^s lier pre 
deceffors, the Kings of Egypr, Ccarce underftood the Egyptian tongues, and fome alio 
of them had forgot the Macedonian language. [Pl»t. tb.} Cleopatra 
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Cleopatra having accompained Antonius, who was going with his army into Ar- 
menia, as far as Euphrates, recurneth, and by the way viiited Apimea and Damafcus, 
(he then came into JuJea, [ Jofepb. lib. 1 5. cap. j .] 

In the third Summer, horn thac in which Lepidus was caft out of office by Getar 
O&avianus in Sicilia, Antonius undertook this Expedition into Armenia, {Velld, 
Patercul.lsb.i.cap.%2.'^ Sexcus Pompeius being now dead, [Appian. lib. I'pag.jSi.] 
and having again fent Q^Deilius to the King ot Armenia to confer with him, he him- 
fe]f in all (peed went to Arraxata, [ Dio, lib. 49. pag. 415.] 

Cleopatra being entertained by Herod in judea, allured unto her that pare of Ara- 
bia thac was granted her by Antonius, and the revenues of Jericho alto. This Coun- 
try bcareth Balfom, which being the moft precious of all Oyntments onely grows 
there, and alfo great ftore of the beft Date', [ Jrfeph, lib. x 5. cap, 5. ] which Balfame, 
is granted onely to the land of Judea, and is onely in cwo Gardens, and both the Kings, 
one of 20 acres? and the other of kite, [P I'm. lib, 1 a. cap. 25,] 

By thefe means Herod grew into great familiarity with Cleopatra; (he (ought to 
allure him to her luft, either through the intemperance of her luft, or elle icekmg oc- 
calion too by this for her treachery : but lhe,pretended love,yec Herod refilled her, and 
had a confutation with his friends about killing her; buc being reftrainol from this 
attempt by them, he having appealed Cleopatra by great prefents, and all manner of 
obfequiouinelTe, he accompanied her as tar as Pelufium. [Jofeph.lib. i.bcU. cap. ij.eJ* 
lb. 1 5. cap. 5. J but yet being afraid both of her, and alfo of the people of the Jews, 
he provided that caftle as a refuge for himfelt; laying as many armes there as would 
(uffice tor 1 0000 men. [ Id, lib. 7. bell, cap. 28. ] 

In Armenia, Ancouus partly by the peifwalion of his friends, and partly fearing 
him with the greamefle of his forces, induced King Artarafdes, being [deceived by his 
many promiles, feeing he alwaies (hewed himfelt, his friends, both by Writings and 
deeds, thac he wodi come inco his camp upon his afturance, when he was apprehen- 
ded. [P/C^. 5.^.415, Livylib* lji.Strabo.Hb.l.pag. 5*4, Ve&c't. Patercul, lib, a. 
cap. 82. Plutarch, in Antonio, Orof. lib, 6. cap. 1 p. ] 

As foon as ever Antonius had taken him, he carried him about/the Catties in which 
histrealure was, yet nor in fetters; in hope that he fhould have them without any 
fighting, feigning that he took him cap: ive, for noothercaufebut roger money, from 
the Armenians lor their freedome and his Kingdome, buc all this was in vain, feeing 
thole that kept the treafure, would not obey him. L Dio. ibid, j 

Thofe Armenians thac were up m armes, made his cideff fon Artaxias King inftead 
of Artarafdes or Artabaz?s that was taken piifoncr, [Id, ibid. Jofepb. lib.\<y, cap. 5.] 
Antoniusbound ^rtabafdes with iilver chains, as if ic were a bale thing for a King to 
be cied wich iron fetccrs, [ Dio, ibid. ] then by his filvcr chain he compelled him to con- 
ic! l'e where the royall treafure wa;; and having won the Town, in which he told 
him the treafure was laid up, he took from thence a great mafic of gold and filver. 
[Orof.lib.6.c i ip.ii.'] 

Aim thefe thing, Antonius partly by force and partly by furrender, reduced alMr- 
menia under his power, [ pfcph. & Dio. utfupra.ltot /frtaxias having ventured a bat- 
tle and being overcome, fled to the Parthuns, [Dio.2 bnt /fuionirts )cd ^rtaba- 
z:s bound, with his fons who were Prince^ into Egypt, a^aprefentto Cleopatra, and 
wbacfoevet was of great value, in that Kingdome. £ Jofepb. Lb. 1. beH, cap, 13. lib, 15.

Ax. Rome on the Ides of September , C. Sofius the Proconful triumphed for 
Tudea : as appeares in the maible triumphall records. T in Infcript. Grnteri, par, 
CCXCVII.l 

M. Antonius having obteined for a itri&er tie of friendfhip the daughter of Arta- 
rafdes King of Mediator a marriage with his fon, having left his army in Armenia, 
he returned into Egypt wich his great prey, where cntnng Alexandria in a chariot, 
among other captives he led before him Artarafdes or Artabazes King of Armenia, 
with his wife and child ren, [ Dio. lib. 45 . pag. 41 5. ] at which the Romans were dif- 
contented,asif the prime ornaments of their Country, Ihould be communicated with 
the Egyptians, in favour of Cleopatra. [ Plutarch, in Antonio, ] ' 

Antonius prcfented Artarafdes with his relations, in chains of gold before Cleopa- 
tra, in an aflcmblyofthc people, who in a Tribunall all guilt, late in a chair of gold, 
the Barbarians neither reverenced her, nor fell on their knees, ( though they were of- 
ten commanded to do fo by threates and prcmife-,) but onely called her by her own 
name,and although for this they were thought to have the greater fpirits, ycc they 
were the more rigidly handled. [ Dio. utfupra, ] 

Antonius teafted the Alexandrians, and having called the people into the Ihcw- 
placc, where the young men exercife themlelves, there upon a high filvered Tribunall 
he let two golden chaires, one for himfelf and another for Cleopatra, and lower 
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chaires for his children, then nuking an oration to the people, he commanded true 
Cleopatra fhould be called Queen ot Kings, and her fon and partner in the Kingdom, 
namely, Piolomxus Cariarion, King of Kings and gave them Egypt and Cypnr, 
different from rhedivifion thac be had formerly made * he told them alfo chat Cleopa- 
tra was the wife of Cxlar the Diftatour, and chac Cast arion was h is lawhill fon, he feig- 
ned alfo that he fpake this in love toCefar, that he m'ghc bring into hatred OX\- 
vianus,rhat was not his fon born,but only and adopted fon, and to the children thac he 
had by Cleopatra, to their daughter Cleopatra, he gave Lybia Cyreniaca -co her bro- 
ther Alexander he gave Armenia ; promihng alfo Media and Parcbia, and all thole 
Countrycs that lye beyond Euphrates even to India, when he had conquered them, 
hegavealfotoPcolomaeu^C lurnamed Philadelphia) Phnercia, Syria, Cihcia, and all 
the Country on this fide Euphrates to the Hellcfpont. £ Plutarch, m Antonio, Vio.lib. 

Antonius alfo brought forth his other tonnes, namely Alexander in the habit of 
the Mcdes, and wearing the Perfian attire and bonnets on the head : and Pcolemei in 
flipper?, and cloak, and rhatjWith a Crown about it: for this was the habite of Alex- 
anders lucccflours, and the ochei of the Medes and Armenians. And as loon as the 
lads had laluted their Parents, the Macedonians were a guard to one, and the Arme- 
nians to the other ; for Cleopatra whenfoever the came inpubhek, wore the apparel 
of the goddelle Ids, and fo gave audience to all hcrdubjects in the name of n:w las, 
(" Plutarch in *AntcnioS\ Alfo (he commanded that (he ihould be called His and the 
Moon, and Antonius Ohris and Liber Pater; feeing he wasCrowned with Ivy, and 
wore bujkins, and was carried ac Alexandria in a Chariot like Liber Pater, [Vdleius, 
PatercHl,Hb.2.cap.%%.Dio.lib.5o.pag. 421.] 

Antonius went as far as the River Araxis, as if he intended to make war upon the 
Parthians j buc thought he had done enough to have joyned in league with Arcavaf- 
des King of the Medes : upon which account, Antonius and the Mede promiied each 
to other mutual affiftance, the one againft the Parthian, and the other againft Catfar : 
and for this caule they changed lome fouldiers. Ancomus alfo delivered to the Mede, 
pare of Armenia that he had newly feized upon, and received from him his daughter 
lotape, being very young, to be in time a wife far his fon Alexander (born ot Cleo- 
patra, to whom he had given the kingdom oi 'Armenia, which alloLivy confirms in 
lib. 131.) and alfo the enfignes thac were loft by Statianus, [Dio. lib. 49. 7*5.417, 
AiS.Plvtarch in Antonio.] _ 

Peace being thus concluded with the Mede, Antonius gave to Polemon t!^ Lcfler 
Armenia, as a reward of the Embaflie he had undertaken for the making of a L?agu= 
between them : he alfo gave the Conluilhipto L. Clauvius Cor Cluvms) who was 
with him, and took it from him, [Dio.»iJi*pr. pag. 41 1.41%.] 

CjefarOftavianus, both in the Senate, and to the people, often accufcd Antonius, 
incenfinc the people againft him. Anton us alto fent to recriminate him. L Plnurch. j 
Ca:far amongftother things objeaedaganft Antonius, that : he hell Egypt mac wa-* 
nothisbylot: that he had killed Sextus Pompems , whom (as he (i>d ) he had vv.l- 
linclv lee efcape t thac having trcacheroully taken Artavaldes and calf him in pnlon, 
he had brought great infamy upon the people oi Rome. He demanded alfo part of 
the fpoiles } but above all he upbraided him with Cleopatra, and the children tnac he 
had had by her, and the Countries thac he had given her ; and chaceip:cuilv,becau;e 
hs had brought Clarion the fon ot Cleopatra into the family of Csfar, [Do l^. 
paz . 41 o. 1 But Antonius affirmed to the Senate, chat he was acknowledged to by Ju- 
lius Caelar, and that C.Marius,a.id C.Oppius, and other friends ot JuuusCalar knew 
this : ot Whom Caius Oppms, as if the bnlincllc wanted a defence and countenance let 
forth a book, that he was not Csfars (on, whom Cleopatra laid Was, [ Sutton, m j„l.o, 

^Antonius being in Armenia, commanded Canidius to go to the lea fide with ,16 
Lesions ; buc he taking Cleopatra with him, went 10 Eplnl us, where when hisHeej 
were all come together, there were eight hundred (hips, of which Cleopatra promiled 
200, and aoooo talents, and provifion for all the army during the war, iei*t*rcbm 

"Antonius by the advice of Domhius and tome others, commanded Cleopatra to re- 
turn into Egypt, and there to * tend the event of the war; but fhe fearing that there 
might happen a ncwteconciliation by the means of Ociavia, pctlwadcd Canidius by a 
ctcat reward, that he would Ipeak to Antonius for her, and thathe&juldfoewmm, 
fhat it was not iufr, that fhc Ihould be lent back, that had brought to great aid to the 
war, neither that it was for his profit, that the Egyptians Ihould be dilcouragcd who 
made up a stcat pare of the naval lorce<. Which when he had obtained, they ga- 
thered togSher their forces, and failed to Samos, where tticy gave themfelves over 
to pleafure : for as it was in joyned to all Kings, Goveruouts, Tetrarchs, Nation^ ana 
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C itics chat lie between Syria, Meotis, Armenia, and Lauria, that they Ihould fend or 
bring all manner of warlike provifio;i,fo was kenjoyned alfo that ail that could skill 
ro make any good fport, fhould alto meet at Samos : and whereas almoft all the world 
was filled with weeping and wading* this one Ifland alone rcfonnded withpiping^nd 
tinging for many daies, and all the theatre Was full of thefe common players, then alio 
every City lent over tor facrifkes, and the Kings ft rove amongft themtclves , who 
fhould make the greatcft feaft, and give the grearcft prcfencs> fo that ic was ordinarily 
(lid^fVhat will they do when they arc Conqueror sin triumph, when as the vsrj preparation 
for the war is with fitch fumptuoufneffe} [ id, ibid, ] 

From hence Antonius failed to Alliens, and there gave himlclt wholly to [ee plaies 
and (hews, [ ibid. ] he went with a ftafrc of gold, and a Pcdian (word by his fide, a pur- 
ple robe buttoned with precious (tones, and a Crown that a King might enjoy a Queen 
lF/ormlib,/\.cap.iJ."\ 

The King oi Media ufing the help of the Romans that Antonius had left with him, 
overcame the Parthians, and Artaxes (or Artaxtas the Armenian ) that came again!! 
him. [ D.'». lib. 49. pag. 418.] 

Herod duly paid the Tributes of the Countreys of Judea and Arabia, which (he 
had received of Antonius; thinking it was little fate to give her any occafionof ill will 
againft him, but tne Arabian,atter the exaction of them began to belong to Herod, for 
fome time paid 200 talents yearly, but afterward he grew flow and negligent, and 
f'carce paid half and that very negligently. [ Jofeph. lib, 1 5. cap. 5.] 

Castor and Antonius mutually accufed each other, and mutually defended them- 
fel ves, partly by letters privately lent, (among which that of Antonius to Caelar was 
moft petulant, mentioned by Suetonius in Octavio, where he faith that he began to 
company with Queen Cieopatra, whom he affirmeth to have been his wife nine yeares 
fince ) aod pat cly publickly ; when Caefar pleaded in publick, and Antonius by letters, 
•upon which occafions they often fent Embafladours one to the othcr,that they might 
more fully the w their caufetobe juft, and fpy out the affairs of the adverfary, m the 
mean while they got money together, as if ic had been for fome other pnrpofc, and 
preparrd themieivesfor war, as ii.it had been againft certain other enemies. IDio.lib. 

T he new Conful at Rome, C. Sofius ( who had triumphed for Judea ) on the very 
Kalends of January made a long fpcech in the Senate, in the praile of Antonius, and 
difgrace of Casfar, (Domitius Aeuobarbus his Colleague, becaifc he had endured 
many calamities formerly, mediingwth no v.r.v bufincile) and was ready to make 
an edict aga nft Ca-fu, who was on purpofc gone out of the City, if Nonius Balbus the 
Tribune of the people had not wichftood \x\D10.lib, 5o./M£.4i9.] 

Antonius wrote to Rome that the pauition that he had made at Alexandria, the 
Countrey between Cleopatra and her children might be confirmed, which letters not- 
withftanding were not publickly read, Domitius andSofius the Confuls who moft ta- 
vorred Antonius forb;dding it, although Caefar defircd that all things might be 
brought into publick j and feeing their opinion was carried in that, Cadar alio got this 
in the Senate, that none of thole chat were written concerning A.tarafdes the Armeni- 
an ihould be publickly propofedj becaufe he both pitied Arcaraldes, with whom he 
privately had contulted againit e^n:onius,and he alio envied Antouius a triumph* [ Id. 
lib. 49. pag. 41 6. 3 

The Senate being come together, Cadar fate between the Confuls in thecurule 
chair, environed about with his friends and fouldier?, that privately carried their wea- 
pons about them, when he at large defended himfelf, and acculcd Sofius and Antoni- 
us and feeing neither any other, nor the Confuls themfelvcs duett fpeak a word, he 
commanded them to meet 3gain at a certain day, and then he would demonftrate 
nntothemthe injuries of Antonius in writing, bur the Confuls not daring to contra- 
dict, nor yet able to hold their peace, they privately before the day came went out of 
the City, and went unto Antonius, whom alfo many of the Senatours followed,which 
when Qsfarknew, he faid that they had free leave hom him to go, Icafthe fhould 
leem to have beenioifakcn by them, for fome injury he had done them ; he gave leave 
alfo to any that would goto Antonius that they might fafely do it. £ Id. lib. 5a.pag, 
420, Sueton. in OEiavto, cap, 17.] 

After the departure of the Confuls, Caefar called a Senate, and did and faid what 
he would j which when Antonius heard, he called a Councell of his friends, and after 
many arguments 011 both fides, he undertook the war, [Dio.pag. 430.] and comman- 
ded a divorce to be declared to his wife Odtavia the lifter of Cxlar. [ Id, ibid. Uvy lib, 
i 3 2. Eutrop. lib. 7 . Orof. lib, 6. cap. 19.] 

Afterwards he lent fome to Rome, to put Octavia out of his houfe,who they fay 
when file went took with her all Antonius his children, which he had by Fulvia except 
the ddeft, who lived with his father: fhe wept and wailed exceedingly becaufe (he 
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feemed to be one caufe of the civil war ; buc the people of Rome did not Co much 
pity her as Antonius, and much more thofe that had feen Cleopatra , who was 
not to be preferred before Octavia, neither in beauty nor youth. C Vluttrch. in 

z/Tnton, ] 

But Csfar, when he heard of the fuddain and great preparation of Antonius, was 
much aftonifoed, fearing he ihould be driven to tight that Summer ; for he wanted 
mony cxtreamly,and did vex the peopleof Italy with exactions, fo that it was account- 
ed one of the grcateft faults of Antonius, that he prolonged the giving of battle, by 
which means he gave Caefar time to prepare himfelf, and to quiet the uproare that was 
rifen aboui the exactions. \_lb.] 

King Herod being freed from the trouble of Judea, and having taken Hyrcanium, 
(a Town which the fitter of ^ntigonus had kept ) The Actian war, in the 
CLXXXVIi.Olympiade (which was this Summer) now breaking our, made great 
preparation for the aiding ot Antonius : but he quitted him of this trouble, telling him 
ne had no need of them. But becaufe he bad heard both from himfelf, and by Qco. 
patra,ot the injurious dealings of the Arabian, that denied to pay the tribute impofed 
upon him ; he commanded him to make war upon him. Cleopatra alfo perlwading 
him that it would be for her profit; for (he hoped, that it Herod fhould overcome the 
Arabian, then fhe fhould be Miftres of Arabia, bucif the Arabian overcome Herod, 
then die Ihould be Miftres of JuJea. Wherefore Herod returned home by Antonius 
command, and there kept his army, with which he prefently, being wcllfurnifhed with 
Horle and Foot, invaded Arabia,going to Dioipolis , where the Arabians met him, 
and after a fierce conflict, the Jews got the victory. Q Jofeph. lib. 1 . Bell. cap. 14, lb. 1 5 . 
cap. 6. ] 

Titiusand Plancus, who were chief friends to Antonius, and that had been Confuls, 
and were privy to all his fecrets, being privily envied by Cleopatra, becaufe they were 
much againft his being prefent in this war, fled unto Caefar, who willingly entertained 
them ; from whom he learned all, both his actions and counlels, and alfo thofe things 
that were in his Will, and where die Willie felf was for they were witnellesto it, 
and knew the Contents. [Plutarch in Anton. Dh t l,b.^o.p.tg.^io.] But of Plancus his 
manners, ( who was formerly matter of requelt to Antonius, and afterwards was by 
him made Proconful of Afia, and then of Syria) and alio of his and Titius his flight. 
Velleius Paterculusistobeconfultcd.f/^. 2. «p.8j.3 ■ . 

The Teftamentof Antonius was depofitcd with the Veftal Virgins, who denied 
the delivery of it at the demand of Caefar; if 'he would have it, they bid him come 
and take it. He went therefore and took it. [Plutarch in kAnton,~\ At fiift he read it 
privately to himfelf, and noted fome places that were {ubjeft to reprehenfion, but 
afterward he read it openly in the Senate, and then to the people : many taking it ill, 
that a man being alive, fhould give an account of things to be done after his death. 
But yet though u was counted vervunjufr, yet thole things that weiecoiKcinedin the 
Teftamcnt,were of luch nature, that they dean took away all envy from Caefar, tor 
doing this deed : for Antonius by this Teltamcnt gave TelHmony,That Csfanoii was 
indeed the very fonoi Caefar the Dictatorr; he reckoned the children that he had 
by Cleopatra amongft his heirs, and beftowed great gifts upon them. Alto lr,s W ill 
was concerning his funeral, that his body, although he had died at Rome, fhouid be 
carried through the Forum, and fent to Alexandria to Cleopatra. lld.ib-MSmton.m

Thefe things fo enraged every one againft Antonius, that they believed all things 
to be true that were reported : as that Antonius, if he mould get the power into his 
hands, would give Rome it felf to Cleopatra, and tranflate the Empire into Egypt. 
Moreover, all men were fo angry with him, that not oncly his enemies and newters, 
but they alio who were his great friends, very much blam-*d him : for being aftoniQied 
at the reherfal of the Tcftamenr,and me eting with the fulpicionsthat Caelar had, they

The laterunnaway Plancus, objected many horrible thingsagainft Antonius in the 
Senate. \_Vdlei. Vatercul.lib. i.eap. 83.] Many things alfo Calvius,or Calvifius, a fnend 
of Csfars, upbraided him with,asdone in favour ot Cleopatra, but he was thought that . 
he belyed him in many things: but yet Antonius his friends Were interceflors to the 
people for him, and fent one Geminius into Grecia to him, to defire Antonius Thai- 
he would take heed that the Empire Ihould not be taken from him, and that he ihould 
be declared an enemy to the State. Who at (upper time being provoked by Cleopatra, 
told her that all things would go well, if the were once gone into Egypt, but tearing 
the Queens anger, he was fain to fly as fait as he could to Rome. [ Plutarch m 

AstoonasCzfar was (ufficiently prepared, he proclaimed open war againft Cleo- 
patra : the Coululfhipalfo (for he wasdefigned Conful for the next year) was taken 
v irom 
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from him, as all his other power likewife was, which he had committed to the pleafure 
of women. It is faid alio that Cleopatra by philters and charms, had fo befotted An- 
ton us,that he was not his own man. [Id.ibid.Dio.p.+zi.] for (he had fo inthralled him, 
that foe made him the overfeer of the exercifes ot the Alexandrians, foe being called 
by him Queen and Lady, that (he had Roman fonldiers in her guard, and all of them 
had in their bucklers the name oi Cleopatra Written. She went alfo into the forum 
with Antonius, and with him provided for the plaies, with him fat in judgement, with 
him rode the Horfe, and in Cicies (he rode in a Charior, whilft Antonius followed her 
a toot w ; th the Eunuchs: to be fhorr, fhe was fo bolJ, as to hope for the government 
over the Romans ; as if fhe did at any time, by a great oath, me alwaies fwore, as file 
hoped to give laws in the Capitol. [Dio. jwg-.411.4ja.] Wifhing alio through her 
womanifh defire, to raign in Rome. [Eutrop. lib. 7. J Oi' which Horace, lib. 1, 
Ode. 37.]

If Antonius had been declared an encmy,tho(e alfo that were with him,cxcept they 
had come from him, bad been accounted enemies likewife : which leaft it (hould hap- 
pen, (for the power of his friends was to be feared) he was not in word declared an 
enemy, though he was indeed : but impunity and commendations were propounded 
to them that lhould forfake Antonius, but war was openly proclaimed againft Cleo- 
patra, whom they knew would never forfake him. And it iufficed,that this crime 
might be objected againft him, That he of his own accord had undertaken a war 
againft his own Country, by whom he was never offended, in the behalf of an Egyp- 
tian woman, and as if there had now been an attii.il war; they to>k their foul- 
diers coats, and went unto the Temple of Belloua : and there Cdar, as if he had been 
an Herauld, peiformed all thofc things, by their command, that were accuftomed to 
be done alter the manner of the Romans, before the war was begun, [D'w.pag.^i^ 
422,] And added moreover, That now thofc that were to make war with the Ro- 
mans, were Macedonian Eunuchs, and Pothinu ,and Iras, that trimmed Cleopatra's 
hair, and Charmium (Nairas and Carmio, Gala faith were Cleopatras Maidcs, lib. 
de Theri.ica ad Ptfouem) by whom the greatcft affairs of Antonius Empire were 
managed. [P/utarch.] 

After tin , rne youth were called earncftly ro armc* by them boch, money was 
coined, and all things that wereneceflary for the carrying on the war were in all hafte 
provided : and the preparation for this war was far greater than all the former, by 
rcafon fo many Nations fent fuccours to each party. All Icaiy, France, Spain, Illyri- 
cum,borh the bricks, Sardinia, Sicilia, and other Iflands that lav near theforefaid 
Continents, helped Ca?!ar, |_ Dio. pag.

lausof Cappadocia, Philadelphusof Paphlagom"a,Mithradates ot Commagena, an 1 
Jfdallas King of Thracia : thefe were in perton in the war. Polemon fent aid from 
Pontus, Malchus alfo from Arabia, and Herod the Jew. Moreover Amynns King 
of Lyconia and Galatia. Antonius alfo commanded all from Euphrates and Arme- 
nia/even to the Ionian Sea and Illyricum, and from Cyrenato Ethiopia, [Plutarch 
m Anton\o."\ Whereupon all the Countries of the Continent of /Hia which obeyed 
the Romans, namely, both the Thraciar, Grecia, Macedonia, Egypc, Cyrenica, with 
the borderi, and all the neighbour Iflands, and altnoft all Kings and Princes, and an 
that did but border upon that part of the Roman Empire that obeyed -Aitomus, tome 
in perfon, others by their General?, ( as it is faid) helped Antonius, C V'°- "* 

Supplies alfo were fent to him from the King of the Msdes, [ Plutarch. ] which fee- 
ing Antonius did not onely not fend back,but alio recalled his own (ouldiers he had lent 
die Mede, that King was overcome and taken by Pnraates King of thcParthians,and 
Arraxes( or Artaxtas ) King of the Armenians : and afret this manner was Arme- 
nia (which Antonius had but newly gotten) loft together with Media, \_ Dio. fin. 

l> Amonius being afraid of the over great curtefie of Cleopatra her f elf in ithe prepa- 
ration of the Aaian war, and not taking any meat without allure; fhe isfcidbycnn 
means to have purged him of this fear ; fhe dipped the uppermoft flowers o her Gar- 
land inpoifon, and put the Garland on her own head ; and immediately, m the 
height of then: mirth, invited Antonius to drink their Gar ands: which Antonius 
taking from his head, and putting it into the cup began to drink, but with her hand (he 
flopped him, faying, I am {he, my dear ^ntonms^hoyou provide agamfi by this new care 
of tillers- Do you think, that either occafion or invention is wanting, >f I could l.ve without 
thee- and then calling for aprifoner, commanded him to drink k, who prelcntly 
g avcupthcghoft,lW«.M.«i.«P-3.] . 

When Herod had routed the greateft part of the Arabian army at Canam Coelo- 
fyria- Atbemo the General of Queen Cleopatra in that Country, who hated Heroo, 
having gotten together a band ot the natives, and joyning with the Arabians, made a 
ercat (laughter of the Jews in the rough and difficult places (with which the enemy 
was better acquainted) but the King feeing his men put to the wor it, ported on 
horfeback, to bring new fupphcsj but yet although tic made all the hafte he could, 
he came not time enough, but that the Jews Camp was taken by the enemies, L Jo- 

^ Froni'that nme',1 Herod began to make incurfions and to prey upon the Arabians, 
incampiug alwaies upon the mountains,and alwaies forocarngto come to let a battle; 
but vet he got this good by it, that he accuftomed his men to labour, and by continual 
exercife, he prepared himfelf a way to blot out the infamy ot his former deteatc, 

U Antomus,intendingtodireahiscourfefot Italy, and thereto carry on the War be- 
fore his enemies were aware: when coming to Corey ra he heard, that tome light 
flvps that were fent outforfpies,wcreat anchor by the Ccrauman mountains; and he 
uipefting that Gelar was come with his whole Fleet, went back again into Pelopo- 
nctus,( for it was now at the end of Autumn) and wintered at Patara, lending oul- 
diers intoall places, that they might the better guard them, and that there might be 
a better fupply of visual for them, L Dio. *'*. 5°- ?*£- 4 2 4. J 



Whilft Herod made inrodes upon the confines of Arabia, in the feyenth year of his 
reign (reckoned both here and hereafter from the death of Ami gonus, about the 
moneth of Auguftot the year of the Julian Period ^6. ) the Agian war being now 
Sguninthc beginning oi the Spring, Judca was (haken with an Earthquake, as was 
never the like before, in which were overwhelmed with the runes ot houles 10000 
men ,• but yet the fouldiets received no damage, becaule they were in the open held*. 
This calamity was made much more by the report!, which the reporters knowing 
the hatred between the two Nations, told the Arabians, That it was a wonder to tee 
how proud they were grown, as it all the Cities of the Jews were overthrown, and the 
men all dead, fo that there were no enemies left. For which caufe laying hold ot the 
Embafladors of the Jews, who in this their alfliaion came i to demand peace, .they 
ilew them, and prelcntly prepared for war With all earneftneffc. [Jofipb. lb. i . BM.cap. 
14. & I*. 15. cAnt^it. «p. 7. ] Herod 
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Heroi having encouraged his men> and offered facrifice according to the cuftom, 
he in all hafte marched with his army over Jordan : and having incamped at Phila- 
delphia, there the fight began about the taking of a Cattle that lay between him and 
the Arabians ; in which the Jews got the better,and forced the enemy being diimayed 
to another fight, where after continual skirmilhes the Arabians are put to flight, and 
what by thcmfelves in flight, and by their enemies purfuing them, they were lo ccoden 
under-toot, that they loft 5000 men: the reft being befieged in their Camp, andex- 
trcamly wanting water, they tent Embafladours to Herod ; whom when he contem- 
ned, and was more earucft upon them for offering $0 talents for their freedom, they 
being burnt up with thirft, came out in companies, and offered thcmidvestothe jews: 
and thus after this manner there were 5000 taken within five dayes. On the fiftti day 
the reft that were in the Camp came out to fight, but def pairing of any good fuccefle. 
for in the firft conflict there fell about 7000. By this overthrow the courage of the A- 
rabians was tamed, and Herod being declared Govtrnour of that Nation by them, re- 
turned home with great glory* [ Id. -.bid. &lib.\*,. cap. S? # ] 

Hillel a Babylonian of the (tack of David flourifhed at Jerufalcin an 100 years be- 
fore the Jewim account of the deftru&ion of the Temple ; as is gathered out oiG.r 
m >ra Babylonic. tra&ar. rotocap. 1. out of whofc multitude of difciples, came Jona- 
than the fon of Uzzic), the famous author of the Chaldee Paraph raft' of the Pro- 
phets, from a difference arifiog between this Hillel and Sammaius (or Sameas con- 
cerning whom was formerly fpoken out of Jotephus) the Pharifees wcredivided inio 
twofe£ts: concerning whom, St. Jerome, lib. 5. comment, on E(ay,cap. 8. v. 14. 
fhe r Njz,arites (fucb are thefe that receive Chrifi, and yet omit not the observations of tht old 
Lav?) interpret the two houfes of Sammai and Hillel, two families • from whom fp rung the 
Series and Pharifees, He addes moreover, That Sammai and Hillel, ( or their two 
houics, of which there is lo olten mention in the Talmuu J ) fprmg not up long before the 
Lord was born. 

Seeing Phraatesrhe King of the Parthians, was become more infolent by the Vi- 
ctory he got of Antonius, and that he dealt more cruelly than before, he was driven 
intoexileby his own lubjefts : and one Tiridates made King in his room, [Juflin.Lb, 
<}2.ctip,'y t Di°Jb. ? 2 .J"*f.45tf. ] 

A certain Midiau pedwaded the Myfians of Afia to revolt from Antonius, and by 
their aid made war there againft the Antomans, \_Dio. Lb. ^i.pag. 443.] 

Antonius went to Aftium, whither he had appointed his Fleet,and was nothing mo- 
ved ; when he found that almoft a third part of his Mariners were ftarved to death : Well 
(faith he) the oares art fafe, for I wdl not want rowers, as long as (jreece hath any men, 
[Orof. lib. 6. cap. 19.] Whereupon there were prcflcd by the Captains of thefhip:, 
paflcngers, groomes,harvcft-men, young men : and yet neither thus were the fhips 
fully hippliedj but that many were empty, [ Plutarch.) 

Aftmus Pullio, feeing he had kept himlelf in Italy all the while after the peace con- 
cluded at Brundufium, and had never fcen Cleopatra,or after that Antonius was fo be- 
fotted with the love of her, had ever any thing to do with his party, being asked by 
Car far if he would go with him to the Aftian war, anfwered ; My defcrts towards An- 
tcnias are greater, his favours towards me are more k»own, wherefore I will have nothing to do 
with your difference, but will be the prey of the Conauerottr , [ Vcllei. Pater cul. lib. 2. 
cap. 8 6, 2 

M. Agtippa being fent before by Gefar, took many (hips of burden laden with 
coin and arme?, as they were coming from Egypt, Syria, and Afia, to Antonius his 
fuccour : and having pafled over the bay of Peloponefus, he conquered Methona that 
was fortified with a ftrong Garrifon of Antonius his, [ Orof. lib. 6. c,f, 19.] and there 
he killed Bogudcs : heobferved alfo which were the fitteft places for fhips of burden 
to arrive; and from thence going into divers places into Greece, he very much trou- 
bled Antonius, [ D'to. lib. 5 o. pag. 4a 5 ♦ ] 

Gefar being encouraged by thefemeancs, went from Brundufium with 230 (tips 
having their ftems armed, and all his forces, into Epirus having croflcd the Ionian 
Sea, {Id.ibid.Livy,ltb.i$2. e Plutarch in Anton. Orof. lib. 6. cap. 19.] Where finding 
his Foot whom he had drawn within the Ceraunian mountains to A£tium> he him- 
fclf feized upon Corcyra that was left without a Garrifon, with his fhips : which t>eing 
drawn within the Haven Dulcis, fo called from the fweet water, he there flood at an- 
chor. From thence he went with his Fleer to A£rium; where the greateft part of 
Antonius hi* Fleet was alfo at anchor, and having feized upon that place where he af- 
terwards built Nicopolis, he there encamped, [Dio.Hb. to.pag. 4»5,4 a<5 .] 

Antonius, feeing his enemies failing towardshim as foon as it was day, fearingthey 
would take his fhips, he wanting men to defend them, fet his Mariners upon theforc- 
caftie in armes, and commanded them to bold up their oares on both fides of the fhips, 
asif they had been fouldiers j and fo kepethemin themouth of the Havenat A&ium 
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with the prowls towards the enemy , as if they had been well furnifhed with 
rowers and ready for a fight; by wuch Stratagem Gelar being deluded returned. 
[ Plutarch, ] 

Mircus Agrippa failed to L.ticas, and took the Ifhnd and the fhips that were in it, 
under the very nole of A noniu; his ti;cc, he feiz.-d alfo upj 1 Pa cox, hav'mgovercome 
Q, Afidius in a fight at lea, and after that tookCjrmth. [ Villa, Patercul, Lb. 2. cap. 
84. i^. W. jo. p.£. 427.] 

Mucus Ticius, and Statiliu; Tairu; fuddciilyfetupo.i Atr.onins's H)rfc and rou. 
ted them ; they alfo joyned in leagu; with Philadelphu? King of Papnlagoma. 

Cneus Domitius a very gallant man, who alone of all Antonius's party, never cal- 
led tor Cleopatra but by her own name,beingextreamly hated by the Queen, through 
great and headlong danger went over to Gelar, [«/. ibid. VeHei. "Patercul. lib. 2. cap. 84.] 
for being fick of a fever, he took a little boat and wenc over to Gelar; whidi though 
Antonius took ill, yet contrary to Cleopatra's mind he fent him all his carriigc toge- 
ther with his friends and fervants,bic Domitius, as though he repaired of his open 
treafonsdied foon after, [ Plutarch, ] bu: becaufe he feem :d to have fled from Antoni- 
us, although hedefpaired of Antonius good fortune; many followed his example. 
[i>ion. pag. 427.] 

Antonius being now out of hop; began to h ivc all his friends in fu!picion , of whom 
among other, he put to death JamblichusaKing of part of Arabia, by torture; and 
gave command to fome that they fhoujd tear in pieces Q^PollhumiusaSenatour, 
then fearing, leaft QuintusDellius and Amyntas the King of Gilatia, had fent into 
Macedonia, and Thracia to hire fouldiers, (liould more efteem Gears party ; he went 
towards, as if it were to fuccour them, if the enemy mould tec upon them. [ T)'o, 
ibid, ] 

In the mean time Sofiushopingthatifhe fhould fet upon L. Taurefius, who with 
a few fhips kept a guard againlt Antonius tlecr, before the coming ot Agrippa, who 
wasGefars Admirall, he might do fome great matter ; early in the morning 0.1 a 
fudden, wenc againft him, taking tfu convenience of a fog leaft Taurefius feeing the 
multitude of his (hips fhould fly, whom having put to flight at the flrffc conflict, he 
purlued,but by chance meeting with Agrippa, he not only did not overtake Taurefi- 
us or received any fruit of his victory, but himlelf alfo perifhed with Tarcondimo- 
tus and many others. [/W./^/W.] < 

This bufmeffe and alfo becautehimfelf was overcome> in his return in a battle of 
Hortemen by Cefars guard, took Antonius from the opinion of having his Camp 
over againft the enemies Camp; therefore leaving his by night, he wenc unto the o- 
therfideofthe Ambracian gulf, where n is greater forces were encamped, and feeing 
that now he began to be lhut upf rom provifion, he propounded incounccll, whether 
they fhould ftay there and bring it to a battle, or leaving that place fhouid protract 
the' war till fome other time. [ Jd.pag, 427. 42 8. ] 

Canidius, who commanded the Legions and was the caufe of Antonius hi. bul- 
ging Cleopatra with him, now changed his opinion, and pctfwaded him to lead ner 
back again, and that he fhould go into Thracia, or Macedonia, and then trio it tv.:t by 
a battle at land, becaufe he was ftronger at land, and alfo he might make nfe 01 
the new lupplies that Dicomes the King ol the Gets fenr. L Piftareb, in A v - 
tonio,~\ 

But Cleopatra, and Antonius alfo, being aftiighted at fome prodigies, andbyrca- 
lonofthem, with the fadnefle of the arn>y, obceined ot her hufoanJ, that the wjf 
might be then tried by lea, but yet fo providing for her flight, thatihetrtiiTcdup her 
baggage* not as if the intended to conquer, buc that if all were loft, howihe might 
more eafily fly, but yecthey determined not to depart by ftealth or as it they fled, 
leaft thev fhould ftrike a fear into the army, but as it wee ready prepared for fight, 
but yet if any would oppofe them, thac they mi ght by plain force make cheir way into 
Egypt. [ Id. ibid, Dio. lib. 5 o, pag. 428.] 

Vcllcius Paterculus faith, [lib. i» cap. 84.] that King Amyntas, but Plutarch that 
both he and Dejotarus, revolted unto Getar, Q^ Dellius the Hiftorian alto revoked 
unto Gefar,( to whom the third Ode ot the fecond bookCarmin. of Horace was 
written) either being afraid of the treacheries of Cleopatra, which he faid Glancis 
her Phificiautold him of; or elfe keeping his old wont, lor he had fled from DoUbeila 
to Cafflus, and from Caflius formerly to e^ntonius; he is called by MefTala Corinus, 
the vauherofthe eivillwars.[ M. Seneca, in Orat.Suafor. 1. Vellei, Patercul, lib. 2. cap. 
Z^Plutar.'m 9 /tfiton.Dio.Hb.%0.pag.^i.^ 

Antonius his fleet was twice overcome bclorc the laft great battle, [ Vellei. Pater- 
cul. utfupra. ] and juft as they were going to it, they fay, there was a foot Captain, 4 
valiant man, who had fought many battles under Antonius command, and had 
Ccccc 2 man v 
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many skarre9 on his bbdy,who in Nonius hisprefence crycd out unto him} O noble 
Emperour, why do you difirujl theft wounds, and mrfwords, and put your trufl tn ihefe wodden 
flips ? 1st the Egyptians and Phoenicians fight byfea,give us leave to fight by land, where we 
have been wont either to dy e ftand'.ng, or to overcome our enemies. To which Antonius re- 
turned no an(wet,but yet wftn his hand and countenance, as it were,bidding him 
be of good courage, he palled by, yet without any great courage IrmieHc. 
[Plutarch.'} 

Of the Egyptian ihips, Antonius and Cleopatra only refcrved 60. the reft they 
burnr, bccaule the number of hi< fouldiers, both by overthrows, and running away, 
was much diminiihed : then by night they carried aboard all the things they had ot 
m6ft value : and when the matters of the Gallics would only in the fight have taken 
their oares, and have left theirs failcs,^ntonins compelled them to carry them with 
them, and to clap them on their ihips, laying it muft be done, leaft any of his enemies 
ihouldelcapihim, when as by th^ means he himlelf provided to efcape. [Id. 'Dio. 
pa*. 42%. ] 

Calar had 200 beaked lhips, and 30 without banks ; his Gallics for fwiftneffe 
were like light (hips, in which Beet were eight Legio^bcfides five praetorian Cohorts, 
Antonius his fleet wa> 1 70 Ihips, which though Idle jo number, yet far greater m bur- 
den; for they were in height from the lea ten foot, (or rather banks of oar*) faith 
Orofius,[W. S.cap.19.] au,!b trrehim Floius, [lib. 4. cap.il."] We had 400 flip >, 
and the enemie had not kffe than loo. but what they wanted in number, was made up in bulft, 
for all they had were from fix to nine bankj of oars: and moreover ,fo rai fed with turrets and 
dockjy that they rcfembkd Cables and dues, mating the fcagroAn under them, and the wind 
out of breath to carry them, which bgntQe of theirs, was it felf their bane. But yet Ca:far 
himlelf in his Commt marks, poduced by Plutarch, gainlayeth thele things, concern- 
inathe»«w*£r of Antoniir liistbip>,fayiiig,Thache tookjooot them. But of the 
Q-reatne(ftV^tumU e remitoari lb. 4. cap. 17. J rchres, which may be reckoned by 
the banks ot oars, ^.tr there mt together ftps of fix, and above,b*»kj of oars. Florus 
faith, that Cxfars'ttiip' had :tot above three bankj ofoart to ftx, and none above. But 
Scrabo, together with Plutarch and Do, poliuvely fay, That Antonius had feme flnps 
tha- had ten : concerning which Scahger is to be ■ confuted, Ad num. Eufcb. 
MCCXXX. , f . n . . c . ... . 

Nov' be-^e there was a report that Scxrtis Pompeius was overcome inSiciha,by 
realonof the greatnellc o\ Caslars lliips. Antonius had built his lhips much greater 
than his enemies ; he had indeed lame of tbiee banks of oars, but all the reft from 
tour to ten banks. H allbluitf tvgh Towers in them, and put in them multitudes ot 
men, wiioihould tight as it were irom a wall. He put all the Noble men he had 
with him a fnipboarn, kali it they were at their own command, they Ihould make 
lorn: aicerar'on, (as Dcllius and !omc others that fled to Csfar had done) he alio put 
aboa^dfomc Archers, Stingers, and armed fouldiers,^. '•'. 5°. *K. 453 J and fo 
filled his belt and greatcft uiips, irom three to ten bank of oars, wuh aooootoot,and 
2000 Archer-. [Pint. ] c .- - 

(adar fenng the preparation of the enemy, and underltandingof his intentions 
irom others, but especially Irom l>ihm, prepares himlelf alto for the fight, [Dh.pag. 
4U 1 The lourfirfidaycs t. c lea rolcfo high, that the battle was put oft : the fiWi 
daytlWy cleared, and rtoimcea fed, and they came to (hock. Antonius and PopU- 
colus were in the riglu * ing,Gelius in the left, the middle-battle M. Oaavia, and M 
luftcius comimndcn.Cafar placed Agrippa in the left wing,and kept the right hiralelf.

Ofars forces, and Antonius his lorccs Canidius commanded. 

Antonius bein carried about in a (wift Pinnas, exhorting his fouldiers,eflcouraging 
them to fight valiantly, as upon firm land, by reafon of the heavineffe ot their flnps, 
and commanded the matters ot the Gallxs, chat they ftiould receive their eiiemres 
charge, no oihei wife than as if the (hips were at anchor, and that they ttiouldkeep 
thertraightinthcmouthofthefjnlt. [Plutarch.} 

They report thai Cartar, whiift it was yet dark, going out ot his Tent to vifit his 
fleer, throughout, met an afleand his driver,the mans name was Eurychus, the aflcs 
Nicon : after the victory was obtained, he put up both their images in brafte, in a 
Temple that he built in the very place where he had encamped. [&*«.*03«w. 
cap. 96. Plutarch in ^tnton, ] There happened alio, that as he was facr'ficing bctorc 
thefight,abeaft hadadoobleliver.L^'^j^. 1 *.^.??.] . 
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Ca;[ac went in a Pinnace to the r ight wing of Antonius his fleet, wondriog t 
enemy lay loltiil in the Gulf, thinking toey had lyen at anchor, he kepr his

Caelai-i lhips being more yars, ai.i ready for any needs of fervice, ether tor 
charge or lecnarges or to turn about, but the others were heavy and unweildy, many 
ot Cslara let upon each ot the other, wich darts, an 1 their hacks,and catting fie , over- 
come them; [Florut lib. 4. cap. 1 1. J on the other li ie Antonius his fouldiers, foot 
witli their crosoows from the wooden Towcrsj darts and ftones, they cad alfo iron 
gtapples on their enemies lhips, if;ihcycame necr th<m,wl ichihhey took luckily 
they overcame, othervvile they bilged their own flips: after this manner therefore 
was the fight at lea, wheiiai both fides ufed divers reafons to ftir np the skill and cou- 
rage ol their louldiers, they heard alto the cries ol thofe land fouldiers that heartened 
them on crying ; Couragc.U>w./W£.

The battle at A&ium was fought, Czfar and Meflala Corvimvs being Confuls 
[Pellet. Paterctel. lib. 2. cap. 84. ] the fecond of September, from which begins the ac- 
count of the years oi Caelars Monarchy ; as in the beginning of his 51 bookDioob- 
fervech, which alfo in another place he faith was 44 year?, [ lb, 5 5. fag, 590. ] want- 
ing 13 dayeS, as much as are between the 19 of Auguft in which he died, and the fe- 
cond of September, but both thofedayes being excluded : after which manner Sue- 
tonius [ /» Ottawo. cap* 8«.] AureliusVi&or and Eutropius arc to be taken; whenas 
they fay that he alone governed the Common-wealth hill fourty years. 

As foon as it was day, Czfar perfeded the Victory : there are 1 2000 of the conquer- 
ed reported to be flain,and 6 or 7000 wounded,of whom a 1000 died of their wounds. 
SoOrofius,!/^.*.^. 1 ?.] But Plutarch faith, that there died not of them above 5000J 
and 300 fh'ps taken 5 the reliques of this huge armado,was carried in the wracks there- 
of up and down over the whole fea: for the feas being purged iviththewind, did day- 
lybelckupuponthe (hoars gold and purple being the (poilssof the Arabians andS'a- 
beans,and a thouland o[her Nations of Aha, [Flows, lib. 4. cap. 1 1. j 

And this was that famous Sea-fight fo much fpoken of by the Poets of that time ; 
namely, Virgil lib. 8. jEneid. Ovid, lib. Metamorphof. 1 5. Horace Epod» 9. ad Mce- 
cenatem, &c Propert. lib. 4. Elog. 6. where is that memorable diflick.

Which if not good, his courage fhamc abates* 

To which anfwersthat which Meflala Coivinusisreportedtobavcfaid, when he was 
commended by Czlar ( with whom he was Colleague this year in the Confulfhip-) that 
though he was his utter enemy in Brutus his bufinefle, yet bad done very good fervice 
for him in the battle of A&ium. O Cafar, jou Jh.illalwayes find me of the better andinller 
/>*";, [Plutarch in fin. Bruti.] JJ 

Caslar of the fpoiles of the enemy, dedicated ten fhips to Apollo A£h'us,from a fhip 
of one bankof oares,to ten,[ Straboy Lb. f.pag. ^<y.Di»,llb. ^pag.^z,] 

Caifarfent part of hi- Fleet in purluite of Antonius and Cleopatra, who when they 
could not overtake them, returned, [Dio.pag.^^,] But fome light (hips overtook 
him : which he repulfed ; onely Lacon a Lacedemonian, the fon of Lacharis who was 
beheaded by Antonius for theevery, lhook a lance at him from the deck of the fhip as 
if he would have thrown it at him ; but yet he did not fet upon Antonius his fhip, 
but he (truck with his beak another Admiral Gaily, ( for there were two of them) that 
he turned her round and took her, and another of them which was laden with very 
rich fluff and carriage, [Plutarch,] 

After he was gone, Antonius returned to his former filcnce, compofing himf( If after 
the fame manner: but after he had fpent three dayesthus in the pro w of the fhip. 
either ftricken with anger or fhame, he arrived at Tamarus where Ckopatras women 
firft brought them to {peak together, and afterwards to fup and lie together. 
[Id.] 

There arrived alfo many Merchant fhips, and fome of Antonius his friends that had 
efcaped by flight, bringing news that indeed the Fleet wasfcstteied, but yet they 
thought that the land Forces remained whole : where he fent meffengers to Canidius, 
commanding him that with allfpeed he fhould retire with the army thorough Mace- 
donia into Afia, [Id.] 

Many ofthe army by land knew not of Antonius his fligh ; yea when they heard it, 
it feemed incredible, that he fhould flee, leaving behind him XIX whole Legions of 
Foot,and XII thoufand Horfe ; for hisfouldiers were in defire and hope that he would 
again appear fomewhere clfe: yea they fhewed fo much fidelity to him, that when his 
flight was certainly known, yet they flayed feven dayes» and rejected the meffengers 
that were fent unto them by Carfar, [ id. ] 

Ca?far overtook them as they were marching into Macedonia, and without a ftroak 
joyned them unto himfelf, [Dh.Iib. i.pag, 443.] for when k was oighr, the General 
Canidius left the Camp, and in all hafle fled unto Antonius ; then they being deftitute 
of all things, and betrayed by their Leaders, joyned themfelves to the Conquerour, 
[VeUei.Paunul.Ub. %. cap. U, Plutarch wanton,] who admitted them into his own 
army, [£'"./*£■ 444.] 

Many 
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Many ofthe Roman Nobiliry even then fled to Antonius, but the auxiliaries every 
one into his own Cjivicry: yet they never hereafter waged war againlt Caefar; bu. 
both they, and all people who were formerly fubje<a to the Romans, partly prclcntly, 
and partly afterwards, accepted of conditions of peace from Carfar, [ Dio. Ib.^t, 

/> r £«443. 1 

CxUr having commanded money from the Cities, and taken from them the power 
over, the Citizens, which they ufurped in the councils of the people; took from the 
Kings and Governou;s,all the Towns ihcy had received from Antonius, except onely 
from Amyntas and Archelaus. He diipoiled of their Principality, Philopater the fon 
of Tarcond mows, ( Prince of Glicia) Lycomedes who obtained the kingdom of 
Pontus in part of Cappadocia, and Alexander the brother of Jamblichus, who had re- 
ceived a kingdomin Arabia, for accufing of Caefar. He gave the Country ot Lyco- 
medis to Mcuius, who was the author ot the revolt of the Myfians of Afia from Anto- 
nius. He granted freedom to the Cydcnians and Lampxans ( in Crete, ) becaule 
they aided him : and rebuilt the City of the Lampzans, which was overthrown. Thr 
Senatoursand Knights and other Noble men, who had in any way helped Antonius, 
many of them he fined in money, many he put to death, and fome he pardoned, 
[ld.ibtA.] 

Among thofc that he granted lite to, wasSofius, who feeing he had often made 
war againlt Caspar, was then fhrunkaway and fled, but being afterwards found out, 
was let go free : and M.Scaurus, the half brother of S.xrus Pompdu-, who alfo w.is 
defigned to death, yet had his life given him for his mother Murcia'a fake. Among 
them that were put co death, was Curio the fon of that Curio whofe help Cxlarthe 
Diftatour often ufed: and Aquilles Flori, both father and fon, of whom when one 
on-?ly was by Caefar commanded to be put to death, namely upon whom the lot fell, 
both d ied ; toe the fon, before they caft lots, offered himfelf freely to the Executioner, 
and the father, in a great paflion of grief for this bufinello laid violent hands upon him- 
felf, CM/"«f.443>444'] 

Caffius Parmeniis fled to Athens [ Vellei. Patercnl. lib. i.cap t -j.] he of whom Ho- 
race makes mention in the 3 book, epift. 4. asking of Albius Tibullus the Poet, 
whether he means him ; 

Scriberey quod Caft Parmenfis opnfcula vine at ? 

What,toexccll Parmenfis Caffius, write? 

and of whofe Poems that Orpheus is thought to be one, which is fet forth by Achilles 
Statins attheend ot the Commentaries upon the book ol Suetonius a iamous Rhe- 
lorecian: a Poeme allocked Brurus is cited by Varro, in lib. 5. de lingua Latina : and 
that t\ is Calfiu< was al'righted now at Athens with fuch a ghoft, as was laid to have 
ap'p-ired to Brotuj before the battle at Philippi, Valerius notes in chefe words in the 
form r place. In the dead ofthe night as he lay m bed, having his mind aitomihed 
wuh<rriefand cares, he thought he law cominguico him, a man of huge grearnefk, 
of blalkhiew, with an ugly beard, and long hair: who being asked wnohewas,an- 
fweted &«tofr*tt"'*. He being ahightcd with fo horrible a vifion, and more hornd 
name, called his fervants,and asked them, if they faw any fo habited, either coming 
in or coing out ; who anfwering him, that none came thither, he gave himlelt again 
to reft and lleep ; but yet the fame vilion was alwayes in his mind ; wherefore putting 
away ileep, he commanded a light to be brought in, and forbad Ivs fervantsto leave 
him Valenusaddes, that a very little time palled between this night and his death, 
which Cjefar iufliftcd on him ; for amongft the laft that were put to death for the mur- 
der of Julius Cziar,was this Parmenfis Caffiu ,as Trebonius was the fii ft, L Vellei. Pater- 
cul l.bi cap 87 Oro(Jib.6.cap. 19.] which we may underftand out ot the torm:r 
relation 'of Valerius Maximus, was done at Athens a little after the Victory ac 

W Ccclarthen failed to Athens, and being appealed wichthe Greeks, he diftnbut- 
ed the corn that was left in the war to the Cities that were afflided with famine, and 
weredifpoiledofmoney,fervants,audhorfcs,[;P/«MrJ}.3 

Antonius being to depart from Tenarus into Africa, chofc out one fhip of good bur- 
den laden with great ftore of treafurc, and other rich plate of gold and tilver, and gave 
it nnto his friends, commanding them to divide it amongft them, and to Ihift tor them- 
felves- which they refilling and weeping, he very courteoully combrted them, and 
craving them that they would provide for themfelves, hcdilmifled them; and wrote 
letters to Theophilus the Governour of Corinth, that he would fee them fate , and 
afford them lome hiding place, till they might make their peace with Cxfar. 1 his 
Theophilus was the father of Hypparchus, who was in great authority with Antonius^ 
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and chc-firft of bis freed mcn,tbat revolted from him to Ca:far, who afterwards went 
and d welt at Corinth. [ Id, ] 

Cleopatra, that foe might lately faile into Egypt, put Crownes on the prowesof 
her flips, and commanded thofc longs to be lung on a pipe, that ate ufually lung after 
obteming a victory £ Dio. lib. 51. p4g. 446. ] 

Having thus gotten a late pallage into Egypt, (he put to death many noblemen, 
that were alwaies her enemies: and at that time were groweu pert by reafon of her 
overthrow, and from what they had, and taking away all oblations to their gods, 
yea even from temples, that were not to be come unto, the got huge ftore of money, 
(he provided alio forces, and fought out forraign lupplies, and chat (he might draw the 
King of Media to her alliance, (he lent unto Dim the head thvt was cut off from the 
King of Armenia, ( Ar car afdes or Artabazes. ) |_ Id. ibid. ] 

She alto tec upon a bold and great enterpiiz?, for lhe went about to paffeherflect 
over the Ifthmus which divides the red fea from Egypt, and which is thought to di- 
ftinguilh Africa from Ada, when it is narrower and io it \ aimed by the two teas, that 
it is not above 300 furlongs over, that having lent her forces into the Arabian gulf, 
with great ftore of money,the might feek out fome remote Country by herlhipping, 
and fo be free from ilavery and war, [ Plutarch, in Antomo. ] but the fii (t ihipsrhac were 
fo carried over, and others chat were built tor tailing into the red fea, the inhabitants 
of Arabia Pcfora bumtjat the perfwalion of C^. Didius the govcrnour of Syria. [Id. 
ibid. Dio. lib . 5 1 t pag. 447. ^ 

Antouius being come into Africa, went into a detcrt, wandiing up and down only 
w : th two fr iends, namely Ariftocrates a deck Rhetorician, and Lucihus a Roman, 
\_Plutarch.ibid, ]and when he had lent fome to Pinarius Scaipus and the army, which 
he had then formerly railed lor the detence of Egypt, he 10U them that he would not 
entertain Antonius, and killed alfothofe that were lent unco him, .ind put codeatli 
like wile fome fouldiers that feemed to take ic ill.[ Do. ibid, pag. ^6.] 

YVhen Antonius undeiftood of this revolt, he determined to kill himfelf; but being 
hindred by his friends, he went to Alexandria, who being come thither, and thinking 
that the Legions at A&ium remained wnole (till, ( ol Hie loiVe ot which Canidius him- 
felf brought him the news J Cleopatra letc off her deiignot tailing into the red fea, 
and fottitied with garriton the mouths of Nilus . l Plutarch. »t fupra. ] 

But Antonius kit the City, and the converlation ot histinnds, and built him an 
houle in the lea by the Me ot Pharos, by caftinga mount into the lea, and there lived 
as a banilhed man from all men, layug he would leadihelifjotTimonf«<™»0r»'n» 
the man- hater, becaule his condition was like his: becaufe he was abuled by his friends 
and had experience of their ingratitude, therefore he would null no man, and was an- 
gry wi, h ail men, aud thereupon called his houle Timonium. C M» '*bid t Strabo. lib.i 7. 
pag. 794. 3 

Herod lending unto Antonius, adviled him to put Cleopatra to death, for hefaid, 
if that were timely done, he might enjoy her eftaie, and obtain' from Carfarcafier 
conditions of peace. [ Jofiph. lib. 1 5. cap, 10.] 

Cxfar difmilled the old fouldiers ot his own and Antonius his armyintoltaly, gi- 
ving nothing to any of them, and the reft he tent into fevcrall places, but being afraid, 
lealt they that were companions of his victory, and were dilm lied without any reward, 
mould raife any fedi; ion ; he lent Agtippa after them into Italy, as it were upon fome 
other buhncfle ; and fetled the affaires of Greece, as inhere were no danger to be ex- 
pected ; from thole fouldieis that were difcharged, and being gone into Aha, and 
letled things there, he cxp.ctcd what Antonius would doe. [ Dio. lib. 51. pug, 
444.445.] 

\V henall people andall Kings denied tofend any fuccour to Antonius and Cleopa- 
tra, (although many of them had received great favours from them both ;) the Gla- 
diatours a people of molt abject condition, who were brought up at Cyzicum by Anto- 
nius, for the fct.ing forth of triumphallplaie<, ( of whom formerly mention was made 
outotAppian,atthcycar ol the Julian Period 4679,) valiantly fought for them, for 
as toon as they knew what things were done, they deteimiued to take a voyage into 
EgVF *°r U) bring the m aid •, and in their pallage did not a little incommodate Aroyn- 
tas in Galatia, and the Ions ot Tarcondimotus in Cilicia, who formerly had been great 
friends to Antonius and Cleopatra, but had revolted from them, and alto Q^ Didius 
the Gove, nour of Syria who forbad them pallage, but feeing they were compailed in, 
and could not pnfle into Egypt; yet could they not by anymeaues be brought to re- 
volt, although Didius gave them many fair promiles, but lent for Antonius to come 
unto them, thinking that they might the more eafily carry on the war in Syria, if they 
I wcrcjoyncd with him, but when that neither Antonius came himfelf, nor lent any 
! nulTeigei nntothem,theyagain(r their wills ycilded unto Didius,but with this condi- 
tion that they lhould not hereafter be Gladiatours. Didius granted unto them Daphne 
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thefuburbsof Antloch to" dwell in, till he had certified this matter unto Caviar, [/^; 
ibid.pag. 447.3 

For theLupprdfingofthefe Gladiatours, Didius wrote unto Cacfar, thatthcre were 
fupplies lent unto him by Herod : of which Ca;lar in his difcouite thac he had with 
Herod ; in jolephllS lib. I. bell. cap.. 15. £>'» K oi >?*'?« BeericN©- fv^jJ-aL^'ctv mrnra/.- 
P i, M aw? 7i;^..^ce'^8f <*W. Becaufe Vcntidius hath writ to me that thou haft lent fuc.- 
cour to him as againft the Gladiatours, which in the 15 of the Antiquir. cap. 10. i s 

thus exprrffely read. oxiKewriJ 1 *©- y\i-\.mi y tixAvn ac^u/xia. TuwpJs nt fwf«'{^« «'wrcj «»*- 

Bis-tmyHfJHw. That Capidius had written unto him, how much Herod had aflllted 
him in the war againft the Monarchs of Syria: when as in the former place 1 have 
put Gladiatours lor Monarchs ; So it is clear, that in both places, for Ventidius and 
Capidius, the name ot Q;_ Didius is to be put out : and from hence rofe that news that 
was brought to Antonius to his houle Timonium; that Herod the Jew with fome 
Legions and tome Cohorts, Was revolted unto Casfar ; as Plutarch relates in his lite. 

At Rome many things were decreed in honour of Gefar for his Viitory at Sea. ; 
for a Triumph was granted to him for Cleopatra, and a Triumphal arch at Bundu- 
fium, and another in the Roman Forum. That the bate of the Julian Temple lhould 
be adorned with the beakes of (hips thac were taken. That there thould be Playes 
every fifth year in honour of him. That Proceflions lhould be al waves onhisbirth- 
day,and on the day the news was firft brought : and chat the Veltal Virgins, Senate 
and their wives and children, fhould go and meet him as heeutred the City. That 
all the ornaments of Antonius lhould be call down and demolifhed, ins birth-day alfo 
was judged unlucky : and it was provided by an Edict, that none of thac family lhould 
have the fore name of Marcus, [ Dio. lib. 5 1 . pag. 45 4. ] 

Ca;far retired into Samos to winter there, Q ktteton, i« OEtatio. cap. 17. ] from 
whence feeing Antonius had taken away the three great Coloflick works of Myron, 
that flood upon one bate. Casfar replaced two of them upon the fame bafe, namely, 
Minerva, and Hercules; but carried Jupicec into the Capitol, and made a Chappel a 
purpofe for if, [ Straboy lib. 1 4. pag, 637.3 

There when Cazlar took a view of the prifoners, one Metellus an old man was 
brought forth, with long hair, and otherwiie deformed by reafon of his habit; and 
when he by the Cryer was cited by name as he flood amongft the prifoners ; his fon, 
which was one of Caefars Captains, leapt from his feat, and went and embraced with 
teares, his father whom he yet fcarce knew; but then refraining weeping, hefaid, 
CWyfatheriOdtfaryWasaneHemjtothce, I a companion^ hi hAthdefirvedpunijhmetity la 
reward ; J dejire that either you would grant my father his lift for my fake y or put me to death 

together with him. When beginning to pity them,Ca:lar granted Metellus life, although 
he was his mortal enemy : So that by no gifts he could be perfwaded to revolt horn 
Anton us to him, £ tAppian, Lb. 4. pag. 613.] 

Antonius leaving his Sea-cottage which he called Timonium,wentunto the Palace ; 
and being there entertained by Cleopatra, he fet all the Ciy to rioting and banquet- 
ting, and himfelf to liberality. [ Plutarch. ] He enrolled Catfarion the Ion of Canar 
and Cleopatra, amongft the young men ; and to his own ton Antyllus by Fill via, he 
gave the viriie gown, which was of Purple without any embroidery: both that the 
Egyptians might be more cheerful, in having a man to raign over them, and the re If 
that lhould have them for Commanders lhould be mote confirmed, if any thing 
fhould happen not well to Antonius and Cleopatra, I Id. ibid. Dio. lib. 51. 
P4ff.44*.] 

Whercuponthere was huge leadings and banquett'mgs at Alexandria for many 
dayes ; but yet they turned this meeting into another nothing intcriour to the other in 
delights, luxury, and fplendour, which they called Suvajroa-ajr^V-.r, or of them that w'-.U 
die together : for the friends of thofe that would die together, gave in their names, and 
palled the time in plcafur es and in fealtings, when it came round to every ones turn, 
[Tltttarch^bid.] 

Moreover Cleopatra gottogcther divers forts of deadlv poyfons» of each of which 
that lhe might make triall, lhe gave them to condemned Ipetfons, (he alto made expe- 
rience of beads, and looked on them as they were put divers to divers perfons j this 
the did daily, and amongft all fhe found that the biting of the Alpe was the only way, 
tor it brought a fleepinctle and heavineffe upon one without any contraction of the 
members, or groaning, only with a gentle fweating of the face, and a laiiguithing 
ftupidity of the fences. [ Id. ibid. ] 

Yet although Antonius and Cleopatra thus provided for themfelvcs, as if they 
would make war both by fea and land; yet they no lefle provided for this, chat upon 
any urgent nccefllcy, they might fet faile for Spain, hoping that by their money they 
might draw it to revolt,or elfe that they might get into the Red Sea, [ D 0. lib. 5 1 .pag. 
446.] oiwbtfe preparation tofiee into the Ocean y Florus alfo makes mention, <Jib.$.pagA 1 . '] 
Ddddd Ca:far 
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Czlaremred upon the fourth Confulthip in AfaiiSuetou.inOHavio.ctp. z6,] where 
hcs the fixch time takued Emperour,and being now the fourth time Coniul with 
Marcus LiciniusjCrafluscntrcd Brundufium,[Oro/.//£. 6. cap. 19.] being recalled into 
Italy, by letters written by Agryppa from Kottie£Pi*tarc h. in Anton.'] that he might 
reprcfle a (edition of the fouldiers; demanding rewards, and difcharge from fervice 
whom (after the vi&ory at A&ium) out of the whole number he had lent before unto 
Brundufium.l$»«*« '» Oftavio. cap. 17.] 

In pafllng the (eas thither, he was twice toffed with tempefb; fiift between 
thepiomontoryof Peloponefus, and jEtolia; and again by the Caraunian Moun- 
tains. In both places part of his pinnaces were caft awayi and alfo in that 
Ihlp in which he went, the tackling- was rent, and the helme broken. \_Sueton. 
ibid. ] 

He came intoBrundufium in the middeft of winter, but went no farther, becaule 
the whole Senate ( the Tribunes of the people had two Prstors, being left for the 
government of the City, by a decree of the Senate) with the Knights, and great part 
of the peoplc> with many others came to meet him : alfo thole very fouldiers, partly 
through fear (of fo great a multitude that were come together, and of Caefar himfelf, 
whom Germanicus iaies in Tacitus, lib. 1. Annal. cap. 42. ) That he daunted the AUian 
Legion, with hit loo\^ and partly through hope, many alio came thither, being lent for ; 
to fome of which Gefar gave mony, and to lome that had been with him in all his 
wais,hegavelandsallo.[f > '<'.^$«-/"*jf'445.] 

Suetonius writes that he flayed not at Brundufium above 2.7 daycs,t jl he had ordered 
hit bufineffe about the Souldiers. Dio faith that he went into Greece again, on the 
31 day after he came into Italy; and that by reafon of the Winter, the fhips being 
brought over the Ifthmus of Pebponetus, he came with luch fpecd into Aha, that 
Cleopatra and Antonius heard both of his departure, and returne at the fame time.

Antonius fern Alexas, or Alexander, a Laodicean, who by Timagenet means be- 
came known unto him at Rome, and could do molt with him of all the Grecians, unto 
King Herod, to hinder his revolt unto Gefar, who betrayed Antonius, and tarried with 
Herod. [Plutarch,'] .„,,,-,, 

Alexandra hoping that Herod fhould be throughly pumfhed by Gefar, who was 
his enemy, folicited her father Hyrcanus, that he would no longer fuller this affliftion 
of their familv,but that he would provide for himfelf, and referve himfelf for better 
fortunes : Shecouncelled him alfo, that he fhould demand protection and entertain- 
ment of Malchus, King of Arabia. Thefe petfwafions of hers Hyrcanus at firft repul- 
fed j but being overcome with the importunity of the woman, alwaies finging the 
fame fong of his future hopes, and the treachery of Herod. He fent letters to the 
Arabian, by one Dofithcus, a friend of his, that he fhould lend Horfemen* which 
fhould conduct him to the Afphaltick Lake, which lieth diftant from the confines of 
Terulalem ?oofurlongs : this Doutheus was kintman to that Jofeph that was put to 
death by Herod : his brethren alfo were put to death amongft others at Tyrus by 
Antonius: neverthelefk, he to curry favour with the King, (hewed him the letter. 
Herod giving him firft thanks for this, defired of him one courtefic more ; which 
was, That he would now fold up the letter, and new feal it, and give it to Malchus, 
and receive an anfwer from him again. The Arabian wrote word back, That he 
was ready to entertain Hyrcanus, and his family, and all the Jews that were of chat 
faftion, and that he would fend a band of fouldiers,tbac mould conduct h;rn in faiety, 
and fhould be obedient to hiscommand in all things. After Herod had alfo received 
this letter, he called Hyrcanus, aud asked him, whether he had any confederacy with 
Malchus : who denying it, he produced the letters, in the Council of the banhedrim, 
and commanded him to be put to death. Thus are thefe matters regiftred in Herods 
Commentaries, for they are otherwite delivered by others : to wit, that he was not 
put to death for this crime, but for fonK treafons againft the King. L jojepb.lib. 15. 

^Antonius and Cleopatra font Embafiadors unto Caefar into Afia. Cleopatra de- 
manded the Kingdom of Egypt for her children, he demanded that be might lead a 
private liic in Athens if it would not be yielded to, that it might be in Egypt,through 
the want and diitruft of friends, by reafon of their many revolts, Anton us tent 
Euphroneu-', his tons School- matter, Embafladour. [Plutarch in ■/*»»».] Cleopatra, 
without Antonius privacv, lent to Gefar a golden Scepter, a golden Crown, and a 
golden Cbairc, as it were delivering her Kingdom over unto him, fo that it he moF 
tally hated Antonius, yet at lealt he might have fome pity on her. Gefar accepted or 
the prcfems, accounting them as good omens, but afforded Antonius no anlWcijand 
truely openly threatned Cleopatra, and thus anfwered her, That if the would lay afide 
her arm; and her Kingdom, he would then advfe, what was fit to be done with her ; 
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but privately he promiled her impunity and her kingdom lure, if fhs would put Anto- 
nusto death, C Dio.ltb. 5LHM470 

Herod having dilpatched Hyrcanus polling unto Gefar, and hoping no good from 
him for the friendlhip he had Ihcwed unto Antonius, had Alexandra in fufpition, left 
the taking this opportunity fhould incite the people to rebel, and fill the kingdom with 
domeftiJkfeditions* Wherefore commuting the care of the kingdom to his brother 
Phcroras, he left his mother Cyproes, and filler Salome , and all his kindred in the 
Grille of Mafada; aud commanded his brother, that if any thing happened other- 
wife then well, he Ihould keep the government of the kingdom in his own hands ; and 
for his wile Mariamme, who for fome diffefgfices could not live with his mother, he 
placed her in Alexandrion with her mother Alexandra.- committing the cuftody of 
them to his Trealurer Jofeph, and to Sohemus an Iturian, men that had alwayes been 
faith lul unto him, and now let for the keeping of thefe Ladies, as it were for their ho- 
nour; but yet he alfo gave them this command, That if they.fhould certainly know 
that any unifier mifhap befel him, *hat they fhould prefently put both of them to death, 
and to the utmoftof their power, continue the kingdom for his children, and hisbrothcr 
Phcroras, [ Jofeph. lib. 1 5. Antiquit. cap. 9. ] 

Having given thefe commands,Herod polled to Rhodes, to meet with Gefar there, 
whither when he was come, he onely laid afide his Crown, but for his other Princely 
Ornaments, he altered nothing : and being admitted into Carfars prefence, with great 
conftancy and magnanimity of fpirit, he freely'confelled the love he bore Antonius, 
and alfo the fuccours he fent Antonius of corn aud money, becaufe that being detained 
by the Arabian war, he could not bring any fuccour unto him in pcrfon: adding 
moreover, that he was ready with the fame faith to keep friendlhip with Gefar : 
which that he would do, Caefar exhorted him, and reftoring his Crown to him, ex- 
ceedingly honoured him. And thus beyond all expectation Herod is again confirmed 
in his kingdom ; both by the free gift of Gefar, and alfo by a decree of the Senate 
which he obtained for him, [ Id. ibid, cap. to Jib. 1 . beil. cap. 1 5 ;] of whom alfo Strabo, 
[lib. *6.p"g. 7<Sj. J He excelled hit ancefioursfo much especially in familiarity with the Un- 
mans, that be was declared King; firfl by Antonius , and afterward by C afar, granting the 
fame authority to him. And Tacitus, [ Hiftor. lib. I . cap. 9. ] zAi*guflns being (fonc^uerour 
enlarged Herods kingdom that was given him by Antonius. 

Herod gave Pi elents to Caefar himfelf, and alio to his friends above his ability, to 
fhewthegreatnefleofhismind. He endeavoured alio to beg pardon for Alexas,or 
Alexander the Laodicean, that was fent unto him from Antonius, but he could not; 
becaule Caefar had f worn that he would punilh him ( for he had been the molt violent 
defender towards Antonius of all the machinations that Cleopatra ufed againft 03a- 
via.) "Wherefore feeing he relying upon Herod durfl come into Gufars prefence, he 
was prefently taken, and carried in fetters into his own country, and there put ro death 
by Griars command, (during the life time of Antonius whom he had betrayed,) 
[ Jofeph. ibid, Plutarch, in Ant. 3 

Antonius and Cleopatra fent other EmbalTadouts to Gefar, and Cleopatra by 
them promiled him an huge maffe of money, and Anionic put him in mind of the 
friendlhip and kindred that was between them,and excufed the familiarity that he had 
with the Egyptian woman; and reckoned up the fociety that was between them, and 
the acts that they had done in their youth. Moreover he delivered over to him, Q^ 
Turullius a Senatour,oneof Cefars murderers, and then hisiriend, and promifed him 
alfo, that he would kill himfelf, if by doing that he might obtain lecuricy for Cleopa- 
tra, Cefar put Turullius todeatb, and that in die Ifle of Coos ( in which he had felled 
trees for fhip-timber, out of iEfculapius his Grove) but neither then afforded he any 
anfwer to Antonius, [ Dio. lib. j 1. pag. 448, J 

In the abfence of Herod, his wife Mariamme, and mother in law Alexandra, took 
it very ill that they were fhut up in that Cattle as in prilon, fo that they could neither 
enjoy their own, nor make ufe of other mensgoods; Specially when by herfeminine 
flatteries the had fifhed out of Sohemui, what Herod had commanded him concerning 
them : the then began to with that he might never return home, fuppofing that fh: 
fhould live a moft intolerable life with him j all which the afterwards diftembled nor, 
but openly confeffed what it was that afflicted her: lor he being returned beyond all 
expectation, and relating to Mariamme the fucceffes he had, the teemed not to regard 
them,andatallthecarefles that he made her, the would tigh, fo that Herod plainly 
perceived the hatred of his wife againft him, and was wavering between love and 
hatred rbwards her, [ Jofeph. lib. 1 5 . cap. 1 1. ] 

Before Cefar went with his army into Egypt, he went into Syria, as may be under- 
stood out of Jofephus Suetonius, [cap. 1 j.] Plutarch and Orolius. 

Phraates and Tiridates contending about the kingdom of Parthia, and demmand- 

ingaidof Cefar j he gave them no other anfwer, than that he would confiderof ir, 
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Pretending his bufinefle in Egypt, whenas indeed he did nothing elle, but that by 
this civil war, both their ftrengths might be weakened. [ Dio, lib. 51, pag, 
456. 3 

C.Merius a Centurion, who in the war againft Antonius had offered one excellent fer- 
vice,was circumvented unawars by an arnbuih of his enemies,& brought to Alexandria 
before Antonius, by whom being asked what was fit to be done with him, anlwered, 
Command to have my throat cut,for neither can 1 fuffekntly be induced by benefits, nor for 
fearofdeath,to leave off to be fafarsfouldier,or begin to be thine; for which vercues lake 
Antonius pardoned him»[ Valerius Maximm lib. 3. cap, 8. ] 

• Antonius and Cleopatra thought fit that their clvldrcn fhould be (cut before into 
the red fea,with part ot the Queens treafure. \_Orof. lib. 6, cap. 19.] they themfelves 
having dilpofed garrifons about the two corner coafts of Egypt, Pelufium, and Parx- 
toniura, prepared a Beet and forces, tor the fetrng a foot the war again. [ AO'^'4, 
Floras lib, 4, cap. n.^ 

Antonius font a third Embaflk unto Cxfar, and his fon Antyllus with much gold, 
whom he fent back again, without either granting his Embaffie, or giving any an- 
Iwer, only took his gold. But to Cleopatra, as he did at firftand leco!id,fo now 
the third time, he propounded many threats and promises. £ Dio. Jib. 51. pag. 
448. 3 

And that he might win Cleopatra unto him, he lent unto her Thyreu*, or Thytfus, 
a freed man oi his, a veryditcreet man, £ld. ibid. Tint arch in Anton.'] for he was 
afraid, leaft Antonius and Cleopatra, being in difpair of pardon, fhould psrfift in their 
intention, and overcome him by their own ftrength, or elfe fhould pafle into Spain or 
Gallia, or that Cleopatra fhould burn all the trea hires that the had heaped into her 
Sepulcher, as the threatned to do : therefore he lent Thyrfus, who conferred very 
courteoully with Cleopatra, and told her that Cxfar was in love with her; hoping that 
fhe, that had a mind to have all men in love with her, might be brought to that paffe, 
that having put Antonius to death, fhc would preferve both her fell and her mony. 
[Dio.xtfupra,'] 

Cxfar marched againft Antonius through Syria,and his Lieutenant through Lybia. 
[I7«kwA.] Cornelius Gallus, being fent by him belorc, having received four Legions 
of Scarpas, which were at Cyrenx, for a guard ol that place, fuddenly feized upon 
Pamonium, the prime City of Egypt, that lieth towards Lybia. [Dio. pag.^S.Orof 
Lb, 6. cap, 19.] 

Antonius having intelligence of this? although he thought ro have gone into Syria, 
being called thither by the Gladiatonu, vet femng that defigne a pair, he marched 
towards Parstonium, hoping that he fhould ealily draw thofe forces from Gallus 
unto himfelf ; for he knew that they were well affected towards him, becaufe they had 
been (ouldiers together : but if that would not doe,then he would win them by force, 
for he brought with him great forces both by (ea and land : but neither could he fo 
much as parly with thems,(for Gallus made all the Trumpetors to found, fo that no 
body could hear any thing) and befide he received fome ioffe by a luddam (ally, and 
his Fleet alio was fomewhat incommodated : for Gallus had by night laids chain crofle 
the mouth of the Haven, which lay hid under water, keeping the Port with a guard 
that was not feen, and fuffered Antonius his (hips, without any fear, to lailc within the 
Haven in contempt of him ; but the chains being drawn up by certain Engines, pre- 
pared on purpofc , he partly burnt , and partly f unck, the fhips being aflailed on 
every fide by lea and land , and alfo from the houfes. [Dio. lib. 51. pag. 448, 

449- ] 

Herod entertained Caefar with all royal magnificence at Proloroai?, as he pafled 
through Syria into Egypt, and fhewed all hofpitality towards his army, giving them 
plenty of all victual ; by which means he was accounted one of Gefars chiefefttriends, 
and was wont to ride about with him, when he muftcred his army ' he entertained 
him alio and his friends, with the fervicc of an 1 Jo men, clad in moft rich and fumptu- 
ons apparel; yea, he alfo fuffered them to want nothing, in their march to Pelufium, 
through places that were barren, and wanted water j yet they wanted neither wine 
nor water, with which the fouldier was moft delighted. He alfo prefented Caefar 
with 800 talents, yea, he gave them all fuch fatisfaction, that they confeflcd that 
he gave them fuch entertainment, that it was greater than the Kingdom could afford 
them, [Jofeph. lib. 1 , Bell. cap. 1 5 . lib. I 5 . Antiqttit. cap. I o.J 

Cleopatra by the difcourfe of Thyrfus or Thyreis believed that Cajfar was in love 
with her, both becaufe fhe defired it fhould be fo, and alfo becaufe that by the fan* 
reafon fhe had enflaved to her both his father and Antonius : and therefore flic hoped 
for not only pardon and the Kingdome of Egypt for her felf, but alfo theempireof 
the Romans, [Db.pag. 449.] but Antonius took this Thyrcus that was extreamly 
honoured by her, and whipped him found ly, and then fent him back unto Cxfar, 
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writing that he did this being provoked by his intuiting pride, who was at that ealily 
provoked by reafon of his mileries, and faid, if you m'.flike this, you havt Hipparchtts my 
freed man, bang bint up, and whip him, that me may cry quittance, from thenceforth that 
fhe might wipe oft all jealoufies and fufpicions from him, Cleopatra wonderfully ho- 
noured him: for whereas fhe folemnifed her birth day but meanly, St for her prefene 
misfortune, fhe folemnifed his birth day, with the greateft fplendour and magnificence 
that could be, fo that many that were invited to the feaft, and came poor, went 
away rich. ["Tlutarch,] 

Cxfat took Pelufium, as it was reported, by force, but indeed by the treachery of 
Cleopatra. [Do. pag, 449.] There was a common report, that this Town was deli- 
vered up to Cxfat by Seleucus, certainly with her content : but to clear her felf, (he 
delivered up Seleucus wife and children to Antonius, to be revenged of them at his 
pleafurc, [Plutarch.] when he being beaten by Cornelius Gallus at Parxconium, and 
immediately after at Pharos, ( as it is in Orofms. lib. 6,cap.\9.) and was returned to 
Alexandria. 

Cleopatra had ftore-houfes, and monuments built both for furapcuoufnefTe and 
heigth admirable, which fhe had joyned to I lis her temple, thither had (he brought 
the moft precious things of all her royall treafures, as gold, filver, emeralds, pearics, 
ebony, ivory, and cinnamon, and laft ot all great (tore of lamps and rlax: whereupon 
Cxfar being afraid he fhould loofefneh riches, and that through defpair that fhede- 
ftroy and burn them, daily gave her fair hopes, whilft he matched with his army to- 
wards the City, [ Plutarch. ] but (he privately forbad the Citizens of Alexandria, that 
they fhould tally out againft Cxfar, whenas openly the f cemed to hcarcen chem on to 
go meet the enemy. [ Dio, pag. 449. ] 

Cxfar fate down with his army in the place where they exercifc their hortcs, and 
Antonius made a tally out and fought valiandy, and routed Cxfars horfc, and drove 
them even to the Camp, and being beighthensd with this victory he emrcd the pallace 
and kitted Cleopatra as he was in his armour, recommending unto ber a man that had 
fought moft valiantly, Cleopatra to reward him gave him an armour and headpiece 
all of gold, which he having received that night fled to Cxlar. [ Plutarch. ] 

Antonius, cafting tickets into Cxfars camp, promited each fouldier 1500 Drachmas 
or pence, thete tickets Cxfar of his own accord read unto the fouldiers, by this meanes 
rend ring Antonius more hatefull, and alfo recalling them to an hatred of bate trea- 
chery, and to a declaration, of a cheerfulncftc to declare for him, whereupon growing 
exceeding angry that their fidelity was tempted, they to valiautly behaved themfelves, 
that Antonius joyning in a battle only of toot men, wirh them left the field being o- 
vcrcome by them beyond all expectation. [£•'»./"*£. 449.] whither IreferraUo that 
place of Strabo[#£. ^7»p*g. 795. \asone goes thorough the horferace, frandeth '^copalis, 
which is bu'dt neer the fea,fo that it may be thought not to belejf than the (fity, and isdfian: 
from Alexandria 30 furlongs, this place foftr Auguflus adorned, becaufe here he overcame 
than in fight, that made a {ally out againft him with Ay.tor.im. 

Antonius after this by his Embaffadours challenged Cxfar to a finglc duell, who 
anfwered,that Antonius had many waics iodic : wherefore confidcriugthat he could 
no way more honourably die then in battle, he decrnvn-jd to fetnp his reft, and to 
fet upon Cxfar both by fca and land: and b,:ing at fupper (as it is reported) he com- 
manded his fcrvants that they fhould drink and fcalt themfelves heartily, font was 
uncertain whether they fhould doc fo to morrow, or fhould fcrve other mailers, he be- 
ing dead and gone, where becaufe of this he law hi; friends weeping, he told them 
hc°wouldnottolead them out tofighr, when he thuiigu not rather to r^uru vvuh 
victory and honour, then to die a giorioui death. [ Plutarch, in Anton. ] 

About the middeft of that nigh r, when the who!.- Cicy was in filence, and forrowj 
for fear and expectation of the event, it is reported thru on a fudden, there was heard 
fvveei mufick at all kinds of inftruments, and a noyie o! a multitude of people, as at the 
featts of Bacchus and Satyr-like friskings and dancings, as if indeed it had been the 
feftivity of Bacchus himfelf, (whom Dionyftus ufed to feign his father ) the noifc 
wasfo great, and that this company tare down together (being indeed a very great 
one ) almoft in the very middle of the City, towards that gate, which led unto the 
enemy without ;and that they pafled at length throughthis gate,and fovanifhed, Q Id. 
ibid.] 

Dio reports, that befides this many other prodigies fore-ran the bondage of Egyp:> 
for it rained ( as he faith ) in thofe places, in which before there never any drop had 
fallen, and that not only with water but with blood alfo, neither did water alone drop 
from the cloudes, but there appeared armies there alio: A Dragon of a huge vaft- 
neffe was fuddenly feen among the Egyptians, which hilTed horribly, there appeared 
alfo Commets, and the images of the dead; theftatues feemed tobe forrowfull, and 
Apis made a mournfull lowing* and thed tearcs.[ Dio, lib. 5 1 . pag. 44 5 . ] 
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Oil the Kalends oi Augulf , as foon as it was day, Antonius went down unto the Ha- 
vn to order his Fleet, [Orof. lib. 6. cap, 19.] buc Cleopatra caufed the Fleet to revolt 
from him, [ Dio. pag. 449. ] For Antonius his Fleet as foon as they had rowed ncer the 
other Fleet, faluted Cacfars louldicrs, and being refaluted, they revolted unto chem, and 
having or all the fhips made one Fleet, came in hoftile manner againft the City; 
which whilft Antonius beheld, he was immediately iorfaken by his Hortemen, who 
alfo revolted : his Foot alfo being overthrown, he reriied into the Oty, crying he was 
betrayed by Cleopatra to them, againft whom for her fake, he had taken up armes, 
[ PlmarchS , a . , ' . 

Cleopatradearing the anger and defpair of Antonius, buc pretending it was for fear 
of CsLar, and that fhe Would put her felt to death that the did this; fled unto her 
Monument with one Eunuch and two maides; and fent unto Antonius a meflage that 
fhe was dead. This he believed, and therefore dehred his faithful fervant Erotcs 
( who had long agone promifed that he . would do it when neceflicy required ; that he 
would killhim. Eros drew out his naked fword, as it he would fttike him, but his face 
being from him, he killed himfelf : who falling at his feet, Antonius faid , Noble Eros, 
who reached me what muftbe done by my felt, but couldft not endure todo it for me : 
and run himtelf into the belly, and fell upon a bed. The thruft was not fuch as would 
much haften his death, for the blood flinted after he was laid, and when he was a little 
retained, he defired them that ftood about , that they would thruft him thorough, but 
they all fied out of the chamber, leaving him crying and tormenting himfelt. Where- 
upon there was a great tumult made, which when Cleopatra perceived, fhe looked out 
from the top of the Monument 5 for the gate was fomade, that lfu were once fliur, it 
could not be opened, onely the upper pares of it were not yet fimfhed. She fent alfo 
Diomedes her Secretary, tobring Antonius into the Monument unto her ; whom as 
toon as Antonius knew that (he was alive, he arole, becaule he thought he might live ; 
but being in defpair oflife thorough his much bleeding, he was carried by the help ol 
hii lervantsas he commanded, to the gate of the Monument, [Id. Dio.pag, 449,45°. 
JL-v;, lib. 133. Flor. lib. 4. cap. II. Vcllci. Patercul. lib. 2. cap. 87. Strabo, lib. ij.pag. 
793 Suetou. in Otlavio. cap. 17. Emrop. lib. 7. Orof. lib. 6. cap. ip.] 

While this was a doing, Dercetsus one of his Guard, took away Antonius his 
(word and hid it, and ftole away, and running untoCatfar, was the firft that told him 
of Antonius his death, and fhewed him the fword all bloody. Carlar hearing this news 
withdrew himtelf into the mnermoft room of the Tent, where he much bewailed An- 
tonius his Kinlmanand Colleague, and that had been his companion in many battles, 
and in the government of the Empire. Then taking his letters, he called Ins friends 
together, and read them unto them, and fhewed them how proudly and importunely 
Antonius had anlwered to all his mild and juft demands. He then lent Proculeius, 
comm<inding,that by all means, if it were poffible, to get Cleopatra alive into his 
hands: for he was afraid to lofe the treafures, and alfo thought that the wou,d be a 
magnificent ornament to his Triumph, if he could bring her alive, [ Plutarch, ] 

In the interim, Antonius was drawn up into the Monument, by ropes that were 
hung .or pulling the ftones upon high, [Dio.pag.45o. ] They lay there was nothing 
moie lamentable than this fight j tor Antonius being all belmeared with Wood, and 
divine uptheghoft, was tied to the ropes and drawn up by the great paines or Cleo- 
patra and the two fcrvants that were with her, they that were below railing h.m up, 
and Antonius ftretching forth his hands to Cleopatra, lifted himlelf up as well as he 
'could : as foon as Cleopatra had taken him in, the laid him on a bed, then the tare off 
her head-tire,and ftrookher breaft,and taring her breaft and face with her own hands, 
(he was allotagorc blood, and calling him Lord, Husband, and Emperour : andal- 
moft forgot her own mileries in companion of him. After Antonius had a little ap- 
peafedhcr grief, he called for fome wine, either becaufc he wasathirft,or becaulehe 
thought thereby to haften his death : alter he had drank,he adviled her, tolookto her 
own affaires, and to fave her life if fhe could without dishonour, and that among all 
Grlars friends fhe fhould moft truft Proculeius : and that (he fhould not lament the rm- 
fcrable change of his fortune, but rejoyce for the great good fortune he had had, bc- 
caufehebadbeenthemoft famous and powerfuleft Prince of all men, and that now 
he being a Roman was not cowardly overcome by a Roman: and now he gave up 
the ghoft, juft as Proculeius came from C*far,[M*Mr**.]i 

Gsfarfent withC Proculeius a Knight, one Epaphroditus his freed man: telling 
them both what they thould lay and do; but Cleopatra fearing that they would ule 
her hardly, tarried in the Monument ; that if by no other means she could procure her 
faiety yet she might redeem her pardon and the kingdom of Egypt from Carfar, by the 
fear of looting her money; but Ca:far although he defired to get her money, and to 
take Cleopatra alive, that he might carry her in Triumph, notwiftanding, lthe had 
promifed any thing upon his honour, that he might not fcem to deceive her, he 
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laboured, that he might have power to do wiih her as he would himfelt, as with a 
captive, and one reduced to his obedience againft her will. [ Dio. lib. 5 1 . fag. 45 o. J 

Cleopatra would by no means put her tclf into Proculeius hand,buc yet had conference 
With him from the building, he ftanding without at the door, that was on the plain 
ground, which although it was fo barred, yet the voice might be heard. In this con- 
ference the demanded the Kingdom for her children, Proculeius bad her be of good 
chear, and refer all things to Caefar. When he had fufficiently ruined the place, he 
told all things unto Csfar, who fent Gallus again to demand her anfwer, who when 
he came to the door, held her in talk on purpole : and in the mean time Procu.eius let 
up ladders, and got in at the window, where the women took in Antonius, and draw- 
ing up with him two fervants, he immediately went down to the gate, where Cleo- 
patra tat talking with Gallus ; who feeing Proculeius, went about to kill her leii w ith 
a Dagger fhe had about her; but Proculeius came running, and holding her with 
both his hands, took the Dagger from her, and (hook her cloa:hs,tor fear the hau 
tome poyfon hidden abouc her.

fome daies, that the might ftay there till fhe might embalm Antonius his body : then 
they brought her into the Palace, diminifhing nothing, either of her wonted train and 
honour,that thereby the might be in hope, that the thould obtain what the defired, 
and alfo that fhe mightdo no mifchicf to her lelf. [D10.M. $ 1 . Mff.4fo, 4S 1.] As foon 
as Cleopatra was taken, an Eunuch of hers, willingly let Atps^unto himtelf, and being 
bitten by thcm,fell into a grave, that he had before prepared for himfelf. lid. ibid.

As he entred Alexandria, he lalked with Arius Alexandrinus, a Philosopher, taking 
himbythe right hand, to the end his Country men fhould honour him the more, 
when they faw him fo honoured, [Plutarch in ^nton.] for Catfar had been his Scholler 
in Philofophy,and was very well acquainted with him and his two tons, Dionylius and 
Nicanot. [Seneca, in Hb.de Clement. Sutton, in Otlavio. cap.% 9 . Tltttarch inPolit.Dio.

'Thcnhewentintothefhewplaceofexcrcifcs,he afcended a Tribunal which was 
fetuponipurpofe,and commanded the Cityzcus, who for fear were fallen on their 
knees before him, to rite ; and in a great Oration, that he might be underftood oi 
all, he told them, he freely pardoned all the people, for their great god , oerapis his 
fake,torthegreatneffeof the City, and tor his friend Anus his slake: I be hkewite par- 
doned all the Egyptians, being unwilling, that lo many men fhould be put to death, 
that in many things had done good fervice tor the Romans. [Plutarch m Anton. Dio.lb. 
u par.4%4, Julian. epifi. 5 1, adAlexand,] , ~, ., „ , 

Attheintveacyof Arius, he pardoned many,amongft other Philoftracus, who was 
hereadieftSophifterof his time; howbeit,he falily named himfcU an Academick, 
therefore Gdar hated bismanners,andrejeaedhis requeft, he therefore let his beard 
grow long, and followed Arius in mourning, alwayes repeating this verle,

which when Cafci hard of, that he might rather free Arius from envy, than Philo- 
ftratus from fear, he pardoned him.

Young Autonins, or AntyhV, the elder of the two fons Antonius had by Fulvia, 
C»tar, although he was betroathed to his daughter Julia, and was fled into a Uuppel 
that Cleopatra had made for his honour,aher many and vain prayejs, he took from 
the image of Julius, and killed him. [Id.ibid.Sueton.inOnaviocap.iT.Dio lib. 51. 
pal 4J tA *4.0roUib.6.ca P . i 9 .l As the fouldiers beheaded him, Theodoras his 
School-mafter, who betrayed him, took from his neck a moft gracwu^ Jewel, and 
tewed it in his girdle, which he denyed,but it being found about him, he was trailed 
110 and hanged. [ Plutarch ibid.] But to Julius the other fon of Antonius by r-ulvia, 
Cxtar commanded his freed men that they fhould prelently deliver over all things 
to him, that dying men arc commanded by the laws to leave to their heirs. L ^'». 
F£.454.] The 
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The children that Antonius had by Cleopatra, they were very honourably kept 
with their Governours and train that waited on them, tor them Caefar faved and nou- 
rilhed and cherifhed no leile, than it they had been linked in alliance with him. [Sueto» 
& Plutarch . at fupra. ] 

Of thole that favoured Antonius, fome he put to death, others he pardoned either 
of his own good will, or at the interceflionot friends, [Dio. pag. 454, ] amongft thofc 
that were put to death was Canidius, a mod bitccr enemy aiwaies untoCacIar, and 
unfaithfullunto Anton ms,[Orof, lib. 6. cap. ig.] who died more cowardly, than belee- 
med one of that profeltion, which he aiwaies followed, [Vcllei. Patents!, lib. 2. cap. 87.] 
QX>rinuisaifowasputtodeathby Csefars own command, becaufc that he being a 
Senatourofthe people of Rome, was not alhamcd mod badly to be Governouno 
the Queens fpinners and weavers. [ Orof. lib. 6. cap. 19.] 

There being found with Antonius many children of Kings and Princes, Come in 
the name of hoftages others by falfe accufations fume of cherri he fent home, others he 
joyned in marriage together, and fomc he kept by him, he returned Jofape to her fa- 
ther the Ring of the Medc?, who being conquered had fled to him, but yet he did not 
fend back Artaxas his brothers at his intreaty, becaufc he had killed the Romans that 
were left behind m Armenia. [ Dio. at fupra. ) 

When he viewed the tomb ( whicn was of glade as Straboteacheth lib. 17. p*g, 
795. ) and the body of Alexander the great, which was taken ouc ot the vault, Csrfar 
put a Crown upon it, and ftrewed flowers over it and Worlhipped it, and touching the 
body, it was {aid he brake off a piece of his note: and being demanded whether he 
would fee the bodies of the Ptolomees, although the Alexandrians had a great mind 
he fiiould,yet would he not behold them, faying, he would lee a King not the dead, 
[Suet on. in OEhavio. cap. 18. Dio. lib. 51. pag. 454, 4^5.] and for that vefy reafon 
would not go to tee Apis : faying, he was wont to worfhip gods not oxen. [ Dio. 
ibid.'] 

Many great Kings and Captainesdefiredtobury Antonius but Csefar would not 
take it from Cleopatra, by whofe hands he was fplcndidly and magnificently buried, 
and Caelar differed her to take as much as (lie would for his funerals. [ Plutarch. ] 

Cleopatra through her much forrovv and grief, (for her bread was troubled with 
inflammations, and vlccrs, through the blowes (he had given her fclf, ) fell into a fever, 
which (he gladly took tor a cover, that (he nrght forbear food, and fo die withou: 
any more trouble, (he had a Phifician whole name wa< Olympus, to whom (he decla- 
red the truth of the matter, and uled him as a councellour and furtherer to bring her 
into a confumption, as Olympus himlelf left in writing, who fet out an hidory concer* 
ningthefe matters, when Gefac fmelt on; the bulincde, he thrcatned both her and her 
children, by which (he as by fo many engines was overcome and afterwards differed 
her felf to be cured and dieted as they would thcmfelves.[ ld.\ 

Shortly after Caefar himtelf came to vifit her and comfort her, [id.] who falling 
down at his feet, laid baitestor hU cks buc invain ; for her beauty was beneath the 
Princes chadity,althoughhcperceived that (he intended to ftrr up affections in him, 
yet he dllembled it, and fixing his cics on the ground, laid only this, Woman be of good 
cheer, jou jh-tll have no harm done jott: nor was life her (uit, which was offered her, but 
her care was for love and apart of theKingdome. [Floras, lib, 4, cap, n, Dio. lib. 5. 
prfg.451.3 

Lad of all (he delivered to Castar a breviary of all the treafurefhe had; and when 
Selcucus one of her trealurers accuf cd her, that (he had (upprefled fome things and had 
not told all, (he leapt up, and taking him by the hair buffeted him foundry ; at which 
Caefar fmiling reproved her, to whom (he anfwered, Is it not a great matter OC&[*r y 
feeiug thou vouch fafefl to come and vifit me in this condition that I am in, and to talk, with me, 



now the had a mind to live, declaring unto her that he would both doe this for her, 
and alfo things beyond her expectation, he departed tuppofing that he had deceived 
her, whereas he was of the two the more deceived* [ Plutarch. ] 

There was a young Gentleman Cornelius Dolabella, a familiar friend ofCatfars, 
this man was in love with Cleopatra, and at her defire did by ameflenger fend her 
word privately that Cxfar was to take his journey by land thorough Syria, and that 
he was determined to fend her and her children into Italy within three daies, when 
lhe knew this She defired of Caefar that he would permit her lad obfequies to Antonius, 
when having ended her lamentations, the pur garlands upon the tomb and killed ir, 
lhe then commanded a bath to be provided for her, and having bathed, (he feafted 
(u,T,ptUOUfly. [ Pint arch. 1 

After dinner die gave Epaphroditus ( to whofe charge (he was committed ) to carry 
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to carry to Caefar, in which (he begged of him that he would differ her to be buried 
with ylntoniw : this letter was fealed up, that he tuppofing it might contain fome other 
bufmefle, might by the occafion of giving the letter to Gclar, be out of the way. [ Id. 
Di?.45>.] 

He being gone, (he (hut the door*, only keeping with her two waiting women, Iras 
orNairas, and Charmion, who were wont to dreffe her; one of them could excel- 
lently dreffe her head, and the other paire her naiies : then adorning her (elf with her 
bed apparel lhe could poflible ; and in her robes, the (et an Afpick to her left arme, 
(which (he had caufed to be brought to her, covered with figs, grapes, and flowers, 
the better to deceive her keepers) by the biting ot which, (he died as it were in a Ham- 
bcx+[Plorus, lib ,q, cap.il. Vcllei. c Patercul.lib.2.cap.8j. Plutarch in Anton. Cjalen.in 
lib. de Theriaca. ad Pifonem. Dio, lib. 51, pag, 452. Eutrop. lib. 7. Orof. lib, 6. 
cap. £ 9. ] 

But thole that will highly let out in words, the wit of the woman to deceive, and 
the (uddennelle of the Afpick to kill, tell us, That Cleopatra made in her arme a great 
and deep wound with her teeth,(or tome other thing) and put poyfon into the wound , 
which fhe had formerly prepared from an Alpick, which was brought her in a bone ; 
and that after the poyfon had feized upon the body, (he gently ended her life, her 
keepers not fo much as knowing of it. [Galen, ut [up. Strabo. I'tb.x 7. pag. 795 . Plutarch. 
2>w. /><»£. 45*, 453.] There were only two little pricks found in her arme : and Csefar, 
which law her dead body, carryed her image with an Afpick fixed to her arme in 
Triumph. [Plutarch and Dio.2 Horace fpeaks of her, iib. 1 . Ode 37.

When Gelar had opened Cleopatras letters, he found draight what was done, and 
thought at fitlt to go thither himfelf, and fent thither fome in all hade to tec what was 
done. They ran thether in all hade, and found the guard danding and midruding 
nothing; when they had opened the gate, they found Cleopatra dead, lying upon a 
golden bed, in all her royal robes: of her waiting women, Iras, or Nairas, was fallen 
dead at her feet, Charmium (orCharmione ) half dead, and heavy headed, was 
trimming of the Diademe that fhe wore: and when one in anger asked her, Is this 
well done ,0 Charmium ? fl»eanlWercd,F«7 well, and becoming one that had fprung fromfo 
many Kings, and fpake not a word more, but fell down there by the bed fide. [Plutarch. 
*>«>.?«£. 4 5 3.] But Caefar, having (een Cleopatra's body, tried all means, to fee if it 
were poflible to recover her, [ Dio. ibid. ~\ yea, he brought the Pfylli but in vain, to 
luck out the venime and poylon. [Id. tbid.Sueton. in Oftavio. cap. 17. Orof. lib. 6. 
cap.i9.~\ 

When Cleopatra's life could by no means be recovered, Caefar admired her, and 
pitied her, very much grieved, fuppoling he was berefc of the chiefed glory of his 
Triumph ; but yet he commanded her body to be fumptuoudy and royally buried, 
and to be laid in the fame Tomb with Antonius. [Plutarch. Dio. p<*g.453.] This ho- 
nour he did unto them both, namely, to bury them in one Sepulchre, and to fini(h the 
Tomb that they had begun. [Sutton jn Ottav.cap.i-j,] Her waiting Women alto by his 
command were honourably buried. [Plat.] 

Plutarch writes that Cleopatra lived 39 years, and reigned 2*. and fo many years 
indeed thele do allow for her reign, after the death of her father Ptolemeus Auletes, 
Ptolemeus in the Catalogue ot the Kings, Clemens Alexandrinus, lib. 1. Stromat. 
Porphyrius in Graec. Eufebian.Scaligeri,pag. ^^6^ Eufebius in Chronic, and others, 
which years are only »i,andtwoor three moneths. Plutarch writes, that die raigned 
Eeeee above 
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above 1 4 years with Antonius. Tertullian in his third book againft the Jews, that (he 
raigned 13 under Auguftus, reckoning the government of Antonius from the death 
of Julius Caefar,aud ot Auguftus from his firft Confulihip, from the death of Alexan- 
der the Great, who firit founded the Macedonian Empire, to the death of Antonius 
and Cleopatra, with whom it fell, both in Ptolemeus (as well in the Catalogue of the 
Kings, as in the third book of his Great Work, as in Clemens Alexandrians, (in lib. i. 
Stromat.) are reckoned 294years, which with us are 29 3. and a quarter. 

And at this time Cafar put an end to the civil wars, as befides Florus, \_ lib, 4. cap. 1 2.] 
and Velkius Patercuius. £/'&• *• '- 8 7*1 Dionyfius Halicarnaflenfis alfo confirmeth, wri- 
ting in the Proeme of his Roman Hiftories,that he came into Iraly,as foon as Auguftus 
Gclar had put an end to the civil wars, i€J&wn yJ hyAwurfa w i<strcw oAu/ATri* J\9- m<rir»t, 
in the middle ot theCLXXXVII.Olymp.to wir, the third year of it then beginning, 
for in the monethof Auguft, Egyp:, was reduced under the power of the Romans, 
and an end put to their civil wars ; the words of the decree ot the Senate ihew, in 
Macrobius [Satumal.lib, 1, c^p.i*.] and Cenforinus teacheth, that the Egyptians 
reckoned from that time, in which rhey came under the power and government of the 
people of Rome, the years of the Augnfti, (not of the ®ta* , s.t£*va» , as Scahger 
thought, but of the Casfares Augufti, who had the dominion over them) [cap, zi. lib. 
de natali die.'} which book he faith was written by him in the Phiiippick year of che Au- 
gufti CCLXVIII. (for thus the beft Copies have,i: not CCLXV II) from the death ot 
Alexander the Great DLXH and of Nabonaflac DCCCCLXXXVl. (the begin- 
nings of thefe years being taken from the firft of the vage or moveable moncth Thoth 
of the Egyptians) beipg certainly of thefame opinion with Ptolomaers, who in the 
third book of his great Syntaxis, faith, that there palled from the beginning of the reign 
of Nabonaftar,to the death of Alexander. 424 Egyptian years, and then to the Em- 
pire of Auguftus, 294. 

Wherelore that Egyptian Epoch began on the firft day of the moveable moneth 
Thoth of the year of the Philippick account, beg'iining from the death ot Alexander 
the Great 293, of Nabonaflar 7 1 9. and indeed on the firft day of the week, as is found 
in a writing of a certain Jew, fee forth at Norimberge, with Mcfl'ahala, namely, ot 
chc moneth Auguft, in the year of the Julian Period, 4684.011 che 31 day ; which 
according to the falfc account of Leap-year, thac that was then ufed at Rome, was 
called the 2 9. day of Auguft. And this was that Epoch, 7»r *VJ Auv5« 8^ of the years 
of Auguftus, which was accommodated by Ptolonmis, in lib. }.cap. 8. of his great 
Syntaxis, to the moveable year of the Egyptians, by Vettius Valens, an Antiochian, 
f n 'AfQoKoyZ* jtnBA/*»*v,lib. 1, to the fixed year of the Alexandrians, and by Theoti, an 
Alexandrian; in the Explication, KavSra. wpoj^ «p»», to the form ot both thofe years, 
and teeing that Auguftus ruled Egypt 43 years (as Philo fhew-; in his Embally to 
Ca:[ar) we find alfo fo many allowed to his Empire, or Monarchy, in Ptolomxus his 
Catalogue of the Kings, and Clemens Alexandrinus, lib. i.Stromar. 

Cleopatra had feather fon Gefarion, which, as was faid, the had by Cxfar the 
Dictator, with a great fum of mony through ./Ethiopia into India. Him hisGovcrnour 
Rhodon perl waded to returnc,as it Cadar had recalled him to hi? mothers Kingdom : 
but as Ca:far was determining with himtelf what he fhould do with him, they fay Ar- 
rim the Philofopher faid unto him,

Tis not fit Cxfars name fhould common be. 

Therefore Cxfar put him to death, after the death of his mother. [ Vlutarch in Anton. 
Dio. Lb. S 1 . pag. 44<5. 4 H.] 

The images of Antonius were thrown down, but Cleopatra's were not ftirrcd ; 
for herhiend Archibilius had obtained of Cxfar for the fumme of one thoufand 
talents, that they fhould not be thrown down when Antonius his were. 
[ Plutarch,] 

In the Pallacc there was great ftore of mony found, which was there laid up by 
Ckopaaa, being the fpoiles of almoft all Temples : fhe exacted alfo much from them 
that were guilty of any crime 5 and two parts of their goods were damanded of the 
reftalfothac could not be acculed of any crime: then all the Souldiers arrears were 
paid ; Catfar alfo gave to thofe Souldiers that were with him, 250 pence a man, 
-hat they fhould not plunder the City. Cxfar alfo paid all his debti that he owed any 
man, and gave many gifts to the Senatours and Knights, that had accompanied him 
inthewar.(P/o./^. 51.^.455,456.] 

For 
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For this pare of the year Caefar chofe M. Tullius Cicero for his colleigiu* inthe 
Confulihip, the fon ot Cicero the OVacour, who was put to death 6y Antonius, who 
rehearled unco the people, the letters that Caefar fentto Rome, concerning the over- 
throw of Antonius in the Alexandrian war, (not the Adrian, as Appian erronioufly 
wrote, ) he read the copie ot them in the roftra, where his fathers head had been for- 
merly openly let up, [Tltttarch.tn fin. Ciceron. Appian. Lb. 4. bell, civil, p^ig.^^9. D'o. 

This year upon theldcs of September, we learn out of the Marble Table at Capua, 
that M. TulLius was chofen iuw the Confulihip in the room of M.Licinius,['»^«»^. 
torn, 3.^^.495.3 and upon the fame 'Ides of September, that Auguftus being Corfu! 
with the fon of M. ficero rvas presented with an obfidional Crown by the Senate, as we read in 
Pliny, [V/^. it. cap. 6.1 for there were many Crowns and Procefnons decreed for 
Cxfar at that time in Rome. He had alfbj4nother Triumph granted him over the 
Egyptians ; the day alfo on which Alexandria was taken, was thought good to be a 
FJitival, and that the computations of the rett-'of the wars, fhould take beginning from 
that. That Cafor fhould nave the power of Tribune all his life time; and that he 
might relieve any that implored his aid, cither withinthe walls,or without for thefpacc 
of half a mile, which was not lawful for any Tribune of the people, [ D'e, lib. 51. 
pag. 457.] 

Herod, wavering between love and hatred towards his wife Marrimme, was con- 
tinually incenled againft her by the falfe accusations of his filter Salome, andh smo- 
ther Gyros, kindling in him hatred and jealoufic againft her: and perhaps he had 
dealt more hardly with.her, had not the news come very conveniently,that Antonius 
and Cleopatra were both dead, and that Cstfar had won Egypt, whom in all hafte 
he went to meet, and left his fam-ly as it was. At his departure he commended Sohc- 
mustpMariamme,profefling that he owed him much refpett for the care he had 
had of her, and gave him alfo the government of a part of Judea, \^ofeph. ^- 1 5 - 

Casfar built a City in the fame place, in which he overcame Antonius* and called 
it Nicopolis, and allowed the fame Playes that he had done for the former at Actium, 
[Dio.l,b.)i.pag>4%6.Strabo t l;l;. 17. pag. 795.] . 

When he had reduced Egypt into the form of a Province, to the cndthatitmignt 
be more fruitful, and fit to yeild corn for the Cityot Rome; he skowred by the help 
ofhisfouldiers, all thofe ditches whereiuto Nilus ovecfloweth, and by long tune had 
been choaked up with mud, [Sneton,inOilav;o.cap.i$,'] and made alio fomc new 
ditches, [.Dio. pag, 456. ] 

Herod meeting with Caspar in Egypr, in confidence of his friendfhip, fpakc freely 
with him, and was highly honoured by him; for he beftowed upon him the 400 Ga- 
latians that Were formerly of Cleopatra's guard, to be his guard, and reftoccd him part 
of his Country which Cleopatra had fcized upon, and laid to his kingdom Gadara> 
Fl;ppoii,and Samaria ; and by the (ea (ide, G.iz.1, Anthedon, Joppe,and the Tower 
otStraton : which was no (mall accefliou t© the Iplcndour of his kingdom, Z.J°h h - 
lib. 1. belUcap.iS.l1b.1S. cap. n.j ^ 

The multitude ot men in Egypt both in City and Country, and the mconftancy ot 
that Nation, and the carrying ot com into the City, and the ftoic of money were the 
caule, that Caifar durft not commit the Province to any oi : Stnatcurs degree ; but alfo 
took from the Scnatoursthe liberty of going into Egypt ; for he fo (nfpeftcd the Egyp- 
tiansof innovations, that he differed none of them to be Scnatuurs of Rome; he al- 
lowed other cities to govern the Common-wealth alter their own laws, but he com- 
manded the Alexandrians that they fhould govern the Common- wcath without Sena- 
tours, [Di9.tib.il. pag. 455.] , „,. ,r 1 . a- 
■ Ariusthc Philofopher, as is reported refufed the government of Egypt though otter- 
ed him, [Julian, ad themiftiuni.'] therefore Caefar made Cornelius Galtus; one railed 



that Gallusof Forum Julium that was the pott : whom Virgil in the hft Eclogue of 
his Bucolic ksfpeakes of in that pleafant vede,[A»/r f >iams,MarceIlinus, l,b. 17. H.cnny, 
in Chronic. 1 . ] to whom alfo there are Erotica ( love verfes ) extant which were dedi- 
cated by Parthenius of Nice; whofc Poefie alfo Virgil imitated in his Latin verfes,

Ca-far having fctled all things in Egypt as he thought fit, came into Syria with his 
land forces, [Dio.ttt fupr, 456. Or of. lib. 6. cap. 19.] whither alfo Herod conducted 
him as far as Antioch, [ Jofeph. lib. 1 5 . cap. 1 1 . j 

Seeing Titidates being overcome fled into Syria, and Phraatcs being Conquerour 
Ecece 2 ^m 
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{cue Embafladonrs unto Ca:lar ; Caefar gave them both a friendly anfwer, and did not 
indeed promife any luccc-ius toTiridater, yet gave him leave to tarry in Syria: and 
kindly accepted of PhLaatcs his fon» and bunging him to Rome, kept him as an Ho- 
fta^c [D/P./'i.5r.p«£«4A] namely, the youngeftfon oi Phraates, who thorough 
^negligence of them tnat kept him, was ttolen away: asjuftin hath it, IHb.+z. 
cm. s.l but vet referringit to later times. , ^ . ». 

Carfar departing out of Syria, left there Meflala (Corvmiis) by whom rJieGyzice- 
nian Giadiatours, to whom a dwelling in Daphne the Suburbs oi Autioch was grant- 
ed? being deceived, they were lent into divers places? as it were to be taken into the 
"Legion , and as occafion oflercd were killed, [Dio. Ub.^x.pag. 447.] 

Gefar made Governour over the Tarfcnfes in Cilicia, a Citizen oi them, namely, 
hisSchoole-mafterAthenodorusthefonof Sandon, a Sroick Philofopbcrj who re- 
ftoied the ftate ot the Common-wealth corrupted by Boethius and his iouldiers, who 
domineered there even onto the death oi Antonius, [ Strabo, Hb.14.pag. <*74. ] 

Gt'ar went into the Province of Afia, and there kept his winter quarters, and fet- 
Jed all the affairs of his tubjefts, [ Dio.lib.%i.pag 4 ^6.0rof,lib.6.cap. 19.3 

On the Kalends of J anuary, Ccefar entred upon his fifth Confulfhip in the Ifland of 
Samos, £ Suetoa. in OlUv'to. cap. 2 6. ] and on the fame Kalends all his ordinances were 
confirmed by oath : and when the letters came concerning the Parthian affairs, it 
was decreed, That in their hymnes hefhouldbc reckoned among their gods ; That a 
Tribe Ihould be called Julia from him ; That the companions of his Vi&ory thould be 
carried in Triumph with him, and be clad with garments Woven with Purple : and 
that the day on which he entred the City, Ihould be iolemnized w«h publkk Sacri- 
fices, and be alwaves accounted tcftival, Q Dio. lib - U.ptg. 457. ] 

Cscfar permitted a Temple to be built at Ephcfus and Nicea, (for thofe were ac- 
counted the moft famous Cities of Afia and Bythinia)to the Cicy of Rome, and to 
his father Julius, and that they Ihould be inhabited by natural Romans: and to for- 
raipners, whom he called Grecians, he gave leave, that to himfelf ( Oclavianus) they 
might build Temples : to wit, the Afians at Pcrgamus, and the Bythinians at Ni«> 
media : and permitted to the Pergamcnians, that they might (olemniie thole Playes 
in honour of his Temple, which they called Sacred, [ Id. ibid. p*g. 458, ] whkhcr is to 
bcr ferred that of Tiberu; in Tacitus, [ lib. 4. Annal. cap. 51.] ^uguftus of moft fa- 
mom memory forbad not a 'temple to be built in Pergamut, in honour of himjelfand the City of 

The next Summer .Cefar croffed over into Greece, [Dio^tt frprj] going co his Aftian 
Triumph : whither, he then being at Corinth , there was one of ihe fifhers fenc 
Embaifadourstohimfromthe Ifland Giaros, to beg a leflening of their tribute : for 
thev were compelled to pay an 150 drachmes, when they were icarce able to payau 
1 00 (uch was the poverty of that Ifland, [ Strabo. lib 1 o.pag. 485. ] 

Upon Cefars entrance into Romc» others offered Sacrifice ( as it was decreed ) and 
the Conful Valerius Potitius ( who was put in the roome of Sextus Apuleiui ) facrifi- 
cedpublickly for the Senate and people of Rome, by reafoa of his coming.- which 
was never done for any before that time, [Di: l<b .ji.pag, 458.] Cefar kept three 
Triumphs riding in his Chariot, the Dalmatian, Attun, and Alexandrian, for three 
dayes one alter the other, [Livy,Hb.m. Sueton. in OOavio. cap.it ,] of which Vir-

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That Gcfar brought thefe three Triumphs into the city on the moneth of Augult, 
the words of the decree of the Senate Ihcw, in Macrobiu*, .[lib. i.Satmnal.cap. 12.] 
Not on the eight of the Ides of January, ( on which it is manifeft he was in Alia ) a< 
(Xofius would have it [M. 6. cap. 20. j on the firft day he Triumphed for the 
Pannonians, Dalmatians, Japydce and their borderer*, and of fome people of Gallia, 
and Germany : on the lecond for his victory at fca at Aftium, on. the third lor the 
conqueft of Egvpr, which was the moft fumptuous, and fet out with greater preparati- 
on than the reft* in it was carried in a bed the image of Cleopatra, ( with an aspick bi- 
ting of hec arms) pounraicdin imitation of her death, the children alfo of hecand 
Antonius* were led among the captives, namely Alexander and Cleopatra; who were 
named the fun and moon. L^.^- 5«- P*g< 459.] r , „ , . . . . 

Alexander the brother of Jamblichus, the King of the Arabians, being taker* in the 
Aaian war, was led in triumph and after put to dearh,£ id. tbid.pag.w J rhacCleo- 
patrathat was called the moon, and led in triumph, was given in mainageto Julw, 
( who himfclfw.is led in triumph by Julius Caefar, ) Cxlar gave this Juba who was 
broughcupin Italy, and had followed his wars, both this Clcopatia, and his fathers 
Kingdoms of Mauritania ? and gave unto chem alfo the two (bus of Anconius and 
Cleopatra, namely Alexander and Ptoloroaeus, but Juba begat of his wife Cleopatra 
another Ptolomxus* who alfo fucceeded htm in his Kingdome. I'd. 'bid. /><»£. 454. 
Strabo. lib. 17. 8»8. Flutarcb. in Jul. Cafar. Anton, ] 

On the fifth oftbe Kalends of September, there was an Altar dedicated to Victory in 
the courtbottfe, as is found noted inthe old marble Kaiendar, [Infer ipt. Grmcr. pw. 
CXXX1I 1. 3,by which being placed in the Julian Courthoufe,and adorned with the 
tpoilesof Egypt, Cafar fliewed, that he got the empire by vidory, the temple alfo of 
his father Julius he trimmed up with the dedicated thingabeing there hungup, winch 
were alfo of the Egyptian fpoiles; he confecrated alfo many things to J npit.r Capitoli- 
nus, Juno, and Minerva, whenas by a decree ot the Senate all the ornaments that were 
hung up there before, were taken away as profane, [Dio. lib, 5 1 . pag. 4 5 9, ] he repaired 
the Temple either decaied through age, or conlumed by fire : and adorned both 
them and others with very rich gifts, as who brought into the Cell ot Jupiter Capito- 
lmus by one donation 1 <5ooo pound weight of gold, befides pearles and precious ft ones 
valued atfifty millionsot iefterces, [ Stuto*. i» 0&*vio, ] to that Rome was fo much en- 
riched with the riches of Alexandria, that the price of polTelfions and other vendible 
things was railed double, and intereft fell .from ten to tour in the hundred. [ l Dio. Lb. 
V.p\.V%.V9'OrofJ>b6.cap.i9.} 

In this fifth Confullhip Caelar accepted of the name of Emperouc, not fuch as was 
wont to be given after the old cuftome for ibmc victory, ( for that' he had often recei- 
ved both before and after) but by which all the whole government was (he wen, which 
was formerly decreed to his father Julius and fiislons and nephews, £ D-o. l,b. % z. pag. 
4 9 -.494J whither alfo belongeth that mlcripnon, placed this year in honour ofCx- 
[ziSenatm Popnlwque Roman** Imp. GtfariDw JftliiF. Cof. gg.nO. Defign. Sex. Imper. 
Sept Rcpublkaconfervata. The Senate and people to the Emperour Catlar, thefonof 
luliusoibiefled memory, Conful the filth time, elected the fixth time Imprator the 
icventhfor having faved the commonwealch. L lnfcript.Gruter, pxg. CXXVI. ] 

Among the Captives was Diodes Pnaemxthclon of Artimidorus, the fcnoilcr ot 
Tvranuio Amifcnus cakenby Lucullus, ( from whom he alfo was called Tyrannio) 
who being bought by Dimantisa freed man of Caifars, was given to Tcrentia the wife 
of Cicero;Cwho a»appwresftom Pliny lib. 7. cap. 4<$.ani Valerius Maximus//*. B.cap. 
12 lived above an C1II years,) he was manumitted by her, an.l taught at Rom;, 
and wrote <58 books. [5i«<««^r.T^r,/^.) 

CxUit Cummoncd before him Antiochus the Commag:man, becauie he had trea- 
cheroufly killed an Embaffadour of his brothers, that was lent to Rome, wr.h whom 
he had aiuk in law, this Antiochus he brought before the Senatc,and being then co.i- 

demnec^hetMttodcath4^.^,5*./ , ^ 495,] t t J , f r t re- a- 
Bvthe fpaceot an whole year after the return of Hcroi from Cctar, fulpicions dai- 
ly increafing between himand his wife Mariammc, (eeingfhe negleacd her huibands 
carcircs^ind moreover alwaies upbraided him with the death either of her grandhrhet 
rHvrcanus) or her brother ( Atiftocwlus) lothat Herod could fcarce contcin him- 
fclf from ftrikiog her, whom when by the noife his filler Salome perceived to be very 
much moved, fent inthe butler, who long before that time was fuboined by 'her, who 
(hould tell the King* that he was follicited byMariamme, to deliver unto him a love 
potion, which whatfoever it was he had by him, hereupon Herod examined die moft 
faithfullfcrvant of Mariamme by torture, being allured that ihe would attempt notnwg 
without him, who not enduring the torments, confefled nothiug, but that Ih- was 
offended tor fome thingsthai Solicmus had declared unto her, which when the king 
heard, he cried out r that Sohcmus who had ever been moil faithfuil both to him and 
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the Kingdome, would never have fpoken of thefe things, had there not been forac 
move fecret familiarity between them, and thereupon commanded Sohemus to be ap- 
prehended and pur to death, and having called a councell of his friends, heacculed 
his wife, for pra£tifing to poifon him, and that wich (uch fharpnefle of words, that they 
that were prelenr, eafily perceived, that the King had a mind (he (hould be con- 
dcmned,which is done by the general content of them all : and when as they thought 
that the execution fhould not be over fpeedy, but that (he fhould be fecured in (bene of 
the Kings Caffles* Salome urged on the King exceedingly, that (he fhould be forthwith 
put ro death, for fear there might be fome commotion among the people, (he being 
alive and in prifon, and thus was Mariamme brought to her death. I jofeph t lib, 15, 
cap.ii.2 

When her mother Alexandra faw this, and confidered that (he muft look for the 
lame meafure at Herods hands, fhe, that (he might not fecm to be guilty of the fame 
crime, began in the audience of all to upbraid her daughter, calling her moft wicked 
and ingratelull towards her husband , and that (he deferved fuch a death , who 
durft do luch an heinous a£t» Whilft (he counterfeited thefe things, and would 
fecm as though fhe would pull her daughter by the hair, they that were there much 
condemned her bypocriue ; but ftie that was led to her death, vouchsafed her no an- 
fwer,buc lcfclled the falle accufation with a rcfolute countenance and mind,and under- 
went her death without fear. [Id. ibid,] 

She being put to death,Herod began to be more inflamed with love to her, heohen 
called upon her name, and often lamented her beyond all decency ; and although he 
thought to find out delights, as much as poffibly,in feaftings and drinking, yet it 
availed nothing. Wherefore he cart off the care of his kingdom, and did fo much yield 
to his grief, that he would bid his fervants call Mariamme» as though flic were alive. 
[Ibid.] 

As Herod was thus affctted, there came a plague, which fwept away a great part 
both of the people and nobility, all men interpreting that this plague was lent for the 
unjuft death of the Queen. Thus the Kings difcontents being increafed, he at laft hid 
himfclf in a lolitary wilderncfie, under pretence of hunting; where afflitting himfelf, 
he Icll into great ficknclle, which was an inflammation and pain of the neck, fo that 
he began to rave ; neither did any remedies relieve him, but rather made the difeafe 
moi -cpamfuMo that they began to difpaue of him : for which caufe the Phyficians, 
partly through the flubbomncfle of the difeafe, and partly becaufe that in fo great 
clanger, there was not any free election of diet, they gave him leave to eat whatfoever 
he would. I/*"*.] 

Herod lying t bus fick in Samaria, Alexandra now living at Jerufalem, endeavour- 
ed to reduce the two Caftles of theCity into her hands, one that joyned to the Tem- 
ple » and the other that was fuuate within the City; (he therefore laboured with the 
Governours of them, t hat they would deliver them unto her, and to the children that 
were between her aad Mariamme, Jeaft that he being dead, they (hould be feized upon 
by others: bucihey who had formerly been faithful, Wcie now more diligent in their 
office, both becaufe they hated Alexandra, and thought it agreat offence to difpair 
ol the health of their Prince, for thefe were the Kings old friends, and one of them 
Arc hialus the Kings Nephew. W hereupon they prefently fent meffengers to him, to 
ccrtihe him of Alexandra, and he prefently commanded her to be (lain. At length 
he overcame his difeafe,and was reftored to his flrength, both of body and mind> 
but prown fo ciuel, that for the leaft caufe he was ready to put any one todeath» 
[Ibid.] 

Of the three numbrings of the people, which Suetonius notes were done by Cxfar 
O&avianus, [cap. 27.] That the firft were made in the luftran, that is,' in the year 
that they reckoned for the beginning of the (pace of five years, in which he and M. 
AgiippawcreConfuls is manifeftout of the Marble Capuan table, [torn. 3, Annul, 
Piobii. ptg. 495. ] In my fixth Confulfbip^vnith my Qolltague M, tAgrippa^ I numbrei 
the people^ I made another mufter, after one andfourty years t (to wit, from the Cenfot- 
fhipot Ci).Lcntulus,andL. Geliius after which the roufters were laid alide) in which 
znufter there were numbred of the Citizens of Remey four hundred thoufand , and fixty 
three theufand, namely, the number of 4063000, for which Eufebius in his Chro- 
nicle hath 41*54000. 

Catfaralfo exhibited the Playes that were decreed for the victory at A£tium,with 
Agrippa, and in them he fet forth a fight on Horfeback of Patricians, both men and 
boyes, and thofc every fifth year , in which (pace of time they were finifhed, 
were committed to the four Collegies of Priefts in order, namely> the chief Priefts, 
Augurs, Septcmviri and Quindecemviri. £Dio. lib. 53. />*£. 496.3 

In the CLXXVII J. Olympiade, Thebes in Egypt is rafed eaven to the ground, as 
is read in the EufebianChronicle,to wit,by Cornelius Gallus,whom Georgius Syncellus 
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in his Chronicle out of Julius Africans, relates, that he overthrew the dries of the 
rebellious Egyptians, \_feg.$o%.] for after he having but a few with him recovered 
Heropolis which had revolted, he very luddenly appeafed a (edition that was raifed 
about taxes, [ Strabo t lib, 17. pag. 819, ] he exhaufted the city by intercepting of ma- 
ny of them, [Ammian.Marcellm,l.b,i-j,] He ercftcd Statues for himfelf,almo!t all 
over Egypr, and wrote his own a&s upon thePyramides,[ D/'o.££. 5?.p^. 5*2.] 

Cxfar bjing the feventh time Conful, declared by an Oration in writing and fpo- 
ken in the Senate, that he would refign his government and deliver it up to the Senate 
and people. When he had ended his Oration, all ol them in many words defired him, 
that he alone would take the whole adminiftration of the government upon him : and 
by all the arguments that they brought toperfwade him, he was at laft brought to take 
the government wholy upon him, [iJio.lib. J3./WJ.497. & 503.] which that he did 
icon the Vli of the Ides of January, is manifeft , from the Marble Natbon table, O 
Iufcript.Gruter,pag. CCXXIX.] 

VVnen as Gefar had got the Empire confirmed on him by this means, both from 
the Senate and the people, and yet would feem to be popular,he took upon him indeed, 
that he would be very careful of the publick affaires, becaufe they required the car '-or 
one that would be diligent ; but he pofitively faid, he would not govern all the Pro- 
vinces, or> that he would govern them for ever, which he had now taken upon to go- 
vern: wherefore he reftored to the Senate, the weaker Provinces, to wit, becaufe 
they were the more peaceable : but the ftronger Provinces, or where was more dan- 
ger to be fcen, or that had enemies neer them, or that were likely to have any new 
commotions, he kept to himfelf. He did this under this colour, that the Senate might 
fafely enjoy the belt pans of the Empire,and he might feem to put himfelf upon all the 
labours and dangers ; but under thispretence, to make them difarmed and unfit for 
war ; and thus he got both the atmes and the fouldiers to his party. For this caufe 
Africa, Numidia, Alia, and Greece, with Epirus, Dalmatia, Macedonia, Sicilia, Crcta, 
Lybi«,Cireniaca,Bythiuia,withPontus adjoyning, Sardinia, and Hifpania Bxtica, 
Were appointed to the Senate : bur to Caefar the reft of Spain, all France, and Ger- 
many j alio Coelofyria, Cihcia, Cyprus, Egypt : but Cnefar took this government over 
the Provinces for ten years time, within which time, he promifed himfclf he fhould 
eafilv reduce them ; adding this alfo in a bragging way, like a young man, that if he 
coulci reduce them in fhortcr time, by fo much the fooner he would leave oft the Em- 
pire. He then made Patricians Governours over the Provinces of both conditions. 
Over Egypt he fet a man but of the degree of a Knight, for the reafons above fpecified. 
He gave Africa and Afia, particularly to the Senatours, and all the reft of the Pro- 
vinces to them that had been Praetours ■ but forbad indifferently either of them, that 
they lhould receive by lot the Provinces till the fifth year after they had born offi:c in 
thecity, ID.o.lib. K.pag, 503,504,505.1 

Upon the Ides of January this diftribution of the Provinces was made, as Ovid 
notes i thus Ipeaking in the firft book of Faftorum toCxLxt Germamcus. 

Idibus in magni caftus Jovis <zde ficerdis 

Semi mar it flammit vifcera lib at ovis, 
Reddltaqtte eft omnis popttlo provincia noftro : 

Et taut Anguflo nomm: dittttt avus. 

On tJV Ides the half-man prieft in Joves great fane 

Offers the intrals of a fhecp itli' flame, 
Then all the Province came to us, and then 

Thy Grandfire was Attgttfipu nam'd 'mongft men. 

For on the fame day, the name of Auguftus was given to Caefar Oftavianus : which 
Ccnforinus in his book de die^tali, lhcws was done the fourth day after, in thefe 
Words. On the fifteenth day before the Kalends of February, the Emptrottr fafar, the fon of 
him of ble fed memory y by the opinion of L . Mmacim Planeus, was fainted Angtifim by the 
Senate and the reft of the Citizens ; himfelf being the feventh time, and M. Vipfanins Agrippa 
the U I time (f on f nls, 

Cxfar having fetled all things, and reduced the Provinces into a certain form, was 
firnamed Auguftus, [ £wj,M.i34»3 That that name was given him both in his fe- 
venth ConfulQiip, Dio [ lib. 53. } and by the opinion of Plancus with the confent oi the 
whole Senate and people of Rome, Velleius, [M.t.cap.gi.] confirmeth: of whom 
Suetonius [mOHav':o 7 cap. 7.] The camion of Munatias Plancus prevailed^ thathefhottldbe 
rather called Augufttu^ ( though fame were of opinion that he (hould be called %omnhu, as if he 
alfo had been afounder of the City) not onely becaufe itrvas a ner» t but alfo a more honour able 
tiamcybicauft alfo Relig'iotts placts^andwherein any thing is confecrated by the flying of birds 
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He called Augufta,of growing, or from thegefiure or feeding ef birds, as alfo Ennius tcacheth 
writing on this manner^ 

Angnfto Attgttriopoftquam mclyta condita %gma efi. 

After that noble Rome was built by facred flight of birds. • 

And Florus in the fourth book, it was alfo debated in the Senate, whether he fhould be 
called Romulm y becaufe he had founded the empire: but the name Auguftus feemed to [be the 
more holy and venerable, thatfo, while he now lived on earth, he might • be as it were deified 
by the name it felf and title. , 

Dio hath the like things, who notes that he was called Auguftus by the Romans, 
and by the Greeks 2i£*j3> from die tplendourof hisdignityjandfanttity of the honour 
preater than humane,[ //£. Si.pag. 507. 509. compared with Afts XXV. 21.25. 
wirhtheXVII.*3.&il.Theflal.ii.4.D to which let that of Ovid be added. Jib. i- 
Faftorum. 

Sed tamen humanis cehbrantur honoribttt omnes 1

All common perfons have their common fame?

Let it enlarge his rule and life let all, 
Our coaft, be guarded by a fenced wall. 

By this meane* the whole power of the people and Senate, was translated upon Au- 
guftus, [ Dh. lib. jj. pag m 507. ] which name formerly held facred, and till now I uch as 
that not any Governour durit take upon him, fo huge a title did he lay to the ufurped 
Empire of the world- and from that day th£ whole commonwealth and the govern- 
ment thereof began to be and to remain in the pofleflion of one man: which the Greeks' 
call monarchy, [ Oref, lib. 6. cap. 20. ] that the Romans began their Epoch of their Au- 
guftjtiom thcKalends of January, Cenforinus teacheth in his book, de natali die, 
where he compares the 2 6$ year of this account, with the 283 of the Julian account; 
as alfo in the following Chapter, he cafls the Confullhip of Marcius Cenforinus, and 
AhniusGalkrupon the twentieth of the Augnttan year, falling upon the 3 8 of the 
Julian account. * 

Tralles a City in Afia being overthrown with an earthquake, the place of exercife 
fell alfo, which was afterwarJs rebuilt by Caefar. [Eufeb. Chronic, Strabo.Ub. 12. 
p*g.%7f\ ' 

A difference arijing between Coffabarus the Idumsan, and his wife Salome the 
lifter of Herod, (he contrary to the cuftome of the Jews tent him a bill ofdivorce, and 
going to her brother told him, that fhe preferred her brothers love, before her tie to 
herhutband, for Ihef aid that CoftabaruJ had pra&ifed fome innovations wirh Lyfi- 
machus, A/itipater, and Dofitheus building the credit of her aflertion from this, be- 
caufe he had piivily kept and preferved in feenrity within his Country, Bebas hi's chil- 
dren, now twelve yeares from the taking of Jerusalem by Herod, and all this without 
the privity and good will of the King, which as foon as Herod knew, he lent fome to 
their hiding places,and killed them, and as many as were in the fame crime with them, 
to the end that there (hould none remain of the kindred of Hyrcanus ; but taking out 
of the way who excelled 1:1 any dignity, that he might doc whatfocver he Would hin> 
fcif, there being none now left to refill: him, [ fofeph. lib. 1 5. c ap. 1 1. ] 

Hereupon Herod becomm'mg more lecure, departed more and more from his 
Country cuftomes, violating them with ftrange inventions; andfirft of all he inftitu- 
ted wreif lings every fifth year in honour of Csfar, for the exhibiting of which he be- 
gan to buiid a theatre in Jerufalcm, and an amphitheatre in the plain, both of them 
very f nmptuous for theworkmanfhip,but clean contrary to the Jewifh cuftomes, among 
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whom there is no ufe of thefe things, nor any fetting forth of fuch lhews,yet he wcil 
have this folemnity to be enrolled, and to be proclaimed to the Countries about hinv 
and alfo to forreign nations, and by propounding of great rewards, he invited not only 
thofe that were skilled in wreftling» but excellent Muficiansalfo, and them that plai- 
edon inftruments : but nothing fo troubled the Jews as thetrophees, which being 
covered with armour? they thought to be images, forbidden them by their law, 
which that Herod might convince them of, he commanded the ornaments to be 
taken off from them, and fhewed them that they were meer flocks of wood, which 
beins done all their anger was turned into laughter. [ id. ihid. ] 

THE FIFTH CALIPPICK PERIOD BEGINS. 
Cornelius Gallusfpake many things with much vanity againft Auguftus. [ Dw.Lb.

To court Lycoris was not Gallus (hame ;

Byrcafonof his ungratefull and malevolent mind, Auguftus noted him with infamy, 
and forbad him his houle, or to live within any of his provinces, he was alloacculed 
of thefts, and pillaging the provinces, and of many other crimes, firft by Valerius Lar- 
gus a molt wicked man, who was his companion, and fellow commoner with him, 
and then bv many others, who hitherto had flattered" Gillus, but had turned all their 
ierv ; ces to Largus when they taw him begin to rife ; and it was decreed by the whole 
Sen.vc.that Gallm being condemned in judgment fhould be banilhed, that his goods 
(houid be confiscate to Auguftus, and that for this caufe the Senate fhould offer facn- 
fice, but he not able to beare his grief, and fearing the nobility highly incenfed againft 
him, to whom the care of this bulinetle was commtced, fell upon his own fword, and 
fo by a voluntary death prevented the condemnation : Gillus being thus forced to 
death by the depofitions of his accufers, and by the decree of the Senate, Auguftus in- 
deed praifed their love towards him in being fo difpleafed for his fake, but withall he 
wept, and bewailed his own misfortune, that he alone could not be angry with his 
friends as much as he would himfelf. [Sueton.in Ottavio. cap. 66jy,o, Hb t ^.pag, 5 it. 
5 1 ; eAmmian. Marcellin. lib. 1 7, Icrefm. in Chronica . ] 

Peironius was made fucceffour to Gallus in the government of Egypt, who fuiteined 
the charge of a multitude of the Alexandrians, invading with carting of ftones, he be- 
ing only ftrengthened with h is own fouldiers, and having flain fome of them, herc- 
mc([cdthcrca.\ Strabo.Ub. 17.pag.Zt9.'} 

Polemo the King of Pontus is taken in among the allies and confederates ol the peo- 
ple of Rome, and the firft fcates in theatres, throughout his whole Kmgdome, were 
given tot he Senatours.LBw./tf. Ss.tfg.? 1 ;.] ic (can ' tnat from him Pontus took 
thenamcofPolcmoniacu',inJuftinian.L/Vow//rf.8.] 

Ten Citizens of J crufalem, madeaconlpiracy againft Herod, hiding their words 
under their garments, amongft which one was blind ,uot for any thing that he could do, 
but to thew that he was ready to fufter any thing that Ihould happen to the defenders ot 
their country right', but one ot them whom Herod had appointed for the fearchmgouc 
fuch things, having hflicd out the bufineffe, declared it to Herod, who being apprehen- 
ded with an undauwed countcnance,they drew out their weapon?, protefting that not 
for any private profit, but in behalf of the publick difcipline v they had undertaken this 
confpiracy, whereupon they were led away, by the Kings minifters, and put to death 
by all manner of tortures, and not long after their accufer being hated of all men, was 
llain by lomc, and being cut in pieces, was throwen to the dogs, in the prefence ot 
many men. Yet did none difcover this att, untill that after long and weanfeme mqui- 
firions made by Herod, it was wrung out by tortures from Com, filly women, who were 
privy to the faft, but then were the authors of that murcher punithed with their whole 
Um\\ics,[Jofepb.i;b.l%.cap.li t ] . 

Herod that he might be more fecure from the feditions of the tumul-uous people, 
in the 1? year of his raign,( to be reckoned from the death of Antigoaus) began to 
fottific Samaria, which was diftant from Jeiutalero a daie< journey, and called it Se- 
baft " ( or Augulta ) the circuit of it was twenty furlongs, in which he placed a temple 
of a furlong and halffpace in the very middeft of it, wonderfully adorned, and he 
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rebuilt by A.Gabiniusand peopled with inhabitants, (as is formerly noted out of 
Jolcrphus,attheyearofthe Julian period4657«> by thename of r«flwi*>» orr*&»*'fi> 
can be undcrftood none other than the colony that Gabinius brought hither, which 
very thing 1 am not a little glad that it was oblerved in like manner by that man of 
learning and curtefic James Goarus ( to whole great induftry, the late Famous edition 
of the Georgian Chronicle is beholding. ) 

Herod alio built another fort as a bridle to the whole nation, namely the tower of 
Straton, alfo in the great plain,as they call it, hebuilta Caltle, and chofe his horlemen 
by lot to keep it, and in Galilee Gabalus, and Efthmonitis in Peraea, which Caftlcs 
being fo conveniently difpofed through the whole Country, he took from the common 
people all matter ot rebellion. Q Jofeph. lib.i 5. cap. 1 1 . 

Auguftus began his ninth Confulfhip in Tarracon ( a City of the hither Spain, ) 
[Sueton.inOttavio.cap. 26,"] in the third year of the CLXXXVIII.Olympiadc, in 
which the Indians demanded amity with Auguftus, as we read in the Eulebian Chro- 
nicle : and thole Embafladours were fent from King Pandion, as in the Chronicle of 
Georgius Sy ocellus [pag. 3 1 1. ] we have found noted out of fome Roman tables. 
" P. Qrofiusconfirnaeth that there came to Auguftus to Tarracon, Embafladours of 
the Indians, from the fartheft part of the Eaft, and of the Scythians from the North 
with presents from both their nations, //£. 6. cap. 21. concerning whom Horace in his 
(ecular verfe.

The Scythians fent their Embafadours, as alfo the 
Sa/matians defiringfriendjhip^the Seres al[o,andtht Indians inhabiting right under the (an, 
came with precious JijHcs,Midfearles, and dragging alfo Elephants among their prefents: no- 
thing fo much fpakej or ibem at the length of the journey, which had taken ttp four year es, and 
yet the colour of the men feented as if they had come from another heaven, [ Suetonius, in O&a- 
vio. cap, 2 1 . 3 He induced :he Scythians and Indians, ( nations known only by report ) to make 
fate of their own accord,by Embaff adorns, for amity of him and the people of Rome. [Eutropius. 
lib. 7. ] The Scythians and Indians, to whom the Roman name was unknown, fern prefents and 
Smbafjadours to him ; to be Ihort Aurclius Vi&or, increafeth the number of the nations : 
Indians, Scjthians, Garamantity and Baftrians , fent Embaff odours to him to defire a 
league, 

Amyntus being dead, Auguftus did not deliver over the kingdom roh is fons, but 
made it a Province of the people of Rome -• and from thence ©alalia and Lycaonia 
began to have a Roman Governour, [Dio. lib. 53. pag. 5i4»] M. Lollius as *Pro- 
praour governing that Province, £Eufeb. Chronic. Eutrop. lib. j.Sex. Rufusin Bre- 
v'iar.\ but the Towns of Pamphilia, which were formerly given to Amyntus werere- 
ftored to their own particular jurifdiftion, [ Dto. utfupr. ] 

Intheijyearof Herodsraign, very grievous calamities befel the Country of the 
Jews. Fitft there wasacontiuual drought, upon which a famine followed: after 
thorough this famine by changing their diet, there became fickneffes and the plague. 
And feeing H rod had not means enough to lupply the publick neceflity ; whatfoevcr 
therefore was m the Palace either of gold or filver, he melted all, not {paring any clung 
for the goodneffe of the workmanftup ; nay not his own veflels that were for hi* daily 
ufe ; having made money of thefe t hings, he fent ic into Egypt, where at that time 
under Grfar, Petroniu&held the government: Who although he wa* peftercd with a 
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a multitude ofthem that fled tohjmforthehkencceffity ; yet becauCc he was private- 
ly Hero Js friend, and defired theprctcrvation of his iubjetts, he therefore efpecially 
gave them leave to export corn, heipiiigthem both in the buying,and in the carriages 
So that the greater* meaues of the prefervation of the Nation was attributed to him, 
IJofeph.Lb.ii.cap.n.] 

Herod as loon as the corn was come ; firft of all very carefully divided it to Inch who 
could not provide com for tiemfelvcs,and then becaulc there were many that through 
old age or lome other debility could not drefle it themfelves, he appointed them cer- 
tain Bakers, that they might have alwayes their food ready. And thus he not onely 
by his diligence made the people change their mindes that were averfe from him, but 
alio got the praife of a bountiful and provident Prince, [ Id. ibid. ] 

Fromtheapof Auguft (to wit, the third day before the beginning of the Syrian 
moncthEiul, or of our September) on the 6 day ot the week, begins that Egyptian 
Epoch, which Albarenius in the 3 a Chapter of Aftronomical work calls Al-kcp; ( that 
is, of tiieCoptici.eoriEgyptians) by which he faith, the account and order of the 
motions oi tiie Stars are calf up from Theons calculations, and to which, from the 
account Diikarnaim (or of the Selcucidar, which he begins with the Syrians, from the 
beginning of Elul or September) he faith there have palled 2 87 years, for Co it is to be 
read inthcMaunlcript, not as yet let forth, 3 87. for in this year, the firlt day of the 
moneth Thoth,both in the moveable year ot the Egyptians, as in the fixed year ot 
the Grecian? and Alexandrians (as Theon fpeaketh) was found to fall upon the fame 
day (of Auguft in the Julian account 29.) which cannot happen but afcer the full Period 
of 1460. ot the Alexandrian years, and of the Egyptian 1641. which exhibits the 
renewing or Conftimtion of either year T'V>t* 5 » M *"?• «*" ixwiimrtt «'w8 w-O- 
«>X«f xt'vr* & "V nipnlp int <f Au'>*rn £&7iAtia.f : This renewing happened to be made after 1460 
years, from a certain beginning of time, namely, the fifth year of the reign of Jugnfius , faith 
Theon, in the explication of ,«? m'vn 'in, to wit, Deing ended, or five years after the be- 
ginning of the Empire of Auguftus,'which as Theon and Ptolomeus both agree, be- 
gins 294 years, after the death of Alexander, or the Philippick account, and from this 
Philippine account, even to this Conftitir.ion, are 299 years, ai in the Aftronomical 
Epitome of Theodorus Metochita is truely obferved : neither did Panodoru?, the 
Alexandrian Monk intend any thing elfe, who difcouriing of this Period and Confti- 
tutionot 1460 years, falling upon the 29 day ot themoneth Auguff, from the Epoch, 
of which he wrote that the accounr, the motions of the ftars,and the eccliples are to 
be caft up in the Aftronomical Calculations : howfoever Georgius Synccllui, a man 
very unskillul in thefe matters in his Chronicle, [pag. 3 1 2, 3 1 3-3 in relating his opinion, 
clear perverted, becaule he did not u ulerltand, it. 

Herod provided for his Subjecls againft the lharpnefic of the Winter, that none 
fliouldbeindang:rto want clothing, their cattle being dead, and both woo), and 
other thing 1 : tailing: and when he had provided for this, he took care alb of the 
neighbour Cities of the Syrians, he afbrded them alio feed for lowing; and the 
Caitlcs and Cities, and tho'fe of the common people, who had great hmihesjommg 
tohimforluccour, he found a remedy for them alio: fo that to reckon up all the corn 
that he gave unto thofc, who were not his S«bj-::"ts, ic was round that there were 1 0000 
cores given, and within the realm 8000 cotes: now a colc conteincd ten Athenian 
bu\hc\s,[)ofeph.tib.i5.cap.ii m ~] . 

Now feeing that Auguftus could not celebrate at Rome the marriage ot his dawga- 
ter,andMarccllus,thelonof his lifter O-tavia, by veaton of his fickncflc,he lolem- 
nized it by the help of M. Agrippa, he himiclf being abicnt. [ Dio, lb. 53. 

A 6n the Kalends of January, on which Auguftm enrred upon his tenth ConiuUkip, 
the Senate confirmed by oath that chey approved all his afts •, and when as he ap- 
proaced neer the City, (from which be had been a long time abient, by rcatonof 
licknellj)andhadpromiledan hundred pence a man tothe people ; yet he laid, chat 
beiore he would give it, the Senate fhould give their affent. The Senate then treed 
him from all tye of laws,and that he fhould be of abfoltue power,and Empcrour of him- 
felf, as well as the laws, and that he might do all things, or not do according to his 
ownpleafure. [Id,ib.pag. 519, 5i5,yi*.l n rr , IV .,..-,- . , f , 

Asfoon as the corn was ripe for the liarvrfr, H.10J ddmiiied ficty thoufand m-n, 
whom he had fed in time of the famine, ; nto their own Countries and his neighbours 
the Syrians: and by this means, he with hi< deligencc, reftorcd the almolt ruined 
eltate of his own Subje£ts, and did not a little relieve his neighbours, who were afflicted 
with the fame calamities. [ fofeph* lib. 1 5. cap. 12.] 

At the fame time Herod lent aide to Casfar, namely, five huidred cholcn men on is 

guard, whom jElius Gallus led into the wars into Arabia,where they did moll excellent 

fervice. [Id, ibid.] . 
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This jEliusGallus(falfly called v£Hns Largtts in the later ^editions of Dio.) was of 
(harder of Knighthood* as (aith Pliny. \ltb.6.c(tp.^%.) and the third governour ot 
Egypt, under Auguftus, of whom Strabo makes mention, as of his friend and compa- 
nion, [lib. i. pag. 11%.] and writes that, together with him, he faw the Statue of 
Memnon. [lib. ^1.pag.%\(>.\ Thisman Auguftus tent With part of the Roman Ga- 
rilon which was in Egypr, into Arabia, [ Id. ibid, lib, 2. ut fupra, & lib, 17. pag. 819.] 
thac he might make an attempc upon thole Nations and places : and moreover the 
bounds of the Ethiopians, and Troglodytica, which borders upon Egypt, andneer 
to them the Arabian Gulf, which being very narrow, divides the Arabians from the 
Troglodytx : but yet to take this advice with him, to agree with them it they would 
themfclves , or if they withstood him, he (hould lubdue them, Q Id. lib. 16. 
^£.780.] % 

For this Expedition into Arabia, jElius built 80 (hips, of two and three banks of 
oars 011 a fide, and fome light Gallions, at Cleopatris, which was neer to the old ditch 
of Nilus, when as there was no thought of any fight by fea with the Arabians. When 
heunderftood his errour, he built a hundred and thirty (hips of burden, in which he 
failed , carrying with him, of the Roman Foot , and of the Allies, ten thouCind, 
with whom Were five hundred Jews, and a tboufand Nabathsans with Sylkeus.

At that time ObodeswasKingof the Nabathreaos, a llouthful and idle man, and 
efpecially concerning Martial Affairs, (which is a common vice of all the Arabian 
Kings) not at all careful j for he had committed the government of his affairs to Syllab- 
us, who was a young man, and crafty. [ Id. Ibid. Jofcpb. lib. 1 6, cap, 1 1. ] This Syllsus 
had promiled Jiiius, thac he would both be his ^uide, and that he would help him with 
proviiions, and any thing he (hould ftand iu need of, but yet did all things treache- 
roully, tor neither was the march by laud fate, nor die voyage by fea without let, 
but through by-wayes and long windings, and places that were barren, and (helves 
unfit for harbour, being dangerous, either through hidden Rocks, or miry boggesj 
the lea never ebbing or flowing in thofe places. [ Strabo, ut fupra. fag. 
780. ] 

Alter many iruferies, jElius Callus came on the fifteenth day to the territory of 
Album, the grcatcd place of trading of _ all Nabathaea, having loft many of his (hips, 
and fome with the men in them, pcriiied not by any war, but by the difficulties ot 
(ayling. This wascaufed by the villany of Syllabus, who denied that ever an army 
could be brought into the territory of Album by land ; when as both thither and far- 
ther, Merchants pallc that Country, with huge (lore of Camells and men> in a way 
that i^ both (afe and well fumifhed with proviiion,trom one part of Arabia Petraea to 
theothcr,fothat they fcemtobean army, [Id.ibid. pag. 780. 788.] Which, Troupe of 
Marchants at this day they call Caravans'. 

The army of jfilius being come hither, they were feized upon by Stomacaccis and 
Scclotyrbc,which are dilates incident to that Country,whereof one is as it were a palfie 
of the mouth, and the other abour the ham«, ai ifing from the badneffe of the water and 
herbs that they drank andcat , wheretore jElius was forced to (tay there a whole 
Summer and Winter, to refrefh bis fick men. {Strabo. pag. 981 .] 

There was one Zenodorus, who having hired the houleof Lyfanias, or Territory 
ot Trachonitis, Batanaea, Autanitis, and not content with the profis that arofe from 
thence, maintained the inhabitants of Trachonis, who living in Caves, like wild-beads, 
were wont to rob and plunder the Damafcens, and was alio partaker of their booty: 
fo that the people that inhabited thofe Countries, were fain to have recourfe to Varus, 
their Governour of Syria, and complained unto him,defiring him, that by his letters 
he would fignific Zenodorus his injuries that he did them, unto Caetar : and C«far 
wrot back, that hefcould take efpecial care, utterly to root out thole thieves. Varro 
therefore with his Souldiers letting upon the places fufpeftcd, clean purged the land 
from the thieves* and took away the Country from Zenodorus. [pfeph. lib. 1. Bell. 

cap.jf. an & I' by 1 $. tAntiqwt. cap. 1 3 .] 

Herod built himfclt a Palace in Sion, building in it two very large and (lately houies, 
with which the Temple it felf could in no wife compare, and called one of them by the 
name of Ca:far, and the other by the name of Agryppa. [Jofiph. lib. 15. n/tnt'tquit, 
cap. 12. r> lib. 1. bell, cap, 1 6,] 

The XXIX. Jubilee. 

Herod having removed from the Priefthood Jefus the fon of Phabes, makes Simon 
a Pneftof Jerutalem,thefonof Bocthus of Alexandra, Prieft in his room, and took 
alfo his daughter Matiamroe to wife ; that was the mod beautiful of that age. [ Jofeph, 
lib. 1 J. c ap. Ut& lib. 1 8. cap. 7,] 
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The marriage being over, he began to build a new Palace, adjoyning alfo a fair 
Town to it, which he called Hcrodion, alter his own name, in aplacediftantfrom Je- 
rufalero 60 furlongs towards Arabia, where he had overcome the Jews, when he was 
thruftouc by the armes of Antigonus , [ Id. lib. 14. cap. 25. & lib. i5. cap. 12,^.1. 
bell, cap, 1 1. & 1 6. 3 Pliny makes mention of Herodion, and of a famous Town of the 
fame name, £ lib. 5,c*p, 14. ] 

Gallusdcparting with his army from Album, a Village of the Nabatauns, went 
thorough fuch places, that he was compelled to carry his watet upon Camels, which 
happened to him thorough the malice of the conduclours ; wherefore after many days 
he came into the land of Aretus, who was joyned in affinity with Obodus the King of 
the Nabathasans : but the treachery ot Sylteu* rendered this Country hard tube 
palled ; but he palled it in 30 dayes thorough unbeaten paths, where his food was [pelt 
and dates, and thofe but a few, and butter inftead of oil, The Country that he came 
into at lafl belonged to the Nomades, and truly a great part of it was defert ; it was 
called Ararena, and the King of it was Sabus, C 5 '^, //£. 16". /><*£. 7 81.] 

Sabus was King of Arabia Felix ; in which although none came out to face jEIiuj, 
yet this journey cod him much labour : for the defertnefle of the Country and the Sun, 
and the Waters that are naturally infected, did much airlift: them, fo thac the greater- 
part of the army perifhed. Thatdifeafe was jikenone of ours; the head wasdilaffe- 
ded, and that being dried, killed many, and thofe that cfcaped death, the d lfcafc went 
thorough their whole body into their legs, and there did fo afflict them, that no re- 
medy would do any good, unleffe one drank oil mingled with wine, and anointed him- 
felf therewith , which* very few could do; for neither of thofe grow in thefe places, 
neither had they brought any plenty with them. Amongft thefe mifchances, the 
Barbarians alfo, who at firft in every battle always had the word, and lull fome Towns 
alfo, nowtaking occaiion by the help of this difeafe, they fet upon the Romans and re- 
cover their own, and drive the reft of the Romans out ot the Country, [ Dio. lib. 53. 

Yet thele both fird and onely of the Rormns,cariied the war fo far in Arabia Felix, 
even to the famous City Athlula (or AchrulaJ [ ld.ibid pag. 517. ] In that Expedi- 
tion Gallus overthrew thefe Towns (o named by former VVnters. Egra, Anncftus 
Efca,Magufum, Tammacum, Labccia, Mariaba, ( thac was fix miles mcompaue) 
and Caiipeta, which was the fartheft he went, f_ <?/;«. lit. 6.cnp.ii.l and had not 
Syllsus betrayed him, he had conquered all Arabia Felix, I Strata, lib. 17. pag 
118. fin. ] whofe progreflc and regtelfe in this journey we here fet down out o± 

Fifty dayes being fpent in travelling over Ararena thorough impallablc wayes, he 
came to the City of the Agrans ( or rather Egrans ) a peaceable and fruitful Country. 
T hen King Sabus fled,and the City was taken at the firft atlaulr. From hence on the 
fixth day he came to the River ; there the Baibarians ma him in battle array,of wnom 
there fell 1 0000. and but two onely of the Romam,for they were very cowardly, and 
ufedthcii weapons unskilfullv, as the Bow, and Launcc,andSword,and Sling, but for 
chc mod part, were Bills with two edges. Then be took the City Alca, that was tor- 
taken by the King : from thence he came to Achrula, which lie eahly took, ami put 
a Garifon there ; and having provided corn and dates for his journey, came to Mar- 
lyabx,aCityoftheRhamanites, who were under Ilalaius. This he tec upon, and 
belicgcd fix dayes, afterwards being compelled iov want of water, he left oft his dciign. 
He underdood by the Captives that he was onely iix dayes journey from thac pare 
where the Spices grow ; but he (pent lix moncchs in this journey thorough the raiu oi 

At lad,* having found out the treachery, being returned another way, he came 1.1 
nine dayes to Anagtana, where there was a skirimUi ; then on the eleventh day to the 
(even Wells, (o named from the thing it (elf : thence thorough places thac were tilled, 
to the village of Chaalla ; afterwards to a Bulwark called Malotha, feated by the Ri- 
ver fide: after that thorough Defarts where there was not much water, into tnc vil- 
lage of Negra( or Hygra) which isunderObodas and lieth by the Sea. Inhisre- 
turn he (pent hut 60 dayes in all, whereas before hehadipent6monechs, [Strabo t i.b. 
16.0^.781,782.] . 

WhildiElius Gallus waged war with part of the Egyptian army 111 Arabia, the L- 
thiopians whichdwelt beyond Egypt,being (cnt by their Queen Candacc(a manly wo- 
man and blind of one eye) upon a (udden invafion futpril'ed the Garnfons of three 
Cohotts,which were Sycna,Elephantina,&:Phillis,and carried them away captivcs,and 
overthrew Cxfars Statues. Againd thefe Petronius the Governour ot Egypt marched, 
not with full 10000 Foot, and 800 Horfe, againd 30000 men, and at firft forced them 
to flee into Pfelcha a City of Ethiopia. Then he fent to them to demand the things 
that they had taken away, and alio to know the realon why they had begun this war ; 
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and they faying, that they had been injured by the governours, he anfwered them | 
that they were not lords of the Country, but thatCxlar was: then they demanding ! 
three daies time to dcliDcrati*,aud in the meantime doing nothing tofatisfiehim, he 
nmcheth towards them, and forceth them to fighr, and prefently routcththem; for 
they were but ill ordered, and asbad armed, for they had great fheilds made of raw 
ox hides, and the weapons with which they fought were, hatchets, fpeares, and fome 
had f words. Then lome being forced into the City, lome fled into the detarts others 
into the next J {land, who alio took the rivcr,among whom were Queen Candaces cap- 
tains, thefe he alio took, having palled the river by boates and (hip--, and lent them to 
Alexandria, and'lo went to Pfelcha and took it, then numbring the multitude of them 
that were taken Captives and of thofe that were killed, icwas found that very fewef- 
capcdin{afety,[^r^o. lib. 17. pag. $20.Dh. lib. 54. pag, 52.4.] 

From Plelcha Petronius came to Piemnis, a City [hong by nature, and having 
pafled oyer thofe hills oi: Sande, by which Cambyfes army was overwhelmed by rea- 
(cn of wind that fell, he took ic at the firll aflault, then tic goes forward to Napata (cal- 
led Tanape by Dio. ) where Candaces pallace was, and there her fonne (fayed him ;

Phraatcs the III was rcftored into his Kingdome by the ^rcat aid of the Scythians, 
of whole coming Tiridatcs hearing, he flies toCxfar, with a great number of his friends 
deliring chat he might be rcftored into that Kingdome, promifing that Parrhfa mould 
btfubj.'ct to Rome, if he would give him that Kingdome, when Pnraatcs knew this he 
prcfeniiy fent Embafladours to Ccelar, defiring that he would fend him back his 
lervant Tiridates, and his own fon, whom he had delivered as ho flags to Cxfar. [ Jttfl-, 
Lb.

YVhen Tindatcs and Phraatcs EmbalTadours were come to Rome, Auguftus 
6roughttlv:n both into the Senaie, and theu taking tlicknovvledg of the difference 
from the Sen :;ctohimfelf,hc heard the demands of cither party, but then told them 
that he neither would yeild up Tiridatcs to the Parthians, neither would aid Tiridates 
againftthe Parthians, buc leaft they at laft, fliould fecm to obtcin nothing of their 
rcquells, lie commanded a very large allowance to be given to Phraatcs, as long as he 
would tarry at Rome, and lent back Phraatcs his fon, that in Icine of him he might 
recover the Captives,and enfignes that were loft in the overthrowes of Craffus and An- 
tonius. l 1'^.

Whcnas there were mutuall grudges began to fhcwthemfelvcs between M. Agrip- 
pa and M- Marcellus the nephew and fon in law of Auguftus, becaufe one thought the 
other to be more rcfp:£tcdby Auguftus than the other, he, fearing that contentions 
would grow higher between them it they continued both in one place, immediately 
lent away Agrippa into Alia, to govern thofe provinces beyond the fea in hisftead. 
Agrippa left the Citv, but fending his Lieutenant into Syria,' he himfclf tarried at Mity- 
lcna in the lile of Lefbos- [ Dio. lib.

Herod fent his Ions Alexander and Ariftobulus ( which he had by Mammme the 
Afmorasan ) to Rome to CaKar,to be there brought up : for whom their lodging was 
prepared at Pollios his houfe the great ftiend of Herod. Czlar entertained the young 
nrii vety curteoufly, and gave Herod power to make which of his fons he would heir 
of his Kingdom, and gave him alfo Trachonitis Biiunxa and Auranitis, [Jvfeph.lib. 

X ^'t\a£iYkioA had received Trachon, he took guides and went to the Dens of the 
tbecves reftrained their villaniei, and gave peace to the inhabitants: but Zcnodotus 
Iv'iiig moved, partly thorough envy, and partly with the loffe of his pofleffions, went 
to Rome to accuCe Herod, but could efka nothing, [ Id. 'bid. ] 

Herod having Caluted hischiefeft frieod Agrippa at Mityleue, returned into Judea, 

Sonr Citizens of Gadara go to Agrippa to accufe Herod, whom not vouchfafing 
fo much as to hear, he fent them bound to Herod ; but Herod tparcd them, who al- 
though he was inexorable towards hisown people,yec he willingly contemned and tor- 
gave injuries received from ftrangew, lid. ibid.] „ « . « • 

Auguftus went into Sicily,that he might fettle that, as alfo all other Provmcescven 

t0 A y u?uftusle7uWr 5 Agnppa ( who he wifhed had had more patience, becaufe for a 
li-*hc fufpitionoS harllinefle under colour of the chief office had goncleaymg all things, 
to'MitYlene ) to come to him out of Afia into Sicilian and commanded himto leave his 
wife, although the daughter oi Ottavia,. Auguftus his own lifter;, and to marry his 
daughter Julia the widow of Marcellus, and lent him prefently to folemmze the Mar- 
riage, and 10 undertake the government of the City, [IdJbid. pag.% *5. VeOtins Tatercul. 
l,y.2.cap.9i.Sueton,inO[iavio,cap. 63,66.] 

Zcnodotus, counting his ellate dtfpcrate, had farmed out Auranitis a part of his 
Country to the Arabians for fifty talents yearly rent. This part although it was con- 
tained in the grant that Cscfar gave Herod, yet the Arabians hatetng Herod would ui 
n > wife fuffcr it to be taken from them • Sometimes laying claime to ic by mrodes and 
force, and iometimes contending for the right of poileflion before the Judges. They 
drew alfo unto them certain needy fonldicrs, who according to the cullom of wretched 
men, hope for better fortunes by innovations: which although Herod knew well 
enough, yet he had rather prevent it by good reafon*, thanbyatmes, leaft he ihould 
mveoccafions of new commotions. [Jofeph.ltb. 15^ cap .1?.] . 

Auauftus having ordered things in .Siciha paffed over into Greece, when he took 
from the Athenians, Aegina and Eretria, becaufe as fome report, they had favoured 
Anthony. [Dw.utfupra.pag. 5a 5.] , ^ , , „ .. . , 

Petronius going with tuccour prevented Candace the queen of the Ethiopian*, who 
with many thousands fet upon the garrifon of Premnis, and having entred the Cattle, 
itrenghthencd ic with much provifion ; and compelled the Queen to accept conditions 
of peace, [ Strabo. lib. ^.pag. 821. cum Dion. lib. 54. f%. 5*4. ] 

Petronius commanded the EmbalTadours that were fent unto him^that if they Would 
hing they fhould go unto Gefar, and they denying that they knew 
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win thcr there were a Caefar, or where they (hould meet with him, he commanded fome 
ihatthcy Ihould conduCt him. [Sfr*£<?. /£«/,] 

Augullus having perfected his affairs in Greece, failed into Samos, and there win- 
tered. [D.o, lib, 54.. pag. 525. ] 

When as the people of Armenia accufedArtabazes or Artax ; s or Artaxias,(the Ion 
of A; ta vafdes, that was taken by the treachery of Anthony ,and defired that h s brother 
Tigranes, who was then at Rome, might be their King. Auguftus fent to Tiberius, to 
driveout Artabazes, and to make Tigranes King in his ftcad. \_ld.ib.pag.^6. cum 
Tact, Ar.nri. ltb y 2. cap, 3 .] 

The EmbafTadours or Candace coming into Samos found Caefar ready to go 
into Syria, and fending Tiberius into Armenia; they eafily obtained of him 
whit they defired, and he remitted their tribute alto, [ Sirabo , lib. 17, 
pag. 821, "] 

"in the Spring Auguftus went into Afia, M» Apuleiu',and P.Silius being Confuls, 
and there, and in Bythiniaalfo, he ordered all things, not therefore making leffe ac- 
count of them, becaufc that, as well thefe as thofe Provinces, that he had formerly 
p:tfl:d through, were accounted to belong to the p?opie, but he took lo much 
cure for all thing?, as if they had been his own, for he mended all things, where it was 
convenient ; and to fome he gave mony, and on others he impoled new fums, betides 
their ordinary tribute. But from the Cyzicenians,he took away their freedom, becaufe 
that in a certain (edition they had put to death fome Romans^ after they had fcourged 
them. [Dw. lib. 5 4. pug. 5*5.] 

Then he went into Syria, in the tenth year after he had been in that Province. 
\Jofiph 1 I.b,i,bell.cap. i5.] But in the 17. year of the reign of Herod (from the death 
of Antigonus) [Id. lib. 15. Antiquit. cap. 13. "] where he dil'poilcd the Tyrians 
and Sidonians of their liberty , becaufe of their factions. [ Dio. lib. 54. 
pag, 5*5.] 

Zenodorus had folcmnly (worn to the Gadarens that he would never leave off to do 
what poffibly he could that they might be freed from the jurifdi&ion of Herod, and be 
annexed to Caefars Province. Hereupon many of them began to exclaim againft 
Herod, calling him cruel and Tyranr, complaining unto Gefar of his violence and 
rapines, and for violating and raring their Temples: with which Herod being nothing 
terrified, was ready to anfwer for 'lirnfelf '• but Csefar ufed him courteoufly, and not 
at all alienated from him for all this tumultuous multitude. The Gadarens therefore 
perceiving the inclinations of Qcfar and his friends, and fearing by certain conjectures, 
that they ihould be delivered into Herods hands. The next night after the meeting, 
fome of them cut their own throats, others for fear ot torments, brake their own 
necks, fome aito drowned themfelves in the river : and thus whereas they feemed 
ro forejudge themfdves, Carfar immediately abfolved Herod. [fcfeph.lib. 15. 

Z-nodorus alio haying his bowels burft through much bloud that came from him, 
ended his life at Antioch in Syria. [ [Id. ib.] 

Augutlus gave the Tetrarchy of Zenodorus to Herod. [Id.ibid.Dio.lib, 54. pag. 
526.] Certainly no conremptible part, which being feated between Galilee and Tra- 
chon-i, conteined Ulatha Paneada, and the neighbour Countries, he made him alfo 
one ot the Governors of Syria, and commanded the Governours of that Province 
to do nothing without his advice* [Jofeph. lib. 1. bell. cap. 15. lib, 15. ^Antiquit. 
cap. 13.] 

Herod begged aTetrarchyof Caefar, for his brother Pheroras,on whom he alfo 
beftowod 100 talents, out of the revenues of his own Kingdom, to the intent, that if 
he ihould happen to die, Pheroraseftatc might be aftured, and not (ubjeft to Herods 
children, ,[Jd. ibid. ] 

Claudius Tiberius Nero was (em by Auguftus, his father in law, withan army to 
vifit and order the Provinces that were in the Eaft ; where having Ihc wed all experi- 
ments of thechicfeft virtues, he entred Armenia with the Legions ; and having redu- 
ced it under the power of the people of Rome,he delivered the Kingdom ro Artavafdes. 
Whereupon the King of the Panhians being terrified, with the fame of his great 
name? fent his fons Hoftages to Csfar, this Velleius Patetculus, the great flatterer of 
TiberiiH. [ lib, %,cap. 94.] 

All Ainhourselle mention, that Tigranes, the fonof Artavafdes, was at this time 
made King of the Atmeniaus : for Artavafdes, being led captive into Egypt by Cleo- 
patra, and Antony, his cldeft fon Arraxius (whom Dio here calls Artabazes, by hii 
Fathers name) enjoyed the Kingdom of Armenia: to whom Archelau* and Nero, 
having expelled him by force out of the Kingdom, now made his younger brother 
fucceflour ; (called by Velleius, after his fathers name,. Artavafdes, but by all others 

Tigranes) 
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TigraneO Thus Jolephus [/*£. i5.^M-3 relates the ftory; meaning by the name of 
Archclaus, the King of Cappadocia, and by the name of Niro, Claudius Tiberius, al- 
though he were not yet adopted by Ofar, to whom part of that Narration in Horace 
bclongeth. [/*• «• 'P'fl.

Yet Dio affirms that Tiberius, or this Claudius Nero, Artabazes, or Aifazius, being put 
to death by the Armenians* before his coming, did nothing that was anfwerable to 
his preparation : [lib. $^. pug. 526.] Although concerning this bufineffe, he boafted 
that he had done every thing by his own virtue, and efpecially,becaufe there then were 
decreed facrifices, for it: which alfothat place of Tacitus feems to favour. [lib.z.Annd. 
cap. 3. ] t/frtaxias being flain by the treachery of his nearefi friends^ Tigranes is made King 
of the Armen'ians,and brought by Tiberius Nero into the Kingdom. Wholeading hii? army 
intotheEaft,reftored the Kingdom of Armenia to Tigranes, and put the CroWn on 
his head in the Tribunal, as Sueton hath it in Octavia. [cap . 9.] 

Suetonius adds in the fame place, that Tiberius recovered the Enfignes that the 
Panhians had taken from M. Craflus, when alio the Parthians, at Auguftus demand, 
reftored the military Eufigncs, they had taken away from Marcus Crallus» and M. 
Antoniw; and moreover, offered hoftages, as it is in the lame Suetonius in Oftavio. 
[ cap. 11, ] For when Auguftus came into Syria, for the compolingot the ftate of af- 
fairs in the Eaft ; Phraates, who had performed nothing as was agreed, fearing leafl 
Auguftus Ihould make war upon Parthia, fent back to htm the Roman Enfignes, both 
which Orodes had taken, at the overthrow ot Craflus, and which his fon had taken, 
when Antonius was put to flight, he delivered alfo all the Captives that were in all 
Parthia, that were gathered up of the armyot Craffusaud Antonius, except a few> 
who had killed themfelves for fhame, and fome that tarried privately in Parthia. 
Thefe things Auguftus Bceived, as if he had conquered the Partliian in war. [Livjjib. 
13P. ¥lortu,lib.At.cap t ult. Strabo.lib.%. pag. tZS.&Hb. 16.748. Vellei.PatercHl.lib^.

And Juftin confirms in the end of his 42 book, that his Ions 
and Grand-children were hoftages to Auguftus : bucyet Tacitus warns us in the begin- 
ning of the tecondofthe Annals, that he (hewed all duty andreverence to Aup^m^and 
fent part of his children^for the ftrengthening of their friendjh'py notfo much for fear of hintj 
as for diftrufiing the di (loyalty of hit ovrn Subjett>for this was the bufineffe.

Herod required this oath of many followers of the Phari£ees,as Polio and Sameas, 
which although he could not get them to take, yet he punifhed nor as he did the 
othets, in relpect of the reverence he bare to Pollio, neither did he impofe this neceflitv 
upon the Effeans, whom he much cfteemed for one Manahemsfake who was a Pro- 
phet: Mio when he was but a privaie boy, faluted him King of the Jews, and had fore- 
told that he fhould rdgn King above 30 years. Q id, ibid, ] 

Caius is born to Agrippa by his wife Julia, there is a yearly (acrifice decreed on his 
birth day with lome other things. [ Dio. lib.

Auguftus returned intoSamos and there wintered again, and for a reward of their

Nicholas Damafcene reports that he faw thefe Indian Embalfadonft at Antioch 
by Daphnis.

Among thefe was Zomaru; or Zomanocbcgas, one of tire wifemen of the Indians, 
who for vain glories fake, or for old age according to the lawes of his Country, or that 
he m : ght thew himlelf »o Auguftus and the Athenians, ( for he had come into Athens) 
and was made a Priett of the Grecian gods, although ( as they report) m an unlavvfull 
time, yet in favour of Auguftus; thinking that he mult die, and leaftfome adverfity 
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flioulj happen to him if he tarried longer, then fmiling and naked and annointed, he 
give himi'cif into the funeral-fire: and this inlcription was written on hi- Sepulchre. 
Here Uetb Z*rmxnech:gas an Indhm, of Barbofu,who according to the cuftom of bis Country, 
(edhimfelf 'out of ///>, [ Id. ibid.pag. 719. Dio.lib. H»P*g. 5»7«] 

Auguftus being returned to Rome, encred the City on horfeback in a kind of Tri- 
umph, and was honoured with a Triumphal Arch that carried his Trophies, [Do. 

tbid,pag.^6,\ 

Auguftus did account it a matter of high praife tohim>that he had recovered thofe 
things that were formerly loft in war, without any fight at all : and therefore he com- 
manded that it Ihould be decreed that there Ihould be facrifices for that caufe, and a 
Temple of Mars the revenger ( in imitation of Jupiter Feretrius ) in the Capnol,wherc 
the Enfignes ihould be hung up : and did alfo perform it, [ Id. ibid.\ 

This Temple he had formerly vowed to Mars before the Victory at Philippi, but 
now proclaiming that he had received another like benefit from him, he performed his 
vow at the twentieth years end ; imitating Romulus, who having killed Aero the 
King ot the Ccnincnfes, hung up his armes in the Temple that he dedicated to Jupiter 
Feretrius : he built a Temple to Mars the twice revenger, and then laid up the Military 
Enfignsthat he had recovered 'from the Parthians, and alfo inftituted Circcnfian 
playes to be folemnized every year in memory of thefe things. Of which Ovid in 5 
Faltorum.

Herodinihei8yearofhisraign ( being reckoned from the death of Antigonus) 
propounded his intent to the Jews, of building the Temple at Jerufalem: whom he 
{aw that they were troubled, left it he demolilhcd the old, he could not finifh the new. 
He certified them that the old Temple fhcutd remain whole as it was, and not be pulled 
down,unnl that all materials that were neceflary for the new fabrick ihould be pre- 
pared, Neither did he deceive them ; he provided a thoufand waggons tocarry done*, 
and he picked out of all the multitude of Artificers 10000 that were moll expert, and 
a!fo a thoufand Priefts that were cloathed with Priefts garments at his own coft, that 
were not altogether ignorant ofthe Mafons and Carpenters art: and that they Ihould 
fall to Work, feeing the materials were ready, ^Joffh.ltb. 14. cap. 14.] 

When Auguftus his firft ten years wasahnoftat an end, he prolonged the Princi- 
pality to himfelf icr five years longer, and gave to M. Agrippa for the lame five yeats, 
as well fome things almofl the fame with himfelf, as alfo the Tribunical power ; for he 
faii that fo many years was then fufficient* although that not long after he accepted of 
more years ot the Imperial Power, as that his Principality might be madedecennal, 
[Z>'°Jb.$*.pag. 5*9.3 

Andbccautenowthe bookes of theSybills thorough age were worn out of date, 
Auguftus gave charge to the Priefts, that with their own hands they (hould Write them 
out ; that none other Ihould tead them, £ Id. 'ibid, jag. 53 a. ] 

Auguftus rcftorcdPilades the Cilician Player, that thorough factions was caff out 
of Rome, becaufe he reconciled the favour of the people to him, and becaufc Augu- 
ftus reproved him, for that he was alwayes quarrelling with Bathyllu* one of his own 
profeffioo, and alio a friend of Mecenas, he is reported to have anf wered thus to Caef ar, 
It is convenient for thee, O Cufar, that the people /bottld fpend their time being intent upon us, 
[lbid.p.ig.jj3.] .„.,'. 

All neceflary matenalls lor the letting upon the work being provided in two years 
fpace, Ha od began to build the Temple of Jerufalem, 46 years before the firft PafTc- 
over of the Miniftery of Chrift : as it appears out ot thole words of the Jews, Jj»hn 1 r. 
20. fpoken at that time. TW*f sfowl* <j Ig intra ^Ko^o^Qn i vtb ( oCtQ-. This Temple hath 
been built fourt) < and fix years hitherto: as that Aorift is rightly expounded by our Coun- 
try- man Lydiat. 

And indeed the building of this Temple under Zorobabel, began in the firft year of 
the Monarchy of Cyrus, and for fome time interrupted, was after twenty years time 
finifhed, in the lixth year of Darius the fon of Hyftalpes ; and the magnificent building 
of the fame begun by Herod at thi- time* was finifhed in the fpace of nine years and an 
halt: but in accounting the time fpent in building this moft magnificent Srrufture, we 
mull take into confutation not onely the labour ofchefetwo, but of their Succeflours 
alfo : whenas la the perfection of it many ages and all the holy treafttres, that were [cut to 
God from all the parts of the V/orld thither were fpent : as Jof ephus notes in the fixth book 
of the wars of the Jews. zn<.\ lixth chapter ; for neither the riches of Herod alone, ( be- 
ing wafted especially with fuch profufe gifts, fuch buildings of fomany Palaces, Tem- 
ples, arui Cities, one whereof was the City and Port of Ccfarea, and which was moft 
c:{t:y 01 ail, did then lie upon him, when he laboured in building the Temple ) a 
Tsi/ifti cfimmenfe rkhes ; ( asTacitus calls it in the 5 of his Hiftories, chap. p.) were 
fufficient icr the finiihiog of it; and that this great building of the Temple begun by 
Herod,w.is continued even to the beginning of the war ofthe Jews under Griiius Florus, 
by grcarr.iri; that were confecrated to God, that place of Jofephus fhews in the 20 
booic of ins Antiqu ties, chap. 8. Now was finished the building of the Temple ; and the 
people when they perceived that more than j 8000 workmen would be idle, who were wont to get 
their living by their workjn the Temple, and being loath that the holy treafure fhwld be laid up, 
for fear it (hould become a prey to the %nma»s, and withal willing to provide for the workmen ; 
bee, w ft if one had wrought but one hour, he was prefently paid his wages: they per fwaded the

King ( Agrippa the younger ) that he would bttild the tafternt Porch, which indofedtheom- 
wardmafl parts ofthe Temple, 

Agrippa had Lucius by his wife Julia, whom, together with his brother Caiur, Au- 
guftus, that he might be the freer from treachery, immediately adopted, and made 
heirs of his Empire. [Dio. lib. S4. /"*?• 533-] 

In Cyprus, many parts of Cities arc thrown down by Earthquakes. \_ Eufeb, m 

Chronic. ] 

Marcus Agrippa, after he had exhibited Quinqucnnall playes (which were the 
fourth from the battle of Aftium) is again by Auguftus lent into Syria. [Dn>. lib. 4. 

pag, 534. ] 

Herod fetfaiie for Italy, to falute Cslar, and to fee his children at Rome, [J»M- 
hb. 16. cap. 1. j and paffing by Greece, was not only piefenr,but alio judge at the 
Olympickexerciks, in the CXCI. Olympiade, in which Diodorus Tyanensgot the 
prize) who obfcrving that thoteexcrcites did not anfwer the retort that was to them, 
through the poverty ot the Elidcnfes, he beftowed towards them annual revenues, 
whereby their lacrifices might be made the more fplendid , and other things that 
might belong to the gracing of to great a meeting ; for which bounty he is declared 
perpetual judge of thofe exercites. [ Id. lib. 1. Bell, cap, 16. lib. 1*. ^ntiquit. 
cap, 9.3 

Cxfar having couiteoufly entertained Herod at Rome, delivereth to him his fons, 
fufruicncly inftrufted in the liberal fciences, [Id. lib, 16. cap. i.] goes himfelf into Gal- 
lia. [Dio. hb. M.pag, 5? 3 . ] 

jEmilius Macer, a Poet of Veronn,dicthin Afia. [Hieronym, in £*w*iM]of whom 
Tibullus.

What fhall poor aAmer now do all alone, 
Since fweet fong'd Macer to the Camp is gone? 

At Jerufalem, by the endeavour of the Prieft, the building ofthe Temple, properly 
fo called, becaufc it conteined the Holy, and the Holy of Holies, was finifhed in a 
yearand an halt fpace ; in all which time, it is reported, that it never rained in the day 
time, but only in the nights; then in the eight following years, the Porches, the Ran- 
ges, and the reft ofthe buildings about the Temple were all finifhed. [)ofeph.lib.i%. 

There is exftant a twofold defcription of this Temple, one by Jolephu?, (who him- 
felf did the duties ot a Prieft 11/ it) in the 1 5 Antiquit. cap. 14. and lib. 6. belt. cap. 6.) 
Another by R. Judas (almoft 1 ao years after the definition oi ii)ui a tractate of his 
Milchna, which is intituled ^^^ a Map of the former we have from Ludovicus d- 
pellus, at the end of his fhort Hiftory ot the Jews ; and ot the later from Conftamine 
Lrmpcrcur, prefixed in his Commentary upon the book of M.ddoth, in the Preface of 
which he fheweth that the conftant opinion of the Jews was, that the Temple ol 
Zorobabel, and this of Herod, were rightly accounted lor both the fame : as likewile 
he thews out of the fifth book of Tacitus his Hiftories, that it was thought to be 
the fame Temple that was wonne by Pompey, that was then bdiegcd by 

When Alexander and Anftobulus were returned into Judea, and bad gained all 
mens loves. Salome, the filter of Herod, and her followers* fearing that they would 
tome time or other revenge their mothers death, c aft out words among the people, 
that they hated their fathc^becaufc he had cauied their mother to be flam: but Herod 
asyetfulpe&ingno ill,uled them with all honour, as they deferved ; and becau r e 
they were now grown to menseftate,he provided them wives, for Alexander Ber- 
nice, the daughter of Salome, and for AriftobulusGlaphia, the daughter ot Archc- 
laus, the King of the Cappadocians. [ Jofepb. lib. 1 5 . w/>.i , *.] 

Auuiftus reftored liberty to thcCycizenians, he gate alfo mony to the? I aphians 
f[a Cyprus ) that had been airlifted with an Earthquake , and permitted by a 
d'cice of the Senate, that their City fhould be called Augufta. [D«. /;*. 54- 

Herod hearing that M. Agrippa was again come into Afia, he goeth to him, he 
begged of him that he would vouchfate to come into his Kingdom, as to his friend and 
puctt. [ J ofeph. lib. 1 6. c ap. 2. ] 

Herod entertained Agrippa in all the Cities that he had newly builr, and fhewing 
him the buildings, prelentcd both to himfclt andfriends,allkind of delights and mag- 
nificence, at Sebafte, and the Port ot Crfarea, and in the Caftles that he had built, 
as at Alexandtion,Herodion,andHyrcanta, He brought him alio into the City ot 
Jerufalem, where all the people met bim in their beft and feftival attire, and with joy- 
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full acclamations. Agrippa alfo having facrificed an Hccatombeto God, teafted the 
people : and although he would willingly have ftayed longer there, yet for fear of 
ftorm sthc Winter now drawing on, he made hafte to faile into Ionia, both he and his 
rnends being honoured with great prelents. [Id.ib.] 

Alander, being made -King of Cimmerian Bolphorus, by Auguftus, dying, left 
the kingdom to his wife Dyuamis,the daughter of Pharnaces, and wife or Mithri- 
daces, her own (on ocribomus feigning himlelt to be the Nephew of Mithridates, mar- 
tied, and leized upon the Kingdom. Agrippa hearing this, fent Polemon,th e Kins of 
Mat Pontui, wnich is Icituate by Cappadocia, to make war upon him. I Dio lib.n 

TncBolphoriDS, as loon as they knew this deceit, killed Scriboniu? , and re- 
lifted Pokmon that came againft them, fearing that he fliould be made 
their King , whom he conquered in battle , but yet did not fubdue them 
[ Id, ibid, ] 

As foon as it was Spring, Herod hearing that Agrippa was going with an army 
to Bolphorus, made hafte to go to him ; and taking his courfc by Rhodes and Chios, 
he came to Lesbos ; thinking he Ihoul i there hud him ; but being driven back by 
me contrary North winds, he tarried at Chios ; where many comng privately to la- 
lute him, he bellowed upon them many princely gifts ; and when he perceived the 
gate of the City, that was thrown down in the war againft Mithridates, as yet lying 
hi nate, and that it could not be repaired to the former beauty and greatnelle, bv rea- 
fon of their poyeny,he beftowed upon ihemfo much mony as was abundantly fufficicne 
to hnifti it, and exhorted them to adorn the C-ty as loon as they could, to the former 
beauty and greatnelle. j_ fofeph. lib. 16. cap. 3.]' 

A* icon a* the wind changed, Herod failed firft to Mitylene, and then to Byzan- 
tium; and there underftanding tlut Agryppa, was already paft the Cyanean Rock<, 
he followed h:in with all f peed, and overtook hirh at Sinope, a City in Pontus: who 
contrary to ^gryppa's expectation, arrived there with his Navy. His coming was 
very grateful to him, and they embraced each other with lingular affvftion, becaufe it 
was an evident argumcihof his fidelity and friendihip, that the King leaving his own 
occp.hon, would come to him info convenient a time. Wherefore Herod ltill abode 
by him in the army, and was his companions in his labours, and partaker of hiscoun- 
icis. H>- was alio pi\ lent with him w'^cn he meant to be merry, and was the only man 
chat w.i • ui'cd in difficult matters,for the love he bare him,and in mirth for honours lake. 
[ Id, ibid,'] 

Agrippa overcame the Bofphorans, and having recovered in war rhofc Roman En- 
hgncs, which they long fincc had taken under Mithridates,by coi-qucft compelled them 
to yield. [ Orof lib, 6, cap. 81/) 

When Julia, the daughter of Auguftus, and wife of Agrippa, went to Ilium by 
night, it happened that Julia and her fervants that waited on the Coach, were in great 
danger in p.; ling the river of Scaroander, which was much I Welled by hidden flouds, 
the people of ilium being altogether ignorant of her coming : but Agrippa being 
angry that they had not helped her, fined them an 1 00000 Drachma; of Sil- 
ver. Q Nlcol, Damafcett. lib. de vita fua. in Excerptis ab Henrico, Vakf. edit 
Me- 41 S. ] 

The EmbafTadors of thcllienfes, not daring to gaiufay any thing to Agrippa, they 
entreated Nicholas Damafcen, (who by chance was therej that he would get King 
Heiod to (peak for them, and to help them ; which he for the ancient renowne of the 
City undertook, and told the King the whole ftory, how that Agrippa was angry with 
thcllienfes without a caufe, feeing he had given them no notice of his Wifcs com- 
ing, and thac they tould not perceive any thing of her coming, becaufe it was in the 
night: and Herod undertaking the caufe of the Ilicntes, goc their fine taken off. 
[Jd.ibid.] and reconciled Agrippa, being angrv with them. [ jofiph. lib. 16, 

The Bofphorans at length laying down their arm'?, are delivered to PoIemon,who 
alfo marrcs D/namis, with the approbation of Auguftus : for this there was a procef- 
fion, in Agrippa'* name ; but neither did he triumph, although it was decreed, neither 
wrote he to the Senate any thing at all concerning his affairs; whole example after 
age- imitating, they alfo did not certifie by letters concerning their doings, neither did 
they accept of a tryumpl:, though offered, but were content only with the triumphal 
ornament [Oo, lib. s^.pag. 538.] 

The Ho'ible of Pon-us being ended, Agryppa and Herod came by land 
to Ephd'us, through Paphlagonia , Cappadocia, and the greater Phrygia, 
and were again taking fhip, they came to Samos. [Jofeph. lib. 16. cap. 3..] 

The liicnlcbeingnow returned into their Country, becaufe they had loft all hope 
of obteining pardon, and Herod being about to go into Paphlagonia to Agrippa, 

gave 
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gave a letter to Nicholas Damafcene concerning the remiflion of their fine, who went 
to Chios and Rhodes, where his Ions tarried ; Nicholas therefore loofing from Ami- 
fus, came to the Port of Byzantium ; thence failing to Troas, he came to Ilium, where 
wiien he had delivered his letters of the remiflion of their fine, both he, but efpe- 
cialiy Herod, received great honours from the Ilienfes, £Nicbol. Dama[cene y m 
fnpra.] . 

Agrippa in his whole journey thorough many Cities, gratified Herod in many 
things, at his intreaty relieving the necelfities of many ; if any one had need of an in- 
tei cellour to Agrippa,he could obtain his fuite by none more cafily than by him.Herod 
al:o paid the money for the Chians that they were indebted to Cacfars receivers, and 
got the man immunity. He alfo alfifted others in whatfoever they had need of, [ h» 
fepf}.lib.i6.cap.^.'2 

After they were com: into Ionia, there was a great multitude of Jews, that inhabit- 
ed that Country ; who having got an opportunity, complained of the injuries they re- 
ceived of thole Country-men, that they would not permit them to live after their own 
laws, and that upon their Feftival dayes , they haled them before the Tribunals, and 
forbad them to lend holy money to Jerulalem ; and that they compelled them to do 
publick bufineffes , and intervened the holy money for thole affairs, contrary to the 
privledges granted them by the Romans. Herod took all care that Agrippa ihould 
hear their complaints, and allowed them Nicholas Damafcene, one of his friends (now 
returned from Troas ) to plead their caule : which when he had largely performed 
before Agrippa, ( many of the moft honourable Rcmair,and fome Kings and Princes 
fitting with him) the Grecians denied not the thing, but oncly excufed themlelves, 
that the Jews that dwelt among them were troublefome unto them ; but they proved 
that they were free-born Citizens, and that they lived in their own laws without injury 
toany. Therefore Agrippa anlwered, Thatboth for his friend Herodsfikehe was 
ready to gratifie them, and alfo becaufe they leemed to demand what was juit j He 
therefore ordered that the priviledges that were formerly granted them, fhould remain 
inviolable, and that none Ihould moleft them for living after their Country laws. Then 
Herod role up and gave him thanks in the name of them all; and then after mutual 
embraces, they took their leaves each of other, and departed from Lesbos, L JofiphMb. 
\6.c*p.q. &j. ] 

Herod in few dayes after, having a profperous gale, arrived at Caefarea : and from 
thence went to Jerulalem ; where calling all the people together, he gave them an ac- 
count of his journey, and how he had gotten an immunity for the Jews that lived in 
Aha, and then to gratifie them the more and to make them the more friendly to him, 
he profcfled that he would remit to them the fourth part of their tribute : with which 
bounty they being exceedingly taken, wifhed all happinefle to the King, and departed 
with great joy, I Ibid, cap. 5.] - 

Auguftus now at length took upon him the High Pricfthood» Lepidus who was in 
times palt of the Triumviri and Prieft, being now dead, but would never take it from 
him during his lifetime, [ Sutton, in Ottavio, cap, 31. Dio. lib. 54./M?. 54c /&». ] the day 
before the Nonesof March, as Ovid ihews in lib. 3. Faftorum. 

Hebeiugmade High Prieft, whatfoever books ekher of Greek or Latuie, that went 
about unda no Authors name.or not a fubftantial, he got together and burnt above 
two thouland : and kept onclythe books of the Sybills,and of thofe he picked out fome, 
and laid them up in two golden latcches under the toot of the pillar where the Image 
of Apollo ftood in the Palatine hill, [Sueto^tufupra.] 

There was a Colonv lent to Bcrythus [Emfek. Chronic] that was very much ho- 
noured by the favour of Auguftus, [Vlpi**.c.Scit*d*mcft D.de CtnfibHS.} in which 
were two Legions placed by Agrippa, L Strabo^ Itb. 1 6, pag. 7 56. ■ ] 

Herod being incenled by the falfc accuf ations and artifice* of his filter ialome and 
his brother Pneroras, againft his two Ions that he had by Mariamme, Alexander and 
Ariftobuius, to bring down their haughty fpirits, he began to entertain more needy, 
and publickly to put hi hopes of the kingdom, his eldeft fon Antipater (but whom he 
begat when he was a private man,aud his mother alfo was of mean parentage ) whom 
he had taaiQtcd the City, in favour of his two other Ions, ( onrly giving htm hoerty to 
come thidier on Feftival dayes) and writing often toCsbr for him, privately gave 
him very great commendations : and being overcome by the iutreatics of Antipater, 
he brought alfo his mother Doris, who being a woman of Jerulalem, whom he had 
put away when he marrtcd Mariamme, llofepb. lib. 1, bell. cap. 17, & lib. i*. Anu- 
quit,caf,6. ] ' , 

Agrippa after his ten years government in Afia ( to be reckoned fro u the time, in 
which being lent by Ca:far into Afia and Syria, he tarried at Lesbos) being now to de- 
part ; Herod failed to 1; lute him , taking with him of all his fon«o«ely Antipater, 
whom he delivered to Agrippa with many gifts , to be brought to Rome, 
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and to be received into Cxfars favour. £ Id. lib. 16. cap. 6. fa.] 

Agrippa being returned from Syria, was lent by Auguftosto make war in Panno- 
nia, having the Tribunicial power granted him for five years longer ; at whofe arrival 
the Pannonians being terrified , left off their rebellion, and Agnppa in his returne 
died in Campania, and his body being brought in the market-place at Rome, 
Auguftus commended him in a Funeral Oration. [Z«//, lib, 139. Dio til. 54 
P*g. 54i. 3 

Antiparer was much hououred at Rome, being commended to all hi* friend < by his 
fathers letters ; and although he was abfeut, yet did he hoc defift to whet his father by 
letters againft the Ions of Mariamme,as fecming very careful of his fathers lafety : but 
indeed by his bad praftilcs, making himlelf away» to the hopes of the fucceflion of the 
Kingdom. [ fofeph. lib. 16. cap. 7.] 

Auguftus took againft his will his ton in law Tiberius to be his partner in the go- 
vernment in the room of Agrippa; when his grandchildren C. Caius and Lucius, 
were but yet children, therefore he betroathe's his daughter Jula (the widow of A- 
grippaj to Tiberius forcing firfthimto leave his wife Agrippina, (the daughter of 
Agrippa the daughter of Pomponius Atticus) not without great vexation of his mind, 
which did then nude her child Drafts, and alfo was with child again. [S*w», in 
OUavio. cay.

Herod now being become an enemy to his fonnes Alexander and Ariftobulus, failed 
to Rome with them to accufe them before Calar, [ Jofeph. lib. 1 6, cap. 3. ] and carrying 
with him Nicholas Damafcene in the tame fhip, with whom he ftudied Philolophy. 
[Nicoll. Damafcen. infita vita in excerptis Henric, Valef, pag. 42 1. ] 

Herod noc finding Auguftus at Rome, followed him as tar as Aquilcia, before 
whom he accufed themot treachery againft him, and whenas the young men fatis- 
fied all that were prefer by their clearing of themfclves, and praiers and teares, they 
are at length reconciled to their rather. Then after thanks given to Casfar they de- 
parted together, and Amipater alfo> feigning that he was glad that they were recei- 
ved again imo favour. Q Jofeph. Lb. 1 6, cap. 7, c?- 8, ] 

A few daics after Hcroa gave Caelar 300 Talents, who was now letting forth fhews 
and giving ghrs co the people, and again Csefar gave him half of the revenues of the 
mettall mines of Cyprus, and the other halt he committed to his overfight, and having 
honoured him with other gifts othofpitality, he gave him leave to choofe which of 
his fons he would for to be hh> fuccefiour, or if he had rather of dividing his King- 
dome amongft them, which when he was ready to do, Cadar denied that ever he 
would luffer, but that he fhould have the Kingdome during his life, in his own power 
alwell as hislons. [ id. ibid. cap. 8. ] 

In the abfence of Herod there being a rumour fpread that he was dead, the Tra- 
contes revolting from him fell to their old theiving; but by the mean* of the Captaiues 
that he had left in the Kingdome they are fubdued and made to be at his command ; 
but forty of the chief of thefe theives, being terrified by the example of thole that 
were tak en, leaving their Country fled into Arabia Nabatxa, where they Were enter- 
tained by Syilxus ( that was an enemie to Herod, because he denied him his fifter Sa- 
lome to wile, ) who granted them a certain place well fortified. [Id. ibid, 
cap,™.] 

Herod and his fons fayling home, when they came to Eleufa a City of Cilicia, 
which the name being changed was called Sebafte, they met there with Archclaus 
KingofCappadocia. He having very curteoufly entertained Herod, rejoyced much 
becaufe his fons were reconciled to him, and that Alexander had fairly anlwercd 
the crimes that were objected againft him, and giving royall gifts each to other they 
parted. [ Id, ibid. cap. 8. ] 

Herod being returned into Judea, called the people together and told them what 
he had done in his voyage, and declared unto them that his fons fhould reign alter 
him firft Amipater,and then Alexander and Ariftobulus, that he had by Mariamme.

Agrippa the fir ft King of the Jews, of that nickname is born, he died when he was 
5 4 yeans old being ftrucken by an Angell, Q Aftt. XI J. 23. Jofeph. lib. 19. cap. vlt, ] 
about Wuicij rime that lame man was born, who being above fourty yeares 
old v,as healed by Peter , at the beautifull gate of the temple. [ Alls. 
IV. 22.] 

Auguftus married his daughter Julia to Tiberius, to whom before times he had 
betroathed her. [Dio. lib. %q.pag. 546, J 

Cetarea Stratonis wasfiniftied,in the i% year of Hcrods reign, (beginning from 
the death of Antigonus, ) in the CXCII Olympiade, ( to wit in the 3. year of the 
Olympiad.;) for the dedication of which there was great folemniry, and moftfum- 
ptuous preparations, for Muficians were brought thither to ftrive who could do beft,

I.rV.Ii< 3 T » ). which he called Ancipar 
tris, afjec bis iathers.narae j andaGaftlcaJfo which he called Cyprus, after his mo- 
thers name : in honour; alfo of his dead brother, he built in the; City of Jerufalem, a 
fair Townjnot inferiour to the Pharos,and called it Phataelus, and afterwards a Town 
of the tame name, in the Valley of Jericho, from whence the Country thereabouts is

1 Herod having walled his wealth by.hia great prodigality, and now wanting mony, 
after the example of JohaHyrcanus, by night, without ^hc knowledge of the people, 
opened Davids Sepulcbi'ei in whtch.indced he found no mony, but greac ftpre of 
precious, attire,. and ornamemsrof 'gold, which he took away: for the expiation of 
whichfaS:, he built a moftfumptuous Monument at the entrance of the Sepulchre, of 
white Marble.

PheforasfelUo madly in love with his own iervanr, that he refuted the marriage 
with Gyprosi Hcrbds daughter^ that was cflered him by his brother j although, be- 
ing peefwaded by Ptoloroy,ihc Kings Steward, he had promifed to put away hisfer- 
vant,aiid to marry .Cypros within thirty dayes : he alfo acculcd Herod to his fon Alex-

He began to be difeafed, who lving at the Pool oi Bechefda,was after 3 8 years refto- 
red to health by Chrift. {John.

Alexander by the fubtilties of his ad verfaries, being even driven to defperation,was 
reconciled to his father by Archclaus, the King of the Cappadocians, that came to Je-

Archelaui being accounted one of Herodschiei friends, and having received great 
gifts, departed into Cappadocia, whom Herod accompanies as far as Antioch ; where 
having reconciled him' to Titus, the prefident of Syria, he returns into Judea. \_Ibid.

Herod went the third time toiRomc to Caiar* [Ibid,] 

Herod being ab(ent outof his Kingdom, thofe thieves of Trachonis, that had fled 
to Sylkus, the Arabian, infeftednot only Judea with their inroades , but alio all 
Coelofyria; Syllwis affording them both impunity and fecurity for their thievery.

Auguftus being High Prieft,reftored to the ancient account, the year as it was or- 
dained by Julius C'*far, but afterwards, through negligence* much difturbed and con- 
futed. [Sttetoit. inOBdvio.cap, 51, J For in 36 yean there were intercalated 1 2 dayes, 
where there ought to have been but nine intercalated! Auguftus therefore commanded 
that twelve years fhould paffe without any Leap-year at all; that thofe three dayes, 
that had increaled by the overhaftineffe of the Priefts in thirty fix years, fhould 
in the following twelve years be [wallowed up without any Leap-year. [P//»;»W.i8 g 
Hhhhh cap. 25 
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cap. 2 5 . SoU». cap, x. tMacrob. lib. i . Samrnal. cap. 14. ] 

in tne ordering of the year Auguftus called the monch Scxtilis after his own name 
Auauft, rather than September though he was born in that month, becafufe in that 
month he had been firft Conful, and alio had gotten many great victories, [ Smm. 
utfufra.Dmi.Hb. 54. pag. 55a.] concerning which the very words of the decree of 
the Senate, are to be teen in Macrobius lib. I, Saturnal. cap. I*, where aljp he men- 
tions the decree of the people concerning the fame mitser, Pacurioi the Tribune of 
the people propofing the law, but this Was done C.MarciusCenformut, andX** Afiui- 
us Gallus being Confuls,as Cenforinus [ in lib', dt die. »atah y arid Dioo./tf. H.) ! &x 

In their GonfuWhip there was a fecond mufter of the Citizens made at Rome, in 
which were numbrcd 4133000 Roman Citizens, as is gathered out of the ffagmcots 
of the Ancyran marble, [Infcript. Gnter. pag. CCXXX.]|inSuida$in^» >w ®.the 
number is far leHe of thole that were muttered, 4101017. which yec very ridrculoufly 
obtmdeth upoh us not for the mufter of the City only but of the world, 

Herod being returned from Rome* celebrated the dedication ofrbcjtcmple reedih- 
ed by him within nine yearei and an half,on the very birth day of bis Kingdomc (firft 
received from the Senate, ; which he was wont to folemnize with great joy, when the 
King facrificed to God 300 oxen, and others alio an innumerable company of tacrifices 
according to their abilities. [Jtfiph. ftt.i 5. cap.vb.] 

When Herod had found that in his abfcncc, his people had received much dam- 
mage by thole theives of Trachona, and lecing he could not fubdue them becaufe they 
were under the proteftion of the Arabians, neither could he digeft this injury, where- 
fore entring Trachona, he deftroyed their families, whereby they were the more in- 
cenfed.(efpeciallybecaufc they have a law by which they are commanded, not to 
differ the {laughter of their families to go unrevenged) Wherefore contemning all 
dangers, they molefted all Herods Country with com'muall excursions and driving 
and carrying away their goods. J^id.lib.i6.c4pyi 1-3 . . ,. 

Whenas Auguftus would feera to lay down his principality, another ten yeares 
coming towards an end, he took it up again as though againft his will : and making 
war upon the Germans, he Cent Tiberius againft them, but he himfelf ftaied at home. 
[Dion lib. 51-pag, 55i.] he gave money to the fouldiersalfo,bccaufc they would have 
had Caius along with them, being then firft trained up in military .cxercifcs. [Ibid. 

Diohyfius Halicarnafieus began to write the bookes of Roman Antiquities in the 
CXCni.OlympiadeClaudiusTibcriui Nero and Cn. Calphurmus Pilo being Con- 
fuls, as he thews in the preface to thofe books, who as he is accounted by Clemens 
Alexandrinusinlib. *.cap. i.amongftcheChronographerSjfohyQuintiiianinlib. 3. 
cap. 1. he is reckoned amongftthc'Rbetoricians. v ■■ 

Herod fending to theprcfidcntsot Syria thac were appointed by.Caelar, Saturninus 
and Volumnius (the agent) demanded that he might have the puniQung of thole 
theives of Trachona, who by their incurfions out of the confinesot Arabia and Naba- 
tbaia, had often wafted his Country, they when they heard of this, being , increa- 
sed to the number of a 1 000 began to make (udden invafion and to wait both field and 
villages, and cut the throat of all that fell into their hands, wherefore Herod deman- 
ded tbofe theives to be delivered over to him, and required the fixty talents that he 
had lent Obodas under Syllams lecurity, but Syllxus who had thruft Obodas from the 
government and now ruled all himf elf, dejiied that thofe theives were in 1 Arabia^nd he 
deferred alfo to pay the mony concerning which it was debated before Saturninus and 
Volumnius; at length it was determined by themthat within thirty dales fpaceboth the 
mony (hould be repayed, and the runawaies of both Countries (hould be reftored 
each toother, [fofepb.lib. i6,cap. 13.] Sy Haws alfo fwoie by the fortune of C*iar,be. 
fore thofe prefidents of Syria that he would pay the money within thirty daies,and 
alfo reftorc the fugitives to Herod. [Ibid. cap. 1 6. 3 

After the time appointed was come, Syllatus unwilling to ftand to the agreements, 
went to Rome : but Herod by the permiflion of Saturninus and Volumnius, who gave 
him leave toprofecute thofe obftinate people, entred Arabia with an army, and went 
in three dayes as far ai they ufe todo in feven. And when he cametothc Cattle, where 
the theeves kept, he took it at the firft aflault : and dcmolithcd a fortreffe called Raep- 
tu, without any mote harme to the inhabitants of the Country. And when asa Cap- 
tain of the Arabians came to their aid, they joyned battle ; in which few of the Hero- 
dians, but there were killed 2 s of the Arabians, with their Captain, and the reft were 
put to flighr. Being thus revenged of the theeves, he brought three thoufand Jdumxans 
into Trachona to reftrain the theiveries committed there : and lent letters to the Ro- 
man Captains then being in Phoenicia, in which he certified them, that he had oncly 
.ufed the power they had granted them againft thofe obftinate Arabians, and nothing 
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el(e ; which alfo, they miking inquiry, found to be true, [ Ibid, cap, 14. ] 

Bj: there were letters lent to Syllxji p »ft to Rome, that related the matter cleane 
othenviL-, agg ravating every thing after their manner ; by which lyes Ca-far is fo in- 
cenfed againlt H:-rod, that he wrote to him menacing letters, becaufehe had marched 
with an army out of his own kingdom? and would not fo much as admit at firft his 
Embafladours that were Cent to plead his caufe, and they again petitioning to be heard 
he d ifmifled them, withou; any thing don:* [ Ibid, cap. 15.] 

The Tracbonites together with the Arabians taking hold of this occafion, 
did moleft the Garrifon of the Idumauns that Herod had fet over them, which 
thing Herod being terrified by the anger of Caelar, was compelled to beare. 
[Ib'd,] 

Ojodas the King of the Arabians (ofNabathxa) being dead, jEneas fuccceded 
h ; m in the kingdom, who having changed his name, was called Aretas. Sylteus 
then being at Romc,endcavoured thorough folfe acculations to have him thruft from 
the kingdom, andto get the kingdom to himfelf* beftowing much money upon the 
Courtiers, and promiling many great things to Czfar, whom he knew to be offended 
with Aretas, becaufe he durft venture upon the kingdom without his content 
[Ibid.-] 

Caius and Lucius, the fonsof Auguftus by adoption, being brought up in the Prin- 
cipality, even out of that tender life were made more bold ; infomuch as Lucius the 
younger of the two, without any command entring the Theatre, where being received 
with a general applaufe, and increasing by this his boldnefle, durft ask, That theCon- 
fulfliip might be given to his brother Cains, he being not yet come to nunseftate: 
which when Auguftus heard he wittied, that there might never fuch a necelficyof 
the times happen to him as be had found ; that the Coniulthip (hould be given to one 
thac was not 20 years old : but when his fon did earneftly dehre this of him, he then 
faid, That this Magiftracy was to be undertaken of one, thac could both take heed 
that he did not himfelf offend, and that could rcfift the defires of the people: at the 
length he gave the Priefthood to Caius and leave that he might go intothe Senate, 
and to fie with the Senatours, both at the Playes and at Feafts, [ Dh, lib. $ %.p«g. 554.] 
and alfo that both of them, not being yet leventcen years old, fhould be called Princes 
of youtb,and defigned Confuls, he molt earneftly defited,but teeming to refufe, [ Tacit. 

Annul Jib. I, cap, g.] 

But that by fome means he might make them more modeft, and ai it Wereprivare 
men, he granted toTiberius the Tribunitian power for five years ; and gives him alfo 
Armenia, which had revolted after the death of Tigranes ( that was made King by 
Tiberius) This being done to no purpole by Auguftus, offended them bjth; them 
becaufe they thought themtelves contemned, and Tiberius becaufe fearing their anger 
he went not to Armenia, but went to Rhodes, [Xiphil. & Zonaras, ex Dion,] under 
colour that he might ftudy the Arts, but indeed that he might with Jraw himfeif from 
both the fight an J their a&io.is, [Do.tbid.&in Excerptis, ab Hcnm. ftlef. edit.pag, 
66a.] left his gloiy might dim the beg'nnings of the two rifing young mcii,[W/«/, 
Patercnt,lib,t.cap,99,'] for thus fome thought: that Auguftus his children being 
now grown to mans eftate, he now quitted both the place, and as it were the pofft flion 
of the lecond degree foloig pofldled by him, after the example of Mircu; Agcipp.i, 
who went to Mitylene, Marcus Marccllus being now admitted to pubiick offices, that 
being prefent he might not leem either to withftand, or to detract from them, which 
account he gave,buc a long time after. [ Sutton,l* Tiberie, ctp. 10. 3 

Butthere want not fome who think* he did thh becaufe of his wife Julia, whom he 
durft neither accute, nor put away, and yet could endure her no farther. C Saeton y ibid. 
Dio. in Excerptis,pag. 66%."\ Others that he took it ill that he was not adopted Cxfar ; 
others that he wastent thither by Auguftus, becaufe he had ufed fome treachery to- 
ward s his fons, [ Do. Ibid. ] 

Then alfo diffembling the caulc of bis intenr, asked leave of Auguftus who was fa- 
ther in law to him, both in refpeft of himfelf and his wife, Q Vellei. Patercul. lib. 2. cap. 
99. SuetonJnTiberio, cap. 10, 3 Neither did he yeild to his mother that humbly be- 
fought him, or his father in law complaining that he alfo was forfaken by the Senate ; 
but yet they refolutely detaining him> he cat nothing in tour dayes : at lenght having 
got leave to go, he went down prcfently toOilia, not (peaking a Word to them thac 
went with him, and killing very few at the departing, C Sutton^ in T/beno, cap. 10. ] but 
yet at his departure, he brake open his will,and read it before his mother and Auguftus, 
{/Dio. in Excerptis, Vale{H % pag, 66 5. ] 

From Oftia he failed along the coaft of Campania, where hearing of the weafcneffe 

of Auguftus, he flayed a little ; but the rumour increaling, as if he tarried foranocca- 

fion of greater hope, he failed to Rhodes almoft in foule weather, [Sueton, in Ttbcrio, 

^M 1 *] going his journey even like a private man, except that he compelled the 
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Pharians,toiellhim a ftatueof Vefta, which he dedicated in the Temple of Concord. 
[Dio.iiiExcerptfSfpag.66z,] 

But being come to Rhodes, he contented himfelf with no great houfe there, and 
not muchj larger in the Country, he lived a raoft retired life : he walked fometimes in- 
to their places of exercife, without either Serjeant or purfuivant, and both giving and 
receiving courtefies from the Greeks, almoft upon an equal account. [Sueton, ut fupra,] 
Neverthelefie,all Proconfuls and Lieutenants going into forreign Province?, coming 
thither to vi/ic him,.alwayes fubmitted their bundles of rods to him, although in this 
Ptivacy,andprofefTed that this retirement of his was more honourable than his living 
in the principality : [ VtlUi. Patercul. lib. z. ^.99.] and in that retirement he was a di£ 
gcnt AuditourofTheodorustheGadarean,a Rhetorician, who defircd to be called 
the Rhodian. [ §Mntil. lib, 3. cap, 1. ] 

There was a great conjunction of the Planets, and fuch an one as is wont to happen 
but once in 800. years. 

^neas, who is called Aims, the new King of the Arabians of Nabathca, fent let- 
ters and gifts to Caefar, and in them a Crown worth many talents : in his letters he 
accufed Sylaeu^, as well for other crimes, as alio that being a moft wicked fervanr, he 
had pdifonedObodasjWhofe principality he had invaded, even whilft he wasalive: 
but Carfar vouchfafed not lo much as to hear his Embafladours, and alfo contem- 
ned his prefents, and dif milled them without any thing done. [Jofcpk. lib, \6, 

Hecod compelled by the mifchiefs and infolencies of the Arabians, fern Nicholas 
Damafcene to Rome, to fee if he could get any juftice from Catlar, by the mediation of 
his friends. [Id. ibid.'] 

The difcord of Herod with his fons that lie had by Mariamme, is greatly height- 
ened by the Artifices of Eurichus,a Lacedemonian* the fame (except I be deceived) 
that followed ay. years before Anthony, as he fled from the battle of A&ium , and 
now being entertained by Herod, and lodged at Antipators houfe, he had infinuated 
himfelf into the favour of Alexander : for the betraying of whom, when he had recei- 
ved 5 a talents of Herod, he goes to Archclaus, the King of Cappadocia,and 6rags 
how he had reconciled Alexander into his fathers favour again, for which having re- 
ceived mony of him alio, he returned imo his own Country again, where, when 
he had ufed the like tricks , he was banifhed from Lacedaemon* Q Id. ibid, 
cap, 16,] 

Herod making inquiry into his fons, put to death, by the vchemency of tortures, 
many both of his own, and of his tons friends: neither yet found he any ill, but oncly 
fometoo free complaints of impiovidenr young men, concerning their fathers immo- 
derate: cruelty, and of the difhoncft cafinefle of his giving car to bafe pick-thanks, of 
the impiety and wicked deceits of the ; r brother Antipater, and of the faction that was 
combined ag.iinft them; and that they might free themfelvcs from the mifchiefthey 
were faid to have thought of flying to Archelaus, which thing they did not deny : 
neverthelefs Herod,caft into prilon,as being convifted of treafon againft their father ,& 
faid that he would punifh them accordingly as his affairs went at Rome : and concern- 
ing this bufinefle he tent letters to Casfar by Volumnius, (the General of his army) as 
Jofcphus calls him, [Ub.bell. {.cap. 17* ] and Olympius (his friend) whom he alfo 
commanded, that as they failed, they fhould touch at Elewfa, a Town of Cilicia, 
and fhould expoftulate with him , becaule he was a partner of their defigns. 
IIM.2: * 

At Rome Nicholas Damafcene joyned himfelf to the Arabians that cametoaccufe 
Sylteus, prof effing that he was hisaccufar before Auguftus, and not Herods defender, 
lealt he (hould have been repulfed, as were others before him ; and When he had laid 
open many of hiscrimes, he alfo added, that Ca'far was circumvented by his lies in the 
caufe of Herod : which when he had fo openly difclofed, and had confirmed by cer- 
tain and authentick records > Csefar having condemned Syllaeus, remanded him 
into the Province, that he, when he had fatisfied the debt, might be punifhed. 
[Ibid,] 

From this time Auguftus is ceconciled to Aretaa and Herod, and then received his 
prefents f o often rejetted, and confirmed by his authority the Kingdom of the Arabi- 
ans upon him. He advifed Herod alfo by letters, that he fhould call a Council at Be- 
rytus,and joyningtheprefidentsof Syria, with Archelausthc King of the Cappado- 
cian-, and other of his friends and noble men fhould determine concerning the whole 
bufioeffc. [/**/.] 

In the Ifle of Coos, many things are over turned by an Earthquake. [ Ettfeb. 
Chronic. ] 

The Angel Gabriel(who had in time paft foretold to Daniel the coming of the Mefli- 
as, by a definite number of Weeks) appeared at the right fide of the Altar of incenle to 
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Zachary the Prieftofthecourle of Abia as he was off-ring incenle in the Temple o! 
the Lord, according to the cuftom of the Prieftsoffko [ Exod. XXX. 7, 8. ] telling him 
that there fhould be born to him being now old, and to his wife Elizabeth, who was 
ftriken in years, and barren, a fon called John, a Nazarite, and the forerunner of the 
Lord, in the fpirit and power of Elias : ivhich promife Zacharias not believing, is made 
dumb, [Lf4f,i.5, «.] 

The dayes of his miniftery being finifhed, Zacharias returned home, and his wife 
Elizabeth conceived by him, and hid her felt five moneths, faying ; Thus hath the Lord 
dealt xv'ith me in tht dayes wherein' he looked on me, to take away my reproach among men , 
[Ibid. 2 5, 24, 2 $*] 

Herod having received Auguftus his letters rejoyced exceedingly, bothbecaufe 
he was returned into his favour, and for the true power granted him to do what he 
would with his fons, he convened by mcfTengcrs all thofe that Cacfar had appointed 
to Berythus, except only Archelaus, he kept his fons not far from the Gtv, iiPlaran 
aCi'cyoftheSidonians: there fiift of all Saturninus one that had been Conlul, and 
had run through all honours, toake his opinion, but moderated with circumftances, 
that indeed the fons of Herod were to be condemned, but not to be puc to death. Afcer 
him his three fons who were their fathers Lieutenants were of the fame opinion. On 
the other fide Volumnius pronounced that they were to be punifhed with death, who 
were fo impious toward their father, whofe opinion the major part followed. Then 
the King took them with him prefently to Tyrus, whither alfo Nicolaus arrived as he 
came from Rome, with whom he conferred concerning the caufe of his fons, and com- 
manded him to fail with him to Cxfarea,[. JofephtU. 1 6. cap, alt. 3 

Here whenas a certain old fouldier named Tirofmartly reprehended him for the 
wickedneffe determined towards his ions, and told him that he and gooCaptaines. 
were of thefamc opinion, Herod commanded him to be caft into prifon. Trypho the 
Kings Barber taking this occafion accufed him and faid, that he bad been often folli- 
cited by Tiro that he mould cut the Kings throat with his razour, as he was trimming 
him,and immediately both the Barber and Tiro and his fon were tortured: who feeing 
his father fo cruelly handled, that he might free him from the tortures, being unadvi- 
fedly merciful, accufed him of intending to murder the King. Then Herod bringing 
thofe 300 Captains together with Tiro and hv fon and the Baiber, accufed them be- 
fore the people, againlt whom the people throwing any thing that came next to hand, 
flew them every one, [ Id, ibid, ] 

Alexander and Ariftobulus were led to Ssbafte, and there ftrangled by the fathers 
command : and their bodies buried in the Caftlc Alexandricn, where Alexander 
their Grandfather by their mothers fide, and many of their Progenitors were buried, 
[ Id. ibid. & lib, 1 . bell, caf, 1 7 . fin.] 

Auguftus havngtaken upon him the twelfth Confulfhip, brought Cains into the 
Court, being come to mans ettate, and defigned him Pri ice of Youth, and made him 
PrsfedtofaTiibe, [Sueton,inOiiavio y cap^.&7,o»ar.cx,Don,] Bat that this Title 
of Prince was given him by all the %nm*n Kughts, that gave hint Silver Spears, Au- 
guftus (hews in the breviary of his a£tsj where he mentions alfo theConfnithip that 
was then decreed both to Caius and Lucius. 1» refpeR of doing mc honour, the Senate and 
people of%ome defigned them Consuls, they being yet but fifteen year: old, that they might enter 
upon that office after five years time, to be reckoned from that day that they were brought into 
the Court* Thus the Ancyran Marble in Grutcr. Infaipt. [p*g. CCXXXI.] Whereas 
in another Roman-Stone it is faid, That the people created Caius Conful, being but 
fourteen years old, ( where for created is meant deiigned ; tar at this time his four- 
teenth year was ended,%nd he was entred 0:1 his fifteenth. ) 

Antipater, his brethren being dead, intended alfo to remove his father, and whereas 
he knew he was hated by many in the kingdom, hcendcavourcth by biibestoget the 
good will of his friends, both at Rome and in Judea ; bur efpecially Satnrnius the Pre- 
fident of Syria, and Phcroras and Salome the brother and fitter of Herod, [Jofeph.Ub. 
ij.cap.i.] 

Herod fent home Glaphira the widow of his Ion Alexander, to Archelaus her fa. 
ther the King of Cappadocia • giving her alfo a Dowry out of the Kings Trcafuiy, 
for fear there fhould lomc controverfie arife concerning it : and he took great care of 
the young children of Alexander and Ariftobulus : which when Antipater tojk hea- 
vily, fearing that when they were come to age they would hinder hispower,he plotted 
their deftruftion; and he to overcame Herod by his intreatic, that he would fuffcr 
himfelf to marry the daughter of Ariftobulus, and hs fon the daughter of Ivs Uncle 
Pheroras, [ tb'id. ] 

Herod invited Zamaris a Babylonian Jew, and gave him a Country in Trachonis 
to inhabite, that he might be a guard to that Country againft theeveries. He com- 
ing with 500 Horfe, and an hundred of his kinfmen, ere&ed divers Caftles in divers

places about Trachonis, as alfoBathyra, by which lie gave fecurityand fafeconduft, 
to the Jews that came from Babylon to cbc feaft$ at Jerulalem, againft the theive- 
ries of the Trachonites and others. [ ibid % cap. 2. ] 

Antipater working treafon againft his father, joyncd his unckle Pheroras with 
him, and form: of the Kings women that werr moft addi&ed to the (eft of the Pha- 
rilces, except Salome, who conftantly adhered to her brother Herod, the Pharifecs 
were a crafty kind of people, arroganr, and enemies to Kings, whereupon whenasthe 
whole nation were to (wear fealty to the King and Csfar, they only would not fwear; 
and they were above <5ooo. Who being fined by the King for this caufe, the wife 
of Pheroras paid their fine tor them, to whom in requitall, becanfe they were beJei- 
ved to foretell -.hings to come from their communications with God, they foretold, 
that ic was decreed that the Kingdome fhould be taken from Herod and his children, 
and Ihould be transferred upon her and her husband, and their children* thefe things 
Salome made known to Herod, and that they had folicited and corrupted many of 
his courtiers with bribes, in which fault having taken fome of the Pharifces hepui 
them to death , as principall authours of this advice, and with them the Eunuch Da- 
goas, and his darling Cams that was commended to him for his handtomenefle , 
and befides thefe whofoever he had found of his family that had confpired with the 
Phariices. £ ibid, cap, 3] 

Herod having convi&edtfie Pharifecs and punifhed them, called a cotwcell ofhis 
freinds, and before them begins an accufation againft Pheroras his wife* and whenas 
Pheroras would notf/)rfake her id favour ofhis broiher,he forbad Antipater Pheroras 
hs company. [/■£/</. J 

Antipaicr that he might remove all fufpicion of his father from him, he by his 
friends that lived at Rome, provided that he fhould by his father be tent immediately 
to Auguflus. Which being done Herod fent him with great prefenrs, and his will, in 
wmch-he declared thac Antipater fhould be King* but if he died then Herod his fon 
by Maiiamme the daughter of Simon theHigh-Prieft. [ ibid. cap. 4, 3 

Li the lixth month after John was conceived, the Angell Gabrieli iifent by God to 
Nazareth in Cuilce, to the moft bl; ficd Virgin Mary, that was betroathed to Jofeph, 
of the fame tribe with her namely of Davids flock, who having lalucedher, declared 
unto her that the fhould bring forth the fon of God, and fhould call his name Jefus, 
and fhe being more fully taught oy the Angell of the admirable manner of her concep- 
tion, robe performed by the power of the Holy Ghoft, overfhadowing her, with 
great faith laid, be it to the handmaid of the Lord, according to thy word.C£"V* I. 

Chritt being thusconceived, the mother of the Lord went into the hill Country 
with haft into a City ol Tiida, ( viz. Hebron a City of the Pu'efts fcituate in the moun- 
tains of Jndea,[7<>j&.XXl. 10. 11.] where when fhe entred intothchoufeofZacha- 
nasthePrirft and hadfalutcd her coufin Elzabcth, fhe perceiving the child tofpring 
in her womb, was filled with the Holy Ghoft, and declared that Mary was blcfled , 
which beleived, and confirmed that thofc things fhould be performed that were told 
her of the Lord : to whom lor an anfwer the bleffed Virgin, ( imitating that fong of 
Hannah. [ I. Samuel. II. 1.] rehcarled thac divine hymn, My foul doth magnifie 
the Lord. &c, and Mary tarried with her about thrjc months. [ Lul^e J. 

Syllxu > the Arabian going to Rome, but performing none of thofe things thac were 
commanded him by Cstlar, Antipater accufed him before Csfar of the fane crimes, 
whereof NicolausDamalcene had before accufed him; there wasalfo prtfent another 
accufer of him even Aretas ( the King of the Nabathxans ) objecting againft him the 
murder of many honourable men committed by him againft hb will, but efpecially 
that of Sohcmus, a man moft famous in all venue, and there was objected againft him 
the murder of FabalusalfoCsfars agcoi.lJofeph. lib. x.bell. cap. it.&lib. \f,Anua. 
™p. 4. ] 

Herod banifhed his brother Pheroras into his Tetrarchy, becaufehe foobftinately 
perfifted in the love of hi? wife, which he willingly did, (wearing that he would never 
return till he heard of Herods death, to that a little after Herod falling Tick and often 
fending for him, ro receive fome private inftrucYions from him as he lay on his death 
bed, refuted to come for his oaths fake. [ Jofepb. lib, 1, bell. cap. 19, & lib, 17. 
cap. 5.3 

When the time of Elizabeth was come that fhe fhould bedelivcred, fhe brought 
for;hafon,whowhenhewastobecircumcifed the eight day the ftanders by would 
have had him called Zachary, after his fathers name, but his parents fignified that 
they would have him named John, and Zachary, the ufeof fpcech being reftored, 
was filled with the Holy Ghoft, and prophefied faying, Bleffed foe the Lord God of 
Jfrael, Sec. C Lake 1. 57. < 8 - ] Joleph finding his betroathed wife Mary with child, was 
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J wiliing to put her away privily ,bttt being warned of God in a dream, tha t me had con- 
'ceived by the Holy Ghoft, and fhould bring totth her Son Jcfus, which fhjud lave his 
ipeople from their fins, he taketh his wife. [Afattb. 1. 1 8, 24.J 

Pneroras falling tick, Herod his brother, beyond hope being recovered, came and 
vifited him, and very kindly fought help tor him, but he died within atewdayes 
after; whole body was brought to Jcrutakm, and there buried bv Hro'., 
who honoured him with publick mourning. []ofeph.Hb. 1. Bell. cap. 19, & lib. 1 7, 

Two of Pharora's f teed-men and moft dear unto him, (who were Taphctikes) decla- 
red uutoHerodfhow he had been kilied with poilon by Doris,tne mother ot Antipater; 
which villany wnen Herod inquired into, by fortune* he by little and iittle found 
out greater villanies , and imnifeft treafons ot his fon Antipater; how that 
Antipater going to Rome, had delivered a deadly poifon to Pneroras, thac was 
fent by Antiphilus, one of Antipators friend*, out ot Egypr, from Tht-udon, the 
brother of Dor's, for to make away his father; that the fufpicion of the Par- 
ricide fhould not lye upon the Sonne, being ablenr. \_ld t lb-.d. 17. eAutiqut. 

Hereupon Herod puts Doris, the mother of Antipatrr from the Pallace,and rakes 
from her her Jeweis, mat were worth many talents: he alb put from him nis witc, 
another Mariamme, the daught rot the High Pricft,as a partner <A all thefe Laws* 
and blotted her fon out of ha Will, wiiete he was appointed lucccfiour : he alio 
deprived his father in law of the Hig'i P.iefthood, and luoftnuted in his room 
Matthias, the Sonne of Theophilus, that was borne at J emblem. [M 

On the day of expiarion,on which there is a folemn Faft of the J ws (blemnif -1, 
the new High Prieft Matthias could not perlorme Divine Service, becaute he liad 
fuft red nocturnal pollution; wherefore Jof< pb , the S. nine of Ellemus was ap- 
pointed to be his afliftent and lutjftitute, by rcafon of his alliance, and the fame day he 
c„tred into the Hoiy of Holies. [Id. lib. 1 7. cap. 8.] 

Buhyilus.thetree man of Antipuer coming trom Rome, being tortured, conteiled 
that hebad brough; j>oylbn, which he gave to baspatroues Motherland to Pheroras , 
that it the fitft were too weak, they fhould be lur; to difpatch him with this. There 
came alfoletit-rsiiom his fiiends, that iivcd at Rom«',ioihc King, wricte 1 by the per- 
(wafiouot Antipater, in whicn Archclaus and Pnitip, H rods ions, were accufed, 
that thoy ottcn rubbed up the lore of chc murder ot Alexander and Arftobulus,and 
piiticd the mistonune ot the t innocent brethren : for the youngmen wereac that time 
at Rome to ftudy, and n<w Uieu father Had commanded ibeir retuine: Whereupon 
he conupted thole friend-^ witn gtwt gi.ts that (bey might m;ike them, who might 
be lome hiuderances to his Hope, luLp:dUd to bis tuiier, wnereas he himMt, 
when he wrote to his father concerning them, as it were excuhng them, 
would impute their ipccchcs to tlitir age. C ld "»- M- «7- cap. 6. l,b. 1. Bell.

So nothing 
binders buc that Qoirmius may belaid to have* lucceeded,<or rather to have been 
added to the office of adminiftration of Cacfrtt aftair*., as King Herod r was, whom 
Jolephus notes to be S->e**f Saw wSsfcow©', the Govcmonr of aU.&jfifi y [ltb v \.btU. 
«*/>.i 5.] .ind was To conftimtedbyAuguftus^thathe was fo ad joyned to the Governours,- 
that all things mould be done by hi^ apppiptment, [ Ub.i^,Antiq»it. Mf.i3.] ( and fo 
both will ftaud together, both that which Tertulhan hath, [Hb.^cantra. dtfarctm 
cap. p. 1 that there was a tax raifed under *Ang»fttts in Jndea, by Sentiut Saturn/ntts, and 
that that the words of the Evangelift do relate, that the lame .taxing -was made, when 
Cyren'msiac QwxxiMs^AsgovernoHr of Sjria&i whom he had rather make mention,than 
of the government of Saturninus, becaufe he would compare together this .taxing, 
with another that was made by the fame Quiriniu 7 , made tea years after, Ar'chelaus 
being tent into banilhment, declaring that ot the two taxings, that was. the firft that 
was joyned widi the Nativity of Chrift. i ,. .? 

And when this firil taxing was a&ed, Jofeph went up from Galilee, from the City 
of Nazareth into Judea, into the City ot David,which is called Bethlehem, becaufe he 
was of the houte and linage of David, that he might be taxed with Mary his wife,being 
great with child. [Luks II. 4i 5.]

JESUS C H R I S T the Son of G O D, in the fulneffe of time was born of the 
meft Welled Virgin Mary, ac Bethlehem, [Matt, 1.2$* & II. 1, 5. <7*/,/f.4.] 
whom the rolled infwadling-cloaths, and laid in a manger, becaufe there wa* no 
room in the Inne, [Luke t II. 7.] 
The Nativity of our Saviour is revealed by an Angel of the Lord to Shepherds 
keeping their flock by night in the neighbour-fields, which word a multitude of the 
Heavenly Hoft receiving, prayed for glory to God, peace to the Earth, and good will 
to Men. The Shepherds making hafte to Bethlehem,found Mary and Jofeph, and the 
Child lying in the manger, and they pubiifhed that that was cold them concerning the 
Child* and they returned praifing and glorifying God, [ Luke y II. 8, ^0.3 

The Child is circumcifed the eighth day after his Nativity ; and his name is called 
Jcfis, which was fo declared by the Angel, before he was conceived in the womb, 
LMf,H.Ji.] 

The Wilemen from the Eaft, the Star being their guide, coming to Herod to Je- 
rufalem, and there being taught that the Birth-place of Chrift was Bethlehem of J u- 
dca,they went thither, and entring into the houfc which was Ihewed them by the 
Star that flood over it, they found the little Child and Mary his Mother, and falling 
down worshipped him, and having opened their Treafures, they offered unto him, 
Gold', Franckincenfe, and Myrrhe ; then being warned of God in a dream, that they 
mould not return to Herod, they departed into their own Country another way, [ Mat. 
II.i,ii.] 

The fortieth day after her delivery, Mary goeth to Jerufalem to the Temple, both 
that (he might prcfenc him to the Lord, according to the Law of the Firft-borne, and 
alfothat (he might offer for her felt a pair of Turtle Doves, or two young Pigeon?, 
( (he being in that condition of poverty that (he could not offer a Lamb ) according to 
theLawof them that hadlainein, [Luke^U. 22,23,24,27. with Leviticus, XII. 2, 

"When his Parents brought the Child Jefm into the Temple, to do for him after the 
cuftomof the Law, there came into the Temple Simeon of Jerufalem, to whom it 
was revealed by God, that hefhouldnot die before he had feen the anointed oi the 
Lord: whom he took in his arms aud praifedthe Lord, (peaking prophefies both of 
Chrifl himfelf, and his Mother. In the fame moment alio, came Anna a Prophetcffe 
the daughter of Phanuel, (he alfo openly acknowledged the Lord, and (pake of him to 
all that looked for redemption in Jerufalem, [ Luke, II. a 5, 3 8. j 

When Jofeph and Marv had performed all things, according to the Law of the 
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j Lord, they returned into Galilee, unco their own City Nazareth, £ L/^.-, II, 39. J 
i _ The Angel of the Lord appealing to Jofeph in a dream, warneth mm ot his flight 
into Egypt, that he might provide tor the life of the Child, and efcape the devices of 
Herod. Who being a wakened, took the young Child and his Mother by night, and dc- 
pated into Egypt, where he remained until the death of Herod, [ Matth. II. 13, 
i4, IS. J 

Herod thinking the young Child had been (till at Bethlehem, that he might deftroy 
him amongft the rert, killed all the children which were in B:thlehem, and in alithe 
coafts thereof, from two years old and under, according to the time ( oi the Star firil 
feen in the Eaft ) chat he had enquired otthe Wifemen, [ Matt. II. \6, ] 

Herod having received letters from Antipater from Rome, in which he fignified to 
him, that havngdetp.itched all his buiinefle according to his own mind, he would in 
Ihort time return into his own Country again: writes to him back again dillembling 
his anger, that he (hould make hade, left fomrthing might happen to him thorough 
his ablence thac he fhould not like of, and alio modeftly complaining of his 
mother, promiicd that he would remit all differences after his return, [ Jofeph, Mr, 17, 

Antipater heard no news all this while either of the death ofPheroras, or ofthofc 
things that were brought on foot againft him, although there was (even month? (p.icc 
between, the wickedneffe proved againtt him, and his return. [Id. lib. 1. bell.cap. 20. 
& lb. 17. cap. 6, fa, ] For in his journey at Tarentum, he received a letter of Pnaroras 
death, and in Cilicia ihcfe letters of his father, that recalled him back fo ha (lily : and 
coming to Celenderis, a Town of Chcia, he began to doubtof his returne, being ex- 
tream forrowful, for the dilgrace of his mother; but failing forwards, he came to 
Sebafte, a Port of Cefarea 1 where being laluted by none, from thence he came to Je- 
rufalem. [U.lib. 17. cap. 7.] 

Ic happened mat QyiVitilius Varus, was the fame time at Jerufalem, being fentfuc- 
ceffour to Saturninus into Synj,and then called thither by Herod, to arfift him with 
his councel in his weighty affairs. A ; they were fitting both together, Antipater comes 
in, not knowing any thing, and in his purple garment that he was wont to wear,en- 
tred thePailacc: he being entred in, the guards at the gates fuffered none of his fol- 
lowers to come in with him: as he was coming neer, his lather ihruff him from him, 
reproach ng him with the murder of his brethren, and intended poifoning of his father, 
telling him mat the next day Via us fhould both hear and determine all thing* between 
them. [/A**.] 

The next day Varmand the King fitting in judgement, his father Irmfelf fnft began 
the accufation, and left the protection and confirmation thereof to Nicholas Damil- 
cene his dear and famiiiar friend, and one that knew all the bufinelle, where when 
Antipater could not clear himfelf from the crimes obje&ed againft him. Varus com- 
manded the po (on that he had prepared for his father to be brought forth, which 
bcinggiventoa condemned man, killed hlmimmediaily. Which being done, Varus 
role irom ihc Council, and the n.xt day w^nt to Autiochu, becaufe there was the chief 
Palace of the Syrians: but Herod preleuly call: his (0.1 into pnlon,anJ (ignifiel fo 
much by letters to Caelar ; fending alio melteugets, which by word ol mouth, migiu 
certifie Ivm of the cuifed treafon of Antipater. [/bid.] 

At the lame time there were letters interceprcd Irom Antiphilus to Antipater out 
of Egypt, together aim with others from Rome to Antipater and Herod the Kinp, 
written from Acme, (he was a Jew born, and Chamber maid to Livh, Czfarswite; 
who being corrupted with good (lore of mony by Antipater, fent a feigned letter to 
Herod, as if it had been written from Salome ro her Lady againft him; in which (he 
detired that (he might have licence to marry with Syllars, (to wit, that Nabatbaeau, 
Herods fworu enemy) Who a little after, for betraying ot jfiiius Gailu«, in the Ara- 
bian Expedition, and other crimes, had his head cut off at Rome, as Strabo writes in 
lib. 1 <J,p.7 82. Herod fent by his Embaffadors to Catfar, a copy of thefe letter?, together 
withtholeof his own, againft his ton. [Ibid.) 

Asthe Erhbafladours haften to Rome, Herod being taken with ficknefle* made his 
Will, leaving the fuccefllon of his Kingdom to his yoiugeit ton, Herod Antipas be- 
ing exafperated againft Archelaus and Philip) by talk adulations of Antipater. [Id, ib. 
lib. 17. cap, $. "] 

Judas, the fonof Sariph*us,and Matthias, the fon of Margalothus,twoofthe mod 
learned of the Jews, and beft Interpreters ot the Law, after they knew thac the Kings 
(ickmfle was incurable, perfwaded fome young men that were their Scholers, that 
tiicy (hould throw down the golden Eagle* that was (et up by Herod, over the great 
gate of the Temple : for going up at noon day, they pulled and hewed down with their 
ixes the Eagle, a great multitude being in the Temple and beholding ic : wliich as 
toon as it was told the Captain, he comes with a ftrong band of Souldicrs, and layes 
Iiiii held 
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hold upon fometourty of the young men together with their mailers and brings them 
to Herod, theleconftanrly defending what they had done, Herod commands them 
to be bound, and fenc them to Jericho : then calling for the rulers of the Jews, he 
being brought into the allembly in a litter by reafon of his weaknefle, he complaines 
not io much of the injury done to himfelf as to God (as he laid) who denying that 
it was done according to their order, he being fomeching more mild ro the left, 
takesaway.the High- Prieithood from Nlatthias the High-Piieft, a not altogether a 
ftranger from this bufinefie, and madeluccetlourto him Jazar the "brother of his wife, 
(Mariamme the daughter of Simon the High-Pried) but he burned alive the other 
Matthias that was partner of this ledition, and his companions, and that night the 
moon waseclipfed; [id.ibid.] which eclipfe to have been on the 3 day of March three 
houres alter midnight, the Aftronomicall table doth (hew. , 

ThenHerods difeafe began to grow worle,for he was inflamed with a flow fue> 
which was not perceived fo much by the ovitward touch, as that it burnt up h is very 
bowelh, he had alfo the difeate called the Bulimia, with a continuall defire oi eating, 
for the iatisfyingof which he was alwaies eating. He was alfo continually tortured 
with ulcers in his bowells, and paines of the collick, his feet fwelled with a moilt 
phlegm, and alfo his thighes, his members rotted and were full of worms, and alio a 
filthy and no lefle troublefome Priapifme, and alfo a molt gteivous ftinfce, and over 
and above he was troubled with convulsions, and difficulty of breathing, [ibid.] 

And although he wasfo grievouily tormented, that he feeroed to every oae that he 
could not be able to endure it, yet he hoped he fhould efcape, being very carefull to 
fend for Philicians* and feeking jnedecines from every place he went alfo beyond 
Jordan, and went into the hot baths at Callirt hoe, which running into the Afphaltite 
lake, and belidesthemedicinall vercue are plealant to drinke, then by the advice oi: 
his Phifician; being fetin a bathing tub rilled with oyl, he teemed to them to give 
up the Ghoft, whereupon at the fndden crying ou:and bewailing him of his friends, 
he came to himfelf, and now feeing no more hope of recovery, he commanded 50 
drachmestob^ given to every bnldier, and having ufed much liberality to his Cap- 
tains and friends he returned again to Jericho. [»k<] 

When Auguftus had heard that among the children that Herod the King oi the 
Jews had commanded to be killed within two years old, that there was a ton alto of 
bis own killed alfo- Said. It was better to be Hsrodskog than his fo». thus Macrobins re- 
htci>.[ lib. z.S Martial. cap. 4.] 

Herod by an edift calls together from every place to Jericho, the molt noble ot 
the Jews, and (huts them up in a place called the Hippodram, giving command 10 
his lifter Salome, and her hufband Alexas, that as foon as he was dead theylhon d 
caulc the fouldiers to kill all thole that were (hut up, tceking only this, that the people 
fhould have caufeoifotrow, other wile they would rejoyceat the death of their King 
they hated to much. []ofeph.iib. 17. cap. 8.] . 

Liters cam: from Rome,from the Embaffadours that were fene toCarlar, in Which 
was fignified, that Acme was put to death by Czfarin a difplealure, becaulefhe had 
been oi Antipaters conspiracy, and that Antipater himfelf was left to his fathers plea- 
fuLC,eithertobaniQihimortopuc him to death* Herod having heard thefc things is 
a little cheered, but prcfently being afrelh tormented, and greedy of meat, he called 
for an apple and a knife to pare it, and when he thought to have (tabbed himlclf, 
Achialus his nephew prevented him, and calling for help, held his right; hand and a 
great lorrow with fear and tumult fttuck the whole pallace, as if Herod had been dead. 
f Id. lib, 1 7, cap, p. "I 

When Antipater perceived that noile, thinking certainly that his father had been 
dead, he began to temper with his keeper about letting ot him our, prormfing him 
many things both in prefent and for the future when it lay in his power : which prattife 
the Keeper told the King, who for very anger cryed out, and although he was to 
neer death yet raifed himfelf up in his bed, and commanded one of his guard, to go 
prefently and to put Antipater to death, and that he (hould be buried in the Cattle of 
Hyrcanion without any honour. [ id. ibid. ] 

Then changing his mind he made a new teftament, for Antipas who before he had 
made his lucceflour of the Kingdome, he made him Tetrarch ot Galilee and Petrea, 
but gave the Kingdome to Archelaus, and afligned to his (on Philip the regions oi 
Gaulanitis,Trachonitis,Batana:a and Pancada in the name of a Tetrarchy, to Salome 
his filler he gave Jamnia, Azotus and Phafaelis with 5 00000 drachmes to the reft of 
his kindred he gave money and yearly penfions. To Caefar he gave 1 0000000 of 
drachmes of filvcr, and all his plate afwell gold as filver, and a great quantity of pre- 
cious moveables. To Liria Cajfars wife and to fome certain friends 5000000 of drach- 
mes. [ id. ib. cap. 10.] 

Herod havfng ordered thefc things five daies after he had put to death Antipater, 

he 
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he d'ed himfelf, having enjoyed the kingdom 34 years after he had killed Antigonus : 
but irom the time that he was declared King by the Romans 37 yctos 9 lfd.ib$d.& 
beHi. 1. cap, tilt. ~\ about the »5 of our November : v;z.. the 7 ot the moncth Cillon ; 
which ismcrciore accounted a Joyful and Feftival'day, becaufe in that day Herod d'ed 
wh hated all wife men: as Edwaid Live ley a moll learned man, noted in his Chrono- 
logy, in myr\ nVio G r the Volume of the Fall. 

Salome and Alexas, before the Kings death was known, fent all thofc home that 
were lbiu up in the Hypodrome, faying That he had fo commanded, that they lhould 
go into the Country and follow their bufmeflcs. [ fofeph. U. 1 7. cap, 10.] 

Then was the Kings death declared, and all the fouldicry called into theTheater 
of Jericho, and there they firft read the Kings letters to the fouldiers, in which giving 
them thanks for their fidelity and love to him, he defires them that they would do the 
like tor his Ion Archelaus, whom he had appointed tobchisSuccel-our i.i the king- 
dom. Then Ptolemy the keeperof the Kings Seale, read hi< Teftament, which he 
would not have to.be ratified wirhout Caefars conlenr. Then was there a ihouc for joy ' 
that Archelau? was King,and the fouldiers came flocking in with their Captains a- 
bout him, and promifed that they would keep the fame faith and affection to him as 
they had done to his father, praying God to profper him in his Raign. Then was the 
Kings Funerals mott royally prepared by Archelaus, | Ibid. ] 

Heiod being dead who fought the life of the young Child Jeftr, the Angel of the 
Lord appearing to Joteph in a dream in Egypr,commandcd chat he fhould return with 
the yomg Child and his Mother into the land ot Ifrael : who being awakened per- 
iorms what was injoyned him, [ Matt. II. 1 9, 20, 21. ] 

Joteph coming into the land of Ifrael, when he heard that Archelaus raigned in 
Juocaintheroomeofhis father Herod, he feared to go thither, and being warned of 
God ina dream, he departed into the parts ot G-ililee (the Tetrarchy of which his fa- 
ther Herod had given to Antipas by Tiis will ) and thcredwelc in the City Nazareth : 
horn whence Jftus took the name of Nazarcne, [ Matt. II. 22, 23.] and the Cariltians 
of Nazarcncs, [ «/*#j, XXiV. J. ] 

Herods body is carried in a Funeral pompe aoo furlongs from Jericho, to the Cuttle 
Herodion, where he himfelf had appointed to be buried, [Jofeph. lib. x.bell. cap. nit. fin,] 
they going each day but eight fuilongs ( or an kalian mile ) as may be gathered out of 
the 17 book of Anriquir. cap. 10. ) H- was carried in a golden Lifter, let with precious 
Stones* bearing cloth of Purple : his body alfo was cloathed with Purple ; then 
was a Diadem put on his hcad,and alfo over him a Crown of G jld, and a Scepter in 
his right hand : his Ion, and kinsfolke marched about the Licter: then followed the 
fouldiers, marfhalled according to their Nations, then 500 tcrvants bearing perfumes,

The ceremony of the Funerals being ended, Archelaus coming to Jrrcfalem, folem- 
nized the mourning (or his father fevendayes, after the cuftom of the Jews; and at 
the end of the =ourning, made a Funeral Banq.et to the multitude, 1'hen going up 
into the Temple, wherefoever he went he was entertained with gratulatory acclama- 
tions ; then attending into an higher place, and fitting on a golden Throne, he graci- 
ouflyfpeakes unto the people, promising them very fairly; but wichal faid, That he 
would not take the name of King upon him, until Cxfar had confirmed his fathers 
reftament: and after the lacrificcs were ended , he banqueted with his friends, 
lld.ibidA 

Then mere was a fedition raited by their friends, whom Herod had put to death for 
throwing down the golden Haglc; who then call reproaches upon the dead King, 
demanding fomc ot his friends alfo to be punilhed ; and moreover defired that Joazar 
the High Prieft might be turned out of the Priefthood : whom when Archelaus fought 
to appeafe, but in vain, the matter came to that pafTc, that about the Feaft of the Pafte- 
ovcr, Archelaus fent the whole army againft them, where 3000 men were killed by 
the Horiemen about the Temple, the reft laving thcmfelves in the adjoyning moun- 
tains, X.IdJib. 17. cap 11.] 

Then Archelaus goes down to the Sea with his mother ( Maltbace a Samaritane ) 
to tail unto Gefar, taking along with him Nicholas Damalcene,and Ptolomy ( Herods 
Agent ) and many other of his friends: committing his family and kingdom to the 
truft of his brother Philip. Salome alfo the lifter of Herod went with him, who took 
with her all her children. Others alfoof his kindred followed him, as it ir were to la- 
bour to get the regal dignity for Archelaus,but indeed to withftand him, and to accufe 
him foi rhat fa£t that was committed in the Temple [ Ibid. ] 

A< Archelaus was going with this company, he was met by Sabinu> Caefars Agent 

in Syria that was porting into Judea to take charge of Herods money, whom Varus 

the Gnvernour of Syria opportunely meeting him, retained, for Archelaus had fent for 

him by Ptolemy. So that he in favour of the Govemour, neither leized upon the For- 
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treflesof Judea, nor fealed up the Kings Treafures, leaving all things in Archelaus his 
poffelfion, till Cafarfhould determine fomething concerning them, and having pro- 
mifed thele thing?, he tarried at Caelarea: but after Archelaus let fail for Rome, and 
Varus was gone to Antioch, he then went to Jerufakm and ieized upon the Palace : 
and then caliing before him the Captains of the Caftles, and the Kings Agents, de- 
manded the accounts from them, and that the Caftles fhculd be delivered overco him ; 
but the- Governour* receded not from Archelaus his commands, but kept all things 
as they were until the Kings return, pretending they kept them for Gefar, 
[ Ibid. ] 

At the fame time Antipas the fon of Herod failed to Rome, with a hope to get the 
kingdom, for himfelf, to which he was excited by Salome, as if he were to be preferred 
before Archelaus, becaufe he was appointed the Succeflour of the kingdom, by He- 
rods fitftreftamenr, which ought to be of more validity than the fecond. He carried 
with him alfo his mother ( Cleopatra that was borne at Jerufalem ) and Ptolemy the 
brother 'of Nicholas Damafcene one of Herods chief friends, and one that favoured 
his title : but efpecially Irenxus an Orator, and eloquent man, and one that was con- 
verfanc in the Kings buGnefles, put him moft forward to affect the kingdom. After 
Antipas was come to Rome, all the kinfmen fell to him, for the hatted they bore 
to Archelaus ; Sabinus alfo in the letters he wrote to Gefar, accufed Archelaus. 

I mi 

Archelaus by Pcolemy exhibited a petition to Gefar containing his own right, and 
the accounts of Herods money that was fealed up. Gefar when he had read the pe- 
tition, and alio Varus and Sabinus his letters, called his friend* to council, giving the 
firft place in the Council, to Caius the fon of Agrippa, and his daughter Julia, whom 
he had now adopted ; there then Antipater the fon of Salome, a very eloquent man 
[peakes againft Archelaus, to whom Nicholas Damafcene anfwered in his defence, 
who having fimfhed his difcourfe, Archelaus fell down at Castars feer, whom hecur- 
teoLifiy raited up, and pronounced that he was worthy of the kingdom, pretending 
that he would do nothing unlcflc it wcreprcfcribcd in his fathers ceftansene, or that 
fliould be profitable for Archelaus ; and feeing the young man confirmed in fome 
hope by hi< promife, he determined nothing more at that time, [ Ibid. ] 

Varus coming Irom Antioch to reprefle the tumults that were raifed in Judea after 
Archelaus hisdeparture, pumfhed the anthours of the fedition ; and thefeditfon being 
for the molt part appeaf:d,hereturniogleic one Legion in Jerufalem, that he might 
take away all occalion of innovation from the Jews : but as fbon as ever he was gone, 
Sabinu; Cacfars Agent there, having the command of thofe Fotces that were left 
there, and now thinking himfelf equal to the people, he endeavoiiEeth to leize upon the 
Caftles, and forceably to make fearch after the Kings coine, for his private lucre and 
covctoutnefle fake. [ Ibid. ] 

TotheFeaftof Pcntccoftcame many thoufands, not {omuch for Religion fake, as 
to be revenged of Sabinu , not onelv from Judea Which was more grcvioufly offended, 
but from Galilee, and alfo from Idumacai and from Jericho, and from Towns that 
we re beyond Jordan: and fiercely aflaulted Sabinus, dividing their Camp into three 
Brigades. Againft whom the Roman fouldiers valiantly oppofing themfelves, and 
killing many .of thcm,cntredtheTreafurc-houfeof the holy Treature,a good part of 
which the fouldiers ftole, but there was openly brought 400 talents of that prey to Sa- 
binus i him a company of the moft warlike Jews befiged in the Palace ; but Rufus and 
Grams' who had under their command 3000 men of the moft warlike and ftout of 
Herods fouldiers joyn themfelves with the Romans. For all this the Jews never rhc 
more flowly followed theafiault,and undermining the walis, and exhorting their ad- 
verfariis to depart, promifmg them quarter; whofc liberal offer Sabinus fulpeaing, 
wouldlnot withdraw his fouldicto ftill expecting fuccour from Varu?,C -Mid. ] 

Jn thir ftate of things, there were divers other tumults raifed in Judea in divers other 
places ; becaufe the Nation had not a Kingof their own that might continue the mul- 
titude tn their duty by wholefome laws* For 2000 men, who had ferved under Herod, 
but then difmifled to live at home, affemblcd themfelves togerher,fcc upon thofe of the 
Kings faclion, againft whom Archiabus Herods Nephew, and General for the King, 
made head; and not daring to meet them in a place of equal ad vani age, as being old 
and expert fouldiers, he defended himfe|f and his party (as well as hp could ) infaft- 
neffc and places of difficult accede. [ Ibid. ] 

Judas C the fon of Ezechias that arch-thief, who in former time was with fo much 
labour'; overthrown by Herod ) having gathered a Band of defperate fellows at Scpho- 
ris, a City of, Galilee, made incurfions into the Kings Dominion; and having taken 
the Kings Armory,he armed all his louldier?, and feized alfo upon the Kings Treafure 
in thofe places : whereupon he began to be a tcrrour to the Inhabitants : he fpoiled all 
that fell into his clutches. He afpircd alio to the kingdom, not by lawful means, of 
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which he was wholly ignoranr, but by a liberty to do injury. [lb:d.] For whereas 
mini of the Hebrews, is the fame with min of the Syrians, from whence comes 
Judas and Thaddcu?. £ Luke. VJ. 16. with OHark.Hl. 18.] And much rather 
f heudjis, the fame name plainly comes : This Judas fcems to be no other than Thcu- 
daf, of Wivom [Abls V. 3 6.] Gamaliel fpeaks : Before thefe times rofc up Theudas, boafiing 
himfelf to be fome body y to whom a number of men, about 4O0, yojned themfelves, who were 
fain-, And all as mitny as obeyed him y were featured and brought to nought, 

Simorjalfo, a Servant of King Herods, a manotberwife efteemed among all men, 
for his <omlinefIe,ihiuie, and ftrength, durft venture upon the Crown; and being 
attendqd by a mighty company, and proclaimed King by them, who were an unbridled 
multitude, perfwaded himfelf that he was fit to be a King, rather than any other. He 
began his Kingdom by plundering and burning the Kings Palace at Jericho ; and 
then burningothcr Palaccs,and giving the plunder to them of his own faction : ,hc had 
alfo done more licentious prancks, it he had nor been ipedily prevented : for Gratu?, 
the Captain, of the Kings Souldiers, who then followed the Roman party, marched 
with his forces againft Simon, where, after a fierce conflict, they on the other fide of 
Jordan fighting in diforder , and rather with courage than skill, were overcome. 
Gratus alio took Simon, as he. was flying through a narrow paflage, and cuts off his 
head. So Jofcphus, [ut fnpra.] For Tacitus refers this rather to Va.ru : , in the 5 lib. of 
his Hiftory, [cap. 5,] writing thus of this Simon. After the death of Her od, one Simon 
makes himfelf Kino, without fo much as looking for Cdfars confent, but heispunifed by Vartu, 
the (fovnrnour of Syria, 

At Amatha, alfo by Jordan, a royal Palace of the Kings, was burnt by fuch a rabble 
of men as Simon had. Athrongcs alto, an obfeure Shepherd formerly, and oncly 
famous for Irs huge ftature and ftrength ; he alfo took upon him the regal dignity. 
He had four brothers that were of of like ftature and ftrength, upon wnom,as his 
Lieutenants, he give charge of the multitude that came flocking to him, when there 
was any wars. He himfelf wearing a Crown, did conf ult what was to be done, but he 
kept the foie command in his own hands. The power of this man endured long, (for 
he was not a King for nought) until he was brought under the power of Archelaus, be- 
in? returned from Romc.iJofeph.lJb. 1,7. cap. £2.] 

"Athrongcs his ctuclry reached moft efpecially againft the Romans, and the kings 
party, for he hated them alike. His forces lurprifed a Cohort about Lmmaus, as it was 
carrying Visual and Ammunition to the army, and kVtied with their Darts Arius, a 
a Centurion, with 40 of his ftouteft Foot; the reft looking to be ferved no better, 
Gratus coming with the kings fouldiers , refcued , but there left the dead bodies. 
I Ibid.] 

Qiiintiliu? Varus knowing the danger that Sabinus was in by his letters, fearing the 
utter overthrow of the third Legion, he takes with him the two others, (for at the 
uttermoft there were but three in all Syria) and four Troups of Horfe, and the aides 
of the Kings and Tetrarchs, and haftcth into Judea, to fuccour the beiicged, having 
commanded thofe that were fenc before, to meet him at Piolemais, and p.ifljng by tne 
City of the Berythians, hereceivcth 1 5 00 Auxiliaries from them. Amu- alfo the Pe- 
trcan, being a friend to the 'Romans, even (or the haired he bare to Herod, fent him 
good ftocc both of Horfe and Foot. [Ibid.] 

After all the army was come together to Ptolomais, Varus delivered pare of it to his 
fon, and to one of his friends, to march againft che Galileans, that bordered uponPto- 
lcmais; who cntring the Country, put all to flight that durft make head againft him, 
and took the City Scphoris ; and having fold all the inhabitants at an outcry, he fct the 
City on, fire. t/M/] 

Varus himlc.lf went towards Samaria with the army, but did no harm to the Q:y, 
bccaulehc knew it had not; been wrapt in the f:ditio:i: but he pitched his Camp in a 
cettain Village, that was. called Aras, which was the poillilion of Pcolemy: this the 
Arabians, burnt, hating his friends, for the hatred they bare to Herod. Then march- 
ing on, tlipy came to Sampho, which the Arabians fiift fpoiled, and then burnt, al- 
though it was wel fortified: in all that march they put all to rirc and lword,but Emmaiis 
was burnt by the command of Varus, in revenge of his Souldiers that were there ilain, 
but the inhabitants had firft forfaken it. [Ibid.] 

Then, when they came nigh to Jcrulnlem,the Jews which befieged the Romans 
on that fide, as foon as ever they law the army approaching, being affrighted, fled, and 
gave over the aflault they had begun : but thofe of Jerufalem being grievoufly repro- 
ved by Varus, exculed themfelves, that the people indeed were gathered cogether in 
regard of the fcaft, but that the war arofe not with their conlent, but by the boldnefle 
of the ltrangers that came thither ; and already there had gone out to meet Varus, 
Jofcphus, a Nephew of King Herods, Grains and Ru.us with their Souldiers, and the 
Romans that had fulteined the fiege : but Sabinus would not come in fight, but Heal- 
ing, 
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ingprivaicly out ol the City,hafted unco thcfeaward. [Ibid,] 

Tncn Vanis fending part of his army throughout all the Country, fought cut the 
authours of this lcdition, whom having found hepunifheth, (ome as guilty, andiome 
were let go free : but there were about 2000 crucified tor this caufe. After this he 
difnvflcd his army, or which he had no more ufe; and thole alfo, who contrary to 
his m nd, had committed many outrages for meer lucres fake* And hearing that there 
were ioco Jews gathered together, he haftensto apprehend them : but they not da- 
ring to ftand the biunr, yielded thcmfelves by Achiabns his advice. Varus then pardon- 
ed the common people for their feditioo, but fent the ring-leaders to Carfar, andfo all 
things being reduced to peaee, he ieft the fame Legion in Jerufalem in Ganlon, and fo 
returned to Antiocb. [Ibid,] 

Malthace , the mother of Archelaus , dyed of a (ickneffe at Rome. 
llb.d.] 

Caefar having received Varus his letter, concerning the revolt of the Jews, 
he pardoned the reft of the Captains of the (editions, and onely punilhed (ome of 
King Herods kinfmen, becaufe chat neither for kindred fake, nor yet for jufticefake 
they had abftained horn rebellion. {Ibid.] 

t There came at the lame time, by Varus his permiflion, an Embaflieof the Jews, 
uefiringthar they might live alter their own laws- the Embafladours were about jo,to 
whom there juyned thcmfelves about 8000 Jews that d welt at Rome. When theretore 
Cxdt had called a Council of his friends and ch jpfeCkizens into the Temple of Apollo, 
which he had built to his mighty charge : thither came the EmbalTadours, a multitude 
of the Jews follow' ng them, and Archelaus came alto with hiscompmy. Philip alfo 
was there, who came by Varus his advice out of Syria, both chat he might bean 
advocate tor his brother, to whom Varus wiihed well, a;vi alio that in rbedivifion of 
Herods Kingdom, he might get (ome (hare. The Embafladours therefore having 
l°ave(o (peak-, they began their difcourfe from the accuiation of Herod and Arche- 
laus, and then defned that they might have no more Kings, but that the form of the 
Common-wealth might be changed, and be annexed to Syria, and that they might 
obey the Governors fent them from Rome : to which objections, when Nicholas 
Damafcen had aofwered both for Herod thac was dead, and for Archelaus that wai 
prelenr, Cafar brake up the councel. [Ibid,]. 

Aiewdaicsafccr, Gefar declared Archelaus not King indeed, bur made him Lord 
of halt part of that dominion that was left him by his father Herod, but promifed him 
a Kingdom,! he behaved himlclf as might deferve a Kingdom: to him belonged 
J udea and ldumca, and befides thefe Samaria, to which, by the command of Ca-Far, 
a fourth part of their tribure was remitted, becaufe that they kept themlclves in peace, 
when the reft were infedit'on, in his government thefe Cities were comprehended, 
the Tower of Straton, Sebaftc, Jopp^, Jerufalem ; for Gaza, Gadara, and Hippou 
were Cities which followed the lawesot Greece, lor which caufe Gefar had difmem- 
bred th:m and annexed them to Syria. Yet there accrewed to Archelaus 600 talents 
out of his own dominion. [ id. ibid. cap, 13.] 

C.elar divided the other half of Herods dominion to two other, two of Herods fons, 
to Herod Antipas befell Galilee, with the iurie Country of Petrxa, (but a moft fertile 
one and lieth beyond Jordan, between the two lakes of Tiberias and Afphaltites, ; 
the yearly revenue of which were 200 talents, to Philips lot befell Batan*a, Trachonitis 
and Auranitis, with a certain part ol the palace ofZenodorus, (as they call it) which 
paid yearly a 1 00 talents, to Salome aifo befide the Cities thac were left her by her 
brother Jamnia Azotusand Phaiaclis, and half a million of filver; Csfar gave her a 
palace in Alcalon, file a';fo received trom the places that were lubje£t to her fixty ta- 
lents, and dwelt in the dominion oi Archelaus : the reft of Herods kindred received 
what was bequeathed by his teftament; alio two of Herods daughters that were virgins 
befides what their f 1 ther left them, received from the bounty of Cacfar a quarter of a 
million of filver, and were married to the fans or Pheroras, yea and all the Kings le- 
gacy amounting tothefumof 1500 talents he gave to his (ons, keeping for him- 
frlf bin a few moveables, not fo much for the value, as for the memory of his friend. 
lid. lb. d.] 

Thus the children of Herod governed the Nation being thus r. drained in a three- 
fold dvdion, faith Tacitus [ lib. 5. cap. 9. ] to whom Strabo is to be added , wri- 
ing thus of fiis children, Some of them he put to death him fc If \ as being ajfailed bj their 
tr.'-aehery^ others at his death he left his fuccefour S> «fftgning to ever j one his portion, Cttfar 
Jfo I ghlj honoured Herods children, and hit Sifter Salome, and Berenice the daughter of 
S.ilcmi.; 

A certain yevvr man, a Jew of mean parentage, broughtup in Sidon, with a Ro- 
mar libertine, thai rtfcmbled Alexander the (on of H?rod in the face, feigncs him- 
klt so be he, who was delivered from death with his brother Ariffobulus by themeans 
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ofaccrtain friend of his keeper, being induced to feign this by a certain earning im- 
poftour, that Was very well acquainted in Herods palace, being imtru&ed by mis 
fellows cunning and deceits, when he had failed into Crete, he perfwaded ail che Jews 
that came in conference wico him this thing was fo, and having got ftorc of money 
from them, he failed into the IfUnd Mdus, where he got huge ftoie of money under 
pretext thac he was of the Kings frock, and now hop ng that he ihould recover his 
farhcrs Kingdorne, he haftcd to Rome, his friends accompanying him, and when he 
had failed to Puteoli, he was there likewife received With the fame favour by the decei- 
ved Jews, and as he was coming to Rom?, all the multitude of the Jews thac lived 
there came out to meet him, when this news was brought to Cajfar, he fent thither Ce- 
ladus one of his freemen thac was very well in former time acquainted with the young 
men, commanding him thac he Ihould bring Alexander into his prefence, which thing 
he did, but was no wifec than the relt in knowing him, bur, yec he did not deceive 
Csefar, who fent this talle Alexander when he had confelled his impofture to the galues 
becaiilehewasofaftrongbody, and caufed the other that induced him to this fraud 
tobepuctodeath.[7^M*.'i7-™MS>.] . TJ , . _ . ft . . 

Archelaus being returned into his government in Judea, rakes away the Pnetthood 
from loazar,the Ion of Boethus(or his grandchild by his fon Simon) accufmg him 
that he had favoured the [editions, and placed that dignity upon his brother Elcazar. 

Augustus brought his fon Lucius (in his 1 3. Confulfoip) into the Court. [ Sutton, in 
cap 26, ] conferring the fame honours upon him thac he had conferred three years be :

There was occafion of bufineffe to Auguftus in the Eaft from the Armenians, he 
intendinghisplaiesatRome,Pompciushad only accuftomed them to this only kind 
of fcrviSthatthey (hould receive their Governours from Rome, but now they had 
expuUcdArtaratdcs (or Artabazes) whom Auguftus had (et over them upon this 
title,andhad(ubftituted Tigranes in his place, and for the defending otth.s revoh, 
heycalledthe Parchuni totheic aid, and fo Armenia, withdrawing It felt tpthem, 
and the Parthiansleavingthe alliance of the Romans,laiesholdon Anosn^Fhrm 
&Tc£\*. rOrim. Paterctlus. lit. *. cap. 100. Tmtm, A»n*l. 4»,». «M, 
S. m Zonara, & excerpt* * Pulv. Vrfm Edit, legat. J9 . SextHS. %rfu m. 

^Tngu'ftus brings Caiusand Lucius atyctvery young into fome charge in ch«om- 
monweakh, and fent them about the province! and armies, they being d^hgned 
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Confuls, [ Sucton, in ORav'w, cap. 64. ] Whence wc read in Veileius Patercului, [ lib. 2. 
c*h ,01 • 3 That Caius went about the Provinces ( adfidendnm ) to fettle them, where 
Beams Rhenanus chinks it fhould be read ( ad fedandum) to quiet them ; and Juftus 
Lipfiui thinks ( advtfendum ) to vifit them. And that this isthe belt reading, that place 
oi : Dion foews, in the collections (ec forth by Hemicus Valefius, [/>*£. 665.] ** Caius 
" Carfar going abouc as they were wont to do in peace, viewed the Legions that were 
a incamped by the River liter ; for he had never any command in the wars: not 
"that there was not any war ac that time, but becauie he had learned the arts in 
«« peace and fecurity, while the dangers of the war were committed to others manag- 
" menr. 

At Rome in the very year that Auguftus fet forth the Shews of the Combatants 
both at land and tea, there brake out a filthy and horrible difafler in his own houfe ; for 
his daughter Julia altogether unmindful cither of the grcatnefs of her father or husband, 
let: nothing u-.idone in luxury and lull that it was pofliblc for a woman to do or fufrer ; 
tor (he mcafured the gieamefs of her fortune by her liberty in finning,accounting every 
thing lawful that pleafcd her, [Vella. Patent. Lb. 2,.cap. 100.] Yea (he came to that 
heightof lacivioufneffe, that (he kept her mighty tcaftings in the very Courts of J li- 
ft ice, abuimg thole Courts with lafcivious aas in which her father had made the law a- 
gainft adulteries. Whereupon her father was foinraged that he could not contain 
his anger within his own houfe, but publiihed thefc things, yea, and communicated 
them with the Lords of the Senate, [ Seneca, de Benefice, lib, 6. cap. 32. Die. in Xipb'i, 
epitome, & Excerptis,Valefu,pag, 665.] oncly he was not prefent, but in a note that was 
read by the Queftout," made the thing known to the Senate. He kept himfeif alio 
from any company a long lime for very fhame ; he was thinking alto of putting his 
daughter to death. [S»m»,»» OBavio. ] At la ft the wa$ banifhed into Pandataria an 
Illand of Campania : her mother Scribonia of her owp accord accompanying her in 
her banifhment, [Vellei.<Patercul. & D:o.m fupra.] who being divorced fromGefar 
that very day in which fhe was delivered other, L. Mattius, and C.Sabinust being 
Con[m<,\_DoJ'ib,4$.pag. 377.] towit,the yearofthe Julian accounr, 4*7 5. So that 
Julia was 38 yea rsoldat that time, and that fhe was not yonnger than that age, we 
1 ndcrtland out of Microhms, [l:b..i.Saturnal. cap, 5. ] 

Tiberius being in Rhodts, and hearing that his wife Julia was condemned for her 
luftt andadrhenes,and that a divorce was fent her in his name by the commandof 
Auguftus* although he was glad at heart, yet he thought it his duty, as much as in him 
lay, by frequent letters (to beg him that he would forgive his daughter* and that he 
would grant her, although (he had deferved very ill, yet whatfoever he had given her. 
[ Sutton . m Tiber, cap, 1 1 , ] 

\V hen Auguftus heard that the Armenians were revolted, and that they were aided 
by the Parthians,he was grieved at ir, and doubted' what to do ; for he could not ma- 
nage the war l.imfelf becaule of his old age; and Tiberius had withdrawn himfclf, 
neither durft he truft any of the more powerful Citizens : Caius and Lucius wore young 
and unfit for I. ch matters ; but yet necefiity compelling him, he chofe Caius, making 
him Proconfui, and marrying him, that by this means he might fecm to have more 
honour, and more friend; to give him counfel, [ ZoKarus, ex Dine.] His wives name 
was Loliia Paulina, [ Smton, m Qaud-.o, cap. 26.] either the daughter or neice of Mar- 
cus Lollius, [PH»,lib.9.cap,^^,Solin,cap. 5?.] "Whom he would have to be either 
Governour or Moderatour of Caius his youth, [ Velki. Patercul. lib, 1, cap, 1 oa. Suet on 
in Tiberio,cap. 12.] 

When he was providing for this Expedition, Ovid wrote p*w«m£»f«r, i n his firft 
book ; adding this to the mention of the Sea-fight that was but ne wly ended.

He that was fo ill a Prophet in conjecturing what fhould come to pafle, was not much 
ottof the way in fetting down the jurt year of Caius his age. For his father Auguftus 
was nineteen years old when he gathered his army : as ic hath been (hewed before out 
of the Ancyra'n Marble : and Caius was now entered into the nineteenth year of his 
age, when he provides for the Armenian and Parthian war, fo that he was Comman- 
der in war jult at the fame age that his father had been. 

The Emperour Auguftus fent before Dionyfius amoft excellent Geoprapher into 
the Ealt, to make a Commentary of" all things, for his elder fon that was to go into 
Armenia, about the affairs of Parthia and Arabia: as we read in Pliny, [ l>b.6.cav, 
27. 1 Whether it was that famous Dionyfius whofe Periegefis is extant in Greek Verlc, 
or Dionyfius the fon of Diogenes of whom Marcianus Heracleota in his hilt book ot 
Pcriplus, laith, that he (et forth the dimeufion of the Earth. 

That Caius Caefar had Armenia for his Province, faith Tacitus, £ Hb.i. Annal,cap. 
I . Ub. 3. cay. 48. ] That he was fent into Syt la, faith Veileius Paterculus, [ lib. ». cap. 
1 01 . 3 That he was made Governour of the Eaft, faith Suetonius, [ hi Tiben'o, cap. 1 2.] 
That he was fent by Auguftus to order the Provinces of Egypt and Syia. O ;ofius, [ lib, 
7- ca P-3.~\ Pihiy in the end of the 2 7 chapter of the fixch book, citeth Volumes cf 
King juba written to the fame Caiu* concerning the Expedition into Arabia, and in 
the following chapter adding, that Caius had oncly an eye upon Arabia, but never 
made any Expedition thither. 

Asfoonas Phraates the King of the Parthians heard of the warlike provifion that 
Caius made againft the Barbarians with an Apology for thote things that were don:: 
and defiring peace: to whom Cxfar anf wiring by letters, commanded him to leave 
Armenia ; but Tigranes at that time fent no Erabaffie to him. |_ &' iQ . lc g At > 39. '» £ x - 
cerptis, ah Vrftn. edit. ] 

Ti:n-:ius,the time of his Tribuncftiip being rA'cr, at length confe(!ed that he by his 
retirement went oncly to Quin all fulpiuon ot envy between himfeif and Caius an 
Lucius. He rcqueftcd, that feeing there was no dang-jr concerning that L->ulineife,tl:ev 
being grown men* and next in authority to the Emperour, that he would give bins 
leave to fee again his alliances, whom he had a great defire to fee : but this would no 
be granted, and he was moreover warned, that he lhould lay afide all cave ot them, 
woom he had left fo defircoufly, [ Stteton, in T'.berio, c.ip. 1 1. 3 

He tarried therefore at Rhodes againft his will, (carce obtaining (o much at hi 
mothers intreatics, that to cover the ignominy he might be there as a Li utenant co 
Auguftus Neither lived he onely a private lite, but in danger and fear, lying hid i. 
the middeft of the Illand , to fhun the fervices ot them that failed by, Q Id. 
ibid. 12.] 

Cains going to the Armenian war, Tiberius eroded over to Chins to p.efenthi 
fervicc to him, purging himfeif ot all fufpitions, and was very humble not oncly to 
Caius, but alio to bis followers, [ Xiphil. & Z»nar. e x D.on. ] although Veileius fidc:er- 
ing Tiberius as he doth alwayes, writes that Caius gave all honour to Tiberius as his 
fupenour, [lib.2. cap, 101. | Suetonius writes that Tiberius went not to Cihr, but 
SamosjfortoleehisfoninlawCaiuf, and that he found him much alienated l.om 
h m thorough the falfe accufations ot Marcus Lollius, [ »t fapra. cap. 1 2. 3 

He came alfo into (ufpition thorough fome Centurions of his allowance, who goinq 
from the meeting to the Camp again, feemed to have given doubtiul commiads to 
many, and which might tempt the minds of many to innovations; ot which (ufpition 
ocing certified by Auguftus, he continually delircd of him that he would fend one to 
him,ot whatrankfocvertobean Oveifcer of his words and deeds. H: lett oft alfo 
his uliial riding, and his other martial excercifes, and went in his coat and Jhooes lay- 
mg afide his Country habit : and in that falhion lived he at Rhodes two years, every 
day more contemned and more hated, T Sueton in Tibirio, cap. 12-] 
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Cams paffing by Judea, (corned to worlhipat Jerufalem, which Auguftus, as toon 
as he knew of from nimlelt much commended. Suetonius relates this, \_tn06ta.cap 93.1 
and out of him Orofius, [//*. 7. cap. j/jadding that Caius coming out of Egypt, pilled 
by the borders of Paleltinc. 

Zonai as relates our of Dion, ihat Caius coming from thence into Syria, did no- 
thing worthy fame. Vellcius Paterculus faith, Thai he behaved himfeif fovarioufly, 
that there wanted not matter foranyrhat would either praife him or dilpraife him 
C /; M.«p."«.3 But that through the greatneft and mayfly of the Roman namei 
he quieted all things, faith Sextus Ruhis in his Breviary. . 

Qmrinus being returned to Rom?, married that generous woman Lcpida, intended 
Cometime tor wife for Lucius, and to be daughter In law to Auguftu-, whom yet alter 
twenty years (C. Marcus Valerius MeiTala, and Marcus Airclius Corta being Confuls) 
in the year or the Per. Julian.4733, he divorced, accniing her that the had prepa- 
red poiion tor him. [Sueton, inT'berio, cap, 49, with Tacit, lib. 3. nAnnal cm 
2*,**.] 

When Auguftu' in thofe foremcnt ; oned letters had plainly called him Phraates, not 
calling him King, he was not a whit terrified, bur proualy writing hack ag-Jh,and 
cahing himieit King, called Auguftus nothing but Cafar. iDio.'mXephtlin. & Legat, 
1 9. Vrfin. edit.} But when he knew that Caius was c jme into Syria, and fulpeded mat 
lo.: the hatred ms fubjects bare him, things would nor. be quiec at home, he made a 
peace with Ciius, upon this condition, That he fhouid ic.iveorr pretentions to Arme- 
nia. [Xphilin.exDion.] From whence it is read in the ieventh book of Eutropiiis, 
'Ih.u Aitgufi us received Armenia from the Parthians. And in the Chronicle of Edcbius 
it is (aid that Caius Cxfar made peace with the Parthians. "' 

Wnen Artabazes, or Arcavaldc!>» wasdead of a difcale, Tigranesfcpt prefents to 
Auj-ultusdurjoy that his enemv was taken away,and not writing himfelfKing,beggeci 
the Ka\?gc2om ol him. Auguftus moved with thefe things, and tearing the "Parthian 
u'ar, both '.cc p.s of his p: dents, and commands him with fome hope to go into Syria 
roCius. SoDioninExcciptisicgar. a Fi'lvio. Urlin. Edit. Sextus Rutin in Brcviar. 

lakh. That the Armcni. ins that were then flronger tb.m the Parthians, yl-ldsd themselves 
to Cams : a;; J if you will hear forwards. The Armen.ans being pyned with the Parthians, 
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'led 1 the \riendfh p of the Romans , and to live in th.ir own Country, than to \oyn with 
the 'Parthians, Lofe their C°ttntry, and have the enmity of the Romans, 

THe fi ft year of the Vulgar Chriftfan account, of which we now reckon this 
KJ53. begins herein which Cams Caefar being twenty vears old, five years after he 
was brought into the market-place, was Conlul in the Haft, as Pighius in his Annal; 
thew-, out ol a Marble Tabic of Naples and Anagna. 

This year alio Tiberius lived at Rhodes a bammed man, under coulour of leading a 
folitous lite, for thus Tacitus rightly cenfures of it. [Annal, lib. i.ctp.4.] Whereupon 
one in a familiar banquet, mention being made of him, promised Cams, that if he 
would b'd him, he Would fade prefently to Rhodes, and bring him the head of that 
bamthed man, through which, not lo much fear, as danger, lie was compelled to defirc 
hi returne by his own and his mother* (of Livia) moll earned prayers. But Auguftus 
was determined to do nothing concerning this bulir/cifc, but according to the pleafurc 
of Caius. [Sueton in Tberio. cap, 13.] 

When Auguftu;, his Climafterical year being paft, folemnifed his 6irth day of 
64 years, on the ninth Kalends of October, he wrote this Epiftlc to Caius. &411 haile 
m Caius,my chicfefi deUght,whom mgoodfa-.th I alw.yes defirowhen thou art from me,but 
efpecially on foch dayes as this it; my eyes alwaies long for Caius, whom whensoever thou 
were't, J hope that being merry and in healthy thou didfi folemnly keep my fix ty fourth birth- 
day -. for thou fee/} that we have paft the f,xty third year, the common CMmaUerj of all old 
men : and I pray the gods, that for the reft of my life that remaineth, I may lead it in an happy 
eft ate, for the {fcnimon.a>ealth, you being in health, and quitting your fehes linemen, and 
fucc-cd.rg my place. Out of a book of the Epiftles of Auguftus to Caius, Aulius Gcllius 
hath prelerved this in Noitibus Atticis, lib. 15. cap. 7. 

Caius uent to a conference with th<- King of the Parthians, in an Ijland that the 
riva Euphrates makes; each having the like number with them, the Roman and the 
1 arLtiian ai my (landing one on this tide the other on that fide, firft the Parthian was 
fejL-ec by Caius on the Roman (hoar, and then Caius by the Parthian on the Parthian

At that time the anger of Caius Csrfar divulged the perfidious, f»bt«'lc and cunnin* 
connects 01 Marcus Lolhus, which were declared unto him by the Parthian, [id. ibid. 

_ _____ Ca h ' 20.] 
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cap, ioi.] foTbeing defamed (or taking bribes of the Kings, and tor robbing ail ti-u 
Countries of theEaft, he forbad him his friendihip: al hough his owu wife the 
daughter or neice of this Lollius isfaid to have gained a gown befet with pearl, va- 
lued at 400 Seftertium's, [Tim. lib, 9. cap. 3 5. Solin. cap. 55,] but by how much Cams 
was the more oflended w,th Lolliu$,by lo much the more he fhewed himfeif gentle and 
cxorablc to his father in law Tiberius. [ Smston. m Tib, cap. 1 5. ] 

The death of Lollius which was within tew dayes atter, Vellcius Patercalus, who in 
thofe places profefleth he knoweth not whether it were bychance,orvoluiKaiy,aU hough 
Pliny and Solinus affirm that he died by poifon taken ; Velleius faith that ali men did 
as heartily rcjoyce at this mans death, as the City mourned, that Ccnforinus died a lit- 
tle after in thole Provinces, a man born to deferve all mens friendihip, [lib. 2. cap. 102 .] 
It teems that C.Martius was this Cenforinus, that oftered the requeil of the Jcwj 
of Cyrcne and of Afia to Auguftus, in Jofephus. [ Amiquit. lib, 1 6. cap. 10,] 

QiriiniusismadeGovernour toCaius Cx(ar,in the room ot Loilius, who fetved 
Tiberius, living at Rhodes j which Tiberius himielf did acknowledge after his death 
in the Senate,commendingthe fervices of Quirinius towards him, and accufiug Lollius, 
as auchour of the ill will,and difference between him and Cam - Cstar. [Tacit Annnljib, 
3. cap. 48.] 

At Caius his permiflion, Tiberius is recalled, but with condition, that he fhould 
bear no office in the Common- wealth. \Sueton in Tiber, cap. 1 3,] 

Tiberius washimfelt very skillful of that divination that is taken from the ftars, he 
had aifo Thrafyllus,a Mathematitian in his company,who feeing a (hip failing towards 
them,agreac way off, which broughtthe news from Liviaand Auguftus of his return, 
affirmed that it brought fome joy to him, when as truly, becaule tilings happened a 
little hardly to him, and agaiuft Thrafillus his prcJi£tions,hc had intended at that 
very time as they walked together, to throw him headlong into the fea, as one 
that was falfe to him, and knew his fecrets. C Id, ibid, cap, 14. X;phil,n. ex 
Dione,] 

Tiberius therefore having ftaied feven years at Rhodes, in the eighth year after his 
departure, returned into his Country, Publius Vineius being Conful, Lucius and Caius 
being yet alive. [Sueton. utfupra, Velleiui Pattrculus,lib. 2, cap. 99. & 105.] And being 
returned to Rome, his {on Drufu; being brought into the market-place, he pjrefendy 
went from Pcmpvy's houfe, in the ftreec Carina:, to Meccenashis gardens in Efquilix: 
he wholly gave himfeif to cafe, doing fome private courtcftcs, brt not medling with any 
publick offices. [Sueton.ut fupra. cap. 15.] 

Then Lucius, as he was about to go to the armies in Spain, died at Marfellisof a 
(u iden dcath,bc ing a«»man of noIame,twenty two moneths beiore his brother Caius 
his death. [Florus, lib. 4. cap.ult, Vellei. PaterculJib.t, cap. lot. Tacit, Annal.lib.i. cap: 3 . 
Sueton in Ottavio. cap. 6 5 . Zonar. ex Dio.\ 

Atter Lucius bis death, Auguftu; would have adopted Tiberius; but he vehe- 
mently refuted it, baring the envy of Caius. ^VelU.

InRorus [lib. 4. cap.uk.] this ftory is thus related. Domivius, whom the King 
had made Govcrnour of Artaxatis feigning a revolt, affailes him as he was perufing 
a Scrollc, which he had given him a? concerning an account of the creatures, he was 
wounded indeed, but in thort time recovered of his wound: but the Barbarians being 
fct upon on every tide by the army with fword and fire, into which he threw himfelt, 
being wounded, (atisfied Cafar that outlived him. Sextus Rufusalfo followed Florus 
in his Breviary r but as if the bufincfle here had been concerning the Parthians, and not 
concerning the Armenians, he without reafon adde>, That the Parthians for fatisfaHion 
of fuch A bold attempt, didthen firft give ho fi ages to Otlavianus C*far, and reftored the £n- 
ftgnes that were taken away under Cra(fus. Relating all thote things to this Hdtory of 
Caius (falfly called Claudius, both here and by Jornandes, and in that wtiting of the 
Latmcs, that Georgius Syncellus transferred into his Greek Chronicle) which Suetonius 
iuOctavia.cap.il. had written ot the Parthians, comprehending both under one, 
without any account of the times. The Parthians eafily yielded up Armenia to (Octavius ) 
claiming it ; and reftored the military TLnfignes to him demanding them, which were taken from 
M, Crajfus and M. Anton'ws, and moreover offered hofiagts. 

Cams let Ariobarzancs, by birth a Mede, in regard ot his rare beauty, both of body 
and mind, over the Arm.nians at their defire. [Tacit, Annal, lib. 3 .] 

Kkkkk 2 Caius, 
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Caius by rcalbu of his wound began -o be in his body leffe able, and in his mind 
icfl'c piv.fitabie to the common wealth, neither wanted he the company of men that 
jy tliciL- ri.ictciy tomeuced his vices, by which he was brought to that paffe,that be 
had rather (paid all his time in any corner of the world, than to ret urn to Rome, 
[fcll.t, P.,tercxi. lib. cap* ioz,] for being become more dull through ficklinefie, and a 
htherdilpo(ition,[ic defired'that he might live a private life, at which Auguftus be- 
ing grieved, ad vile d him that he would return into Italy, and he fhould do as he would 
lZor.ar.ex D;one,] alter much reluttancy and much againfthis will, he was brought 
by Ihippinginto Lycia,aud died by iickneffein the City Limyra, [id.& Vellei. Pater c. 
m fupra.\ Tacitus notes that he died as he came from Armenia, being fick of his 
woui}d.lAn»a{.M.M,cap t $.~\ Scxtus Rufus affirmes he died of his wound being re- 
turned into Syria, but Suetonius confirmes that he died inLycia, as doth alfoDio 
and Vellchu ( who being a Iubune ot fouldiers, ferved then under Caiu;.[/'« Ottavio 
c^, 65.] 

Auguftus v/as much greived at the death of Caius, for in his letters he complained 
of Afimus Pollio, that being his dear friend hehada great (upper, when his grief was 
lo tttlh and great, to whom Pollio Wrote back j / [tipped after the fame ■fajh!o» i when I 
loft my fun ^ terms , would any exaU more greif from a friend, than from a father ? 

Marcus Seneca relates this in the proeme oi the 4. book of his controver- 
iies. 

Tiie bodies of Caius and Lucius were brought to Rome by the Captaines, armies 
*nd commanders ot every City, and the golden (or filver rather) tergets and (pears! 
tnat they received from the Knight, when they came to be men, were hung up in the 
Senate houk, [ Xiphii:». ex Dion.] although Bdlonius relates in the fecond book of 
bis obleivations, thac the Epitaph of C. Cxfar may be {een at Hama or Emefa in Syria : 
but that his bones were buried at Rome, this Epitaph thews, which is (een before the 
temple of the Apofties behind the temple of Minerva.

The Jul an tvaiender is let right, the third intercalary day being fupcrfluou ', which 
had incrcafed by the d.-tault otitic Roman Prieft% was this year in the month ot Fe- 
biuary omitted, but afterwards Auguftus being JTigh-Prieft, commanded that one 
day in the beginning of every filth year fhoufd be intercalated according to the inflitu- 
uon of Cxfar, and tor the perpetuali keeping up this order, he commanded that it 
fhould be engraved in a brazen table, [CMacrab. lib, 1. Satumal, cap. 1 4. fin, 1 from 
which inftuution the accounts of all times hereafter took their rife, [ Salm. cap.'s, J and 
nomarvcilfuritwasconftandyobferved even after, till the change of theKaiender 
made by Pope Gregory XI 1 1 in the year 1579.

Lithe time ofthiscax'ng Judas Galileus arofe, and drew away much people after 
him, he alfo pvrilhed, and ail that obeyed him were difperled, as laith Gamaliel, ABs, 
V» 37. which Judas Jofephus in 18. Antiquit. calls the G*ulonite y and faith he was born 
in the town of G.imala, buc in another place with Gamaliel he calls him a Galilean, and 
writes that he folliciced the people to revolt from the Romans when Quirinus taxed 
Judea. [ l':b, 1 8. cap. a, & lib. 20, cap, 3 . ] 

This man, Sadoc a Pharifee being his confederate, laboured to ftir up the people to 
rebellion, faying that this taxing was nothing elle but a manifeft profeflion of their 
fervitude,exhorting allthe nation to (land for their liberty,putting them in hope thereby 
that they lhould enjoy their effaces, and being confirmed in the pofleflion of them, 
they fhould be accounted valiant, neither was help from God to be nopedfor, if they 
did not provide for themfelves, ihefe fpeeches were entertained by the people with 
great pLafure,and they were encouraged to do fomething,tor it cannot be fpoken how 
thofe men troubled the nation, for they filled all thing* with murthers and robberies, 
lor they plundered without any refpe& of friend or foe, and murtheied many noble 
peonages; and all under pretext of defending the publick liberty, but indeed for 
their private profit > fake. Judas and Sadoc were the authours of all thefe calamities, 
all that were delirous of novcleies flocking to them, which for the prefent only diftur- 
bed not the commonwealth, but was the feed plot of all the future calamities. [ Jifepb. 

Antiquit. lib.\%. cap.i.'] 

To the three ancient lecb of the Jews, (viz. of Pharifees Sadduces andEflcnes) 
this JudasGalilaeus brought in the fourth, whofe followers in other things agreeing 
witii the Pharifees, they affirm chut God only is to be accounted Lord and Mafterof 
all, and would more eafily endure raoft exquifite tormencs, together with their friends 
and children, than call any morcall man Lord, [id. ibid. cap. a.] 

Qjrinius having-fold and confiscated Archelaus Ins goods, and gone through with 
the tax, which happened in the year $7 after the victory at Adtium, beginning at Sep- 
tember of the former year ) there being a .fedittonor the common people railed a- 
gainft Joazar the High-Prieft, he deprived him of his dignity and fubftituted 
Ananus (or Annas) the fon of Seth in his room. [ '4, /^. <vt/>. }♦] 
. Together with Quirinius came Coponius, who was of the order of Knighthood, 
being Tent by Augm'tns and was the firft governour of Judea, after it was reduced into 
a province, £ id. ibid, cap, 7, 1 i« cum lib. bell, cap, 7. which command of the Governours 
by him lent thither ieems alwaies to have been ended in the fpace ofthree yeares. 

Coponius being governour of Judea , in the Paffeover of this or the following 
year , when the Priefls ( as it was the cuftome alwaies at this fcaft ) had ope- 
ned the gates of the temple about midnight , that certain Samaritancs iccrctly 
entring Jerulalem, fcattercd mens bones amidft the porch, and over all the 
temple , whereby it came to pafle, that the Pricfts kept more diligent watch than 
ihey were wont to do before. [ 'jofepb, lib. 1 8. cap, g . ] 

At the Paffeover of this year , Chrifl in the twelfth year of his age be-

Ovid \vn banifhed to Tomos in, Pontus , partly for feeing fome difho 
neft aft of Aii£ufhis , which he would not have been feen ; of which mis- 
fortune we read him complaining of in ( fecundo, Ibro Trifiium ad ^4u-

Marcu* Ambivius was lent by Augufhis,the fecond Governour into Judea, in whofe 
time Salome, the lifter of Herod, departed this life, fhe : bequeathed to J. .ha CUvia 
Au£ufta)lamnia, with the government thereof, and Phafealis fcituatc in the Uain, 
and Archelais very well planted with Date trees,which is a moft excellent fruit, [fofepb.

The Senate and people of Rome, at Auguftus his rcqneft, made a decree that Tibe- 
rius might have the lame power in all the Provinces and armies ashehimle lthad. 
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\ Vellei. Patenul. lib.*, cap. 1 2 1 .] Suetonius relates that this law was propounded 6y the 
Confuls, [in Tiberio, cap. 21.] that Tiberius Ihould govern the Provinces in common 
with Auguftus : but Gevmanicus was Confulall that year, whom Auguftus being now 
very old, by writing, commended to the Senate, as the Senate it (elf did alio commend 
him to Tiberii's, as Dio tells in his Hiftory ot this year : [lib. ^6,pag. 587.] for it was 
no wonder that the Senate ihould be commended by Auguftus, to his fin his Colleague 
of the Empire, and partner in the Tribunejhip, as TacitUS [peaks, [lib, 1. Annal. cap. 3,] 
and being made alfo Ccnlor,he committed the care of the City to Lucius Pifo, be- 
caufehchad continued two dayes and two nights in drinking with him, being now 
Prince, as Pliny fpeaks in the laft Chapter of his fourteenth book : which Pilo Tacitus 
confirms to be Pretext of the City lor twenty years together, with great approbation, 
and dyed Domitius Aenobarbus, and Aulus Vitellius being Conluls, that is, in the 3 2. 
year after the Chriftian account, and was honoured with publick funerals. [Annal. 
l;b. 6. cap. 1 1.] From whence it is gathered that Tiberius was now Prince in the twelfth 
year of Chi iff, two whole years before Auguftus his death : and therefore there 
mull be a diftiuction obferved between the beginning of Tiberius his firft being Trince^ 
and he afterward being Monarch, 

Ovid mentioneth the fourth winter that he lived in exile, in the firft book of Pontus, 
and fecond Elegie 10 Maximus in thefe words.

Luc u~Munacius, and CaiusSilius being Confuls, the fourth ten years fpace of his 
Empire, now coming to an end,accepts ofj though againft his will, for ten years lon- 
ger, the Government ot the Common-wealth, and continues Tiberius in the Tribune- 
\h\v.\D.oJ>b. 56.^.588.] 

Scxius Pompeius,and Scxtus Apulcius being Confuls, Auguftus fignifies in a Breviary 
ol his Arts, cut \\\ M31 ble of Ancira, that he with his Collcagc Tiberius, had a third 
time numbred the people of Rome, in which mufter were numbred of Roman Citi- 
zens 41^700. [ jnfeript. (jiutrr.yng. CCXXX.] Where Eufcbius in his Chro- 
nicle miftakes, faying, That there were numbred 9370000. which errour Jomandes 
following in his bookof the fucceffion of Kingdoms and Times, gives up a greater 
than this, adding that Auguftus had commanded all the World to benumbredy being then 
in p es.ee at the Nativity of ]e[t*s Q>r.(r : when as both he in that place, and Eufc- 
bius conjecture, Thai die Nativity of the Lord, tell in the forty lecoud year of bis 
Empire. 

When Auguftus made thisgreat mufter in Mars field* a multitude of people being 
there, an Eagic often fluttered about him, and then went and fac upon a Temple that 
was nigh, upon the firft letter of Agrippa his name j which being obferved, he com- 
manded his Colleague Tiberius to make thole vows that were wont to be made for the 
nexe year enfuing, tor although that all chings were ready for the folemnities of thofe 
vows, yet he refuted to make thofe vows that he Ihould not live to perform. [Sueton, in 
Octavia,cap. 9j,~l 

About the lame time the firft letter ot his name, that was upon the infeription of his 
Statue that was let in the Capitol, fell down, being ftrucken with a flalh of lightning: 
and it is anfwered by the Southfayers, that he Ihould Jive only an hundred dayes after ; 
which was denoted by the letter C. and that he Ihould be canonized a god,becauic that 
JE S A R, which was the other part of his name, in the Hetrulcan tongue, figmfied a 
god. [Id,;b>d.cap.9j.Dio.lib.'>6.pag.%%9.~\ 

In the mean while he wrote a Catalogue of his doings, which he would have in- 
graved in Tables of BrafTe,and that they Ihould be fet over his Tomb. [Sueton. in 

I Ociavio. cap. ult, Dion, lib, 56. pag.'y9i.~] An example of which, that is,that was carried 

! in the Marble ot Ancvra, fo often commended by us, in which that former snuffer that 

: he took fo lately ; s dcicribed. 

And lo Auguftus ended his dayes at Nola in Campania, thofe two Sexti being 

; Conluls, (.md named upon his Tomb) [ 'Vellei, Patercul. lib. 2, cap, 12 J. Sueton, in OB; av. 

■ c.tp. 1 oo.Tacit, Annal. lib. 1 . cap. 5. & 7. Bio. lib, <fi.pag. 589.] in the fame houie and 
ci umber, where hii latner Oftavius ended his life, [Sueton, ibid. Tacit, ut fuprr. cap, 9.] 
r: c nineteenth day ot Auguft, on which he was firft made Conful. [Sueton, ibid, Dio, m 
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Tiberius publifhed not thedeath of Auguftus betore he had put to death Agtippa 
Pofthumus ; yet to the Captain that kUied him, and bringing back word chat he had 
done as he had commanded him; he anfwered, That neither he had commanded it, 
and that he Ihould give an account thereof to the Senate, willing at the prefent to 
thun the envy thereof, £Sneton> in Jiberio, cap, 22. Tacit. nAnnal.lib.x, cap, 6. Dio, lib. 
57.^,604.] And having provided all things according to the time, the fame news 
cam; together that Auguftus was dead, aud that Tiberius Nero was Empcrour, [ tacit. 
ib\d.cap.'t.'\ 

Although he doubted not immediately to feize upon and take the Principality, yet 
he along while moft imprudently refufed ir> holding the Senate in fufpence, that both 
prayed him, and falling on their knees to him, with doubtful and delaying anlwers, fo 
that lome upbraided him with ic to his face j faying that others did ilowly perform 
that that they did ptomife, but he did flowly promile that that he would fain have, 
[Sueton, in Tiber'tOyCap. 24. cum Vellei. Patercul. lib. 2. cap. 24. Tacit, Annal, lib. x.cap; 
7. Dion. I'b.tf.pag. 602, 60%. ~} 

Between this new Principality,as Tacitus calls ir, [lib. i. Annal. cap, 6 y j, ] and the 
former, that he had a years before Auguftu; his death, this was the difterencei that that 
extended oncly to armies and provinces of the Rom.111 Empire, but this to the head 
City it felt, in which Tiberius onely had the authority of Cenfirjhip and Tribune(h'tp ; 
hue the A ugufial Principality, that is, of governing after his own Will, and being treed 
twin all bond of laws* he obtained afterwards. For Tiberius had not equal power 
with Auguftus, as LuciuiVaru ? had with Antoninus the Philolopher, which two go- 
verned the Common-wealth with equal authority: as Spartianus relates, [in H adri- 
ano t t/c.\io Vero t & iM. AureLo. ] but fuch as Antoninus Pius had with Hadrian j who 
bemg adopted by him, was made Colleague with his father in the Proconlulary power 
( in refpect of the other Proviuces ) and iu the Tribunclhip ( at home ) as Julius Capi- 
tolinus declares. Whereupon Tiberius gave not out the Ediit by which he called the 
Scnatours into the Senate-houfe, by the authority of his new Principality, but by 
the prefcription of the Tribunclhip which he had under Auguftus: but yet he gave 
the watch-word to the Pretorian Cohorts as Emperour> [ Tacit, Annal, lib, 1, 

cap. 7. ] 

The Legions of Pannonia being in a mutiny, are afrighted at a fudden ecl ; pfeofthe 
Moon, and fofnbmitthemlelves to Tiberius, [Tacit, Annal, lib. i. cap. »8. Dto.Hb, 57. 
pag t 6o^. ] This total eclipfe was feen on the 2 y ot September, five hours after mid- 
night, fo that the Moon fet even in the very eclipfe. 

In Ovid in the 4 book of Pontus after the fifth Elegy to Sextus Pompeius who was 
Conlul this year, lollows the fixth to Brutus, in which he mentions the death both of 
Auguftus and Fabius Maximus ( who it is manifeltouc of the firft book of Tacitus's 
Annals, cap. 5. that he died this year under Tiberius) in which time he Iheweth in 
thele Verfes that he had palt the fitch year of his banilhment, and that then was the 
fixth, ( of the beginning of which we are certain.)

An Hebrew woman that had been bowed by Satan eighteen years, is by Chrift rc- 
ftored to health, [ Luke, XI II, i , 1 6. ] 

Valerius Gratus is by Tiberius fent Governour into Judea in the room of Annius 
Rufus : in the government of which Province he continued eleven years, [ Jofepb.lib. 
1 8. cap. 3.] 

The Governour of Crete being dead, for the reft of the time the Ifland is committed 
to the charge of the Treafurer and his afliftanr, L Die. lb, 57.pag, 6» , ] 

When the Armenians had received Vonones iicodieir kingdom chat was turned 
out of his own, at the threatning of Artabanus the King of the Parthians andMedes, 
Vonones in vain defiles aid of Tiberius by his Embaffadours that he fent to Rome t 
and whereas the moft powerful of the Armenians followed the faction of Artabaau?, 
Vonows being deitituteofaU hopes of a khgdom, retires with an hugemafleoftrea- 
fure to Antiochia,and yeilds himfelf ro Craicus Silanus Governour of Syria. He in 
refped of the education that he had had at Rom •, kept him wich him in Syria, and 
let a guard over him, yet Coffering him to rmiitain the pomp and name of a King: 
b; t Artabanus la Orodes one or his Ions to be King over the Armenians, [ Jofpeh, lib. 
1 8. cap. j. Tacit. Jun.-il. lib. a. cap, 4. S tut on, inTberio, cap. 49. 3 

Ovid the Poet died in banifhmenr, and was buried near the City Tomos. [Hiero~ 
njm. i» Qhronico. ] 

Tiberius caufed Archelaus the King of Cappadocia whom he hated becaufehe had 
not offered him any fervice all the while be lived at Rhodes, to be inveigled to come to 
Rome, by the letters of his mother Livia. She not diflembling her fons difpleafure, 
offered him mercy, if he would come and beg ir. Archelaus not knowing of the trea- 
chery, or mifdoubting violence if he feemed to perceive it, maketh hafte to the City. 
Hv ii churlifhly entercained,and not long after accufed of feigned crimes in the Senate, 
[Tacit, Annal.Ub. a. cap. 42.] Being therefore accufed asthough he went about fome 
innovation, the man worn out not onely with extream old age, but alfo with the 
f,our, and believed alfo to doatj anfwered fome things for himfelf in his letter in the 
Senate, and feigning that be was not at that time well in his minde, efcaped at that time 
the danger, [P/'o./^. 57. fag. 614. 1 notwimftanding not long after being tired what 
with grief, and what with old age, he ended his life : and then Cappadocu being re- 
duced into a Province, is committed to the government of a Knight, [ Id. ibid. Tacit 
ttt fupra. Sueto»,i» T.berio^ cap, 57.] 

Tiberius profefiing that by the profits of that kingdom the tribute of one in the hun- 
dred might be cefed, appo nted the tribute of one in two hundred to be railed, [ Tacit, 
ibid. ] and commanded that his chief City called Mazaca, a moft noble City, fhouid be 
called Ccfaiea, [ Hieronym. in Chronica. ] 

Ac the iame time Anriochus the King of the Commagcnes being dead, there arofe 
a contention between the Nobility and the Commons, the Nobility defiring that the 
kingdom might be made a Province, and the Commons on the other fide, defiring to 
live under a King nsthev formerly had done, [Tacit, m fttpra. Jofeph.lib.i2.cap.s,~\ 
In like manner alfo the Naiionof the Cilicians is in troubles, their King Philopator 
being dead, m.my dcfir'ng the Roman, and many a Kingly government. The Pro- 
vinces of Syria and j .idea, opprciled with taxes, made a petition that their tribute 
might be leflcncd, I Tacit. At.nal. lib, 2. cap. 42. ] 

Tiberius di(cou! fing of thefe things to the Senatours, pcrfwaded them that thefc 
commotions in the Raff, cannot be compofed but by the wifdom of Germanicus, and 
thereuponby the decree of the Scnate,Germanicus had rhc charge given bim of all the 
Provinces, divided by fea, and a greater command alfo being given unto him, than 
any that received government, either by lor, or the Princes fending, [ Id, ibid cap. 43.] 
For by this colour of ftirsin the Eaft, Tiberius had a mind to withdraw him from the 
Legions thar he was wont to command : and giving him charge over new Provinces 
the more cxpofed him to treachery and hazard, [ Ibid, cap, j. ] 

And 
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And becaufe the governour of Syria Creticus Sdanus was joyned iu affinity with 
Germanicus, Tiberiui appointed Cn. Pifohisfucceffour, a man head-ftrong, and that 
knew nor how to obey, neither was he ignorant that he was made governour of Syria 
ro bridle Germanicus his hopes, and fome beleived that he had private commands 
given him by Tberius lo to do, and without doubt his wife Piancina was advifed by 
Augufta through womanilh emulation to quarrell with Agrippina ( the daughter of 
M. Agrippa) and Julia, the wife of Germanicus [id. ibid. cap. 43. ] 

In the fame year twelve famous Cities of Afia were deftroyed in one night by an 
earthquake; Hpheiw, Maguefia, SarJes, Mofthene, ^Ggx,Hiero-Ca:tarca, Phila- 
delphia, Tcmnus, Cyme, Myrina, Apollonia, Hyrcania, they relate alfo that hus»e 
mountaines were laid flat, and plaincs raited up into hills, and fire flafhed out of thofe 
rum.s, the difafter was moft grievous among the Sardians, which drew much compa- 
Miontowards them, for Tibet ius pi omifed them 1 000000 Sefterces,and to releafethem 
for five yeares fpacc of all that they were to pay to the common treafury , the M.ig- 
netesneer to the mountain Sypiius, were next to them in dammage andreleif, it was 
thought meet for the famelp.ice, to difcharge of all tributes-, the Temnians, Piiiiadel- 
phians, jEgetian?, Apoiionienles, and fuch as are called Mofthenians,or Macedonians 
of Hyrcania, and thofe that inhabit Hiero-cxfarea, Myrina, Cyme, and to fend fome 
of the Scnatouts unto them which Ihould view and rcleive their prcieiu eftate. This 
charge was committed to M. Alctus once Praecour, lcaft if one that had been Conful 
over Aha had been deputed, mere might fome emulation nave nfen between equals, 
and thereupon the butioelle have been hinJred. [ id. ibid. cap. 47. cam Strabane Lb. 1 1. 
pag. Ij9.&lib. ii.pag.627. Blinj. lib. 2. cap. 84. Dio. lib. $7. p^.614. Eufeb. m 
Cbromco,0refio.lib.'].cap.4 { ] 

For this magnificent bounty to the publick, there was a great ftatue erected for 
Tiberius inthemarket place at Rome by the temple of Venus, and ftatucs alfofet up 
to him in every one of the Cities that were rcftored, as Pniegon Trellianus in his book 
of wonders rciatf s out of Apollonius the Grammarian. Scaliger alfo addes that there 
were filver medalls coiued for the illuftiation of thefe things, inthefuperficiesof 
which coine there was the face of Tiberius, and on the other fide the picture of Afia 
ma w>mans habit fitting with thefe words CIV1TATIBUS ASIjE 
R E S T I T U T I S for the Cities of Afia rcftored. 

Gtrma' icus being ihrufi out ( as Suetonius fpcakes in C. Caligula cap. 1. ) for to com- 
pofe the affaires of the E*ft y failed into the Iflc Lesbos, where his wife Agrippina at her 
lalt delivery had Julia. Then wkhadefire to rcfift places of antiquity and fame* he 
weiu to the confines of Alia and Perinthus, and Byzantium Cities of Thrace* then he 
entiedtheftraigntsoiPropontis,andthemouthofthePontick fea : likewise he relei- 
ved the Provinces that were opp.efTcd wich civiil dilcord,or opprefiions of magiftratess 
failing to Colophon he confultcd the Oracle of Clarius Apollo, which isiaid to have 
told him by d.irkc fpeeches ( as the manner of Oracles is ) that his death was nigh at 
hand.f Tacit. Annal.lib, i.eap. 54. ] 

But Cn. Pifo tailing with all celerity by the Cydade 1 -, and ufing the fhorteft cu.s 
by fea overtook Germanicus at Rhode*, by whom Pilo being releived from danger ot 
fhipwrack, but yet not mollified, he left Germanicus, and goes before him into Syria, 
whither when he was come to the Legions what with gifts, and bribes, and luxury, he 
endeavours to reconcile them to himfelf : yea he ca;ne to fuch an height of corruption, 
that among the common lort he was called the father of the legions, yea and his wite 
Piancina as well by her felf, as by fome of the fouldiers,' ready enough at her bafe com- 
mands, uled reproachfull f pceches againft Agrippina and Germanicu", and fo much 
the eafier becaufe it was fecretly whifpered, that this was not done with the Emperors 
diflike. [id, ibid. cap. 55 . ] 

Although Germanicus knew thofe things, yet the affaires of Armenia drew him firft 
tothem, for at that time the Armenians having expulLcd Vonones, had no King (i: 
we beleive Tacitus, for Suetonius in C. CaUgula cap. 1 . relates that the King of Arme- 
nia wasconquercd by Gcimanicus; to wit: Orodes the fon of Artabanus King of 
the Parthian*, as it is already declared ouc of Jofephus,) but the good will ot the 
nation inclined more towards Zeno, the fon ot Polemon the King of Pontns, be- 
caufe that from his infancy he had imitated ^thc cuftomes and attire of the Arme- 
nians, in hunting and feafting, and other excercifes greatly eftecriLsd, by the Bn- 
barian*, he had won to him the good will both of the nobles and commons: upon 
this man therefore Germanicus fct the Crown in the City of Artaxuis, the 
noble men approving ic , and the multicude flocking about him , the reft 
reverencing him as their King , falured him by the name of Ar- 
r axias , which name they gave turn from the name of the City, [ id. ibid k 
cap,$6,] 
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Then the Cappadocians being reduced into the form of a Province, Q^Veraniusis 
made Govcraour thereof, [ Id. ] and to give them hopes that the Roman government 
would be mild,lome of the tributes that theyufed to pay to their Kings are abated : 
and over the CommageniansQ-Scrvsu? is made Governour then fitft reduced under 
the Regiment of a Prztor. [ Tacit, utfupra. 1 

Albeit all the affairs of the Allies were profperoufly compofed,yet did they not eafe, 
Germanicushis minde being vexed at Pifo his pride, who being commanded that 
cither he himlelf, or by his fon, fhould conduft pai t of the Legions into Armenia, neg- 
lected both. At length they both met at Cyrrhum, a City or Syria, where the tench 
Legion wintered ; where in the prefence of a few families Gefar began fomefuch 
fpeedi as anger and difllmulation doth fuggeft; and Pifo anfwered wthaproudfub- 
miffion,andfo they departed in private grudges one againft the other. After that 
Pifo was feldome at Cxfan Tribunal, and it at any time he aflifted, he ltewed himfelf 
froward* and manifeftly diffented from him. This fpeech alfo of his is reported at a 
Banquet made by thcKingoftheNabareans, where great Crowns of gold were gi- 
ven to Germanicus and Agrippina, and light ones to Pifo and the reft. That this 
Feaft was made for the fon of a Roman Prince, and not for the fon of the Parthian 
King, and withal threw away his Crown, uttering alfo many tilings againft the fuper- 
fluity, which although Germanicus could hardly digeft , yet endured all patiently, 
[ Tacit. tAnnal. Kb. 2. cap. f 7.] 

Emballadours came from Artabanus King of the Parthians,to Gcrmanicu-,for to 
renew the friendfhip and league between them : the King laid that he would yield fo 
much to the honour of Germanicus, that he would come to the banks of Euphrates ; 
defirmg a the mean whii<-,thac Vonones might not remain in Syria, leaft by private 
mcilengershc might draw the Noble men of the Couniry thereabouts to civil diilen- 
fions: touching the alliance between the Romans and the Partisans. Germanicus 
anlwcred magnificently; but concerning the Kings coming, and the honour done to 
h nni'elijhe aiif.vered civilly,and with modefty. Vonone^ wai removed to Pompeipolis, 
a fca Town of Cilicia, noi fo much at Artabanus his rcqueft, as to fpite Pifo, to whom 
Vonones was moft accepcable,for many fervkesand gifts which he had beftowedupon 
Plancina. Jbid. cap. 58.] 

M.Silanus,and L. Norbanus being Confuls, Germanicus went into Egypt, for to 
learn Antiquities, but pretended a care of the Province, and opening the granaryes, 
brought down the price of corn, and did other things to win the favour of the people j 
as going without Souldiers, wearing open fhoos, and apparrelling himfelf like the 
Grecians. Tiberius having lightly blamed himtor his behaviour and apparrel,fhatply 
rebuked him, That contrary to Auguftus's order, he had entred Alexandria, without 
the leave of the Prince: but Germanicus not yet knowing th.it his voyage was mifliked, 
went up the Nilus,6eginning at the town Canopus,after wards he vifited the great mines 
of Thcbesjvv here yet were to be feen the Egyptians letters in old buildings, which con- 
tained their ancient wcalth:but he fet his mind to fee other mirades,of which the chief- 
eft were the Image of Memnon,made of ftone; which when it is ftrook with the beams 
of the Sun, yields a found like a mans voice : and the pyramides as high as Mountains, 
built at ufe by the former Kings,to fhew their riches, on the not paiTeablc fands,and the 
ditches wrought by hand to receive the overflowing of Nilus : fo narrow in f ome pla- 
ces, and fo deep in other, that the bottom cannot be found by any fearch. Then he 
came to Elephantine and Syene, and to that Summer was fp^nt by Germanicus in. 
feeing divers Province?. [Ibid. * cap. 59. ad. 6\ .] 

At the lame time Vonones having corrupted his Keepers, endeavoured by all means 
to efcape to the Armenians, and from thence to the Albanian?, and Heniochians, and 
to his kinfman the King of Scythia, under colour of going a hunting, he left the fca- 
coafts,and took by-wayes, then through the fwiftnefle of his Horfe he came to the 
river Pvrimus, whofe bridges the inhabitants had broken down> having heard of the 
Kings flight, neither could it be pafled at any forde: wherefore on the bank of the river, 
he is taken by Vibiui, Fronto, Captain of the Horfe and bound: and then as it were 
through anger he is run through by Remmius Evocatus, to whofe charge he was fhft 
committed, [ Ihid. cap. 62.') 

. Jairus,thc Ruler of the Synagogue, had only one daughter, who being dead, when 
fhe w«\twrive years oRJ,Chrift reftoredtolife. And the woman that was fick of the 
flux of blood twelve years alfo, by the touching of his garment is healed. [LuksVUL 
42,4,. /WVi 25.42.] 

There being many vain oracles that went about as though they had been the Sybels 
concerning the deftru£tion of Rome, which fhould happen in the year poo, from the 
foundation of ir. Tiberius reproving them, looked on all books, that contained any 
p:ophehes; and of thofehe rejected fome, as of no moment : others, he received into 
the number of thole that were to be approved. [Via, n.pag, 61 j.]

It was debated in the Senate, touching the rooting out of the' Egyptian and Jewtfh 
ceremonies, and an aft made that thofe that ufed chem fliould depart Italy, it within 
a certain day they did not leave oft thofe cuftome?, [ lacit. Annul, lib. cap. 85.] And 
they were compelled to burn all their religious garments, with all things belonging to 
them. [ Sueton,inTiberio>cap. 3©\] Whither alio may be referred that of Seneca 111 
.his ioS.Epiftle. I was ayomgman in the principality of Tiberius, then were the f arraign 
rites of the Nations removed, and it was counted Juperfiition to abftam front fome lynds of 
me ate. 

An horrible villany committed againft Paulina, a noble woman by the 
Egyptian Pcieft,gave occaiion of the removing of the Egyptian, luperftition ; 
which being made manifeft, Tiberius commanded the Temple of Ifi« to be thrown 
down, and her Statue to be drowned in Tiber. [Jofephi Hb.iS.cap.q,] And 
for the expulfion of the Jews , a certain Impoftour gave occafion , who for 
fear of being punilhed » according to their laws, fled his Country. He then 
living at Rome, made himfelf as though he were an Interpreter of Mofes's Law. 
He had alfo three Aflbciatcs like unto himfelf. And when as one Fulva, a Noble 
woman, embracing the Jewilh religion, became their' Scholar; they p^rf waded her 
that fhe fhould fend purple and goid to the Temple ofjerufalem : wh;ch having recei- 
ved, they turned to their own ufe. Which when Tiberius knew , being informed 
thereof by his friend Saturninus, the husband of Fulvia, complaining of the injury 
done to his wife, he commanded all the Jews out of the City. [J#>. lib. iS. 
cap, $.] 

The Confuls enrolled of the youth of the Jews, that were the fonsof freemen, 
4000 Souldiers, and fent them into Sardinia, for the fupprefitng of robberies : fuppo- 
fing ic no great lolle if ihey fhould pcrifh through the intemperance of the aire. Many 
that rciulcd to be enrolled through the religion of their Country,are grievoully punilh- 
ed, the reft of that Nation, or any that followed their cuftoms,are turned ouc of the 
O'cy, under the penalty of perpetual flavery, if they did not obey. [Id.ibid.cumTacit. 
dr Suston. m fupra, ] 

Ruatcupolis, or Rhafcoporis, the King of Thracia, the killer of Cotys his brothers 
fon, who alfo was partner of the Kingdom, is betrayed by Pomponius Flaccu*, (of 
whom Ovd makes mention I lib. Pomi.3. Eleg.9. ] as' govcrnour of Mefia) and 
brought to Rom » and there condemned, then carried to Alexandria* and there put 
to death, as though he had made an attempt to fly from- thence.. [.Tacit. Anna/, 
lib. 1. cap. 6y. Vebei, Patercul.lib m Z. cap.H26.SuiHht.ih Tiberio^cap.^j.] 

Germanicus returning from Egypt, perceived that all that he had commanded, 
either in the Legions or Cities, was left undone* or changed clean contrary. Whereup- 
on were reproachful fpeeches raifed againft Pifo, neither were they lefie grievous that 
were by him attempted againft Catlar. Whereupon Pifo determined to leave Syria, but 
was then detained by rcafon of Germanicus his ficknefb : when he heard of his 
amendment, and that the vows were accomplished lor his health, he by his Serjeants,, 
drove away the bealls brought to the Altar, and difturbed the preparation for the 
facrifices, and the fdlernh meeting of the people of Aiuioch, among whom Germanicu ? 
then was [Tack. Annal. lib. ». cap.69^\ Who alfn, when Germanicus was lick, ufed 
him moft harfhl'y, both iu words and deeds, without any moderation. \Sueton. in 

Fdo then went to Seleucia,expcaing the event of Germanicushis ficknefle, which 
he fell into again. [ Tacit, ut fupra.] and there wereiound in the fame houle that Ger- 
manicus dwelt in, pieces of humane bodies dug out, verfes and charms, and his name 
ingraven in leaden fhects, afhes half burned,and mingled with corrupt blood, and other 
foiceries,by which it is beleeved that fouls are dedicated to the infernal powers. [Tacit. 

' 'GcrmVnicus'mcfvedwith anger, rehounceth by letters Pifo Hisfriendfhip,according 
to the ancient cuftome: and fome addc, he commanded him to leave the Province, 
neither did Pifo ftay, but weighed anchor, yet failed flowly, that he might rcturne 
the fooner, if the news of Germanicus his death fhould open him a. way to Syria. 
[Tacit.Annal.%.cap.yG.Sueton.inC.Caligula.cdp.l,\ 

■ Germanicus bcingmuch weakened by his ficknefle,and finding his end approaching, 
accufeth Pifo and his wife Plancina, and deftting his friends to revenge iVg'ves ;op the 
ehoft, to th> great regret of the Province, aiid the neighbour people. L Tacit, ibid. cap. 
71, 7*.l He died at Antioch, of a difeafethat had no inter mttons,. he being 34 
years old; not without ttifpicton of po ton, miniftred twto him by the treachery of 
Tiberius and Pifo's means. [Sueton.hC. Caligula, cap. 1. & *.] 

The day that Germanicus died, the Temples were battered with a tcropeft of 

ftones, Altars overturned, the houfhold gods by fome thrown intothe ftrcets, children 

laidouttopenlh: they report alfo that the Barbarians did content to a truce, with 
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whom there was civil war, or war againft the Romans, as in a domeftick j 
or common mourning , and that fome Gbvernours amongft them cue oft 
their Beards, and (haved, their Wives heads, in fignc of their greateft mourn- 
ing ; and that the King 01 Kings iorbore his hunting and leading of the 
Nobles , which is a kinde of vacation among the Parthians. C Sutton, ttt Jupra. 
cap. 5.] 

His Funeral without any images or pomp, was folemnized with the praifes and 
memory of his virtues: his body before it was burnt, was laid naked in the market- 
place of Antiochia, which place was intended for hi« burial, it is uncertain, whether 
ne (hewed any fignes of poifon or no : for divers did diver fely interpret it, either as they 
were inclined to pity Germanicus, or out of a prefumptious fulpicion, or favoured Pifo. 
[Tacit, Annal, lib, 2. cap. 73 .] Yet befides the markes that were over all his body, and 
the froth that came out at his mouth, the heart was found not burned among the 
bones j concerning which it is thought the nature of it to be fuch, that it will not be 
confumed with fire, if it be touched with poifon. {Sutton,™ C.Caligula.cap.u] The 
oration alto Vitellius afterwards let forth, in which he ftriveth to prove Pifo guilty 
of thisvillany, and ufeth this argument, and openly teftifies, That the heart of Ger- 
manicus could not be burned , by reafon of the poifon. On the contrary, P;(b is 
defended by that kind of difeafe called Cardiac* PaJpo t of which thofc that dye, their 
hearts alfo will not be burned. [ ?li». lib. 1 1. cap. 37.] 

CncusSentius being chofenGovernour of Syria, by the Lieutenants and Senarours 
that were thete, Cent Martina to Rome, a woman infamous in ihat Province for 
poifoning , but very much beloved of Plancina : at the intreaty of Vkellius and 
Veraniusand others, who framed crimes and accufations,as againft them already 
found guilty. [Tack, ^innal. lib. a. cap. 74. ] But Agrippina , although tyred out 
with grief and ficknefic , yet impatient of all things that might hinder her re- 
venge, took (hipping with Germanicus his afhes, and her Children. [Ibid. 
"P. 75. 3 

Pifo having received the news of Gormanicus his death , at the Ifle of Cow, 
expieffcd his joy molt iatempevarely ; but Plancina was more inlolent , who 
then firft of all left oft' her mourning, which (he ware for the death of her filter. 
[Ibid.'] The Centurions came flocking about him, celling him that the Legions 
were already at his command , that he fhould returne into the Province 
taken, from him wrongfully, and now voide of a Governour. [Ibid. cap. -j6.] 
He fending letters to 'Tiberius, apcufedj Germanicus of r»ot and pride, and that 
himlelf was driven out, that a way might be opened to innovation, that he had 
again taken the charge of the .army , with the fame fidelity he had governed ic 
before; and withall he commanded Dotrmius Celer with a Gaily to faile into 
Syria, avoiding the coafting of the fhoares, and letting pafle the Iflands, to 
take the open fea. Then marfhalling and arming runnagates, and rafcall com- 
panions, and failing over into' the Continent, intercepts an Enfigne of raw 
Souldiers going into Syria, agd writcthto the Lords of Cilicia to fend liirn aide. [Ibid, 
cvp. 7 8 .] ' 

Pifo and his Companions pafling by the coaft of Lycia and Paraphilia, met 
with the (hips which conveyed Agrippina, each hating one the other, made 
ready for a fight : bot being both afraid each of other , they proceeded no far- 
ther tb an to hard words. And Martin Vibius told Pifo that he fhould come to 
Rome and anfwer for himfclf, he fcoffingly aufwered again, That he would 
then come, when the Pretout that fltould inquire of poyfonings,(hould appoint a day 
both for the plaintiffe and defendant. [Ibid, cap. 7 ?.\ 

In the mean time Domitius going to Laodicca , a City of Syria , came 
to the Winter Quarters of the fixtb Legion , as moll fit for new # enterprifes , 
he was prevented by the Lieutenant Pucurcius. Sentius opencth this by letters 
to Pifo, warning him that he (hould not go about to corrupt the army, norraife 
any war in the Province,and withall, marchelh with a ftrong power, and ready for the 
fight. [Ibid.] 

Pifo leizcth upon the ftrong Caftle of Celenderis. in Cilicia, for by ming- 
ling the Runnagates and the Raw Souldiers that he had intercepted, with 
his own and Plancina her (laves, and the aides that the Lords of the Ci- 
hcians lent him, he had marfhalled them into the forme of a Legion, 
then he draws out his companies before the Caftel walls on aftecpand craggybill} 
the reft being invironed with the fea. But when the Roman Cohorts came, the 
Ciiicians fled, and fhuc thcmfelves within the Caftla [ Aid, 80. ] 
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In the meanfpaee Pifo went about but in vain, to affaile the Navy that waited for 
them not tar off ; then returned to the Caftle again, now tormenting himlelf upon the 
walls, now calling every Couldier by name, offering rewards, aflayed to raite a mutiny, 
and did fomuch prevaile,that the Standard-bearer of the fixth Legion went with his 
Eiilign unto nim. Then Sentius commanded the Corners and Trumpets to found, 
andgiveanaffauktothcRimpire, raifed the ladders, and commanded the ableft 
m-n to follow, and others to (hoot out of Engins, darts, (tones, and firebrands In the 
end Pifo, his ojftinacy being overcome, entreated char having delivered up his armes, 
he might remain (till in the Caftle, until Caelar wereconfulted, who fhould be Gover- 
nour of Syria. Thefe conditions were nor accepted, nor any things grantedt but onely 
(hippi ng, and fate conduct to the City. [ Ibid. cap. 8 1 . ] 

B Jt when Germanicus hia fickneffe was noifed abroad, all things as coming from far, 
bjiig encreafed to the worfe, grief, anger, and complaint> burftout, [lbid.cap % %2.] 
and his death as it pleafed Tiberius and Livia, fo it was a gteat grief to all others, 
[D.o.lib. %i.pag. 615. ] neither by any confolations, nor by any edicts could the 
puolick mourning be restrained ; yea it lafted alto all the feftival dayet of the moneth 
December. [ Sutton in C. Caligula, cap. 6. ] 

Honours were decreed as every mans love to Germanicus or wit could invent : 
there were Arches erected at Rome, and on the bank of Rhene, and in Amanus a 
mountain of Syria, with an infeription of what he had done, and that he died for the 
Common-wealth. A Sepulchre at Antioch where he was buried, and a Tribunal at 
Epidaphne where he ended his life. [ Tacit. Annal. lib. a. cap. 83.3 

Agrippinaakhough ic were winter, yet ftill continuing her voyage by fea» arrived at 
the liiajd Corcyre oyer againft the coaft of Calabria, where fhc reftcd a fewdayesto 
fettle he: mind, and then tailed to B:undu(ium 5 where after (he was come to land with 
her two children, holding the Funeral Urnc in her hand, there was a general mour- 
ning amongft them all. I id. Annal. lib. i.cap.i.] 

D .ulius the fan of Tiberius went as far at Terracina to meet her with his brother 
Claud u , and the children of Germanicus, who had remained in the City : the new 
ConfulsM. Valerius, and M. Aurelius,thc Senate, and a great part of the people, 
filled upthe way. [lbid.cap.2] , 

The day th .« the rehques of Germanicus were put in Augultus his Tombe in Cam- 
pus Martins, was fomcrimc defolate thorough filence, and lometime unquiet thorough 
their weeping : every one honouring him that was dead, and greatly affectiooating 
the wid ow Agrippina, and railing upon Tiberius* [ Ibid, cap. 4, & 5 . ] 

Piio coming to Rome, landed at Grfars Tomb, on a day when the (hoar was full of 
people, himlelf wi h a great company of followers after him, and Plancina with a great 
company of women after her, both of them looking very cheerfully, and folemnizing 
their happy return in an houfc that looked into the Market-place, which was trim- 
med up for Feaft and Banquets, [ Ibid. cap. 9. ] The next day Fulcinius Tiroacculed 
Pifo before the Contuls. Tiberius referred the whole caufe to the Senate, [cap. 10. 3 
The day the Senate met Drufius Casfar made a premeditate Oration, tempered and 
accomodated for the mitigation of the defendants offence, [cap. 12.] Then had the 
accufers two dayes given them to bring in their accufations, and after fix dayesfpace, 
the defendant had three dayes to anfwer tor himlelf. [ cap, 1 3 . ] 

As the caufe was a pleading, the outcry of the people was heard before the Court, 
that they would teare him in pieces , if he clcaped by fentence of the Senate : and 
they had dragged his images into theGemonies, and broken them in pieces if they had 
not been fecured and put in their places again by the Princes command. {cap. 14.] 
Then was the fame hatred againft Plancina, but the favour of Tiberius ( ill gotten as 
it is believed) protected her ; Pifo then perceived he was undone, when his wife fcpe- 
tatcd her defence from her husband*, whereupon he flew himfelf with his own fwotd, 

Suetcniu> writes that he was almoft torn in pieces by the people, being condemned 
to death by the Senate, [in C. CaliguU.cap.z. ] Db relate, thus for the death of Ger- 
manicusjthat be was brought into the Senate by Tiberius himfelf, defiringthat he 
mi'*ht have tim? to defend himfelf, and that he laid violent hands upon himfelf, {lib. 
S7*W *i*-3 Cornelius Tacitus faith that he had often heard from ancient men, 
?\Am*l, {.cap, 16.] that there was often leen a little book in his hand which he 
pushed not, but as his friends faid, it contained Tiberius letters and commifTion a- 
aiiiftG-rmamcuj: and that he had purpofed to dilclole ic to the Senatours, and to 
ice ii : the pd'Ke,'ud he no: been deluded by Sejanui his vafi promifes,and that he did 
iw kill hi-rTclf, but that o is was fenc to warier him, bur ( faith he ) / wtU not ajfure 
tith '■-.<■ of iht 'ft things, although I ought not to conceal it to have been uttered bjthofe, ttho 
lived untill I ctm; to mam eftate. [ Lool^ Sueton* in Tiber, cap. 52, ] 

The licence and impunity of ordaining fanctuaries, increafed throughout the 
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Cities of Greece, into which were received debtours againft their creditours, and 
liK'fe that were lulpc&ed of capitall crimes, fo that the wick:dneffe of men was pro- 
tected by theccremoniesof the Gods. Tiberius ordered that the Cities fliould fend 
their charters and Embafiadours to the Senate to Rome, and the Epheftans werefiift 
heard concerningthis bufinefs, then the Magnetians, Aphrodifians, Stratonicenfet, 
Hicro-Caelarians, Cypriots, Pergamenians, Smymians,Tenians, Sardian?, Milefians, 
Grecian 5 , and others their afts made, in which a mean was prefcribed, but yet with 
much honour. And they were commanded to ere£t altars in the very Temples for a 
f acred memory;yct fo that under colour of Religion,they fhould not fall into ambition. 
[ tic it . tAnn al. a cap. 6q. ad 6 J . ] 

Caius Silvanns was accufed of bribery by his companions, and banilhed into the Iile 
Cythera,[/^/^.4 66. ad 69.] Cafius Cordus was alio accufed of bribery by theCy- 
renen(es,at the fuite of Ancharius Pn(cus,and is condemned. [ Ibid. cap. 70. ] 

M, iiusScjauus killed Drufius( the (on of Tiberius, and his partner in the Tribune- 
fhip, having committed adultery with his wife Livia ) by poifon given hi \> by Lygdus 
an Eunuch, [ Tacit. Annal. lib. ^.cap. 2. 1 o. ] who alio acculed the Jews that lived at 
Rome to Tiberius of feigned crimes,that he might wholly deftroy that Nation, which 
he knew either oiieiy or chiefely to withftand his wicked praclicts, and conspiracy a- 
gainftthe life of the EmpeiOUr. [ Philo, in lib. delegat. ad Qaittm, & lib, tn FUccttm 
initio .] 

DrufiVs Funerals being ended* Tiberius returnes to his accuftomed b; fineffe, for- 
bidding any longer vacation: and to the Embafladours of the Hienles chat came too 
late to comfort him, he jeered them, as though the memory of grief had been blotted 
out: He anlwercd them, That he alfowas lorry that they had loft io gallant a Ci- 
tizen as Hector was. [ Stwtottyin Tiber* cap. 52 .] 

There arc decrees oi the Senate made,by the perfwafion of Tiberius,that the City Ci- 
barain Afi?,and vEginumin Achaia, that were much damn : fkd by an Earthquake, 
(hould be relieved by remitting them three years tribute. [ Tacit, Annal. lib. 4. 
c*p. 15.] 

The Samians and the Coans, by their Embaffadors fent to Rome, defircd that the 
ancicntrightof Sanftuariesmightbe confirmed, the one for Juno, and the other for 
jEkulapius. [ ibid. cap. 14,] 

Lucilius Longus d ied,the onely partaker of the fortunes of Tiberius, both adverfe and 
profpsrous, and who onely of all the Senatours was his companion when he withdrew 
himlelf to Rhodes, [ Ibid. cap. 15.] 

Lucilius Capito the Governour of Afia, is condemned at the accufation of the Pro- 
vince ; tor which revenge, and becaufe in the former year they had been revenged of 
C. Silanus, the Cities of Afia decreed a Temple to Tiberius, his mother, and the Se- 
nate ; and leave is given them to erect one. [ Ibid, ] 

Valerius Gratus the Governoutof Judea, taking away the High Priefthood from 
Ananus ( or Annas ) made Ifmael the fon of Fabus High Prieft, whom alfo he caftout 
Ihorrly after, [ Jofepb. lib. 1 8. cap. 3. "| 

Kmael being removed, Eieazar the fon of Annus ( or Annas formerly removed ) by 
the lame Valerius is made High Prieft. [ Id. ibid. ] 

Cafiius Scvci us the Oratour, who 17 years before was banilhed into Crect for his ill 
tongue by the decree of the Senate, and whereas he ufed the fame thing there, he had 
all his cftate taken from him, being forbid both water and fire, he is banilhed into the 
irony liland of Seriphus ; where eight years after he ended his life in extream poverty. 

[ Tacit. Annal. Lb. 4, cap, 21 . Hierowjm, in Chrwico, "J 

P. Dolabellathe Proconlul of Africa, calling to his aid with his Country men Pro- 
lomams the fon of Juba, King of Mauritania, flew Tacfarina e , and fo put an end to the 
Numidian war. The King of the Garamante*, who had helped Tacfarii us with 
hght-horiemen that he fent from a far off, he being flain, lent Embafladours 
to give fatisfaftion to the people of Rome. [_ Tacit. Annal. lib, 4. a cap, 23. 
ad 26.] 

Vibius Screnus a banilhed mm, being faKcly accufed by his fon of treafon, Jscon- 
demned ior an old grudge that Tiberius owed him : and whereas Gallus Alinius was 
ol opinion that he (hould be confined, either to Gyarum or Doaufa, and that he might 
diflVmblc the grudge, he mifliked that fentence; faying, That both thofe Iflands 
wanted water, and "that to whom life was granted, things neccflary for life were alfo to 
be granted; whereupon Serenus is banilhed to Amorgus, (one of theSporades) 
[/j.c^.28, 29, 30.] 

Ten years of Tibcrias's Empire being ended, he madeno account of refummgit 
by anv decree for ten years longer, neither did he intend to have it divided by ten 
vrars'as Auguftus had done, yet there were Decennal Playes made. [D*. lib. 57. 
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Eieazar after one year, being removed. Valerius Grams gives the High Pricfthood 
toSimonthcSonofCamithus. ijofcpbjib. iS.Mf.3.] 

The Citizens of Cyziaim bccaule tneylnd calf lome Roman Gtrzens mroprifon, 
and had not perfected the Temple that they had begun to Auguftus, as to a god, had 
their liberty again taken from them chat they had merited by being beiieged in the war 
o* Muhridate--. [Tacit. Ayinal,^cap.^6,v:o. lb. 57«P'g. 6: 0. j" . 

FonteiusCapito who had governed Afi* as Proconiul, isabtolvcd, it being fou:id 
that he wasralfclv accufed by Vibius Serenas. -[Tacit. AimaI. 4. cap. 36.] 

Eleven Cine? or Alia ftrovc with great ambition, in which of them the i emple tnat 
was appointed tor Tiberius and the Senate ihould be built: andTibcrhu heard their 
hmbafladours disputing concerning thiibulincffc in the Senate many dayes Together. 
The H /pi '-pei -i -»ns and Yrallians, as alfo the Lao iiccans and Magefians, are dilimilied 
as not having ftrength enough ; nor the Uians when they related how Troy was the 
mother < A Rome, had any goo J argument,but the glory of antiqtiiry: there wasfoms 
doubt, bccaule the Halicaruaflians affirmed that their City had not been Qiakeii with 
an Earthquake for i2ooycars,and that the foundation of their Temple was upon a 
natural rock. The Pergamenians grounding their rcatons becaufe they had Augnftus 
his Temple among them, were thought to Have enough becaufe they had that. The 
Epheihns and Milefians were thought that their Cities were a heady take imp by 'the 
ceremome , thole of ApoJlo^thclc of Diana, then the difpute came between the Sar- 
dians and Smvrnauns, both whole rtafons being heard, the Senate preferred the 
Smyrnxaiis,and Volius Manus was of opinion,that M.Lepidus to whom that province 
beielljlhouldhaveonecholenover and above to take a care of the icmpie, and be- 
caufe Lcpidns through modefty refilled to chulc, one Valerius Nafo one that had Decn 
Prstour,wascholenbyloc.L'^.^.55 v 56-,3 . 

When Simon had continued one year in the Pricft-hood, Vaienu? Grams made 
Tolcph his itibcc flour in that digniiy, Sumamcd Caiphas, the fon inlaw 01 Annas or 
Ananu , that was formerly put out oi the Pricft-hood, L 7»b*. XVIII. 13.] which a:i- 
uuall changes of High- Pricfts being thus made, Jolcpnus intimates, that Gratu> ahcr 
he had been eicvc.i veav/s 1.1 Judea returned to Rome, i>M« \ A * i*>.«p.3-J *>y 
which reafon alfo we arc rather induced,? o refer thefe changes to theend of his govern- 
men; than to the beginning. .

The fourth year of JohnB.ip:iit miniftcry begins, in which his preparatory mini- 
ftery (which was the chief part of his function ) took end, the Lord himfelf, whofe 
way he had hitherto prepared being come, and executing his propheticall office, and 
fealing it with famous miracles, for John did no miracle, for which magnificent pre- 
paration, fo celebrated by Lf.ay and Malachyio many ages before, none will wonder 
that fo long fpacc of time isaffigned by us, whofhrdl confider chata little time forfo 
greac a work would be coo little, efpecially without the help of miracles, for the per- 
fecting of fo much as the Angell Gabriell confirmed co his tacher Zichary fhould be 
performed by him. [ Luke. 1. 1 6. 1 7. "J _ Many of the children of Ifraell Jball he turn to 
the Lord their God, and he)hallgoe before him in thefpirit and power of Slias, that be may 
turn the hearts of the fathers to the children, and the difobedient to the wifedome of the ytft, 
and to prepare a people ready for the Lord) and thofc Words of Paul argue that not a little 
fpaceuf timfj but a full courfe of preaching was to be finifhed by John, before the 
coming of the Lord.[ Alls. 1 3. 24. 25. ] When John had fir ft preached before his coming 
ihe bapufm: of repentance to all the people of 'Ifraell, and at John fulfilled his coptrfe y he.faid, 
whom thinkeye that I am } I am not he, but behold there cometh one after me whofe flues of his 
feet J am not worthy to loofe. 

For John the next day after the coming of Chrift, when the Jews from Jerufalem 
fentibmePrieftsandLevitesofchefec"tofthe Prunlec--, co him as he was baptizing 
acBethabaraby Jordan, to afke who he way, he profeiTed clearlv, that he was not 
the Chrift : and when he had denied that he was Elias y or that Prophet Q f ore-f poken of 
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by Mofes, [Dent. XVIII. 1 5.] the fame indeed with Chrift, [ AEts III. 22. VII. 37. 1 
but by the Jews thought to be another) and had Caid that he was The voice of one crying 
in the wildernejfe, make flraightthe way of the Lord : and then added that teftimony ol 
Chrift, fp praifed of Paul ; / baptise with r»ater y bttt there flandeth one amongfl you, whom 
yeknownot^heitis^who Cometh aperme t who is preferrtd before me t whofe Jbooe Utchct 1 am 
not worthy to unloofe. [John. 1. 19, 28. with V. J|«] 

The next day John feeing Jefus coming unto him, faith, Behold the Lamb of G*d, 
that takfith' away the fins of the World. This ii he of whom 1 fpak\e y there cometh one after me, 
that is preferred before me, for he was before me, 8CC. and If aw, him, and t eft fie that this it 
the Son of God. £ John. I. 29, 34.J 

The next day John flood and two of his Difciples with him; and he behold- 
ing Jefus walking, faid, Behold the Lamb of God: which the two difciples hearing, 
followed Jefu?, and tarried with him that day f for it was about the tench hower. 
Andrew being, one of thefe, brought his brother Simon to Jefus, who feeing 
him, faid, Thou art Simon, Sonne of Jonah, thou fhalt be called Cephas. Q Ibid. 

The next day JeCus, going into Galilee, commanded Philip ( which was of 
Bethfaida , the City ot Andrew and Simon Peter) to follow him. He finding 
Nachaneel urider a fig-tree, brings him to Jcfu , who pronouueeth him trucly to be an 
Ifraelite,in whom there was no guile ; and that he Was that Ladder of Heaven, (fore- 
ftie wn in Jacob; dream, Gen. XXVIII.i ».) upon which the Angels of God were feen 
alcending and descending. [Ibid. 4a > 51 .] 

On the third day there was a marriage in Cana of .Galilee, to which Jefus was invi- 
ted, together with his Mother and his Difciples, where he made water, being turned in - 
to wine, the beginning of his miracle*: and his glory" being in this wife made mani- 
left, his difciples believed on hum. [John. II. i« 1 f .] 

After that Hegoeth down to Capernaum, He, his Mother and Brethren, (ot kint- 
men) and his Difciples^aud tarried there many dayes. [ John 1 1. 1 2.]

J Ejus goeth go Jerufalcm to the Paflcovcr. 
Going into the Temple, he fcourgeth out 
them, that bought and (old there; and for a 
figne of nil authority, he declares unto them, 
how that the Temple of his body Cbould be diffol- 
ved by the Jews , and be raifed again by 
himfeif. 

He wbrketh miracles, and many believe on him, 
but he did not commit himlelf Unto them, becaufe 
he knew what b in man. 

He in Grafts Ntcodemus the Dilciple, that came 
to him by^ night, in the myfteiie of regeneration in 
faith in his death, and in the condemnation of 'the 
unbelievers* 

Leaving Jerufalero, he goeth into the land of 
Judea with his Difciples. 

He tarries there and baptizcth. (viz,, by the 
hand of the Difciples, that had been before bap- 
tized, either by Himfeif, or John) John then 
baptized in jEnon,for he was not yet call into 
prifon. 

There arifeth a queftion between fome of 
Johns Difciples and the Jews about purifying. 

John inllru&s his Difciples, telling him of J efus 
in emulation > concerning himfelf and bis office, 
and of the excellence of Jefus Chrift the Con of 
God : giving*thisnotable and laft teftimony of him 
I before fri» imprifonment, 
' Herod the Tetrarch caft Jolin into prifon, for 
reprehending his inceft with his brother Philips 
wife,arjd other cvills done by him. 

Jefmjiear'mg that "John was cafi into prifon^ and that 
the Phajrifees had heard that there were many made 
Difciples by hfm,and baptized* viz.. by the hand of 
his Difciples, he left_ Jj«fe* (whcn.de haeWtayed 
about eight moncths) and went into Galilee. 

But he mufi needs g$ through Samaria, where he 

brings the Sanarican woman , neer the City 
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Sychar, and the Citizens of Sychar to the acknow- 
ledgement of him, /WwwwAj & t f t W" ,r Htftt (or 
the Pafleover about the middle of the ninth 
monech, called Ab.) 

After he had flayed Mo dayes in Sychar , he gees »»- 
ward in his y>»rney into Galilee. ( Which is his fc- 
cond teturn from Judea into Galilee, after his bap- 
cifme. 

Being received of the Galileans, whobadfeen 
what things he had done at Jerufalcm; he preach- 
eth with great fame in their Synagogues. 

In Cana he heales the fon of a Nobleman, that 
lay lick. This was the fccond miracle that Jcfus 
did in Galilee. 

He works miracles in Capernaum, and after- 
wards comes to Nax,areth\ where he was brought up. 
And entering into the Synagogue, as hiscuftom 
was, he expounded the Prophefie of Efay, of him- 
felf: the Citizens firft wondering, but afterwards 
being filled with wrath, they thrufthimoutofthc 
City, endeavouring to caft him down headlong 
from a hill; but he paff ng thorough the middle 
of them, went his way. 

Then leaving Naz.areth he dwells at CapemauntfxA 
there tcachetti them on the Sabbath dayes: and 
they arc aftonifhed at his do&rine. 

In the Synagogue of Capernaum he caft out an 
unclean fpirit,commanding him that he flxould not 
tell who he was. 

And he arofe out of the Synagogue f and went into the 
boufe of Simon and * Andrew^ and heales Simon* 
wives mother that lay ficjc of a fever. 

About Sm-fet he heales all fick folkc that are 
brought unto him, and cafts out Devils, command- 
ing them to hold their peace. 

In the morning he goeth into a defert place to 
pray : and when Simon) and others fought and 
would! have flayed him ; he anfwereth them,That 
he. muft preach to other Cities alfo. 

He goes thorough aH CjalUee^ and teachcth in their 
Synagogues, andcaftsout devils. 

A s he flood by the lake of Gennafercth > x great 
multitude pretlcd upon him, therefore he entrcd 
into Simons (ftp* and taught the multitude, fnon* 
thence. . 

And when he had left fpeak^ng, at his command 
there is a great draught of fifties taken] whereat 
Simon-Peter, and" Andrew* James, and John, be- 
ing altpnifhed, he commands them to follow him, 
and hemakes thcmiilhers.of^meni 

Andfefiu wentithorough\aR galileejeachmg in their 
Synagogues, and healing every difeafe ; and his fame 
went into all Syija>and a (great multitude followed 

him. :_ ... . 

In a-ccrtainQty he heals a LcBct,who although 
he were forbid, yet publifheth it : and they come 
to him. from eve, ry place; to hear him, and. to be 
healed : infomucfo that be could no more enter openly 
into the Cay, but was in defert places, and prayed. 

And again he entred into Capernaum hit own City, 
after fome day fs, and taught them at home t. and 
before the Sprjbes and PhWifees, and a great mulr 
titude, forgive* fins to one fick otj the Palfie, that 
was let down thorough the root of the houfe^ and 
heals the difeafe to the aupnifhment of all. 
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t/lnd Jefus went f*rth again by thefea, fide, and all 
the multitude came unto him, and he taught them; 4 
zudashepajfedbyhefaw, and called Levi, orMa- 
thcw fitting at the receipt of cuftom. 

Jefus in the houfe of Levi, defends both himfelf 
and hisDiCciples, for that they eac with Publicans* 
and excufeth and vindicates them, againft the 
Phar ifecs, for their not falling. 

And it came to pajfe onthefecond Sabbath after the 
firft, (that is, the nrlfSabbath of the new year, in- 
ftituted after their coming out of Egypt, and be- 
ginning from the moneth Nifan, or Abib. ) Jefus 
going thorough the corn fields, dears hit Difci- 
ples horn the reprehenfion of the Pharifees,bccaufe 
they plucked the eats of corn; and explaincs the 
do£trineof the Sabbath. 
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'ter theft things was the Veafi ofthe Jews, and . 
Jefus went up to Jerufalem, and healcson the I» 47. 



Sabbath day. a man that had hadanin- 
• firmity thirty eight years, lying at the 
pooleofBethcfda : and makes a molt divine A- 
pology to the Jews feeking to kill him, becaufc he 
f aid that God was his Father. 

lA/idhe went from thence, and entred again into 
a Synagogue, and taught, and healcs one that had 
a withered hand : and the Pharifees went forth, 
and ffaaigbtway wiih the Herodiam took counfel 
how they might deftroy him. 

But Jcfus when he knew this, withdrew himfelf to 
the fca, and healed the multitudes that followed 
him ;.ftraitly charging them that they uiould not 
make hirh known, and commanded his Difciples 
that ajimall (hip flaould waite on him, becaufeof 
the multitude that thronged him. 

Ani it came to pajfe in thofe dayes, that he went int» 
a mountain to fray, and continued in prayer all nighty 
and when k wds day, he chofe twelve* whom he cal- 
led Apoftles,'rhat arc fpecified by name. 

And he came down with them and flood in a plain,* 
great multitude coming unto him, and he healed 
them all* r 

And they went into a houfe, and the multitude Com- 
eth together again, fo that they could not fo much as eat 
bread: and when his kinfmen heard of it they went to lay 
holdon bimforthey faid, he is be fide hmfelf. 

Whebhefaw the multitude, he went up into amount 
tain, and when he wasfet, his Difciples came unto him. 
Then he preaches that long and excellent Ser- 
mon, ikittothe Apoftles, and afterwards to all 
thcpeople. ■ lfMm 
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Now whan he hkd ended all his flyings in the au- 
dience of the people, hi entred into (fapermmm, and 
heale* c!ic Cemurious f'ervaut th.u lay lick ofthe 
p.iliie ready to die. 

The day following he goes into the City of Nairn, and 
raileb one that was dead and carried our, when 
was the only Ion of a widow, whereupon hisfam. 
iprcad abroad. 

John being in pr'tfon, being moved with the 
reUtionof his difciples concerning the fame and 
deeds of Jclus, fends two of them to him, faying, 
Art itiou he that was to come, or lhall we look tor 
ano:hcr, who when they were returned with his 
anlwer,hc gives a large tcftimony of John : he 
then npbraides tome Cities for their ingratitude, 
and whiiiigh- refts in the fole good pleaiure of his 
Father, hiding him from fome and revealing him 
to other. 

And Simon the Pharifee defired him that he 
would eate with him, and as they were at meat, he 
dciends againft Simon, and abfolves the woman a 
tinner that walked his feet with her tearcs, and 
wiped them with the haires of her head, both Ri- 
ffling and anointing them. 

And it came to pajfe afterward that he went from 
Oty to City preaching, and his difciples were with 
him, arid certain women mimftred unto him. 

Ihey bring unto him one that had a dwell, that was 
both bind and dumb, and he healed him, and ea- 
gerly d.tendo himlclf againlt the Pharifees and 
Scribes that came down !rom Jerufalcm that blaf- 
phemed him laying, he cafteth out devills through 
Beelzebub. 

Then .tnfwered Jome of the Scribes and Pharifees, 
faying, Uvlajler. We would fee afign of thee, to whom 
when he had fharply rebuked them, he gives no o- 
ther lign than that ot Jonas. 

AndwhAe he fpake to the people, it was told him, 
that his mo; her and brethren, ftood withouc de- 
firing to lee him and tpeake with him, but Jelus 
anlwering, Ihews them whom he accounts tor his 
mother and brother and filler. 

the f.mc day Jefus went out of the houfe, and fate 
by thifeafide, and great mishit tides were gathered unto 
h'm, fo that he went intoajhp, and fate, and taught 
the multitudes many things, by the parable of the 
lower, and many other p.irablcs. 

t/4nd {he fame day when it was evening, he faid unto 
thmitlet us lanch forth unto the other Jide of the lal^e ; 
when he bad given an anfwer to tome that would 
follow \\\m,andfcnt away the multitude, they tuel^ him 
even as he w.\s in the fhip, and there arofe a great 
temped, but he rebukes the wind aud calmes the 
lea, and laves his difciples-

*A,:d he went round about all their Cities and villa- 
ges, teadhig, and he.ili.ig their dilcdes, then he 
c.-.vcsiKto Ins own Countrey, and his difcipies follow 
h:»:, and teaching in their lynagogue on the lab- 
bath (.by, he is again contemned oh hem, 3nd cal- 
led the Uupen:er,iotWithftandingihcy wcrcafto- 
n illied ar. his doctrine. 

tsitid he went round about their villages , 
teaching. 

Ann he was moved with companion towards 
; he multitude, when he (aw the great harveft,and 
the few labourers, and faith to his difcipies, that 
they lhould pray the Lord that he would fend torth 
Labourers. 

Then he (ends the twelve Apoftles,by two and 
two, furncienrly inltrufted with commands and 
power, to preach and heal difeafes, 

^And it came to pajfe when Jefus had made an end 
of commanding his difcipies, he departed thence to teach 
and to preach 'in their Cities. 

And the twelve departed, and went through the 
Townes preaching the Gofpell and healing every 
where. 

The Jcvcutcentb of November, Seianns was tilled, 
[Tacit. Annd, 6, cap, 25,] who being taken away, 
Jberiits firaightrvay !;»rw that all the crimes that he 
had acetified* the Jews of were feigned by himfelf. 
Wherefore "Liberia s commanded the govemonrt of all 
provinces, that in every Town they jhoitld fpare this 
nation, except very few that were guilty perfons, but 
that they lhould alt :r acne of their cuftomes, but fhould 
wakens :wb account of the men as lovers of peace, and 
thc:r ctifiomc as conducing to publick tranquillity.

Sever»s, the Governour of Egypt being dead,Tibe- 
r'mr made Flaccus Av'-ll'ms,oneof his friends, hit fa- 
ce fur for fix yea*s : who governed well that Province 
for the five fir ft years, as long as Tiberius lived. [Phil. 
lib.ioBac!] 

John 
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John Bapti'tl is beheaded. 

When his Difcipies heard thit , they came and 
tool^up the body , and buried it, and came and told 
Jefus. 

The opinions of Herod the Tetrarch, and others 
hearing of the fame of Jefus, which Herod defired 
to fee him. 

The Apo files being returned, tell Jefus what things 
they had done. 

When Jefus had heard of the death of John, 
and of the deeds of the Apoftles, he f aid unto them-, 
Come yeeyour felves Apart into a defert place, and reft 
a while, for by reafon of the multitude they had not 
leafure to eat, he therefore,taking the twelve with him, 
went by Jh:p privately into a defert place of thefity. 
called Bethefda, But when the multitude heard it, 
they followed him on foot out of all Cities, 
and outwent him, and he taught and healed 
them. 

And Jefus went up into a mountain, and there fat 
with his Dfciples, and the Pajfeover was nigh. And 
when it was evening, he feeds above five choufand 
men, betides women and children, with five barly 
loaves, and two hctle fifhes, and there remaineth 
twelve baskets full of fragments. And when they 
Would have made hint a King, Jefus conflrained hit 
Difcipies to go before him unto the other fide, oppofite to 
Bethefday towards Capernaum. Andhe himfelf went 
mto a mountain apart to pray : and when they had gone 
about i'jor $0 fur longs, in the fourth watch of the 
night, Jefus goes to them, walking upon thc fca, 
and would have palled by them, and tells them, 
they being affrighted, who he is, and rebuking, 
f aves Peter ready to fink, and they were amazed. 
And they drew to [hore t and came to the land of Gene - 
faret : and when he was come out of the jhf, as foon as 
it was \nown,thej brought their fick^, that they might 
touch thc hem of his garmcnt,and they were made 
whole. 

The next day, after Jefus was paifed over, the 
people which flood on this fide the fea,took fhipping 
and came to Capernaum feekjng Jefus: to whom he 
preaclieth in the Synagogue or Capernaum of the 
bread ot life, and affirms to the Jews that mur- 
mured that he was the bread of life. From 
that time many of his Difcipies went back, but the 
Apoftles would not go away ; notwithftandiog, 
hecallsoncof themadevih

THe Scribes and Tharifecs which came from 
Jertifalem , came to }cfns , and when they 
fitw fome of h:s Dfciples eat with defiled, 
w'~. unwalhcn hands , they found fault, 
That they did not walk after the tradition ot the 
N n n 11 n Elders : 
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Elders: to whom he anfwers concerning traditi- 
ons, that they fruftratedthe command of God, 
that they might keep the traditions of men, and 
teacheth the people, which alfo he expounds to 
hii Difciples at home, that nothing thac entreth in- 
to a man, but that that cometh from within, that 
defilethaman. 

And he arofe from thence^and went into the borders 
of tire and Sidon , and he could not be hid. For a 
Canaanttilh woman, a Gentile, a Syrophocnician 
by nation, cametohim,earncftly befeeching him 
for her daughter, that was vexed with a divill '• 
whom having praifed for the greatneffe of her 
faith, he cafti out the divil of her daughter. 

And again departing frem the eoafis of 'tyre and 
Sidon, he came unto thefea of 'Galilee , through the midft 
oftheciaft of Decapolit, and they bring unto him one 
that was deaf, and had an impediment in his fpeech, 
whom he heals, charging him that he fhould tell 
no man, but in vain. 

When he went up into a mountain he fat there , 
and hcaleth many, and the multitude won- 
dred. 

In thofe dayes,when there was a very great multitude 
remaining with him three day es in the defert,hc feeds 
four thoufaud men , befides women and chil- 
dren, with {even loaves, and a few little fillies, 
and there remainech {even baskets full of frag- 
ments. 

Andftraghttvay entring into afh'tp with his difciples, 
he came into the parts ofDatmamttha, or the coafts of 
Magdala. 

And the Tharifees came, requiring of hint a fign 
from Heaven, who abet he had deeply fighed, de- 
nies any fign but that of Jonas to thole hypocrites 
chat knew how to defcerne the face of the sky. 
And, leaving them,entred again into the(hf,audpajfed 
to the other fide. 

Avid when his Difciples were come unto the other 
fide, the j had forgotten to take bread, and they had but 
one loaf with them in thefbip* Then* Jefus faith unto 
them, take heed of the leaven of the Pharifees and 
Sad duces, and the leaven of Herod: they rcafbn- 
ing among themfelve*, becauie they had forgotten 
to take bread : Jefus rebuking them that chey had 
forgotten the miraculous multiplication of the 
loaves, gives them to undcrftand that he (pake 
not of ijhe leaven of bread, but of doftrine. 

Then be cometh to Bethfaida, and they bring him a 
blind mm, who being led out of the Town, and 
having bis eyes anointed with fpittlc, recovered 
his fight, and is forbidden to tell of it. 

And Jefut went and his Difciples into the Towns of 
Cajarea Ph'dippi. And it came to pafleas he was 
alone praying, and was now in the way, that he asked 
hie Difciples, Whom do men fay that lam} when they 
badanliwercd,he faith unto them, But whom do 
.yee fay? And when Peter had anf wercd, he pro- 
mounceih him happy, annexing promifes, and for- 
Ibids his Difciples to tell any man,that he was the 
Chrift. Heforetelsof his death and rcfurre&ion, 
and calls Peter, Satan, becaufe he rebuked him for 
fo fayin,g. Then he preacheth to his Difciples and 
the multitude, of the Croffe thac every one muft 
bear char will follow him j and at length foretells 
his transfiguration. And j 
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And it came to pajfe about eight dajes after thefe 
flings, (or fix intermediate dayes ) that he was 
trantigured in an high mountain : and when chey 
came down from the mountain, he charged them 
that thry fhoukl tell no man what they had feen, 
till he was rifen from the dead} and they kept it 
dole, questioning one the other, what the rifbg 
from the dead fhould mean. And they asked him, 
Why do the Scribes fay that Bias mult firft 
come? and they received an anfwer, by which 
they undcrftand that J.lus fpakeof John Bapcift, 
thac El us. 

And it came to pajfe the next day, when they were 
came down from the hill, and that he was come to 
his Dilciples, he (aw a great multitude about chem, 
and the Scribes questioning with them : and 
ftraigiuway all the multitude, when chey law him, 
were greatly amazed, and running to him, fainted 
him ; and as he was asking about their quzftioning 
with them, the father of a lunactck child anfwered 
him» that it was about his child that had an unclean 
fpirit, both deaf and dumb, and thac his Difciples 
could noc caft him out: chen Jefus, having caft 
out the fpirit,reftores the child whole to his father, 
and being at home, fhewshis Difciples the reafon 
why they could not caft out this devil. 

And they departed thence, and pajfed through Gali- 
lee, and he would not that any man fhould know it : and 
he taught his Difciples concerning his death and re- 
lu reaion: but they underftood not that faying; 
and being exceedingly forry, were afraid to ask 
him. ^ , _ 

When they were come to (fapemaum, they ask Peter 
about Jefus his paying tnDuiemony. And when 
J'-fds wascomc into thchoufe, he prevents Peter, 
te'liinp him :hac he fhould find a piece of mony in 
afi(hrsmomh,and bidding pay that for tribute, 
bom lor Ivmieiuud Jcfu?. 

At Ca^..u.u?», Jefus asks his Difciples, what it 
was thai thiy dfputcd among themfehes by the way, 
at which they weic fiienc at the firft, but then told 
him that it was about, Who fhould be grcatcft 
in the kingdom of H.'aven : then caking a child, 
and fating him in the midft, teacheth them that 
they fhould have humility* even as a child. He 
warns the World of offences; and that we muft 
take heed, that neither hand, foot, nor eye, make 
thee to offend, That little ones arc not to be delpi- 
fed. How our brother finning againft us, is to be 
reproved, and alio to be bound and loofed of the 
Church, and to be forgiven till fe venty times feven 
times,as he fhews in the parable of two debcersto 
the King, . 

But John anfwered, faying, we faw one cafimg out 
devillt through thy name, whom Jefus teacheth thac 
he was noc ro be forbidden ; and again warns 
them of not offending little ones, and to take heed 
again, that neither hand, f oot,or eyc> caufc thee to 
offend. . , . 

Junius gallio, (ftitdying to pleafe Tiberius, had given 
fentence that Tiherius his Souldiers,when their time of 
fervice was out, fhould ft in the fame benches with the 
Knights, to beholdthePlayes) was banified, under this 
colour, That he would feem to perfwade the Souldiers, 
rather toferve the Common-wealth than Tiberius, And 
Nnnnn 2 when 
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when it was wrote that he would eafily endure his banifb- 
went, in fo noble And pleafant an tflandas Lesbos was, 
he was brought backjo Rome, and deliver dto thecuftody 
of the Magiftnites. [ Tacit. Annal. 6, cap. 3. Dio. 
iib. 5B. pjg. 632.] 

Caffms Sevtrtts, the Oratour in the 15 year of his 
bauijhment died, in the If and of Serphone^ being redw 
ced to fuck poverty, that he hadfcarce a cloth to aide his 
privities. [ H icrouym. in Clnonic.] 

At 1\ome it was propounded in the Senate by Q«/w- 
lilnw, Tribune of the people, concerning the Sy bells bookj, 
which Camnim Gallu* , one of the fifteen requefted, 
might be received among other bookj of the fame pro- 
pbeteffe-* and prejjedfor a. Decree of the Senate, to rattfie 
it. W inch being done by joynt vote, Tiberius fent 
letters, wherein he fomewhat fparingly checked thcTri- 
bme, as not being well verfed in the old cttfioms, by 
reafonof his youth, but took^ up <j alius very fmartly, 
who being a man of years, andrvell experienced in the 
ceremonies, had notwithstanding moved the bufineffe at 
f-Ach time when the houfe was but thin, many of the 
Senatoxrs being ab fent: the authour of the Poemmcer- 
t.iin, before the (folledge had delivered their opinion* or 
1 he Poem had been revifed and adjudged by the mafiers 
of the Priefts) according to the ufualcuftom. Where- 
11pm the bool^ was referred to the cognisance of the Fif- 
teen. [Tacit. Annal. lib. 6. cap. 3. ] 

After thefe things Jnfus walkedin Cf alike, for he 
wculdnotwalkjtn J wry, becaufe the Jeais fought to 
kill him. Now the Feafl of Tabernacles was at hand, 
Jefus goech not up to the Fcaft, as his brethren 
would have him, who as yet believed not on him, 
bur gocch up after them, not openly, but as it were 
hi fecrer. 

And it came to paffe, when the time was come, that he 
(bould be received tip, hefet h'uface to go to Jcrufalem; 
ar.d he fent tnefhgers before bisface,and they went into 
a Viliaze of the Samaritans, to make ready for him, but 
rhev would not receive him, wherefore they went into 
another City, having rebuked his Difciples that 
would have commanded fire to come down from 
Heaven upon them. 

And it came to prfeas they went in the way, Jelus 
gave an anLwa- paniculaily to fome that would fol- 
low him. 

After thefe things Jefus fent LXX Difciples by two 
and two into every City and place, where he himfelf 

would come, giving them inftru&ions, and arming 
them with power. 

Ihe multitude enquiring after him,and murmuring 

concerning him , Jefus '» **' «"W' °f tbe f' a fi 

teachethin the Temple; and they wondnng at 

his doarine, he anf wercth, that his doctrine is not 

his own, but his chat Tent him. He anlwereth many 

things to them, reproaching and objecting againft 

him, and Officers arc fent to apprehend him. In 

the Lift and great day of the Feafr, Jefus crying out 

concerning faith in him, there is adivifion con- 

i cci-ning him among the people : but the Officers 

i thai, were fent, and Nicodcmus, defend both his 

' p-'tfunr.nd caufe before the Pharifces that fpake 

; 2^?. tuft him. 

! Jj('-;j v;nt tir.ro tbe (Jiiount of Olives, and early in 

1 th/m'orr.ing he (at and taught in the Temple, where 

r.jtivilliug to condemn (as a Judge) the woman 

taken 
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taken in adultery, warnes her to fin no more. 
Teaching in the Treafury of the Temple, He affirmes 
that he is the Light of the World, and defends his 
bearing record or himfelf, teachech many things 
concerning the Father himfelf: whither he goes, 
who he is ; of their father Aoraham : of the fer- 
vitude of fin and the Devil: of himleitthathe had 
not a Devil,as they fuppofed : that whofoevcr kept 
his laying, thould not tafte of death ; concluding 
With thefe Word*, Before Abraham was I am : where- 
upon they take tip ftones to throw At him • but Jefus 
hid himfelf, and went out of the Temple, going thorough 
the mtdft of i hem, andfo paffed by. 

Andas ]e [us paffed by, he faw one begging that was 
blind from his youth, who being made to fee, after 
many examinations, both of himfelf and parents, 
being caft out of the Synagogue, worfhips Jefus. 

He prcacheth moreover that he is the door of 
the flujep ; and chat good fhepherd, and of theeves 
an. 1 hirelings : and there was a divtfion again Among 
the ]ewsfor thefe fay ings, 

'the LXX return with joy, whom he farther warns 
and inftrudts : and rejoycing in fpirir,he tells them 
privately, :hat their eyes are happy. 

Then behold a certain Lawyer askes him, what he 
muft do to inherit eternal life, J Jus fends him to the 
Lzw> and he is taught by ine Parable of the man 
that fell among theeves,who is his neighbour. 

Npw it came topaffe as he went he came to a certain 
fojv»,aod is received into the houfe oi Martha, the 
herfelf miniftting unto them, whilft Mary heard 
the word of Jefus, for which ihe is preferred before 
Martha. 

i/ind it came to paffe as he was praying in a certain 
place, when he ceafed, one of his "Difciples faid unto htm, 
Lord teach us to pray, as John taught his Difciples, 
Wherefore he the iccond time prefctibes unto 
them the Lords prayer; ufing arguments alfo to 
ftir them up to conftancy in prayer, and for the 
confirmation of their faith in obtaining, 

A ad he cajt out a devil that was dumb, and the 
muknuic marvelled: and he confirms againft 
fome blafphemcrs, that he cafts not out devils 
through Beelzebub. 

tsivd it came to pajfe as he fpake thefe things, that a 
certain woman of the company faid unto him, Bleffed is 
the womb that bare thee : co whom he replies. 

And when the multitude were gathered thicks toge- 
ther fa b^gtu to fay ; This generation feeketh afig»i but 
there (hall none 'be given but that of Jonas: ad- 
ding, that the Queen of the South, and the Niui- 
vites, (hall condemn this genei at ion, and that heed 
muft be taken that the light that is in thee be not 
darkncflc. 

When he hadfpokjn thefe things, 4 certain 'Pbarifee 
be fought him that he would dine with him* Wonder- 
ing that Jefus had not firft wafhed, he isfeverely 
reprehended with the reft of the Pharifees by Je- 
fus for their outward holincffc, or fimulition, in- 
ward wickedneffe, covctoufnefle, and pride : and 
a woe pronounced hkewifc to the Lawyers. 

In the mean time, when there were gathered together 
aninnumerabtec$mpa»y,]d[is[iiith to his Dildpl s, 
Take heed of the leaven of the Tharfiesywhtch is hy- 
pocrite : And noc to tear them which kill the body. 

And 
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And one of tbt company faid unto him, Speakjomy 
brother that he divide the inheritance with me. To 
whom he faith, Who made me a Judge! and upon 
this occahon, preacheth againft covecoufnefle r in 
the Parable of the rich man that would build 
greater barncs: and againft an anxious diftruftful 
and u iproficaolc carking about the ueceflaries of 
thislifc, bidding, that they rather feek the kingdom 
of God, and to be like them that waite for the 
coming of rheir Lord, as it becomcth a faithful and 
wile Steward : and faith, that he will fend the fire 
oi jivilion on the earth ; and upbraides them, that 
they cannot find out that this is the appointed 
time. m 

And there were prefent at that feafon, fome that told 
himoftbeg.ddcans, who fe blood Pilate had mingled 
with their facrifices : from whence, he preacheth 
repentance, and propounds the Parable ot the fig- 
tree, not having fruit. 

And he tmght in one of the Synagogues on the Sab- 
bath day, and behold there was a woman which had a 
fpirit of infirmity eighteen year s, and Was bowed to- 
gether ; whom he heaies on the Sabbath, and de- 
tends the deed againft the Ruler of the Syna- 
gogues indignation. Then he likens the King- 
dom ol Heaven to a grain of muftatd-fced, and to 
leaven. 

And he went thorough all the Cities And Villages 
teaching and yjurnytng towards Jcrufalem ■ viz,, to the 

Feaitot Dedication. 

Then [aid one unto him, Are there few that (hall be 
fivedt to whom he anfwercth, That they muft 
ftrivc to enter in at the drake gate. 

On th fame d.\y,fome of the Thar; fees came to him, 
f -tying, Get thee out, and depart hence* for Herod will 
k^ll thee : to whom he gives a refolute anf wer. 

yinA it came to paffc as he went into the houfe of one 
ofthech ef Pharifees to eat bread, there was pre fent one 
who bad the Drop fie, whom heheales, and defends 
the deed , though done on the Sabbath j and 
fpeakes a Parable to them that were bidden, and 
inftrucleth him that had invited him. 

Aadwhenone of them that fat at meat with him, 
heard thefe things, he faith ttnto him, Blejfed is he that 
jhalleat bread in the kingdom of God: to whom he 
anfwereth,and propounds the Parable of the great 
Supper, and of each excufe that thofe that were 
invited made. 

And there was a great multitude that vent with 
him, and he tamed, and preacheth unto them, that 
life it felf is to be laid down for Chrift ; propound- 
ing unto them the Parables of the man that was a- 
bout to build a Tower, and of the King going to 
war. 

And there came to him all the Publicans andfinners 
for to hear him, and the Scribes and Pharifees murmu- 
red. He fpeakes unto rhem the Parables of the loft 
lhcep,of the groat, and of the prodgalfon. 

He tells his Difciples the Parable of theunjuft 
Steward accufed unto his Lord ; together with the 
a pplica t ion of the fame : and the Pharifees heard a& 
thefe things, and th'-y were covetous, and derided htm. 
He then preacheth againit them, and teacheth 
many other things, and declares the Parable of the 
rich man farcing delicioufly , and of Lazarus the 
begar. He 
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He faith to his Difdples ; ■ vvoe to them by whom 
offences come, and teacheth that \ hy brother fin- 
ning againit thee is tobe forgiven. 

1 ben f aid the Apoftles, Lord tncreafe our f^itb^ to 
whom he anfwers concerning the power of faith, 
and by the Parable of the lcrvant coming from 
plough., and ftraightway miniftering, (hewesthat 
they are unprofitable fetvants, when they have 
done all, for they have done no more, than what 
was their duty. 

And] it came to pa/fe as he went to Untfilem, that he 
pafjed thorough the midfi of Samaria and Galilee, and 
asheentred mto a certain village, there met him ten 
Lepers, who as they were going (by the command 
oi Jclus) to the Pi icfts,were made clean: ot whom 
one of them comes back to J,tus to give him 
thanks, and he was a Samantaue. 

And being aslted of the Pharifees, when the kingdom 
of God will come }he anfwered, That the kingdom of 
God will not come with obfervation : but that it is With- 
in ; arid faith to his Difciples , That according 
to the dayes of Noe and Lot : So lhall be the day 
in which the Son of Man lhall be revealed : but he 
road firft luffer many things. 

tsindhefpakeumo them a Parable that they fbould 
always pray, by the example of a widow interce- 
ding towards theunjuft Judge: whereas God is a 
juft Revenger. 

Hefpake alfo to fame that perfwaded. themfelves that 
they were )uft, and defpi fed others^ th\e Parable of the 
Pharisee and Publican praying in qhe Temple. 

And it was at Ierufalem the Feafl of the Dedication, 
and it was winter, and lefus walked iti the Temple in So- 
lomons Porch : then came the lews round about him, 
and find unto him, How long dofi thorn make ue tt doubt, 
if thou be the Chrifi,tell m platnly ? which he avouch- 
ing byhis works, and laying, I and my Father are 
one, t\>cy again took^ up ft ones to flone him : and dc«" 
fendrng bimfelf to be God, by the Scriptures, and 
his works, thy fought again to take him, but he efc ap- 
ed out of their. hands. 

And he went again beyond Jordan, into the place 
where J obn firft baptised, and there he abode, qnd many 
refined unto him ; and as he was wont, he taught 
them and healed them,and manybelievcd on him 
there. 

There come to him the Pfianfees, femptittg him, and 
faying, Is it lawful for a man to p»t away hu wife for 
every t{aufe} Jefus denies , it, and gives an antwer, 
both to the Pharifees, objecting the bill o^divorce 
which Mofes commanded, and jalfo to hjs Difci- 
ples faying,' Thatthcnitisbetteqfora m^nnotto 
marry. 

They bring unto him tittle children that he fhoutdlay 
his hands upon them, andpray, andhis Difciples for- 
bad them ( for which being rebuked ) after he had 
laid his hands upon them and blefled thcp,hedc- 
partedthence. 

Jefus going out from thence, as he was in the way, 
there meets him, a young man, one of the %ulers, very 
rich, fay mg un^o him, Good Mafrer y what muft I do to 
inherit -.eternal life ? Jefus having Ipoken concerning 
the title he gave him, (ends him to the Command- 
ments, who replying that he had pbferved them, 
Jefus loves him; but bidding him fell all that he 
had, 
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had,and give to the poor lends him away very for- 

EOWfull. 

He invci^hc bitterly againft covetous rich men". 
And upon Peters faying, Behold we have left all and 
followed thee • he makes notable promifes to all that 
follow him, (omc whereot were peculiar to the 
twelve Apoftles : Adding withall, that many 
which were firft (hould be laft, and thofe 
which were laftlhould be firft, which he declares 
by a pliable or labourers into a vineyard : for 
many were called, but tew cholen. 

Lazarus of Bethaniewa* fick',h\sf\^ZK therefore 
fend to Jclus to tell him ot'hisfickneffe, as toon as 
he heard that he was lick, he tarries twodaies in 
the place where he was, but atterwards he faith to 
his difciples, let us go again into Judea,who lay 
to him, the Jews of late fought to (tone thee, and 
goeft thou thither again. Jcfus nnfweting faith 
unto them, Lazavus fleepeth (Ipcaking uf his 
death, not of his-fleep) Let us go to him, faith 
Thomas, that we may die with him. 

)efus comes nigh unto Bethanic, and finds that Lit' 
z,arus bad been buried four daies in the grave : Martha 
comes to meet him, they/ difcourfc concerning the 
reflection, Mary hearing of it comes quickly to 
him, without the town, where Martha met him, 
;who feeing her weep, jcfus wepr, and comes to ■ 
the grave, bidding them remove theftone, and 
giving thanks to his iather, calls Lazarus out of 
his grave, whertupon many beleive on him, and 
fame going to the Phanfets, telling what things Jefus 
had done, . 

They called therefore a counccll, where Caia- 
phas prophefied concerning Jefus, and from that 
davconfulted together that they might put him 
to 'death, commanding that if any o^e knew 
where he was rhey fhould give notice that they 
might take him. Jefus there fore walked no more evenly 
among the Jews but went unto a City called Ephratm, 
and there continued wit h his difciples. ^ 

As they were in the way golr.g up to Htertifaum 
and jr/Bt 'went before them, and they were afraid, and 
he taksth Again the twelve, arfdbcgan to tell them what 
thing (hould happen unto him, but they underpod none 

Then come to him pmes ind John the font ofZebe- 
dee and their mother, defiting that they might fit 
one on theright hand thfother on the left of Jcfus 
who being repulled with his anfwer, and the reft 
being difplcaied, all are admonilhed that he that 
willbcgrear,and firft among them, mult be the 
miniiterand fervantofall. 

tAr.d h came to pajfe when he came nigh J encho, " 
certain blindman fate begging-, by the way /^,afking 
who it was that paffeU by, and knowing that it 
was Jelusof Nazareth,he though rebuked, carneft- 
ly implorcthhis mercy,and being calledunto himhe 
i receives hb fighr,and followes him glonfyirigGod 
I Andlefusentredand paffed through Jericho, and 
I feeing Zacheus in a fvcomore tree, he faith unto 
i him, 1 nwft abide at thy houfe to day. 
| And as they went out from the city ]encho, a g™ at 
company following him, he reftores fight to two blind 
men (whereof one was Bartimens,) and they fol- 
lowed him. . 

mien 
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Ivhertthey heard thefe things, becaufe they were nigh 
to Hiorufalem, and becaufe they thought that the King- 
dome of god (hould immediately appear, gohg on, he 
[pal^e the patabie of the noble mm that went into a 
far Cou urey , who gave hi> ten fervants ten 
pounds to occupie till he returned, and when he 
rwunicJ, knowing which had gamed molt by 
trading, lie rewards each of them according to the 
proportion of their gain. 

And the Pajfeovcr was at hand, and many went out 
of the Countreyupto Werufalem before the Pajfeover, 
that they m'ght purifie themjehes. 

lefts therefore fix dxies before the Pajfeover comes 
to Brthanx, and they made him a fupfer, and Lazarus 
fare rvitb him, where Mary amiomts his teer, and 
wipes them with the haires of her head, whom 
Jclus defends againft Judas : and much people 
came thither, noTondy for J ejus fake but that they 
might fee Laz.ar M : but the chief Pmsls confult how 
they might put Lazarus to death t becauft many of the 
lewsbclevedby reafonofh'm. 

And when be had thus fpokj", he mnt before, aj- 
vending up to Jerufalem : and it came to pajfe when 
he was ngh Bethphage and Bethany, at fe<JMount 
called thetMount ofOUves (the *9 day of March)** 
fenttwo ofhieDifciplesfor anAllc Colt that was tied. 
(Macrhcw makes mention of the fhee Aiie alio. ; 

They brought therefore the £olt unto Jefw,and cafl 
their garmJnts upon the Colt, and fee Jelus there- 
on,8c much people that came to the fcaft met him, 
many carting their garments in the way, others cut 
down branches of trees,* ft rowed them in the way. 
And when he was come to the defcent of the Mount of O- 
Wtbccompany that went before, sc that follow- 
ed cried Hotanna to the Ion of David i And I feme 
of the Pharifecs faying unto him,Rebuke thy Dil- 
cipl,s, he anfwereth them, The Phanfees there- 
fore faid among themlclves Perceive ye not that 
weprcyaile nothing, behold the World is gone 

after him. , , - t •* ■ » 

And when he came nigh, feeing the fy-, he™pt 
over it, forci-lling the utter deftruftion thereof. 

Andnbenhewas entredintoJerufalem,allthe City 
was moved, faying,who U this} 

And JcLswtntiniotherempleof God,andcaft out 
thofe that bought end fold in ir,and heals both blind &c 
lame in ir,anu juflifics the children crying Hofanna 
in the Temple, againft the Pr lefts and Scribes that 
were difpleafc J at it, he teacheth daily in the 1 cm- 
ple, them that heard him being very attentive, but 
The chief Priefts and Elders ot the people leeking 

l ° Sme°gre^'of thofe that cme to worftp at the Feaft 
defire to lee him , he anfwereth them that tell 
him, by preaching of his pdfion,and calling upon 
his Father, icccivcs ananfwer from Hcavcn,which 
fomethinkfto 6e Thunder, others an Angel : and 
fpeaking again of the lifting up ot the , Soil °^* n 
from the earth : .he anfwereth them that ask him, 
Who is this Son of Man ? And going from thence 
hehidhimfelffrom them : and when it was evening, tie 
went with the twelve unto Bethany ; and When he 
had donefo many miracles anwng them, they din 
notbelive in him, tint the word of ECayas might 
be fullfilled. Yet neverthcletle many ot the Rule" 
Ooooo Deuevca 
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believed on him, but did notconfeffeforfear of che 
Pnanfec-, he crying out therefore, preacheth con- 
cerning faith in him. 

And on the morrow , when he came from Bethany, be 
was hungry, and Iceing a fig-tree, chat had only 
leaves on it, he curferh ir, and it flraightway Wi- 
thered . They come to Jerufdcm, and entring into the 
Temple, he again cafls out thofe that bought and [old, 
and would noc that any fhould cany a veftel 
through the Temple, and crying our, hetcacheth 
concerning faith in himfelf, but the chief Priefts 
fought how rhey might deftroy him, lor they 
feared him, becaufe all the people were aftonifhed 
at his do£triue, and wh.n evening was come, Jefus 
■went cut of the City, 

And in the morning, as they faffed by the fig-tree, 
they faw that it was dried up from the roots, which Pe- 
ter Clewing, he preacheth unro them of the power 
and virtue or faith, but efpecially in prayers. And 
they come again to Jerufalem, and at he was walking in 
the Temple and teaching* the chief Priefts, Elders and 
Scribes come tint o him,faying,by what authority doft thott 
d> theft things f Jefus anlwererh them, by asking 
themeoncerningjohns Baptifm. And he {pake unto 
them trie parable of the cwofons, asking them, 
which of the two did the will of the father, and 
applies it unto them: as alio the parable of the 
Vineyard let out toHusband-men,and their killing 
or the Heir of the Vineyard, together with the 
application thereof, from that hour therefore they 
fdghtto cake him, but they feared the people, for they 
tocik. him for a Prophet. Again he propoundsth to them 
the parable, of the marriage of the Kings Con, and 
the refulati .i.id exemes of forae that were bidden, 
and the wickedneffc and puniLhmenrs of others, 
efpecially of him that had not on the wedding 
garment, then merit the Pharfees and took, councel 
how i bey might intangle him in his tall^ ; wherefore 
they fent out unto him their Difciples with the Hero- 
dians, faying, Is it lawful to give tribute unto Cafar 
or not } nho being aftonifhsd at his anlwer,4/f him, 
and went their way, 

ihe Jams day come to him the S adduces, asking 
him of the woman, that had the (eveu brethren 
for her husbands, which of them fhould be her 
husband in the rcfurrcction ; and when the mul- 
titude heard his anfwec to prove the refurre&ton, 
they were -aftonifhed at hit doctrine* Then a 
Phaiifee, a Lawyer, temptcth him, asking him 
which if the great comma ndement in the law? to 
whom he anlwers and asks the Pharilee, whole 
Son Chrift is ? and no man was able to anfwer 
him a word , neither durft any man from that 
day forth, ask him anymore cjucftion. 

then jefus fpeakj to the multitude, and to his THfcU 
pies; concerning the Scribes and Pharifees, de- 
nouncing a woe eight times againft them, and 
(peaking to the City Jerufalero, acculetb her of 
cruelty and obftinacy, and foretells her defolation. 
And as Jefus fat over againft- the Treafury, he pre- 
fers a widow cafting in two mites, be fore them 
that caft in more. 

When he went out of the Temple, his Difciples fhe W- 
ing him the buildings anditones,he foretells the 
mine thereof. 
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^nd as he fit on the Mount of Olive, over again ft 
the Tempi;, his Difciples asked him, when thefe 
things Hull be, and what fhall be the fign of thy 
coming,and the end of the World ? to whom he at 
large anfwers concerning the figne ; of them both : 
and warms th:m to watch and to be ready for 
they knew not the hour when the Lord will come. 
Audteachcth the face thing by the Parable of 
the ten V". 'gins, asalfoby the Parable of the Ta- 
lents delivered to the fervants to trade withal, and 
delcriDcch the judgement of this World (perhaps 
as a ty pi of that ) by fating rhc fheep on the right 
handi and the goats on the lcir, and giving len- 
ience upon each ot tlTcm. By day he taught m the 
Temple, but by tight he went into the Mount of Olives, 
and all the people coming unto him early in the morning, 
he taught them in the Temple, 

And it came to pap when leftts had finlfhed thefe 
fayings,he ff.ih to his Difciples, Tcknow that after two 
dayes is the Pajfeover, and the fan vfm.infuUbe be- 
trayed to be crucified. Then they coidulrcd toge- 
ther in the Palace of the High Pri-.-fl, that they 
might kill Jciiu ; but they f lid, tut in the Feaft day, 
\ Uftthcrebe an upr ore among the people, 
I And as he was in the I: oafs of Simon the Leper, he 
defends a woman i hat poured an alabafter box of 
ointment 0.1 his head, as he fat at meat , a- 
gainft Ins Difciples that murmured, fortelling his 

Then entred Satan into Judas, who offers himfelf, 

and covenants to betray him* 
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T'be fourth Passeover in 
tj,WCh rIst, our <Pa(fan>er pas fa- 
ct ifridi 1 Cor. 5. 7 and jo an end put to all 
the legal f Mr; feet prefiguring this oi.ely 
one, the fourth, cr rn:ac\le year of 
the lift week of I) .unci, be- 
g:ntihg 7 Dw..9.Z7' 

IN the fir ft day efudcavc;;cdbrcad,whcn the Paffs- 
over was fain ( April 2. ) his Difciples asking 
him, where they fhould prepare it; He lends 
Peter and John into the City, telling them 
that, there fhould meet them a man carrying a 
prcher of water, by following of whom, they 
fhould find a guctt-ch amber ready fnrnilhed by the 
good nun ot the houfc. 

Audin the evening he cometh with the twelve, and 
when they had fat down, and eaten, ]efus f'-id, I have 
grcatelj def.redto eat this Paffcovcrwith yon, before I 
lufter ; and he commanded them to divide the 
Cup among themlelvcs, faying, I will not any 
more cat of the Paficovcr, or drink of the fruit of 
the Vine, until the kingdom of God fhall come. 
And he faith, one of you fhall betray me, and they 
began to be forrowful,and to fay unto him, one by 
Ooooo 2 one, 
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one, Is it I? Heanfwereth, Ic is he thatdippech 

his hand with meinrhediQi, and to Judas alking, 
i* ir I ? he faith, chou haft faid. 

whtlfk they were eati ng, he inftitutes rhe facrament 
of h is bod y in bread ; and in wine, after he hadfuf 
fed thai of his bloud, adding, I will not henceforth 
Jri ike ot the fruit of the Vine, till 1 (hall drinke ic 
n.wvvithyouintheKingdome of my father. Bat 
behold faith he the hand ol him that betraieth me 
i wUime on the table, then they began to en- 
quire among ttkmlelves,if any among them Ihould 
do this. 

And >. here was alfo a ftrife among them, which 
of them ihould be accounted the grcateft ; and 
[upper being ended, he rifech, and laic thafidc his 
garments and took atowell, and girded himfelf, 
and began to wafh and to wipe his difciples feet, 
and alio Peter, who at firft denied, but afterwards 
defiled it, which being done, be Jits down again, 
f;i)iog, I have (hewed you an example, that a? I 
have done, you might Hkcwife wafh one another* 
feet, he that is the greatcft among you lee him be 
the leaft ; adding moreover, I do no; I'peak of you 
all •, I know whom I have chofen. When he h.id 
faid thefe things, he is troubled in fpirit, and tcftified, 
lay ng one ot you fhall betray me ; his difciples 
therefore looking one on another uncertain of 
whom he fpake, Peter beckoned to the beloved 
dilciple, that be Ihould afke who it Was, Jefus 
snfwere\ he ic is to whom I lhall give a fop after 
i have dipped it, and he gave it to Judas and (aid 
unco him, wha thou doe ft, do qu cki .• ; he, having 
received the lop, went out immediately : And it was 
night, 

When he was gone out, Jefus faithy Now is the foil 
of man glorified, and God >s glorified in him, and 
he admonilhern them or his hidden departure, and 
ot their mutuall love one of another; he laid alio 
Simon, Simon, behold Satan hath defired ye that 
he might winnow you as whear, but I have praicd 
tor thee, and do thou (trengthen thy brethren ; 
and to Peter too confidently faying, I w 11 lay 
down my life for thee, he anfwets, The Cock mail 
not crow till thou halt denied me thrice: and he 
laid to them, he that hath a purfc let him cake ir, 
and he that hath not a (word, let him buy one; 
they faying, here ate two (words, he faith, ic is 
enough. 

Againft their forrow conceived by them for his 
death, he comforts them, as he was wont, to the 
quettionsof Thomas, Philip, Judas, (who is alfo 
Lebbacus, furnamed Thaddaeus, another of the 
Ions of Alphaeus, and brother of James) he anfwers 
every one particularly, he prom feth to them,that 
the Holy Ghoft (tail tie their teacher : and leaves 
his peace unco thcm,and again admonifhing them 
othis approaching death, and of the joyfull fruit 
then of, he faith, Arfe let hs go hence, and when they 
had fang an hymn they went out towards the mount of 
Olives, 

At they were going, by the Parable of the Vine 
and the branches, he exhorts them to bring forth 
fruit, and to r m iin >n the love of God towards 
them, and murua 1 love one towards another, and 
to abide patiently the hatred of the world, which i 
hates 
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hares Chrift himfelf, and ihatttey Ihould not be 
off.-ndsd through petlecucio.is. And again com- 
forts them againft forrow for his death, by the 
promile of lending them the Comforter, the Spirit 
ot truth, whoic office againft the world, and to- 
wards them he detcribeth. And admonifhing 
them, that yer a Her. Ic while and chey Ihould not 
fee him, they not underftanding when thatmea- 
uech, he explaines ic unto them, an J faith, that 
there forelaid forrow of theirs fhould be turned 
into joy, by the example of a woman bringing 
forth a manchild, and alfo by his return unto 
them, by the love of the father towards them, and 
by his ready hearing of their petitions that they 
(hall make in his name. And he faying, I came 
forth from the father, and am com: into the world, 
again I leave the world, and go to the father, his 
difciples anfwered, Lo, now thoufpeakeft plainly, 
Wo beieivc thou cameft from God : to whom Je- 
fus anlwet-% that the time was now come, that 
they fhould be fcattered every own to his one, and 
Chrift fhould be left alone. And aclaft conclude 
with a moft divine praier to the father, for the 
mutuall llluftration of his own, and the fathers glo- 
ry, tor the Apoftles, and the whole company of 
believers. y Vni 

When Jefus hadfpoksn thtfe things^ he went with his A v *"• 
difciples ( as he was wont ) over the brook^ Cedron to the l • 
mount of Olives. Then faith Jefus to them, all ye 
lhall be offended becaufe of me this night, butaf- 
ter lam riten again I will go before ye into Gali- 
lee, and to Peter faying, though all fhould b; offen- 
ded, yet will not I, Jefus faith, to day, even this 
night b fore the Cock crow, thou fhalc deny me 
thrice, but both he, and all the difciples reply , 
though we fhould die with thee, we will not deny 

Hen they come into a place, coiled gethfemane , 
where was a garden into which Jefus entred, and his 
difciples, untu whom he faid pray ye that ye enter 
not into temptation, fit here till I goe and pray 
yonder: and he took Peter and the two fonsof 
Zebcdee with him, and began to be very forrow- 
full,and faid unto them, tarry here and watch, and 
going a little further about a ftones caft, kneeled 
down and praied that this cup might paffc from 
him. And there appeared an Ahgell from heaven 
ftrengthninghim; then he rctutnes, and finding 
his Difciples flceping, he reprcheads, and admo- 
nifheth themi he goeth the iecond time, and prat- 
cth more carneftly, and being in an agony, he 
fwcates as it were drops of bloud, aud coming 
again, finds them flceping for forrow, for their 
eics were heavy, and again being admonished they 
know not what to anfwer he then left them, and 
went away again and praicd the fame words, then 
comeeh he to his difciples and faith unto chem, 
flcep on now, and take your reft, behold the hourc 
is come, and the fon of nun is betraiedinto the 
hand ot finncrs ; rife , let us be going : heboid he is at 
hand that doth betray me. 

While he yet fpake behold } * das, whokneWthe 
place, (becaufe Jefus often retorted thither with 
his difciples ) with the chief PrielH and Pharifces, 
Captains of the Temple, and elders ot the people. 

and 
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amiOffi-'ci'*, and a band lent from them, comet h 
thither with Lanterns and Torches, and a great 
multitude with f words and ftavef. And Juhis 
had given a fign, laying, Whomfoever 1 (hall kiffe, 
the lame is he, and heftraightway killed Jefus: 
to whom Jefus faid, Wherefore arc thou com-? 
Rerrayeft thou the Son of Man with a kiile ? but 
J dus knowing ail things that ihould come unto 
.sun, went oik unto them, and faid unto them, 
vV horn leek ye ? they lay unto him? J eta of Naza- 
reth, Jkfus faith miLft them, 1 am hc,aud they went 
backwards and fell co the ground : he a.--kcth them 
aga : n, and anfwereth them as at the fit It j faying, 
moreover, If ye feek me, let tlicfe j;o their way ; 
and chey -ook him: and when they tint Were abou: 
him nw what would follow, they (art. unto him, 
Loid,ftull wc fmice with the 1 word, and Peter 
(hook-oft the right civ of Malc!ms„a lervanc ot 
the Higii Pticlts, to wh> >m Jems faid, Pet up thy 
Lword, cannot I pray, nno have more than twelve 
Legions of Ai-geis? Shall not I drink- or the cup 
that my Fa- her hathg'-vcnme ? SrfLr ye thus far, 
ami he touched Irs^car and healed him. ■ And 
J.vius faid unto them, be ye come or-ca? againft a 
Thi t with {words and ftaves; but this is your 
iioutv and the power of darkncile,then all his Dit- 
cioles left him, and fled; and a certain young man 
(,u li-eir company) being laid hold on, left his lin- 
iV n --loth ana lied irom them. 

Ar.A they bound Jefus, and brought him fir ft to An- 
r,.-.i, ;;k tvher in i-w v,i Cuiph.is, who lent him 
hi u a toC-dphasthc H gh Prieft , who formerly 
:..:d p:oph ii'-'d , that it was expedient that one 
ti:.-mihouidi;k-io' the pec pie, ibcc wire ail the 
1 1 . k t Pr cib, and Elders, and Scribes ot '. he people 
f-.-thi-rcd to.t-.nhcr. Tnen Caiphas a^ked Jefus 
e'oi.cernir".; l^'s D 'ie : plrs, and his Doi-frine ; J (us 
..;.lv\ncdi.im. 1 ipakc openly to the World, ask 
ti.-m tha: !...■• dnv: : therefore one of the Officers 
i-.r'.vkhimv.i h a ibrf, to whom hcanhvercch, 
ii iiiavcwcl :ipok-.n,whyfmucitthouine? Then 
.■,hrheCou:-.-;i fought talic wunclk agaiull him, 
'::•;, I round u <v .e : a; lall two ialic witnelie-; came, 
i'uYt"hcir kft'mony agreed r->r. Caiphas then 
Lid, Ar.fwcrcft riiou not to w:i;:t ihcy witneffe a- 
L^u\-t thee ? htr j his held his peace : then he ad- 
ored him ;h«-'. h.e Ihouklteil, whether he were the 
C '.riu.

Fiien they mocked him, and 
they ipat on him,c;ueil/ beat him with buffets and 
have ■■; an J covering his face, tiiey faid, Prophcfic 
who f mote thee: and many other things they re- 
p-oachiuUyfpakeagainrthim. 

Bui P ci er followed afar off, that he might lee the 
1 end, and another Difciple that was known to the 
! , Hia'n Pricft,and went with Jefus into the Palace: 
! biu'Percr (food without at the door, whom that o- 
I thcr Dfcipie ( (peaking to her that kept the door) 
i brouphrin : and as Peter was warming himfelfat 
! the fire kindled in themidft of the Palace, ( for it 
' was cold ) the maid that kept the door,asked him, 
I and affirmed that he was one of his Difciplcs j but 
,' he 
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he denied ir, or that he knew him, or knew what 
(he faid* And a little after, he wenc out into the 
Porch, and the cock crew: and as he was going 
out another maid faw him, and faid unto them 
that were there, This alfo was with Jefus of Na- 
zareth : alto another faid unto him, Thou arc 
one of them ; then he again denies it with an oath, 
and about an hour after,they which itood by came 
and faid unto him, Thy fpeech bewrayeth thee, 
and che coufin of Malchus among the reft faid, 
Did not I fee thee in the Garden with him ? and 
while he yet fpake, the cock crew the fecond time, 
then the Lord turned about and looked upon 
Peter, and he remembring the words of Jefus, 
went out, and wep: bitterly* 

And asfoon as it was day* the Elders of thereof U, 
mid chief Trie ft, and the Scribes, came together, and 
ted hm in to their Council, faying, Art thou the 
Chrilt? to whom he anfwered, Ye will not be- 
lieve, or anfwer, or let me go ; that he was the Son 
of God: they (aid, What need we any further 

witneffe e .,,,,. 

Then ftraightwaj in the mormng the whole multf 
tude of them *rofe,wd led him boH»d unto Pomut Pilate 
the governor, from Caiphas to the Hall ot judge- 
ment , ( Aprd 3. ) and they went not into the 
Judgement Hill, left they Ihould be dsfiied, but 
that they might eat the Paflcovcr. And Jelus 
(food before the Governour ; Pilate therefore came 
forth unto them, and laid, YY hat acculation bring 
you againft this man? they answered nim, If he 
had not been a maiefaftour, we would not have 
delivered him unto thee: and they began to ac- 
cufe him, laying, We found this man perverting 
the Nation, and forbidding to pay tribute to 
Csfar, faying, That hehimlclf is Chrift a King : 
and when he wasaccufed ot the chief Pri^fts and 
Elders, he anfwered nothing.Then (aid Pilate unto 
him, Hearclt thou not how many things they 
witnefle againft thee : but he anfwered him not a 
word, lo that Pilate marvelled. Then faid Pilarc 
unto them, Take ye him, and judge him accor- 
ding to your law: but they urged, it is not lawful 
lor us to put any man to death. Pilate then entred 
Into the judgement Hall again* and called Jefus, and 
faid unto him ; Arc thou the King ot the Jews; 
Jefus anfwered, Saycft thou this of thy felt, or 
did others tell it thee ot me ? Pilate anfwered, 
Am I a Jew? thine own Nation, and the chief 
Pricftj have delivered thee unto me, Wbaxhaft 
thou done ? Jeh s anfwered , My Kingdom is not 
of this world, Pilate therefore faid unto him, Art 
thou a King then ? Jefus anfwered, For thiscaufe 
came I into the world, that I might bear wicnefs 
unto the truth* Pilate faid unto him, What is 
truth ? eAndwhcn he had faid this, he went out again 
unto the Jews, and faid unto them, I find in him no 
fault at all : and chey were the more fierce,faying» 
He ftirreth up the people, teaching thorough all 
Jewry, beginning at Galilee to this place. Pilate 
therefore hearing of Galilee, asked him if he were 
a Galilean, and when he k«ew that he belonged to 
fferodi )nrifd<ElioB, befent him to Herod who was at Je- 
rufaUw m thofe dyes. And when he faw Jefus he was 
exceeding glad : but being deceived in his hopes of 
feeing 
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leeing a miracle, and not vouchfafed anyanfwer, 
cither to him, or the chief Pnefts and Scribes, ve- 
hemently acuifing him : after Herod had (etj:fus 
at naught, and mocked him, feuds him back,to Pilate 
arayed in a gorgeous robe : and both the Govern- 
ours were made friends that tame day. *A»d 
Pilate when he had called the chief Priefts and the Ru- 
lers and the people, laid unto them, Neither I, nor 
Herod, find any fault in him, nor any thing wor- 
thy of death: 1 will therefore chaftife him, and 
releafe him: tor the Govcrnouc was of nccclfity 
every Feaft ( as the cuftom was ) to deliver to the 
people one prifoner whom they would '• and the 
multitude crying out aloud began to defire, that 
he would do unto them as he had ever done. Pilate 
therefore calling them, laid unto them, Ye have 
a cuftom that I fhould releafe one unto you at the 
Pafleover, Will ye (therefore that I releafe unto 
you the King of the jews, which will ye, either 
this man or Barabbas i for he knew that the chief 
Priefts had delivered him for envy ; but they ftir- 
red up the people, that he fhould rather deliver Ba- 
rabbas unto them : now he was a notable thief, 
who lay bound with them that made inlurre&ion, 
and forinfurreaion and murder 1:1 the City, was 
call: intoprifon. And when he was fet down in the 
ytlgentent-feat, bis wife fent unto h,m, faying, Have 

nothing to do with that juft man,for / have fullered 
many things in my dream by reafon of him this 
day. Pilate therefore fpake unto them again, be- 
ing willing to releafe Jcfus, which of the twain 
will you that I releafe unto you? but they all cryed 
out, faying, not him, but Barabbas. Pilate there- 
fore anlwcred, and faid unto them again, What 
will you, that I (hall do unco him that ye call King 
of the Jews, and they all cryed out again, crucifie 
him. Pilate (aid unco them the third time, But 
what evil hath he done ? I find no caufe of death 
in him, I will therefore chaftife him and let him 
go, bat they ciyed more carneftly, crucifie him, 
and were very inflant with loud voices, defiling 
the fame. Then Pilate took. Jefus, and fcottrged him, 
andtbf Soiddiers flatted a frown of ' lUrns, and put 
it on his head, and cloathed him with purple, lay- 
ing, HaileKing of the Jews and beat him with 
ftavesi Pilate therefore went forth again ttnto them, 
andfaii unto them, Behold 1 bring him forth ttnto you, 
that ybu may know I find no fault in him, then 
Jcfus Ume forth, wearing ■ the Crown of thorns, and 
the robe, and Pilate faid unto them, Behold the 
man. i When the chief Priefts and Officers law 
him, they cryed out, faying, Cruc fie him, crucifie 
him. Pilate faid unto them, take ye him and cru- 
cifie him, for I find no fault in him. The Jews 
faid, fie ought to dye, became he made himleli the 
Son df God. When Pilate therefore heard that 
laving, he was the more afraid, andwent again into, 
the judgement-hall, and faith U Jefus, Whence art 
thou ?f bur Jefus gave him no anfwer; then lad 
Pilatci unto him , Speakeft thou not unto me ? 
Knowelt thou not, that I have power to crucifie 
thee ?: Jefus anfwered, Thou cquldeft have no 
power 9 uuleffc it were given thee from above :and 
from thenceforth Pilate fought to releafe him, but 
the Jews cryed out , Then thou art not C*lars 
faiend* 
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friend. When Pilate heard this, he brought forth 
Jclu',andf.ucin the judgement-feat > in theplace 
called the Pavement, and it was the preparation 
of the Pafleover, and about rhe fixth hour, then 
faid '"c unto the Jews,Behold your King, but they 
cryed cur, Away with him , Away with him, 
crucifie him: Pilate laid uito them, Shall I cru- 
cifie y,mr King, then anfwered the chief Priefts 
we have no KiTig buc Caefar. When Pilate there- 
fore law that he prevailed nothing, but that rather 
a tumult was made, he took Water and warned his 
hands before the multitude, laying, lam innocent 
of the bloud of this juft peilon,fee you to it : and all 
the people anfwered and faid, Hi* bloud be on us, 
and our children : then Willing to content the mul- 
titude, he relcMed unio them Barabbas, ^Andwhen 
he had fcourgtdjifm, he delivered htm over to their 
will, that he might be crucified. 

And the Sotildicrs of the Governoitr, when they had 
led Jefus into the hall called Pr&torium, chey called 
together the whole band ; and when they had 
ftripped him, they put upon him a Icarlec robe, 
and platted a Crown of Thorn, and put it on his 
head, and a reed in his right Innd,and bowing the 
knee, mocked him, faying, Hail King of the Jews: 
and when they had fpat on him, they took that 
reed and fmote him on the head 5 and when they 
had mocked him, they took off the purple from 
him, and pr.t his own cfoaths on him, and led him 
out to cruc -fie him. 

Then Judas whkh had betrayed him, when he faw 
that he was condemned, repented himfelt, and 
brought the thirty pieces ot lilver to the chief 
Priefts, confeffing his fin unto them; and calling 
the lilver pieces into the Temple, went and hang- 
ed himlelf ; and they bought with them the 
Potters fi. Id, that the prophefie might be fiilifilleJ. 
And Jcfus came forth carrying huCrojfe, but as they 
were leading hint, they found u,;e Symon of Cyrene-t 
who came ou; of die Country, whom they took, 
and compelled to carry the Croffe after J efus, and 
there were two Thieves that were led with him, 
that they might be crucified : and there followed 
a great multitude of people, and of vionxtn that 
lamented him, to whom he turned and foretold 
rhe lamentable detraction of }z\\xh\cm.And when 
they were come into the place called Qalvary, but in the 
Hebrew Golgotha, they gave unto him to drink 
winc,mingled with myrrhc,and vinegar mingled 
with gall, and when he had rafted it, he would not 
drink it ; and the) crucified him there, (and it was the 
thirdlxur) and the two Thieves with him, one on 
the right hand,andthc other on the left : and Jclus 
faid* Father forgivcthem, for they know not what 
they do. And Pilate wrote a fupeifcription in 
Hebrew, Greek, and Latin;* , and put it on the 
Ctofle: which at the rcqueftof the chief Priefts 
Pilate would not alter : and after they had cruci- 
fied him, they parted his garments into four parts, 
to every Souldicr that was impbyed in the execu- 
tion, a part, calling lots , and likewife upon his 
(camlcfie coat,whole it Ihovld be.that the Scripture 
mightbe fulfilled : and they fitting down,watched 
him there, and the people ftood beholding him, 
but they that palled bv reviled him, wagging their 
Ppppp neads, 
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heads, and faying, O thou that deftroycft the 
Temple, and buikidt it in three dayes, Lave thy 
lelf, it thou be the Son of God, come down trom 
the Crofie : likewife alto the chid Priefb and Ru- 
lers, with the People, mocking and fcoffing, with 
the Serines and Eldeis, {aid among tnemteives, 
He Caved others, hiralclt he cannot fave : It he 
be :h;: King of Iftacl,if that Chrift,the choicn of 
G. Hi, let him come down from the Crofie, and we 
will believe him, H" trailed in God, let him deliver 
mu>, ft he will have him, for he laid, I am the Son 
or. God : the Souldiers alio mocked him, arid com- 
i ing unto him, offered him vinegar, faying, If 
I thou be the King of the Jews, fave thy felf. The 
Thieves alfo which were crucified with him, caff 
the fame in his teeth : But one of them continuing 
in his railing again ft him, the other being convert- 
ed, rebuked him, and laid unto Jefus,Lord, re- 
member me when thoucomeft into thy kingdom ; 
to wbom Jefus anfwered, To day Quit thou be 
wiih me in Paradile: and there ftood by hh Crollc, 
the Mother o( Jeft^and his Mothers Sifter, Mary, 
the Wife of Cicophas, and Mary Magdalene: 
when Jefus thcreioce law his Mother, autt t!ic Dit- 
ciple whom he loved, ftanding, he laid unto his 
M iiher , Behold thy Son, aiid ro the Dilciple, 
B-'hold thy Mother. And when the f : xth hour was 
cor,:e, there was d*rk»ejfe over all t%s Lnd^or Cmntrey, 
tiat.ll thcr.hnh hon^ : And about the nu:tb hem; Jefus 
cry.-d out ivu'b a loud vc'ce, EH £//, o - , iiioi Eloi 
Lamnu labacch ■. <\ ? Aid {jme that {food by 
(aid, he cailcth EWas. After tn.i< , when Jelus 
knew th:!t ah tilings «/erc accomplifhed, that the 
Scriprure might tie fulfilled, fvd 9 I thirjt. Now 
iiicix 'W?s ice rii.rc a wflel 1 il of vinegar, and 
thev ii.icj a founge wi- h vinegar, and put it upon 
lr:ilop>ora reed, and pu: it to his mouth, laying 
ado well the reft, let be, ice is fee it Elias 
"./ill c. me to i ; ve him, and take him down. But 
Jcfu^j when ', ■ had received the vinegar, (aid, It 
is fi i -.flicd : And when again hecryed with a loud 
voice, Father, imo diy hands I commend my ipiric, 
and bowing Li? head? he gave up the Ghoft. And 
when the Centurion law t hat he fo cryed out,and 
f.avc up the ghoft, he glorified God, faying, Truly 
this isa j'uftm:-n,Trueiythiiis the Son ol God. 

An d bchoid tjic vaile ol the Temple was rent in 
twain trom the top to the bottom, and the earth 
did qrake,and the racks rcntiand the graves were 
opened, and many bodies of the Saints, which 
lleptjarofc, and came cut of the graves alter his 
refnrreftion, and went into the Holy City , and 
appeared unto many : and the Centurion, and 
they that ftood over againft,and thole that watch- 
ed Jefu>, when they faw the Earthquake, and the 
ti iiig:; that were done, feared greatly, laying, 
Truly this was the Son of God, and all the people 
that came together to that fight, beholding the 
ci-iui-s that were done, fmote their breafts and re- 
turned j and hi* acquaintance, and the Women 
which followed him from Galilee, flood a far off, 
b-holding thele things, among whom were Mary 
Magdalene, and Mary the Mother of James the 
Lc He, and Mother of Jofes and Salome; who 
alio, when he was in Galilee, followed him, 

and 
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and miniflred unto him, and many other women 
chatcameupto Jerusalem with him. 

TiieJ.'Wi therefore, that the bodies fhould not 
remain on the Crofie on the Sabbath, becaufe it 
wai the prcparacio 1, ( tor that Sabbath was an 
high day) betought Pilate, that their legs might be 
broken, and that they might be taken away. The 
Souldiers therefore came, and brake the legs 
o: the two Tnieves,but not of Jefus, becaufe he 
was alceady dead ; but one of the Souldiers with 
a Spear, pierced his fide , and there came out 
ftraightway blood and water: and thele things 
were done, that the Scripture might be fulfilled. 
And when even was now come, becaufe it was the pre- 
paration, that U y the day before the Sabbath, cometh 
Jofeph of tsirimatheA) a rich man, and an honoura- 
ble Cou.icellour, who alfo looked tor the Kingdom 
of God, a good man and a juft,andhad not con- 
tented to the councel and deed ot them, being a 
Ditciplc,but fecretly, for fear of the Jews, came 
boldly unto Pilate, and begged the body of Jefus. 
Pilate marvelled if he were already dead , and 
calling a Centurion asked him, and when he knew 
it, he gave the body to JoLeph. There cometh 
alfo Ncodemus (which at the firft came to Jefus 
by night) and brought a mixture of Myrrhe and 
aloes, about an hundred pound weight : they took 
therefore the body of Jefus, and wound it in a 
linnen cloath, with the fpiccs,as the manner of 
the Jews is to bury. And Jofeph, when he had 
wrapped it in a clean linnen cloth, laid it in his own 
new Sepulchre, which he had hewen out of a 
Rock, wherein never man was laid, and which 
was in a garden, in the place where Jefus was cru- 
cified • and Jofeph rolled a great ftonc to the 
door of the Sepalcre : and Mary Magdalene, and 
Mary the Mother of Jofes, which came with him 
from Gahlee,beheld where they had latdhim,and 
iatover againft the Sepulchre ; and they returned 
and prepared 1 pices and ointments, and relied the 
Sabbath day according to the commandemeiit. 
Tbe next day ( the fourth of April) the Phanfees 
betought Pilate that he would command theSepul- 
chre to be made (urcuntill the third day, (hewing 
him a reafon : which when he had yielded unto, 
they went, and made the Sepulchre fure, fealing 
the ftone, and faring a watch. 

In the end of the Sabbath, or when the Sabbath was 
now f aft, ( April the fifth ) vtbt* it dawned towards 
the firft day of the week^ in the morning very early, 
whiles it was yet dark., came tMary Magdalene, and 
Mary ihc Mother of James, and Salome, bringing 
Spices which they had bought,that they might fee 
the Sepulchre, and anoint Jefus; and they laid a- 
mongthemfelves, who (hall roll away the ftone 
from the door for us? and when the Sun wasrifen, 
coming to the Sepulchre, they faw the ftone was 
rolled away ; tor behold there was a great Earth- 
quake, for the Angel of the Lord came down from 
Heaven, and rolled away the ftone, and fat upon 
it : and they Went in and found not the body ot the 
Lord Jefus. And it came to paffe, as they were 
much perplexed thereat , that behold two men 
came to them, in fhining raiment, their counte- 
nances were a* lightning?, and their garments 
Ppppp a white 
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white a* fnow. Mathew and Mark {peak but ot 
one Angel, and the keepers ior fear did (hake, and 
became as dead men. And when the women 
were afraid, and bowed their laces to the Earth, 
the Angels laid unto them, Fear not ye, I know ye 
feck J cfu i w h it h was crucified. VV hy feck ye the 
1 : ving among i he dead ? He is not here, he is rif en, 
ashefaid,comcandteeihe place where the Lord 
was bid, and remember what hefaid, when he 
wasydt in Galilee wichyou ; faying, The Son of 
man muft <be delivered into the hands of finful 
men, and be crucified, and the third day rdea- 
gain : but go ye quickly, and tell his Difciples, 
and Peter that he is riten again from the dead ; 
and behold he goeth before you into Galilee, there 
(hall ye fee him ; Behold I have told ye. Then 
the women remembred the Words of Jefus: and 
they departed quickly otti of the Sepulchre, with 'tear, 
and winder, And great joy, and ran that they 
might tell his Dtfcipics ; but they laid nothing to 
any nian (as they went ) for they were afraid. And 
when the women told thefe tilings to the eleven, 
and to all the red : their words feemed unto them 
as idie tales* But Mary Magdalene telling Peter 
and the other Di(ciple whom Jefus loved, They 
have taken away the Lord, and we know not 
where they have laid him. Peter therefore and 
that other Dilciple went, out and came to the Se- 
pulchre, but that other P Iciple dutran Peter, and 
came tuft to the Sepulchre ; and when he ftooped 
down* he faw the linncri cloaths lying, but went 
not in* then came Peter following him, and went 
into the Scpulchre,and fecth thelinnen cloaths lie, 
and the napkin that was about his head, not lying 
with the linnen cloaths, but wrapped together in a 
place by it feif. Then went in that other Difciple, 
and faw and believed, and Peter went unto his own 
home> wondering at what was done; for as yet 
they knew not the Scriptures, that he muftrifea- 
gain ftom the dead. And the Difciples went to 
their own home. But Mary Magdalene flood 
with. <ut at the Sepulchre weeping, and whilft the 
yc;: wep:, (he ftooped down into the Sepulchre,and 
feeth two Angels in white fining, the one at the 
head, and the other at the feet, where the body of 
Jefus had laid, which (aid un:o her, Woman, why 
weeptitthou? She faith unto them, They, have 
taken afody4riv Lordyand 1 know not where they 
havciaidfctfh: and whcn'flie had [aid thus, the 
turned her felt back, and faw Jefus fhnding,but 
knew not that it was Jefus. And Jefus laid unto 
her, Why Wecpeft thou , whom feckeft thou ? 
Shcluppofinghim to be the Gardener, aufwered 
and (aid, If thou haft born him hence, tell roe 
where thou haft laid him, and I will take him a- 
way. Jefus faith unto her, Touch me nor, fori 
am not yet attended to my Father, but go and tell 
my brethren, and fay unto them j I go, err. And 
fhe came and told his Dilciples, and thole that had 
been With him,as they were weeping and mourn- 
ing, that flic had fecn the Lord, and that he had 
faid thefe things unto her. But they when they 
heard that he was alive, and had been fecn 
of her, believed no:: ;and a-; the women went 
ttonulic Sepulchre (perhaps Mary Magdalene was 
abfent ) 
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abfent) that they might tell his Difciples, Beholn 
jefus meets them, and faith unto them ; All haile, 
and they came and held him by the feet, and wor- 
ihipped him. Then faid Jefus unto them> Be 
not a' raid ; Go ye, and tell my btethren that they 
? o into Galilee, there ihall they Lee mc 
' Now when they Were going, behold tomeot 
the watch came into the City, and (hewed unto 
the chief Pncfts all things that were aone- and 
when tk y were aflembled with the Elders, they 
took con del, that they would give large money to 
the louidiers, that they fhould fay, that huDil- 
cipies came oy night, and ftole him away whilft 
thcyilept: and it this come to the Governors 
■arcs, we ( fay they ) will perl wade him, and fecure 
vou So thev took their money, and did as they 
we: c taught.' And this Uyiug is commonly re- 
ported among the Jcwstorhis day. 

e^ml behold two of them went into the Country that 
fame day to a village hxty turlongs from Jerufalem, 
called Emma's: and as they joucnyed , Jelus 
went along wr.h them, and they telling hm what 
thivs were done in thole dayes concerning Jefus 
oi ivzarcih, how he was crucified, and that he 
rolea-ain: Jeiasihews them outot the Scriptures 
that ^behooved Chrift to fuftcr, and to enter into 
his -lory Ana in the villagcwhcn he had taken 
bread and given thanfces and Drake it, atidgiven 
it iMtotlum, lie was known enunncra, their eyes 
Vine opened, although he appeared in another 
form ; but he vamihed out ot their fight. And 
thev rofc up that fame hour, and returned to Jeru- 
lalem to the eleven,and thole that were with them, 
wh , hid unto thefe two, The Lord is nlen indeed, 
and hath appeared unto Simon. Then they told 
them what thing* were done in the way, and how 
he was known ot them in the breaking ot bread: 
bur neither believed they them. toMfltbnj* 
f,-k* wb:l:s it was evening, tn the firfi.day ojtbe 
week'' 'the doors beingfbut, where the Difciples were 
,athcrcd together foe fear of the Jews, cometh 
Vfuc himlclt, and flood in the middeft .ot them, 
"!.>d U-t'i i-itothcm ; Peace be unroyou,but they 
were' ten died and alrighted, luppolmg they had 
icon a (pint • but he ipbraidcd them with their 
v helut tad i-udnelle ot hearr, bccaule thcybc- 
.il-vcd iu.t them iliac had fceu him fincehewas 
vilcn And he faid unto them, Why are ye 
troubled ? See my hands and my feet, a fpi.it hath 
not flerti and bones; and be (hewed them bis hand.-, 
and his ket, and his fide': and when they believed 
not tor ioy and wondered, he faid unto them, 
Have ye here a ,y meat? and he cat a piece of 
broiled rilh, and an honey comb", and the Lhlci- 
plcs rejoyced that they had fcen the Lord. And 
he laid into them, Thefe are the words that I 
(pake unto vou, while 1 was yet with you: Toac 
all things muft befulh:lcd.that were written nuhc 
Law ot Moles, and in the Prophets, and in the 
Pfalmc* ot me. Then' opened he their undec- 
ftandinqs, that they might undetftandthe Scrip- 
tures, and laid tntothem, Thus iciswnttca, and 
thtii it behooveth Chrift to fuller, and to rite from 
the dead the third day, and that repentance, and 
lemitTun ot (ins fhould be preached in his name 
among 
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among all Nations, and ye are witneffcs of thefe 
things. An J behold I fend the promile of rny Fa- 
ther among you : but tarry ye at Jerulalem till ye 
be endued with power from on high. He faith 
into chem again, Peace be unto you, as my Fa- 
ther fenc me, lo tend I you. Go ye into the Word, 
and preach the Gofpel to every creature ; he that 
bclicvcth, and is baptized, Qiall belaved ; but he 
that belicvcch noc lhall be damned : and thele figns 
(hall iollow them that believe ; In myNametncy 
lhall caft out devils, they fhall fpeak with new 
tongues, they fhall take up ferpents, and if they 
drink any deadly thing it fhall not hurt them, they 
(hall lay their hands on the fick, and chey ihall re- 
cover. And when he had (aid thefe things, he 
breathed on them, and laid unto them, Receive 
the Holy Ghoft : Whole finsyeremi:, they are 
remitted unto them, and whofe fins ye retain, they 
are retained. (And thus Jef us appeared five times 
in die very firft day of his refurrc&ion. ) 

But Thomas, who is called Dydimus one of the 
twelve, was nor with them when Jefus came, and 
the reft of the Difciples telling him , we have feen 
the Lord : he very confidently profefierh,he will not 
believe it : but eight dayes after, (April, i*.) Tho- 
mas being then together with the reft, Jefus 
comes , the doors being (hur » and ftands in the 
middeft , and faith unto them> Peace be unto 
you , and abundantly faiisfies Thomas hie un- 
belief. 

Then the Eleven Difciples go into Galilee unto 
the Mountain, chat he had appointed them: and 
when they faw him, they worshipped him, but 
iome doubted and wheu Jefus came unto them, 
he laid, All power is given unto me both in Hea- 
ven and in earth, go therefore, and teach all Na- 
tions, baptizing chem, &cc. and I amwithyouco 
the end of the World. After that Jefus was teen 
of above five hundred brethen at once, after that to 
James, [i ^Mf.<S7.] 

Afterwards Jefus {hewed himfelf to fits *Difcifhs 
again at the fa at Jiberias , or at lead to feven 
of them , as they were filing. After they had 
filhed all nighc and caught nothing, in the 
morning J eius unknown to them, ftands upon 
the (hoar, and bids them caft their net on the 
right fide of the ihip , where they took an hun- 
dred fifty three great fiihes: and Jefus faith 
unto them, Come and dine, and none of them 
durft ask him, Who art thou ? knowing it 
was the Lord. When they had dined , he 
warnes Peter thrice of his Paftoral charge , as 
he loved Jefus , and foretells him of what kind 
of death he mould die : and to Peters 
queftion concerning John , he gives an 
anfwer not rightly underftood of the bre- 
thren. 

haft of all, he appeared to his Difciples in Jeru- 
falem , and led them out as far as Bethany , and 
he life up his hands and blefled them; and it 
came to pafle as he bleffed them , he was 
parted from them and carried up into Hea- 
ven.

Andhem^ uTembled together with them, the Lord commanded them chat they 
(hould noc depart from J •rulalcnvnic (hould wait ror the promile of the father, which 
faith hr, re have heard of me, for )»b» truly baptised with water, but ye fhall be baptised 
with the H ilj Gho ft, not man f daies hence.[h^. [. 4,5, %I. ^.3 

To chc Apoftles alking ihc Lord, if he would at this time rcftorc the Kingdom: 
to Ifracl, he aul'wercth, chat it was not for them to know the time* that the famcr 
hath put in his own power : but that they tnouid receive the Holy Gnoft, and (hou.d 
bear wicneffeof him, not only injerufalcm, and Judea, and Samaria, but unto the 
uttcrmoft parts of the earth, and wh™ hehidfpokcn thefe things while theyl beluld 
he was taken up, and a cloud received him out of their fight, who were alio infttuutcd 
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by two Angels appearing on the hidden in white raiment, that he (hould come again 
( to judgement ) in the very fame manner as they now beheld him going up into 
Heaven. [e^ttsl. ^»i'.] 

And they, when they had worshipped him, returned to Jerufalem with great joy, 
[Lac. XXIV. $ a.] from the Mount of Olives, which is from thence, a Sabbath dayes 
journey, [ %Att.< 1. 12.] tor which the Syrian Paraphraft puts [even furlongs ; as alfo 
Theophyiadt reckons out of Jofephus : in whom nevertheleile we read in our 
books, chat the Mount of Olives was diftanr, eicher five furlongs, [ as in lib. 20. Ant >'- 
quit, dip, 6 3 or lix [ as in the 5 book. Belli. Judeor. cap, 8. ] as the Greek, or [ lib, 6. cap, 
3. ] as the Latines diftingudi the books. 

The eleven Apoftles abo.idc in an upper room in Jerufalem, and continued with one 
accord in prayer" with the women, and Mary his mwther> and his brethren. [ Ads I. 

In thofe daies Peter flood up in the midft of the Difciples» (the number of the 
names together, were about i^o) and fpake to them concerning one to be cholen 
into the room of the traytor Judas, who in delperation threw himfelfdown headlong, 
and built in the midft : and when they had prayed, they caft lots upon Jofeph, called 
Barfabas, and Matthias, and when the lot fell upon Matthias, he is chofen into the 
number of Apoftles. [Alls 1. 1 5. 2 6.] 

On thedayoiPentecoft (which fell on the 24 of May) when all (Ho) were with 
one accord in the fame place* fuddenly there came a found from Heaven, as of a rufh- 
ing mighty wind, and it filled all the hotile where they fat ; and there appeared unto 
them cloven tougues as of fire, and it fac upon each of them, and they were all filled 
wich the holy Ghoft, and began to fpeak with other tongues, as the fpirit gave them 
utterance : and there were dwellingat Jcrulalem,Jews,dev out men,out of every nation 
under Heaven : who hearing them tpeaking in their own tongues, the wonderful 
things of God, were all amazed: but others profanely deriding the miracle, Peter, in a 
moft grave Sermon,refntes the calumny of drunknefle, feeing it was but ihc third hour 
ot the day; andthendifcourfingof Chrift,outot uieLawand the Prophets, proves 
that he is rilen, and converts by the power of the {pine he had received to the know- 
ledge of the truth 3000 of his hearers, and commands them to be baptized in the name 
of JelusChrift,forremiffioriof hns.[Aas II. 1,14,] 

And they continued ftedfaftiy in the Apoftles doctrine, and fellowfhip, and breaking 
cf bread, and prayer, and fear came upon every loul, and many figues and wonders 
were done by the Apoftles, and all thac believed were together, and had all things 
common, and (old their poltcflions and good*, and parted them to all men, as every 
one had need, aud tlicy continuing daily with one accord in the Temple, and breaking 
bread from houle to hotifc, did eat their meat with gladnefle, and fmgleucffe of heart, 
puiling God, and having favour withall the people,and the Lord added daily to the 
Chinch, [uch as fhouldbcfaved.r/W.42,47.3 

Peter and Juhu going up together into the Temple about the hour of prayer, being 
the ninth hour, at a g.itcot the Temple, called beautiful, they beak in the Name ot 
Chrift, a man that had been lame from his birth, about 40 years old ; by reafon of 
which, the people came rnnning unto Solomons Porch, to whom Peter expounds the 
myfterieof (alvation through Chrift, and upbraiding their ingratitude, exhorts them 
to repentance ; and many that heard him believed, and the number of men were about 
5000. But the Prkfts and flulersof the Tempi:.', and Sadduces,came upon them, and 
took Peter and John, and put them in prifon until the next day, becaufe it was then 
evening. The next day the Council being gathered together (in which were Annas 
the High Prieft,the Prefident of the Council, and Caiphas and John , and Alexander 
and as many as were of the HighPriefts kindred) the Apoftles are called in 1 questi- 
on about the miracles they had done, who boldly defended the caufe of Chrift, and 
being forbidden to fpeak hereafter in the name of Chrift, they anfwer, That it is more 
right to obey God than men ; and being threatned and let go, they returned to their 
own home, where, together with the whole Church, they powredout fervent prayer 
to God, for the propagation of the Gofpel, which he (hews, he grants by cauiiug an 
Earthquake, and fending his holy lpirit into their hearts. [AElt \\\.& 1V« J 

And the multitude of them that believed were of one heart, and one loul, and they 
had all things common ? neither was any among them that lacked, for as many as 
had pofleflionsot lands or houtes fold them, and brought the prices, and laid them 
down at the Apoftles feet, to be diftr ibutcd for the ule of the poor : in which bulineiTe 
Jofephus Jofesy a Levite,by nation a Cypriot furnamed by the Apoftles .B*™^, that 
11 the fon of conblation, fhewed the firft example. [Alls IV. 32, ?7«] 

Ananias and Sapphira his wife, fraudulently keeping by. joynt confent, partot the 
piece , for which they had fold the land , are ftruck dead, by the word and rebuke only 
of Peter, who difcourfed the cheat, and avenged by the power of the holy Ghoft, to 
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whom they had lyed; and great fear fell on all the Church, and on as many as heard 
of thele things. [ActsV.^U.] \ 

By the hands of the Apoftles were many miracles done among the people, and tney 
were all together with one accord in Solomons Porch,and of the reft durft no man joyn 
themfelvcs unto them: but the people magnified them, and the believers were more 
added to the Lordaud they brought the fick into theftrects,that at the leaft the ihadow 
of Peter parting by, might overfiiadow them. There came alfo a multitude out ot the 
Cities about J erulalcm, bringing the fick, and fuch as were vexed with unclean lp:nts 
and they were all healed. [/*«*.] 

The High Prieft and the Sadduces that were with him moved with envy, call the 
Apoftles into prifon: from whence the night following being freed by an Angel, are 
commanded to teach the people boldly and without tear, from whence being brought 
to the Council, by the advice of Gamaliel a Pharifec, a Doctor of the Law in much 
efteem among the people, being delivered from death, after they had been (courged, 
arc lec so; and they went from die Council rcjoycing mac they were counted worthy 
toluffcrttumefor the name otjefm. And they taught daily in the Temple. [Ibid. 

* 7 The number of Believers incrcafing at Jerufalem, and wealth alfo flowing in apace, 
and confeqoentlv employments of the Church, there arofe (as it commonly happens 
amongftar*iltiuide) a murmuring of the Grecians agaiuft the H -brews ,_ becaule 
their widows wete neglected in the daily diftribuuon of the Church monies : and 
whereas the Aooftto could not be atieafure to diftribute the almes of the richer lort un- 
to the poor, or for to govern that bulk of money which role out of the tale of the rich 
mens pofleffions ; bv cue Apoftles advice,and by the common luff rages of the Church, 
there were (even chofen to oc Stewards of the Churches good?, and Ihould intend that

Stephen did many wonders and miracles among the people, and ftoutly defended 
thcCaufe of Chrift againft the Jews of the Synagogue of the Libertines ( madefree by 
their Matters ) and Cyrenians, and Alexandrians, and of them oi C.licia, and I o. .Afia, 
difputing with him: who when in dotation they could not rcfift thew.fdomand 
fpitit by which he fpake, they turn tofalle accuGng him, and caught him and brought 
himbeLethe Council, and let up falfe witneffes, who Ihould avow that they heard 
him fpeak blafphemous words againft the Temple and the Law, [»W. .8, 1 5. ] 

Stephen in a long Oration before the high Pcicft ( Annas) and Council, (hews, 
Tnat the ?rue worfhip ofGod was oblcrved by Abraham and hi; poftency, before the 
Tmple was b»Hlt by Solomon, yea before Motes was bom, and that Mofes g.vcs tefti- 
mony of Chrift, and that the outward ceremonies that were given to their fathers were 
to endure but ior a time. Then he Amply reprehends the Jews, becaule they al- 
Saw^ThcHSy Ghoft, and had wickedly « Chrift to death, whom the 
pffiXifc^^«» licinI0 thC World.

raging, made havrak of the Church; for having received authority from the chief 
Priefts, he not onely when rhe Saints were put td death, gave his voice againft them, 
butalfo he himfelf; entering into every houle, and taking from thence both. men and 
women, bound them, and put them in prifon, and often beat them in every Syna- 
gogue : and focompelled fome by denying Chrift tablaipheme, Others that were con- 
franrinrheFaith,heperiecuted to death, [Aits VIII* 1. IX. i3>ai. XXH. *>l t i9* 
XXVI.9,10,11. G4/.1.ij,»3. PUIII.6. i77».I.I3.1 . ■ ' 

This perfection dilperfed the Church into divers Countries, but with great advan- 
tage to the Church : for the Apoftles being left alone at Jetulalem,of the reft of which 
there were fome thoulands, [ Acts II. 41. & IV. 4. ] fome that Were difperfed into the 
Regions of Judeaand Samaria, who preached the Golpel whereloeVer they came, 
; ActsVlll. 1,4.] Others went to Damalcus, [Ails IX. 29, *5. ] amonglt whom 
wa^ Ananias a devout man according to the Law, and onf who had a good report a- 
mong all the Jews that dwelt there, \Afts XXII. 12.] Others, it is very likely, went 
even to Rome ir lelf,and amongft them Junias and Andronicus, who were of note a-, 
mong the Apoftlcs, the kinlmen of this perfecutor Paul, and had embraced the faith 
before him, [^jw'.XVl. 7. ] CXhers travelled as far asPhenice,and Cvprus, and 
Antiocb, preaching the word ot God to the Jews onely, [ tAtts XI. 19. } '»<*. to thofe 
that were difperfed aroongthe G~ntile*. [ James, I. 1. 1 Pet. 1. 1 . ] 

Amongft them that went to Samaria was Philip, the fecond in order after Stephen 
the PrOtomartyr among trie feven that werechofen, [ Aits VIII.5>i;AXXL8.] 
H2 coming into the City of Samaria did preach Chrift there: the people w th one 
accord giving heed to thofe things that he fpake, feeing the miracles that he did ; for 
uncle iu (pints crving with aloud voice, came out of many: and many that were ta- 
ken with Paifies and that were lame, were healed: and there was great joy in that 
City* and many belicvng were baptized both men and women. Simon alio who a 
longtime had fo bewitched the people of Samaria with his foceries, that giving heed 
to him, from thelcalt to the greateft, they (aid he was the great power of God:fc<ftg 
the great fign-i and wonders that were done by Philip, believed and Was baptized. 

L^s^viii! 5,13.] , , 

When the Apoftlcs which were at JemCalem heard that Samaria had received the 
word ol the Lord, they fenr unco them Peter and John, upon whole praying lor them, 
and laying their hands on them, chey received the Holy Ghoft: which Simon Migu- 
f-eing, offered them money, that he alio might receive the gift of conferring the Holy 
Ghoft; whofe mad impiety Petri Amply rebuking, warncs him to repent of this his 
wickedneff?, and to a>k pardon ot God: who deiireth the Apoftlcs that they would 
pray for him to the Lord. Having compleated their miniftery in thole parts, they 
returned to Jerufalcm, preaching the Golpel in the villages of Samaria, at they went, 

After many Age's were paft, a Bird called Phcenix came into Egypt, and miniftercd 
matter to the moft learned ol the Country, and alio Greek of dilcourfing many things 
concerning that miracle. [Tacit. Annul. 6. cap. 28, ] But Dion reports that this Bird 
appeared in Eqypt two years after. [//*. S4.J»<£. 6 *8.] 

Philip the tetrarch alwayes reputed a modeft man, and a lover ot cale and quietnels, 
died in the twentieth year of Tiberius, when he had governed Trachonitis, Gaulanitis, 
and Bataniea, thirty (even years> died at Julias, he was brought to a Monument that 
he before had built for himfeH, wherein he was magnificently aqd (umpuoufly in- 
terred: andbecaufe he died without children, Tiberius annexed that Principality 
to the Province ol Syria : Yet fo, that the tributes which were coined in this 
Tetrarchy, fhould be kept within the limits of that Country. L J°ftpb. M* l *- 

AtRom? in this twentieth year of Tiberius his raign, the Confuls, Lucius Vitellius, 
and Fabius Prifcus fet forth ten years Games, that they might as it were prolong 
the government to him, as it was uled to be done to Auguftus. [ &»» M- 5». 

^In this year, (as Dion will have) or three years before, (as Tacitus hints about 
the end of the fif\h book of his Annals, relating this Story ) a certain young fellow gave 
out, that he was Druiius Gcrmanicus his fon. He was fcen full in the Iflands Cycla- 
des, and foon after in t he Continent ol Grecia and Ionia. He was attended by lome of 
Carats free-men: the ignorant Were allured by the fame of his name, and by the 
mindsoltheGreciamreadytonewandwonderfulthingS} for they feigned and alio 
believed that if he could get from them that kepc him, he would go to his fathers 
armies, and would invade Egypt or Syria. Poppatus Sabinus when he heard thele 
things, who being inientive upon Macedonia, took care alfo for Achaia,.entred Ni* 
copolis, a Roman Colony ; there he knew that thcyoung man, being more cunningly 
examined,had (aid, that he was Marcus Silanus his fon,and that many of his followers 

being 
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being fliiptaway,he took (hipping, as though he would go to Italy, neither, faith 
Tacitus, have been bund any more concerning the end ot this bulincffe : bnt D on 
adds, that this impoftor bejng willingly received of the Cities, and ftrengtheued with 
aide, had without do«bt come into Syria> and poflt (led himfelt of the armies, unlcfle 
fome that kiv.'whad flayed him, and fent him to Tiberius. [ Tacit. Annal. 5. cap, io. 
D.o.lib, tf.par. 637.] 

Pnilipthe Evangciift, being warned of an Angel, goes to Gaza, which isdefart, 
of which arc to be fecn thofe things that are fpoken, at the end of the yearol the 
World,- 367a.) and meets an Eunuch, whohad the charge of the treafure of Candace, 
Qnecn ol the A.hiopians, (in Meroe) and returning in his Chariot from Jerufalcm, 
(wbvre he had been to worih'p) read the Prophet Efaias, to whom Phjlip, by the 
I command of the (pirir, came ; and having inftru&ed him in the faith of Chrift, bap- 
I baptized him, and ftraight way being caught away out ol his fight by the fpirit of the 
! Lord, Was hxnd at Azjtus, and palling through the Country, he preached the Golpel 
j in ail enc Ctle-, untill he came to Caefarca. [ Aits Vi II. 26, 40,] 
i Saul yet breathing out threacnings and (laughter againft the Difcipies of the Lord, 
obtains ot the High Pricft (Annas, (as it is Acts IV. 6.) and the Council of which he 
was then Preiidcnt) letters to the Synagogues of Damalcus, that if he found any that 
w-::rc Chriftians, helhoulJ biing them bound to Jenifaicm, that they might be-pu- 
uiili-d.'Audas he came nigh to Damalcus at midday, a light from Heaven, above 
the Ivrighwcac of the Sivi, ihtned round about him,and them that journyed with him :

Saul arole from the earth, and being blinded wiah the glory of the light, being led 
by the hand, he comes to Danuicus I Aits IX, 8.

Now there was a certain Dilaple named 
Ananias, to whom the Lord (peak by avifion, Arife,andgo into the fireet that u called 
ftraght, and Inquire in theboujeof Judas, for Saul of Tarfnt, for behold he prayeth : (and 
Snufmc.i law m a vifion, Ananias entring, and laying his hand on him, chat he might 
rcrc ve his (i^hc) hut A.i.uras anfwerei, Lord, I have heard bymanyofthuman,hv» 
r.i*ck evlhc hath done unto thy Saints at Jerhfalcm,yea, In thU place he hntb authority from 
the ch'.ef Vr:cfls,tobi»d all that call on thy name \ and the Lord faid unto lvm, go thy 
■.»:v, for he is a chofen vefjclumo me, to carry my Name before the Gentiles, and Kings, andthe 
children of /fradjor I w,ll jfcw unto him, how great things he mufk fttffer for my Name. 
And Ananias went and wired into the home, and laying his hands on him, faid, 
Brother Saubthe Lord Jef m ,wh : cb appeared Hntothce, in the way M thou camefi, hath fent 
me, that thou may eft rueive thy fight, and be filled with the holy Ghoft, and (traigbtWay 
tlv:rc fell from his eyes as it were fcales, and he received his fight forthwith.

And Ananias ft id, 77;<? God of our Fathers bath chofen thee\that thou fhouldefi know hi* 
willyind fee that jujt one, and (houldeft bear the voice from his month, fr thoufhdt be a wttneffs 
before all men, of thofe things that thou haft heard andfeen : and now why tarriefi thou} anfe 
and be baptised and wafiicd from thy fins, calling on the Name of the Lord.[A3s XXH.14, 
1 5, 16. ] And Saul arole, and was baptized* and when he had received meat, he was 
ftrengdiencd.

But what was revealed from the Lord to Saul at Damafcusthat he Ihould do, Luke

other tiling i' was commanded lvm, tiiat he fhould not confer with fiefh and blond,nor

Tiberius being certified bv Pilate out of Paleftine, concerning the aftairesoi Chrift, 
he propoleth to the Senate, that he might be reckoned among the gods, which the 
Senate oppr.fing, he remaining in his opinion threatens that hfhottld be dangerous for any 
to Mc»haCbrifti*»,M Tettullian relates in Apologetic. [ cap. 5. & *i.] and others 
that follow him* as Eufcbius |> Chronic. & Hiftor. Ecckf. lib. 2. cap. a.] and our 
Gildasinanepiftleofthedeitruaion ofBrutain, which being granted, we may law- 
luily lay, that the firft perlecution alter the murder of Stephen that arolc in Judcea, 
cealcd partly by the converlion ot 'Saul who greatly promoted ic, and partly tnrough 
fear of Tiberius. ,. , , _., . n 

L Vitellius who the year before was Conful at Rome, was lent by Tiberius I'ro- 
conlul into Syria, and comes to J erulaiem, in the very ieaft of the Pafleover : where 
he w?s honourably entertained by them of Jernfalem, and tor a requitall remits to 
the Citizen* the whole trioute ot rhe truiccsiec tolale, and allowed that the High- 
Pndfc? fitment with all that belonged toic Ihould be kept in rhe temple by the Priefts, 
which was formerly kept by the R>manGovernourofrdv: ditiu Anroma ,•* and thus 
m-i lying the r, \tion, and having fubftituted Jonatbus che loo ot A nanus ( or Annas) 
flic High-Pr eft, in the place ol Jolcph Caiap.ias the Hign-Pricft, he takes his journey 
ioAaiicch.[MephJb. n.cap.ule.&MiS.ctp.t.] 

ArtaSanes-Ri -g ol Parthia, Arraxias King ot Armenia being uead.lec Arlaces the 
Hdcftoluiscuiidicn over the Armenians : and became he came oft from Tiberius 
Ico-fvceLr that, he attempts Cappadocia, and (ent to demand the trealurc left by 
Vo'ioncs in Syria-and-Ciiicia,and alio the ancient bound* of the Perfians and Macedo- 
nians, and alio vainglorioully bragged and threatned that he would invade all chat 
was poff ll d by Cyrus, or Alexander, but Smnaces, a roanfcoch nobly born and rich, 
and next unto him Abdusan Eunuch, drawing the principall of the Parthians to 
them,becaul- thev could make none of the bloud of the Arlacides King (molt ot 
them being killed by Anabanus, or under yeares ) fend private meffengers to Tiberius 
to demand Phraaces the fon ot Pb/aatcs the third who was kept hoftage at Roraefor 
their King. [ Tacit. Annal. 6. cap. 3 1 . Dim. lib. 5 8, pag. 37 } 

Tiberius fends Phraatesiufncieutlyturmlhcd into his fathers Kingdome, keeping 
his old drift, by Heights and pollicies to raifc wars abroad, to keep himlelt quiet at 
home : in the mean while thete confpiracies being known, Artabanus invites Abdus 
under colour of amity to a banquet, and gives him a lingrwg poyfon, and Sinnaces 
by feigned friendfhip and gifts he encercaines in other employments, and Pbraatci 
being come into Syria, leaving oft the Roman nunner of living, to which he had been 
accuftomed, and reluming the Parthian ulage, being unable to brook hisCounttey 
manners, tails tick and dies. [.Tacit, ibid. cap. 31.] 

Phraates being dead, Tit>enus tends Tinciatcs of the lame ftock, and an enemy 
to Artabanus ; and that he might the tooner get the Kingdome, writes to Mithridates 
Iberia thac he (bouid invade Armenia: that by thismeanes Artabanus might go out 
of his own Kin}- dome, wbillt he helped hisfon,ahd to this end reconciled Mithndates 
toh'S brother Pharaimanes, who fucceeded hi* father Mithndates in the Kingdome 
of Iberia, and egged on Pnar alma net himfelt, and the King ot the AJanes by grcac 
s\i % to make war (uddenly on Artabanus, but he made L. Vitellius generall overall 
thefe preparations in the Halt. [lack, ibid, with Jofephm Ub. 1 Z.cap. 6.vmh D,on.lib.,Z 

P "Whridatt's induces his brother Pharafmenes to fee toward his endeavours by policy 
and force, Arface$ rhe Ion ot Artabanus is killed by his lervams, hired to chis villany 
by great tumsof gold: alio che Iberians breaking into Armenia, rumc the City Ar- 
taxata. VV hen Artabanus knew thefe things, he furnilheth his fon Orodes to revenge 
it, ?iving him the itrcngth of the Parthians, and diipatchcth others to levy hired foul- 
d iris for his aid; on the other fide,' Pharafmenes joynes to hirolelf the Albamus,and

(toutdt ot his Guard defending him being wounded. Nevcrthelelle a rumour tallely 
believed that he was flajn, appalled the Parthians, and caufed them to ycild 1 the Vi- 
aory, [Tact. ibid. cap. 34. & 3*. 1 and ibthe Parthians havi.ig lolt Armenia 
again, [ Jofcph, lib. i8.**p.<5.] U is given 10 Mithridates Iberus. l Dion. Ub. 58. 

? ^Yet immediately after Arubanus goes with the whole ftrength of his kingdom to 
revenge this: Buc che Iberians had the better of .it, through their skiltulnclie ot the 
places; neither would he have deftfted, had not Vitellius gathering together his Le- 
pions,andcaftingouta rumour, as if he would inrode Metopotamia, ftrook him into 
a fear of the Roman force*. Then did Artabanus's fortune decline, having lolt Ar- 
menia, and Vitellius enticing hisfubjeas chac chey thould forfake him, as Q ne chac was 
aTyrant in peace, and unfortunate in war. Hereupon Smnaces hath iecrec con- 
ference with Abdageles and other?, and drew chem to revolt, being prepared by their 
continual overthrows; thofealfo coming in to him, that were f^jeft rather through 
tear, than good wilUtook courage when they had Captains to follow.

He extorted from Marfyas a 
bill of his hand for 20000 AttickDrackmcs,deduaing out ot that (14112500 for Mar- 
fvas himlelt, which he might the eafter do, becaufe Agnppa could not other wile 
chufe Having gotten this money, he goes to Anthedon, and getting Lhippmg, pre- 
parcs'himlelt for his journey into Italy. When Herennius Capito the Treafurer of 
Jamnia heard that he was there, he feut tourers thither to ejuftof him aoottou- 
Und drachmes of 01ver,which Agcippa owed Caslars treafury, when he lived at Rome, 
bv which means he wa* enforced to ftay. W hereupon he made a (hew to obey their 
SS but asfoona.it wasnight,he ^cuc hj «^.^ ^ »to.gctt, 
and there offers to borrow ot Alexander Alabarcha *oo thouland drachmes otli ver. 
Hcproieffesthathe wUllend him nothing, but to his wife Cyprus, admiring in her, 
her love to her husband, and her other virtues.

Wereipon Baronius ( at the year of Chrift 34. numb .6 5.) jhinkshim tobeno 
other, chan thac Alexander, [^IV.<$.] who s faid to be of the kindred of the 
Priefts 1 but th«s was that Alexander Lyiiimchus,|who bore the office ot Alabarcha at

Thenexc day, Carfar having received lecters from Herennius concerning the 300 
thou anSchmes of filver, commandded them M™t^>^te*£c2^ 
not be admitted till he had paid che debt. He nothing difmayed a ^ C«lars 
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di(pleafure;bcgsof Antonia,thc mother of Germanicus and Claudius* (-afterwards 
Empcrour.) that fhe Wculd lend nim 3 00 thoufand Drachmes, for tear he fhould loofc 
the iriendthipot Cxlar : who rcmembring the familiarity Chat had been between her 
and Bermce, Agrippa's Mother, and that he had been brought up with her {on Clau- 
dius, lends him the mony ; wherewith having paied the debt, none gain-faying it, he 
reinjoyes the Princes favour, and is fo throughly reconciled to Cxlar, that he com- 
mended "to Agrippas charge his Nephew (Tiberuis the Twin) the ton of Drubs, and 
commanded him that he fhould dutifully atrend him whitherfoever he went : and 
being bound and tied to Antonia for this benefit, he began to reverence Caius (Cali- 
gula) her Nephew, who was gracioui in all mens eyes, and honoured for the memory 
of his father. There was there by chance at the lame timr, one Alius, a Samai itan, 
of whom he borrows 1000000.

Trcbeiliuw.-.sfencfrom Vitellius, prefidentof Syria, with 4000 Legionary Souldiers, 
and iomc choice Auxiliaries, compared about with works, two hills, which the Barba- 
rian had pofkllec,; lie name ot the lefier was Cadra,the gi cater Tavaca)and flew thole 
that durft come out of their holds, and compelled the reft to yield for want of water.

Artabanus being fled, and the minds of the' people inclining to a new King, Vitel- 
lius perfwadts Tiridates to lay hold on what was offered him, and leads hi< Legions 
and Auxiliaries ro the bank of Euphrates As they were iaci ificing, and fome were 
pre paring Suovctaurilia, (a Boarc, a Ram, and a Bull) atcer the manner ot the Ro- 
mans; others making ready an Horfc, for the pacifying the river: the inhabitants 
about Euphrates bring word that the river was exceedingly rifen of its own accord, 
without any great fhowres ; and tharihe white froth made circles in form of a Diadem, 
which was an omen of a profperous pallagc : but others did interpret it more iubtiily, 
that the beginnings of their endeavour fhould be profperous, but not lafting,becaule 
there was more credit tobe given to thofe things that-were portended by the earth, 
and Heaven, that the nature of Rivers were nnconftanr, and that if they did fhew any 
good prcfagej,they would as foon take them away. But Vitellius having made a 
bridge of boats, and palled over his armie, Orofpades domes to his Camp with many 
thoulands of Horfc, he once a banifhcd man, brought no (mall aide to Tiberius, 
when he made war inDalmatia,and for that made Citizen of Rome. Alter thi<,entring 
anew into the Kings favour, he made him Governour of Mefopotamia, and not long 
after Sinnaccs incrcaltth his forces, and Abdagefes, the if ay of that party, joyncth both 
histrcatureand toyal preparations. Vitellius thinking it enough to have fhewen the 
Roman forces, admonithcth Tiridatcs, that he fhould remember his G andfarher 
Phraates, Cziars bnnger i'p, the nobles, that they would be obedient to their King, 
and reverence the Romons ; and that every one fhould keep his credit and fidelity; 
and then with his Legions goes back into Syria. [Tacit, t^»»al.cap. 37.] 

Tindates receives from the Parthians, willingly yielding .them Nicophonum, and 
Amhcmulias,and other Cities of Macedonia, ufing the Grecian language? as alfo 
Halusand Aricmita, Cities ot Panhia, greatly rcjoycing,as who hated the cruelty of 
Artabamis, brought up among the Scythians, and hoped that Tiridates would be gen- 
tle-, as b-.cd among the Roman- 1 . The Sekucians ufc much flattery, their City is ftrong 
and walicd about, nor corrupted with barbarity, but keeping the laws of their founder 
Selcucus. When Tiiidates was come among them, tiiey highly honour him, and 
reproach Artabamis, as 0.1c indeed thac wai of the race of the Arfacidar,by the 
mothers fide, but in all other tilings he had degenerated. Tiridatcs commits the 
government ot the Common-wealth to die people, whereas Artabanus had delivered 
it to the rule of 3 00 of the nobility, [facit. Annal. lib. 6. cap, 41,42.] 

Tiridatcs. then confulting what day he fhould be crowned? receive* letters from 
Phraates, and Hieron, who held the ftrongeft governments, defiring him that he 
w.:uld a little time defer ir, which rofarisfie thofe great men, he yielded unto: and in 
the mean while goes to Ccefiphon,thc feat of the Kingdom:but when they delayed from 
c'.\v to dav,Surena, with the approbation ot many there pretenr, crowns Tiradatcs, 
■Vr the cultom of the Country; and if he had entrcd farther intothe Country, and 
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other iNatious, thofe loyterers had been put out of all doubr, and all yeilded obedience 
to one ; but flaying toojong in besieging a Cattle where Artabanus had conveyed 
his TreatureandConpu,bines, he gives them leafure to break the agreement: for 
PhraajtesandHieroivaud fome others thac did nor celebrate the day appointed for 
hisCcvonationSifosmeforfcarjandforoe for, envy to Abdagefes, who then piflellcd 
the nejw King and was the ooely favourite at Court, turned 10 Artabanus. [Ibid.cap*

Arc'aoanu'? is found in Hyrcania very meanly attired, and geccinghis living with his 
bow* At firft he wa^afraid* as if there had been tome treachery ; but when they had 
given their faith that they came tpreftorc him to his kingdom again, he flayed no 
longer, than to aflemblc the Scythian forces, ( Jofcphus relates thac he got togther 
agreatarmyoftheDahreaudSacae) and goes with: them prefcotly : neither did he 
put off hi? mean petite, the more to move the common people to pitty him. There 
wasncirnerfubiilty, nor prayers, nor any thing omitted, whereby he might either 
draw the doubtfuUo him, or confirm tbfi willing. {.Iibid.cap. 43, 44..] ■ 

He eame then with a ftrong power near Selcucia : -whenas Tiridatcs ftrucken into a 
fear with the fame andperfon of Artabanus, began to be diftra&cd in his counfels, 
whether he fhould prefcotly encounter him, or delay the war : buc Abdagefes his opi- 
nion was, that he fhould retire into Mefopotamia ; thac having the River between 
them, and railing in the mean time the Armenians and Elymeans and che reft behind 
chem,jandincreafing their forces with Allies andfuchas the Roman Captain Would 
fend, he fhould theri try hi" fortune. That advice prevailed , becaui© of Abdagefes 
authority, antl Tiridates his cowardlinefle in dangers. . This retreat differed little from 
a flight, and the Arabians firft led the way,the reft wenreither home or to Artabanus's 
Camp;: until Tiridates returning back into Syria with a fmall company, acquitted 
them all of the infamy of treafon, [ Ifnd.cap. 44. 3 

Artabanus, haying eafily overcome his enemies, is rettored ro his kingdom, [ Jofeph. 
lib. iS.cap.6,Dio».ltb. 5§,pag. 537.] who writing letcers to Tiberius, ubraides him 
with parricides, murders, floaths, and luxtiry,and advifeth him, thac he would quick- 
ly fatisfie the moft juft hatred of the Citizens, by a voluntary death, [ Sutton in Tiberioy 
cap. 66.] and having without danger let upon Armenia, hcpurpoled alio to invade 
Syria. [Dio* m M.'i9.?*g. 6 4 t *] ' _ •/ 

Agnppa being entertained with intimate familiarity by Caius Caligula, on a certain 
day as he rod in che fame Coach with him, he prayed chat Tiberius might (hortly fur- 
render the Empire ro him, as to a, worthier perion. Thefc words Euticbus over- 
heard that was one oi Agrippas Frced-men» and his Coach-man, buc then held his 
.peace i he being afterwards accuied, as though he bad ftollen a garment from his 
Patione, as indeed he did fteale ic,rand being brought back again after he had fled, 
and led to Pifo the Prefeit of the City, and asked the caufe of his flight ; he antwers, 
That he had fome certain fecrets which he defircd to revcale to Cacfar, belonging to 
his taicty. Wht reupon he was font in bonds to Caprea^.and there long kept prifouer, 
before it pleated C*far to give him any hearing. [ Jofopb. lib. 1 8. cap. 8. ] 

A cecuin irapoftor perfwades the Samaritanes, that they fhould meet at the mount 
Garrzim, which that nation tbinkes tobe the moft holy, affirming th.at he would then 
fhew them the holy veflels buried* where Motes had laid them, they believing him, 
and taking armes encamp about a village called Tyrabatha* expe&ing chere till the 
reft came, that they might afcend the mountain with che greater company. But 
Pilate prepoflefling hirnlelf with his horfc and foot of the top of the hill, and fighting 
with thofe that wereencamped at the village* fome he overthrew, and (omehe put 
to flight, and took many captives alive, of whom he beheaded the ringleaders and 
thole of moft power among them. [ Id. ibid, csp.%.] 

The chief men oi Samaria addteflc thcmfelves to Vitellius Governour of Syria, 
and accuic Pilate of this murder, denying that this aflembly at Tirabarha, was any 
revolt from tbe R.omans,but a refuge from the tyrany of Pilate j whereupon Vitellius 
fending his friend Marcellu* to take charge of Judca, commands Pilace to go to 
Rome, to anfwer before Cxfar to fuch crimes as the Jews objected againft him. After 
he had lived ten years in that Province, [ Id. ibid. ] to which <lhould be added a little 
appendix of 4 or 5 moneths, unleffe he deferred his voyage either through fear of 
ftormes, ( the fail of the feventh monech being paft, as AEls XXV II. 9. ) or detained 
with contrary winds, or bylome intervenienc delay, made him prolong his journey j 
for before Pilate came to Rome, Tiberius was dead, as Jofephus thews. 

When Tiberius came from Capre* to Tutculanum, which was diftant from the 
City almoft an hundred furlongs: he was perl waded, though much againft his will, 
that he would hear Eutichus, that it might be known, of what crime heaccufedms 
Patrone; who exarniningthe matter, found thac he had neglefted hiscommandsof 
honoUting his Nephew Tiberius Drutius's fon, and had wholly addicted himfelf to 
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^aius. Whereupon be commands Macro (who (ucceeded Sejanus in the command 
of th e Pretorian (ouldiers ) chat he (hould bind Agrippa. \ Then Agrippa hath re- 
course to prayer, and begs pardon, foe the memory of his fon, wkh whom he was 
brough tup, in great familiarity , and by thofe fervices that he had done young Tibe- 
rius But all in vain, the Pretorian fouldiers carrying him to prifrm, even in his Par- 
pie robes; and at that time it was very hoc weather, and he very*thirlty for Want of 
wine, feeing a fervant of Caius carrying a pitcher of water, he defircd to drink, which 
when he had willingly beftowed on him, he drank, and faid unco him, Trulj^ Lad t thou 
haft done mi this fer vice for thine own goad, for as faon as 1 {hall be free from this neceffitj^l 
mil beg thy liberty of Cams , which alio afterward he performed. [ jofeph. lib % i8 # 
cap. 8 4 | 

Agrippa being a prifoner, ftood bound among other prifoners before the Pallace, 
leaning in a melancholly,poitureagainftatree,onwhichlatanowl:oneoi the prifo- 
ners, by-Nati on a German, feeing the bird, asks of a fouldier, who he that was in pur- 
ple was ; and when he knew chat he was one of the chief nobility of the Jew?, being 
fed to him, and tiling an interpreter, he told him,that -this bird did fignific that there 
(houid be a hidden change of his prefenc fortune, and that he (hould be advanced to 
great dignity and power, and that he (hould have an happy death, ( in which the mod 
unhappy death of this man, (hewed that he was a falfe Prophet) but when he fhould 
fee this bird again, he ihould dye within five dayes. \_IdJbiJ, [ 

Antonia grieved at the calamity of the young man, thought it Would be unprofi- 
table ro (peak to Tiberius in his behalf; yet (he obtained thus much of Macro, thar 
he might be committed to the cuftody of fouldier* of a gentle behaviour, and that he 
ihould have a Centurion that (hould provide him his diet, and that he might ufe his 
daily thii igs, and that hi s friends and heed men might come to him, by whofe fetvices 
he might be revived, then were admitted to him "his friend Silus, and his fee-men 
Marfyras and Srychus, who brought him luch meates as he Was delighced with, they 
btought alio coverlets as it they would lell them, on which be lay a night , the f.uiidie. s 
fuffeiing this, having before direction from Macro rand in this rhanner he lpaitfix 
months in prilon, even until! the death of Tiberius. £ ibta\] 

Concerning the confines of the Countrey Gamalile, there arofe a great contention 
between KL rod the Tetrarch and Ai etas King oi Arabia Pctvea, not (orgetfull of the 
injury don: to hisdnughtcr, whom Heiod had married, but contemned, and married 
in her room Herodias hisbrothersiwii( , they manage the war on both (ides by their 
Lieutenants, and when the battles joyucu Herods army was clean overthrown, being 
bctraied by lomcbanilhcd men, who being driven from the Tettarchy of Philip, fer- 
ved under Herod, thefe things Herod fignifics to Tiberius by l«ters> who being angry 
with Antas for his bold attempt, writ to Vicellius that he (hould make war upon him, 
willing him that he (hjuldeiiher bring him alive to him, -or it dead to fend him his 
head: itwasrhe opinion among the Jews, that Herods army was overthrown by 
the jolt judgment of God, for the murder of John theB ptilt. [Jofepbtu. Itb. 18. 
™p.7.] t > " . 

Co. Accrroniusand C. Pontius Nigrinus being Contois, Tiberius dies XVII. Ka- 
lends of Ap. ill : as it is in Suetonius C ,n Tiberio.cap. 13. and lack. Annal. 6, cap, Jo. ] 
orratbertheVJI. or XXVI. day ot March, whenas after the decealeof Au,guftus, 
he had reigned a*, yeares 7. months 7. daies, as Dion relates at the end of his fifty 
eighth boiik,noi 5 months 3. daies, as Jofephus nnmbers in [ //*.

NLrfyas, the death ot Tbcrius being known, runs to bis Patron Agrippi, whom 
he found bathing himfelf, nodding his head, told him in Hebrew. The lion is dead. 
Which when the Cenruriou who kept him knew from them, he taking off Agrippa's 
bonds made thcmgordtheer,ns they were merrily eating and drinking, there comes 
in one that laid T ib; r ; us> « as aiivc,and that he would (hortly return to the City, with 
which word the Centurion being terrified, he commands Agrippa to be thruft from 
the rabble and bound, and to be more carefully looked to hereafter, but the next day 
there came two letters from Caius, one in which he wrote to the Senate that he had 
fucceededintheEmpireinthcroom of dead Tiberius, the other in which he wrote 
to Pifo the Prefect of t he City declaring the fame thing, and commanding him that 
he fhould fee Agrippa (ree, and reftorc him that houfcin which he had formerly lived 
in, in which although he was a priloner yet lived he at his own difcrction.f Jofephus Jib, 
18. cap. 8.] 

Caius returning to Rome, bringing alfo the body of Tiberius celebrated a moft 
fumptuous tunerall, with great fol mnity,and whenas he would the fame day have 
releafcd Agr ppa, by the advice of Autonia he forbarc, not that (he did not wifh 
well to the man, but denied that this had; was handfome, leaft he fhould feem to do 
this in hatred to Tinerius, if he (hould fo fuddenly deliver him, whom Tiberius bad 
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imoriibncd, buc not many daies after he fenc for him to his houle, and comnunded 
his' hair to be cue, and changed his garments, an i then putting a Crown on ins head, 
he mads him King of Pnilips Tetrarchy, giving him alb the Tetrarchy of Lyianias ; 
and changed his chain of Iron into a chain of gold or the lams w-ight, and lent Ma- 
ruiiusgovernourinto }adea m []ofepb. id. ibid.] 

Dion relates that C. Caligula tcccd Agtippa the Grandchild oc Herod from thole 
bonds, which Tiberius had put on him, and that he gave him his Grandfather pnn- 
cipilicy,i>*. 59.FI.645.] Philo in nis book againftFlaccus laics th it he was ho- 
noured with the ornamentsof a Prxtour by the Roman Senate, and that Cams gave 
him the King dome, and the child part of th-j ancient dominion that his uncklc 1 ailp 
pr,I.-iTcd,bu: Aprippa having gotten the Kingdom?, begs Tiuumiftus of Caius,- and 
ajvs-s him his libe'rtv, and makes him Ikvvard ofhiigood;.

\V hen Saul had preached the Gafpel a long time at Damafcuyhe Jew; tc ok councel 
to kill him, and they being helped by the Governour under Aretas,fwho had lately 
overthrown tae army of R.rod the Tetrarch) who kept me Ctyoi the Damafcens 
wish a Gaiitor, watched the gares day and nights, that they might take him and kill 
him, but he being let down by a rope by night in a basket, ekaped from their laying in 
WiK.[Acis IX. 23, a<t,25,ilf cr.Xl, 32,33.] 

The full three years of his Apoftiefhip being finifhed, Saul returned to Jerufalem, 
to fee Peter, and abode with him tiiceen dayes. \Gal. 1. j S,J And he then allaying to 
join himlclf to the Dilciplcs, they all were airaid of mm, not believing him tone a 
Dilc'ple: Liu Barnabas took him, and brought him to tne Apoftles, {viz.. Peter and 
James, the biuthcr or the Lord, for he law none other of the Apoftles, [Gal. 1, 19. ] 
and declared utKO them, how he had leen the Lord in the way, and that he hadlpo- 
kcti to him, and how he hid preached boldly at Daman, us in the name of lelus. [Acts

Saul fpeaks boldly in the name of Jefns at J-:rnfalem,:ii)d difputed with the Greeks, 
or Jews that uled the Greek tongue, as Syr us rightly interprets this piace, but they 
went about to.kill him.

Sail being in the Temple praying, was in a trance, and law the Lord fpeaking unto 
him, (-Make haft, and get thee quickly out of Jerufihm, for they will not receive thy tefli- 
mor.y of me : to whomheanlwercdj-L^, they know that I impri fined and beat in every 
Sy nagogHtfthofe that believed on thee: end when the blood of thy Martyr Stephen was [bed.

* The Alexandrians bvreafon of the ; r inveterate hatred againlt the Jews, taking it 
impatiently chat they ihould have a King, in the place of cxercife did dilgrace Agrip- 
pa with fcurrilou? fpceches, and mocking verfe* of jefters. They alfohumed to the 
fporting-place, a certain mad man named Cariba, who went naked nignt and day in 
the ftreets, 1 and there let him on a high place that all might fce'him. 1 hen they let a 
papar crown on his head, and put on his body a mat uftead of his robe, and one gave 
him a piece of a reed taken off the ground, for hi^ fcepter. Being thus adorned with 
alliens of a King, and thus changed into a King after the manner of Stage players, the 
voun" men carrying poles on their fhjuldiers invitoned him for his guard. Omers 
camelolalute him, fome defired jaftice, others asked counfel of him concerning the 
Common-wealth.

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letters, two oi which were called the Jewiih quartcrs,becaufc moft of the Jews dwelc in 
them although many Jews had houfes here and there in the ocher quarters. The com- 
mon people of Alexandria, having obtained from Flaccus licence of plundering the 
Jews, having expelled them from tour of the letters, thruft them into a narrow com- 
pafleof one of them ; who, faecaufe they were more then the place could contain,went 
cue unto the fhoar*, and monuments, and dunghills, being diipoiled of all things ; <heir 
enemies ran violently to their forlaken houfes : and there divide the fpoiles as taken by 
law of Armes,and breaking open the (hops of the Jews, which then were (hut be- 
caufe of the mourning for Drufillas death, they carry many things from thcncc> which 
they fell in the marker, and turn to their own ule : but the ranfacking of tour hundred 
houles did lefle hurt theimtban their lofle of trade, when as the creditors had loft 
their bonds, neither was Husbandman, Mariner, Merchant, or Handicraftfman, fal- 
tered to uie their trades. [ Phtlo. in Flaccum. ] 

Their enemies thought they fhpuld ihortly fee them lie on heapes, fo manythou- 
fandsof men women and children,thruft into a narrow corner of the City like bcatts ; 
either killed with famine for want of meat, or ftifled in that hot place, even the neigh- 
bour aire being corrupted by the multitude of breaths. They took djligent heeJ, left 
any fhould fteal privately away, and as many a$ they intercepted, having firft tor- 
mented them, they killed them, and abftaincd from no kind of crurltv* Another 
band of them lay in waite for the J -ws that arrived at the Ports, ani atfj their mer' 
chandife, which when they had tak n away in the fight of the owners, they burned the 
owners themfelves in a fice made of the ruthcrs,oares,and plankes,of the (hips. Ocheis 
in the middeftof the City were butned by a moft miferable kind of death; for, for 
want of wood, they brought the cuttings of vines, and making a fire of tbera, they caft 
into it thefcmilerable men, who were killed, being rather fcorched with (moke, than 
burnt with fire. Others were dragged wkh cords tied' to their ancles through the Mar- 
ket-place, the common people infuking over them, and not fparing even their dead 
bodie c , for having cut their members into pieces, they trampled upon rhem with fuch 
crueltv > ihattheyfuffered not any reliqucs of them to remain for burial, [Id, in Legat. 
ad Caiutn. ] and if any did but bemoane the misfortune of his friend or kinfman, he 
waspunithed for his companion prefently, and being taken- were feourged, and after 
they had endured all torments that bodies were able to endure, they were crucified. 
[ Id. in Flaccum. ] 

Flaccus the Governour commanded thirty eight of the Senate, which Auguftus 
had appointed for a publick Council of the Jews to be taken inthcir own houfes, and 
forthwith to be bound ; and dragging thele old men through the Market-place, their 
hands being tied behind them, fomc with cords fome with chaines, brought rhem into 
the Theater, and commanded them to be ftript and feourged as they (rood before 
their enemies who fate as Judges. And among thefe were Erodius Tryphon, and 
Andron, even in the fight of them who had defpoiled them of their goods: and al- 
though it wa* a cuftom that none lhould be condemned till the (olemn celebrations 
and feaft-dayes of the births of the Augufti were paft ; yet Flaccus in thofc very dayes, 
(for the Birth-day of Caius fell on the laft day of Auguft ) did afflict thefe innocent 
men, after this manner dividing his playes. From the morning to the third orfourrh 
hour oil the day, the Jews were feourged , hanged, tied to wheelc*, condemned, and 
led through the middle of the wreftling-placc to punifhment. Then were brought in 
Dancers, J cfters, Trumpeters, and other fports of Players: and women were carried 
away as captive', not oucly in the Market-place, but n the open Theater alfo,and for 
any triflingcavil, were b.ought upon the ftage, not without grievous reproaches; but 
then knowing that they were not Jews, they were let go, tor they apprehended many 
for Jews before they dil gently confidered the thing: but after they were found to be 
Jews,of fpe£tators,they became tyrants^nd commanded fwines flclhto be given them, 
and as many of the Jewifb. worn n as tailed it for tear of torments without any more 
vexation wered'Tmift; but thofe that would not eat it, were delivered over to be tor- 
tured with moft grievous tortures. [ Ibid. ] 

Caftus the boldcft of the Centurions, b commanded by the Governour to take w <th 
him the valiantctt of his Bind, and to break into the Jews houles, to fee if they had 
any armes nidden, who piefentlydocs what he is bidden: the Jews (hewed all their 
private places to the fearcbers, where Women never wont to go abroad, and the fear- 
ful Virgins j who for modefty avoided the fight of their own kindred, were made a 
ipe£tacie not onely to men unknown, but alio to the Military rage ; ncvcrtheleffe 
aher all this fcrutiny, the armes they looked for, were not found : for all armes werea 
1 itt iebr fore taken from the Egyptians by Baffus, commanded by Flaccus to ovetfcc 
that bufineffe : but there you might fee a great number ot (hips to arrive at the Ports 
full of armes, which were fit to be taken from feditious men, who had often before 
allayed a revolt: but there was a clean other account k to be made of the Jews, who 
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never were (ulpe&cd ot a revolt, did follow their trades and gain? which did make for 
the concord and peace of the City» [ Ibid'. ] #

BatTus being Cent with a Band of (ouldies out of Italy on putpofe to do it ; an i 
When he had fet fail in the beginning of Winter* being tolled with ternpefts by lea, 
afcer much toil, he fcarcely arrives in Italy, where he is prefently welcomed by thofe 
two malicious accufers, Lampo", and Ifodorus, who had incited him againft the Jews ; 
who being condemned and difpoiled of all both inheritance and houlhold-ftufi, which 
was very precious ; he is banifhed, and truly he had been banifhed into the molt bar- 
ren Ifian.d of Giaru^uithc jEgeanfea,unlctieLepidui had begged that he might be 
fent to dwell in Andros, which was nigh Giaros: where he died, being killed by the 
command oi Caius, ( as did all Noble men that were banifhed. [ Ibid. ] 

Herodias, the filter ot Agrippa, and wife of Herod the Tetrarch, feeing him (o 4752. 
glorious in his Kingly Majefty, being madded with envy, did not ceafe, till (he had 
perf waded htr husband, that they might goto Rome, and beg the fame dignity of 
Caelar. Agrippa knowing both their intefition and preparation, as fbon as ever he 
knew thej had taken (ea»hc alio fends his freed man Fortunatus to Rome to Ca-lar 
with gilts,and letters written againft his Uncle. Herod* comming toBiial,amoft 
plealant town of Campania, where C?far then was, being admitted, Gcfar prevents 
him, and gives him thcleters he had received from Agrippa, which did accufe He- 
rod, that he had formerly confpired with Scianus againft Tiberius, and that how he 
favoured Artabaous the Pathian, againft the new Empire of Caius, and for that pur- 
pofe had prepared to many arms, as would furnilh 70000 men,with which Caius being 
moved, asked Herod ii thofe things were true that were tpoken concerning the number 
ot arms, which he granting, (for he could not deny it) Caius thinking the revolt 
enough proved, took from him the Tetarchy of Galilee and Peiaea, which he after-

She thanked Caius for this favour,but protefied that 
at this time (he could not make ufeof it, for (he thought it a fin, to forlake her huf- 
band in his calamity, of whole good fortune, as long as heflouri(hed,thehadbeen 
partaker: which Caius taking in (corn, commanded her alfo 10 be banifhed with her 
hufband, and gave her goods to Agrippa, L jofepb. lb. 1 8. cap. 9. ] and fo they were 
punimed for their inceftuous marriage. Eight years alter John Baptift had been be- I 
headed by this Herod, and fix vcars after Chrift our Saviour had been mocked by the 1

And jKo Pontius Pilate was fo continually vexed by Cams, that he killed himfclf 
with his own hand, as Jerom inChronico, outot the Roman Hiftorians, and Eufe- 
bius in his Ecclefiafticall Hiftory, out of the Greek Writers of the Olym- 
piades,. [/#. *. cap.

I'ben was Caiu Prieft to himfclf, and took his horfe as Colleague of his Pi iefthood, 
[Don.ibid.pag.66?,,) bur at Miletum in Alia he commanded a temple to be built 
unto him, chootingthi; City before others, undercolor becaulehe faid that Ephefus 
was taken up by Diana*, aud Pergamus and Smyrna, by Auguftus'and Tiberius, but 
thetruereatonwas,becaufehe did defire to get to himlell dia« great and fair temple, 
which the Milcfians had buile to Apollo: [id. in excerpus. Valefii. pag. 670. 673.] 
he purpoled alfo tofinilhthe oiacle Didymcna at Mileium. [S neton, in C. Caligula. 
cap.z\.] 

Strangers out of the neighbouring countries had crept into Jamnia> a City of Judea, 
that was very populous, who did alwaics endeavour to do lomething againft the Jew- 
ilhcuftomes : thefe when they heard by men that came thither, how much Caius 
de(i>ed to be worlhi'pped as a God, and what a.i heavy friend he was to the nation of 
thejews,prefentlyrearanaltar ofClay made into bricke, only that they might vex 
the J ws, this they taking in great (corn took clean away, of which their adverfarics 
acctilc them before Capito the Holy Quaeftour, who had the oucrfight of the tributes 
in judea, he wrote to Caius, aggravating and amplyfying the bulinefle, and Caius 
commanded that for the Al.ar ot brick that was overthrown in Jamnia, they mould 
place 111 the temple of Jerulalem a great image in honour or him all guilt, uiing here- 
in the ad viies of Helicon an "Egyptian, and Apcllcs of Alcaloii a Tragedian, Cuius 
commands Petronius the governour ot Syria, by letters moft accurately written con- 
cerning the dedication of me ftatue, tha: he lhould march with naif the army (appoin- 
ted tor defence againft the irruptions of the Kings and nations of the Ealt ) from Eu- 
phrates againft tne J. •««, and that he fh >uld accompany the ftatue, not fo much that 
inc dedication might dc the more majefttck, but that if any one made re(iftanee,hc 
mghtbepretendyputtodeath, bu: neither was the (fame Cent from Italy, neither 
was Petronius commanded to take any choice one out of all Syria, 01 her wife fome 
hidden tumult would have rifen, about the violation ot tn^ laws of the Jews, therefore 
Petronius commanded a .ftatue to be prepared nearer hand, and lending for,the beft 
artificersout of Phenicia found the muerialls, the fhop where they (hould make it 
he appointed at Sidon. [ PhJo, in legations ad Catum. ] 

In the mean while ht got as great an army as he could, and with two legions win- 
tered at Prolcmais intending to profecute the war at the beginning of the fpring j 
which he alio fignified to Caius by letter, who commending his indufhy, advifeth 
h m to ufe all expedition therein,and abate the ftubbornefle of that nation,fo Jofephus. 
[lib, iS. cap. U.] 

In a (edition that arofe between the Jews and the Greekes that dwelt at Alexandria, 
three cholen Emballadours on cidicr li le were few unto Caius the chief of the Em-. 
bafly of the Jew* was Philo a man molt famous in all things and of the Greeks Appion 
[i'd.ibid.cap.xo.] who being born at Oatisin Egypt, defired to be called rather of 
Alexandria, becaufc he was made a Cit z n of that place. [ id. lib. a. againft t^pp'on.'] 
Pliny in his 37. book of his natural! hiftory cap. 5 . reports that by tome he was furna- 
med irhHfonKlu/ as it were after Conquerour, adding alfothefe things of him in hi ■ preface 
to : ns whole WorktoTitu Vefpahan : Appion the Grammarian, be' whom Tiberius £tfar 
called the omball of the world,whereas he might rather be called the drum, wrote that 
they w:re immortal z,edby him, to whom he cempofed any thing, who wroteamoft lying 
book againft the J'-ws, to which Jolephus anfwers in his fecond book againft 
App on , for the tiift book is oppofed againft other flanderers of the Jewifli 
•nation. ,_,<•. 

The Emballadours of the Jew; ( whom Philo confirmestobe five at the end of the 
EmnalTv written by himlclf, ( and not three as Jofephus would have it ) failed to Caius 
in the mid deft of winter, to entreat him that he would forbear thole injuries which 
they did daily fufter, and they thought fit to offer to him a regifter containing the fum 
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of all the calamities, and che petition againft them, taken ou; of that larger petition, 
which the Jews had lent him by their King Agtipp.i, tiic;r adverfarics got the favour 
of Helicon the Egyptian, who was Prefect ot the Emperou.s chamber, no; lo mn:h 
with money, as wirn the hope of honour*, which they promised to confer on him, a- 
foon as ever Caius }lioi:ld come to Alexandria* whom when the Embaftadnur did de- 
fire to pacifie and appeafe, they could find no actelle to him. [Philo. in legal, ad 
Cat ttm. ] 

Caius himfclf at the firft, ( diffcmblin.? his hatred againft the Jews ) received thvir 
Emballadouts in Mars his field, as he came out rrom" his motners gardens, falutcd 
them with a chearfull countenance , and with his right hand made a fign,as 
ihougii he would be kind unco them; and (ending Homi:lu> u:ito them, vve.o was 
M.ifter of the Ceremonies, promifed chem " that he wauid take cognizance ot tl.eir 
caiile when he had ieifure, but afterwards when he came to vdi: the gardens oi Mece- 
nas and Lamia, both which Were dole one by the tv.iier, :nd nccr the City, and the 
Emballidours being brought in, aud doiie their reverence very humbly, and had [alu- 
ted himhy thenamcoi: Augufttis Emperonr, he grinningly alked them, are ye thof 
h.itedufthe gods y who alone contemn mi being declared a god by the confcjjhn of all men, 
and had rather worship your unnamed thing. And then heading up his hands to heaven 
buiftintoa fpeechthat was notlawfull to be heard, much idle to utter in the lame 
words, dncadvcrlepircy then greatly rcjoyced, calling him by all the names of the 
g/.)d: ; , wl'.ich when Iliiorus a b.tter fycophanc (aw how he was plerdWl wi;n rlule ; ide-, 
nefaid : Ihouwonldeft, O m/ Lord more deteft them, .ir.A all their jhcl^, if thou d.dft bin 
know thtsr impiety and malice againft thee, for all men el feeling facrifiecs of vowes for thy 
health, they only refrained tor. ff:r facrifice. Then the Em Mliadou.^ cried one With one 
confciic: O my Lord Cains, we are falfely accu[ed,we b/ive ficnficed Hecxombs, and we 
have not as the manner of fome //, to bring a little blond to the iA'nar, .,;d then carry the 



flejh home to fe.ijl M-ithall, but wg have committed ivhohf.tcr:fice 
>d that thrice, firft, rvhsn thou fucceededft in the expire, ■ 



uiroith the holy 
th-j.'i efc\rped;} a 
ftciyiejje, at rthicti fiikneffe all the world was forrov full, t'h rdly as a v'oiv for the vicfary 
"of Germany, well, anfwered Caius, fay it were fo, ye offered fur, (ice, but to another, tome 
certainly ye did net facrifice. Then an horrour le'.zerh on the Emballadouts, being 
aftonifhed at his laft words he in the mean while goes about the villages, he views 
the halls and parlours, both below and above (hires, whcie alio hcalketh the Em- 
balTadours particularly, why they for bare ftv/nes fefi, and what right the Cities of Alex- 
andria pretended, at length laying afide his ficrcenelfe belaid, thefe men feemtome not 
1 be fo wicked as mi fer able, th At cannot per fvadc ihemfelvcs that 1 am partaker of the divwe 

nature , and immediately departing commanded the Emballadours to be gone. 

Caiu; gave the Tetrarchy of hi? fathcr-ui law H-'iod ( who was banifhed toLug- 
duiiiim ) to Agrippa at his return from his Kingdom-. For when he had reigned three 
ycarcs in the Tetrarchy of Piiilip in the fourth that of H-'rod fell to him, [jjfcph.lib. 
i9.cap.ttlt.2 which beneficence in his Epiftleto Caiu , written after tiu's he thusac- 
knowl dge ', 'Ibou haft be flowed the Kingdom e on me, than which there could -be no happier 
fortune to a nt or tall, and which being at fir pi but one region, thoit haft enlarged by the addition 
of Trachonltis & Galilie. [ Philo, in Legat.] 

Penoniuscofivocaxd i.hcchief of the Jews both PrieftsanJ Magiftrates, to the end 
he mirju declare unuuhemtiie command? oi Caius, that he lhould cxd the ftatue 
an 1 d'.dkatc it in their temple, and alio peifwading them to takepatiendy the decrees 
oi his Lord ar.d Matter, and cautioning them of the imminent danger that Would 
cnluc upon tluir diLibedieiuc, tnr that the whole power ot the Syrian array was 
ready to make havock of them and their Countrey. At the firft mention of tliefe things 
they were (odaftYr they had not a word to fay,' but powicd forth whole rivers ot 
teares, tearing their hair aud pulling their beards in molt mournful! wile. Butthofe 
ot Jcrulalcm & all the Countieyabcut,that heard th : s ; flocking together with cue con- 
tent, giving tiie fign of their pubhek mourning, they went in one company ; leaving 
their hoiies, Towir, and Caltlesdefolate* and continued their march til) they came 
to Phxiucia, where Petronius thenwa?. And there at firft they made fuch a doletull 
and (o deep a noile that thole that were by could not hearoebe heard for it, and then 
madc(uchcompelLn ; ons and imprecations, as calamitous limes are cummonly the 
WKndlesof. They were diftributed into fix rancks or orders of old men, young men 
andboyes ; of old woe men, wives, and maids, And wneu they law Petronius upon 
a high place, all the rancks, as ; d by a gcncrall word fellproftrate upon the groun.1, 
hovvling as it were in a m >u rnfnll tone : and being commanded to arife,- could fcarce 
beperiwaded to it, and at' laft when they did, caftingduft upon thcmfelyes, and hang- 
ing the r hands backward Ike condemned periods, they came before fn'm : by whole 
pittifull complaint and luppiication, Petronius and all that fate with him being very 

much 
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moved, when he had confulted the bufincflc, took older to fend letters to Caius ; 
ch hefigm'fied that the dedication or the Statue was deferred, partly tor that 
■oiknu-n were icquircd to the pcrfc&ing of the ColofTe,which muft be finiftit at an 
uk ; p-utly ior the gathering ot the com which wasneceffary againlt the 
i. Cains it was reported, had intended ior Egypt, and for that thecorn was 
ihjn iui. ripe, and a'do it was to dc teareu, that the Jews'would cake fo heavily the lolle 
ot rhe:r rcl-von, that they would not only ho: value their own lives, but waft and 
Nnrn up ail idic haivcft throughout the fields and Mountains in their defpeiation.

Caiu> having received the letters for a time, difkmbled hi* inteft ne anger toPe- 
tromus ; fur hevcry much reared the Prefidents,for that it was in their power to make 
new comiiintiunsjcipcciaily thole or great Provintc?,aiui numerous armies, fuch as was 
the trad: ot Svrii 10 li. piirates. Having thus by his letters appealed him, he teemed 
to appiauj. his providence and dexterity in tbrcfceing future inconvenienciesjbut withal, 
adding fti-rt command, rhat when harveft was over, he fiioulu fo: pretence or matter 
deiav the dedication of the Statu:. [ibid.] 

The Amj-aiiadorsof the Alexandrian Jews received the meffage, That Cams had 
commanded his Col. lie Ihould be placed at the inneimolt entrance ot the Temple, 
inii.ided wiih the fir-name of New Jupter. With which news being affrighted, tney 
enter inco the Conclave ail together, deploring as well die pnblick, as tilt lr private caia- 
nu.y : yet hoping that God. would not be wanting, then Who had lb often delivered 
u a. nation from runiC.Q/^-^.] . , 

When /.grippa came in his wonted manner to (altire Cams, looking ftcrnly upon 

him,helaui,r.«r good and hone}} pti~ens, who alone of allm^nd thinly fcorn to have 
Cains for a gcd,eveu take a cottrfe in livelihood to bring deftmition tiponthemjtlves by their 
contumacy, who, when I commanded the Statue of Jupiter to be dedicated tn their itmple,rm 
n hell]' out of tkeCii] not likj [upplttwts indeed ,but -trusty defpifrs of my commands. By which 
words he was iolti tick with horrour, that trembling, and his knees linking together, 
lie had for ly fallen to'the ground, had not the franuetsby fuppoitcd him : wno were 
commanded to carry him home in that condition, that by the furideniicfle ot the 
impttflior, he had loft his remembrance, and was grown quite ftupid and icnlclcfle. 
But Caius was the more cxafperaicd againlt the Nation of the Jews, laying, // Agrip- 
pa, who it my familiar frie*d, and obliged to me by fo many benefits, is fo fet upon his Country 
raes,that he cannot endure they fhould be violated fo much as by my wordonly,but isfwounded at 
it, r.hat is to be expected from them who have no tie to reftram them ? Q Philo. de 

When Agrippa was come to himfelf, he wrote very large Epiftlcs to Caius, in be- 
half of his Country, (inferred by Philo, in ihcbork of his Embally) which he clofcth 

W Ch Chi Epilogue. Uhatwillmy l^nfmen, or any elfe fay of me ? for en her it Will follow, that 
I ,\m a betrayer of my Country, or I muft hereafter be blotted out of the lift of thy friends, 
than either rf wh.ch,what can be more unhappy } for that hitherto 1 have been thy favourite, 
lhall be accounted a notour, f I neither preferve my Country from indemnity, nor the Temple 
inviolate. F >r you tjiat are m power, are itfed to confult thenhef of thofe who fly to jour impe- 
rial! power fv/relef. But if in any thing Iamoffenfivc to yoit,do me the favour not to bind 
me (as Tiberius) but lea ft J fhould remain in fear of bonds, kjl me prefenrly. for what 
Vced have I then of life , when at the hops of my wellftrc, wholly conftfts in your favour, 

Ca'us teeming to be fomewhat appcafed by tbefc letters, anfwers more mildly*, and 
grants Agrippa as a great favour, that the Statue ihould not be dedicated, and upon 
the fame wrote to Pctronius, the Prefident of Syria, that lie Ihould make no innova- 
tion in the Temple ot the Jews But lea ft this favcur fhould (eem tco intire, he mixt 
fome terrnur, thus writing .• But if nny (ballplcafe in the outer Provinces, or any wblre out 
of the CMetropolts,in any outer City, to dedicate any Temple or ^Itar to me, whofoever 
(haUoppofe it, la them either beprcfcntly put to death orfint to me. But divine providence] fo 

ordered ic, that none in any of the outer Provinces did any thing in that bufinelic.

: \V hen the PcfFilcncc grew very hoc at Babylon, a great multitude ot the Jews went 

^ from thence to Sclcucia, whither many more of them came five years after from 

1 Necrda, f which is a City of Babylonia, mcompaflcd by rhc flowing of Nilus, and an 

■ Academy of the lews, whence in Syriac it v> called **SP -> nJ as if one Ihould lay, The 

1 ■Kvcrof lC,:r,:v!uge.) Now at Sclcucia, the Grecians and Syrians were alwayes at 

; t-Jjit. bin '.he Grecian iaftion uvt was too hard tor the Syrian. Since the coming of 

: rise J* \vs die S.viani by their frienoAdp became the ftrongcr party, befides that, they 

fiiil inc-cafed 'in warlike and rdblucc' men. Wherefore when the Grcebfawthcy 

w- r.i c'i.wn chs win.!, and brew not how to recover thcmfelve?, they made all the 

hiu'jJiliip they could iiandlomly, to have a peace mediated between them pnd the 

Syrians, 
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WnsTa thing clwy cafily obtained. For the chief men on both fides treat- 
ing in the bufinefte, they concluded and confirmed a peace, on condition they itiou.d 
both proiecute the Jews. And going upon them ac unawares, flew to ^ff' 
bee of r fifty thoufand men, (o that none efcaped, unlefle faved by the mercy o iomc 
friend or kinfman. Thcygo ftom hence to Cteiiplioo,a Grecian City near ^-lenua, 
Where the King ufed to take up his winter quarter, and wiiere was laidupthegreatelt 
and b-ft part of his houfhold ftuft. and there they fixt, eftabhfhing them elves under 
the reverence of the regit rnajefty. But the tcrroiir of the Bibylomans and Se.eucians 
fpread it felf over all chofc parts ot J udea : whercfoevcr any of the Syrians were hi thole 
pans with the Selcuciam, they conlpired their mine. Whence it came to pa fie mat 
many betook themfelves to Neerda and Nifibis,repofing the confidence ot their lecuri- 
ty, in their ftrong fortifications, although otherwife they were pofleft by very warlike 
VSOvkAJofeph.lib. \%.capult.finf\ 

Caius triumphantly enters Rome on his Birth-day ( which was the laft of the 
moneth Auguft.) [SuetoninC.Calig.cap. 43.] . 

When the Alexandrian Legats appeared before Caiu' , Apion laid many things to 
the charge of the Jews, and amongft the reft, that they did not yeild Cmr his uu: 
refpea -for when far and near all Nations built Temples and Altars to Caius, and 
worshipped him with equal honour with the reft of their dcKics,thc Jews onely iioughj 
Icorn tobuild Altars to him, or (w«c by the nameotCefar. VVhcn he hadalledgcd 
thefe and what other matters he thought Would exafperate Cams, Ph.lo prepared to 
anfwer him, but was interrupted by Cxfars commanding him to be gone, wno was lo 
enraged that he very hardly efcaped without injury. Pjr.lo being thus c,e£ted, bids 
courage to thofe that accompany himjfor that although Caius was angry 1.1 his words, 
vet they might be afl red 1 hat God world defend and provide for mem, for all that he 
Cou\dc\o.Uofeph.lib.iS.cap.lo.Eufeb.lil>.Hiftor.Ecclef.S.] 

Caius repenting of the favour be had granted the Jews, .commanded another colofle 
to be built at Rome brazen and guilt, letting that alone at iidon eft it ihould caufe any 
commotions among the people, and that being carried privately by fhip, it might be 
plac't in the Temple at Jerufalem before any were aware of it. And this was to be done 
as they failed into Egypt, for he had an exceeding great deftre of feeing Alexandria, 
and with great care provided for his journey, intending there to (lay long ; polfeft that 
his deification which he dream't of, would fucceed in this City alone, and rrom thence 
the religion would difperfe and flow to the other leffe Cities. So Philo who was very 
well acquainted with thefe things writes in his Legation to Caius, out of which that 
of Tacitus is to he correftcd. Being commandedby Ctfar to pUce bit Statue m the.rTemple 
they cbofe rather to take up armes : which commotion the death of U{ar ejuajh t and appeajecl. 

L "Sks the A^'afoniic who incited Caius againft the Jews, isby him bound and 
rackt in a moft tormenting and delayed manner, with fome mtermihions to make it 
the more cricvous ; for fome other crimes lie had comm 1 tted, [ Phdo.de Ugat, j 

O ins being admonifhed by the Antiatiman lots to take heed ot Caijius, haying 
CaifiuLonginusthcnProconful of" Alia in futpuion for that he was of the family of 
Cafliusoocoi therourdcrersofCafar ; he commanded liirn tobs brought bound to 
him, and condemned him to death, not remembering that Crmeas, wno a little after 
killed him, was alio called Caflius, [ Sutton, m C. Calig. cap. 57. Z>". M. 49. 

C4/> Apoiioniusthe Egyptian, who at home foretold what fhould become of Caius, bc- 
inc dragged before him to Rome, the day before his death, (which Suetonus in his 
58 chapter denotes to be the IX. Kalends of February) and bemg brought out a little 
after to (uffer, efcap't away faie. [Dio.iuid.pag. 66^.) . , , ■ 

C. Caligula reigned three years ten moneths and eight dayes, as Suetonius hath ir, 
[cap S9 1 And Clemenes Alexandrinus in his fir ft book Stromatum ; or rather 9 
moneths and 28 dayes, as Dio relates in the end of his 5 9 book : In whole place his 
Uncle Claudius Cxfar the Ion of Drufius, is declared tmpcrour by the Praetorian 

a King Agrippa, when he heard that the Empire was forced upon Claudius by the 
fouldierv, with much adoe in making way through the multitude, he came tohim,and 
finding him troubled and defirous to rcfign his place to the Senate, he confirmed him 
againft Inch fears, and encourages him to go on courag.oufly, and retain the Sove- 
raignty Now one of Claudius bis favourites being called by the Senate, diflcmohng 
that he knew any thing of the bufineffe, and coming all anointed as xl from drinking, 
asks them what was done concerning Claudius, and they telling him the tru:h, and 
asking his advice ; he fayes he would lorfake no danger that might be for the dignity of 
the Senate, and that he thought the beft way was to fend fome to Claudius who might 
perfwade him to lay down his authority, and to that Embaffie ottered himtelf ^tonc. 
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When he waUent with others to Claudius, he told him plainly the fearful condition 
the S n.tie was in, and advifed himtoaniwer like a Prince, and himfelf ; as alio he was 
thecatne tint .met wards the fame CJau.iius was more mild to the Senate than he 
VAHiui ;uve r>ceu# [jofeph. Lb. 19. cap. 3,] 

Qui -who mg confirmed in tne Empire, fent Mithridatcs Iberus ( whom Cains 
h.;d k, pt in Jo.ni'.) home to receive his kingdom, and to another Mirhridates who 
uv ; < dciccsd-iUi-, -.in that great Mirhridatcs, hegave the kingdom ol B,ofphorus, except 
a pari ot Ciiicia which lie gave co Polemon. [Do. lib. 6o.pag,6-po.] ' 

As tor Agrippa of Paiadtme who helped him to the enjoyment: ot the Saveraignry, 
who was tliniai Ronv, he enlarged his kingdom , and beftowed conlular honours 
upon mm. To his brother Herod alio h- gave Prctoriau dignity, and a certain Priu- 
cipjlhy (to witthatofChalcis) and permuted thtm to go into the Senate and give 
thank? r.o the lathers there. [ Id, ibid. ] 

Alio Claudius proposed an Edict whereby he confirmed Agrippa in the kingdom 
former y granted him by Caius,prailing both his endeavour and his indullry adding 
HSicwiU', Judeaand Samaria, for that they did lormeily belong to rhc kingdom of his 
Gran-ifamer Herod. Thcfe therefore he reftored as due to the Family: But Abila 
and thcuitcrm^itofhiscommand inLibanus, which was Lylanias's, lie added of his 
ou'.i. Therefore was there a League becwixe the King and the people of Rome cut 
i.i brail -in the midlt of the Forum ot the Cny. F_ J'fipb. Lb. \ 9 . cap, 4, ] 

Claudius dilmift Alexander Lyfimachus of Aiabarcha his old friend, and'formerly 
Procurator to his mother Antonia, whom Caius in his anger had committed to bonds, 
towhole fon, Marcus, Berenice the daughter or' Agrippa was betrothed, (of which fee 
Ads XaV. 1 5, 2?. ) who dying before marriage, the King places riie Virgin with his 
brother Hciod , having begged the kingdom of Chalets of Claudius for him.

Hebeltowed Comagcna and a great part of Cilicia upon Antiochus wbom Caius 
h ad deprived of his kingdom, £ ^» '^. Dio. &&. 6°>p a g. 6fo, ] 

Helicon the Egyptian who was matter of the Bed-chamber to Caius, and the man 
that moll incited him againft the Jews, was by Claudius for other crimes put to death, 
as Piiilo notes in the book of his Legation to Caius : which book ironically intitlcd 
IX- v.rm.bus ( for that therein the wickedncfle of Caiu; was fet out in Colours) ne is laid 
at the command of Claudius before the whole Senate, to have recited : and that aicet- 
wards the Romans were lo taken not onejy with that, but many other works made by 
him,that they thought them worthy aspreciousMonumentsto be /aid up in their publick 
Library, [ Eufcb. lib. 2. H.-fier. Ecdefiafi. cap. 17.**./*.] among which were five 
books ot the mifcries the Jews endured under the Empire ot Caius, w itten by him ; of 
which three were loft, [ Id, ibid, cap, 5. ] on- to Flaccus, and the other of his Embalfie 
are (fill remaining. 

Cams being Haiti, the Jews who under him were much oppreffed by the Alexan- 
dnans,began to cheer up, and prefently relumed their armes. Then Claudius com- 
manded the Prcfident of Egypt thai he fhotild appeafe that tumult, and at the entreaty 
of Agrippa the King of Judea, and Herod the King of Chakis, he lent an Ediftto 
Alexandria, written in thtfc words, / will that their rites be nothing infringed bj the 
nmdn (fe of Caius , and that they (hall have full power and liberty to perfevere in their fathers 
religion and worship. And I command both parties, ms much as in them lies, to ftiidy peaceable- 
mfl.one towards th: other, and to endeavour to prevent all di fir fid ions or commotions of State 
between them. [ Jofeph. lib, 1 9. cap. 4. ] 

Claudius at the entreaty of the (aid Kings, the fecond time he was designed Conful 
( the firft year ot his raign ) permitted the Jews noi onely of Alexandria, but wherc- 
locvcrdifperled in his whole Empire, to live according to their own laws.and thelites 
of their Anciftors; withal advffing them that under this grace they mould live the 
more modeftly and warily, and that thcylhould not abufc the religions of the outer 
Nations* but that they ihonld be content quietly to enjoy their own cuftoms and tra- 
ditions. [Ibid. ] But when they grew fo numerous at Rome that the city could fcarcc 
bear them without tumults. He did not ejefr them but forbad thofe that lived after their 
own laws to convent themfelves : alfo the colledgcs reduced by Caius, and the taverns 
in which they met and dmnk, he clearly abolifhed. £ Dw. lib. 60. fag. 669. ] 

Claudius by his letters commending him to all Prcfidents and Goveruours of Pro- 
vinces, fends King Agrippa into his own kingdom to look to the charge of it, who with 
very great expedition came to Jcrufalcm, and there paid his vows omitting nothing 
prefcribed by the Law. He commanded many Nazarites to be (haven, "and hung up 
a gold chain which he had received from Caius as a monument of his many mifcries 
and happy deliverances by God, in the holy Temple over the Treafury. Having duly 
performed his vows to God,he depofed Theophilus the fon of Annanius from the High- 
Pricit-hood, and conftitutcd Simon firnamed Cantharus in his room, which Simon 

was 
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was the fon of Bocthus, Herod the Great his father in law. In fine, he gained the 
good will, and engaged the thankfulncffe ot the Hicrofolymitcs to him by remitting 
a tribute to them, which they couft autly every year paid out of every houfe. He made 
Silas mafter of a 11 the Militia wholly, who waslvsconltant companion inali his diffi- 
culties and dclignes. I Jofeph. lib. 19. cap. 5.] 

A little after this, the Dorit*, certain rath young men, under pretence ot religion, 
erected a frame in the Temple at Jctufalem to Cxfar ; ac which Agrippa, King 
ot the Jews, being much moved, went immediately^ Petroneus into Syria, and com- 
plained of tiic impudent boldnetle of them : who himfclf being no leflc offended at ir, 
asanimpiou thing, and againft thcpolitive decree ot the Empire. He wrote very 
iharplytothcMagifrratesot' the Dorita:, that they fliould lend thofe bound to him, 
whofocver chev were, that durft make fuch attempts, and fo contrary to the Empercurs 
comma nds, and commanding for the fumre,that nonefhould dare to do any fuch thing. 
[Id.ib.cap. 5.8.6.] - . . :• . - 

At Cffilatea, Cornelius, a Roman Centurion of a Company belonging to the Ita- 
lian band, one very well inclined to, and ftudious of the Jewifh Religion, but uncir- 
cumcifed, (fuch as the Hebrews were wont to call Profelites of the Gate, and the Godly op 
the Nations) about the ninth hour ot the day, is commanded by an Augrt appearing to 
him, to fend tor Simon Peter, who was now to ft ay a great while at the houfe ot 
Simon a Tanner : who obeying the command, fent two of his houfholdfervants, 
and a Gody So.ldier, oneof thofe that were conftantly with him. [Acts X.»,*>. 
comparcdwithlX.41.'] , _. ,. . f ., , 

The day alter, 3S they journied, and drew near to the City* Peter alcends unto cue 
houfe top to pray about the fixth hour : where whileft dinner was providing for him, 
and he hunerv, behold a great linnen fheet let down from Heaven, lull ot ail kind ot 
living creatures ; of which being commanded to cat promdeuouily , be is thereby 
taught, that the Gentiles are not to be accounted for unclean. The next day, when with 
thole that were fent by Cornelius and fix brethren of Joppa* who accompanied them, 
became unto Cxfarea, where he finds at Cornelius his houfe, his whole family, and 
many more gathered together, he preaches a Sermon to them all, whereby they were 
converted to the faith ot Chriff, and the fpirit ot God defending upon them all, of us 
own accord, without any laying on of hands of Peter, he baptized them into Chnlt. 
[AitsX.1. 48.tr XI. 5,17.] T , . . , , n .. „ , . 

And the Apoitlcs and brethren that were at Juaca, heard that the Gentiles alio had 
received the Word of God. When therefore Peter came to Jcrufalcm, there arote 
a contention betwixt thofe that had been converted out of JudaifmtoChrdt,and l'cter . 
for tliat he did converfc with uncircumcifed pcrfons, and eat with them. But when he 
had declared unto them the full and whole matter, and proved it by the tcf imony of 
the fix that were with him.thcy were pacified, and glorified God, who alio had given 
repentance unto life, unto the Gentiles. [^fliXl. 1, 1 8,] 

Kfi- Agrippa deprived Simon Cantharasot his H'.gh Pneft-hood ; an 1 when he 
W Add fuvJcoiiicrM it on Jonathan, the fon of Ananus,licrefufiog icoucot modefty, 
and becaule he had been once degraded, he beftowed it upon Matthias his brother, 
whom Jonathan commended toit,astar more worthy than himlelr. [J>fq>>. lib. 19. 

Cll/ VibiusMarfusfucceededPetroniusinthc adminiftration of the affairs of the Pro- 
vince ot Syria. [Id. ibid.] . , 

Silas, mafter of the Militia to King Agrippa, bccaufeail along he had oeen (aith.u, 
to him, and never refufed to partake with him m any danger, having gained his inti- 
mate tricndfliip, began now to require equal honour with the King, and grew croualc- 
fomc in his familiar conference, foraictimcs extolling himlclf beyond modefty, fome- 
times calling to remembrance the adverfity ot his former fortune, which he would 
repeat Co often, that he very highly cxafperated the King agamft him, mtomuch, that 
he did not only deptive him ot his command, but fent him bound into his own Coun- 
try there to be kept. A little after the King being to celebrate his birth-day, he lent tor 
Silas, that he might be at the Kinglv tcaft : but when he tent him back a churlifh an- 
(wer', the King c'n left him to his keeper?. [Id. lib. 19. cap 7 .] /.'.,... ,, 

King Agrippa, having turned his care chiefly upon Jerutalem, fortified the walls 
of that which was called the new City, and made the gates wider and higher than 
before they had been, all at the publick charge, and had lo ordered the bunnelle, that 
they had been inexpugnable by humane force, had not Marfus, the Prcfident of Syria, 
certified the lame by letters to Claudius : who futpefting that the Jews were about to 
attempt lome innovation, writ earncftly to Agrippa, that he fliould delilt from the 
work, and he immediately obeyed. [Id. ibid.] 

A door of Faith being now opened to the Gentiles, the Cyprians and Cyrcnians, 
who after the martyrdom of Stephen, were diverted at Antioch m Syria, preacnecl 
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Chrift to the Greeks, (*ew»"*«, here the moft ancient book of Alexandria hath it, 
not as the Vulgar 'E»»"f*'j) and there was a great number that believed and turn'd 
unto the Lord. When tin's came co the ears ot the Church at Jerufalem, (he fent 
thither Barnabas, who admoniQit them all ft, dfaftly to adhere unto the Lord. And 
a great company were joyned unto to the Lord, [Atts XI. 10,24.] 

A greac famine now raging at RomeyGaudius did not only take care for thepre- 
fent to provide plenty of prOvilion, but took a courie for the future : for fince the moft 
part of theircoru, and other provifion, came from toraign Land?, and the mouth ot 
Tiber had no convenient ports, he built the Portum OfiU, [ Do. lib. 60. pag, 671, 67*.] 
At eleven year* end ic was fcarce fbifhr, although he kept at it conftantly thirty thou- 
fand men working. [$ueton,in Claud, cap. 20.3 

This famine which hapned in the fecond year of Claudius, was particular, as alfo 
was thatotherin his eleventh vcar, of which Tacitus, [lib. 12. cap. ft.] Suetonius [/« 
Ctandid.cap.iS2*nd Orofiu*^/ b, 7. cap. 6.] make mention.,not that univet lal one foretold 
by Agabu% 1 hat whicn began in the fourth year of the fame Claudius, is man'feft, 
not oiily by Eutebius his Chronicle & Oc^fius, [l'>b. 7. cap. 6.3 but alio by the 
time of Herod Agrippa's death» which was at the very fame time, [t^tts XII. 

Barnabas goes to Tarlus to feek Saul» and having found him brings him to Antioch 
And it came to paffe that for a whole year they met together in the Church, and 
taught a great multitude, and the difciples were firft called fcbriftianszx. Antioch. 
Which name being derived in a Litine form and not a Greek one, from drift, 
k teems to have been inipofed by fome Romans that were then at An- 
tioch. 

About this time the Prophets went down from Jerufalem to Antioch, one of whom 
(Agabus) made known by the Spirit that there would come a great famine upon the 
whole world generally. [ AEt s XI. 27, 18. ] 

Claudius brought tlie Lyians again to hi* lervituJe, who had tumultcd even to the 
daughter of many Romans, and laid thci- Couurcyro the Prck&our-fhip of Para- 
philia, Whilil h? was examining which ^nfhefic in Court,: here was a certain Embaffa- 
dour a Lycian indeed by his parents, bur burn u Rome. He a feed him Come queftions 
in Latine whiih language, when he found he did not under ftaud,he deprived -im 01 his 
privilcdg faying, it isnorm.ee he thould be a Roman, who hath not the Romanlan- 
guage. [ D'">. l'b. *>o. pag . 6f4 t ] 

King Agrippa having at the immenfe charge o{ Beryrus built a Theatre, Amphi- 
. theatre, bath?, &:porchcs,celebrated the dedication of them moft fumptunufly j exhibi- 
ting thews in the theatre, all kinds o muficail oftcntations or ftrii'ts, and other variety 
ot pleainres : and in the Ampbitheanc many paires of fenc<rs. And fu.thermorc 
being defhous to gratifie and pleafe the fp ftators, he cai.fed two troops of Malefactors 
to be drawn out, and to fight piomifcucufly to the number of about 700 perfons, that 
fo this pisElantion of war might concur alwell to the puniihment ot the malefactors 
as the delight of thole that were in p ace, and to they were all deftroyed by one ano- 
ther* ma: ua J 1 wounds. [ lofepb. lib. 19. cap. ttlt, ] 

At laftthefe Kings came to the v.ry Tiber, Antiochus of Commagena, Sampfi- 
geraniT of the Emelen?, Coiys oi the lefter Armenia, Ptolemon 01 Pontus, and befides 
thef- his brother Herod King of Calcis; to whom whilftthey there delaied came alfo 
Marfu prefident ot Syria. Agrippa therefore obitrving his due refpc£tsto the Romans 
went to meet him, even to the Lvcnth ftone. Bm when he rode in the farm chariot 
with his guc ffc>, Marfius diftruftcd the friendfhip of fo many Kings, and therefore fent 
his rm'ftengers to every one h particular to deparr without delay. At which Agrippa 
was moft grievoufly c ftended fo that he hated Marfus, £ >d, ibid. J and very often tol- 
licit d Claud us by his letters, to depofc Marfus from his prefidcnt-fliip of Syria. \jd.l b. 

20. C.I. ] 

Agrippa having taken the High-Priefthood, from Matthias the fon of Ana- 
nns, beftowed ic upon Eliona-us the fon of Cithauis [ Id. lib. ip. cap. 

Hit. ] 

The famine foretold by Agabuscncrcafing,the Chriftiansof Antiochia, gathering 
a fubfidie tor their friends that livedin Judca, fent it by the hands of Barnabas and 
Saul, after th:y had together now lor a whole year preached the word of the 
Lord to the people oi Antioch. [ ARsXI. 26, 29, 30. ] 

About this time King H. rod Agrippa ( as the SyriaC pa-aphraft doth rightly name 
him here) laying bands upon them infeftcd fome of the Church, [AttsXll. 1.] as 
contradicting tnc inftuutions and vies of their Countrey, of wh ich he was a moft reli- 
gious obferver as joicph teft ifi.s. [ lib. 19. cap, nit. ] 

He flew James(the fon of Z-cbedsEti -)the brother of John with a f word,[^^ Xll.2.] 
Clemens Akxandrinus ads moreover out of the Tradition our Anccftours in his feventh 
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book Hypotjpefeon y [ apud Euftb. lib. 2. Hifior. Ecclef cap. 8. *ef . 8 . j that this is the very 
fame man that brought Jamjsinto Ju1gcmcnt,ana when he law how freely he gave 
teihmony of Jcfu* notwithftanding his moft fevere forbidding of him,ingenioufly con- 
left, he was a Chtiftian. When they were therefore brought both together to pupifh- 
menr, r h.it he dciircd leave of James that he might tuffcr with him,and Jamss confi Ber- 
ing a little oi it,taid, Veace be unto thee, and killed him,and fo afterwards they were bo;h 
beheaded. 

The King feeing that the death of Jamespleafed the people, caft Peter into priton, 
iiuhedaycsot Azimus, delivering him to 4 Quaternions, that is 16 fouldiers to guard 
him, intending after the PaHeovec to bring him out to the people. But there were 
prayers made daily lithe Church for him, and an Angel ot the Lord delivered him 
miraculouily in the night ; and he went to the houfe of Mary the mother of John 
Marcus, where man v were congregated and at prayer, and relling them that they 
might ccrtifie J ames'che Ion ot Alphxu; and brother of our Lord, and the reft, of the 
m inner othis deliverance, he went into another piacc« L Ads XII. 3,17.] 

Herod being fruftrateot his hope, in a rage commands the innocent keepers to be 
dragged to execution, and he going down to Gcfatea ftayed there. He was preju- 
diced in his mind againft the Tyrians and Sidonians : whofe land being not fuffkicn: 
to maintain them ( especially in that year of fcarcity) they were forced to(eektor 
themlcivesfulkntation fiom Galilee and other places under Herods jurildittio i. f hey 
came therefore unanirooufly to him by the mediation of Blaftus the Kings Chamber- 
lain, whom they had madetheir friend, ueliring peace of him. Adaybeing appoin- 
ted, Herod in his Royal Attire, and fitting before the Tribunal, made a Ipecch to 
them: the people with acclamations (touting out. 'tis the voice of a q d y andnot man. 
ButprefentlyanAngeioftheLord(motehim,beca«ic he did not give the glory to 
God ; and being eaten up of worms he gave up the ghoft. L «•<#' XII. 3, 1 7. .1 

The very fame Hiftory J otcphus exemplifies : addingalfotne appearing ot the owl, 
left the divinat ion ot hi> German Prophet thould fcem void. He bad.now finished the third 
year of his raign [ thefounh now beginning ] when hecameto fafarea, which was formerly 
called Stratons tower y where he folemnUed [owe yearly play es for Ctfars hedih ; to vshichfefli- 
vity a (rreat multitude of Noble men and yeungjlers came together out of all the Province. On 
the frond day of this celebrity* he goes all attired with his Princely Robes richly and curiottjly 
wrought with ftlver, which by the reflection of the rifmg Sun yeilding an angelical or extraordi- 
a.try%/ire,firuck, reverence into thefpettators. *sind prefently fame wicked parifites with ac- 
cLxmatuns from a far off, faluted him God t de firing him to be propitious to them t for that hither 
to they bad ontly honoured him as aman^bstt now they ftw there was fomethtng more in him 
than humane. This impious adulation he neither refit fed nor repelled : and a little after looking 
up hefarv over his head an owl fitting upon a rope extended upon fome cccafiox t andprefemh 
pc rcehing that as this was an indicium of hit good fortune, fo now of his ridne, he was {truck t« 
the very heart. Afterwards his belly btg.ut to torment him more and more grUvorfij, where- 
fore turning to his friends > he J aid, Bcnold I who by your appclbrion am aG>d,am 
commanded out ot this life, my certain fate giving the lye to your flute -y, and 1 
whom you lalu.ed immortal, am fore'e to d^ath, Buc I muft en Jure the plealure of the 
Heavens, for I have not lived ill, yea fo happily that all men miy call me blcilcd. // *- 
vmgfpokenthefe things hispain grew worfe andworfe: and prefently thefe things being di 
valqed about the Country y the rumour went that he was adying ; wherefore immediately all the 
people with their wives and children were in fackclotb after their country manner, praying to 
God for the health of their King, moling all places ring with their lamentations and hour ling. 
And the King lying on a high bed and looking down and feeing ihe people pro fir ate on their faces, 
he could not forbear weeping. In {me his pain Lifted in great extremity , and rvitb- 
out intermlflion for five dajesfpace, and he then ended hit life, i Jotepll. lib. ip. cap. ult. ] 

Tofephus attributes to him feven years raign, tour under Caus ( deducting three or 
four moneths ; tor Cains himfclf did not rule tour whole years ) and three u idcr 
Claud us ; (adding in like manner three or four moneths ) and addes further ot 
him, that his yearly revenu: came toone thoufand two hu ldred myriades, which, he 
wa* Co noble and liberal,did not fuffice his cxpences, but that he was tain to borrow 

m Before the King": death was divulged, Heroi the Dynaft of Chalcis, and Chelcias 
the Mafter of the Militia conferred together, and fent Arifton to kill Silas their com- 
mon enemv, as if by the Kings command. [ Ibid. ] 

Agrippa left of his poftay one fo:i only*named Agrippa, at that time 111 the 1 7 year 
of his age,whowasedu:atedat Rotmwith Claudius, and three daughters, of whom 
Berenice was married to Herod her Uncle ac the age ot fixteen, and the other two he 
left Virgins: Mariammc ten years old betrothed by her father to Julius Archeiaus 
the ton of Chelcias, and Drufillafix years of age by him likewifc betrothed to Epipha- 
nes the fon of Antiochus, King of the Comagcmans. |. Ibid. ] 
■ When 
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When it was certainly known that Agrippa was dead, the Cslareans and Sebattians 
(two Cities built by his lather) caft out mod unworthy reproaches againftthe dead 
Prince : and the common Souldiers, with one confenr y dragging his and his daughters 
Statues out of the Palace, brought tlicm into the brothels, and abufed them in luch 
calumnious wife, that it is a (hame to tell : and making feafts and banquets in all pub- 
lick places, they fall to jollity, adorning themfelves with gariands> and anointing their 
bodies, facrificmg,or making offerings to Charon,and even worlhipping one another, 
for the joy they conceived by the death of the King. [Id. ibid.] 

The Word of God being (owed, increaled and multiplied. But Barnabas and Saul 
returned to Jerufalem, when they had finifhed their miniflery there, and took along' 
with them John Mark. [Afts Xll.*4, 25.]. 

Claudius deprived thcRhodiansof their hberty,becaufe they had crucified certain 
Romans. [Dio. lib. 6o,pag. 681.] 

When Claudius would have lent young Agrippa into his Kingdom, to luccecd his 
fathcr,his freed men and iriends,who could do much with him,difwadedhim,fayingi 
It was dangerous to commit (o great a Kingdom to lo young a youth, who had fcarcc 
paired child-hood ; and fo very unfit to rule there, fince it was a great burthen for the 
ftayedlt mans louldiers.In which he could not deny but they fpoke rationally and truly. 
£ jofepk. lib. 1 9. cap. ult*] Although indeed their aim was at the pratfeftui elhip of that 
Kingdom, thereby to make themlelves rich. Whither is to be referred that ot Tacitus. 
[l-b.ff.hijl, cap. 9.] Claudius the Kingbeing deader brought lotv 9 granted the prefeBttre of 
Jtidea to %oman Knight s t or freed men, 

Claudius therefore made Culpius Fadus, Prefident of Judca, and all the Kingdom of 
Agrippa,( which was much greater than the firft Herod his grandiathers)honouring the 
dead King in this, that he would not bring Marfus his enemy into his Kingdom : and 
chiefly gave Fadus in chargc,fevcrely tochaltife the C-cfareans and Sebatfians tor their 
injury to their dead King, and the contumely againlt'his daughters yet living ; and 
drew out the Csfarcan band, and the Scbaftian, with the fifth Cohort, to make 
war in Pontus : and fubftituted in their room Souldiers chofen out of the Romans,thac 
were appointed to defend Syria. But alter wards the Souldiers fending an Emballa- 
dour to Claudius, obtained of him that they might ftay in Judca, who inaftcrtimes 
were the beginning of mod-grievous calamiry to the Jews, and the very Iced of that 
war which grew up in the Prelidentlhip of Florus. [ jofeph. lib. 1 9. fin.] 

Jofcphus writes in the beginning ol Ins twentieth book, that . having amov'd Marfus 
in iavour of his dead friend Agrippa, Claudius made Cafiius Longinus Prefect of 
Syria in his ftead, although lor three years after this,Tacitus will have him to be Pre- 
fident there. 

The Jews that dwek beyond the river Jordan, had a contcft with the Philadclphi- 
ans, about the limits of the Town Naia, a place full of mod warlike people. The 
TrttiifaniHtnfhws, or the Jews beyond the River, without the knowledge or content of 
dieir rulers, took arm?, and llcw manyoi the Philadclphians. Which whenCafpius 
knew, he was very much offended, for that if the Philadclphians had done them any 
wrong, they would nor make him acquainted* when as to they might have been 
righted, but did forafhly run to aims on their own heads. Therefore having laid 
hold of three ot the ringleaders, he commanded they Ihould be bound, one ot thefe, 
byname Anibas, he executed; the other two, to wit Amaramusand Elcazcrhe ba- 
nifhcd. And not long after, he took and condemned Tholomxus to death? who was 
chief of the robbers, and had in many things very much injured the Pauwsans and the 
Arabians, and did his endeavour to fcour the whole Country of Judea of all robberies. 
[Jofeph. lib. 10. cap. 1.] 

Caflius Longinus (or as Tacitus thinks, Vibius Marfus) being Prefident of Syria, 
and coming to Jerulalcm with his army, together with Cafpius Fadus, Procurator ol 
the ]cws, called together the Priefls and chief of the Jew«,and plainly fhewed unto 
them the lull purport of the Emperours commands ; That the ftole and other orna- 
ments of the High Priefr, in the Tower called Antonia, Ihould be laid up and kept by 
the Romans, as it was wont to be before Vitellius his time. They durft not contra- 
dict them in any thing, but dcfiredJea veto fend an Embafladour to Carfar, to endea- 
vour to gain that favour of him,tbattheymightnotbe deprived of the priyiledge of 
keepingthe holy Hole, and that they would have fo much patience as to remain Cxfars 
anfwerinir. They arjfwered. That they might, it they would firft give hoftagesfor 
the performance of Cadars will, and their iecurity. They readily delivered up their 
children, and dilpatch away ErobafTadour*. [Jofeph. lib, i%,cap.ttlt, & lib. 20. 
«p» J. ] 

Jn the Church at Antioch there were Prophets, and Doctors, Barnabas and Simeon, 
Niger and Lucirs,Cyrena:us (and Manahem,who was educated together with Herod 
the Tctrarch) and Saul. All which lerving God and fafting,the Holy Ghoft comman- 
ded 
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ded Barnabas and Saul to feparate themlelves from the reft, and It th-mfelves to 
preaching che gofpell. Thefe being commended to God by the Church, w tii falling 
and praying and impofition of hands, taking with them John Marc, a _ la-van- , they 
axmc to Seleucia, and from thence lailed into Cypru , ( Barnabas Jus Countrey ) 
where amongft the Salaminians they firft began to preach tne word ot God m tuc 
Synagogues of the JeWS.[^#jXIH. i, 4. ] , , , ru 

Travailing over that liland as tar asPap.us, they there found a fade propnera 
Jew, Barj.du, fir-named El vmaa or Magus, who endeavoured co divert Sir gnu PwIhs 
the ruler ot that Couitrey having a delire to hear Paul and Barnabas, Saul having 
(harpty reproved this man he was prefendy [truck With blmdnelle, and the Proco.ilull 
being m-.wed by tins miracle and the Doctrine of the Golpdl wa; converted to the 
faitn? And from this time Saitivi alwaies found named oy his new name P. ml, Fncn 
•i-And thole true came with :-.imtoP.ip!ius werictoPergaoiPamphilt.i, where John 
Marcus leaving them returns to Jerufalem. [ibid.'] 

rsicHieroloiymiran Emoafladourcby the interceflion of Agrippa* wno was then 
withCla,i!ituso : »i"i-i;d the confirmation of that pnviledg oi keeping the Stole firh 
granted them bv Vitellius. And alfo prevail', d for a reicripc 111 thi* bulincffc from 
Claudius in the V. year ot his Ttibunall power to the Magitlrares at J.ruialem. Dated 
the IV. Kalends of July by Rufus, and Pompeim SyivamisConluls, writing to He- 
rod King, Chalcis, and Ariftobulus the younger h s moll endeated Jriends, that herein 
he would gratifie them. [ Jofeph. lib, 15. cap.nlt.0- lb. 20. ap. 1.] 

About the fame time Herod che King of Chalcis pecitions Clau.uus with iucccile ior 
the command of the temple and holy treafury, and t,w rghc ot chuu.igtuc High- 
Priefts.L id.- lib. *o.cap.\.] 

Claudius becaufe that upon his birth day there would be anechpfcot theSun, and 
in regard there had fome prodigies happened, fearing kail k might occalion Lome lltr 
and tumult; before thetim-, he, in writing publifhed not only that tnerc would be 
an eclipfe, bu: the very time, fpice, and all the natural! caulcs ot it, and demonltratcd 
that it could be no otherwile, [ Dio. Lb. 60. pag. *>8 2 . 3 Now the b:rm-day 01 Clauduis 
'tell upon the Kalends of Auguft, [d. ibid. pag. 66 7# J on which day the Sua almolt 
two houres before noon was i.i eclipfe to a fourth part of the Diameter. 

Herod, King ofChakis.amoving Simon Cantharas placed his foil Jofephus Cai?en$ 
( or Camynes ) in the High- Pndl-nood. C M g P h - l:b - 20. cap. 1 . ] 

Tneudas, a meer impoftor, pretending himleif to be a propher, perfwaded a great 
multitude ol the Jews to take their riches with them, and follow him to Jordan; 
prom ling them that he would divide the river and make them an cafie way tmoi-gh; 
Lainll thefe Fabius Cafpius the Procurator of the J :ws, fent out lome troops of horle, 
Whoentringinuponthebodyofchemat unawares, flew a great number of thvm,8C 
took many alive, amongft the reft Theudas himlelt whofe head they cook off and 
brought it to Jerufalem. jofeph, lib. zo.ctp. 2. fin.] . . 

Paul and Barnabas leaving Pergacame to Antio:h 111 Pifidia, and entnng into 
their Synagogues onchefabbath day alter the reading ot thcLawandthePropnets, 
are invited by the rulers ot the Synagogue to teach, where Paul having made an ex- 
cellent (erroon, and being gone out of the Jews Synagogue, me Gentiles entreated 
that they would expound the fame things to them the next laooath day, and the 
company being d'-ffolvcd many devout Jews and religious Prolelytcs follow Paul and 
Barnabas who Ipeaking to them admonilhed them to com inue in the grace and iavour 

d God. [iitf* XIII. 14.43.I ^ , . , . , . 

The next Sabbath almoft all the whole City came flocking to hear the word of 
God, but the Jews feeing the mulcitude were filled with envy and contradicted what 
Paul fpoket with whofe blalphcmies Paul and Barnabas being grievoully ortended they 
left the Tews, and preach only to the Gentiles : who with joy embraaug the (bolpcll, 
all as many as were ordained to etemall lite^ believed : and the word ot foodwasdi- 
vulged over that whole Nation: where the Jews being fiuftrated in their malmous 
defign by the mcanes of many religious woemen, ( called by the Hebrews Profefytes of 
the fate ) both honourable and the chief in the City, they raifed a commotion, and 
drovcPauland Barnabas out ol their coafts, who lhak.ng the duftof their feet agamfd 
them,thcy came to Iconium and the Ditciplcs were filled with joy, and the Holy t.holt. 

"' At Iconium Paul and Barnabas entring the Synagogue of the Jews (pake fo, that 
both Tews and Greeks might belcive. But the Jews, who were incredulous, cxalpera- 
tcd and prejudiced the mind ■? of the Giaecians againft the brethren. Yet they lta ieu 
there a great while and (poke freely as i d>red by the L ^ d /ho g ive reft,m ; »ny to the 
word otlrs grace, andd d many miracles by their hands [ ^Hs A1V. 1, a » ?. 1 ™ 
which time Thecla a noble maid ot Iconium is thought to be converted to the 
faith of Chrift: whofe afts arc notwiihllanding raoft deiervedly tec downamonglt 
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the Apocrypha by the LXX. a Synod of Biihops had under Gelaiiu\ 

The multitude oi Iconium being divided, fome were for the Jews fome for the A- 
poftles: Butwhcnitcametopaflethataftrengthboth of Jews and Gentiles together 
with their chief Rulers came flocking to injure and (tone them, they fled away into the 
cities of Lyconia, Lyftra, and Dcrbe, and the Region thereabouts, and there preached 
theGofpel. [^^XIV.4,7-] 

At Lyftra a man lame Irom his mothers womb is curd by Paul in the SenateAVhen- 
as the Lyltrians would have facrificed to Paul as Mercury, and Barnabas as Jupiter, 
They tearing their cloaths denied that honour, and had much adoe toreftrain the 
multitude from facrificing tothem. Scion after the incredulous Jews coming thither 
from Iconium and Antioch, and having raifed a tumult, and excited the people againft 
them, rhe furious multitude drew Paul being (toned, as dead out of the city. But when 
his Difciplcs came about him, he rote and entred the city. [Ibid. 8,20.] 

In this year, and it may be at this very time, Paul was wrapt into the third heavens, 
and heard unlpeakable words: fourteen years before the later Epiftle rotheCorin- 
chians was written. [ UCorimh.XV. 1,1,4.] Whither is thought to refer that of 
Triephon in Lucian, or the ancienn r author of that Dialogue inferibed Philopatris. 
When I met that Jew i(h bald- pate, iuflty taught at, who being rapt up into the very third hea- 
vens thorough the air, learnt there thofe things that were moft excellent and glorious, he renewed 
hs by water, made us walks m thefleps of the blejfed, and redeemed as from the dominions of the 
wicked. So Triephon. Godraign'mg on high, great, heavenly , and eternal, the Son of the F a- 
then the Spirit proceeding from the Father, one of three, and three of one, and in like manner 
thus preaching as the Chriftians ufed . 

Paulus with Barnabas going from Lyftra, came to Derbe, where having preached 
the Golpcl,they gained many to (Thrift. [ AEls XlV. 20, 21.] 

Amongft many others that gave their names to drill ar this time, was Timotheus 
with his holy mother Eunice, and his grandmother Lois, who took care to teach him 
the Scriptures from his very infancy. He being in thefe parts, although asyetavcry 
child, was an eye- wicnefle of the fuffenngs of his (piriruai father Paul at Antioch ( in 
Pilidia) Iconium* and Lyftra, ( inLycaonia ) [ Ails XVI. 1, 2. II Tim. 1.2, 5. & 

Paul and Barnabas going no further than Dcrbe, returned to Lyftra, and Iconium, 
and Antiochia, confirming the mind s.of the D.fcip es, and exhorting them to endure 
alfliftionior. their faiths lake without wavering: and Having confticutcd Bifhopsover 
them in every of their Churches, and praying for them with failing, they commended 
them to God in whom they believed. Afterwards travelling over Pilidia,they came into 
Pamphylia, and having declared and publifhed the word of the Lord at Perga, palled 
into Italy, and thence failed to Antioch, whence chey firit went about the work, they 
afterwards performed ; whereto the congregated Churches declared what God had 
done by them, and how he bad opened the door of Faith to the Gentiles. [ Ails. XIV.

Tibetiir Alexander is made Succeflor to Cafpius Fidus , in the adminiftration of the 
Jewilk affairs, being the (on of Alexander Alabarch of Alexandria ( an old friend 
of Claudius's) who had forlaken the Jewifo, hit-country religion. [J'fok. lib. ao. 

A liule after this, the fame of it patting thorough all Judea, Helena the Queen of the 
Adebaiw ( on the confines of AfTyria and Mesopotamia > is converted by a certain 
Jew to the woilhipof the True God, and comes to vifit the Temple at Jerufalem, that 
the might worftiip there the True God, and pay her vows, provided plentifully for her 
journey,; being diverted for a few dayes by her (on Izates, who was then King, and 
afterwards coverted to the lame Religion by Ananias the Jewim Merchant. Where 
when {he taw many of the J . ws even ftarving with famine,out of her own purfe (he fent 
lometo Alexandria ioragrcat quantity of wheat, others to Cyprus to fetch thence a 
great deal of figs to their rel ef,who made a f peedy return ; and (he divided all the (lore 
to tho(e that wanted ir. Her (on alfo Izates, hearing what a diftrefie they were 
in by famine, fent money to the chief Magiftrates at Jerufalem. £ Id - ibii * ca f> 
z.& 3.] 

Izates the King fent his five fonsto Jerufalem to learn their language and cuftomes 
cxaftly. His mother Helena alfo erected three Pyramids three ftadiasdiftant from 
Jerufalem. In which afterwards the bones of her fon Jzates were intombed. [ Id.cap. 
a.] Which Monuments of Helena were extant, not onely in the time of Jotephus, 
biicEulebinsaifo. [ Joftph. lib. <i. bell. *W.iy,& k. in Greeks, or lib, 6. cap. b. dry .in 
Latin. Eufeb.lib. z. Hiftor. Eccleftaft. cap. 1 1. *«?. «0. & Bier. Epifi. 27. 3 

Paul and Barnabai flayed at Antioch with the Dilciples a great while, [ A&s XIV. 
28. 3 after which Paul, as it appears, propagated the Gofpel even to IUirium; 
preaching fiich things to them concerning Chrift , as they never heard before, 
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[Rot».XV.t9^o.]ind (1 ffered thole things which in his later Epiftleto the Corinthian » 
[ay .XI.24.3he commemorates:to wit,that as at Pnilippi atterwards,fo twice elf c where 
by the Gentileshe had been whipt with tods, and received 5 times 4 hundred ftripes 
from the Jews; that he had thrice made fivpwrack, and was all night in the deep. 
For fince we find, that between the return of Paul and Barnabas to Antioch, and their 
going tothe Council at Jerufalem, was 5 years, we cannot place thefe things better any 
where, than in fo large a vacuum and filence in the Hiftory of the Church. 

Valerius Afiatictts being again Conful, the liland Therafia role out of the jEgean 
(ea, [ Seneca, Natural, qutfi. lib. a. cap. 26. #- lib. 6.cap.2\. ] in a night wherein the 
Moon was eclipfed. [Aurel. Vittor. in Cla*dio, \ This eclipfe was feen the very night 
between the laft day of December, ( which terminated that year in which Valerius 
Aliaticus was the fecond time Contul ) and the Kalends of January, which begins the 
Condilfliips o( Claudius Aug. IV, & L. Vitellius 1 1 1, in whole time a little Illaud.before 
ne vcrieen, appeared near Thera, as Dio relates, [lib. 60. pag. 68 5.] ...... 

James andSimon the (ons of Judas of Galilee ( who, in Qurinius his time (olliated 
the Jews to a revolt ) were crucified for it. [Jofepb.Lib. zo.cap. 3.] 

Herod the King of Chalcis, amoving Jotephus the (on of Camydas,conftitntcd 
Ananias the fon ol Nehed^us High-Prielt m his room. [ Id. ibid. ] 

Gocarzes prepares to deftroy Artabanus King of the Parthian, with his wife and 
(on, £ Tacit, lb. 11. cap. 8, j But Artabanus dying, left his kingdom to Bardanes his 
fon, f jofeph. lib. 20. c ap. a.] For thefe two brothers Gotarzes and Bardanes, are 
rather to be thought Artabanus his fons with Jotephus , than his brothers with 
Tacitus. 

Bardanes being invited by the Partisans ( who feared the cruelty of Gotarzes ) to be 
their King; being a man prompt enough to all high and defperatc defign ym two 
dayes (pace he invaded, three thoufand ftadia's oft, and affaulced Gotarzes ( wnowas 
all in a fright at his coming, fo altogether 'unexpectedly,) and without delay leized 
upon the nexc Provinces alio ; the Seleucians onely denying him fubjc£tion. Again It 
whom, as being al(o(uch as revolted from his father, he being more incenfed than the 
prefent opportunity could well bear, is puzlled with the (iege of that ftrong City, for- 
tified on the one fide by a river, and on the other with a very ftrong guard. In the in- 
trim Gotarzes by the aid of the Dahs and Hyrcanians, recruits his forces, and renews 
the war, and thereupon Birdancs is forced to! leave thefiegeofSeleucia, andpicch his 
tents in the Ba&rian fields. [Tacit, lib, 11. cap, 8.] ..,,«• 

Hearing the news of the Parthiansdifcord, and that they were various in the electi- 
on of their King, Mithridates King of Armenia the Greater, by the advice ot Claudius 
Carfar, re-marches into that kingdom,confiding in the power and wealth of his brother 
Pharafmanes, King of the Iberians; and indeed, the affairs of the Eaft being lo di- 
ftrafted and the people unrefolved who to incline unto, he poflcft him(elt of Armenia : 
the Roman fouldier* (ubdueing the caltles and ftrong forts Whilft the Iberian army kept 
the field : nor did the Armenians refill, Demonaftes their General who onely dur ft 
defign a battle being (lain. Preiently hereupon Cotys, King of Armenia the Leflc, 
made thitherward : butCxlar having taken him oft the defign by letters, all the coun- 
tries came flocking into Mithridate*, who was fomething more ftcrne than was con- 
venient in his new kingdom. \_ ibid. cap, 8, cr 9.] . 

Gotarzes and Bardanes being about to joy tic battle; Gotarzes dilcovenng the 
treachery of the people to his brother,they (hook hands and Iwore at an altar to reveng 
themfelvel upon one the others enemies, and to agree betwixt themfelves. And Bar- 
danes appearing fitter to hold the kingdom, Gotarzes to avoid all emulation, went 
quite away into Hyrcania. [ Ibid, cap, 9. ] 

At Bardanes hii return thither Seleucia is delivered up unto him the leventh year 
after the defection. A(tcr this he invades the moft ftrong Provinces, and had in his 
mind to recover Armenia; but was prevented by Vibius Marfus (or, according to 
Jotephus Caflius Lqnginus rather) threatning war to the Embaffadour of Syria. 
I Ibid.] , . . _ 

VentidiusCumanusfuccecded Tiberius Alexander in the government of the Jews, 
and Herod King of Chalcis brother of that great Agtippa died in the eighth year of 
Claudius his raign; leaving three fons behind him : of whom Anftobulus waiby 
his former wite Mariamme, and of Berenice his brothers daughter, Bernicianus, and 

Hyrcanus.[?*/?Mtf.2o,MM.] , , , n ,. r „ 

TheFeaftofthePaaeover drawing near, and much people flocking from all parts 
tothefolemnity,Cumanus( after the example of the preceding Prefidents) lets one 
Cohort for a guard upon the Porch of the Temple to reftrain tumults if there toould 
happen any. On the fourth day of the Feaft, one of the fouldicrs dewing his obfeene 
parts to the multitude, they cryed out (being enraged by tliac contumely.) That not 
onely they, but he who they honoured in that feaft, was affronted by it, and lome 
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of the boldeftofthem railed againft Cumanus faying this impudent fouldier was fent 
by him. When Cumanus heard this he was not a little troubled : but yet defircd the 
people to raife no commotions in the time of thefeaft; and when they ftill railed at 
him, he commanded the whole army to Antonia, a Cattle clofe ad joyning to the tern, 
pie. The commonpeople, feeing the louldiers coming were afraid, and began to flee 
with fuch violence that being ftraitned with the narrownelle ot the paflage, and thin- 
king the fouldiers had purfued them.they oppreft and trod one another, fo that 10000. 
of them were found dead, asjofephus hath it in the 4 chapter of the 20 book of his 
antiquities. But in his book ot the Je wilh wars we read that [cap. 1 1 . *■* P.*0 »■* ™ f«»f «* > 
abevsten thou/and p.-rifhed : where Rufinus reads ^r^iw^t above thirty thonfand : 
Eufebius afweil in his Chronicle as his ecclefiafticall Hiftory the lecond book, [ cap. 1 8. 
1 9. & Orofms Lb. 7. cap. 6. ] retaining the very lame number. 

Some who by flight efcaped this tumult, in the High-way, about Bethoron, 100. 
ftadia's from the City rob'sed Stephen the fervant of Cxfar, as he was travailiug, and 
took all his packs of treafure. When Cumanus heard this he lent fouldiers thither, 
with command codeftroy the villages next adjoyirng to that place. In this havock 
one of the fouldiers brought out the books of the Molaicall Law which he found in 
one of thofe villages, and tore them in the fight of them all, railing exceedingly both 
againft the Law and the Nation. When this news came to the Jews, gathering a 
great company they made forCselareaj where Cumanus thenrcfided, intrcatinghim 
that he would revenge not their own, but the contempt and injury of their God. Then 
the Prxfident, being afraid of the defection of the people, bythe advice of his friends, 
put the fouldier to death that had done the.facl:, and to appealed the tumult. [ Jofcp.ut 
fupra. ] 

Apollonius the Tyanean, upon his journey to the Indians, entrcd the City 
Babylon, the fecond moneth of the third year of Bardanes , and there con- 
ferred with the King. [Philoftrauin vita t/ipollo»,lib.i, cap. 19. & »6. compared with 
Sttfeb. in Hierocl. ] 

Gotarzes, repenting that he had yielded up hisKingdome, and recalling Irs nobility 
who were the more cnflaved by the peace, he gathered a great force, and is met at the 
river Eiindes mihepailagc whereoi there was a great contell,and Bardanes had the 
better of it, and with good fucceffe proceeded and (ubdued the mid Countries to the 
river Gindes, which divides between the Daha: and the Arians,6c there his fucceffe ter- 
minated : for the Parthians although Conquerours defpiled the enemy afar eff* and 
therefore erecting monuments there, by which their riches were furfieicntly manifctt, 
(no tribute but that of the Arfacidae ever coming to any of that Nation:) Barda- 
nes returned with great glory, and fo much the fterner and more intollcrable to his 
fubjefts. [ Tacit, lib. 1 1 .cap. 10.] 

Bardanes, going to Izates King.of the Adialeni, psrtwaded him that he would 
j'oyn with him in war againft the Romans; whom Izates endeavoured to divert from 
hi» purpofe » moderately recounting unto him the Roman a£ts and their power. 
Bardanes offended at this prefently denounces war againft Izates, but was prevented 
of profecuting the fame by death, [Jofipb. lib. to. cap. 2.] for the Parthians, when 
they kuew his mind, rhat'he was refolved to wage war with the Romans at unawares, 
whillthe was intent at hunting flew him in his prime, the chief of all young Kings, 
and if he had as well obteinedthe love of his fubjetts as the fear of his enemies, he 
might have been mimbred amongft the old one?. [Id. ibid. Tacit, lib. 11 
eap, io, ] 

The Parthian affaires being difjovnted by the death of Bardanes, they were again 
doubtfull who fhould be King. Many inclined to Gotarzes, fomc to Maherdates 
(thefonof Phraates the third, the fon of Zenones the firft) who was then pledg 
with the Roman?. At laft Gotarzes prevailed, and being poileifed of the Palace, torc't 
the Parthians by his luxury and cruelty to fend privately to Claudius, to fend them 
Maherdates to be their King, [Tacit.ibid,] complaining of Gotarzes his cruelty, both 
to the nobility and comminalty; For firft he cxhaufted his brothers, then his neigh- 
bours, then thofe farther off with ilaughters, adding their wive* big with child, 
their children fmall, fo that being llnggiDa and licentious at home, and unfortunate in 
war,he covered his floth by bis cruelty. [Id. lib. 1 %. cup. 1 o.] 

When Didius, the Roman General had depofed Mithridates from the Kingdom 
of Bofphorus, and had conltituted his fon Cotys, a mad young blade, there, he led 
away thence the power of the army, leaving only fome few Cohorts, under the com- 
mand of Julius Aquila, a Roman Knight : with the new King. Mithridates having 
loft all, and wandring about, cited together the Nations, and gathered out of them 
all the runnagadoes; and'in fine, got together an army* wherewith he deprived the 
King of the DaridVot, and enjoyed, his Kingdom. [Taat. lib. 1 *. cap. 1 5.3 
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The Parthian EmbaffadourJ being heard, Claudius (ends Mithridates to be their 
King, advifing him that he lhould not think of rule and fervants, but of government 
and fellow Citizens, and that he fhould exprefte mercy and Juftice: and gave com- 
mand to CCaffius ,who was Ptefident of Syria, that he fhould fee the young man fate 
upon the bank ot Euphrates. [Id. ibid.cap. 1 1 .] 

At this time Caffius excelled all others in his skill in the laws but was very ignorant 
in martial affairs : but in that he came to k peaceably, he renewed the ancient cuftom, 
excrcifing the Legions with the fame care, as if an enemy had been invading, cfteern- 
ed therefore worthy,thc family ot the Caftans and his anceftours, 111 thofe very Nati- 
ons in high decern. Now calling together thofe bv whole vote Mahardates was cho- 
fen King, when he had pitched his Tents at Zeugma, where the river is very toor- 
dable ; When the Noble Parthians, and the King ot the Arabians, Acbarm (or Ab- 
garus) were come,he, before them,admonifhed the young man Maherdates, that the 
edge of the Parthians would abate in this bulindie by delay, and would turn to trea- 
chery, and therefore advifed him to prefle on his defign fpeedily : whofe couuee 
defpfing bv the fraud of Acbarus, thinking, like a young man as he was, that all 
fortune confifted in luxury, heftayed at the Town Amifla many daies. [Ihd. 

When Mithradateswaspofieftof the Kingdom of the Daridx.and was thought 
now to be about to invade Bofphorus ; Aquila and Cotys, deftrufting their own power, 
bccaufeZorfincS,Kingof theSiracans (to Caucatus) had joy ned with Mithridates, 
they alfofecktorreignafliftance, tending Embaffadours to Eunones, who ruled over 
the Nation of the Aortoii, (amongft the Scythians) whofe toctety they eahly obtain- 
ed, (hewing how Mithridates rebelled againft the Romans. Therefore they covenant- 
ed that Eunones fhould fight the horfe-battles, and the Romans ihould look to the be- 
fiegiugof their Cities. [7d.cap.j5.] 

Then, having marfhalled their body, they goon, the Romans and Bolpnorans 
defending each wing of Aorfus before and behind ; and thus having repulled the 
enemy, thev come to Soza, a Town ot Dandarica, which was left by Mithridates, 
becaufe the minds of the people were fomewhat wavering towards him: they thought 
good to take it, and leave there a Garifon,and fo pafTed on to the Country ot the Sira- 
cians; and having parted the river Panda, oefieged Ufpes,feated in a place fenced both 
with walls and ditches,only the walls being not made of ftone,but piles compofed toge- 
ther, and earth, were fomething infirm, and the Towers being raited on high, the be- 
lieged were the more diftrefled with the picks and tier- works. So that if night bad not 
put an end to the conflict, they had beiiged and takcu it all in a day* L ibid. 

™The next day EmbafIadours,miferably intreating that they might go free, who were 
free born, offered ten thoufand flaves; which the Conquerours defpifing, becautc it 
would be cruelty to ftay them, when delivered up, and dangerous to keep loch a com- 
pany of prifoners, rather put it to the ibrtwic and law of arms. And having given the 
louldiers, uhofcaled the walls, align to deftroy: The reft being terrified by thede- 
ftruaion ot the Ufpenfes, fince eminent and tewed places could do no good, but they 
broke through rivers and all: Zotfines long countering whether it were better go on 
wit hMithradates, or contult the affairs of his own diftrefled Country : at laft his own 
affairs prevailed, and giving pledges, he fell down at the image ot Caelar, in reipectto 
the great glory ot the Roman army, who were vi&onous, and ycc not bloody, and 
then three dayes journy from the river Tanais. But in their renin* their fortune was 
farothcrwife : tor fomeof their fhip; in their returne, touching upon the coaftol the 
Tuarians, the Barbarians flockt together about them, and llew the Captain ot their 
Cohort and many more. [lb. cap. 17.] 

In the interim Mithridates, having no relief* confides whofe mercy he had belt im- 
plore. His brother Cotys, who was formerly his tray tor, he feared would be his enemy. 
There was none of the Romans now ot that authority, as that his promifes could be 
much regarded, living therefore to Eunones, and entering his Palace, caftwg ivmlelt 
upon his knees, Ca'ies, ^Mithridates fought by fea and landfo many years, behold,* wxv 
prefentofhkown accord. Vfe as ystt pleaf* the fon of great Achamenes,formyentmtes b.tve 
taken all help elf e from me. Eunones being moved with the honour ot theperfon,thc 
change of fortune, and the generous petition, writes to Caelar, and tends tmbatladours 
to entreat him not to reftore Mithridates bis Kingdom, but that he would not triumph 
over him, nor put him to death. But Claudius being in doubt whether to pumfh or par- 
don him, at laft was conquered, with the more merciful lenience. C#«U*jm«, 

2$ When Carrhenesfcnt for Mahardates waft the bufinefle, telling him it would be 

very eafie, if he came withouc delay ; he, being led away with evil council , came not 

ftraittoMsfopotamia,buc fetcht a compafle through Armenia, a place untealonable 
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attha: tim:, brunt it was the beginning of winter. At Lift tired out with the fea 
and M i;;;[.u;;s, when they drew near to the Champaign Country, they joyned forces 
vyi[iiC.'i!hcT.(.s,.iiidpafliig_thc river Tigris, they marched over Adiebana, whofe 
King jzntsopjiily cnticdtriendfhip'with Mahardatcs,but privately and more hdth- 
nilly w.i.s a hu';;.i.;o Gocaizcs.

Mic.inuatc; or f*jlphorus being brought to Rome by C'lones Procurator of Pontus,is- 
faiit to have c! hunted with Cajfar lomcwhac more highly than bis condition rtqu ; rcd, 
and char he elevated his voice in thefe wordsJara not fent bAckjothsc,btit returned: which 
if thin bil'.ezffi not, let mt •■ go again and fee* His countenance alio continued undaunted, 
Whcmat the roitrum being hemM on ail fides with keepers, he w.is expofed to publick 
view. Coniui.-.r iiiligncs are decreed to Cilones and to Aquila Pmorian. [ Id 
*.«/>. a 1.] 

\V h:n the Bydiimans accufed tin's Junius Cilones their Vtzicii for many and great 
bribe; which he had taken, before Claudius, with very great clamours, and Claudius 
by rcafonoi: the lmikitude notundcrftanding what they meant piking thofe that flood 
by what they iajd, a. kI being anlwcred that tney gave thanks to Junius; he believing 
it laid, Leihim therefore be their Preftdem two j ears more ti [Di9. lib, 60. pag, 687.] Ac 
this time Cachus Ruiusat theaccufationofthefameBythinian', is condemned of bri- 
be i y by law. [fi'acit, Amal, 1 2. cap, 22, ^ Hifior. lib. i, cap. 77.] 

The I -:uv.xansand Judarans, their Kings Sohemus and Agrippa being dead, are ad- 
ded to the Proviuce or Syria, [ Tacit Jib. 1 %. cap. 2 j. ] Indeed the years of Agrippa 
the younger a- c hence ro b.: deduced, and it appears out of Jofephus, telling us that the 
beginning of the Jcwilh war ( which fell upon the moneth May, according to our com- 
mon account, the LXV I. year oiChrilt) was in the XVII. of King Agrippa, [A/'.*. 
bell, cap, 1 3. fin, xttp m. inh. ] and out of the Grecian money to be taken notice or in the 
place, in which Judea was taken ( about the moneth September, in the year of the 
lame account LXX. ) to be in the XXI year of Agrippa. And indeed Claudius did 
not be (low his lathers kingdom Jndea upon Agrippa the younger, but his uncle Herods 
of Chalcis ; together with the power or the Temple and holy Treafury, and to chufe 
High Pricfts, which was granted before to his uncle Herod* And his fathers king- 
dom was lo added to Syria, that it fhould have Procurators noiwithftanding thefe,by 
C.xfars election : VcntidiusCumanus ( as formerly ) retaining ftil at thistime the admi- 
niftration of Judea and Galilee, and Felix being fent Procurator of Samaria, which was 
between them ; which Felix wa?a frced-man of Claudius and his momcr Antonia,who 
horn her had the fimamc Anton'ms, and from him, Claudius. He was the brother of 
anorher freed- man, Pallantcs, whom Tacitus notes to have been moft affeEiionatly be- 
hved by his Patron Claudin?. Q lib, 1 1 . cap, 29. ] 

Gotarzes at the mountain Sambulon made vows to the god of the place with the 
elpecial religion of Hercules. Buc his army being not yet fufficiently ftored , and in- 
crcjfed, he made ui'cofthe River c?orma for his defence. And although he was in- 
cited to battle by pnrfuitcs and medengers, with challenges, he delayed, and changed 
his ftation, and fending bribes to corrupt the faith and loyalty othis enemies. Of whom 
Adiabcnus, and King Acbarusofthe Arabians ( of the Edcflenians ) withtheirarmy 
revolted, with a gnicil-like levity, and becaufe by experience it is known that the Bar- 
barians would rather feck a King at Rome than findhiro. But Maherdates being 
ftriptoi his forces thus, and miltrufting thofe that remained, refolved to put it to the 
hazard of a battle, Nor did Gotarzes deny him battle> being grown high bythedi- 
minifhingof his forces : and they fought with great (laughter and dubious evenr, until 
C'arrhenes having overcome his obverfc wing, wheeled about with a circumference 
and came upon the back of his enemies. Then Mahardates,paft all hope,and trufting to 
the promifes of Parrhaccs his fathers clienr, is overcome by his deceir, and delivered up 
to the Conqueror. And he, blamcing him not as a neighbour,or of the ftock of Arfaces, 
bu: as a Roman and forrciguer, cut offhis cares in contempt of the Romans, and gave 
him h ; s life to the w his mercy. [ Tacit, lb, 1 2. caf. 14, ] 

Jollphus the fon ci Matthias at the age of fourteen, had attainedto that praifein 
learning, that be was confulted about the more full fenfe and meaning of the LaW,even 
bytheHigivpriefts and Primates of rhe City of Jerufalem: as he himfelf relates in the 
book of his Life. 

Gotat zes being dead of a difeafe,Vcnoncs then Prcfident of the Medes being called to 
the ru!ethcre,had alhortand moft inglorious reign amongft them : and the Parthian 
kingdom was tranflatcd upon Volgolcs his fan ; who, being of his mothers fide the fon 
onely ot a harlor, by the difagreement of his brothers attained the regiment. So Ta- 
citus [ Hb. 1 ^ . cup. 1 4. & 44. j Joleph. alfo write?, that Gotarzes being killed by trea- 
chery, his (on Volgofes fuccceded him, [ Lb. to. cap. a.] adding further, that hedi- 
ftributed the kingdom to two brothers by the fame father : w*. to one of them, 
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Pacorus being the elder Media, and to the other and younger Tiridates Armenia. 

A war atofe betwixt the Armenians and Iberians which was the cauleof very 
great commotions betwixt the Romans and Parthians. Pharafm 'ots obtained the 
Ioerians by ancient polleihon , and his brother Miihrioatrs .the Armenian?, 
by the help of the Romans. Pharasmanes had X Ion called Rhadanvftns , ot a 
moft hantome, proper compofure, of a very ftrongbody, :md much admired by the 
Whole Country. When he began to aff.ft his lathers Kingdom, and PharJuiencs 
fearing now, being in his decaying years, feeks to divert him, by putting another 
Pliancy in his head, fhewing him Armenia, and celling him that he beat away the 
Parthians, and bellowed it upon Mithridhtcs : but adding, That it was better tu wave 
force and ule cunning, and to taking him at unaware?, they might caiily ej:& him, and 
do what they plealed* So Rhadamiftus,didemblcshbdilcord to his lather, which was 
no: like that ot a ftep-dame, goes to his Uncle, and by the Iwccmclleot his behavour, 
iuticed many things ot himlelf, and many of hi* Nobles, and the chief of Armenia to 
commotions. [Tacit. lib. 1 2. cap. 44 J 

Rhadamiftus, taking upon him tnefhew of reconciliation, returned to his father, 
and told him how far he had gone by fraud, and that the rett was to be performed by 
arms. In the interim Pharafmanesfeignes caufes ot war, That he mult war againtt the 
King of the Albanians, and thatwhilft he called the Romans to his aide, he Ihould 
go and by his death revenge that injury of his brother. Alio he delivered a great ar- 
my to his fon. He with a hidden eruption compelled Muhridates into the Caftle 
Gorncas, much terrified, and deprived ot cbeConmry: the place was very fafe, both 
byrealonof the fuuationand the ftrong guard over whom C alius Pollio was Pre- 
lidcnr,andCafperius was his Centurion. Rnadamltus in vain, and with great lolfc 
having attempted the fort, began to try it he could etirrup: the Prclident with 
mony, Cafperiusoppofingir,lcafttheKingand Ailie ; and leait Armenia, the gift of 
the Romans, Ihould be lold with mony. At lad, wnen Poilio urged the number ot the 
enemy, and Rhadamdius his lathers cbmrnaiids, having made a tr.xe, he departs: 
laying, although he had affrighted Pharatmanes by wars, he Ihould makeT. Numi- 
diusQiadratus,Prefident of Syria, acquainted in what Hate the affairs of Armenia 

ftood.[/M.«/».-4*.] 

The Sixt Cdippick Period begins. • 

Afrer the departure of Calp rius the Centurion, P.ilho the Prefect, being,as it were , 
rid ofhis keeper, exhorts Michridates to a league, wnh his eider brother Piiaiafmanes, 
relating to him alto all orher refpefts he was engaged in ; as that he had his daughter 
in marriagfe,that he was Uncle to Rhadamiftus &c. Mirhridaics delaying the bufi- 
nellc,andlu(peaingthecouilcl of Poliio, tor that lie k:p r . ahoor,and was given up 
to all manner ot lull and luxury, and accounted Venial, 01 mercenary. Caipanus in 
thehitcrim requhes of Pharal'mane--, that the Iocriaus might be withdrawn from 
the ficge. H: incertainly and often gently ar-fwers lum : buc in the mean 
While tends privately to Rhadamiftus, to haften the gaining of the Caftte by 
any means.H^augments tnc ptom fe ot reward tor their treachery, and Pollio pri- 
vately pcrlwades the Souldivrsby delivering it up to consult their own fafety, and the 
Countries peace. In which neccrhty Miihiidatrs appoints the day and place ot the 
conference, and goes out of the Cattle. Who tint t<liadam>!tuscomteit:iting obe- 
dience, tails to embrace him, calling him father in law, and father : adding by an oath 
that he would injure him neither by iword nor poiion, and prdemly leading him into 
a grove hard by, told him he had provided to lacrifice ihefe,that by the witneile o. 
the gods, their peace might be confirmed. But there was Mithridares ca-ftdovn and 
bound with chains, and at length the commands of Pharlamanes being received. 
Rhadamiftus, as if mindful ot his oatb,caft down his father in law and Uncle, toge- 
ther with his own wife, and heaping 'many and heavy packs tpon them, they fo pe- 
rilhed. His fous all, becaufe they cryed at their fathers death, he killed. [ Tacit, lib. 
iz. cap. 46. & 47.] 

Qi»adratus,when he heard Muhridates was betrayed and fl»in»and Armenia poffelt 
by his murderers, calis a councel, propounds the buiinelle, and whether it were to be 
revenged. Having a while debated in chcbulinefle, many were ot opinion to delift in 
it. But lead they Ihould feem to allent to luch a wickedneffe, and Carlar (hould com- 
mand themothcrwile : metTengers are fent ro Pharafnunrt, to require him to depart 
from thecoafts of Armenia, and recai his fon. \_lb. cap. 4H,] 

Julius Pelignuswas Procurator of Cappadoaa, equally cpntemptiDle fot tus ridicu- 
lous perfon, as the QuggilhnelTc of hi* ditpofieion: but very familiar formerly with 
Claudius, when he wa« a private man, and mottatteted with eale and {loth. This 
Peliguus, gathering together the Auxiliaries of the Provinces, as v. he would recover 
Armenia, and preywg rather upon his friends than his enemies, by -the deteaion of 
his forces, and the incurfions of the Barbarians, being left deftture, comes to 
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Rhadamiftas, and being overcome by his bribes, exhorts him again to take up the 
Kingly Enfignes, and was the very authour and abettor to him in it. Which being 
divulged in dilhonourable terms, leaft the reft (hould be branded with Pelignus fault, 
Helvidius Prilcus is lent Embafladour with a Legion for a time, to take care of thole 
difturbed affairs. He the'refore pafliug the Mountain Taurus with all fpeed, compofed 
more things by moderation than force. When he is commanded to returne into Syria, 
left the beginning of a war againft the Parthians (hould arife : for Vologefes was fup- 
pofed to have confulted the invading of Armenia ; which having been enjoyed by 
his anceftors was wickedly comparted by a forreign King ; he gathered an army, and 
prepared co being his brother Tiridates into the Kidgdom, that none of the family 
might be without a Kingdom* At the entring of the Parthians, the Iberians were 
overcome withont a fight, and the Cities of Armenia, Artaxata and Tigranocerta 
came under theic yoke. Upon this a grievous (harp winter, and wane of Provilion 
enfue betwixt which there grew a languilhing (icknede amongft them, which com- 
pelled Vologeles to defift proceeding further in the bwfinefle at prelent. [Id. cap. 
W-& 5o.] 

Rhadamiftus again invades Armenia, (it being voide of a ruler) more cruelly than 
before, as if he came againft revolters, and who in time would rebel. But they all, 
though accuftomed to lervitude, abandoned all patience, and ran to arms,inclofing the 
Palace, which put Rhadamiltus to that that he had no other way to fave himielf, but 
by the fwiftnefleof his horfes, by which he conveyed away both himfelf and his wife 
Zenobia. And his wife being great with child, would notwithstanding (for that it was 
the fir ft flight, and for fear of the enemy* together with her love to her husband) .en- 
dure it. Afterwards with continued hafte, her belly began to be over much jogged,and 
her bowels to torment her with gtipings and pangs : Ihe prayes that fhe might rather 
dye honourable, than live with the dilgrace of captivity. He, at firft, embraces her, 
cnerilhes, and helps her , fometimes wondring at her courage , lometimes even 
fick with tear, if he (hould leave her, fome body might light of her and wrong her. 
At laft tot the violence of bis love, and being no baby in wicked exploits, he drew 
his ia»lchion,and having wounded her fufficienrly, he drags her to the bank of the ri- 
ver Araxis.and flings her into it, leaft even her body (hould come into the enemies 
poffcflion.He prelemly went through Iberia to his fathers Throne. In the meantime 
lorn. Ihepherds found Zenobia, manifeftly breathing and alive, and fuppofing that (he 
was nobly born, by the comlinefle of herpetfon, they bind up her wounds, and apply 
their Country Medicines : and when they knew her name and chance, they carried 
her to Artaxata 5 from whence being brought to Tiridates by the publick charge, 
he receives her courteoufly* and uleth her as a Queen. £ Ibid. cap. 50, 51.] 

Certain profeffors of the Name of Chrift,of thefect of the Phariles, came down 
from Judea 10 Antioch, and laid that the Chriftians of the Gentiles ought to be circura- 
ciled, and keep the Law ofMofes, if they would be faved j difturbing thcloulsof 
many of the brethren in Syria and Cihcia, with their pervcrfe doctrine, againft who n 
P.nul and Barnabis ftifly oppofc themtdves. \ASkt XV. 1 , 2, 5, a 3, 14.] Paul calls them 
7m i Hm*\<tflni&.fth.<t»t^brcthTen brought in unawares, [Gal, II. 4. ] Philaftrius deHaeref. 
cap. 87. & Epiphanius.Heref.a8. lay, That Cerinthus, that arch Heritick* was the 
firltbiochcrot this opinion. 

Paul, fourteen years after his going to Jcrufalem, undertaken three years after his 
convcr(ion,goestojeru(alem withBarnabas, [Cal.II. 1.] both of them being fent 
from the Church at Antioch with fome other", that they might ask the judgement of 
the Apoftles and Elders at Jerufalem,( whole names thofe difturbers had abufed,to 
boulfter out their opinion) concerning the [controverly newly rilcn. [ Atts XV. 2, 
3,24. ] 

Paul goes up by Revelation, Titus a Grecian going up with him, whom he would 
not compel to be circumcifed, leaft that he fiaould leem to give place to the falfe bre- 
thren for a moment. [Gai y II. 1, s.] 

Paul and Barnabas in their journy through Phenicia and Samaria, declare the con- 
. verfton of the Gentiles to the great joy of all the brethren, and when they came to 
Jcrufalem, were received by the Church, and of the Apoftles and Presbyters, telling 
what things God had done by them. [Atts XV. 3, 4.] 

Paul communicated the Golpel that he had preached among the Gentiles, private- 
ly to the chief among the Apoftles, James, Peter, and John, (who were thought to be 
Pillars) who when they law that the Gofpel among the Gentiles was committed unto 
him,asto Peter among the Jews, and perceived the grace that was given unto him, 
they gave the right hands of fellowship to him and Barnabas, that thefe (hould do the 
office of the Apoftlelbip among the Gentiles, and they among the Jews, advifing them 
only, that they (hould take care of relieving the poor at Jerulalem. £ Gal.M. 2, 7, 
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In a councel of the Apoftles and Elders, held at Jcrufalem? when after much dis- 
puting, Peter bad- Ipoken his opinion, Barnabas and Paul declared what great mira- 
cles God had done by them among the Gentiles: then James concluding, that it 
feemed good by the common decree of the ApoftIes,Elders,and of the whole Church, 
that no other thing (hould be laid upon the believing Gentiles, but that they (hould ab- 
ftain from things facrificed to idols, fornication, things ftrangled* and bloud, to which 
purpole the Synods letters were written tothem of Antioch,and to the reft of the bre- 
thren in Syria and Cilicia : which they deliveted to be carried to Antioch, to Judas, 
lurnamed Barlabas,and Silas, chief men in the Church, with Barnabas and Paul : 
who whenthey came to Antioch, and had delivered and read the letters, the brethren 
greatly rejoiced. Judas audalfo Sila?, bei.ig Prophe.s alfa themfelvcs, confirming 
them with many words. [Ails XV. 6. 31.] 

Somewhat after, Judas being returned to the Apoftles, it feemed good to Silas to ftay 
at Antioch, where Paul and Barnabas, with many others, preached the Gofpel. [Ibid. 

Jofcphus, the fon of Matthias, inthe fifteenth year of his age, began with great and 
heard labour, to makettialof all three, vix,. of the Pharilees, Sadduces, and Efluies. 
[Jojeph.mhisLife.) 

To Pallus, the freed man of Claudius, were decreed the Pretorian ornament, and 
15 0000 Scfterces. [Jac/t. lib. 1 2. cap. 5$.} 

When the Galileans go tothefeaftat Jerulalem, they muft needs go through Sama- 
ria. [JohniV. 3, 4.] It happened that there was a Galilean killed, ac a Village of the 
Samaritans, called Nais, otherwifeGeman) whereupon there arofe a fight between the 
Palkngers and Villagers, in which many of the Galileans were loft : the Rulers taking 
this very hainoully, ftirred up the Jew- toarms, exhorting them to defend their liberty: 
that tervitude was troublefome of it felf, but then it was intollerabie, when it was 
joyned with the injuries of their Subjects. W herefore at Jerulalem, they leaving rhc 
f call, the common people being armed,invade Samaria : neither would they furceafe, 
do what the Magifttates could. There were alio called into their aide Eleazar, the fon 
of Diucus, and Alexander,thc Captains of the Thieves, who making an inroade upon 
the Samaritans, that bordered on the Country of Acrabatena, made a confufed 
{laughter, tparmg no age nor fex, and burnt alfo the Towns: butCumanus knowing 
what was done, took with him one Troup of the Sebaftian Horle, and four Cohorts 
of Foot, arming alfo the Samaritans, goes againft the Jews ; and when he had over- 
taken tnem, he flew many of them that followed Eleazar, but took more prilbners. 
Then the Rulers of Jerulalem, when they faw to what calamity they were brought, 
put on fack-cloth and allies on their heads, beleeching the reft of the multitude that 
went to deftroy the territories of Samaria, that they would leave oft their defigne: 
letting before their eyes, how theit Country would be deftroyed, the Temple burnt, 
and their wives and children taken Captives. Wherefore they prayed them that lay- 
ing a(ide their arms, every man would betake himfelf to his own arms: to which the 
Jews yielded* and went home, but the thieves retired again to their ftrong holds, and 
from that time Judea was full of thieves. [Jofiph.M. belli Judaic, a. cap. n. ^intiquit. 
lib. 20, oip» 5.3 

The Governours of Samaria reforted to Numidiu? Quadratus, the President of 
Syria, who then dwelt at Tyrus, beleeching h im that he would take vengeance of the 
Jew*, who had plundered and fired their Towns. There were prelent at the fame 
time fome of the Jcwifii Nobility, as alfo Jonathan, the fon of Ananus the High 
Pricft ; who anfwering what was objected againft them,faid,That the beginning of the 
tumult arofe from the Samaritans themfelvcs, who firft committed a murder, but that 
Cnmanus was the caule of all the calamities that followed j becaufe being corrupted 
with mony, he would not revenge that murder. Quadratus having heard them, de- 
ferred his fcntence,laying, That then he would give his judgement, when he (hould 
come into Judea, and there more exactly know the truth of the matter; and fothey 
depatted and nothing was done. [Id. ibid.] 

In the mean time Felix, by his unfeafonable remedies, provokes the Jews to offend 
the more. VentidiusCumanus, who had part of the 1 province, being his rivall in all 
wickedneflc ; which provinces they thus divided, that Cumanus Ihould command the 
Galileans, and Felix the Samaritans, which Nations were alwayes at odds, but then 
much more, through the contempt of their Governours. They therefore made in- 
roads one on another, lent thieves and robbers ro plunder, laid ambulhes, and fome- 
times fought battles, and brought the fpoiles and preyes to the Governours ; who 
were glad of it at the firft: but when the mifchief grew to an height* they fent Soul- 
dicrs to quell it, who were all (lain, and the province had been all of a flame , had not 
Quadratus redrelled it in time. [Tacit, itb. 12. cap. 54.] 
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Neither did he long defer to put thole Jews to death, that had killed the Roman 
Souldiers. Cumanus and Felix drew the nuccer at length, becaule Claudius,- when he 
had heard the caufes of the rebellion, gave authority to him of determining even of 
theGovernoursthemfelves. But Quadratusfet Felix among the Judges, (becaufc he 
was the brother of Pallas, the great Favourite at Rome) and received him into the 
Tribunal to him, that he might daunt his acculer?, and to Cumanus is alone condemn- 
ed for the faults that both had committed, and by that means he let the Province in 
peace. [Id. Ibid.] 

The Nations of the Country, Cilicians, called Cites, having Trofobores (or Aro- 
foboras) for their Captain, encamped upon rough Mountains, and from thence run- 
ning down to the fhores and Cities, plundered the husbandmen and Gtizens,but moft 
commonly the Merchants and Seamen- They befieged alto the Cities of the Anemu- 
nenfes.andaifoput to flight the horfemen fent from Syria, that were font to their aid 
with their Captain Curtius Severus, becaufc the places thereabout! were good to fight 
afoor, but nought for horfemen. Then Antiochus the King of that country* uhng 
fair words towards the common people, and policy towards their Captain, divided 
their forces : put to death Trofobotus, and fome of che ring-leaders, and appealed the 
reft thorough his clemency. [ld.iUd.cfyn.] 

Peter the Apoftle coming to Antioch, did eat and fam liarly converle with the be- 
lieving Gentiles : but when certain brethren of the Jews came thither from James, he 
withdrew himfelf from the Gentiles ; whofe example alfo fome Jews of the Church 
of Antioch followed ; infomuch that Barnabas was carried away with their diffem- 
bling. This prepofterous diffembling as being contrary to the Golpel, Paul not brook- 
ing, withftood him to the face ; and fharply reproved his fearfulneffe before them all 

Quadratics coming to Samaria, commanded thofe that were accufed to defend their 
caulc, 2nd found that the tumult began through the Samaritans fault. But going to 
Cefarea he knew that fome Jews endeavoured an innovation, wherefore lie hanged 
thole that Cumanus had taken alive and kept prifoners : then going to Lydda a Town 
as big as a City, fitting in the Tribunal hearing again the caufe of the Samaritans, 
he learned from a certain Samaritan, that Dorcus a Ruler of the Jews had pert waded 
the Jews to a revolt ; whom he put to death : and ftrook off the head of eighteen 
Jc w f , who had b'een in the fight. ^Jofeph. t'b.2 . bell.cap. \\.& lib. Antiqmt. 2 o,cap,<$. ] 

Qnadratus fent to Cacfar two ot the chief Priefts, Jonathan and Annanias,andhis 
(on Ananus, and fome of the Nobility of the Jews, and likewife alio fome of the No-* 
bility of the Samaritans; hecommanded alfo Cumanus theGovemour,and Celerthe 
Tribune to go to Rome, to give an account to Oefar of that that they had done in the 
country. [Id.ibid.] 

Thisbeing done, Qyadtatus fearing the Jews might make fome innovation, went 
from Lydda to Jerulalem ; where he finds all things quiet, and the people bufie a- 
bout their Feaft of unleavened bread, and offering faenfice: thinking therefore that 
they would be quier, he left them bufic at their Feaft, and returned to Antioch. 

[Id. ibid.] 

Cumanus and the Samaritans being fent to Rome* at an appointed day, are com- 
manded to defend their caufe ; but they bad got the favour of Gcfars freed-menand 
ftiends, and had gotten the day by their means, if King Agrippa the younger thenli- 
ving at Rome, and feeing the Rulers of the Jews over-powered by the favour of the 
great ones, had not by much intreaty obtained of Agrippina the wife of Claudius, to 
perfwade her husband that he would fully hear the matter, and execute juftice on thofe 
he found the authors of the (edition. Claudius yeilded to their requefts, and having 
heard the parties, and finding the Samaritans the beginners of the tumult, he put to 
death thofe that came before him to plead their caufe. He punifhed Cumanus with 
banifhment : and fending Ccler the Tribune prifoner to Jerufalem, delivered him to 
the Jews to be punifhed, that he fhould be dragged through the City, and then have 
his head cut off. [Id.ibid.] 

He then fent Claudius Felix the brother of Paulus , Governour into Judea, and 
that he mould al(o command that Province, together with Samaria, and Galilee, [ Id, 
tbid. 2 which Jonathan the High Prieft had begged of Cxfar for him. [ Id.ibid. cap.6.] 
Suetonius writes^ ThutClaudius p referred Felix, one of hsf reed-men, to the command both 
ofhorfe Midfoot, and to the government of Judea, and that he was the husband of three Queens. 
I in Claud, cap. a8. ] Tacitus writes, that being governour of Judea,he thought he might 
do any wickedaejfe fecurely, bearing himfelf upon his authority* [ Annal. lib, l a. cap. 54. ] and 
in the fifth book of his Hiftories* he further addes concerning his tyrannical govern- 
ment in Judea. Antonius Felix exereifed regal power with a fcrvil difpojition by all cruelty 
and litft, having married DrufiUa the neice of Cleopatra and Antonius : in that Claudius was 
the grandchild of the fame Antonius andfon of Felix. 
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When King Agrippa the younger had commanded Chalcis four years, Claud us 
after the 12 year of hit Empire, took that from him, and gave him a greater : viz.. the 
Tetrarchy of Philippi, to wir, Batanea,and Gaulanitis , together with Trachonitis, 
and alfo added Abila the Tetrarchy of Lyfanias , which Vatu; had governed. 
[ Jofephus lib. Antiquit. 20. cap, 5. Belli. Judaic, lib. 2. cap. 11. ] 

The young man being thus advanced by Gsefars gifts, gave Daifilla his (iff er in 
marriage to Azaziusthe King of the Emiffeniaus, that was circumcilcd : forEpipha- 
nesthefon of Antiochus the King of the Commagenians had refuled her, becaufc 
changing his minde, he would not embrace the Jewilh Religion, as he had promifed 
her father* He marries alfo Mariamme to Julius Archelaus the fan of Chelcias,to 
whomihe was betrothed by her father Agrippa. [ Id. ibid, lib. 30, cap, *. ] 

Jofephus the fon of Matthias began to imitate the manner of living of oneBanu*, 
who living in the Wilderncfle, clad himfelf with what the trees brought forth, and 
nfed for his food thofe things that grew of tbemfelvcs : and to keep himfelf chaft did 
often waul himlelt in cold water ; and thui he lived three years. |[ Jofepb. in his 
Life.] 

Neio undertaking the caufe of the Ilicnfes,in his fpeech rehcarfed how the Romans 
were defcended from Troy, and that >Eneas was the author of the Julian Family, and 
many other old things not unlike to fable,and fo got thai the Jlienics were freed from 
allpublickdutie?. [Tacit. Annal. 12. cap. 58.] Claudiu? alfo' remitted to them all tri- 
bute for ever, as being the Founders of the Roman Nation, reading openly the Greek 
Epiftle of the Senate and people of Rome, to King Seleucus, promifing him friendfhip 
and aliance ; butyet (o, that he fhould acquit their kinlmen the Ilienfes from all char- 
ges. [ Sutton, in fflaud. cap. 25. ] 

Tothe Rhodians alfo repenting of their old demerit*, Claudius reftared their liber- 
ty, which was both often taken away, or con^med either as they had defetvedin 
forraign wars, or offended by fcdition at home. [Suet<m.& Tacit, utfupra.] Suetonius 
writes that he pleaded for the Rhodians and ilienfes in Greek before his father being 
Conlul, viz,, Claudius in his laflConlulfhip, two. years before [in Nero cap, j.] Clau- 
dius remits all tribute to the Aparacansfor five years, becaule they were ruined by an 
Eai thquake. £ Tacit , lib. 1 a. cap, 58,] 

After chat Claudius propounded concerning the freeing che Coans from tribute. He 
allcdged many things concerning their antiquity, as that the Argives even with Ceus 
the father of Latona ( of whom the Ifland was named ) were the ancient Inhabi- 
tants: then by the coming of uEfculapius the att of Pnyhck was brought thither, and 
that he was famous 10 all polterity : naming them by their names, and in what ages 
they lived* Then faying that Zcnophon his own Phy fuian was a Coan, and defcend- 
ed from that Family : and that he had yeilded to his entreaty, chat they might here- 
after be free from tribute, and be devoted to the fetvice of that god. £ *<*. ibid 
cap.6i.] 

Paul askcth Barnabas to go again and vifit the Churches where they had preached 
thcGofpeU Barnabas determined to take John Mark with him, Paul thought it not 
good to take him, who had departed from them from Pamphylia, [*4tf'XIIl. 13.] 
and went not with them to the work : which Barnabas took ill, that f ch an infamy 
fhould lie upon his fitters foil, [C oio f> IV. 10.] that the contention was fofharp, that 
they departed one from the other, afid Bamaoas took Mark and failed into his own 
Countrey of Cyprus, but Paul being commended to the grace of God, having cho- 
fen Sylas went into Syria and Cilicia confirming the brethren. {yiRs XV. 
36,41.] 

Paul coming to Dcrbeand Lyftra found there among the Difciples, Timotheus 
born of a Greek or Gentle father, but his mother was a believing Jew (Eunice) to 
whom all che brethren at Iconium and Lyftra gave good teftimoiy, him would Paul 
take with him, but that he might cbefooner gain che Jews he caufed to be circumcifed. 
[ASs XVI. I, S3.] 

Paul and Silas as they paffed through the Cities, delivered them the decrees for to 
keep that were ordained by the Apoftles and eldersthac were at Jerufalem, and the 
Churches were eftablifoed in the faith, and encreafed in number daily. 

[M.4S.] 

Now when they had gone through Phrygia* and the region of Galaria, they were 
forbid by the Spiric. to preach the word of God in Afia, and when they had come to 
Myfia they affayed to go into Bithynia, but the Spirit not fuffering them from Myfi.i 
they came down to Troas, then in hisfhupc there feems toftand a man of Macedon before 
Paul t faying : come into Macedonia and help us. [ ARs XVI. 6, 9. ] 

When he had feen this vifion, we endeavouring to go into Macedonia, afluredly 

gathering that the Lord had called us to preach the Gofpsl to them, faith Luke, 

[ t/ffl/XVi. 10.] whofpeaking from henceforward of Paul and his companions in 
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the fiiftpcrfon whereas alwaies before he had fpoken in the third perfon, he doth 
inffici.-rnly Ihcw that from that time he was a companion of Pauls in the preaching of 
the Gol'pel. 
405 7. Paul and Silas with Luke and Timothy, loofiog from Troas, came with a ftraight 
courfe to Samothracia, and the next day toNeapolis,andfrom thence to Philippi, the 
chief City of that part of Macedonia, and a Colony belonging to Italy ; and they a- 
bode there certain dayes. [ AUs XVI. I 1 , "♦] 

On the Sabbath day they went out of the City to the Rivers fide, where was an 
houfe of prayer, and there (pake unto the women that retorted thither-, among which 
was Lydia,one that worfhipped God, a feller of Purple in the City of Thyatira, attend- 
ing unto the things that were fpoken by Paul, the Lord opening her heart, believed 
in Chrift : who when the was baptized and her houftiold, entertained Paul and his 
corrfpanons. Q /M* 13, 14, x 5. 3 

As they went afterwards to the place of prayer, an unclean fpirit out of a fcrvant 
that had the (pint of divination* cried after them many dayes; Thefe men are thefer- 
vants of the mo ft High God, which {hew unto us the way offalvation : at which Paul being 
grieved, commanded the {pint in the name of Jef us to come out of her. And when the 
Matters of the maid faw that the hope of their gain was gone, they drew Paul and Silas 
into the Market-place, and did fo much with the Rulers by their clamours, that both of 
them werepublicklyfcourged,and caft intoprifon : where in the'mid-night as they 
were praying and finging Pfalmes, there was a great Earthquake,- and all the doors of 
the pnfon were opened, and all the prifoners bands were loofed: when therefore the 
Jaylor being in defperation, would with his naked Iword have killed himfelf, he is con- 
verted to the Faith by Pail and Silas, and baptized the fame night with ail hi? family. 
When it was day, the Magiftrates tent them word that they might go out free, they 
expoftulatedthematter with them, concerninathe fhame and injury done them, be- 
caufc they had publickly fcourged them and call them into prifon condemned* Where- 
upon the Magiftrates came themlelves and fet them at liberty with honour, and be- 
fought them to departthe City: who entring into Lydias houfe, comforted the bre- 
thren that came unto them, and fo went out of the City. C lb >d< 1 <*. 4<>« ] 

As they journeyed through Amphipolis,and Apollonia, they came to Theffalonica, 
the chief City of Macedonia, where was a Synagogue 01 the Jews, [AttsXVlI.1,2, 
3 . ] There Paul wr i tes, £ 1 Tbeff. 1 1 . 1 . 2 after he was mamefully entreated at Philippi, 
he preached the Gofpel with much contention : tor as hi* cuftora was he went into 
the Synagogue or the Jews three Sabbaths together, and reatoned with tbem concern- 
ing Chrift ouc of the Scriptures Or whom fome believing, there were joyncd to Paul 
and Silas of religious Greeks, a great multitude, and of the chief women not a few. 
[^cTjXV11.*,3,4.] 

Paul taught the Thcflalonians not only concerning Faith in Chrift, bur alfo concern- 
ing the future Apoftafie of Antichrift, and his revelation, [ II Theff. II. 5. J 

When Paul flayed long at Theffalonica, he received once and again relief fromthe 
Philippians for his necefficies. [Phil.W/.id.] But the Jews which believed not, took 
unto them certain lewd fellows of the baler fort raited an uproar in the City, they drew 
Jafon (with whom Paul and his companion lodged) and certain brethren to the 
.Magiftrates, and accufed them with great clamours. And when they had taken fecu- 
vityfrom them, the brethren lent away Paul and Silas'by night to Berca. [ Atts 
XVII. f, io.] - 

Here alio when they had entred into the Synagogue of the Jews, they diligently 
preached Chrift out of the Scriptures, and the auditors comparing the things preached 
with the Scriptures, which when they found altogether to agree, many of them belie- 
ved; both honourable women that were Greeks, and men notafew. And when the 
Jcvv« of Theflalonica came thither, they ftirred np the multitude againft Paul ; but 
then immediately the brethren lent them away, to go as it were to the Sea, but they 
brought him 10 Athens : receiving a commandment to Silas and Timotheus leftat 
Bei aea that they fhould come unto him with all f peed . \_ Ibid. 1 o. 1 5. ] 

The Jews by the indication of Chreftus continually tumulting, Claudius cxpells 
them to Rome, £ Sutton, in Claud, cap. 25.3 Suetonius, if I miftake not,mentions only, 
Chreftusifor that Chrift our Lord ( lot whom the Christians in another place by the fame 
are denominated ) is her . meant I cannot yet periWade my Cclf. 

Paul whilft he waits for Silas andTimotheus at Athens,did ditpute in the Synagogue, 
with thejews and devour men,and daily in the markec-plac£ with fuch as met with him, 
difputiog alfo with the Philosopher of the Epxurean and Stoick tea concerning Chrift 
and the refurrection,then being brought intoMarshill,as a fetter forth of ftrange gods, 
lie to defend his caule in a moft learned orarionfhe ws,both from the Altar dedicated to 
the unknown God, as alfo from the tcftimony of Aratus the Poetconfirming that we arc 
the offfprittg of gtd, that that God whom ihcy ignorautly worlhip was he thatwa* 
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declared by him. [Ads XVII. 1 6. 31. ] for the God of the Jews among the Gentiles 
was called the unknown God* in the fame fenfc, the uncertain God by Lucan in his fecond 
bookof Pharfalia,the uncertain power by Trebellius Pollio, in the lite of Claudius, 
and unnamed god, by Caius Caligula, in Philo. in his legatio. to the fame Cains, to 
whom the inhabitantiof mount Carmel, [ in Tacitus in the 2 book, of his hiftories cap. 78.} 
did attribute neither image nor temple, but only an Altar and reverence, lo the Athe- 
nians nude an Altar to Mercy in the middle of their City without any image, Sratiusin 
his twelfth book of Thebais thus relates ir. 

Nulla (tut cm ejfgies, nulli commijfa metallo. 
forma D;i, mentes habitare & pcttora gaudet. 

Gods form by pidtures cannot be expreft, 
He loves to d well within the heart and bread. 

Among thole that were converted at this time by Paul* was Dioiyfiis the Arco- 
pagite,and a woman, (or his wife as it leems to Ambi ofe, Chiyfoftomeand Augultine) 
called Damaris, and fome others with them. £ Acts XVII. 34. ] 

Felix the Governour of Judea, when he faw Drufilla the filler of King Agrippa, 
fell in love with her, and fent his friend Simon, a Jew by nation a Cyprior, thac was a 
ioothfayer,topcrfwade the woman to leave her hufoand, and marry him, promising 
that fie fhould be happy if me did not refufehim, the unadvifedly, and willing toef- 
cape the troublesof her filter B:rcnice, who envied her for her beauty, contented ro 
forfake the Jews religion and to marry Felix. But Berenice the widow of her Uncklc 
Herod, when there was a report that (he had lien with her brother King Agnppa, 
perlwadcs Polemon thac being circumcifed he might marry her, thinking hereby that 
lhe might b prove it to be a lie, neither did Polemon rcfufe the match, being induced 
the rather becaufe the was rich, but this marriage lafted not long, Berenice ;( as it was 
reported ) through her intemperance departing from him, who being forfakenby his 
Wife he immediately left the Jews religion. [Jofeph.M. 20. ca# 5."]* 

At the fame time alloManammethe third lifter ofKingAgrippa,{corntngJuhus Ar- 
chclausthe fon of Chelcias, went and married Demetrius a chief man among che Jews' 
of Alexandria both for birth and riches, and was at that time the Alabarcha. L Id. 

Paul tending back Silu5 and Timotheus who had come to him from Bera, again 
into Macedonia, ftaies alone at Athens, and he had a great mind once and again to 
go toTheitalonica, but could not compalleit, being hindred of Satan. Wherefore 
he fent Timotheus thither, that he might confirm in the faith, and comfort the Thella- 
lonians. [^ XVIII. 5- I.r^/.n, i 7 ,i8.lll. i,a.] 

In the mean time he left Athens and went to Corinth, where he found Aquila a 
Jew, and his wife Prifcilla, who came lately from Italy, becaufe Claudius had made 
a decree thac at J- ws fhould depart from Rom? : and becaufe Ik was of the fame 
craft of makii ig tents with them,Paul aboad with them and laboured, and he reafoned 
in the Synagogue every Sabbath ,and perfwaded bodi Jews and Greeks, [Afts XVllI. 

* Here Paul with his own hand bapcized the family of S:ephanus,C I- C ar * I. « 6 . D 
whowerethefirftfruitesof Achaia,and addicted ihemfelves to the muuftery of the 

Saints.[/M.XVI,iS.] r%% , . , , T ... ,„ , 

As Sylas and Timotheus came out of Macedonia, when the Jews withttood l J ai'l 
preaching Chrift with great zeal, and blafphemed : fluking his garments againft them 
he turnes afide unto the Gentiles, going into the houfe of one who was fir-named Jttft, 
one that worfhipt God and lived near unto the Synagogue.[>*ff jXVIH, 6, 7.] 

Chrifpusthe ruler of the Synagogue believed in the Lord with all his family, and 
many of the Corinthians hearing believed and were baptized, [ ibid. 8. ] of whom 
Paul baptized Chrifpus and Gaius with his own hand. [I. Cor. 1,14.] 

The Lord laid in a vifion to Paul by night,** not aJrAid but fpe^ and hold not thy 
peace, for I am with thee, and no man frail fet on thee to hurt thee, for 1 have much people 
in this City, and he ftaied there a year aud fix months, teaching the word of the Lord 
among them, \Atts XVJlI. 9, 10, 1 1.] together with Sylvanus ( or Silas ) and Timo- 
theus. [II. Cor. 1, 1 p.i j . . 

After the return of Timothy from Macedonia, Paul with the lame lunothens 
and Sylvanus ( or Silas ) wrote the firftepiftle to the Tncllalonians, [I. Theff. Ill, 6. ] 
in which when he had fpoken lomething obfeurely concerning the day of judgment, 
as it :it were now at hand, [cap. 1. 1,5.] he wrote a little after another epiltle unto 
them, wherein he more clearly expounds that bufinede, [ I. Tbeff. II, a, 3- ] written 
verily when he had Sylvanus and Timotheus for his companions in the mimltery of 
Vuuuu 2 • the 
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theGofpel* Op.I.i.l and after he had been with the Thcflalonians, and they had 
embraced the faith of Chrift, [f«f. H»v] fothat Girotius was extreamly miftakeiv 
in thinking that it was written under Caius Caligula.^ 

The Parthians broke in and wafted Armcnia,having driven out Rhadamiftus, who 
had often enjoyed the Kingdom, and been often a fugitive, had now alfoforfaken that 
war. [Tacit. Annal. Ub.\%. cap. 6 .] But when Bardanes fon began to contend with Vo- 
logefus the King of the Parthians, the Parthians forfook Armenia, as if they deferred 
the war. rid, ibid. cap. 7,] 

Claudius died the 111 ldc of October, Afinius Marcellus, and Afinius Aviola being 
Confuls. [Seneca, in hud. de Mori. plaudit. Sueton.tn Claud. cap.q5.Diw. lib, 60, fag. 
688.] VVhen he had raigned thirceen years, eight moneth, and twenty- dayes. [Dim. 
ibid.cftmJofepb.nl;, 20. cap. 5.] And in the middle of the fame day, the gates of the 
Palace being fuddenly thrown open? Nero, both the fon in law and adopted Ion is de- 
clared Emper our. [Tacit, lib .11. cap. mlt,~] 

In the beginning of his new principality, Junius Silanus, Proconful of Afia, a No- 
ble man, anddefcended of the Cacfars, unknown to Nero, being fcarce out of his child- 
hood, and innocent •, was taken away by the treachery of his mother Agrippina. The 
Minifters were P. Celer, a Knight of Rome, and iElius,afreed man, they both had 
the charge of the Princes revenues in Afia : by thefe the Proconful was poyfoned at a 
feaft. [Tacit. lib. J 1 }. cap. i."| 

The Embafladoursof Armenia pleading the caufe of their Nation before Nero, 
his morher would needs comq up into the feat of Audience, and fit with him -.but 
that ( the reft furprized with fear) Seneca advifed him, to meet his mother, and 
fo under colour of doing his duty , prevented the difcredit. [ Tacit . lib, 1 3. 
cap. 5. J 

The report being brought ro Rome, that the Parthians had poffeffed themfelves of 
Armenia, Net o commanded the youth of the neighbour Provinces to be muftered, to 
fupply the Legion* of the Eaft, and the Legions themfelves to be planted neerer Arme- 
nia, and alio the two old. Kings, Agrippa (of Judea)and Jocchus (or Antiochus, ra- 
ther Commagenus) tbattheyHhould prepare their forces, to enter the bounds of the 
Parthuns, and that bridges fhould be made over Euphrates : and he committed to 
Aiiftobulus the charge of Armenia the Lcfle, and of the Country of Sophene to 
Sohemus, with the ornaments of a King. He fet Domitius Corbulo to keep Armenia, 
and fo divided, the forces of the Eaft fhould remain in the Province of Syria, with 
QnadratustheLieutcnantthereof:andthe like number of Citizens and Allies with 
Corbulo, with other Cohort! and Troops of Horfejthat wintered in Cappadocia, and 
gave command to the confederate Kings to be ready,as occafion of war fhould require. 

Inthefntlyear of Nero's Empire, Azivus, King of the Emefenians, being dead, his 
brother tuccecdcd him in the Principality. But Ariftobulus,the fon of Herod, King 
of Chalcis received of Nero the Principality of Armenia the Lefle, (as it is already 
faidoutof Tacitus) and to the Kingdom of Agrippa he added four Cities, with all 
the land belonging to them : in Galilee» Tiberias, and Tanchea : in Iturca beyond 
Jordan, Abila and Julia?, with the land that was inhabited with fourteen Villages. 
L }°f e pb' Antitjttit. 20. cap . 6. Belli, a. cap. 1 2.] 

Domitius Corbulo, making alltpeed, at <<Egex, a City of Cilicia, met Quadratus, 
who went thither on purpofc, leaft if Corbulo had entred Syria, to receive the forces, 
all mens eies bad been eaft upon him. Both of them lent meflengers to Vologefes the 
Kirgof the Parthians, That they defired peace rather than war, and therefore he 
fhould give hoftages, and continue the like reverence to the people of Rome, as his 
Anceft ours had done : and Vologefcs, either that he might the better prepare for War, 
or that he might remove all competitours by the name of hoftages, delivered the moit 
noble ofihe family of the Arfacidx :and the Centurion Hoftorius (or Hiftius) fent 
from Quadratus for the fame purpofe receives them. Which being known unto Cor- 
bulo, he commanded Arrius Varus, the Captain of a toot company, to go and receive 
the hoftages. Hereupon grew a quarrel between the Captain and the Centurion ; and 
becaufe they would not be a fcom to the ftrangers, the bufinefle is put to the Arbitra- 
ment of hoftages, and the Lieutenants that conduced them : and they both for his 
newhonouts,and by a certain inclination of the enemies themfelves , preferred Cor- 
bulo. Hereupon grew a jarre between the Commanders, Quadratus complaining 
that that was taken from him that was compafled by his advice. Corbulo on the other 
fide proiefting* that the King was never drawn to offer hoftages, untill that he being 
chofen Genera I, the Kings hopes were turned intofear. Nero, that he might compofe 
the differences, publilhcd this order, That Quadratus and Corbulo, for their profpe- 
rous fucceiles fhould have bayes added to their bundle of rods. [Tacit. 13. cap. 
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In the beginning of Neros raign, all Judea is filled with thieves and enchanters, 
andteducersof the unskilful multitude, whom Felix every day put to death as many 
as he tbok : but Eleazar, the fon of Dims, who had a great band of thieves about him, 
he pzri waded him to come unto him, giving him his word, that he fhould fuffer no 
brunt from him, and when he came, lie bound him and fent him to Rome. [Jofeph. 
lib. ao. cap. 6,] 

When Felix could no longer endure Jonathan the High Prieft,fo often and fo 
freelyadmomfhing him concerning his better government of the Common-wealth of 
the Jews: Heperfwaded Dora, a great friend of Jonarhans,by promifing him a 
great fum of mony,to kill Jonathan by fome affafinates. Certain therefore of them 
came into the City, under colour of religion, with fhorc fwords hid privately under 
their garments, and mingling among his family, killed Jonathan : and becaule that 
murder was unpunifhed, invited by this licentioufnefle, came at every feaft, hiding 
their fwords after the fame manner, being in the crowds, they freely killed fome for 
private enemies, fome being hired thereunto for mony, not only in other pans of the 
City, but alfo in the Temple it felt. [Id, ibid,"} 

And thus was the City itifefted with thieveries : and as touching deceivers and Ma- 
gicians, they enticed and drew multitudes into thedelarts, promifing them that they 
would ihew them figns and wonders done by the power of God : but the multitude be- 
ing thus perfwaded, fullered the penalty of their folly, being recalled back by Fel ix,and 
put todeath. [Id. ibid,] 

At that time thercwas a certain Egyptian came into the Province, who termed 
himfe'lf a Prophet, whogathered together almOft thirty (or rather four [sAtts X XI. 
38. ] thoufand meiyahd brought them from the wilderncfle, unto the Mount of 
Olives, there he told them. That by his command they fhould teethe wills of Jcru- 
falem fall down, by which way they might enter into the City : which being reported 
to Felix, he brake in, and invaded this feduced multitude, with his Roman Horfe and 
Foot; a great multitude alfo of the Jews helpinghim: he killed 400, and took 200. 
prifoners alive. The reft of the multitude beiugdifperfed into their own Countries : 
but the Egyptian, with a few thatefcaped from the fight, was not known what be- 
came of him. [ Id.ibid.&lib.2.bellf,cap.ii.] OfwbomLyfias the Captain f peaks 
toSt.Paul,[A£tsXXI. 38.] Art not thou that Egyptian which before thefe daj/es made ft 
an uproar e, and ledde ft out into the defart 4000 men that veer e murderers. 

WhenGallio was Proconful of Achaia,the Jews of Corinth brought Paul before 
his judgement-feat : but he refuting to be Judge in thefe matters, and driving them 
from the judgement-feat , the Creeks took Softhenes , the Ruler of the Syna- 
gogue, and beat him: but Gallio cared for none of thefe things. [Acts XVIII. 
ia> *7.. 3 

This Gallio was the brother of L. Anncus Seneca, (who together with Burrhus, 
commanded all things at Rome, under his young Scholer Nero ) who deriding the 
deifieingot Claudius, that was taken away by poyfon, faid, That he was taken up ro 
Heaven by a hook, as Dion faith in the end of his <5o book, there is extant che book of, 
Controverfics, of Marcus Anneus Seneca, the Father to the three Sons, Novatm, Se- 
neca^andiMeUu The fecondot thefe L. Seneca in his confolacron to his Mother 
Helviatcacheth,that<>w*o/ hit brothers by his wduftry got honour s t the other contemned 
them. By the firlt underftanding Novatus, who being adopted by Junius Gtllio (who 
was banifhed by Tiberius, as we have declared at the end of the year the of World, 
403 5. out of Tacitus) was alfo called Ga/fojand was by the fame Seneca called Lord> as 
being his elder brother, as Lipfius notes upm the pace of the Epiftlero4. This was 
wont to be the fpeech of my Lord Gallio^ who began to have a feaver, being in Acbaia, 
and prefentlj took, flipping , crying j That it wot not the d'feafe of the body bat of the 
place. 

When Paul had flayed many dayes at Corinth, after the tumujt that was made be- 
fore Gallio's Tribunal, after he had taken his leave of the brethren, he fets faile from 
the port of Gcnchrea ; and failing into Syria, he came hift ro Ephcfir, where cntring 
into a Synagogue* he rcafoned with the Jews: and when they defired him to tarry 
longer with them, he confehted not, faying »That he muft by all means keep the feaft 
that cometh at jerufalcm : but promifing that he would rctnrne to them again, if 
God wills and bidding them farewell, leaving Aquila and Prifcilla there, he failed 
from thence to Ephcfus , with the reft ot his companions. [ 9/itts XVIII. 
18, ^3 

Paul going from Cari area (Stratonis) to falute the Church of Jerufalcm, went down 
to Aiitioch, (of Syria) and when he had flayed there fome time, he departed, and 
went over in order all the regions of Galatia and Phrygia,confirmiug all the Difciples, 
[/£«/. 22, 23.] where he is received by the Galatians, as an Angel of God, or Jelus 
Chrift himfelf. [Galat. IV. 14.] Among other things he appointed that the

collections for the poor fhould be fet apart every Lords day. [ I. Corinth. 
XVI. 1,2.] 

Jofephus, the fori of Matthias, after the three years that he had lived with Banus 
in the wiUlernefle, returns to Jerulalem, being now fourteen years old, he began 
to meddle with publick affairs, following the Se£t of the Pharifees, which 
comes neereft co the Se£t of the Stoicks among the Grecians. [Jofeph, in hit 
'Life. ] 

A ccrtam Jew named Apollos, born at Alexandria, an eloquent man, and power- 
ful in the Scriptures, came to Ephcfus, and being inftru&ed in the way of the Lord, 
and fervenc in che fpirit, he (pake and taught diligently the things of the Lordjknowing 
only the baptifme of John •• and he began to (peak freely in the Synagogue ; whom 
when Aquilla and Prifcilla had heard, they took him unto them, and expounded 
unto him the way of the Lord more fully. And when he was diipofed to parte into 
Achaia, the brethren exhorted him, and wrote to the Difciples to receive him: who 
when he was come helped them who had believed>for with great contention he con- 
vinced the Jews publickly, the wing by the Scriptures that Jcfus was the Chrift. [ A8s

When Apollos was at Gorinth, Paul having palled through the upper coafts, {y ;*. 
Gaiatia and Phrygia) came to Ephcfus, where he found twelve Difciples jwhich knew 
only the baptifme of John, hut had not yet received the Holy Ghoft, by the impo- 
sition of hands: who being farther inftru&cd by him in the doftrine of Chrift. When 
he had laid his hands on them, the Holy Ghoft came on them, and they fpake with 
tongues and prophefied. Then he went into the Synagogue , and fpake freely v 
difputing and perl" wading the things concerning the Kingdom /oL.God. C tAtts 

XIX, i, 8.] ...,.■ 

W hen lome Jews Were hardened and belivcd nor, but fpake evil of the way of the 
Lord, Paul in the view of the multitude, departing from them, /eparated the Dilciples, 
dayly difputing in the School oi one Tyrannus: and this he did by the fpaceof two 
whole years ; lb that all than dwelt in Afia, both Jews and Greeks heard the word of 
the Lord Jefus : and many miracles were done by the hand of Paul :fo that handker- 
ch i tes and aprons were brought from his body to the* fick, and the dileafes departed 
from them, and evil fpirits went out of them, [Ibid, p. i a. ] 

Alia accufing P. Ccler, becaule Caefar could not abfolvehimj he delayed his triall, 
till he fhould dye by old age; for Ceicr having killed Sylanus the Proconful, cloa 
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greatneffe of that villany. [tacit, lib, 13. 



The Cilicians accufed Cofl'utianus Capico,as one befpotted and defiled with all vices, 
and thought that he had the fame authority, to do wickedly in the Province, as he 
had cxercifedintheCity : but he being turmoiled with this overthwart accufation, 
let fall his dctence, and was condemned of extortion. \_Id.Jbid.]\jo whom (according to 
Lipfius) is to be referred that of Juvenal in the eighth Satyre.

Great fines prevailed fo milch for Epirus Marcellus, of whom the Lycians demanded 
reftitution,that fomeof the accufors were banifhed, as though they had endangered 
an innocent roan. [Tacit, lib, 13, 33-1 

The war about the getting of Armenia, that was drawn at length between the 
Romans and Parthians,by mild beginnings, was now hotly purfued, becaufe nei- 
ther would Vologeles fufter his brother Tiridates to be devefted of that Kingdom, 
that he had invefted him with, or let him accept it as the gift of another : and Corbulo 
thought it worthy the greatnefte of the people of Rome, to recover what was in 
former time gotten by Lucullusand Pompey. Corbulo, to prepare his army to this 
war, fafhioned it after the old fevcrity and difcipline ; and entriug Armenia, dismant- 
led fomc Caftles, and burnt Artaxata, Tiridates not daring to give him battle. [ tacit. 
/'£. 1 3 .from cap .l^.to 41,] 
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Ssvcn exorcifts of the Jews, the fons of Scajva a chief Piieft calling over them that 
had unclean fpirits^ cbemame of the Lord Jefus, did adjure them by Jefus whom 
Paul preached, on whom he chat had the unclean fpr it leaped, and compelled them 
to fly out of the houfe wounded and naked, which when it was known both to che 
Jews and Greeks which dwelt at EphefiK,fcar fell on them all, and the name of the 
Lord Jcfus was magnified, and many that believed came and confeffed and (hewed 
their deed's, many alto of them that ufed carious arts* brought their books together 
and burned them before ail men, and they counted che price of them, and found 
it fifty tlibufand pieces of filver, fo mightily grew che word and prevailed. [ Atts XIX 
*3> 2 o.] 

The Gaftcians, immediately after the departure of Paul from them [ crfcts XVUI. 
23. J being feduced by falfc brethren, thoughc that they were to be juftifiedbythe 
works of the Law, Whom he calls from their errour by a vehement Epiftie written 
unto them concerning that matter. [ G*l. I. 6, 7. ] 

Paulthoughtin his mind, when he had palled thorough Macedonia and Achaia, 
to go to Jerulalem, faying, after I have been there, I muft lee Rome alfo. [ A&t XIX. 
21.] And firft he purpofed to come tb Cor inth,and from thence to go into Macedonia, 
and again From Macedonia to Corinth, and fo to go to Judea,[l£V. 1. 1 5<» t*.] whi- 
ther he had configncd the collections for the poor Saints at Jerulalem to be lent: 
from thence he appointed to go to Rome, and lo to take a journey inio Spain. £ %om. 

XV. 24, 28,] 

Paul agitating thefe things in his mind, fenc Timotheus and Eraftus into Macedo- 
nia, but he himfelf ftaied in Afia for a feafon, [ Atts XIX. 22.] wc.of Lydia,in which 
he feems to have preached the Gofpel, to the Cities that were near to Bphef us, by the 
fpace of nine months, which with the two years chat he taught in the School of Tyran- 
nus, and the three months being added that he caught in the Synagogue of Ephelus, 
will make up the three years that be faith he laboured in Afia, [Atts XX, 15, 31.] 
a great door being opened unto him although there were many adverfarics. f I. Cor."

Campania perceived the eclipfe that happened the laft of Aprill, Vipfanius and 
FonteiusTJeing Confuls between feven and eighcof the clock in the morning, Corbulo 
the generall in Armenia wrote that it wa$ feen between ten and eleven, [ "Pliny, lib. a . 
cap. 7o.]at'Rometheeclipfe wasfeeninthe middle of their facrificings, that were 
made by the decree of the Senate, for. the caufe of Agrippina that was killed by 
her fon, fo that the ftars were feen» £ Xiphilin. out df Db», with Tacitus, lib. 14* 
cap. 12.] 

TlieuarbfeaSchifm in the Church of Corinth, which Was fheWcdunto him by 
thofe that were of the houfe ©fChloe* fomc faying that they were of Paul^ lomc of 
Apolloi, fbme of Cephas, and fome of Chrift. L I Cor. 1. 1 1 , 1 1, <$■ II I. 3, 4. j Apollos 
with fome other brethren went from Corinth to Paulinco Afia, Itbid. XVI. 12.] by 
whom the Corinthians write to Paul and ask his advice, about the matter of Marriage 
and Single life. C Ib,d. VII. i. ] . 

Pauliogerher with Softhenes the Ruler pt the Synagogue at Corinth, being con- 
verted to the Faith of Chrift, (Timothy being then abieht) [ICor.XVI.io.w/fJb Alls 
XIX. a*.] from Afia^(ofLydia, where htfthen wa* ) wrote the firft Epiftie tothe 
Corinthians by Stephaou?, Forcunatus,and Achaicus, that Were fenc from them to vilic 
the Apoftle. Apollos ref ufing to return fo fuddenly? back with them. V I Cor. \.\.& 
XVI.fj,M> # i9.j 

In that Epiftie he comminded the inceftuou5 Corinthian that had married his fa- 
thers wife, to be deliveredto Satan, Q Chap. V« ] andicbrieas the crrout that had crept 
into the Church j as well the errours of practice, as that chief crrour of opinion, (ta^ 
ken out of the fink of the Sadduces ) denying the Refurre&ion to come, [ cap, XV. ] 
fignifyinguntothem, that he will come unto them, and fee in order the things that 
remain, [cap\ IV. 18,19,^X1. 34.] as he pallsth by into Macedonia; but firft he 
will tarry a^Ephefus until PentecoftrLXVL ?,*>£. "^.XVI.5,8.] which his pur- 
pofc, fome uifooked fpr occafipnifuddenly hindered. 

For Demetrius a Silver-fmich,. who made filver Shrines for Diana jfearihg that he 
fhould lofe his profit, calling together che workmen of the.fame craft, railed a tumult a- 
gainftPauI, as he that would perfwade not onely the Ephefiansj but altnoft all the 
whole multitude of Afia, that they were not gods chat were made with hands. Who 
havingcaught Gaiu5»rid Ariftarchus Macedonians, Pauls companions in travel, they 
ruthed into the Theatre i and whcnPaul would have gone in thither, the difciples and 
fomeof the chief men of A(Ta( that provided for the Playds to be feen in the Theatre) 
h is friends, would not fuller bim to go out umo the people ; and when Alexander the 
Jew would have made his defence torhe people, there was a great cry among the peo- 
ple almoft for two hours : Great is Diana of the JEphcfiam. Ac length the tumult 
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being appeafcd by the wifdomot the Town-clark, Paul calling the brethren together 
took his lem , and departed tor to go into Macedonia. [ Ails XIX. 34, 41, 
«ndXX.i.) ■ 

A quila and Prifcilla going from Ephefus* returned to Rome, after they had laid 
downtheirown necks tortofavc Paul: [itew.XVI. 3,4.] with [I^r.XVl. 19. ] 
the J .-ws every where returning to Rome, the Edift of Claudius for their expulfion after 
hisdeath wearing out of date. L ^#*XXVIII. I7> *•• J 

Paul coming from Epbelusto Troas, although there was a door open unto him of 
the Lord to preach the Gclpel, yet being troubled becaufe he found not Titus there 
(whom he had lent to the Corinthians with another brother,) he failed from thence 
into Macedonia, [II. Cor. 1 1. 1 a, 1 3, with XII. 1 3. ] which alter he had gone over, he 
exhorted the brethren with much exhortation. [ Abts XX, a. ] 

And when his atfli&ion there did not remit, but without were fighting*, within 
were fears, the coming of Titus brought comfort unto him, and the joyfuUmeffage 
that he brought concerning theftarc of the Corinthians>[II. Cor, II, 5, i<?>] by whole 
example he provoked the Macedonians to provide collections lor to be fent to Jeru- 
t\lem> faying that Achaia was ready a yearagoe, [ibid.lX. *. ] by whofe example 
ney being moved,iin much triall ot affliftion, yea, and beyond their power, they 
(hewed rhemlelvesliberall. [>M.VHI.i, 5.] 

The Apoftle having learned from Titus the tucceflc of his firft epiftto wrote toge- 477* 
ther with Timothy the fecond epiftle to the Corinthians, in which after he had recko- 
ned up the great affliction that be had fuffered in Afia, by the procurement of Deme- 
trius, be protefts that he came not unto them as he had intended, onely that he might 
("pare them, leap, 1. 8, 9, 17, 23.] and delires them that they would pardon the incc 
ftuous Corinthian upon bis repentance, [c*p. VI.J,ii.] he fent Tims unto them a- 
gain, with another brother whofe praifc is in the Gofpel throughout all the Churches, 
(who is thought to be Luke) that their collections ro be fent to Jerufalem, might 
be in readincflc when he came thither himfelf. [cap. Vlll. i6 9 19, & IX. 3. 

' Paul went from Macedonia into Greece, where he ftaied th ree months; [ Atts XX. 
3, 3. ] within which time coming to Corinth, he received the colk&ions in Achaia 
for the relief of the believers at Jerufalem, [I. tfw. XVI. 3, 4, 5, with II. Cor, 

That that tamons epiftle to the %smans was written from Corinth, Origcn con- 
firms by many rcatons in bis preface to thcexpofitionofthat epiftle, it was indited by 
Paul, written bv the hand otfertins, and fent by Phebe a fervant of the Church of Cen- 
chrea near Corinth, I Rom. XVI. 1.] at what time the Apoftle was about to take 
his journey to Jerufalem with the collections of Macedonia and Achaia. [Hjw« XV. 

When the Apoftle thought to goe directly from thence into Syria, that he might 
carry the collections to Jerufalem, be wai laid wait for by the Jews, whereupon he 
thought it beft to return into Macedonia, from whence he came, and from thence to 
pafle into Afia properly to called. [ AUs XX, 3, 4.] 

Paul fent away before him from Philippi in Macedonia inroAGa, the companions 
( f his journey, Sopater or Sofipater, [Rom. XVI. n.J of Beraea, Ariftarchus and 
Secundusof Theflalonica, Gaius of Dcrbc, and Timothcus, with Tychicus and Tro- 
phimusofAfia: who expected him at Troas, but he himfelf with Luke and the reft, 
fayling a way from Pbilippi, after the daies of unleavened bread, came unto them with- 
in five daies to Troas, and tarried there (even daies. [ ibid. 4, 5, 6.] 

On the eighth day which was the firft of the week, the D.fciples being gathered 
together to break bread. Paul preached unto them, he being to goe away the next 
day, and continued his difcourle unto midnighr, where he reftores to life Eutychus a 
young man that fell dnwn from the thrd lolt in the room where they were gathered 
together. £ 'bid. 7.1a.] 

From hence Paul went, a foot unto Aflbs, where Luke and bis other companions 
going by (hip, took him in and came to Mytelenc ; and when they had fayled from 
thence, the day following they came over againft Chios, and the next day arrived at 
Samos> and when they had tarried at Trogylhum, the day following they came to 

Miletus.['Mi3ii4>»5.3 , n n 

And Paul made haft that he might pcflibly be at Jerufalem at the feaft of Pentecoft 
willing therefore to pafle by Ephefus, he fent meflengers from Miletus to Ephefw, 
and called the Elders of the Chrrch, whom he in a moft grave fpecch warnes 
of their duty, and feriouily exhorts them to the performance of the fame, then kneeling 
down he praied with them, and they all wept, butforrowing moft of all becaufe he 
had laid (as he then thought it would come 10 pafle) that they fhould fee his face no 
more, [ibid, 16,38.] 
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After they had lanched from Troas» they came with ftraight courfe to Coos j and 
the day following to Rhodes, and from thence to Patara : then going into a (hip that 
failed to Phenicia, they difcovered-typrus, and leaving it on the left hand* they came 
toTyrus. [^ffiXXI.1,2,3.] 

There having found Difciplcs they tarried feven days, who laid unto Paul by the 
Spirit, that he mould not go. up to Jerufalem; but he kneeling down on the fhore, 
prayed with them: then taking fhip, he came from Tyrus to Ptolemais; and there 
having faluted the brethren, the next day became to Cefarea,(Stratohis) Where he 
flayed many dayeswith Philip the Evangclift, who was one ot the Seven, [Attt VI. 
5.] and had four daughters, Virgins, that did prophefie; and there came a Prophet 
from Judea called Agabus, who binding his own hands ana feet, foretold the bonds 
that waited for him ; "Who when he could not be perlwadcd by the brethren, that he 
(hould not caft himfelf into fuch imminent danger, he came to Jerufalem: theDifci- 
ples accompanying him from Cefatea, and bringing with them one Mnafor of Cyprus^ 
an old Dilciple, with whom he fhould lodge. [Ibid. 4. 1 6,] 

Here being moft gladly received of the Church, by the advice of James and all 
the Elders ot Jerufalem, to wa(h off the calumny that was fpread of him, (to wit>that 
he taught and exhorted the Jews that believed tnChrift, (of whom there were then 
many thoufands) toforfaketheobferotionof the Law ot Mofes) he joyncd himlelt 
to four men that were believing Jews that had made the vow, of the Nazarite: and 
purifying himfelf with them according to the command ot the law. But all this did 
no good : for when fome of the unbelieving and rebellious Jews of Afia, (which 
came to Jerufalem to the feaft) faw him in the Temple, with great clamour 
and noifc they ftirred up the people, feigned this crime, that he had brought 
Trophimus, a Gentile of Ephelut, into the Temple, and had prophaned the Temple. 
And as they were about to kill him, there came the chief Captain (Claudius Lyfias) 
with a band of men, and took Paul out of their hands, and led him into the Caftle* 
where, by the per. million of thecbief Captain, he f pake unto the people as they were 
in the tumult,a fpecch in the Hebrew tongue. [*4tts ibid. 1 7, 40.] # 

The Jews being enraged, and more vehemently crying out againft him, by reafon 
of his fpeech, the chief Captain commands him to be examined by lcourging: from 
which punifhment he is freed, by his declaring that he was a Roman; and when the 
chief Captain defired to know °f what crime he was accufed by the Jews ; the 
next day he commanded the* chief Priefts and all their Council to come to- 
gether, and fet Paul before them, having loofed him from his bands. [ AQs 
XXII. 1 

As Paul was beginning to plead his caufe before the Council, Ananias the High 
Prieftfthefonof Nebideus» who, although he was deprived ot the High" Priefthood, 
yctleemstobePrefidcjnof ' the Council>as before him Annas, or Ananus was, that 
was the father in law of Caiphas) commanded him to be 1 mitten on the mouth; 
wherefore he is feverely rebuked of Paul, tTy the name of whited wall. Then Paul 
proclaiming openly that he was a Pharifee, and that he .was called into judgement for 
the hope ot the rclurre&ion. Then arofe a diflenfion between the Sadduces that accu- 
fed him, and the Phatifeirhat excufed him: but the chief Captain fearing leaft he 
(hould be torn in pieces by them, as they were contending, took Paul from among 
them with hisfouldiers, and brought him into the Caftle: to whom the Lord appearing 
the next night, comforted him as he was fad, and animates him to greater 
things, foretelling him that he mult bear witnefle of him at Rome alto. [ AUs 
XXllI.1,11.] 

And when it was day, more than fourty of the zealous Jews bound themtclvcs un- 
der a curie, that tfief would neither eat nor drink till they had killed Paul : which 
their laying in waiti the chief Captain knowing from Pauls lifters fon, in the third 
hour of the night, he fent Paul with a guard of Spuldiers to Felix, the Governour of 
the Province j by whom he is brought in the night to Antipatris, and the next day to 
Cetarca : where he is commanded by Felix to be kept in Herods judgemenc- 
hall. [Ibid. 1*, 35. ] All which things are to be a&ed within the fpace of one 
week; as may be underftood, from Afts XXIV. verfes. 1. and n. compared to* 

Fivedayes after Paul being accufed by Ananias and the Elders* by themouthof 
Tertullus an Oratour, before the Governour at Cefarea, clears himfelf from their falfe 
accufations ; twelve dayes after the violence that wasoffered him in the Temple, when 
as now Felix had governed the Jews man; years ,for this was now the tenth year of his 
governmentjhe having heard them, defers his fentence to auothcr time,comraanding a 
Centurion that Paul thould be kept, and to let him have liberty* and that none of his 
acquaintance fhould be torbiden to miuiftcr or come unto him. [AUs XXiv. 
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After feme dayes, when Felix came with his wifcDrufilla which was a Jew, (the 
fifterojfKuig Agrippa J another Drufilla befiJesthat was the wife of Felix, that was 
the daughter ofjuba, the King of Mauritania, the Neice of Antony and Cleopatra, 
he caljed for Paul : and heard him trembling, reafoning of faich in Chrift, righteouf- 
neflcjind temperance, and judgements come 5 and he fpajce with Paul the oftencr, 
hoping that he would redeem himlelf with money, having him in bonds two whole 
years. <[#«/. HtV'2 

Cojbulp had Tigranocerta yeilded unto him, Who alio fubdued all Armenia. [Tacit, 
lib. ,14. from the 13 chap, totbe 26. ] * 

Tigraneschetonof Alexaude*( the fon of that Alexander that was put to death by 
hisfatber Herod the Great ) and of Glapbira C the daughter of Archelaus the King of 
Cappadocia) who was kept Hoftage at Rome a long time, even unto fervile Pa- 
tience was fent by Nero to take that kingdom, he was not received there by a general 
conleni,the ancient love they bare the Artacidae remaining Hill amonglt (ome ot them ; 
but the moft hating the pride of the Parthian?, defitcd a King to be given them rather 
from Rome. He had alfo a guard given Him, a thou! and Legionary fouldiers, three 
Band pf allies, and two wings of Horfe; to the end he might more cafily defend his 
new kingdom. Part of Armenia as it lay neareft to every one, was commanded to 
obe y, part Nipolis ( Thrafipolis ) part Ariftobulus and Antiochus. [ Id.ibidicap,i6, 

with fofeph, lib, 1 8 . cap, 7. fin. ] 

Corpulo. went into Syria, that wanted a Governour by reafon of the death of Venti- 
dius ( Numidius ) Quadratus the Lieutenant there, and it was commuted to his charge. 
[ Tacit, lib. 14. cap, i6\\ 

In the fame year Laodice one of the moft famous Cities of Alia, deitroyedbyan 
Earthquake, recovered again by her own wealth* [ Id. ibid, cap. 17. ] 

Tarquinius Prifcus was condemned for extortion, at the fuite of the Bythinians, at 
which the Senator greatly rejoyced,remembring that his Proconful Statibios Taurus, 
was condemned by him. [ Id tbid. cap. 46. with lib, 1 1, cap, 59. ] 

There arpfe a contention at Cefarea Stratqnis, between the Jews and the Syrian* 
abouccheequalliiyofpowcrintheCity. The Jews being rich, reproached the Sy- 
rians, who though they were poorer in refpe& of wealth , yet they bore themfelves 
high, by reafon that many that ferved the Romans in their wars about thofe places, 
werecpuntry-menof Cefarea and Sebafte j and fo gave the Jews as good as they 
brought. Afterwards they began to throw ftones one at another, fo that many were 
flain and hurt on both fides ; but yetthe Jews had the Victory : whom when Felix 
required to leave offtheir debate, and they obeyed not, he fent fouldiers among them 
who killed many > and took many prifoners ; and granted alfo to his fould icrs the plun- 
der of rnany rich houfes : but the more honourable and fuller of modefty ot the Jews 
fearing the 1 ike mifery might befalhheml elves, befought Felix that he would found 
a retreace, and to fpare that which yet remained, and that he would pardon them upon 
their repentance: to which the Governour yeilded at their intreaty. [ Jofeph. lib 
20. cap, 6,"^ 

At the fame time King Agrippa conferred the High Priefthood on Ifrael the Con 
otPhafciu'. There arofealfo'a distention between the chief Priefts and the reft of the 
Priefts, and Rulers of Jerufalem, and they each went guarded with a company of molt 
bold and-feditious men> who decided their debates with reproaches and throwing 
ftones. ^either was there any to rcftrain them, as though the City wanted Magi- 
ftrates : and the impudency of the High Prieft grew to fuch an height, that they durft 
fend their fervants ro the very corn-floores to take away the Tithes that were due to 
the Priefts : fo that many poor Priefts died for want of food. So much did the vio- 
lence of the feditious prevail above juftice. [ Id, ibid. ] 

Markethe Evangelift who firft preached Chrift at Alexandria, died in the 8 year 
of Nero, and was buried at Alexandria; [ferofnte. Scrtpvr. Ecclef, C at *H- ] a f £e f 
whom, the Elders of Alexandria chofe one from among themfelves, whom they placed 
in a higher degree, and called him a Bilhop : after the manner, as if an armyfliould 
chute a General, or the Deacons chufe one from among themfelves whom they know 
to be indubious, and fbonld call h ; m Arch-Deacon. [Id. mEpijt.S^. ad Eu/tgrjum.] 
And they chole Anianus a man bqth dear unto God for his piety, and alfo admirable 
in all things: who wastbefitflrbifliopohhe Church of Alexandria after Mark, and 
was there twelve year-. From the eighth year of Nero, to the fourth of Domitian, 
[Id, t» Catalog. mthiEttfeb. in Chronic. & Ecclef. ffiftor. lib, 2. cap. 23. & lib. 3. 
cap. 12,] 

VblogefestheKingoftheParthians, endeavours torcftore his brother Tiridates 
that was thruil: out. ot Armenia, to which end he fent one army into Armenia, and 
another into Syria. Gorbulo lends part of his army to Tigranes King of Armenia, 
and he hirafelf drives the Parthians our of Syria, and fo threatens thcParthians, that 

they 
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they leave off the war, and&nd Emballadors to fue for peace ; whoarcdilmiffedby 
Nero, without their fuit being granted : and Caeleunius Partus is preferred to be Gene- 
ral for the defence ot Armenia. [ Tac*. lb. 15. cap. from 1. totbe 7.] 

Felix feeing this fedition between the Jews and Syrians of Catfarea (till to continue, 
fencfomeof the Nobility of both fides as Embaffadours to Nero, to argue their caule 
before him. [ Jofab. lib.t. bei.cap. 12.] He alio fent prifoners to Rome for a very 
fmal fault, fome Priefts, good and honeft men, to plead their own caule before Nero. 
\Id. in his own Life.] He alfoleft Paul the Apoftle, whom he had kept ptifoner two 
whole years at Cefarea, to (hew the Jews a pleafure,ftilla prifoner there, When he 
had received Portius Feftus from Nero his lucceflour , in the Province. L ^tis 

Feft'usjwhen he was come into the Province, after three dayes he afcended from 
Cefaica to Jerufalem: before whom when the High Pneft,and the Rulers ot the 
Tews acculed Paul, defiring that he might be brought from Cefarea to Jerufalem, with 
an intent to lay wait and kill him in the journy. Which Feftus reiufing, commanded 
Pauls accufars to to come to Cefarea s and having tarried there not above ten dayes, 
he aoesdown to Cefarea ; and the next day fitting in his Tribunal, he heard the J cws 
accufms Paul, and Paul clearing himleli from their accufanons : and Feftus being wd- 
lins to plcalure the Jew*, asked Paul if he would be judged at Jetulalem before him, 
of that matter that he was acculed of : Paul, who knew with what intent, and by 
whole advice he asked that queftion, and fearing fome treachery from the Jews, 
denyed to go thither, and appealed to C*far : whofe appeal, Feftus after ne had con- 
ferred withthe Councel,admitted.[^^XXV.i,« 2 .] -„ ^ r 

After certain dayes, Agrippa the King, and Berenice his fitter, came toCelarea, 
to falute the new Governour : and when they bad tarried there many dayes. Feftus, 
not knowing what to write toCzfar concerning Paul.conuilted with Age W ab °uc 
thatbufineffe ; who when he had laid that he would willingly hear him himlelf. The 
next day Agrippa and Berenice with much pomp came into the place of hearing, to- 
gether with the Captains.and the principal men of the City, and Paul, at Feftus com- 
mand.it brought out before them, being bound with a chain. I JM. 13,37.1 Who 
in an eloquent oration, fo clears his innocency, that although to the Governour, who 
was ignorant of thele things, he t eemed to be mad j yet the King, who was cxercifed 
in the Scriptures, he had almoft perfwaded to be a Chriftian : and by the judgement of 
the whole Council, he was thought to have done nothing worthy of death or bonds, 
and that moreove t he might have been fee at liberty.it he had not appealed unto Cefar. 

L ^fhe Rulcrsoi the Jews that dwelt at Cefarea/wentto^ometo accute Felix, and 
he had luffered punifament for the injuries he had done the Jews,unle(Te Nero had par- 
doned him at the intreaties of hi, brother Pallas, who was in great favour at that 
Smc with his Prince, Z Jefeph, lib. to. cap. 7 ] Although afterward the ame Pallas, 
becaufe he ksptfrom Ntro in hnge deal of mm, by bis living J* long, may be t bought to be 

poifoned by him this lame year. [Tacit. Ub. 14. cap. »/*.] 

P Two principal men of the Syrians of Gefcteajw.th a great fum of mony, bribed 
BeryUiB, who had been Nero's SchooLmafter, but was then h.sfecretary tor cheGeek 
tongue, that he would get the Emperours letters patterns, by which the Jews .mght 
be deprived ot all authority in the City, which they had in common with Syr ian .u - 
habitants; which thing he cafily obtained. Which when the Jcw.of Cefarea unde r , 
flood, they continued in their iedkions , even unto the beginning ot the wars of 
the Jews, which took their beginning efpccially from hence. [Jofeph.Ub. 20, 

" f Fefhis coming into Judea, found it grievoufty affl&cd with Sieves, every where 

{poilingthe Villages,of whom the moftcruel were called cut-throacs, ot winch thee 

wereaWnumWomtheirfoorccr^ 

Which thrufting themfelves into the prclle ol people (as it is laid) that came o JeruU- 

lemtocelebrat?,asGodcommanded,«heirieftivaldaies < the y rn.ghtw 

as they would ; who alto being armed, went to the Villages ot their ™™f>*™™- 

ving plundered them, burnt Them. [lUd.] Thele Feftus c ™^ ff^^i™* 

great ftore of thethieves, and put not afewot themtodeath. [Id.Ub.z.bcll. cap, ti. 

'" wTr^ww'decreed that Padl Ihould be fent to Csfar, he was delivered to Julius, 
a Centurion of Auguftus band, with (ome other pritot.erst who put him into a hip 
of Adramytium>thatwastogotoAfia, Anftarchu* of Macedonia, ^elides Timony 
and Luke accompanying him j the next day they touched at S.don, where Juhu> 
courteoufly entreating Pau! 3 permitted him to go v.fit his triends, and to refreto Inm- 
(elf: going from thciKethcyiailcdby Cyprus, becaufe the winds were contrary. And 
When they had failed over the feaot Cilicia andPamphylia,theycametoMyra ? a 
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City ot Lycia : where when the Centurion had found a (hip, whole figne wjs Caftor 
and Pollux, going into Italy, he put the Captives in her : and when they had failed 
flowly many dayes, were fence come over againft Cnidus, they failed under Crete, 
over againft Salmonc, and hardly pafling by it, they came to the fair Havens in the 
Jfle of Crete. {Aits XXVII. i, 8. ] 

When the iaft ( thatfolemnfaft of the expiation, ufed to be kept every year by the 
Jews on the feventh month, and tenth day ) was pair, and that fayliiig began to be 
dangerous, Paul forefeeing the dammageto come, advifed them to winter there; but 
when that pott teemed unconvenient to winter there, they determined to winter in 
another port of Crete called Phenice, and as they were fayling thither the fouthwind 
at thefirft favouring them, but a little after there arole a tempeftuous wind called 
Eurodydon, by which they were carried to a little illand called Clauda; then being 
caught and toiled by the great tempeft, they lightned the (hip, and the third day 
with their own hands they caft out the tackling of the (hip, neither fun nor (tars appea- 
ring for many daies, but when all hope of fafety was taken away, it was revealed to 
Paul by an Angell in the night, that he muftbe brought before Gefar, and that God 
had given him all that fayled with him in the (hip in the fourth watch of the night, as 
they were driven up and down in Adria, the (hipmen deemed that they were nigh 
fome countrey, which they found afterwards to be the ifland Melita, and as they 
ftrove to make in thither, the (hip was broken by the violence of the tempeft, but the 
men fome (wimming, and fome on the plankes and broken pieces of the (hip were all 
faved and came fafe to land. [ ibid, ?♦ 44. 3 

After they had efcaped they were curteoufly received by the inhabitants of Melitus, 
whomaking a fire to dry their cloathe^and Paul (landing in the chimney, fliook off a 
viper from his hand and had no hurt, they were wrapt into admiration of him, and faid 
he was agod,here they lodged three daies with Publius a chief man of the ifland,whofe 
father lying fick o£a feaver and the bloudy flux was healed by Paul, others alio which 
had difeales in the ifland were healed.[XXVIII. 1» p.] 

Cefennitis Paetus, not having (ufficiently fortified his wintering camps, norprovifion 
of corn made, marcheth with all haft over the mount Taurus, and took a few Caftles 
and fome prey, and by long journeys having overrun the places he could not hold, 
and the provifiom which he had taken,being corrupted, he came back again, and 
wrote letters to Cxfar in high words, as though the war had been fini(hed > but voide of 
matter. £ T^cit. lib. 1 5. cap . 8.] 

In the mean time Corbulo had a (pecial care to furn$(h the bank of Euphrates with 
more Garifons, and frighted Vologefes from entring Syria. Whereupon Vologefes 
turned againft Pa t us, and preffed him id fdte,that he forced him to a difhonourable 
peace, ot which Monobazus, King of Adiabena, is called to be a witoeffe. The For- 
trefles that Corbulo had built on the other fide of Euphrates were demolilhed, and 
the Armenians left to their own wills. But at Rome there were Trophecs and Try- 
umphal Arches (ct up in the middeft of the Capitoline Mounr,for honour of the victo- 
ry over the Parrhians, which were done by rhe decree of the Senate, the war being 
yet frcfh> neither were they taken down, only for a fair {hew, not regarding the truth. 
[Id. ibid, from cap.p. to 1 8. ] 

Paul and hiscompanions being highly honoured by them of Melitus, and furnilhcd 
with all things neceflary, after three moneth that they had been there, they went in a 
(hip of Alexandria, that had wintered in the Ifland, and came to Syracufe : where they 
tarried three dayes ; from whence fetching a compafle, they came to Rhcgium,and 
within oneday the South wind blew,and thenextday they cams to Pueoli,Where they 
found brethren,who defired them that they would ftay with them leven dayes, and to 
they went toward Rome, £ AElt XXVIII. 1 o, 1 4. ] in the ninth year of Nero's raign. 
The brethren went from Rome to meet Paula* far as Appii Forum, and the three 
Taverns : and when they came to Rome, the Centurion delivered the prifoners to the 
Captain of the guard.- but Paul was (uttered to dwell by hirofelt with a Souldier that 
kept him. After three dayes, calling together the chief of the Jews that were at Rome, 
he declared unto them the caufe, why he was fentpritoncr to Rome, and that he was 
compelled to appeal unto Carfar. And when they denied that they had received any 
letter from Judea concerning him, but (aid, That this her efie was every where fpoken 
againft : and when they had appointed him a day, there came unto him to his lodging, 
to whom he expounded Chrift out of the Law and the Prophets, from morning unto 
evening: and fome aflented unto the things thar were fpoken, and believed not: to 
whom after he pronounced their judgement out of Efaiasi leaving them, he turned 
to the Gentile.', and he remained in his own hired houfe two whole years, and re- 
ceived all that came to him, preaching the kingdom of God, and teaching thofe 
things that concerne the Lord Jefus Chrift , no man forbidding him. £ tA8s 
XXVIH.J431.;] 

Onefiphorus 
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Onefiphorus very diligently fought out Paulat Rome, and found him, and refrethed 
him. Q II 7?». 1,16,17.3 

2a the beginning ot the Spring.the Embafladours of the Partisans brought to Rome 
the meffages and letters of King Vologefes, defiring that Armenia (which they had 
already taken) might be given unto them, and that a peace might be confirmed. But 
both thefe things being denied, the government of Syria is committed to Cmtius (as 
Governour ) the management of the war to Corbulo : and rhe fifteenth Legion is 
brought out ot Pannonia under the conduit of Mariui Cellus. Alto the Tetrarchs and 
King^ and Prefe&s and Governours, and thofe that ruled the neighbour Ptovincc?,are 
commanded to obey Corbulo, in as high a manner, having his power enlarged, as 
Pompey had given him by the people of Rome, when he undertook the war againft 
the Pirates. P«tus being commanded home, Nero thought it enough (when Prtus 
feared greater matters ) to fcoffe at him,faying, That he would prefently pardon him, 
left he that wasfo ready to be afraid, fhould fall fick with too much psnfivencff:. 
[ Tacit. lib.i$. cap. 24, & % 5. ] 

Corbulo, after he bad muftercd his army, went into Armenia, where the Embafla- 
dours of Vologefes met him> and defire peace : but Tiridatcs being compelled to come 
into the Roman Camp ; took off his Crown, and laid it at CWars Image, and 
agreed to go to Rome to him to take it of him again: but with this condition, that he 
might firft go vi fit his family and friends: in the mean time he leaves bisdaughtcr an 
Hoftage,and delivered fuppltcatory letters to Nero. As he went away, he found Pa- 
corus with the Medes, and Vologefes at Ecbatana»[ T*cit. Lb. 15. cap. from z6. 
to 3«.] 

In Judea Feftus tent forces both of Horfeand Foot againft a certain impoftor a Ma- 
gician, who drew men after him into the Wildernefle, being deceived by his promi- 
fes, that they (hould be freed from all their misfortunes; but thofe that went, and 
the (educer himfelf are killed by the fouldicrs that were fenr» [ Jofeph. lib. 20. 

At the fame time King Agrippa built a (lately houfe near the porch in the Palace 
of Jerufalem, which in time paft belonged to the Hafmoneans, and was (ituatcinan 
high place, from whence a fair prolpett lay opera to all Jerufalem : which the chief men 
of Jerufalem taking ill, tbat'for a private houfe the facrifices and all things that were 
done ia the Temple might eafily be feen, built an high wall, which not onelyhindred 
the profpeft of the Kings houfe, but ot the weft porch alio without the Temple, in 
which the Roman fouldiers kept guard on the Fealt dayes, for the keeping of the Tem- 
ple. At which a& not onely the king, but alfo Feftus the Governour ot the province 
was offended; and commanded to pull it down: But ten chief men (by his permif- 
fion ) were font Embafladours to Nero about this bufinetlc, together with Ifrnael the 
High Prieft, and Chelcias the keeper of the holy Treafure. Nero having heard their 
Embnflie, not oncly forgave the J c w?, but fuff'crcd the way to (land as k d id, gratity- 
ing herein his wife Poppea, who favouring the Jews Religion* became their inter- 
ceflour, who alfo flittered the ten men to return, but kept Ifrnael and Chelcias as Ho- 
ftageswith her; which when Agrippa knew, he took away the High Priefthood 
from Ifrnael, and gave it to Jofcph firnamed Cabis,thc ton of Simon, fomctimc High 
Prieft. [Id. ibid.] 

Jofcphus the (on of Matthias,hearing that fome Prieft* his familiar friends that were 
(ent prifoners to Rome by Felix, had not in their calamity call off the care of their 
Religion* but that they lived on Nuts and Figs; that he might find fome way to de- 
liver them, in the 26 years of his age went to Rome, having palled many dangers in his 
journey by fea : for their (hip being funk in the middeft ot the Adriatick tea, tor of 600 
that had (warn all night, about 80 that fwam more fo.tun.uely were taken into a fhp 
of Cyrenc and to faved. Among whom was Jofcphus, who being feta(hore> came 
to Dicearcha, ( or Puteoli,asthe Italians call it) where he falls into the acquaintance 
of one AUtutus a Player, who was a Jew, and in reputation with Nero: by him he 
was made known to Poppea the Emprcflc, and by her means prefently got the Priefts 
free. [ Id. in his Life. ] 

Feftus dying in the Province, Nero lent Albinushisfucccflour into Judea. But King 
Agrippa took away the High Priefthood from Jofeph,andgaveittoAnanus,the ton 
of Annas, or that Ananus who had enjoyed formerly the High Priefthood even to 
fatiety, he had five tons that enjoyed that dignity, which had never happened to any 
of the High Priefts before. [ id. lib. 20. cap. 8. ] 

Ananusthe new High Prieft of the (eft of the Sadduces, a bold and heady man, 
thinking ita fit time feeing Feftus was dead, and Albinuson his way, called a Council 
of the Judges, and brought James the brother of Jefus before them, who with tome 
other accufed of tranfgrefling the Law> he delivers to be ftoned. [ Jofeph.Hb. so. cap$, ] 
This James the brother of the Lord, in the time of the Pafleover was thrown down 
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from a pinacle of the Temple and ftoned, and one of them which was a Fuller, with a 
bar with which he was wont to prelle his cloaths, ftrook him on the head withlt and 
killed him. This Eutebius relates in the fifth book of the Hiftory of Hegefippus, [ lib. 
2 . Wftor. Ecclefiaft. cap, «. 3 

This murder of James much difpleafed all the good men t and obferverers of the 
Law. VV hereupon they fent a meflenger privately to King Agrippa,defiring him thac 
he would command Ananus that no tuch thing Ihould be done any more. Some alio 
met Abinus as he came from the City of Alexandria, and informed him that Ananus 
had no power to call a Council without his leave. Hebeing perfwaded by their words, 
wrote a (harp letter to Ananus, wherein he threatned to punifti him : and Agrippa 
alio for the fame caule within three monechs took the High Priefthood from him, and 
gave it to Jelusthe fon of Damaces. [ Jofeph. lib. 20. cap. 8. ] But among the Chn- 
ituns, after the death of James, Simon c he fon of Cleophas isconftitutcd Bifhop of the 
Church of Jorulalcm. [ Eufeb. lib. Hifior. Sccleftafl. cap. 26. ] 

Albinusasfoonashecameto Jerufalem, he employed all his care and ltudy, that 
he might keep the Country in quiet, by putting to death many iheevcs : and Ananus 
the High Prieft ( the fon of Nebedeus ) increafed every day more and more in the love 
and efteemof the people,and he was honoured of all men for his liberality ; and Al- 
bums alfo daily honoured the High Prieft for hisgifts. But Ananias had very bad fer- 
vants, who getting a company of headftrong men, went from farme to farme, and 
took away the Tithe of the Priefts, and beat thole that refufed to render them. Some 
of the Priefts alto did the lame, no body being able to reftrain them: and many of 
the Priefts that were maintained by the Tithes, were even ftatved for hunger. [ Jofeph. 

lib. 20. cap. 8.] 

The iheevcs at the Fe a ft that then was (of Pcntecoft) entred jerulalem bynigbt 
and took alive the Secretary of Captain Eleazar the fon of Ananias the High Prieft. 
Him they carried away, and then lent to Ananias, one that Ihould promiie in their 
name, that if he would perfwadc Albinas to free ten of theirs that he had taken captive, 
they would deliver the Secretary : which thing Ananius obtained of Albinus, meer 
necefluy compelling ic. This was the beginning of greater calamities ; for the theeves 
al waves found fome trick to intercept fome of Ananias his kindred, whom they would 
never deliver, until ihey had freed fome of their own ; wherefore being increafed 
both in boldncifeand number, they (polled the whole Country, [ Jofeph. lib. to. 
cap. 8.] 

At thi* time King Agrippa enlarged the walls of Cefarca Philippi, and changing 
the name, called it Neronias : at Berytus alio he built a Theatre at huge charges, and 
let forth every year (ports, for which he a fiigned a great fum of money. _ He alio gave 
to the people of Berytus corn, and oil to each man : and he adorned that City with 
Statues, let up in divers places, and with Images of antick work, and transferred al- 
moftall the Ornaments of his kingdom into that City : for which caule his fubjefts 
began to hate him, becaule he disfumiQied them of their Ornaments, to adorne a 

1 Four years before the Jewiih war, (that was managed by Vefpafian ) when the 
City of Jerulalem enjoyed both peace and plenty, one J efus the fori ot Ananus, a 
country man, and one of the common people, coming to the Feaft of Tabernacles, be- 
gan luddenly to cry out ; A voice from the Eafl, a voice from the mjt 9 a voice from the }«ur 
W,nai • a voice a* ainft Jerufalem and the Temple, a voice again ft next married m$n and wo- 
men, a voice agafnft all this people : and crying thus night and day, he went thorough all 
thefttcetsofiheCity. Some of the Nobility draining any token of adver(ity,took 
the fellow and fcourged him with many ftripes : but he (pake nothing fecrctly for him- 
fett, nor unco them that fcourged him, but continued ftill in the fame cry. But the 
Magiftrates thinking it rather to be fome motion in him from God, brought him to the 
Roman Captain, where being beaten till his bones appeared, he neither made intrea- 
tv nor Hied a teare j but as well as he could framing a weeping voice, at every Itroke, 
heanfwered, Wo, Wo, to Jerufalem , Albinus then asked them, who he was,and 
where he was born, and why he ftill cryed after this manner ; but he anfwered no- 
thing • yet he ceafed not to bewail the City, till Albinus thinking he was mad,lufiered 
him to depart. He cryed thus moft on the Feaft dayes, and that for 7 years fpace (or 
1 rather d,asu isinPhor.B1blioth.cod.47.) and five moneths, and yet was neither 
S hoarte nor weary ; at iaft he was killed by a ftone (hot out of an Engm, in the time ot 
1 the liege, [ld.Lb. 7. bell.cap.x2. ] 

i At the command of King Agrippa, Jefus the fon of Gamaliel fucceeded w the High 
I Priefthood, jclui the fon of Damneus very unwillingly yeilding it up. Wherc- 
I upon iherearofe a difcord between them; tor having gotten to them companies of 
i rcfolute young fellows, they came from words, to throwing of (tones ; but aroonglt 
! the reft Ananias was richeft, and by his bounty got moft of his fide. Coftabarus alfo 
! and 
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and Saul got each df them a band of rafcally people , thefe were of the Blood- 
Royal, and beloved for their neernefle of blood to Agrippa, yet were vio- 
lent, arid as ready as any too in fpoiling the weaker fort. C J'fyb. Hi. *o, 
™p. 8.] 

From this time eff eciaflv began the Common-wealth of the Jews every day to 
growworfeandworteVl/^j^.] and the feeds of the future deltrutlion were then 
fown, through multitudes of Commanders that then governed. [Id. lib. 3. belli. 

But Albiwuj the Gdvernbl* did nbt only take away from private men- their goods, 
under colour of ju^iee* bUc burdened the Nation' in general by exaction of greater 
tribute; but even thole tbieyes that the foddfersct the City had taken, and thofe 
wiiom the former governdUrs had left in pf ifon, he fee free* *rf chetr kwdredwould give 
him mony ; and he that did not give him mooy way kept in prifonasa' moft hainous 
offended [Id.tbid.] 

At ihe fame time alfo 1 , the infolencie of them that defircd innovation in the City of 
Jerufalem increafed ; ot whom thole mat were rich, bribed Albinus 5 to wink at their 
movintg fedicion, and the common people thac could not be in quiet, joyncd tbemfelvcs 
with Albnus his patty. Each of therrihad a troop or rafcall people abou: him, and 
Albinus hirrttelf was-ove* them all as a Tyrant and a Prifitc of the Thieves, and ufed 
the helper hrsguttd to rbb the meaner fore: andio it vvw that thofe vvhofe houles 
were Uarrfacked^ held their peace, and thofe that elcaped were glad to be « >rficious to 
them, that they knew deferved death, for fear ihey (hould fuffcr the fame things. 
I MM.-] ' -^

had laiid thete were juft between them 4>4 8 « yearcs, 537 $ . -moacens, and 1676a?. 
dates. 

For 10'extingutuvthe rumour, Nero&fely accufed, and punifhed moft grievoufly 
with exquifite torment, thole whom the vulgar called Chrnriaiis, firft therefore they 
were apprehended, wno confeffed themUves Chriftians, then an 1 huge multitude are 
convicted bytlieir detcaion, not fo much for letting the City oa fire, as tor the hatred 
of allmenagSunft' them, (comes alfo were added to their tuftcrings, fome were covered 
With beatb fkinsto-bc tor 11 With 'dogs, fomei Were crucifit d,, and fome burnt, ana when 
the day failed', they were burnt to give light by night. Ncro 7 made his garden fit for 
that fptaacle, and fef forth fhews in the CirgUc» when he himlelt wasamong the com^ 
! mon ptoplc in the habit of a waggoner, or (landing, in airing whereupon pnty was 
taken on them,- feeing they fuftcred ndt for aiiy common go.id, but to (acidic one 
mans cruelty, [Tach.Ub. if. cap. 44.] for the illuftrating of which the words of an 
old Sdioliafli are brought, upon that of Juvenal in his firft Satyr.

About the fame time Paul wrote the Epiftle to the Hebrews, Timothy being fet at 
liberty, but gone from him fome whither for a time, with whom if he come lhottly,he 
promilethtofcethem; in the mean time he fene them falurations from the brethren 
from Italy. IHeb. XXIII. »3, 2 4.] .„ . , , , . . ... _,o 

The butiding of the Temple being now fimthed, and the people feeing that about 47 78. 6% 
1 80000 workmen lived idely,that were heretofore wont to get their living by working 
in the Temple ; and being loath that the Holy Treafure Ihould be referved for a prey 
to the Romans, and defiring alfo to provide for the workmen, fo that if they wrought 
but one hoar they were prefently paid : they perfwaded king Agrippa, to repair the 
Eaftern Porch ; this Porch hung over a deep and narrow valley, and was upheld by a 
wall of 400 cubits high, the length of every ftone being 20 cubits, and the t hicknefie 
fix. This was the work of King Solomon, who firft built the Temple. Bik the King, 
to whole care claudius Carfar had committed th&charge of the Temple, thinking with 
himfelf, that any great building might eafily be pulled down, but hardly fet up, etpeci- 
ally this Porch, ttiat would coft much time and much raony, denyed their requm; 
but yet forbad them not to pave their Gfy with white ftone, it they would. [ Jofeph.

In thefeaft day ot unleavened bread, which fell this year on the eighth day ot 
Xanthicus,or April, about nine of the clock at night, between the Altar and the 
Temple, there Quned fuch a light, that it might have b^en thought to be midday, 
which continued halfan hour. In the fame call day alio, a Co vv ^^tw as kdtofa. 
crificcbrought forth a Lamb in the middle of the Temple The Eaft Sate alfo of the 
Temple, beingbtatlc and mighty heavy,and at evening could tcatce be (hive by twenty 
men, and was locked with bars of Iron, and had bolts that were let down deep into a 
threfliold,madeaUof one ftone, was feen, about fix ot the clock in the night, toopen 
of its own faccord.

Paul having ftaied fomctime at Ephefiw, left Timothy there, wbilft he went thente 
into Macedonia, that Timothy might govern that Church in his abfence, [ I. Tim. I. 
3. III. 14, 15.] being in Macedonia he carried with the Philipptans,*^ he had formerly 
promifed them. [ Phil. 1. 25, a*< & II. 34. ] 

Paul wrote his former Epiftle to Timothy, in Which he declares that he had deli- 
vered Hymarneusand Alexander, making fhipwrack of the Faith, over-io Satan, that 
being chaftifed they might learn not to blafpheme, P I Tim, h 20, 3 lor Hymfcnxus 
did deny the Refurredioh to come, as did Philetus, lay ing , that if id paft already, 
[ II Tim. II. 17, 18.] and Alexander was thac Copperfmith , that did Paul fo much 
evil, and fo greately withftood his preaching. [ II Tim. IV. 14, 1 5. } 

Paul alio wrote another Epiflle to Titus into Crete, denting that When he thai I fend 
Artemus or Tychicus unto him, he would come to him to Nieopblis, ( famouled for the 
Victory at Attfum ) where heappoimed to winter, and alfo that he fhould bring dili- 
gently Zenasthe La Wyer, and Apollo on their journey, that they fltoald Want nothing. 
C^.III.ii,M.] 

Winter being pair, Paul returned to Ephcfus to Timothy : and went to Troas and 
there left his cloak. Eraftus abode at Corinth, of which he was Chamberlain, [ Rom. 
XVI, t|. J Paul left Trophimus at Mileium lick. [ I Tim. III. t4. II Tm. IV. 
13.20.] 

Ceftius Gallus coming from Antioch to Jerufalem j defiring to fignifie to Nero the 
ftrength and flourifhing eftate of the City, who contemned the Nation, defired of the 
High Priefts,if it were poflible, that they would number the multitude : and they ( for 
it was the day of the Pafleover) killed lacrifices from the ninth hour to the eleventh) 
and there were * 5 5<?oofacrinces,to the eating of which, ten , and fomctime twenty, 
met to each (acrifice. [ Jofeph, lib t 7. belli, cap. if. Latin. Edit. *r tit, <S, tap. 45, 
Edit, Gr i.e.'] 

Thete came about Gallus a multitude,not lefTe than 3 00000 Jews and befought him, 
that he Would take pity on the calamities of their Nation, calling upon him that he 
would remove Florus that plaguer of their Common-wealth. Who although he was 
in the fight of the people, and in Gallus his prefencc, was not onely not moved, but 
laughed at their cryes againft him. Ceftius at that time appealing the rage of the peo- 
ple, promifing tha t he would make Florus more gentle unto them, went back again un- 
to Antiochia. Florui brought him as tar a Cefarea, deceiving him with lyes, devi- 
fing with himfelf to make a war upon the Nation of the jews, by which way oncly he 
thought he could bed hide his own villanies; for as long as the peace continued, he 
fhuuld alwayes have the Jews his accufers to Czfar : but if he could make them re- 
volr, that then the envy ot his lcffer impieties would be taken from him by their greater 
offence: and to the end that the Nation might revolt from the Roman Empire, he 
more earneltly every day increafed their calamities. [Idem. lib.t.bei.cap. ia.] Paul 
coming to Rome the fecond time, is heard and quitted by Nero: of which thus him- 
(ell in [Il7w.lV. 16, 17.] Inmjfirftanfr>er,no man flood with me, bat all forfoel(me: 
lfraj God it be not laid to their charge. Kotwtthflanding the Lord flood with me, and 
firengthened me ; that by me the preaching might be fully knovh^and that ad the Gentiles might 
hear: and J was delivered out of the mouth of the Lion. So that as before for tWO years, 
fo nowagain for an whole year, he preached the Gofpcl to all Nations that came from 
every place flocking to Rome, as their common Country. 

Demas left Paul, embracing the prefent world, and went to Theflalonica : Crc* 
feens into Galatia, Titus to Dalmatia, onely Luke remained with Paul at Rome. 
[II 72*. IV. 10, 11.] 

There was an old and conftant opinion that was commonly talked of over all the 
Eaft : that there was a Prophefie,that there fhould come from Judea thofe that fliould 
be matters ot all. It was afterwards manifeft by the event that this Wis foretold of the 
Roman Emperour. The Jews applying thirProphefie to tbemielves rebelled. Saith 
Suetonius [ in Vefpaflano. cap. 4. ] The Jews patience endured ' [ Saith Tacitus lib. 
Hift. s.cap. 1 o. ] until Gcffius Florus was GovernoUr ; under him- the war began, to 
wir, in the Anemifian moneth, or our May • in the twelfth year of Neros Empire, the 
1 7 of the reign of Agrippa, the fecond of the government of Geflius Florus. [ Jofepb. lib, 
1 . belli. cap. 13. & lib. *©. tA»tiquit. cap. ult. T We .have folly defcribed by Jotephus 
in the later part of the fecond book, and the five following books , the Hiftory of that 
war: ; a breviary of which we have hither transferred, taken out of the abridgement 
of the ^ewifh Hiftory of that moft eminent man Ludovicus Capellus.

opinion, whereupon they fene meffengetsto Cclarea to Florus, and to Kuig Ag rippa, 
defiling them that they would ptefently fend forces, and ceprefl [c the rebe Ui on 1 
beginning. Florus, who did defire there thould be a revolt, neglected*: but Agrippa 
fentathoutandhorlemen, who together with the rulers and Pnefts, and the reft ot 
the multitude that loved peace, fe.^d upon and held the upper City againft -Ac ^ - 
tious who kept the temple and thelower City, there were continuall skitmifhcs be wen

CeftiusGallusinthefeaftot Tabernacles, after he had burnt Lydda, marc hen 
towards Jerufalem, whom the men of Jerufalem meet about Gxty furlongs tcom 
thence, and there fight a perilous battle near Bsthoton, but frelh forces corning 
co Ceftius, he forceth them into the City, into which he alfo brake , the fourth

Titus came to his father to Ptolemais foonerthen could have been hoped for, by 
realonol winter; their own forces and the auxiliaries being come together, are in 
number threefcore thoufand of Horfe and Foot,'befides their (emnts and the 
baggage. 

Vefpafian inroding Galilee, burnt and wafted the City of theGadarens, which hc 
a ft i 3 J fhCnCC cominfi to J^apata on the 11 day of May, he fights 

Ontheapof June ( which laft day of that moneth falls to be within the reign of 
Nero ) Paul was beheaded at Rome : as the Recordf both of the Eafterncand Weft- 
erne Church confirm: whereupon Chryfoftom undoubtedly affirms, that the day of 
his death was more certainly known, then that of Alexander himfelf, [in II Cor. Hmil. 
26.} Dionyfius the Bilhop of the Corinthians affirms in an Epiftle to the Romans, that 
b /> ? (uftered Martyrdom ar the fame time with him, [ in EMius, lib 2.

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Vefpafian after fourry dayesficge takes Jotapata by force, and overthrows it, and 
burns it, after it was valiantly defended by Joicpb, who was Governour then , »n the 
Kalends ot June, in the 1 3 year of Nero, he takes Jofeph as helay hid in a Cave.givcs 
him his life, but keeps him pritoner. 

Jotapata being deftroyed, Vefpafian retires with his army to Cefarea, and there 
places two Legions, to refrefh themlelves after the ficge, a third to the lame end and 
purpofehe fends to Scythopolis ; he himlelf goes to Cciarea Phihppi, where he with 
his army is feaftcd by King Agrippa for twenty daies : there he pteparcslor the ficges 
of Tiberias and Tarichea,they ot Tiberias immediately yield, and at the intreaty of 
King Agrippa it is granted that the City fhall not be rated, but Taricha, after it had 
fullered a liege, is taken by ftorm. 

Thcfe Cities being recovered or overthrown, almoft all Galilee inclined to the 
Romans, except Gamalain Gaulanit is, and Gifcala, and the Mountain itaburium. 

Gimala, after an whole monethsfiege was taken the 33 of October, and over- 
thrown: and a little after alfo the Mountain Itaburium was taken by the Romany 
Titus lets upon Gifcala? which was kept by John, with his party of the fedinous. 
John feems to like of the conditions of peace that were offered byTirus,but in the 
night he with his party fled out of the City, and betakes himlelf to jerufalcro. Titus 
fparcs thc City, but puts a Garifon there, and comes to Cciarea, but Vcfpalian going 
from Cefatea to Iamnia and Azotus, conquers them both , and returns again to 
Cefarea. 

In the mean while there was a great diflention thorough all Judea, fome defining 
war,otbers being willing to remain under the prote&ion ot thc Romans. Whereupon 
there wece whole troups of thieves gathered together* all over Judea, who plundered 
them, that were defirous of peace j and being loaded with their plunder, were received 
into Jerufalem, and there fill all things with murders, diflenhons, d lfcords, and rapines, 
and firft they caft Antipas, and a great many Noble men, and thc chief of the City 
into prifon, and fhortly after put them to death, without any trial, fallcly accufmg 
them, that they would have delivered the City to the Romans : and when the people 
would have rilen up againft them, they feize upon the Temple, and ufe it as a Bull- 
work againft rhc people, and there create an High Prieft by lots, one Phannius, (or 
Phantom) a rude and unskilful man, and one that was not of the order of the Prieft- 
hood. 

Againft thcfe Zelots. (for fothey called themfelves) Ananus,and the Nobler Prieft, 
ftii up and aimc the people, and fet upon them in the very Temple, and force them 
into thc inner Temple. The Zelots lent letters privately to the Captains of the Idume- 
ans, wherein they accufe Ananuiof treachery; and complain, that whilft they are 
fighting for liberty, they are befiegedin the Temple, and call the Idumeans to their 
afliftance. They prefently fly thither with aoooo men,and being privately let into the 
City and Temple by night by the Zelots, there is great fliughtcr> and burnings, 
and rapines made by both fides upon them ol Jerufalem. For there were 80000 killed 
that nighr, and in the following dayes they killed A nanus and others of the nobility, 
tothc number of i^oco, befidesan infinite number ot the common people. Bul a 
little after the Idumeans began to repent themfelves, when they faw the wickednelfe of 
the Zelots, and could perceive no figne of treachery in the Nobility, (ot which they 
were accufcd)andfo letting at liberty a 000 which they held in prifon,the Idumeans left 
Jerufalem, and returned home : they being gone, the Zelots began to ufe more cruelty 
againft the Nobility than formerly, tor they would not hitler the Noble men,after they 
had ilain them, to be buried, but thofe tlpecially, who they lulpeded , that they 
would fly to the Romans : for they kept all the paflages, and diligently oblerved them 
that would fly, whom they killed, and let them lye unburicd. 

Inthemeantimetheteatofea diflention amongft the Zelots, that John who fled 
fromGefcala to Jerufalem, affeaing their Tyranny, and others not induring him to 
be their (uperiour, who they before had accounted their equal ; bu: they thusdifa- 
greeing among themfelves, were very unanimous, in thc robbing of the common peo- 
ple, nay all Judea, as it it followed the example ot the Metropolis, to wit, Jerufalem, 
was very full of thieves, and moft miferably vexed. 

With thcfe difcords, by which the Jews deftroyed each orher, and by the cries of 
thofe that fled to him,intrcating to prelerve and free their Country from this fedition, 
Vefpafian was incited, and prepares for the ficge ot Jerufalem, and that lie might leave 
nothing behind him, to trouble him, whilft he was at the f iege at Jerufalem ; he comes 
with his army to Gadara,to quench thofe telicks ot war and tumult, is the Country 
beyond the River , he being called thither by thjf moderate men of the City, 
who had rather have peace than war; and prefently takes the City ; the fedi- 
tious being fled : and fending Placidus with his horfe to putfue them, and put them all 
co the fword, and lopoffefleth himlelf ot ail ahe Country beyond the river, even to the 
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lake Afphaltis, except the Caftleof Macherun, and fo having appointed Garrifons 
through the I owns and winter quarters for his fouldiers, he comes to Cefarea and there 

Vefpafian having received news of the ftirrs that were raifed in Gallia by Vindex, 
who had armed the Gaules againft the Romans, made him more earneft to finilh 
the war againft the jews, wherefotein the beginning of the Coring, he leads his army 
out of Cefarea, and runs through all Judea, and Idumea, and wafting it, bringsback 
his army, and leads them through Samaria to Jericho, from whence the inhabitants 
Hy into the mountain Countrey oppofitc to Jerufalem, but he purfues them, and bea- 
ting them from the hilis, by letting cittadels at Jericho and other places, begirts the 
Jews on every fide. & 

Some promifed to themfelyes ( Nero being forfaken ) the government of the Eaft, 
fome the rungdome of Jerulalem, but moft the recovery of their ancient fortune.

Nero pronounced of himfelf that he was undone, when he heard that Galba and 
Spain had revolted from him, [id. ibid. cap. 42. J and at length he flew himfelf 
on the ninth day of June, when he had raigned thirteen yeares and eight 

On the Kalends of January in Germany, the images of Galba are throwen 
down, and on the third day Vitellius is falutcd Emperour by the army, and on 
the i$. day of the fame moneth Galba is killed,feven moneths after the death of Nero. 
[Tacit t Hifior.liO.M.] 

Galba being taken out of the way, Oiho is created Emperour by the foul- 
diers, not knowing that Vitellius had taken upon him the Empire. Dio writes 
that he was killed the 90. day of his reign, and Suetonius that he was buried 
the 95. 

Tiberius Alexander the Gorernour of Egypt was the firft that fwore the Le- 
gions to Velpafian on the Kalends of July, which day of his entrance into the 
empire was afterwards kept a fcftivall, then the Jewilh army on the V. Ides of 
July fwore to him, [ Suet, in Vefiafian, cap. 6, with tacit, lib, a. biftor.cap. 79.] 
Dio notes that there was but one year and 2 2. daies between the death of Nero and the 
beginning of the raign of Vefpafian. 

When Vefpafian, being returned to Cafarea, prepared to goc with his whole 
army to befiege Jerufalem , news was brought him of Nero's death , 
which news having received, he deicrrs the war againft the Jews, and fends 
his (on Titus to Galba , who had fucceeded to Nero , to know his pleafure 
concerning the Jewifh war. Titus going by (hip to Achaia , heard there that 
Galba was killed , whereupon he prefently returnes to his father to Cefarea , 
they being in fufpence, (and the Empire as it were tottering) deferred the wars 
of Judea, and being afraid leaft fome hurt fhoald come unto their own 
Countrey , they thought it not a convenient time to invade a ftrange 
Countrey. 

In the mean time Simon the fon of Giora , ( concerning whom fomething 
is fpoken formerly) a bold and valiant young man went from Maflada, whi- 
ther he had fled to the murderers into the mountain Countrey of Judea , and 
by promifes of liberty to fervants, and rewards to the freemen, in fhort time 
got a band of theives, and by Uttic and little increafing his forces, he wafted 
not oncly villages, but invades Cities, he came alio in fhort time to that power, 
that he conquered all Idumea, and wafted Judea, and at laft came before Je- 
rufalem, where pitching his tents, he became a terrour both to them of Jerufalem* 
and to the Zelots alfo, and thus were the Citizens of Jerufalem grievoufly opprefled 
on both fides, within by the Zelots whom John commanded, and without by Simon 
a moft crucll man, in the mean time the Idumeans who vveie of Iohns party, 
and were among his forces, falling at variance with him and fighting with him 
killed many of the Zelots, and then, taking Iohns pallaceand burning it, forced him 
yvitb his party to fly into the temple, but then they fearing, as alfo did the Citizens, - 
leaft that by night he fhould make an excurfion into the City, and burn it, they 
took counlcll, and fend for Simon, and admit him into the City, that they might 
defend themfelvesagainft him, whom having received they afTault the temple, but the 
Zelots fighting vahanrly, they feek to win it by afTault. 

Vefpafian having left Cefarea, comes toBerytus and Antiocb, from whence he 
lends Mutianus with forces into Italy; but he himfelf goes to Alexandria. 

In MosfiaAntonius Primus that followed Vefpafians party, leads the third Legicfo 
into Italy againft the party of Vitellius, and in a fight at Cremona againft the Vi- 
tellians, heputsthemtoflighr,and beates them, then coming to Rome and being 
joyned wkh Mutianus in the middeftof the City, he overthrowes Vitellus's army, and

|" dragging Vitellius himfejf thorough the Market-place, there cuts his throat. Mu- 
tianus makes Domitian the fon of Velpafian Prince of the Empire, in the meantime 
that his father came out ofe Syria. 

Vefpafian hearing thefe things at Alexandria, fends his fon Tims with forces 
into Judea, for to finilh the reft of the war of Judea; but he himfelf faileth into 
Italy. 

Moreover whilft Titus ftayed at Alexandria ,. the City of Jerufalem was divided 
into a threefold fadtion. For Simon whom the Citizens of Jerufalem had tent againft 
John, and admitted into the City,kept chc higher City, and (oine pact of chc. Tower : 
and John* with his Zelots had poffefted the Temple and the other pactof thelower 
City: and. the laft faction is divided again into two ; For Ekazar who was the firft 
Commaudet and Captain of the Zelots, taking it in dudgeon that John by his bold- 
nefle andfubtilty got the government to himfelf, and to do all things achis own plea- 
fure, departs from him,and taking fome followers with him^ofleflettt himfelf by them, 
of the inner part of the Temple,and from chence fights againft John. Eleazar wasinfe- 
riourto John in number of men, but irs fupcriounn the lire and quality of the place: 
and fo upon John who held the outward circuited the Temple and the Porches: there 
lay a double war, one againft Eleazar, and the other againft Simon : and fo fome 
fighting againft others, they burnt many things about the Temple, and fpoiled the 
corn, and many neceffaries for vicinal, which might have fuffked them a longtime, 
which things being fpoiled and confumed, they were opprefled wjch famine after- 
wards, when they were befiged by the Romans. 

Titus Coming from Alexandria to Cefarea, and there gathering his forces together, 
to wit, foac Legions, and the auxiliaries of chc neighbour Kings, raarchech towards 
Jerufafcm,andpitchech his Camp fome fix or feven furlongs off the City, a little be- 
fore the Fcaft of unleavened bread»and by that means (hue tip within rhe City an in- 
finite rtwtoitudc of men, that had after the cuftom gone up to the Feaft, by which in 
a fhort time a moft cruel famine oppcefleth the City; where all food and nouriua- 
ment is in flion time confumed, a moft hoiridc and memorable example whereof 
happened at that time shere , of a mother that devoured her own child : and in the 
Feaft day of unleavened bread, 'being the 14 of April, whenas Eleazar, who had 
ferzed upon the inner Temple, had opened the gate of the Temple that the people 
might facrifice, John taking hold of this opportunity, fends privately many of his party 
armed privately with fwords under their garments, who being admitted into the 
Temple with the reft of the multitude, fee upon Eleazar, and feize upon the inner 
Temple, together with the flaughter of many of the Zelots j and fo the faftion that 
was threefold, is now made twofold; to wit , one of Johns who were in number 
,8400. and the other of Simons, with whom were 10000 men, befiues- Jooo. 
Idumeans. 

Titos coming near the walls, pitched his Camp near the Tower Pfcphiua, and 
prefently railing a mounr, fhakes the wall with a Ram, andbeatc* it down by torce: 
and on the feventh of May breakes into the City, the firft wall being beaten down,and 
the Jews retiring inwards, he poftefleth himfelf of the North quarter of the City, 
even totheCaftlc of Antonia, and the valley of Ccdrotv. On the fifth day, after a 
certain Tower of the fecond wall being fhaken and beaten down with the Ram from 
the North quarter, he gets the new lower Cky; from which he is repuifed again by 
the Jews : but on the fourth day after he repoflfeflcth ir, and addrelfcch himfeit for the 
aflault ot the third wall. And on the 1 * of May, commands four mounts to be raifed, 
two at the Caftleof Antonia, by which he hoped to gain the Temple, and two at 
John the High Priefts Tombe,by which he hop^d to gain the upper Cicy; but John 
refitted the Romans at Antonia,and Simon at Johns Tombe. Thofe mounts being 
perfected on the 39 of May which were making i7dayes, and the Romans begining 
to (hake the wall* John by a mine from Antonia cafts down one mount, anb burns it, 
and Simon the fecond day after in a fally that he made, fets on fire two mounts op- 
pofite to him, together with the Rams and other Engins, and the Jews fet upon the 
Romans in their Camp; but by Titus his coming from Antonia,they are again forced 
into the City. 

The forfijerinoimts being fpoiled and burnt* Titus thought fit to raife new ones, 
from which he might aflault the City, and alfo to compaflc the City with a wall 
that none might flee out of it, nor any thing be brought into ir. Whereupon in 
three dayesfpace he buile a wall about the City, of the circuit of 39 furlongs, and 
about the wall he built 1 3 Caftlcs , each Caftle containing ten furlongs : whereupon 
famine fo prevailed in the City, and fo cruelly raged, that not onely the common 
people died of it, but the feditious alfo were mightily oppreffed by it : and fo great was 
the number of them that periQicd by famine and peftilence, that from the 14 of April, 
(on which day the fiege began) to the Kalends of July, that thorough one gate fas 
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Minimis one that fled,andwatto take the account reported ) there were earned out 
1 1 5 800 carcales of poor people that were buried at the common charge, befides chofc 
that were but icd by their kinfmen and friends : a little after it was known from them 
that fled, that there were 6 00000 that were carried out of the gates to burial: and 
whereas aitei wards there were not enow to bury the poor, they caft them in great 
heaps together in empty houfes, and Quit the doors upon them: and the manner of 
burial of them wai no other, then throwing them over the walls and filling up the 
dirches with them. 

In the mean time Simon within the City refrained not from murders and rapines ; 
for he put to death Matthias the H'gh Prieft, being accufed of treachery, as though 
he would have fled to the Romans, (and by whofe means he was let into the City) 
with three of his fons, and fifteen oi the nobleft of the people, all of them uncondem- 
ncd : and moreover he raged with fuch cruelty, that juda?, one of his Captains, hating 
his cruelty, had a confutalcion of delivering a Town to the Romans, of which he bad 
the charge : but being prevented by Simon, he with ten that were of counfel with 
him, were put to death : and John being compelled by necclfity, converts to his 
own and to prophane u(es> the holy- things of the Temple , a* Vcflels of Gold 
and Silver, and the mony ot the Temple: nay, he was compelled to diftribute 
ro his Souldiers the very Oyl and Wine which was dedicated »for divine 
lervice. 

Titus alfo fetching matcrialls from every place, and cutting dowu woods, and all 
trees, even to 90 furlongs off, with great labour within aidayes, caufed new Mounts 
ro be railed, and he made four about Antonia, one upon every fide of the Caftle. 
Which when John had cowardly and in vain attempted, they were repulfed by the 
Roman*: and the Romans, on the Kalends of July, began to bring the Ram to the 
wall of Antonia, by which a breach being made on the fifth oi July, they brake into 
Antonia, and purfue the flying Je ws 9 even into the Temple. But after a long skirmilh 
the Romans being for lome time repulfed ; on the 1 7 of July (on which day the con- 
tinual facrifice termed by the Greeks trfotxiopit, was not folemnifed for very want of 
men.) Jofephus; (by Titus his command) in vain exhorts the (editious to a yielding: 
and on che (eventh day after, he brings his Mounts necrer, the materiails of which were 
brought an hundred furlongs off, and overturning the foundations of Antonia, made 
an eaiie afcent unto the Temple, and breaking in by Antonia, feizeth upon the North 
and Weft Porches of the outward range of the Temple : part of which Porches, 
efpecially that that was joyned to Antonia, was burnt and overthrown by the Jews, 
and two dayes after, theother part was burnt by the Romans, Sc. 24. of July, the Jews 
not quenching the fire,bur letting it runon,that f the porch might be clearly feperated 
from Antonia. 

On the 27 day the Jews again burn the Weft Porch to the bridge that leadeth to the 
Gallery, whither many Romans getting up were burnt, (the Jews flying for the nonce) 
But on the day alter, the Romans burnt all the North Porch, even to the Eaftcrn 

And on the eighth ot Auguft, when as Titus prevailed nothing by battering with 
the Ram the wall of the inner Temple, neither by undermining the foundations of 
the gates, by reafon of the greatneflc and ftrong cimenting of the ftones; nei- 
ther could the Romans by their ladders get up into the Porches , the Jews ftill 
beating them back from above: at laft,that that he had deferred to do for the reve- 
rence of the place being compelled by neceflicy he did; Sc. He commanded the gates 
of the inner Temple to be fet on fire : which being on fire, the Porches which were 
joyning to them were all on a flame alfo ; The Jews beholding and wondring at ir, 
buc not endeavouring to flop and quench the fite for very amazednefle, and fo the 
Porches burnt all that day, and the following night. And whereas Titus and his 
Captains had determined to kefp the Temple from firing, he could by no means bring 
it to pafle. For on the tenth of Auguft , when as the Romans which kept Corps due 
guard in the outward range of the Temple, being provoked by the Jews, had made 
a charge upon them who quenched the fire of the inner range, and had driven them 
into the very Temple, a Roman Souldier took a flaming fire brand, and getting upon 
his fellows Ihouldcrs, caitsthe fire through the golden window into the houlcs and 
chambers that Were built on the North fide of the Temple, which immediately taking 
fire, burnt the Temple alio which joyned unto them, Titus in vain commanding his 
his Souldiers to quench the fire. And this was done in thefecond year of Vefpafian, in 
the lame moneth, and the fame day ot the moneth that it was formerly burnt byNc- 
buchadnefar. 

After the Temple was pillaged and burnt, and the Enfigns fet on the baft gate ot 
the Temple ; and having done facrifice, Titus is proclaimed Empcrour by the army j 
and then he from the bridge, by which the Temple is joyned to the City upon a Gal- 
lery 
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lery> exhorts by an interpreter, the (editious to yield* who had fled into the upper Cicy 
who when they tefufed, although he offered them their lives, to commit themleU'es ro 
his arbitrament, and asked that they might have leave to depart the City vvitli then- 
wives and children, and to go into the wilderncffe : at which Titus raking (com, 
threatens them with utter deftrufrion, commanding all the lower Cky to be fet on fire, 
and the Palace Acra which he bad feizedon: but the higher City which was fenced 
on a fteep Rock, he began to allault j and beginning to arile his mounts on the 2 6 of 
Auguft, and perfecting them on the (eventh of September, he brings his Engines ro 
the walis, wherein having nude a breach, the Tyrants flee with their guards for fc lV 
and amazement, and on the eighth ot September, the Romans brake in and deftr oyed 
all with fire and (word. 

Dio notes that Jerufalem was deftroyed 00 a Saturday, which day the Jews molt 
religiouily obferve; whether having refpea to the day of the Cities being taken, i 
(for the eighth ot September fell this year on a Sabhath-day ) or of the Cities bdng 
deftroyed : for Titus commanded all the Citieand Temple toberafed to the founda*^ 
tion,andtobehidplain,(and alfo to be ploughed according to the cuftdme) exeep; 
the Weft part of the wall onely, and three Towrs, Hippicon, Phafaelus. andMari- 
amme, which for their great beauty and ftrength, he had a mind to leave fot a monu- 
ment to poller y, of the magnificence of that City. 

When as Titus had thus caken the City, and had filled all places with dead bodies> 
theneighbour Nations would needs have him crowned, but he aufwercd them, that 
he was unworthy of that honour : tor it was not he that was the authour of che work, 
but that he had given his hands to God, thac had (hewed his anger againft che Jews. 
[ Wlopratus in vita ApelloniiJ, 6. c. 14. ] Yet there are coins ot Titus, imrked with a 
Trophy, and a Tryumphal Cnariot: as alfo of Vefpafian,with the image of a woman 
fitting forrowfull under a Palm Tree, and with the inferipcion, (J U D £ A C A P T A 
S. C..J as alfo mony was coined about the end of the 21 yearot King Agn'ppa, with 
an intcripiion in Greek, aytokpatap OYec nACiANOc kaicap.ioy 
AAiAC. EA A ijKYiAC.ETEi. ka. Af Pm n. ( i.e.) Vefpafian Emperour and 
Celar, Judea was taken in the year 21 of Agrippa. 

Titus .having finifhed the war, rewarded the Souldiers, and commies the cuftody of 
Jeiufalemto the tenth Legion, butthetwelfth Legion which had fought unfortunately 
under Ccftius he banilhed out oi Syria, and fent mem to Euphrates, in the confines ol 
Armenia and Cappadocia, he himfelt with rhe fifth and fifteenth Legion, came to 
Cclarea on thefea coft, whither he gathered together all the prey and lpoilesand the 
Capti ves, becaufe the winter fealon foroad him to (ailc into Italy. 

The two Tyrants, John and Simon, were taken as they- lay hid in the vaults of 
Jenlalem ; of whom John was condemned to perpetual imprifonmenr, and Simon 
wa< refcrved for the Triumph. In the fame vaults w^re found 2000 men, who either 
per incd lor hunger, or each killed theother, rather thai they would yield themlelves 
to the Romans. 

Tims tanied at Cef area, where he celebrated the birrh«day of hfs brother Domicim, 
(which fell o n, the joof December, where the ir m'icr of the Jews that pcuflied'wifh 
fighting with wild bcafts, and that burned with fire,and that fell by fighting oje a- 
gainft the otLer, exceeded the number ot 25 00. 

Afterwards Titus came to B^rytus in Pnciiicia, where he tarried longer, and folem- 
nited the birth-day of his father, (Sc. of his Empire: which as we have taught out of 
Suetonius and Tacitus was wont to be obferved on the Kalends of July) with great 
magnificence , there a multitude of Captives alfo perilhed in the like manner as 
before. 

Titus going to fee Antiochia and other Cities of Syria, and then bv Judea and 
Jerufalem* being accompanied with the fifth and fi.'icciith Legion, goes into Egypt 
to Alexandria, and from thence failcs to Rome, where he was wellcomed home by 
all men, and, together with his father, Tryumphedtoi the conqueft of Judea. 

The two Captains of the (editious, John and Simon, were led in rha% Triumph, and 
700 other Jews that excelled in ftrength and beauty, of whom Simon onely luffered 
death, (called by DioBarpores) The law alfo of the Jew* was carried in this Try- 
umph, as the laft of the fpoils, which, together with the purple vailes of the Sari&uary 
were laid up in the Palace. 

From this victory both father and fon got the name of Emperottr, yet neither of 
them was called Jndaictts 9 although many other things, and eipecially Tryumphal 
Arches wetc decreed for them, [Xjpfcftf. ex Dion.] and thete remains yet at the foot 
of the hill Palatine, a Marble Tryumphal Arch, erected to the honour of Titus, 
ou. of which there is a copy exprefled by Villalpandus oi the inftmments of rhe Tem- 
ple that were carried in Triumph. [Tom. a* explanat. on Ezechkl. lib. <. cap. 7

lis Vitellianus, had the Caftle Herodian with the Garrilon yeilded unco him : 
and fhortly after , he took the ftrong Caftle Machaeron beyond Jordan by 
affaulr. 

It happened even in our time, that neither Sun nor Moon were feen,for 1 2 . ( others fay I 5. 
dayes ) the fefpaftans being Emperours, the father the third time ( perhaps the fourth ) and. 
the [on the fecond time being Getifuh: laich Pliny, [Hb.i.cap. 13. ] which fomc think 
Was foretold by our Saviour. [Mathew, XXI V. »9. ] ' 

Cxfar wrote to Tiberius Maximus the Governour of Judea, that he fhould fell all 
the land of the Jews. He iropofed alio a tribute upon ail the Jews wherefoever they 
lived; and commanded them to bring m every year into the Capitol two drachraes 
as they were wont to pay in former time to the Temple of Jerufalem. 

In tbe fourth year of Vefpafian, Cefenn ; us Pastus, Govcrnourof Syria, drove Antio- 
chusthcKingof Commagene out of his kingdom, who himlelf fled into Cilicia, and 
his fon unto the Partisans : but both of them being afterwards reconciled to Vefpafian, 
he is reftorcd to his-kingdom. [ Jofeph, ) : 

The Abani brake into Media, and wafte it all over, the King Pacorus fleeing be- 
fore them; they afterwards paffc into Armenia, to whom Tiridates the King oppo- 
fing himlelf, he is almoft taken in the very battle. [ Id. ] 

Amongft the Jew«, Baflus being dead, Publius Silva lucceeds in the government of 
Judea. He on the 15 day of April wins by force that impregnable Caftle of Mailada, 
ihat was feized upon by Eleazar, the Nephew of Judas Galitxus, the Captain of the 
theeves : all the thceves that were in the Caftle to the number of 900* with their 
wives and children, at the perfwafion of Eleazar putting each other to death, having 
firft burnt the Caftle with all the houflioldftuff, left they fhould come into the power of 
the Romans : and fo all the reliques of the Jewjfh wars arc taken away, and all Judea 
is quieted. 

Many of the theeves that efcaped from Judea,fled 8c came into Egypt to Alexandria, 
where they follicit theJewstorevolt:but the common people being peiiwadad by their 
Rulers fell upon thofe theeves, and took 600 hundred of them, whom they deliycr to 
the Romans to be punilhed : the reft that efcaped into Egypcand Thebes were alio 
taken. Concerning which bufineffe, Cselar having advice, he conmundeth Lupus, 
then Governour of Alexandria, that he fhould pulldown the Temple of the Jews (that 
was built along while agone in Egypt, by Onias the brother of the High Prieft, ) But 
Lupus did no more than take away lome gifts out of the Temple, and fo (hut it up :' 
but Paulinu; his fucceflour in the government, having taken away all tbe gifts, and 
(hutting up the doors, made an order that none ftiould come thither ; fo that there was 
not fo much as any foot-ftep of Religion left" there. 

A certain Jew, a weaver, Ionathau by name, cicaped to Cyrene, where railing a 
tumult, he drew 2 000 Jews into the Wildcrnefle: when Catullu* (or Catulus) the 
Governour of Libia Pcntapolis, fending Horfe and Foot, eafily overthrew them. 
Ionathan being brought before him, he falfely accufed the moft wealthy of the lews 
to be the chief authouts of this project : to whofe accufations Catullus willingly giving 
ear* he put 3 000 of them to death at once- And this he did the more fecurely,bccaufe 
he confiscated their eftates to Caefars revenues, Ionathan alfo is fcnt prifoner by him 
widi others that were taken to Rome to Vefpafian,thar he might accufc the moft honeft 
of them that lived at Rome and Alexandria of innovation. Who affirmed alio amongft 
others,that Jolephu* thcWriter of the Jewilh Hiftory,fent to him both arms,and mony. 
But Vefpafian, knowing that this acculation was not lawfully brought againft thefe 
men, he at Titus his intreaty acquitted them : but defervedly punilheth Ionathan ; 
for having firft fcourged him, he was burnt alive. Catullus alfo through the mercy of 
the Princes fufTered then no cnaftifement, but not long after he was taken with a com- 
plicated and' incureable difeaie, and he was tortured and tormented in his mind (for 
he thought he faw the ghoftsot them that he had killed alwayes before him) at laft 
his guts and bowels rotting and ifTuing out of him, he died. £ Jofeph, lib, 7. bell, cap* nit, 
and in his Life. ] 

Here Jofephendeth the Hiftory of the deftru&ion of Judea : who being taken in 
this war, and made a freeman by Flarius Vefpafian the Emperour, took the name of 
FUrins from his Parrone. 

Cornelius and Suetonius relate that there were 600000. Jews killed in this war, but 
Jofephus a Jew, and a commander in that war, and whodeferved thankesand pardon 
from Vefpafian for foretelling him he fhould bcEmpeTour, writes .that 1 000000. pe- 
rifhed by fword and famine, and of the reft of the Jews that were difperfed all the 
world over, and put to death divers waies, the number isfaid to be 90000. So Orofius 
[ lib, 7. cap. $. ] but I find uot the number of 600000. of them that were killed in 
Suetonius, in Jofephus [ lib, 6 .belli, c#p, 17. ] the number of captives is 07000, but the

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other numberofnoooooisonelyof them that peiilhed in the fix monechs liege o! 
Jerufalem , but of thofe that perifhed out of Jerufalem, through the whole feven ysars, 
Juftius Lipfius made this catalogue out of Jofephus. [in lib. z m de faftMt;*. 
cap.zi.]

Which number of the dead, being added to the 1 1 00000. that perilhed at the liege* 
ot Jerufalem, makes up the number of 1337490. an innumerable company being o- 
mitted that perifhed through famine, banilhment, and other miferies, JuftusTiberien- 
fis in his Chronicle of the Kings of the Jews, (hews that Agrippa the laft King ofthe 
race of Herod, had his Kingdome augmented by Vefpafian, [apod Photi. m Bibliotheca.
